NEW  MEMBERS. 

The  Secretary  to  the  Legislative  Council  called  out  the  name  of 
Mr.  R.  K.  Krishna  Pillai,  Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police,  fortaking  the  oath. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)  ■  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.'  Mr.  R.  K.  Krishna  Pillai  has  been  nominated  as  a  member  of 
this  Council  and  the  Secretary  has  called  out  his  name  for  taking,  the 
oath.  We  have  no -information  as  to  whether  Ml.  Pitt  has  resigned  his 
seat  on  this  Council  There  has.  been  no  notification  in  the  Gazette 
that  he  has  resigned  and  that  his  resignation  has  been  accepted  by  the 
Government  of  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent.  Therefore,  the 
introduction'5 by  the'  Government  of  this  new'  member  into  the  House  is 
ultra  vires,  since  under,  the  Regulation  there  could  be  only  fifty  members 
in  this  Council.  A  seat  in  this  Council  could  become  vacant  only  under 
Rules  23  and  24  of  the  Legislative  Council  Electoral  Rules.  ‘Under  the 
provisions  of  those  rules,-  Mr.  Pitt’s  seat  in  this  House  has,  hot  become 
vacant.  So,  if  Mr.  R.  K.  Krishna  Pillai  is  sworn  in,  there  would  be  .fifty- 
one  members  while,  under  the  Regulation,  we.  could  have  only  fifty.

official  member  can  be  determined  by  the  Government  at  their  pleasure. 
Buie  21  (2)  of  the  Legislative  Council  Electoral  Buies  reads  thus : 

“  Official  members  shall  hold  office  for  the  duration  of  the  Couuoil  to  which  they 
are  nominated  or  for  snoh  shorter  period  a9  Government  may  determine.” 

In  this  case,  the  Government  have  determined  the  period  of 
Mr.  Pitt’s  membership  as  he  is  in  England  on  leave. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimmkii) :  But  we  do  not  know 
whether  Mr.  Pitt  has  vacated  his  seat  on  this  Council  or  not.  There 
was  no  notification  in  the  Gazette.  It  is  not  a  temporary  arrangement 
that  has  been  made.  It  is  a  permanent  arrangement  and  we  have  had 
no  information  about  it. 

PRESIDENT :  When  an  officer  goes  out  of  the  country  on  leave,  he 
■ipso  facto  vacates  his  office,  and  on  such  vacation  of  office,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  may  decide  that  his  membership  on  the  Council  has  also  terminated. 

MS.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)'.  On  previous  occasions, 
it  has  been  plainly  stated  in  the  notifications  in  the  Gazette  that  the 
member  has  resigned  and  that  his  resignation  has  been  accepted  by  the  ^ 
Government  of  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent.  In  the  Gazette' 
dated  the  13th  April  192G,  it  is  stated : 

“  Under  Rule  24  (1)  of  the  Legislative  Council  Electoral  Rules,  the  Government  of 
Tier  Uighncss  tlio  Malm  Rani  Reg. mt  have  accepted  tho  resignation  tendered 
by  M.  R.  Ry.  N.  Nilakanta  Pillai  Avargal.  n-  a-,  n.  i, ,  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  of  his  Boat  on  the  Legislative  Council.’’ 

“  Under  tttilo  24  (1)  of  the  Lugislativ®  Council  Elcotorul  Rules,  the  Government  of 
Her  Highness  tho  Maha  Rani  Regent  liavo  been  pleased  to  appoint  M.  R.  Ry. 
V.  S.  Subrahmauya  Aiyar  Avargal,  b.  a.,  b.  l.,  Head  Sirkar  Vakil,  as  an  oflicial 
member  of  tho  Legislative  Council.  ” 

In  the  case  of  Mr,  Van  Ross  also,  there  is  a  notification  in  the 
Gazette,  dated  the  20th  April  192(5,  to  the  effect  that  he  has  resigned  his 
seat  on  this  Council  and  that  the  Government  of  Her  Highness  the 
Maha  Rani  Regent  have  been  pleased  to  accept  his  resignation. 

PRESIDENT :  In  the  case  of  an  official  member,  there  are  two  ways 
in  which  a  seat  on  this  Council  can  be  vacated,  one  is  by  resignation  of  the 
seat  by  the  member  under  Rule  24  (1)  of  the  Legislative  Council  Elec¬ 
toral  Rules,  and  the  other  by  determination  of  the  tenure  of  his  member¬ 
ship  by  the  Government  under  Rule  21  (2).  In  the  notifications  that 
you  read  out,  the  Government  resorted  to  the  course  of  accepting  the 
resignation  by  the  members  concerned  and  in  the  case  of  Mr.  Pitt  they 
resorted  ,to..the  determination  of  his  membership.  Therefore,  I  decide 
that  Mr.  R.  K.  Krishna  Pillai’s  coming  in,  taking  the  oath  and  becoming 
a  member  is  in  order.

Departmental  Purchases  by  Officers  of  Government. 

1.  Mr.  S.  PIRAVIPERUMAL  PILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  South): 
Will  the  Government  be  pleased  to  state  : 

(a)  whether  all  the  officers  who  have  to  make  purchases  of  arti¬ 
cles  on  behalf  of  the  Government  are  following  the  rules  laid  down  for 
their  guidance  in  Notification  No.  El.  2083,  dated  the  16th  December 
1921 ; 

(b)  whether  all  such  officers'have  made  their  purchases  in  1098, 
1099,  1100  and  1101  after  due  publication  of  the  notices  calling  for 
tenders  in  any  of  the  Travahcore  newspapers  and  in  any  of  the  English 
newspapers  in  Madras,  Bombay  and  Calcutta,  as  required  by  Eule  8  of 
the  Notification ; 

(c)  the  names  of  those  newspapers  in  and  outside  Travancore 
wherein  these  officers  have  published  their  notices  inviting  tenders  for 
the  purchases  made  by  them  in  1098,  10.99,  1100  and  1101 ;  and 

(.d)  whether,  in  cases  where  such  publication  was  not  made,  the 
Account  Officer  has  refused  payment  and  held  the  amount  under  objec¬ 
tion  until  the  sanction  of  the  Government  was  obtained  by  the  purchas-' 

■  ing  officer  as  required  by  Eule  18  of  the  Notification,  and,  if  so,  to  quote 
the  instances  during  1Q98,  1099,  1100  and  1101  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) 

(а)  Yes  ;  unless  exceptions  are  sanctioned  by’the  Government. 

(б) - The  bills  are  passed  only  if  the  requirements  prescribed  in 

■  the  Store  Buies  are  complied  with.  Otherwise,  the  claims  are  dis¬ 
allowed. 

(e)  The  notices  are  published  by  the  drawing  officers  and  pay¬ 
ments  are  made  on  their  certificates.  It  is  difficult  and  laborious  to 
trace  the'  various  newspapers  in  issues  of  which  the  several  notices  were 
published.  .  .  '

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag,  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
The  exceptions  are  sanctioned  on  the  basis  of  the  Store  Eules. 

Mr.  S.  PIRAVIPERUMAL  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  ■. 
May  I  know  the  circumstances  under  which  exceptions  are  asked  for  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
In  sonie  cases,  some  of  the  articles  might  not  have  been  easily  procnr- ■■., . 
able.  In  all  cases  where  the  tenders  or  the  auction  values  are  more 
than  Es.  2,500  the  head  of  the.  department  has  to  refer  the  matter 
to  the  Government,  and  they  call  for  all  the  necessary  papers,  decide, 
the  question  and  communicate  their  decision  to  the  Account  Officer. 

Mr.  S.  PIRAVIPERUMAL  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  South)  : 
Am  i  to  understand,  that  exceptions  are  not  asked,  for  in  the  [case  of 
articles  below  Es.  2,500  ?  .  '  ,  .  ■  : 
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MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
They  are  also  asked  for,  sometimes. 

IWR.  S.  PIRAVIPERUMAL  PILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry.  South)  : 
May  I  know  the  number  of  exceptions  that  have  been  sanctioned  up  till 
now  from  the  date  of  the  publication  of  these  rules  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay .Financial  Secretary  to  Government )  ; 
I  cannot  soy  that.  I  receive  something  like  20,000  vouchers  in  a  month, 
and  it  is  not  easy  to  obtain  the  information. 

Mr.  S.  PIRAVIPERUMAL  PILLAI  ( Commerce  anil  Industry,  South)'. 
May  I  know  which  is  greater  in  number,  these'  exceptions  or  tho  ad¬ 
herence  to  the  Buies. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Financial  Secretary  to  Gorrrim.mt) , 
Of  course,  the  exceptions  are  very  lew  in  number.

T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Secretary  to  Government)  :  (i)  and  (ii) 
A  statement*  showing  the  amount  of  land  revenue  collected  in  the 
several  taluks  of  the  State  for  the  years  1097,  1098,  1099  and  1100  and 
also  the  population  of  the  various  taluks  as  per  the  censuses  of  1911  and 
1921  is  laid  on  the  table.  The  Muvattupuzha  taluk  yielded  the  largest 
revenue  in  1097,  the  Kottayam  taluk  in  1098  and  the  taluk  of  Agastis- 
varam  in  1099  and  1100.  Information  as  to  which  of  the  taluks  yielded 
the  largest  amount  of  revenue  per  head  of  population  in  each  of  the  . 
years  can  he  gathered  by  calculation  from  tho  figures  furnished.

T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Secretary  to  Government ) :  («)  fi)  The 
Government  acted  on  the  principle  of  affording  representation  to  import¬ 
ant  minor  communities  unrepresented  by  the  elections  as  also  of  en¬ 
couraging  continuity  of  policy  by  the  retention  of  a  sufficient  number  of 
old  members. 

(ii)  Yes.  Mr.  Nayanar  recommended  Mr.  A.  Mutlm  .Toytsier, 
landlord,  Meenakshi  puram,  and  Mr.  K.  Perumal  Pauikkar,  Merchant 
Kottar.

Excise  Commissioner  ?  If  so,  which  of  them  is  to  be  accepted  ?

As  is  visual  on  such  occasions,  I  propose  to  touch  briefly  upon  the  lust 
completed  financial  year,  to  explain  the  revised  estimates  for  the  current 
yoar  and  then  to  state,  the  prospects  and  the  distributions  for  the  year 
to  come, 

Actuals  of  1100. 

2.  The.  revenue  for  the  year  11.00  was  Its.  210J  lakhs  and  the  ex¬ 
penditure  charged  to  revenue  was  Its.  200i  lakhs,  resulting  in  a  surplus 
of  Us.  10  lakhs.  This  was  an  improvement  on  the  figures  of  the  revised 
estimates  which  anticipated  a  revenue  surplus  of  Us.  4\  lakhs  only. 
The vo  was  an  improvement  of  Its.  5  lakhs  under  revenue  and  the 
expenditure  fell  short  of  the  revised  estimates  by  Us.  0/4  lakh.  The 
increase  in  revenue  was  noticeable  chiefly  under  Land  licvcnuo  (Bs.  1| 
lakhs),  due  to  better  collections  than  were  anticipated  of  the  arrears  in 
tho  ki-st  relating  to  the  Kanni  crop  of  that  year,  the  realisation  of  which 
had  to  bo  postponed  on  account  of  the  floods  of  Karkatakam  1099  ;  under 
Customs  (Bs.  1  lakh) ;  Stamps  and  Registration  (Bs.  L]  lakhs)  and  other- 
heads  Bs.  1 1  lakhs. 

Be  vised  Estimates  of  1101. 

3.  The  estimates  for  the  current  fyear  budgeted  for  an  aggregate 
revenue  of  Bs.  20(>;f  lakhs  and  provided  for  a  programme  of  expendi¬ 
ture,  to  be  met  from  revenue,  amounting  to  Bs.  203  lakhs,  leaving  a 
revenue  surplus  of  Bs.  3 J  lakhs.  According  to  the  revised  estimates, 
the  total  revenue  is  Bs.  217£  lakhs  and  the  total  expenditure  charged  to 
revenue  is  expected  to  be  Bs.  199|  lakhs  resulting  in  an  anticipated 
surplus  of  Bs,  17 J.  lakhs- 

Revenue. 

4.  Land  Revenue  accounts  for  an  increase  of  Bs.  lj  lakhs  over  the' 
budget  estimate.  Larger  receipts  on  account  of  the  realisation  of 
arrears  of  the  previous  year  under  ordinary  rovenue  and  an  increased 
collection  from  tho  disposal  of  Government  lands.account  for  this  better 
result. 

5.  The  revenue  from  Income  Tax  is  expected  to  show  a  decline  of 
Bs.  1-J  lakhs.  The  main  reason  for  this  fall  is  the  immunity  enjoyed  by 
the  Edavagai  lands  from  taxation  on  account  of  a  recent  decision  of  the 
High  Court.  Besides,  the  current  year  is  a  year  of  transition  as  a 
result  of  the  amendment  to  the  Income  Tax  Regulation  and  many 
of  the  Collectors  are  reported  to  have  experienced  difficulty  in  the  work¬ 
ing  of  the-  Regulation  in  the  early  months  of  the  year,  assessments 
being  thereby  delayed  in  a  number  of  cases. 

6.  There  is  an  increase  of  Bs.  2  lakhs  under  excise  revenue  which 
..  comprises  tobacco,  abkari  and  opium.  The  revenue  under  license 
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fees  and  duty  on  country  liquor  shows  a  fall  of  about  Rs.  %  lakh, 
as  compared  with  the  actuals,  of  1100.  The  increase  under  Excise  over 
the  budgeted  amount  is  chiefly  due  to  the  larger  realisation  of  duty  on 
tobacco,  and  -  to  the  increased  receipts  under  rebate  of  duty  on  opium 
and  ganja  recoverable  from  the  British  Government.  The  adoption,  as 
in  British  India,  of  the  pound  avoirdupois  in  the  place  of  the  Dutch 
pound  for  the  purpose  of  levying  duty  on  tobacco  from  the  15th  Kuin- 
bham  1101,  accounts  mainly  for  the  increase  of  about  Ks.  a  lakh 
under  tobacco  receipts.  The  budget  for  the  current  year  estimated  for 
the  rebate  of  the  duty  on  5,000  seers  of  ganja  and  2,600  seers  of  opium. 
But  the  rebate  will  actually  be  realised  on  6,000  seers  of  ganja  and 
4,500  seers  of  opium  supplied  to  the  State  during  1925-26.  The 
increased  receipt  on  account  of  the  license  fees  and  the  rebate  of 
duty  on  .ganja  and  opium  is  Ks.  1  lakhs  in  excess  of  the  budget 
estimate.  - 

■  7.  An  increase  of  Ks.  2|  lakhs  appears  under  customs  revenue. 
It  is  almost  entirely  from  sea  customs  realised  at  Alleppey,  both 
under  exports  and  imports.  The  principal  items  of  exports 
which  have  contributed  to  this  improvement  are  copra,  pepper, 
dry  ginger,  turmeric,  etc.  The  increase  under  all  these  items 
is  chiefly  due  to  better  production  during  the  year.  The  enhancement 
of  the  export  duty  on  pepper  from  Bh.  Rs.  five  to  Bh.  Rs.  ten  per.  candy 
with  effect  from  1st  Dhanu  1101  is  also  responsible  to  some  extent  for 
the  increased  revenue  under :  customs.  The  principal  items  under 
imports  that  have  contributed  to  the  increase  of  more  than  Rs.  -J 
lakh  are  manufactured  iron  and  steel,  cement,  aniline  dyes  and 
stationery.  The  appearance  of  the  mud  bank  around  the  vicinity  of 
the  Alleppey  Pier  afforded  a  safe  smooth- water  anchorage  and  enabled 
vessels  to  call  almost  throughout  the  year  thereby  facilitating 
shipping.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  slump  in  the  coir  and  fishing 
trades,  the  customs  revenue  would  have  shown  a  further  increase  to 
the  extent  of  at  least  Rs.  £  a  lakh. 

8.  The  receipts  under  Stamps  and  Registration  improved  by  Rs.  Si- 
lakhs,  The  advance  is  mainly  the  result  of  larger  sales,  of  stamp-paper 
and  increased  receipts  from  fees  for  registering  documents  chiefly  in 
connection  \yith  partition  deeds  under  the  Nayar  and  the  Ezhava  Re¬ 
gulations.  There  is  also  an  improvement  of  more  than  Rs.  §  lakh 
under  Sale  of  Court  Fee  Stamps. 

9.  The  next  item  of  increased  receipt  is  Interest.  The  increase  occurs 
mainly  under  the  two  detailed  heads  “Interest  on  Government  of  India 
Securities”  and  “Premium,  on  the  purchase  of  Government,  of  India 
Securities”.  Government  of  India  Securities  to  the  face  value  of 
Rs.  30$  lakhs  were  added  to  the  surplus  investments  of  the  State  in 
the  course  of  the  current  year  and  the  half-yearly- interest  •  realised :  on 
some  of  the  securities  provided  an  increase  of  - Rs.  half  a  lakh  under  the  ; 
head  “  Interest  on  Government  of  India  Securities  ”.  A  sum  of  nearly 
Rs.  f  lakh  was  realised  as  premium  from  :  the  British  Government 
on  the  conversion  of  the  Government  of  India  5J  per  cent,  loan  of  1925,  ; 
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in  which  the  State  had  invested  Bh.  its.  10  lakhs,  into  the  5  per  cent, 
loan  oE  1935  and  another  sum  of  Its.  1  |  lakhs  was  credited  in  the  ac¬ 
counts,  being  the  difference  between  the  face  value  and  the  purchase 
value  of  the  Government  of  India  Securities  purchased  during  jtbe- 
current  year  for  the  Surplus  Investments  §£  the  State.  Tl^s  accounts  for 
the  receipt  of  neatly  Its.  2  lakhs  under  premium. 

10.  The  decline  of  less  than  Its.  1,  lakh  in  the  receipts  from 
the  railway  from  Shoncotla  to  Trivandrum  as  compared  with  the 
budget  estimate  of  Its.  2  lakhs  for  the  year  and  the  fall  of  nearly  Its.  1 
lakh  as  compared  with  the  actuals  of  1100  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
while  the  gross  earnings  from  the  Travancoro  Branch  of  the  railway 
for  the  first  half  year  ended  liOlh  September  1925  was  nearly  Bs.  11[ 
lakhs,  those  during  the  second  half  year  ended  ill  st  March  1920  were 
only  Bs.  9 1  lakhs,  thus  showing  a  doorcase  of  Its-  ,1:|  lakhs:  and  the 
working  expenses  rose  slightly  from  Bs.  6,09,000  in  tho  first  half  year 
to  Bs.  6,17,000  during  the  second.  The  fall  in  the  gross  earnings  during 
the  second  half  year  was  mainly  due  to  breaches  during  December  1.925 
and  to  the  reduction  in  passenger  faros.  The  budget  estimato  for  the 
ensuing  year  is  however  placed  at  Bs.  2  lakhs  as  against  tho  receipts  0} 
Bs.  2J  lakhs  in  1100  and  of  Its.  1,65,800  in  tho  current  year  assuming 
that  there  will  not  be  adverse  oironmstaucos  in  the  official  year 
beginning  from  1st  April  1926.

11.  Turning  to  the  expenditure  side,  the  revised  .estimates  show 
that  there  will  be  a  saving  of  Its.  8-J  lakhs  spread  over  the  various  major 
heads  ;  and  a  few  items  which  show  variations  of  over  Its.  1  a  lakh  have 
been  explained  in  the  Memorandum  attached  to  tho  Budget. 

Budget  Estimates  op  1102. 

12.  I  shall  now  proceed  to  deal  with  the  budget  estimates  for  the  ' 
next  year.  The  sale  proceeds  of  Government  lands  were  hitherto 
included  in  land  revenue  receipts.  As  these  receipts,  which  are  esti¬ 
mated  at  Bs.  .4  lakhs,  are  more  or  less  of  the  nature  of  capital  receipts, 
they  have  been  taken  outside  the  general  revenue  receipts  and  shown 
under  capital  revenue  receipts  in  the  budget  estimate  of  1102.  Thus, 
the  estimate  of  total  revenue  in  the  year  1102  is  placed  at  Bs.  211J  lakhs 
and  it  is  generally  based  on  tho  revised  estimates  for  the  current  year. 
A  sum  of  Ks.  208  lakhs  has  been  allotted  for  expenditure  which  is  nearly 
Bs.  8  lakhs  in  excess  of  both  the  actuals  cf  1100  and  the  revised  esti¬ 
mates  for  the  current  year,  The  ensuing  year  is  thus  expected  to  result, 
in  a  revenue  surplus  of  nearly  Bs.  8J  lakhs. 

Bevenue. 

13.  The  total  revenue  next  year  is  expected  to  fall  short  of  the 
anticipated  receipts  of  the  current  year  by  Bs.  5£  lakhs.  There  are  not 
many  items  on  the  revenue  side  which  require  any  special  explanation. 
The  receipts  from  land  revenue  are  placed  at  Bs.  5  lakhs  less,  the 
decrease  being  chiefly  due  to  the  removal  of  the  item  “  Sale  of  Govern¬ 
ment  lands  ”  outside  the  revenue  receipts,  with  a  reduction  of  Bs.  §  lakh

as  compared  with  the  revised  estimate.  Another  sum  of  Rs.  f  lakh 
has  been  reduced  from  Stamps  and  Registration,  a.-  slight  decline 
being  anticipated  in  the  abnormal  increased  receipts  of  the  current 
year.  The  only  other  item  which  need  be  mentioned  is  the  receipts 
under  Interest.  This  has  been  budgeted  for  Rs.  lakhs  less 
than  the  anticipated  receipts  for  the  current  year.  As  stated  in 
para  9  above,  it  is  the  net  result  of  the  omission  of  tbo  non-recurring 
receipt  on  account  of  premium  on  the  purchase  of  Government  of  India 
Securities  and  of  the  addition  on  account  of  the  increased  estimate  of 
interest  receipts' for  two  half-years  on  the  surplus  investments  in  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  India  Pro-notes  made  in  the  current  year.  The  estimate  of 
Rs.  2  lakhs  under  railways  for  the  next  year  has  already  been  ex¬ 
plained; 

ExrENDITDltB. 

14.  On  the  expenditure  side,  the  original  estimate  of  established 
charges  was  Rs.  203£  lakhs.  With  the  help  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
the  Government  examined  108  new  proposals  for  additions  in  the  budget 
and  have  provided  an  additional  sum  of  Rs.  4-J  lakhs.  References  to 
these  proposals  are  detailed  in  foot-notes  to  the  budget. 

15.  Land  Revenue  Depart:!  cut.  A  sum  of  Rs.  14,200  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  improvement  of  markets.  Besides  this,  another  sum.  of 
Rs-  13,600  has  been  allotted  in  the  Public  Works  Budget  under  Incom¬ 
plete  and  New  Works,  thus  making  a  total  provision  of  Rs.  27,800.  As 
a  result  of  the  discussions  in  the  Legislative  Council  and  representations 
in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly,  it  is  proposed  to  raise  the  number 
of  1st  grade  Proverth-ikars  from  56  to  100  and  to  reduce  correspond¬ 
ingly  the  number  of  2nd  grade  Proverthikars  from  349  to  305. 

16.  Forests.  A  sum  of  Rs.  11,200  has  been  provided  under  the 
Forest  Department  for  Iforest  settlement  work  by  the  appointment  of  a 
full-time  officer  with  the  necessary  staff  for  settling  claims  in  respect 
of  25  proposed  reserves  pending  enquiry.  The  Forest  School  at  Konni- 
is  to  he  continued  for  .  another  year. 

17.  General  Administration.  A  Special  Officer  has  been  appointed 
with  effect  from  7th  Edavam  1101 ,  for  conducting  enquiries  into  appli¬ 
cations  from  Ezhavas  under  Section  33  of  the  Ezhava  Regulation  for 
exemption  from  the  provisions  of  Chapters  IV  and  VII  (1)  of  the  Regu¬ 
lation  ;  and  in  view  of  the  largo  number  of  applications  in  respect  of 
which  enquiries  have  to  be  conducted,  provision  has  been  made  for  the 
continued  employment  of  the  Special  Officer  and  his  staff  up  to  the  end 
of  Tulam  1102. 

18.  Administration  of  Justice.  Provision  is  made  for  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  temporary  .Bench  of  the  High  Court  as  well  as  of  the  tempo 
rary  Second  Judges’  courts  and  of  five  out  of  the  six  temporary  Munsiffs 
courts.  It  is  also  proposed  to  continue  the  three  temporary  Sirkar  i Vakils 
throughout  1102.,  A  temporary  staff  for  the  Rule  Committee  has  been 
provided  for,  as  also  a  provision  of  Rs.  30,700  for  the  Law’s  Delays  Com¬ 
mittee  for  a  period  of.  eight  mouths  in  1102.  Under  Civil  and  Sessions 
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courts,  the  allotments  necessary  (i)  for  the  opening  of  a  Mnnsiff-Magi- 
strate’s  court  at  Todupu2ha  by  the  abolition  of  one  of  the  temporary 
MunsilTs’  courts,  (ii)  for  the  conversion,  as  an  experimental  measure,  of 
the  Muusiffs  court  at  Changanacherv  into  a  Munsilf-Magistratc’s  court 
to  supply  the  existing  demand  for  the  establishment  of  a  full-time 
Stationary  Magistrate’s  court  there,  and  (iii)  fur  the  establishment  of  a 
Bench  Magistrate’s  court  at  Mavolikaru,  have  been 'made.  A  lump  sum 
of  Its.  10,000  has  also  been  allotted  for  11, o  introduction  of  measures  for 
the  amelioration  of  the  condition  of  nuder-trial  prisoners.  The  budget 
estimate  for  the  department  thus  exceeds  Ihe  revised  estimate  by  jjg.  § 

19.  I’oHir.  Provision  is  made  for  the  opening  of  a  new  outpost  at 
Oachira  and  for  the  addition  of  30  constables  for  the  Trivandrum  and 
Kottayam  districts.  Besides,  it  is  proposed  to  appoint  (i  probationary 
Inspectors  with  a  view  to  train  them  up  and  eventually  to  absorb  them 
as  Inspectors. 

20.  Jidue/irioii.  The  budget  estimate  exceeds  the.  revised  estimate 
by  nearly  Its.  2J  lakhs.  Besides  providing  for  the  opening  of  a  few 
Vomaeular  primary  schools  in  backward  localities  and  for  the  opening  of 
highor  classes  and  additional  divisions  in  some  of  the  existing  Vernacular 
schools,  a  lump  provision  is  also  made  for  the  opening  of  Group  II 
(Natural  Science)  of  the  Intermediate  course  in  His  Highness  the 
Maba  Baja's  College  for  ’Women  and  for  raising  the  standard  of  that 
Oollogo  to  the  Hirst  Grade  by  opening  Group  Y  (History  and  Economics) 
and  VI  (Languages)  of  Ihe  13.  A.  degree  course,  with  effect  from  the 
beginning  of  the  next  academic  year  1927-28.  Women  students 
who  wish  to  take  Group  II  (Physics,  Chemistry,  Botanv  and  Zoology) 
now  join  either  the  local  College  of  Science  or  'the  Women’s 
Christian  ■  College  at  Madras.  A  second  grade  college  is  at'  best  only  a 
half-way  house  in  that  it  takes  students  through  only  a  part  of  their 
university  course.  It  was  also  reported  that  the  Women’s  Colleges  at 
Madras  have  recently  declared  that  they  would  no  longer  admit  women 
from  Travancoro,  unless  vacancies  remain  after  the  demands  of  British 
Indian  students  are  fully  satisfied.  A  sum  of  Es.  89,000  has  been  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  payment  of  grants  to  privato  colleges  which  at  present 
take  a  large  share  of  the  responsibility  in  providing  highor  education  for 
the  ever-increasing  number  of  the  student  population  of  the  country. 

21.  Ayricnlture  und  Fisheries.  Additional  provision  is  made  for 

the  reorganisation  qf  the  Pisheries  Department  by  the  appointment  of  a 
third  Fishery  Inspector  with  the  necessary  staff  and  by  a  readjustment  of 
the  work  of  the  Inspectors  with  a  view  to  have  more  efficient  control.  It 
is  also  proposed  to  continue  the  Agricultural  School  at  Alwaye  fur  a  fur¬ 
ther  period  of  two  years  and  the  experimental  station  at  Porakad  for  the 
investigation  of  kari  soils  for  a  further  period  of  tbrqc  years.  Besides  the 
three  existing  Fishery  Schools,  another  Fishery  continuation  school  will 
be  opened  at  Munamham.  •  ** 

22.  Media  tl  ;aitd  Sanitary  Depdi tiiumie.  These  departments 
receive  an  increased  allotment  of  Es.  lakhs.  Besides  the  tw0 
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dispensaries,  one  at  Tumpaman  and  the  other  at  Kumili  opened 
towards  the  close  of  the  current  year,  it  is  proposed  to  open  two 
more  permanent  dispensaries,  one  at  Pulinkunnu  and  the  other  at 
Pemnkadavila  and  to  appoint  a  woman  Sub- Assistant  Surgeon  for  the 
District  Hospital,  Nagerooil.  Substantial  increases  have  been  made 
under  “  dieting  charges”,  “  bedding  and  clothing” '  and  “  purchase  and 
repair  of  furniture”,  and  additional  staff  has  been  provided  for  for  opening 
new  wards  in  the  General  Hospital,  and  the  labonr  wards  in  the  hospitals 
at  Nagercoil,  Quilon  and  Kottayam.  A  sum  of  Its.  2,28,300  has  been  al¬ 
lotted  for  the  purchase  of  European  medicines  and  surgical  instruments, 
which  is  in  excess  of  the  current  year’s  allotment  and  the  past  year’s 
expenditure  by  Rs.  46,000.  It  is  also  proposed  to  equip  the  General 
Hospital  with  an  electrical  department  where  X-ray  appliances  can  be 
made  available  and  a  plant  for  generating  electricity,  at  a  total  cost  of 
Rs.  35,000  and  provision  is  accordingly  made  for  the  purpose.  As  the 
Madras  Government  declined  to  allow  any  capitation  grant  on  behalf  of 
women  students  from  Travancore  undergoing  training  in  the  Missionary 
Medical  School  at  Vellore,  it  is  proposed  to  give  a  capitation  grant 
of  Rs.  500  per  annum  for  a  period  of  four  years  to  the  Medical 
School  at  Vellore  for.  training  two  Travancore  students.  According 
to  the  programme  laid  down  and  followed  in  the  previous  years,  it  is 
also  proposed  to  open  ten  new  Vakhjasqlas  during  the  year  1102.  . 

23.  Scientific  and.  Miscellaneous  .Departments.  The  seven  temporary 
Inspectors  entertained  in  the  Co-operative  Department  daring  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  are  to  be  continued  during  the" next. year,  and  provision  is  also 
made  for  the  appointment  of  three  more  temporary  Inspectors  to  cope 
with  the  increased  volume  of  work  in  the  department. 

24.  Public  Works.  Under  Public  Works,  the  current  year’s  allot¬ 
ment  is  Rs.  29  lakhs  excluding  railway  reconnpitering  charges.  These 
charges  have  now  been  shown  in  the  revised  estimates  under  Capital 
Expenditure  not  charged  to  Revenue,  by  deduction  from  the  allotment 
for  Public  Works.  Additional  funds  to  the  extent  of  Rs.  1,65,400 
have  been  sanctioned  daring  the  current  year,  the  major  portion  being 
in  connection  with  the  repair  of  damages  caused  by  the  floods  of 
Tulam  1101.  For  the  next  year,  a  sum  of  Rs.  30  lakhs  has  been 
allotted  for  expenditure  by  the  P.  W.  D.  Of  this  provision  of  Rs.  30 
lakhs,  Rs.  3|  lakhs  is  for  buildings,  Rs.  15J  lakhs  for  communications, 
Rs.  1  lakh  for  miscellaneous  public  improvements  such  as  lighting, 
water-supply,  drainage  and  sewerage,  etc.,  and  Rs.  l|  lakhs  for  protec¬ 
tive  irrigation  works,  a  lump  sum  of  Rs.  18,100  being.  ■  included  under 
the  latter  for  new  works  to  be  taken  up  as  a  result  of  the  investigation 
of  irrigation  works  by  the  temporary  staff  of  Supervisors  proposed- to  be 
continued  in  1102.  Establishment,  and  tools  and  plant  together  cost 
Rs.  5£  lakhs  and  a  sum  of  Rs,  70,000  has  been  provided  for;  expendi¬ 
ture  in  connection  with  the  construction  of  the  Palace  at  Delhi, 

.  Capitad  Expenditure  not  charged  to  Revenue.  . 

.25.  The  budget  estimate  for  .1101.  provided  for  an  expenditure  of 
Rs.  5,000  on  Capital  Works  relating  to  the  Quiion- Trivandrum 
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Railway.  The  revised  estimate  is  fixed  at  Rs.  ‘2,000,  no  capital  works 
being  expected  to  be  carried  out,  the  charges  incurred  being  on  account 
of  land  compensation.  Besides  this  amount,  two  othor  charges 
appear  in  the  revised  estimate.  The  one  is  the  expenditure  on  account 
of  the  survey  of  railway  lines  in  the.  State.  With  the  appointment  of  a 
Railway  I'lngineer  from  the  1st  February  192(5, 1, he  reemmoitoring charges 
incurred  from  the  beginning  of  the  current  year  have  boon  arranged, 
as  already  stated,  to  he  debited  to  Capital  Account-  “Railway  Surveys” 
and  a  sum  of  . 11s.  :1(>, 200  is  estimated  as  the  revised  estimate  for  the 
current  year  as  ugainxt  a  provision  of  Rs.  10,000  made  in  the  Public 
Works  Budget.  The  second  debit  that  appears  in  the  revised  estimate 
under  Capital  Account  is  the  amount  of  the  contribution  of  Bh.  Rs.  3 
lakhs  made  in  1098  towards  the  Cochin  Harbour  Works  which  stood 
debited  under  an  advance  head.  As  stated  by  my  predecessor  in  his 
last  budget  speech,  the  amount  is  not  repayable  and  it  has  been  adjusted 
in  the  accounts  of  the.  current  year  by  credit  to  Advances  and  debit  to 
Capital  Account.  When  these  figures  in  the  revised  estimates  are  also 
taken  into  account,  the  estimated  surplus  of  Rs.  .1 7.1  lakhs  for  the  cur¬ 
rent  year  will  be  reduced  to  Rs.  1,1  lakhs.  For  the  next  year,  a  sum  oj 
Rs.  (5,200  has  boon  provided  cm  account  of  the.  Quilon-Trivandrum 
Railway  and  another,  sum  of  Rs.  1)1,000  for  the  survey  of  throe  railway 
lines  in  the  State,  '’A.,  Gnilon-Krnakulam  Railway,  Ettimianur-Munda- 
kayam  Railway  and  Mavolikara-Coohin  Branch  Railway. 

2(5.  Sir.  1  shall  now  conclude  with  a  brief  reference  to  the  Assets 
and  Liabilities  as  they  are  expected  to  stand  at  the  dose  of  tile  years  1101 
and  1102.  According  to  the  final  accounts  of  1100,  the  total  booked 
assets  amounted  to  Rs,  208  lakhs  and  the  liabilities  to  Rs.  124  lakhs; 
and,  according  to  the  revised  estimates  of  the  current  year,  the  assets 
would  amount  toRs.  235  lakhs  and  the  liabilities  to  Rs.  137  lakhs.  At 
the  commencement  of  the  current  year,  tire  Sinking  Fund  created  for 
the  liquidation  of  the  liabilities  on  account  of  the  Shencotta-Quilon 
Railway  and  the  Debenture  Loan  of  1091  stood  at  Rs.  40  lakhs  and  are 
expected  to  close  at  Its.  44 lakhs  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  whole 
amount  has  been  invested  in  Government  of  India  Securities.  The 
Surplus  Investments  of  the  State  amounted  to  Us.  108  lakhs  at  tho 
beginning  of  1101  and  will  stand  at  Rs.  137  lakhs  at  the,  end  of  the  year. 
In  this  figure  is  included  an  investment  of  nearly  Rs.  51  lakhs  in  the 
3  per  cent,  and  34  per  cent,  nou-torminable  Government  of  India  Securi¬ 
ties  at  their  face  value  and  also  fixed  deposits  to  the  extent  ofBh.  Rs.  28 
lakhs  in  the  Imperial  Bank  of  India  and  the.  Chartered  Bank  of  India, 
Australia  and  China.  After  making  due  allowances  for  the  depreciation 
and  appreciation  of  Government  of  India  Securities  in  which  the  major 
portion  of  the  surpluses  of  the  State  remain  invested,  the  present  value 
of  the  total  surplus  investments  may  be  taken  at  lis.  125  lakhs  as 
against  Rs,  .137  lakhs  shown  in  the  accounts.  At  the  close  of  1102, 
the  assets  are’ expected  to  amount  to  Rs.  252  lakhs  and  the  liabilities  to 
Rs.  14,7  lakhs  leaving  a  Government  Balance  of  Es.  105  lakhs.  The 
current  year  is  expected  to  close  with  a  cash  balance  of  Rs.  89$  lakhs 
and  the  ensuing  year  with  a  balance  of  Rs.  40J  lakhs. 
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27.  State-aided  Bank, -Limited.  The  State-aided  Bank  has  already 
been  registered  as  a  joint  stock  concern  under  the  Travancore  Compa¬ 
nies  Regulation..  The  agreement  between  the  bank  and  the  Government, 
embodying  mainly  the  provisions  of  G.  O.s.  Nos.  FI.  1234/168,  dated  the 
81st  July  1923,  and  FI.  775/166,  dated  the  4th  June  1925,  was  exeouted 
on  the  24th  July  1926,  and  the  prospectus  is  expected  to  be  issued  in  a 
few  days’  time,

The  Council  re-assembled  in  the  Victoria  Jubilee  Town  Hall, 
Trivandrum,-  at  eleven  thirty-five  of  the  clock,  M.  E.  Watts  Esquire, 
b.  a,,  Barrister-at-Law,  presiding.  All  except  the  following  members 
were  present Mr,  Tariatu  Kunjitomman,  Mr.  K.  C .  Maniuien.  Mappil- 
lai,  Mr.  S.  Piraviperumal  Pillai,  Mr.  M.  Sivatanu  Pillai,  Mr.  M.  Subrah- 
rnanya  Pillai  and  Mr.  S.  Subrahmanya  Karayalar. 

PRESIDENT :  During  the  last  session  of  the  Council  a  point,  of 
order  was  raised  as  to  whether  the  report  of  a  committee  appointed  by 
Government,  which  was  not  published  or  placed  on  the  table  of  the 
House,  can  be  cited  in  debates  of  the  House.  I  promised  to  examine 
the  matter  and  to  give  a  ruling.  I  had  the  matter  examined  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  our  Buies  and  Standing  Orders  and  the  Parliamentary,  practice 
obtaining  in  Great  Brittan  and  British  India.  This  is  my  ruling. 

“  No  document  shall,  as  a  rule,  be  cited  in  debate  unless  it  has 
been,  or  is  being,  placed  on  the  table  of  the  House,  or  otherwise  made 
available  to  members.

I  have  the  honor  to  inform  you  that,  as  regards  the  employment 
of  women  as  clerks,  the  Inspectress  of  Girls’  Schools  has  stated  that  the 
typist’s  post  is  not  suitable  for  a  woman  as  the  typist  has  to  accom¬ 
pany  her  on  circuit  where  a  woman-clerk  would  experience  difficulties 
in  finding  lodging  whereas  a  man-clerk  occupies  one  of  the  out-houses 
of  the  Tra  sellers’  Bungalow  or  camp-shed  and  in  some  places  has  not 
even  this  accommodation  and  that  hi  the  case  of  ordinary  clerks’  posts 
there  would  be  some  difficulty  in  having  a  mixed  staff  such  as  would  be 
necessary  for  some  time  to  come,  but  that  the  experiment  might  be 
tried  when  opportunities  occur  provided  that  married  women  are  not 
entertained.

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MOTION  FOE  ADJOURNMENT  OF  THE  DEBATE. 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  ( Kminatmd ) :  Sir,  1  have,  a  motion  for  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  business  of  the  House.  (The  member  handed  over  a 
written  statement  of  the  matter  to  the  President.) 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  just  received  from  one  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  a  notice  asking  leave  to  move  a  motion  for  the  adjournment  of 
the  House  in  the  following  terms  : — 

“  I  moYO  for  the  adjournment,  of  tlw  business  of  the  tiimso  for  the  pursue  of  dis¬ 
cussing  a  definite  matter  uf  urgent,  public  iiuporinnoo,  namely,  tho  situation 
created  by  tho  Press  liugulation.” 

By  ‘  Press  Regulation  \  I  presume  that  the  member  means  the 
Newspapers  Regulation,  V  of  1101.  I  have  now  to  decide  as  to  the  ad¬ 
missibility  of  this  motion.  Rule  19  (4)  of  the  Legislative  Council  Rules 
says  “  the  motion  must  not  anticipate  a  matter  which  has  been  previous¬ 
ly  appointed  for  consideration  or  with  reference  to  which  a  notice  of  motion 
has  been  previously  given.”  I  find  that  there  are  two  notices  of  motions 
already  handed  in,  both  by  Mr.  If.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  One  is  under 
Demand  IX,  budget  head  15  (c) — General  Administration — Legislative 
Council-^to  reduce  the  allotment  by  one  rupee,  this  being  a  token  motion 
to  suggest  the  repealing  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  The  other  is  in 
somewhat  similar  terms,  with  reference  to  the  Newspapers  Regulation, 
under  Demand  XII,  budget  head  16  (e) — Law  Officers.  This  is  for  a 
reduction  by  one  cash. 

Strictly  speaking,  and  in  the  very  narrow  technical  sense  of  the 
term,  the  motion  Mr.  Tarakan  asks  leave  to  make  is  prima  facie  not 
admissible  because  of  the  notices  of  motions  previously  given.  But  I 
gather  that  the  matter  is  regarded  in  certain  directions  in  the  country 
and  by  quite  a  good  few  people  in  the  State  as  of  vital  importance.  That 
being  the  case,  I.  think  everybody  will  agree  with  me  that  we  should  not 
permit  a  mere  technicality  to  stifle  discussion  on  this  subject-  (.Hear, 
hear.)  I  am  therefore  prepared,  in  the  exercise  of  any  general  rights  and 
discretion  I  may  have  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  business  of  this  House, 
to  permit  a  discussion  of  the  main  motion. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PAR AMESV ARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil) :  I  object  to  leave  being  granted  to  move  the  motion. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ClnrajjbikU) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  in  order?  When  the  President  is  speaking  can  he  inter¬ 
vene  and  oppose  the  motion  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  The  President  at  the  moment  is  not  speaking  on  a 
question  of  order,  but  on  a  general  principle  of  policy  concerning  this 
House  very  closely.  Therefore,  to  continue  what  I  was  saying,  in  view 
of  the  importance  of  the  matter  and  to  test  the  feeling  in  the  country 
generally,  I  think  it  advisable  on  grounds  of  broad  policy  and  statesman¬ 
ship  that  the  views  of  this  House  should  be  ventilated  on  this  subject.  I 
am  therefore  prepared  on  Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion  to  ask  the  House 
.  whether  it  will  give  him  leave  to  make  his  motion. 
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MS.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  SirJcur 
Vakil)  :  I  object  to  it,  Sir. 

Mr  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinkiV) :  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  The  President  has  already  ruled  that  the  motion  for  adjourn¬ 
ment  is  not  strictly  admissible,  because  a  notice  has  been  given  by  me 
of  a  motion  on  the  subject.  So,  is  there  any  use  in  opposing  the 
motion  now  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  said  that  the  rules  require  certain  formalities  to 
be  gone  through.  The  President  having  given  permission  to  the 
mover  to  obtain  the  leave  of  the  House  to  bring  the  motion  forward, 
one  member  of  the  house  rises  and  objects  to  leave  being  given. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkit)  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  the  view  of  the  Grovernment  that  they  are  not  going  to  make  use 
of  the  rules  because  under  the  rules  this  motion  can  be  ruled  out  ? 

PRESIDENT :  If  the  member  puts  it  specifically  as  a  point  of 
order,  I  shall  give  him  a  ruling.  But  what  he  says  is  a  vague  general 
statement  as  regards  the  Buies. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (( Ohirayinkil ) :  In  the  rale  it  is  stated 
that  “the  motion  must  not  anticipate  a  matter  which  has  been  pre¬ 
viously  appointed  for  consideration  or  with  reference  to  which  a  notice 
of  motion  has  been  previously  given.  ” 

PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  dwelt  upon  that  point.  I  said  I  did  not 
consider  that  on  a  narrow  technical  ground  a  discussion  on  so  important 
a  matter  should  be  stifled,  and,  therefore,  in  the  exercise  of  any  general 
powers  I  have  of  controlling  the  work  of  this  Honse,  I  am  inclined  to 
set  aside  that  stnall  technicality. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha):  May  I  know  under 
what  Buie  or  Standing  Order  this  general  power  is  exercised  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  i  Standing  Order  No.  71  provides  for.  the  exercise  of  a  general 
power,  though,  of  course,  that  applies,  in  terms,  only  to  cases  not  pro¬ 
vided  for  by  the  Legislative  Council  Buies  or  Standing  Orders. 

PRESIDENT  :  Yes ;  but  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  general  tenor 
of  the  Buies  relating  to  the  subject  is  to  give  the  President  a  discretion 
in  the  best  interests  of  the  Bouse. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmhay  ■  Standing  .  Order : 
No.  71  would  not  apply  to  the  present  case.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  I  know  it  does  not  apply. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzlfa)  :  1  submit  that  the 
President  cannot  relax  the  Buies  with  respect  to  the  inadmissibility  of 
the  motion.  According  to'  the  Buies  and  Standing  Orders,  the  President 
is  not  at  liberty  to  -relax  them. 

.  PRESIDENT  :  As  I  said,  I  wish  to  take  a  broad  view  oft  a  matter  of 
great  importance. .  It  is  a  matter  in  which  I  am  prepared  to  waive;:,  the' 
technicalities.  But  if  the  member  Would  rather  not,  and  if  there  is 
sufficient  volume  of  opinion  in  this  House  that  •' .the -matter  should  not 
be  discussed,  I  am  prepared  to  concede  the  point  to  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayata 
Pillai. 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  wish  to  a  say  a  word,  Sir.  The  notice  of  motion,  which  Mr. 
Tarakan  has  given,  refers  to  “the  situation  created  by  the  passing  of 
the  Press  Law,”  which  moans  the  Newspapers  Regulation,  V  of  .1.101- 
The  motion  that  has  been  tabled  by  Mm  K.  P.  Nilakantiv  Pillai  is  to 
suggest  the  repeal  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  So,  it  will  be  a  matter 
of  interpretation  whether  the  matter  to  which  it  relates  is  the  same  as 
Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion.  As  I  understand,  yon,  Sir,  did  not  want  to 
stand  on  technicalities,  and  therefore  you  permitted  him  to  get  the  leave 
of  the  House.  If  the  President  thinks  that  the  motion  of  Mr.  Nila- 
kanta  Pillai  does  not  relate  to  the  very  same  matter  contemplated  by 
the  motion  in  regard  to  which  Mr.  Tarakan  wants  tiro  leave  of  the 
House,  the  President  can  oven  under  the  rules  give  him  permission  to 
get  the  leave  of  the  House. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmlMhi.pu.~lm)  :  I  am  really  thankful 
to  you,  Sir,  for  the  permission  given  by  you  to  the  House  to  discuss  the 
situation  created  by  the  passing  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  Now, 
the  question  is  whether  we  should,  for  the  sake, of  discussing  that  sub¬ 
ject,  resort  to  an  infringement  of  the  rule  which  is  binding  upon  the 
House.  Therefore  the  question  is  whether  we  shall  be  justified  in  re¬ 
laxing  a  specific  rule  which  is  binding  upon  all  the  members  of  the 
House  and  is  law  for  the  time  being.  In  our  anxiety  to  discuss  the 
subject,  if  the  rules  do  not  permit  the  discussion  of  that  particular 
subject  as  you  yourself  observed  in  the  nature  of  the  notice  ol'  motions, 
I  beg  to  submit  that  you  need  not  relax  any  particular  rule  or  tempora¬ 
rily  ignore  the  existence  of  a  valid  law.  We  may  discuss  tlio  subject, 
in  a  variety  of  ways.  We  may  ask  Mr,  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  who  seems 
to  have  sent  in  the  motion  to  withdraw  the  same  and  re-introduce  it  if, 
necessary.  Meanwhile,  there  is  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget  open 
to  all  of  us.  What  may  be  done  by  discussion  upon  an  adjournment 
motion  may  also  be  done  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget. 

.  PRESIDENT :  But  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  this  is  a  matter  which 
I  think  should,  in  the  interests  of  everybody  concerned,  bc:  determined 
.by.  votes  and  I  do  not  think  that  is  possible  in  the  goneral  discussion  of 
the  budget.' 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ainbalapu'Au’i) :  Then,  of  course, 
Government  may  set'down  the  question  as  a  matter  open  to  discussion 
at  their  instance  if  they  desire  to  see  the  matter  discussed  in  the 
Council. 

.PRESIDENT:  It  is  not  a  matter,  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  in  which 
the.  Government  will  deem  it  expedient  to  bring  forward  a  motion  of 
this  kind  because  that  will  create  a  Very  anomalous  situation.  But  a  non¬ 
official,  member  having  expressed  his  views,  assuming  that  no  one  non** 
official  member  speaks  .for  himself  -and  himself  alone  hut  that  he 
represents  various  others  who  also  .represent  the  goneral  opinion  of  the 
couhtry,  I  may  .  assume  that  Mr.  C.  P.  Tarakan’s  request  is  backed 
by.  the  wider  opinion  he  represents. 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.Amhalapuzha)  :  I  am  pointing  out— 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  a  matter  in  which  I  hold  no  personal  feeling  at. 
all.  All  that- 1  meant  to  say  was  that,  if  non-official  opinion  ex¬ 
pressed  itself  in  favour  of  discussing  the  subject,  I,-  having  nothing  to 
hesitate  over,  offered  freely  and  fully,  even  going  to  the  extent  of  rising 
above  technicalities  and  small  barriers,  to  permit  such  expression  of 
opinion  as  may  be  displayed  in  the  course  of  the  debate.  But  at  the 
same  time  you  have  seen  there  is  the  non-official  opinion  which  would 
rather  not  discuss  this  matter  and  would  stand  by  the  rules  and  regu¬ 
lations.  I  shall  not  certainly  endeavour  to  compel  that  branch  of  non¬ 
official  opinion  to  be  over-ruled. 

MR.  P.  K,  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  I  have  only  pointed  out 
how  the  law  stands  with  reference  to  this  question. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  quite  understand  what  you  say.  You  would 
rather  that  the  rules  and  the  regulations  of  the  Council  are  maintained 
intact  than  that  a  question  of  high  policy  be  discussed. 

'  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  There  is  a  rule  that  a 
motion  to  adjourn  the  House  for  the  purpose  of  debate  cannot  be  moved 
when  notice  of  a  motion  with  regard  to  the  same  matter  has  already 
been  given. 

MR. KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  That  no  doubt,  is  the  rule.  ,My.  submission  is  that  the  rule 
meed  not  betaken  to  apply  to  the  present  case  because  the  motion  for 
adjournment  of  the  House  relates  to  the  situation  created  by  the  News¬ 
papers  ^Regulation  and  the  motion  of  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  relates 
to  the  repeal  oi  the  regulation,  so  that  it  is  open  to  you,  Sir,— 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayinkil)  :  Is  it  compulsory  on 
the  part  of  a  member  who  sen^s  a  token  motion  to  explain  in  a  very 
detailed  manner  the  object  of  the  motion  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head.  Sirkar  ■ 
.  Vakil)  :  As  the  motion  stands,  it  is  capable  of  being  interpreted  in  two 
different  ways.  If  it  is  interpreted  as  identical  with  Mr.  Tarakan’s 
motion,  the  rule  is  violated.  If  that  interpretation  is  not  made,  there 
will  be  no  violation  of  the  rule,  and  leave  may  be  asked  of  the  Council 
to  make  a  motion  for  adjournment.  It  is  in  that  way,  that  I  submit, 
this  motion  may  be  considered. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinkil ) ;  I  may  explain  by 
saying  that  when  I  wrote  “repeal  ”  of  the  Newspapers  [Regulation,  I 
included  all  aspects  of  the  question  concerning  the-  Newspapers  Begu- 
lation, 

'  PRESIDENT  :  In  a  matter  of  this  kind,  I  must  give  very  great 
weight  to  the  advice-  of  the  iLaw.  Member.  He  has  made  it  perfectly  : 
clear  to  all  of  you  and  to  me  that  a  motion  to  repeal  a  particular  piece  of 
legislation  is  a  different  thing  entirely  from  a  motion  to  discuss  the 
.  situation  created  by  that  same  piece  of.  legislation.  It  is  a  fine,  distinc¬ 
tion  and  in  view  of  the  importance  of  the  matter,  I  accept  that  distinction 
and  therefore  am  inclined  to  hold  Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion  fpf  leave  valid; 
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Mr:  P.  K.  fdARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUqmHia) :  There  are  two 
motions.  Mr,  Pavamcsvaran  Pillai  has  something  to  say  only  with 
reference  to  one  of  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai’s  motions, 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  UihWioml  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  One  is  with  reference  to  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  The 
other  suggests  the.  repeal  of  the  Newspaper*  Regulation. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUfiKhn)  :  The  Law  Member’s 
explanation  does  not  covor  one  of  the  motions. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Haul  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  think  that  it  covers  the  other  motion  too. 


Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhalapneha)  :  How  can  that  bo,  Sir  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  .Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  In  regard  to  the  motion  of  Mr.  Iv,  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  it  is 
quite  possible  to  interpret  it  in  different  ways.  That  is  why  I  say  it,  is  a 
matter  of  interpretation. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Clvirnyinkil)  :  May  I  say  that  there 
is  no  other  situation  in  the  country  now  than  that  created  by  the  passing 
of  the  Newspapers  Regulation  '! 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  s  That  is  a  matter  of  interpretation  and  having  regard  to  the 
importance  of  the  subject,  as  you,  Sir,  put  it,  it  is  possible  to  hold  that 
these  two  motions  relate  technically  to  two  different  matters. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shcriallai)  :  May  I  know  if  the 
motion  with  refeienco  to  the  Newspapers  Regulation  docs  not  also 
include  the  utuaHon  created  by  the  passing  of  the  Newspapers 
Regulation  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  Not  necessarily,  That  is  why  X  say  it  is  a  question  of  inter¬ 
pretation:  ■ 

Mr.  P.K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapu.-.ha)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  President  had  not  ruled  with  respect  to  the  identity  of  the  two 
motions  ?  When  the  President  said  that  there  is  a  technical  difficulty 
owing  to  the  identity  of  the  motion  already  on  the  agenda,  I  cannot 
understand  my  friend  requesting  the  President  to  re-interpret  the  identity 
or  the  non-identity  of  the  motions. 

PRESIDENT  :  Every  member  in  the  House  is  entitled  to  ask  the 
President  to  reconsider  his  decision. 


MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ainbalajitzha) :  The  second  motion 
of  Mr,  E.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is  in  no  way  different  from  the 
motion  which  is  now  put  forward  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House. 
It  is  very  difficult  to  find,  any  difference. 


Mr  .  K.  P .  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayuik-il)  :  May  I  raise  another 
question  ?  When  there  is  really  a  grievance  and  the  President  is  pre¬ 
pared  to  relax  the  rules,  then  why  should  the  subtle  difference  that 
.  the  two  motions  are  identical  be  introduced  ? 
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■PRESIDENT :  '  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  you  tabled  these  two 
motions  and  I  would  ask  you  to  step  up  to  a  higher  piano  with  me  and 
to  withdraw  those  motions  so  as  to  admit  of  a  discussion. 

Mr.  K,  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayMil)  ;  That  I  maycon- 

PRESIDENT:  Will  you  consider  it  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinhil ):  I  will  consider  it  and  let 
you  know  my  decision  tomorrow. 

PRESIDENT  :  So,  the  consideration  of  the  motion  for  adjournment 
given  notice  of  by  Mr.  Tarakan  will  stand  over  until  tomorrow. 

GENERAL  DISCUSSION  ON  THE  BUDGET!" 

PRESIDENT :  We  will  now  proceed  to  the  general  discussion  of 
the  budget.  To-day  and  tomorrow  and  a  few  hours  on  Monday  next 
will  be  devoted  to  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget.  The  discus¬ 
sion  on  the  demands  and  voting  on  them  will  take  place  from  Monday 
the  9th  August.  The  maximum  time  of  seven  days  allowable  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  has  been  allotted.  Three  out  of  the  seven  days  may  be  devoted  to 
Public  Works,  Education,  and  Land  Bevenue,  each  of  these  demands 
being  given  not  more  than  one  day.  The  remaining  demands  will  have 
to  be  dealt  with  before  the  close  of  the  seventh  day.  At  the  end  of  the 
time  allotted  for  the  discussion  of  each  demand,  all  pending  motions 
in  respect  of  it  will  automatically  lapse  ;  and  at  5.  O’clock  on  the  evening 
of  the  last  of  the  days  allotted,. every  question  in  connection  with  de¬ 
mands  for  grants  will  be  put  to  the  House  under  Rule  49  (3). 

As  in  previous  years  each  member  other  than  the  Financial.  Score- 
tary  will  he  allowed,  during  the  general  discussion,  not  more  than  20 
minutes.  When  voting  for  demands  for  grants,  every  mover  and  the 
official  member  who  has  the  right  of  reply  will  he  allowed  10  minutes 
each,  the  other  members  being  given  5  minutes  each.  Following  the 
precedent  in  past  years,  the  motions  on  the  budget  need  not  be 
seconded. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  Sir,  the  situation 
created  by  the  enactmeht  of  Regulation  V  of  1101  is  an  important 
question  and  dreserves  consideration  in  this  House.  I  am  particularly 
thankful  to  the  President  tor  his  anxiety  to  listen  to  the  discussion  upon 
this  subject.  It  need  hardly  be  pointed  out  that  in  enacting  the;  News¬ 
papers  Regulation  the  existence  of  this  Council  was  completely  ignored. 
Looking  hack  - 

PRESIDENT  :  May  I  draw  the  member’s  attention  to  the:  relevancy 
clause  in  regard  to  speeches  ?  I  fail  to  see  how.  this  matter  is  directly 
relevant  to  the  budget. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlmkipuzha)  :  It  .is.  the  general 
discussion  of  the  budget  that  is  now  before .  the  House;  The  general, 
administration  of  the  State  is  in  the  budget  and  the  duties  of  Magistrates, 
Police  officers,  and  other  officers  of  Government  under .  the  Newspapers 
Regulation  as  well  as  their  pay  come  up,  for  consideration  here- 
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The  fact  that  this  Council  was  not  consulted  in  the  matter  of  en¬ 
acting  this  particular  Regulation  is  also  another  aspect  of  the  question. 
I  would  also  point  out  that  the  President,  having  admitted  two  motions 
to  discuss  this  matter  under  particular  items,  cannot  object  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  of  this  matter  in  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget. 

-  PRESIDENT  :  The  general  discussion  of  the  budget  in  my  view  is 
a  business-like  enunciation  of  views  specifically  relating  to  the  principles 
involved  in  the  budget  or  the  budget  as  a  whole.  In  this  case,  I  quite . 
see  what  the  member  has  in  his  mind.  But  at  the  same  time,  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  question  of  high  polity  and  abstract  right  and  so  on  in  juxta¬ 
position  with  so  many  thousands  of  rupees  allotted  to  this  purpose  or 
that  is  really  a  far-fetched  and  strained  view  of  the  rights  of  discussion 
on  the  budget. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalaptizha):  It  is  for  the  redress  of 
grievances  that  this  subject  is  brought  up. 

MB.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Hoad  Sir- 
Icar  Vakil )  :  In  that  case,  I  would  draw  attention  to  Rule  48  of  the 
Legislative  Council  Rules  which  reads  thus  : — 

“  Thu  Couuoil  shall  bu  at  liberty  to  dismiss  tho  budget  as  a  whole  or  any  question  of 
principle  involved  therein  but  no  motion  shall  bo  moved  at  this  stage  nor  shall  any  mem¬ 
ber  be  entitled  to  divide  the  Council  in  rospoot  of  any  such  discussion  on  tho  budget.” 

So,  the  question  is,  does  the  grievance  come  within  that? 

PRESIDENT:  It  does  not. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalaj.-uHia)  :  Is  it  the  ruling  from 
the  Chair  that  this  matter  is  irrelevant  to  the  discussion  of  the  budget? 

PRESIDENT :  My  ruling  is  that  it  is  not  in  direct  relation  to  the 
purpose  of  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget.  Therefore,  I  rule  it  out 
of  order. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amlalapuzha ). :  Thank  you,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT  :  At  great  pains  I  tried  to  explain  to  you  how  anxious 
I  was  to  give  you  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council  an  opportunity 
for  discussing  the  topic  you  are  now  attempting  to  dwell  upon.  It  is 
not  that  I  want  to  stifle  discussion.  It  is  a  question  of  the  application 
of  the  rules. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambala/guzha) :  Therefore  I  take  it 
that  I  am  ruled  out  of  order  when  I  referred  to  the  Newspapers  Regula¬ 
tion  during  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget. 

..PRESIDENT;  I  say  that,  under  the  rule  just  quoted  by  the  Law 
v  Member  this:  is  not  appropriate  to  the  money  provisions  raised  in  the 
"  general  budget  discussion. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Untbalqpugha) :  So,  I  think,  I  am  not 
allowed  to  discuss  the  matter  now.  ‘  . 

PRESIDENT :  Ns.  Not  so  long  as  you  do  not  show  any  connection 
.with  the  money  provision  of  the  budget  which  is  really  what  we  are 
dealing  .with  now. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  (Ambahtpuiha)  :  Am  I  at  liberty  to 
continue  my  speech,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  This  matter  as  put  by  the  member  is  not  relevant 
to  the  budget  discussion.  > 

.  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Umhalapuzha) ;  If  this  is  the  ruling 
with  reference  to  the  Newspapers  Regulation — 

PRESIDENT  :  May  I  draw  the  member’s  attention  to  the  rule,  which 
says  that  the  President’s  ruling  is  not  subject  to  discussion  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  I  am  not  discussing 
it.  If  this  is  the  ruling  from  the  Chair,  I  simply  resume  my  seat. 

PRESIDENT  f  '  Does  any  other  member  wish  to  speak  upon  to-day’s 
business  ?

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  {Parur)  :  Sir,  in  discussing  this  budget  I 
have  to  say  that  I  am  not  fully  prepared  for  a  proper  discussion  of  it 
to-day.  But  seeing  the  situation,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  stand  up  and 
say  what  I  have  to  say  on  it.  “ 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kamnagapalli)) :  May  I  know  what  is  the  situa¬ 
tion  that  the  member  is  referring  to  ?  ' 

Mr.  N;  V.  JOSEPH  {Parur)  ■■  Last  .year,  I  found  that  there  was  a 
rush  of  speakers  and  every  member  was  looking  to  catch  the  eye  of  the 
President.  But  to-day  I  find  ample  time ,  intervening  between  one 
speaker  and  another.  So  I  thpught  that  instead  of  leaving  it— 

MR.  T. KUMAR  A  PILLAI  (Kalkuiwm  cum  Vilamnhod)  ;  goffiflcro  <9>o® 
amt  orjjnaosm"? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (ParKr) :  That  may  be  due  to  the  mentality  of 
•each  member.  I  am  not  a  student  of  psychology.  So  I  cannot  answer 
him;  Well,  Sir,  even  on  a  cursory  view  of  the  budget— 
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MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  (GhiraijinMl) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  he  is  aware  that  there  are  members  like  him  who 
are  not  prepared  to  speak  to-day  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Pamr)  :  Certainly. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinW ) :  Then  why  does  he  attri¬ 
bute  bad  mentality? 

MR.  N.  V,  JOSEPH  (Pamr):  I  never  attributed  any  bad  mentality. 

Sir,  in  viewing  this  budget,  I  think  1  may  pass  a  few  criticisms 
over  it.  Looking  at  the  Public  Works  Department,  I  think  that  the 
northern  parts  of  Travancore  have  not  received  as  much  attention  as  was 
expected  by  the  people  there.  To  refer  to  one  particular  instance,! 
remember  the  Government  had  promised  on  several  occasions  to  con¬ 
nect  the  Parur  taluk  with  the  mainland  of  Travancore  by  a  bridge  over 
the  Periyar.  Even  during  the  last  budget,  my  friend  Mr.  G.  P.  Tarakan 
had  put  the  question  to  the  Government'  whether  they  will  con¬ 
struct  the  bridge  over  the  Periyar.  Last  year,  the  Government  spent 
nearly  Rs.  500  in  investigating  and  marking  out  the  site  for  the  bridge. 
But  now  there  is  no  provision  for  the  construction  of  the  bridge  and  no 
step  has  been  taken  by  the  Government  o,t  least  to  make  a  beginning  re¬ 
garding  that.  The  necessity  for  a  bridge  is  a  point  on  which  the  people 
of  the'Parur  and  Kunnatnad  taluks  agree. 

Another  matter  is  that  last  year  a  big  amount  had  been  set  apart 
for  some  home  industry  or  .so.  But  though  twelve  months  have  rolled 
on,  I  do  not  find  that  anything  tangible  or  substantial  has  been  done. 

Goming  to  the  field  of  education,  in  the  last  year’s  budget  speech, 
the  Pinancial  Secretary  told  the  House  that  the  expenditure  on  higher 
education  is  becoming  so.  enormous  that  the  Government  have  in  view 
some  sort  of  reform  in  that  direction. .  Whether  they  have  reformed  or 
not,  something  or  other  should  be  done.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  the 
Government  must  get  rid  of  higher  education. 

There  is  already  the  scheme  for  the  Travancore  University  and 
that  too  as  a  residential  system.  But  the  Government  should  as  eai'ly 
as  possible  come  to  a  definite  decision  on  the  point. .  The  people  of  the 
country  are  in  a  doubt  as  to  whether  the  Government  are  going  to  have 
a  university,  'whether  it  is  a  residential  university,  whether  it  is  to 
be  in  Trivandrum  or  any  other  part  of  Travancore.  The  private  insti¬ 
tutions,  that  is,  those  which  are  willing  to:co-operate  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  matter,  are- in  a  dilemma. .  They  want  to  have  their  insti¬ 
tutions  in  other  parts  of  Travancore  as  we  were  doing  in  the  past,  but 
when  we  come  to  the  Government  for  help,  Government .  may  turn 
round  and  “say  we  have  got  a  scheme  before  us  ;  before  the  scheme  is 
settled  we  cannot  give  any ’encouragement  to  you”.  So  it  is  better  not 
to  -leave  the  people  in  this  puzzle  ;  it  is  better  to  arrive  at  a  settlement 
one  way  or  the. other.  . 

,.  Another  aspect  which  I  would  like  to  bring  to  yofir  consideration  is 
in  the  matter  of  agriculture,  I  need  not  say  that  our  people  are.  mainly 
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cultivators.  The  greatest  defect  at  present  is  that  the  people  in  those 
parts  living  near  the  hills  do  not  get  sufficient  land  to  cultivate.  The 
Government  have  got  so  much  of  reserved  forests  that  it  would  do  well  to 
free  a  few  acres  out  of  them  and  give  them  to  the  people  for  cultivation. 
Another  matter  of  help  to  the  cultivators  is  that  almost  every  tiller  in 
our  land -is  in  debt.  It  is  not  the  improved  method  of  agriculture  or 
improved  implements  of  agriculture  that  can  save  the  ordinary  cultivator 
of  Travancore.  He  is  already  in  the  merciless  clutches  of  the  usurer. 
How  to  free  that  man  is  the  problem.  The  trouble  is  not  agricultural, 
but  economic.  Unless  the  Government  organise  co-operative  hanks  on 
an  agricultural  basis  and  give  loans  to  the  people  and  make  them  within 
the  easy  reach  of  the  ordinary  public,  it  is  useless  for  the  Agricultural 
Department  to  give  agricultural,  implements. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Ear  unagap  alii ) :  May  I  know  what  the  mem¬ 
ber  exaotly  means  by  co-operative  banks  on  agricultural  basis  ? 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur)  :  Go-operative  banks  which  are  mainly 
intended  and  which  in  their,  practical  working  may  assist  the  agricul¬ 
turists.. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kawnagapalli)  :  The  member  probably  means 
agricultural  banks  on  co-operative  basis  ? 

MR.  N,  V.  JOSEPH-  (Parur):  The  co-operative  banks  may  be 
viewed'  from  several  standpoiiits. .  A  co-operative  bank  may  be  formed 
with  a  view  to  advance  industry  or  with  a  view  to  advance  commerce 
or  agriculture  and  the  Working  rules  may  be  so  framed  as  to  give  more 
facilities  for  a  man  of  commerce  to  get  more  benefit  from  that  bank 
than  an  agriculturist.  So  the  rules  for  the  working  of  the  bank  may 
be  so  framed  and  adjusted  that  the  banks  may  give  facilities  to  the 
•agriculturists  or  the  industrialists.  That  was  what  exactly  I  meant. 
J  may  not.  have  expressed  myself  so  very  happily.  - 

.Another  aspect  of  the  question  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  HouSe  is  that  a  good  many  people,  especially  in  North 
Travancore;  are  wasting  their  money  on  liquor.  I  remember  that  the 
Municipa'ity  of  Alwaye  have  sent  in  a  resolution  to  the  Government 
that  the  Municipality  should  be  allowed  to  take  away  the  shops  from 
the  Municipal  limits.  In  that  way,  not  only  the  local  bodies  but  several’ 
other  prominent  bodies.have  approached  the  Government  to  relax,  their 
hold  a  bit  in  this  matter. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (mrncMl  cum  Bevieolcm) .:  Has  the  resolu¬ 
tion  been  received,  by  the  Government  ? 

Mr,  N.  V,  JOSEPH  {Parur):  The  .Municipality  has  published  it  in 
the  Government  Gazette.  I  do  not  know  whether  it  has  been'  received  by 
the  Government.  As  I -am  the  President  of  the  Alwaye  Municipality, 
and  as  it  is  am  official  secret,  I  will  not- say  anything  more  about  it.  I 
.know'that  the  Government  can  give  some  sort  of  help  to  th  e  promoters  of 
-the  tem^eranoe  hioveinent.  There  are-  difficulties  in"  the  way  of  Govern¬ 
ment conceding  this.  A  big  portion  of  the  . revenue  will.be  taken  avray 
,  Vol,  IS  No-  8-  .  .  is 
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'from  the  Excise  Department.  To  take  away  all  the  revenue  from  ab- 
kari  may  jeopardise  the  Government.  I  do  realise  that.  But  the  ulti¬ 
mate  end  and  the  gradual  working  of  the  department  should  be  direct¬ 
ed  towards  that  object.  It  is  not  the  objective  of  the  Government  that 
I  criticise,  but  it  is  the  working  of  the  department.  The  Excise  In¬ 
spectors  and  all  the  officials  in  the  Excise  Department,  I  fear,  are  afraid 
whenever  they  meet  a  temperance  man  or  a  teetotaller.  Anyhow,  the 
Government  will  take  a,  charitable  view  in  that  matter.  This  is  my 
wish. 

Well,  Sir,  I  may  not  have  made  an  effective  speech  because  there 
have  been  so  many  speeches  in  the  last  budget  session  and  on  other  occa¬ 
sions  in  this  Council  that  we  have  enough  material  besides  the  poor  re- 
,  presentation  of  Mr.  Joseph.  (Laughter).  So  when  I  stood  up  I  wanted 
only  to  present  these  few  points  to  the  notice  of  the  Government,  I 
think  I  have  succeeded  in  my  attempt  and  therefore  I  sit  down. 
(Laughter.)

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Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolatn):  Sir,  last  year  during 
the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  I  was  much  benefited  by  closely 
listening  to  the  speeches  delivered  by  the  senior  members  in  this 
Council.  This  year  also  I  was  waiting  to  hear  the  speeches 
of  elderly  and  experienced  members  like  Mr.  P.  ' K.  Narayana 
Pillai.  But  unfortunately  due  to  a  ruling  from  the  Chair,  on  some  point, 
Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  did  not  continue  his  speech  and  it  seems  he' 
has  even  left  the  Hall.  I  am  sorry  to  see  that  members  do  not 
always  consider  the  relevancy  of  the  subjects  they  take,  up  in  these 
discussions-  Like  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  I  am  also  at  a  great  disadvantage 
to  speak  anything  on  this  occasion.  ■  But  since  there  is  plenty  of  time 
before  me  and,  since  it  is  not  justifiable  to  waste  public  time  and  money 
unnecessarily,  I  also  rise  to  make  a  few  observations  on  this  year’s 
budget. 

Mr.  A-.  K.  PILLAI  (Karundgapalli)--  May  I  suggest  that  this  sort 
of  speech  gees  to  show:  that  members  are  rushing  out  to  save  a  situation 
even  at  their  personal  sacrifice  ? 

..  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (.Minachil  cum  Deoicolam)  \  I  i never  meant  any¬ 
thing  like  that  and  I  do  hot  attribute  any  motive  to  Mr,  P.  K.  Narayana 
iPillai,  and- if.  anybody  doubts  I  have  made  any,  I  would  even  apologise. 

>  Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karauagapalli) :  What  I  meant  was  tins.  Prom 
f  what  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  and  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  said  it  would  go  to  re- 
1  card  that  there  was  same  grave  situation  to  save  which  alone  they  at 
personal  sacrifice  . rushed  to  stand.up  though  they  came  unprepared  for  a 
speech  to-day.  Sir,  I  am  only  suggesting  if  it  would  be  a  desirable  im¬ 
pression  to  create. 

Mr..  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  -  In  that  category,  I 
never  included  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai.  I  was  waiting  to  hear  the  speeches  of  .. 
more  experienced  and  elderly  members. 

Regarding  the  budget,  ,  my  first  point  is  as  regards  the  item  set 
apart  for  the  Legislative  Council.  Of  course,  it  is  only  very  recently 
that  the.  Newspapers  Regulation,  W  of  1101,  lias  been  promulgated 
without  introducing  the  same  in  the  Council  itself.  . 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (liminatjiad)  \  Is  the  member  in  order '? 
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Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minacliil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  find  that  a  certaiD 
amount  of  money  has  been  allotted  in  the  budget  under  the  item  ‘Legis¬ 
lative  Council’  and  so  I  am  speaking  on  this  subject.  I  think  I  am 
perfectly  in  order  if  I  make  any  suggestion  as  regards  that  item  of  ex¬ 
penditure  in  my  general  discussion. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  principle  is  that  a  member  can  speak  on  the 
ubject  at  length  with  a  close  adherence  to  the  money  value.  If  he  pre- 
meeds  to  indulge  in  a  discussion  of -the  broad  policy  of  the  Newspapers 
.  Regulation  as  a  question  affecting  tne  public  through  the  Council,  then 
he  is  moving  into  the  regions  which  I  ruled  a  little  while  ago  are  not 
within  the  scope  of  the  budget  speech  proper.  That  is  purely  a 
business  matter ;  and  we  are  now  discussing  points  directly  dea  with 
in  the  budget.  . 

Mr,  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mindehil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  may  assure  the 
president  and  the  members  of  the  Council  that  I  do  not  mean  to  discuss 
the  policy  or  the  provisions  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  I  only  intend 
to  speak  about  the  item  that  is  set  apart  for  the  Legislative  Council, 

PRESIDENT  :  I  may  say  that  the  member  will  have  plenty  of 
opportunity  for  talking  on  this  item. 

MR.  K.  h  JOSEPH  (Minacliil  cum  Devicolam)  y_  I  wish  to  bring 
before  the  attention  of  this  House  that  a  Regulation  has  been  passed 
recently  without  introducing  it  in  the  Council  itself.  If  the  Govern¬ 
ment  intend  to  pass  Regulations  without  introducing  them  in  the  Council, 
I  do  not  find  any  necessity  to  .  provide  any.  sum  for  this  Legislative 
Council. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)'-.  Is  the  member  in  order 
after  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minacliil  cum  Devicolam) :  Members  here  and 
there,  are  making  observations  whether  I  am  in  order,  hut  I  feel  I  am  at 
perfect  liberty  to  talk  on  this.  I  also  consider  that  this  is  a  point  on 
which  people  of  the  country  feel  very  keenly. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  whether  he  was  not 
aware  when  he  accepted  the  membership  of  this  Council  that  there  was 
a'  provision'  in  the  Legislative  Council  Regulation  that  Regulations  can 
be  passed  direttly  by  the  Sovereign  without  consulting  the  Council. 

ifR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH.  (Minacliil cum  Devicolam)  :  This  is  an  irrele¬ 
vant  and  meaningless  question.  Yet  I  shall  answer  it,  My  belief 
was  that  ordinarily,  laws  will  be  passed  only,  through  the  Council.  But 
.  under  exceptional  circumstances  and  pressure  of  necessity,  Regulations 
could  be  passed  without  introducing  them  in  the  Council. " 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  .  Does  the  member  think  that  this 
expenditure  under  the  Legislative  Council  is  unnecessary  because  on 
emergent  occasions  the  Sovereign  passes  Regulations  ?  , 

MR.  K..I.  JOSEPH  (Minacliil  cum  Devicolam) :  It  is  not  brought 
out  that  there  was  any  emergency  in  this,  particular  matter.  .  So  con¬ 
sidering , the  policy  taken  up  by  the  .  Grovemment  in  promulgating  this 
particular  .piece  of  legislation,  I  say  it  is  unnecessary  to  allot  any  amount- 
under  the  item  Legislative  Council.  ,  - 
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I  may  offer  a  few  remarks  on  some  other  departments  also. 
I  come  to  the  Education  Department,  Last  year,  the  Financial 
Secretary  in  his  speech  specifically  stated  that  the  expenditure  on  this 
item  was  growing  rapidly  and  ho  had  assured  the  House  that, 
before  increasing  the  expenditure  any  further  on  this  account, 
a  general  revision  of  the  educational  policy,  would  be,  taken  up, 
This  year’s  Financial  Statement  does  not  contain  anything  as  to 
that.  I  further  find  that  provision  has  been  made  to  raise 
a  seepnd  grade  college  into  the  first  grade  and  introduce  additional 
groups.  It  would  be  easily  seen  that  the  people  of  this  country  do  not 
benefit  much  by  higher  education ;  higher  education  only  forces  them  to 
hunt  after  public  service.  The  real  need  of  the  people  "is  for  technical 
education,  so  much  so  that  higher  education  has  to  be  discouraged. 
Another  point  I  want  to  urge  is  about  the  appointment  of  high  officials 
in  the  Education  Department.  The  Director’s  place  may  be  abolished 
and  the  departmental  matters  may  be  looked  after  by  a  Secretary  on 
Es.  400  or  so  and  the  inspection  work  by  the  Inspectors.  The  number 
of  Inspectors  also  may  be  reduced;  the  high-paid  Headmasters  may  be 
expected  to  do  their  work  properly1  and  inspection  need  not  be  so  very 
frequent.  I  may  also  suggest  that  a  Professor’s  pay  need  not  be  more 
than  -  Es.  500  under  Travancore  conditions.  This  was  a  point  which  I 
suggested  even  last  year. 

'/  Another  point  is  as  regards  the  present  system  of  separate  ’  English 
schools  and  Vernacular  schools.  I  think  it  will  be  much  more  economical 
and  convenient  for  the  people  if  these  two  schools  are  amalgamated, 
Of  course,  for  the  first  two  or  three  years  instruction  need  be  given  in 
the  Vernacular  alone  and  after,  that  a  combined  course  of  English  and 
Vernacular  may  be  given.  After  that,,  if,  anybody  wants  to  specialise 
in  any  other  line,  he  may  seek  higher  studies. 

'  MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  Does  the  member  sug- 
gest  that  the. same, standard  of  efficiency  could  be  obtained  by  amalga¬ 
mating  Vernacular  and  English  schools  ? 

Mr.  K.  :l,  JOSEPH  {Minacldl  cum  Devicolam)  .  What  I  say  is  that 
after  .amalgamating  these,  schools,  the  curricula  of  studies  must  be  adjusted 
to  the  noeds  of  these  schools  and  then  efficiency  may  not  suffer.  In  that 
case,  several  schools  could  be  abolished  and  the  Government  can  save 
much  money,  and  instructioij  could  be  given  more  efficiently. 

' 61  point  the  members  of  this  House  'have  to  seriously  con- 
s’der  is  about  the  Excise  Department.  ‘  Everybody  is  awairfe  that  the 
te  nperanee  movement 'is  growing  on  all  sides  in  the  country  and  the. 
Government  cahtxof  consider that  the  incqme  from  abkari  would  be  a 
permanent  one.  .  If  there  is  any  surplus  in  this  year’s^  budget,  if  is 
partly .  due  to  the  eonliribtition  from  .  .this  abkairi  revenue  and  since 
this  is  not  a  permanent  source  of  revenue  especially  in  the  light  of  the  ' 
-fact  that  people  are  working  heart  and  soul :  for  the  temperance .  •  move¬ 
ment,  it  is  better  for  the  Government  to  look  to  soinc  other  permanent 
source  of  revenue.  As  regards  the  working  of  the  Excise  Department, 

I  may  say  that  the  subordinate  officers  are  -  noV  vigilant  to  carry  out  tb§ 
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policy  advocated  by  the  Government  in  the  matter.  Illicit  tapping  and 
illicit  trade  are  going  on  in  very  many  places,  it  is  said,  with  the  conniv- 
ance  of  even  the  higher  officials  who  influence  several  people  to  come 
and  bid  for  shops. 

Next,  I  come  to  the  Public  Works  Department.  I  don’t  think  it  is 
necessaryto  speak  much  about  this  because  the  dilatoriness  in  this  depart¬ 
ment  is  known  to  all  people  in  Travancore.  Anyhow,  I  may  mention  one 
or  two  facts.  Certain  roads  and  bridges  which  have  been  sanctioned  ever 
so  many  years  ago  are  still  unattended  to.  Eor  example,  I  may  say  the 
bridge  on  the  Lalam-Ponkunnam  road  in  Minachil.  The  estimate  for 
that  work  was  sanctioned  in  1916.  Still  it  is  as  it  was.  I  don’t  find  any 
work  being  done  on  the  spot.  Every  year,  the  Assembly  members  make 
representations  on  the  matter  but  they  are  of  no  practical  use.  Another 
thing  I  want  to  point  out  is  that  sanctioned  amounts  very  often  lapse 
because  of  the  negligence  of  the  authorities  concerned.  There  are  ever 
so  many  instances  of  this.  I  would  request  the  Government  to  see  that 
proper  steps  are  taken  to  remedy  these  latches  on  the  part  of  the  Public 
Works  Department.  Regarding  the  bridge  at  Mannakanadu  on  the 
Lalam-Kadutturutti  road,  I  may  say  that  the  whole  thing  got  damaged 
soon  after  its  construction.  Ido  not  know  whether  it  is  due  to  the  defect 
in  the  design  or  due  to  the  fault  of  the  contractor  who  did  the  work.  This 
point  also  may  he  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  .1  only 
say  that  public  money  should  not  be  wasted  like  this  by.  the  Public  Works 
Department.  I  have  little  more  to  say  on  this  subject  or  on  the  budget 
as  a  whole  at  present.  Therefore,  I  resume  my  seat.  . 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  Shy  I  regret  I  have  to  start  with 
an  apology  for  not  being  ready  to-day.  Looking  at  the  budget  figures  for 
1101,  they  show  that  we  have  successfully  financed  the  State  through  a 
surplus  of  Rs.  17  J  lakhs.  This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  figures 
of  last  year,  and  then  looking  at  the  figures  for  the  coining  year  I  think 
the  Einancial  Secretary  has  been  a  bit  over-careful  in  giving'it  at  Rs.  3| 
lakhs.  Judging  it  from  the  past  by  the  revised  estimate  figures  for  1101, 
I  believe  we  can  without  much  fear  put  the  surplus  at  somewhere  about 
Rs.  .10  or  15  lakhs.  Eor  the  past  few  years,  we  have  been  having  surplus 
budgets  and  I  regret  I  cannot  believe  that  it  is  due  to  the  prosperity  of 
the  country.  Eor,  to  those  of  us  who  have  intimate  dealings  with  the 
rural  population,  the  conviction  is  brought  home  to  our  minds  that  the 
majority  of  them  are  really  groaning  under  poverty  and  that  their  Condi¬ 
tion  is  growing  from,  bad -to  worse,  ,  Lately,  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
statistical  volume  published  by  the  Government  with  a  view  to  find  out 
the  amount  of  rural  indebtedness.  Though  the  exact  figures  are  not,  at 
our  disposal,  I  had  some  .idea  as  to  the  volume  of  indebtedness  that  is  pre¬ 
vailing  in  this  country.  Figures  givehthere  for. mortgages  with  possession 
and-  for  hypothecations  show  that  the  debts  go  to  about  (i  erores  of  rupees. 
This  is  a.  debt  charged  .on  property.  Taking  another  six  Orores  to  repres¬ 
ent  the  amount  covered.  by  oral  loans,  registered  bonds  and  other  trans¬ 
actions,  L.  would  fix  the  amount  of  indebtedness  in  the  .  country  to 
somewhere  about  Rs;.  13  erores.  Knowing  as  we  do  that  the  popula¬ 
tion  of  Travancore  is  ihainly  agricultural,  i-  e.,  about  66  per  cent,  and 
Voi;  xx  Sc.  2. 
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distributing  these  13  orores  of  rupees  to  the  agricultural  popula. 
tion  alone  the  figure  works  at  about  Rs.  27  per  head  of  the 
papulation.  And  now,  wbat  is  the  average  wealth  of  the  Travancorean? 
For  this  we  have  no  data  and  we  have  been  agitating  here' 
and  elsewhere  for  an  economic  survey  of  this  country  ?  I  may  say  that 
on  the  approximate  data  we  have  it  may  be  taken  to  range  somewhere 
about  Rs.  100  per  head.  Now  Rs.  27  per  head  of  the  population 
is  indeed  a  heavy  debt  and  unless  the  Government  extend  a  helping 
hand  to  these  poor  classes,  I  do  not  know  what  in  course  of  time  will  be 
the  long  suffering  lot  of  our  contented  and  patient  agricultural  popul¬ 
ation. 

The  fact  that  land  has  got  locked  up  in  the  hands  of  the  few  is  also 
another  cause  which  aggravates  indebtedness.  The  main  occupation 
by  which  the  rural  population  live  is  paddy  cultivation.  The  Director 
of  Agriculture  would  say  that  an  acre  of  land  yields  only  .  about 
seven-fold,-  i\  e.,  if  you  sow  one  para  of  paddy  you  get  on  an  average 
seven  paras  of  paddy  in  return.  The  Director  of  Agriculture  told  us 
last  year  that  the  cost  of  cultivation  of  one  para  of  paddy  land  is  four . 
rupees.  Converting  it  into  paddy  it  may  coine  to  about  six  paras  of 
paddy.  Capital  for  cultivation  of  these  paddy  lands  is  mostly  borrowed 
at  paddy  interest,  i.  e.,  20  per  cent,  interest.  Such  being  the  case,  Sir, 
you  will,  I  am  sure,  be  convinced  of  the  fact  that  the  rural  agricultural 
classes  are  labouring  under  heavy  indebtedness. 

There  are  other  factors  also  coming  into  play  to  increase 
their  poverty  greatly.  The  people  in  North  and  Central  Travan- 
c ore :  know  the  present  state  of  relationship  existing  between 
the  Jenirdes.  and  the  Kudiyans.  Now  we  have  been  hearing 
of  complaints  and  meetings  and  of  resolutions  sent  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  get  the  Jenmi  Kudiyan  Regulation  amended.  Recognising  . 
the  difficulties  experienced  by  the  tenants,  the  Government 
instituted  a  committee  and  the  committee  presented  a  report .  and 
submitted  a  draft  bill  to  the  Government.  It  has  been  time  and  again 
urged  that  the  draft  bill  submitted  by  this  committee  should  be .  intro¬ 
duced,  into  the  Council  with  such  amendments  as  the  Government 
consider  fit  .  so  that  the  longstanding  grievance  of  the  people  may  be 
redressed  in  some  way. 

Next  to  paddy  cultivation,  the  other  occupation  in  which  the  major 
portion  of  the  people  of  Travancore  are  engaged  is  garden  cultivation  or 
cultivation  of  the  cocoanut  tree.  DaBt  year  also,  I  believe,  I  pressed  on 
the  attention  of  the  Government  that  the  tax  on  cocoanut  gardens  at 
present,  works  up  ^o  Rs.  7  per  acre  which  is  abnormally  heavy. 
Compared  with  the  tax  on  rubber,  tea  and  other  better  yielding  products, 
this  is  really  very  heavy.  Rubber  is  taxed  at  Rs.  2  per  acre  and  tea  only 
at  Re.  1  per:  a,cre.  .Further,  the  Government  are'  deriving  about  . 
60  per  cent,  of  their  customs  revenue  from 'the  products  of  the  cocoanut 
tree.  Cocoanut  cultivation,  I  need  not  say,  is  an  industry  that  is  being 
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destroyed  by  devastating  pests  that  are  prevalent  in  this  country.  There 
are  also  other  things  which  come  into  play.  Competition  from  outside 
countries  such  as  Fiji,  Federated  Malaya  States  and  Ceylon  where 
cocoanuts  grow  abundantly  as  well  as  the  increasing  production  of  the  oil 
palm  of  Africa,  may  in  course  of  time  drive  out  our  articles  from 
the  market.  The  scale  of  export  duty  that  we  have  was  fixed  during  the 
German  War.  It  has  been  fixed  arbitrarily.  The  tariff  value  is  fixed  at 
Es.  120  per  candy  and  the  export  duty  is  5  per  cent,  on  this  tariff  value. 
Anybody  who  is  acquainted  with  the  eonditions  of  Travancore  knows 
that  the  price  has  been  varying  between  Es.  85  and  Es.  100.  If  you  levy 
Es.  5  per  candy  and  fix  the  tariff  value  at  Es.  120,  I  thmk  even  the 
department  that  deals  with  it  will  agree  that  it  is  a  very  unfair 
imposition  in  itself.  In  addition  to  the  land  tax  which  runs  to 
Es.  7  per  acre  we  have  to  bear  the  export  duty  which  comes  to  Es.  5  on 
the  hypothetical  value  of  Es.  120.  I  think  this  is  so  hard  that  some  relief 
should  be  given  to  the  eocoanut  planter  so  that  this  impost  may  be  fair 
to  the  producer.  This  is  a  matter  which  I  have  once  again  to  press  on 
the  attention  of  the  Government. 

Another  factor  is  the  cultivation  of  the  hill  country.  Occupation 
of  these  tracts  is  based  on  the  Waste  Land  Eules.  Here  also,  the  rural 
Travancorean  has  some  difficulty.  I  understand  that  the  application  of 
the.  only  Nair  applicant  was  rejected  .  under  the  Waste  Land  Eules  on 
the  ground  that  he  was  not :  able  to  conform  strictly  to  the  present 
rules.  The  Waste  Land  Buies  have  been  promulgated  in  consultation 
with  the  European  planting  interests.  Even  though  a  European  planter 
has  in  his  hand  about  1,000  or  2,000  acres  and  even  though  he  is  culti¬ 
vating  only  a  portion  of  it,  when  an  Indian  applies  for  a  piece  of 
land  adjoining  it,  a  reference  has  to  be  made  to  the  adjoining  European 
planter  to  know  whether  he  wants  the  'land  and  his  refusal 
obtained.  I  may  say  that  these  rules  work  great  hardship  to  the  In¬ 
dian  who  dares  to  go  into  these  enterprises. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam ) :  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Thomas  can  go  into  the  provisions  of  these  rules  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  the  President  has  ruled  that  reference  to  the  Newspapers 
Kegulation  is  out  of  order.  ,  . 

MR.  K  K.  THOMAS  ( Kotiwjam ) ■  I  have  not  come  prepared  with  the 
rules,  for  a  discussion  on  them,  but  still  I. know  the  rules.  -  ; 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mmaohil  cum  Deoieolam)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  member  is  at  liberty  to  go  into  the  specific'  provisions  of  the 
Waste  Land  Rules  or  any  other  Eegulation  ? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  I  am  speaking  of  the  actual  diffi¬ 
culty  that  is  experienced  by  the  Travancore  ryots.  Under  the  Waste 
Land  Rules,  an  officer,  whoever  he  be,  is  bound  to  enquire  into  the  con.- 
venienee  or  otherwise  of  the  neighbouring  estate  owner,  Even  though 
there  are  permanent  boundaries’ such  as  rivers  or  i'oad&and  even  though 
the  estate  owner  has  1,000  or  2,000  acres  for  his  own  purposes,  like  the 
dog  in  the  manger,  he  is  obstructing  Travanooreans  who  are  going  in  for 
e.a  cultivation.  May  I  request,  Sir,  that  the  Government  be  joleased;  to 
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look  into  the  Waste  Land  Buies  and  give  necessary  conveniences  so  that 
more  Travancoreans  may  take  to  the  cultivation  of  these  lands  in  future? 

Then,  in  regard  to  tax  on  Kandukrishi  lands,  I  have  to  make  a  request 
and  it  is  this.  The  computation  may  be  made  at  the  ordinary  market 
rates  so  that  the  main  complaint  of  the  Kandalerithi  tenants  may  be 
obviated,  that  is,  the  difficulty  and  inconvenience  they  experience  in 
measuring  out  the  paddy  to  the  Kanclukrisld  Vipluirijipukar.  Though 
we  have  had  some  sort  of  consolation  on  account  of  the  assurance  that  the 
matter  was  engaging  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Government,  I  regret 
to  observe  that,  though  one  full  year  has  elapsed,  no  tangible  result  has 
been  achieved  in  this  matter.  A  deputation  waited  on  the  Ag.  Dewan 
lately  and,  though  there  was  a  promise  that  the  matter  would  he  looked 
into  and  that  steps  would  be  taken  to  remove  the  difficulties,  I  do  not 
think  there  has  been  sufficient  amelioration  of  the  pitiable  condition  of 
the  Kanclukrish'i  ryots. 

Then,  I  will  take  up  the  question  of'  communications  in  our  taluks 
which  affect  production  in  a  great  measure.  I  am  happy  to  note  that, 
since  Mr.  K.  V.  Natesa  Aiyar  took  charge  of  the  department,  the 
Northern  Division  as  a  whole  has  been  getting  a  larger  share  of  com¬ 
munications  than  informer'  days  and  at  much  less  cost.  As  proper  en¬ 
couragement  for  the  enthusiasm  shown  by  the  ryots  in  cutting  out 
roads,  the  Chief  Engineer  lias  been  very  sympathetically  taking  up 
for  maintenance  the  roads  cut  by  the  ryots  '  and  has  thus  been  help¬ 
ing  them  a  good  deal.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  what  wo  do  want  is  more 
drainage  channels.  The  currents  of  the  torrential  rivers  of 
Minachilj  Muvaitupuzha  and  Alwaye  have  to  be  diverted  so  that  the 
low-lying  paddy  lands  which  are  at  present  remaining  unproductive 
may  be  made  more  useful,  and  so  that  the  country  may  also  be  relieved 
from  the  devastations  of  floods.  European  countries  have  been  spending 
large  amounts  in  constructing  both  irrigationai  and  drainage  canals.  If 
this,  is  done,  even  during  .  heavy  floods,  the  people  could  make  use  of 
these  canals.  During  rains  and  floods,  navigation  in  these  torrential  rivers 
,  beoomes  almost  impossible  on  account  of  the  current."  I  therefore 
request  that  a  special  officer  may  be  appointed  to  go  into  the  question 
and  suggest  a  scheme  by  which  the- current  of  many  of  our  rivers  may 
.bp  diverted  in  canals  -and  the  latter  made. use  of  to  fertilise  paddy  lands, 
which  are  abpresent  yielding  just  enough  to  cover  the  cost  of  culti¬ 
vation. 

Coming  next  to  the  Agricultural  Department,  I  regret  to  say  that 
the  allotment  of  Bs.  2,17,000  for  that;  department  is  not  at  all  sufficient  . 
if  the  Agricultural  Department  is  intended,  to  do  really  usefvll  work. 
This- sum  of  Bs,  2,17,000  is  mostly  swallowed  up  by  the*  establishment 
charges  and  travelling  allowance  of  officers.  If  you  want  to  do  real 
development  work,  I  think,  at  least  Bs.  10,00,000  should  be  ear-marked 
for  the  development  of  Agriculture;  and  the  Director  of  Agriouture 
should  be  asked  to  see  that  this  money  is  well  spent  to  the  advantage  of 
the  agriculturists  of  the  country.  . 
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Mr  .  PAUL  DANIEL  ( Nominated )  :  I  have  never  been  present  at  the 
previous  sessions  of  this  Council  at  which  the  budget  had  been  dis¬ 
cussed,  not  even  as  a  visitor.  I  do  not,  therefore,  know  what  is  expected 
of  a  member  when  he  is  to  make  a  speech  on  the  budget  in  general. 
However,  when  I  looked  into  the  budget,  certain  feelings  arose  in  my 
mind  and  I  beg  permission  to  give  expression  to  those  feelings. 

Taking  chiefly  the  matters  obtaining  in  South  Travancore,  it  will 
be  admitted  that  in  South  Travancore  industries  and  commerce  are 
practically  non-existent.  The  chief  occupation  of  the  people  of  South 
Travancore  is  agriculture.  That  is  the  mainstay  of  the  people,  and,  to 
help  the  agriculturists,  Government,  no  doubt,  have  done  a  great  deal 
in  the  provision  of  the  Pechippara  reservoir.  Belying  upon  the  con¬ 
tinuous  supply  of  water  from.that  reservoir,  the  ryots  of  South  Travan¬ 
core  have  converted  their  garden  lands  into  wet  lands  and  have,  for  the 
last  so  many  years,  been  cultivating  paddy  oil  those  lands.  I  might 
observe  that  the  tax  on  paddy  lands  is  the  heaviest  in  South  Travancore.' 
In  addition  to  that,  the  nature  of  the  lands  in  South  Travancore  is  such 
that,  unless  vei’y  intensive  work  is  done,  the  return  will  be  meagre. 
This  observation  applies  particularly  to  the  new  conversions.  I  know 
this  from  my  own  observation.  The  cultivation  of  about  four  acres  of 
land  lying  near  a  road  and  by  the  side  of  a  channel  has  cost  the  culti¬ 
vator  not  less  than'Bs.  300.  That  works  out  to  about  Bs.  75  per  acre. 
I  know,  for  a  fact,  that  the  work  done  for  the  sum  of  Bs.  7-5  was  not 
anything  more  than  what  was  necessary.  In  fact  it  was  even  less  than 
what  was  absolutely  necessary  to  raise  a  good  crop:  Prom  this,  it  can 
easily  be  inferred  what  expenditure  will  have  to  be  incurred  by  a 
person  possessing  lands  far  removed  from  roads  and  canals,  in  order  to 
1‘ais.e  a  crop.  One  of  the  previous  speakers  observed— I  think,  with 
regard  to  North  Travancore — that  the  average  yield  from .  paddy  lands 
is  about  seven  koitas.  Well,  if  I  take  the  average  in  South  Travancore, 
including  the  new. conversions,  I  shall  be  obliged  to  give  a  figure  much 
lower  than  that ;  and  for- this  poor  yield 'one  has  to  spend  on  ah  average, 
about  Bs.  75,  That  is  not  a  very  satisfactory  state  of  affairs.  I  ‘  must 
observe  that  these  things  are  not  taken  into  serious  consideration 
by  the  officers  who  are  placed  over  us  to  help  us  in  our  difficulties. 
-Means1  of  communication  have  been  greatly  wanting  in  the  areas  under 
paddy  cultivation'.  The  carriage  of  manure,  greenJeaf  and  other  things,  is. 
found  very  difficult  in  great  many  places.  I  know  that,  for  several  years, 
representations  have  been  made  at  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  .  Assembly 
to  convert  one  of  the  hanks  of  the  channels  in  South  Travancore. into  cart 
roads  in  order  to  enable  the  cultivator  to  carry  manure  to  his  fields  and 
take  a  good  produce.  The  promise  has  often  been  made  that  that  would 
-bo  done,  but  we  do  not  see  much  effort  being  taken  to  redeem  that 
promise  made  by  the  Government.  .  The  Government  .recently  struck 
a.  new  line  to  obviate  this  difficulty,  or, rather  to  shut  up  the  mouths  of 
those  who  repeatedly  complained  of  want  of  necessary  facilities  for  com¬ 
munications ;;  and  that  was  a  set  of  rules,  Byots’  Boads  Buies  as  they 
would  call  it.  I  should  not  be  considered  to  be  too  strong:  in  my  expres¬ 
sion  if  X  say  that  a  more  unreasonable  set  of  rules  cannot  be  imagined.

These  rules  have  been  very  severely  criticised  in  the  Sri  Mulain  Popu¬ 
lar  Assembly  and  then  also  a  consideration  of  the  question  was  pro¬ 
mised  From  certain  questions  put  in  this  Council  by  Mr.  Kiunara 
Pillai,  I  understood  that  it  has  been  promised  in  this  Council  also  that 
the  rules  would  bo  speedily  taken  up  for  consideration  and  altered  so  as 
to  suit  the  condition  of  the  ryots  of  Houth  Travancoro.  Whilst,  the 
rales  are  of  this  nature,  the  people,  on  account  of  the  great  difficulty  that 
they  experienced  joined  together, -hundreds  of  thorn  -  (a  thing  which 
does  not  ordinarily  happen  in  our  country)  surrendered  portions  of  thoir 
lands  and  spent  money  in  converting  the  traces  surrendered  by  thorn  into 
a  sort  of  road-  All  the  people  who  own  lands  do  not  require  such  roads 
in  equal  urgency.  Some  in  order  to  oblige,  their  neighbours  and  somo 
others  in  order  to  oblige  those  who  would  be  much  benefited  by  the  open¬ 
ing  of  these  roads,  surrendered  portions  of  their  own  lands  to  be  convert¬ 
ed  into  roads.  But  the  Government  are  always  slow  in  taking  advantage 
bl  the  enthusiasm  of  the  people  and  in  taking  such  roads  into  their  pro¬ 
tection  and  in  rendering  other  kinds  of  help  which  the  people  expect  at 
the  hands  of  the  officers  of  Government.  I  may  mention  a  case  in 
point.  There  is  a  ryots’  road  opened  nearly  five  years  ago.  It  is  about 
two  and  a  half  miles  long.  The  people  surrendered  portions  of  thoir 
lands,  worked  at  it  and  engaged  coolies  to  level  it  and  to  make  it  a  sort 
of  a  cart  road.  The  people  are  using  it  now.  They  petitioned  the 
Government  to  maintain  it  at  Government  cost.  This  was  represented 
at  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  three  years  ago,  and  the  people  ex¬ 
pected,  from  the  reply  given  then,  that  it  would  immediately  be  taken  up 
by  the  Government  for  maintenance  at  Government  cost.  But,  unfortu¬ 
nately,  even  to-day,  the  road  is  as  it  was  four  or  five  years  ago.  When  I 
went  through  this  budget,  anxiously  expecting  to  see  some  provision  in 
it  for  the  maintenance  of  that  road,  I  was  greatly  disappointed  to  find 
thaf’no  mention  whatever  has  been  made  in  it  about  this  road.  This  is 
the  kind  of  assistance  that  these  already  over -burdened  ryots  .are  gotting 
from  the  officers  from  whom  they  expect  all  necessary  help. 

Then,  I  beg  to  point  out,  in  this  connection,  that  most  of  the  drain¬ 
age  channels  that  have  been  running  through  these  lands  from  time 
immemorial  have  been  narrowed  and  encroached  upon  by  the  owners 
of  lands  on  either  side  to  such  an  extent  as  to  become  .a  real  menace  to 
the  cultivator.  If  a  responsible  officer  would  investigate -the  causes  of 
at, least  the  minor,  breaches  during  the  last  floods,  he  would  certainly  be 
convinced  that  the  chief  cause  of  most  of  these  minor  breaches  is  the 
narrowing  of  these  channels.  In  several  places,  these  breaches  appear 
,in  one  and  the  same:  place  year  after  year.  Some  temporary  shift  is 
tAade.  for  the  time  being- and  the  water  is  made  to  flow  through  the 
channels.  But,  when  ,  there  is  heavy  rain  there  is  breach  again  in  .  the 
'same  place.  This  is, .repeated  year  after  year.  Money  is  being  wasted 
in  the.repaii'  of  these  minor  breaches  which  appear  in  one  and  the  same 
place  year,  after  year- without  hardly  any  attempt  being  made  to  find 
■  out  the  real  cause  and  to  widen  these  channels  to  their  original  width, 
so  that  these  damages  to  the  cultivators  may  be  effectively  and  perm#- 
.  neatly  avoided. 
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As  regards  the  Education  Department,  I  may  mention  one  little 
point.  The  Government  very  graciously  introduced  some  years  ago  the 
system  of  fee  concessions  to  the  depressed  and  backward  classes,  and 
more  recently,  to  a  certain  proportion  of  the  poor  among  the  forward 
classes  also.  Thisno  doubt  entails  a  loss  to  the  schools.  So  far  as  the 
Government  schools  are  concerned,  the  loss  affects  the  Government  and 
the  Government  alone.  But  there  are  private  schools  where  also  the 
department  is  anxious  that  this  scheme  of  fee  concessions  is  introduced. 
If  in  a  place  there  is  a  Government  .school  and  a  private  school,  boys 
who  expect  to  get  fee  concessions  go  and  join  the  Government  school  if 
the  system  of  fee  concessions  has  not  been  introduced  into  the  private 
school.  Thiff  is  undue  competition  which  the  poor  managers  of  some 
private  schools  have  to  face.  If  there  are  two  private  schools  in  one 
and  the  same  place,  there  is  rivalry  between  these  two  schools  and  the 
manager  of  one  of  them  introduces  the  scheme  with  a  view  to 
attract  the  poor  hoys  from  the  other  school  where  the  manager 
may  not  be.  willing  -to  introduce  the  scheme  fearing  the  loss  he 
will  have  to  sustain  on  account  of  the  introduction  of  the  schema 
Consequently,  these  managers  of  private  schools  are  also  invariable 
obliged  to  introduce  the  scheme  of  fee  concessions  in  their  schools.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  the  rules  now  in  force,  the  Government  make  good  only  three- 
fourths  of  the  loss  which  the  managers  of  private  schools  incur  on 
account  of  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  their  schools.  I  do  not  see 
the  reasonableness  of  that.  The  Government  have  introduced  a  scheme 
and  they  are  now  practically  forcing  the  managers  of  private  schools 
also  to  introduce  it  in  their  own  schools.  As  a  matter  of  faot,  some 
schools  have  to  lose  to  the  extent  of  about’  Ks.  700  every  year  in  the 
shape  of  loss  of  fees  due  to  the  introduction  of  this  scheme  of  fee  conces¬ 
sions.  I  think  this  is  a  matter  which  requires  the  serious  consideration 
of  the  Government.

The  Director  was 
thereupon  asked  to  collect  statistical  information  regarding  the  existing 
libraries  and  reading  moms,  state  his  views  as  to  the  feasibility  and 
usefulness  of  a  system  of  aided  libraries  and  the  general  principles  on 
which  grants  are  to  be  awarded  to  them,  and  report  how  they  were  to 
be  brought  under  departmental  control,  what  conditions  were  to  be. 
imposed  for  recognition  and  aid,  and  what  safeguards  should  be  taken 
to  see  that  grants  are  earned  only  by  really  useful  institutions.  Mr. 
Hodgson,  in  forwarding  detailed  information  regarding  fifty-four  librar¬ 
ies  and  reading  rooms,  has  reported  that  it  is  feasible  and  desirable 
to  create  a  system  of  aided  libraries,  that  the  amount  of  annual  sub¬ 
scription  collected  should  he  made  the  basis  for  the  award  of  grants, 
that  only  libraries  possessing  a  certain  minimum  number  of  approved 
.books  and  a  certain  minimum  annual  income  need  be  aided,  arid  that 
the  institutions  may  be  placed,  for  purposes  of  inspection  an<l  control, 
under  the  Assistant  Inspectors  of  Elementary  Schools  for  Boys.  ;

Rules  relating  to. grants  for  [libraries  and  Heading  .Rooms. 

I.  Under  these  rules,  ‘‘.[library”  means"  a  collection  of  books 
that  may  be  issued  to  persons  for  perusal.  “Heading  Rooms  ”  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  all  that  is  included  by  “Dibrary"  implies  the  existence  of  a 
room  on  the  premises  of  which  persons  may  read.  Libraries  and 
Reading  Rooms  may  or  may  hot  he.  supplied  with  periodicals  and  news¬ 
papers. 

If  .  Libraries  and  Reading  Rooms  in  the  State  shall  be  eligi¬ 
ble  for  grant-in-aid  from  Government,  provided  they  satisfy  the  follow¬ 
ing  conditions : — 

(it)  They  shall  be  under  the  management,  of  a  committee  and 
office  bearers  approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

(6)  '1’iiey  shall  bo  freely  opened  to  the  public  for  purposes  of 
consultation. 

(a)  They  shall  be  entirely  undenominational. 

(d)  The  Library  Or  Reading  Room  Rules  shall  have  been 
approved  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

(e)  Bach  Library  or  Reading  Room  shall  contain  a  minimum 
of  two  hundred  approved  books. 

(/)  The  minimum  guaranteed  annual  income  from  subscrip¬ 
tions  should  not  be  less  than  Rs.  40. 

III.  Complete  accounts,  registers  and  records  should  be  main¬ 
tained  in  the  Library  and  Reading  Room,  and  these  shall  be  open  to 
inspection  by  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Elementary  Schools  in  whose 
jurisdiction  the  Library  or  Reading  Room  is  situated. 

IV.  Books  and  periodicals  vetoed  by  the  Director  of  Public  In¬ 
struction  shall  not  find  a  place  in  any  Library  or  Reading  Room  aided 
by  Government. 

V .  Applications  ;f or  grants  in  the  form  prescribed  shall  be  made 
not  later  than  first  Kanni  each  year  to  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Ele¬ 
mentary  Schools,  having  jurisdiction  over  the  Library  or  Reading 
Room,  a  copy  of  the  application  being  simultaneously  sent  to  the  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Public  Instruction.  The  Assistant  Inspector  shall  forward  the 
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application  to  the  Director  through  the  Inspector  and  the  Deputy 
Director. 

VI.  Each  application  for  grant  shall  be  accompanied  by 

(1)  a  copy  of  the  Library  or  Beading  Boom  Buies;  and_ 

(2)  a  complete  list  of  books  in  the  Library  or  Beading 
Boom  and  of  periodicals  subscribed  for. 

VII.  The  maximum  amount  that  may  be  sanctioned  as  grant  for 
an  institution  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  Ks.  150,  one  hundred 
and  fifty. 

VIII.  The  authority  competent  to  sanction  grant  under  these  rales 
is  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

IX.  The  annual  grant  shall  be  paid  in  four  instalments  ordinarily 
in  Tulam,  Makaram,  Medam  and  Karkatakam  on  bills  countersigned  by 
Assistant  Inspectors. 

X-  Grants  are  liable  to  be  withdrawn  by  the  Director  for  infringe¬ 
ment  of  any  of  the  rules  set  forth  above..

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GENERAL  DISCUSSION  ON  THE  BUDGET— (eonid.) 


MR.  G.  RAMAN  IVIENON  (Mavelikaru  emu  Karlikitjuilli):  1.  bug  to 
raiso  a  point  of  order.  Rule  48  of  the  Legislative  Council  Rules  runs 
as  follows : — 


I  wish  to  have  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  whether,  under  this  rule,  the 
members  are  not  at  liberty  to  refer  to  and  deal  with,  of  course,  within 
proper  limits,  any  principle  relating  to  financial  and  other  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  State  such  as  the  redress  of  grievances  of  the  people  before 
supplies  and- details  for  exemplifying  the  breaches  or  otherwise  of  the 
principle. 

Mr.  KAYYALAIW  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  think,  Sir,  that  such  matters  can  be  introduced  in  the  speeches 
during  the  budget  discussion  provided  it  can  be  shown  that  such  mat¬ 
ters  have  some  bearing  on  the  money  provisions. 

MR.  K.  P.N1LAKANTA  PILLAI  (Gh-imi/inlil) :  May  I  know  from  the 
Law  Member  whether  the  Interportal  Trade  Convention  can  be  referred 
to  during  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget  V 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vaktl)  :  Strictly  speaking,  it  cannot  be,  because  it  is  a  matter  removed 
from  the  purview  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  1' resident)  :  Sir,  so  far 
as  Mr.  Raman  Menon’s  query  is  concerned— 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  May  I  know  from  the  Chair 
whether  the  member  is  in  order  in  discussing  a  point  which  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Chair  for  ruling  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  .President) ;  I  am  not  dis¬ 
cussing  the  point  of  order  raised ;  I  am  referring  to  another  matter.  If 
Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  objects,  I  do  not  want  to  speak. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (UareUkara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  I  hope 
that  all  the  members  have  a  right  to  speak  upon  the  point  of  order 
raised. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
V ctkil)  :  So  long  as  the  President  does  not  stop  him,  every  member  has 
a  right  to  submit  his  views  to  the  President  for  consideration.  The 
responsibility  for  the  ruling  lies  with  the  President,,  and  I  daresay  he 
will  be  glad  to  be  aided  by  the  opinions  of  the  members  -  in  coming  to 
his  conclusions.  ' 

MR."  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( NeyyUinkam ) :  Can  I-  speak  on 
the  point  of  order  raised  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  should  like  to  have  an  expression  of  opinion  of  the 
members  on  this  point.  ' 
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MB.  6.  PAR AMESV ARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara ) :  Sir,  it  is  no  doubt 
true  that  so  far  as  a  discussion  of  the  budget  proposals  or  the  budget  as 
a  whole  is  concerned,  in  Travancore  and  in  British  India,  there  are  cer¬ 
tain  statutory  enactments  regulating  the  same.  The  question  at  present 
is  primarily  one  of  interpretation  of  such  statutory  enactments.  I  hope 
it  will  be  agreed  to  by  tbe  President  of  this  Council  as  well  as  by  mem¬ 
bers  of  Government  that  in  regard  to  the  interpretation  of  the  statute  a 
too  rigid  construction  of  the  words  in  the  enactment  will  be  certainly 
out  of  place  and  absolutely  inexpedient  when  we  consider  the  spirit  in 
which  such  enactments  have  been  graciously  promulgated  by  the 
Sovereign.  Then  the  question  is  as  to  how  such  matters  should  be  dealt 
with,  how  to  avoid  a  strict  and  too  rigid  interpretation  of  the  sections. 
I  suppose  the  legislature  will  have  to  be  guided  by  the  precedents  and 
the  practice  obtaining  here  and  elsewhere,  by  what  is  known  .as  con¬ 
stitutional  forms  and  precedents  which  have  as  much  weight  attached  to 
them  as  the  express  provisions  in  the  statute  itself.  Looking  at  them 
there  will  be  absolutely  no  difficulty  to  See  that  in  tbe  general  discussion 
on  the  budget,  which  is  perhaps  a  matter  not  prevalent  in  the  House  of 
Commons — the  procedure  there  seems  to  be  different — we  have  to  be 
guided  by  what  obtains  in  the  Indian  Legislatures  as  well  as  here  in  the 
past.  Looking  at  these,  we  find  that  by  the  term  ‘discussion  of  the  budget 
as  a  whole  or  any  question  of  principle  involved  therein’  is  not  meant  that 
the  discussion  should  necessarily  be  confined  to  ideas  which  could  bo  re¬ 
duced  to  rupees,  annas,  pies,  but  may  proceed  on  broad  principles  of  ad¬ 
ministration  such  as  questions  relating  to  the  general  administration,  in¬ 
volving  of  coixrse  a  budget  provision.  The  fact  is,  Sir,  that  when  the 
term  ‘budget  as  a  whole’  is  mentioned  we  cannot  divide  the  budget  into 
watertight  compartments.  What  is  meant  by  ‘budget  as  a  whole ’,  I 
conceive  to  be  the  entire  administrative  machinery,  that  machinery  for 
which  the  budget  is  contemplated  and  for  the  running  of  which  the  bud¬ 
get  is  prepared  by  the  .  Government.  When  that  budget  as  a  whole  is 
presented  for  a  general  discussion,  it  does  not  require  much  argument  to 
convince  anybody  that  a  general  discussion  of  the  administrative  policy 
in  general  will  be  a  legitimate,  a  very  legitimate  function,  of  the  Council, 
before  which  such  a  budget  is  placed.  Sir,  it  is  true,  as  my  friend 
Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  put  it,  that  it  should  have  some  con¬ 
nection  with  money.  I  suppose  that  when  we  deal  with  administrative 
problems  or' policies,  these  can  have  reference;  only  to  the  machinery  of 
Government  for  which  money  provision  is  made  in  the  budget  and  if  we 
Were  to  carry  the  interpretation  which  the  Law  Member  seeks  to  put 
upon  the  rule  too  far,  I  would'  submit  with  due  respect,  Sir,  it  be¬ 
comes  an  absurdity.  After  the  general  discussion,  the  statute  provides 
for  a  detailed  voting  of  demands  for  grants.  When  we  go  into  the 
voting  of  demands  for  grants,  then  it  is  that  the  relevancy  will  be  con¬ 
fined  to  the  money  considerations  alone  except  in  the  case  of  token 
motions.  But  when  we  are  at  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget  as  a 
whole,  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  general  policy  of  the  administfation 
may  well  be  commented  upon  by  the  Council. 
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Mr.  K,l.  JOSEPH  {MinachU  cum  Deriadam)  :  Will- Mr,  G.  Para¬ 
mos  varan  Pillai  say— 

Mr.'  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Ncuyattinkrra) :  1  wish  I  had 

finished  before  any  question  is  put  to  me.  Kir,  if  you  refer  to  the  practice- 
obtaining  in  this  very  Council,  it  -will  1m  found  that  the  interpretation' 
which  the  Law  Member  has  now  given  cannot  have  any  support.  On 
the  floor  of  this  House,  we  have  dismissed,  during  the  general  discussion 
stage,  problems  of  unemployment,  recruitment  to  the.  public  service  and 
the  Vaikam  Sutijai/rahn.  movement,  ana  its  ethics.  Discussion  was 
allowed  to  be  continued  on  these  subjects.  Then  again,  Sir,  I  ivoud  like 
to  say  that  this  point  of  order  arose  from  a  reference  by  one  of  my 
friends  on  this  side  of  the  House  yesterday  to  the  Newspapers  Uegu- 
lation.  My  only  point  is  this.  The  very  question  regarding  the  censor? 
ship  of  the  press  and  the  necessity  for  a  press  law  was  raised  in  this  very 
House  during  the  general  dismission  on.  the,  budget  by  one  of  the  non-' 
official  members-  of  this  House  and  the  question  seems  to  have  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  President  even  on  that  occasion.  Nevertheless,  the 
President  allowed  the  member  to  proceed  with  that  subject.  I  am  re¬ 
ferring-  to  page  184  of  Yob  Y  of  the  Legislative' Council  Proceedings  for 
1924.  So  then  the  precedents  of  this  blouse  allow  such  discussion. 

Mr,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Umbutajmzhti  :  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether  the  Newspapers  ltogulation  is  not  a  taxing  Bcgul.v. 
tion  ? 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (K  eyi/attinkara) :  That  is  notin' 
issue  now.  The  point  of  order  raised  was  not  with  particular  reference 
to  the  propriety  of, discussing  the  Newspapers  ltogulation.  The  point' 
of  order  raised  by.  Mr.  Hainan  Menon  was,  I.  think,  on  a  subject  of 
general  application. .  A  decision  on  this  subject  contrary  to  the  precedents 
of  .this  House  will  be  a  violation  of  the  privileges  of  this  House.  It  is- 
that  and  that  alone  which  induced  mo  to  speak  on  this  occasion. 

I  referred  to  the  precedents  in  this  House.  Questions  of  such 
general -interest  have  been  raised  in  this  House  although  they  may  not 
have  any  connection  with  the  money  points  raised.  They  have  been  - 
.  allowed  to  be  discussed.  They  were  matters  of  policy  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  wore  interested  in  seeing  discussed  in  the  legislature.  It  is 
only  common ‘knowledge  that  questions  of  policy  affecting  the  State  arc 
dismissed  in.  the  Indian  legislatures.  I  need  hot  quote  specific  instan¬ 
ces  in  regard  to  that  matter. 

-  Purther:,  I  would  submit  that  in  a.  country  like  ours,  where  we  have . 
a  iconstitution  df  this ‘nature,  where  the  Government  members  are  not 
responsible  to  the  legislature,  it.  is  all  the  more  expedient  that  the- 
Government  do  know  what  the  non-official  members  have  to  say  in 
regard  to  /  the  general;  administration  which  cannot  be  duly  Considered 
when  the  demands  for  grants  are  .before  the  House.  The' demands  for 
grants  are.regulated  by  rules  which  pr  escribe  a  time-limit  of  ten  minutes : 
for  the  mover  of  a  cut-  motion  and  five  minutes  for  every  other  member 
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who  speaks  upon  it.  It  is  a  business-like  discussion.  But  the  general 
discussion  is  not  intended  for  a  similar  procedure  being  adopted,  but  to 
enable  the  Government  as  it  is  now  constituted  to  ascertain  the  views 
of  the  people  in  regard  to  general  questions  of  adm  inistrativc  policy. 

I  would  therefore  humbly  submit  that  the  point  of  order  raised  by  Mr. 
Banian  Menon  is  one  which  affects  very  deeply  the  precedents  of  this 
blouse  and  the  decision  will  have  far-reaching  consequences  not 
only. so  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  but  the  sister  Councils  else¬ 
where  as  well.  I  would  therefore  humbly  submit  that  a  decision  must 
be  arrived  at  in  favour  of  securing  the  piivileges  of  the  House. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  enm  D'evicolam) : .  May  I  ask  him  a 
question '?  Does  he  mean  by  administrative  policy  that  every  detail 
may  be  discussed  here  ? 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (NeyyaltM-ara) :  Of  course,  there 
is  the  time  limit  of  20  minutes.  I  suppose  within  that  time  any  intel¬ 
ligent  speaker  will  only  dwell  on  the  general  aspect  of  the  matter.  .  But 
if  one  chooses  to  deal  .with  only  one  subject  I  think  he  may  do  so  in 
detail. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirka-r 
VaMl^i  Suppose  a  member  refers  to  a  subject  that .  has  no  bearing  at 
all  on  the  money  provisions  in  the  budget,  can  be  speak  on  that  ? 

.  MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Heyyattinkara)  :  That  has  to  be 
decided  on  the  merits  of  each  case. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARANiPlLLAI  (Additional-  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  If  he  admits  that  there  is  no  connection  between  the  money 
provisions  and  the  subject  be  is  referring  to,  or  if  it  is  not  even  alleged 
that  there  is  any  such  connection,  can  he  talk  on  the  subject  during  the 
general  discussion  ?  ' 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neij.yatlinkarc ) :  If  the  member  is 
challenged  and  the  member  admits  that  there  is  no  ultimate  connection 
between  the  two,  then  he  cannot  talk  on  the"  subject, 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Addilua.al  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  Then,  does  not  the  member  recognise  that  what  I  said,  and 
what  he. said  come  to  the  same  thing  ? 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyya-ttmkara) :  There  is  con¬ 
siderable  difference,  a  vast  ocean  of  difference,  between  what  I  said  and 
what  lie  sought  to  establish.  ’ 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  A1YAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President) :  Seeing  that  - 
Mr,  G,  Paramesvaran  Pillar  has.  spoken  on  the  subject,  I  wish  to  say  b 
few  words  on  the  point  of  order  raised.  The  function  that  we  are  now 
discharging,  namely,  the  general  consideration  on  the  budget  is.  not 
strictly  speaking  a  function  , of.  the  Legislative  Council.  But- under  a. 
statutory  provision,  the  Government  have  been  pleased  to  .  lay  the  bud¬ 
get  before-  the  Legislative  Council  for  its  sanction,.  If  it  has  bean 
placed  before  the  Popular  Assembly,  there  also  the  same  discussion  may  : 
arise.  The  question  for  consideration  therefore  is  whether  in  a  genera! 
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discussion  on  the  budget  the  members  of  the  House  arc  entitled  to  dis¬ 
cuss  matters  of  general  policy.  lam  at  one  with  Mr.  Paramesvaran 
Pillai  in  thinking  that  matters  of  policy  may  be  discussed.  This  is  what 


That  certainly  includes  questions  of  policy  also.  Therefore  general 
questions  of  administrative  policy  may  be  referred  to.  We  are  here 
concerned  with  the  budget  of  the  general  administration  and  adminis¬ 
trative  policies  can  be  discussed.  All  questions  of  administrative  policies 
will  arise  in  a  general  discussion.  I  may  illustrate  my  view.  This 
Council,  for  instance,  has  absolutely  no  right  whatsoever  to  say  how 
an  appropriation  of  money  may  be  made  when  a  demand  is  brought 
forward.  The  Council  has  no  right  to  say  that  a  particular  allotment 
should  be  enhanced  or  that  a  particular  source  of  revenue  should  he 
tapped  or  should  not  be  tapped.  All  these  can  be  suggested  and  pro¬ 
perly  suggested  only  during  the  general  discussion  stage.  If  any  item 
has  been  omitted  in  the  budget,  we  may  suggest  that  an  allotment  may 
be  made  for  the  purpose,  I  do  not  know  whether  the  President  has 
ruled  to  the  extent  that  unless  it  refers  to  rupees,  annas,  pies,  wo  are 
not  allowed  to  discuss  the  budget  in  a  general  way.  Every  provision 
in  the  budget  must  involve  a  policy  which 'the  Government  have  in 
view.  Such  questions  of  policy  will  have  to  be  discussed  and  I  agree 
with  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  in  thinking  that  all  questions  of  ad¬ 
ministrative  policy  .may  be  discussed  at  the  time  of  the  general  dis¬ 
cussion.  .  , 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  will  yon  please 
read  out  for  the  information  of  the  learned  Deputy  President  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  that  took  place  yesterday  on  the  subject— the  relevant  portions 
of.it? 


Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Bead  Sirlmr 
Vakil):'  ' 
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1  The  OounoU  shall  ha  at  liberty  to  disouas  the  budget  as  a  whole  or  any  question 
of  principle  involved  therein  but  no  motion  shall  be  moved  at  this  stage  nor  shall  any 
member  be  entitled  to  divide  the  Council  in  respoot  of  any  snch  discussion  on  the 
budget’. 

So,  the  question  is,  does  the  gvievanoo  come  within  that  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  It  does  not. 

Mn.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapusl io)  :  Is  it  the  ruling  from  tho  Chair 
that  this  matter  is  irrelevant  to  the  discussion  of  the  budget  ?  . 

PRESIDENT  :  My-  ruling  is  that  it  is  not  in  direot  relation  to  tho.  purpose  of  tho 
budget  discussion.  Therefore  I  rule  it  out  of  order. 

Mb.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  UmbaldpuJia)  :  Thank  you,  Sir. 

PRESIDENT:  At  great  pains  I  tried  to  explain  to  /you  how  Morions  I  was  to 
give  you  and  the  other  members  of  the  Council  an  opportunity  for  discussing  the  topic 
you  are  now  attempting  to  dwell  upon.  It  is  not  that  I  want  to  stilie  disoussion.  It 
is  a  question  of  the  application  of  the  rules. 

Mn.  p.K.  NARAYANA  PIIXAI  (Ambalajmxhtt)  :■  Therofore,  I  take  it  that  I  am 
ruled  out  of  order  when  I  referred  to  the  Newspapers  Regulation  in  the  general  clis- 

PRESIDENT  :  I  say  that  under  the  rule  just  quoted  by  the  Law  Memb  ?  tli« 
discussion  is  not  appropriate  to  the  money  provisions  raised  in  tho  budget- 

Me-  P-  K-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapusha)  :  So  I  think  I  am  not  allowed 
to  discuss  the  matter  now  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  No.  Not  so  long  as  yon  do  not  show  any  commotion  with  the 
money’  provision  of  the  budget  whiph  is  repily  what  we  are  dealing  with  now.  • 

-Mb.  P-  K.  NARAYANA  elLhAI  (Ambahpuzbmyi  Am  I  at  liberty  to  oontinno 
my  speech,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT:  This  matter  as  (rat  by  the  member  is  not  relevant  to  tho  budget 
disoussion.  •  • 

Mb  P.K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  UmbaUpuzha):  If  this  is  the  ruling  with,  re¬ 
ference  to  .the  Newspapers  Regulation — 

PRESIDENT;  May  I  draw  the  members  attention  to  iho  rule  which  says  that 
the  President’s  ruling  is  not  subject  to  disoussion  ? 

Mb.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AirMiptizbd) :  I  am.  not  discussing  it.  If' 
this  is  the  ruling  from  the  Chair,  I  simply  resume  my  seat”. 

MR.  V,  SUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  ■,  I  take  it  to 
mean  that  what  the  President  said  was  that  the  particular  subject  was 
irrelevant  to  the  general  discussion  unless  the  question-  relates  to  a 
money  matter.  I  believe  that  is  what  is  intended  by  administrative 
policy,  because,  otherwise,  it  will  he  refusing  to-  the  Council  the  right  . 
which  they  have  been  exercising,  namely,,  a  discussion  on  the  general 
policy  of  administration, 

Mr.  K,  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinaoMl  cum  Devicolam ) :  May  I  know  from  the 
Deputy  President  whether  questions  having  no  direct  bearing  on  the  . 
budget  could  be  brought  under  discussion  of  the  budget  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  Maynot.  be. 

Mr.  G.  PAR AMESVAR AN  PILLAI  ( NepyattinTcara, ) :  May  I  point  out  to 
the  Deputy  President  that,  so  far  as  the  matter  referred  to:  by  the  Law 
Member  is  concerned,  namely,  the  discussion  of  yesterday’s, :  whatever 
policy  was  enunciated  or  sought  to  be  discussed,  that  has  to  he  carried  out 
by  the  machinery  of  Government  for  which  a  budget  provision  has  been 
made  ?  Is  it  not  open  to  this  House,  Sir,  to  discuss  a  matter  of  policy  ?  ' 
YoL is.  No  3.  ■  •  ;  p  jV 
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Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  I  make  a 
distinction  between  administrative  policy  and  legislative  policy,  The 
repeal  of  a  legislation  is  not  a  branch  of  the  administrative  policy  and 
therefore  has  no  bearing  whatsoever. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  should  like  to  hear  what  . you  have  to  say,  Mr.  V.  8, 
Subrahmanya  Aiyar. 

:  MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  Sir,  j 
confess  that  I  have  very  little  acquaintance  with  the  practice  obtaining 
in  this  House  during  budget  discussion. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  P1LLAI  (7 (ottarakam  cum  KunnMur)- 
Louder,  please. 

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  As,  however, 
the  proceedings  of  this  House,  when  it  is  discussing  the  budget,  are 
'  governed  by  rules  that  have  been  laid  down  under  the  Legislative  Council 
Begulation,  it  is  possible  for  one  who  has  had  no  experience  of  budget 
discussion,  in  this  Council  before  to  see  whether  the  points  that  have 
been  urged  can  be  brought  within  the  rules  relating  to  it  or  not.  That 
Buie  has  been  read  out  to  this  House  and  this  is  what  it  says  ; 

“After  such  explanation,  the  Council  shall  Ira  at  liberty  to  discuss  the  budget  as  a 
■whole  or  any  question  of  prinniple  involved  therein." 

That  is  a  privilege  which  has  been  conferred  by  this  rule  which  the 
members  may  not  be  able  to  exercise  when  they  are  discussing 
particular  grants  in  the  budget.  As  the  learned  Deputy  President  has 
pointed  out,  the  Council  has,  in  voting  on  demands,  no  right  to  recom¬ 
mend  or  to  move  for  the .  enhancement  of  any  amount  granted  for  any 
particular  item.  But  when  they  are  discussing  the  budget  as  a  whole 
the  members  of  the  Council  might  suggest  how  there  may  be  a  re-allot¬ 
ment  of  the  amounts  under  the  various  heads  of  expenditure  or  even 
to  suggest  that  new  sources  of  revenue  might  be  tapped  or  other 
sources  of  revenue  should  not  be  availed  of.  .  All  these  are  matters 
which  can  be  discussed  when  the  budget  is  being  generally  discussed. 
But  they  will  be  out  of  Order  when  particular  items  of  grant  are  being 
discussed-  The  'rule  therefore  gives  ..members  a  right  which  they, 
cannot  exercise  at  other  stages  of  the  discussion,  and  this  extended 
.  privilege  has  its  own  restrictions.  So  far  as  I  can  see,  the  rule  says  that 
it  must  be  a  discussion  of  the  budget. which  must  have  a  relation  to  it 
as  a  whole  Or  any  principle  involved  in  the  budget.  ■  The  principle  in¬ 
volved  iit  the  budget  would,  mean  not  merely,  an  . allotment  of  any  parti¬ 
cular ,  amount  ifor  a  particular  item,  but  also  the  policy  in  regard  to  the 
general  appropriation.tof  revenues  or  the  general  policy  of  Government 
in  tapping. the  various  sources  of  revenue.  These  ,  would  be  principles  ' 
involved  in  the  budget.  If  there  is  any  matter  which  cannot  be  brought 
within  the  budget  in  any  of  these  aspects,  then  it  seems  so  me  that  the  . 
discussion  of  that  subject  would  he  irrelevant.  Whether  any  particular 
matter  can  be  brought  or  not  within  the  purview  of  the  budget  has  to . ' 
be  decided  with  regard  to  each  particular '  matter.  There  may  he  in 
practice  very  few  matters  which  cannot  be  brought  interrelation  to 
the  budget  in  one  way  or  the  other,  '  '  ’  , 
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Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara)  :  May  I  know 
from  the  member  what  he  has  to  say  on  the  precedents  of  this  House  in 
regard  to  the  budget  discussion  ? 

MR,  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  [Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  Bo  far  as  I 
can  see,  there  does  not  seem  to  have  been  any  ruling  upon  this  matter 
before.  The  instances  referred  to  by  my  friend  Mr.  Paramesvaran 
Pillai  are  instances  where  the  discussion  proceeded  without  anybody 
taking  any  objection  or  raising  any  point  of  order-  If  there  had  been  a 
case  where  a  point  of  order  had  been  raised  and  a  definite  ruling-  obtain¬ 
ed,  that  would  be  a  precedent,  The  mere  fact  that  no  objection  was 
raised  before,  it  seems  to  me,  cannot  be  treated  as  a  precedent.  ,■ 

MB.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara )  ■  May  I  point  out 
to-the  member  that  the.House  has  to  respect  the  conventions  that  have 
already  been  set  .up  ? 

.  Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  Certainly,  I 
have  nothing  to  say  against  that.  When  I .  said  that  there  was  no 
precedent,  what  I  meant  was  that  there  was  no  definite  ruling  and 
that  the  matter  was  not  considered.  What  I  would  submit '  is  that 
when  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  says  that  there  is  a  precedent,  I 
say  that  there  was  no  ruling  and  therefore  no_  precedent.  The  matter 
was  not  considered  and  ruling  given.  He  did  not  refer  to  any 
such  definite  i  ruling.  1  My  own.  view  is  that,  if  .  any  matter  that  is 
brought  up-  cannot  he  brought  into; relation  with  the  budget  in  any. 
way, -then  such  a  matter  must  bfe- considered'  ifrelevaht.  As  I'  said 
there' will  be  very -few  matters  which  cannot  be  brought  within  the 
ambit  of  the  budget.  If  there  is  any  such  matter,  it  Will  be  irrelevant, 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mimchil  cum  Devicolam )  :  Is  it  irrelevant  to 
make  comments  on  the  working  or  point  out  the  defects  in  the  working 
of  any  particular  department  ? 

.  .MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  That  is  a 
matter' of  administration  of  a  particular  department  which  comes  within 
the  budget.  As  I  said,  there  are  very  few  matters  which  cannot  bo 
brought  within  the  limits  of  the 'Budget.  If  it  can  be  shown  to  have 
any  relation;  with  the  budget,  then,  it  seems  to  me  it  comes  within" 
the  ambit  of  the  budget.  . 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI.  (Neyyattmkdra)-:  May  I  know 
whether  any.  matter  relating  to  the  - administration  of  the  country  can¬ 
not  be  discussed,  in  view  of  the  fact  that,  for  the  administration  of  the 
country,  the.  budget  is  provided  ? 

Mr,  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar, Vakil)  ■.  I  cannot, 
now  say  what  subjects ,  cannot  be  brought  into  relation  with  the  budget. 
It  will  depend  upon  each  matter  that  is  brought  up.  . 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :•■■■■  Sir',  I  propose  to.  say  a  few 
woi’dsbn  tbe  point  of  order  raised,.  To  me,  this  question  appears  to  he 
incredibly  simple.  Here  the  j  rule  quoted  at  any  rate  admits '.of  certain  u 
doubts  ail  to  its  interpretation.  Instances  are :  not  wanting :  in  the  new 
Legislative  Council  when  the  President  himself  has  ruled  that  in  the. 
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interests  of  noble  act,  of  noble  character,  even  if  there  are  express 
statutory  prohibitions  to  discuss  a  subject,  the  house  has  got  to  be 
guided  by  the  noble  sentiment  underlying  such  subject  and  not  by 
the  narrow  interpretation  as  is  apparent  on  the  face  of  such  a  provision; 
Here,  unlike  those  instances,  the  particular  rule  leaves  only  in  . 
doubt  whether  the  broad  question  of  policy  which  affects  vitally  the 
elementary  right  of  a  citizen  can  be  discussed  in  the  course  of  the 
general  discussion  on  the  budget.  So  it  is  all  the  more  reasonable  to 
rule  in  favour  of  a  progressive  convention  as  seen  in  the  point  raised.  . 

Now,  this  Council  consists  of  a  majority  who  are  the  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  people,  and  when  the  budget  is  presented  they  are  invited  to 
give  their  opinion  with  reference  to  the  administration  of  each  depart¬ 
mental  machinery.  The  first  implication  is  that  the  general  discussion 
presupposes  a  correct  mentality  on  the  part  of  these  representatives  to 
view  the  question  in  its  proper  perspective.  Even  to  mo,  under  the; 
shadow  of  a  domestic  calamity,  the  question  for  ruling  is  not  blurred 
in  my  vision,  In  order  to  view  the  budget  in  its.  proper  perspective 
one  should  be  in  his  .proper  •  mood.  As  my  friend  said,  there  is  a 
grievance  of  the  people  and  the  representatives  are  also  grieved  by  a  . 
particular  act  of  the  administrative  authority  and,  as  such,  they  are  not 
in  a  proper  rpood  to  do  it  unless  the  grievances  are  redressed.-  With 
the  help  of  the  precedents  of  this  Iiouse  quoted  and  also  on  a  simple.'., 
understanding  of  the  elementary  principle  just  referred  to,  I  appeal  to  ' 
you,  Sir,  -  to  uphold  the  rights  of  the  House  in  ruling  in  favour  of 
the  point  of  order  raised,  -  , 

MR.  K,  I.  JO.SEPH  {Minaohil  cum  Devicolam) ;  I  also  think  that 
this  is  not  after  all  a  matter  of  any  great  difficulty  for  solution.  The 
rule  is  very  clear.  According  to.  the  rule  anything  involving  any 
principle  relating  to  the  budget  can  bo  dealt  with  in  the  general ' 
discussion.  Principles  regarding  elementary  rights  of  the  people  and 
other  wide  questions  of  policy,  I  submit,  are  proper  subjects  for  dis¬ 
cussion  if  they  could  be  brought  under  any  of  the  items  in  the  budget. 
But  if  these  principles  of  elementary  rights  or  questions  of  policy,  have 
no  direct  bearing  on  the  budget,  I  think  they,  arc  not  quite  relevant. 

.  Whether  any  particular  matter  comes  under  the  budget  or  not  is  only  a 
matter,  qf  construction.  If  anything  comes  under  either  revenue  or 
expenditure,.  then  surely,  it  is  a  matter  on  which  the  members  have 
a  right-  to  discuss  at  the  genoral  discussion,  .  If  it'  merely  involves  a 
theoretical  issue  which  Has  no  direct  bearing  on  the  revenue  or  ex¬ 
penditure,;  then  that -subject  should  not  .be  brought  in.  As  regards  the 
working  of  the  several  departments,  defects  can  be  clearly  pointed  out 
at  the  general  discussion.  But  at  The  same  time,  it  may  not  be  quite 
relevant  to  go  into  minute  details' except  by  way  of  illustration.  Ulus- ' 
trations  of  general  policy  can  be  brought  in  .  under  {general  discussion, 
if  they  have  a  direct  bearing  with  cither  revenue  or  expenditure. 
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PRESIDENT :  The  subject-matter  of  the  discussion  which  preceded 
my  rising  up  just  now  is  one  of  considerable  importance  and  of  much 
interest  as  well.  It  all  arose  out  of  the  ruling  I  pronounced  yesterday 
with  regard  to  Mr.  P,  K.  Narayana  Pillai’s  speech.  His  speech  was  based 
on  the  relevancy  of  the  discussion  of  a  subject  of  high  politics  to  a  matter, 
pertaining  directly  to  the  money  .aspect  of  the  budget.  You  will  have 
noticed  that,  in  the  course  of  my  ruling  yesterday,  I  repeatedly  laid  stress 
upon  the  money  aspect  of  the  question.  I  also  pointed  out  the  appropri¬ 
ate  place  for  a  discussion  such  as  Mr.  Narayana  fPillai  ihitiated.  It  is  not 
necessary  for  me  to  explain  to  yon  that  the  rules  and  practiceregarding  the 
general  discussion  on  the  budget  and  the  discussion  on  particular  motions 
for  grants  are  all  intended  to  secure  a  methodical  working  of  this  Council ; 
it  is  not  a  case  of  water-tight  compartments  as  Mr.  4.  Paramesvaran 
Filial  said,  but  it  is  a  question  of  orderliness  and  method  in  debate.  We 
take  up  larger  issues  during  the  general  discussion  and  reserve  the 
details  for  motions  on  particular  grants.  Furthermore,  on  the  general 
side  of  the  question,  to  ensure  that  there  is  no  discursiveness  or  unre¬ 
lated  talk,,  we  require,  as  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  has  explained,  that ;  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter  of  the  discussion  should  bear  some  relation  to  the  money;  pro¬ 
visions  in  the  budget.  It~is  pm'eiy  a  matter  of  procedure  to  secure  method 
and  system.  That ‘  being  the  case,  there  is  net  the  slightest  objection  to 
questions  Of  policy  and  principles  involved  in  them-  being  discussed 
under,  the. general  discussion;  on  the  budget  provided  they  can  be  brought 
under  some  pmoper  head  .of  the  budget.  .  -  V  :  .  .  . 

Now  I  turn  to  the  particularsubject-matter  of  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai’s 
speech  yesterday  which  he  commenced  and  which  my  ruling  precluded 
him  from  pursuing.  That  raises  an  interesting  question  which- 1  cannot 
discover  has  come  before  this  Council  at  any  time  previously  during  its 
short  existence.  As  every  one  here  knows,  the  Councils  in  India,  and 
in  fact  I -might  say  throughout  the  British  Empire,  all  derive  their 
existence  from  the  great  Mother  of  Parliaments  and  we  are  all  endea¬ 
vouring  in  this  Council  also  to  model  our  methods  of  procedure  and  to  ■' 
build  up  traditions  based  on  those  of  -the  House  of  Commons.  '  This 
House,  like  the  Mother  of  Parliaments,  functions  in  two  distinct :  'direc-- 
tions.  In  one  direction  it  is  a  legislative  body  and  in  another  direction  it 
deals  with  administrative  matters.  That  is  why  you  find  that  when  the 
House  of  Commons  deals  with  administrative  matters  requiring  money 
grants,  and  so  on,  the  House  goes  into  a  Committee  of  Supply ;  and . 
when  the  House  goes  into  a  Committee .  of  Supply,;  its  legislative . 
functions  are  for  the  moment  suspended.  Similarly,  in  this  Council,  we 
go  into,  a  Committee  of  Supply  when  we  discuss  the  budget.  Whether  it 
is  a  generaljdiscussion  on  the  budget  ..as  a  whole  or  a  specific  item  of  it,  we 
are  in  a  Committee  of  Supply ;  and  following  the  practice  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  our  legislative  functions  are  suspended  for  the  time  being.  On- 
other  occasions  we  confine  ourselves  purely  to  legislative  functions  and  the 
question  of  administrative  details,  in  relation  to  revenue  -and:  expenditure  , 
does  not  come  m.  You  will  find  the  authority  for  my  statement  in  tho 
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ruling  quoted  in  Bir  Erskine  May's  'Parliamentary  Praetke.  It  says- 
“  the  administrative  action  of  a  department  is  open  to  debate,  but  the  . 
necessity  for  legislation  and  matters  involving  legislation  cannot  he 
discussed  in  the  Committee  of  Supply  ”• 

Taking  my  inspiration  from  that,  I  rule  that,  while  this  House  is  in 
'  budget  session,  no  question  involving  legislation  can  bo  brought  in,  for 
the  simple  reason  that  the  legislative  function  of  this  Council  is  sus¬ 
pended  for  the  time  being." 

Mr.  A.K.  PILLAI  {Kaninayapalli)  :  May  I  point  out  that  in  the 
British  Parliament  there  is  a  practice. which  is  known  as  presentation 
of  an  Address  to  the  Throne  in  which  they  enunciate  the  policy  of  the 
State  for  the  year  when  members  get  an  opportunity  of  expressing  their 
views  ?  Here  we  have  no  opportunity  for  that  except  during  budget: , 
debate. 

PRESIDENT  :  We  have  no  such  practice  as:  the  one  mentioned  by 
Mr.  A.  K,  Pillai  and  therefore  it  is  that  a  question  of  1  administrative  ; 
policy  may  be  discussed  with  due  relevancy  on  the  appropriate  occasion' 
in  the  budget  discussion.  But,  as  I  said,  no  question  of  legislation  can 
come  in  during  the  budget  discussion  because  the  legislative  function 
of  the  House  is  suspended  for  the  time  being. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kanmagapalli) :  When  there  is  a  matter  which  : 
cannot  exactly  be  described  as  legislation,  wheii  it  is  not  passed  through 
the  Legislative  Council,  then  the  responsibility  entirely  rests  with  the 
Government.  There  we  can  point  out  the  irregularity. 

PRESIDENT;  -  Legislation  is  legislation  by.  whatever  method  it 
is  promulgated.  There-  are,  -  of  -  course, :  other  means  of  bringing 
under  discitssion:  the  subjeot-matter  .in  question.  One  method  is  . 
to  move  for  the  adjournment  of  the  House  to  enable  it  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  matter  such  as  the  Newspapers  Begulation  with  which  Mr. 
P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  opened  his  speech  yesterday.  As  to  whether  .an 
opportunity  will  come  to  you  to  bring  that  matter  under  discussion  is 
for  the  House  itself  to  decide. 

Having  made  my  ruling  that  questions  of  legislation  are  beyond  the 
purview  of  discussion  in  the  budget  session,  I  now  proceed  to  deal  with 
another;  matter  which  also  came 'up"  yesterday,  that  is,  whether  the  token 
motions  of  Mr.  Nilakahta  Pillai  of  which  he  has  given  notice  bar  a 
motion  for  leave  to  adjourn  the-- House'  to  discuss  the  situation  said  to  . 
have  been;  created' by  the  Newspapers  Begulation.  Upon  that  point,  all  . 
that  I  jean  say;  is  that  Mr.  Nilakanta  -Pillai’s  motions  are  expressly  ' 
made  for  certain:  reductions  in  a.  budget  provision,  His  motions 
are  not  those  on  a  question  of  policy,  but  merely  morions  to  move 
only  for  the  reduction  of  particular  sums,  one  rupee  in  one  instance  . 
and  one  cash  in -  another,:  Henee  it  cannot  he  regarded  as  motions 
barring  a  motion  for  leave’  for  tho  adjournment  of  the  House.  That 
being  the  ease,  Mr.  Taraikan’s  motion  to  discuss  the  situation  'created 
by  the  Newspapers  Begulation  is,  I  think,  admissible". 
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Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  (Deputy  President)-.  Rule  19(4) 
runs  as  follows : 

“The  motion  must  not  anticipate  a  matter  whioh  has  been  previously  appointed  for 
rwniideration  or  with  reference  to  whioh  notice  of  motion  lias  been  previously 
given.” 

Therefore,  the  question  for  consideration  is  whether  Mr.  K.  P. 
Nilakanta  Pillai  has  given  notice  of  a  motion  on  tins  point.  Under 
the  rules,  a  motion  to'  he  considered  during  the  discussion  of  the  de¬ 
mands  for  grants,  should  be  only  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  or  omitting 
particular  allotments.  The  printed  forms  supplied  to  every  member 
clearly  state  that  the  motion  should  only  be  to  reduce  the  definite 
amounts  allotted  for  particular  items  or  to  omit  particular  allotments. 
I  believe  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  also  has  proposed  to  reduce  particular 
allotments  in  the  budget.  Perhaps  he  has  hinted  what  he  is  going  to 
speak  about  during  the  discussion  of  that  motion.  But  that  does  not  form 
part  of  the  motion ;  because  while  discussing  that  motion  each  member  is 
entitled  to  have  his  own  standpoint.  I  will  give  an  example,  'While 
we  were  discussing  the  necessity  for  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Macmillan, 
some  members  suggested  that  the  Devieolam  Division  might  be  abo- 
lisl^jk  Some  other' members  suggested  that  an  Indian  Pifst  Class  Magi¬ 
strate  might  be  put.  in  there,  .  Various. other  views  were  . also. put  forth. 
Therefore,  such  motions  may  be  discussed  from  various  standpoints. 
If  Mr.  K.  P,  Nilakanta  Pillai  proposes  a  cut  of  one  rupee  under  the 
head  of  General  Administration  or  Legislative  Council— I  do  not  know 
what  it  is— it  may  be  that  he  proposes  to  discuss  the  question  that 
Mr.  T.  P.  Ramasubba  Aiyar,  as  Secretary  to  the  Legislative  Council, 
is  not  discharging  his  duties  properly,  or  that  the  shorthand  writers 
are  under-paid,  or  that  ,  the  Legislative  Council  Proceedings  are  not 
issued  promptly.  Each  member  is  at  liberty  to  put  forth  his  own 
points  of  view  in .  discussing  token  motions.  Therefore,  so  far  as 
Mr.  Nilakanata  Pillai’s  motion  is  concerned,  it  does  not  anticipate  any 
discussion  on  the  subject-matter  of  Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion.  Mr.  Nila¬ 
kanta.  Pillai’s  motion  is  only  for  the.  reduction,  of  one  rupee,  and  that 
motion  he  has  sent  up  in  .  order  that  the  policy  underlying  that  partis 
eular  head  in  the  budget  could  be  discussed.  Therefore  his  motion 
is  not.  identical  with  the  tone  of  Mr.  Tarakan’s.  In  cases  of  this 
kind,  as  the  President  has  ruled,  the-question  of  the  necessity  for  ; 
legislation  or  for  the  repeal  of  a  Regulation  does  not  form  part  of  the 
budget  discussion  as  laid  1  down  in  Sir  Erskine  May’s  Parliammitanj 
Practice.  .  The  only  way  to. get  at  the  Government,  with:  a  view  to  ap¬ 
praise  the  Government,  of  the  views  of  this  House,  is  to  move  an  ad-  1 
jonrnment  motion  or  a  resolution.  No  w  that  the  resolutions  on  the 
subject  of  Newspapers  Regulation  have  not  been  balloted,  the  only 
course  open  is  to  move  for  the  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the 
House.  1  am  not  able  to  see  how  there  is  any  .  other  ^motion,  . 
on  the:  very  .  same  -subject,  of  which  a  discussion  .  is  anticipated. 
My  own  view  :  is  that  Mr.  K.  P-  Nilakanta  yPillai’s  motion 
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is  only  to  reduce  one  rupee  from  a  specific  allotment  in  the 
budget.  That  need  not  necessarily  mean  that  the  discussion  on  that 
motion  should  be  confined  to  this  matter.  Therefore,  Mr.  Tarakan’s 
motion  is  prefectly  in  order. 

MR.  K'  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinlii) ;  Some  resolutions  on 
this  subject  had  been  sent  up.  Will  not  the  rule  quoted  apply  to  those 
resolutions  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  But  those 
resolutions  have  „  not  been  balloted  for  discussion  in  the  House.  The 
rule  says  that  the  ad  journment  motion  must  not  anticipate  a  matter 
which  has  been  previously  appointed  for  consideration  by  the  House. 
No  such  resolution  is  to  come  up  for  the  consideration  of  the  House, 
and  so  we  do  not  anticipate  a  discussion  on  thjrt  matter.  We  cannot 
also  anticipate  the  discussion  that  is  to  ensue  hereafter  otherwise  than 
from  what  we  find  in  the  motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( GMrayinHl ) :  May  I  know  the  opinion 
of  my  friend  as  regards  the  foot-note,  to  my  motion  which  shows'  .that 
the  discussion  is  to  be  about  the  Newspapers  Regulation  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  As  I  have 
already  stated,  that  docs  not  form  pai’t  of  the.  motion,.  .It  is  only  an 
explanatory  statement  which  the  member  has  introduced,  probably  with 
a  view  to  oblige  the  Law  Member  or  the  official  member  in  charge  of 
the.  demand  to  be.  prepared  to  oppose  the  motion  if  he  so  chooses. 

MR.  K.  P,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (GldrayinJHl) :  Who  is  the  proper 
authority  as  to  my  views,  myself  or  somebody  else  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  Certainly, 
he  is  the  authority  for  his  own  views.  But  what  I  say  is,  that  his 
motion  deals  only  with  the  reduction  of,  one  rupee  from  a  particular 
allotment  in  the  budget.  His  foot-note  does  not  form  part  of  the  motion 
and  is  merely  explanatory  and  intended  fox  the  purpose  of  information 
to  the  official  member  in  charge  of  that  item  in  the  budget. 

.•  IWr  .  C.  P .  THOMAS.  (Nominated)  :  Is  it  incumbent  on  every  member 
who  sends  lip  such  motions  to  put  in  such  explanatory  foot-notes  ? 

,  Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  The  mem¬ 
bers  are  not  hound  to  give  that  explanation  at  all.  A  motion  will  be  in 
proper  form  oven  if  there  is  no  such  foot-note.  ■ 

.  MR.  fi,  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI;  (NeyyaiUnUra)  :  Are  not  the  other 
members  at  liberty  to  talk  on  matters  not  covered  by  the.  foot-note  of 

the  mover?  ‘  , 
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Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President):  That  is 
what  I  have  been  saying;  each  member  is  at  liberty  to  talk  from  his 
own  standpoint. 

MR.C.P.  TARAKAN  (Kwmatnad):  ®y®  aacmolaaimacim  eaiao

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  ®TO@o  o_io 
cbOo.  (Daughter.) 

That  is  one  of  the  subjects.  He  can  include  other  subjects  also. 

PRESIDENT :  I  rule  that  the  two  motions  of  which  Mr.  Ii.  P.  Nila- 
kanta  Pillai  has  given  notice  are  not  motions  of  the  kind  contemplated 
by  Buie  19  (4)  of  the  Legislative  Council  Buies.  Consequently,  Mr. 
Tarakan’s  application  for  leave  to  move  a  motion  for  adjournment  is 
permissible;  and  it  will  depend  upon  the  House  whether  he  is  to  be 
given  that  leave  or  not. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil 5  :  Are  you  asking,  Sir,  whether  the  House  is  giving  him  leave  or 
not  ? 

^RESIDENT  :  I  am  permitting  Mr.  Tarakan  to  come  forward  with 
his  motion  if  he  wants  leave. 

MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kwmatnad) :  I  move  for  the  adjournment  of 
the  business  of  the  House  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  a. definite  matter 
of  urgent  public  importance,  nix.,  the  situation  created  by  the  News¬ 
papers  Begulation. 

'  *  MR.;  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  •  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  believe  that  Mr.  Tarakan  is  asking  for  leave.  If  that  be  so, 

I  object  to  leave  being  granted. 

Mr.  K,  P,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  Under  Standing  Order 
No.  26,  I  move  that  the  House  may  pass  on  to  the  next  item  in  the 
business  of  the  day.  v 

PRESIDENT  :  I  must  first  put  the  question  before  the  House.  Mr. ' 
Tarakan  has  made  a  request  for  leave  to  move  an  adjournment  motion 
and  Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  has  objected  to  leave  being 
granted  to  him.  I  must  ask  the  House  to  decide  that  matter  first. 

MR,  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil ):  When  I  moved  my 
motion,  the  other  motion  remains  suspended  until  my  motion  is  disposed 
of.  Else,  there  is  no  use  of  that  provision  in  Standing  Order  No.  26.  . 

Mr.  T.-P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Secretary  to  Government):;  Standing 
Order  No.  26  refers  to  matters  set  down  in  the  statement  of  business. 
Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion  is  not  an  item  in  the  statement  of  business  for 
to-day.  So,  the  Standing  Order  quoted  does  not  apply. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)  :  There  is  a  statement 
of  business  already  fixed  for  to-day.  I  want  the  House  to  proceed  to 
the’next  item; in  to-day’s  business  and  to  adjourn  the  consideration  of 
Mr.  Tarakan’s  motion.  .  ....  - 
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MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  The 
provision  for  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House  is  a  special  pro¬ 
vision  and  it  cannot  find  a  place  in  the  statement  of  business  of  the 
day.  I  fail  to  see  how  we  could  adjourn  a  motion  the  consideration  of 
which  is  in  the  mind  of  the  mover.  Standing  Order  No.  26  does  not 
relate  to  motions  for  adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirmjinldl ):  I  wish  to  have  a  ruling, 
from  the  Chair  on  that  matter. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  rule  that  that  motion  of  yours  is  not  in  order, 
Mr,  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  since  the  provision  for  adjournment  of  the 
business  of  the  day  is  an  extraordinary  provision. 

[The  question  whether  Mr.  Tarakan  has  the  leave  to  move  for  the 
adjournment  of  the  business  of  the  House  for  the  purpose  of  consider¬ 
ing  the  situation  created  by  the  Newspapers  Regulation  was  then,  put  to 
the  vote  of  the  House.  Five  members  were  in  favour  of  the  motion.]  •_ 

PRESIDENT:  As  twenty  members  have  not  stood  up  in  favour  of 
leave  being,  granted  to  Mr.  Tarakan,  he  has  not  the  .leave  of. the. 
Council.  , 

:  The  House  will  continue  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget. 

MR,  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  I  wish 
to  say  a  few  words  about  the  budget.  I  must,  in  the  first  place,  con¬ 
gratulate  the  Government,  in  the  .  first  year  of  its  administration,  for 
having  been  in  a  position  to  place  before  the  House  a.  surplus  budget  to 
'  the  extent  of  17  lakhs  of  rupees  for  the  year  1101,  and  a  pretty  large 
amount  for  the  year  1102  also.  It  augurs  well  for  the.  new  and  young 
Financial  Secretary,  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  and  I  hope  he  will  have  the 
good  forrune  to  place  such  surplus  budgets  before  the  House  ,  in  future 
also.  . 

■  So  far  as  we  are  concerned,  there  are  some  items  in  the  budget  as 
regards  the  allotments  for  which  1  would  like  to  lay- some  emphasis. 
[The  Medical  Department  is  supposed  to  be  one  which  affords  relief  to 
/the  suffering,  'Though  we  have  a  large,  well-paid  establishment,  I 
[find  there  '  are  very'  serious^  defects  in  the  working  of  some  of  them. 
{These 'defects  can  be; remedied  only  if  proper  allotments  are  made  in  the 
/budget,  .1  am  glad  to  find  that  so  far  as  one  of  these  defects  is  concern- 
y  ed—fi  mean  the  want  of  the  X-ray  apparatus— provision  has  been  made 
in  the  budget  for  about  Rs.  .BQjOQQ.  My  only  wish  is  that  the  apparatus 
that  is  to  be  got  down  and  the  .-  person  that  is  to  work  it  will  be  such 
as  would  give  entii-e  satisfaction  to- the  public  and  will  not.  'meet  the  fate . 
of  their  predecessors.  I  therefore  welcome  the  proposal.  If  there  are. 
fractures  of  bones,  it  .seems, the  doctors  are  not  able  to  find  out  whether 
the  bones  have  been  properly  set  or  not  .unless  they  see';  them  actually 
-  with  the  help  of  X-rays.  ... 

The  other  item,  in  that  department  of  which  I  want  to  say  a  few 
.  words  is  the  Ophthalmic .  Hospital;  So  far  as  this  hospital  is  ccn- 
.  cerned— I  do  not  know  "whether  niany  have  actually  g-oac  there  and 
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seen  it — I  am  really  sorry  to  find  that  there  is  no  such  thing  as  a  1  dark 
room  '  there.  We  have  only  .an  apology  for  it,  and  I  do  not  find  any 
allotment  for  it  in  the  budget  that  has  been  .placed  before  us  now. 

I  may,  Sir,  in  this  connection,  suggest -as  I  suggested  at  the  out¬ 
set— -that  the  shorthand  reporters  here  are  ’Very  poorly  paid.  I  believe- 
this  House  is  aware  of  the  fact  that,  recently,  the  Madras  Legislative 
Council  .passed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  the  pay  of  their  reporters 
should  he  raised  since  their  pay  was  the  least  compared  with  that  of  the 
reporters  in  all  the  other  provinces  in  British  India.  So  far  as  our 
reporters  are  concerned,  the  pay  here  is  less  than  even  half  of  that  of 
the  Madras  reporters  and  the  number  here  is  also  very  few.  The  work 
that  they  do  is  responsible  and  onerous.  I  believe  the  Government  will 
be  pleased  to  take  note  of  the  matter  and  see  that  their  position  is  im¬ 
proved. 

Another  matter  which  I  want  to  refer  to  is  the  development  of  the 
production  of  food  stuffs.  My  friend,  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  has 
been  taking  a  good  deal  of  pains  to  see  that  the  production  of  food 
stuffs  is  developed,  and  he  insists  on  intensive  cultivation  and  has  there-, 
fore  ordered  his  subordinates  to  do  everything  that  they  can  to  help  the 
ryots,  in  that  direction..  But,. unfortunately  for  him,  the  Conservator  of 
Forests  is  pulling  in  the  opposite  direction  and  therefore  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  Director  of  Agriculture  to  do  anything  in  that  matter.  I 
will  say  how.-  The  most  -  important,  thing  necessary  for  agriculture, 
according  to  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai,  is  cattle  manure.  For  this,  we 
should  have  cattle,  but  the  Conservator  of  Forests  refuses  to  allow 
any  land  for  purposes  of  grazing.  That  is  why  I  said  that  the 
Conservator  of  Forests  is  working  in  the  opposite  direction.  Un¬ 
less  these  two  heads  of  departments  put  their  heads  together  and 
work  in  an  organised  and  sympathetic  manner,  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  for  agriculturists  to  get  on.  My  friend,  the  Conservator  of  Forests, 
will  say  that  there  are  forests  where  Travancore  cattle  may  graze 
freely.  I  will,  from  his  own  statistics,  show  that  cattle,  sheep  and  goats 
cannot  graze  in  all  places  at.  the  same  time;  In  some  places,  it  so  hap¬ 
pens:  that  he  has  reserved  forests  although  reserved  forests,  propel-  begin 
3  or  4  miles  off.  He  will  reserve  forests  just  on  the  side  of  registered 
holdings  so  that  it  will  be  impossible  for  cattle,  to  graze.  It  is  only 
when  I-read  the  appendix  to  his  report  for  the  last  year  that  I  managed 
to  know  that  matters  were  so  bad".  It  is  given  on  page  54,  as  statistics 
for  Quilon  and  Shencotta,  that  certain  number  of  acres  are  closed  to  all 
animals,  that  certain  other  portions  are  closed  to  sheep  and  goats 
and  that  the  area  open  to  all  animals  is  nil.  Therefore,  in  Shencotta 
and  Quilon,  there  is  no  area  open  to  all  .animals..  I  think  it  is  absolu- 
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that,  as  much  as  possible,  sufficient  provision  should  be  made  for  cattle, 
sheep  and  goats  to  graze  freely  so  that  the  wishes:  of  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  may  be  accomplished.  Without  grazing,  grounds,  it  is  im¬ 
possible  to  g'et  manure.  I  believe,  the  Government  will  direct  the  Con¬ 
servator  of  Forests  to  consider  the  question  sympathetically  and  to  see 
what  could  be  done  in  the  matter. 

Another  matter  which  I  wish  to  place  before  the  House  is  as  to 
what  I  learn  from  a  letter  which  had  been  placed  on  my  table  yester- 
day.  In  the  recent  Co-operative  Conference  held  at  Changanachery, 
it  was  emphasised  by  the  President  that  Land  Mortgage  Banks  should 
be  started  on  certain  lines.  That,  certainly,  is  a  desideratum  so  far  as 
ryots  are  concerned ;  and,  if  the  Government  would  render  all  possible 
help  in  that  direction,  it  will  certainly  be  very  beneficial  to  the  ryot 
population  who  are  at  present  indebted  to  a  large  extent. 

In  the  budget  speech  of  Mr.  R.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  the  Financial 
Secretary,  I  find  that  the  enhancement  in  the  income  from  registration 
fees  is  said  to  be  due  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  partition  deeds 
under  the  Nair  and  Ezhava  Regulations  have  been  registered.  But  I 
looked  at  his  report  and  wanted  to  find  whether  he  had  given  any  statis¬ 
tics.  It  will  be  desirable  if  the  number  of  documents  that  have  been 
registered  had  been  published  so  that  we  may  know  how  far  the  Regu¬ 
lations  have  been  availed  of  by  the  communities  concerned. 

The  last  item  which  L  wish  to  deal  with  is  the  Forest  Settlement. 
So  far  as  that  matter  is  concerned,  I  may,  without  fear  of  contradiction, 
say  that  the'  situation  is  very  scandalous.  I  do  not  know  of  evens 
:  single  case  which  is  less  than  15  years  old.  If  a  forest  is  proposed  to 
be  reserved  and  if  any  body  puts  in  bis  claim,  the  claim  is  never  de¬ 
cided.  He  cannot  enter  the  forests,  nor  do  the  Government  get  any¬ 
thing  out  of  it.  It  results  in  disadvantage  to  both  the  parties.'  lam 
glad  that  the  Government  have  at  least  now  taken  steps  to  appoint  a 
special  officer,  having  found  out  that  it  was  impossible,  for  the  Peishfeara 
to  cope  with  this  work  also.

Mr.  C.  P„  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  With,  regard  to  the  enhancement 
of  the  duty  on  pepper,  I  think,  that  increase  in  taxation  was  introduced 
at  a  time  when  the  price  of  pepper  was  so  high  that  no  pepper-producer 
would  have  felt  it  a  burden.  There  is  so  much  to  be  said  in  defence 
of  that. 

I  was  going  to  say,  Sir,  that  the  Financial  Secretary  had  anticipated 
an  income  which  was  far  less  than  what  was  actually  received  and  an 
expenditure  which  was  far  in  excess  of  what  had  actually  to  be  spent. 
In  suoh  situations,  I  think,  the  Financial  Secretary  would  have  done 
well  if  he  had  taken  a  more  optimistic  view  of  the  financial  situation  of 
the  country  and  had  provided  for  more  beneficial  items  of  expenditure, 
I  hope  that,  at  least  in  future,  he  will  not  nnder-ealculate  income  and 
over-estimate  expenditure  and  thus  be  deterred  ■  from  providing  for  a 
_  larger  number  of  beneficial  items  of  expenditure. 

I  will  now  pass  on  to  speak  a  few  words  on  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment,  First  of  all,  I  wish  to  express,  on  behalf  of  the  large  number  of 
Vernacular  school  teachers,  their  appreciation  of  the  action  ,  of  the  Go¬ 
vernment  in  appointing  a  committee  to  consider  the  question  of  im¬ 
proving  their  salaries,  Although  it  might  be  said  that  there  has  been 
T-as  we  consider  it— -unnecessary  delay  in  the  appointment  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  and  in  the  . passing  of  the  G.  0.  connected  with  it,  yet  we  hope 
that  the  committee  would  finish  its  labours  within  the  time  allotted,  and 
that  very  soon,  an  announcement  which  would  give  relief  to  these  hard- 
worked  and  suffering  body  of  public  servants  would  be  made, 

I  have  to  express  my  regret  at  the  delay  on  the  part  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  a  general  educational  com¬ 
mittee  which  the  Dewan  had  practically  promised  about  a  year  ago, 
and  which  promise  was  again  repeated  about  six  months  hack.  I  hope 
that  there  will  be  no  further  delay  in  that  matter  and  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  find  their  way  to  appoint  that  committee  soon,  since  that 
is  a  matter  which  cannot  be  put  off  any  longer.  I  realise  the  im-' 
portance  of  this  matter,  especially  when  I  remember  that  the  only  con¬ 
ference  dealing  with  educational  matters  which  existed  under  the"  aus¬ 
pices  of  the  Government,  «b„;  the  Headmasters’  Conference,  has  not 
been  Sitting  for  the  last  three  or  four  years.  ..Now,.  Sir,  in  a  country 
where  education  is  fast  progressing,  it  is  a  great  pity  that  there  is  no 
organised  body  which  would  meet  .  occasionally  and  discuss  important 
questions  of  educational  activity  and  progress.  Considering  that  the' 
Headmasters’  Conference  has  not  been  meeting  and  that  ,  the  reason 
given  for  the  abeyance  of  that  conference  is  that  the  general  question 
of  educational  reform  will-  be  considered  soon  by  tho  Government,  I  say 
all  the  more  is  the  reason  why.  a  general  committee . for  education 
should  soon  be  appointed.  I  would,  at  the  same  time,  request  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  ,  to  see  whether  .  they  cannot,  in  addition  to  the  proposed 
Education .  Committee,  make  provision  for  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Headmasters’  Conference  as  was  dope  in  previous  years, 
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I  would  now  pass  on  to  speak  a  few  words  about  private  schools 
and  the  grants-in-aid  given  to  them.  I  shall  speak  especially  about  the 
provision  made  in  the  Education  Code  with  regard  to  the  building 
and  equipment  grants.  We  find  that  recently  a  principle  has  been 
enunciated  that  the  building  and  equipment  grants  can  )>o  given  only 
to  a  school  which  has  secured  recognition  after  satisfying-  all  the  coiuli. 
tions  with  regard  to  building  and  equipment.  I  doubt  very  much 
whether  the  Code  anticipated  any  such  principle.  Evidently,  there  is 
nothing  in  the  Code  clearly  to  this  effect.  It  is  only  a  question 
of  interpretation.  What  I  would  submit  is  that  this  interpretation  is 
neither  generous  nor  expedient.  The  effect  of  this  may  be  said  to  be 
like  this.  Suppose  a  private  manager  proposes  to  start  a  High  School. 
He  will  have  to  spend  at  least  Ids.  10,000  on  building  and  Bs.  5,000  on 
equipment.  The  department  says  “First  spend  Bs.  1.0,000  on  building 
and  Bs.  5,000  on  equipment  and  after  that  if  your  numbers  increase 
and  you  want  additional  room  and  equipment,  the  Government  will  help 
you  by  way  of  grants”.  Considering  the  fact  that  the  starting  of  private 
schools  and  their  conduct  form  a  substantial  aid  to  the  Government,  as 
far  ,  as  educational  expenditure  is  concerned,  this  treatment  of  the 
managers  of  private  schools  is  neither  just  nor  wise.  What  I  would  say 
is  that  the  managers  deserve  to  be  aided  when  they  want  money  for  the 
initial  expenditure  in  connection  with  the  starting  of  the  school  and  not 
'  after  they  have  spent  money  on  building  and  equipment. 

Another  point  with  regard  to  private  schools  that  I  would  bring  to 
the  attention  of  the  Government  is  in' relation  to  the  conditions  imposed 
in  connection  with  opening  of  new- schools.  One  difficulty  that  the 
managers  have  felt  is  that  in  laying  down  conditions.  The  department 
does  not  as  a  rule  make  any  difference  between  what  might  ba  considered 
to  be  essential  conditions  and  what  might  be  considered  to  be  non-essen¬ 
tial  conditions.  The  essential  conditions  may  relate  to  the  qualification  of 
teachers  and-  the  necessary  equipment  and  appliances  for  teaching.  Now, 
thercare  conditions  which  are  also  non-essential.  With  regard  to  the 
buildings,  one  condition  that  is  generally  imposed  is  that  the  floor  should 
be  tiled,  Another,  condition  that  is  imposed  is  that  the  ground  around 
the  school  should  be  levelled.  These  are  surely  not  to  he  on  a  level  with 
the  first.  Now.  all  these:  conditions  are  given  in  a  body  and  the  manager 
is.  not  at  all  m  a  position  to  see  which  is  essential  and  which  is  not.  And: 
When:  the  manager  has  satisfied  these,  conditions,  he  will  find  as  he  some- 
tunes  has  found  that  the  permission  is  Withdrawn  or  that  the  recognition, 
is  not  given  simply  because  one  of  these  conditions  is  not  satisfied.  The 
manager  is  told  “  Yon  have  accepted  certain,  conditions  and  not  fulfilled 
them..  1  submit  that  when  the  "conditions  are  intimated  to  the  mana- 
gers,  they.may  be  made  to  understand  what  the  essential  conditions  and 
what  the  non-esseutia!  conditions  are,  and  a  difference  should  be  made 
l^1 ^.®^eAwo:d^e^  to- the  time  given  for 


.  salving  those  -  conditions.  .  . 

Another  distinction  that  ought  to  be  made  is  with  regard  to  the  - 
difference  m  local,  conditions.  >When  places  are  considered  to  be  ■ 
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backward  with  regard  to  education  where  the  people  are  not  a't  all 
appreciative  of  the  advantages  of  education,  conditions  should  not  be  as 
strihgent  as  those  imposed  on  schools  that  have  to.  be  opened  in  .areas 
where  people  are  known  to  be  alive  to  the  advantages  of  education  and 
can  he  expected  to  provide  the  school  easily  with  puooa  buildings  and 
equipment.  A  difference  should  be  made  between  school  and  school  also 
on  the  consideration  whether  at  the  place  where  the  new  school  is  to  be 
started  there  are  other  schools  supplying  the  local  need..  For  instance,  if 
in  the  taluk  of  Tiruvalla  or  in  some  of  the  other  taluks  in  Central  Tra- 
vancore  where  there  are  enough  of  schools,  a  private  school  is  to  be  started 
the  department  would  be  justified  in  imposing  stringent  conditions!  On 
the  other  hand,  where  there  is  no  English  Middle  School  within  a  radius 
of  about  5  miles  or  more,  if  a  manager  wants  to  open  .a  school,  the  condi¬ 
tions  should  be  quite  different,  not  in  quality,  but  in  the  time  given. 

Another:  point  with  regard  to  grants  given  in  aid  of  the  supply  of 
equipment  is  that  there  is  a  rule  that  no  grant  should  be  given  on 
equipment  supplied,  unless  it  is  previously  approved  by  the  department 
and  unless -a  promise  of  grant  isgiven.  The  effect  of  this  rule  is  that  very 
few.  managers  are  able,  to  secure  this  approval,,  especially  the  promise  Of 
.  grant>  in  time,  for  them  to  provide  those  articles,  by  the  .time  the  school 
actually  wants  them,  .  During  the  sitting  of  the  Educational  Expenditure 
■Committee-,:  all  the  managers  who  .wore  members  on  it  spoke  about  this 
difficulty  and.  it:  was  evident,  then That  very  few  managers  cared  to  go 
in  for  the  grant,  because,  of  the  great  technical .  difficulties  involved  in 
securing  such  a  grant..  What  I  would  request  the  Government  is  to 
modify  the  rule  so  that  this  condition  of  previous  promise  .  for  grant  is 
not  insisted  upon.  If  the  manager' is  prepared  to  wait  until  the  depart- 
•  ment  can  find  funds  for  the  grant,  there  is  no  reason  why,  this  condition 
should  he  insisted  upon.  That  the  list  should  be  approved  by  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  necessary.  Provided  that  the  list  of  articles  supplied  is  approv¬ 
ed,  and  the  manager  is  willing  to  wait  .for  the  grant  when  the  money  ' 
for  it  can  be  found,  the  promise,  may  be  made,  Of  course,  the  manager 
would  expect  that  his  claim  wouid  he  considered  by  the  department  in 
preference  to  fresh  applications,  when  the  time  for  apportioning  the 
grants  comes.  Thus, .  I  believe  the  manager  would  wait  for  the  grant 
to  be  given  when  the  funds  for  it  are  available.  What  happens  is  that, 
'sffice'this  previous  promise  of  grants  cannot  be  secured  in  time,  mos't 
.managers  think  that  it  is  not  worth  their  while  to  try  to  get  the  grant. 
The  Administration  Report  shows  that  only  11  schools  applied  in  1100, 
for  grants  either  under  buildings  or  equipment.  I  believe  it  is  not  be¬ 
cause  the  managers  do  not  want  such  a  grant,  but  because  they  knew 
that  there  was  no  chance  of  getting  this  previous,  promise  of  grant  early 
e'noughfor  them  to  get  the  articles  so.as  to  satisfy  the  then  need  Of  .the 
school.  .. 

■  There  is  another  question  with  regard  to. education  to  which  I  would 
call  the  attention  of  the.  Government,  and  that  is  the  question  of  moral  :■ 
instruction,  Dr.  Mitahcll  when  he  inu-oduced  the  new  Code  and  the  new : 
courses  of  study,  in  a  preface  to  the  Courses  of  Study,  says  something  to 
this  effect.' ,  Ho  mention  is  made  about  any  course  of  moral  mstfuc'tioh 
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It  is  not  because  the  department  is  not  aware  of  ithe  supreme  import¬ 
ance  of  the  subject,  but  only  because  of  the  difficulty  of  introducing  any 
suitable  hind  of  moral  instruction.  At  the  same  time,  the  inspecting 
officers  are  given  special  directions  to  know  what  is  being  done  in  each 
school  with  regard  to  moral  instruction.  In  none  of  the  annual  reports 
has  one  found  anything  to  show  what  the  inspecting  officers  have  done 
to  know  what  is  being  done  in  any  school  with  regard  to  moral 
instruction.  I  know  that  in  private  schools  some  attempt  is  made  in 
that  direction  by  means  of  the  religions  instruction  that  is  imparted.  . 
With  regard  to  Government  schools,  I  do  not  know  what  is  being  done 
there.  I  think  that  although  it  is  not  possible  to  give  religious  instruc¬ 
tion  proper,  it  is  possible,  even  in  Government  schools,  to  arrange 
for  moral  instruction  being  given  for  a  few  periods  in  the  week  by 
means  of  text-books  containing  biographies  and  other  suitable  matter. 
With  regard  to  the  instruction  in  private  schools,  we  are  not  allowed  to 
take  any  portion  of  the  regular  time  for  this  instruction.  Ho,  the  result 
is  that  the  pupils  have  to  sit  for  this  instruction  at  the  fag  end  of  the 
day  or  forenoon,  for,  in  most  of  the  schools  religious  instruction  is  given, 
to  pupils  during  the  last  period  of  a  forenoon,  when  all  their  energies  are 
exhausted  and  when  the  teachers  who  come  for  teaching  that  subject  are 
also  tired  after  their  forenoon’s  work.  Now,  considering  the  importance 
of  moral  instruction,  I  would  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to 
the  desirability  of  allowing  tile  managers  to  devote  some  time,  say,  two  or 
two  and  a  half  hours  in  a  week  to  moral  and  religious  instruction  during 
the  thirty  hours  that  are  to  be  devoted  to  instruction  in  schools. 
Otherwise,  even;  the  little  attempt  ..that  is  made  in  this  direction,  will 
.continue  to  be  very  nominal. 

.  Mr.  V.  SU8BA  AtYAR  (Nominated)  {Deputy  President) :  Is  there  any 
objection  to  having  this  in  the  early  hours  of  the  day  when  both  the 
students  and  the  teachers  are  fresh  ? 

fflR.  C.  P,  THOMAS.- (Noinimted) :  .  The  difficulty  with  regard  to 
that  is  that  if  this  instruction  is  given  before  the  regular  work  begins 
many  pupils  would  absent  themselves  Because  it  is  not  compulsory  for 
the  pupils  to  . attend.,  this  class.  So  it  would  be  difficult  especially  in, 

.  the  unofussil  schools  where  boys  come  from  a  distance  of  four  or  five 
miles.  It  will  be  a  very  great  temptation  for  them  to  evade  the  religi¬ 
ous  instruction  class, 

,  Mr,  K,,l.  JOSEPH  (ikiimhil  ouin-  peciwlam)  •>  Does  Mr.  C.  TV 
Thomas  say  that  this  should  be  made  a  compulsory  subject  ? 

Mfl.  C;  P.  THOMAS  (Nmhinuted) :  I  do  not  say  so.  So  far  as 
moral  instruction  is  concerned,  it  could  be  made  compulsor]',  With 
regard  to  religious  instruction  it  could  not  bennade  compulsory. 

Now,  I  shall  speak  a  few  words  on  the  question  of  lapses  of  amount* 
sanctioned. for  education.;  When  there  is  such  a  loud  complaint  that 
Several  educational  needs  are  not  satisfied  because  of  the.  want  of  funds, . 
it  is  a  pity  that  the  department  should  allow  such  lapses  of  large 
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amounts,  -which  in  one  year  came  to  about  Rs.  2  lakhs  and  in  another 
to  about  half  a-  lakh.  If  the  department  were  anxious  to  help  private 
managers  in  the  matter  of  grants  and  if  they  found  nut  how  far  the 
managers  stood  in  heed  of  such  aid,  I  am  sure  it  would  have  been  pos¬ 
sible  for  the  department  to  spend  more  money  in  that  direction.  I  do  not 
see  why,  considering  the  long-standing  cry  of  the  poor  Vernacular  school 
teachers,  even  though  a  permanent  increase  in  their  salaries  could  not 
be  given,  the  department  could  not  have  thought  of  recommending  the 
payment  of  a  bonus  to  these  poor  teachers  if  the  account  rules  of  the 
State  would  allow  such  a  procedure. 

With  regard  to  the  half-fee  concession  in  private  schools,  I  would 
repeat  what  my  friend  Mr,  Paul  Daniel  said  yesterday.  This  half-fee 
concession  is  a  measure  that  has  been  introduced  by  the  Government 
without  consulting  the  managers  of  private  schools.  Although  it  is  true 
that  private  school  managers  are  not  bound  to  adopt  the  scheme,  yet 
they  are  driven  to  a  corner  and  obliged  to  do  so,  except  in  places 
where  there  is  no  other  school  within  a  radius  of  10  miles.  If  the 
Government  find  it  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  depressed  classes 
that  such  a  :  concession  should  be  given,  I  think  they  should  bear 
the  whole  burden  and  compensate  the  managers  by  paying  them  the 
whole  amount- they  lose  on  that  account. 

I  would  also  give  my  support  to  the  plea  made  by  Mr.  Subba 
Aiyar  on  behalf  of  the  Short-hand  reporters  whose  work  is  arduous  and 
tiring  and  who  deserve  the' special  consideration  of  the  Government. 

Turning  to  the  Public  Works  Department,  I  would  just  point  out 
the  desirability  of  creating  something  like  ■  District  Boards  to  consider 
the  relative  importance  of  various  works  that  are  to  be  done  in  parti¬ 
cular  districts.  Now,  I  fear  that  one  road  is  preferred  to  another  road 
mostly  according  to  the  pressure  of  one  or  more  individuals  who  may 
be  interested  in  that  road.  No  doubt,  in  this  way,  we  are  getting  some 
good  roads  ;  but  as  a  matter  of  policy,  I  would  strongly  recommend  the 
organisation  of  satisfactory  boards,  which  would  advise  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  the  necessity  of  opening  roads  and  other  means 
of  communication  in  particular  areas. 

I  would  also  speak  a  few  Words  in  support  of  the  recommendation 
about  the  X-ray  apparatus.  I  am  glad  that  provision  is  made  in  the  - 
budget  for  the  plant  required  for  working  it.  I  only  hope  that  the 
Medical  Department  would  soon  start  this  work  so  that  the  people  who 
are  now  suffering  because  of  the  lack  of  such  a  provision  in  Travancore, 
being  obliged  to  go  to  Madras  for  that  purpose,  would  find  adequate  : 
relief  without  unnecessary  delay. 

-  Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ghmganachery  cum  Peermade)  :  Though 
the  year  1100  was  ushered  in  under  gloomy  financial  conditions, 
the  actual  receipts  of  the  year  showed  that  there  was  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  finances  of  the  State.  We  were  able  to  realise  a, 
surplus  of  Rs.  10  lakhs.  This  shows  that  the  dislocation  caused  by  the 
floods  was  only  a  very 'temporary  one,:  and  that  .  she  country  and  the  '  : 
Government  withstood  the  devastation  with  creditable  success; ,  When  the 
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budget  for  the  year  1101  was  prepared,  the  actuals  of  1100  were  not 
known  and  it  was  prepared  with  due  circumspection,  not  knowing 
effectually  we  had  got  over  the  calamity  that  befell  the  country  in  1099. 
Though  the  budgeted  surplus  for  the  closing  year  was  only  Es.  3| 
lakhs,  the  revised  estimates  show  that  we  are  anticipating  that  we 
shall  be  making  a  saving  of  Ks.  171-  laklis.  Judging  from  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  1100,  we  shall  not  be  far  from  wrong  if  we  expect  a  much 
larger  surplus  and  I  hope  that  that  will  be  the  case  when  the  actual 
figures  are  obtained. . 

The  receipts  budgeted  for  the  coming  year  amount  to  B».  2111 
lakhs  ;  they  are  Es  5|  lakhs  less  than  the  expected  receipts  of  the  closing 
year.  It  may  appear  then  that  we  have  made  a  very  low  estimate  of 
our  revenue  for  1102.  But  it  is  not  actually  so.  The  proceeds  obtained 
from  sale  of  Government  lands  was.  included  in  the  budget  for  1101 
among -the  general  receipts,  but  this  year  this  item  has  been  removed 
from  the  head  ‘Land  Bevenue’  and  shown  separately  as ‘Bevenue  capital 
nature’,  so  that  the  budgeted  receipts  for  1102  fall  short  of  the  revised 
estimate  of  the  previous  year  only  by  about  three-fourths  of  a  lakh  of 
rupees.  The  surplus  now  anticipated  for  the  next  year  is  not  Bs.  31  lakhs 
but  Bs.  71  lakhs.  This  is  double  the  amount  of  the  last  year's  budget.  If  . 
do.  untoward,  event  happens,  we  can  really  expect  a  much  bigger  figure. 
The  figures  quoted  above  indicate  that  we  have  been  enjoying  a  solid 
financial  security  for  the  past  several  years ;  and  that  our  finances  are 
steadily  increasing  year  after  year.  I  can  therefore  safely  congratulate 
the  Government  for  having  been  limiting  the  expenses  well  within  the 
income  and’  saving  a  really  appreciable  amount  to  be  utilised  for  further: 
developing; the  resources  of  the  country. 

.  Taking  the  various  items  of  receipts  one  after  another,  I  have  to 
state  that  we  cannot  bo  so. jubilant  as  we  may  he  led  to  be  on  a  con¬ 
sideration  of  tbe/total  receipts  and  expenditure  and  the  surplus.  The 
most  important  item  -Land  Bevenue— cannot  be  expected  to  go  on 
yielding  more  and  more  every- :  year.  The.  taxes  have  been  fixed  on  a 
practically  permanent  basis  and  a  general  revision  of  the  assessment  is 
not  to;  Be -looked  for. .  in  the.near  future,  /  Additional  income  from  thi3; 
quarter  in  the  shape  of  ground  value  and  tax  on  new  registries  is  found 
tp  .be  on  the -decrease.:  We  are  already  reaching  the  end  of  our  tether, 
and  the  Borest  /Department  is  /spreading  its  tentacles  over  the  little  we 
have  with  the  greed  of  a  monster. 

v.  The  next  head  of.  revenue  that  requires  consideration  is  Taxes  on 
.  Income,  -The  /accounts  show  that  in  the  year,  1100,  an  amount  of 
-Bsi.  7,89,272  was  .  actually-  collected.  The  budget  estimate  for  the. 
year  1101  was  less  than  that,. being  only  Bs.  6,35,400,  The  revised, 
estimate  shows  that  the  anticipated  collection  will  coifie  only  to. 
Bs-  5,20,000.  The  Government  expect  an  amount  of  fes.  5,50,000 
for  1102.  /  The figures:  are  not  very  encouraging.  This  is  no  doubt  a 
new  tax  and  generalisations  , from:  the  figures  for  the  few.  years  of  its 
-esirtence  may  be  misleading.  There  is  the  additional  fact  that  the 
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Income.  Tax  Regulation  was  amended  once  during  the  course  of  its 
working  for  those  years.  We  have  also  to  consider  that  it  was 
being  worked  on  a  wrong  basis  in  several  matters  and  many  irregu¬ 
larities  have  been  committed.  Consequent  on  these,  large  amounts 
had  to  be  refunded.  Mr.  Robinson  after  his  taking  charge  of 
this  department  is  indeed  doing  much  to  ease  the  hardships  caused 
to  the  people  in  the  unsympathetic  and  arbitrary-  method  adopted 
in  its  working;  and  the  public  feel  grateful  to  him.  But  even 
now  very  many  hardships  still  hold  on.  Under  the  Amended  Regula¬ 
tion  the  income  of  a  year  is  taken  to  be  the  actuals  of  the  previous  year 
once  for  all ,  but  when  accounts  of  a  certain  year  are  produced  and  exa¬ 
mined,  the  collectors  fix  the  amount  seen  therein  as  the  income  of  that 
very  year  as  well  as  of  the  succeeding  year.  Applications  for  refunds 
under  Section  86  are  delayed  beyond  several  years  and  they  are  never 
disposed  of. '  I  would  urge  on  the  attention  of  the  Government  and  that 
of  the  Commissioner,  that  such  irregularities  are  not  calculated  to  further 
the  progress  of  business  and  the  spirit  of  enterprise  on  which  alone  the 
success  of  the  department  and  the  ,  smooth  working  of  the  Regulation 
entirely  depend.  Persons  are  not  wanting  even  in  this  country  who' 
advocate  abolition  of  land  assessment  and  the  substitution  in  its  place  of 
a  tax  on  all  income.  The  Department  of  Income  Tax  is  one  which  is 
bound  to  grow  into  an  important  department  of  the  State.  Itfbekoves  the- 
Government  to  see  that  a  regular  basis  of  working  is  established  in  its 
inception  and  that  it  is  made  a  popular  one. 

The  Income  Tax  Department  is  a  very,  important  department  in  ■ 
another  aspect.  The  wealth  of  a. -country  depends  upon  the  amount  of 
business  that  is  transacted  therein.  ,  This  is  true  more  in  the  present 
times  than  perhaps  in  the  past.  Unless  the  people  shake  off  their  habits 
of  indolence,  and  engag:e  in  business,  they  will  ever  remain  poor,  if  not 
.  on  the  verge  of  starvation.  Even  in  Travancore,  which  is  still  mainly 
an  agricultural  country,  the  problem  of  unemployment,  particularly  of 
the  unemployed  literate,  is  staring  us  in  the  face.  If  trade  and  industry 
can  be  developed  in  the  land,  the  wealth  of  tlye  land  will  naturally  in¬ 
crease  and  the  Government  will  be  able  to  obtain  an  increased  amount  as 
income  tax.  In  other  words,  if  Government  are  collecting,  .every  year 
an  increased  amount  of  income  tax,  it  indicates  that  business  is  progres¬ 
sing  in  the  State.  The  income  tax  may  therefore  be  safely  taken  as  a  • 
guide  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  financial  progress  in  the  land.  It  is 
really  the  criterion  of  a  country’s  prosperity.  The  Income- Tax  Depart¬ 
ment  will  always  be  an  eye-opener  to  the  Government  in  gauging  the 
material  happiness  of  the  people.  It  is  on  this-  account  that  I  stated 
that  it  is  a  very  important  department  that  ought  to  be  worked  ^ith 
scrupulous,  care  and  particular  regularity.  If  one  can  be  allowed  to 
draw  any  conclusion  from  the  figures  shown  in  the  budget  against  this 
department,  one  is  struck  by  the  stagnancy,:- nay  even  lowering,  of  the 
taxes,  on  income,,  .  This,  at  any  rate,  does  not  indicate  development  of 
business  in  the  State.  The  Government  will,  I  believe,  take  stock  of  this 
indication  and  ponder  over  it.  '  .• 
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The  figures  relating  to  the  salt  revenue  show  that  receipts  under 
this  item  is  not  expected  to  show  any  increase,  unless  enhancement  in 
duty  is  made  which  itself  is  not  a  culmination  I  wish  for.  There  is  one 
matter  in  connection  with  this  department  about  which  I  would  desire 
to  make  a  passing  reference.  The  proceedings  of  this  Council  show  that 
a  volume  of  literature  has  grown  round  the  manufacture  of  local  salt. 
Being  a  native  industry,  Sir,  its  development  is  a  matter  that  should 
engage  the  earnest  attention  of  the  Government. 

The  estimate  of  the  receipts  under  ‘.Excise’  ‘for  1102,  is  in  excess  of 
the  previous  budget  estimate  by  Bs.  2  lakhs  and  closely  approximates  to 
the  revised,  estimate.  Here  an  increase  is  forecasted.  The  i  evenue 
grouped  under  ‘Excise’  includes  the  receipts  from  the  sale  of ’toddy,  arrack, 
opium  and  ganja.  These  are  undoubtedly  obnoxious  objects  and  the 
policy  of  taking  advantage  of  the  pernicious  Habits  of  the  people  to 
extract  some  money  out  of  them  is  not  a  very  commendable  one.  The 
Government  have  declared  that  their  policy  is  to  reduce  the  volume  of 
consumption  of  these  excisable  articles.  The  Excise  Commissioner  has 
this  year  reduced  the  number  of  shops  in  certain  places  ;  but  the  fact 
that  an  increase  of  Bs.  2  lakhs  is  estimated  evidences  that  con¬ 
sumption  will  be  more  in  1102  than  in  1101.  This  is  indeed  discourag¬ 
ing,  I  would  urge  that  Government  do  make  a  definite  order  that  the 
revenue  under  this  head  must  not  ,be  allowed  to  go  beyond  a  certain 
figure  and  ask  the  Excise  Commissioner  slowly  to  work  down  the  figure. 

.  AVhatever  be  the  policy -of  Government  in  this  matter,  there  is  a  strong 
volume  of,  opposition  which  will  ever  operate  to  keep  down  the  receipts 
which  the  Government  may :  expect  from  this  department.  ,  I  would 
characterise  the  revenue  under  this  head  as  precarious  as  well  as 
pernicious.  ■  ■  ■ 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  relief  that  one  passes  from  this  item  of 
revenue  to  the  next,  e.,  customs.  It  is  a  healthy  source  of  income,  and 
any  amount  of  increase  under  this  head,  would  be  welcome,  provided  the  ■ 
duties  are  not  unnecessarily  increased.  As  the  amount  of  income-tax  is 
a  criterion  of  the  development  of  business  in  the  State,  the  amount  of 
’  customs  realised  will  be  a  criterion  of  the  volume  of  the  foreign  trade.  It 
is  consoling  that,  the  Government  are  able  to  estimate  an  increase  under  ' 
this  item.;  However,  it. has  to  be.’remembered  that,  during  the  current 
•  year,  the  'duty  on  pepper  has  "been  enhanced.  I-  doubt  therefore 
whether  the  slight  excess  of  Bs.  3  lakhs  over  the  budget  of  1101  really 
indicates  any  actual  development  in  trade  and  commerce. 

.  '.  The  Eorest  Department  is  expected  to  make  a  return  of  Bs.  13 
lakhs.  The  main  item  of,  revenue  is  the  sale  proceeds  of  timber,  includ¬ 
ing  royal  trees,  If  we  examine  the  figures  of  the  past  several  years,  we 
shall  find  that  the  net  receipts  of  this,  department  remain  either  sta¬ 
tionary  oi,  if  at  all,  only  show  a  tendency  to  decrease.  We  cannot  have 
'  any  increase  at  any  time.  The  revenue  from  this  department  •  is  found: 
to  fall.  I.  am  not  one  who  favours  the  policy  of  running  this  depart¬ 
ment  on  a  purely  commercial  line.  The  object  of  the  Eorest  Depart¬ 
ment  must  be  merely  to  conserve  the  forests  0f  the  land  and  preserve 
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them  from  denudation.  This  is  not  the  line  on  which  it  is  worked  now. 
The  declaration  of  certain  trees  as  royal  trees  has  been  followed  by  the 
most  deplorable  consequences.  The  department  has  been  wasting  a  lot 
of  money  in  protecting  the  royal  trees  in  private  holdings.  The  inter¬ 
ference  of  the  employe  of  the  Forest  Department  in  this  direction  has 
driven  home,  to  the  people  the  conviction  that  it  is  dangerous  to  allow 
teak  and  blackwood  to  remain  in  their  holdings.  These  trees  have 
practically  disappeared  from  the  country  and  taken  shelter  in  Govern¬ 
ment  forests.  A.  very  profitable  source  of  wealth  and  convenience  has 
thus  been  gradually  destroyed.  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  unwise  policy 
contained  in  the  Forest  Eegulation  and  Buies  which  have  constituted 
teak  and  blackwood  trees  to  be  a  Government  monopoly  even  on  registered 
holdings.  The  rule  that  half  the  value  of  royal  trees  felled  from  private 
gardens  would  be  refunded  to  the  owners  only  after  the  timber  is  sold 
has  caused  serious  hardships.  The  owners  are  unable  to  know  when 
the  logs  are  disposed  of.  '  The  owners  are  entirely  at  the  mercy  of  the 
Forest  subordinates  in  getting  any  information  as  regards  the  price  and 
other  particulars.  The  applications  for  the  refund  of  their  share  of  the 
value  are  as  a  matter  of  course  consigned  to  the  waste  paper  basket. 
Bepetitions  and  reminders  are  not  productive  of  any  result.  Even  in 
cases  where  the  persons  are  capable  of  making  their  demands  audible, 
delay  and  procrastination  drive  them  to  despair.  They  return  home 
and  hum  or  uproot  every  young  tree  of  plant  that  they  find  in  their 
purayidams.  .  it  is  regrettable  that  where  applications  are. made,  after 
three  or  six  years,  or  where  this  period  expires  during  the  course  of  dis¬ 
posal,  which  takes  an  abnormally  long  time,  the  applicants  are  met  by 
the  plea  of  limitation  bar.  The  figures  shown  in  the  budget,  I  am 
sure,  are  illusory.  The  receipts  include  the  very  large  amount  of  Imdi- 
vila  still  remaining  to  be  refunded ;  and  as  this  is  not  intended  to  be 
refunded,  the  department  can  coolly  show  this  enormous  amount  also 
as  its  income.  A  committee,  was  once  appointed  to  consider  the  question 
of  excluding  teak  trees  standing  on  private  holdings  from  the  definition 
of  royal  trees.  But  the  public  have  been  kept  ignorant  of  its  re¬ 
port.  Nor  have  the  Government  taken  any  action  upon  the  report. 

The  policy  of  the  department  to  add  to  its  jurisdiction  still  more 
Government  waste  lands  with  a  view  to  show  more  revenue  is  another 
matter. in  which.  I  cannot  agree  with  the  Forest  Department.  The 
Government  have  announced  on  more  occasions  than  one  that  there  is 
no  scope  in  Travancore  for  further  conservation  of  forests.  The 
Government  seem  to  have  forgotten  these  declarations  and  are  bent  on 
adding  block  after  block  to  the  number  of  reserves.  Even  a  special 
officer  is  proposed  to  be  appointed  to  do  this  work*  Tracis  now  pro¬ 
posed  to.,  be  reserved  are  either  inhabited  or  planted  up,  and  the 
miseries  -  and  hardships  that  must  entail  the  process  tof  eviction  are 
better  imagined  than  described.  The  unwisdom  of  this  policy  has 
been:  . so  often  .-brought  .to  the  notice  of  the  Government  even  in  this 
House  that  I  do  not  propose' to  iinger  on  this  subject  any  longer.  . ' 

.  '  The  other  principal  heads  of  revenue  that  remain  to  be  considered 
are  Stamps  and  '.Registration.  No  special  comments  are  called  for  on 
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these  heads.  The  receipts  under  these  heads  are  capable  of  neither 
any  sudden  fall  nor  any  abnormal  rise.  The  special  causes  which  have 
brought  in  an  appreciable  increase  in  the  year  now  closing  have  been 
referred  to  by  the  Financial  Secretary.1 

Before  passing  on  to  the  items  of  expenditure,  however,  I  wish,  to 
say  a  few  words  about  the  income  derived  from  the  P.  W.  D-  Of  the 
total  receipts  of  this  department,  which  are  expected  to  be  about  Bs.  3 
lakhs  in  the  coming  year,  Bs.  1,60,000.  are  derivedfrom  tolls  on  roads  and 
bridges  and  Bs.  66,000  from  navigation.  The  revised  estimate  for  1101 
shows  that  an  amount  of  Bs.  1,60,000  is  anticipated  under  roads 
and  bridges. '  It  is  this  figure  that  is  taken  as  the  budget  estimate  for 
1102.  But  information  about  the  auction  sale  of  tolls  indicates  that  the 
actual  collections,  under  this  head  in  1102  will  be  more  than  double  this 
budgeted  amount.  The  Government  are,  if  so,  deriving  an  enticing 
sum  from  these  tolls  ;  and  any  suggestion  for  the  abolition  of  this  tax 
stands  in  danger  of  being  not  appreciated.  But,  Sir,  our  forefathers 
used  to  move  about  the  country  with  complete  freedom,  free  from  all 
sorts  of  publicans  and  toll-leviers.  Bobbers  were  the  only  class  of 
people  who  waylaid  our  ancestors.  But  the  King’s  highways  were  free 
from  publicans.  Now  with  the  advancement  of  civilisation  and  orderly 
government  we  are  stopped  in  the  middle  of  the  road,  collared  and 
waylaid. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  May  I  know  whether 
these  ancestors  travelled  in  motor  cars  ? 

Mr,  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghanganachery  cum  Peer  made) :  Some  do 
it  in. the  name  of  the  King  and  others  in  the  name  of  self-government, 
labelled  Municipalities. .  These  taxes,  Sir,  are  causing  no  inconsiderable 
worry  ,  and  '  inconvenience  to  the  public  and  the  trouble  thus  caused  is 
not  commensurate,  with  the  benefit  accruing  to  the  Government.  These 
toll  gates  on  the  roads  and  on  the  brink  of  'canals  constitute  themselves 
into  schools  for  teachingthe.  virtue  of  patience.  But  we  would  prefer. to' 
learn  this  virtue  ,  in  recognised  educational  institutions  and  competent 
Sirkar  schools  rather  than  do  it  in  the  middle  of  the  King’s  highways. 
If  the  Government  consider  that  the  owners  of  cars  and  buses  are  to  be 
specially  taxed,  I  would  suggest  that  they  may'  be  taxed  at  the  source,— 

'  I  mean  when  these  vehicles  are  registered,  —and  that  the  method  of 
levying  tax  when  they  arc  moving  he  abandoned.  '  •  : 

;  Coming  to  the  items -of  expenditure,  ,  one  is  struck  by  the  inaae- 
'  guate.  provision  for  the  improvement  of  communications.1  The  total 
.allotment  to  the  P.  W.  D.  excluding  .Maramat  is  only  Bs.  28  lakhs. 
Although  the  revenues  of  the  State  have:  been  increasing  considerably, 
the  allotment,  for  the  P.  W.  D.  is  being  reduced.  The  revised:  estimate 
for  1101  is  abont-Bs.  3  lakhs  less  than  the  actuals  spent  in  1101 ;  and  the 
budgeted  allotment  for  the  coming  year  is  still  less.  Parsimony  in 
this  direction,  Sir,  is  not  commendable.  This  is  a  real  defect  and  sub- 
.  staajtial  grievance  and  I  would  urge  on  tho  Government  the  absolute' 

.  'necessity. of  increasing  the.  allotment ,  for  improving  and  developing  the 
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communications  of  the  State.  You,  Sir,  are  sufficiently  acquainted  with 
the  conditions  of  Travancore  not  to  need  any  argument  for  the  state¬ 
ment  that  the  prosperity  of  the  country  mainly  depends  upon  increased 
roads  and  canals.  .... 

The  amount  of  ’money  spent  on  education  is  going  on  increasing 
without  any  check.  The  allotment  in  the  budget  under  discussion  is 
more  than  the  figure  in  the  revised  estimate  of  the  closing  year  by 
two  and  a  half  lakhs.  Last  year,  the  Financial  Secretary  had  already 
stated  that  the  expenditure  under  education  is  indeed  a  staggering  one. 
Yet  the  expenditure  is  still  on  the  increase.  Unless  some  effective  steps 
are  undertaken,  we  shall  soon  land  ourselves  in  bankruptcy. 

An  amount  of  Es.  23,200  is  allotted  in  the  budget  as  grants  to 
municipalities.  .  These  institutions,  are  dubbed  as  the  training  grounds 
for  self-government.  .  But  the  people  living  within  the  limits  of  these 
municipalities  have  derived  no  benefit  from  these  institutions. 
The  old  Town  Improvement  Committees  under  the  guidance  of  Official 
Presidents  with  nominated  members  used  to  do  more  useful  work.  The 
management  of  several  of  the  present  municipalities  is  a  scandal. 
Meetings  are  often  adjourned  for  want  of  a  quorum,  Personal  spite 
and  private  recriminations  are  rehearsed  in  the  meetings  and  no  one 
seems  to  care  for  the  good  of  the  town  or  for  ice  money,  collected  frbni 
the  eitizens.  The  Government  must  be  pleased  to  keep  a  more  vigilant 
eye  on  the  working  of  the  municipalities.  No  grant  must  be  given 
unless  the  irregularities  and  indifference  are  cured  and  the  institutions 
evince  a  sincere  desire  for  real  self-government.  It  is  deplorable  to 
note  that  the  lesson  learnt  from  these  self-governing  institutions  is  not 
encouraging  to  those  who  plead  for  the  further  extension  of  the  princi¬ 
ple  of  self-government.

MR .  N.  KUMAR  AN.  (.Nominated) :  Sir,  1  have  been  listening  with 
considerable  interest,  the  other  day  to  the  budget  estimates  for  1102 
propounded  by  the  present  Financial  Secretary  and  I  have  since  studied 
it  carefully.  In  the  first  place,  I  should  congratulate  Mr.  Nilakanta 
Pillai  for  the  ability  and  the  clearness  With  which  he  has  explained:  his  . 
proposals.  Unlike  his  predecessor,  he  was  fortunate  indeed  in  having  his 
first  budget,  What  I  might  call  a  “  prosperity  budget.”  -  ■  When  in  1097 
Mr.  George  introduced  his  first  .budget  in  the  Council,  the  financial  out¬ 
look  was  rather  gloomy.  That  budget  could  be  balanced  only  by  making 
a  cut  of  Bs.  5  lakhs  in  the  P.  W,  D.  estimates.  The  present  Financial 
Secretary  had  ho  necessity  to  perform  ’such  a  major  operation.  In  fact, 
he  assures  us  that  over  and  above  Bs.  4  lakhs  in  the  shape  of  capital 
.receipts,  there  will  be  a  surplus  at' the  end  of  the  next  year  of  Rs.  3£ 
lakhs — ’which,  •  judging  from  the  past  experience,  might  ultimately 
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expand  itself  into  Its.  17$  or  even  Es.  20  lakhs  when  the  accounts  for 
the  year  are  closed. 

A  fundamental  point  to  ho  kept  in  view  by  the  framer  oi  I, ho  budget 
is  that  he  should  not  over-estimate  the  income  and  uudor-esfimate  the 
expenditure.  A  study  of  the  figures  for  the  past  few  years  reveals  the 
fact  that  this  principle  has  been  strictly  observed  in  the  preparation  of 
our  budget.  Our  actual  collections  have  always  been  more  than  our 
estimates  and  the  expenditure  has  not  overstepped  our  proposals.  That 
is  as  it  should  be.  A  satisfactory  explanation  is  nevertheless  due  to 
this  Council  for  the  great  difference  that  is  found  to  exist  between  the 
estimates  and  realisations  of  receipts  in  the  year  1100,  and  the  current 
year.  If  unexpectedly  large  surpluses  result  at  the  close  of  the  year,  we 
will  not  have  the  benefit  of  it  in  the  current  year  and  will  not  be  able 
to  avoid  applying  the  pruning  knife  even  in  desirable  or  necessary  items 
of  expenditure.  I  think  it  should  be  possible  for  us  to  estimate  the 
receipts  much  nearer  the  mark  than  wo  wero  able  to  do  in  the  last,  three 

'  Comparing  the  figures  of  revenue,  and  expenditure  lor  the  throe 
years  1099,  1100  and  1101,  we  find  that,  while  the  revenue  has  increa¬ 
sed  by  17  lakhs,  the  expenditure  has  increased  only  by  4 1.  lakhs  and 
that. by  the  end  of  the  current  year,  wo  will  have  added  in  throe  years 
Es.  324  lakhs  to  our  Stato  surplus.  Next  year,  as  I  have  already  said, 
we  will  in  all  probability  raise  this  figure  to  Es.  40  lakhs  after  meeting 
even  a  sudden  increase  in  our  expenditure  to  the  tune  of  Es.  8  lakhs. 
Such  surpluses  are  no  doubt  in  themselves  good  s  but  they  are  not  im¬ 
mured  blessing.  A  succession  of  surplus  years  tempts  the  Government 
to  .forge  ahead  with  increasing  expenditure.  It  will  bo  conceded 
that  the  growing  requirements  of  a  progressive  administration  can 
be  met  only  by  gradual  development  of  our  financial  resources 
and  unless  this  development  is  steady  and  unless  we  see  that  the 
.  expenditure  increases  only  in  proportion  to  the  development 
of  our  stable  items  of  revenue,  the  chances  are  that  we  may  reach 
occasionally  a  point  in  our  financial  position  similar. to  the  one  in  1097. 

I  have  my  own  doubts  whether  we  are  justified  in  raising  suddenly  our 
expenditure  by  Eh.  STakhs  in  one  year  as  we  are  proposing  to  do  in  1102. 
...  '.....j&iipther  point  that. emerges  from  a  study  of  the  budget  figures  is 
whether  the  Governmentlhave  any  justification  for  adding  surplus  after 
surplus  in  four  consecutive  years  to  the  State  balances  without  affording 
gome  relief  to  the  heavily  burdened  tax-payer.  It  is  often  asserted,  and 
I  believe  rightly,  that  we  have  reached  the  limit  of  taxable  capacity  and 
that  the  people  of  this  State  can  bear  no  more  fresh  taxation.  There  is 
a  mistaken  notion  ip  this  country,  that  we,  under  our  own  benign  Gov- . 
.  eminent,  are  .  taxed  much  less  heavily,  than  our  brethren  in’  British 
Indial.under  an  alien,  rule.  But  the  statistics .  available  for  the  year 
'  ,  1925-26 'show  .that  in  the  various  British  Indian  Provinces  taxation  per 
head  of  the  population  averages  from  Es.  2!  As-  8  to  Es.  4,  while  in 
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Travancore  it  is  not  less  than  Ks.  o-As.  4..  It  is  difficult  to  see  on  what 
principle  we  are  taxed  more  heavily  than  our  neighbours  in  Tinnevelly 
n-nd  Coimbatore,  while  economically  they  are  much  better  than  Travan- 
coreans.  It  is  an  elementary  principle  in  taxation  that  the  State  should 
not  collect  more  revenue  from  its  subjects  than  is  necessary  to  meet  its 
present  requirements.  There  is  no  justification  for  taxing  the  present 
generation  for  maintaining  large  surpluses  for  the  benefit  of  future 
generations.  I  should  think,  it  would  have  been  an  act  of 'wisdom  and 
statesmanship  on  the  part  of  the  Government  if  they  had,  in  view  of  suc¬ 
cessive  surpluses,  removed  at  least  some  of  the  irksome  taxes  which 
heavily  press  upon  the  poorer  classes  in  the  country.  When  I  say  this, 
I  do  not  imply  that  the  Government  would  not  be  justified  in  imposing 
new  taxes  if  they  succeed  in  tapping  thereby  important  new  sources  of 
revenue.  I  cannot  but  refer  here  to  the  exemption  which  rubber  unde¬ 
servedly  enjoys  from'  taxation.  The  necessity  for  taxing  sach  important 
sources  of  revenue  as  tea  and  rubber  was  pressed  on  the  attention 
of  the  Government  several  years  ago.  They  taxed  tea  hut  not  rubber. 
We  find  that  the  export  duty  on  tea  is  now  an  important  item  in  our 
customs  revenue.  In  fact  it  is  the  third  in  the  list  of  dutiable  exports  and 
has  yielded  three  lakhs  and  81  thousand  rupees  last  year.  No  doubt, 
there  vas  a  slump  in  rubber  and  consequent  falling  of  price  for 
some  time,  in  the  ‘  past.  But  this  slump  was  followed  by  .  a  boom 
which  yielded  enormous  profits  to  .  the  rubber  grower.  This  is  just  the 
moment  for  imposing  a  duty  on  rubber.  I  would  request  the  Government 
to  take  courage  in  both  hands  and  impose  a  reasonable  duty  on  rubber 
as  the  State  is  entitled  to  a  share  in  the  enormous  profits  which  the  rub¬ 
ber  grower  is  reaping  at  present.  Further,  cultivation  of  rubber  and  tea 
is  not  a  cottage  industry.  It  is  only  the  capitalist  who  is  proposed  to 
be  taxed,  unlike  the  case  of  cocoanut  tree  cultivation.  I  hope  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  take  early  steps  to  tap  this  important  source  of  revenue 
which  may,  in  all  probability,  ultimately  become  the  first  item  in  our 
customs  revenue. 

In  this  connection,  I  should  like  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  this  House 
the  altogether  inadequate  attention  that  is  being  paid  by  the  Government 
to  the  commercial  development  of  the  country.  The  customs  revenue 
estimated  for  the  next  year  is  Bs.  28|  lakhs.  It  does  not  require,  the 
vision  of  a  prophet  to  discern  that  within  a  period  of  10  or  15. years  this 
item  in  our  revenue  is  likely  to  equal,  if  not  to  surpass,  the  land  revenue 
and  yet  the  commercial  development  of  the  country  is  practically  left 
to  take  care  of  itself.  We  have  participated  at  great  cost  in  the  Wem- 
bly  Exhibition  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  we  are  being  benefited  by 
such  •participation.  I  understand  that  Dr.  Kunjan.  Filial  has.  made 
several  important  proposals  for  the  development  of  our  commerce,  but 
..there,  is  no  knowing  when,  the  Government  are  going  to  take  them  into 
their  serious  consideration.  .  Our  foreign  trade  is  in  the  hands  of  a  few 
foreign  capitalists,  Indigenous  enterprises  to  share  in  this  business  are 
destined  to  fail  unless  the  Government  go  to  their.heip,  organise  a  Com-: 
mereial  Department,  a  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  .  appoint  a ,  number 
Yol.  IX,  .Vo,  3.  :.  V;:  :  -V  ^  _  C:'.',  A,  .  V, .  ;  .■  7.C  i!"  Ci  • 
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of  trade  ag'ents  in  important  commercial  centres  of  the  world,  where  our 
finished  products  and  raw  materials  can  find  a  market.  Attempts 
should  also  be  made  to  find  new  markets  for  our  goods.  The  position 
of  the  coir  yarn  trade  at  present  furnishes  an  illustration  of  the  point 
I  am  striving  to  explain.  Coir  yarn  made  in  our  cottages  from  cocoa, 
nut  husks  which  were  only  vised  as  fuel  some  40  or  50  years  ago, 
now  forms  the  biggest  item  in  our  exports  In  1100,  while  duty 
on  copra  was  Rs.  4  lakhs,  the  coir  yarn  yielded  as  much  as  Its.  (ij 
lakhs  and  it  further  added  Rs.  1:|  erores  to  the  income  of  the 
people.  But  from  the  beginning  of  19211,  a  great  depression 
is  being  felt  in  this  trade.  There  is  very  little  demand  from  foreign- 
countries  for  our  coir  yarn-  The  prices  have  gone  down  by  50  to  70 
per  cent.  The  poor  producers  and  the  potty  traders  who  collect  the 
yarn  from  the  former  are  seriously  hit.  This  industry  is  mostly  in  the 
hands  of  the  middle  class  people  who  have  not  much  of  the  staying  power 
of  the  landed  classes.  The  Government  are  looking  with  unconcern  on 
their  agony.  If  the  Government  would  only  consult  their  own  interests, 
they  cannot  but  go  to  the  •  rescue  of  the  coir  yarn  producer,  examine 
his  case,  ascertain  the  reason  why  this  slump  has  happened  and  discover 
the  method  by  which  he  can  tide  over  this  adversity.  Expenditure  of  ' 
even  a  lakh  of  rupees  on  the  organisation  of  a  Commercial  Department, 
with  trade  agents  in  the  different  commercial  centres  will  he  more  than 
justified  by  the  increased  customs  revenue  and  prosperity  to  the  people, 

I  would  therefore  invite  the  immediate  attention  of  the  Government  to 
this  important  matter.  . 

:  :  Allied  to  this  question  of  commercial  development  is  the  problem 
of  making  cheap  credit  available  in  the  country.  For  tile  development 
of  our  commerce  and  industries,  the  availability  of  cheap  credit  and 
sufficient  capital  is  a  .sine  qua  non.  The  prevailing  rate  of  interest  in 
the  country  being,  very  high,  the  trader  and  the  producer  find  very  little 
margin  of  profit  left  after  paying  high  rates  of  interest  to  their  bankers 
and  himdi  merchants.  The  tardily  moving  State-aided  Bank  may  not 
be  able  to  do  anything  more  than  touch  the  fringe  of  the  question. 
Since  the  depositor  ,  demands  high  rates  of  interest  far  his  money,  the 
indigenous  banking  institutions  feel  helpless  in  the  matter.  The  Gov-' 
erpment  have  deposited  a  very  large  portion  of  the  people’s  money  with 
5  foreign-  banks  and  have  not  cared  to  stipulate  that  any  portion  of  this  vast 
■  stun  should  be  made  available  to  the  people  of  the  country.  Foreign 
capitalists  draw  this  money  at  very  low  rates  of  interest  from  these 
banks  and  exploit  .the  country  to  the  lasting  detriment  of  the  people. 
The  Imperial  Bank  and  other  banks- with  which  the  Government  have 
v  deposited  these  vast  sums  are  reluctant  to  advance  money  to  the  people  < 
of  the  country. It  would  appear  that  our  own  money  is  deposited  in; 

■  -the  banks  for  the  benefit  of  the  foreign  capitalist,  while  our  trade  and 
Industries,  are  dragging  on  a  precarious  existence  owing  to  :  exorbitant 
rates  of  interest  demanded  by  the  indigenous  money-lender.  There  is 
no  reasottA^atsoovor  why  this  money  should  not  be  made  available  to 
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our  industries  and  commerce.  The  Government  might  very  well  stipu¬ 
late  with  these  banks  that  a  fair  proportion  of  these  deposits  must  be 
lent  to  the  indigenous  borrowers  on  satisfactory  security. 

I  understand  that  an  attempt  is  being  made  by  some  zealous  work¬ 
ers  on  co-operation  to  organise  a  land  mortgage  bank  on  co-operative 
lines.  I  am  aware  that  in  almost  all  European  countries  land  mortgage 
banks  are  established  and  are  being  worked  to  the  great  benefit  of  the 
.  people.  In  Mysore,  a  committee  sat  upon  this  question  and  has  lately 
sent  up  their  report  recommending  the  establishment .  of  such  banks. 
I  do  not  find  any  reason  why  the  system  should  not  succeed  in  Travan- 
core.  I  should  rather  think  that  the  system  would  eminently  suit  :  the 
habits  and  genius  of  the  ..people  of  this  State.  I  have  therefore  no 
hesitation  in  recommending  these  efforts  to  the  sympathetic  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Government.  . 

I  cannot  conclude  my  observations  without  speaking  a  word  or  two 
about  the  Excise  administration.  I  must  first  refer  to  the  time  taken 
.  by  the  Government  in  passing  final  orders  on  the  report  submitted  by 
the  Excise  Committee  last  year,.  If  the  Government  still  adhere  to  the 
abkari  policy  declared  by  them  on  several  previous  occasions, Jit  is  difficult 
to  understand  the  reason  why  they  take- such  a  long  time  in  passing  orders 
on  the  Excise  Committee  and  initiating  the'  loug-expebted  reform  to 
ensure  prohibition  in  the.  course  of  a  number  of  years.  Wb  -find  from 
the  budget  figures,  that  an. increase  of  abkari  revenue  is  estimated  for 
the  next  year.  The  Gove3:nment  declared  that  the  abkari  revenue  was 
tainted  and.it  is  surprising  that  they  are  prepared  to  take  in  more  and 
more  of  this  tainted  revenue.  Under  such  circumstances,  the  sincerity 
of  the  protestations  of  the  Government  in  this  direction  may  .well  be 
douted,  and  I  hope  that  the  Government  will  pass  orders  at  an  early  date 
to  remove  possible  misunderstandings.  ' 

IWr.X.  G.  LOPEZ  (Nominated)  :  The  Financial  Secretary's  statement 
before  the  House  is  a  very  good  one  indeed  from  a  mathematical  point 
of  view  and  he  has  spared  no  pains  to  work  out  a  surplus  budget.  But 
one  looks  in  vain  to  discover  any  statement  of  broad  administrative 
policy  which  will  advance  the  welfare  of  the  people.  As ,  usual,  salaries 
.  and  allowances  amount  to  a  large  figu  re.  The  total  amount  for  original 
■  public  works  such  as  roads  and  communieatiops  is  only  Bs.  7,^2,689  for 
incomplete  and  new  works  together,  out  of  a.total  expenditure  Of  Bs-  80 
lakhs.  Even  in  the  distribution  of  this  small  sum  of'  money,  the  claims  - 
of  Trivandrum  .Division  have  failed  to  receive ‘due  recognition,  the  , 
amounts  allotted  for  that  Division  both  for  incomplete  and -new.  works 
being  only  Bs.  66,095,  I  am  not  at  all  for  stinting  the  allotments  for  ' 

.  Quilon  and  Kottayam  Divisions.  On  the  other  hand,  those  allotments 
may  be  increased.  But  the  demand.  I  make  is  that  a  large  sum  of 
-  money  may  be  devoted  for  the  improvement  and  construction  .of  works 
under  communications  in  the  Trivandrum  Division  also.  The  .  amount 
proposed  to  be  spent  on  irrigation  in  the  taluks  of  Neyyattinkara,  Tri-V 
vandrum,  hTeduvangad  and  Chirayinkii  is  only  Bs.  31,87o  for  the  .  year  . 
1102.  This  means  that  the  Government  are  not  sufficiently  sWioitous/ 
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to  help  the  agriculturists  who  form  the  backbone  of  the  'population  and 
also  form  the  most  important  section,  of  the  tax  payers.  I  wish  that 
this  state  of  affairs  will  soon  be  rectified. 

The  difficulty  to  obtain  land  is  a  chronic  evil  under  which  the 
Catholic  population  of  South  Travancorc,  especially  those  on  the  sea 
coast,  is  labouring.  Perpetual  labour,  constant  danger  and  permanent 
starvation  form  the  staple  of  the  sea-coast  Christian’s  regimen.  Living  as 
they  do  in  barren  sea-coasts  their  wives  and  children  are  unable  to  sup¬ 
plement  the  income  of  the  family  by  their  exertions.  Sir,  it  is  very  sad 
to  recollect  that  these  people  have  not  an  inch  of  land  which  they  might, 
oflll  their  own.  They  are  obliged  to  carry  their  houses  on  their  hacks 
as  the  proverb  goes  and  they  are  often  driven  away  from  the  land  on 
which  they  are  born  and  brought  up.  I  do  not  propose  to  dwell  on  the 
subject  in  any  detail.  The  officers  of  Government  like  the  Director  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  will  be 
able  to  testify  to  the  sufferings  of  these  poor  people  and  my  non-official 
friends  do  know  that  what  I  say  is  the  truth  and  the  whole  truth  of 
the  matter.  May  I  therefore  request  the  Government  to  come  to  the 
rescue  of  these  unfortunate  class  of  people,  the  most  loyal  and  law- 
abiding  subjects  of  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent,  by  issuing 
orders  to  assign  to  them  all  available  puchwa.ls  and  j ;orambokes 
near  the  sea-coast.  It  is  the  minimum  that  I  ask  on  behalf  of  these 
popr  people.  In  this  connection,  I  may  also  request  the  Government 
to  direct  the  Department  '  of  •  -Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  en¬ 
courage  the .  fishing  industry  by  all  means  in  their  power.  A  few  fish- 
curingyards  and  a  number  of  officials  are  not  enough..  The  prosperity 
of  the  fishing  classes  will  depend  as  much  on  the  sympathy  of  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  as  upon  the  men  and  money  they 
command  in  the  great  work  of  encouraging  the  industry.  Let  me  add.' 
that  the  industrial  regeneration  of  a  country  cannot  be  accomplished  if 
•the  work  is  done  in  a  compartmontal  system.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  there 
is  no  real  co-ordination  of  the  work  of  the  Department  of  Industries,  the 
.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  Department  of  Co-opera- 
tive  Societies.  The  Economic  Deve’opment  Board  is  not  doing  muoh  use¬ 
ful  work.iThe  Board  meets' only  four  times  a  year.  I  fear  that  the  money 
sipent  upon  it  is  not  of  any  advantage  to  the  taxpayer,  A  consistent  policy 
*  is  essential  to  industrial  expansion  and  the  Board’musfc  meet  once  a  fort-' 
..night  if  not  once  a  we_ek  if  any  real  benefit  is  to  be  anticipated..  That 
-  t-KGoyernment  proposed  to  associate  non-officials  in  the  administrative 
work  of -certain  departments  is  clear  from  the.  creation  of  the  Medical 
Board.  If-  a  ,Bbam*oonsis.ting  of  officials  and  a  non-official  is  necessary 
efficiently  to  manage  the  work  of  a  single  department,  a  similar  Board 
is.  all  the  more  necessary  when  the  parallel  work  of  several  departments 
calL  loudly-  for  co-ordination.  I  would  respectfully  suggest,  for  the  kind: 
.5  consideration  of  the  Government,  that  the  present  Economic  ,  Develop-; 
ment  Board  whose  term  terminates  this  month  be  abolished  and  that  an 
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Administrative  Board  be  at  once  created  so  that  they  may  enter  upon 
their  duties  from  the  beginning  of  next  year. 

Before  I  close,  I:  beg  permission  to  put  in  a  word  regarding  the 
encouragement  to  be  given  to  the  sea-coast  Christians  in  the  matter 
of  education  in  respect  :  of  fee-conceBsions  and  stipends.  There 
is  no  English  school  on  the  sea-coast  in  any  place  between  Trivan¬ 
drum  and  Cape  Comorin.  That  is  also  a  matter  which  I  will 
press  on  the  kind  attention  of  the  Government  and  closely 
allied  to  this  is  the  necessity  to  afford  opportunities  to  the  sea- 
coast  Christians  for  service  in  public  capacities  tinder  the  Government. 
Communal  representation  may  not  be  a  sound  principle  in  State  action. 
But  when  other  communities  who  are  better  off  are  anxious  to  protect 
-  their  rights  and  advance  their  interests,  the  poor  sea-coast  Christians 
have  abundant  claim  for  legitimate  encouragement  in  that  direction. 
With  these  few' words,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  {Kavelikara  cum  Kartil-apaUQ.-- .  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  think  that  the  financial  position  of  the 
Travancore  Government  is  gloomy.  I  have  not  said  so.  Bnfc  I  have 
stated  and  tried  to  prove  in  my  budget  speech  in  1100,  that  the’ financial 
administration  of  the  State  is  unsatisfactory  from  tire  point  of  view  of 
the  people  and  when  judged  by  well-recognised  political  and"  scientific " 
principles,  i  am.siiill  of  the  same  opinion  though  the  .Administration 
Beport  for  1100  shows  a  balance  of  about  Bs.  ,J0-25  lakhs  and  tie  revised 
estimate  for  1101,  a  Balance  of  about  Bah  17 '40  lakhs.  I  have  no  fear 
that  the  Government  will  in  the  near  future  find  it  difficult  to  get  the 
revenues  necessary  for  the  legitimate  expenses  of  the  State.  What  I 
want  to  point  out  is  that  the  Government  are  not  spending1  the  moneys 
they  collect  in  a  satisfactory  manner  for  improving  the  life, of  the  com¬ 
mon  people  and  that  the  burden  of  taxation  is  not  justly  distributed  on 
different  sections  of  tbe  people.  As  an  example  of  the  uneven  pressure 
of  taxation,  I  refer  to  the  different  lots  of  the  eocoanut  cultivator  and 
the  rubber  cultivator.  Cocoanut  cilltivation  at  present  is,  in  several 
parts  of  the  country,  in  its  dotage  owing  to  diseases  of  cocoanut  trees  and 
the  depletion  of  the  soil  by  continued  cultivation  of  the  same  crop  for 
a  long  period.  But  rubber  cultivation  has  been  yielding  at  least  5  or  6 
times  the  profit  ■  derivable  from .  cocoanut  cultivation.  It  is  said  that 
rubber  cultivation  is  in  its  infancy  in  this  State.  .  Of  course,  we  need 
not  and  should  not  levy  any  special  tax  on  infant  rubber  trees.  But  I 
have  to  point  out  that  it  will  be  just  and  beneficial  to  impose  a  tax  on 
rubber  exported  from  the  State  or  on  rubber  trees  which  are  being  tap¬ 
ped  for  rubber.  The  cocoanut  cultivator  in  the  dotage  of  his  industry 
is  made  to  hear  a  special  burden  in  the  shape  of  a  tree  tax '  and  export 
duties  on  the  products  of  his  cultivation.  It  is  only  fair  that  the  rubber 
cultivator  in  the  vigour  of  his  industry  now  rolling  in  wealth  should  he 
made  to  hear  some  special  tax.  It  seems  to  me  that  r«  fair  export  duty 
alone. will  be  sufficient  on  rubber.  lam  against  tree  taxes  of,  all  kinds 
under  modern  conditions.  ' Affair  land  tax  and  export  duty  on  the  im-* 
portant  commercial  products  of  agriculture  will,  be  the  bettor  ways  of 
taxing  agriculture  than  imposing  tree  taxes.  •  . 
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The  expenditure  of  the  State  finances  is  even  more  unsatisfactory, 
The  vital  needs  for  improving  the  means  of  livelihood  of  the  generality 
of  the  people  are  neglected  and  money  is  spent  on  the  multiplication  of 
Government  appointments  and  other  means  of  securing  luxuries  for  the 
few.  There,  were  times  when  even  the  officials  became  rather  downcast 
in  regard  to  the  financial  outlook  of  the  State,  namely,  during  the  great 
world  war  and  for  some  years  after  it.  Even  in  1100,  the  financial  sky 
was  over-cast  with  clouds.  If  I  am  not  mistakon,  Mr.  George  had  great 
difficulties  in  presenting  a  fairly  hopeful  budget  for  1101.  We  had  not,  , 
at  that  time,  sufficiently  recovered  from  the  after  effects  of  the  war.  But 
matters  have  now  improved  even  beyond  official  expectations.  This  year 
Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  was  quite  exuberant  when  he  presented  the  budget 
for  1102.  The  surplus  of  about  Bs-  10  lakhs  for  1100,  and  about  Ks.  14 
lakhs  for  1101,  even  after  deducting  certain  items  of  expenditure 
incurred  before  is  a-  sufficient  tonic  to  all  of  us.  .Nevertheless,  the 
officials  have  a  tendency  sometimes  to  suggest  that  the  financial  outlook 
is  gloomy.  This  generally  happens  when  the  non-officials  press  for 
expenditure  which  they  consider  to  be  urgent,  say,  for  .providing  cart 
.  roads  or  bridges  or  '  irrigation  and  drainage  channels  or  for -in¬ 
creasing  the  pay  of  some  low-paid  Government  servants  such  as^ 
the..  Primary  School  teachers.  But  this  does  not  generally  prevent 
the  Government  from  increasing  the  pay  of  high-paid  officials  cr 
creating  Ijighly  paid  new  appointments  or  embarking  on  large  schemes 
which  ai$  to  the  advantage  of  big  capitalists  or  are  suggested  by  those 
hi, authority.  On  the  other  hand,  the  non-officials  have  a  tendency  to 
throwpold  water  on  the  showy  schemes  of  the  Government  by  utilising 
the  d$£k  clouds  in  the  financial  sky  and  to  adopt  the  bright  financial 
picture  drawn  by  officials  to  suit  other  occasions,  if  expenditure  for  ameli¬ 
orating  the  condition  of  the  people  is  being  pressed  on  the  Government  by 
ngjjtofficials.  Th  is  interchange  of  ^positions  of  the  officials  and  the  non- 
.^dfficials  is  rather  amusing.  ’  But  it  is  very  natural  under  the  circumstances. 
By  establishing  an  effective  sympathy  and  co-operation  between  the  affi-' 
cials  and  the  people,  this  state  of  affairs  can  be  changed  and  both 
officials  and  non-officials,  can  be  helped  to  deal  with  public  questions 
in  a  scientific  manner.  The  powers  of  the  non-official  members  of  this 
Council  for  controlling  the  policy  and  measures  and  the.  actual  working 
of  the  Government  are  indeed  very  small.  At  best,  the  non-official 
members  can  only  exert  a  moral  influence,  on  these  important  matters 
deeply  affectingthe  interests  and  well-being  of  the  people  whom  they 
represent.  So  my  chief  endeavour  in  this  speech  will  be  to  supply  facts* 

•  and.  arguments  for  remedying  what  appear  to  me  to  be  defects  in  the 
financial  and  other  . administration  of  the  State  so  as  to  morally  influence 
the  authorities  yho  have  all  power  in.  their  hands.  Last  year,  I  quoted 
certain,  general  principles  of  sound  financial  administration  from  Glad¬ 
stone  and  made  an  attempt  to  apply  ^  to  the  facts  of.  Travaueore 
administration.  The  principles  have  net  been  assailed  by  any  one  on 
the  official  or  the  fton-offieial  side.  On  the  other  hand  thev  were  : 
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warmly  approved  of  by  several  of  the  members  publicly  and  privately. 
But  I  believe  that  we  have  been  only  paying  lip-homage  to  those  prin¬ 
ciples.  This  is  not  enough.  The  proof  of  the  pudding  is  iu  the  eating 
of  it.  In  the  same  way,  the  principles  of  State  finance  become  useful  to 
us  only  when  they  are  applied  to  the  facts  and  conditions  of  our  country 
in  a  fairly  correct  manner.  At  present,  I  shall  not  take  up  much,  time 
with  the  enunciation  of  principles,  but  shall  plunge  straight  into  the 
subject  of  application. 

It  is  a  well  recognised  political  and  financial  principle  that  no 
■  more  taxes  should  be  imposed  on  the  people  than  what  is  necessary.  All 
civilised  Governments  therefore  reduce  taxation  if  they  find  that  there 
will  be  a  considerable  excess  of  income  over  expenditure.  The  Travan- 
core  Government  found,  as  is  proved  by  the  Administration  Eeport  for 
1100,  that  the  income  of  the  State  for  1100-is  greater  than  the  expen¬ 
diture  of  the  State  for  the  same  year  by  about  Es.  10  lakhs.  It  is  found 
that  the  increase  of  income  is  normal  under  most  of  the  items.  The 
surplus  for  1101  is  about  Es.  17'4  lakhs.  I  should  like  to  know  what 
prevents  the  Government  from  lightening  the  taxation  of  the  people  by 
seven  or  eight  lakhs  of  rupees  at  least  for  a  few  years.'  When  the  legiti¬ 
mate  expenditure  increases,  the  Government  need. have  no  scruples  in 
increasing  taxation.  It  is  well-known  that  the  common  agriculturists  who 
form  the  vast. majority  of  the  people  and  the  real  support  of  the  State 
in  all  essential  'matters  have  been  hard  hit  by  bad  seasons,  floods,  etc, 
It  will  be  a  wise,  beneficial  and  benevolent  measure 'for  the  Government 
to  reduce  tlie  land  tax,  say,  by  2  annas  in  the  rupee,  at  least  as  a  tempor¬ 
ary  measure  for  two  or  three  years.  Of  course,  if  it  is  found  in  future 
years  that  the  income  of  the  State  is  not  sufficient  to  meet  the  legitimate 
expenditure  and  that  there  are  no  less  onerous  ways  of  taxing  the 
neople,  the  proposed  remission  of  the  land  tax  may  be  cancelled.  It  is 
seldom  that  a  Government  in  these  days  finds  itself  in  the  fortunate 
position  of  being  able  to  remit  taxation.  So  this  golden  opportunity 
should  not  be  neglected.  The  omission  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
to  grant  such  legitimate  remissions  of  tax  when  that  can  justly  and 
safely  be  done  is.  due  to  want  of  practical  sympathy  and  co-operation 
.  between  the  high  officers  of  the  Government  and  the  people.  My  desire 
is  to  establish  such  effective  sympathy,  and  co-operation  by  all  available 
methods  and  to  bring  about  its  natural  and  beneficial  consequences. 

I  am  sorry  to  find  that  Government  officials,  generally  know  very 
little  about  the  real  condition  of  the  people  and  about' the  relevant  facts 
for  shaping  the  policy  of  the  Government.  They  often  draw  misleading 
analogies  ana  follow  vague  generalisations.  By  acting  on  the  strength 
of  these  in  shaping  the  policies  of  the  State,  the  State  is  often  involved, 
in  great  difficulties.  Necessary  works  for  the  amelioration  of  the  econo¬ 
mic  condition  of  the  people  are  more  often  than  not  postponed  “in  favour 
of  showy  and  high-sounding  schemes  such  as  construction  cf-High  School 
buildings,  costing  over  a  lakh  of  rupees  or  even  five  or  six  lakhs  of  rupees, 
railway  surveys  before  settling  how  to  finance' the  railways,  harbour 
schemes,  etc.  This  is  ,  due  to  Want  of  sympathy  and  .  co-operation 
between  the  high  officials  and  the  people,  .This  is  the  perennial

source  of  all  defects  in  tlie  Government  and  all  the  corresponding! 
dissatisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  people  towards  the  Gov¬ 
ernment..  I  shall  give  some  examples  about  the  unsatisfactory  con¬ 
dition  of  the  official  mind  with  regard  to  the  actual  conditions  of  the 
people  and  the  land.  A  few  years  ago,  a  member  of.  this  Council  asked 
the  Government  whether  they .  were  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  oocoanut  trees  had  fallen  and  much .  damage  clone  to  the 
lands  on  both  sides  of  the  Cbavara  canal  by  erosion  of  the  hanks 
caused  by  the  frequent  passage  of  motor  boats  and  steam  launches; 
The  Government  replied  that  they  wore' not.  Most  of  the  men  and 
women  of  the  State  who  have  any  interest  in  public  affairs  are  aware 
of  tire  fact  above  referred  to.  Is  it  not  therefore  regrettable  that  the 
Government  whose  duty  it  is  to  enquire  about  such  matters  and  to 
adopt  remedial  measures  were  unaware  of  tho  fact  ? 

Some  officials  appear  to  he  under  the  impression  that  the  unem¬ 
ployment  and  poverty  prevailing  among  a  large  section  of  tho  people 
and  the  sufferings  of  the  people  generally  are  not  to  any  considerable 
extent  clue  to  defects  in  the  Government  or  corruption  among  Govern¬ 
ment  servants  or  to  such  other  political  causes.  They  sometimes  say 
that  the  economic  condition  of  the  people  has  improved  and  when  facts 
and'flgnres  contradict  them,  they  attribute  the  hardships  to  over-popula¬ 
tion  of.  the  State.  ,  Some  officials  have  gone  to  the  length  of  saying  that 
Travancore  is  more  densely  peopled  than  England.  The  mistakes 
about  relevant  facts  involved-in  such  a  supposition  are  really  regrettable. 
On1  page  "4  of  the  Travancore.  Census  'Report  for  1921,  the  density  of 
population  for'  Travancore'  is  shown  as  525  per  square  mile,  that  of 
Belgium  as. -666  per  square  mile  and  that  of  England  and  Wales  as  649 
per  square  mile.  It  is  quite  clear  from  these  figures  that  Travancore 
is  not  in  the  ordinary  sense  more  densely  populated  than  England  or 
Belgium.  But  the  officials  appear  to  have  performed  a  curious  cal¬ 
culation  to  make  but  the  contrary. 

MR.  KAYYAIAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additimial  Head  Slrhar 
'  Vakil)  : Does  the  member  include  the  forest  area  or  only  the  inhabit-' 
e.d  area  ?  '  . 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MElilON  Qtyo'eUkmra  cum  KartikamlK) :  •  I  will 
come  to  that. 

They  say  that  the  inhabited  portion  of  Travancore  is  only  about 
2,500  square  miles,  and  dividing  the  total  population  of  40  lakhs  and  odd. 
by  this  figure,  the  densi  ty  of  population  in  Travancore  is  stated  to  he 
over  1,000  per  square  mile. .-!  Several  logical  mistakes  in  regard  to  re¬ 
levant-facts  are  involved  in  such  a  calculation.  In  the  first  place,  in 
considering  the  density  of  population  in  relation  to  unemployment  or 
means  of  obtaining  a  livelihood,  it  is  not.  the  area  of  permanent  habita¬ 
tion  that  is  to  be  taken  into  account, '  but  the  area  which  supplies  the  ' 
means  of  livelihood  to  any  of  the  people..  It  is  admitted  on  all  hands, 
that-  even  the  forests. reserved  by  the  Government  in  Travancore,  .the7 
area  of  which  is  about  2,400  square  miles,  supply  a  means  of  livelihood 
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to  a  considerable  number  of  people,  via.,  the  employes  of  the  Forest 
Department  and  the  contractors,  labourers,  etc.  Further,  it  is  a  fact 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  population  viz.,  the  hill  tribes  of  this 
State,  actually  live  in  these  forests  and  earn  a  living  there.  It  is  there¬ 
fore  clearly  a  mistake  to  calculate  the  density  of  population  for  economic 
purpose's-  in  Travaneore  as  over  1,000  per  square  mile.  Secondly,  the 
inference  that  Travancore  is  more  densely  populated  than  England  is 
faulty  for  other  reasons  also.  In  taking  the  density  of  population  of 
England  and  Wales  as  649  per  square  mile,  the  areas  of  those  countries 
which  are  uncultivable  owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil  or  the  exposure 
to.  the  inclemency  of  the  weather  and  the  large  hunting  grounds,  etc.,  of 
nobles  and  other  rich  men,  which  are  not  cultivated  in  the  ordinary 
sense  and  do  not  therefore  yield  any  considerable  means  of  livelihood" 
to  the  people,  are  not  excluded.  It  is  therefore  a  mistake  for  purposes 
of  comparison  with  England  to  calculate  the  density  of  population  of 
Travancore  on  the  basis  of  aif  area  of  2,500  square  miles  for  the  latter. 
The  whole  area  of  Travancore,  viz.,  7,625  square  miles,  sjiould  be 
included  or  the  areas  of  England  and  Wales  which  are  not  yielding  any 
considerable  means  of  livelihood  to  the  people  should  be  excluded.  The 
Travancore' officials  referred  to  did  hot  do  either  of  these  things.  So 
■their  inference  that  Travancore  is  more  densely  peopled  than  Eng¬ 
land  is  quite  unsound,  nearly  as  unsound  as  to  say  that  England  is 
over.  500  times  more  densely  peopled  than  Travancore  because  London 
contains  over  7  million  inhabitants  whereas  the  whole  of  Travancore 
with  over  500  times  the  area  of  London  contains  only  about  4  million 
inhabitants.  Comparisons  should  be  based  on  proper  data.  Otherwise, 
they  are  quite  worthless. 

Thirdly,  the  capacity  of  the  soil  of  England  for  yielding  a  liveli¬ 
hood  to  the  people  there  differs  very  greatly  from  the  capacity  of  the 
soil  of  Travancore  to  yield  a  living. to  the  people  here  owing  to  the  dif¬ 
ferences  in  climate  and  the  needs  of  the  people  in  the-  two  countries 
Another  obsession  that  some  officials  appear  to  be  labouring  under  is 
that  railways,  harbours,  etc.,  are  the.  things  urgently  needed  at  pre¬ 
sent  to  develop  the  resources  of  the  country  to  improve  the  economic 
condition  of  the  people  generally.  If  we  closely  examine  the  matter,  it 
will  be  found  that  railways  and  harbours  by  themselves  will 
not  improve  the  condition  of  the  people  generally.  It  will  be  more,  in 
accordance  with  ■  facts  to  say  that  railways  and  harbours  can  flourish 
only  when  the  agricultural  and  industrial  development  of  the  country 
has  progressed  to  a  considerable  extent  on  modern  lines.  There  seems 
to  be  an'  impression  among  high  officials  that  in  the  midlands  of 
,  Travancore  every  inch  of  ground  is  cultivated.  This  is.  probably  due 
to  the  fact  that  officials  generally  travel  by  motor  cars,  and  their  minds 
are  too  much  preoccupied  with  other  things  to  distinguish  between  wild 
plants  and  those  cultivated  on  the  low  hills  which,  they  pass  by. 
But  one  who  travels  on  foot  or  in  a  bullock  cart  and.  has  some  knowledge 
of  the  land  and  its  cultivation  cari  very  easily  find  thg,t  large  areas  even  . 
in  the  midlands  are  left  uncultivated.  For  example,  Mavelikara,  Kun- ' 
nattur  and  Kottarakara  taluks  form:  part  of  the  midlands  and  not  tbq 
Yol.  IX.  No.  Z.  -  h  *  : 
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uplands  and  there  are  large  areasin  these  taluks  which  are  not  cultivated. 
Even  in  Karunagapalli  taluk  which  froms  part  of  the  lowlands,  there  arc 
considerable  uncultivated  areas.  Some  of  these  areas  in  these  taluks  are 
left  uncultivated  owing  to  want  of  irrigation  in  dry  weather.  But  a 
larger  portion  is  left  uncultivated  because  they  have  been  registered  in 
large  blocks  by  big  officials  and  speculators. 

These  examples  are  intimately  connected  with  my  main  subject. 
The  Government  should  not  depend  mainly  on  officials  for  shaping  their 
policies  and  administrative  measures.  The  officials  are  not  in  sufficient 
sympathy  with  the  people  to  be  able  to  know  the  actual  condition  of 
the  people  or  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  people  or  the  methods  of 
ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  people.  So  I  request  the  Government 
to  appoint  a  non-official  adviser  or  ministfer  to  the  C4uvenmient  at  least 
for  scrutinising  all  Government  measures  and  offering  suggestions  to 
the  Government  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  people.  If  such  a  minis¬ 
ter  is  made  responsible  to  the  Legislative  Council,  he  may  ho  expected 
to  give  expression  to  the  wishes  of.  the  people  on  all  important  subjects 
at  the  time  when  the  knowledge  will  be  serviceable  to  the  Government. 
Under  the  present  communal  conditions  of  the  country,  it  may  bo  desira¬ 
ble  to  have  two  or  three  ministers  belonging  to  different  communities. 
If  the  professions  made  by  Government  officials  to  the  effect  that  the 
object  of  the  Government  is  the  welfare  of  the  people  have  any  force  in 
them,  they  ought  at  onee  tu  advise  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent 
to  appoint  such  a  minister  or  ministers.  Unless  some  such  thing  is  done, 
it  seems -to  me  that  the  representatives  of  the  people  will  not  be  able  to 
influence  the  Government  to  any  appreciable  extent  in  the  real  interests 
of  the  people  The  establishment  of  a  proper  sympathy  and  co-oper¬ 
ation  between  the  Government  and  the  people  in  the  manner  suggested 
is  urgently  needed  for  the  satisfactory  financial  administration  of  the 
State  as  well  as  in  other  fields  of  Government  activity.  The  unneces¬ 
sary  loss  of  time  and  energy  and  the  difficulties  and  strained  relations 
between  the  officials  and  the  people  brought  about  by  the  passing  of  the 
Newspapers  Regrilation  is  another  example  of  the  very  serious  evils 
caused  by  the  absence  of 'effective  sympathy  and  co-opcration  between 
the  high  officials  of  Government  and  the  people.  I  merely  refer  to  this 
very  important  question,  but  .  refrain  from  dealing  with  it  at  length,  as 
another  occasion  may- arise  for  dealing  with  it.  Suffice  it  to  say  that 
the  matter  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation  is  a  crowning  example  of  the 
evils  arising  f-rom  the  lack  of  ways  and  means  for  effective'  sympathy 
and  co-operation  between  the  people  and  the  high  officials  of  Govern¬ 
ment. 

PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up- 

Mr.  P.  HABEEB  MAHOMED  (Nominated) ;  Sir,  in  passing  certain 
remarks  on  the  Financial  Secretary’s  statements,  I  do  not  wish  to 
go  into  the  details  of  the  budget.  I  shall  confine  myself  to  a  few  obser¬ 
vations  on  some  of  the  prominent  features' of  the  budget  estimate  and 
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the  finance  of  the  country,  leaving  the  criticism  of  technicalities  and 
details  to  the  more  experienced  members  of  the  House. 

This  year  also  we  have  a  surplus  budget.  According  to  the  revised 
estimate,  we  have  a  revenue  of  Bs.  217  j  lakhs,  while  the  expenditure  will 
be  only  Bs.  200  lakhs,  leaving  a  surplus  of  Bs.  11\  lakhs.  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  or  gratification.  The  estimated, 
revenue  for  the  current  year  is211-i  lakhs,  while  the  approximate  expen¬ 
diture  is  Bs.  208  lalrhs.  Thus,  as  in  last  year,  we  expect  a  surplus  of 
three  and  odd  lakhs  of  rupees.  The  comparatively  negligible  fall  in  the 
revenue  under  license  fees  and  duty  on  country  liquor  indicates  that  the 
temperance  movement  has  not  made  any  remarkable  progress.  I  am 
inclined  to  think  also  that  it  is  in  a  way  an  index,  of  the  poverty  of  the 
people,  for  as  a  rule,  it  is  the  poor  people  who  cannot  afford  to  have  a 
hill  meal  that  go  in  for  such  intoxicants.  Again,  the  fall  in  the  income 
tax,  though  it  is  accounted  for  on  the  ground  of  the  new  Begulation,  and 
the  exemption  of  Edavagai  lands,  from  taxation,  also  indicates  our 
economic  backwardness  in  commerce  and  industry.  .While  in  the  civi¬ 
lised  countries  of  the  west,  income  tax  forms  a  very  important  part  of 
the  State  revenue,  in  our  own  State  finance,  I  need  not  point  out  how 
insignificant  is  the  revenue  derived  under  this  head. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years,  we  were  having  a  surplus  budget. 
Now,  what  does  this  surplus  budget  signify?  It  means  that  the  State 
is  like  a  business-man,  always  trying  to  see  that  its  income  rises 
above  expenditure,  Surplus  budgets  should  never  be  the  summum 
bonrni  of  a  sound  financial  administration.  It  seems  to  me  that  those, 
who  attach  undue  importance  to  surplus  budgets  are  irisoertain  respects 
like  the  medieval  statesmen  who  always  aimed  at  a  favourable  balance 
of  trade.  I  need  not  point  out  that  those  countries  which  strove  for  and 
obtained  a  favourable  balance  year  after  year  had  come  to  grief  in  the 
end.  Although  I  do  not  press  the  analogy  further,  I  beg  to  submit  that 
the  policy  of  surplus  budgets  is  not  always  a  safe  one.  The  crux  of  the 
whole  matter  is  that  we  should  draw  a  distinction  between  private  eco¬ 
nomy  and  public  economy.  In  private  life,  although  the  principle  “  cut 
your  coat  according  to  your  cloth”  will  hold  good,  it  will  be  foolish  to 
apply  the  same  maxim  in  administration.  In  the  latter,  we  often  will 
have  to  reverse  the  maxim  and  purchase  our  cloth  according  to  our 
requirements.  If  we  get  more  than  is  necessary  we  will  be  guilty  of 
extravagance.  Similarly,  in  regard  to  State  finances,  it  would  not  be 
wisdom  to  trench  upon  necessaries,  but  we  should  not  on  that  account  • 
increase  our  expenditure  on  administration  at  the  expense  of  the  people 
even  though  the  administration  may  be  the  soundest  conceivable.  The 
question  therefore  is  whether  we  can  run  the  administrative  machinery 
efficiently  and  discharge  our  duty  towards  the  governed  with  a  lesser 
amount  than  now.  Some  may  say  that  retrenchment  will  tell  upon 
efficiency.  In  theory  this  will  sound  well.  But  I  urge  upon  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  that  we  are  piling  tak  upon  tax,  and  an  ordinary 
peasant  is  groaning  tinder  the  weight  of  taxat  ion.' 'Tt  is,  high  time  that  the 
Government  turned  their  attention  towards  this  aspect  d?  the  question,. : 
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The  fact  remains  that  our  revenue  has  been  increasing'  from  year 
to  year.  Does  it  show  that  our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more 
prosperous  ?  Does  it  mean  that  the  economic  resources  of  the  country 
are  being  developed  and  utilised  more  and  more  ?  I  am  not  in  a  position 
to  give  a  pleasant  answer.  It  is  too  well  known  that  poverty,  unem- 
ployment,  and  consequent  discontent  are  on  the  increase,  Nevertheless, 

I  am  of  opinion,  Sir,  that  our  country  is  one  of  the  most  resourceful  and 
if  our  natural  resources  are  fully,  exploited  and  utilised,  there  is  no  fear 
of  starvation.  I  think  that  Travancore  can  fill  the  stomach  of  all  her 
children  provided  they  are  enabled  to  develop  the  natural  resources  to  their 
fullest  extent.  But  it  is  well  known  too  that  our  agricultural  and  indu¬ 
strial  conditions  are  in  the  most  primitive  state.  With  all  our  elaborate 
departments  for  developing  our  economic  resources,  nothing  tangible 
has  been  accomplished  in  this  direction.  I  do  not  like  to  throw  the 
blame  on  anybody,  but  nobody  can  deny  the  fact  that  the  beneficial 
effects  of  such  departments  as  Agriculture  and  Industries,  have  not  yet 
begun  to  touch,  the  peasant  population  who  form  the  backbone  of  the 
country.  With  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Co-operative  Department 
also,  I  have  to  say  the  same  thing,  namely,  the  people  have  not  begun  to 
reap  the  beneficial  results.  Our  people  are  still  as  solf-eentred  and 
mutually  distrustful' as  they  were  and  the  spirit  of  co-operation  has  not 
taken  any  hold  on  them.  It  is  doubtful  also  whether  commercially  we 
were  in  a  more  depressed  condition.  In  this  connection,  I  am  glad  that, 
tl^e  long  contemplated  State-aided  Bank  is  at  last  about  to  see  the1 
light  of  day. '  I  cannot  say  it  for  certain  whether  it  is  going  to  improve 
our  economic  condition  to  any  appreciable  extent  in  the  near  future, 
Nevertheless,  let  us  hope  that  it  will  be  so  conducted  and  managed  as  to' 
he  more  useful  to  the  rank  and  file  of  the  people  than  to  a  few  capitalists 
who  generally  control  such  institutions  for  their'  own  exclusive  advant¬ 
age.  ..  _  /  ;  ' 

Before  leaving'  this  portion  of  my  discussion  regarding  the  gene¬ 
ral  financial  condition,  I  would  like  to  touch  upon  the  question  of. 
economy  and.  retrenchment  in  administration.  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  saying  that  ..the  principles  which  have  animated  the  framers  of 
the  budget  are  wholesome.  But  with  all  our  undeveloped  natural 
resources,  the  stupendous,  advance  we  have  made  in  literary  edu¬ 
cation,  and  other  factors  which  we  can  point  out  with  pride,  the  poverty 
of  an  average  peasant  is  the  most  patent  factor.  Thousands  of  otw 
people  are  living  in  a  state  of  starvation  or  semi-starvation.  The  aver-  : 
age  income  per  head  of  the  population  is  totally  inadequate  to  keep 
body  and  soul  together ;  hence  in  a  country  like  ours  economy  and  re¬ 
trenchment  Should  be  steadily  kept,  in”  mind.  Every  cash  needlessly 
spent  is  wrung  from  penury  and  staryation’and  every  chaekram  unneces¬ 
sarily  spent  is  so  much  withdrawn  from  the  scanty  resources  available 
for  expenditure  on  the  welfare  of  the  people.  The  cry  .  is  constantly 
heard  that  our  administration,  is  top-heavy,  that,  superior -officers  are  over¬ 
paid  aim  those  on  the  lowest  rung  are  hopelessly- underpaid,  and  the  .cor¬ 
ruption  found  among  them  has  to  be  connived  at  even  by  a  strict 
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moralist.  These  show  that,  with  the  enormous  growth  of  our  expendi¬ 
ture  every  year,  we  have  not  succeeded  in  running  the  administrative 
machinery  on  sound  and  healthy  lines.  Hence  to  keep  a  watchful  eye 
on  the  growth  of  expenditure  is  a  matter  of  great  political  importance. 
It  is  the  look  out  of  the  Government  as  much  as  the  people’s,  that  the 
cost  of  administration  is  not  out  of  proportion  to  the  resources  available. 
But  at  the  same  time,  no  expenditure  should  be  grudged  on  measures 
calculated  to  develop  the  natural  resources  of  the  country  and  this  will 
in  course  of  time  have  its  own  natural  reaction  on  the  State  coffers.  The 
next  duty  of  the  Government  should  be  to  improve  the  lot  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  services  which  are  paid  at  miserably  low  rates.  Unless  their 
lot  is  improved  before  long  by  giving  them  at  least  a  living  wage,-  all¬ 
round  corruption  and  inefficiency  will  be  the  natural  result.  It  is  also 
the  duty  of  the  Government,  as  far  as  it  lies  in  their  power,  to  solve  the 
problem  of  unemployment,  by  affording  facility. for  the  steady  and  ener¬ 
getic  exertion  of  the  talents  and  intelligence  of  educated  young  men,  for 
their  own  as  well  as  for  the  country’s  welfare. 

,  Before  concluding,  I  wish  to  express  a  few  words  in  the  interests  of 
the  community  which  I  have  the  privilege  to  represent  here.  This  coin-  • 
muhity,  as  is  well  known,  is  every  year  filling  a  considerable  portion  of 
the  State  coffers.  This  fact  has  been  frankly  recognised  by  His 
Highness  the  late  lamented.  Maha  Raja,  when  he  was  pleased  to  remark 
in  reply  to  an  address  presented  by  the  Mahomedans  of  Alleppey  on 
the  21st  Aprill915,  thus:  “  As  merchants,  traders  and  land-owners, 
the  Mahomedans  have  contributed  materially  to  the  wealth  of  the 
country.  I  am  confident  of  their  continued  loyalty  to  me  and  to  my 
Government.”  Ever  since  that  time,  the  question  of  affording  special 
facilities  to  Mahomedans  in  education  and  giving  them  certain  prefer¬ 
ential  treatment  in  the  matter  of  admission  to  public  service  has  en¬ 
gaged  the  attention  of  the  Government.  Though  certain  special  faci¬ 
lities  are  provided  for  Arabic  teaching,  they  are  far  from  satisfactory. 
The  tardy  and  half-hearted  way  in  which  Government  try  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  Muslims  often  fails  to  produce  the  desired  effect.  As 
an  instance,  I  shall  refer  to  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  an  Arabic 
teacher  for  the'  college  classes..  This  is  a  long-felt  need,  and  I  hope  the 
Government  will  pay  proper  heed  to  the  prayer  of  the  Muslims  in  this 
-respect.  .  It  is  well-known  that  there  are  very  few  other  communities 
Who  are  so  readily  susceptible  to  the  influence  of  education  as  Maho¬ 
medans.  .  In  those  parts  of  the  country  where  they  have  received  any 
education  they  form  one  of  the  most  law-abiding  and  peaceful  subjects. 

.  But  even  more  important  than  facilities  in  education  is  the  question 
of  employment  of  Mahomedans  in  public  service.  These  are  the  days 
when  every  community  is  urging  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government 
their  own  respective  claims.  It  will  certainly  be  a  great  injustice  done  to 
the  country  as  a  whole,  if  Mahomedans  are  denied  their  right  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  the  Government  of  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent.  There . 
are  several  circulars  and  orders  conferring  special  treatment  to  such  com¬ 
munities  as  Mahomedans,  Ezhavas  and  others.  Bufrso  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned,  these  circulars  and  orders  are  honoured  by  the  authorities  more  in 
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their  breach  than  in  their  observance.  Indeed  from  the  experiences  of  the 
past  few  years,  it  has  been  brought  home  to  the  community  that  all  this 
talk*  about  preferential  treatment  is  a  mere  show,  and  we  are  at  times  even 
led  to  think  that  some  officers  believe  that  the  claim  of  such  a  voiceless 
and  inarticulate  community  as  the  Mahomedan  community  can  be  easily 
ignored.  As  it  has  been  shown  only  too  well  that  there  is  a  great  diverg¬ 
ence  between  the  professions  and  practices  of  Government  officers,  wa. 
now  ask  for  bare  justice  and  fair  play.  The  Mahomedans  contribute  a 
fair  share  towards  the  State  revenue,  but  are  shut  out  from  posts  con¬ 
nected  with  the  administration.  We  are  asked  to  share  the  burden,  but 
are  denied  the  right  to  participate  in  the  administration.  Even  for  small 
appointments,  a  Mahomedan  has  to  labour  under  innumerable  difficulties. 
Communal  bias  plays  a  prominent  part  with  several  officers  having 
appointing  powers ;  and  a  Mahomedan  applicant  for  a  post  cannot  even 
get  easy  access  to  the  sanctum  sanctorum  of  a  high  officer  to  represent 
his  claims  before  him.  Mahomedans  have  no  godfathers  among  Gov¬ 
ernment  officers  and  each  individual  Mahomedan  has  to  work  out  his 
own  salvation.  Those  who  have  got  power  can  forge  different  weapons 
in  the  shape  of  rules,  and  bye-laws,  with  a  view  to  check  the  rush  for 
Government  posts,  and  the  Mahomedans  who  have  entered  the  field  very 
late  are  .to  suffer  most  by  them.  I  do  not  wish  to  attribute  the  blame 
.to  any  single  individual.  I  simply  set  forth,  the  facts  as  they  exist  now, 
and  give  expression  to  the  feelings  and  sentiments  of  the  Muslims  of  the 
State  as  awhole.  This  state  of  affairs  cannot  continue  long  ;  and  I  hope 
and  pray  that  -the  Government  of  Her  Highness  the  MahaRani  Regent 
may  pay  as  much  attention  as  they  deserve  in  the  matter  of  education 
and  representation,  in  public  service. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  wnd  Industry,  North)', 
Sir,  I  have  great  pleasure  in  congratulating  the  Government  on  the 
prosperity  budget  that  has  been  presented  to  ns.  It  is  a  source  of  great 
gratification,  Sir,  that. the  very  first  budget  that  the  present  Financial 
Secretary  was  able  to  present  before  us  is  so  encouraging. 

•  MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Iiunnaitiad) :  Louder,  please, 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North)', 
And  I  only  hope  that, it.is  only  a  harbinger  of  still  better  ones  in  store  , 
for  Mia  and  for  all of  us,' :  If  things  had  gone  wrong  and  our  finances 
had  been  upside  down,  no  doubt,  the  critics  of  the  Government  would 
have  come  down  upon  the  Dev/an  and  ,-  the  Financial  Secretary  and 
would  have  ascribed  the  whole  blame  to.  them.  It  is  therefore  only 
right  that  we  should  congratulate  the  head  of  the  administration  and 
the  head  of  the  Financial  Department  and  all  those  connected  with  the 
preparation  of  the  budget.  On  such  an  occasion,  in  offering  general 
criticisms  on  the  budget  we  are  given  sufficient  latitude  to  ream  over 
the  Whole  field  of  the  administration.  Under,  such  circumstances  one 
is  tempted  like  my  friend  Mr.  Raman  Menon  to  read  lectures  to 
Government  officers  and  tell  them  how  much  better  we  could  have  dona 
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things  if  we  had  control  over  the  various  departments.  I  had  myself 
such  delusions  and  had  my  own  schemes  in  my  early  days  as  to  how  each 
department  could  be  run  better.  But  as  I  have  grown  older  and  sadder, 
if  not  wiser  too,  I  realise  better  the  difficulties  that  lie  in  the  way  of 
persons  who  have  to  run  the  Government.  So  I  shall  not  be  tempted 
like  Mr; , Banian  Menon  to  advance  any  startling;  innovations. 

Now  many  of  my  friends  have  gone  into  the  details  of  the 
budget,  and  pointed  out  the  salient  features  of  the  various  departments 
daring  the  year.  I  shall  not  therefore  go  over  the  ground  again,  but 
shall  take  this  opportunity  of  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
eminent  some  views  which  I  am  never  tired  of  advocating. 

I  availed  myself  of  the  Opportunity  when  X  first  became  a  member 
of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  years  ago  to  insist  that  there  should 
be  greater  encouragement  and  direct  financial  help  from  the  Government 
in  the  matter  of  the'  industrial  development  of  the  country.  That  was  a 
time  when .  ideas  of  Government  help  to  industries  was  pooh-poohed. 
There  was  the  famous  dictum  of  Lord  Morley  and  others  that  it  was  not 
at  all  for  the  Government  to  interfere  in  these  matters.  Now  we  know 
how  much  water. has  flowed  under  the  bridge  since  these  ex  cathedra 
views  of  individual  - statesmen  were' uttered  and;  enforced.  Through¬ 
out  the  world,  particularly  in  India,  Governments  have,  been  taking  a 
very  increasing  share  in.  the  development  of  the .  economic  resources  of 
the  country.'  There  was  a  time  when  the  main  function  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  was  supposed  to  be  to  run  the  routine  administration  of  the 
country.  But  if  we  look  into  the  condition  of  the  western  ueontries  like 
England  and  America,  we  find  that  the  most  important  function  of  the 
Government  there  is  to  utilise  all  the  resources -of  the  country,  to  help 
the  people  to  increase  its  wealth  whether  in  the  industrial,  commercial 
or  agricultural  or  other  fields.  All  the  resources  of  the  Government, 
military,  finance,  diplomatic,  etc.,  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
people  for  this  purpose.  .  Concessions  for  exploiting  the  resources 
of  undeveloped  tropical  countries  are  secured  for  the  nationals  of  each 
country  and  backed  up  by  the  whole  might  of  each  country.  Now  what 
is  it  that  we  are  doing  ?  We  are  still  groping  our  way.  No  doubt,  we 
have  got  the  Agricultural  Department,  Industrial  Department  and 
the  Co-operative  Department  and  I  am  the  last  person  to  deny  that, 
during  the  last  few  years,  with  the  limited  resources  placed  at  the 
.  disposal  of  the  Heads  of  these  Departments,  they  have  been  doing 
remarkably  well  in  a,  country  like '  burs.-  What  I  submit  is  that; 
with  the  resources'  of  Travancore,  seeing  how  other  countries  in 
India  have  been  groaning  under  a  deficit,  we  have  an  imperative 
duty  to  do  much  more  than  wc  have  hitherto  done  in.  this  direction.  I 
think  it- is  the- Punjab  Government  that  borrowed  nearly  ,  a  crore  of 
rupees  .for  financing  the  industrial  and  economic  activities  of  the  people. 
We  have  got  other  provincial  Governments  also,  including  the  Presi¬ 
dency  of  Madras,  taking  a  very  active  interest  in  the  development1  of  the 
economic  resources  of  the  country,'  It  is  a  happy  coincidence  and  a 
very  great  privilege  that:  we  have  the  Minister  responsible  for  that 
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department  gracing  our  Council  on  this  occasion.  .  Wo  have  beoh 
watching  and  admiring  what  he  has  been  doing  for  the  economic  deve- . 
lopment  of  the  Madras  Presidency  and  it  will  be  a  good  thing  for  us  if 
this  Government  also  will  follow  in  the  foot-steps  of  the  Madras  Develop¬ 
ment  Department.  I  may  refer  briefly  to  what  has  been  done  in  Eng¬ 
land.  We  know  that  the  Government  in  England  invested  a  million 
pounds  in  the  Anglo-Persian  Oil  Company  and  another  million  pounds 
■  in  the  British  dye  industry  and  again  a  million  pounds  and  perhaps 
more  than  that  in  the  beet  sugar  industry.'  Though  the  people  there 
possess  enormous  resources  and  though  England  enjoys  probably  the  most 
highly  developed  -  system  of  Banking,  Government  placed  enormous 
funds  at  the  disposal  of  exporters  and  also  lent  huge  sums  of  money  to 
foreign  countries  like  Austria-Hungary,  and  also  to  Australia  and  other 
British  colonies  provided  they  placed  their  orders  for  goods  with  the 


merchants  in  England.  They  have  introduced  only  recently  a  new 
scheme  called  the  Export  Insurance  Scheme  by  which  the  merchants  are 
given  a  guarantee  that  if  they  give  their  goods  on  credit  to  foreign  coun¬ 
tries  and  eventually  if  they  are  unable  to  recover  any  part  of  the  money 
the  Government  would  recoup  their  losses.  In  hundreds  of  other  ways  the 
Government  is  directly  or  indirectly  helping  trade  industry  in  these  highly 
developed  countries.  If  even  in  such  countries  this  is  done,  how  much 
more  should  it  bo  the  case  in  India,  especially  in  Travancore  ?  Ours  is 
a  small  country  and  its  people  are  highly  educated  and  hence  there  should 
not  be  any  difficulty  for  the  Government  to  devise  means  and  opportu¬ 
nities  for  taking,  a  more  active  part  in  this  most  important  line  of  work. 
One  particular  direction  in  which  I  would  request  the  Government  to 
take  some  steps  is  the  organisation  of  Land  Mortgage  Banks.  The  great 
majority  of  our  people  as  in.the  rest  of  India  are.  agriculturists  and 
there  is  no  necessity  for  me  to  repeat  what  has  been  admitted  that 
they  are  steeped  in  debt.  Because  of  their  financial  difficulties  they 
are  not  able  to  carry  on  their  cultivation  properly.  Dr.  Kunjan 
Pillai  may  _go  on  preaching  and  preaching  about  intensive  culti¬ 
vation  and  .  improved  methods  of  agriculture,  but  almost  99  per  1 
cent,  of  the  people  cannot  afford  to  do  so.  The  Government 
therefore  should  devise  some  methods  by  which  the  ryots  may 
be.  relieved  of  their  indebtedness.  It  is  now  found  by  experience 
that  for  the  condition  of  India  Land  Mortgage  Banks  are  the  very  ’ 
best,  that  can  be  devised.  Thera  is  a  proposal  that  the  Co-operative 
Department  should  be  enabled  to  start  such  a  bank,  but  I  have  been 
reading  some  adverse  views  about  this  matter.  I  think  in  the  Panjab 
the  Co-operative  Department  is,  running'  Land  Mortgage  Banks.,  But 
some  authorities  are  of  opinion  that  the  short-term  credit  of  co-operative 
banks  is  inconsistent. with  the  long-term  credit  that  will  be  expected' 
of  Land  Mortgage  Banks.  Therefore- it  is  better  that  a  separate 
organisation  is  created  with  the  assistance  of  the  Government.  Thera 
is  a  suggestion  put  forward  by  a  writer  in  the  . Pioneer  which  deserves 
our.  attention.  He  says  first  of  all  : 
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■‘To  inspire  confidence!  in  the  ryot  population,  the  Govonimeiu  would  havu  to  aub- 
soriUo  fur  about  50  per  oent.  of  the  share  and  debenture  bonds  (to  1>>  made  over  to  die 
private  agencies  later  on  when  conditions  become  more  favourable  for.  the  banks). 
Secondly,  a  Government  guarantee  of  interest  on  debenture  bonds  is  necessary  to  attraot 
an  adequate  amount  of  capital  for  investment  in  this  new  line  of  securities  in  India- 
To  further  help  this  end,  it  would  be  noo"ssary  for  the  Government  to  treat  debenture 
heads  as  negotiable  instruments,  so  that  a  portion  of  public  funds  and  trust  funds  might 
be  invested  in  the  bonds.  The  maximum  working  capital  would  also  have  to  bo  flxcdjiy 
legislation.  Summary  powers  of  foreclosure  of  debts  and  judicial  powers  for  hearing 
suits  filed  by  the  Land  Mortgage  Banks,  would  have  to  be  vested  iu  the  Bcgistrar  of 
Land  Mortgage  Banks.  Certain  sections  of  the  Trausfor  of  Property  Act  ancHho  Civil 
Prooedure  Code  would  as  a  corollary  have  to  be  amended.  Lastly,  the  jumbling  up  of 
the  credit  work  now  being  done  by  the  ordinary  oo-operative  societies  and  the  special 
long-term  loans  on  the  land  mortgage,  would  lead  to  many  an  administrative  difficulty 
and  consequent  confusion." 

Therefore,  the  two  should  be  kept  separate.  Anyhow,  it  is  high 
time  that  a  small  expert  committee  is  appointed  to  find  out  what  is 
being  clone  by  the  rest  of  the  world,  particularly  by  other  provinces 
in  India.  •  I  think  that  the  Director  of  Industries  has  got  a  large  volume 
of  literature  on  the  subject.  It  ought  not  to  be  difficult  for  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  and  The  Director  of  Industries  to  give  the  Govern¬ 
ment  all  required  assistance.  Something  should  be  done  in- this  direction 
and  that  without  any  delay.  I  shall  never  be  tired  of  insisting  upon  this 
unless  and  until  I  find  there  is  no  necessity  for  such  insistance. 

In  the  second  place,  I  would  invite  the  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  the  necessity  of  Government  themselves  taking  in  hand  some 
big  schemes  as  the  Mysore  Government  have  done  e.  g.,  generating 
electricity  from  the  Sivasamudram  falls.  They  have  got  also  the  iron 
industry.  The  Government  themselves  have  started  these  and  other 
big  schemes.  Similarly,  it  will  be  worth  while  for  the  Government  to 
consider  whether  there  are  not  promising  schemes  hei  e  which  could  be 
taken  up  and  worked  by  the  Government  both  as  an  example  and  as 
an  incentive  and  as  a  source  of  revenue  if  only  our  Kulers  possessed  the 
views  and  farsightedness  of  Dewans  like  Sir  Seshadri  Aiyar  in  Mysore. 
There  is  the  Adirapalli  gcheme  ■which  has  been  investigated;  the  late 
Dewan  Mr.  Raghaviah  was  for  a  time  very  keen  on  it.  But  that 
enthusiasm  was  sporadic  and  short-lived  and  with  the  first  encounter  with 
obstacles,  it  was  as  u3ual  dropped.  Again,  it  is  admitted  on  all  hands 
that  for  industrial  development,  electricity  is  very  necessary.  The 
Madras  Government  are. going  to  generate  electricity  at  their  own  cost 
.  and  make  it  a  , State  concern.  I  have  been  enquiring  about  this  matter 
and  I  find  :it  would  be  one  of  the  most  profitable  and  feasible  schemes 
in  the  whole  of  Southern  India. 

In  Travancore,  there  is  a  big  waterfall  in  the  upper  reaches  of  the 
Periyar  river  and  an  engineer  who  has  gone  over  those  parts  and 
investigated  the  scheme  for  his  own  edification  once  discussed  with  ine 
about  it  very  minutely.  He  convinced  me  that  there  was  great  possibi- 
lity-of  producing  cheap  electricity  from  this  fall.  The.  height  of  the  fall 
at  Perumpamkutti  is  apparently:  negligible.  But  the  Engineer  in 
question  assured  me  that  the  water  held  np  in  the  lake  could  be  taken 
along  the  crest  of  high  hills  for;  a  distance  of  about  10  or  15  miles  and 
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then  made  to  flow  back  into  the  bed  of  the  Periyar  itself  from  a  height 
of  nearly  1,000  feet. .  If  this  description  is  found  to  be  correct,  it  will 
be  admitted  that  this  is  one  of  the  most  feasible  and'  promising  schemes 
we  can  think  of  in  this  country.  The  cost  of  producing  electricity  then 
ought  to  be  comparatively  very  low  and  we  could  find  an  immediate  and 
profitable  outlet  for  it  by  selling  it  at  an  attractively  low  cost  to  the 
South  Indian  Railway,  to  the  Cochin  Harbour  and  to  the  existing 
•  factories  in  Cochin  and  AUeppey  and  the  rubber  and  tea  estates  in  Tra- 
vancore.  This  waterfall  is  locally  known  as  the  Permnpainkutti  fall.  The 
main  Periyar  river  receives  the  water  of  more  than  1000  square  miles  of 
catchment  area  (the  contrast  will  be  apparent  when  I  say  that  the  Kallai 
river  gets  the  waters  of  only  about  100  sq.  miles  of  catchment  area). 
All  this  water  has  to  pass  through  a  narrow  gorge  at  Perumpainkutti, 
Ou  three,  sides  of  this  place,  you  have  lofty  precipitous  hills  so  that  if  the 
fourth  side  is  bunded  up  you  get  a  vast  artificial  lake  in  which  all  the 
'water  which  flows  through  the  river  during  the  rainy  season  and  is 
washed  into  the  Arabian  sea  and  which  had  been  compared  in  its 
volume  to  the  Niagra  falls  may  be  stored  up.  The  proposed  new  railway 
in  Travancore  could  also  be  worked  by  means  of  electricity.  In  course 
of  time,  new  industries  would  spring  up  all  over  the  country.  I  am 
sure  the  prospect  is  sufficiently  attractive  for  the  Government  to  depute' 
the  Industrial  Engineer  who  is  a  trained  and  competent  electrician  to 
investigate  the  scheme  and  submit  concrete  proposal  for  its  utilisation. 
It  is  a  great  pity  that  the  Government  are  not  directing  their, 
attention  to  such  matters.  There  are  several  big  schemes.  I  have  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Adirapaili  scheme.  I  have  referred  to  the  generation  of 
electricity.  I  do  not  see  the  reason  why  the  Government  should  not 
use  its  resources  and  its  organisation  to  take  up  some  of  these  schemes, 
Of  course,  if  they  are  found  to  be  successful  they  might,  later  on,  hand 
them  over  to  the  people,  if  they  think  that  necessary. 

Another  subject,  about  which  I  have  often  been -speaking  at  very 
great  length  is  the  need  for  communications  in  Travancore.  There 
have  been  complaints  about  communications  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 
We,  from  the  north  thought  that  there  would  be  no  complaint  about 
paucity  of  communications,  from  the  people  of  Trivandvmn’and  Nager- 
coil.  Now  there  is  my  friend  Mr.  Lopez  coming  and  complaining  that 
Trivandrum  is  a  very  badly-treated  district  in  that  respect.  So,  if  Tri- 
Vandrum  and  South  Travancore  are  complaining  of  paucity  of  communi¬ 
cations  you  can  realise  the  nature  of  the  complaint  from  the  people  of 
North  and  Central  Travancore.  What  I  would  suggest  in  this  matter  Is 
that  a  .Roa^s  Board  should  be  started  and  should -be  asked  to  go  into  the 
matter  of  the  construction  of  new  roads  and  the  proper  'maintenance  '--of 
the  existing  roads.  Roads  should  be  divided  into  different  classes  such 
as  main  trunk  roads  and  branch  Toads,  The  .trunk  roads  should  bo 
maintained  by  the.  Government,  and.  the  other  ,  smaller  roads  might  (be 
constructed  and  maintained  partly  by  the  Government  and  partly  by  the 
people.  A  regular  programme  should  be  framed  and  it  should  be  stuck 
to  as  far  as  possible.  If  that  is  done,  the-  difficulty  about,  oommunioa-  ■: 
tions  would  be  very  considerably  minimised.  - 
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PRESIDENT  :  1  would  draw  your  attention  to  the  time. 

Mr.  K.  C,  MAMMEN  IWAPPlLLAf  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  I 
wanted  to  speak  at  length  on  several  other  important  subjects ;  but,  since 
it  is  time,  I  do  not  want  to  continue. any  longer: 

Mr.  A.  K.  -PILLAI  ( KanmagajMlll )  :  Sir,  I  must  confess,  at  the 
very  outset,  that  it  is  with  a  good  deal  of  diffidence  and  dismay  that  I 
rise  to  speak  to-day.  When  I,  in  virtue  of  my  position  as  a  member  of 
this  Council,  feel  obliged  to  take  stock  of  the  situation,  at  the  end  of  a 
year  and  at  the  beginning'  of  another,  I  wish  I  were  able  to  congratulate 
the  Government  on  the  glory  of  their  achievements  and  to  entertain  for 
myself  and  for  my  country  the  feeling  that  there  is  still  brighter  prospect 
in  store.  But,  Sir,  I  must  confess  that  I  do  not  find  it  possible  to  do 
either.  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  lias  been  speaking  about  electrical 
schemes.  But,  here,  I  may  say. that,  at  the  cost  of  a  few  rupees,  the 
Government  have  been  able  to  produce  a  good  deal  of  electricity  and  heat 
in  the  country  by  printing  and  publishing  the  Newspapers  Regulation. 
Ido  not  want  to 'refer  to  that  subject -at.  length.  I  only  want  to  say 
that  this  matter  is  a  standing  grievance  in  the  hearts  of  the  people.  If 
this  House  had  been  considered  to  be  a  really  effective  popular  assembly 
where  the  voices  of  the  people  have  to  he  respected  by  .the  Government, 
then  no  Government  would  have  dared  to  come  forward  to  ask  for.  sup¬ 
plies  when  this.  Newspapers  Regulation ■  is1  hanging  over  the  head  of  the. 
people.  Sir,  you  must  forgive  me  if  I  have  annoyed  you  ;  but  I  cannot 
help  expressing  the  deep  sorrow 'that  I  feel  at  this  most  irresponsible 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Government.  I  do  not  want  to  deal  at  length 
with  that  subject.  I  will  straightaway  proceed  to  more  prosaic  matters. 

We  find  from  the  speech  of  the  Financial  Secretary  that  there  is  a 
good  deal  of  surplus.  But  I  suppose  the.  actuals  will  he  still  more.  For, 
we  are  not  in  a.  position  to  place  any  great  value  upon  these  figures, 
because  we  find  that  there  is  a  great  deal  of  disparity  between  the  estimates 
and  the  actuals.  .  I  do  not  think  that  these  estimates  are  being  made  on 
any  scientific  basis.  In  HOO,  they  expected  to  have  only  Rs,  4  lakhs  and 
they  actually  got  Bs.  10  lakhs.  This  year  they  were  expecting  to  have 
only  Bs.  8}  lakhs,  while  they  actually  got  Bs.  17}  lakhs.  I  think  even 
old  women  can  calculate  like  this.  (Laughter.).  It  does  not  befit  a  scien¬ 
tific  brain  to  give  such  vague  generalisations  in  the  beginning  of  every 
year,  creating  such  large  disparities  at  the  end.  I  say  this  only  to  bring 
home  to  the  Government  the  fact  that  I  can.  expect  next  year  a  larger 
surplus  than  even  this  year.  I  must  wholeheartedly  support  the  sug¬ 
gestion  made  by  my  esteemed  friend  Mr.  G.  Baman  Menon,  that  it  is 
always  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  remit  taxes  whenever  it  is  pos¬ 
sible.  In  this  connection,  I  am  glad  to  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  statement  made  by  Sir  Basil  Blackett;  not  exactly 
because  I  feel  very  lftiich  inspired  by  his  authority,  but  because  I  know 
that  the  Government  place  a  good  deal  of  value  on  Ills  words.  In 
announcing  last  year’s  remission  of  taxation,  tho  Honourable  the  Finance 
•Member 'of' tha  Government  of  India  said: 
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Each  one  of  the  sentences  which  I  have  just  now  quoted  can  be 
applied  well  to  our  own  case.  For  the  last  four  years,  we  have  been  hav¬ 
ing  large  recurring  surpluses  and  yet  the  Gove  rmnent  have  not  thought 
it  necessary  or  desirable  to  remit  any  of  the  taxes.  I  have  been  told  by 
my  friend  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Government 
to' remit  any  tax  before  the  next  settlement  .  I  am  not  speaking'  about 
the  reduction  of  two  annas  in  every  rupee.  The  Government  lhay 
remit  taxes  in  some  other  way.  They'  may  leave  off  some  of  the 
sources  of  their  revenue.  One  of  the  chief  sources  of  their  income  is 
the  excise  revenue..  Even  disregarding  the  immorality  of  their 
trade  in  that  matter,  cannot  they,  taking  into  account  this  large 
recurring  surplus,  give  up  some  part  of  their  excise  trade  by  adopting 
the  policy  of  local  option  in  certain  places  ?  But,  what  is  it  that  they 
have  done  last  year  instead  of  this  ?  The  excise  revenue  was  only 
Rs.  45,57,000  in  1101,  but  this  year,  it  is  Rs.  48,03,000.  So,  every  year, 
we  are  increasing  the  revenue  from  that  shameful  trade.  I  feel  very  sorry 
to  be  a  subject  of  the  State  and  to  be  a  member  of  this  Legislative 
Ooimcil  which  is  supposed  to  help  and.  guide  the  Government,  when  I 
find  that  one  of  the  principal  departments  of  the  Government  is  allowed 
to  carry  on  this  shameful  trade.  Sir,  one  of  our  chief  ministers  has 
been  going  from  one  part  of  the  country  to  another,  as  a  trusted  agent 
of  the  Government,  to  encourage  the  people  to  bid  for  more  and  more  . 
in  shop  auctions,  which  means  indirectly  only  to  encourage  the  people  to 
drink  more  and  more  just  because  the  Government  will  be  able  *o;  get 
some  money  out  of  it.  Unless  the  people,  thus  encouraged  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  outrapped  by  the  liquor  venders  are  prepared  to  drink 
more  and  more,  would  the  Government  be  able  to  get  such  sur¬ 
pluses  2  So  the  Government  are  expecting  the' people  to  drink  more 
and  more  so  that  they  may  have  such  large  recurring  surpluses.  Then 
may  I  ask,  are  there  not  other  methods  of  raising  money,  if  you  are 
not  concerned  with  the  morality  of  the  means  that  you  adopt  ?'  Why  not 
have  another' department  to  carry  on  houses  of  shame  ?  .That  would  be  . 
more  profitable.  I  put  this  question  in  .all  earnestness  though  with  a 
deep  sense  of  shame  on  the  fact  that  money  seems  to  be  nhe  only  consi¬ 
deration  that  weighs  with  the  Government.'  Are  -we  not  concerned  with 
the  welfare  of  the  people  ?  Are  you  prepared  to  encourage,  the  people 
in  drinking  more  and  more  so  that  they  may  get  mad  and  cut  each 
other  s  throat  l  Is  it  not  a-disgface:  that  having  caused  this,  you  come 
here  and  demand  more  money  for  increasing  the  number  of  jails  and  for 
increasing  the  number  of  policemen  ?:  ft  that  the  way  in  which  tbs  -

Government  are  helping  the  people  ?  It  is  bad  economy  and  bad  logic- 
Any  sensible  man  could  see  that  it  is  hideous  extravagance.  You  are 
getting  sow  money  for  spending  mo.-e.  You  say  you  want  money  for  the 
education  of  the  people.  But  why  do  you  educate  the  people  whom  you 
expect  to  drink  and  to  give  back  the  money  to  yon  in  another  form  ? 
Sir,  had  it  not  been  for  this  matter  which  I  wanted  to  press  on  the 
notice  of- this  House,  I  would  not  have  stood  up  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  speech  to-day.  This  disgraceful  trade  must  be  stopped.  We 
are  prepared  to  forego  our  education.  We  are  prepared  to  pay  more 
tax  if  only  the  Government  would  see  that  this  trade,  unsotmd  in  practice 
and  immoral  on  principle,  is  stopped. 

Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  has  been  very  facile  in  his  congratulations 
and  in  his  expression  of  joy  and  satisfaction.'  I  wish  I  had  the  same 
outlook  as  he  has,  and  I  hope  that,  when  I  too  grow  old,  I  shall  have 
the  same  capacity.  I  wish  I  had  the  same  facility  to  congratulate. 
But  I  must  say  that  the  Government  do  not  deserve  any  congratula¬ 
tion  at  all.  We  have  been  asking  for  associating  the  people  more  and 
more  with  the  Government  and  for  taking  the  people  more  and  more' 
into  their  confidence.  The  members  of  this  Council  do  not  get  any 
voice  even  in  the  limited  sphere  where  it  is  expected  that  they  should 
have  some  voice.  We  have  .no  constitutional  voice  in  the  raising  of 
the  revenue  or  in  the.  spending  of  it.  We  are  here,.,  as  it  were,  to 
say  ‘Aye’  to  all  their  decrees.  .  If  we  only  turn  to-  the  pages  of  the 
budget,  we  find  all  substantial  figures  printed  in  italics,  which  show  that 
we  have  no  voice  with"  regard  to  those  items.  Those  itetns  are  under¬ 
stood  to  be  non-votable  The  pay  of  a  peon  getting  Bs.  12  per  mensem 
is  a  votable  item.  But  the  salary  of  an  officer  drawing  Its.  500  per 
mensem  is  not  votable.  We  have  no  voice  upon  his  conduct.  We  can 
only  say  whether  a  particular  peon  is  necessary  or  not.  It  is  an  open 
secret  that  the  people  are  feeling  a  sense  of  inadequacy  about  the  powers 
of  the  non-official  members  of  the  Legislative  Council.  But  I  say  that 
even  with  this  present  limited  power  we  could  have  done  something  if 
only  Government  would  show  greater  regard  to  the  privileges  of  the 
House.  When  we  send  questions,  we  get  answers  like  “  Disallowed. 
Buie  8  (d)  ”.  Buie  8  (i)-refers  to  the  asking  for  an  expression  of  opinion 
and  on  that  account,  the  question  is  disallowed.  In-  fact,  the  question 
will  not  require  an  expression  of  opinion.  For  example,  I  sent  questions 
asking  for  information,  but  I  got  the  reply  that  it  was  ^  question  for  an 
expression  of  opinion.  Thus,  by  a  process  of  elimination,  we  come  to 
the  blessed  position  that  we  cannot  have  any  effective  interpellation  made 
in  the  Council.  Much  less  have  we  any  constitutional  voice  in  the 
doings  of  the  Government.  There  is  even  direct  flouting  of  the  powers 
of  the  Council  say,  for  example,  by  the  passing  of  the  Newspapers 
Begulation  out  of  this  House-  I  shall  not  refer  to  it  lest  I  should  annoy, 
my  friends  on  the  other  side  of  the  House. 

t  do  not  want  to  prolong  my  speeffi.  In  fact,  I  did  hot  want  to 
'■  make  any.  speech  whatever-  I  only  wanted  to  raise  my  small  and  weak 
voice  -  of  protest  against  what  the  Government  are  -  doing.  I.  know  that 
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my  feeble  voice  will  not  have  any  effect  whatever  in  directing  their 
attention  to  this.  But  I  hope  that  this  will  go  deep  into  the  hearts  of 
my  countrymen  from  where  will  rise  a  mightier  voice  which  no 
Government  will  dare  to  defy.  I  hope- the  Government  will  have  the 
sense  to  see  where  they  go  wrong  and  rectify  them.  .1.  wish  them  gnd- 

SPe0*R.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUqvieJia) Prom  two  or  throe 
speeches  delivered  in  the  course  of  the  general  discussion  up  to  now,  I 
observe  that  reference  to  the  Newspapers  .Regulation  is  after  all  not  so 
seriously  prohibited. 

PRESIDENT  :  Reference  within  certain  limits  is  allowed.  1  will  not 
have  ruled  any  speech  as  out  of  order  so’long  as  it  did.  not  touch,  upon 
the  legislative  side  of  it,  that  is  so  long  as  it  did  not  ask  for  a  repca'  oi’- 
a  modification  or  a  reintroduction  of  fresh  legislation.  So  long  as 
it  did  not  infringe  upon  these  aspects  of  the  question  and  so  long  as  it 
kept  within  temperate  limits, 'I  permitted  it. 

Ms.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  .PILLAI  (AmMapmhp) :  Then,  is  it  open  tome 
to  address  the  House  within  the  limits,  of  the  President's  order  without 
refering  to  the  legislative  portion  ? 

PRESIDENT:  That  is  for  me  to  judge.  That  will,  depend  also  on 
•  any  remarks  which  may  be  made  from  time  to  time. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ainbalapuzha-) '■  If  I  transgress  the 
’  particular  limits,  then  of  course  I  may  be  checked. 

‘  PRESIDENT  :  I  may  point  out  to .  you  Mr.  Naiayana  Pillai  that  I 
see  no  harm-  in  your  making  the  reference.  To  me  it  is  perfectly  clear 
what  the  attitude  of  the  House  is.  I  invited  discussion  and  gave  every 
.  opportunity,  I  possibly  could,  to  have  the  matter  come  up.  I  therefore 
had  the  whole  thing  put  to  the  Hous'e  and  the  House  or  the  country 
speaking,  through  the  House  responded  to  it  in  the  manner  that  we  . have 
.  seen.  .  ■ 

MR.  K.  P.  WILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghit'ayinkil)  :  May  I  know  why  the 
Goverhmeht  member  opposed  the  adjournment  motion  ? 

PRESIDENT  '■  Bor the  simple  reason  that  it  was  my  intention  to 
have  that  feeling  tested  lest  the  question  go  by  default. 

.  Mr.-  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI -(Ambalapuzha)  :  MivTarakan’s  object 
was  not  to  speak  about  the  Regulation  itself  ,  but.  the  situation  created  by 
the  Regulation.

So  that  I  may  not  be  misunderstood  by  any  of  us, 
I  d’o ns^  w»»fc  to  take  part  in  the  discussion  of  this  particular  subiactr  as 
it  ».  I  am  speakmg  in  self-defence. 
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PRESIDENT  :  I  am  afraid,  Mr.  NaravanaPillai,  it  is  now  too  late 
to  go  into  that  matter.  The  matter  was  put  to  the  vote. 

Mb.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  Since  I  heard  a  re¬ 
ference  to  the  Regulation'  being  made,  be  it  under  specific  limitations,  I 
wus  just  trying  to  clear  a  doubt  whether  others  are  also  at  liberty  to  refer 
to  the  Regulation  to  a  .limited  extent.  I  now  understand  that  you  are 
amenable  to  that  course.  , 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  you  will  have  the  opportunity  to  discuss  it. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayin'kU )  :  '  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther,  when  my  token  motion  comes,  I  will  have  to  speak  within,  these 
limitations  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Let  us  not  anticipate  things. 

Dees  any  other  member  wish  to  speak  on  the  budget  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  oj  Public  In stmoHcn)  : 
Sir,  I  rise  to  make  a  few  remarks  bv  way  of  reply  to  the  observations 
made  by  some  of  the  members  regarding  the  educational  budget.  My 
task  has  been  somewhat  simplified  by  the  fact  that  no  criticisms  of  a 
general  kind  relating  to  the  Education  Department  of  the  State  have 
been  made.  The  criticisms  that,  have  been  made  were  directed  against 
some  of  the  details  of  the  administration  of  the  department.  One  of  the 
criticisms  made  by  a  member  was  to  the  effect  that  the  Director  of 
Education  is  unnecessary  and  that  the  salaries /of  the  higher  officers  of  . 
the  department  are  excessive.  /  •  '  ■ 

With  regard  to  the  Directorship,  a  motion  proposing  the  abolition 
.  of.  the  post  was  moved  in  the  last  Budget  Session,  and  the  motion 
was  debated  and  finally  withdrawn.  So  I  do  not  want  to  pass  over  the 
ground  that  has  once  been  traversed. 

With  regard  to  the  salaries  of  the  higher  Officers  of  the  department 
.1  beg  to  differ  from  the ,  opinion  expressed  by  the  member.  After  all, 
whether  the  salaries  offered  to  certain  officers  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  are  excessive,  or  not  depends  upon  the  relation  of  these 
salaries  to  those  given  to  other  officers  in  other  departments;  And 
from  that  point  of  view  and  considering  the  qualifications  and  the  work 
done  by  the  higher  officers  of  the  Education  Department,  it  cannot  be 
said  that  the  salaries  are  excessive. 

Then  there  was  another  subject  to -which  reference  was  made, 
namely,  to  the  desirability  of  amalgamating  the  English  and  •  the  Yer-. 
nacular  Middle  Schools.  ' 

M-R -  K-  I.  JOSEPH  (Mimchii  cum  Dcvicolctvi)  ;  May  X  know  whe-  .- 
ther  the  salary  of  Its.  900  for  a  Professor  of  a  college  is  proportionate  ■ 
to  the  salary  of  Rs.  14  for  a  Vernacular  school  teaoher  ?  '  7  . 

Mr,  R.  KRISHNASWAMI.  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Inst-metim)  : 
The  Professor  does  not  get  Rs.  900.  The  Professors  get  salaries  vary¬ 
ing  from  Rs.  300  to  Rs.  700.  .  ■  .  : 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Jllinachil  cum  Dericolam) May  Iknow  whether 
the  salary  of  Rs.  700  for  a  Xhofcssor  of  a  college  is  proportionate  to  the 
pay  of  a  Vernacular  school  teacher  ?  ;  e,  ;;T. :  ;S 1 "'.A. ..he  V';hrh 
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MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ac/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
The  Professor  only  gets  a  salary  in  the  scale  of  Bs.  300  to  Bs.  700. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Dericolam)  :  I  may  ask  the 
question  whether  the  maximum  salary  of  a  Professor  of  a  .college  is 
proportionate  to  the  pay  of  Bs.U  given  to  the  Vernacular  school  teacher. 

.  Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) 

It  is  generally  admitted  that  the  salaries  paid  to  Vernacular  school 
teachers,  are  not  adequate  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  Government 
have  appointed  a  committee  to  consider  the  means  for  revising  their 
salaries. 

Mr  K.  i.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Deoieolam)  :  May  I  ask  the  Director 
of  Public  Instruction  whether  the  salary  of  a  Professor  of  a  college 
is  proportionate  to  that  paid  to  a  graduate  teacher  getting  Bs.  50  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) :  - 
Certainly  it  is. 

Mr..  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Decieolam)  :  What  are  the  special 
qualifications  of  these  Professors  which  will  justify  [such  a  high  salary 
being  given  to  them? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
The  special  qualifications  of  a  Professor  depend  upon  his  academic  qua¬ 
lifications.  It  is  only  men  of  very  high  academic  qualifications  . that  are  , 
appointed  as  Professors.  They  have  to  attend  to  the  responsible  work  .of 
teaching  the  B.  A.  and  the  B.  A.  Honours  classes  and  for  doing  such 
work,  such  salaries  should  be  paid.  Otherwise  you  would  not  get  effi¬ 
cient  men.  Moreover,  we  have  to  compare  the  salaries  paid  to  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  here  with  the  salaries  obtaining  elsewhere.  Look  at  the  sala¬ 
ries  offered  to  these  officers  .in  Mysore  and  Madras  and  see  how  they  com¬ 
pare  with  the  salaries  offered  .to  them  here.  I  do  not  think  the  salaries  . 

;  here  will  in  that  ease  be  found  to  be  excessive. 

MR.  K.T.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil Cum  Dev icolim)  :  I  ani  asking  whether 
the  salary  of  these  Professors  is  proportionate  to  the  salary  of  the  ordi¬ 
nary  graduate  teachers  ?  • 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  :• 
Certainly  it  is.  In  Madras  and  elsewhere,  graduate  teachers  are  not 
paid  more  than  they  are  paid.  here. 

MR  .  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mingchilfsom  Devicolatn) Whatare  the  special 
,■  qualifications  of  these  Professors  ?  Are  they  in  any  way  different  ironi 
those  of  the  ordinary  graduates  and  M.  A.  s  ? 

■MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (dg.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  i 
They  are.  -  . 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Ncminated)  (Deputy  President)-.  May  I  knovy 
whether  seme;  clerks  in  the  High  Court  bave: not  the  same  educational 
qualification  as  the  "High  Court  Judges  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  public  Instruction )  : 
Yes.  Salary  depends  not  only  upon  the  nature  of  their  -  qualifications, 
but  also  upon  the  nature  of  their  work.  Yes,  some  of  them  We  the  . 
same  qualifications  as  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court. "  Some-  of  the 
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clerks  areB  A.,  B.  L.’s  and  the  Judges  also.  are.  B.  A.,  B.  L.’s.  As  I  said,' 
the  salary  depends  upon  the  qualifications  and  also  upon  the  nature  ot’. 
the  work  that  they  have  to  do. 

Another  matter  that  was  referred  to  was  the  desirability  of  amalga¬ 
mating  the  English  and  the  Vernacular  Middle  Schools.  I  see  that  a 
notice  of  motion  has  been  given  on  that  subject.  Moreover,  I  have  not 
had  time. to  look  up  certain  papers,  relating' to  that  subject.  I  am  told 
that  Mr.  Hodgson  has  dealt  with  it  in  detail.  So  I  will  reserve  my 
remarks  on  the  subject  till  the  reduction  motion  comes  up  for  discussion. 

Messrs.  Paul  Daniel  and  C.  P.  Thomas  referred  to  the  question  of 
fee  concessions  and  complained  that  while  the  G.  0.  on  fee  concessions 
gives  the  managers  of  private  schools  liberty  to  introduce  the  scheme 
in  their  schools  or  not  as  they  choose,  in  practice,  if  they  did  not 
grant  the  concessions,  their  pupils  will  migrate  to  other  schools  in  the 
neighbourhood,  departmental  or  private,  which  do  grant  them,  and 
they  are  thus  forced  to  grant  the  concessions  themselves,  While  the  effect, 
of  the  Or.  0.  is  thus  practically  to  compel  them  to  grant  these  concessions,  . 
the" Government  give  them  only  a  grant  of  three-fourths  of  the 
loss  sustained  by  them  on  that  account,  I  must  admit  that  they  have 
some  justification  for;  that  complaint.  The  Government  have  now  called 
for  a  report  on  the  working  of  the  ' fee  Concession  scheme  and  it  should 
have  been  submitted  to  them 'some  time  ago.  But  owing  to  the  fact 
that  I  took  up  the.post  of.  Director  only  some  four  months  ago  and  have 
had  to  attend;  to  a  great  many,  other  urgent  matters,  I  have  not  yet  had 
time  to  attend  to  the  matter.  But  I  shall  hear  this  complaint  in  mind 
at  the  time  when  I  submit  my  report  to  the-Governruent. 

Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  complained  that  grants  in  aid  of  buildings  and 
equipment  are  given  only  to  recognised  schools  and  that  very  often,  in 
order  that  a  school  may  become  a  High  School,  the  manager  has  to  spend 
Bs.  10,000  on  buildings  and  Bs.  5,000  on  equipment  and  it  is  only  after 
that,  that  recognition  is  granted  to  the  school.  So  in  fact  it  comes  to  this— 
that  the  school  will  get  grants-in-aid  onlyin  respect  of  any  extension  of 
buildings  or  any  additional  equipment  that  may  be  provided  by  the  ma¬ 
nager  after  the  school  is  recognised.  I  believe  there  must  be  something 
wrong  in  this.  I  do  not  think  that  facts  can  be  exactly  as  Mr.  Thomas 
has  represented  them  to  be.  What  generally  happens  is  that  per¬ 
mission  to  open  a  school  or  to  open  a  higher  class  in  a  school  is 
granted  on  certain  conditions.  If  these  conditions  :  are  •  fulfilled, 
the  school  itself  or  the  higher  class  that  is  opened  after  obtain, 
ing  the  permission  is  ^  recognised.  .  One  of  the  conditions  is  the  con¬ 
struction  of  a  building.  With  regard  to  the  construction  of  a  building, 
the  manager  has  to  send  up  plans  and  estimates.  These  plans,  and-  . 
estimates  are  scrutinised  either  by  the  departmental  overseer. or  .  if  the' 
cost  of  the  building  is  greater  than  a  certain  amount,  they  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Works  Department  and  are  scrutinised  and  returned  by  them  with 
their,  approval. .  It  is  open  in  such  cases  for  the  manager  to  apply  for  grant. 
No  doubt,  he  would  not  get  the  .  grant  until  after  the  school  or  class 
is  recognised.  All  that  the  rule  of  the  .Code  relating  to  the  subject  say* 
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is  that  “  grants  under  Buie  146  (d)  and  («)  (that  is,  building  grants  and 
equipment  -grants)  can  be  sanctioned  only  for  work  considered  by 
the  sanctioning  authority  to  be  necessary,  the  plans  and  'estimates  ■  for 
■which  have  been  approved  before  it  has  been  commenced,  which  is 
completed  to  the  satisfaction  of  and  whose  cost  is  certified  to  by  the 
officers  of  the  Pub.lie  Works  Department.”  So,  the  conditions  prece¬ 
dent  to  the  sanction  of  the  grant  are  that  the  authority  sanctioning  the  - 
grant  must  consider  the  building  or  the  equipment  to  be  necessary. 
Secondly,  the  plans  and  estimates  in  the  case  of  the  buildings  should 
have  been  approved  by  the  sanctioning  authority  before  the  building 
was  commenced.  Lastly,  the  building  must  have  been  completed  to  the 
satisfaction  of  and  its  cost  must  be  certified  toby  the  Public  Works 
Department.  There  is  nothing  here  to  say  that  such  grants  shall  be 
given  only  to  an  institution  which  was  recognised  before  the  grant  wa 
applied  for.  One  of  the  conditions  imposed  at  the  time  of  granting 
permission  to  open  a  school  or  higher  class  being  that  certain  buildings  ’ 
should  be  put  up,  it  is  open  to  the  manager  to  send  up  plans  and  estimates 
and  also  to  apply  for  grant  as  soon  as  they  are  approved  and  before  com¬ 
mencing  the  building.  After  he  completes  the  building  and  complies  with 
the  other  conditions  ,  imposed,  he  can  get  recognition  for  the  school  or 
■  class  and  grant  for  the  building  constructed  by  him. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  ■.  I  only  said  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  been  introducing  a  new  interpretation  of  the  rule  and  has  beer, 
applying  it  in  the  way  I  represented. 

Mr,  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (/ip.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
I  am  not  aware  of  such  eases. 


.  .  M?..  C.  P .  THOMAS  (Nominated)  \ .  I  may  say  that  just  now.  there  if, 

.  an  appeal  made  by  a  manager  of  a  school  to  the  Government.' 

MR.  H,  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR:  (/Jy.  Director  of  Nubile  fjist-yuc-tiun)  \ 
If  there  is  any  such  case  as  that,  I  promise  to  look. info  the  matter. 

.  All- that  I  have. been  saying  hithertois  that  there  is  nothing  in  therules 
against  giving  grants  under  the  circumstances  mentioned  by  me. 

-  A  suggestion  thrown  out  by  Mr.  Thomas  with  regard  to  the  condi- 
tiona  imposed  at  the  time  permission  is  granted  to  open  a  school  or  a

forward  locality.  All  that  tlie- department- can  reasonably  be  expected  to 
do  is.  to  allow  some  more  time  for  the  manager  of- a  school  started  :  iii  an 
education  ally  backward  locality  than  in  the  case  of  the  manager  of  a 
school  started  in  an  educationally  forward,  one.  :  .  As  far  as  mv  experience 
during-the  last  four  months  goes,  I  find  that -  such :  extensions  of  time 
have  been  granted in  the  past  and  :  are-being  granted  even  new 
Beyond,  that,  I  do  not  think  it  is  proper  for  the  department  to  go, 
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Another  member,  I  think  it  was  Mr.  T.  J.  Matthew,  referred  to  the. 
considerable  amounts  that  lapsed  in  the  educational  budget  of  last  year 
■  that  is  of  the  year  1100.  I  have  the  figures  of  the  amounts  lapsed  and 
I  find  that  a  total  sum  of  about  Rs.  113  lakhs  lapsed  in  the  year  1100. , 
The  principal  amounts  are  a  sum  of  Bs.  41,000  under  giants-in-aid  and 
another  sum  of  Rs.  21,000  under  Provincial  staff.  With  regard  to 
grants-in-aid,  I  cannot  say  just  at-  present  what  the  reason  for 
the  lapse  of  such  an  amount  was  in  the  year  1100.  But  as 
far  as  the  current  year  is  concerned,  it  was  only  some  three  months  ago 
that  I  asked  the  Council  for  a  supplementary  grant  of  Rs.  39,000  on 
account  of  grants-in-aid  for  the  current  year.  That  was  .done  at  the  in¬ 
stance  of  the  present  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  and  from  the  way 
in  which  he  pressed  upon  the  Government  the  necessity  for  sanction¬ 
ing  that  additional  amount.  I  am  certain  that  he  would  not  allow  any 
considerable  amount  out  of  the  grant  that  has  been  sanctioned  for  the 
current  year  to  lapse.  The  other  principal  amount  is  a  sum  of  about 
Rs.  21,000  on  account  of  the  Provincial  staff.  The  reason  for  the  lapsing 
of-. this  amount  is  the  fact  that  a-  large  number  of  vacancies 
exists :  in  the’first  grade  and  that  these  have  not  been  filled  up.  The 
Government. are  insisting,  ,  and  rightly  so,  that  these:  vacancies  should  be 
filled-up  only  after  a. regrading  of  the  second  grade  teachers  is  done-. 
Similarly,  they  have  been,  insisting  that  the  headmasterships  of  several 
schools  whichi'are  now  vacant— there  . are  as;  runny  as  9  headmasterships 
vacant— should  he  .filled  up.  only  after  the  regrading  of  the  first  grade 
teachers  is  done.  .  Just  now,  before  the -Budget  ' Session  began,  I  sent 
up  proposals  regarding  the  regrading  of  the- first  grade  teachers. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devicolam) :  May  I  know  for 
how  long  these  places  were  vacant  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  [Ag.  Director  of  Public  Distraction) :  I 
think  some  of  them. have  been  vacant  for  one  year  .and  some  for  two 
years.  In  fact,  the  last  batch  of  promotions  to  the  first  grade  was  made 
on  1st  Chingam  1097. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Tdmaelyil.  cum  Beohulrim) :  Are  there  any 
special  reasons  why  these  vacancies  are  not  filled  up  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (rig.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  :  I 
do  not  know.  But  all  I  can  say  is  that  I  have  sent  up  proposals  re¬ 
garding  the  regrading  of  the  first  grade  teachers  and  I  shall  Send  up 
my  proposals  regarding  the  regrading  of  the  secpnd  grade  teachers  vary 
soon  after  the  Budget  Session  is  over.  If  that  is  done,  the  amount 
provided  under  Provincial  staff  is  not  likely  to  lapse.  These  two  bet¬ 
ween  themselves  are  responsible  for  Rs.  62,000  out  of  Rs.  1,13,000  that 
lapsed  in  the  year  .1100.

One  or  two  members  referred  to  the  Excise  Reve¬ 
nue  and  said  'that  it  was  increasing;  for  example,  the  budget  estimate 
for  1102  was  Bs.  46  lakhs  whereas  the  estimate  for  1101  was  only 
Rs.  46  and  odd  lakhs,  and  the  members  seem  to  think  that  the  in¬ 
crease  was  under  abkari.  As  a'  matter  of  fact,  the  increase  is  not 
under  abkari.  The  excise  revenue  is  composed  of  tobacco  and  abkari 
under  which  comes-  also  opium  and  gavja.,

next  year  are  not  put  in  and  I  do  not  say  what  exactly  would  be  the 
figures.

.  MR.  A.  J.-  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Co  imissioner )  :  There  might  be  some 
increase.  The  increase  in  the  budget  estimates  under  ‘Excise’  is  due  to 
the  inorease  under  tobacco  and  the  rebate  of  duty  on  opium. '  There  is 
no  increase  under  abkari.  The  expected  revenue  from  abkari  is  Rs.  23 
lakhs,  which  is  the  same  as  the  budget  estimate  for  1101.  Mr.  'A, 
K.  Pillai,  I  think,  -if  I  have  heard  him  correctly— stated  that  I  have 
been  going  round  and  encouraging  people  to  drink  by  demanding  high 
rentals  for  shops.  .  I  would  like  t.o  tell  him  that  it  is  exactly  what  I  did 
hot  do.  Oh  the;  other  hand,  I  had  very  frequently  to  restraineager  bid¬ 
ders  from  blindly  .making,  excessively  high  offers, "  There  was  a  regular 
scramble  for  shops  at  the;  auction  and  I  had  to  he  very  careful  to  be  on 
the  alert  to  keep  dowu  reckless  bidding.  Here  and  there,  I  observed  a 
combination  or  clique  formed  with  the  deliberate  intention  of  keeping 
down  the  rentals.  On  such  occasions  I  of  course  insisted  on  getting 
reasonable  rentals.  But  there  have  been  very  few  instances  of  that 
kind.  In  the  majority  oE  cases,  T  had  to  prevent  people. from  bidding 
at  unreasonably  high  rentals.  . 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karmagapalii) :  May  I  know  why  the 
scramble  was  there  for  this  auction  ? 

,y.  .Mr,  A.  J,  VAN  .ROSS :  ^Excise _  Vonmission®') :  That  is  a  very  sad 
commentary  on  the  alleged  general  desire  on  the  part  of  the  people  to 
abstain  from  drink.  The  members  of  the  Council  here  seem  to  think 
that  the  people  do  not  want  to  drink,  but  on  the  other  hand  I  find  there 
is  a  very  strong  demand  for  it. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karumgap'dii);  Stay T  know  whether,  if  there 
,was  sufficient  vigilence  in  seeing*  that  the .  traffic  in'  liquor  was  within- 
the  restrictions  of  the  law,  there  would  then-  be  so  much  scramble  and 
somuohgam? 
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MB.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner) :  Yes.  I  would  like  to 
say  that  from. Quilon.  southwards  up!  to  Nagercoil  the  Independent 
Shop  System  has  been  fairly  well  established,;  in  the  Trivandrum  Town, 
for  instance,  you  would  find  that  there  is  hardly  -a  single  case,  of  illicit 
tapping  or  illicit  sale,  yet  the  demand  for  shops  was  as  keen  here  as  else-  . 
where  where  the  Independent  Shop  System  may  he  said  to  be  only  in  its 
infancy.  As. a  result  of  the  absence,  of  illicit  sales,  in  Trivandrum,  the 
price  of  toddy  is  6,  to  7  chuckrams  per  bottle,  whereas  in  the  north  it 
is  only,  about  3  chuckrams.  .  When  illicit  trade  is  stopped,  the  shop 
keepers  are  able  to  raise  their  prices..  When  there  is  illicit  trade,  the 
shop  keepers  are  unable  to.  do;  so.  The,  preventive  force  at  my  disposal 
is  not  adequate.  ,  In  a  big  taluk  like.  Changanachery,  I  have  got  only 
10  or  12  men  to  prevent  illicit  trade. .  In  the  Kottay am.  taluk,  there  are 
only  about  15  men.  Now  this, force  will  not  suffice  in  a-large  taluk  to 
put  down  malpractices.  We' are  trying  our.  best  to  stop  illicit  trade  and  a 
good, deal  has  been  done  in  this  direction.  The  policy  of  the. department, 
is  to  make  it.  increasingly  difficult  for  the  consumer  to  get  his.  drink.  The 
reduction,  ip  thenumber  of  shops,  the  raising  of  the  liquor  duties  and  other, 
restrictive. measures,  that  the  department  enforces  are  telling-upon,  con¬ 
sumption. :  The  one  fact  that  during  the  last  ten,  years  we  have  brought 
down  the  consumption  of  arrack  from  1,60,000  gallons  to  1,10, 000  gallons 
proves  the  success  of  our  policy.  There  may  be  slight  variations  from  year  , 
to  .year  but  to  ascertain  the  full  effect  of  a  policy,  the  results  over  a  fairly 
.  long  period  have  to  be  observed.  Taking  the  past  ten  years-  it  will  be. seen 
that  the  quantity  of  arrack  consumed  has  gone  down  by  50,000.  gallons 
or  three  lakhs  of  .bottles*  whereas  the  revenue  from  arrack  has  been 
maintained,  Mr.  T.  J.  Matthew  observed  that  this  is  a  pernicious  re¬ 
venue.  My  idea  is  that  it  is  a  revenue  exceptionally  free  from  reproach 
since  it  is  a  tax  on  drink.  It  is  only  a  tax  the  drinker  has  to  pay  and 
not  others.  We. do  not  ask ,  the  people  to  drink,  but  tell  them  it  you 
drink,  pay  the  Government  for. the  drink”. 

Mb.  A.  K.  P1LLAI  (.KarunagapalU):  Are  not  shops  allowed  to  be 
located  in  places  where  labouring  classes  frequent  most  and  also  attrac-  • 
tions  placed  to  call  them  into  the  shop  ?  ' 

MR.  A.  J,  VAN  ROSS  {Excise  Coimnissianer) :  We  do  not  hold,  out 
to  them  any  attractions;  but  we  locate  the  shops  in  places,  where  there  is 
demand  for- drink.  :  '  ■- 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarunagapaHi)  i.  May  I  take  this,,  opportu-><sfr 
nity  in  ascertaining  from '  the  .Excise  -Commissioner  what  he .  has 
done  towards  the  progressive  realisation  of  the  jjolioy  of.  complete  prohi-  ' 
bitiori  of  drink  in  the  State  ? 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner )  .:  deit&iniy,  1  claim 
my  department  to  be  a  true  temperance  organisation  and  every  action  of 
ours,  is  directed  towards  temperance.  In  ten,  years  time,;  I  havei  as  al* 
ready  stated,,  brought,  down  the  consumption  of  arrack  by  50,000  gallons,, 
and  this  is;  a  striking  proof  of  the  success  of  our  effort,  on  behalf  of 
temperance,  We  bave  redueed  the  number  of  shops  by  5  per  cent,  for  the 
recent  auction  at  a  loss  of  .about.  Bs.  25,000  to.Bs.  30,000,  tbat  is,  .the  i 
liquor  duty  has  been  raised  and  the  rate  of  tree  tax  increased, 
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Mr,  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Earmagapalli)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  in¬ 
crease  .m  revenue1  is  not  a. sign  of  increase  in  consumption? 

MR,  A.  4-  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner )\  The  increase  in 
revem-e  is  not  at  all  a  sign  of  increase  in  consumption.  By  raising  the 
prices  of  hquor,  we  are  reducing  the  drink  habit.  I  beg  respectfully 
to  tell  the  riiember  that  he  is  under  a  wrong  impression.  Increase  in 
revenue  simply  indicates  increase  in  liquor  duties.  The  tree  tax  and 
.  the  duty  o:r  arrack  have  been  steadily  increased  from  time  to  time.  In 
Changanachery  and  Minachil,  some  effort  was  made  to  prevent  me  from 
selling  the  shops  at  reasonable  rentals  by  the  so— called  temperance 
workers.  These  gentlemen,  I  am  afraid,  have  unwillingly  helped  the 
drinkers  to  get  cheap  liquor.  The.  result  of  their  interference  has  been 
that,  m  Changanachery  and  Minachil,  the  shops  had  to  be  sold  at 
rentals  which  are  very  much  lower  than  the  real  value  of  the  shops. 
My  policy  is  to  raise  the  rentals  commensurate  with  the  real  value  of 
the  shop.  The  higher  the  rental,  the  greater  is  the  impediment  to 
drink.  The  rentals  as  well  as  the  liquor  duties  would  be  put  upon  the 
liquor  and  the  liquor  would  have  to  be  sold  at  a  high  rate,  I  was 
working  in  the  true  cause  of  temperance  in  tryingvto  get  reasonable1 
rentals  The  shop-keeper  will  not  lose.  He  would  charge  higher,  and 
the  higher  the  rate  at  which  he  sells,  the  less  would  a  man  drink.  The 
.effect  of  this  policy  is  seen,  in  Trivandrum, .  where,  as  I  have  said  a 
bottle  of  toddy  is  sold  at  6  to  7  chaokrams,

C.  No.  932/01,  dated  the  -24th  Fe¬ 
bruary  1926,  from  the  Dewan  Reishkar,  Quilon,  explaining  the  causes 
tb  led  to  the  high  increase  in  the  sale  of  immoveable  properties  for 
an.ars  of -land  revenue-  The  Reishkar  reports  that  the  large  increase 
under  the  head  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Land  Revenue  Officers  of 
these  taluks  took  advantage  of  the  provisions  of  G.‘  0.  Dis.  No.  1648  of 
23/Rev.,  dated  8-12-1923  and  proceeded  against  the  immoveable 
properties  of  the  defaulters  in  the  first  instance  without  waiting  to 
see  whether  the  arrears  1  could  be  recovered  by  the  attachment  of 
moveables,  if  any,  and  also  on  account  of  the  prompt  coercive  action 
faken  in  these  taluks.

With  reference  to  your  letter  Dis.  No.  2680/25,  dated  4-12-1925,  n 
Administration  Report  of  this  department  for  1100, 1  have  the  honour  to 
inform  you  that  I  made  a  careful  enquiry  into  the  cause  for  the  high 
increase  in  the  sale  of  immoveable  properties  in  the  taluks  of  Karunaga- 
palli  and  Kartikapalli.  The  number  of  cases  of  immoveable  properties 
in  respect  of  which  the  sales  were  confirmed  was  only  75  and  38  respect¬ 
ively  in  these  two  taluks,  although  the  number  in  respect  of  which  such 
properties  were  brought  to  sale  was  157  and  360  as  shown  in  the- 
Administration  Report.  My  enquiries  do  not  enable  me  to  discover  any 
economic  depression  peculiar  to  these  taluks.  It  may,  however,  be 
stated  that  the  land  revenue  officers  of  these  taluks  took  advantage 
of  the  provisions  of  G.  0.  Dis'.  No.  1648  of  23/Revenue,  dated  8-12-1923, 
and  proceeded  against  the  immoveable  properties  of  the  defaulters  in  the 
very  first  instance  without  ascertaining  whether  there  were  moveable 
properties  for  distraint,  as  was  the  practice  before,  and  that  this  new 
procedure  approved  by  the  Government  on  the  basis  of  the  opinion  of 
their  Law  Officer,  has  contributed  to  an  appreciable  increase  in  the 
number  of  attachments  of  immoveable  properties.  There  was  also 
prompt  coercive  action.  :

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anibalapusha) :  Sir,  before  we  proceed 
to  the  business  of  the  day,  I  may  be  permitted  to  make  a  short  com¬ 
plaint  with  respect  to  the  printing  of  the  proceedings  of  the  discussion 
on  the  opening  day  of  the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  It  may  be 
within  the  recollection  of  the  House  that  when  I  raised  an. objection  by 
pointing  out  the  existence  of  certain  rules  which  do  not  allow  the 
President  to  dispense  with  what  he  was  pleased  to  call  technicalities  in  the 
matter  of  granting  leave  for  the  motion  put  forward  by  Mr.  G.  P.  Tara- 
kau,  I  enquired  whether  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  Rules  and 
Standing  Orders  of  the  Legislative  Couacilthe  President  had  any  general 
authority  which  enabled  him  to  dispense  with  any  provisions  having  the 
force  of  law.  Then,  a  search  was  made  among  the  Standing  Orders  and 
Rules,  and  the  Law  Member  came  forward  with  a  reference  to  Section  71 
of  the  Standing  Orders.  The  President  himself- ultimately -found  that  that 
rale  was  not  applicable.  All  these  facts  certainly  transpired  in  the  Council. 
But  looking  at  the  preliminary  edition  of  the  proceedings  for  that  day,  I 
find  that  this  portion  has  been  dropped  from  the  discussion.  In  fairness 
to  me,  I  beg  to  submit  that  an  incorporation  of  that  particular  episode  is- 
quite,  necessary,  and  I  therefore  request  you,  Sir,  to  direct  the  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Council  to  incorporate  that  portion  also  in  the  final  edition 
of  the  proceedings.  ... 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  may  say  that  !  was  not  present  at  the  time. 
But,  all  the  same,  the  preliminary  edition  is  intended  for  the  members  to 
make  such  corrections  as  they  think  are  necessary  and  to  put  in  any 
statements  if  omitted  in  the  proceedings.

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Enijineer)  :  Sir,  Mr.  N.  V. 
Joseph,  the  member  for  Parur,  stated  in  his  Budget  speech  that  he 
thought  that  the  Northern  parts  of  Travancore  had  not  received  as  much 
share  as  was  expected  by  the  people  there.  This  impression  is  not  correct. 
In  the  matter  of  communications,  the  policy  of  paying  as  much  attention 
to  communications  as  possible  especially  in  those  parts  of  North  and 
Central  Travancore  which  have  not  yet  been  fully  opened  up  has  been 
steadily  kept  in  view.  It  will  be  observed  from  statement  No.  IX  of. 
the  Administration  Keport  for  1100,  and  statement  No.  VII  of  the' Admi¬ 
nistration  Eeports  for  1098  to  1100  that  the  largest  expenditure  on  the 
construction  and  the  improvement  of  communications  has  been  in  the' 
P.  W.  D.  Divisions  of  Alwaye,  Kottayam  and  Quilon  constituting  North 
and  Central  Travancore,  the  expenditure  being  about  80  to  85  per  cent, 
of  the  total  expenditure  under  communications.  The  annual  average 
expenditure  on  communications  during  1095  to  1097  was  only 
Bs.  14,81,045  and  this  bore  a  ratio  of  57'4  per  cent,  only  to  the  total 
outlay  on  works.  The  average  annual  outlay  during  1098  to  1100  1ms 
been  Bs.  15,34,275,  being  a  ratio  of  05f  per  cent,  to  the  total  outlay  on 
works. 

The  expenditure  under  communications  during  1101  is  expected  to 
be  about  Bs.  15,66,000,  out  of  a  total  grant  of  about  Bs.  24,04,000  for. 
buildings,-  communications,  miscellaneous  public  improvements  and 
irrigation  works,  hearing  a  ratio  of  more  than  65  per  cent. 

The  budget  provision  for  communications,  works,  for  1102  is  about 
Bs.  7,59,000  and  that  for  communications,  works  and  repairs,  is  about 
Bs.  15,84,000.  This  total  grant  of  Bs.  15,84,000  for  communications 
bears  a  ratio  of  nearly  67  per  cent,  to  the  total  grant  of  Bs.  23,70,000 
for  buildings,  communications,  miscellaneous  public  improvements  and 
irrigation.  Out  of -the  grant  of  Bsl7,59,000  for  communication,  works, 
North  Travancore  ( i .  e„  Alwaye  and  Kottayam  P.  W.  D.  Divisions  to¬ 
gether)  gets  Bs.  4,18,000  and  Central .  Travancore  (Quilon  P.W.D.- 
Division)  gets  Bs.  1,83,000  and  South  Travancore  (Trivandrum  and 
.Kodayar  Project  Divisions  together)  gets  Bs.  .1,52,000.  The  above  figures 
will  show  that  special  attention  is  being  paid  in  recent  years  to  the 
development  and  improvement  of  communications,  especially  in  North 
and  Central  Travancore. 

'  -®16  member  then  referred-  to,  the  omission  to  make  a  provision 
for  constructing  the  bridgd  at  Alwaye.  An  examination  of  the  budget 
will  show  that  it  was  possible  to  spare  only  Bs/2,44,580  for  communi¬ 
cations  new  works,  and  out  of  this,  bridges  and  culverts  could  get  only 
a  grant  of  Bs.  90,560.  No  provision  cohld  therefore  be  made  out' of 
this  small  sum  for  constructing  a  bridge  at  Alwaye  across  the  Periyar 
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rivet  on  the  road  from  Alwaye  to  Parur.  The  bridge  is  estimated  to 
cost  Its.  2,50,000  and  the  estimate  is  ready.  The  plans  and  estimate 
would  be  finally  examined  by  me  and  fowarded  to  the  Government 
without  delay  for  sanction  and  orders.  This  is  not  a  work  which  should 
linger  on  for  years.'  Adequate  allotments  should  be  given  and  the 
bridge  constructed  in  about  3  years  at  least. 

The  works  actually  provided  in  the  budget  under  communication — 
works,  include  71  items  for  the  Alwaye  Division  and  79  for  the  Kottayam 
Division.  Of  these,  52  in  Alwaye  Division  and  00  in  the  Kottayam 
Division  relate  to  the  construction  and  opening  of  new  communications. 
I  believe  that  it  will  be  conceded  that  this  is  a  fairly  large  programme 
to  be  carried  out  in. the  coming  year. 

Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph,  member  for  Minachil  mm  Devicolam,  referred  to 
the  delay  in  the  construction  of  roads  and  bridges  in  his  part  of  the 
country,  especially  the  construction  of  the  bridge  across  the  Minachil 
river  at  Lalam  and  the  completidh  of  the  road  from  Lalam  to  Kadut- 
turutti.  The  bridge  at  Lalam  is  estimated  to  cost  Rs.  44,200.  The  iron 
materials  required  had  to  be  arranged  and  supplied  in  advance  of  begin¬ 
ning  the  masonry  abutments.  An  outlay  of  Rs.  15,000  has  already  been 
incurred  in  the  year  though  the  original  budget  grant  was  only  Rs.  10,000, 
There  is  a  provision  of  Rs.  15,000  in  the  budget  for  1102  and  it  may  be 
hoped  that  the  bridge  would  be  completed  in  1103. 

As  regards  the  Lalam-Kadutturutti  road,  the  estimated  cost  is 
Rs.  28,020  and  the  outlay  to  the  end  of  1101  is  expected  .to  be 
Rs.  25,715.  There  is  a  provision  of  Rs.  3,000  in  the  budget  for  1102, 
and  the  whole  road  including  the  few  remaining  bridges  can  be  com¬ 
pleted  in  1102. 

I  am  thankful  to  Mr.  K.'K.  Thomas,  the  member  for  Kottayam,  for 
his  appreciative  remarks  about  my  efforts  in  regard  »to  the  development 
and  improvement  of  communications  in  North  Travaneore.  He  has 
referred  in  his  speech  to  the  necessity  for  opening  more  drainage 
channels  which  would  divert  the  currents  of  torrential  rivers  so  that  the 
low-lying  paddy  lands  may  be  fertilised  and  made  more  useful  and  the 
country  may  also  be  relieved  from  the  devastations  from  floods.  He  has 
suggested  the  appointment  of  a  special  officer  for  investigating  the 
matter  and  suggesting  practicable  schemes. 

The  (jovernment  have  already  done  something  in  this  direction  in 
the  past.  The  important  schemes  investigated  and  considered  are  : — 

'  The  Chalakkalpadam  canal. 

The  Vakattanam — Nahtnakkal  canal. 

The  Kuttapuzha  canal. 

The  Aruthotti  canal. 

The  Dallikkonampadam  canal.  ~  ■ 

The  last  two  canals  have  already  been  cut  and  are  in  use.  .  In  the 
case  of  the  Chalakkalpadam  ,  canal,  we  are  handicapped  .by  the  circum¬ 
stance  ^hat  no  additional  tax  on  the  lands  to  be. benefited  could,  fee  levied 
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till  the  next  settlement.  There  is  also  tlip  difficalty-of  finding  a  dis-  ’ 
'pos&l  for  the  vast  quantities  of  rubble  stones  that  Will  be  got  by  Wasting 
the  rocky  bed  of  the  canal. 

As  regards  the  Kuttapuzha  scheme,,  Mr.  John  Kuriyau  when  lie 
investigated  the  navigability  of  rivers  in  the  State  has  gone  into  this  , 
question  and  his  report  recommending  the  cutting  of  this  canal  in  two 
or  three  instalments  in  the  interests  of  agriculture  and  navigation 
is  now  under  the  consideration  of  Government  and,  when  final  orders 
are  passed,  the  question  will  be  taken  up. 

As  regards  the  Vakattaham-Nalunakkai  canal,  an  investigation 
was  .conducted  some  years  ago  and  it  was  found  that  the  scheme  was  a 
costly  undertaking.  However,  the  matter  has  again  been  taken  up  on 
the  application  and  representation  of  the  land-owners  interested,  on  the 
understanding  that  they  would  co-operate  as  far  as  possible  in  evolving 
a  cheap  .scheme.  A  scheme  is  also  under  ,  consideration  for  cutting  open 
a  branch  canal  from  the  Minaohil  river  near.Illikkal  towards  Muttente- 
kon  at.  Knmarakom. 

Minor  drainage  works  which  may  be  indicated  by  the  member 
will  be  arranged  to  bo  investigated  by  the  temporary  staff  sanctioned  for 
the  investigation  of  irrigation  works  in  Central  and  North  Travancore. 

If  the  member  can  indicate  any  largo  schemes  he  may  have  in  view,  the 
Government  will  consider  the  desirability  and  practicability  of  appoint- 
.  ing  a  special  high  officer  for  the  purpose. 

.  -'Mr.  Paul  Daniel  referred  to  a  local  road  constructed  by  the' people 
and  the  delay  in  taking  it  over  for  departmental  maintenance.  He  has 
not  mentioned. its.narbe  or  the  locality.  If  full  information  is  given, 

.  the-  matter  will  be  looked  into  and  necessary  action  taken.  In  regard  i 
to  the  rules  for  ryots’  roads,  I  may  say  that  the  remarks  on  the  draft  i 
rules  as .  revised  by  me  have  been  obtained  from ‘a  few  members  of 
North  and  Central  Travancore  and  they  are  undergoing  final  considera-  ' 
tion,  .  I  hope  to  forward :  them  to  the  Government  without  delay.  Bub 
'  I  must  mention  here  that  the  rules  as  they  are  have  not  -stood  in  the 
.  way  of  taking  over  -  the.  roads  already  constructed  by  the  people  where 
they  have  surrendered  the  required  width. '  Several  such  roads  are 
.proposed  to  be. taken  over  under  departmental  . maintenance  'in. 1102, 

■  ■  There  is  no  need  for  a  -separate  budget  provision  for  the  purpose  .as 
imagined  by  the  member.  Sufficient  provision  has  beeii  made  for  the 
same  under  the  allotments  for -maintenance  of-  mimetalletf  roads. 

Mr.  0.  P.  Thomas  suggCsteAthe'  creation  of  local  boards  to  consul® 
and  advise  the  department  about,  the  several  works,  in  \a  District,,  » 
pecially  roads  and  other  means  of  communication-  I  think  “communi* 
cations”  ought  to  stand.  This  is  a  good  suggestion  'and  will  be  con- 
sidored  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  T.  J.  Matthew,- member  for  -Ghanganaebery-  cum  -  Eeerniacle,1 
referred  to  the  income  from  tolls  on  loads  aha'.sugg'ested*theirc.aboliti« 
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and  also  the  taxing  of  vehicles.  The  matter,  is  engaging  the  attention  of 
the  Government.  I  have  been  at  some  pains  to  evolve  some  better 
arrangement  and  a  system  of  registration  suggested  itself  to  me.  But 
this  also  is  not  free  from  difficulties.  By  this,  all  manner  of  vehicles, 
those  that  use  the  roads  most  and  those  that  are  least  using  them,  have 
both  to  share  the  burden  equally  which  is  not  an  equitable  arrangement. 
The  .Government  are  spending  now  nearly  Bs.  7,00,000  on  maintenance, 
repairs  of  roads  and  about.  Bs.  3,50,000  on  special  repairs  such  as  regra- 
velling,  remetalling,  repairs,  of  rain  and  flood  damages,  etc.  Thus  the  total 
cost  of  upkeep  is  nearly  Bs.  10,50,000.  It  is  only  fair  to  .  the  general 
tax  payer  that  the  heavy  traffic  using  the  roads  should  contribute  their 
due  share  to  the  revenues  of  the  State.  The  income  from  tolls  for  1101  was 
Bs.  1,57;211  and  that  for  1102  stands  at  about  Bs.  2,50,000.  This  sum. 
goes  to  meet  only  a  fourth  of  the  cost  for  the  upkeep  of  the  roads  in 
the  State.  If  the  member  will  suggest  how  the  same  income  can  be 
got  by  registration  of  vehicles,  the  Government  will  be  glad  to  give  his 
recommendation  their  best  consideration. 

■  He  also  stated  that  the  allotments  for  communications  were  in¬ 
adequate.'  I  have  explained  already  that  the  communications  have  been 
getting  a  share  of  about  66  per  cent,  in  recent  years  out  of  the  total  grant 
for  works  allotted  to  the  department.  It  has  not  been  found  possible 
to  give  a  greater  share  consistent  with  the  other  requirements  such  as 
Buildings,  Miscellaneous  Public  :  Improvements  and  Protective  Irriga¬ 
tion-  '  - 

Mr.  X.  G.  Lopez  stated  that  the  allotment  for  communications  in 
Trivandrum  Division  was  inadequate.  Trivandrum  and  Kodayar  Pro¬ 
ject  Divisions  forming  the  Trivandrum  Bevenue  Division  get 
Bs,  1.52,269  and  it  has  not  been  possible  to  allot  more  out  of  the  limited 
grant  for  the  whole  State.  The  Trivandrum  Division  is1  fairly  well 
served  with  roads  and  naturally  therefore  a  major  portion  of  the>  grant 
for  communications,  works,  has  to  be  allotted  to  North  and  Central 
Tra-vancore. 

He  also  referred  to  the.  inadequate  allotment  for  Protective  Irriga¬ 
tion  in  the  Trivandrum  Division.  A  good  .  deal  of  tank  and  channel  res¬ 
toration  work  has  been  done  in  recent  years  i.  a.,  from  1098,  and  what¬ 
ever  is  possible  has  been  provided  in  the  budget  for  1102.  It  may  be 
mentioned  here  that  the  outlay  .  on  Protective  Irrigation  works  was. 
only  about  Bs.  16,700  in  1096  and  Bs.  14,100  in  1097;  The.  .outlay 
dining  1098  to  1100  has  been  approximately  Bs.  58,000,  Bs.  77,000  and 
Bs.  1,28,000.  It  is  expected  to:  be  Bs,  1,40,000  in  1101  and  a  surfct  of 
Bs.  1,23,546  has  been  budgeted  for  1102.  Including  maintenance, 
-repairs,  establishment  and  tools  and  plant, ,  the  total  grant  for  1102 
stands  at  Bs.  2,21,000. 

" /Mr,  K.  C. Mannnan  Ivlappillai  suggested  the  establishment  of  a 
Board  of  Communications,  as  in  Bombay,  to  advise  the  Government  in 
.  the  matter  of  considering- the  development  of  r.ew  schemes  for  ,  roads, 

.  canals  and ,  Other  communications .  .This  is  a  very .  good  suggestion . 

which  may  be  considered  by  tl:e  Government  .  - 
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:  DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAi  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries ): 
Sir,  there  has  not  been  any  serious  criticism  by  the  members  on 
the  other  side  of  the  House  against  my  department  this  year.  One  or 
two  members  made  a  few  observations  of  a  general  nature  which  I 
am  sure  they  themselves  will  admit  are  not  wholly  justifiable.  Mr.  . 
Habeeb  Mahomed,. for  instance,  said  that  the  Development  Departments 
which  of  course  include  the  Agricultural  Department  also  had  not 
produced  any  result  whatsoever.  My  friend  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas 
thought  that  the  whole  allotment  for  .the  Agricultural  Department  was 
being  swallowed  by  the  establishment  in  the  shape  of  salaries  and  tra¬ 
velling  allowances. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Iiottayam )  ■  I  did  not  say  the  ‘whole’. 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)'. 

I  think  he  said  practically  the  whole. 

Mr.  K.K.  THOMAS  (Iiottayam)  :  I  said  only  ‘d  major  portion’. 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-.  I 
thank  him.  Anyhow,  it  seems  to  me  that  these  statements  can  only 
be  attributed  to  a  frame  of  inind,  which  is  more  or  less  common  to  most 
of  us,  to  indulge  in  a  little  bit  of  exaggeration.  When  a  .  man  wants  to 
put  forward  a  case  he  invariably  paints  things  in  the  darkest  colour 
possible,  probably  in  the  hope  that  his  case  will  be  made  stronger  there¬ 
by.  But  very  often  the  result  is  just  the  opposite.  All  the  same,  I 
must  thank  Mr.  Thomas  for  his. special  pleading  to  give  my  department 
an  allotment  of  a  lakh  of  rupees  for  development  purposes.  I  may 
assure  him  and  the  members  of  this  House  that  if  X  get  another  lakh  of 
rupees,  I  shall  make  the  best  use  of  it  and  evolve  some,  big  development 
schemes. 

Mr.  N^V.  Joseph  remarked  that  the  ryots  of  Travancore  are  steep¬ 
ed  in  debts  'and  that,  Before  they  are  freed  from  these  debts,  the  advice 
of  the  Agricultural  Department  with  regard  to  intensive  cultivation, 
and  agricultural  improvements  will  not  be  availed  of  by  their.  I  must 
admit,  Sir,  that  there  is  considerable  force  in  what  he  said.  But  it  must 
not  be  forgotten  that  the  Government  have  not  altogether  neglected  this 
question.  They  have,  for  instance,  started  the-  co-operative  movement 
'"which, 'under  their  fostering  bare,  is  developing  from  day  to-day  and  is  ren¬ 
dering  substantial  financial  help  to  the  agriculturists  and  artisans. 
The  co-operative  societies  so  far  started  are  mostly  credit  societies,  and 
their  function  -is  chiefly  to  lend  money  to  agriculturists  and  the 
artisans  to  enable  them  to  carry  on  their  avocations.  True,  this  move¬ 
ment  has  so  far  touched  only  the  fringe  of  the  agricultural  population! 
There  is  still  scope  for  development  and  extension,  and  I  am  sure,  time  .  j 
Will  come  when  the  whole  country  will  be  covered  with  a.  net- work  of  eo*  i 
operative  societies,  both  credit  and  non-credit,  ail'd 'the  major  portion  of  I 
the  pepple  who  stand  in  real  need  of  cheap  credit -will  be  brought  under  i 
their beneficial  ~  operations,  The  ■  co-operative  societies  give  only 
short  term  loans  to  the  members ;  and  this  is  not  enough  for  the  ' 
mgravancore  ryots.  Their  properties  are;m0stly  hypothecated  to  money  . 
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lenders,  and  to  redeem  them  they  stand  in  need  of  long  term  loans, 
and  I  believe  that  it  is  with  a  view  to  provide  such  long  term  loans  to 
agriculturists  that  the  learned  Deputy  President  and  my  friend  Mr. 
Mammen  Mappillai  suggested  the  establishment  of  Land  Mortgage 
Banks.  This  question  also,  I  must  say,  has  been  and  is,  engaging  the 
attention  of  the  Government.  I  know  that  the  Begistrar  of  Co-operative 
Societies  has  addressed  the  Government  on  the  subject  pointing  out  the 
necessity  for  starting  Land  Mortgage  Banks  on  the  lines  of  those 
already  started  in  Madras.  And  it  was  only  the  other  day  that  the 
Economic  Development  Board  discussed  the  question  and  passed  a  reso¬ 
lution,  recommending  the  starting  of  one  such  bank  at  least  as  an  ex¬ 
perimental  measure.  Whatever  the  members  on  the  other  side  of  the 
House  may  think  of  the  activities  of  the  Economic  Development  Board, 
I  may  say  that  the  Board  has  considered  on  different  occasions,  a  great 
many  useful  subjects,  discussed  them  and  sent  up  recommen¬ 
dations  to  the  Government.  In  the  course  of  discussion  by  the 
Board,  some  members  pointed  out  certain  practical  difficulties  in  the 
successful  working  of.  Land  Mortgage  Banks  in  Travancore,  and  hence 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  make  a  modest  recommendation  to  start 
only  one  such  bank  as  an  experimental  measure  to  see  if  these 
practical  difficulties  could  be  overcome  and  the  institution  made  a 
success. 

The  only  other  subject,  pertaining. to  my  department  which  came- 
up  in  the  course  of  discussion  is  the  one  relating  to  fish-curing  yards 
and  the  condition  of  fishermen,  brought  np,  I  think,  by  my  friend  Mr. 
Lopez.  Mr.  Lopez  wants  a  number  of  fish-curing  yards  to  be  establish¬ 
ed  at  different  centres' on  the  coast.  This  is  a  very  good  suggestion  and 
the  Government  are  fully  alive  to  its  importance.  A  few  years  ago, 
when  the  Agricultural  Department  took  over  the  control  of  the  fisheries 
in  the  State,  there  was  only  one  fish-curing  yard  at  Muttam,  and  .now  we 
have  nine  yards  and  preparations  are  being  made  to  .  open  the  tenth. 
But  in  regard  to  these  fish-curing  yards,  I  must  say  that  it  is  not 
enough  if  the  Government  open  them.  The  people  for  whom  they  are 
intended  must  al'so  make  up  their  minds  to  take  advantage  of  them. 
It  is  well-known,  for  instance,  that  Cape  Comorin,  is  one  of  the 
largest,  if  not  the  largest^  fishing  centres  in  Travancore,  and,' in 
response  to  the  request  of  the  fishermen,  the  Government  opened  a  ifish-  - 
curing  yard  there  a  couple  of  years  ago.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it  is  not 
being  availed  of  to  the  extent  it  ought  to  be.  The  fishermen  there  are 
divided  into  two  parties  and  they  are  always,  at  loggerheads.  The 
members'of  one  party  are  willing  to  come  to  the  yard,  hut  they  are  in  con¬ 
stant  fear  of  being  assaulted  by  the  other,  party.  Even  my  Sub-Ins- 
pector  in  charge  of  the  yard  was  once  threatened  by  means  of  an 
anonymous  letter  that  his  life  was  in  danger.  Such  is  the  state  of 
affairs  at  Cape  Comorin  where  there  is  considerable  scope  for  a  successful 
fishing  yard.  My  appeal  to  influential  men  like  Mr.  Lopez  is  that  they 
must  advise  their  brethren  and  tell  them  that  the  fish-curing  yards  are 
intended  for  their  benefit  and  that  they  should  take  advantage  of  them 
without  fighting  like  Kilkenny  cats. 
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Mr.  Lopez  then  referred  to  the  unsatisfactory  material  condition 
of  the  fishermen.  I  must  say  that  the  condition  of  the  majority  of 
fishermen  is  far  from  satisfactory  and  the  officers  of  the  department 
do  all  that  is  possible  to  improve  their  condition.  The  department  has 
opened  a  number  of  special  schools  for  the  education  of  the  children  of 
fishermen  and  under  the  special  direction  and  guidance  of  departmental  . 
officers  a  number  of  co-operative  societies  have  been  started  among  them 
These  schools  and  societies  are  confined  mostly  to  a  class  of  fishermen 
known  as  Valans  who  inhabit  the  shores  of  the  Vembanad  lake.  No$ 
that  we  have  any  special  partiality  for  them,  nor  that  we  want  to  ignore 
other  classes  of  fishermen.  We  find  that  Valans  are  more  responsive 
to  our  appeal  and  are  willing  to  profit  by  our  advice.  Hence  we  have 
confined  our  activities  in  the  socio-economic  field  to  the  Valans  of  North 
Travancore.  But  we .  are  prepared  to  extend  our  activities  to  South. 
Travaneore  also.  The  officers  of  the  department  made  an  attempt  to  start 
a  co-operative  society  among  the  coast  Christians  in  South  Travancore, 
hut  did  not  meet  with  success.  I  would  appeal  to  Mr.  Lopez  and . 
influential  men  like  him  to  exert  their  influence  with  the  fishermen  and  : 
see  that  they  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  afforded  to  them  by  the 
Government  for  opening  special  schools,  co-operative  societies  and 
fish-curing  yards  for  the  development  of.  their  industry  and.  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  their  social  and  material .  conditions.  If  we  get  a  ready 
response  from  the  people  concerned  and  if  we  have  the  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion  of  their  leaders  and  influential  men,  I  am  sure  that  the  Fisheries' 
Department  will  be  able  to  effect  a  great  deal  of  improvement  in  the 
socio-economic  condition  of  the  fishermen. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kotta-yrm) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
what  percentage  of  the  budgeted  amount  is  spent  towards  development, 
as  distinct  from  pay.  of  establishment  and  contingencies  ? 

Dr.  N-  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  (Agriculture  .and  ■Fisheries)'-  I 
have  not  got  the  figures. 

Mr.  K-  K,  THOMAS.  ( Kottayam ) :  Under1  Agriculture,,  we  find  only 
establishment  charges.  There  is  no  money  set  apart  for  any  sort  of 
development  scheme.  , 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director;  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  -.  I.  do 
not  quite  understand  what  the  member  means.;  Does  he  mean  that 
the  Agricultural  Department'- should  take  up  10,000  aerss  of  land  out 
of  the  reserved  forests  for  rubber  cultivation 2  We  are  now  only  trying, 
to  teach  the  ryots .  how  to  1  improve '  '  their  ordinary  cultivation.  Wc 
’  have  not  ■  started  any  big  -scheme  of  robber  cultivation  or  any  other, 
cultivation  on  commercial  lines.’;  That  is  why  I  said  that  if  I  am  given 
a  lakh  of  rupees,  more — 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Koitaya-nt)  ;  Anyhow,  may  I  take  it  that  the 
Director  is  not  in  a  position  to  say  what  .percentage  is  spent  on  develop¬ 
ment  other,  than' the  pay  of  decks  aadtw'elling  allowance  ?  1  ] 
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Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  : 
The  budget  will  show  clearly  the  amount  under  salaries  and  allowances 
and  the  amount  under  other  items.  I  think  that  the  money  spent  On 
demonstration  must  he  classed  under  ‘development’. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Eottayam) :  In  demonstration  also  there  is 
‘establishment  charges 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (.Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries);. 
I  am  afraid  that  my  friend  has  not  read  through  that  portion  of  the 
budget  carefully.  • 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Eamnagapalli. ) :  Dr.  Knnjan  Pillai  said  that  if 
only  he  was  given  a  lakh  of  rupees  he  would  be  able  to  show  wonderful 
schemes.  But  is  it  the  way  with  his  department  first  to  ask  for  money 
and  then  to  show  the  schemes  for  which  the  money  is  wanted? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-. 
With  the  money  I  have  got,  I  am  working  out  whatever  schemes  1  can. 
in  reply  to  the  statement  of  Mr.  Habeeb  Mahomed,  I  said  it  was : only  a 
bit  of  exaggeration  and  that  I  was  doing  what  little  I  could  with  the 
money  at  my  disposal. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI.  (Earunagqpalli) '  I  am  just  anxious  to  know 
from  Dr.  Knnjan  Pillai  whether  he  has  got  ready  any  worked  scheme 
before  he  asks  for  the  amount  of  one  lakh  of  rupees. 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN:  PILLAI  ;  (Director  of.  Agriculture  ,  and,  Fisheries) : 
I  have  not  asked  for  any  additional  funds  at  present.  But  Mr.  Thomas 
said  that  a  sum  of  rupees  one  lakh  ought  to  be  spent  on  development 
schemes.  I  only  said  in  reply  to  that  that  if  I  am  given  that  amount, 
I  shall  do  my  best  to  -spend  it  in  the  best  way  possible  in  working  out  a 
big  development  scheme. 

Mr.  fi.  DHANUKOtl  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests ) :  Sir,  I  have 
not  got  much  to  say  in  regard  to  the  Forest  Department,  but  there  are 
one  or  two  things  which  cropped  up  during  the  course  of  the  general  dis¬ 
cussion  on  the  other  side  of  the  House  which  requires  explanation. 
Mr.  Subha  Aiyar  was  pointing  out  that  there  was  some  difficulty  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  grazing  of  cattle  in  reserved  forests  I  have  several  times 
assured  the  House  that  there  was  practically  no  difficulty  so  far  as 
Tfavanco're  cattle  were  concerned.  These  are  allowed  to  graze  freely 
anywhere  in  the  reserves  except  in  plantations  and  coupes  under  working. 
Probably  he  may  have  referred  tonertam  difficulties  experienced  by  the 
people  at  Puliyara;  When .'  Twos  there  sometime  ago,  a  few  people 
came  and  explained  to  me  the  difficulties  in  regard  to  sending  their  cattle 
to  the  Puliyara  Reserve.  It’ was  pointed  out  to  them  then  that  the 
area  to  which  they  wanted  to  send  their  cattle  for  grazing  was  then  being 
worked  under  the  Coppice  system  and  it  was-  not  advisable  to  allow  any 
cattle  there.  For  here  the  trees  are  cut  flush  With  the  ground  and 
regeneration  is  expected  from  fresh  shoots  arising  therefrom,*  If  cattle 
are.  sent  to  such  a  place,  naturally  they  will  brouse  on  the  tender  leaves 
and  shoots  and  there  will  be  no  regeneration..  So,  for  purposes  of  re¬ 
generation,  such  forests  are  closed  to  grazing  for  a  limited  period.  It  may 
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be  for  five  years,  it  may  be  for  seven  years  or  it  may  even  be  for  twenty 
years,  bnt,  ordinarily,  depending  upon  the  locality.  Here  we  do  not 
exceed  five  years.  So,  there  is  no  difficulty  with  regard  to  the  grazing 
of  Travancore  cattle  except  in  such  areas  in  plantations.  In  plantations,, 
ol  course,  after  spending  much  money,  it  will  not  be  wise  to  allow  cattle 
tp  graze.  ' 

Then,  my  friend  Mr.  T.  ,T.  Matthew  referred  to  the  difficulties  felt 
by  the  people  in  regard  to  luulmU  payments.  That  is  a  natural 
grievance.  This  result  is  not  the  work  of  one  or  two  days.  Since  1086, 
we  have  not  been  making  payments  of  hidivila..  However,  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  aware  of  the  fact  that,  large  arrears  have  accumulated  and 
they  are  taking  steps  to  clear  them  as  soon  as  possible.  In  this  year's 
budget,  I  had  provided  for  an  amount  of  Rs.  50,000,  Jbut,  later  on-,  the 
Government  sanctioned  an  additional  allotment  of  Rs.  50,000,  the  whole 
amount  altogether  coming  to  a  lakh  of  rupees.  The  Government  also 
sanctioned  seven  additional  clerks  to  cope  with  the  extra  work  which, 
has  devolved  on  the  department.  We-are  making  steady  progress  this 
year,  in  the  matter.  Already  a  sum  of  Rs.  80,0.00  has  been  paid  and 
probably  another  Rs.  15,000  will  be  paid  before  the  end  of  this  year. 

The  same  member  remarked  incidentally  that  the  .object  of  the 
department  in  delaying  the  hidivila  payment,  was  to  resort  to  the 
Limitation  Regulation.  But  I  may  assure  Mr.  Matthew  and  also  this 
House  that  it  is  not  the  intention  of  either  the  department  or  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  take  advantage  of  the  Limitation  Regulation  in  this  matter. 
Whatever  claim  is  found  to  be  due  will  'be  paid.-  But  the  difficulty  we 
experience  is  that  it  is  not  an  easy  thing  to  settle  claims  which  have-ac¬ 
cumulated  for.  such  a  long7period.  We  have  to  go  through  the  elaborate 
work  of  verifying  each  claim.  This  naturally  takes  a  very  long  time. 

The  member  also  pointed  out  that  the  policy  laid  down  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  with  regard  to  the  reservation  of  forests  is  not  being  adhered  to. 
Last  time,  I  assured  the  House  that  this  department  never  deviated  from 
the  settled  . policy  of  the  Government,  and  the  notifications  that  appear  in 
the  Gazette  occasionally 'related,  only  to  lands  which  the  Government 
,  had  already  ordered7  to  be  brought  under  reservation.  We  are  not  taking 
up  any  fresh  lands  for  reservation,  and  the  delay  in  finishing  the  work, 
was  due  to  the  want  of  a  full-time  Settlement  Officer.,  The  work  of  the 
Settlement  Officer  was  being  till  now  attended  to  by  the  Dewan  Peish- 
kars,  but  they  were  not  able  to.  do.  justice  to  that  wotk'on  account  of  their 
other  duties.  Hence  the,  arrears  accumulated  and  the  Government:  are 
now  pleased. to  make  provision  for  a  full-time  Forest  Settlement  Officer 
and  it  is  hoped  that  very  soon  we  will  be  in  a  position,  to  stop  once-  for 
all  this  complaint  about  bringing  additional  area  under  reservation- 
-#  .**•.  Rs>NILAKAMTA  PILLAI  (A g.  Financial  Secretary  to:  Government)'. 
Sir,  I  thank  ,  the  members  for  their  kind  references  to  my  work. 
The  various  points  brought  forward  by  the  non-official  members  in 
the  course  of  the.  general  discussion  on  the  budget  have  already  been 
answered  by  the  official  members  and  I  have  very  little  to  say  to  supple¬ 
ment  the  speeches  already  made. 
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Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas  and  some  other  members  referred  to  the  dis¬ 
parity  in  the  matter  of  receipts  between  the  budget  estimates  and  the 
revised  estimates  of  the  current  year.  In  this  connection,  it  has  to  be 
remembered  that  the  actual  receipts  according  to  the  final  figures  of 
1100,  were  Rs.  210J  lakhs  whilf  the  revised  estimates  of  the  current 
year  anticipate  a  revenue  of  Its.  217  lakhs.  The  difference  between 
the  two  sets  of  figures  is  Rs,  lakhs.  The  increased  receipts  under 
taravila,  rebate  of  duty  on  opium  and'  gunja,  'customs,  stamps,  regis¬ 
tration,  interest  and  miscellaneous  items  counterbalanced  to  a  certain 
extent  by  a  fall  under  railways,  income  tax,  etc.,  are  mainly  responsible 
for  the  increase  over  and  above  the  actuals  of  1100.  The  budgets  of 
every  coming  year  are  framed  on  the  basis  of  the  actual  collections  for 
the  first  eight  or  nine  months  of  the  current  year  and  the  actuals  of  the 
four  or  three  months  of  the  preceding  year,  the  final  figures  being  cor¬ 
rected  in  the  light  of  the  latest  figures  available  at  the  moment. 

The  decision  of  the  High  Court,  in  respect  of  the  immunity  enjoyed 
by  the  Edavagai  lands  in  the  matter  of  income  tax  was  not  known  at  the 
time  the  Income  tax  Budget  wa*  framed.  It  was  only  during,  the  course 
of  the  current  year  that  the  pound  avoirdupois  was  adopted  in  the  place  of 
the  Dutch  pound  for  purposes  of  levying  duty  on  tobacco  and  the 
export  duty  on  pepper  raised  from  B.  Rs.  5  to  B.  Rs.  10  per  candy. 
The  increased  receipts  from  customs  could  not,  under  the  circumstances, 
be  anticipated  at  the  time  the  budget  for  the  current  year  was  framed. 
Further,  certain  items  of  revenue  are  affected  by  seasonal  vicissitudes 
and  other  causes  over  which  the  human  agency  has  no  control.  ’  The 
disparity  between  budget  estimates  and  the  revised  estimates  is  not  a 
peculiar  feature  of  the,  Travaneore  budgets  alone  and  such  differences 
are  of  common  occurrence  in  other  places  as  well.  For  example,  it  is 
seen  from  the  Government  of  India  Budget  for  1925-26  that  they  had 
budgeted  for  a  surplus  of  Rs.  18  lakhs  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  1924-25 
while  the  actual  surplus  turned  out  to  be  Rs-  4  crores.  After  all,,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  our  difference  is  small,  and  such  differences  areinevitable. 

It  lias  been  suggested  by  Mr,  Kutoaran  that  there  would  be  a 
surplus  to  the  extent  of  Rs'.  17|  lakhs  in  the  next  year  also.  Since  the 
member  has  not  adduced  any  reasons  for  increased  receipts  over  and 
above  the  budget  estimates  of  the  current  year, .  I  take  it  as  a  mere 
anticipation  of  his.  In  this  connection,  I  may  say  that  the  receipts  under 
land  revenue  are  not  capable  of  much  expansion,  .While  the  receipts 
under  income  tax  which  stood  at  Rs.  7'9  lakhs  in  1100,.  shows  a  marked 
downward  tendency.  .  -  ... 

MR.  P.  *.■  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUputha)  :  May  I  know 
whether  there  is  a  chance  of  any  profit  from  the  Newspapers  Regulation 
in  the  next  year  ?’ 

.  MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  P I LLA I  (-1  y .  Financial  Secretarg  to  Goverimmi)  : 
The  amounts  are'  credited  under  Deposits  and  therefore  there  is  -  no 
chance  of  any  profit  in  that  direction.  • 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara  cum  Kunmlur)  ;  If 
the  deposits  are  forfeited  ?.  ■  .  .:  ;  . 
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MR .  R .  NIL  AKANTA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : ' 
It  is  a  thing  -which  remains  to  be  seen. 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  ( Kunnatuad ):  What  about  the  interest? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-. 
At  present  the  deposits  carry  no  interest. 

Salt  revenue  which  stood  at  Es.  17’8  lakhs  in  the  normal  year 
1091  has  come  down  to  Es.  16’8  lakhs  in  1100,  and  we  cannot  expect  any 
substantial  increase  under  the  item  unless  the  fishing  trade  improves 
considerably 'and  the  consumption  increases  through  natural  causes. 
Under  tobacco,  Government  have  already  budgeted  for  an  increase  next 
year.  Under  Abkari,  the  current  year’s  revised  estimates  are  adopted 
for  next  year  also,  on  the  information  available  at  the  time  the  budget 
was  prepared.  The  rebate  of  duty  on  opium  and  ganja  will  depend  upon 
the  actual  purchases  every  year  and  the  rebate  has  been  calculated  for  the 
next  year  upon  the  purchase  anticipated  by  the  Excise  Commissioner. 
Under  Customs,  the  estimated  receipts  for  the  next  year  are  in  excess  of 
the  actuals  of  1100  by  Es.  1,80,000.'  The  betterment  in  customs 
revenue  depends  mainly  upon  circumstances  beyond  our  control  such  as 
good  crops,  and  general  improvement  in  trade  conditions,  and  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  that  the  budgeted  revenue  would  be  realised,  if  normal  condi¬ 
tions  prevail.  The  revenue  under  Eorests_ which  stood  at  Es.  16,40,000 
in  1094'has  gone  down  to  Es.  13,50,000  in  1100,  and  the  budget  esti¬ 
mate  for  the  next  year  is  fixed  at  Es.  13,10,000.  Under  Stamps  and 
Begistration,  the  current  year’s  receipts  are  abnormal  and  not  due  to 
any  .gradual  increase  under  normal  conditions.  The  other  items  pf 
revenue,  not  coming  under  the  principal  heads  of  revenue  are  of.  a 
fluctuating  character  and,  are  estimated  at  E?.  15'75  lakhs  against 'the 
actuals  of  Es.  .15*50  lakhs  in  1100.  In  these  circumstances,  I  fail  to 
see  bow  we  are  going  .to  get  another  surplus  of  Es.  17*50. -lakhs 'next 
year  as  anticipated  by  some  of  the  members,  unless 'there  is  going 
to  be  abnormal  savings  in  tbe  budgeted  expenditure  which  is  unlike!}'. 
It  is  however  quite  possible  that  there  would  be  some  small  percentage 
of  margin  either  on  the  right  or  wrong  side  when  the  final  accounts  are 
compiled.  ■ 

Mr.  Baman  Menonhas  suggested  that  the  pay  Of ;  the  lower  sub¬ 
ordinates. should  be  increased  on  the  basis  of  the  sutpluses.  The  object 
is  a  laudable  one,  but  the margin  between  the  next  year’s  anticipated 
receipts  and  expenditure  is  only  Bs,  3’44  lakhs  and  in  the  course  of  .  the 
next  year,  it  is  quite  possible  that  additional  allotments  may  have  to 
he  sanctioned  both  under  votable  and  non-votable  items  to  meet 
the  demands  under  new  items  not  contemplated  at  the  .  time  the 
budget  was  framed.  Viewed  in,  that  light,  the  anticipated  surplfis 
dwindles  down  considerably.  There  arc,  on  the  whole,  nearly  .  19,200 
subordinates;  drawing  a  pay  below  Es.  19  exclusive  of  the  temporary 
and  contingent-  establishments  and  it  will  cost  more  than  Es.  4,60,000  : 
per  annum  by  way  of  recurring  expenditure,  besides,  leave  allowances 
and  pension  charges  if  their  pay  is  increased  by  Es.  2  per  mensem.  ;  As 
remarked  by  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph,  the  abkari  receipts  which  amount  , to 
Es.  23  lakhs  are  an  uncertain  item  of  receipts .  on  which  ho  relianofi 
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could  be  placed,  and  if  these  receipts  are  excluded,  the  year  1101.  would 
result  in  a  deficit  of  about  Rs.  5'50  lakhs  and  the  next  year,  would 
end  in  a  deficit  of  Rs.  19'50  lakhs.  In  these  circumstances,  I  doubt 
whether  it  would  be  a  sound  financial  policy  to  go  in  for  heavy  recurring 
expenditure  and  to  reduce  the  existing  taxation.

When  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Executive  Engineer,  it  was  said 
that  it  was  all  due  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  ... 

MR,  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Chief  Engineer'):  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  The ’motion  relates  to  the  Chief  Engineer’s  Office  Establish¬ 
ment-clerks,  draftsmen,  and  peons  drawing  salaries  of  Bs.  125  and  less. 
The  member  has  therefore  to  confine  his  remarks  to  that  portion  of  the 
establishment  and  not  to  the  administration  of.  the  department  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  or  thcExeeutive  Engineer. 

MR.  M.  8IVATANU  PILLAI  (X oval a)  :  Louder,  please.

.Mr;  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovkia)  :  I  rise  co  a  .joint  of  order; -Sib 
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Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (.Chief  Engineer)-.  I  am  simply  standing 
so  that  I  may  be  able  to  hear  the. member  better. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  simply  stood  up  to  hear  the  member. 
That  does  not  mean  that  he  is  in  possession  of  the  House. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karim agapalH)  :  When  enquiries  were  made  in 
the  office,  I  was  told  that  these  matters  were  left  to  people  who  were 
not  qualified  to  look  after  them.  Out  of  24  clerks  in  the  office,  not 
even  three  or  four  are  graduates.  It  is  only  something  like  patronage 
that  these  people  are  kept  there  and  not  exactly  to  turn  out  work. 
There  is  the  complaint  with  regard  to  the  execution  of  work  and  the 
promptness  with  which  particular  orders  have  been  carried  out.  Sir, 
whatever  may  be  the  particular  qualification  or  disqualification  of  the 
clerks  entertained  in  the  office,  the  burden  of  the  loss  and  inconvenience 
is  upon  the  people.  But  we  are  told  that  works  are  sanctioned  and 
during  the  budget  time  we  get  eloquent  speeches  from  the  official  mem¬ 
bers  that  things  are  very  well. attended  to.  But  we  cannot  get  the 
satisfaction  that  things  are  equally  well  attended  to  in  practice.  I  know 
that  works  sanctioned  last  year  have  not  yet  been  taken  up.  Wc  are 
told  that  money,  has  been  sanctioned,  but  then  no  work  can  be  seen  on 
the  spot.  I  only  want  to  say  that  the  Chief  Engineer  who  him¬ 
self  is  so  conscientious  about  his  work  should,  see  that  his  subordinates 
also  attend  to  their  work  equaly  efficiently.  ,  . 

MR.  K.  p'.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinki!)  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  The  motion  has  not  been  seconded. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  budget  motion  need  not  be  seconded. 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer):  Sir,  I  tried: to  lis¬ 
ten  to  the  member  as  carefully  as  possible,  but  I  am  not  able  to  under¬ 
stand  how  the  present  motion  has  any  bearing  on  the  delay  in  the  exef- 
cution of  works  in  the  department.  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  he  means  to  say  is  that  your  depart¬ 
ments  not  working  properly  though  he .  has  only  moved  for  the 
reduction  of  the  allotment  for  establishment. 

MR,  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  The  Administration 
Report  will  show  how  the  department  has  been  utilising  the  grant  and 
.  spending  it  and  how  all  delays  have  been  avoided  to  the  greatest  possi¬ 
ble  extent.  There  may  be  some  delay  in  the  disposal  of  papers  in  the 
Chief  Engineer’s  office.  Cases  of  delay,  if  any,  must  have  been  un¬ 
avoidable  under  the  present  circumstances.  . Firstly,  want  of  suffi¬ 
cient  staff.  Six  members,  of  the  office,  including  one  draftsman,  were 
reduced  in  the  reorganisation  of  1098,  as  advised  by  the  Salaries  and 
Retrenchment  Committee.  The  inadequacy  of  the  staff  has  been  keen¬ 
ly  felt  and,  as  a  result  of  constant  pressure  on  the  Government,  they 
have  provided  for  strengthening  the  staff  in  the  budget  for  i!02. 

Secondly,  increase  of  work.  In  recent  years  there  has  been  heavy 
increase  of  work  owing  to  various,  causes  such  as  better  scrutiny  of 
the  irregularities,  in  the  execution  of  works;  increased  activity  of , 
the  department  in  the  matter  of  development  of  communications  and,; 
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[Mr.  K.  V.  Natesa  Aiyar.] 

protective  irrigation  works  and  in  the  matter  of  speedy  restoration  of 
rain  and  flood  damages  and  activities  of  the  -Reformed  Legislative 
Council  since  1098. 

The  increase  of  work  in  the  Chief  Engineer’s  office  will  be  evident 
from  the  following  :  — 

(1)  The  number  of  letters  received  in  the  office  has  increased  to 
about  22,000  in  1101  from  about  17,000  in  1097  and  the  number  of 
letters  despatched  has  increased  to  about  21,100  in  1101  from'  'about 
14,000  in  1097.

,  Sir,  I  have  explained  in  the  notice  of  the  motion  itself  that  it  is  to 
point  out  the  negligence  shown  by.  the  department  in  regard  to  the  school 
in  Karunagapalii  and  Chavara  that  I  have  sent  up  this  motion.  Though 
I  made  a  specific  reference  in  my  motion,  my  idea  is  not  exactly  to 
confine  the  attention  of  the  House  to  that  part  alone;.  What. I. beg  to 
submit  is  that ,  the,  up-country  requirements  are  left  alone.  In  the 
capital,  money  is  spent  ever  so  much,  more  than  in  other  places. 
For  example,  we  know  how  much  money  has  been  spent  for  the  Yanchi- 
yoor  School  ’  and  how  many  thousands  of  rupees  have  been  .  allotted-, 
'during  this. year  itself  for  furniture  alone  for  Nagereoil  High  School. 
That  matter  has  already  been  referred  to  by  Mr.  Taraban  who  said  that  ■ 
the  expenditure -was  out  of  all  •  proportion  to  a  Higher  Grade  English 
School.  In  the  Chavara  school  when  therewas  not  sufficient  accommod¬ 
ation,  theEducationDepartment  threatened  to  take  away  oUe  or  two  forms 
instead  of  helping  the  people  with  some  funds  to  construct  .additional 
buildings.  It.was  with  .very  great  sacrifice  that  the  people  had ,  con¬ 
structed  a  building,  rather  a  shed,  and  the  Government  were  not  encour¬ 
aging  them  by  appreciating  their  sacrifice  by  helping  them  with  part  of 
the  expenditure.  I  want  the  Government  to  note  that  it  is  where 
people,.,  help  themselves  .that- they,  should  help  them  further.  But 
the  rule.that  they  seem:  ,to  adopt  is.  entirely  different.,  Where  the 
peopleware  absolutely;  irresponsible.,; ..there  >, the  Government  :are  sym- , 
pathetic.  .But  where  the-people  are  anxious’and  active  and  sympathetic.,- 
the  Government,  do  not  help  at  all.  So  I. seek  to  point  out  this  sort  cf 
unstatesmanlike .  policy  of  the  Engineering  Department  and  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  by  means  of-  this  motion.  ...  .  1. 

Mr-.-K.  V.  NATESA  MihR  'iChief  Engineer)  ■■  Sir,  let  me  make  my. 
position  clear  in  regard  to:  the:  provisions  made  for  buildings  in  the 
budget.  They  are  made  as  per,  orders  of  the,  Government  on  the.  re¬ 
commendations  of  the  several. -heads;  of  departments.  Hence  the' re¬ 
sponsibility  does  not  rest  with  the  Chief  Engineer  alone; 
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'Mr.  A.  R.  P1LLAI  ( liar  unagap  alii )  :  Ordinarily,  when  each  member 
is  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  department,  it  is  expected  that  he  speaks 
on  behalf  of  the  Government  also. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {.Chief  Engineer )  :  The  amount  of 
Bs.  3,46,568  to  be  voted  consists  of  Bs.  1,07,468  for  ‘maintenance’-  and 
Bs.  2,39,100  for  ‘works’.  There  is  a  provision  of  Bs.  2,000  in  the  bud¬ 
get  for  1102  M.  E.  for  providing  additional  accommodation  _  to  the 
English  High  School,  Kayankulam,  irt  Karunagapalli  taluk.  It  will  be 
observed  from  Appendix  B  that  of  a  total  of  Bs.  2,52,200  provided 
for  building  works,  a  sum  of  Bs.  1,04,760  is  allotted  for  Educational 
buildings  and  it  has  not  been  found  possible  to  allot  more  funds  for  such 
buildings  consistent  with  the  orders  of  Government  regarding  provisions 
for  buildings  and  the  funds  allotted  to  the  department. 

An  estimate  for  Bs.  8,070  for  constructing  a  new  tiled  shed  for  the 
English  High  School  at  Chavara  has  been  forwarded  to- Government  on 
the  ‘28th  January  1926,  and  sanction  has  not  yet  been  received,  A  new 
shed  having  been  constructed  by  the  people,  the  Government  are  con¬ 
sidering  the  urgent  necessity  for  a  new  additional  building  for  the  school. 
To  the  Government  enquiry  whether  the  estimate  required  revision  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  a  shed  had  ;  been  put  up  by  the  people,  they  have  - 
been  replied  that  the  estimate  did  not  require  revision  as  the  additional 
accommodation  was  being:  pressed  by  the  Headmaster  and  that  the 
matter  might  be  decided  by  the  Government  in  consultation  with  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar,  you  have  not  touched  one 
point,  that  is  to  say,  why  you  asked  for  Bs.  20,000  for  furniture  for  the 
Nagercoil  school. 

'  MR .  K .  V:  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  I  did  not  ask  for  it.'  It 
is  provided  in  the  budget  under  Education  Department. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  m??\\X^Y\Comneroe-and\Jnduitryi--Nbrl1i) : 
Sir,  about  the  general  policy  of  the  department,  I  would  like  to  say  a 
few  words  in  this  connection.  We  all  notice  that  the  sanctioned  works 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  are  generally  taken  up  only  towards 
the  end  of  the  Malabar  year. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order  whether  it  arises under  a  cut  for  buildings. 

.  ■  Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPIU.AI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North)-. 
Buildings  particularly.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  had  waited,  I  would  have 
enlightened  him  on  the  subject.  It  was  in  my  mind:that  he  would  raise 
this  difficulty,  and  I  was  prepared,  for  it.  No  doubt,  1  have  to  say  that 
this  defect  is  noticeable  also  in  regard  to.  roads,  Bridges .  .and ,  culverts. . 
It  is  a  chronic  disease  and  therefore  it  is  high  time  that  some  steps  are 
taken  effectively  to  put  an  end  to  such  a  state  of  things.  .

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Chronic  diseases  arc  not  all  incurable  so  far 
as  I  know. 

..  Mr.  K.'C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  ■  Tndmbij,  North):  I 
think  the  analogy  need  not  be  pressed  too  far.  One  reason  for  this  state  of 
things  is  that  the  practice  of  the  department  is  first  of  all  to  obtain  budget, 
sanction  for  a.particular  work  and  then  to  send  up  the  estimates  and  plans 
to  Government  for  sanction.  In  the  ordinary  course  of  things,  the  budget 
is/passed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  plans  and  estimates  -for 
works  for  which  provision  has  been  made  m  the  oudger  will  be  sent  up 
only  in  Chingam  or  Kanni  and  it  will  take  a  long  time  before  they  are 
scrutinised  and  sent  back  to  the  Chief  Engineer  after  being-sanctioned  by 
the  Government.  Then  the  Chief  Engineer  may  call  for  tenders  and  it 
may  take  some  more  months,  and  by  this  time  the  floods  may  appear  in 
the  country  and  the  materials  that  have  been  collected  may  be  .washed 
away,  and  the  whole  thing  may  have  to  be  done  3,gai.n,  If  that  is  the . 
procedure  now  followed,  and  I  am  speaking  subject  to  correction,  by  a 
simple  change  in  the  departmental  routine,  this  could  be  easily  remedied.  , 
When  certain  works  are  provided  for  in  the  budget,  is  it  npt  possible  for 
'  the  Chief  Engineer  to  send  plans  and  estimates  before  the  budget  discusr. 
sion  so  that  the  estimate  may  be  ready?  Generally,  we  find  the  works 
provided  for  in  the  budget  are  accepted  by  the  Council.  Therefore  ,  the 
Chief  Engineer  cannot  maintain  that  he  will  hot  be  able  to  find  out  before¬ 
hand  what  works  will  be  passed  by  the  Council  and  by  the  Government. 
Generally  99  per  cent.,  if  not  cent,  per  cent.,  of  the  budget  provisions  are 
accepted  -by  the  .Council.  If  the.sanctioned  works  could  be  taken  up  from 
Chingam  onwards,  it  would  be  an  economical  way  of  doing  things, 
There  have  been  complaints  for  very  many  years  that  works  are  taken 
towards  the  end  ;of  :  the  year  and  a  lot  of  .waste  is  going  on  and  I  recently 
found  out  that  the  Chief  reason  for  all  the  delays  was  oh  account  of  the 
fault  in  the  procedure  of  sending  estimates.  I  hope  the  Chief  Engineer 
will,  consider  the  desirability  of  altering  the  procedure. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Does  anybody  want:  to  speak  on  this 
motion  ?  -  ■  .  "  '  \ 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  I  very  strongly  support  the  .obser* : 
rations  made  by  my  friend  Mr.  Mammeh  Mappillai.  I  think  the 
method  of  making  estimates  before  the  funds  are' provided  in  the  budget 
will  help  the  execution  of  the;  work  in  a  particnlar'.year  when  a  provision 
is  made  in  the  budget  for  the  work..  :  -  - 

Mr  .  K.;  GEORfiE  WMtf  Secretary  to.  Qotermhent) :  Sir,  Mr,  K.  C., 
Marmnen  Mappillai  observed  that  the  :  estimates  should  first  '  be  ready  , 
before  provision  is  made  in  the  budget. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEli  MAPPILLAI  (Gouvnierce  and  Industry,  Noith): 
What  I  said  .was  that  the  estimates  should  be  sent  up  and  .sanction 
secured  before  provision  is  made  in  the  budget. 
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Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  I  am  speaking 
of  the  same  thing.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  hardly  possible  .before  we 
make  provision  for  the  numerous  items  of  work  in  the  budget.  When 
the  budget  eomes  for  sanction,  we  provide  for  a  large  number  of  new 
works  for  which  it  is  practically  impossible  to  get  estimate  in  advance. 
There  are  a  large  number  of  works  about  which  the  public  are  anxious 
which  are  put  in  at  the  time  of  the  preparation  of  the  budget. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North):  May 
I  know  whether  if  a  scrutiny  is  made,  there  will  not  be  a  fair  percentage 
of  such  works  which  coujd  be  anticipated  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  There  are  a  few 
which  could  be  anticipated.  But  at  the  time  of  the  scrutiny  of  the 
budget,  Government  look  into  the  urgency  or  non-urgency  of  the  works. 
Some  years  ago,  the  practice  of'the  department  was  to  get  a  number  of 
estimates  sanctioned,  sometimes  years  in  advance,  so  that  the  estimates 
became  absolutely  useless  and  the  requirements  of  the  department 
became  different.  For  these  reasons,  such  estimates  had  to  be  dropped 
and  new  ones  had  to  be  prepared.  So  with  the  new.  budget  system,  we 
had  to  change  the  old  practice  and  adopt  the  present  one.  No  '  doubt, 
the  present  practice  ,  has  its  own  drawbacks.'  For  works  which  are 
ready  with  estimates,  we  should  have  to  be  ready  with  money  for  we 
.can  .  only  start  the  work  after  the  budget  is  sanctioned.  •  Suppose  the 
budget  is  not  sanctioned  and  some  of  the  items  are  deleted.  It  will  be 
a  Waste  of  work  if  the  department  is  to  prepare  plans  and  estimates 
before  the  budget  is  passed.  So  the  present  system  has  necessarily  to  be 
adopted  for  the  requirements  of  our  Legislative  Council.  All  that  we 
can  do  is  to  expedite  matters  at  the  various  stages ’and  I  can  assure  the 
member  that  Government  would  try  to  do  that. 

Mr.  PAUL  DANIEL.  (Nominated)  :  I  do  not  know  .whether  Lean  put 
in  a  word  regarding  the  sinking  of  wells — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  know,  whether  building  includes 
wells  in  the  budget.  . 

MR.  R,  NILAKANTA  R1LLAI  (A g.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government):

Mr-.  A.  K,  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli) :  There  is  no  construction  pro¬ 
ceeding  at  all.  ' 

•  Mr,  K.  V.  NATESA'  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer) : :  Hecause  the  work 
has  been  completed. . 
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Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kanina  gapalli)  :  The  road  is  only  half  completed 
and  a  part  of  it  is  left  almost  in  its  original,  native  condition. 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  I  do  not  know  what 
the  member,  means  by  saying  that  it  is  half,  completed.  As  far  as  I 
am  aware,  the  road  is  fit  for  cart  traffic  and  we  have  also  provided  a 
junghar  at  the  stream  crossing.  Accordingly,  no  provision  has  been 
made  in  the  next  year’s  budget..  The  grants  are  not  generally  diverted 
unless  it  is  found  impossible  .  to.  spend .  it  on  the  road  itself  and  the 
diversion  is  quite  within  the  powers;  of  the  Chief  -  Engineer  and  the 
Government  as  far  as  the  rules  stand  at  present. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kanmagapalli)  :  May  I  know  the  condition  of 
the  Ayiramtengu-Oachira  road.? 

MR.  K.V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)-,  It  is  being  delayed 
owing  to  land  acquisition. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KarunagapalU )  :  No,  Sir.  I  have  personal 
information  to  the  effect  that  the  money  has  been  diverted  to  some  other 
work,  I  was  speaking  of  three  roads  of  which  he1  has  nothing  to  say,  I 
have  been  there  and  rby  best  information  is  that  these  roads  are  not  .  , 
taken  up. 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer):.  As  regards  , the,  road 
from  KarunagapalU  to  Tazhav.a,.an  estimate.is  .under,  preparation  and  it  . 
has  been  provided  for. in  the  budget  for.  1102.  .  This,  is,  not. an,  ineofu- ... 
plete  work.  .  .  ' 

MR,  K..C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Ivdusry,  North):  ' 
Sir,  the  state  of  communications  in  Travancore  is  undoubtedly  very 
unsatisfactory.  There  has  .  been  no  method,  no  system  and  no  con-  . 
tinuous  policy  about  it.  Member  after  member  in  this  House  as 
well  as  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular .  Assembly  has  been  protesting . . 
about  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  communications.  In  the 
course  of  the  general  discussion,  I  threw  out  a  suggestion  that  a 
Road  Board  on  the  .lines  of  that  - whioh  has  been  recently  adopted  in 
Bom  bay.  should  he  formed  in  Travancore  and.  a  comprehensive  pro¬ 
gramme  of  original  and  maintenance  works  should  be  drawn  up  and 
these  should  be  divided  into  various  classes.  Those  in  the  first  class 
should  he  undertaken  exclusively1  by' the  Government  and  in  the  second  -, 
class,  partly  by  the  Government  and  partly  by  the  people  concerned,  and 
tfco  relative  proportion  may  lx;  varied  as  we  go  on. 

Mr;  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmha) :  Has  the  Bombay 
Road  Boar Aibeen,found  working  quite  satisfactorily,? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North ) : 

I  know  it  , was  ..only,  recently,  introduced  ,  in  Bombay,  but  in  Eng-, 
land  it  has  .been  working:  satisfactorily  for  a  long-  time;  Therefore, 
there  is  absolutely  no  reason  why.  it  will  not  work  here  properly.  Here 
those  who  cry  loudest  get  ,  their  '  roads,  and  roads  in  absolutely  . 
neglected  -  areas-  for.  which  the  people  have  been  crying  for  years  ' 
are  neglected  year  after,  year  .  .and  .there  has.  been  no  remedy,  .  So  . 
if  an  impartial  competent  body  could  bo  appointed  to  go  into  the 
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whole  question  and  to  draw  up  a  programme,  and  if  that  is  sanctioned 
by  Government,  I  think- there  will  be  a  great  diminution  in  the  volume 
of  discontent  about  communications.  That  is  a  general  suggestion 
to  which  I  drew  . attention  in  the  course  of  the  general  discussion  of  the  - 
budget,.  With  regard  to- the  particular  aspect  of  it,  I  think  the  Main 
Central  .Road  from  the  southern  extremity  to  the  northern  extremity  of 
the  State  should  he  bridged  and  I  think  there  is  only  one  bridge  that  re¬ 
mains  to  be  completed,  i.  e.,  the  Always  bridge.  There  has  been  a  per¬ 
sistent  demand  for  the  completion  of  that  bridge.  Though  we  have  been  - 
told  that  some  measures  would  soon  be  taken  in  that  matter,  so  far  there 
has  been  no  real  move  in  that  direction.  I  hope  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
the  Government  will  consider  seriously  the  desirability  of  taking  up 
and  completing  that  work  as  early  as  possible. 

Then  I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  .  un¬ 
satisfactory  way  in  which  the  ryots’  roads  are  dealt  with  by  the  depart 
ment.  No  doubt  there  have  been  technical  difficulties  all  of  which  can.-., 
not  be  brushed  aside.  But  the  rules  require  radical  alteration,  so  that  , 
people’may  have  every  inducement  to  go  in  for  these  ryots’  roads,  because 
that  considerably  minimises  the  expenditure  of  the  Government,  and  the 
people  themselves  who  are  in  need  of  such  roads  will  take  them  up 
actively  if  they  are  supported  by:the  Government.  The  maintenance 
grant  now  allotted  by  the  department  for  several  of  these  ryots’  roads  is 
only  Rs.  50  per  mile  whereas  the  lowest  amount  that  is  given  for  de¬ 
partmental  roads  is  Rs.  200  or  so.  I  think  at  least  the  minimum  of' 
Rsv  200  should  be  provided  for  these  ryots’  roads.  ’For  the  first  two  or, 
three  years,  the  ;  minimum  amount  of  Rs.  200  rhay  be  provided  and  it 
'  may;  be.possible  for  the  Road  Board  to  bring  them  into  some  kind  of, 
satisfactory  condition.

■  Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  {Nominated)-.  Sir,  I,  wish  to  speak  a  few  words 
about  the  ryots’  roads.  Last  year,  at  the  time  of  the  budget  discussion, 
there  was  a  complaint  about  the  present  rules  relating  to  Ryots’  Roads 
and  the  Chief  Engineer  promised  to  revise  the  rules.  Although  it 
is  one  year  since,  we  have  not  seen  the  revised  rules.  I  hope  the 
revised  rules' are  with  the  Government  with  the  Chief  Engineer’s 
remarks  and  I  hope  that,  as  soon  as  possible,  the  revised  rules  will  be 
published  and  acted  upon,.  .  •  ,  - 

With  regard  to  the  maintenance  of  ryots’,  roads,  I  have  to  say  that 
the  amount  provided  for  maintenance  is  not  at  all  in  proportion  to  the 
.amount  given  for  the  regular  roads.  I  'must  therefore  ask  that  a  more 
liberal  grant  to  the  extent  Of  Rs.  200. or  Rs.  150  per  mile  should  be  pro-  . 
vided  for  the  maintenance  of  ryots'  roads. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vailcain).:  Sir,  it  is.  ah  admitted  fact  that  till 
recently  the  Government  Were  not  giving  due  attention  to  the  improve- : 
ment  of  means  of  communication:  in  North  Travanoore.  In  the  Ad¬ 
ministration  Reports  for  1099  and  1100,  the  Government  stated  that 
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greater  attention  was  devoted  to  the  improvement  of  communications  in 
North  and  Central  Travancore.  Though  the  Government  make  such 
declarations  in  the  reports,  the  people  do  not  get  the  benefit  because  the 
department  does  not  pay  as  much  attention  as  is  necessary.  .  In  1099,  a 
sum  of  about  Es.  1  lakh  was  sanctioned  for  new  roads  in  Alwaye  and 
Kottayam  Divisions  but  half  the  amount  was  spent  for  roads  at  Devicolam. 
In  1100  the  total  amount  spent  for  roads  including  works  and  repairs  was 
Es.  14,21,951  and  the  amount  spent  for  the  Alwaye  Division  was  only 
Bs.  2,38,060.  Of  this,  the  High  Iiange  Sub-Division  swallowed  the  major 
portion  (Es.  1,23,092). 

So  only  a  small  balance  was  left  for  the  other  two  sub-divisions  in 
Alwaye  Division.  The  balance  after  meeting  the  demands  of  the  High 
Eange  was  distributed  to  the  other  taluks  and  even  in  this  distribution, 
the  taluk  of  Vaikam  did  not  get  a  proportionate  share.  The  total 
amount  spent  for  roads  at  Vaikam  was  only  Es.  6,646.  Item  number.  397 
of  the  P.  W.  D.  Administration  Eeport  says  that  an  amount  of  Bs. 
114  was  spent  in  1100  for  opening  a  cart  road  from  Talayolaparambu  to 
Kuttattukulam  ;  then  another  item,  No.  444,  says  that  .a  sum  of 
Bs.  1,508  was  spent  for  opening  a  cart  road  from  Talayolaparambu  to 
Kuttattukulam.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  which  is  the  amount 
actually  spent  for  this  road.  Then  in  item  429  it  is  stated  that  an 
amount  of  Bs.  1,552 .  was  spent  for  a  road  from  Vadayar  Chantapalam 
to  Mulakulam.  Tb$  Vadayar  Chantapalam  is  very  near  to  my 
house  and  I  would  invite  the  Chief  Engineer  to  pay  a  local  visit. to' 
that  Vadayar  Chantapalam  and  see  whether  there  is  any  such 
road  and  whether  any  amount  was  spent  in  1100.  Prom  these, 
it  could  be  seen  that  the  people  of  Vaikam  were  not  benefited 
even  by  this  insignificant  amount.  For  the  coming  year,  the  total 
amount  allotted  for  original  works  is  about  Es.  71-  lakhs  and.  the  total 
amount  for  Vaikam  is  only  Es.  18,730.  Thus  it  could  be  seen  that  the 
department  does  not  pay  any -attention  to  the  needs  of  the  Vaikam 
taluk  in  spite  of  repeated  representations  in  the  Sri  Mulam  .  Popular 
Assembly  and  in  this  House.  The  Chief  Engineer,  I  think,  .will  admit 
that  there  is  urgent  necessity  at  Vaikam  for  opening  some  new  roads,  for 
improving  some  existing  roads  and  for  opening  some  drainage  canals. 
In  such  circumstances,  I  cannot  understand  why  the  department  is 
so  very  particular  in  not  doing  anything  for  Vaikam.  '  ;•  "-1 

For  the  last  ten  years,  I  do  not  think  that  any  new  work  was  sanc¬ 
tioned  for  Vaikam.  I  would  therefore  request  the  Government  to  treat 
Vaikam  .with  some  consideration,  at  least  in  future.  . 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam. )\  Sir,  as  one  interested  in  the 
development  of  communications  in  Travancore,  I  should  also  like  to  add 
a  few  words  to  the  remarks  that  have  already  been  made  in  this 
Council.  In  the  past  few  years,  it  has  been  time  and  again  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  House  and  ever  since  the  inception  of  the  Popular 
Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council,  this  point  has  been  urged  before 
the  Governments  ^  There  has  been  considerable  development  in  .the 
means  of  communications  in. Central  and  North  Travancorer- 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (. imbalapitzha ) :  What  is  the  southern 
limit  of  North  Travancore  ? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kuttayam)  :  Kottayam. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amb'dapuzha)  :  Does  it  extend  up 
toLapalam? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  {.Kottayam )  :  Yes.  In  the  interior  and  the 
eastern  portions  of  northern  taluks  the  difficulties  of  communication! 
have  been  keenly  felt.  The  ryots  especially  find  it  very  difficult  to  cut 
roads  and  the  difficulties  of  taking  over  these  roads  have  been  recognised 
by  the  Government  and  a  sei,  of  Byots’  Boads  Buies  was  framed.  It  was 
urged  last  year  that  those  rules  must  be  revised.  Now  I  understand 
that  the  draft  rules  are  ready  and  though  these  have  not’  been  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  public  I  think  the  rules  will  contain  provision  to  ease  the 
situation.  I  hope  that  ryots’  roads  will  be  taken  .  up  more  and 
more  for  maintenance  by  the  department.  There  has  been  some  discus¬ 
sion  btween  my  friend  Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  and  Mr.  Kunjitomman .  as  to 
the  amount  of  money  spent  by  the  Sirkar  both  on  public  works  and  edu¬ 
cation.  I  do  not  know  if  it  is  due  .to  the  tirkar  that  people  have  been 
constructing  the  ryots’  roads  in  Tiruvalla  and  other  taluks.'  If  the  people 
want  to  develop  their  lands,  there  must  be  co-operation  among  .thenS- 
selves  ;  andior  this  purpose  they  have  been  given  the  Byots’' Boads  Buies 
to  induce  them  to  cut  these  roads.  So  I  think  any  reference  to  education! 
advancement  or  encouragement  given  by  the  Government  is  out  of  plaes 
in  a  discussion  of  means  of  communication  in  North  and  South  -Travan- 
core,  The  allotment  set  apart  this  year  for  the  maintenance  .of  ryots' 
roads  appears  to  be  very  meagre  considering  the  number  of  ' miles  to  be 
taken  np.  I  wauld  urge’on  the  attention  of  this  House  that  a  much 
.'bigger  sum.  than  . Bs.;  10,000  should  he  .allotted. for  this  purpose.’  ■  ■.! 

MR.  K,  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Ohief  Engineer)  :  .May  I  know -where¬ 
from  he  got  that  provision  ?  The  maintenance  for  roads  is  included ;  in 
the  provision  for  maintenance  of  unmetalled'  roads  under  maintenance 
works.  It  is  not  separately  given.  .  -  ■■ 

MR.  K.  K*.  THOMAS  {liottayam',  ;  Is  there  provision  for  taking. up

■of  new  roads  for. maintenance  ?  . 


MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer)  :  Ample  provision  is  made 
for  the  taking  oyer  of  the  ryots’  roads. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  On  the  assurance  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  I  do  not  press  the  matter  that  has  just  been  brought  forward, 
MR.  T  J  MATTHEW  (Chdnijangnhery  cum  Peer  made) :  I  support 
Mr.  A.  Ii-  Pillai.  -In  the  matter  of  communications,  the  Government 
have  been  following  a  policy  of  drift.  I  pointed  out  that  provision  for 
communications  has  been  very  inadequate.  ■  I  think  it  was  more  or  less 
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admitted  by  the  Chief  Engineer.  Another  complaint,  with  regard  to 
this  is,  as  pointed  out  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  the  diversion  of  funds  from 
one  item  to  another.  That  has  been  a  source  of  very  great  grievance. 

It  is  after  waste  of  a  large  amount  of  time  and  some  money  and  mov¬ 
ing  about  from  place  to  place  that  the  people  obtain  the  sanction  of  the 
Government  for  the  construction  of  a  road  or  a  bridge  at  a  place  where 
it  is  absolutely  necessary.  It  has  chiefly  to  be  remembered  that  such 
sanction  is  given  by  the  head  of  the  administration  who  personally  in¬ 
spects  .  the  locality.  If  the  funds  sanctioned  for  that  item  of  work  is 
diverted  for  oue  year  or  two  years,  the  calamitous  condition  is  that  the 
next  incumbent  who  has  not  himself  inspected  the  locality  and  is  not 
impressed  therefore  with  the  necessity  may  not  again  sanction  the  work. 
Therefore  the  result  is  that  having  cried  over  the  matter  for  a  number 
of  years  and  finally  obtained  the  sanction  of  the  Government,  the  work  is 
somehow  not  completed  or  even  taken  up.  Therefore  the  complaint  put  ' 
forward  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Pillai  is  a  very  reasonable  one. 

Another  defect  in  the  department  with  regard  to  communications 
which  I  wish  to  point  out  is  the  way  in  which  the  maintenance  work 
is  carried  on.  When  a  certain  person  in  charge  of  a  Section  or  a  Sub¬ 
division  takes  up  a  road  for  improving  its  condition,  it  so  happens  that 
he  is  transferred.  Then  also  the  same  difficulty  arises.  Another  diffi¬ 
culty  arises  from  the '  delay  which  is  occasioned  by  the  department  in 
undertaking  repairing  work.  I  have  seen  several  roads  that  have  beeu 
properly  maintained  for  some  time  but  neglected  subsequently  and  is: 
rendered  unfit  for  traffic.  •  Again  there  are  certain  roads  that  have  been 
taken  up  tor  improvement ;  large  amounts  of  money  have  been  spent 
upon  the  roads,  but  the  roads  are  still  in  an  imperfect  condition  and  the, 
department  leaves  them  as  they  are  without  improving  them  further. 
Thus  the  amounts  that  have  been  spent  upon  the  roads  have  been  wasted. 
The  money  has  been  of  no  good  to  the  public  because  the 
improvements  have  not  been  completed  though  a  lot  of  money  has  been 
spent  upon  the  road.  This  is  all  a  waste.:  As  an  instance  I  would 
refer  to  the  Lalam-Punjar  road  which  though  it  was  commenced  to  be 
improved  in  the  current  year  was  all  on  a  sudden  thrown  into  the  old 
condition  and  the  amount  so  . far  spent  has  been  really  a  waste.  The  road 
is  left  in  the  same  condition.  Big  boulders  are  in  the  middle  of  the  road 
and  trees  that  have  been  felled  are  in  a  portion  of  the  road  and  the 
obstruction  so  caused-makes  it  difficult  for  traffic  to  pass  along.  If  the 
department  has  not  been  spending  anything  at  all  for.  the  improvement 
of  the  road,  then  surely  so  much  money  would  have  been  a  gain  tc 
the  Government.  Therefore  I  condemn  the  practice  of  the  department 
in  the  matter  of  maintenance  offroad's  and  support  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  in 
his  views. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  Sir,  .1  find  that 
several  members  have  been  advocating  the.  cause  of  their  own. 
constituencies  and  so  I  am  also  prompted  to.  speak  a  word  in 
this  connection  on  behalf  of  my  constituency  ;  and”  since,  the. 
ruling  as  regards  .'reference  to  .  the  Newspapers  Regulation  has 
not  prevented  either  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  or  myself  ..  from  making 
.  vol.  IX,  No-4.  ■  ';-  ;9  :  W  I  : 
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[Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph,]  • 

reasonable  observations  on  the  subject  at  the  general  discussion 
stage,  I  do  not  find  any  circumstance  whatever  inducing  me 
not  to  express  my  views  on  the  matter.  The  policy  of  the  department 
regarding  means  of  communication  in  the  interior  parts  of  the  country 
has  been  the  least  satisfactory  to  the  people. 

People  are  everywhere  clamouring  for  new  roads.  But  very  often  * 
it  tabes  a  number  of  years  for  grievances  of  the  people  being  considered 
by  the  Government  and  redressed.  Even  after'  sanction  is  accorded 
it  takes  a  good  number  of  years  -to  start  work  and  much  more 
to  complete  the  same.  Very  often  it  takes  more  than  a  generation  to  see 
the  work  completed.  So  far  as  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  is  con¬ 
cerned,  it  is  now  very  much  neglected.  Mr.  Matthew  has  been  good 
enough  to  refer  to  the  Lalam-Punjar  road.  I  may  also  mention  the 
name  of  Erattupetta-Arakulam  road; 

As  a  result  of  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  people  in  getting 
roads  constructed  by  the  Government,  people  themselves  take  up  the 
work,  hut  even  there  the  Government  do  not  help  them  properly  in 
maintaining  them. 

Considering  the  complaints  made  by  the  people  in  this  matter  and 
considering  the  partiality  that  is  shown  to  South  Travancoro,  I  have  one 
suggestion  to  make.  Taluk  Boards  might  he  established  in  every  taluk 
and  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads,  culverts  and  ordinary 
bridges  may  be  entrusted  to  them.  In  that  case,  I  think  the  work 
will  -progress  much  better.  .  -  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  think  that  Taluk  Boards  should  he 
created  ? 

Mr.  K.’l.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  ■■  That  is  my  sugges¬ 
tion."  I  am  suggesting  the  establishment  of  Taluk  Boards  and  entrust¬ 
ing  them  with  ,  a  fair  percentage  of  land  revenue  of  each  taluk 
to  be  devoted  to  the  means  of  communication  in  the  taluks.  Work 
will  then  progress  more  satisfactorily  and  there  will  not  be  much  room 
"for  complaints.  I  invite  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  this 
suggestion,  especially. to  the  setting  apart  of  a  fair  percentage  of  the 
revenue  of  each  taluk  for  means,  of  communication  in  that  taluk.  This 
amount  should-  be.  entrusted  with  the  taluk  boards  and  I  hope  the 
Chief  Engineer  will  recommend  such  a  suggestion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Does  that  involve-  taxation  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  IMinn.ckil  cum  Devicolam) :  There  is  no  question, 
of  additional  taxation  if  my  suggestion  is  accepted  and  Taluk  Boards 
are  formed  and  a  fair  percentage  of  the  present  revenue  given  to  them. 
These  Boards  which;  should  consist  of  officials  and  non-officials  will 
manage  these  things  much  better. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur)  :  Insupporting  the  motion  of  Mr.  A.  K.

Before  the  floods  of  099  ^  SS  o/  to  rtL  teats 

few  pillars  there,  and  now  it  forms  an  obstruction  . 
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passing  through  the  river.  I  find  that  the  work  of  constructing  the 
bridge  has  not  progressed.  This  year,  too,  a  small  sum  has  been  allot¬ 
ted  in  the  budget  and  when  they  are  going  to  finish  the  work,  I  do  not 
know.  There  have  been  many  complaints  regarding  this  bridge. 

Another  point  I  would  speak  of  in  this  connection  is  that  there  is 
no  Travellers’  Bungalow  in  Parur.  Perhaps  that  may  bo  the  reason  why 
Government  officers  do  not  stay  at  Parur  to  realise  personally  the  diffi¬ 
culties  of  travelling  in  that  taluk.  Birstly,  therefore,  I  urge  the  Gov- ' 
eminent  to  construct  a  Travellers’  Bungalow  in  Parur  so  that  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  Government  may  stay  there  and  personally  realise  the  incon¬ 
venience  of  the  people. 

Equally  important  is  the  question  of  the  construction  of  the  Always 
bridge..  My  friend  Mr.  Tarakan  has  urged  this  point  several  times  in, 
this  Council.  It  is  possible  to  connect  Travancore  even  with  Shoranur 
and  other  places  by  means  of  this  bridge.  The  Government  have  been 
promising  us  for  many  years  that  they  would  construct  the  bridge.  But 
the  Chief.  Engineer  has  told  us  that  it  is  not  possible  to  construct  the- 
Alwaye  .bridge  now  because  the  department  has  spent  the  allotted 
amount  in  constructing  other  bridges.  My  question  is  why  the  choice 
had  not  fallen  upon  the  Alwaye  bridge.  j  The  town  of  Alwaye  is  divided 
by  the  river  and  the  municipal  servants  find  it  very  difficult  to  carry  on 
their  work  on  account  of  the  lack  of  communication  between  these  two 
parts  of  the  town. 

The.  District;  Court  and  other  important  Cutcherries  of  North 
Travancore  aiein  Parur.  I  believe  people  from  Muvattupuzha  and  To- 
dupuzha  hive  to  come  to  Parur.  During  Edavam,  Mithunam,  Karkata- 
■  kam  and  Chjijgan),  people  undergo  difficulties  in  crossing  the  river  and 
that  may  be  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  arrears  in  the.  Parur  Court'-' 
On  several  occasions,  we  have  had  to  adjourn  cases  due  to  the  absence 
of  clients  and  witnesses. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  think  the  Chief  Engineer  has  answered 
all  that.  Moreover  your  time  is  practically  up. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  {Parm;\:  I  will  finish  what  I  have  to(say  in  a 
few  minutes. 

One  of  my  friends  has  just  asked  me  to  speak  about  the  Ambala-  : 
puzha-Tiruvalla  road.  {Laughter.)  In  fact,  I  have  no  personal  ex-.  , 
perience  of  that  road.  Yet  i  raise  my  voice  in  support  of  that.  . r 

WR -  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermacle )  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  has  any  objection  to  that  road  being  Constructed?-" 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  {Prawr)  :  I  have  absolutely  no  objection  to  that ;  . 
but  let  my  friend  understand  that  charity  begins  at  home. 

Mr.  A.  KvPlLLAl  {Karunagapalli) :  Two  things  are  clear  to  rae  -as 
I  heard  the  large  vohirne  of  complaints  from  several  of  the  members  of 
this  Council.  The. first  is  that  the  department  is  not  attending  to  the 
means  of  communication  satisfactorily  and  the  second  is  that  the  most, 
useful  work  that  the  Public  \Yorks  Department,  could  do  is  to  widen 
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and  increase  fclie  means  of  communication  in  the  land.  What  wa-want 
is  not  railways  and  big  mansion  schools,  but  roads  and  roads  over 
which  people  could  be  allowed  to  walk. 

In  the  budget  we  find  that  out  of  Es.  30  lakhs,  Es.  15|  lakhs 
are  allotted  for  means  of  communication.  But  if  we  examine  closely 
the  places  where  this  money  is  going  to  be  spent,  we  would  find 
that  they  would  be  in  Peermade,  Trivandrum  and  some  other  important 
and  interested  towns.  But  it  is  in  the  villages  that  we  badly  need  the 
means  of  communication.  Only  a  few  taluks  have  been  represented 
here  and  on  behalf  of  those  of  my  friends,  who  are  observing  the  ordi¬ 
nance  of  self-denial,  I  may  also  say  that  these  taluks  are  no  less  in  need, 
of  communications.  Shertallai  taluk  for  instance  is  one  of  the  most  ill- 
attended  taluks  in  the  whole  of  the  State. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANiKKAR  ( Shertallai )  :  I  thank  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai 
for  referring  to  my  taluk.  But  I  have  another  chance  of  speaking  about 
Shertsllai  if  I  will. 

MR.  A- K.  PILLAI  (Kartmayapalli) :  But  I  consider  that  I  am  not 
merely  a  member  of  a  particular  taluk.  I  am  virtually  a  member  of  the 
whole  State  and  wherever  my  voice  would  count  in  doing  some  benefit, 

I  must  really  exert  it, 

Shertallai  taluk  is  one  of  the  ill-attended  taluks  so  far  as  communi¬ 
cation  is  concerned.  - 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapnzha ) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  member  is  referring  to  the  old  Shertallai  or  the  new  Shertallai  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kcmmagapatli) :  I  am  referring  to  the  whole  of 
Shertallai,  both  old  and  new. 

Now  the  Shertallai  town  has  three  miles  of  roads.  But  the  whole 
of  Shertallai  taluk  has  only  10  miles  of  roads  to  boast  of.  On  the  other 
hand,  in  Trivandrum,  there  is  no  house  which  does  not  enjoydho  benefit 
of  a  road.  If  we  go  to  the  interior,  there  is  not  even  one  pet  cent,  of 
houses  which  have  the  benefit  of  roads..  It  is  this  fact  that  must  be 
noted  by  the  department.  I  am  so  sorry  that  the  head  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  the  Chief  Engineer,  does  not  take  the  responsibility  for  anything 
that  we  suggest.  He  simply  says  that  the  Government  is-  responsible 
for  everything  and  that  he  just  does  what  he  is  asked  to  do.  All '  the 
same,  he  .  is  here  responsible  to  this  House  for  the  Government.  ■  I  may 
also  appeal  to  the  Government  that  they  must  devote  a  larger  amount  . 
of  money  and  greater  attention  in  the  matter  of  communications. 

Mr,  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai 
referred  to  the  establishment  of  a  Board  of  Communications.  I  have 
already  referred  to  it  in  my  reply  during  the  general  discussion 
on  the  budget.  I  welcome  ,  the  suggestion  and  I  hope  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  consider  it.  .  ‘ 

Some  members  referred  to  the  construction  of  a  bridge  at  Alwaye. 

I  have  already  explained  vyhat  is  being  done  in  the  matter.  The  esti¬ 
mate will  he  in  the. ;  hands  of  the  .Government  very  soon  and  I  hope 
that  adequate  funds  will  he  allotted  for  constructing  the  bridge.  "  .

Some  members  referred  to  the  ryots’  roads  and  the  rules  re¬ 
lating  thereto.  I  have  referred  to  these  also  in  ruy  reply  in  the 
course  of  the:  general  discussion  on  the  budget.  The  rules  are 
receiving  final  consideration.  They  will  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Very  soon  and  I  hope  that  the  revised  rules  will  be  brought  into 
operation  very  soon.  As  I  have  already  explained,  the  existing  rules 
have  not  stood  in  the  way  of  the  Government  taking  over  roads  which 
have  been  already  constructed  by  the  people  provided  they  have  sur¬ 
rendered  the  required  wiiith.  Many  roads  are  proposed  to  be  taken 
over  next  year.  Regarding  the.  inadequate  provision  for  maintenance 
of  ryots’  roads,  the  allotments  for  the  maintenance  of  ryots’  roads 
vary  from  Es.  50  per  mile  to  Bs.  150  per  mile.  As  traffic  develops  on 
these  roads,  the  maintenance  grants  will  be  increased.  This  policy  of 
increasing  the-  maintenance  grants  where  traffic  needs  it  was  being 
followed  steadily  during  the  past  three  or  four  years. 

I  have  already  explained  in  my  reply  during  the  general  discussion 
on  the  budget  how  funds  allotted  to  the  department  are  being  distributed 
to  the  Divisions.  I  have  already  spoken  about  the  amount  allotted  to 
the  Alwaye  Division  for  the  next  year  as  also  for  the  other  Divisions. 
I  have  nothing  more  to  say  on  the  subject. 

■  MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam)  ;  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  ^thinks  that  a  proportionate  amount  is  allotted  for  Vaikam  ? 

*Mr.  K.  V,  NATESA  AiYAR  [Chief  Engineer) :  We  cannot  allot  funds 
taluk  by  taluk  in  a  mathematical  proportion.  Funds  are  being  allotted 
according  to  the  urgent  need's  of  the  several  localities  and  the  representa- 
tions  . made  in  the  Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council. 

NIr.  A.  J.  JOHN  [Vaikam)  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer  thinks  that  a  larger  amount  is  necessary  for  the  taluk  of  Vaikam? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer)  ;  I  am  not  sure.  The 
people  of  the  taluk  must  consider  their  needs  and  let  me  know  about 
them.  [Laughter.)  ' 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam ) :  May  I  know  whether  the  Chief.  Engi¬ 
neer  reads  the  reports  of  the  Assembly. 

■  MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer)  :  I  know'  that  members 
have  been  asking  for  more  canals  there. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  [Vaikam)'.  What  is  the  inference  from  these  re¬ 
presentations  ? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer)  ■■  I  do  not  think  any  rfe-. 
presentations  have  been  made  excepting  for  the  construction  of  a.  few 
drainage  canals  ■ 

We  have  also  undertaken  the  construction  of  a  costly  road  in  that, 
taluk,  I  mean,  the  road,  from  Talayolaparambu  to  Kuttattukulam. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  [Vaikam) :  .  May  I  know'  whan,  sanction  was  ac¬ 
corded  for  the:  construction  of  the  road  and  when  the  work  was  under¬ 
taken  ?

MR.  K.  V.  NATE3A  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer):  The  original  estimate 
was  sanctioned  a  few  years  ago.  A  revised  estimate  has  been  sanctioned 
recently,  and  the  work  is  expected  to  he  completed  soon. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  {YaiV am)  :  May  I  know  the  elate  of  the  com¬ 
mencement  and  the  construction  of  the  load  ?  * 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  A!YAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  I  do  not  remember. 

■  MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam)-.  May  1  know  whether  any  new  work, 
was  sanctioned  during  the  last  ten  years  for  Vaikam? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Ch:ef  Engineer)  \  I  do  not  remember 
exactly  what  works  were  sanctioned  for  Vaikam.  I  may  have  to  collect 
information  on  the  point.  As  I  just  stated,  two  or  three  canals  have 
been  sanctioned  for  Vaikam. 

MR.  A.  J,  JOHN  (Vaikam)  :  May  I  know  from  the  Chief  Engineer 
whether  the  deepening  of  Kani'yan  todu  will  serve  any  useful  purpose 
to  the  people  of  Vaikam  ? 

Mr.  K,  V.  NATESA  AiYAR  ( Chief  Engineer)  :  The  people  of  the 
locality  requested  the  Government  to  improve  the  canal.  Hence  it 
was  that  the  work  was  taken  up. ' 

Mr.  A,  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam )  ■  Is  the  Chief  Engineer  aware  that  the" 
people  wanted  a  real  improvement  and  widening  of  the  canal  and  not 
any  showy  thing  there  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  The  work  is  being  . ear- 
ried  out  according  to  a  sanctioned,  estimate,  and  if  the  member  will 
suggest  what  more  should  be  done,  the  matter  will  be  considered. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam )  :•  What  was  the  policy  adopted  by  the 
department  in  1099  and  1100  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  just  arguing,  Mr.  John. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  Some  of  the  members 
referred  to  the  condition  of  the  Main  Central  Eoad.  The  Main  Central 
Road  is  practically  a  good  road  during  dry  weather.  Some  portions 
between  Kozhai  and  Muvattupuzha .  get  bad  during  the  rainy  season. 
A  major  portion  of  this  section  between  Kozhai  and  Muvattupuzha 
has  been  metalled  and  one  or  two  miles  alone  remain  to  he  metalled. 
One  member  doubted  whether  any  portion  of  the  Main  Central  Boad 
elsewhere  was  unmetalled..  Very  many  portions  in  the  sections  between 
Kozhai  and  Chengannur,  and  between  Ghengannuf  and  Kottarakara 
and  also  between  Kottarakara  and  Trivandrum,  are  still  unmetalled*. 
Whatever  that  may  be,  every  endeavour  is  being  made  to  improve 
the  section  between  Kozhai  and  Muvattupuzha. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalti) Does  the  Chief  Engineer  know 
that  the  road  that  lies  between  Quilon  and  .Alleppey  is  too  narrow  to 
allow  two  motor  cars  and  that  there  are  many  accidents  recorded  during 
the  past  few  months  owing  to  the  lack  of  space. in  the.  road  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  I  have  not  heard  of 
any  accident.-  : 

Mr,  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarmagapalU) :  Will  the  Chief  Engineer 
take  it  from  me  that  the  road  is  too  narrow  ?  :  .  .  , 
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MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  A1YAR  ( Chief  Engineer)  :  The  narrow  portion 
will  be  steadily  improved  as  traffic  develops. 

Some  members  complained  that  the  allotment  for  the  Alwaye  Divi¬ 
sion  was  mostly  spent. in  the  High  Eanges.  I  have  got  a  list  of  the 
works  provided  in  the  1102  budget.  In  the  Alwaye  Division,  under  in¬ 
complete  works,  roads,  36  are  in  the  low  country  and  2  only  are  in  the 
High  Eanges.  As  regards  bridges  and  culverts,  6  are  in  the  low  country 
and  3  in  the  High  Eanges.  With  regard  to  canals,  all  the  4  works  are  in 
the  low  country.  Eegarding  the  new  works,  there  are  5  roads  provided 
in  the  low  country  whereas  there  is  only  one  road  provided  in  the 
High  Eanges.  In  the  low  country,  there  is  to  he  constructed  one  bridge 
whereas  no  allotment  is  made  for  any  bridge  or  culvert  in  the  High 
Eanges.  Besides,  one  cabal  is  also,  provided  for  in  the  low  country. 

Eegarding  the  Kottayam  Division,  under  ‘incomplete  works’,  there 
is  provision  for  21  roads,  28  bridges  and  culverts  and  3  canals  in  the  low 
country,  as  against  only  4  roads  in  the  High  Eanges.  Under  ‘new 
works’,  there  is  provision  for  a  road  and  7  bridges  and  culverts  in  the  low 
country  and  none  at  all  in  the  High  Eanges. 

However,  I  am  certain  that  the  members  are  aware  that  the  High 
Eanges  too  form  part  of  the  State  and  \Ve  must  develop  the  means  of 
communication  in  the  High  Ranges  also  in  the  interests  of  the  Stateas 
a  whole. 

MR,  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam)  ■  What  is  the  population  of  the  High 
Eanges  ? 

Mr.  K- V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  The  population  will 
increase  as  the  roads  are  developed.  Mr.  Matthew  referred  to  the  in¬ 
adequacy  of  the  provision  for  the  means  of  communication.  The  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  not  been  in  a  position  to  allot  more  funds  for  means  of 
communication  in  the  State.  The  member  referred  to  the  Lalarn- 
Pimjar  road.  The  work  was  done  without  an  estimate  and  so  it  had  to 
be  suspended.  The  estimate  is  just  in  my  hands  and  I  will  arrange  for 
the  resumption  of  the  work  very  soon. 

Mr  .  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghanganachery  cum  Peermade)  ■  May  I  know 
from  the  Chief  Engineer  when  the  resumption'  of  the  work  will  be 
ordered  ? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  The  work  will  be  re-. 
Slimed  nest  year.  1  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  made  reference  to  the  Erattupetta- . 
Arakulain  road.  "  I  do  not  think  it  has  yet  been  -sanctioned.  The  work 
is  not  provided  for  in  the  next  year’s  budget.  It  is  a  work  under 
investigation. 

Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  referred  to  the  Pashniiodu  or  “starvation 
canal”.  .1  believe  that  is  another  name  .for  the  Cheriapalli  canal.  1 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Paw) ;  That  is  known  by.  the  name  of  Oheria- 
palli  canal  in  the  department.  But  among  the  people  it  is  known  ,  as 
the  “  Pashniiodu.” 

MR-  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  It  was  neglected  some 
years  ago.  But  we  have  taken  it  up  and  the  w  ork  has  made  some  pro¬ 
gress  last  year.  We  hope  to  complete  the  work'in  1102. . 
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Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (.Parur) :  May  I  know  how  much  progress  was 

made  during  the  last  12  months? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Chief  Engineer) :  The  work  was  under 
suspension  temporarily.  It  was  begun  in  1100,  and  probably  not  much 
progress  was  made.  We  hope  to  finish  the  work  next  year, 

Mr.  N.  Y.  Joseph  again  referred  to  the  bridge  at  Vadakkekara. 
The  very  heavy  and  extraordinary  floods  in  the  year  1099  damaged  the 
work  partly.  A  revised  estimate  has  had  to  be  prepared  and  the 
work  will  be  resumed  in  1102. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Farm) :  May  I  know  whether  the  revision  was 
necessitated  by  the  floods  ? 

Mr-  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer) :  Mostly  necessitated  by 
the  floods. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Pmur)  ■  Only  mostly? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  Yes.  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph 
again  referred  to  the  want  of  a  Travellers’  Bungalow  at  Barm;.  I  need 
not  go  into  its  previous  history  now.  When  the  civil  jail  which  is  now 
under  construction  is  finished,  the  old  jail  with  a  few  structural  alter¬ 
ations  will  be  used  as  a  camp-shed.  The-  member  referred  also  to  the 
Ambalapuzha-Tiruvalla  road.  What  is  wanted  by  him,  I  have  not  been 
able  to  understand. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur)'-.  In  fact,  I  myself  do hot  know.  (Laughter.) 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) ;  Then  how  am  I  to  reply 
to  his  question  ?  : 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur) :  I  said  that  that  road  may  also  be  taken 
into  consideration.  - 

Mr,  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai  is  interested  in  the  road  and  I  have  several  times  replied  to  the  in¬ 
terpellations  with  regard  to  the  same  road,  .  . 

The  first  section  of  the  road  from  Amhalapuzha  to  Tiruvalla  is  the 
road  between  Amhalapuzha  and  Takazhi.  The  first  portion  of  this 
road  is  from  Amhalapuzha  to  the  Quilon-Alleppey  canal.  The  second 
portion  is  from  the  canal  to  Takazhi.  These  portions  have  been  re¬ 
cently  improved  into  an  eight-feet  path  and  raised  above  the  ordinary 
flood  level.  They  could  be  used  as  cart-roads  only  if  bridges  over 
the  canals  are  constructed.  The  second  section"  from  Takazhi  to 
Edattuva  is  water-logged  and  the  investigation  for  constructing  -a 
road  here  has  not  yet  been  taken  up.'  The  third  section  of  the  road 
from  Edattuva  to  Nirettupuram  is  maintained  as  a  foot-path -at  the 
rate  of  Bs,  80  per  mile  per  annum.  The  last  and  the  fourth  section  of 
the,  road  is  between  Nirettupuram  and  the  mainland.  As  regards  this, 
two  alternative  lines  have  been  investigated,-  and  an  estimate  for  con¬ 
structing  a  road  connecting  •  Nirettupuram  with  Podiy^di;  on  tire 
Tiruvalla-Pulikizh  road  has  been  recently  forwarded  to  the  Government 
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[Mr.  K.  V.  Natesa  Aiyar.] 

Finally,  I  have  to  refer  to  Mr.  A.  K..  Filial's  remarks.  He  referred 
to  the  roads  in  Shertalai  and  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  said  that  he  could 
talk  about  them  himself  if  he  liked  when  his  motion  came  up  ior  discus¬ 
sion.  I  therefore  do  not  propose  to  say  anything  about  them. now.. 

Mr.  K,  1.  JOSEPH  (MinachU  cum  Deoicolam) :  What  has  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  say  about  my  suggestion  of  establishing  Taluk  Boards,  en- 
trusting  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  means  of  communication  to 
them  and  allowing  them  a  percentage  of  the  revenue  derived  from  the 
■  respective  taluks  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Chief  Engineer )  :  I  am  sorry  I  omitted 
that  point.  Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  suggested  that  District  Boards  should  be 
formed  to  advise  the  department  in  deciding  the  works  to  be  undertaken 
in  each  District.  I  welcome  the  suggestion.  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai 
suggested  that  a  Board  of  Communications  should  be  constituted  to  con¬ 
sider  and  draw  up  schemes  for  new  communications  in  the  State  and 
advise  the  Government.  That  is  also  a  very  good  suggestion.'  I  have 
no  objection  to  that  either.  At  present,  the  Chief  Engineer  finds  it  very 
difficult  to  frame  a  satisfactory  budget  as  regards  communications,  and 
it  will  be  a  very  great  help  to  him  if  such  a  Board  is  constituted, 

As  regards  the  question  of  preparing  the  estimates  in  advance  of 
the  budget,  I  have  not  much  to  say.  The  Chief  Secretary  to  Govern¬ 
ment,  Mr.  George,  has  already  explained  the  policy  underlying  the  pre¬ 
sent  practice.  The  old  practice  was  that  a  number  of  estimates  were  got 
sanctioned  in  advance  without  any  near  prospect  of  their  being  taken 
up  for  execution.  They  had  either  to  undergo  revision  or  had  to  be 
cancelled.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  the  officers  of  the  department 
were  put  to  unnecessary  strain  thereby  and  the  practice  of.  preparing 
estimates  in  advance  had  to  be  stopped  except  in  special  cases.  If  is 
therefore  now  the  general  rule  to  prepare  estimates  only  for  specific 
items  of  work  that  are  provided  for  in  the  budget.  Estimates. for  such 
new  works  are  being  prepared  within  the  first  six  or  seven  months  of  the 
year.  Some  of  the  estimates  require  time  where  .field  work  has  to  be 
done.  Generally,  we  start  the  new  works  during  tlie  course  of  the  year 
itself  and  make  some  progress.  There  may  .be  rare  exceptions;  stich 
works  are  brought  under  the  ‘incomplete  works  ’  of  the  next  year,  and 
expedited  as  far  as  possible 

Mr.  K.  (.  JOSEPH  [Mimehil  cum  Devicolam )  :  May  I  draw  the. at¬ 
tention  of  the  Chief  Engineer  to  my  suggestion  that  Taluk  Boards  should 
be  established  and  a  portion  of  the  taluk  revenue  should  be  entrusted 
with  them  to  attend  to  means  of  communications? 

Mr.  K.  V.-- NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) As  regards  the  question 
of  giving  any  portion  of  the;  revenue  to  the  Taluk  Boards,  I  do  not  think 
I.  have  any  right  to  give  an  answer  in  that  question.  But,  as  regards 
the  question  of  entrusting  the  Taluk  Boards  with  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  roads,  bridges  and  culverts,  I  may  say  that  question  need 
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be  considered  only  after  the  establishment  of  Taluk  Boards.  We  will 
also  have  to  consider  what  is  being  done  by  such  Boards  in  the  Madras 
presidency  and  other  places  where  sfich  Boards  exist  at  present.  In  such 
places,  such  bodies  have,  under  them,  a  body  of  Engineers  (Bocal  Bund 
Engineers)  who  actually  execute  such  public  works.  Here,  the  Public 
Works  Department  is  performing  the  same  duties  in  addition  to  their 
duties  in  regard  to  other  public  works  such  as  buildings,  irrigation,  etc. 
So,  that  matter  has  to  be  carefully  considered  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Iiarunagapalli) :  I  am  glad  that  my  motion  has 
served  its  purpose.  We  have  been  able  to  elicit  a  good  deal  of  inform¬ 
ation,  and  the  Chief  Engineer  has  also  been  able  to  give  some  assur¬ 
ances.  Therefore,  I  do  not  press  my  motion. 

The  motion  was  by  leave  of  the  House  withdrawn.

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottmjcm )  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the  following 
motion 

27.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  23,14,048  for  Executive  by  Me.  1. 

Sir,  my  object  in  tabling  this  motion  is  to  invite  the  attention  of 
this  House  to  the  hardships  experienced  by  the  people  on  account  of  the. 
establishment  of  toll  gates  on  the  main  highways. 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  This  allotment  of  Bs.  23,14,043  is  for  Executive,  (i.  e.,)  for  the 
staff  of  Executive  Engineers,  Assistant  Engineers,  etc.,  and  works  such 
as  buildings,  communications  and  miscellaneous  public  improvements). 
I  request  a  ruling  from  the  Chair  as  to. whether,. under  a  motion  proposing 
a  cut  of-  this  allotment,  the  policy  in  regard  to  tolls'  could  be  discussed. . 
I  think  that  subject  could  be  rightly  discussed  only  under  motion  No.  31 
and  subsequent  motions  which  propose  reductions  in  the  allotment  of 
Bs.  23,43,703,  for  “  29,  buildings,  communications  and  miscellaneous  pub¬ 
lic  improvements”.  I  think  the  policy  in  regard  to  tolls  may  be  rightly 
discussed  only  under  those  motions. 

NR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  -  {Kottagam) :  The  executive  controls  the  whole 
department.  Therefore,  I  think  I  am  entitled  to  discuss  the  policy  ,  of 
toll-gates  also  under  this  motion.  .  . 
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Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Chief  Engineer ) :  May  ,1  refer  to  a  ruling 
passed  last  year ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Yes. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  ( Chiej  Engineer) :  This  is  the  President's 
ruling : 

“  I  ruled  this  morniug  that,  under  tlm  head  ‘Direction  you  emu  disouss  all  mattes 
bearing  a  direot  relation  to  the  items  of  expenditure  included  under  the  head  ‘Direction’ 
in  the  Budget.  If  you  look  to  pages  156  and  157  of  the  Budget,  you  will  find  certain 
items  included  there  under  '  Direction’.  There,  you  cun  discuss,  any  question  of  policy 
or  any  item  relating  to  the  several  heads  of  expenditure  shown  under  that  head." 

Similarly  under  the  head  ‘  Executive  ’  the  members  may  discuss  the 
question  of  policy  relating  to  the  several  items  of  expenditure  that  come 
under  the  head  ‘Executive’.  The  policy  relating  to  a  source  of  income 
might  be  discussed  only  in  the  motion  dealing  with  the  total  allotment 
for  Executive  and  Direction,  and  not  under  this  motion  which  deals 
only  with  the  Executive.  Mr.  Thomas,  may  conveniently  discuss  this 
question  under  motion  No.  31  which  stands  in  his  name.-  In  motion 
No.  31  he  proposes  to  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  23,43,703  .for  Build¬ 
ings,  etc.,  by  Re.  1  and  has  stated  the  object  of  his  motion  to  be  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  necessity  of  constructing  drainage  channels  in  North  Tr'avan- 

DEPIITY  PRESIDENT  :  He  need  not  confine  himself  to  those  things 

.MR.  K.  V,  NATESA  AIYAR  (G  kief  Engineer) :  He  may  do  anything 
when  that  motion  is  being  considered. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Thomas  may  be  asked  to  modify  the 
figure  that  he  proposes  to  reduce,  and  to  make  it  include  the  allotment 
.ibiv.  “  Direction  ”  also.:  t 

Mr..  K,  V.  NATESA  AIYAR '  (Chief  Engineer) :  -  The  motions  have  been 
arranged  in  a  definite  order.  I  do  not  know  whether  the  member  is  at 
.'  liberty  to  correct  the  figure  now,  ■ 

Mr.  K.  K-  THOMAS  ( KoUayam)\ :  I  have  no  objection  to  modify  the 
figure  if  it  is  permitted  by  the  Chair. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  do  not  see  how  you  Would  be  prejudiced  if 
Mr.  Thomas-is  allowed  to  modify  the  figure.  I  think  his  intention  was 
.  to  include  all  the  necessary  items  in  order  that  lie  may  get  a  right  to 
discuss  the  policy  in  regard  to  toll-gates. 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Secretary  to  Government) :  If  the 
figure  in  this  motion  alone  is  altered,  I  think  the  succeeding  motions 
will  also  have  to  bo  altered.  That  will  disturb. the  .order  of  arrange¬ 
ment  in  the  list  of  motions, 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Koitayam) :  I  sent  up  this  motion  vary 
early  so  that  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyau'  could  fee  prepared  for  a. discussion  of  the 
question, 

Mr.  K:  V.  NATESA  AIYAR,  (Chief  Engineer) :  I .  have 'already  ,  said 
in  my  budget  speech  that  the  matter  was  engaging  the  attention  of  the 
Government.  " 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  think,  Mr.  Thomas,  you  may  modify  the 
allotment  mentioned  in  your  motion  so  as  to  include  the  allotment  for 
‘Direction’  also,  and  change  it  into  Bs.  23,43,703. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  .  I  will  move  the  motion  as 
amended,  Sir. 

I  beg  to  make  the  following  motion  : — 

27,  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs,  23,43,703  fur  Buildings,  etc.  by  Be  1. 

As  I  stated  earlier,  my  object  in  tabling  this  motion  is  to  invite  the 
'  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  hardship  experienced  by  the  people 
on  account  of  the  establishment  of  toll-gates  in  the  main  highways  and 
to  request  them  to  reconsider  their  policy  so  that  the  poorer  classes  ihay 
not  feel  undue  hardship.  The  departmental  figures  show  that,  from 
the  year  1096  onwards,  the  income.'from  tolls  has  been  going  up  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  In  1096  the  income  from  toll-gates  was,  on  the 
whole,  only  Es.  41,998  while  in  1101,  it  has  swelled  itself  to  Es.  1,55,000 
odd,  i.  e.,  nearly  five-fold  in  five  years  ;  “and,  judging  from  the  informa¬ 
tion  that  is  available  at  present,  one  need  not  wonder  if'the  figures  go 
up  to  two  lakhs  this  year. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  Chief  Engineer  has  already  .stated,  that 
it  may  be  over  two  lakhs  for  this  year.  ; 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  {Kottayam)  \ .  Taking  twenty  per  cent.,of  this 
total  income  to  be  the  cost  of  collection  and  leaving  a  sufficient  ,  margin 
of  profit  for  the  collectors,  I  think  about  three  lakhs  of  rupees  is 
.  being  collected  from  the  poor  people  of  the  country. ;  In  addition  to  this, 
we  have  municipal  toll-gates  established  at  very  inconvenient;  centres 
and  at  shorter  distances.  The  collections  there  may  approximately 
amount  to  about  a  lakh  of  rupees.  The  total  mileage  of  metalled  roads 
in  Trayancore  comes  only  to  about  720  miles  of  which,  for  purposes  of 
tolls,  we  have  to  consider  only  the  M.  C.  Boad,  the  M.  S,  Road,  the 
Cape  Eoad  and  some  other  smaller  roads.  •  These  may  coma  tip  roughly 
to  300  or  350  miles.  The  cost  of  a  mile  of  these  roads  is  only  Bs.  450 
per  annum.  Therefore,  the  total  cost  of  these  350  miles  of  roads  will 
come  only  to  Es.  1,60,000  odd,  It  is  therefore  clear  that-  when  we 
collect  more  than  four  lakhs— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  do  you  calculate  it  as  four  lakhs  ? 

Mr.  K.  R.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  The  toll-gate  keepers  get.  about 
three  lakhs  on  the  whole  out  of  which  the  Government  get  only  about 
two  lakhs.  Although  the  Government  do  not  get  the  balance, -  the  people 
have  to  pay  it.  The  other  one  lakh  which  makes  the  total  of  four  lakhs, 
is  collected  from  the  municipal  toll-gates.  This  clearly  shows  that  the 
total  collections  are  far  in  excess  of  what,  is  actually  spent  on  these  roads. 

Then  again,  the  harshness  of  the  toll  collectors  is  really  unbearable. 
In  harshness  and  oppression  they  excel  the  tax  gatherers  of ;; the  old 
Eoman  and  Mediieval  days.  I  will  give  an  instance,  A  poor  Pulaya 
had  to  take  his  sick  boy. in  Si  country,  cart  to  ,  a  hospital.-  .The'  poor 
Ptllaya-  had  very  little  with  him  and  therefore  was  not  in  a  position -to 
pay  the  toll-gate  keeper.  The  poor  Pulaya-  was. forced. to  part  with  his 
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second  cloth  as  a  sort  of  pawn.  The  oppression  caused  by  these  toll-gate 
keepers,  especially  when  the  passengers  happen  to  be  poor  and  illiterate, 
ii  very  hard.  Sometimes  these  toll-gate  keepers  collect  toll  twice  from 
these  poor  and  illiterate  persons.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  and  I 
think  the  whole  House  knows,  that  these  toll-gates  work  a  great  hardship 
on  the  poorer  classes. 

I  may  also  mention  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  ordinary  cul¬ 
tivator  on  account  of  these  toll-gates.  A  man  who  wants  to  go  from 
.  Kanjirapalli  to  the  Kottayam  market  for  selling  his  cart-load  of  tapioca  or 
jack,  has  to  pay  toll  at  three  toll-gates  on  the  road,  and,  on  getting  into 
the  town,  he  has  to  pay  at  the  market  toll-gate.  In’ addition  to  all  these, 
there  is  the  vandipetta  keeper  who  has  also  to  be  paid  something.  The 
poor  man  has  also  to  meet  his  personal  expenses  for  about  two  days ;  and 
he  has  to  maintain  his  bulls  also  ,  in  a  town  where  it  is  rather  very 
costly.  After  paying  about  32  chs.  to  the  toll-gate  keepers  and  similar 
other  sums  to  the  market  toll-gate  keeper  and  the  vandipetta,  keeper  and 
after  meeting  his  own  expenses  and  those  of  his  bulls  for  about  two  days 
in  a  town,  he  will  find,  while  returning  home,  that  practically  nothing 
is  left  with  him.  Therefore,  I  submit,  Sir,  that  this  system,  of  levying 
tolls  works  very  great  hardship  on  the  popr  classes  in  the  country.  It 
•  acts  as  a  deterrent  to  the  development  of  trade  in  the  country. 

As  regards  the  buses,  I  understand  that  they  have  to  pay  tolls  for 
all  their  trips,  so  that  those  running  between  Quilon  and  Trivandrum 
have  to  pay  at  least  Rs.  4  every  day.  For  a  bus  which  has  cost  the 
owner  only  about  Rs.  3,400,  the  owner  has  to  pay  every  year,  in  the 
shape  of  tolls,  nearly  Rs,  2,400. 

I,  therefore,  submit,  Sir,  that  it  will  .be  a  great  service  to  the  poor 
people  of  our  country  if  this  ,  toll  system  is  abolished  altogether.  If 
.  that  is  not  possible,  I  wish  to  jliess  upon  the  Government  the  necessity 
for  making  changes  in  the  rates  of  tolls  as  also  in  the  way  in  which 
they  are  levied.  I  also  wish  to  point  out  that  at  least  the  country 
carts  may  ha  absolutely  exempted  from  payment  of  tolls  throughout 
the  country.  It  is  a.  well-known  fact  that  roads  are  mostly  damaged  by 
motor  buses  and  lorries  and  not  by  these  country  carts ;  and  the  major 
portion  of  the  income  from  tolls  is  also  from  motor  buses  and  lorries  and 
.  not  from  country  carts.  I  appeal  to  yoxi,  Sir,  as  one  who  knows  the 
difficulties  of  the  people,  to.  exert  your  influence  to  see  that  this  hard 
-  impost  is  abolished  altogether,  or,  if  that  is  not  possible,  at  least  to 
exempt  the  poorer  classes  and  the  country  carts  from  payment  of  tolls. 
The  Municipal  Regulation  exempts  ordinary  canoes  and.  bullocks, 
'  ploughs,  etc.,  used  for  agricultural  purposes,  from  payment  of  tolls,  As 
would  be  clear  from  my  illustration  of  a  man  who  has  to  go  from  Ranji- 
rapalli  to  Kottayam  for  selling  his  oarf-load  of  tapioca  or  jack,  there  is 
often  very  little  left  for  such  poor. persons  when  they  go  back  after  sell¬ 
ing  what  they  had,  .  Such  being,  the.  case,  I  press  upon  the  House  the 
.  necessity  for  abolishing  these toll-gates  altogether,  if  possible,  or  at  least 
to  exempt,  from  payment  of  tolls,  the  country  carts  and  the  poor  classes. 
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MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPIU-AI  ( Commerce  and  Industry ,  North)  : 
Sir,  I  think  it  will  be  admitted  by  everybody  that  the  present  system 
of  levying  tolls  is  very  unpopular.  One  cardinal  principle  of  taxation 
is  that  there  should  not  be  room  for  any  middleman  to  take  any  portion 
of  the  tax  paid  by  the  people.  But  this  toll  system,  through  the 
medium  of  contractors,  permits  these  contractors  to  take  away  large  sums 
of  money  for  themselves  as  profit.  I  have  got  reliable  information  that 
in  some  toll-gates  from  which  the  Government  get  only  about  Rs.  20,000, 
the  contractors  are  making  nearly  Rs.  50,000.  Every  day,  the  number 
of  buses  and  cars  is  growing  in  leaps  and  bounds,  and  the  contractor 
will  take  good  care  to  prevent  his  figures  from  being  known  to  others. 
But  one  can  make  a  surmise  as  to  the  amount  that  the  contractors  are 
actually  getting.  Though  there  is  great  jubilation  that  the  income 
from  toll-gates  is  increasing  year  after  year,  I  am  reliably  informed  that 
the  share  that  the  Government  are  now  getting  is  far  from  being  adequate 
or  proportionate  to  the  amount  that  the  contractor  actually  gets.  If 
there  is  no  possibility  of  getting  rid  of  these  middlemen,  I  think  the 
system  should  be  modified.  I  am  not  against  the  system  of  levying 
tolls  because  the  public  funds  are  being  utilised  for  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  roads,  and  because  those  who  can  afford  the  luxury 
of  travelling  in  motor  cars  and  buses — and  even  the  poorer  clases  who  - 
want  to  travel  rapidly  in  buses-- should  not  grudge  paving  a  small  sum 
for  the  upkeep  of  the  roads.  But,. my  objection  is,  first  of  all,  to  the 
fact  that  a  large  portion  of  the.  amount  is  taken  away  by  the  middlemen. 
Secondly,  the  system,  as  it  is,,  is  open  to  various  abuses  and  corruption. 

I  do  not  know  whether  there  is  anything  in  the  Interportal.  Trade 
Convention. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ) :  Would  not  the  member  give  up 
these  tolls  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  we  are  having,  year  after  year, 
large  surpluses? 

MR.  K:  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPlUAl (.Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
I  do  not  know  whether  I  should  be  in  favour  of  giving  up  these  tolls 
altogether  ;  because,  after  all,  it  is  levied  only  from  those  who  can  afford 
to  pay  tolls.  I  think  other  countries  do  not  seem  to  have  any  objection 
to  this  system  of  levying  tolls  from  the  people.  In  England,  for  in¬ 
stance,  they  have  got  funds  collected  in  some  such  way,  amounting 
to  about  i  17  or  20  million  a  year;  and  this  amount  is  far  more 
than  what  is  actually  necessary  for  the  maintenance  and  construction 
of  the  roads.  There  was  recently  a  hue  and  cry  there  when  the  Chan¬ 
cellor  of  the  Exchequer ‘proposed  to  utilise  this  surplus  for  generalbudget 
purposes.  But  still  there  was  no  demand  for  the  reduction  or  the  aboil- ‘ 
tion  of  tolls. :  Out  of  the  40  lakhs  of  people  in  our  country,  I  think 
those  who  use  buses  and  motor  oars  are  infinitesimally  small  in  number  ; 
it  is  not  quite  fair  that  the  general  taxpayer'  should  be  taxed  for  the 
benefit  of  the  few  who  make  use  of  such  conveyances. 

I  do  not  know,  Sir,  about  the  technicalities  in  regard  to  the  Inter¬ 
portal  Trade  Convention.  My  own  view  is  that,  if  possible,  a  small  addi¬ 
tional  duty  might  be  levied  on  the  petrol  that  "is  used.  That  will  bring  us 
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a  large  sum  of  money.  It  is  not  difficult  to  find  out  the  quantity  of 
petrol  that  is  actually  consumed.  It  is  always  very  convenient  to 
tax  things  at  the  very  source.  Therefore,  Sir,  provided  we  could  do. 
it  without  infringing'  the  agreement  entered  into  with  the  British 
Government,  it  will  be  very  convenient  if  we  could  levy  some  additional 
duty  on  the  petrol  that  is  consumed  in  Travancore.  That  is  a  very 
convenient  way  of  getting  at  the  people  who  make  use'  of  motor  ears 
and  buses. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Erase  Commissioner ):  May  I  inform  the 
member  that  we  are  not  entitled  to  impose  any  duty  on  petrol  since  the 
duty  on  it  is  already  collected  before  it  is  brought  into  Travancore  V 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Probably,  there  may  be  some  difficutly  under 'the  present  agreement, 
with  the  British  Government.  But,  I  am  sure,  it  is  not  impossible  for 
this  Government  to  come  to  an  understanding  with  thej  British  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  matter.  Certainly,  it  is  not  an  insurmountable  difficulty. 
The  Excise  Commissioner  aiid  the  Chief  Engineer  may  put  their  heads 
together  and  suggest  measures* by  which  it  could  be  made  possible  to 
ask  those  who  sell  petrol  to  pay  some  license  fees  or  something  like  that. 
If  that  is  done,  it  would  be  much  more  convenient.  I  am  not  at  all  in 
favour  of  putting  an  end  to  this  source  of  income,  especially  in  these 
days  ‘when  the-  use  of  motor  cars  and  buses  is  becoming  more  and 
more  widespread.  After  all,  the  amount  that  is  paid  by  each  individual 
will  be  very  inappreciable.  Eormerly,  tolls  had  to  be  paid  only  once  a 
day.  .  Now  every  time  a  bus  or  car  passes  a  toll-gate,  it  has  to  pay  toll 
and  thus.lh  some  cases,  a  bus  or  car  may  have  to  pay  toll  four  or  five 
times  every  day-  AH  this  hardship  can  be  removed  if  a  duty  is  levied 
according  to  the  amount  of  petrol  consumed.  That  willmot  lead  to  any 
inequalities.  Moreover,  tve,  can,  avoid  the  hardship  of  taxing  common 
country- darts  without  any  diminution  of  income.  After  all,  the  amount 
derived  by  levying  toll  on  country  carts  is  inappreciable.  Mr.  Thomas 
has  given  a  very  fine  illustration  of  a  poor  man  who  had  to  take  his  sick 
son  to  the  hospital  aiid  who  was  obliged  on  his  way  to  part  with  his 
seoond  cloth  as,  a  security  for  the  payment  of  the  toll.  Therefore,  I . 
should  like  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  authorities  the  desirability 
of  trying  whether  the  system  of  tolls  can  be  abolished  altogether  and 
substituted -by  a  duty  on  the  petrol  that  is  consumed. 

.  -Mr.  K,  ;l.  JOSEPH  (Mi-nacMl  cum  Devicolam)  ;  The  present  system 
of  levy  of  tolls  is  giving  much  room  for  complaint.  Eirsi;  of  all, 
there  is  no  uniformity  in  the  matter.  In  some  places,  for  every  trip, 
toll  is  charged.  In  othev  places,  toll  ,  is  charged  per  day.  Eor 
example,  un  the  road  from  Kottayma  to  Mundakayam,  there  is  a  toll- 
gate  at  the  14th  mile,  whore  toll  is  levied  for  each  trip.  In  other  places, 
toll  need  be  paid  only  once  a  day,  even  though  th  e  ears  or  the  buses 
may  pass  to  and  fro  several  times. 

Another  point  is  as  regards  the, distance  between  two  toll-gates. 
In  some  places, , -toll-gates  are  very .  near,  while,  in  other  places,  they 
are  50  or  60  miles  apart.  , There  is  thus  no  uniformity  as  regards  the 

distance  also  for  which  one  lias  to  pay  tolls.  '  V 
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Another  fact  which  I  would  like  to  mention  is  the  collection  of  tolls 
by  the  municipalities.  If  I  am  correct,  I  may  State  that  the  municipalities 
do  not  undertake  any  expenditure  in  the  matter  of  maintaining  roads. 
I  do  not  therefore  see  any  justification  for  the  collection  of  tolls  by 
these  municipalities.  Moreover,  the  Government  are  hot  benefited  by 
such  collections  by  the  municipalities. 

Mr.  N,  V.  JOSEPH  (Pantr)  :  Do  all  municipalities  levy  tolls  ? 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil- cum  Devicolam ) :  That  is  also  another 
point  where  there  is  no  uniformity.  Some  municipalities  collect  tolls, 
while  others  do  not.  There  is  also  no  uniformity  in  the  rates  levied. 
Some  municipalities  collect  one  rupee  or  so,  for  every  bus,  while  others 
collect  two  rupees.  '  . 

MR.  T,  J.  MATTHEW  (Chang  anachery  cum  Peermade)  :  Is  there 
any  municipality  which  collects  Es.  2  for  every  bus  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam ,)  :  .  I  think  at  Kottayam 
every  bus  has  to.  pay  Es.  2.  .  ‘  . 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur) :  May  I  know  whether  there  is  any 
municipality  which  is  not  allowed  by  the  Government  to  collection  ? 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
some  municipalities  are  collecting  tolls,  while  others  are  not.  That  is 
my  point.  There  is  no  uniformity  in  the  matter, 

MR.  PAUL  DANIEL  (Nominated)  :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that  municipali¬ 
ties  which  are  allowed  to  collect  tolls  are  also  required  to  maintain  the 
roads  within  their  limits  ?  For  example,  the  Nagercbil  municipality  is 
allowed  to  collect  tolls  and  it  has  to  .maintain  its' roads; 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicoldnr) :  My  information 
is  that  municipalities  are  not  bound  to  maintain  the  roads  within  their 
■limits.  I  am  not  quite  certain  about  it— I  hope  the  Government  mem¬ 
ber  will  explain  the  matter  better.  If  I  am  correct  in  this  view,  I  do  not 
see  any  justification  whatever  for  allowing  municipalities  to  collect  tolls. 
Another  practical  difficulty  is  that  several  municipalities  are  close  to  one 
another.  .  \  ■  ■  -  ■  ■ 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry:  North): 

,  Is  it  not  a  fact  that,  even  in  the  case  of  municipalities  that  have  to 
maintain  their  roads,  the  , amount  they  collect  by  way  of  tolls  is  far 
greater  than  the  amount  they  actually  have  to  spend  for  the  mainten¬ 
ance  of  their  roads  which  may  be  only  about  3  or  4  miles  in  length  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cixm  Devicolam) :  It  may  be  so.  Any¬ 
how,  what  I  want  to  point  out.  to  the  House  is  that  there' is  absolutely 
no  uniformity  in  the  practical  working  of  the  System  of  levying  tollp. 
People  who  have  to  pay  tolls  suffer  very  much  on  account  of  the  want 
of  uniformity. 

Mr.  K-  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  euro.- Devicolam):  Another  point  T 
have  to  emphasise  is  that  the  Government  do  not  as  a  matter  of  Met  get 
as  much  money  as-  they  could ;  they  now  rent  out  the  right  to 
collect  tolls  on  contract.  It  is  the  middlemen  that  profit  by  this 
As  Mr.  Mamrnen  Mappillai  suggested,  I  also  advocate  the  idea  of  charg¬ 
ing  an  import  duty:  on  petrol.  This  is  a  matter  which  should  receive 
serious  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  If  it  is  not  possible  to  do  that,  what  alterna¬ 
tive  do  yon  suggest  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devieolam)  :  Even  if  it  is  not 
possible',  I  think  some  change  in  the  present  system  is  absolutely 
necessary.  I  am  only  inviting  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  fin’d 
out  proper  measures  to  remedy  the  present  evil.  In  that  case,  whatever 
is  due  from  the  taxpayer,  will  go  direct  to  the  Government.  As  regards 
tolls  to  be  levied  on  carts,  it-  would  be  better  if  the  Government  ask.  the 
cart-owners  to  take  license. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Supposing  the  levy  of  toll  is  changed  from 
one  department  to  another,  what  will  be  the  result  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPP1LLAI  (Commerce  and  hidiintnj,,  North) : 
You  are  only  suggesting  additional  convenience. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devieolam  ) :  As  I  said  already* 
much  of  the  difficulties  could  be  overcome.if  cart-owners  take  licenses. 

I  suggest  that  the  present  system  of  tolls  might  be  abolished.  But  I  do 
not  agree  with  Mr.  Thomas  in  saying  that  the  syr.tcm  of  charg¬ 
ing  for  the  use  of  the  roads  by  these  vehicles  should  be  abolished,  It  is 
only  fair  and  proper  that  those  who  use  these  sorts  of  vehicles  be  asked 
to  pay  for  it.  With  these  few  observations,  I  support  Mr.  Thomas’ 
motion,  but  I  don’t  agree  as  regards  the  principle  involved  in  the  collec¬ 
tion  of  tolls. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parwr ) :  The  mover  of  this  motion  has  advocated 
the  total  abolition  .  of  the  toll  system.  The  other  two  speakers  who 
have  supported  the  motion  have  made  it  rather  conditional  on  some 
alternative  effective  schemes.  I  have  no  hesitation  in  joining  with  the 
mover  ,  and  advocate  the  total  abolition  of  the  toll  system. .  My  first  ob¬ 
jection  to  the  toll  system  is  that  it  looks  so  very  ridiculous  that  the  high¬ 
roads  are  fenced  across  by  toil-gates  at*every  tenth  or  twelfth  mile.  We 
often  find  such  obstructions  to  traffic.  Another  reason  is  that  this  toll  sys¬ 
tem,  even  in  the  matter  of  taxation,  seems  to  be  .more  unjust  and  unfair; 
There  is  some  reason  in  urging  that  since  the  roads  are  being  used  by 
these  care  and  carts,  it  is  only  fair  that  they  should  contribute  something. 
We  do  not  find  these  tolls  on  bad  roads ;  only  in  certain  selected  roads,  * 
we  find  some.  There  are  other  roads  which  are  used  by  oars  and  carts 
on  which  no  toll  is  collected.  When- we  reach  a  toll-gate,  we  find  that 
the  toll-gate  keepers  require  at  least  eight  or  ten  annas  and  sometimes 
delay  is  caused  for  want  of  change.  Such  petty  inconveniences  we 
undergo  on  account  of  this  toll  system.  It  is  true  that  some  sort  of  in¬ 
come  should  he  derived  from  those  who  make  use  of  these  roads.  In  my 
Opinion,  it  is  only  fair  to  have  an  import  duty  on  petrol.  To  levy  such  a- 
duty  will  be  mqte  effective  and  equitable  because  the  number  of  miles 
the  motor  cars  have  travelled  can  be  correctly  gauged  from  the  quantity 
of  petrol  used  by  them.  But  what,  about  bullock  carts  and  similar  con¬ 
veyances  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ; Minachil.  cuin  Devieolam f :  That  is  whv  I  said 
that  for  cart*  license  should  be  taken.  ,,  ■  ,  / 
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Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Paru r)  :  Supposing  there  is  a  private  car  which 
costs  Bs.  2,000  and  the  owner  uses  this  car  only  once  in  a  way.  F or 
taking  license,  he  may  have  to  spend  something  like  Bs.  200,  This  is 
one  aspect  of  the  case.  There  is  the  ordinary  vehicle  which  uses  the 
road  throughout  the  day.  TIqw  can  it  be  fair  to  charge  the  car  of  a 
private  gentleman  Bs.  200  a  year  and  a :  bus  or  a  motor  car  used  for 
hired  traffic  the  same  rate  ?  '  ■ 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated )  ;  Does  the  member  think  that 
it  is  impossible  to  distinguish  between  private  cars  and  others? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur )  :  It  may  be  possible.  But  I  only  sug¬ 
gest  that  some  other  alternative  scheme  should  be  thought  out-

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Paw) :  There  is  an  import  duty.  That  is  not 
the  case  with  tobacco.  Suppose  a  trader  in  Travancore  has  got  license 
for  petrol  and  just  on  the  boundary  in  the  Cochin  State  a  shop  is  esta¬ 
blished  for  selling  petrol.  A  Travancore  man  goes  and  buys  petrol  and 
comes  to  Travancore.  In  this  case,  what  could  be  done  in  the  matter  of 
levying  duty  on  petrol  ?  With  these  observations,  I  have  no  hesitation 
in  advocating  the  total  abolition  of  the  toll  system  because  it  has  be¬ 
come  a  public  nuisance. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  I  wish  to  speak  about  a  change 
now  made  in  the  rate  of  tolls  collected  from  buses.-  Previously  they  had 
to  pay  a  toll  only  once. in  24  hours.  Now  they  are  required  to  pay  every 
time  they  pass  through  certain  toll-gates.  I  may  say  that  it  is  an 
unfair  way  of  levying  tolls.  As  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas  pointed  out,  a  bus 
which  costs  Bs.  3,000  will  have  to  pay  by  way  of  toll  Bs.  200  a  month. 
Thus  in  one  year  the  total  amount  of  toll  comes  to  Bs.  2,000  odd. 
This  is  very  hard,.  Now  I  may  also,  point  out  that,,  on  calcula¬ 
tion,  a  bus  that  has  license  to  carry  17  persons  has  to  spend  on  various 
items  about  Bs-  30.  a  day  excluding  the  toll  that  ;  the  owner  of 
the  bus  has  to  pay.  Of  course,  in  that  calculation,  the  wear  and  tear  of  the 
tyres,  pay  of  the  driver,  the  cost  of  petrol  and  all  these  items  are 
included.  Thus  it  seems  that  it  would  be  killing  the  industry  if  the  buses 
are  obliged  to  pay  toll  every  time  they  pass  a  toll-gate.  At  one  toll-gate, 
viz.,  at  Paripalli,  the  change  is  to  be  introduced  from  1102.  I  under-, 
stand  that  several  bus-owners  got  down  their  buses  before  they 
knew  that  such  a.changeisgoingto  .be  introduced.  Anyhow!  I  think 
it  is  rather  iniquitous  that  -  these  buses  'have  , to  pay  toll  every  time  they 
pass'the  toll-gate.  This  rule  ..affects  only  buses  and  not  private  oars. 
The  buses  are  run  for  commercial  purposes,  and  therefore  there  may  be 
some;  fairness  in  treating  them  differently..  But,  all  the  same,  I  think 
the  proposed  change  is  ratherjjiniquitbus  and  ought  not  to  be  given  effect 
to. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  .Engineer):  Mr.  If.  K.  Thomas 
has  brought  this  motion  to  discuss  the  hardships  caused  by  the  tolls  and 
has  advocated  their  abolition  for  various  ^reasons.  He  referred  to  the. 
hardships  encountered  by'  poor  classes.  *  He  further  added  that  the' 
devdopmexit. . of  the  country  was  being  retarded.  'Before  discussing 
details,  I  should  like  to  acquaint 'the  House  with  .the  ’  history  of  the 
system  of  levying  tolls  on  vehicles  that  use  .  the  roads  and  how  the 
Public  Works  Department  came  to  be  connected,  with  the  realisation  of 
this  revenue.  -  - 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalajnmlia)  :  -  May  I  knowwhether 
the  .  history,  of  the  system  of  levying  atolls  -is  relevant  to  the  dis¬ 
cussion  ?- 

Mr.  R.  V.  NATESA  ..AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  Bor  the  clear  under¬ 
standing  of  the  subject, 'a  brief- history  is  necessary. ^  The  function  of 
the  Public  Works  Department  is  to  carry,  out  public'  works  which 
necessarily  includes  the  upkeep  of  roads  in  a  condition  suitable  for  the 
demands  of  traffic  .a ;  it  grows,  with  the  funds  placed  at  ’  its  disposal  by 
the  Government.  : 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  he  is 
awitre  that— my  friend  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  but  for  his  self- 
imposed  silence,  would  have  interrupted — it  is  the  fundamental  duty  of 
the  Government  to  maintain  the  highways.  ? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (.Chief  Engineer )  :  It  has  hot  been  the 
duty  of  the  Government  in  British  India  and  elsewhere,  but  it  has  be'en 
the  policy  in  Travancore  so  far. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Will  the  member  be  pleased 
to  explain  ? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  Maintenance  of  roads 
in  the  British  Indian  Districts  is  met  from  iocal  funds  got  by  levying  a 
road  cess  at  the  rate  of  one  anna  in  the  land  revenue-  At  that  rate, 
the  whole  of  Travancore  would  be  entitled  only  to  an  expenditure  of 
about  Bs.  2£  lakhs,  whereas  this  Government  has  been  spending  about 
Bs.  12  lakhs  on  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  roads,  without 
resorting  to  any  such  cess  here- 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu):  Does  that  obtain  anywhere 
outside  British  India  Or  in  Europe  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  .  (Chief  Engineer)  :  I  don't  think  Govern¬ 
ments  are  maintaining  roads  in  other  countries  as  we  are  doing  here., 

Mr.  M.,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-  Are  there  not .  roads  in. other 
countries?  (Lavghler.) 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer). :  When  funds  so  placed 
are  found  inadequate  for  the  satisfactory  upkeep  of  roads  and  to  the 
standard  of  efficiency  expected  by  traffic  owing  to  the  intensive-  use  .  of 
the  roads  by  heavy  and  fast  moving  traffic,  the  function  of  the  Public 
Works  Department  is  to  ask  for  more  funds.  When  the  Government 
found  that  the  traffic  on  roads  increased  and  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  began  to  ask  for  more  funds,  they  took  power  and  enacted 
Begulation  IV  of  1088  as  amended,  by  Begulation  III  of  1098,  It  is 
under  this  Begulation  that  tolls  are  being  levied. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ).  :  Can  the  repeal  of  a 
Begulation  be  introduced  in  such  discussions? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT::  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar  only  said  that  tolls,  are 
levied  under  a  Begulation, 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI' (Ambal&jjuzha) :  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar 
speaks  about  the  repeal  of  the  Begulation.  '  , 

Mr  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  ■.  Mr,  Thomas  stated  that 
the  maintenance  grant  for  important  roads  was  only  about  Bs.  400  and 
that  only  about  850  miles  were  main  roads.  He  has  roughly  estimated 
the  cost  of  maintenance  of  sueh  roads  at.  about  Eg.  1,40,000,  . 

Mr.  K-  K-  THOMAS  ( Kottuyani )  :  May  I . correct  the  Chief  Engi¬ 
neer?  What  I  said  was 'about  Bs,  1,60,000’,  '  .  ; 

Mr  K,  V,  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)'.  Take  for  instance  the 
two  roads  where  the  maintenance  grant  is  about  Bs.  1,000  and  more.  As 
regards 'these  roads,  the  proper,  upkeep,  is  becoming,  very  difficult  and 
very  costly  too, ..  Let  us.  consider  the  Main  Southern  Boad  from  Trivan¬ 
drum  to  Aramboli  on  which' perhaps  the  largest  number  of  motor  vehi¬ 
cles, Jparticularly  the  buses,  ply.  "•  Till  recently,  i,  up  to  about  1096, 
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re-coating  had  to  be  done  only  once  in  4  or  5  years,  blit  it  lias  become 
recently  necessary  to  re-metal  the  road  once  in  2  or  3  years.  This 
clearly  shows  there  is  very  great  weal1  on  the  road.  » 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam):  May  I  draw  the  attention  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  the  Administration  Report  wherein  it  is  stated  that 
Rs.  450  is  spent  per  mile  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer)'.  That  is  only  the  aver¬ 
age.  I  am  speaking  about  the  actuals  for  some  important  roads.  This 
great  wear  on  the  roads  cannot  but  be  so.  The  income  from  tolls  on  this 
road  has  gone  up  to  Rs.  82,000  in  1102  from  Rs.  28,000  in  1096.  So, 
the  rapid  growth  of  traffic  has  been  since  1096  on  account  of  fast 
moving  motor  vehicles.  The  maintenance  grant  for  this  road  was  only 
Rs.  750  in  1089.  It  was  raised  to  Rs.  825  in  1090,  to  Rs.  900  in  1093  ’ 
and  Rs.  1,000  in  1096.  This  was  found  to  he  inadequate  and  it  had  to 
be  raised  to  Rs.  1,200  in  1101.  But  the  traffic  having  increased  nearly 
three-fold,  the  maintenance  grant  will  have  to  be  raised  to  at  least 
Rs.,  1,600,  per  mile  from  1093.  On  the  If.  K.  Road,  the  income  from  tolls 
was  only  Rs.  14,073  in  1099.  It  rose  to  Rs.  35,812  in  1101,  and  for 
1102,  it  stands  at  Rs.  66,106.  The  maintenance  grant  had  to  be  in¬ 
creased  in  1101.  and  it  may  have  to  be  increased  further  sooner  or  later. 

It  is  obvious  that  thdse  who  use  the  roads  most  should  bear  a  share 
of  the  cost,  of  upkeep;  Mr,  K.  C.  Mammen  Mappillai  has  agreed  that 
the  general  taxpayer  should  not  "be:  made  to  pay  for  the  use  of  the 
roads  by  bus-owners  . and  . others;  It  is  in  this  view  that  toils  are  levied 
on  the' traffic  using  the  various  roads  on  which  toll-gates  have  been" 
established.  It  is  no  extraordinary  thing  to  levy  such  imposts  in  Tra- 
vancoreV  as  it  is  the  practice  everywhere.  In  Malabar  and  Tinnevelly, 

I  understand  that,  besides  the  tolls,  they  are  levying  a  license  fee  of  6 
pies  or.  so.per  mile  on  motor  vehicles  plying  for  hire.  It  will  be  seen 
therefore  that  the  levy  of  tolls  is  not  a  novel  one  and.  peculiar  to  Tra- 
vancore.  No  doubt,  there  is  inconvenience  to  the  Travancore  public. 
To  avoid  this,  as  I  have  already  stated  in  my  reply  to  the  general  dis- 
cussion  on  the  budget,  I  have  been  at  ,  some  pains  to  find  out  some  bet¬ 
ter  arrangement  and  the  system  of  registration  suggested  itself  to 
me.  As  was  already  stated,  even  that  is  not  free  from  difficulties.  All 
manner  of  vehicles,  those  that  .uRe  '  the  roads  most  and  those  that  use 
them  least;  have;  all  to  'share  the  burden  equally  .which  is  not  an  equi¬ 
table  arrangement.  lam  also  considering'  the  alternative  of. levying  a 
duty  op.  petrol  should  that  be  possible  and  this  could  affect  only' the  • 
'motor.. vehicles  ,  plying  on.  the  roads.  •  The  .  whole  question  is  under  the 
consideration  of  the  Government.. 

-.As  I  have  already  stated  in  my  reply  to  the  budget '  discussion, 
the  Government  are  spending  about  Rs.  10,50,000  on  maintenance  and 
special  repairs.  It  is  only  fair  to  the  general  taxpayer  that  the  heavy- 
traffic  using  the  roads  should  pay  their  due  share  to  the  revenue  of  the 
State.  The  income  from  tolls  has  increased  to  Rs.  2,50,000  foi'  1102. 
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This  sum  is  only  a  fourth  of  the  whole  amount  that  has  to  be  spent  on 
roads.  Tolls  are  established  only;  on  those  roads  on  which  there  is 
heavy  traffic.  As.  was  stated  already,  the  matter  is  under  consideration 
and  the  suggestions  made  by  the  members  here  will  receive  due  consi¬ 
deration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government. 

Some  members  spoke  about  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  trip  rate. 
The  country  carts  are  not  suffering  thereby.  They  are  go;ng  slowly 
at  about  14  or  1-5  miles  a  day  and  they  may  have  to  pay  only  once  a 
day.  But  motor  cars  eight.-seaters,  nine-seaters,  twelve-seaters  and  six¬ 
teen — seaters — move  about  f  rom  place  to  place  and  make  frequent  use  of 
the  roads  making  several  trips-  on  the  same  day.  It  is  only  just  that  they ' 
should  be  taxed  every  time  they  pass  the  road.  I  do' not  think  that 
the  ordinary  people,  suffer  thereby.  The  trip  rate  at  the  Kuzhittura 
toll-gate  was  introduced  a  few  years  ago.  That  at  Pulikalkavala  or  t  o 
14th  mile  of  the  K.  K.  Road  was  introduced  in  1101.  Such  trip  rates 
were  introduced  at  the  Adur  and  the  Paripalli  toll-gates  only  for  1102, 
They  are  the  only  four  places,  where  the  trip  rate  on  buses  and  lorries 
has  been  introduced.  This  accounts  for  the  increase  in  the  income 
from  tolls  for  1102  in  those  stations. 

Certain  members  referred  to  middlemen  getting-  a  lot  of  profits 
We  have  to  rely  on  the  spirit  of  competition  among  business-men  to  get 
the  revenue  to  which  we  are  entitled.  I  believe  there  has  been  a  -  great 
deal  of  competition  among. them.  I  do  not  think  that  middlemen  are 
making  i any  undue  profit.  I  will  give  a, few  instances  where,  on. 
account  of  such  competition,  the-  rates  have  gone  very  high.  For 
Perumbavur,  it  has  risen  from  about  Rs.  5,000  in  llOl  to  Rs.  8,400  in 
1102.  For  Muvattupuzha,  it  has  risen  from  Rs.  4,000  in  1101  to 
Rs.  7,000  in  1 1 02.  For  Bttuina-nur,  from  about  Rs.  10,000  in  1101  to 
about  Rs.  21,000  in  1102  andfor  Adur,  it  has  risen  from  about  Rs.12.00Q 
in  1101  to  Rs.  22,000  in  1102.  For  the  14th  mile- of-  the  Kottayam- 
Kumili  Road,  it  has  risen  from  about  Rs.  14,000  in  1101  to  Rs.  32,000. in 
1102.  ■  . 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  Have  the  Govern¬ 
ment  fixed  the  maximum  that  could  be  collected  by  the  toll  contractors  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer):  We  have  fixed  the 
minimum.  So  the  competitors  can  raise  the  maximum  as  they  like.  We 
fix  only  the  upset  price.  ■  ■  • ; 

Mr.  K,  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Eeticdam)  :  Will  not  the 
public  be  put  to  great  hardship  if  the  maximum  is  not  fixed  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  is  it  possible  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam )  :  If  the  maximum  rate 
is  settled,  then  the  competitors  will  take  care  to  see -that  they  do  not  bid 
.  for  very  high  amounts. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer):  The  rate  leviable  on. 
S  single  car  or  bus.  is  fixed.  So  there  cannot  he  any  hardship.  Every 
toll-gate  has  got  a  board  on  which  all  the  rates  are  notified.  : 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  whether,  busihess-men.  enter- into,  such  competitions  even  at  the. 
risk  of  loss V  ■  '  . 
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MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (.Chief  Engineer) :  No,  they  will  not  enter 
into  the  competition  at  the  risk  of  loss  to  them.  There  may  be  some 
profit  for  the  men  who  are  engaged. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Then  how  does  he  explain 
this  rapid  increase  in  the  purchase  money  from  Rs.  7,000  to  Rs.  14  000? 
Was  it  because  the  bidders  took  up  the  contract  at  the  risk  of  loss? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  [Chief  Engineer)  :  As  I  said,  it  will  not  be 
a  loss  to  them,  but  only  there  will  not  be  much  profit.  At  the  28th  mile 
of  the  E.  K.  Road,  the  auction  amount  has  increased  from  Rs,  9,000  to 
Rs.  20,000  ;  at  Paripalli,  from  Rs.  4,400  to  Rs  17,650  ;  at  Neduvangad 
from  Rs.  8,500  to  Bs.  10,780  ;  and  at  Kuzhittura,  from  Rs.  44,000  to 
Rs.  55,500.  At  Aramboli,  it  has  increased  from  Rs.  17  000  to 
Rs.  26,500. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tcnate) :  May  I  know  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  the  cost  of  the  yearly  maintenance  of  the  main  road  from  Tri- 
vandrum  to  Aramboli  ? 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  It  is  about  Rs.  1,200 
per  mile.  For  the  whole  road,  it  may  oome  to  Rs.  65,000.  ’ 

'  MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  What  is  the  amount  collected  in 
the  toll-gates  at  Kuzhittura  and  Aramboli? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) :  Rs.  82,000. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Is  it  not  more  than  what  is 
actually  spent  on  the  maintenance  of  the  road  ? 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  It  will  now  be  neces¬ 
sary  to  apply  for  more  maintenance  grant  for  that  road. 

’  We  now  get  about  Rs.  2,60,000  by  means  of  tolls.  The 
question- of  abolition  of  tolls  and  of  introducing  other  measures  for 
getting:  this.reyenue  is  tauter  consideration.  With  these  few  remarks  1 
oppose  the  motion.  ’ 


'■  M”h,T’  J-  MATHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermadc) :  Sir,  I 
support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Thomas.  There  are  in 
Travancore  certain  taxes  .  that  may  be  termed  the  worrying  taxes. 
Except  that  they  cause  a  lot  of  worry  to  the  public,  I  do  not  see  there 
is  much  profit  to  the  Government.  In  this  category,  I  include  these  toils 
and  what  is  termed  m  the  budget  as  navigation  receipts  and  so  on.: 
Among  these  also  may  be  included  the  municipal  taxes  imposed  at  the 

gates.  Several  members  advocated  the  policy  of  levying  taxes  as  tolls 
on  the  ground  that  the  persons  are  making  use  of  these  roads  for  their 

own  convenience  and  they  .are  moving  very  fast,  travelling  in  ears  and 
,  buses.  ;  CWer ,  V  If  they ;  .vaht  to  make  a  distinction 

hetwem  persons  gom  carts;  or  in  cars  and  persons  who  go  walking, 

I  would  ask.  them  why  they  do  not  .  make;  a  distinction  between  persoS 
who.  are  walking  along  the  road  and  persons  who  sit  at  home.  Thukif 
the  principle  is  pushed  a  httle  further,  we  would  have  to  impose  a  tax  upon  :

The  Chief  Engineer  said  that  it  was  not  the  duty  of  the 
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Government  to  maintain  the  highways.  If  so,  I  cannot  understand 
whose  duty  it  is  to  maintain,  them.  The  highways  have  always  been 
free  for  all  the  subjects  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja  to  travel  about. 

.  My  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  remarked  that  the  high-roads  are  Govern¬ 
ment  property.  It  may  be  Government  property,  but'  I  would  then  say 
that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  maintain  it.  These  lands  were 
acquired  for  that  purpose.  Then  the  question  was  also  put  whether,  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining  the  roads,  we  have  to  levy7  some  taxes  special¬ 
ly  and  maintain  the  roads  with  them.  I  would  say  that  we  are  not  paying 
taxes  for  being  utilised  for  a  particular  purpose.  We  do  nokoreate  ^ny 
trust  on  Government  by  paying  taxes  on  land  revenue  or  by  paying 
import  duties  or  export  duties.  Taxes  are.  paid  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  Government  and  the  maintenance  and  construction  of  roads, 
is  one  of  the  general  purposes  for  which  the  Government  exists. 
The  roads  have  therefore  to  be  maintained  out  of  the  general  fund. 
There  is  no  necessity  to  pay  a. particular  tax  with  a  particular  trust 
attached  to  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Then  the  difficulty  will  be  that  there  will  be 
disproportionate  distribution  of  maintenance  funds  as  regards  particular 
roads.  For  instance,  the  Main  Southern  Boad  requires  Bs.  1,200  per 
mile,,  whereas  the -Muyattupuzha  l'Qad  requires,  only  Bs.  IBP  or  so  per 
mile.-  - 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ohanganaohery  cum  'Peer made) :  My  answer 
to  that  would  be  that,  if  a  particular  road  is  used  often er1  than  other 
roads  or  if  the  traffic  on  that  road  is  heavier  than  on  other  roads,  I 
should  consider  that  the  trade  in  that  part  has  developed  on  a  greater, 
scale  and  the  persons  there  must  have  been  paying  tax  in  the  shape  of 
income  tax  and  other  taxes.  Persons  living  in  towns,  I  should  say,  are 
paying. more  taxes  than  those  living  in  the  mofussil.  So,  the  persons 
who  live  in  places  where  the  trade  and  traffic  have  increased — 

,  Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kamnagapa'lli)  \  Will  Mr.  Matthew  say- whether 
there  is  not  a  difference  between  the  average  income,  of  a  man  in  the 
town  and  that  of  a  man  who  lives  in  the  village  ?  . 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  iChanganaehery  cum  Peermadc )  :  I  do  not 
think  there  will  be  any  difference.  On  the.  contrary,  if  at  all,  the  differ¬ 
ence  will  be  in  favour  of  the  person  who  lives  in  the  moiussib  The 
tolls,  as  the  Chief  Engineer  remarked,  have  been  imposed  in  pursuance 
no  doubt  of , a  Begulation.  But  here  what  we  ask  for  is  not  the  repeal: 
of  the  Begulation,  but  We  want  to  urge  on  the  G  overnment  the  necessity 
for  not  exercising  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Begulation  to  impose  . 
taxes  on  the  use  of  the  roads.  It  is  a  new  tax  no  doubt  and  therefore 
we  cannot  say  to  what'  extent  it  will  go  up  in  one  particular  year,  ^ 

Another  submission  I  have  to  make  is  that  without  any  .  necessity, 
no  new  tax  ,  mqst  be  imposed.  -What  is  the  particular  necessity- for 
imposing  these  ;t61Is  ?  Have  the  Government  of  Travancore  become  . 
bankrupt  not  to.be  able  to  maintain  these  roads  from. the  general  fund  ? 
When  there  was.the  necessity  to  find. some  funds,  new  taxes  were  agreed 
Vol.  IX  No.  4.  '  K 
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to  by.  the  people,  for  example,,  in  the  case,  of  the  income  tax  nobody  raise? 
any  objection  to  its  being  levied.  That  did  not  cause.any  inconvenience 
But  we  are  so  much  troubled  by  these  tolls  that  there  is  a  hue  and  cry 
against  them  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that  we  urge  on  the  Government  not 
to  put  into  force  the  powers  conferred  by  the  Tolls  Recovery  Regulation. 

My  friend  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar  tried  to  meet  the  argument  that  the 
middlemen  were  not  making  large  profits.  I' think  if  the  question 
is  considered  more  at  length,  he  will  really  admit  that  the  middle  men 
are  really  making1  very  large  profits.  He  quoted  the  instance  of  the 
Kcttayam-Kumili  Boad.  For  the  year  1101,  the  sale  amount  rose  to 
Kg.  14,00.0;  according  to  him,  for  the  toll-gates  at  three  places.-  But  the 
very  next  year,  we  find  that  the  total  amount  came  up  to  Bs.  32,000.  ■  Sir, 
can  it  be  considered  that  within  a  period  of  one  year,  the  traffic  rose- to 
such  an  extent  that  the  amount  collected  doubled  itself  or  more  than 
doubled  itself?  Surely  not.  It  may  be  safely  presumed  therefore  that  the 
person  who  auctioned  the  toll-gates  for.  the  year  1101,  must  have  col¬ 
lected  an  amount  not  less  than  Bs.  32,000.  Therefore  what  the.Govern- 
ment  got  out  of  Bs.  32,000  was  only  Rs.'  14,000. 

MR. -N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Par«r)  :  May  I  know  what  will  be  the  average, 
toll  paid  by  a  bus  in  a  particular  year,  whether  it  will  be  Bs.  1,000  'or 
Ks.  2,000?  . 

■  Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW (Changamohenj  cum  Pcermado)  ;  I  think  that 
was.  the.  information  given  to  -this  House  by  Mr.  0.  P.  Thomas.  ,  I  have, 
not  got  the  information,  nor  have  I  tried  to.  get,  the  information. 

-  MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  iParur)-.  Can  the  member  give  the  information 
on  the  basis  that  a  bus  pays  Bs.  2  per  day  ?  . 

"  MR.  T  J.  MATTHEW  (Ohatlg&naohery  cum!  Pearmade)  :  In  certain 
cases,  it  may  be  Rs.  2  for  a  trip,  and  in  other  cases,  for  a  single  day. 
Therefore, -if  we  calculate  at  the  rate  of  2  Bs.  per  bus  per  day  for  all  the 
3(55  days,  we  will  not  be  correct  in  all  cases.  Therefore  I  say  that 
the  middlemen  are  making  large  profits,  The  fact  that  competition  is 
so  keen  is  a  sufficient,  evidence  for  one  to  see  that  the:  previous 
toll  purchasers  were  really,  making  very: large  profits.  That  is, 
the  case  of  the  Koitayam-Kumili  Road.  But  my  friend  Mr.  Natesa  A-iyar 
referred.. to  another  road  where  the  amount  cametoBs.  .4,000  for  this, 
year  .-which  has  risen,  to  Its.  7,000  for  the  next  year.  .Sir,, 
yon  may  irnagine the  difference.  Therefore  I  would  say  t-Jiat.it:  is  an 
unnecessary  wasfe  of  money,  I  would  say,  money  belonging  to  the 
people  and.  that  it. should  be  used  not.,  to  cause  such  inconvenience  to,, 
the  public,,  ,  ,1 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Paru-r) ;  liVliat  will  be  the  amount  of  gain  made

t  Mr.  A.K.  PILLAI  (Karunaggpaili)  :  If  only  a  proper  useof  the  Inoney 
could  be  made  by  the  Government,  they  could  make. use  of  the  same 
to  provide  facilities  for  those  who'  may  not  furnish  theinselveS  with  £  car. 
The  other"  day  the  Eight  .  Honourable.  Mr;  Srinivasa  Sastrh  Was  talking  . 
about  the  present  methods  of  collecting  tolls  in  theiiationalistic  republic' 
of  Germany.  We  must  remember  that  Germany  '  is  not  .a  Bolshevik 
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country.  It  is  an  ordinary  country,  much  less  Bolshevik  than  England. 
There  they  have  been  collecting  very  large  tolls  from  motor  cars  and 
even  from  owners  of  two-storied  and  three-storied  buildings.  That  only 
shows  that  the  modern  tendency  is  to  safeguard  tlie  people  at  large  more 
than  the  upper  class  of  people  who  can  afford  a,  luxury.  ..A  motor  car, 
every  one  will  say  is  not  a  necessity  but  a  luxury  in  order  to  make  a 
greater  income,  and  to  save  time,  which  again  means,,  money.  In  .Bol¬ 
shevik  Russia  motor  cars,  and  railways  have  become  public  property 
where  all  can  use  these  without  any  sort  of  difficulty,  or  difference/  I  do 
not  want  to  opposeithe  motion  but  only  to  present  one  aspect  of  the 
case  for  your  consideration. 

Mr..  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Mina /-Ml  cum  DeoLcMam)  -,  May  J  know  from, 
the.  member  whether  he  approves  the  method  of  collecting  tolls  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILIAI  ( KarimogajxMi ):  I  do  not  object,  to  any  particular 
way  of-  collection.  .  .  . 

MR.  K  1C.  THOMAS  (Kottaijam)  :  Sir,  I  have  been  listening  to  the 
arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar  against  the  abolition  of  .tolls. 
His  main  argument  I  suppose  was  based  on  the  fact  that  Government 
did  not  make  any  profit  out  of  it,  but  the  fact  that  year  after  year  the 
bids  are  going  .  higher  and  higher,  has  been  illustrated,  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  himself.  For  the  toll-gate  at  14th  mile  of  the  K.  K.  road,  the 
bid  has  gone  from  Bs.  14,000  to  Bs.  32,000-  for  the  next  year,  ’  I  think 
the  other  members  have  been  pleading.for  the  abolition  of  tolls.  So  I 
press  the  motion  to  a  division  so  that  T  may  know  the  sense  of  .the 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Eng  neer)  '■  Sir,  I  have  very  few 
remarks  to  offer.  Mr.  Thomas  just  mentioned  that  I  have  been  up¬ 
holding  the  principle  of  levying  these  tolls  on  roads,  I  have  made  it 
clear  that  it  is  not  so,  but  that  the  matter  is  now.  engaging  the  attention 
of  the.  Government.  The  question  is  being  considered  in  British  India,  in 
Calcutta,  in  Bombay  and  elsewhere.  They  are  considering  the  possibility 
of  increasing. the  duty  on  petrol  and  earmarking  the.  additional  revenue 
for  the  improvement  of  communications.  Mr.  Matthew  stated  that  it  was 
the  duty  of  the  Government  to  maintain  the  roads  and  highways.  The 
Government  are  doing  this  and  spending  about  Bs.  10,50,000  on  this 
account.  The  toll  income  was  only  about  Bs.  3,57,000  in  1101,  and  it 
was  only  about  Bs  00,000  in  1097  and  1098.  Thus  the  toll  income  is 
only  a  small  fraction  of  the  total  amount  spent  by  the  Government  on 
roads.  Some  members  stated  that  the  sudden  increase?  in  the  year 
1101  showed  a  large  profit  to  the  middlemen.  The  bid  for  the  Pulikkal- 
kavala  toll-gate  for  1101  was-rather  low,  as  at  the  time  of  the  toll  auction, 
at  the  close  of  1100,  the  traffic  had  not  developed  much  owing,  to  the 
road  having  sustained  serious  damages  in  Adi  1099  and  been  under  res¬ 
toration  during  1100.  The  traffic  having  rapidly  developed  during  1101, 
and  more  bus  services  having  been  introduced-  recently,  the  income  has 
risen  to  Bs.  32;000.'for  1102, ,  which  shows  that  the  middlemen's  profit, 
if  any,  has  been  mostly  eliminated,  by  the  competition -which  has  brought 
about  this  increase.  It  is  inevitable  that  some  profit  is  realised  by  the 
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lessees  of  toll-gates.  There  have  also  been'  cases  of  loss  revealed  by 
the  reduced  bids  in  some  toll-gates.  At  Paripalli,  the  amount  rose  from 
Bs.  4,400  to  Bs.  17,600  owing  to  the  introduction  of  the  tap  rate  on 
buses’ with  effect  from  1102.  At  Adur,  the  bid  rose  from  Bs.  12,500  to 
Bs.  22,000,  owing  to  the  very  same  cause. 

Mfi.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (. Farm- )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  Government 
hjive  any  objection  .to  .‘abolish  the  tolls  provided  they  get  another.  sub:

MR.  K  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer}:  The  Government  are 
considering  the  matter  and  until  they  have  arrived  at  a  decision  nothing 
can  be  said  about  their  abolition-  As  I  have  already  stated,  the  matter 
is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Government.  I  trust  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas 
will  not  press  his  motion.

Motion  37. 

'  '  Mr.  A.  K.  Pli-LAI  (KqnmagapaUi) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion: — 

37.  T  o  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rs.  36'74  lakhs  under  Demand 
I  by  Bs.  10. 

Obviously  this  is  a  token  motion  meant  to  point  out  certain  defects 
in  the  general  policy  of  the ‘department.  The  first  thing  that  I  would  . 
like-  to  drive ;  home  to  -the  Chief  Engineer  is  that  he- might  see  to 
the  economy  of  the  work  more  than  to  the  immediate  accounts-  What 
I  mean  is  this  ;  if  only  he  examines  the  work  of  the  department  executed 
..during  the  last  three  or  four  years,  the  Chief  Engineer,  it  will  be  found, 
has  been  rather  anxious  to  show  to  the  Government  that  he  has  been  . 
very  Abstemious  and  miserly  in  spending  the  money;  but  the  quality  of 
work  has  most  deteriorated.  As  an  instance,  I  will  give  what  re¬ 
cently  took  place  not  far  away  from  this  hall.  Between  Jagati  and  Ka- 
.ramanai  during  the  recent  rains  we  were  threatened^.  with  absolute  isola¬ 
tion,  There  was  a  culvert  constructed  there;.butit  was  constructed  only  for 
the  immediate  necessity.  The  Chief  Engineer  had  not  the  statesmanship, 
to  sec  that  there  will  be  more  rains  and  that  much  ,  water  will  be  collected 
and  therefore  the  water  collected  will  require  a  bigger  culvert  to  pass 
through.  But  just  to  save..money,  he  ordered  a  temporary  culvert  being 
put  up.  l  am  not  blaming  him  personally,  but  on  behalf  of  the  department 
he  is  answerable.  The  result  was  one.  part  of  the  town  was  isolated  from  . 
the  other.  The  expenditure  on  such  works  I  would  consider  a  hideous 
waste.  I  mention  this  one  instance  because  it  was  so  close  to  us.  Such  ■ 
instances  could  be  multiplied  if  we  take  accounts  of  what  happened  in  the 
interior  parts.  In  the  last  year,  during  the  election  time,  when  we"  were 
going  from  one  part  of  Earuuagapaili  to  another  we  found  that  all  the 
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culverts  were  absolutely  useless.  The  other  day,  as  I  was  passing  through 
Kartikapalli,  I  saw  a  . bridge  there  which  was  in  a  dilapidated  condition. 
If  the  Government  only  attended  to  it  in  time,  the  bridge  would  have 
been  very  useful.  . 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer  )  ■■  The  name  of  the 
bridge? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kamnagapalli)  :  I  do  not  know  the  name  of 
that  particular  bridge,  but  I  will  give  the  name  of  another  bridge  of  a 
similar  description  between  Nindakara  and  Chavara-  If  the  Chief  En¬ 
gineer  will  go  and  see  it,  he  will  find  that  the  bridge  is  quite  useless- 
I  will  give  another  bridge,  between  Tazhava  and  Karunagapalli. 
There,  is  a  bridge  between  Chavara  and  Nindakara  over  which 
many  motor  ears  had  been,  passing  hitherto,  but  now  motor  oars 
could  not  go.  They  are  doing  these  things  only  to.  show  th%t  they  are 
economising.  But  what  really  happens  is  huge  extravagance  in  the  long 
run  and  not  economy.  This  is  the  chief  point  that  I  wish  to  drive  home 
to  the  Government  and  I  hope  they  will  be  careful  in  future.  I  have 
got  another  complaint  to  make  about  the  department  from  my  personal 
experience.  Whenever  we  speak  about  a  particular  work  to  the  .  Chief 
Engineer/he  will  refer  us  to  the  Executive  Engineer.  When :  we  go 
to  the  Executive  Engineer  he. .will  say  that  .the  matter  .is  pending 
..before  the  Chief  Engineer.  .  .. 

.  MR.  K:.V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer) .:  May  Task  him  whether, 
there  is'a  single,  instance  in  which  I  -referred  him  to  thS-  Executive 
Engineer  ?  - 

MR.  A,  K.  PILLAI  (Ka-nmagapaUi)  ■.  ■  I  would  refer  him  to  the 
Ayirantengu-Oachira  road  in  which  he  .  referred  me  to  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Engineer  who.  said  that  the  matter  was  pending  with  the  Chief 
Engineer. 

-  Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  I.  may  have  said  that 
he  might  refer  to  the  local  officers  for  some  detailed  information  which' 
he  may  have  sought  from  me. ' 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli):  Might  be  so.  I  am  not  one 
connected  with  the  department,  and  i  do  not  know  the  details.  .  The 
instance  that  I  have  given  is  nothing  but  a  chip  from'  the  block.  This 
instance  could  be  multiplied  if  you  want  it  to  be  multiplied.  The  point 
that  I  want  to 'emphasise  is  that  there  must  be  greater  co-ordination 
and  co-operation  between  the  Executive' Engineers  and  the  Chief  .iEngi- 
neer.  This  is  one  of  the  greatest,  if  not  the  greatest,  department'' Which, 
comes  in  contact  with  the  people';  this  is  one  of  the  departments  which 
personifies  the  beneficial  activities  of  the .  Government.  When  we  ask 
any  man  as  to  what  benefits  he  has  got,  he  will  say  ‘‘I  have  , got  a 
road  and  an  irrigation  channel  ”  etc.  This  is  the  personification  of  the 
material  benefits  of  the  Government.  If,  then,  you  are  not  sufficiently  ■ 
careful  and  sufficiently  patriotic,  I  say.  you  will  be  doing  a  great  harm 
to  the  people^  'But  I  am  •  sure '  the  Chief :  Engineeras  a"  conscientious 
officer  will.lookto  these  matters  and  .will  not  give  cause. for  any  com¬ 
plaints  with.r<^ardrto,th.em  in  future.  -  '  -■ 
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MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  Sir,  I  am  glad  to  note 
that  the  member  has  recognised  that  due  regard  is  being  paid  bjHhe 
department  to  secure  economy  in  the  execution  of  Works,  but  I  differ 
from  him  when  he  says  that  the  quality  has  deteriorated  during-  the  past 
three  years.  ; 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {Karunagapalli) -.  A  word  of  personal  explana¬ 
tion.  X  was  referring  to  the  last  three  years,  because  I  have  been  in 
touch  with  the  administration  only  for  the  last  two  or  three  years.  I  dd 
not  know  what  was  the  condition  before  that.  I  have  no  other  inten¬ 
tion  in  referring  to  the  last  three  years. 

MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer)  :  Of  course,  Mr.  A.  K-. 
Pillai  gave  his  impressions.  I  am  stating  a  few  facts.  Our  primary  duty 
is  to  look  to  the  quality  and  proper  execution  of  works.  The  member  re¬ 
ferred  to  a  breach  in  the  bus  road  and  to  a  culvert  which  had  to  be  re¬ 
constructed  there.  I  remember  that  th'e  member  spoke  to  me  about  this 
in  person  and  I  explained  the  matter  to  him ;  probably,  he  has  not  under¬ 
stood  me  then-  The  rear  side  of  the  culvert  had  been  repaired  previously. 
We  had  11  inches  of  sudden  rainfall  in  a  single  night  on  the  first  of  Ma- 
Vam  last  owing  to  which  the  Killiyar  river  brought  doWii  extraoi-dihatily 
heavy  floods  and  overflowed  its  banks  and  caused  the  breach  referred  to; 
pn  the  bus  road.  Owing  to  this  overflow  and  the  .breach  caused  there¬ 
by,  the  culvert  also  collapsed.  This  breach  had  therefore  nothing  to- 
do' with  the  quality  of  the  work  done  to  the  culvert  some  time-  back. 
Then  the  member  referred  to  certain  culverts  which  were  in  disrepair 
when  he  was  moving  from  place  to  place  at  the  last  election  time.  I 
have  already  explained  about  this  matter  during  the  last  budget  session. 
The.  culverts  were  then  undei’iConstruction.  Then  he  referred  to  the 
bridge  between  hTindakara.  and  Chavara.  As  I  have  explained  already 
in  my  speeches,  the  department  is  attending  to  the  special  repairs  itf 
roads  and  bridges,  as  they  fall  into  disrepair,  .This  bridge  was  kept  in 
repair  Thom  maintenance  for  some  time  and  as. soon  as  special  repairs 
were  necessitated,  the  work  was  taken  up  and  the  repair,  if  not,  com¬ 
pleted  already,  would  be  completed  soon-  He  referred  also  to  a  bridge 
on  the  road  from  Tazhava  to  Karunagapalli.  Its.  condition  will  be  en¬ 
quired  into.  ...  , 

'  MR'.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {Kamnagapalli) :  May  I  ask  the  Chief 
Engineer,  with  regard  to  the  iculverts  whioh  were  all  under  repairs  dr 
demolished  at  one  time,  why  should  the  .department  allow  all  the  cul¬ 
verts  to  be  pulled  down  at  the  same  time '? 

MR,  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer)  :  They  were  all 
culverts  under  construction  at  the  time. 

Mr.  A,  K.  PILLAI  ( Karunagapalli)  Were  there  hot  culverts  oh  tie 

road,  previously  ? 

\  MR.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) There  were  temporary 
culverts  which  were  then  being  replaced  by  permanent-  ones. 

He  also  referred  to  the- want  of :  ,co-ordinatioh  between  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  the  Executive  staff.  .  l«p-.i^tj.ftwJtre.:otij}-yj«eh.wtoii 
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co-ordination.  The  Administration  Beports  will  show  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  is  being  administered  with  success  and  I  may  assure  the  member 
that  on  my  part  there  has  been  the  fullest  .co-ordination  with  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  staff.  I  have  nothing  more  to  add. 

Mr.  T.  J.  ‘MATTHEW  {Chang anachery  cum  Pceniad'e) :  I  want  to 
speak  a  fetv  words  on  this  motion.  The  Chief  Engineer  thinks  that  his 
department  is  very  perfect.  Every  department  may  have  its  own 
defects  ;.  but  it  is  not  for  the  head  of  the  department  to  admit  that  there 
afe  defects.  However,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  representatives  of  the 
people  to  point  out  the  defects  and  therefore  I  believe  he  would  not 
misunderstand  the.representatives..  There  have  been  several  complaints 
about  the  Public  Works  Department.  I  am  not  going  to  make  any 
generalisations  ;  I  would  satisfy  myself  with  pointing  out  a  few  instan¬ 
ces.  .  It  is  well-known  that  about  Bs.  6,000  or  more  have  ,  been  spent 
for-constructing  a  bridge  called  the  Eannamperur  bridge  near  Vazha- 
palli.  That  bridge  was  found  to  be  utterly  useless  and  another  bridge 
had  to  be  constructed.  There  are. also  other  irregularities  which  could 
have  been  checked  with  greater  scrutiny.  Many  of  the  members  pre¬ 
sent  here- must  have  seen  the  condition  of  a  bridge  in  the  town  of  “Kot- 
tiyam  called  the  Nagampadam  bridge  over  the  Minachil  -river-;  half  .of 
that  bridge  is  not  planked.  There  are  planks  only,  on  one  side  ;  ,  the 
other  half  is  left  open.  I  do  not  know  why.  This  was  done -  some 
three  dr  four  years  ago.  On  enquiry,  it  was  reported,  that  the  half¬ 
decking  .was  only,  a  temporary  measure.  . 

Mr.  K.  K,  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  Who  was  the  officer  in  charge  at 
the  tittle  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  How  is  this  relevant,  Mr.  Thomas  ? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Qhanganaahery  cum  Peermade).:  But  even 
after  four  of  five  years  the  condition  of  the  bridge  remains  the  same. 
The  persons  who  have  seen  the  traffic  over,  that  road  could  very  -well 
understand  how  difficult  it  is  to  walk  along  that  bridge.  It  is  scarcely 
broad  enough  for  a  Cart  to  go  along  and  if  there  are  any  per  o-iS  walk¬ 
ing  over  that  bridge  at  that  time  they  will  have  to  run  in  front  of  the 
cart  to  escape  being  knocked  over.  It  is  very  surprising  that  such  a 
bridge,  existing,  as  it  does,  in  the  midst  of  the  municipality  has  not 
been  well-planked,  so  that  people  could  pass  over  it  without  any  dangfer 
to  their  lives. 

It  was  also  reported  that  some  lives  were  lost  recently  on  account  of 
an  accident  caused  by  the  submersion,  of  the  bridge  at  Manimala.  That 
bridge  has,  I  think;  chains  on  both  sides  of  it  to  prevent  aceidefits,  but 
the  officers,  of  the  Public  Works  Department  took  away  those  chains  and,  - 
*  loaded  cart  was  ovel-tumed  into  the  river  with  the'  result  that  soma 4 
lives  were  lost..  The  whole  load  and  the  bulls  yoked  to  the  cart  were  ;!; 
also  lost.  -  If  greater  Circumspection  had  been  taken  with  regard  to  tto  $ 
removing  and  putting  of  the  chains,  I  think  that  accident' could  have.;  - 
been  prevented.1 i  :

.  .  Mr,.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam) I  support  the. motion  of  Mr.  A.  K. 
Pillai  and  propose  to  say  a:  few  words  about  the  policy  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  in  the  matter  of  . maintenance  and  repairs  of  works.  A  sum  of 
Ks,  8J  lakhs  is  allotted  for  annual  repairs  of  roads  and  other  communi¬ 
cations.  These  so-called  annual  repairs  in  many  instances  turn  out  to 
be  mere  waste.  Every  year  lakhs  of  rupees  are  sanctioned  for  these 
repairs,  but  the  department,  though  it  is  overcrowded  with  officers,  does 
not  give  any  attention  to  these  repairs  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the 
policy  is- to  have  as  much  amount"  as  possible  for  repairs.  Many  of 
these  repairs  are  effected  at  one  and  the  same  place  every  year,  and 
from  this  fact  it  conld  be  seen,  that  the  so-called  repairs  are  not  pro¬ 
perly  done.  To  cite  one  or  two  instances,  during  the  flood  of  1099, 
there  were  some  three  breaches  at  the.  southern  bank  of  the  Muvattu- 
puzha  river  near  Talay olaparambu .  One  of  them  was  a  big  one 
and  the  other  two  small  ones.  Towards  the  close  of  1100,  the  big  one 
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was  repaired  and  the  other  two  were  left  unnoticed.  The  public  of  the 
place  made  representations  to  the  officers  of  the  department  to  repair 
the  other  two  breaches  also  and  the  expense  could  not  have  been  above 
two  or  three  hundred  rupees.  ■  The  whole  department  slept  over  the 
matter  and  allowed  those  breaches  to  remain  there.  Towards  the  close 
of  last  year,  one  of  the  unnoticed  breaches  gave  way  and  the  bank  of  the 
river  to  a  length  of  about  SO  feet  was  carried  away  by  the  current,  ar 
portion  of  the  Excise  station  and  the  surrounding-  compounds  were 
damaged  considerably,  and  the  total  loss  would-be  more,  than  Rs.  6,000. 

This  year  that  breach  also  was  repaired  and  tlie  other  minor  brea¬ 
ches  were  left  unnoticed.  A  few  days  ago,  on  account  of  the  current, 
the  other  breach  also  became  widened  and  another  canal  was  created 
through  first  class  cocoanut  gardens.  If  the  department  -had  taken  a 
slight  care  and  caution,  these,  tremendous  losses  could  have  been  pre¬ 
vented,  .  : 

The  case  of  Talayolaparambu-Kuttattukuliim  road  at  Elariji  is 
another  instance.  If  the  Chief  Engineer  wants  details  about  it, 
I  am  ready  to  supply  him  with  them. 

Another  instance  may  be  cited  and  that -is  the  Raniy an  todu. 

So,  what  I  submit  is  that,  if  any  repairs  lire  to  She  effected,  they 
must  be  done  properly  and  thoroughly  and  if  damage  results  soon  after 
the  work,  the  officer  who  supervised  the  Work  must  be  held  liable  for 
losses.  . 

MB.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  In  looking  at  the  distribution  of 
works,  I  wish  to  point  out  one  or  two  details  in  regard  to  South  "Travan- 
core.  About  Rs.  80,48,000  have. been  spent  on  the  Kodayar  Irrigation 
Works.  And  this  expenditure  yields  only  an  interest  of  I‘93  per  cent. 

'  Mfi.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer)  :  I  rise  to  a  point  of 
order.  Is  it  fair  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Thomas  to  spoeak  about  the  Kodayar 
Project  when  Mr.  Kumara  Filial  himself  is  not  prepared  to  speak 
anything  about  it  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  I  do- not  see  that  there  is  anything  unfair. 

•  Mb.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam):  Out  of  .an  expenditure  of 
Rs.  80,00,000,  the  Government  are  getting  only  less-  than  2  per  cent,  a 
year  and  every  year  the  expenditure  is  leaping  up. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PIILAI  QJeyyottinkam)  ;  May  I  ask 
Mr.  Thomas  whether  that  was  expended  as  a  commercial,  concern  ? 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (.Kottayam)  : What  else :  is .  it?  So  far  as  my 
information  goes,  even  before  the  construction  of  the  Kodayar  Project 
there  had.  Been  about  thirty,  or  forty  thousand  acres  of  land  which  were 
served  very  well  by  Mahamari  tanks,  flow  the  rate  of  conversion  Joes 
not  at  all  compare  favourably  with  the  large  amount  spent  on  the 
project,  ■  •  ■  ~ 

With  regard  to  buildings,. it  is  really  a  matter  for  regret,  that  the. 
Government  are  spending  lakhs  of  rupees  on  High  School  buildings 
whemthey- are  spending,  byway  of  building  rent*  at  the  rate  of  Rs,  2Q& 
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or  Es,  300  a  month,  for  every  building,  costing  three  or  four  thousand 
rupees.  For  instance,  the  Nagerooil  High  School  building  was  esti- 
mated  to  cost  about  Ks.  1,85,000.  .In  1100,  Ks.  2,47,000  has  already 
been  spent.  Ks.  27,000  have  been  spent  in  1101,  and  another  Ks.  30,000 
are  provided  for,  for  the  year  1102.  Similarly,  in  the  case  of  the  new 
College  Hostel  at  Trivandrum,  the  building  has  swallowed  Ks.  1,17,600 
and  I  think  every  year  20  or  30  thousand  rupees  are  being  provided  for, 
for  that  building  also.  This  sort  of  distribution,  I  think,  to  an  ordinary 
layman  :would  seem  to  be  nothing  but  absolute  waste  of  money. 

Mb.  K.  V.  NATES  A  AlYAR  {Chief  Engineer) :  I  again  rise  to  a  point 
of  order,  Sir.  Is  it  fair  on  his  part  to  go  on  speaking  till  5  o’clock 
without  giving  me  an  opportunity  to  reply  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Let  him  finish  his  speech.  We  can  even 
continue  to-morrow,  if  necessary,  -You  will  certainly  have  the  right 
to  reply,  Mr.  Natesa  Aiyar. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  {Kottayam)'.  In  Kottayam  and  other  places, 
Government  are  paying  monthly  rents  of  Rs.  200  and  Ks.  300  for  a 
number  of  buildings,  while  without  any  hesitation,  they  freely  indulge  in 
works  which  cost  them  lakhs  of  rupees  and  from  which  they  get 
practically  nil  returns.  I  have  nothing  more  to  add. 

Mb.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {Karunagapalli) :  I  have  only  to  express  my 
gratification  in  having  been  impressed  by  the  earnestness  of  the  Chief 
Engineer  in  all  questions  that  I  raised  and  I  am  sure  that  he  will  apply 
his  mind  more  , to  the  suggestions  that  I  have  made.  I  am  happy  to 
mention  that,  so  far  as  my  own  experience  about  him  is  concerned,  I 
have  found  that  he  has  always  been  accessible  to  the  citizens  and  has 
been  trying  to  do  his  best  for  the  people.  All  the  same,  there  has  been 
a  good  deal  of  laxityiin  the  departmental  affairs  to  which  I  was  making 
pointed  reference ;  and  I  hope  he  will  do  his  best  to  rectify  the  mistakes 
I  do  not  want  to  press  the  motion  to  a  division. 

MB.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer) ;  I  will  give  a  brief  reply, 
Sir.  I  have  only  to  reply  to  two  members.  *  . 

MR.  T.-P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Secretary  to  Government) :  Themover 
does  not  press  his  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  has  all  the  same  the  right  of  reply, 
Since  the  mover  is  not  pressing  hisimotioh,  you  need  refer  only  to  the] 
few  important  points,  Mr.  NatesaAiyar.  ...  .  . 

•  Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  {Chief  Engineer ) :  Mr.  T.  J.  Matthew 
referred  to  the  Kannanperur  bridge  which  failed  soon  after  construction, 
This  was  long  before  I  became  the  Chief  Engineer.  That  was  a  neye 
design  that  was  tried- by  the  department.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  it 
proved  a  failure.  The  Nagampadam  bridge  at  Kottayam  was  redecked 
to  only  half  its  width  about  five  years  ago,  as  it  was  thought  sufficient 
at  that  time.  The  traffic  having  increased  considerably  since,  especially 
fast  moving  motor  vehicles,' an  estimate  for  Ks.  10,000  for  decking  the 
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remaining  half  width  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Government,  and  the 
work  will  be  taken  up  as  soon  as  it  is  sanctioned.  The  member  also 
referred  to  an  accident  at  Manimala.  It  has  been  reported  to.  me  that 
it  was  due  to  the  foolhardiness  of  the  cart  driver  who  was  driving  on 
the  submerged  bridge  at  dead  of  night.  Anyhow,  I  will  look  into  the 
matter  and  do  the  needful.  I  am  thankful  to  Mr.  Kunjitoinman  and 
Mr.  Tarakan  for  their  recognition  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  by  the  department  in  developing  the  communications  in  North 
Travancore-  The  Government  recognise  the  need  for  further  develop¬ 
ment  and  will  do  all  that  is  possible  out  of  the  funds  that  can  be  made 
available  for  expenditure  by  the  Public  Works  Department.  As  regards 
the  roads  that  get  submerged  during  floods,  the  department  has  been 
taking  steps  to  raise  the  low  portions  wherever  the  circumstances  allow  it. 
We  have  raised  the  low  embankments  on  the  Main  Central  Road  and 
elsewhere  in  recent  years. — Mr.  John  referred  to  some  breaches  in  the 
Muvattupuzha  river  near  Talayolaparambu  which  were  not  closed  speed¬ 
ily.  The  delay  was  due  to  want  of  earth  close  by  and  land  had  to  be  ac¬ 
quired  for  the  purpose.  As  soon  as  the  land  was  acquired,  the  breach 
was  closed  properly,  The  breaches  which  occurred  recently  are  in  other 
weak  places  and  these  will  be  closed  and  other  weak  places,  if  any,  will 
also  be  strengthened  without  delay,  He  referred  to  the  Kaniyan  todu. 
That  work  is  being  delayed  as  land  acquisition  is  in  progress.  The  work 
will  be  completed  in  1102.  Mr.  Thomas  referred  to  the  large  sum  of 
money  that  has  been  spent  on  the  Nagercoil  High  School  building  and 
similar  other  big  buildings.  Such  large  sums  are  spent  only  in  a  few 
localities. where  buildings  of  certain  type  and  standard  have  been  de¬ 
cided  to  be  constructed.  In  conclusion,  Sir,  I  am  thankful  to  Mr.  A.  K. 
Pillai  for  the  sentiments  expressed, by  him  regarding  me.  I  have  nothing 
more  to  add.  I  am  glad  that  the  mover  has  not  pressed  the  motion.

(c)  By  how  many  rupees  has  the  income  of  the  Excise  Depart¬ 
ment  risen  annually  by  enhancing  the  tarifl  rates  and  the  export 
duty  ? 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  {Secretary  to  Government)  :  (a)  and 

ft)  It  is  not  clear  what  the  member  means  by  “prices  of  toddy,  arrack, 
opium  and  ganja  ”.  The  selling  price  of  these  articles  in  the  .shops 
except  that  of  toddy  is  not  controlled  by  the  department ;  but  in  the  case 
of  toddy,  a  minimum  price,  per  gallon,  below  which  the  shop-keepers 
cannot  sell,  is^fixed  and  incorporated  in  the  conditions  of  the  license.  If 
what  is  wante'd  is  information  regarding  the  increase  in  the  rates  of  tree 
tax,  duty  on  arrack  and  issue  price  of  opium  and  ganja,  statements  * 
containing  the  information  are  laid  on  the  table. 

As  regards  export  duty,  the  rate  of  export  duty  has  not  been 
increased  in  the  case  of  any  article.  The  tarifl  values  of  some  of  the 
articles  were  revised  during  the  period.

Sir,  the  sum  of  Bs.  1,600  provided  for  travelling  allowance  in  the 
budget  is  made  up  of  three  items,  via., 

(i)  Ks.  1,000  for  travelling  allowance  to  the  Director  ; 

Cii)  Bs-  200  for  members  of  the  office  establishment ;  and

As  Mr.  (C.  P.  Tarakan  pointed  out,  it  is  true  that  the  whole  of  this 
amount  was  not  spent  in  1100.  The  actual  amount  spent  in  .1100  was 
only  Bs.  833.  That  was  because  the  Director  did  not  go  on  tour  suffici¬ 
ently.  In  the  coming  year,  I  do  not  anticipate  that  there  will  be  any 
part'  of  this  sum  of  Bs.  1,600  left  unspent.  With  regard  to  the  necessity 
for  the  Director  to  go  out  on  tour,  there  will  not  be  any  two  opinions, 
because  I  fiud  that  in  the  budget  discussion  of  1099,  Mr.  Stephenson 
was  taken  to  task  by  the  members  of  this  Council  for  not  going  out  on 
tour.

MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad)-.  I  press  my  motion. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
There  was  a  provision  in  the  budget  for  1100  of  Bs.  1,200,  but  owing  to 
the  fact  that  Mr.  Stephenson  did  not  go  on  tour  in  the  earlier  part  of 
the  year,  it  had  to  be  revised. 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad)-.  Was  it  revised  in  1101  also  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 

Yes. 

I  may  assure  Mr.  Tarakan  that  in  the  next  year  the  whole  of  this 
amount  will  be  spent.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  sum  of  Bs.  400  allotted 
for  the  Overseer  is  spent  every  year.  It  is  only  that  part  of  the 
allotment  which  relates  to  the  Director  that  remains  unspent.  Bor  my 
part,  I  may  assure  Mr.  Tarakan  that  I  shall  not  leave  much  of  this 
amount  unexpended  in  the  coming  year.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad)  :  In  the  light  of  the  explanation 
given  by  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  I. withdraw  the  motion.  •  • 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Does  the  House  permit  Mr.  Tarakaa  to 
withdraw  the  motion  ?

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Deoicolam)  :  I  beg  to  make  the 
following  motion  :  — 

44  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Its.  17,493  for  Direction  by  Its.  100. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ay.  Directinf  Public  Instruction): 
Sir,  may  I  make  a  request?  The  speeches  of  some  of  the  members  not 
being  quite  audible,  I  should  like  to  have  your  permission  for  occupying 
a  seat  in  the  front  row. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Ties,  you  may  do  so. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minnchd  cum  Devicuhnn)  :  The  expenditure 
incurred  on  account  of  education  is  increasing  year  after  year  and  this 
fact  was  given  expression  to  by  the  Financial  Secretary,  last  year,  in  his 
financial  statement.  This  year,  the  estimated  expenditure  seems  to  be 
two  and  a  half  lakhs  of  rupees  more  than  what  was  estimated  for  last 
year.  It  was  also  stated  last  year  that  a  general  revision  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  policy  will  be  effected  before  any  further  capital  investment  is 
made  in  the  matter  of  education. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  not  moving  for  a  reduction  from  the 
total  allotment  under  education. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minacliil  cum  Dericolam )  :  These  are  only  my 
introductory  remarks. 

Since  the  total  expenditure  on  education  is  increasing,  year  by  year, 
it  is  necessary  to  consider  the  various  items  carefully.  The  expenditure 
now  incurred  on  account  of  primary  and  secondary  education  cannot  in 
any  way  be  reduced.  On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  that  the  expendi¬ 
ture  will  have  to  be  increased.  The  other  items  which  we  can 
therefore  consider  are  those  for  collegiate  education,  controlling  agencies 
and  direction. 

Now,  coming  to  the  present  motion,  I  may  say  that  the  expendi¬ 
ture  incurred  on  account  of  direction  may  be  reduced  considerably. 
Last  year,  there  was  a  motion  regarding  the  abolition  of  the  post  of  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction.  It  was  then  stated  by  the  then  Director 
of  Public  Instruction  that  the  report  of  the  Devolution  Officer  was  being 
awaited  and  that  in  the  light  of  his  report  the  matter  of  decentralising 
the  powers  of  the  Director  would  be  considered.  I  do  not  know  how 
far  this  matter  has  progressed.  Anyhow,  I  may  say  that,  unlike  other 
departments,  so  much  of  centralisation  as  now  exists  is  not  required. 
The  work  of  education  has  to  be  done  by  the  persons  immediately 
concerned.  We  have  to  measure  the  benefits  of  education  by  the  actual 
results  produced  on  the  pupiis  themselves.  The  pupils ;  do  not 
derive  much  benefit  out  of  the  money  spent  on  controlling  agen¬ 
cies.  Since  there  is  not  much  need  for  rigid  centralisation,  I 
suggest  that  the  expenditure  on  Direction  may  be  reduced. 
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[Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph.] 

I  do  not  think  that  it  is  necessary  to  have  such  a  high  paid  officer 
as  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  The  two  things  that  come  under 
the  head 'Direction ’  are  the  inspection  work  and  tlio  purely  admini¬ 
strative  or  departmental  work.  This  latter  work,  as  I  suggested  in  the 
course  of  the  general  discussion,  may  be  entrusted  to  an  ordinary  Secre¬ 
tary.  As  regards  the  inspection  work — 

MR,  R.  KRiSHNASWAMl  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
May  I  ask  the  member  from  what  grade  of  officers  he  would  recruit  the 
Secretary?  Is  it  from  the  Education  Department  or  from  the  Huzur 
Secretariat  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deeicola-n) :  Prom  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Department. 

MR.  R.  KRiSHNASWAMl  AIYAR  (A g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
May  I  know  from  the  member  from  what  grade*  of  officers  he  would 
suggest  that  the  Secretary  should  be  recruited  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (. Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  may  say  that  the 
Secretary  is  to  be  of  the  grade  of  officers  getting  from  Es.  bOO  to  11s,  400 
per  mensem. 

MR.  R.  KRiSHNASWAMl  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  he  would  recruit  the  Secretary 
from  the  Headmasters’  grade  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam ):  I  do  not  object  to 
that.  Por  purely  administrative  and  departmental  matters,  such  a  Se¬ 
cretary  may  be  appointed. 

As  regards  inspection,  a  Chief  Inspector  will  be  sufficient  to  take  up 
the  work  of  inspection  that  is  now  being  attended  to  by  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction.  It  is  not  necessary  that  there  should  be  such  a 
high-paid  officer  as,  the  iDirector  of  Public  Instruction  for  inspection 
work.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  Headmasters  are  doing  most  of  the  super¬ 
vision  work  in  schools.  If  Headmasters  of  second  grade  schools  and 
middle  schools  are  selected  on  the  principle  of  efficiency,  I  do  not  think 
there  will  be  any  need  for  a  large  staff  of  Inspectors  even.  I  urge  these 
points  for  the  consideration  of  the  House  to  see  whether  the 
expenditure  now  being  incurred  on  education  could  not  be  reduced 
without  any  sacrifice  of  efficiency. 

Mr.  R.  KRiSHNASWAMl  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Sir,  a  motion  like  this  might  be  brought  forward  for  two  reasons,  either 
for  increasing  efficiency  without  adding  to  the  cost  or  for  decreasing  the 
cost  without  decreasing  efficiency.  Apparently,  it  is  the  latter  of  these 
two  objects  which  Mr.  K  I.  Joseph  has  in  view.  But  we  have  to  con¬ 
sider  whether,  in  the  first  place,  there  will  be  any  decrease  in  the  cost 
and  secondly,  even  if  there  be  any  slight  decrease  in  the  cost,  whether 
it  is  not  likely  to  result  in  a  decrease  of  efficiency.  As  Mr.  K,  I,  Joseph 
.has  stated  in  his  speech,  an  identical  motion  was  debated  in  this  Council 
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last,  year  and  I  find  that,  among  the  non-official  members  themselves, 
there  were  then  differences  of  opinion  in  the  matter  and  that  eventually 
the  motion  was  withdrawn. 

Now,  we  had  a  system  of  the  kind — 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEFH  ( MinachU  cum  Devicohm) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  upon  what  understanding  the  motion  was  withdrawn  ? 

MR.  R.,  KRISHNASWAMI  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
I  know  only  that  the  motion  was  withdrawn.  I  do  not  know  whether 
there  was  any  understanding  between  the  Government  and  the  non¬ 
official  members.  As  far  as  I  am  aware,  there  was  no  sort  of  agreement 
or  understanding. 

Well,  we  had  a  system — 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicola „,)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  it  was  not  said  last  year  that  the  Government  were  awaiting  the 
report  of  the  Devolution  Officer  and  that  they  would  consider  the  matter 
in  the  light  of  that  repbrt. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
It  was  not  because  the  report  of  the  Devolution  Officer  was  awaited 
that  the  motion  was  withdrawn.  I  read  through  the  whole  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  Council  relating  to  the  last  Budget  Session,  but  did  not 
find  anything  to  support  Mr.  Joseph’s  statement. 

We  had  a  system  several  years  ago,  similar  to  the  one  now  advoca¬ 
ted  by  Mr.  Joseph.  But  it  was  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  and  that  was 
the  reason  why  the  Directorship  was  created.  The  Director  has  several 
functions  to  discharge  and  no  other  officer  will  be  able  to  discharge  them 
equally  well.  These  functions  are,  in  the  first  place,  to  control  and 
supervise  all  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  department  including  the 
three  principal  inspecting  officers  and  the  Principals  of  the  Colleges  and 
to  correspond  with  the  Principals  of  the  several  private  colleges  and  the 
"University.  I  do  not  think  it  is  possible  for  a  Secretary  in  the  Huzur 
Office  forming  part  of  the  administrative  machinery  of  the  Government 
to  discharge  these  functions  as  efficiently  as  the  Director. 

Mr.  A.  K.  P1LLAI  (Iiarmiayapalli) :  May  I  know  from  the  Director 
whether  he  is  aware  that  there  was  a  time  when  the  whole  thing  was 
controlled  by  a  Secretary  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 

Yes. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Iianmagapalli) '.  May  I  know  from. the  member 
whether  he  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  there  is  a  Secretary  for  Education  to 
His  Majesty  the  King-Emperor  who  looks  after  the  management  of 
educational  matters. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AlYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
I  am  not  familiar,  with  the  state  of  things  prevailing  in  England.  I 
know  that  there  is  a  Secretary  for  Education  there,  but  whether  there  is 
not  also  some  permanent  official  to  advise  the  Secretary  on  all  educa¬ 
tional  matters,  I  do  not  know. 
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MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinhara )  :  Is  the  member 
aware  that  there  is  a  Board  of  Education  in  England  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAM!  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  c j  Public  Instruction) : 
There  is  a  Board  of  Education  in  England. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  of 
Arts)  ;  May  I  know  from  the  Director  whether  he  is  aware  that  there 
has  been  a  Cabinet  Minister  for  Education  in  England  since  the  War  ? 

Mr.  R.  KR1SHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  l  ubltc  Instruction): 
There  has  been.  I  believe  a  Cabinet  Ministership  for  Education  was 
created  during  the  war. 

Mr.  X.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  May  I  ask  whether 
it  is  the  Secretary  or  the  Dewan  that  will  control  the  department  if 
Mr.  Joseph’s  suggestion  is,  adopted? 

MR.  R.  KR1SHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  ■ 
Of  course,  the  Dewan  will  control  the  department  and  not  the  Secre- 

I  was  going  to  say  that  the  Secretary  will  not  be  able  to  exercise 
any  kind  of  effective  control  over  the  officers  of  the  department.  For, 
what  can  a  Secretary  do  ?  He  can  only  write  minutes  for .  submis¬ 
sion  to  the  Dewan.  So,  it  will  come  to  this :  the  head  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration  will  have  to  look  after  the  administrative  part  of  the  work  of 
the  Director. 

Again,  as  the  Secretary  will  always  remain  at  head -quarters  and 
will  never  go  out  on  tour,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  him  to  acquire 
first-hand  information  about  the  actual  working  of  the  different  kinds  of 
institutions  in  the  department.  As  a  result,  his  knowledge  of  the 
department,  even  if  he  had  any  before  his  appointment,  will  get  out  of 
date.  It  does  not  appear  to  me  that  a  person  in  that  position  will  be 
able  to  exercise  any  kind  of  supervision  whatever,  except  it  be  a  purely 
nominal  one,  over  the  inspecting  officers  and  the  Principals  of  colleges. 

[The  President  arrived  at  this  stage  and  took  the  Chair.] 

Thus,  in  both  these  respects,  namely,  those  of  control  and  super¬ 
vision  over  the  subordinate  officers  of  the  department,  the  arrangement 
proposed  hv  Mr.  Joseph  will  be  less  efficient  than  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment. 

The  next  point  that  I  have  to  mention  is  that  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction  has  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  the  several  branch¬ 
es  of  the  department,  a  function  which  the  Secretary  will  not  be  able 
to  do  to  anything  like  the  same  extent. 

Lastly,  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  to  advise  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  all  educational  questions  that  come  up  for  consideration.  The 
Secretary  may  offer  advice  in  confidential  minutes  submitted. to  the 
Dewan,  but  offering  confidential  advice  in  confidential  minutes  is  one 
thing  and  offering  formal  advice  from  outside  the  Huzur  Office  is  quite 
a  different  thing. 

On  the  whole,  I  am  of  opinion  that  even  the  administrative  part’ 
of  the  work  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  will  be  very  badly 
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managed  under  the  proposed  arrangement.  As  for  the  advisory  part  of 
it,  it  does  not  seem  to  me  that  the  Secretary  for  education  will  he  able 
to  do  it  half  so  well  as  it  is  done  at  present. 

Next,  let  us  consider  some  of  the  other  grounds  given  by  the 
mover  in  support  of  his  proposal.  Let  us  see  whether  there  is  any 
actual  economy  and,  if  so,  what  that  economy  is  likely  to  be.  What  will 
be  the  sum  of  money  saved  if  we  accept  Mr.  Joseph’s  proposal? 
Mr.  Joseph  suggested  for  the  Secretary  a  salary  scale  ranging  from 
Bs.  300  to  Bs.  400.  If  that  be  the  case,  the  Secretray  will  have  to  be 
recruited  either  from  the  ranks  of  Headmasters  or  from  the  Huzur 
Secretariat.  In  the  latter  case,  he  will  have  no  first-hand  knowledge  of 
the  educational  institutions  in  the  State. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ) :  Who 
is  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  in  Mysore  ?  Is  he  a  teacher  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  Ug.  Director  of  Public,  Instruction) : 
He  is  a  Civil  Service  officer  recruited  by  open  competition. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  College  of 
Arts) :  May  I  ask  Mr.  Erishnaswami  Aiyar  whether  in  Mysore  the 
Vice-Chancellor  of  the  Mysore  University  is  not  also  the  Educational 
Advisor  to  the  Government? 

Mr.  R- KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Acj.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
The  Vice-Chancellor  is,  I  believe,  an  officer  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  College  of 
Arts)  :  He  is  Educational  Advisor. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  Ug.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) : 
It  was  urged  against  the  present  arrangement  that  the  Director  was  re¬ 
cruited  from  the  Principals  of  colleges  and  that  although  the  Principals 
might  have  some  administrative  experience  as  heads  of  colleges,  yet,  not 
having  been  in  touch  with  the  activities  of  the  branches  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  it  would  take  a  considerable  time  for  them  to  acquaint  themselves 
with  those  activities  and  thus  make  themselves  fit  for  the  purpose  of 
offering  advice  to  the  Government  on  all  educational  questions.  As 
regards  this  criticism,  I  have  to  point  out  that  it  is  not  possible  to  get  an 
educational  expert  ready-made ;  you  can  only  take  him  from  any  one 
branch  of  the  department  and  from  whatever  branch  he  may  be  selected, 
he  will  necessarily  take  some  time  to  acquire  knowledge  of  the  working 
of  the  branches  of  the  department  other  than  the  one  from  which  he 
was  taken. 

Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  stated  that  he  would  select  the  Secretary  for 
Education  from  among  the  Headmasters  of  high  schools.  But  I  would 
ask  him  in  all  seriousness  whether  he  expects  the  same  amount  of 
efficiency  from  a  Secretary  so  recruited  as  from  a  Principal  promoted  as 
Director.  I  would  remind  him  that  a  pass  B.  A.  of  average  ability  can 
become  a  Headmaster  in  course  of  time,  whereas  only  men  of  very 
high  academic  distinction  can  aspire  to  become  Principals  of  Colleges. 
This  being  the  case,  I  would  ask  Mr.  Joseph,  to  consider  whether  a 
Vol,  IX.  No.  A  j> 
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Secretary  recruited  in  the  manner  suggested  by  him  -will  be  as  com- 
petent  to  advise  the  Government  on  educational  matters  as  a  Director 
who  has  previously  been  a  Principal. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolctm )  :  Will  Mr.  Krishm- 
swami  Aiyar  give  one  or  two  instances  where  an  average  Headmaster 
will  not  he  able  to  cope  with  the  work  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
There  is  a  great  deal  of  difference  between  the  mental  capacity  of  an 
average  Professor  or  Principal  and  that  of  an  Headmaster, 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  I  should  like  to 
know  instances  where  an  average  Headmaster  will  not  be  sufficient  to 
cope  with  departmental  matters. 

MR,  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
That  is  my  opinion.  I  am  not  going  to  discuss  the  merits  of  particular 
individuals. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  What  is  the  work 
of  the  Director  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Administration,  co-ordination,  and  offering  advice  to  the  Government. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  These  are  all 
general  statements.  I  want  to  know  whether  he  can  quote  particular 
pieces  of  work  which  an  average  Headmaster  will  not  be  able  to 
attend  to. 

IWR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag .  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
I  admit  that  the  Director  is  burdened  with  a  good  deal  of  routine  work 
at  present.  The  proposals  of  the  Devolution  Officer  have  gone  up  to  the 
Government  and  I,  for  one,  wish  that  they  would  pass  orders  on  them 
at  an  early  date.  As  matters  now  stand,  the  Director  finds  his  work 
too  much  for  him.  Mr.  Stephenson  once  told  me  that  when  he  came 
out  to  India,  he  did  not  expect  that  he  would  have  to  lead  in  this 
country  the  kind  of  dog’s  life  he  was  leading.  Whenever  I  went  to  see 
him  in  his  bungalow,  I  found  him  surrounded  by  files  ;  and  from  'the 
four  months’  experience  that  I  now  have,  I  can  fully  bear  out  Mr.  Ste¬ 
phenson’s  description  of  the  nature  of  the  Director’s  work.  Un¬ 
questionably,  the  Director  needs  some  relief  from  the  vast  mass  of 
routine  work  that  he  has  to  do  at  present.  But  even  if  the  utmost  pos¬ 
sible  devolution  is  effected,  there  will  still  be  a  large  residue  of  work 
which  will  be  sufficient  to  engage  the  full  energies  of  a  Director. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Eottayain)  :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether 
there  is  not  the  Personal  Assistant? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction: 
Yes,  there  is  a  Personal  Assistant,  but  his  hands  are  also  full.  Al¬ 
though  it  is  not  yet  one  year  since  the  preseni  incumbent  was  appointed 
to  the  post,  he  has  applied  for  privilege  leave  in  order  to  take  rest.  The 
work  in  the  Director  s  office  is  very  heavy.  One  has  ordinarily  to  work 
from  11  in  the  morning  to  6  in  the.  evening  and  sometimes  till  7  usd# 
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MR.  K,  i.  JOSEPH  {Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  Could  not  sucli 
sort  of  work  be  entrusted  to  subordinate  officers  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Acj,  Director  of  Public  Instruction ) : 
Yes,  a  large  part  of  the  work  can  be  devolved  on  subordinate  officers. 
In  fact,  it  was  to  make  proposals  for  attaining  this  object  that  the  De¬ 
volution  Officer  was  appointed.  But  as  I  have  already  stated,  even  it 
his  proposals  are  carried  out,  there  will  still  remain  a  very  large  amount 
.  of  work  for  the  Director  to  do,  the  only  difference  being  that  the  work 
he  will  then  have  to  do  will  be  of  a  more  responsible  character  than 
the  bulk  of  what  he  is  now  doing. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Decicolam) :  Could  not  this  res¬ 
ponsible  portion  of  the  work  be  distributed  between  a  Secretary  for 
education  and  the  Chief  Inspector  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public,  Inslruc.tion) : 
If  part  of  the  work  is  entrusted  to  the  Secretary  for  Education,  there 
will  be  centralization  in  the  Huzur  Secretariat.  The  member  is  for 
decentralization,  not  for  centralization.  -Transferring  work  from  the 
Director  to  the  Educational  Secretary  will  not  be  decentralization  but 
centralization  in  the  highest  quarter. 

Again,  I  have  to  point  out  that  in  addition  to  his  other  duties,  the 
Director  acts  as  commissioner  for  Government  examinations.  There 
are  several  examinations  conducted  by  him  ;  the  English  School 
Leaving,  the  Vernacular  School  Leaving,  the  Vernacular  Higher,  three 
Teachers’  Certificate  Examinations,  two  music  examinations,  two  sewing 
examinations  and  four  examinations  connected  with  the  Sanskrit  Col¬ 
lege.  He  has  thus  got  to  conduct  14  examinations  and  the  total  number 
of  candidates  that  appeared  for  these  examinations  in  the  current  year 
was  .11,000,  There  is  an  Examination  Section  in  the  Director's  office 
writh  a  permanent  staff  of  clerks  which  is  augmented  for  a  short  time 
before  and  some  time  after  the  examinations,  by  a  specially  engaged 
staff.  Some  responsible  officer  has  to  be  entrusted  with  the  super¬ 
vision  of  this  section.  The  tabulation  of  marks  should  be  done  with 
scrupulous  care  and  the  officer  entrusted  with  its  supervision  must  be 
above  suspicion.  Does  the  member  want  to  entrust  this  work  also  to 
the  Education  Secretary  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cam  Demeolam) :  Ido  not  find  any 
objection  to  that. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
I  say  that  a  Special  Officer  will  have  to  be  appointed  for  this  work  and 
paid  for  it.  If  the  member  wants  an  officer  who  will  be  above  suspicion — 
and  be  wants  such  an  officer  for  the  work — the.  officer  will  have  to  be  paid 
sufficiently.  But  Mr.  Joseph  may  not  he  willing  to  pay  him  anything 
more  than  Its.  300  to  Bs.  400.  It  will  thus  become  necessary  to 
create  two  new  posts  on  Bs.  300  to  Bs.  400, -.vis.,  those  of  the  Education 
Secretary  and  the  Special  Officer  for  Examinations.  The  creation  of 
those  two  posts  will  involve  an  additional  expenditure  of  between  Bs.  fiOQ 
apd  Bs.  800 per  mensem .  The  saving  that  could  therefore  be  effected  by 
tna  abolition  of  the  Director's  post  will  be  between  Bs.  400  and  Bs.  fiOO 
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per  mensem.  Will  not  this  paltry  saving  be  more  than  swallowed  up  by 
the  additional  expenditure  it  may  indirectly  lead  to  ?  Does  Mr.  Joseph 
think  that  schemes  emanating  from  Inspectors  of  schools  and  Principals 
of  colleges  will  receive  the  same  amount  of  scrutiny  at  the  hands  of  the 
Education  Secretary  as  they  now  do  at  the  hands  of  the  Director  ?  I, 
for  my  part,  have  no  hesitation  in  answering  this  question  with  an  em¬ 
phatic  negative.  If  this  be  so,  the  result  will  be  that  new  schemes  will 
be  accepted  without  full  and  mature  deliberation  and  as  a  consequence, 
the  additional  expenditure  that  the  Government  are  likely  to  be  burdened 
with  may  far  exceed  the  amount  which  Mr.  J  oseph  hopes  to  save  by 
his  proposal. 

Mr.  K,  I.  JOSEPH  ( Uinachil  cum  Deoicula-n)  :  Are  the  schemes 
suggested  by  the  principals  aud  inspectors  not  well-considered  schemes? 

MR .  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
The.ymaybe  well-considered  or  they  may  be  ill-considered.  There  is 
one  weakness  of  human  nature  which  afflicts  heads  of  offices  equally 
with  other  persons  and  that  is  that  the  head  of  an  office,  when  asking 
.  for  additional  staff,  is  likely  to  ask  for  a  larger  number  of  additional 
hands  than  he  really  needs  and  when  submitting  a  new  scheme,  he  is 
likely  to  make  it  costlier  than  it  need  be.  This  being  the  case,  is  it  not 
essential  that  there  should  be  a  responsible  officer  whose  duty  it  will 
be  to  see  that  such  proposals  are  not  passed  without  adequate  scrutiny  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Deoicolam)  :  If  I  were  in  his 
place,  I  would  not  be  doing  so. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
As  I  was  saying  before,  the  Educational  Secretary  will  not  be  able 
effectively  to  scrutinise  new  schemes  that  may  be  placed  before  the 
Government  for  consideration  and  hence  not  only  will  the  proposed 
arrangement  he  less  efficient  than  the  existing  one,  but  it  will  eventually 
turn  out  to  be  more  costly.  Eor  these  reasons,  I  have  to  offer  an  un¬ 
compromising  opposition  to  Mr,  Joseph’s  motion. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLA1  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  '. 
Mr.  Joseph  suggested  that  the  post  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction 
should  be  abolished  and  that  the  duties'  now  discharged  by  him 
should  he  entrusted  mainly  to  a  Secretary  to  the  Dewan  in  the  Huzur 
Outcherry. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) I  did  not  say  so. 
I  said  that  they  might  be  divided  between  a  Secretary  and  an  Inspector. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  M  A_P  P I L  L  A I  (Commerce  and,  Industry,  Nirrth)' 
I  gathered  that  the  implications  of  Mr.  Joseph’s  speech  are  that  a  con¬ 
siderable  portion  of  the  duties  and  powers  now  exercised  by  the  Director 
should  be  discharged  by  a  Secretary  to  the  Dewan  or  a  Secretary  to 
Government.  Mr.  J oseph  may  correct  me  or  say  what  he  has  to  say  in 
his  reply.  He  can  as  well  suggest  that  the  Chief  Engineer’s  post  should 
be  abolished  and  that  competent  men  should  be  appointed  as  Executive 
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Engineers  and  that  the  work  now  done  by  the  Chief  Engineer  should 
be  divided  between  the  Executive  Engineers  and  a  P.  W.  D.  Secre¬ 
tary  to  the  Dewan.  He  may  go  still  further  and  say  that  the 
Darbar  Physician's  post  might  be  abolished  and  competent  persons 
might  be  appointed  in  the  District  Hospitals  and  that  the  duties  of  the 
the  Darbar  Physician  might  be  distributed  between  a  Medical  Secretary 
to  the  Dewan  and  the  several  surgeons.  Similarly,  he  might  go  on  to 
the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and  the  Excise  Commissioner  and  all 
the  various  heads  of  departments,  It  is  undoubtedly  a  very  novel  and 
attractive  plan.  I  suppose  in  the  old  primitive  days  of  admini¬ 
stration  it  may  be  the  Sovereign  or  the  Chief  Minister  who  attended  to 
all  the  duties  of  Government.  In  the  early  days  of  British  administra¬ 
tion  in  what  was  known  as  Non-regulation  Provinces,  all  duties,  exe¬ 
cutive,  civil,  criminal,  etc.,  were  discharged  by  the  same  officer.  As  the 
Government  became  more  and  more  organised  and  the  activities  of  the 
Government  began  to  grow,  it  became  impossible  for  one  officer  to  attend 
to  all  these  duties.  In  Travaneore,  Mr.  Joseph  may  not  he  aware  of  the 
trial  given  to  the  system  that  he  is  advocating.  There  was  a  time  when 
Dr.  Mitchell  was  Principal  of  the  college  and  Secretary  to  the  Dewan-  If 
anybody  would  take  the  trouble  of  looking  into  the  old  files,  he  will  find 
that  the  amount  of  work  that  had  to  be  discharged  at  that  time  was  very 
small.  But  the  growth,  during  recent  years,  will  be  simply  staggering. 
The  system  was  tried  and  found  wanting  and  abolished.  A  second 
time  it  was  revived  during  the  time  of  Mr.  Aiyappan  Pillai.  It  was 
again  abolished.  And  a  committee  known  as  Hodgson’s  Committee,  in 
which  I  had  the  honour  to  be  a  member,  went  into  the  whole  question 
and  recommended  the  present  arrangement.  Ever  since  then,  the 
work  has  been  going  on  pretty  satisfactorily.  The  complexities  of 
the  department  had  grown  very  much  and  nobody  would  suggest  now 
that  the  responsible  post  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  should  be 
abolished  and  that  this  work  he  discharged  by  a  Secretary —which 
practically  means  the  Dewan.  Even  now  the  work  is  in  the  bands  of  the 
Dewan  and  as  his  trusted  advisor,  the  Director  is  discharging  the  func¬ 
tion.  If  he  acts  through  a  Secretary  instead  of  through  the  Director  of 
Public  Instruction,  there  will  be  various  difficulties.  There  are  the 
difficulties  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar.  A  person 
drawing  Rs.  300  or  400  may  have  to  sit  in  judgment  over  the  Prin¬ 
cipals  of  colleges  and  Professors  and  Inspectors.  In  fact,  it  is  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  take  the  proposition  seriously  into  consideration.  There  is  no 
necessity  for  going  to  England,  Mysore  and  other  places  for  comparison. 
We  do  not  want  to  know  the  system  there.  There  is  no  necessity  to 
show  off  one’s  knowledge  of  those  things.  If  you  study  the  arrange- 
.  ments  there,  there  is  absolutely  no  support  for  the  motion  that  is  put  for¬ 
ward  before  us  by  Mr.  Joseph,  I  think  it  will  be  a  very  retrograde  step. 
Everyone  who  knows  anything  of  the  department  will  tell  us  that  there  is 
no  necessity  for  changing  the  present  system.  It  is  a  different  thing  if 
there  is  an  incompetent,  unscrupulous  head  presiding  over  the  depart¬ 
ment.  But  the  present  arrangement  is  very  satisfactory.  Mr.  Hodgson 
in  the.; previous /Council  was  once  telling  the  House  that  Dr.  Mitchell 
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went  away  on  account  of  the  heavy  work  and  Dr.  Bishop  died  in  harness. 

I  think  Mr.  Stephenson  and  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  also  testify  to  the 
same  effect.  No  doubt,  the  Director  can  take  all  the  papers  presented 
by  the  clerks  and  initial  them  and  sit  with  folded  hands  and  talk  to  all 
those  that  go  to  sec  him  and  show  that  he  is  a  very  efficient  officer.  As 
Mr.  Hodgson  and  Mr.  Stephenson  have  said,  the  amount  of  work  is 
simply  beyond  the  capacity  of  a  single  man  and  it  is  high  time  that  a 
devolution  is  made.  I  therefore  oppose  the  cut. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) .-  Sir,  it  is  not  at  all  desirable  that 
the  present  arrangement  should  be  changed  for  one  similar  to  that  which 
was  proposed  by  Mr.  Joseph.  As  I  had  occasion  to  observe  in  the  last 
budget  discussion,  my  position  is  not  that  a  Director  of  Public  Instruc¬ 
tion  is  not  necessary,  but  that  we  should  really  have  a  Director  of  Public 
Instruction,  who  actually  does  the  functions  of  a  Director  of  Public  In¬ 
struction.  As  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  has  now  suggested,  a  vast  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  time  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  is  devoted  to 
all  sorts  of  routine  work  which  might  be  done  by  an  officer  of  a  lower 
'  rank.  It  might  be  asked  if  any  question  of  important  educational 
policy  was  dealt  with  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  after  the  time 
of  Dr.  Mitchell.  They  were  tinkering  with  the  Education  Code  that  was 
introduced  by  Dr.  Mitchell,  making  a  change  here  and  a  change  there. 
That  such  a  highly  paid  officer  should  have  been  at  the  head  of  the  'de¬ 
partment  and  that  questions  of  educational  policy  that  ought  to  have 
been  dealt  with  in  keeping  with  the  progress  of  the  times  have  not  been 
considered  by  him  is  a  great  loss  to  the  taxpayer.  When  I  had  oc¬ 
casion  to  talk  to  the  Director,  on  this  subject,  he  used  to  say  that  his 
hands  were  so  full  and  that  he  was  burdened  with  other  kinds  of  work 
that  he  had  no  time  to  devote  to  more  important  work.  I  do  not  know 
what  the  report  of  the  Devolution  Officer  is,  and  how  far  he  has  recom¬ 
mended  decentralisation-  There  are  various  ways  of  decentralisation. 
Last  time  I  mentioned  one  instance.  If  a  pupil  wants  to  change  his  op¬ 
tional  subject  from  history  to  geography,  the  Headmaster  has  to  get  a 
statement  on  this  point  and  send  it  to  the  Inspector  who  sends  it  to  the 
Director  who  is  the  only  officer  competent  to  sanction  it. 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  {Minachil  cum  .Uevicola-m)  :  Will  there  be  any 
harm  if  the  Inspector  himself  does  it  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  What  I  say  is  that  the  Head¬ 
master  himself  should  be  competent  to  do  it.  Looking  after,  as  he 
does,  the  intellectual  and  moral  welfare  of  the  pupils,  he  will  be  the  most 
competent  man  to  say  whether  a  pupil  may  change  his  optional  subject  or 
not.  I  am  sure  that  such  small  things  ought  not  to  form  part  of  the  work 
of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  -I  can  give  a  number  of  other  in¬ 
stances  like  this.  I. am  sure  if  a  non-official  committee  is  allowed  to  go 
into  the  routine  work  that  is  going  on  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of- 
Public  Instruction  and.other  offices,  there  would  be  -  many  such  points 
to  be  noted.  So.  I  would  press  my- point,  that  the  Director- of  Puttie-- 
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Instruction  should  be  relieved  as  much  as  possible  of  such  work  so  that 
he  may  devote  his  time  to  questions  of  educational  policy. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapaih) :  Sir,  so  far  as  I  can  follow  the 
trend  of  the  argument  of  Mr.  Joseph,  what  he  meant  was  that  there 
must  be  some  radical  change  in  the  whole  system  and  hence  he  suggested 
the  direction  of  educational  control  be  overhauled  to  start  with.  I  know 
that  such  eminent  people  as  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  and  Mr.  Thomas 
will  advocate  the  preservation  of  the  existing  system.  We  have  to 
remember  at  the  same  time  that  they  are  creatures  of  the  present  system. 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  and  Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  were  Headmasters  and 
they  cannot  so  easily  come  out  of  the  groove  through  which  they  have 
moved.  I  noticed  the  fervour  with  which  they  championed  a  lost  cause 
and  they  will  not  admit  that  the  present  system  requires  a  thorough 
overhauling.  When  we  think  of  reforming  the  system,  we  must 
consider  it  on  all  fours,  viz.,  in  regard  to  the  method  of  education, 
the  medium  of  education,  the  subject  of  education  and  also  the  control 
of  eduction.  Mr.  Joseph,  I  thought,  was  only  suggesting  this  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  last,  the  control  of  education.  My  own  fear  is  that 
our  educational  system  is  too  much  departmentalised.  If  we  go  to 
more  advanced  countries  than  ours,  we  shall  find  that  education  is 
not  subject  to  such  departmental  control.  You  may  as  well  depart¬ 
mentalise  religion.  The  greatest  universities  in  the  world,  Oxford 
and  Cambridge,  have  nothing  to  do  with  education  departments  except 
that  they  have  to  submit  an  annual  statement  of  expenditure  for  a  grant 
which  is  sanctioned  by  the  Government.  The  Government  must  have 
absolutely  nothing  to  do  with  education.  We  want  to  bring  to  bear 
upon  education  fresh  minds,  fresh  ideas  and  fresh  outlooks  which 
certainly  cannot  be  produced  by  the  Government.  Again,  education 
stands  for  progress  while  the  Government  stands  for  xtutiis  quo. 

Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  tried  to  make  a  very  strong  case  in  his 
favour  by  saying  that  the  Director  is  now  over- worked.  Indeed  so. 
The  Director  does  everything  but  the  function  of  direction.  Under 
the  present  conditions,  the  function  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruct¬ 
ion  appears  to  be  not  what  it  ought  to  be.  Pie  is  just  doing  the  duties 
of  an  office  head  clerk.  He  has  to  engage  all  his  time  in  routine 
matters  and  matters  connected  with  the  details  of  the  administration 
of  the  department.  I  am  afraid  that  he  is  engaging  all  his  time  and 
energy  to  the  ministerial  part  of  direction  and  not  to  the  executive  part 
of  it.  Again,  I  wish  to  say  a  word  in  regard  to  the  recruitment  of  the 
Director  from  the  college  Professors.  Unless  we  are  prepared 
to  apply  the  Darwinian  theory  in  the  Education  Department  also, 
we  cannot  believe  how  one  who  has  been  passing  from  the  Head¬ 
master’s  place  to  the  Inspector’s  place  and  from  the  Inspector’s  to 
the  Professor’s,  from  a  Professor’s  to  a  Principal’s  and  from  the  Princi- 
pal’sto  the  Director’s  place,  would  have  become  wiser- than  the  Head¬ 
master  himself.  My  own  fear  is  that  by  the  time  he  reaches  the  topmost 
ladder,  he'  will  have  gathered  a  good  deal  of  foreign  matter  so  much  so 
that  his  brain  will  not  function  properly.  It  is  therefore  that  I 'say  that 
ip.  matters  like  this  we  want  fresh  brains,  fresh  ideas,  and  fresh  men, 
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Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  was  saving  that  men  of  mature  ideas  are 
necessary  for  supervision  and  control.  13 ut  let  us  examine  how  far 
this  was  realised  in  practice.  Dr.  Mitchell  was  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction.  He  was  just  the  Principal  of  the  college.  Of  course,  in  his 
case,  he  could  boast  of  some  previous  administrative  experience,  because, 
for  a  time  he  acted  as  Secretary  to  Government  in  the  Education  De¬ 
partment.  Dr.  Bishop  succeeded  him.  He  was  a  Professor  of  Che¬ 
mistry,  then  made  Principal,  and  just  by  virtue  of  his  having  been  the 
Principal,  he  became  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  not  because 
he  had  any  particular  qualification  as  an  educational  expert.  Then 
we  had  Mr.  Hodgson,  a  man  of  literature,  and  he  too  was  taken  for 
the  Director’s  place.  Then  Mr.  Stephenson  who  was  teaching  Physics 
became  the  Principal  of  the  college  and  also  subsequently  Director  of 
Public  Instruction.  Now  we  have  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  and  we 
may  perhaps  next  have  some  History  man  as  the  Director  of  Publio> 
Instruction.  It  only  shows  that  we  are  not  having  educational  ex¬ 
perts,  but  we  are  having  specialists  in  one  particular  branch  of 
instruction.  Suppose  our  College  is  affiliated  in  Engineering  course, 
then  we  are  bound  to  have  an  Engineering  Professor.  Then  by.  virtue 
of  his  seniority  he  would  also  become  the  Principal  of  the  college 
and  consequently  he  too  will  become  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
"Will  the  member  be  able  to  suggest  any  person  who  has  no  teaching 
experience  as  the  College  Professor  but  will  be  able  to  discharge  the 
various  sides  and  activities  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAi  ( Kartmagapalh ) :  In  this  State,  we  are  least  con¬ 
cerned  with  collegiate  education.  The  collegiate  education  is  con¬ 
trolled  by  a  foreign  university.  But  we  are  concerned  here  with  the 
education  that  is  controlled  by  the  State.  So  far  as  that  is  concerned,  ' 
the  Directors  of  Education  have  very  little  experience  except  as  students. 

If  one  is  satisfied  with  that  kind  of  experience,  then  he  might  argue, 
the  case  on  that  point.  Mr,  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  was  saying  that 
Mr.  Stephenson  came  out  to  India  with  the  idea  that  he  would  have  better 
time  hut  instead  of  that  he  got  disappointed  with  heavy  work.  That  is, 
he  was  only  doing  tbe  duties  of  a  head  clerk,  We  cannot  find  time  to 
discuss  a  large  question  like  this  and  as  Mr.  Joseph  pointed  out  we  .are 
only  feeling  our  way,  The  House  must  know  that  Mr.  Joseph  was  not 
attempting  to  give  a  fully  discussed  scheme,  You  cannot  criticise  it  ; 
because  that  scheme  is  defective  here  and  there,  Mr.  Joseph  has  just' , 
felt  his  way  towards  the  solution  of  the  problem  and  direction  is  one  " 
of  the  aspects  of  education,  I  hope  I  shall  be  able  to  say  something 
more  about  this  when  my  turn  comes.  , 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanaehery  cum  Peermade )  :  I  rise  to 
oppose  the  motion  brought  up  by  Mr.  Joseph.  If  I  understand  Mr.  A. 

K.  Pillai  well,  he  was  condemning  the  appointment  of  a  Director,  He 
depicted  the  Director  as  a  person  who  becomes  first  a  teacher,  then  a  -, 
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Headmaster,  then  an  Inspector,  then  a  Professor,  then  a  Principal  and 
and  finally  the  Director.  He  said  that  such  persons  cannot  be  fit  to 
hold  the  Director’s  place,  From  that  I  was  led  to  think — that  the 
evolutionary — 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KaritnagajHtiU ) :  He  is  arguing  on  a  wrong  pre¬ 
sumption.  I  never  said  that  the  evolutionary  system  is  wrong.  But  in 
the  recruitment  of  experts,  it  is  essentially  a  process  of  selection  and 
not  evolution. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade) :  That  this 
system  is  defective  was  the  argument  advanced  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai.  If 
the  Director  is  a  person  who  is  evolved  out  of  a  teacher  and  if  my  friend 
has  no  objection,  let  him  remain  there.  However,  from  his  arguments 
I  was  led  to  think  that  he  was  suggesting  the  appointment  of  a  fresh 
man  to  the  Directorship.  But  subsequently,  I  found  him  condemning 
the  Principal  becoming  the  Director.  Finally,  I  understand  that  the 
mover  of  the  motion  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  was  groping  in  the  dark  and  in 
his  attempt  to  find  out  something  he  wanted  to  knock  down  the  Direc¬ 
tor.  That  I  submit  is  not  a  proposal  for  adoption  by  this  House.  In¬ 
stead  of  groping  in  the  dark,  he  must  come  prepared  with  a  suggestion 
and  he  must  be  convinced  of  the  suggestion. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Demcolctm ) :  Is  the  member 
basing  his  statements  on  what  I  said  or  on  what  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  said  ? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  {Changanachery  cum  Peermade) :  I  think  I  am 
plain  enough.  He  must  be  convinced  of  the  reasonableness  of  the 
scheme  he  is  bringing  forward.  The  proposal  put  forward  by  Mr. 
Joseph  is  in  itself  so  ridiculous  that  I  do  not  think  that,  for  maintaining 
the  system  now  in  existence,  so  much  argument  as  has  been 
put  forward  by  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  is  necessary.  Mr.  Joseph 
says  that  a  Secretary  from  the  Huzur  Office  could  very  well 
control  education  ;  if  he  is  so  enamoured  of  that  name — 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaoliil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  said  that  the 
work  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  may  be  divided  into  two 
classes,  one  portion  resting  with  the  Inspector  and  the  other  with  the 
Secretary  who  would  deal  purely  on  departmental  and  administrative 
matters.  I  am  sorry  my  friend  is  unable  to  understand  what  I  said. 

Mr,  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade):  There  is 
already  one  Secretary  in  the  Huzur  Cutcherry  who  is  dealing  with  files 
on  educational  matters  and  who  is  responsible  for  the  working  of  such 
matters.  So  far  as  ministerial  work  is  concerned,  the  present  Secretary 
for  Education  is  doing  that.  According  to  my  friend’s  suggestion,  I  think 
supervision  and  control  has  to  be  directed  by  somebody  else.  My  friend 
says  that  inspection  work  should  be  done  by  an  Inspector  and  adminis¬ 
trative  and  other  routine  matters  by  the  Secretary  in  charge  of  the 
Education  Department.  There  are  so  many  Inspectors  in  the  State 
and  I  do  not  know  which  Inspector  my  friend  means. 

Mr.K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Dcvicohun):  Are  there  not  a 
Chief  Inspector  for  Vernacular  Schools  and  another  for  English  Schools 
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MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ghanganackcry  cum  Peerm-ade) :  Then  that 
makes  two  Inspectors.  And  there  is  also  an  Inspectress  of  Girls’  schools 
who  is  directly  responsible  to  the  Director.  So,  if  the  present  Director’s 
post  is  abolished,  there  will  be  three  heads  of  departments  for  Educa¬ 
tion.  They  will  be  controlled  according  to  the  version  of  Mr.  Joseph— to 
my  impression— by  a  Secretary  in  the  Huzur  Office  at  the  direction  of 
the  Dewan.  This  arrangement  will  again  lead  to  difficulties  because,  as 
suggested  by  Mr.  Mamrnen  Mappillai,  all  the  State  departments  will  have 
to  be  centralised.  We  have  passed  that  stage.  I  may  say  that  de¬ 
centralisation  is  a  policy  of  recent  introduction  whereas  centralisation 
was  a  thing  of  the  past.  I  don’t  think  there  is  very  much  to.  argue  in 
this  matter.  Therefore  I  think  nobody  can  support  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  Joseph. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur ) :  The  motion  moved  by  Mr..  K.  I.  Joseph 
is  to  discuss  the  present  system  of  direction  with  a  view  to  reduce 
expenditure.  There  is  the  question  of  administrative  efficiency.  As 
Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  suggested,  after  having  revolutionised  the  system  of 
education  altogether,  the  question  is  what  should  b;e  the  method  of 
controlling  that  system.  Granting  the  incompleteness  of  the  instruction 
at  present  imparted  and  the  machinery  at  present  adopted  for  regulating 
that  system,  what  should  be  the  nature  of  the  controlling  agency  is  the 
point  at  issue.  Another  question  advanced  by  Mr.  Joseph  was  about 
the  work  done  at  present  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction.  He  is 
of  opinion  that,  the  Director’s  duties  must '  be  divided  between  a  Chief 
Inspector  and  a  Secretary.  If  an  opinion  on  that  point  is  desired 
I  think  I  may  require .  more  time.  Some  investigation  before  we 
proceed  to  criticise  the  actual  working  of  the  Director’s  office  is  also 
necessary.  The  proper  course  will  b.e  to  appoint  a  committee  to  investi¬ 
gate  that  question.  As  Mr.  Mamrnen  Mappillai  said,  the  system 
advocated  is  not  a  new  one.  It  was  once  -  tried  and  found  wanting. 
But  whether  Mr.  Joseph’s  suggestion  will  serve  to  reduce  expenditure 
or  notis-a  new  point  yet  to  be  seen.  If  Mr.  Joseph  says  that  the 
present  Director’s  post  is  a  white  elephant,  I  think  we  will  have  two 
white  elephants,  one  in  the  Secretary-  and  the  other  in.  the  Chid 
Inspector.  So,  in  the  matter  of  expenditure,  the-proposed  arrangement 
will  only,  increase,  rather  than  reduce,  it. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Clianganachery cum  Peer-made)  i  Is  the  mem¬ 
ber  aware  that  there  are  two  other-  Inspectors,  one  in  charge  of  Verna¬ 
cular  schools  and  another  in  charge  of  Girls’-  schools  ? 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Pamr);  I  am  aware  of  that.  What  I  say  is, 
it  is  enough  if  there  be  one  Inspector  and  under  him  two  Assistant  In¬ 
spectors  also.  Call  the  Inspector  by  whatever  name  you  want.  In  view 
of  all  these  difficulties,  I  oppose  the  motion, 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH1  (Uinachil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  am  glad  to  find 
that  there  is  at  least  one. sincere  soul  to  support  my- motion..  As  regards 
the  explanation  that  has  been  offered  by 'Mr.  Krishuaswami  Aiyar  re¬ 
garding  the  question  of  efficiency  and  economy,  I  have  already:  stated 
that  economy  could  be  effected  by  abolishing  the  place  of  the  Director 
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and  establishing  the  post  of  a  Secretary  to  look  after  administrative 
affairs.  The  Chief  Inspector'  can  supervise  and  control  the  department, 
I  think  some  money  oould  be  saved  by  such  an  arrangement.  I  even 
now  believe  that  this  arrangement  will  not  affect  the  question  of 
efficiency.  If  I  am  to  explain  my  position  clearly,  I  may  say  that  the 
present  supervision  and  control  may  very  well  be  entrusted  with  a 
Chief  Inspector  and  purely  administrative  matters  alone  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  the  Secretary. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade)  -  Will  such 
an  Inspector  have  control  over  Vernacular  institutions  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minrchil  eum  Derieolam )  :  I  shall  explain  that  in 
another“motion  that  has  been  sent  up  by  me.  I  am  of  opinion  that 
both  the  Vernacular  and  English  Schools  may  be  amalgamated.  When 
that  motion  comes  up  before  the  House,  I  shall  deal  at  length  on  the 
subject.  So  what  I  say  is  that  the  control  may  be  entrusted  to  a 
Chief  Inspector. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanaeliery  cum  Penmcule)  :  Is  there  any 
objection  in  calling  the  Chief  Inspector,  Director  ? 

MR-  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinacMl  cum  Deiicolcm ) :  I  have  no  objection. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North):  May 
I  know  whether  the  member  will  be  satisfied  if  the  name  of  the  Director 
is  changed  into  Chief  Inspector  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinacMl  cum  Dericolam)  :  I  am  not  at  all  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  name.  There  is  too  much  of  centralisation  at  present 
in  educational  matters.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a  supervision  by  an 
Inspector  and  then  another  as  a  check  to  the  former  by  the  Director. 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  was  speaking  about  other  departmental  heads, 
e.  g.,  in  the  Engineering  Department,  an  Executive  Engineer  being 
entrusted  with  the  duties  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  Of  course,  in  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Works  Department,  there  is  always  one  departmental  head  who  is 
responsible  for  the  whole  matter.  As  regards  education,  there  is  at 
present  one  Inspector  for  Vernacular  schools,  another  for  English 
schools  and  a  third  for  Girls’  schools.  If  in  place  of  all  these,  one 
Chief  Inspector  is  appointed  to  supervise  and  control,  there  will  not  be 
any  difficulty  whatever. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Co  amerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Are  there  not  Executive  Engineers  in  charge  of  a  Division  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  DevUolami)  :  The  Executive  En¬ 
gineer  is  only  in  charge  of  a  Division  and  there  is  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  cheek  the  work  of  all  the  Executive  Engineers  in  the  State. 
But  there,  is  no  officer  of  a  still  higher  status  to  check  the  Chief 
Engineer’s  work. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North )  ;  So 
what  the  member  wants  is  that  there  must  be  somebody  to  control  and 
co-ordinate  the  whole  department,  call  him  Director  or  by  any  other 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (hfinachil  cum  Devieold-m)  :  I  am  not’  finding 
fault  with  the  name ‘Director.’  :  .  .  ^  . 
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MR,  A,  K.  PILLAI  (Kanmagapalli)  ■  I  do  not  think  that 
Mr.  Joseph  is  arguing  that,  so  far  as  the  Engineering  Department  is 
concerned,  it  is  working  perfectly  well. 

MR,  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinacMl  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  do  not  say 
so.  Moreover,  I  was  pointing  out  that  the  position  of  the  Education 
Department  is  entirely  different.  Every  educational  institution  may 
be  kept  on  a  self-sufficient  basis.  The  success  of  an  institution  depends 
more  on  the  efficiency  and  the  character  of  the  staff  of  the  institution 
concerned  than  on  the  supervision  work  on  the  part  of  the  higher  officials, . 
I  believe  much  depends  on  the  method  of  the  recruitment  of  the 
teachers.  If  efficient  men  are  selected,  there  will  not  be  much  need  ■ 
for  frequent  supervision.  I  am  not  at  all  convinced  by  the  arguments  of 
the  Director  or  of  members  like  Messrs.  Mammen  Mappillai  and 
Matthew,  I  also  believe  that  but  for  the  self-imposed  silence  of  some 
non-official  members  here,  I  would  have  got  better  support.  Any- 
how,  I  may  say  that  the  general  sense  of  the  speakers  among  the 
non-official  members  is  against  my  views.  I  withdraw  my  motion  hoping 
to  bring  forward  the  same  motion  at  the  next  Budget  Session  with 
perhaps  better  results. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  House  permit  Mr.  Joseph  to  withdraw  his 
motion  ? 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

Controlling  Agencies — II.  Inspectors. 

Motions  45  and  46. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karttnagapcdli ) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion : 

45.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  86,003  under  establishment  iy 
Bs.  10. 

My  object  is  to  suggest  the  need  for  organising  boy  scouts  in  the 
English  schools  in  the  State.  The  chief  object  of  education,  if  not  the 
most  important,  is  to  grow  up  children  into  vigorous  and  useful  citizens. 
For  that,  they  cannot  be  delicate  useless  people  who  get  frightened  at  the 
L  sight  of  an  accident  or  things  like  that.  We  want  to  make  them  ever  re- 
I  soarceful  in  a  moment  of  danger  and,  for  that  purpose,  boys  scouts  train- 
*  mg  would  be  very  useful,  and  I  do  not  want  to  dilate  on  that  subject 
because  I  know  that  every  member  in  this  House  will  agree  with  me 
that  the  Boy  Scout  movement  is  eminently  useful.  I  think  this  is  the 
only  State  where  the  movement  has  not  been  organised  and  I  hope  that 
the  House  will  accept  my  motion  and  recommend  the  appointment  of 
a  Commissioner.  For  that  purpose,  one  from  here  must  he  sent  up 
And  got  trained.  I  have  nothing  more  to  add. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {.Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  There  are  two 
motions  under  the  same  heading.  I  think  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  should  now 
speak  on  the  other  motion  also.  Otherwise,  he  will  have  no  chance  of 
speaking  on  the  other  subject- 

Mr,  A.  K,  PILLAI  ( Karunagapalli )  :  I  do  not  understand  the 
difficulty. 

PRESIDENT :  There  are  two  identical  motions  in  your  name  and- 
you  may  talk  on  both,  .  - 
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Mr.  A.  K.  PILLA1  (KarunagapalU) :  My  object  in  regard  to  the  next 
motion  standing  in  my  name  is  to  bring  home  to  the  Government  the 
hardships  caused  to  the  low-paid  schoolmasters  by  transferring  them  to 
places  far  away  from  their  homes.  I  am  aware  that  the  department  has 
been  doing  something  substantial  in  this  matter  and  to  a  certain  extent 
grievances  are  redressed,  but,  all  the  same,  the  progress  made  in  that 
direction  is  not  enough.  I  know  a  number  of  cases  wherein  persons  were 
transferred  to  places  farther  away  from  their  homes.  I  do  not  want  to 
give  instances.  If  anybody,  would  challenge  me.  I  can  quote  at  least 
seven  instances  in  which  the  transfers  were  effected  without  any  apparent 
justification,  people  being  transferred  from  one  part  pf  the  State  to  another. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ):  Is  it  with  promotion  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KarunagapalU )  ■  It  was  not  with  promotion. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Pa-nir)  :  What  percentage  of  teachers  are  in 
their  own  native  places  ? 

MR  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KarunagapalU ) :  I  am  not  expected  to  know  all 

that. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kotiayami ) :  May  I  know  if  the  member  has 
any  idea  as  to  the  strength  of  the  whole  Vernacular  School  Depart- 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {KarunagapalU) ;  I  have  no  idea, 

I  am  only  placing  before  the  House  the  serious  hardships  caused  to 
these  low-paid  Vernacular  school  teachers.  There  might  be  legitimate 
reasons,  but  I  want  to  know  what  those  reasons  are  and  how  they  could 
be  remedied.  I  do  not  make  any  accusation  thereby. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  Was  it  as  a  sort  of 
punishment  that  these  teachers  were  transferred  ?. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {KarunagapalU) :  That  may  be  in  the  minds  of 
the  authorities  concerned. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instm&tion)  : 
There  are  two  subjects  to  which  my  friend  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  has  refer¬ 
red.  One  is  the  desirability  of  organizing  the  Boy  Scout  movement  in 
Travancore.  I  may  tell  him  that  the  department  is  alive  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  for  organising  a  Boy  Scout  movement.  I  need  not  say  that,  for 
the  movement  to  be  successful,  a  non-official  body  should  undertake  the 
responsibility  for  its  organisation  and  direction.  But  the  Government 
may  take  the  initiative  in  bringing  such  a  non-official  body  into  existence 
aDd  help  it  in  running  the  movement  properly.  Mr.  Stephenson  has 
placed  some  proposals  before  the  Government  on  the  matter  and  those 
proposals  are  being  considered  by  them. 

With  regard  to  the  question  of  hardships  caused  to  the  low-paid 
Vernacular  school  teachers,  by  transferring  them  to  far-off .  places,  I 
may  inform  the  House  that  I  have  received  a  statement  on  the  subject  • 
from  the  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools.  Prom  that  statement,  I 
find  that  the  Inspector  had  received  2,864  applications  for  transfer,  in 
the  beginning  of  the  current  school  year.  When  I  say  that  he  had 
received  2,864  applications,  I  do  not  mean  applications  in.  the  usual 
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sense.  He  had  adopted  a  somewhat  unusual  plan  for  collecting  infor. 
mation  for  compiling  a  register  of  teachers.  For  this  purpose,  he  had 
supplied  to  every  teacher  a  form  to  he  filled  up  by  him  with  full  infor. 
mation  regarding  his  official  history.  One  of  the  columns  in  the  form 
related  to  the  station  to  which  the  teacher  wanted  a  transfer  and  evefy 
teacher  was  called  upon  to  fill  up  that  form  and  forward  it  to  the 
Inspector.  It  was  by  counting  the  number  of  teachers  who,  in  filling 
up  the  form,  had  signified  their  desire  for  a  transfer,  that  the  figftre 
2,864  was  arrived  at. 

Of  this  number,  the  Inspector  was  able  to  transfer  769  teachers  to 
the  places  of  their  choice. 

With  regard  to  49  teachers,  he  was  able  to  transfer  them  to  places 
very  near  the  places  of  their  choice,  though  not  exactly  to  those  places 
themselves. 

127  persons  were  transferred  on  promotion  and  it  may  be  that 
some  of  them  were  transferred  to  places  distant  from  their  native 
places.  I  will  explain  the  matter  by  an  example.  A  man  may  be  a 
teacher  of  Class  IY  on  Es.  15.  When  the  Headmastership  of  a  Primary 
School  falls  vacant,  the  senior-most  among  the  teachers  of  that  class  is 
entitled  to  promotion  to  that  post  which  carries  with  it  a  pay  of  Es.  17 
and  an  allowance  of  Es.  2.  It  may  so  happen  that  the  place  where  the 
Headmastership  becomes  vacant  is  not  the  native  place  of  the  fourth 
class  teacher  who  is  legitimately  entitled  to  promotion  to  the  post.  In 
such  cases,  the  teacher  will  have  to  be  transferred  on  promotion  as 
the  Headmaster  of  a  Primary  School  situated  in  a  distant  place.  127 
transfers  were  of  this  kind. 

Again,  when  a  teacher  on  leave  rejoins  duty,  the  teacher  who  was 
acting  in  his  place  will  have  to  go  back  to  his  permanent  station  and 
that  station  may  be  far  away  from  his  native  place.  Instances  of  such 
transfers  numbered  65. 

8  transfers  were  effected  as  punishments  for  offences  committed  by 
the  teachers  concerned. 

11  teachers  were  transferred  from  schools  in  which  Tamil  has  been 
introduced,  as  they  had  no  Tamil  qualifications. 

22  were  transferred  on  account  of  teachers  proceeding  on  long 
leave. 

.  Again  some  teachers  are  selected  for  training  in  the  beginning  of 
every  school  year.  Advantage  is  taken  of  such  an  opportunity  to  trans¬ 
fer  some  teachers  to  their  native  places  and  in  order  to  do.  so,  it  is 
often  necessary  to  transfer  the  liens  of  some  of  the  teachers  selected  for 
training,  to  other  schools.  The  number  of  transfers  of  this  description 
effected  this  year  was  11.  Some  readjustments  will  have  to  be  niado 
next  year  when  these  11  teachers  return  to"  duty  after  the  completion  of 
their  training  course. 

_  Lastly,  six  transfers  were  made  in  order  to  provide  for  the  teach¬ 
ing  of  English  in  certain  schools,  since  teachers  had  to  be  transfeflS 
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from  schools  where  English  is  not  taught  to  schools  where  English  is 
being  taught. 

The  total  number  of  transfers  due  to  all  causes  was  1,092  and  the 
number  of  applications— if  I  may  call  them  so — that  were  not  granted 
was  1,792.  I  understand  from  the  Inspector  that  he  did  not  make  any 
transfers  not  coming  under  one  or  other  of  the  various  categories 
that  I  have  been  describing.  That  being  the  case,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  Inspector  deserves  praise  for  the  work  that  he  has  done  in 
pursuance  of  the  wish  which  this  Council  has  repeatedly  given  ex¬ 
pression  to,  namely,  that  teachers  of  Vernacular  Schools  should,  as  far 
as  possible,  be  posted  to  their  native  places.  I  know  that,  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  last  vacation,  the  Inspector  was  busy  with  this  work. 

I  have  seen  the  register  which  he  prepared,  in  connection  with .  these 
transfers.  It  was  a  bulky  volume  and  involved  the  work  of .  half  a 
dozen  clerks  throughout  the  whole  vacation.  The  Inspector  bestowed 
personal  attention  on  the  matter  and  it  was  as  the  result  of  such  atten¬ 
tion  that  he  was  able  to  transfer  769  teachers  to  the  very  places  to 
which  the  teachers  had  asked  for  transfer  and  49  others  to  places  very 
near  the  places  of  their  choice.  I  think  that  the  Council  will  agree 
that  this  was  a  creditable  achievement, 

MR.  A.  K.  PIILAI  {Karima gapalli)  :  One  reason  is  promotion.  May. 
I  know  the  other  reasons,  please  ? 

HMr.R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Ag .  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
Promotion  is  one  of  thereasons.  Other  reasons  are  as  follow  : — When 
an  acting  teacher  has  to  be  confirmed,  he  may  have  to  be  transferred  to 
a  place  away  from  his  native  place,  since  the  permanent  vacancy  to 
which  he  can  be  posted  may  sometimes  occur  only  in  a  distant  place. 
Tranfers  may  also  be  due  to  the  return  to  duty  of  a  man  in  whose  place 
another  was  acting:  In  such  cases,  the  transferred  teacher,  if  he  had. 
been  acting  in  a  higher  post,  may  have  to  revert  to  his  substantive 
post  on  the  return  to  duty  of  the  permanent  incumbent.  If  this  be  the. 
case,  it  may  not  always  he  possible  to  post  him  in  his  native  place 
itself.  Some  transfers  were  made  as  punishments.  Transfers  have; 
also  been  effected  owing  to  absence  of  Tamil  qualification  or  owing 
to  some  teachers  going  on  long  leave  or  some  having  been  sent  up  for 
training  ;  or  again  for  making  provision  for  the  .teaching  oE  English 
in  certain  schools.  No  transfer  has  been  effected  except  for  one  or 
other  of  these  reasons.  '  '  '  ~ 

Mr:  A.  K.  PILLA1  {Karima gapalli)  :  I  do  not  quite  follow  the 
rationale  in  transferring  a  man  because  he  has  taken  long  leave, 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Aff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
A  man  takes  long  leave  and  a  vacancy  arises,  Another  man  might 
have  applied  for  transfer  to  the  station  where  the  vacancy  arose  on 
account  of  the  teacher  proceeding  on  long  leave.  The  lien  of  the 
teacher  proceeding  on  leave  is  then  transferred  to  some  other  school  and 
the  other  teacher  is  transferred  to  take  his  place.  When  the  man  on; 
leave  rejoins  duty,  some  adjustment  will  have  to  be  made,  so  that  both 
th#  teachers  may  be  posted  to  their  respective  native  p  .aces,  I  have 
nothing  mole  to  say. 
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Mr.  K.  C.  MAMNIEN  MAPPILLAI  [Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Sir,  everybody  will  agree  that  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  Boy  Scout 
movement  should  be  organised  011  a  proper  basis;  and  it  was  with  very 
great  pleasure  that  I  learned  from  the  Director  that  steps  are  being 
taken  for  the  organisation  of  the  Boy  Scout  movement  in  Travancore. 
There  is  no  necessity,  therefore,  for  me  to  expatiate  on  the  subject.. 
But  I  feel  it  my  duty  to  speak  a  few  words  about.the  complaint  raised 
by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  about  the  unnecessary  and  avoidable  transfers  of 
low-paid  Vernacular  school  teachers. 

As  Mr.  Tharakan  remarked,  those  of  us  who  are  moving  about  in 
the  country  and  have  come  in  contact  with  the  teachers  in  Vernacular 
schools,  must  be  aware  that,  during  the  last  few  months,  after  the  pre¬ 
sent  Chief  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  assumed  charge  of  the  de¬ 
partment,  two  veryimportaiit  and  far-reaching  measures  of  reform  have 
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been  taken  up  and  successfully  carried  out  by  him.  One  is  the  trans¬ 
fer  of  Vernacular  school  teachers,  as  far  as  possible,  to  their  native  places 
or  to  places  as  near  as  possible  to  their  native  places ;  and  the  other  is  the 
compilation  of  a  list  of  persons  who  have  held  acting  appointments  in  the 
department  and  the  appointment  of  these  men  in  vacancies  that  arise 
in  the  order  of  the  length  of  their  acting  service.  Those  who 
know  anything  about  the  work  accomplished  in  either  of  these 
directions  will  fully  realise  that  both  involved  a  degree  of  tire¬ 
some  effort  that  is  merely  incredible.  The  Director  has  referred  to  the 
register  prepared  in  connection  with  the  applications  of  nearly 
•2,000  teachers  for  transfer  to  their  native  places,  and  the  way  in  which 
the  desires  of  the  various  teachers  have  been  satisfied.  I  do  not  want 
to  go  into  the  details,  because  I  have  not  myself  studied  the  question  in 
detail.  But  I  have  heard  it  from  persons  who  have  studied  the  subject 
very  closely  and  minutely.  Some  of  the  non-official  members  of 
this  House  were  interested  in  this  question  and  they  inspected  this 
register  and  told  me  that  the  amount  of  work  that  was  involved  was 
merely  prodigious.  The  Director  has  told  us  that  nearly  700  and  odd 
teachers  have  been  transferred  to  the  very  places  for  which  they  had 
applied  and  he  also  gave  us  the  number  of  teachers  who  have  been 
trasferred  to  places  very  near  their  native  places.  Hitherto  transfers 
were  no  doubt  being  effected,  but  they  were  mainly  due  to  the  re¬ 
commendations  of  influential  persons.  The  whole  thing  was  done 
arbitrarily-  One  man  who  had  influence  enough  might  have  been 
transferred  to  his  native  place  and  this  might  have  caused  great 
inconvenience  to  several  other  teachers-  There  was  no  system 
or  method  in  the  manner  in  which  the  transfers  were  being  ef¬ 
fected.  That  was  the  reason  why  we  were  hearing  loud  lamentations 
of  the  teachers  on  account  of  the  hardship  caused  to  them  by  being 
transferred  to  places  far  away  from  their  native  places-  So  much 
so  that  in  the  Legislative  Council  and  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  and  also  elsewhere  the  matter  was  repeatedly  referred 
to  and  discussed.  I  hope  the  members  of  this  House  will  try  to 
understand  the  almost  superhuman  work  that  was  involved  in  the 
carrying  out  of  this  reform.  Therefore,  it  would  have  been  only 
graceful  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  this  Blouse  if  they  had 
thought  it  fit  to  express  some  words  of  appreciation  for  the 
work  that  has  been  done.  I  am  really  sorry  to  find  that  some  remarks 
were  made  in  depreciation  of  the  work  that  has  been  done-  No  doubt,  Mr. 
A.  K.  Pillai  admitted  that  some  good  work  has  been  done.  But  still  he 
said  ho  1ms  got  instances  which  he  was  prepared  to  cite  if  he  was 
challenged  whore  unnecessary  transfers  had  been  effected.  Is  it  not  a 
fact  that  there  is  an  insinuation,  although  something  is  being  conceded, 
that  the  work  done  is  not  satisfactory,  and  does  it  not  on  the  whole 
amount  to  a  criticism  and  condemnation,  instead  of  praise  or  appreciative 
remarks,  of  the  work  that  has  been  done?  Suppose  a  person  comes 
before  us  after  having  done  some  meritorious  work — for  instance,  a 
soldier  after  winning  a  great  battle,  or  a  man  after  winning  a  great 
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race.  Suppose  we  say  to  such  a  man  “  No  doubt  you  have  done  some 
work ;  but  you  have  been  wrong  here ;  you  have  been  wrong  there  ”  and 
so  on.  Such  sort  of  condemnation  is  very  ungracious  and  unbecoming- 
on  the  part  of  persons  who  ought  to  have  given  expression  to  their  ap¬ 
preciation  of  what  has  been  achieved.  I  know  the  quantity  of  unselfish 
work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Chief  Inspector,  and  anybody  could  have 
noticed  it.  I  am  sure  the  Chief  Inspector  would  have  won  the  patronage 
of  many  influential  persons  and  could  have  become  very  popular  if  he 
had  not  in  this  manner  restricted  his  own  scope,  effecting  such  transfers 
only  as  were  influentially  pressed  upon  him.  Simply  to  satisfy  the  large 
number  of  inarticulate  low-paid  teachers,  the  Inspector  has  passed  a  self- 
denying  ordinance  upon  himself.  I  am  sure  therefore  that  he  deserves 
words  of  warm  appreciation.  Anyhow,  I  am  glad  that  there  have  been 
only  insinuation  and  innuendo  rather  than  open  and  violent  denuncia¬ 
tion. 


Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  :  If  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  had  not  been  the 

mover  and  Mr.  Cheriyan  the  Chief  Inspector,  I  would  not  have  been  in 
the  wrong  if  I  had  made  .a  shrewd  guess  that  this  motion  was  , 
brought  at  the  instigation  of  Mr.  Cheriyan  so  that  he  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  hear  the  volume  of  praise  from  the  members 
of  this  House.  The  mover  is  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  and  the  Chief 
Inspector  happens  to  be  Mr.  Cheriyan.  So,  there  is  absolutely  no 
room  for  suspicion.  The  real  substantial  work  that  the  Chief  Inspector 
has  done  in  the  matter  of  the  transfer  of  the  Vernacular  School  teachers 
is  such  that,  coming  as  I  do  from  Parur,  the  northernmost  part  of 
Travancore,  I  have  had  occasion  to  meet  several  teachers  with  whom  I 
have  talked  on  the  matter  and  can  therefore,  assure  that  more  than  90 
per  cent,  of  them  are  entirely  satisfied  with  what  has  been  done  for  them 
by  the  Chief  Inspector.  So  much  so  that,  when  I  read  the  motion,  I 
thought  that  it  was  a  reflection  on  the  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Chief 
Inspector.  It  is  well-known  that  there  is  nothing-  perfect  in  this  world. 

If,  in  an  administration,  75  percent,  can  be  made  perfect,  it  must  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  be  a  success.  Prom  the  agitation  on  the  part  of  these  teachers 
that  they  should  be  transferred  to  schools  in  or  near  their  native  places 
it  would  appear  as  though  there  are  schools  practically  in  or  near  the 
native  places  of  all  these  teachers.  This  is  one  practical  difficulty.  There 
will  always  be  a  few  teachers  who  could  not  be  posted  to  the  school 
where  they  may  desire  to  be  posted.  These  teachers  have 
to  he  distributed  and  that  distribution  results  in  several  of  the 
teachers  being  posted  in  schools  far  away  from  their  native  places. 

If,  instead  of  giving  a  few  instances  of  such  transfers,  Mr.  A.  K. 
Pillai  had  proved  that  a  considerable  percentage  of  these  teachers 
haa  been,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  transferred  far  away  from  their 
native  places,  then  that  would  certainly  he  a  matter  worth  the  consider-  ' 
ation  of  the  House,  If  lie  had  stated  that  more  than  50  per  cent,  of 
these  teachers  have  been  posted  far  awav  from  their  native  places,  then 
that  is  certainly  a  reflection  on  the  work  of  the  Inspector.  The  fact  or 
the  insinuation,  that  there  are  a  few  instances  in  which  the  teacher  have 
&r  away  fronitb-ei1'  native  places,  cannot  amount  to  a 
renection  on  the  officer  and  is  also  too  small  a  matter  for-  consideration 
by  the  House, 
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MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarwuejapalU)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  think  my 
speech  warrants  all  that. 

PRESIDENT  ;  In  justification  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Pillai,  I  must,  in  remark¬ 
ing  on  the  observations  that  fell  from  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  and  Mr. 
N.  V.  Joseph,  say  that  I  personally  saw  no  insinuation  at  all  in  Mr.  A. 
Iv.  Pillai’s  speech.'  I  understood  from  his  speech  that  he  was  endeavour¬ 
ing  to  elicit  information  and  was  expressing  his  wish  that  the  good 
work  that  has  already  been  done  may  be  hurried  up  and  completed. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Farm )  :  Prom  the  very  beginning,  I  have  been 
saying  that,  knowing  as  I  do  Mr.  A.  E.  Pillai,  I  do  not  suspect  him. 
But  one  who  does  not  know  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  may  suspect  him  on  read¬ 
ing  his  motion.  That  was  all  I  asid. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottwyam)  :  Sir,  the  motions  brought  forward 
by  Air.  A.  E.  Pillai  are  intended  to  impress  upon  the  House  the  necessity 
for  the  organisation  of  Boy  Scouts  in  the  State.  '  I  am  sorry  that,  even 
at  the  risk  of  being  considered  to  be  reactionary,  I  have  to  differ  from 
his  opinion  in  the  matter.  I  am  not  an  educationist.  I  have  only  the 
experience  of  a  layman.  But  judging  from  what  I  have  been  able  to 
observe,  I  have  to  say  that  the  majority  of  the  boys  that  are  generally 
recruited  as  Boy  Scouts  do  not  really  care  to  be  benefited  by  the 
course  of  education  given  to  them  in  the  schools.  I  regret  that 
this  system  has  taken  somewhat  firm  root  in  this  country.  .  I  fear  that 
if  this  system  is  introduced,  the  majority  of  the  students  will  not  have 
any  inclination  to  take  advantage  of  the  instruction  that  is  given  in 
schools.  The  training  that  the  students  who  join  the  Scout  move¬ 
ment  gets,  is  mainly  not  what  is  desirable  in  the  interests  of  the 
majority  of  these  students. 

Then,  coming  to  the  second  matter,  the  object  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Pillai 
is  to  bring  home  to  the  Government  the  hardship  caused  to  the  low-paid 
schoolmasters  by  transferring  them  to  places  far  away  from  their 
homes.  The  figures  given  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  show 
that  the  Government  have  been  very  alive  to  this  matter.  .  The  present 
Chief  Inspector  has  found  it  possible  to  give  transfers  to  a  very  large 
number  of  teachers  to  their  native  places  as  desired  by  them,  That  in 
itself  is  a  Herculean  achievement.  The  encomiums  showered  on  the 
Inspector  by  the  representatives  of  the  people  as  well  as  the  apprecia¬ 
tive  remarks  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  show  how  his  work 
is  appreciated  throughout  the  country.  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  says  that  there 
are  7  instances  in  which  the  teachers  have  been  transferred  to  places 
far  away  from  their  native  places.  The  fewness  of  the  number  itself 
will  convince  everybody  that  every  attempt  has  been  made  by  the  Inspect¬ 
or  to  accommodate  the  teachers  and  to  give  them  the  places  that 
they  wanted.  Individual  cases  of  hardship,  I  think,  might  better .  have 
been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Inspector  rather  than  be  allowed  to 
be  discussed  in  this  Council.  With  these  words,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachen y  cum  Peermade )  :  I  also  wish 
to  say  a  few  words.  I  never  understood  that  Mr.  A.  E.  Pillai 
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meant  any  insinuation  or  made  any  statement  whioli  in  any  way  went 
to  show  that  the  present  Chief  Inspector  did  not  transfer  teachers  to 
their  native  places  or  transferred  them  to  places  far  way  from  their 
native  places.  He  simply  said  that  he  knew  a  few  instances  in  which 
such  transfers  to  their  native  places  had  not  been  made.  The  state¬ 
ment  read  out  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  shows  that  the 
complaints  made  in  this  House  and  elsewhere  sometime  back  have 
been  remedied  now.  It  is  clear  from  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar’s  speech 
that,  even  without  application  from  the  teachers,  the  Inspector  has 
gone  so  far  as  to  call  for  a  statement  of  the  desires  of  the  teachers  in 
the  matter  and  has,  of  his  own  accord,  given  effect  to  a  very  large 
number  of  transfers  as  desired  by  the  teachers  themselves.  Of  course, 
there  may  be  a  few  exceptions  which,  ns  pointed  out  by  the  Director, 
might  be* due  to  one  or  other  of  the  various  reasons  referred  to  by  him. 
Therefore,  I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  to  be  said  either  for  or 
against  the  motion.  But,  I  would  join  with  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar 
iii  saying  that  the  Chief  Inspector  deserves  very  great  praise. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  I  too  wish  to  speak  a  few  words 
against  the  motion  (President :  Speak  up,  please.)  that  has  been  brought 
forward  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai.  I  too  happen  to  be  a  person  to  whom 
many  complaints  have  been  made  in  the  past  with  regard  to  the  diffi¬ 
culties  experienced  by  teachers  who  had  been  obliged  to  work  in  places, 
far  distant  from  tlieir  homes.  Hence,  I  have  had  occasion  to  speak 
to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Vernacular  Schools  on  the  subject ;  and  it  has 
given  me  great  satisfaction  that  he  has  been  doing  work  that  may  be 
described  as  gigantic  in  order  that  the  long-standing  complaint  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  hardship  caused  to  the  teachers  might  he  remedied  as  far  as 
possible.  From  the  statement  given  to  us  by  the  Director  of  Public 
Instruction,  as  well  as  from  the  fewness  of  the  number  of  exceptions  re¬ 
ferred  to  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  I  am  sure  everybody  will  be  convinced  that 
more  than  what  is  possible  by  ordinary  human  beings  has  been  done  by 
the  educational  officer  concerned,  and  it  is  really  a  matter  for  regret 
that  the  complaint  with  regard  to  7  teachers  has  been  made  the  subject 
for  discussion  in  this  Council. 

With  regard  to  the  Scout  movement,  I  -wish  to  observe  that  the 
movement  is  one  which  has  been  accepted  by  all  the  educationists  of  the 
present  day  as  highly  useful  to  supplement  the  kind  of  hook  knowledge 
that  is  now  being  given  in  our  schools.  There  is  a  great  complaint  that 
our  beys  are  not  able  to  cope  with  situations  that  come  up  before  them 
on  account  of  the  fact  that  they  have  been  accustomed  only  to  read  books 
and  to  reproduce  the  contents  thereof  in  examination  papers.  Therefore 
any  organisation  by  which  the  boys  will  be  taken  out  of  schools  and 
tq,  camps  where  they  will  be  obliged  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  camp 
life  has  to  be  welcomed ;  and  it  is  a  matter  for  gratification  that 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  taken  up  the  matter  in  hand  and 
has  placed  a  scheme  before  the  Government.  I  hope  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  will  soon  find  their  way  to  pass  orders  on  the  subject.

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (fiT limit agcqmlU)  :  Sir,  I  am  so  sorry  that  my 
resolution,  an  innocent  resolution,  such  as  this,  has  provoked  all  sorts  of 
reflections  on  me.  I  may  assure  all  members,  each  and  every  one  of 
them,  that  I  had  no  idea  to  insinuate  anything.  Personally,  I  should 
have  resented  these  wild  reflections  on  me  but  knowing  a  bit  of  the 
world,  I  take  it  in  no  oftence.  I  would  only  say  with  Hamlet  ‘I  thank 
the  age  in  which  I  am  born’. 

Sir,  I  only  marvel  at  the  infinite  capacity  of  the  members  here  to 
read  all  sorts  of  things  from  what  they  hear.  They  come  obsessed 
with  ideas  and  fears  and  they  then  suspect  ghosts  even  in  shadows. 
Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  dwell  on  that  matter  at  length  lest  I  should  be 
misunderstood  further.  I  am  not  unaware  of  the  labours  of  the  Cffief 
Lnspector.  I  know  that  he  has  been  taking  a  good  deal  of  pains  in  regard 
to  this  matter.  Since  I  have  not  had  any  training  in  the  Sri  Mnlam 
Popular  AssembH',  I  did  not  know  the  art  of  praising  the  officials  for 
what  they  did  and  what  they  did  not.  I  never  wanted  to  flatter  him.  It 
is  not  owing  to  any  lack  of  appreciation,  on  my  part,  of  his  work,  but  it 
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was  only  due  to.  the  greater  appreciation  of  the  hardship  caused  to  poor 
teachers.  I  would  feel  that  I  am  justified  in  bringing  home  to  the 
notice  of  the  Government  even  a  single  case  of  hardship.  There  is  no  use 
of  telling  me  that  here  is  an  instance  in  which  justice  had  been  done,  and, 
in  my  opinion,  if  there  are  one  thousand  cases  and  in  999  of  these  justice 
had  been  done  I  think  I  am  justified  in  bringing  home  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  the  remaining  one  case  where  justice  had  not  been  clone. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Pamr ) :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether 
the  member  can  put  forward  in  this  House  specific  instances  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karimagapalli )  :  I  understand  that  there  lias 
been  a  ruling  to  the  effect  that  this  Council  should  not  be  a  place  for  the 
advocacy  of  individual  instances.  So  it  was  only  out  of  delicacy  and  out 
of  fairness  to  me  and  those  concerned,  that  I  did  not  mention  the  names. 
Sir,  I  should  not  be  misunderstood  that  I  am  advocating  the  cause  of 
any  particular  man  whom  I  have  in  mind.  I  should  not  also  be  mis¬ 
understood  that  I  have  brought  this  motion  to  advocate  the  cause  of  one 
particular  man  of  any  particular  caste.  I  am  sorry  Sir,  that  nothing  can 
be  said  in  this  House  without  the  risk  of  being  misunderstood. 

With  regard  to  the  first  part  of  my  motion  which  has  been  agreed  to 
by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction, I  have  got  to  make  one'observation. 
When  the  Director  says  that  the  question  is  being  considered  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  he  is  making  the  statement  apparently  in  his  own  behalf  only. 
When  I  gave  notice  of  the  motion,  I  thought  he  would  come  prepared  with 
the  necessary  information  and  that  he  would  also  be  in  a  position  to  ex¬ 
plain  what  the  Government  propose  to  do.  I  hope  he  will  make  that  posi¬ 
tion  clear.  Ho  said  that  recommendations  have  gone  from  Mr. Stephenson 
to  the  Government  and  that  it  was  with  the  Government.  I  do  not  know 
what  the  Government  would  be  doing  on  this  matter.  As  we  can  ap¬ 
proach  the  Government  only  through  the  Government  members,  I  hope 
that  in  his  reply  he  will  be  speaking  to  some  extent  at  least  on  behalf 
of  the  Government.  I  do  not  press  my  motion  but  I  shall  be  glad  to  with¬ 
draw  the  same  after  knowing  the  member’s  reply. 

Mr.  R.  KR1SHNASWAMI  AIYAR  Ufj.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
Kir,  in  my  last  speech,  I  said  that  Mr.  Stephenson  has  submitted  a  re¬ 
port  to  the  Government  on  the  question  of  organising  the  [Scout  move¬ 
ment  in  Travancore.  I  am  now  authorised  to  announce  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  propose  to  pass  orders  sanctioning  his  proposals. 

With  regard  to  the  transfer  of  teachers,  I  may  state  that  I  never 
doubted  the  sincerity  of  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai’s  motives,  and  I  trust  that  all 
members  of  this  House  will  unreservedly  accept  his  statement  that  he 
had  no  idea  of  casting  aspersions  on  anybody.  I  wish  to  add  that  when 
I  recently  went  on  tour  as  far  as  Shencotta,  I  heard,  on  all  sides,  very 
high  praise  about  the  Inspector  for  the  good  work  he  had  done  in  con- 
uaction  with  the  transfer  of  teachers  to  their  native  places.

Mr.  K.l.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Dei'kolam ) :  Sir,  I  move  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion  :  — 

5:1.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Ss.  75,585  for  Inspectors  by  Rs.  100. 

Sir,  the  principle  underlying  this  motion  is  similar  to  the  one  that 
I  had  explained.  In  the  course  of  my  speech  on  my  previous  motion  I 
said  that  the  expenditure  on  education  had  been  increasing  and  that  it  was 
not  possible  to  reduce  the  expenditure  on  primary  and  secondary  educa¬ 
tion.  It  is  only  in  regard  to  collegiate  education  and  the  controlling  agen¬ 
cies  that  any  attempt  at  economy  could  be  made.  Considering  the  work 
the  Inspectors  and  the  Assistant  Inspectors  are  now  attending  to,  I  do  not 
believe  that  efficiency  will  suffer  if  their  number  is  reduced.  Sir,  in  my 
opinion,  efficiency  in  teaching  depends  upon  the  personnel  of  the 
teachers  and  not  in  the  supervision  or  the  fear  of  supervision  under 
which  these  teachers  are  working.  If  appointments  of  teachers  are 
made  on  the  basis  ol  efficiency,  there  will  not  be  the  need  for  so  many 
Inspectors  and  Assistant  Inspectors.  On  this  ground,  I  bring  this 
motion  to  draw  the  attention  of  this  House  to  the  fact  that  the  number 
of  Assistant  Inspectors  may  be  reduced.  I  believe  it  can  be  done 
without  any  sacrifice  of  efficiency  whatsoever.  On  the  question  of  re¬ 
duction  of  Inspectors,  I  shall  speak  when  I  come  to  the  motion  regard¬ 
ing  the  amalgamation  of  English  and  Vernacular  Schools. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAM!  A1YAR  (Ay.  D'rector  of  Public  Instruction) 
Sir,  I  will  give  some  figures  relating  to  the  number  of  Vernacular  schools 
in  the  State.  There  are  2,742  Vernacular  schools,  both  departmental 
and  non-departmental,  and  there  are  21  Assistant  Inspectors  to  inspect 
these  schools.  If  you  divide  the  2,741  schools  among  the  21  Assistant 
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Inspectors,  yon  will  get  an  average  of  1S1  schools  for  each  Assistant 
Inspector.  According  to  the  rules,  an  Assistant  Inspector  is  required  to 
inspect  not  less  than  100  schools  in  the  year  during  the  annual  inspec¬ 
tion.  Experience  has  shown  that,  ordinarily,  one  officer  cannot  satis¬ 
factorily  conduct  the  annual  inspection  of  a  larger  number  of  schools. 
In  addition  to  this,  Assistant  Inspectors  have  also  to  inspect  private 
schools  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out  their  eligibility  for  grants.  Again, 
many  persons  ajiply  for  permission  to  start  new  schools,  or  for  the 
recognition  of  those  previously  started  with  permission.  These  schools 
have  also  to  be  inspected  by  the  Assistant  Inspectors. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (MinacHl  cum  Devicclam)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  the  total  number  of  applications  for 
grants  and  for  recognition  that  may  come  up  in  the  course  of  a  year. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  [Ag.  Director  of  Dublin  Instruction)  : 
Practically,  all  private  schools  apply  for  grants  and  their  number  is 
greater  than  that  of  the  departmental  schools. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  [Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  the  average  number  of  cases  in  a  year  ? 

MR.R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  [Ag.  Director  of  Public-Instruction)  . 
Grants  are  sanctioned  to  every  school  once  in  three  years,  and  once 
sanctioned,  they  are  continued  for  three  years.  So,  on  an  average,  about 
one-third  of  the  total  number  of  private  schools  have  to  be  inspected 
annually  for  the  purpose  of  determining  their  eligibility  for 
grants.  The  House  will  see  that  the  number  of  schools  to  be  inspected 
in  a  year  by  each  Assistant  Inspector  for  Vernacular  schools  is  very 
large  and  that  it  connot  be  made  larger  without  detriment  to  the  effici¬ 
ency  of  inspection.  • 

As  regards  English  schools,  only  the  Middle  Schools  are  placed  under 
the  Assistant  Inspectors.  There  are  126  recognised  Middle  Schools 
nnder  two  Assistant  Inspectors  and  each  of  them  has  thus  to  inspect 
(itS  schools  for  the  purpose  of  annual  inspection.  Of  these  126  schools, 
all  except  16  are  private  schools.  Since  the  award  of  grants  in  the  case 
of  English  schools  is  made  for  one  year  only,  all  private  schools  have 
to  be  inspected  every  year  for  finding  out  whether  they  are  eligible  for 
grants  or  not.  Each  Assistant  Inspector  has  thus  to  inspect-  65  private 
schools  for  purposes  of  grants-in-aid.  Further,  large  numbers  of  new 
schools  spring  up  year  after  year  and  requests  are  received  from  their 
managers  for  permission  to  open  them.  Also  managers  of  schools 
opened  with  permission  apply  for  their  recognition,  Before  such 
request  for  permission  or  recognition  can  be  granted,  the  Assistant 
Inspector  has  to  visit  the  school  concerned  and  submit  a  report. 

In  view  of  these  facts,  it  will  be  evident  that  unless  this  Council  is 
going  to  lay  down  the  proposition  that  schools  do  not  need  inspection, 
the  proposal  of  Mr.  Joseph  to  reduce  the  number  of  Assistant  Inspectors 
cannot  be  accepted.  ' 

Mr.  Joseph  next  spoke  about  effecting  a.  reduction  in  the  number 
of  Inspectors  of  Schools.  There  are  only  two  Inspectors  of  Schools. 
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MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  {Deputy  President) :  He  has  not 
moved  that,  but  he  said  that  he  reserved  those  remarks  for  another 
occasion. 

MR.  R.  KRtSHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
With  these  observations,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  Qlinachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Sir,  considering  the 
facts  and  figures  supplied  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  I  am 
inclined  to  think  that  under  the  present  Buies  the  number  of  Assistant 
Inspectors  could  not  be  reduced.  But  I  only  wanted  to  bring  to  the 
notice  of  this  House  the  principle  of  inspection  and  supervision.  With 
these  observations,  I  withdraw  my  motion.

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (MLnachil  cum  Deoicolam) :  Sir,  I  rise  to  move 
the  following  motion  : 

76.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bn.  52, 883  for  the  College  of  Saieiwc 
by  lie.  100. 

It  is  already  stated  in  the  printed  list  before  us  that  my  object 
iu  bringing  this  motion  is  to  reduce  the  expenditure  on  account  of 
collegiate  education,  I  have  sent  in  another  motion  regarding  the 
salaries  paid  to  the  Professors  in  the  College  of  Arts  also.  The  principle 
involved  in  these  two  motions  is  the  same  and  I  propose  to  speak  about 
that  also  here.  My  chief  point  is  that  the  interests  of  the  State  as  a 
whole  lie  more  in  providing  primary  and  secondary  education  fo  the 
people  than  in  higher  education.  Prom  the  figures  given  in  the 
budget,  it  is  seen  that  a  very  high  sum  has  been  allotted  for  collegiate 
education.  The  primary  duty  of  the  State  in  the  matter  of  education 
is  to  see  that  sufficient  opportunities  for  primary  education  are  afforded 
to  all.  So  Government  have  to  attach  as  much  importance  as  possible 
to  that  matter.  So  far  as  secondary  education  is  concerned,  it  is  good 
that  the  Government  offer  sufficient  facilities  for  those  who  are  going  in 
for  it.  As  regards  collegiate  education,  I  consider  it  only  as  a  luxury  for 
those  who  can  afford  to  pay  for  it.  The  general  good  of  the  State  lies 
more  in  having  a  large  number  of  persons  with  sufficient  general  educa¬ 
tion  than  a  few  with  high  acadamical  qualifications.  If  the  work  of 
the  Professors  and  others  on  the  staff  is  to  be  judged  by  the  results, 
I  may  say  they  are  practically  doing  no  good  to  the  country.  They 
simply  turn  out  every  year  some  graduates  who  are  not  able  to  eke 
out  their  own  living.  So  the  amount  now  beiDg  spent  on  collegiate 
education  is  not  in  the  best  interests  of  the  State. 

In  order  to  reduce  the  expenditure  in  this  direction,  I  would  sug¬ 
gest  the  reduction  of  the  pay  of  the  Principals  and  Professors  of  both 
the  colleges.  I  think  it  is  not  necessary  to  give  Principals 
Its.  900  to  conduct  these  institutions.  To  substantiate  my  position,  I 
may  say  that  the  Principals  of  the  aided  and  other  private 
.  colleges  are  as  a  matter  of  fact  not  getting  anything  even  approximate 
to  this  amountl  As  regards  the  salary  of  the  Professors  also,  I  may 
say  it  is  not  necessary  to  give  such  a  high  scale.  I  may  admit 
that  a  starting  pay  of  Es.  300  is  only  fair.  The  figures  in  the  budget 
show  that  some  get  a  scale  of  Es.  400  to  Es.  750  and  others  Rs.  300  to 
Es.  700.  If  or  example,  the  Professor  of  Mathematics  gets  only  a  scale  of 
Es.  300  to  Es.  700,  while  for  others  the  scale  is  Es.  400  to  Es.  750.  Sir, 
I  do  not  see  any  such  scale  system  in  any  other  department,  I  do  not 
think  the  Government  are  justified  in  giving  them  such  an  exhorbitaut 
scale  of  pay  while  the  scale  of  pay  in  other  departments  is  far  less. 

Professors,  in  my  opinion,  may  he  started  with  Es.  300  and  their 
scale  may  stop  at  Rs.  500.  As  regards  the  Professor  of  Mathematics,  it  is 
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stated  that  the  scale  of  pay  of  the  former  Professors  was  Its.  400  to  Rs.  i  aO 
and  that  at  present  they  are  getting  the  same  work  done  by  a  Professor  on 
Bs.  300  to  Bs.700.  On  these  grounds,  I  urge  that  the  scale  of  the  salary 
of  the  Professors  should  be  reduced  by  the  Government. 

The  other  day,  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  was  making  a  comparison 
of  the  pay  of  the  Professors  with  the  pay  of  the  officers  in  other  depart¬ 
ments.  Sir,  I  may  say  that  a  District  Judge  is  getting'  only  a  salary  of 
Bs.  500  to  Rs.  H00  and  a  Second  Judge  Rs.  400  to  Rs.  500.  The  Secre¬ 
taries  in  the  Huzur  Cutcherry  are  not  getting  more  than  Rs.  400 .  I  do 
not  see  any  reason  why  the  Professors  should  get  a  higher  pay  than  these 
officer's.  Another  aspect  is  that  the  work  they  do  is  more  of  a  missionary 
character  done  out  of  noble  sentiments  of  educating  their  brethren. 
So,  it  is  not  likely  that  these  Professors  could  be  satisfied  only 
with  such  a  high  pay.  Again,  it  is  not  difficult  in  the  present 
day  circumstances  to  get  well-qualified  persons  on  a  scale  of  Rs.  S00 
to  Rs.  500.  In  these  circumstances,  I  urge  that  the  scale  of  pay 
now  adopted  should  be  changed.  Since  there  are  difficulties,  I  do  not 
want  that  a  change  should  be  introduced  so  as  to  affect  the  present 
incumbents  all  on  a  sudden.  But,  so  far  as  the  new  appointments  are 
concerned,  I  would  say  that  the  Government  should  take  into  consider¬ 
ation  all  these  things  and  make  appointments  on  the  scale  of  Rs.  300  to 
Bs.  500  only.  Of  course,  the  present  incumbents  cannot  be  dispensed 
with  nor  can  their  salaries  he  lowered.  But  so  far  as  future  appointments 
are  concerned,  in  the  light  of  the  fact  that  men  are  available  for  the  salary 
of  Bs.  300  to  Rs;  500,  only  such  a  scale  should  be  fixed.

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  1'ublic  Instruction) : 
Sir,  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  has  brought  forward  this  motion  in  order  to  call 
attention  to  the  desirability  of  reducing  the  expenditure  incurred  on 
account  of  the  staff  of  the  college.  His  idea  seems  to  be  that  the  only 
branch  of  education  which  should  be  maintained  at  Government  expense 
is  primary  education,  that,  in  the  case  of  secondary  education,  it  will  be 
enough  if  the  Government  afford  some  facilities— what  exactly  he  means 
by  that  I  do  not  quite  understand. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Probably  he  means  grants-in-aid. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
As  regards  collegiate  education,  he  seems  to  consider  it  a  luxury.  Logi¬ 
cally,  therefore,  he  should  propose  the  abolition  of  all  existing  colleges. 
But  instead  of  making  that  straightforward  proposal  which  is  the  logical 
outcome  of  what  he  has  been  saying,  he  apparently  wants  to  adopt  the 
indirect  method  of  strangling  existing  colleges  so  that,  in  course  of 
time,  they  may  become  altogether  lifeless.. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  may  be  one  of  the  solutions  for  un¬ 
employment.  {Laughter.) 
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MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  A1YAR  (Jff.  Director  of  Public  Instruction- 
He  has  stated  that  he  does  not  see  why  the  Principals  of  the  two  colleges 
should  draw  Us.  900,  why  the  Professors  should  draw  fat  salaries,  ana 
in  particular,  why  there  should  he  two  grades  of  Professors,  one 
grade  having  a  scale  of  Bs.  400-750  and  the  other  a  scale  of  Es.  300-700. 

I  am  surprised  that  Mr.  Joseph  should  have  come  to  the  Council  utterly 
ignorant  of  the  reason  for  the  existence  of  these  two  scales  of  pay.  One 
who  wishes  to  propose  a  motion  is  expected  to  have  taken  pains  to 
understand  all  relevant  facts.  If  Mr.  Joseph  had  made  some  little  en¬ 
quiry.  he  would  have  discovered  that  the  Government  have  not  instituted 
two  different  grades  of  Professors  with  two  different  scales,  but  that  the 
scale  of  Es.  400-750  was  the  on  a  that  formerly  existed  and  that  about 
two  or  three  years  ago,  the  Government  passed  an  order  reducing  that 
scale  on  the  ground  that  it  was  somewhat  excessive.  Hence  it  is  that 
while  some  Professors  who  were  recruited  before  the  passing  of  the 
Government  order  are  in  receipt  of  the  higher  scale,  others  who  were 
recruited  subsequent  to  it  get  only  the  lower.  The  G.  O.  cannot  in 
fairness  be  given  retrospective  effect  so  as  to  deprive  the  former  class  of 
Professors  of  the  benefit  of  the  scale  that  was  given  to  them  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment. 

Mr.  Joseph  went  on  to  compare  the  salaries  of  Professors  with 
those  of  officers  in  other  departments.  I  am  not  prepared  to  follow  him 
in  making  such  comparisons.  Comparisons  between  officers  in  one 
department  and  those  in  another  are  somewhat  invidious.  Even  other-  . 
wise,  supposing  that  District  Judges  are  not  properly  paid  now,  it  does 
not  follow  that  Professors  need  not  be  properly  paid.  The  right  com¬ 
parison  to  institute  is  between  the  scale  of  salary  given  to  Professors  in 
Travancore  and  that  given  to  them  elsewhere.  If  we  consider  the 
salaries  in  Madras,  we  find  that  Professors  in  the  Indian  Educational 
Service  are  given  a  scale  running  from  Bs.  400-1,750,  and  that  the  parti¬ 
cular  stage  of  the  scale  at  which  they  are  started  depends  on  their  age 
at  the  time  of  their  recruitment.  There  is  also  the  Madras  Educational 
Service  which  comprises  Assistant  Professors,  Lecturers  and  Assistant 
Lecturers.  These  officers  are  given  a  scale  of  salary  rising  from 
Its.  250-800.  Most  of  the  Professors  belong  to  the  former  service  and 
the  latter  comprises  a  few  officers  whom  we  here  call  by  the  name  of  Pro¬ 
fessors  and  others  to  whom  we  here  give  the  designation  of  Assistant 
Professors.  In  Mysore,  I  speak  subject  to  correction,  my  information  is 
that  the  Professors  got  from  Its.  500-1000.  I  submit  that  if  you  want 
to  compare  the  scale  of  salaries  of  Professors  of  our  colleges  with  that 
of  any  other  class  of  officers,  comparisons  should  be  made,  in  fair¬ 
ness,  not  with  officers  in  other  departments  in  Travancore,  but  with 
officers  doing  similiar  work  elsewhere,  If  we  apply  that  test,  it  will  be 
evident  from  the  figures  that  I  have  placed  before  the  House,  that,  if 
anything,  our  Professors  are  underpaid  and  that,  in  order  to  give  them  a 
pay  which  will  be  adequate  to  the  quality  of  work  that  they  turn  out,  it 
is  necessary  to  improve  the  existing  scale.  With  regard  to  the  Princi¬ 
pals — I  have  been  a  Principal  myself— -I  may  tell  you  that  the  adminis¬ 
trative  work  of  a  Principal,  especially  now-a-days,  when  students,  are 

not  willing  to  be  led  on  the  lines  to  which  they  were  prepared  to  submit 
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in  former  days,  is  not  a  bed  of  roses.  It  involves  considerable  worry 
and  responsibility.  I  have  had  my  own  difficulties  in  the  matter  and  I 
inav  assure  Mr.  Joseph  that  the  additional  pay  of  Es.  150  that  a  Princi¬ 
pal*1'' ets,  over  and  above  the  maximum  pay  of  a  Professor  accordin  to 
the  old  scale,  is  by  no  means  proportionate  to  the  additional  work  and 
responsibility  which  he  undertakes  at  the  time  of  Ins  promotion  to  that 
office.  I  trust  that  my  explanation  will  satisfy  Mr.  Joseph  that  our 
colleges  do  not -maintain  professors  on  a  pay  beyond  their  deserts  and 
that,  if  anything,  they  are  only  paid  a  little  less  than  what  they  ought 

^  MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chancjanachenj  cum  Peermade)  :  Will  the 
Director  tell  us  what  the  proportion  is  between  the  salaries  of  Profes¬ 
sors  on  the  one  hand  and  the  District  Judges  on  the  other  in  British 
India  and  Travancore  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  TubAc  Instruction)  : 
The  Professors  in  the  Indian  Educational  Service  are  paid  a  scale  of  salary 
rising  from  Rs.  400-1,750.  I  believe  the  District  Judges  in  Madras  get 
somewhere  about  Rs.  2,000. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Eottgi/am)  :  May  I  know  the  scale  of  pay- 
given  to  Professors  in  Cochin  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruct  ini') : 

I  do  not  know  what  is  paid  to  them  there.  It  was  only  last  year  that 
the  Eraakulam  College  was  raised  to  the  first  grade. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayaiu) :  Would  it  be  much  above  Rs.  500  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  oj Public  Instruction)  : 

I  do  not  know,  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  guess. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  of 
Arts):  Sir,  with  regard  to  the  motion  Mr.  Joseph  lias  brought  forward 
and  which  is  just  now  before  the  House,  I  might  be  permitted  to  say 
that  it  has  the  same,  characteristic  as  another  motion  which  he  brought 
up  this  morning.  Mr.  Joseph  seems  .to  have  a  special  partiality  to  the 
cultivation  of  “hardy  annuals”.  If  Mr.  Joseph  had  given  himself  time 
to  read  the  proceedings  of  this  House  on  former  sessions,  he  might  have 
teen  saved  a  considerable  amount  of  trouble  in  arguing  certain  points, 
which  have  been  argued  out  over  and  over  again  on  the  floor  of  this 
House.  I  think  it  was  during  the  very  first  year  of  this  Council  that 
some  remarks  were  made  on  the  floor  of  this  House  with  regard  to  the 
“princely"  salaries  paid  to  the  Professors  in  colleges  because  the  maxi¬ 
mum  pay  of  a  Professor  was  fixed  at  Rs.  750-  Before  the  third  year  of 
the  Council  was  reached,  the  complaint  was  heard  from  different  quart¬ 
ers  on  the  non-official  side  that  the  salary  of  the  Professois  was  inade¬ 
quate  and  that  the  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  from 
Rs.  400-750  to  Bs.  300-700  was  very  objectionable-  It  is  somewhat 
difficult  to  find  anything  like  a  unity  of  thought  or  purpose  running 
through  the  deliberations  of  this  Council  in  this  matter.  Today  Mr. 
Joseph  comes  forward  and  objects  to  the  “excessive”  salaries  paid  to  the 
Professors  of  colleges  and  he  suggests  the  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  Pro¬ 
fessors  and  the  gradual  elimination  of  even  the  Professoriate  fromRs-  3001- 
700  and  the  substitution  of  a  still  lower  paid  Professoriale.  Mr.  Joseph  ■ 
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has  vehemently  objected  to  the  anomaly  of  the  existence  side  by  side  of 
two  grades  of  Professors,  the  older  grade  getting  Rs.  400-750  and  the  later 
grade  getting  Rs  300-700.  He  is  however  prepared  to  continue  both  these 
grades,  with  his  own  grade  of  still  worse-paid  Professors.  Many  of  the 
persons  whom  he  is  prepared  to  continue  on  Rs.  300-700  are,  however, 
comparatively  young  men  and  it  will  take  a  very  long  time  for  them  to 
be  eliminated.  Consequently,  the  acceptance  of  Mr.  Joseph’s  proposal 
will  mean  the  perpetuation  of  the  anomalies  of  different  scales  of  pay 
for  the  same  officers.  I  maintain  therefore  that  consistently  with  his 
own  objection  to  these  anomalies,  Mr.  Joseph  must  not  ask  us  to  compro¬ 
mise  ourselves  by  agreeing  to  have  a  number  of  Professors  who  will 
have  a  third  scale  of  pay. 

However,  Sir,  I  am  not  really  concerned  with  these  small  points  of 
technical  inconsistency.  I  want  to  go  to  the  root  of  the  matter.  Mr, 
Joseph  has  brought  forward  a  certain  number  of  arguments  which  are 
very  ancient  and  well-worn-out.  In  regard  to  payment 'for  educational 
work,  for  instance,  he  has  brought  up  an  argument  which  can  be  used 
with  equal  validity  against  every  kind  of  paid  employment.  He  has  ar¬ 
gued  that  education  ought  to  be  regarded  as  a  kind  of  vocation,  as  almost 
a  mission.  I  think  he  said  that  therefore  a  person  who  undertakes 
educational  work  must  be  satisfied  with  the  recognition  of  the  principle 
that  virtue  is  its  own  reward,  and  that  there  is  no  justification  in  his 
asking  for  any  pay.  I  submit,  Sir,  that  if  this  principle  is  to  be  pressed, 
it  wili  be  open  to  me  to  point  out  that  helping  injured  and  helpless  people 
to  get  justice  in  this  world — justice  is  so  difficult  to  get — is  altogether  so 
very  noble  a  work  that  counsels  should  readily  come  forward  and  render 
their  services  to  clients  gratuitously.  They  should  come  forward 
without  any  expectation  of  being  paid  when  they  are  given  vakalaU  or 
briefs.  Again,  there  can  hardly  be  anything  more  honourable  and 
more  noble  than  the  adjudication  of  disputes  between  man  and  man,  and 
the  rendering  of  justice  in  such  cases.  Our  Judges  have  this  honour¬ 
able  and  useful  function.  Then,  why  should  they  expect  to  be 
paid  high  salaries  ?  Why  again  should  Mr.  Joseph  manifest 
so  much  indignation  because,  in  his  opinion,  our  Judges  are 
not  now  given  a  higher  pay  proportionately  to  the  pay  of  our  Professors  ? 
All  this,  Sir,  will  show  how  Mr.  Joseph’s  arguments  betray  a  complete 
lack  of  understanding  of  the  principles  on  which  secular  work  is  to  be 
remunerated.  We  may,  of  course,  find  that  in  certain  cases,  where 
secular  services  are  compared  with  'non-secular  services  or  partially  secu¬ 
lar  srevioes,  there  are  differences  in  the  relative  emoluments,  which  are 
easily  explicable  on  the  ground  that  in  non-secular  employment  there  is 
a  mixture  of  duties  and  motives.  But,  if  you  take  purely  secular  eases, 
the  only  basis  on  which  yon  can  settle  salaries  is  that  which  has  been 
suggested  by  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyaiy  namely,  that  you  should  make 
the  pay  adequate  to  the  work  and  the  qualifications  of  the'  worker,  and 
■that  you  may  compare  the  remuneration  that  is  being  offered  to  recruits 
•in  a  service  only  with  the  remuneration  which  is  able  to  attract  proper 
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recruits  for  similar  offices  elsewhere  in  your  own  immediate  vicinity. 
Applying  this  principle  to  the  salaries  of  pur  Professors,  we  shall  be  led 
to  determine  them  by  a  consideration  of  the  salaries  paid  in.  our  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  in  the  neighbouring  University,  and  in  the  educational  services 
of  Madras  and  Mysore.  I  do  not  propose  to  go  over  all  this  ground,  Sir, 
as  that  has  been  already  done  by  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar.  But,  I 
venture  to  say  that  anybody  who  takes  the  trouble  to  go  through  the 
Civil  Lists  of  Madras  and  Mysore,  and  anybody  .who  takes  the 
trouble  to  go  through  the  salaries  offered  by  our  newer  Universities, 
all  over  India,  will  find  that  there  is  ample  justification  for  the  con¬ 
tention  that  the  salaries  now  being  offered  to  Professois  in 
Travancore  are  not  such  as  to  hold  out  sufficient  inducements 
for  the  same  type  of  men  that  we  have  been  able  to  get  hitherto 
to  enter  our  collegiate  service  now  and  hereafter.  In  this  connec¬ 
tion,  it  may  not  be  irrelevant  to  point  out  that  the  “real  wages” 
of  our  Professors,  like  those  of  all  salaried  officers,  have  been 
very  considerably  reduced  in  recent  years  owing  to  the  rise  inloeal  and 
world  prices  and  the  consequent  rise  in  the  cost  of  living.  A  salary  of 
Bs.  700  for  instance  means  much  less  now  than  it  did  some  years  ago. 
This  is  one  cf  the  things  which  makes  it  more  and  more  difficult  for  the 
colleges  here  to  maintain  themselves  in  the  same  position  of  relative  effici¬ 
ency  as  compared  with  institutions  in  Madras  and  elsewhere.  This  is  so 
because  in  those  places  the  rise  in  prices  has  been  followed  by  an  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  salaries  offered  to  Professors,  while  in  our  State  the  rise  in 
prices  has  been  followed  by  a  reduction  of  the  Professor’s  salary  scale. 
This  is  very  unhappy.  For  it  is  desirable  that  we  should  try  to  maintain 
the  efficiency  and  prestige  of  these  collegiate  institutions  of  ours  which 
have  worked  up  to  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  and  reputation.  What 
Mr.  Joseph  wants  us  now  to  do  is  bound  to  recoil  on  this  efficiency.  I 
submit,  therefore,  that  it  is  not  a  business  proposition,  and  that  we 
should  not  do  anything  which  will  make  our  collegiate  institutions  work 
with  lower  efficiency  and  a  lower  prestige,  and  less  attractiveness. 

The  question  of  attractiveness  brings  out  another  weakness  of  Mr. 
Joseph’s  position.  If  Mr.  Joseph’s  idea  was  merely  to  urge  economy  by 
reducing  any  unduly  high  salary  scales  of  our  Professors,  as  evidenced  by 
their  being  higher  salaries  than  those  given  to  Professors  elsewhere  in 
our  vicinity,  I  would  be  less  unwilling  to  accept  the  proposition.  It  is  un¬ 
doubtedly  bad  business  to  pay  employees  better  pay  than  they  are  willing 
and  able  to  get,  and  it  is  not  at  all  wise  that  an  institution  should  be 
rim  at  a  cost  which  is  disproportionately  large  when  compared  with  the 
cost  at  which  it  may  he  run.  But  economy  in  regard  to  an  institution 
is  a  question  not  only  of  the  salaries  that  you  pay  to  the  employees,  but 
of  the  income  that  you  are  able  to  derive  from  the  institution.  The  at¬ 
tractiveness  of  a  college  depends  very  largely  upon  the  kind  of 
staff  that  you  are  prepared  to  provide  for  the  institution  and  on  the 
attractiveness  of  a  college  depends  its  numerical  strength  and  its  fee- 
ineome.  Therefore,  the  question  of  the  amount  of  fees  you  are  able  to 
get  from  a  college  is'  intimately  bound .  up  with  the  attractiveness  of  the 
institution.  At  the"  present  time,  I  can  Say  without  fear  of  contradiction,' 
Yol.  IX-fio.  5.  „ 
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that  our  institutions  here  are  working  at  a  comparatively  lower  cost 
to  the  Government  than  institutions  of  the  same  type  and  grade  in 
Madras  and  Mysore.  They  are  now  working  at  an  extremely  low  per¬ 
centage  of  the  cost,  which  was  regarded  as  normal  for  institutions  of  the 
kind,  by  the  Calcutta  University  Commission.  I  have  access  to-  the 
figures,  and  if  Mr.  Joseph  or  any  other  non-official  member  wishes  to 
have  the  particulars,  I  shall  be  able  to  show  those  figures.  I  shall  there¬ 
fore  not  trouble  the  Council  with  any  statistics.  I  would. merely  point 
out  that  it  -will  be  altogether  bad  economy  to  get  a  Professoriate  on 
starvation  salaries.  For,  students  have  a  tendency  to  go  to  the  institu¬ 
tions  where  there  are  better -paid  Professors  and  more  capable  Professors. 
The  result  of  Mr.  Joseph’s  proposed  reform  will  be  that,  while  you  reduce 
the  cost  of  the  College  establishment  on  the  one  hand,  yon  will  be  simul¬ 
taneously  reducing  also  their1  income,  and  reducing  their  income  in  a 
bigger  ratio. 

Mr.  A.  K-  P1LLAI  {Karunagapalli) :  May  I  know  what  exactly  js 
the  strength  of  St.  Joseph’s  College,  Trichinopoly  2 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  of 
A  rts)  :  I  do  not  know  the  present  strength  but  I  know  that  the  college 
has  gone  down  in  strength  latterly. 

MR.  A.  K.  P1LLAI  {Karnnagapalli) :  I  want  to  know  the  present 
strength. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  College  of 
Arts) :  It  cannot  be  higher  than  that  of  the  Science  College  here  and 
may  be  more  than  that  of  the  Arts  College,  but  I  am  not  sure.  It  may 
be  about  700.  I  may  point  out  to  Mr.  A.  If.  Pillai  that  in  regard  to  the 
subject  with  which  I  am  connected,  St.  Joseph’s  College  has  been 
shrinking  in  strength  very  considerably.  For  example,  in  the  history 
section,  in  which  the  strength  used  to  be  150  or  200  in  a  B.  A.  class,  it  is 
said  to  have  gone  down  very  low,  even  to  50  or  60. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karnnagapalli )  :  In  the  opinion  of’  the  learned 
Professor  may  I  know  whether  it  is  due  to  less  pay  being  paid  to  the 
Professors  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  {Principal,  College  of 
A  rts)  :  No,  it  cannot  be  due  to  that,  nor  to  want  of  efficiency,  for  it  is 
a  very  good  college.  I  must  point  out  that  the  position  of  St.  Joseph’s 
College  is  that  of  a  non-secular  institution,  an  institution  in  which  the 
management  is  interested  not  merely  in  imparting  education,  but  in  im¬ 
parting  a  particular  type  of  education.  The  conditions  which  might 
affect  the  fortunes  of  an  institution  like  St.  Joseph’s  College  are  not  the 
conditions  which  will  affect  those  of  purely  secular  colleges  like  ours. 
So,  the  comparison  between  colleges,  for  our  argument,  should  be 
only  between  purely  secular  colleges,  as  for  instance,  the  Presidency . 
College  at  Madras  and  our  institutions,  or  a  college  like  Pachaiyapp&’f?  > 
College  at  Madras  and  our  college.  I  may  alse  pointout  that  the: 

seales  of  salaries  in  those  colleges  have  been  revised,  ... . . 
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Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karmagapalli) :  la  there  not  this  difference  and 
this  difference  only,  vU.,  while  one  is  controlled  by  the  Government,  the 
other  is  controlled  by  a  philanthropic  trust  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  Colley  of 
Arts):  Pachaiyappa’s  College  is  not  controlled  by  the  Government. 
Some  years  ago,  the  Principal’s  salaray  there  was  only  Bs.  SOU.  It  has 
since  been  considerably  raised.  Again,  the  Professors  of  Pachaiyappa’s 
College  formerly  used  to  receive  Bs.  200  or  Bs.  250,  but  some  of  them 
have  since  then  been  paid  as  much  as  Bs.  600,  I  beiieve.  I  do  not  how¬ 
ever  want  to  pursue  these  illustrations  further.  I  have  any  number  of 
instances  to  support  my  contentions  and  I  can  obtain  more  illustrative 
material  if  necessary  from  the  various  colleges.  If  any  such  informa¬ 
tion  is  required  by  the  members,  I  ean  write  to  friends  in  those  institu¬ 
tions  and  furnish  my  colleagues  here  with  the  necessary  information. 

To  resume  my  remarks,  Sir,  I  may  draw  the  attention  of  the 
House  to  the  fact  that  this  point  has  been  recognised' in  a' good  many 
educational  institutions  in  recent  years.  The  sa'ary  of  the  I.  E.  S., . 
for  example,  has  been  recently  revised  and  improved.  It  used  to  end 
with  Bs.  1,000  or  Bs.  1,250,  and  now  it  'goes  on  to  Bs.  1,750.  The 
salary  of  the  Madras  Educational  Service  has  been  similarly  improved, 
and  now  goes  on  to  Bs.  800.  While  everywhere  else  the  salaries' 
have  been  going  up,  in  Travancore  alone  it  has  been  going  deion. 
Our  Professoriate  used  to  get  Bs.  400-750,  but  there  has  been  a  revision 
and  the  scale  has  become  Bs.  300-700. 

In  legard  to  the  emolument  of  the  Principals  of  colleges,  I  may 
point  out  that  in.  the  Madras  Service,  an  allowance  of  Bs.  250  is  give© 
to  whoever  happens  to  be  the  Principal  of  the  Presidency  College, 
In  the  mofussil  colleges  and  in  Queen  Mary’s  College,  Bs.  150  is  given 
to  the  Principal  over  and  above  the  pay  of  the  officer  as  a  member  of 
the!  E,  S.  This  allowance. is  styled  “special  jpay.”  In  Mysore,  the 
Principals  of  the  two  colleges  get  Bs.  200,  over  and  above  their  grade 
pay.  They  are  very  well  off  because  each  of  them  also  gets  in  addition 
to  the  Principal’s  allowance  a  magnificient  bungalow,  the  rent  of  which 
will  be  Bs.  200.  When  I  had  once  been  to  the  house  of  the  Principal 
of  the  College  in  Mysore,  I  frankly  envied  the  conditions  in  which 
he  lived  and  which  are  impossible  to  our  Principals  in  Travancore.  I 
have  mentioned  these  figures  just  to  show  that  the  allowances  or  in¬ 
creased  pay  given  here  to  Principals  and  Professors  do  not  compare 
favourably  with  the  allowances  and  the  salaries  drawn  by  men  of  equal 
standing,  having  equal  qualifications  and  doing  the  same  kind  of  work, 
elsewhere  in  India.  If  our  Professors  in  Travancore  are  asked  to  com-  " 
pete  for  the  membership  of  the  Examination  Boards,  of  the  Board  of 
Studies  and  other  University  Bodies,  they  are  regarded  as  equally  com¬ 
petent  as  the  Professors  in  Madras  and  Mysore  for  appointment  to 
these  Boards.  The  work  is  the  same,  the  qualifications  are  the  same, 
thedutside  reputation  is  the 'same  for  our  Professors  and  theirs.  Only  . 
QuJIfltafiiSsiir'e entailer.  and  Mr.  Joseph  Wants  to  lower  them  still  further. 

I  tfttdSeftfahd  that' the  salaries  paid  to  •  Professors  in  Travancore, 
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can  be  made  slightly  lower  on  account  of  the  number  of  local 
men  who  may  be  prepared  to  accept  the  appointments,  even  on  the  lower 
scale  of  pay  now  given,  because  they  have  the  advantage  of  serving 
nearer  their  own  homes  and  among  their  own  kith  and  kin.  But 
there  is  a  limit  to  the  possible  reduction,  and  in  any  case  the  difference 
can  but  be  small. 

I  now'  come,  Sir,  to  a  point  of  a  somewhat  theoretical  character. 
There  is  a  very  fallacious  assumption  at  the  back  of  all  Mr.  Joseph’s 
argument,  which  is  based  upon  a  wrong  educational  and  social,  theory. 

I  must  deal  with  it  because  the  assumptions  of  Mr.  Joseph  had  been 
fairly  common  in  the  discussions  of'  over  50  years  ago,  and  that  they  are 
not  yet  uncommon  is  shown  by  Mr.  Joseph’s  own  reliance  on  their  valid¬ 
ity.  Mr.  Joseph  has  sought  to  justify  his  proposals  to  reduce  the 
emoluments  of  Professors  in  colleges  by  a  violent  onslaught  on  university 
education,  and  the  impropriety  of  the  State  making  itself  responsible  for 
collegiate  education-  He  has  attempted  to  set  tip  an  opposition  to  the 
claims  of  the  different  types  of  education,  primary,  secondary  and  col¬ 
legiate,  on  the  support  of  the  State,  and  has  assumed  that  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  any  one  of  these  can  only  be  at  the  expense  of  the  progress  of 
the  others.  His  position  is  that  the  State  has  a'  primary  duty  to  do  all 
it  could  for  primary  education,  and  nearly  as  much  for  secondary  educa¬ 
tion,  and  that  it  has  no  kind  of  call  whatever  to  go  on  spending  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  State  on  the  maintenance  of  colleges.  I  must  frankly 
confess,  Sir,  that  I  have  been  surprised  to  find  this  old  fashioned  opinion 
trotted  forward  by  Mr.  Joseph  today.  The  fallacies  which  underlie  his 
conclusions  are  fairly  old  and  had  been  exposed  even  50  years  ago  in 
the  discussions  then  raised.  It  can  hardly  be  said  that  either  acade¬ 
mic  theory  or  the  practice  of  States  will  lend  any  support  to  Mr..  Joseph's  " 
position,  if  we  look  into  both,  as  evidenced  by  what  has  been  thought 
and  said  and  done  during  the  last  half  a  century. 

If  you  cast  your  eyes  on  the  progress  of  any  part  of  the  world  in 
education,  you  will  find  that  there  has  been  a  considerable  advance  in 
collegiate  and  university  education,  almost  as  considerable  an  advance  in 
it  as  in  elementary  or  secondary  education.  Hoe's  this  imply' that  it  has 
been  an  admitted  maxim  of  educational  or  State  policy  that  the  resources 
of  a  State  should  not  be  lavished  on  collegiate  education  ?  Why  should  ' 
the  whole  world  have  stultified  itself  in  this  manner  by  spending  so  much  . 
money  in  the  last  two  generations  in  starting  new  universities,  in  li¬ 
berally  adding  to  the  endowments  of  the  existing  universities, '  and  in  . 
generally  doing  all  that  could  be  done  for  the  advancement  of  higher 
education  ?  I  ask,  why  should  responsible  men  all  through  the  world  ' 
during  this  period  have  done  all  this  for  higher  education,  if  it  is,  as  Mr.. 

J oseph  has  contended,  a  mere  luxury,  which  the  common  people  should 
not  be  allowed  to  go  in  for,  and  for  which  the  State  should  not  find  the  , 
resources  till -it  has  exhausted  all  available’  possibilities  of  advancing  eja-  • 
mentary ,  secondary  and  Other  types,  of  edpOation  ?'  ppufitry  aft'er  js oghityJ  - 
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even  poor  countries,  has  regarded  itself  as  under  a  stern  obli¬ 
vion  to  have  its  own  colleges  and  even  universities.  Their  number 
has  been  increasing  at  a  great  pace..  Why  should  all  these  have 
been  done  concurrently  with  the  pushing  up  of  elementary  and 
secondary  education,  if  the  progress  of  collegiate  education  must  imply 
the  retarding  of  the  lower  grades  of  education?  I  do  not  want,  Sir, 
to  elaborate  this  point  further  on  this  occasion.  I  would  only  ask  leave 
to  emphasise  that  questions  of  higher  education,  and  of  all  education, 
secondary  or  primary,  are  inter-related,  and  are  intimately,  bound 
up  with  one  another.  This  is  why  in  practice  the  progress  of  the  first 
has  led  to  the  progress  of  the  others.  How  are  we  going,  for  example, 
to  have  secondary  and  elementary  education,  and  at  the  same  time  in¬ 
sist  upon  such  secondary  and  other  education  being  imparted  only  by 
persons  who  are  born  Travancoreans,  if  at  the  same  time  you  are  not. 
prepared  to  allow  a  sufficient  number  of  Travancoreans  to  obtain  the 
benefit  of  that  degree  of  collegiate  education  which  will  make  them  . 
fit  recruits  for  the  work  of  training  the  young  people  of  the  country  in 
the  secondary  and  primary  grades  of  education?  Nor  is  it  only  the 
question  of  the  impracticability  of  any  educational  advance  in  the  ele-. 
mentary  and  secondary  grades,  any  advance  of  a  really  satisfactory 
character,  if  you  restrict  recruitment  to  the  ranks  of  teachers  to  Tra¬ 
vancoreans  and  at  the  same  time  make  it  difficult  to  obtain  suitable  , 
qualified  recruits  who  have  received  a  proper  collegiate  education.  It  is 
as  much  a  question  of  the  public  services  as  a  whole,  not  merely  the  edu¬ 
cational  service.  Time  and  again,  there  have  been  vehement  demands 
in  this  House  for  the  restriction  of  all  ranks  of  the  public  service  to  those  . 
who  are  subjects  of  the  State.  At  the  same  time,  there  has  been  an 
equally  vehement  repudiation  of  any  desire  to  lower  these  standards  of 
efficiency  in  the  public  service  by  allowing  important  appointments  in 
those  services  to  he  held  by  persons  with  insufficient  educational  equip¬ 
ment.  How  is  it  possible  for  you  to  keep  your  public  service  efficient, 
to  provide  for  that  a  constant  supply  of  highly  educated  recruits,. if  at 
the  same  time  you  shut  them  out  from  the  avenues  of  the  higher 
education  within  the  State  itself  ? 


Sir,  these,  are  not  the  only  sinister  possibilities  of  the  acceptance  of  - 
Mr.  Joseph’s  proposals  and  his  assumptions  in  regard  to  the  State’s 
duty  to  collegiate  education.  There  is  a  more  important  and  more 
dangerous  consequence  of  the  acceptance  of  his  views  to  which  I  must 
draw  the  serious  attention  of  the  House.  I  maintain  that  all  poli¬ 
tical  aspiration  at  the  present  day  are  bound  up  with  the  realisation  of  - 
democratic  ideals.  We  desire  our  Government  to  become  liberalised 
more  and  more  and  an  increasing  share  in  the  administration  of 
the  country  to  be  given  to  the  common  people;  to  the  non-privileged 
classes.  Had  it  been  merely  a  question  of  Mr.  Joseph’s  proposals 
bang  pnly  inimical  to  the  efficiency  of  the  secondary  education  or  to 
thq  efficient  recruitment  -  of  our  different -public  services,  - 1  should  - 
oot  havq;;nonsidered-' his  '.ideas'  -as -likely  to-do  - so  -much  harm  as 
*, -T-Vie-tf- their  .undemocratic  -  character'.  ■  T6  : 
»»rt  with  a  proposition  that  the  services  should  b«  olosed  to  outside 
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talent  and  that  they  should  be  confined  to  natives  of  the  country,  rules 
out  the  possibility  of  recruiting  the  services  by  efficient  men  from  outside 
the  State  if  there  is  no  chance  of  getting  people  of  the  required  effici¬ 
ency  within  the  country  itself.  How  are  the  people  within  the  country 
to  obtain  educational  opportunities  for  acquiring  all  this  efficiency 
which  will  fit  them  to  hold  the  highest  offices  open  to  our  men,  if,  at  the 
same  time,  you  accept  the  view  that  the  State  should  do  nothing  for 
higher  education  and  that  it  is  a  waste  of  public  funds  to  spend  them 
upon  the  maintenance  of  efficient  and  expensive  colleges.  In  such  a 
case,  any  person  with  the  ambition  to  serve  the  country  by  entering  one 
of  its  services  c  .in  only  realise  that  ambition  by  going  outside  the  State 
for  his  higher  education.  It  is  not  however  every  citizen  who  can 
afford  to  go  outside  the  State  for  this  purpose.  How  many  people  can, 
for  example,  afford  to  send  their  children  to  places  outside  Travancore, 
to  distant  places,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to  obtain  a  co'legiate 
education?  Has  it  not  been  on  this  account  that  there  has  been  a 
persistent  clamour  in  our  country  for  the  increase  of  educational  op¬ 
portunities  in  the  colleges  for  all  the  Travancoreans  who  seek  such 
opportunities,  I  say  a  persistent  demand  for  more  accommodation 
in  our  colleges,  for  the  bifurcation  of  one  college  into  two,  and 
for  the  affiliation  of  fresh  colleges  and  fresh  groups  in  the  existing 
colleges?  May  I  point  out  in  this  connection  that,  while  Mr.  Joseph 
laments  the  tendency  of  the  State  to  do  its  duty  to  higher  edu¬ 
cation,  the  country  is  not  apparently  with  him?  It  obviously  thinks 
otherwise.  We  have  only  to  see  how  our  colleges  are  now  over¬ 
flowing  to  recognise  this.  The  old  college  in  Trivandrum  has  been 
bifurcated  into  two  colleges  and  both  the  colleges  are  full.  New  colleges 
are,  I  repeat,  in  existence  within  the  State,  and  they  too  are  full-  to 
overflow.  Already  the  time  seems  to  have  come  when  fresh  demands- 
will  be  made  for  the  increasing  facilities  for  higher  education  in  the 
country  itself.  Why  do  parents  with  any  sense  of  responsibility  insist 
on  their  children  going  in  for  higher  education?  Are  they  unwise? 
Personally,  as  against  Mr.  Joseph,  I  would  maintain  that  the  parents  have 
been  fully  justified  in  acting  as  they  have  done.  How  can  equal  oppor¬ 
tunities  be  found  in  the  public  service,  in  the  leadership  of  the  country, 
in  the  moulding  of  healthy  public  opinion,  if  we  are  not  going  to  give 
equal  facilities  for  higher  education  to  every  citizen  of  the  State  and  to  the  • 
children  of  every  citizen,  whatever  be  his  social  position  and  whatever  he 
his  economic  status,  and  enable  him  to  obtain  the  fullest  benefit  from 
these  opportunities  for  himself  and  his  children,  without  being  compelled 
to  migrate  to  places  outside  the  State  where  higher  education  can  be 
more  easily  obtained  than  within  the  State?  Anything  that  would  exclude 
the  possibility  of  even  the  poorest  citizen  of  Travancore  getting  higher 
education  for  his  children,  literally  at  his  own  doors,  will  he  simply 
undemocratic.  To  deny  them  higher  eduo%t)on  would  be  to.  deny  them  ' 
the  opportunity  of  serving  their  -Gentry,  tod,  sej&iaig  thtons'etett-.  4  \ 
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democratic  Government  implies  an  educated  people,  a  people  educated 
not  merely  in  the  lower,  but  in  the  higher  sense.  It  means  a  people 
educated  not  merely  to  follow  and  to  serve  but  to  lead. 

For  my  position,  Sir,  I  can  quote,  if  I  am  asked  to  do  so,  high 
authority  from  educational  or  from  practically  minded  statesmen  from 
all  parts  of  the  world,  the  authority  of  responsible  and  well-informed 
leaders  of  opinion  whose  pronouncements  have  always  carried  weight 
and  who  can  claim  to  speak  with  at  least  such  responsibility  or  authority 
as  Mr.  Joseph  or  any  one  else  in  this  House.  I  repeat  that  any  number 
of  authorities  of  the  highest  kind  can  be  quoted  for  the  position  which 
I  maintain,  o:,z.,  that  the  advance  of  free  institutions  in  any  country  is 
compatible  only  with  a  simultaneous  advance  of  higher  education  and 
culture.  (Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  hear,  Jier.r.)  We  cannot  aspire 
to  anything  like  a  proper  improvement  in  our  standards  of  liberalised 
administration  unless  we  make  it  possible  for  all  our  people  to  get  the 
highest  and  the  best  education  they  can  obtain  in  our  own  country,  and 
enable  them  to  obtain  these  benefits,  irrespective  of  their  wealth  or 
poverty.  I  would  not  hesitate  to  place  the  utmost  emphasis  on  this  aspect 
of  the  question.  It  is  very  necessary  that  its  importance  should  be  pro¬ 
perly  grasped.  The  reason  for  it  is  that  despite,  its  obvious  validity, 
there  are  so  many  persons  with  crude  opinions  who  deny  its  truth  and 
force.  It  will  take  me  far  beyond  my  time  today  if  I  have  to  cite 
authorities,  butil  would  ask  leave  to  refer  to  one  recent  authority 
at  least,  one  recent  work  published  a  few  years  ago  by  two  learned  and 
thoughtful  philosophical  thinkers,  which  is  very  apposite  to  my  position. 
I  refer  to  a  standard  work  on  ‘  Social  Service  ’  by  Professor  Muirhead 
and  Professor  Hetherington.  This  work  is  wel-known  and  almost  a 
classic  on  the  subject.  In  it  the  authors  have  developed  the  argument 
which  I  have  submitted  to  the  House  today,  end  they  have  taken  con¬ 
siderable  pains  to  expose  the  fallacy  that  higher  education  is  incompati¬ 
ble  with  democratic  aspirations.  They  have  shown  that  the  fallacious 
views,  which  are  now  criticised,  are  doing  considerable  harm  to  the 
proper  development  of  social  aims  and  to  the  proper  realisation 
of  social  purposes.  If  works  of  this  kind  are  referred  to,  and  the 
classical  authorities  on  the  subject  are  consulted,  it  will  be  found  that 
the  ideas  of  Mr.  Joseph  in  this  matter  are  at  le  st  half  a  century  out  of 
date.  I  could  have  appreciated  a  line  of  argument  somewhat  different 
in  character  from  his.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  what  we  require  is 
the  most  economic  management  of  collegiate  institutions  as  well  as  of 
other  institutions,  because  extravagance  is  unforgivable.  I  am  free  to 
admit  that  in  all  departments  of  education  from  the  highest  to  the  lowest 
there  might  be  a  considerable  justification  for  a  demand  for  a  better 
orientation  of  outlook.  We  may  ask  for  better  curricula,  better  organi¬ 
sation,  wider  and  better  educational  aims.  The  realisation  of  all  this 
waatd  give  sufficient  scope  for  educational  activities  and  educational 
reforms.  But  these  reforms  are  assuredly  not  going  to  be  obtained  by 
accepting  Mr.  Joseph’s  advice  in  the  matter,  and  by  doing  what 

JtefmhswanuvAiyar  has  very  properly  stigmatised,  as  the  strangling 
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of  our  agencies  for  higher  education.  It  would  have  been,  as  the 
Director  has  pointed  out,  very  much  straighter  if  Mr.  Joseph  had 
asked  that  our  colleges  should  be  abolished  rather  than  be  kept  in  a 
condition  of  suspended  animation,  gradually  decreasing  in  usefulness 
and  ending  in  final  suspension  of  all  their  beneficent  activities. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  Sir, 
I  have  very  little  sympathy  with  the  general  trend  of  Mr.  Joseph’s  re¬ 
marks  about  the  salary  of  Professors,  but  at  the  same  time  I  should  like 
to  get  some  enlightenment  from  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  as  to 
the  line  of  argument  he  followed.  I  was  not  able  to  appreciate  the  full 
significance  of  his  arguments.  Mr.  Matthew  was  asking  Mr.  Krishna- 
swami  Aiyar  as  to  the  relative  salaries  of  the  District  Judges  in  Travan- 
core  and  in  British  India.  I  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Krishnaswami 
Aiyar  understood  what  was  behind  that  question.  The  salary  of  Pro¬ 
fessors  in  Travancore  may  be  lower  than  the  salary  of  Professors  doing 
the  same  kind  of  work  in  British  India.  Similarly,  the  salary  of  District 
Judges  here  is  considerably  lower  than  in  British  India.  If  we  take 
any  other  department,  we  find  the  same  disparity  in  the  salaries.  The 
salary  of  officers  is  not  directly  regulated  by  the  amount  of  work 
that  they  do.  But  I  think  the  officers  are  paid  according  to  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  respective  countries.  I  am  not  speaking  as  an  authority 
especially  as  against  the  views  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  but 
I  hope  he  will  clear  my  doubts  when  he  replies  to  the  criticism.  I  have 
some  doubt  about  the  cogency  of  the  comparison  made_  between  officers 
in  the  various  departments  of  our  State  and  officers  of  the  British  Indian 
departments. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( N  euyaitinhara ) :  Will  Mr.  Mammen 
Mappillai  appreciate  the  fact  that,  whereas  it  is  possible  for  students  of 
Travancore  to  avail  themselves  of  the  Professors  elsewhere,  it  is  not 
possible  for  the  subjects  of  this  State  to  get-  the  benefit  of  the  District 
Judges  elsewhere  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North ) : 
Therefore  the  point  is  that  our  students  get  the  benefit  of  gocd  Profes¬ 
sors  outside.  Thus  it  is  all  the  more'  reason  why  we  should  not 
have  more  costly  Professors.  That  may  he  only  an  additional  argu- ' 
ment  why  we  should  not  go  in  for  the  luxury  of  paying  more  for 
Professors  here.  I  have  also  something  to  say  about  the  comparisons 
made  by  some  members  between  Mysore  and  Travancore.  Mysore  is 
a  prosperous  country,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  revenue  and  popula¬ 
tion.  I  think  therefore  that  Mysore  cannot  be  compared  with  Travan¬ 
core.  I  think  the  subsequent  speaker,  Professoi  Bangaswami  Aiyangar, 
was  also  harping  in  the  same  strain.  Then  again - 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  College  of 
Ai'ls)  May  I  ask  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  whether,  the  area-  ef 
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jurisdiction  and  the  powers  of  a  District  Judge  in  British  India  are 
identicaljwith  those  here  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
It  may  not  be.  But  the  District  Judge  here  is  doing  the  same  work 
intellectually  and  he  may  be  spending  the  same  number  of  hours  to 
office  work  as  a  District  Judge  there.  It  does  not  depend  upon  the  area. 
The  nature  of  the  justice  he  dispenses  depends  upon  the  amount  of  the 
work  and  the  intensity  of  the  work. 

8ir,  I  do  not  want  to  be  cross-examined  by  Professor  Bangaswami 
Aiyangar. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (. Principal ,  College  of 
Arts) :  Sir,  as  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  develops  this  question,  I  think 
lam  entitled  to  put  questions.  He  may  choose  to  answer  them  or  he 
may  not  answer  them.  Nobody  can  compel  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai 
to  answer  a  question.  But  I  am  entitled  to  put  my  questions,  and  must 
be  allowed  to  do  so.  I  cannot  be  shut  out  by  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai’s 
refusal  to  answer  them  even  before  they  are  put. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  are  entitled  to  put  the  question. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principl ,  College  of 
Arts)  :  The  question  that I.  want  to  ask  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  is 
whether  he  is  prepared  to  affirm  that  the  work  of  the  District  Judges 
here  is  the  same  as  the  work  of  the  District  Judges  in  British  India, 
taking  their  jurisdictions,  the  quality  of  work  and  powers,  to  be  the 
same,  and  whether  there  are  not  other  officers  in  the  judicial  service  in 
Madras  whose  work  is  more  nearly  analogous  to  that  of  om  District 
Judges  than  the  District  Judges  of  Madras? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  ( Ambalapueha ) :  Is  it  possible  for  me 

to  put  a  question  to  Mr.' Bangaswami  Aiyangar  ?  (Laughter.) 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  No. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Professor  Bangaswami  Aiyangar  wants-to  pin  me  down  to  a  particular 
point.  I  do  not  think  that  the  comparison  can  be  pressed.  Of 
course,  there  may  be  very  many  points  of  difference  and  very  many 
[Joints  of  similarity  as  regards  a  certain  point.  No  two  things  can  be 
compared  on  all  ppints.  Comparison  is  always  odious.  I  don’t  think 
that  any  two  things  can  be  on  all  fours  with  each  other.  There  may  be 
points  of  difference  and  points  of  similarity  to  be  emphasised.  I  wanted 
to  draw  out  certain  points  which  might  bear  a  different  interpretation'. 

I  do  not  mean  .that,  because  one  thing  is  compared  with  another  on 
certain  aspects,  it  should  be  assumed  that  points  of  similarity  can  be 
pressed  all  along  the  line.  Because  Mr.  Bangaswami  Aiyangar  simply 
brings  out  the  facts  that  the  Professors  in  Madras  and  Mysore  are 
better  paid,  one  should  not  take  it  as  an  axiomatic  truth  that  the 
Professors  here  should  be  treated  on  the  same  footing.  I  think  that 
there  are  other  considerations  which  are  sufficient  to  enable  other  mem¬ 
bers  to  take  a  different  view.

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V..  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  .of. 
Arts)  :  Is  there  the  same  degree  of  identity,  such  bs  exists  between  the 
duties  and  work  of  Professors  here  and  in  Madras  or  Mysore,  between 
the  work  of  District  Judges  here  and  District  Judges  in  Madras  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North):  I 
have- said  what  I  had  to  say.  If  it  is  not  an  answer  to  his  question  or 
if  he  is  not  convinced,  I  am  very  .sorry. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,-  College  of 
Arts):  As  a  point  of  personal  explanation,  Sir,  I  may  say  that  Mr. 
Bangaswami  Aiyangar  does  not  want  to  be  convinced.  He  has  only 
put  his  question  to  Mr.  Mainmen  Mappillai  and  it  is  for  the  House  to 
be  convinced.  It  is  not  a  question  of  convincing  a  single  member. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  I 
have  given  my  answer.  If  I  am  not  able  to  satisfy  Mr.  Bangaswami 
Aiyangar,  I  cannot  help  it.  ... 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  {Principal,  College  of 
Arts):  It  is  not  a  question  of.  Mr.  Bangaswami  Aiyangar  being  satis¬ 
fied  or  not  satisfied. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  IncLuatary,  North):  It 
may  be  due  to  my  intellectual,  incapacity  if  I  was  not  able  to  :  satisfy 
Mr.  Bangaswami  Aiyangar.  Whatever  that  be,  I  have  given  my  answer 
and  I  cannot  be  pressed  to  give  anything  more  than  what  I  said. 

Then  again,  the  analogy  may  be  carried  further  to  a  Professor  in 
America  who  does  the  same  work-  but  who  is  paid  five  or  ten  times  the 
salary  of  a  Professor  in  Madras.  I .  say  therefore  that  comparisons  are 
always  odious.  ... 

I  may  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  another  aspect  of  the 
question-  Professor. Bangaswami- Aiyangar  was  referring  to  the  fact 
that  the  people  of  Travancore  might  be  willing  to  serve  in  Travancore 
on  lower  pay  because  they  want  to  serve  nearer  home.  I  wish 
that  the  Director  and  the  Government  would  increasingly  bear  in  mind 
that  aspect  of  the  question.  I  have  always,  whenever  I  got  an  opportu¬ 
nity,  protested  against  the  introduction  of  a  preponderating  foreign  ele¬ 
ment  in  our  educational  service.  They  come  here  and  it  is  with.,  an 
air  of  condescension  that  they  serve  here-  It  would  be.  a  very 
good  thing  if  we  could  manage  without  them.  I  wish  that  the  depart¬ 
ment  had  more  sons  of  the  soil  and  I  don’t,  care  even  though  they  be 
far  inferior  to  foreigners..

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade )  :  The  ques¬ 
tion  that  has  been  discussed  by  Mr.  Joseph  divides  itself  into  two  parts. 
One  is  the  suggestion  of  the  abolition  of  colleges.  If  I  remember  well, 
last  year,  when  we  were  discussing  tbe  budget,  at  the  time  of  the 
demands,  one  member,  I  do  not  know  who,  suggested  that  the.  criminal 
courts  in  the  country  were  not  necessary  provided  we  gave,  sufficient 
education.  •  I  fail  to  see  the  meaning  of  the  .suggestion,  coming  more  or 
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less  from  the  same  side  now,  that  educational  institutions  must  be  abol¬ 
ished.  Will  it  thereby  be  asking  that  the  criminal  courts  must  be  in¬ 
creased  ?  If  we  attempt  merely  to  try  or  suggest  the  abolition  of  long, 
standing  institutions  without  in  any  way  studying  whether  they  are 
useful  or  not,  I  would  call  that  a  random  attack.  The  other  question, 
that  is,  the  question  of  reducing  the  pay  of  professors,  I  thought  would 
not  have  been  pressed  by  Mr.  Joseph.  The  discussion  would  have 
perhaps  died  of  itself  but  for  the  fact  that,  in  the  course  of  the  discussion, 
some  unnecessary  force  seems  to  have  been  put  into  it  which  seemed  to 
have  interested  other  members  to  bring  before  this  House  their  views 
upon  the  matter.  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  began  by  comparing  the 
pay  of  the  District  Judges  in  British  India,  the  force  of  which  was 
admitted  by  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  with  the  pay  of  the  District 
Judges  here.  He  thereby  wanted  us  to  infer  that  more  or  leas  the  same 
proportion  must  exist  in  the  pay  of  Professors  in  Madras  and  the  pay  of 
Professors  in  our  colleges.  I  cannot  agree  with  him  in  thinking  that 
the  comparison  he  wants  us  to  draw  in  this  connection  will  stand.  First 
of  all,  as  has  been  suggested  by  the  questions  put  by  Mr.  Bangaswami 
Aiyangar,  the  amount  of  work,  the  intensity  of  work  and  the  quality  of 
work  effected  by  the  District  Judges  in  British  India  is  known  to  be  on 
a  higher  level  than  the  work  done  by  our  District  Judges. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
May  I  ask  Mr.  Matthew  whether  any  District  Judge  in  Travancore  will 
admit  that  the  kind  of  work  and  the  quality  of  work  cannot  hold  com¬ 
parison  with  that  in  British  India  ? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade)  :  I  think  they 
will  admit  if  I  ask  them. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Is  he  quite  sure  of  it?  ‘ 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade):  Yes, -I 
am  quite  sure  of  it.  But  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  Professors 
in  British  India  and  here.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  Professors  of  a 
college  is  limited  to  a  certain  number  of  students.  A  maximum  number 
of  students  is  fixed  for  each  class.  If  the  number  of  students  rose 
higher  than  that,  the  elass  has  to  he  divided  into  divisions.  I  would 
say  therefore  that  the  work  of  a  Professor  whether  in  British  India,  or 
in  Travancore  is  the  same.  . 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Is  not  the  case  the  same  if  the  number  of  suits  filed  in  a  certain  court 
goes  beyond,  a  certain  limit,  the  court  should  be  split  into  two  ?  Will 
there  not  be  a  comparison  then  between  British  India  and  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara ):  May  I  rise  to  a 
point  of  order  ?  I  wish  to  know  whether  a  detailed  discussion  of  the 
judicial  administration  is  in  any  way  relevant  to  a  discussion,  of  the 
Education  Department, 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  we  need  in  any  'way  travel 
farther.  It  is  absolutely  irrelevant. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanaehery  cum  Peermade)  :  Then  I 
do  not  answer  the  question. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMraginUl )  :  Is  it  irrelevant  by  way 
of  illustration  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Not  by  way  of  illustration,  but  it  is  irrelevant 
to  proceed  to  discuss  upon  that  in  detail. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  eu m  Peermade)  :  The  num¬ 
ber  of  students  in  the  different  '  classes  of  the  college  is  limited  by  the 
rules  prescribed  by  the  university.  The  number  of  suits  filed  in  the 
District  Courts  of  Travancore  cannot  have  any  comprison  or  connection 
with  the  number  of  suits  filed  in  British  India. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  Is'  it 
not  a  question — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  are  travelling  far. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  May  I  ask  the  mem¬ 
ber  whether  there  is  a  District  Judge  for  the  whole  of  Travancore  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  already  said  we  need  not  go  into  the 
question  in  detail. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade):  In  the 
case  of  the  colleges,  my  plea  is  that  we  could  be  more  or  less  guided  by 
comparison  to  British  India. 

Mr.  K.  C.-  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industries,  North): 
Will  Mr.  Matthew  extend  the  comparison  to  the  colleges  in  America  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  question  does  not  arise,  Mr.  Mammen 
Mappillai,  because  he  has  said  that  the  colleges  in  Travancore  and  the 
Madras  Presidency  are  under  the  same  University. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated. ):  Are  not  the  Professors  in  .the 
Madias  colleges  and  the  Professors  in  the  Trivandrum  colleges  teach¬ 
ing  the  same  subject  ? 

Mr.T.  J.  MATTHEW (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated)  :  Have  they  not  the  same  teaching 
capacity  and  are  they  not  teaching  for  the  same  number  of  hours  ? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chang an achery  cum  Peermade), :  Yes.  They 
are  also  ou  the  same  Examining  Board.  The  students  here  as  well  as 
in  British  Indian  colleges  sit  for  the  same  examinations.  The  question 
papers  are  set  by  the  same  Board  of  Examiners.  The  same  or  one 
University  controls  and  superintends  the  work  of  the  colleges.  The 
colleges  follow  the  same  rules  passed  by  the  same  university.  This  can¬ 
not  be  said  of  other  departments.  Therefore  the  contention  put  forward 
from  the  Government  side  is  quite  right.  I  would  also  urge  that,  in  the 
matter  of  educating  our  children  we  should  see  that  the  standard  we 
give  to  our  children  is  the  same  as  the  standard  given  in  British  India. 
Therefore  it  is  all  the  more  important  that  we  equip  our  colleges  with. 
Professors  of  equal  standing  as  professors  in  British  India.  Whether  it 
be  a  man  coming  from  our  land  or  coming  from  other  lands,  I  would 
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urge  that  a  greater  attention  must  be  drawn  to  the  competency  of  the 
men  we  get,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  our  colleges  also  have 
to  stand  with  the  test  in  the  markets.  If  the  students  that  pass  from 
our  colleges  cannot  be  compared  with  the  students  that  pass  from  the 
colleges,  in  Madras  or  other  places,  it  is  evident  that  our  students  will 
have  no  value.  Therefore  it  is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  our  colleges  must  be  as  far  as  possible  brought  on  a  level  with 
the  colleges  in  British  India.  With  these  remarks,  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli)  :  Sir,  I  was  very  closely  listen¬ 
ing  to  the  speech  of  Mr.  Rangaswami  Aiyangar  who  wanted  to  make  a 
very  strong  case  against  the  motion.  But  the  whole  argument  has  been 
vitiated  by  the  fact  that  he  has  made  a  comparison  with  what  is  obtain¬ 
ing  in  British  India.  We  all  know  that  in  British  India  there  is  an 
administration  which  is  considered  on  all  hands  as  ruinous  and  top-heavy. 
To  compare  our  conditions  to  those  is  really  going  too  far.  Mr.  Ranga- 
swami  Aiyangar  has  said  that  we  want  secondary  education  and  that  is 
one  of  the  most  important  necessaries  of  civic  life  and  then  alone  we  can 
have  cultural  life  and  proper  equipment  for  democracy.  Sir,  to  have  real 
culture  and  advanced  education,  it  is  not  necessary  that  we  should  also 
presuppose  that  there  must  be  costly  Professors.  Mr.  Rangasw&mi 
Aiyangar  was  prepared  to  concede  that,  in  the  St.  Joseph’s  College, 
Triohinopoly,  the  strength  was  not  in  any  way  lower  than  ours.  That 
is  enough  for  my  purpose.  How  is  it  that  students  are  going  there 
in  spite  of  the  Professors  being  paid  much  less  ? 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  oj 
Arts ) :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether  he  is  aware  of  what  the  norai-- 
nal  salaries  of  professors  in  the  St.  Joseph’s  College,  for  the  purpose  of 
grants,  are  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli)  :  I  do  not  know. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  oj 
Arts)  :  Is  he  aware  that  their  salary  is  put  down  as  equal  to  that  of 
the  Professors  of  the  Government  Colleges  with  equal  qualifications  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli)  :  I  am  not  concerned  with  the 
grant  that  the  Government  gives  to  that  college.  I  am  only  concerned 
with  the  fact  whether  there  are  men  available  to  teach  pupils  on  a  lower 
salary.  : 

DEPUTY.  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Rangaswami  Aiyangar  made  a  distinc¬ 
tion.  '  He  said  it  is  not  a  secular  institution. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,- College  pj 
Arts):  May  I  tell  him  that  I  pointed  out  that  in  that  case  both  the 
Principal  and  Professors  belong  to  the  Jesuit  Mission  and  therefore  they 
cafinot  take  any  salary?  May  I  know  if  the  member  is  aware  that  they 
do  not  even  sign  the  salary  bills  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli):  I  do  not  know.  The  cost  of 
living  has  gone  high  recently,  and,  therefore,  he  was  arguing  that  even 
the  present  salaries  are  not  enough  and  that  it  is  an  absolute  necessity 
that  they  should  be  increased, 
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RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (Principal,  College  of 
[rls):  On  a  point  of  order,  Sir,  I  have  to  say  that  I  mentioned  only  that 
the  ‘real  value’  of  the  salary  the  Professors  received  has  become' 
considerably  lower. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karunagapalli )  :  The  whole  difference  is  between 
the  official  and  the  ordinary  notions  of  living;  it  is  all  a  question  of 
attitude.  Mr.  Joseph  said  that  there  might  be  people  to  take  up  the 
work  on  a  less  pay,  and  I  know  of  an  instance  in  which  an 
eminently  qualified  gentleman  offered  his  honorary  service.  Mr. 
Bangasw'ami  Aiyangar  was  saying  that  living  has  gone  very  high 
in  these  days.  It  may  be  for  two  reasons,  either  on  account  of  super¬ 
fluity  of  cash  or  scarcity  of  food.  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  will  come  forward 
and  say  that  there  is  neither  scarcity  of  food  nor  of  production.  I  may 
say  that  there  is  this  superfluity  of  cash  and  that  superfluity  is  caused 
by  high  salaries  for  one  thing. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  College  of 
Arts) :  May  I  just  point  out  to  the  member  - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  We  are  travelling  far  into  these  economic 
questions,  the  consideration  of  which  is  not  relevant  in  this  connection. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli)'.  He  has  been  appealing  to  the 
House  that  the  Professors  will  ha  veto  starve. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  only  said  that  the  prices  have  gone  up. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {Karunagapalli) :  He  incidentally  referred  to  star¬ 
vation  salaries.  Anyway,  my- argument  is  that  we  should  not  pay  our 
Professors  as  highly  as  is  done  in  British  India  where  the 
administration  is  conducted  in  an  unpatriotic  and  top-heavy  manner. 
That  is  the  point  at  issue. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  am  very  much 
thankful  to  Mr.  K.  V.  Eagaswami  Aiyangar.  for  the  very  interesting 
speech  that  he  has  delivered  in  this  House.  I  was  very  much  attracted 
by  the  eloquence  and  the  mode  of  delivery  of  his  speech.  As  regards 
the  substance  of  what  he  said,  I  do  not  know  what  value!  have,  to  attach 
to  it  because  of  the  fact  that  most  of  his  remarks  are  irrelevant  and  out¬ 
side  the.scope  of  the  present  discussion.  He  was  speaking  about  economic 
and  political  principles  which  I  think  are  quite  unnecessary  for  the. 
purpose  of  the  discussion.  I  may  tell  Mr.  Rangaswami  Aiyangar  that 
I  am  not  against  higher  education.  I  only  say  that/ for  an  average 
Travancorean,  higher  collegiate  education  is  not  necessary,  especially  in 
the  light  of  the  results,  already  before  us.  Generally  our  people  after 
getting  collegiate'  education  go  about  hunting  for  appointments  even  on 
a  salary  of  Es.  16  or  Es.  20.  As  ‘regards  the  other  portions  of  -Mr. 
Rangaswami  Aiyangar’s  speech,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  point  worth 
considering  in  the  course  of  this  discussion. 

Regarding  the  comparison  of  the  pay  here  with  that  in  British 
India,  I  may  say  I  do  not  base  my  arguments  on  such  comparisons. 
Asa  matter  of  fact,  I  am  not  in- favour  of  such  comparisons.  I  was 
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forced  to  do  so  because  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  "himself  made  reference 
to  that.  Comparisons  will  never  be  accurate  and  cannot  be  the  basis 
for  our  judgment  and  decision.  The  only  point  I  have  to  add  on  the 
merits  of  the  proposition  is  this.  The  number  of  hours  a  professor 
has  to  work  in  our  colleges  may  be  the  same  as  those  of  the  Profes¬ 
sors  of  other  places.  I  only  say  that  considering  the  resources  of  onr 
State,  we  cannot  afford  to  pay  such  high  salaries  to  our  Professors. 

If  this  country  has  been  producing  much  more  wealth,  it  may  perhaps 
be  good  to  pay  such  large  amounts  to  these  Professors.  So  far  as  j 
the  present  incumbents  are  concerned,  I  am  not  for  reducing  their  pay.  j 
I  am  only  urging  the  point  as  regards  future  appointments  and  increases 
of  pay.  As  regards  the  speeches  delivered  by  some  non-official 
members,  I  wish  to  ascertain  their  real  views  in  this  matter.  They 
neither  supported  nor  opposed  the  motion.  So,  to  ascertain  that,  I  would 
rather  press  the  motion.  I  can  very  well  appreciate  the  talent  and  ad¬ 
vocacy  of  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  and  Mr.  Rangaswami  Aiyangar. 
It  is  indeed  their  duty  to  support  the  basis  bn  which  they  themselves 
stand.  I  press  the  matter  for  the  attention  of  the  non-official  members 
of  the  Council.  I  do  not  mind  the  views  taken  by  the  official  members 
of  the  House.  I -only  wish  to  know  whether,  in  the  interests  of  the 
country,  the  non-official  members  are  prepared  to  take  my  view  in  the 
matter. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-, 
Sir,  in  his  opening  speech,  Mr.  Joseph  compared  the  salaries  of  Profes¬ 
sors  with  those  of  District  Judges.  I  then  refused  to  follow  his 
'  example  in"  instituting  the  comparison.  I  did  bo  deliberately  and  said 
that  the  only  sort  of  comparison  that  I  would  make  would  be  that 
between  the  salaries  which  Professors  are  getting  here  and  those  which 
they  get  in  the  adjoining  parts  of  British  India  and  in  Mysore.  When 
I  was  asked  about  the  salaries  of  Professors  in  Cochin,  I  said  I  did  not 
know.  Mr.  Tarakan  seems  to  think  that  there  is  some  hidden  meaning 
in  my  profession  of  ignorance  regnrding  •’ the  salaries  in  Cochin.  He 
seems  to  imagine  that  I  know  those  salaries  but  do  not  want  to  im¬ 
part  the  benefit  of  my  knowledge  to  the  House,  as  that  would  be  un¬ 
favourable  to  my  case. 

MR .  C .  P.  T ARAKAN  ( Kunnatngd ) :  I  only  said  that  he  did  not  tale 
pains  to  ascertain  it. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  InstriKtwn): 

I  have  an  answer  to  that  also.  I  may  tell  Mr.  Tarakan  that  I  knew 
.  the  salaries  in  Madras  and  Mysore  long  ago.  I  did  not  write  for  the 
information  either  to  Madras  or  to  Mysore  after,  receiving  notice  of  the 
motion.  After  the  motion  was  moved  by  Mr.  Joseph,  I  refreshed  my 
memory  by  a  reference  to  my  friend,  the  Financial  Secretary,  andte 
was  good  enough  to  confirm  the  correctness  of  my  information  by  show¬ 
ing  me  a  printed  book  in  which  the  salsaries  of  the  I.  E.  S.  and  M.  E.  S. 
officers  are  given.  I  asked  him  about  the  salaries  in  Cochin,  but  k* 
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said  he  did  not  know  them.  I  may  also  inform  Mr.  Tarakan  that  I 
received  notice  of  this  motion  only  a  few  days  ago,  Mr.  Tarakan 
knows  that  I  am  comparatively  new  to  the  Directorship  and  that  at  was 
only  about  four  months  ago  that  I  took  charge  of  that  office.  In  the 
early  part  of  last  week,  I  was  busy  going  through  the  reports  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  Council  in  the  previous  Budget  Sessions  and  in  the 
latter  part,  I  had  to  prepare  for  about  87  reduction  motions.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  these  motions,  I  had  to  collect  facts  and  figures  to  enable 
me  to  answer  arguments  likely  to  be  advanced  by  members  on  tlm  oppo¬ 
site  side.  I  must  admit,  Sir,  that  owing  to  this  heavy  work,  I  failed  to 
foresee  that  this  motion  was  likely  to  be  pressed  with  much  force  and 
that  it  would  be  necessary  for  me  to  obtain  information  regarding  the 
salaries  of  Professors  in  Cochin.  I  may  add  that  as  I  got  notice  of 
this  motion  only  a  few  days  ago,  it  is  doubtful  if  I  could  have  got  the 
information  by  now,  even  if  I  had  written  to  Cochin  for  it. 

Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  asked  me  whether  in  view  of  the  disparity 
of  the  salaries  given  to  District  -Judges  in  Travancore  and  in  Madras, 
the  salaries  of  Professors  here  bear  a  proper  proportion  to  the 
salaries  of  the  Professors  in  Madras. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAi  {ArnbalajmAia)  :  I  want  a  ruling 
from  the  Chair  as  to  whether  all  this  is  relevant. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar,  you  need  not  go  into 
the  question  of  the  salaries  of  the  District  J udges. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 

1  was  referring  to  that  only  to  point  out  that  the  District  Judges  in 
Madras  are  members  of  the  Indian  Civil  Service. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  :  Not  .all  of  them. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  Llg.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Except  a  few  who  have  been  promoted  from  the  Provincial  Service. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  ;  Some  are  recruited  from  the  Bar 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
There  are  a  few  recruited  from  the  Bar  also.  But  most  of  the  District 
Judges  are  recruited  from  the  Civil  Service,  the  entrance  to  which  is 
by  means  of  open  competition.  Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  pursue  the 
matter  further  because  it  is  likely  to  be  invidious.  I  do  not  nrincl  whe¬ 
ther  this  motion  is  carried  or  lost,  but  I  do  not  want  to  say  anything 
more  on  the  point  referred  to  by  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai.  The  maxi¬ 
mum  salary  of  a  Professor  here  is  Bs.  700,  whereas  in  the  Indian 
Educational  Service  it  is  Bs  1,750.  The  ratio  between  these  two  is 

2  to  5.  But  as  far  as  the  work  is  concerned,  there  is  absolutely-no  diff¬ 
erence.  Both  here  and  in  Madras,  the  Professors  prepare  students  for 
the  same  examinations  of  the  same  university,  Again,  if  you  consider 
the  number  of  students  under  the  Professors  here  and  the  number 
under  the  Professors  there,  I  am  sure  the  advantage  will  be  in  favour 
of  our  Professors, 
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Sir,  comparison  has  been  instituted  between  the  salaries  of  Pro¬ 
fessors  in  the  St.  Joseph’s  College,  Trichinopoly,  and  those  of  Professors 
here.  I  think  that  there  is  absolutely  no  use  in  making  the  comparison, 
It  will  be  like  comparing  the  second  with  the  foot.  The  two  are 
altogether  different  in  kind.  You  cannot  compare  two  quantities 
unless  they  are  of  the  same  kind.  You  cannot  compare  time  with 
length,  you  cannot  compare  either  of  them  with  mass.  The  Pro¬ 
fessors  here  work  in  expectation  of  adequate  payment  for  the  work 
they  do,  whereas  the  Professors  in  the  St.  Joseph’s  College  give 
their  services  to  that  institution  out  of  a  spirit  of  self-sacrifice.  The 
same  is  the  case  with  the  Alwaye  College.  The  Principal  of  that  College 
gets  only  Es.  150.  Does  the  member  mean  that  the  salary  of  the 
Principal  here  should  also  be  reduced  to  Es.  150  ?  Again,  consider  the 
case  of  the  Ferguson  College  at  Poona.  Such  an  eminent  Indian 
statesman  as  the.  late  Mr.  Gokhale  was  getting  only  Es.  70  in  that 
institution  and  he  served  it  for  20  years  on  that  salary. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KarunacjapoUi )  :  May  I  say  that  the  comparison 
was  made  only  to  point  out  that  there  could  he  little  hardship  if  the  pay 
of  the  Professors  is  reduced,  since  the  Professors  in  the  St.  Joseph’s 
College  and  other  such  institutions  are  living  comfortably  and  are  able 
to  manage  with  the  salary  that  they  get  and  they  also  do  the  same  work 
of  teaching  college  students  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruct*™)  ■. 
We  here  can  also  manage  with  Bs.  200  or  Es.  150.  But  the  question 
of  a  living  wage  does  not  arise,  as  it  is  not  the  one  under  discussion. 
My  point  is  that  the  salary  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  quality  of 
the  work  turned  out.  That  is  the  sum  and  substance  of  my  contention. 

Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  was  saying  that  the  present  scale  of  salary  is  very 
high.  But  I  would  remind  him  of  the  practically  universal  outcry  that 
was  raised  in  the  Travaneore  newspapers  at  the  time  the  scale  of 
salary  of  Professors  was  reduced  to  Es.  300-700  and  ask  him  whether, 
in  the  light  of  that  fact,  he  considers  that  he  is  voicing  public  opinion  in 
the  matter. 

In  the  light  of  these  observations,  I  trust  that  the  House  will  reject 
the  motion. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  when  Mr.  Krishna- 
swami  Aiyar  said  that  he  did  not  mind  whether  this  motion  was  carried 
or  not,  it  means  that  the  Government  attach  only  so  much  weight  to 
the  opinion  of  the  members  of  this  House  '? 

Mr.R,  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ay,  Director  of  Public  Inst rucimi) : 
I  did  not  say  that  neither  I  nor  the  Government  care  for  the. opinion  of 
this  House.  What  I  said  was  that  even  at  tile  risk  of  losing  the  motion, 
I  was  not  going  to  use  certain  arguments  that  would  strengthen  my  case. 
I  said  that  I  attached  greater  importance  to  the  means  that  I  employ 
than  to  the  question  whether  i  win  or  lose. 
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The  motion  was  then  put  to  the  vote  and  lost,  18  voting  for  and  20 
■ust  the  motion.

K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mittachil  cum  Dt.vicolm 0  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make 
the  following  motion  : —

Before  speaking  anything  regarding  the  motion  itself,  I  may  just 
read  out  a  portion  from  the  Financial  Secretary’s  speech  of  last  year. 
This  is  what  he  says.  - 

“  But  I  am  sure  the  House  will  agree  that  a  headlong,  impetuous  career  must  lie 
cheeked.  Accordingly  in  this  budget  Government  have  provided  only  just  sufficient 
funds  as  will  enable  the  department  to  carry  on  for  the  next,  year  and  nothing  substantial 
is  provided  for  further  development.  That  is  'the  position  it.  is  inttniied  to  maintain 
until  wo  take  thought  and  determine  the  lines  of  our  educational  policy.  It  is  a  great 
question  and  I  need  hardly  assure  the  House  that  no  decision  will  he  taken  without 

So,  apart  from  the  merits  of  the  question,  I  have  to  submit  for  the 
consideration  of  this  House  that  it  has  been  clearly  stated  in  the 
Financial  Statement  of  last  year  that  no  further  development  in  the 
present  line  of  education  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Governmens 
unless  and  until  a  revision  of  the  present  educational  policy  it 
effected  and  that  with  the  advice  of  the  representatives  of  the  people. 
In  the  light  of  this  observation  of  the  Financial  Secretary,  I  cannot 
understand  the  meaning  of  demanding  a  sum  now  to  open  Group  II 
in  the  present  second  grade  Women’s  College  and  also  to  raise 
it  to  the  first  grade.  If  the  policy  of  the  Government  is  to  change 
day  by  day  according  to  the  whims  arid  fancies  of  the  persons  in 
charge  of  particular  departments,  I  fail  to  see  how  the  progress 
of  the  State  could  be  worked  out.  I  may  even  say  that  this  is  a 
matter  affecting  the  very  primary  rights  of  the  people.  The  Go* 
eminent  make  a  promise  once  and  very  soon  they  forget  if  and 
want  to  follow  the  courses  dictated  by  their-  own  fancies.  Naturally  I 
have  to  consider  this  as  a  sort  of  slighting  the  members  of  this  Council 
These  are  the  preliminary  remarks  that  I  want  to  make  as  regards  this 
motion. 

Regarding  the  merits  also,  I  do  not.  think  it  is  necessary 
to  have  a  .first  grade  college  for  lady  students  or  to  establish 
Group  II  in  the  present  College  for  Women.  I  do -not  think 
there  will  be  many  lady  students  who  want  to  take  up  Group  II; 
and,  even  if  there  be,  I  think  .it  would  be  sufficient  if  ■  accom¬ 
modation  for  them  is  given  in  the.  present  College  of  Science.

suiting  this  Council.  But  although  the  law  conferred  this  power  upon 
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them,  they  thought  it  better  not  to  embark  oil  an  enterprise  of  this 
magnitude  without  obtaining  the  opinion  of  the  Council  and  accordingly 
ordered  the  inclusion  of  this  lump  provision  in  the  budget,  so  that  the 
Council  may  have  an  opportunity  to  discuss  the  question  and  express  its 
opinion  thereon. 

Coming  to  the  merits  of  the  question,  I  may  point  out  that,  in  the 
Science  College  for  men,  there  are  in  Group  II,  14  women  students  in 
the  Senior  Intermediate  Class  and  15  in  the  Junior.  The  number  of 
students,  men  and  women,  seeking  admission  to  Group  II  in  that 
college  is  growing  year  by  year.  When  I  was  the  Principal,  my 
practice  was  first  to  admit  all  women  students  who  had  been  declared 
eligible  for  college  admission  and  who  applied  for  admission  to  Group  II 
and  then  admit  men  students  to  the  remaining  seats.  1  believe  that 
practice  is  being  still  followed.  As  I  have  stated  already,  there  is  no 
other  Group  in  the  Science  College  for  which  there  is  such  a  great 
demand  for  admission  as  there  is  in  the  case  of  Group  II.  With  the 
bifurcation,  the  demand  for  admission  to  Group  I  seems  to  have  been 
more  than  adequately  met.  But  in  Group  II,  the  demand  is  far  in 
excess  of  the  number  of  seats  available.  Therefore  in  the  interests  of 
the  large  number  of  men  students  who  now  unsuccessfully  seek  admis¬ 
sion  to  Group  II,  I  would  ask  this  Council  whether  tlie  time  has  not 
come  to  adopt  a  course  of  action  that  will  enable  the  seats  that  are  now 
reserved  for  women  students  to  become  available  for  the  men 
students. 

I  have  to  mention  another  point  also  in  this  connection.  According 
to  the  rules  of  the  Madras  University,  while  women  students  who  are 
not  declared  eligible  for  admission  to  a  college  may  be  admitted  to  a 
women’s  college  at  the  discretion  of  the  Lady  Principal,  they  may  not 
be  admitted  at  ah  to  a  men’s  college.  Hence  those  women  students 
whose  certificates  do  not  declare  them  eligible  for  college  admission  are 
not  admitted  to  Group  II  in  the  Science  College.  But  if  that  Group  is 
opened  in  the  Women’s  College,  snob  women  students  also  may  be 
admitted  there  and  consequently  the  number  of  women  students  who 
take  Group  II  will  become  much  larger.  I  am  sure  that  if  this  Council 
accepts  the  proposal  of  the  Government,  not  less  than,  thirty  students 
will  join  Group  II  in  the  Women’s  College ;  and  that  is  a  very  good 
strength  to  start  with. 

Moreover,  Group  II  is  a  very  useful  Group  to  those  women  who 
intend  to  take  up  the  medical  profession.  There  is  a  large  demand  for 
medical  women  in  our  country.  Our  women  have  not  yet  sufficiently 
advanced  freely  to  go  in  for  treatment  at  the  hands  of  male  doctors. 
There  are  many  among  them  who  are  reluctant  to  go  in  for  that  kind 
of  medical  help  and  to  that  class  of  women,  women  doctors  will  be  most 
useful.  Therefore,  the  opening  of  Group  II  in  the  College  of  Women 
will  satisfy  a  long-felt  want  by  enabling  a  large  number  of  women  to 
adopt  the  medical  career.

MR.R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ac/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
With  regard  to  the  raising  of  the  college  to  the  first  grade,  I  may  observe 
that  there  are  enough  women  students  in  the  B  A.  classes  of  the  Arts  Col¬ 
lege  to  ensure  our  getting  classes  of  decent  size  in  the  History  and  Langu¬ 
age  groups  if  those  groups  are.  started  in  the  Women's  College.  In  the 
current  year,  the  number  of. students  in  the  Junior  B.  A,  class  in  Groups 
IV, .V  and  VI  of  the  Arts  College  taken  together  is  15  and  in  the  Senior 
B.  A.  class  their  number  is  20.  Apart  from  these  numbers —

Last  year  the  strength  was  28  in  the  Junior  B.  A.  class  and  9  in  the 
Senior.  In  the  year  before,  it  was  11  and  13  in  the  Junior  and  Senior 
B.  A.  classes  respectively. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum'  cum  Neduvangad)  :  May 
I  know  the  average  cost  per  student  in  the  "Women's  College  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  -. 
I  am  sorry  I  have  not  got  the  figures. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  It  is 
very  nearly  Us.  400. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
It  can  be  easily  found.  The  number  of  students  is  126  and  the 
expenditure  is  Rs.  47,0G0.  So  it  will  be  nearly  Bs.  400  per  student. 

I  may  inform  the  House  that  a  good  many  of  women  students  who 
pass  their  Intermediate  Examination  from  the  Women’s  College  g'o  to 
Queen  Mary’s  College,  or  to  the  Women’s  Christian  College  at  Madras  for 
their  B.  A.  course.  This  is  due  to  their  disinclination  to  join  a  purely 
men’s  college.  I  am  mentioning  this  fact  to  show  that  while  there  are  a 
few  women  who  have  no  objection  to  co-education,  there  are  still  many 
in  our  country  who  are  not  in  favour  of  it  and  therefore  their  guardians 
prefer  to  incur  heavy  expenditure  in  sending  them  to  a  distant  place 
like  Madras  in  order  that  they  may  study  in  colleges  intended  for 
women,  Por  these  reasons,  we  may  be  sure  that  if  the  Women’s  College 
is  raised  to  the  first  grade,  classes  of  reasonable  size  can  be  formed  in 
Groups  V,  VI  (A)  and  VI  (C).  . 

.  MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PiLLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  .  May 
I  know  from  the  learned  Director  of  Public  Instruction  whether  he  is 
in  a  position  to  give  information  as  to  the  number  of  girls,  say  between 
13  and  20  years  of  age,  who  are.  now  in  the  boys’  schools  '? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  that  information.  But  I  can  give  the 
total  number  of  girls  studying  in  boys’  schools.

MR.  A.  K,  PILLAI  ( Kanmagapalh )  :  Before  the  member  resumes 
his  seat  will  he  be  able  to  give  us  an  approximate  idea  of  the  recurring 
expenditure  and  non-recurring  expenditure? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  said  it  was  about  Es.  5,000  for  half  a 
month. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
That  amount  includes  certain  non-recurring  items.  According  to 
the  estimate  sent  up  by  me  for  inclusion  in  the  budget  for  1102,  the 
total  sum  was  Bs.  9,608.  That  includes  Es.  8,000  for  an  initial  grant 
for  books  and  appliances  and  Rs.  6,000  for  initial  grants  for  scientific 
appliances,  books  and  supply  of  gas.  Deducting  these  two  sums,  we  get 
a  balance  of  Es.  608  under  Salaries  and  Establishment  -  for  half  a 
month.  Of  course,  the  maximum  recurring  expenditure  will  not 
be  reached  till  the  beginning  of  the  second  year.  All  the  staff  necessary 
need  not  he  appointed  at  '  first.  For  example,  the  additional  teachers 
in  English  need  not  all  be  appointed  in  the  beginning.  Only  one  will 
have  to  be  appointed  next  year;  the  appointment  of  the  other  may  he 
postponed  to  1108.  So  also  in  the  case  of  the  Professor  and  the  Assistant 
Professor  of  History,  one  will  have  to  be  appointed  in  the  year  1102; 
the  other  may  be  postponed  to  1103.  So  the  full  cost  of  the  proposal 
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will  become  evident  only  after  the  beginning*  of  the  academic  year  1928- 
■'0  that  is,  two  years  hence.  I  shall  give  the  approximate  amount. 
Its.  200-300  wilfhave  to  he  given  to  the  Assistant  Professor  of  English 
ami  l!s.  .100-173  to  the  Tutor.  So,  in  the  beginning,  the  additional 
tost  on  account-  of  the  English  Department  will  be  Es.  300  a  month, 
\s  regards  History,  we  require  one.  Professor  and  one  Assistant  Profes- 
vjr.  °Let  ns  take  the  Professor's  initial  salary  at  Es.  300  and  the 
Assistant  Professor's  at  Es.  200.  The  two  together  will  make  Ks.  300. 
Tims  the  amount  required  for  these  two  subjects  comes  to  Es.  800. 
Then  the  Principal's  salary  has  to  be  increased  from  Es.  660,  the  pre¬ 
sent  salary,  to  Es.  900.  This  increase  of  Es.  230  will  make  the  total 
come  to  Bs.  1,030.  There-  is  also  the  additional  staff  for  Sanskrit  and 
J/alavalam.  This  will  cost  Es.  700.  So,  on  the  whole,  the  initial 
additional  cost  will  come  to  Es.  1,750  a  month  or  about  Es.  21,000  a 
>ear.  If  the  additional  cost  on  account  of  establishment  is  also  included, 
it  may  go  up  to  Es.  25,000. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KaranagapaUi )  :  So  far  as  I  can  gather,  the 
non-ofticial  side  does  not  avant  the  First  Grade  College  to  be  established 
or  any  new  groups  started  in  the  Intermediate.  There  is  a  fundamental 
question  behind  it  and,  unless  we  decide  the  principle  first,  there  is  no 
use  going  on  calculating  piecemeal.  We  have  to  consider  whether  we 
are  prepared  to  make  move  commitments.  We  are  already  searching  our 
hearts  to  see  whether  we  have  done  right  in  having  gone  so  far.  Before 
we  have  made  up  our  minds,  we  cannot  make  further  progress  in  the 
same  direction.  This  demand  before  the  House  is  only  an  introduction 
of  the  thin  end  of  the  wedge.  They  are  asking  for  the  Second  Group 
in  the  Intermediate  classes.  If  this  is  granted,  they  will  be  naturally 
asking  for  other  groups  in  the  Intermediate  course  and  when  the 
First  Grade  College  is  established,  then  they  will  be  asking  for  all  the 
groups  from  Group  I  to  Group  VII  to  be  established.  Then  they 
will  be  naturally  asking  for  the  Honours  course  on  the  ground  that  the 
girls  will  otherwise  be  going  to  Madras  and  that  there  will  be  suffi¬ 
cient  students  to  go  up  for  Honours  courses  even  here.  All  this 
means  that  we  are  duplicating  all  the  heavy  expenditure  now  incurred 
on  behalf  of  the  Arts  College  and  the  Science  College.  So,  I  think  that 
it  will  be  a  very  serious  step  to  take  and  unless  we  shall  have  time  to 
consider  more  deeply  about  it,  this  piecemeal  sort  of  consultation  and 
attempts  would  be  harmful.  Once  we  have  gone  to  a  certain  extent,  it 
will  be  very  very  difficult  to  retrace  our.  steps  and  that  will  then  be 
advanced  as  an  argument  to  go  further.  So,  I  think  the  House  will 
consider  the  matter  twice,  perhaps  more,  before  they  allow  this  item  to 

K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimuinldl)-.  I  move  that  the  discus¬ 
sion  may  he  closed. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  accept  the  closure  motion.  For  it 
is  a  very  important  matter  and  I  think  there  ought  to  be  a  little  more 
discussion  about  it. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Vamr ) :  Sir,  I  am  sorry  that  I  am  not  able  to 
support  the  motion  of  my  friend  Mr.  Joseph. .  It  is  not  entirely  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  omitting  the  allotment  of  Es.  5,000  for  the  cause  of  higher  edu¬ 
cation  alone,  Mr,  Joseph  has  quoted  as  one  of  his  fundamental  reasons 
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the  statement  of  the  Financial  Secretary  last  year.  If  we  accept  that 
proposition,  we  hind  down  the  hands  of  the  Government  to  spend  no 
money  in  the  cause  of  higher  education,  for  it  does  not  give  any  encour¬ 
agement  to  the  private  institutions  also.

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur ) :  If  the  Government  are  not  able  to  spend 
money  on  their  own  behalf  for  higher  education,  there  are  private  bodies 
all  over  the  country  which  may  not  be  benefited  by  the  Government, 

Mr.  K.K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ):  How  is  it  affected  by  Govern- 
ment  spending  no  money  on  its  own  ? 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  {Parur)  :  If  it  is  a  question  of  spending  Govern- 
ment  money  for  the  promotion  of  higher  education,  that  may  he  directly 
or  indirectly  done-  By  giving  grants  to  private  institutions,  the  Govern- 
menf  are  indirectly  helping,  and  by  running  Government  institutions 
they  are  directly  helping,  the  advancement  of  higher  education.  So, 
either  way,  the  present  motion  prevents  the  Government  from  spending 
money  on  higher  education.  I  would  therefore  request  the  House  to 
vote  on  the  problem  after  understanding  the  situation. 

MR.  PAUL  DANIEL  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  the  pro¬ 
posal  to  open  the  Second  Group  in  the  Women’s  College.  It  appears  to 
be  the  fashion  in  these  days  to  open  the  Second  Group  in  every  college. 
Just  a  few  years  ago,  among  all  the  colleges  in  Travaneore,  there  was  not 
one  including  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja’s  College  in  Trivandrum, 
where  the  Second  Group  had  been  introduced.  But  now,  I  think  in 
every  college  in  Travaneore,  there  is  the  Second  Group  and  the  only  one 
that  had  not,  namely  the  Women’s  College,  is,  according  to  the  proposal 
now  before  the  House,  going  to  have  one  at  the  beginning  of  the  nest 
academic  year.  I  think  outside  Travaneore  too,  colleges  affiliated  to  the 
Madras  University  are  all  opening  this  Second  Group.  That  has  raised 
a  very  serious  difficulty.  Last  year,  that  is  at  the  beginning  of  this 
academic  year,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  about  80  students  who  had  passed 
the  Intermediate  in  the  Second  Group  applied  for  admission  to  our  Col¬ 
lege  here  in  Group  II  A.  There  are  three  Groups  in  the  B.  A.  under 
Group  II,  namely  A  which  has  Botany  as  the  chief  subject,  B  which  has 
Zoology  as  the  chief  subject  and  C  which  has  Geology  as  the  chief  subject, 
But  I  think  there  is  provision  in  the  college  for  the  admission  of  only 
about  23  and  by  a  stretch  I  understand  that  30  were  admitted,  so  that 
more  than  one-half  of  the  students  that  applied  for  admission  to  our 
college  had  to  go  away  disappointed.  I  might  also  point  out  that  of  all 
the  numerous  colleges  constituent  and  affiliated  to  the  Madras  Univer¬ 
sity,  there  are  only  four  which  provide  for  the  education  of  and  instruc¬ 
tion  to  student's  who  have  passed  the  Intermediate  in  the  Second  Group, 
namely’,  the  two  premier  colleges  in  Madras — the  Presidency  College 
and  the  Madras  Christian  College — the  Ernakulam  College  and,  in 
Travaneore,  His  Highness  the  Maha  Baja’s  College.  There  are  ever  so 
many  colleges  which  prepare  students  for  the  Intermediate  Examination 
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in  the  Second  Group.  But  when  they  have  passed  the  Intermediate, 
having  taken  Botany  as  their  optional  subject,  they  are  at  a  loss  to  con¬ 
tinue  further  and  therefore  they  have  either  to  seek  admission  to  the 
Physics  Group  or  the  Chemistry  "Group  or  even  to  the  Philosophy  Group. 
I  know  that  in  the  case  of  a  certain  lad  in  whom  I  am  interested,  admis¬ 
sion  was  refused  to  the  B.  A.  class  here.  A  friend  of  mine  most 
seriously  advised  me  to  send  him  to  the  Philosophy  Group  in  His  High¬ 
ness  the  Maha  Raja's  College  of  Arts.  That  sounded  most  ridiculous. 
This  being  the  situation,  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  wise  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  to  increase  the  Second  Group  in  our  Colleges.  There 
is  provision,  for  the  whole  of  Travancore,  for  the  admission  of  only  25 
students  in  the  B.  A.  classes.  Is  it  wise,  I  ask,  to  open  the  Second 
Group  in  another  college  also  and  leave  those  who  pass  in  the  subject 
=trauded  in  the  fashion  that  I  have  explained  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT;  Does  anybody  else  want  to  speak  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  {Iiottarahara  cum  Kunnattur):  I 
move  that  the  question  be  now  put. 

MB.  A.  K,  PILLAI  ( Kanmagapalli)  :  I  believe,  Sir,  that  as  this  is  an 
important  question  it  needs  further  discussion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  I  have  no  objection. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Uinaahil  cum  Devicolam) ;  I  have  not  much 
to  add  to  what  I  have  already  said.  I  have  explained  my  position  and  I 
do  not  believe  that  any  further  argument  on  my  part  is  necessary. 
Unless  we  revise  the  present  educational  policy,  we  shall  only  be  wasting 
our  money  on  education.  So  I  request  the  House  to  consider  th«  matter 
on  independent  lines.  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  who  spoke  a  few  words  on  this 
question  has  been  toiling  on  a  side-issue.  I  request  that  the  members 
will  not  be  prejudiced  by  what  he  has  said.  As  regards  the  official 
members,  there  is  of  course,  no  use  arguing  with  them.  I  believe  the 
non-official  members  at  least  will  see  through  the  real  object  of  the 
motion  and  then  vote. 

So  I  press  the  motion. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Birector  of  Public  Instruction)  ; 
I  do  not  think  I  have  anything  to  say  at  present,  I  have  already  ex¬ 
plained  the  matter  sufficiently  fully  and  any  obscurity  that  there  might 
have  been  should  have  been  removed  by  my  replies  to  the  various 
questions  put  by  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  and  others.  So,  I  have  nothing 
more  to  say. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  Do  you  want  a  division  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolau,)  :  Yes,  Sir. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  question  is  that  the  allotment  of 
Es.

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  believe  you  are  moving  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (K  arunagap  alii):  Yes,  Sir,  but  I  do  not.  wont  to 
dwell  at  length  upon  the  subject,  in  consideration  of  the  time,  We  are 
spending  unnecessarily  on  luxuries.  The  Education  Department  spends 
money  on  gas  plants  and  pumping  plants.  They  might  oven  consider 
that  an  electric  plant  is  necessary.  I  think,  as  good  water  is  available, 
there  they  need  not  spend  money  on  this  pumping  plant.  I  believe  that 
as  the  department  is  moving  in  the  grove  of  luxuries,  they  are  now 
asking  for  a  pumping  plant.  So,  I  move  that  the  allotment  for  the 
upkeep  of  the  pumping  plant  be  reduced  by  Bs.  100. 

Mr.  R.KRISHNASWAM1  AIYAR  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Imtructm)-. 
Sir,  this  plaDt  was  installed  in  the  S.  M.  V.  School  at  the  time  the  new 
building  was  constructed.  It  has  been  there  ever  since.  It  is  intended 
to  pump  water  for  the  use  of  students  who  are  doing  practical  work  is 
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Physics  and  Chemistry  in  the  laboratories.  I  shall  now  read  an  extract 
from  a  report  received  from  the  Inspector  of  English  Schools  as  to  the 
necessity  for  a  pumping  plant.  This  is  what  he  says  : 

•‘The  well  from  which  water  is  pumped  out  is  at  a  distanoc  from  the  school  build¬ 
ing.  Water  is  necessary  in  large  quantities  for  the  following  purposes  : 

1  For  drinking  purposes  (as  the  Chemical  Examiner  Dr.  Raman  Pillai  has  pro¬ 
nounced  the  well  water  to  be  not  good). 

2.  For  flushing  the  latrines  and  urinals  daily. 

3.  For  cleaning  the  tiffin  sheds  daily. 

4.  Forthe  supply  of  necessary  water  in  the  8  laboratory  rooms  where  300  pupils 
do  praotical  work. 

5.  For  washing  occasionally  150  cents  of  the  floor  area  of  the  building. 

It  is  impossible  to  supply  all  this  quantity  of  water  by  any  other  means  especially 
in  view  of  the  faot  that  the  supply  has  to  meet  the  demands  of  over  1400 
pupils  in  the  school.  ” 

It  will  be  seen  from  this  extract  that  the  pumping  plant  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  several  purposes  mentioned  here.  The  school  building 
is  a  huge  one.  Of  course,  the  member  may  question  the  wisdom  of  con¬ 
structing  such  a  building  for  a  school.  I  certainly  agree  with  him  that 
such  a  building  ought  not  to  have  been  constructed.  But  it  having 
been  constructed,  it  has  to  be  kept  clean,  and  for  this  purpose  alone, 
unless  we  have  a  pumping  plant,  a  hoard  of  water-drawers  will 
have  to  be  employed,  especially  because  the  well  happens  to  be  at  a  dis  • 
tance.  Eor  this  and  other  purposes  the  pumping  plant  is  absolutely 
necessary  in  the  Sri  Mula  Yilasam  School  and  that  being  the  case,  we 
have  to  provide  for  its  upkeep. 

I  trust  that  this  will  satisfy  the  member  and  that  he  will  with¬ 
draw  the  motion. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Do  you  press  the  motion,  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  ? 

Hr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarunagapalK)  :  I  withdraw -the  motion.

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Eottayam):  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion 

97.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  5,47,911  for  English  School 
Education  by  Be.  1. 

My  object  in  tabling  this  motion  is  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  desirability  of  receding  from  the  policy  of  expendi¬ 
ture  on  English  School  education  that  they  have  been  pursuing  and  to 
entrust  the  same  more  and  more  to  private  agencies.  The  total  expen¬ 
diture  on  education  under  all  heads  comes  to  about  Es.  40,00,000.  This 
works  at  21 ’6  per  cent,  of  the  total  revenue  of  the  State.  The  Financial 
Secretary  has  been  characterising  this  as  a  staggering  expenditure. 
Though  the  major  portion  of  it  goes  to  Vernacular  education,  the  feeling 
on  this  side  of  the  House  is  that  much  more  money  than  is  necessary  is 
spent  on  English  School  education.  The  net  cost  for  English  School 
education  as  shown  in  the  figures  comes  to  about  6  lakhs  and  odd.  In 
the  departmental  schools,  the  net  cost  per  pupil  is  now  Es.  13'5  while 
the  figures  for  private  and  unaided  schools  comes  to  Es.  3  per  pupil. 
Eegarding  that  growth  of  expenditure,  I  think  it  would  be  advisable  to 
consider  whether  we  could  not  think  of  the  question  of  entrusting 
English  education  to  private  agencies  and  thus  find  a  way  of  reducing 
our  expenditure. 

Another  point  is  that  there  is  an  opinion  that  the  Government  are 
gradually  increasing  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  English  High  School 
education  instead  of  leaving  it  to  private  agencies.  At  the  same  time,  they 
may  assume  control  by  a  more  efficient  or  by  a  more  vigilant  inspection 
so  that  the  vagaries  of  the  private  school  managers  or  teachers  may  be 
checked.  The  policy  of  keeping  certain  institutions  in  certain'  quarters 
as  model  institutions  may  be  pursued  for  some  time,  but  it  is- unfortunate 
that  most  of  our  model  institutions  are  more  or  less  models  of  extrava¬ 
gance.  Instead  of  being  institutions  where  the  teacher  effects  the  mould¬ 
ing  of  the  character  of  the  students  and  makes  them  better  citizens,  these 
schools  are  the  places  where  indiscipline  and  disaffection  are  mostly  bred 
as  is  seen  from  the  Students’  Strike.  In  institutions  run  by  private 
agencies,  the  teacher  influences  the  students  in  moulding  their  character, 
A  friend  of  mine  who  is  employed  in  a  school  in  Central  Travancore 
told  me  that  when  he  was  trying  to  influence  some  of  his  students  by 
getting  into  personal  touch  with  them,  the  Headmaster  addressed  him . 
not  to  do  it  saying  “you  have  to  confine  yourself  to  departmental  work  in 
your  schools.”  That  being  the  case,  I  think  the  tone  of  general  discipline 
.  and  the  amount  of  influence  between  the  teacher  and  the  taught  can  only 
be  very  little  in  departmental  schools.  On  the  other  hand,  in  private 
institutions,  the  teachers  who  go  there  do  go  for  an  ideal,  for  service 
Just  a  little  while  ago,  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  was  saying  that 
in  the  departmental  schools  it  is  not  so  much  for  ideal  they  work,  but 
they  work,  for  their  pay.  So,  by  eatrusting  these  High  Schools  to  private 
institutions,  the  Government  will  be  keeping  the  way  open  to  reduce  that 
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expenditure  and  thus  solving  a  menacing  problem.  I  don’t  want  the 
Government  to  do  this  all  on  a  sudden.  Every  year  a  programme  has 
to  be  made  by  which  say  one  school  out  of  this  twenty  may  be  entrusted 
to  private  agencies.  For  example,  there  is  the  Nayar  Service  Society, 
the  C.  M.  S.  Mission  and  .Sanatana  Dharma  Vidyasala  Board.  These 
private  agencies  are  ready  to  take  up  the  work  of  running  the  High 
Schools  provided  they  are  given  some  sort  of  help  by  the  Government. 
This  method  if  adopted  will  reduce  the  cost  -of  education  to  some  extent, 
so  that  what  I  would  urge  on  the  attention  of  the  Government  is  the 
necessity  of  framing  a  policy  by  which  year  after  year  one  or  two  schools 
maybe  handed  over  to  the  management  of  private  agencies.  The 
difficulty  will  he  with  regard  to  the  staff  already,  there.  It  is  enough 
if  this  process  is  carried  on  by  gradual  superannuation  and  absorption 
in  other  services  or  departmental  schools  and  colleges.  Thus  the  diffi¬ 
culty  may  be  obviated.  With  these  few  words,  I  move  to  reduce  one 
■  rupee  out  of  the  total  allotment. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  C Vaikam) :  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  K.  K. 
Thomas.  I  too  had  sent  in  an  identical  motion.  The  amount  allotted 
for  the  coming  year  under  “Education”  is  Rs.  40,96,800.  Last  year, 
the  Financial  Secretary  had  said  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to 
stop  the  growth  of  our  staggering  expenditure  on  education.  To  get 
out  of  this  difficulty,  the  only  solution  possible  is,  I  think,  to  hand  over 
as  many  departmental  institutions  as  possible  to  competent  private 
agencies.  The  policy  of  co-operating  with  the  public  on  educational 
matters  is  accepted  by  all  civilised  Governments.  This  Government  also 
give  grants-in-aid  to  recognised  schools  conducted  by  private  agencies. 
Even  in  the  budget  for  1102,  a  sum  of  Rs.  8,89,000  is  provided  for 
‘grants-in-aid’.  From  the  results  of  the  public  and  the  university  exa¬ 
minations,  it  could  be  seen  that  the  aided  institutions  are  not.  behind  the 
departmental  ones;  and  so  it  could  be  asserted  that  private  agencies  can 
conduct  such  institutions  efficiently.  There  are  altogether  42  English 
schools,  including  High  Schools  and  Middle  Schools,  conducted  by  the 
department  and  the  total  strength  in  all  these  schools  is  16,248.  In 
the  53  aided  English  High  Schools  the  total  strength  is  10,456.  From 
Appendix  VIII  of  the  Administration  Report  of  the  Education  Depart¬ 
ment  it  could  be  seen  that  the  Government  spend  for  departmental 
English  Schools,  a  sum  of  Rs.  5,73,641,  whereas,  the  total  amount  of 
grants  given  to  private  English  Schools  is  Rs.  96,400.  Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  Government  are  spending  Rs.Jffiiper  jrapil  per  year, 
whereas,  in  the  aided  schools,  the  average  cost  to  the  Government  per 
pupil  per  year  comes  to  only  Rs.  9J.  From  these  figures,  it  could  be 
seen  that  the  Government  schools  are  four  times  more  expensive  than 
the  aided  schools.  It  is  necessary  for  the  Government  to  conduct 
schools  only  in  places  where  no  proper  agencies  are  coming  forward^.. 
But  where  there  are  such  agencies,  the  Government  should  willingly 
hand  over  the  schools  to  them.  Hot  only  that,  the  Government  should 
also  try  their  level  best  to  get  at  the  proper  agencies  in  all  places  where 
there  are  Government  schools  and  should  give  all/help  and  encourage¬ 
ment  to  the  private  agencies.  With  these  wordsf  I  support  the  motion, 
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MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)-. 
Sir,  the  object  of  Mr.  K.  K  Thomas  in  moving  this  reduction  motion 
appears  to  be  to  call  attention  to  the  desirability  of  transferring  depart¬ 
mental  schools  to  private  agencies.  I  believe  that  he  is  aware  that,  as  a 
result  of  the  report  of  the  Education  Expenditure  Committee  which 
was  appointed  in  1919,  the  Government  decided  that,  in  future,  the  ex¬ 
pansion  of  English  education  mignt  be  left  to  private  enterprise  as  far 
■  as  possible. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  May  I  make  my  point  clearer  ? 

I  want  the  Government  to  recede,  so  that  the  existing  20  departmental 
High  Schools  might  be  gradually  entrusted  to  private  bodies  by  one 
school  being  handed  over  to  them  every  year. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
The  Educational  Expenditure  Committee  also  recommended  that  the 
Government  need  not  retain  any  English  Middle  School  and  that,  so 
far  as  English  High  Schools  are  concerned,  only  6  of  them  need  be 
maintained  to  serve  as  model  institutions,  and  that  the  rest  may  be 
handed  over  to  private  management  under  a  liberal  system  of  grants-in- 
aid.  These  recommendations  were  discussed  at  a  conference  of  edu¬ 
cational  officers,  held  under  the  presidency  of  the  Dewan  in  April 
1921,  and,  as  a  result  of  the  deliberations,  theGovernment  passed  orders 
to  the  following  effect : — • 

“While  not  willing  to  oommit  themselves  to  the  definite  views  expressed  by  the 
committee  in  the  matter,  Government  would  avail  themselves  of  this  occasion  to  state  once 
again  that  tlieir  policy  is  to  re'y  on  private  enterprise  more  and  more  in  regard  to  English 
education.  Government  will  be  prepared  to  hand  over  departmental  English  schools  to 
private  bodies  in  all  oases  in  which  they  are  satisfied  that  the  interests  of  efficiency 
will  not  suffer  by  such  transfer.  Eaoh  case  will  have  to  be  decided  on  its  merits 
and  it  is  not  easy  to  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  programme  in  this  respect.  Govern¬ 
ment  are  aware  that  more  English  sohools  are  necessary,  but  the  opening  of  more  such 
schools  is  a  question  of  funds  and  the  ideal  can  only  be  gradually  worked  up  to.” 

In  pursuance  of  this  order,  the  English  Middle  School  at  Bhara-. 
nanganam  was  transferred  to  the  authorities  of  the  Bharananganam 
church.  One  of  the  conditions  under  which  the  transfer  was. 
effected  was  that  the  church  authorities  might  use  the  existing  furniture 
after  paying  a  certain  amount  fixed  as  value  thereof  by  the  Inspector, 
It  was  Also  stipulated  that  they  should  conduct  the  school  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Education  Code.  Although  the  school  was 
handed  over  to  the  church  authorities  nearly  three  years  ago,  they  have 
not  yet  paid,  the  amount  that  was  fixed  as  the  price  of  the  furniture 
handed  over  to  them  along  with  the  school.  This  amount  wasRs.  1,117. 

.  A  portion  of  this  amount  was  realised  by  the  Government  by  making 
'deductions  from,  the  grants  sanctioned  to  the  school  last  year  and  this 
year.  This  will\show  that,  while  the  Government,  on  their  part,  have 
fully  carried  out  their  part  of  the  undertaking,  the  authorities  of  the 
church  to  whom  tlii^particular  school  was  handed  over  have  not  done  so. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanctcftery  cum  Peer  made ):  May  I 
know  from  the  Director;  as  to  whether  the  school  building  was  previ¬ 
ously  constructed  by  the,  church  and  the  school  conducted  by  them  ? 
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Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  May  I  know— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  are  not  in  order,  Mr.  Joseph.  Mr- 
Matthew  has  put  a  question  and  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  is  answering 
that. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (A (J.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
The  main  building  belongs  to  the  church  and  it  was  returned  to  the 
authorities.  The  people  had  put  up  a  wing  by  way  o£  extension  and 
the  conditions  on  which  the  extension  was  transferred  to  the  Govern- 
ruent  were  not  known.  At  the  time  the  school  was  handed  over, 
the  Government  stipulated  that,  should  any  such  be  forthcoming  after 
the  building  was  handed  over,  the  matter  should  be  settled  between  the 
local  people  and  the  church.  So,  one  part  of  the  building  had  been  put 
up  by  the  church  and  the  extension  was  a  result  of  public  subscription. 

Some  time  ago,  there  was  a  proposal  for  transferring  the  Hari- 
pad  Middle  School  to  the  people  there. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam ) :  I  wish  to  know 
from  the  member  on  what  basis  he  made  the  statement  that  the  valua¬ 
tion  of  the  furniture  was  made  at  a  low  rate? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
On  the  information  available  in  the  office  and  on  the  information  that 
I  had  gathered  in  conversation  from  the  former  Inspector  of  Schools, 
Mr.  A.  Narayana  Aiyar. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) ;  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
my  own  information  is  that  it  was  not  done  so. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  can  only  elicit  information  and  you  can¬ 
not  explain.  Therefore  you  are  out  of  order  .in  offering  an  explana-. 
tion. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deoiaolain) :  May  I  know  from 
the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  whether  several  books  that  were 
found  in  the  school  library  belonged  to  the  people  and  not  to  the 
school? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Distinction)- 
I  am  not  aware  of  it. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  whether 
these  books  were  included  under  ‘furniture’  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Books  cannot  be  included  in  furniture. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  C Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  Were  not  those 
books  also  charged  when  the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Government  was 
Settled? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
My  information  is  that  it  was  the  furniture  that  was  valued.  Some  of 
the  books  also  might  have  been  valued,  but  I  have  no  information  on 
that  point. 

Then,  there  is  the  primary  school  for  girls  at  Bharananganam 
which  was  handed  over  to  the  .church  authorities  in  1924,  on  -their 
executing  an  indemnity  bond  against  any  possible  loss  that  might  accrue 
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to  the  Government  in  the  future  by  the  transfer.  The  transfer  of  the 
Muvattupuzha  English  High  School  to  private  agency  is  under  con¬ 
sideration.  We  have  also  received  an  application  from  the  manager  of 
the  Nair  Service  Soc’ety  for  the  transfer  of  the  Chalai  English  Middle 
School  to  their  management.  These  two  applications  are  now  under 
consideration. 

On  the  general  principle  of  handing  over  departmental  schools  to 
private  agencies,  I  must  however  say  one  word.  I  take  it  that  the  only 
ground  that  can  be  urged  in  favour  of  the  transfer  is  that  of  economy. 
As  far  as  English  Middle  Schools  are  concerned,  they  do  not  cost  much 
to  the  Government. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLA1  (KantnagcyalU) :  Are  they  not  sources  of  profit 
to  private  agencies  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Pul  lie  Instruction): 
They  may  be  to  some  private  managers.  The  total  expenditure,  for 
1100,  on  English  Middle  Schools,  including  the  amount  spent  for  the 
boarding  house  attached  to  the  special  school  at  Mavelikara — of  course, 
that  amount  cannot  be  legitimately  charged  to  English  Middle  School 
education — was  Bs.  75,651. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  May  I  point  out  that  I  did  not 
refer  to  the  English  Middle  Schools  at  all  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ); 
I  am  simply  referring  to  the  general  policy  of  the  department  in  regard 
to  English  Middle  School  education.  As  regards  the  considerations  that 
should  be  borne  in  mind  in  connection  with  the  transfer  of  schools  to 
private  agencies,  I  have  to  state  that  the  total  expenditure  on  English 
Middle  Schools  in  the  year  1100  was  Bs.  40,808.  This  year  the  gross 
expenditure  is  expected  to  be  Bs.  75,000,  from  which  we  have  to  deduct 
a  sum  of  Bs.  13,000  which  is  the  expenditure  due  to  the  posting  of 
teachers  in  the  Provincial  staff  of  graduate  teachers  to  English  Middle 
Schools.  Private  Middle  Schools  are  allowed  to  have  undergraduates 
as  Headmasters.  But  in  the  departmental  schools,  we  appoint  gradua¬ 
tes  as  Headmasters  of  the  Middle  Schools  and  some  of  them  happen  to 
belong  to  the  first  grade. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  may  I  know  whether  it  is 
fan-  to  deduct  this  amount  of  Bs.  13,000  so  long  as  the  schools  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  departmental  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
I  am  merely  mentioning  certain  considerations  to  be  borne  in  mind  in 
connection  with  the  transfers.  These  are  my  individual  opinions.  I  do 
not  state  them  as  the  opinions  of  the  Government.  In  fact,  the 
Government  have  said  that  the  question  of  transfer  of  each  school  will 
have  to  be  considered  separately  on  its  own  merits.. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  We  have  only  five  minutes. more. 
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MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
The  net  expenditure  will  come  to  about  Bs.  27,000.  That  is  not  much. 
So,  it  appears  to  me  that  if  it  is  economy  that  is  aimed  at,  there  is  no 
need  at  all  to  transfer  the  English  Middle  Schools  which  do  not  cost 
Government  any  appreciable  amount  for  recurring  expenditure.  But 
there  are  certain  High  Schools  like  the  MuVattupuzha  High  School 
which  give  us  considerable  difficulty.  The  leaders  of  the  people  made 
certain  promises  at  the  time  the  school  was  taken  over  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  But  those  promises  still  remain  unfulfilled.  On  account  of  that, 
the  Government  are  encountering  much  difficulty  in  conducting  the 
school,  so  much  so,  that  a  stage  has  arrived  when  the  Government  have 
either  to  spend  more  money  on  the  school  by  purchasing  the  adjoining 
site  and  putting  up  additional  buildings,  or  hand  over  the  management 
of  the  school  to  private  agency.  In  the  case  of  schools  like  that,  the 
Government  have  a  real  difficulty. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Awbalapmha) :  What  is  the  agency 
in  Mnvattupuzha  that  offered  these  promises  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  ( Ag .  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
I  think  it  was  one  of  the  churches. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ):  Is  it  the  position  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  there  are  not  sufficiently  strong  bodies  in  Mnvattupuzha 
ready  to  take  up  the  management  of  the  institution  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction )  : 
No.  The  question  is  under  consideration. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  Does  he  mean  that  the  church 
authorities  broke  their  promises  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
I  do  not  say  anything  like  that.  I  am  merely  stating  the  fact  that  the 
leaders  of  the  people  of  Muvattupuzha  who  made  certain  promises  have 
failed  to  fulfill  those  promises.  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  enough 
time  for  me  to  g'o  on  speaking  and  so  I  will  stop. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Does  any  body  else  wish  to  speak  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  With  regard  to  the  attempt  made 
at  Bharanamganam  to  transfer  the  Middle  School  to  private  bodies,  I 
should  observe  that  it  was  not  liberal  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to 
ask  the  private  body  to  pay  for  the  furniture.  I  suppose  that  the 
Government,  according  to  their  policy  to  which  they  have  adhered, 
should  have  asked  the  church  authorities  to  pay  only  for  the  furniture 
that  they  were  already  using  in  the  school. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karumgapalli) :  1  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Can 
we  here  discuss  individual  cases  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  general  principle  alone  can  be  discussed. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  The  main  building  that  they  were 
using  belonged  to  the  church  and  therefore  I  do  not  think  it  will  be 
fair  to  blame  the  church  authorities. 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  cot  thick  that  question  arises  here,  for 
the  reason  that  the  church  authorities  had  already  entered  into  an 
agreement. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated )  :  I  thick  they  ought  not  to  have 
been  compelled  to  pay  for  the  furniture. 

Again  with  regard  to  the  point  that  it  is  not  a  gain  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  hand  over  Middle  Schools  to  private  agencies,  I  do  not  quite 
agree.  I  think  a  certain  amount  was  deducted  and  I  want  to  make  it  clear 
that  the  amount  ought  not  to  be  deducted.  So,  if  that  expenditure  can  he 
saved  by  handing  over  the  schools  to  private  management,  I  am  sure 
that  amount  ought  to  be  calculated  as  a  part  of  the  gain.  Again, 
Rs.  25,000  is  now  spent  every  year  on  English  Middle  Schools.  If 
these  schools  are  transferred,  that  amount  can  be  saved.  And  I  would 
just  point  out  that  the  calculation  made  by  Mr.  John — 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Ilanmujapalli ) :  Will  the  member  explain  to 
the  House  why  the  private  agencies  are  so  anxious  to  take  up  the 
management  of  the  Middle  Schools'and  not  High  Schools  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( NomimiecT)  :  I  do  not  know  of  any  anxiety. 

The  calculation  about  the  cost  to  ithe  Government  with  regard  to 
private  schools  as  put  down  by  Mr.  John  is  not  correct.  According  to 
the  calculation  I  have  made,  the  cost  per.  pupil  in  private  schools  is  only 
Rs.  3'5  and  not  Rs.  9‘5  and  the  cost  imGovernment  schools  is  Rs.  13'5. 

MR.  K.  1,  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devico7am):  If  it  is  not  already 
time,  I  should  like  to  add  a  few  words. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  We  are  already  two  minutes  in  advance  of 
time. 

Mr.  K.  K.- THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  After  hearing  Mr.  Krishnaswami 
Aiyar,  I  see  I  have  been  confining,  myself  to  the  question  of  Govern¬ 
ment  revising  the  policy  of  High  School  education.  I  pressed  upon  the 
attention  of  the  Government  that  the  High  Schools  would  be  better  ma¬ 
naged  by  private  agencies  such  as  the  C.  M.  S.  School,  and  the  Sanatana 
Dharma  Vidyasala.  There  are  four  or  five  other  schools.-  I  think 
there  are  in  Travancore  any  number  of  bodies  who  .can  be  entrusted 
with  the  task  of  running  a  High  School.  It  is  the  look-out  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  officers  to  see  that  these  schools  are  transferred. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  The  time  allotted  for  the  demand  is  over. 
Do  you  press  your  motion,  Mr.  Thomas  ? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ):  I  withdraw  the  motion  on  the 
assurance  given  by  the  Director. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  time  allotted  for  the  demand  is  over. 
The  remaining  motions  lapse.  I  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House,  Demand 
II — Education— for  Rs.  35' 50  lakhs.

Mr.S.  C.H.  ROBINSON  {hand  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  I  would  point  out  to  the  member  that  the  matter  is 
already  under  correspondence  and  a  site  ha°  been  selected  by  the  Dewan

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaika-m)  ■,  Sir,  I  rise  to  move  the  following 
motion  : —

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  point  out  to  the  Government 
the  absence  of  Tahsildars  from  the  Catholic,  Mahomedan,  Ezhava  and 
other  unrepresented  communities.  There  are  altogether  32  Tahsildars 
and  not  a  single  one  is  taken  from  the  Catholics  and  the  Mahomedans. 
There  is  an  acting  Ezhava  Tahsildar  appointed  in  109G.  The  principle 
of  communal  representation  is  accepted  by  the  Government  and  they 
have  stated  that,  consistently  with  efficiency,  qualification,  etc.,  they 
Voi.  IX  No.  6.  c 
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have  been  giving'  special  consideration  to  applicants  from  coimnunitie* 
insufficiently  represented  in  service  and  they  have  issued  orders  to  this 
effect  to  the  departmental  heads  also.  Although  the  principle  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Government,  in  theory,  very  little  is  being  done  in 
practice. 

The  flexible  nature  of  the  order  accepted  and  issued  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  the  unsympathetic  attitude  adopted  by  many  of  the  depart¬ 
mental  heads  are  the  primary  causes  of  this  situation.  First  of  all,  the 
word  “efficiency”  is  so  flexible  that  the  authorities  can  interpret  that  word 
in  such  a  way  as  will  suit  their  own  choice.  I  do  not  think  it  possible  to 
see  whether  a  particular  applicant  is  efficient  for  the  post  before  he  is 
appointed;  and  once  the  appointment  is  made,  whether  he  is  efficient  or 
not,  he  will  continue  in  the  service  till  he  is  55.  There  is  the  word 
“etc”  and  I  cannot  understand  what  is  meant  by  it.  So  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  Government  to  make  definite  rules  and  insist  upon  their  officers 
strictly  to  adhere  to  them.  The  unrepresented  communities  do  not 
demand  that  anybody  from  among  themselves  should  be  appointed. 
They  want  only  those  persons  who  have  got- the  necessary  qualifications 
to  be  appointed.  Of  the  32  Tahsildars,  16  are  Nairs,  11  Brahmins,  4 
non-Catholic  Christians  and  1  Ezhava.  From  the  Catholic  community, 
which  forms  about  a  sixth  of  the  total  population  of  the  State,  there  is 
not  a  single  Tahsildar. 

It  is  an  open  secret  that  there  exist  communal  dissensions  in  the 
State  and  the  chief  cause  of  this  is  the  unequal  and  unjustifiable  distri¬ 
bution  of  appointments.  No  purpose  will  be  served  by  hiding  the 
realities.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  press  on  the  attention  of  the 
Government  that  applications  for  the  Tahsildar’s  post  from  members  of 
unrepresented  communities  be  given  preference  to  those  from  other 
communities  provided  the  applicants  from  the  former  communities 
possess  the  minimum  qualification  prescribed.  With  these  observations, 
I  move  my  motion. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Became  anil  Income  Tax,  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  the  motion  of  the  member  is  an  interesting  one  and  I 
am  prepared  to  support  it,  but  not  if  injustice  will  be  done  to 
others.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Government,  wherever  possible,  to 
recruit  Tahsildars  from  men  who  have  gained  experience  in  the  working 
of  the  department  and  passed  departmental  tests.  The  recruitment  of 
Tahsildars  is  made  generally  from  the  cadre  of  Magistrates.  With  the 
separation  of  the  Land  Revenue  Department  from  Devaswoms  which 
was  effected  from  the  1st  of  Chingam  3  098,  endeavour  is  being  made  to 
recruit  non-caste  Hindus  in  the  department  by  giving  them  additional 
appointments.  The  question  of  caste-war  representation  cannot  be. 
allowed  all  on  a  sudden  in  the  case  of  promotions  and,  if  it  is  done,  I  am 
sure  it  will  cause  heartburning  to  many  persons  who  are  on  the  verge  of 
being  promoted  as  Tahsildars  both  in  point  of  seniority  and  efficiency. 
There  is  a  proverb  that  “slow  and  steady  wins  the  race”.  It  is  better 
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that  we  achieve  the  above  gradually  and  any  sudden  innovation  or 
change  of  policy  in  the  existing  one,  I  think,  will  be  fraught  with  evil 
consequences.  I  know  during  the  time  of  Mr.  Kaghaviah  we  went 
through  the  Civil  Li.-t  with  a  view  to  find  men  of  different  communities 
who  may  be  appointed  as  Magistrates  and  Tahsildars.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  we  could  not  find  any  such  person  among  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Excise  Department  or  any  other  department.  But  since  the  separation  of  ■ 
Devaswoms  from  the  Land  Revenue  Department  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
Government  have  appointed  one  Christian  as  Dewan  Peishkar,  namely, 
Mr.  Mathen.  Then  as  regards  the  appointment  of  Division  Assistants, 
they  appointed  Mr.  Kuriyan  and  Mr.  Ittiyara  as  Division  Assistants. 
Then  coming  to  the  appointment  of  Tahsildars,  the  House  will  find  that 
the  Government  appointed  Mr.  Tarian,  Mr.  Abraham,  Mr.  Thomas  Mr. 
Mainmen  and  Mr.  Govindan  as  Tahsildars.  All  these  appointments  have 
been  made  since  the  separation  of  the  Devaswoms  from  the  Land  Revenue 
Department.  So  what  I  mean  is  that  the  Government  are  trying  to  do  their 
best  to  put  in  the  members  of  the  unrepresented  communities  without 
causing  any  hardship  or  injustice  to  the  person  who  is  on  the 
verge  of  promotion.  I  am  sure  that  Mr.  John  will  recognize 
that  it  will  be  most  unjust  to  pass  over  the  claims  of  an  old  man 
with  a  big  family  when  he  is  just  on  the  verge  of  promotion  in  order  to 
put  in  aman  from  an  unrepresented  community.  I  fully  sympathise 
with  him  in  the  view  that  he  has  taken  on  this  matter.  A  perusal  of 
the  Cioi 7  List  would  show  that  the  Government  are  anxious  to  give  due 
representation  to  all  communities.  I  am  sure  that  if  the  member  exa¬ 
mines  the  Civil  List,  he  will  find  that  it  is  true.  Bor  Tahsildars,  some 
prescribed  qualifications  are  necessary  and  it  is  only  those  who  have 
some  experience  that  are  appointed  to  that  post.  I  am  sure  the  public 
will  realise  that  it  is  not  advisable  to  take  in  absolutely  raw  hands  and 
put  them  as  Tahsildars.  If  that  is  done,  the  work  in  the  department  and 
the  public  would  suffer.  In  conclusion,  I  would  only  repeat  what  I  was 
saying  before  that  the  Government  are  trying  to  do  their  best  in  the 
matter.  I  think  that,  if  Mr.  John  will  peruse  the  Civil  List  and  see 
what  we  are  doing — 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Yaikam )  :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Robinson  whe¬ 
ther  there  is  any  Catholic  Tahsildar  in  the  department? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Com¬ 
missioner)  :  At  present,  there  are  no  Catholic  Tahsildars  in  the  depart¬ 
ment  because  the  Government  have  not  been  able  to  find  anyone  of 
them  in  the  list  of  Magistrates  from  whose  ranks  they  are  recruited. 

Mr.  X.  G.  LOPEZ  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Robinson 
whether  there  has  been  any  application  from  Catholics  ? 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  do  not  know,  as  all  applications  go  to  the  Government,

Mb.  K.  K-  THOMAS  (Rnttmjam):  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Robinson 
whether  there  is  any  Jacobite  Christian  among  the  Tahsildars  or  Di. 
vision  Assistants ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis. 
nioner ) :  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Christian  gentlemen  are  Jacobites 
or  Mar  Thoma  ;  Mr.  Thomas  may  probably  know  it  better  than  I  do, 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Euttoyinn)  :  Since  the  Government  have  classi¬ 
fied  them  under  separate  heads,  I  requested  Mr.  Robinson  whether  there 
is  any  one  in  the  department  who  belongs  to  the  Jacobite  community. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commit, 
sioner )  :  I  cannot  say  whether  Government  are  prepared  again  to 
divide  the  Christian  community  into  several  sub-sections.  If  they  make 
that  distinction,  the  Christian  community  will  have  to  be  sub-divided 
into  101  sub-divisions. 

K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  In  the  answer  given  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  an  interpellation,  I  find  the  Christian  community  divided  into 
several  sub-sections.  The  answer  states  that  the  Christians  are  divided 
into  Protestant,  Roman  Catholic  and  Syrian,  and  the  last  again  into 
Jacobite,  Reformed  and  Romo-Syrian. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis - 
sioner)  Even  that  I  think  is  defective. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,-  North) : 
Sir,  I  am  not'  enamoured  of  the  idea  of  dividing  the  Christian  commu¬ 
nity  into  several  communities.  But  may  I  know  if  there  is  any  Jaco¬ 
bite  who  is  a  Tahsildar  ? 

MR.  S,  C.  H,  ROBINSON  (Land  Reoenm  and  Income  Tax  Commit- 
rioner )  :  I  think  Mr.  Abraham  is  a  Jacobite. 

Mr.  K,  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)-. 
No,  he  is  a  Mar  Thoma, 

Mr.  P.  HABEEB  MAHOMED  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  whether  there 
were  any  Mahomedan  applicants  for  the  place? 

MR.S,  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  do  not  know  as  all  applications  go  to  the  Government, 

Mr.  P.  HABEEB  MAHOMED  ( Nominated ) :  May  I  know  whether  there 
are  Mahomedan  Tahsildars  at  present  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner ):  There  are  no  Mahomedan  Tahsildars  at  present. 

MR.  P.  HABEEB  MAHOMED  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  whether  there 
is  any  Mahomedan  Proverthikar  in  the  department  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H,  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  do  not  think  there  is  rany,

Hr,  K,  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Deticolam)  :  Do  the  Government 
make  communal  considerations  in  the  matter  of  appointments  on  the 
basis  of  minimum  educational  qualification  or  on  the  basis  of  equal 
qualification  V 

HR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  {Laud  Revenue  and  Ineome  Tax  Con.mis- 
sioner)  :  I  do  not  think  the  Government  have  laid  down  any  exact  prin¬ 
ciple.  It  is  not  possible  to  say  whether  we  should  go  by  the  number 
of  the  community  or  by  the  number  of  educated  persons  in  the  com¬ 
munity.  So  what  I  say  is  that  it  is  not  possible  to  lay  down  any  prin¬ 
ciple  and  that  we  are  trying  to  satisfy  everybody. 

HR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Demcolam ) :  May  I  know  how  the 
Government  act  when  the  qualifications  of  the  applicants  belonging  to 
a  community  largely  represented  are  much  higher  than  the  qualifications 
of  the  applicants  belonging  to  other  communities  ? 

HR.S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commie- 
s'oner )  :  I  do  not  understand  him. 

HR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devieolam)  :  For  instance,  I  may 
say  there  is  an  application  from  a  Brahmin  who  is  a  graduate  in  law 
and  another  from  •  a  Matpmedan  who  is  only  an  arts  graduate.  In 
sach  cases,  may  I  know  whether  preference  will  be  given  to  the 
Mahomedan  or  to  the  Brahmin  ? 

HR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner  :  That  is  a  hypothetical  case.  We  are  trying  to  deal  with  the 
matter  as  justly  as  possible.  What  Mr.  Joseph  mentions  is  a  hy¬ 
pothetical  ease  and  I  do  not  think  that  such  a  case  has  come  up  as  yet. 
If  such  a  case  comes  in  the  future,  we  will  try  to  solve  it  in  the  best 
way  possible. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Devieolam)  :  May  I  know  from 
Mr.  Robinson  whether  Government  give  preference  to  efficiency  or  to 
the  principle  of  communal  representation  ? 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Re-enue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  must  make  a  reference  to  the  Government  so  far  as  that 
matter  is  concerned,

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changamchenj  cum  Peer  made)  ;  Mr.  Robin¬ 
son  stated  that  the  Tahsildars  are  being  recruited  from  the  Stationary 
Magistrates.  May  I  know  from  him  from  where  these  Magistrates  are 
being  recruited  ‘> 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  From  all  departments. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaohenj  cum  Peer  made)  :  Is  it  from 

the  ministerial  staff? 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commit, 
sioner )  :  Yes,  from  the  Secretariat,  Account  Office,  etc. 

MR.  V.  SlIBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President )  :  Am  I  to 
understand  from  Mr.  Robinson  that  there  is  no  direct  system  of  recruit¬ 
ment  of  Tahsildars  from  non-officials  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commie, 
sioner) :  So  far  there  has  been  no  such  case. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  ( Deputy  President)  :  So,  may  I 
take  it  from  him  that  according  to  him  the  question  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  does'not  arise  in  this  connection  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commit, 
sioner)  :  I  follow  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar,  but  I  think  the  question  requires 
a  little  time  to  answer. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karimagapalli)  :  Sir,  while  I  was  listening  to 
the  discussion  here,  I  felt  as  if  I  was  being  washed  off  my  feet.  I  did 
not  know  where  we  were  drifting  to.  The  Government  in  a  weak  mo¬ 
ment  said  they  were  prepared  to  try  the  principle  of  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  consistently  with  efficiency,  qualification,  etc.  But,  once  they 
concedelthat,  I  am  sure  they  will  find  that  it  leads  them  to  a  position  of 
reductio  ad  absur.him.  Sir,  there  are  several  communities  in  the  State. 
Even  according  to  Government  there  are  14  classifications ;  and  they  also 
say  very  vaguely  that  there  are  ‘other  Hindus’  and  other  communities. 
I  am  sure  even  among  these  ‘other  Hindus’  again,  there  are  ever 
so  many  classifications-  Thus,  ultimately  we  shall  find  that  we  do 
not  know  how  many  communities  there  are  on  the  whole.  So  far  as  I 
could  see  there  can  be  only  one  community  for  the  whole  State  and 
that  is  the  body  politic  of  the  State.  But  then,  Sir,  the  Government 
are  prepared  to  concede,  in  their  weak  moments  or  out  of  a  sense  of 
nervousness,  or  in  their  anxiety  to  please  the  bulk  of  certain  communi¬ 
ties,  the  principle  of  communal  representation  in  the  matter  of 
recruitment  to  public  service.  But,  so  far  as  the  interests  of  the 
State  are  concerned,  certainly  the  policy  of  minimum  qualification 
for  the  posts  should  never  he  encouraged.  Sir,  we  are  here  to  serve 
the  interests  of  the  State  and  not  merely  to  share  among  ourselves 
the  revenue  of  the  State.  If  we  want  to  take  back  the  revenue  that 
we  pay  in  proportion  to  our  remittance,  then  I  ask  why  not  we 
insist  in  not  paying  the  revenue  at  all?  Why  not  we  look  to  the  Cen¬ 
sus  Report  or  to  the  Administration  Report  and  ask  the  Government  to 
return  to  us  the  revenue  that  we  have  paid?  I  am  sure  the  case  of  the 
Pulayas  and  other  depressed  classes  will  then  have  lost.  It  does  not 
possibly  matter.  All  that  matters ”is  that  the  grown  up  monkey  is  fully 
benefited  even  if  the  menkey  cub  has  burnt  his  fingers.  The  civic  rights 
of  the  Pulayas  and  others  are  also  loudly  championed  by  these  communal 
advocates.  But  I  am  afraid  their  name  is  often  being  dragged  into  dis¬ 
cussions  of  this  nature  only  to  strengthen  the  case  of  the  advocates.  Once 
we  accept  the  principle,  we  find  that  communal  spirit  increases  and  the 
out-cry  for  more  and  more  communal  representation  becomes  immeasur¬ 
able.  What  I  want,  therefore,  to  point  out  to  the  Government  is  that  this 
principle  of  communal  representation  is  not  a  sound  principle  at  all  and 
cannot  wisely  he  accepted  as  a  policy  to  be  followed  by  the  Government. 


Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Yuikam)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member  what, 
according  to  him,  should  he  the  principle  of  recruitment  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  P1LLAI  ( Karunagapulli )  :  Efficiency  should  lie  the 
only  basis  in  the  matter  of  recruitment.  There  must  be  open  com¬ 
petition  based  on  certain  definite  principles,  and  the  people  of  the 
State  should  be  given  equal  opportunities  to  compete. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam)  :  May  Iask  Mr.  A.  Iv.  Pillai  whether  the 
several  departmental  heads  recruit  at  present  solely  on  the  principle  of 
efficiency  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PltLAi  ( Karunagapalli )  :  If  they  are  not  doing  it  at 
present,  we  must  insist  upon  it.

The  moment  any  community  is  conscious  that  it  has  been  unduly 
deprived  of  its  rights,  it  must  at  once  see  that  proper  check  is  exercised 
over  the  appointing  authorties. 

Mr.  N.  V,  JOSEPH  (Pantr):  Suppoeethat,  for  a  post,  there  are  two  ap* 
plicants,  one  from  Travaucore  and  the  other  from  outside  Travancore,  and 
that  while  the  Travanoorean  applicant  ij^pfficient  enough,  the  other  from 
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outside  Travaueore  is  more  efficient.  May  I  know  which  of  these  ap" 
plicants  should,  in  the  opinion  of  Mr.  A.  K  Pillai,  be  chosen  for  the  place? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karur.agapaUi ) :  There  are  certain  departments, 
the  Engineering  Department  for  instance,  in  regard  to  which  I  do  not 
care  whether  the  officer  appointed  is  a  Travancorean  or  not.  We  should 
choose  the  best  man  available. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Pantr)-.  My  question  was  whether,  in  the  matter 
of  taking  them  into  Government  service  in  general,  the  non-Travanco- 
rean  applicant  should  be  preferred,  according  to  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  to  the 
Travancorean  applicant  simply  because  the  former  is  more  efficient  than 
the. latter  although  the  latter  is  efficient  enough  for  the  post. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli)  :  I  am  coming  to  it.  It  is 
not  a  question  which  I  can  answer  by  means  of  an  'yes’  or  ’no’.  There 
are  certain  departments,  the  Kailway  or  the  Engineering  Department 
for  instance,  in  regard  to  which  we  should  care  only  for  efficiency  and 
nothing  else.  Territorial  barriers  should  not  be  considered  in  the  re. 
ciuitment  to  such  departments.  Even  if  an  Italian  is  prepared  to  come 
here  and  serve  the  State  for  the  salary  that  we  offer,  we  should  be  prepared 
to  appoint  him  if  only  we  are  convinced,  from  his  antecedents  and  qualifi. 
cations,  that  he  is  the  most  efficient  man  available.  We  want  the 
maximum  benefit  out  of  the  investment.  We  want  maximum  return 
for  the  money  that  we  pay.  But,  in  regard  to  some  other 
posts,  the  Tahsildar’s  post  for  instance,  or  that  of  the  Dewan 
Peishkar,  or,  I  would  say,  even  that  of  the  Dewan,  we  may  rightly 
demand  that  we  should  have  a  Travancorean  appointed  to  these 
posts.  It  is  only  if  suitable  Travancoreans  are  not  available  that  we  need 
go  in  for  foreigners  to  fill  up  these  posts?  WThy?  Because  Travancoreans 
know  the  local  conditions  best,  and  a  knowledge  of  the  local  conditions 
is  essential  for  the  proper  and  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  these 
officers. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  [ Pantr) :  Am  I  to  understand  from  the  member 
that  there  are  some  departments  in  regard  to  which  we  need  not  care 
for  the  greatest  efficiency  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Karunagapalli )  :  Not  so.  I  repeat  that  efficiency 
should  ho.  the  only  consideration  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  to  public 
service. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parut) :  Then,  why  not  prefer  the  non-Travan- 
corean  applicant,  who  is  more  efficient  than  the  Travancorean  applicant, 
in  regard  to  all  appointments  in  Government  service  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karunagapalli) :  There  are  certain  cases,  like 
the  posts  of  the  Tahsildars,  Dewan  Peishkars  and  the  Dewan,  in  which 
efficiency  necessarily  includes  a  knowledge  of  the  local  conditions  also. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur):  Am  I  to  understand  that,  by  local  con¬ 
ditions,  he  means  a  knowledge  of  the  people  in  the  locality  V 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kurumgapalh)  :  When  I  refer  to  people  of  any 
locality;  I  always  refer  to  the  people  of  the  State  as  a  whole.  As  I  have 
said  already,  the  only  community  I  know  of,  and  am  prepared  to 
recognise,  is  the  body  politic  o£fro ’State." 


Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  {Vaika  «) :  Has  he  got  any  objection  in  getting- 
down  very  efficient  Europeans ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarunctfjapMi) :  i  have  absolutely  no  objection 
in  netting  down  efficient  European  gentlemen  in  regard  to  matters  which 
require  expert  advice.  I  shall  not  certainly  stand  in  the  way  of  a  Chief 
Engineer  being  got  down  from  England  or  America  or  Italy 
or  Iceland  so  long  as  we  are  satisfied  from  the  antecedents  of  the  man 
that  he  will  serve  the  best  interests  of  the  State.  Sir,  we  want  the  best, 
results;  we  want  the  maximum  return  for  the  money  that  we  pay.  We 
do  not  mind  paying  1,000  or  2,000  rupees.  We  find  that  European 
firms  never  grudge  to  pay  high  salaries  if  they  are  able  to  get  very- 
efficient  service.  They  only  care  to  see  that  they  get  maximum  benefit 
out  of  minimum  expenditure.  We  all  know  that  the  East  India  Company 
appointed  Indians  not  because  they  were  not  able  to  get  Euro¬ 
peans  but  because  they  knew  that  they  could  get  maximum  benefit  out 
of  minimum  expenditure.  In  the  same  way,  I  have  no  objection  to  an 
efficient  man  being  paid  five  or  six  thousand  rupees  even,  if  only  we  arc 
convinced  that  we  can  get  from  him  suitable  return  for  the  amount 
we  pay  him.  Some  of  the  members  of  this  House  seem  to  think  that  it 
we  spend  1 00  rupees  by  way  of  salaries,  each  community  should  have 
its  share  of  it,  whether  the  State  gets  adequate  return  for  it  or  not.  If 
weave  to  take  up  that  attitude  and  if. we  want  to  share  amongst  our¬ 
selves  the  revenues  of  the  State  without  caring  at  all  whether  the  State 
gets  adequate  return  for  what  it  spends,  I  say,  w’e  shall  be  converting 
the  public  service  into  a  veritable  thieves’  kitchen  where  all  crowd 
together  and  divide  the  plunder  among  themselves.  Suppose  there  is  a 
national  militia.  Suppose  there  is  war  in  the  country.  Will  those 
people  who  how  demand  their  share  in  the  matter  of  appoint¬ 
ments  come  forward  and  say  “  Accept  my  services;  I  am  prepared  to 
fight  for  the  State’:,  Would  they  impatiently  inquire.  “  How  many 
Catholics  have  been  recruited  as  soldiers  ?  "  How  many  Maliomedans 
have  been  recruited  ?  Would  they  complain  that  the  representation  in 
the  army  was  not  in  proportion  to  the  strength  of  the  different  com¬ 
munities  and  that  therefore  unrepresented  communities  should  be 
better  represented  in  the  army.  Does  anybody  think  that  people 
will  come  forward  to  serve  the  country  in  such  circumstances  ?  Then 
the  people  will  shirk  their  responsibility.  Now  they  are  anxious  to  get 
into  Government  service,  not  because  they  want  to  serve  the  country, 
but  because  they  want  to  take  for  themselves  the  maximum  share  of  the 
Government  revenue-  Sir,  that  is  not  the  attitude  that  should  be  taken 
by  the  people  in  the  matter.  I  only  wanted  the  House  to  consider  this 
aspect  of  the  question  and  l  am  sure  there  are  many  among  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  this  House  who  will  agree  with  me  in  this  matter. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam ) :  When  was  this  policy  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation,  accepted  by  the  Government? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karima gapalli) :  I  do  not  think  the  Government 
have  a-eeepUd  the  principle  of  communal  representation.  Even  if  they 
have  accepted  it,  they  must  have  done  so  thoughtfully  and  in  one 
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of  their  weak  moments.  Anyhow,  I  hope  they  will  consider  the  Mattel 
over  again  and  try  their  best  to  help  themselves  out  of  this  unsound  un¬ 
enviable  position  !  think  they  must  pluck  up  courage  to  do  it  at  the 
earliest  opportunity.  I  know  that  the  Government  have  got  the 
strength  to  do  things  that  they  want  to  do.  I  need  not  give  instances 
in  which  they  have  done  like  that.  I  do  not  see  why  they  do  not  com¬ 
mand  their  strength  to  put  an  end  to  this  unsound  policy. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  0 Additional  Head  SirHr 
Vakil)  •  If  the  trend  of  the  general  public  opinion  in  the  country  is  in 
favour  of  communal  representation  in  the  public  service,  will  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  according  to  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  be  acting  rightly  if  they  do  not 
accept  the  principle  of  communal  representation  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KammgapaUi)  :  There  cannot  bo.  any  public 
opinion  in  support  of  communal  representation.  You  have  to  divide  the 
public  into  several  compartments,  or  communities  as  they  are  called,  and 
then  say  that  the  public  opinion  in  this  community  or  in  that  commu¬ 
nity  is  in  favour  of  communal  representation.  I  do  not  think  it  will  be 
a  sound  policy  of  administration  and  a  sound  policy  of  Government,  it 
the  Government  are  fiigktened  by  such  wild  demands  on  the  part  of 
particular  sections  of  the  public. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  If  every  community  is  asking  for  communal  representation  in 
the  public  service  and  if  all  the  communities  together  make  up  the  public 
of  Travancore,  will  such  a  public  opinion  be  a  sufficient  reason,  according 
to  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  for  the  Government  to  accept  it  as  their  policy? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Kanmarjapalli )  ;  I  submit,  that  again  is  begging 
tSe  question.  There  are  ever  so  many  communities  the  names  of  all  of 
which,  are  not  mentioned  in  the  classification  made  by  Government.  The 
Vedars  are  not  asking  for  the  Tahsildars’  posts  or  for  the  High  Court 
Judges’  posts.  The  Government  in  their  classification  of  the  several 
communities  in  the  State  have,  mentioned  15  names  and  then  have  pro¬ 
vided  a  big  margin  for  numerous  other  communities  also.  Suppose  there 
are,  on  the  whole,  20  communities  in  the  State.  TIow  many  Judges 
have  you  got  in  the  High  Court  ?  How  many  Dewan  Peishkars  are 
there  in  the  State  ?  How  many  of  these  20  communities  can  be  satis¬ 
fied  by  appointment  of  their  representatives  as  High  Court  Judges  or  as 
Peishkars,  As  I  said  at  the  outset,  we  will  come  to  a  position  of  reduetio 
ad  absurdusn.  We  will  find  that  we  cannot  proceed  beyond  a  certain 
limit.  We  have  therefore  to  resist  this  unhealthy  agitation.  I  ask  then, 
why  not  resist  it  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  and  once  for  all  say,  “We 
are  not  going  to  concede  this  absurd  proposition  of  communal  repre¬ 
sentation?”  The  hardship  felt  by  any  one  community  may  be  represented 
in  the  Sri  MulamPopular  Assembly.  There,  the  representatives  of  the 
aggrieved  communities  may  go  and  say  that  they  are  being  wilfully  for¬ 
gotten  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  to  public  seiviee.  There  is  no 
reason  in  saying  that  because  a  particular  community  has  been  doing  mis¬ 
chief  for  sometime  past,  the  Government  must  allow  all  the  other  com¬ 
munities  also  the  opportunity  to  do  mischief  in  their  turn.  That  is  hot 
an  attitude  which  the  Government  must  countenance.

Sir,  my  suggestion  is  this.  There  must  be  open  competition.  We 
must  lay  down  definite  conditions  under  which  alone  people  could  be 
recruited  to  public  service.  All  the  people  should  be  given  an  opportu¬ 
nity  to  have  equal  start.  Equal  opportunity  must  be  afforded  to  all  the 
people  of  the  country.  No  set  of  people  should  be  debarred  from  com¬ 
peting.  There  must  be  equal  opportunities  so  far  as  the  start  is  con- 
cerned.  When  we  start  a  hal£-a-iuile  race,  for  instance,  we  ask  all  the 
competitors  to  start  from  the  same  place  and  say  ‘  One  ‘  Two,  ’ 
‘  Three  and  all  of  them  have  to  start  at  the  same  time.  We  give  the 
prize  to  the  quickest  man.  We  do  not  give  any  concession  to  the  man 
who  is  weak  or  who  is  ill.  We  do  not  say  that  since  the  mau  who  comes 
second  is  physically  weak,  lie  should  be  given  the  prize  in  preference  to 
the  first: 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur ):  May  I  know  from  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai 
whether,-  in  the  matter  of  nominating  members  to  representative  assem¬ 
blies,  like  the  Sri  Mnlam  Popular  Assembly  and  the  Legislative  Council, 
he  is  in  favour  of  communal  representation  ? 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( KarunarjajyaUi ) :  I  am  prepared  to  concede  that 
as  a  temporary  measure.  As  Mr.  Kunjitomman  put  it,  if  we  arrange 
certain  dishes  on  a  table,  little  children  may  be  standing  very  low  and 
may  require  foot-stools.  In  the  same  way,  communities  which  cannot 
get  themselves  represented  in  these  popular  bodies  by  open  election 
have  to  be  represented  by  nominations.  But  that  principle  cannot  be 
foUow’ed  with  regard  to  State  service. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur):  Is  it  not  desirable,  in  the  opinion  of 
Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  to  have  the  best  men  as  the  representatives  in  popular 
bodies? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (IUtrunagapaUa)  :  If  we  are  going  to  have 
something  like  a  Privy  Council  which  has  to  give  definite  instructions 
to  Government  in  all  matters,  and  which  need  not  confine  to  making 
representations  alone,  then,  in  the  case  of  such  a  body,  I  should 
say  that  the  wisest  men  in  the  country  should  be  chosen  as  in  ancient 
Athens  or  Borne.  We  want  the  best  brains  there  and  not  merely  men 
with  minimum  qualifications.  If  we  say  that  it  would  be  enough  if  the 
Government  recruit  men  with  the  minimum  qualification,  that  only 
shows  that  we  are  not  anxious  to  get  the  maximum  benefit  for  what  is 
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spent.  If  when  a  weak  man  comes  and  says  1  am  a  weak  man.  I  am 
not  competent  to  challenge  any  body.  I  cannot  succeed  if  I  sit  for  com¬ 
petitive  examinations.  But'  I  have  got  the  minimum  qualification 
necessary.  Kindly  take  me  into  your  service  because  there  are  not 
many  belonging  to  my  community  in  your  service  at  present ' .  Ton 
say  that  this  sort  of  argument  is  logical,  then  why  not  appoint  all  the 
uneducated  and  illiterate  people  to  the  several  posts  under  the  Govern¬ 
ment?  Suppose  like  the  Chartists’  movement  in  England,  all  the  unedu¬ 
cated  people  here  join  together  and  say  1  We  are  the  majority.  You  have 
been  educating  the  people  of  the  country  for  the  last  so  many  years. 
Still  even  now,  we,  the  uneducated  people,  form  the  majority  in  the 
country.  We  are  prepared  to  teach  literature  and  the  sciences  in  your 
colleges.  Appoint' us  as  the. Professors  in  the  colleges.  And  appoint  one 
of  us  as  the  Chief  Engineer’and  so  on.  I  ask,  is  the  member  prepared  to 
accept  that  logic  and  appoint  these  illiterate  men  for  the  reason  of  their 
being  unrepresented  in  the  service  ? 

Mr  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Does  not  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  recognise  that,  if  the  Chartists  really  formed 
the  majority,  there  would  have  been  no  question  of  their  professing  to 
be  the  majority,  and  that  they  would  really  have  carried  out  what  they 
wanted  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (IiarunagapaUi)  :  But  for  the  rules,  I  would 
have  asked  a  counter  question  to  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  in  reply  to  his 
question.  May  I  ask  him  whether  the  uneducated  people  do  not  form 
the  majority  now  ?  Suppose  they  come  forward  and  show'  by  actual 
figures  that  they  are  the  majority  and  that  they  are  uneducated,  should 
the  Government  be  prepared  to  grant  them  the  same  concession  which 
they  are  now  being  asked  to  grant  in  favour  of  the  so-called  unrepresent¬ 
ed  and  backward  communities  ?  If  the  principle  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  is  logical,  then  why  not  extend  the  logic  in  favour  ot 
the  illiterate  people  who  form  the  majority  in  our  country  at  present? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaekil  cum  Decicolam) :  Suppose  there  are 
two  applicants  for  a  post,  one  from  a  well  represented  community 
and  the  other  from  a  backward  community  and  both  have  equal  examin¬ 
ation  qualifications.  Whom  will  the  member  prefer  ? 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kanmagapalli)  :  I  do  not  care  for  examination 
qualifications  as  such,  and  by  themselves.  I  care  only  for  efficiency, 
He  w'ho  is  more  efficient  should  be  chosen.

Mr.  K.  C.  MAM  MEN  MAPPILLA1  {Commerce  and  Industry,'  North): . 
Sir,  it  is  easy  to  demonstrate  that  there  are  disadvantages  in  communal 
representation.  On  ideal  grounds,  it  is  almost  incontrovertible  that- 
communal  reyre;entation,  whether  in  representative  institutions  or  is 
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the  iiublic  service,  is  a  source  of  great  injury  to  the  body  politic.  But  as 
was  pointed  out  by  the  Deputy  President  on  a  former  occasion  and  in 
another  contest,  we  are  not  living  in  Utopias.  We  have  to  do  with  the 
practical  world  in  which  we  have  to  deal  with  the  practical  problems  as 
they  exist.  The  roots  of  these  problems  are  deep  down  in  the  past  and 
in  deep  social  cleavages  and  historical  differences.  For  practical  admi¬ 
nistrator's,  it  will  not  be  desirable  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Government 
to  ignore  these  differences.  My  own  personal  opinion  is  that  as  little 
prominence  should  be  given  to  this  question  of  communal  representation 
as  possible  and  if  my  own  personal  sentiments  were  alone  consulted,  I 
would  never  raise  my  voice  of  protest  against  the  over-representation  of 
any  particular  community,  provided  the  ends  of  efficiency  were  adequate¬ 
ly  met.  But  I  recognise  that  when  there  are  people  who  are  not  of 
my  way  of  thinking  and  when  there  are  a  large  number  of  people  of 
different  communities  who  desire  and  insist  and  agitate  that  their  res¬ 
pective  claims  should  be  considered  by  the  Government,  it  will  not  be 
desirable  for  the  authorities  to  ignore  these  persistent  demands  altog'el  b  er 
without  creating  a  state  of  things  that  would  be  very  unhealthy  indeed. 
As  has  been  cogently  pointed  out  time  and  again,  communal  represent¬ 
ation  lends  itself  to  a  lot  of  abuse.  As  was  pointed  out  by  Mr.  A.  E.  Piliai 
it  may  be  condemned  also  on  redueixo  od  abi  iinhtm  methods.  We 
cannot  as  a  cut  and  dry  measure  lay  down  that  all  appointments  should 
be  made  solely  on  grounds  of  efficiency  by  means  of  open  competition, 
nor  is  it  possible  for  us  to  lay  down  the  rule  that  the  claims  of  all  com¬ 
munities  shonld  be  equally  met  in  making  Government  appointments. 
The  only  wise  thing  to  do  in  such  a  case  would  be  to  try  and  meet  as  far 
as  possible  the  sentiments  of  the  less  adequately  represented  communities. 
Mr.  A.  K.  Piliai  was  speaking  about  the  Vedars  and  the  hill  tribes. 
They  are  not  articulate  communities.  It  is  unfortunate  that  those  com¬ 
munities  which  could  not  make  themselves  heard  are  pushed  into  the 
background.  But  their  side  should  be  taken  by  the  Government  and  the 
Government  should  see  that  no  injustice  is  done  to  the  inarticulate  com¬ 
munities.  The  Government  should  regard  themselves  as  guardians  of 
the  rights  of  the  inarticulate  communities.  I.  may  also  say  that  the 
privileged  and  more  advanced  communities  should  also  try  their  best  to 
safeguard  the  claims  of  their  weaker  brethren.  The  Government  will 
have  to  take  into  account  adequate  communal  representation  and  also  the 
question  of  efficiency.  There  is  the  usual  reply  of  the  Government  that 
the  claims  of  the  various  coinmun  ities  consistent  with  efficiency  will  be  duly 
taken  into  account.  Of  course,  that  is  a  very  good  exposition  of  policy  in 
theory,  but,  in  practice,  it  is  not  possible  to  carry  it  out  satisfactorily. 
I  think,  if  we  look  into  the  service  registers  now  and  also  if  we  read  the 
returns  submitted  by  the  heads  of  the  various  departments  and  embodied 
in  the  replies  of  the  Government  to  the  various  questions  asked  in  this 
Council,  it  will  be  admitted  that  there  is  over-representation  of  certain 
communities  which  is  absolutely  unjustifiable,  and  under-representation 
of  other  communities  which  is  equally  unjustifiable ;  I  think  that  the 
Government  themselves  admitted  on  certain  occasions  that  though  there 
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were  applicants  from  the  under-represented  communities,  the  heads  of 
departments  hare  appointed  men  from  over-represented  communities 
and  thev  have  given  no  satisfactory  explanation  for  their  conduct.  I 
think,  if  sufficient  notice  is  taken  of  the  dereliction  of  duties  on  the  part 
of  the  appointing  authorities,  some  redress  may  be  given.  I  was  very 
seriously  disappointed  when  I  found  that  the  Government  were  them¬ 
selves  admitting  their  inability  to  enforce  the  rule  that  when  there  are 
applications  from  men  of  various  communities  possessing  the  requisite 
qualifications  the  claims  of  the  under-represented  communities  should 
be  given  preference.  In  spite  of  this  clear  dictum  laid  down  by  the 
Government  they  themselves  were,  admitting  that  the  several  heads  of 
departments  were  not  giving  effect  to  their  order.  That  is  a  state  of 
things  which  should  not  be  tolerated.  Anyhow,  without  admitting 
all  the  implications  of  communal  representation,  it  is  possible  in 
practice  to  remove  all  serious  causes  of  discontent  in  this  matter. 
Politics  is  a  series  of  compromises. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  ( Earunagappalli )  :  Does  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai 
see  that  in  accepting  that  position  we  are  not  compromising  ourselves, 
but  we  are  compromising  the  best  interests  of  the  State? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry ,  North)-. 
We  are  in  a  hundred  different  ways  compromising  the  interests  of  the 
State.  As  I  have  suggested  at  the  outset  we  are  not  living  in  a  Utopia 
and  so  we  have  to  be  satisfied  with  certain  compromises  in  these  matters. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kr.nmgappiaUi):  Is  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai 
prepared  to  advance  that  Japan  and  England  are  in  ideal  conditions  and 
that  they  are  Utopian  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)-. 
They  are  not.  There  also  this  state  of  things  exists  in  varying 
degrees.  I  am  not  at  all  enamoured  of  a  Utopian  way  of  doing  things. 
We  are  in  an  imperfect  world.  It  may  be  an  inch  too  short  in  one  place 
and  it  may  be  an  inch  too  long  in  another.  It  may  be  sometimes  receding 
in  a  place  and  making  some  progress  step  by  step  in  another.  It  is  not 
on  ideal  grounds  that  we  are  always  acting.  In  fact  the  very  machinery 
of  Government  may  have  to  be  scrapped  if  we  view  things  from  a 
purely  idealistic  standpoint.  Let  us  be  satisfied  with  the  existing 
state  of  things  and  try  to  progress  according  to  the  circumstances  in 
which  we  live. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  I  feel  I  should  say  a  few 
words  on  this  topic  of  communal  representation.  This  is  not  the  first 
occasion  that  the  subject  comes  up  before  the  Council.  A  resolution 
was  moved  by  Mr.  Kunjitomman  in  the  last  Council  on  the 
same  subject.  If  the  members  of  this  House  will  refer  to  the’ 
proceedings  of  the  Legislative  Council,  they  will  find  that  most  of 
the  communities  which  are  represented  in  this  Council  have  been 
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agitating  on  this  question.  The  Nair,  the  Christian,  the  Ezhava,  the 
Mahomedan,— all  these  communities  wanted  communal  representation 
to  be  adopted  by  the  Government. 

I  do  not  quite  follow  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  when  he  says  that  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  State  the  principle  of  communal  representation  shor'd  not 
be  adopted  by  the  Government.  If  the  people  of  a  State  want  a  certain 
thing  to  be  done,  I  do  not  see  how  my  friend  can  say  that  it  is  not  in  the 
bestlnterests  of  the  state.  If  all  the  important  sections  of  the  Stats 
want  this  particular  principle  to  be  accepted,  it  is  certainly  a  matter 
only  for  idealists  to  say  that  the  State  should  not  accept  it.  The 
interests  of  the  State  are  the  interests  of  the  people.  Therefore  the  pro¬ 
position  that  it  would  be  much  better  not  to  have  accepted  ibis  principle 
of  communal  representation  may  be  adopted  probably  by  a  society 
which  may  come  into  existence  hereafter. 

It  often  occurred  to  me  that  the  presence  'of  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  in 
this  Council  is  a  very  important  circumstance  in  this  way,  namely,  that 
now  and  then  he  calls  the  attention  of  the  House  to  certain  ideals. 
Even  in  the  discussion  of  the  last  Council,  he  offered  some  of  his  sug¬ 
gestions  which,  although  they  were  not  practical,  ra'sed  the  tone  of  the 
discussion  and  called  our  attention  to  certain  important  ideals.  In  this 
debate  also,  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  was  advocating  a  cause  and  put  forward 
his  owm  view  of  things  which  we  should  keep  in  mind  and  which  the 
heads  of  departments  should  consider  while  they  make  appointments. 
Probably,  it  is  a  view  which  could  not  easily  be  put  into  practice.  The 
question  before  us  now  is  whether,  so  far  as  the  Revenue  Department 
is  concerned,  the  principle  of  communal  representation  must  be  accepted 
by  the  Government.  In  some  of  their  orders  the  Government  have 
clearly  laid  down  the  rule  that,  so  far  as  the  representation  of  certain 
communities  in  the  department  is  concerned,  they,  will  ho  guided  by  the 
principle  of  communal  representation.  They  ought  to  direct  their  atten¬ 
tion  to  this  principle  much  more  in  respect  of  the  Land  Revenue  Depart¬ 
ment  than  in  respect  of  any  other  department.  It  cannot  be  denied 
that  the  Revenue  Department  is  the  most  important  department  in 
the  administration  of  the  country.  As  has  been  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Kunjitomman  and  other  previous  speakers,  it  is  the  department  with 
which  the  people  of  the  country  are  more  intimately  connected  than 
with  any  other  department.  Land  is  the  most  important  asset  of  the 
people  and  the  Land  Revenue  Department  concerns  itself  with  the 
collection  of  the  revenue  and  the  maintenance  of  the  land  records  and 
so  many  other  things  with  which  the  people  of  the  country  are  very 
much  concerned.  Therefore  it  is  all  the  more  reason  why  there  should 
be  due  representation  of  the  various  communities  in  that  department.  It 
has  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Kunjitomman  that  difficulty  is  often 
felt  by  the  members  of  unrepresented  communities  when  they  have 
dealings  with  the  various  revenue  officers.  Eor  instance,  if  a  taluk 
office  is  officered  by  members  of  one  particular  community,  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  other  communities  will  find  it  absolutely  impossible  to  have  any 
fair  dealing  with  that  office  ;  and  in  various  ways  people  have  to  deal 
with  that  office.  It  has  often  been  pointed  out  that  the  Land 
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Revenue  Department  as  well  as  the  other  departments  are  more  or 
less  corrupt,  especially  in  the  lower  rungs.  Therefore,  when  a  member 
of  an  unrepresented  community  goes  to  a  taluk  office  and  wante 
something  to  be  done,  he  has  to  tip  most  of  the  staff.  The  sprinkling 
of  various  communities  in' the  office  would  prevent  the  particular  com¬ 
munity  using  all  its  influence  against  the  other  communities.  Even 
if  you  consider  the  question  of  efficiency,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
the  due  discharge  of  duties  devolving  upon  the  staff  that  the  staff 
should  consist  of  the  representatives  of  the  various  sections  of  the 
people  who  will  thus  prevent  the  abuse  of  power. 

MR.  A.  K  PILLAl  ( KarunagajMlti )  :  Does  Mr.  Kumaran  see  that 
by  developing  this  argument  he  will  find  that  in  a  hospital,  if  there  is 
not  a  doctor  of  a  particular  community,  then  the  patients  of  that  parti¬ 
cular  community  will  not  be  attended  to  ?  If  it  be  as  Mr.  Kumaran 
suggests,  then  there  must  be  all  the  communities  represented  in  a 
hospital  which  is  not  possible. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  (No urinated)  :  My  view  applies  only  to  the  Land 
Revenue  Department,  because  the  ease  with  respect  to  the  Land 
Revenue  Department  is  very  peculiar.  In  the  case  of  the  hospitals, 
which  ever  the  caste  the  patients  may  belong  to,  the  doctors  do  not  refuse 
to  attend  to  them  because  they  are  men  of  superior  service.  Their 
character  is  such  that  they  will  not  he  influenced  by  caste  considera¬ 
tions  or  even  by  the  payments  that  the  patients  may  make. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chang  naelienj  cum  Peermade ):  Is 
Mr.  Kumaran  aware  that  the  doctors  are  allowed  to  accept  private 
emoluments  ? 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated) :  They  are. 

And  further,  in  the  hospitals  there  are  only  the  doctor  and  the 
patients.  There  is  no  opposite  party.  In  the  case  of  the  Land  Revenue 
Department  there  will  be  two  parties  and  the  officer  will  be  an  arbi¬ 
trator  between  the  two  parties.  There,  it  is  often  possible  for  parties 
■who  are  not  represented  in  the  staff  of  the  office  to  have  their  cases 
not  properly  looked  into  when  their  opposite  party  is  a  member  of  a 
community  which  is  represented  in  the  office. 

Of  course,  I  do  not  mean  to  refer  to  the  conditions  that  are  obtaining 
in  the  Judicial  Department.  There  it  is  entirely  different.  But  in  the 
minor  offices,  where  there  is  no  judicial  administration,  things  are  not 
going  on  as  we  desire.  So  that,  even  on  considerations  of  efficiency,  it  is 
certainly  desirable  that  most  of  the  communities  should  be  represented. 
Efficiency  has  been  held  out  as  one  of  the  arguments  against  communal 
representation.  I  do  not  think  that  it  will  affect  the  case.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  have  laid  down  certain  minimum  qualifications  for  a  person  to  be 
entertained  in  the  service.  If  the  present  qualification  is  not  found 
to  be  satisfactory,  it  is  for  the  Government  to  raise  the  qualification. 
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If  for  instance,  it  is  found  that  the  School  Final  Examination 
qualification  is  not  enough,  the  Government  may  u-aise  the  minimum 
qualification  to  the  Intermediate  standard.  It  is  not  for  any  head 
of  the  department  to  say  that  a  particular  individual  is  not 
efficient.  The  question  of  efficiency  arises  only  after  a  person  is  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  service.  It  is  open  to  an  officer  to  say  of  a  clerk  that  he 
is  not  efficient  and  it  is  open  to  him  to  see  that  he  does  not  get  due 
promotions.  If  instead  of  that  the  question  of  efficiency  is  raised  even 
at  the  time  of  recruitment,  I  think  it  is  absolutely  meaningless  to  say 
that  the  question  of  efficiency  should  be  considered  by  disregarding  the 
principles  of  communal  representation ;  for  the  recognition  of  the 
principle  of  communal  representation  is  not  denying  in  any  way  the 
principle  of  efficiency. 

My  friend  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  said  that  it  is  not  proper,  after  the 
race  has  been  begun  by  various  communities  and  when  some  persons 
have  reached  a  certain  stage  and  others  lagged  behind,  to  say  that-  we 
are  not  prepared  to  run  and  we  must  get  some  concession.  I  believe 
that  illustration  is  absolutely  wrong  because  here  we  have  not  been 
starting  from  the  same  'point.  We  have  started  from  different  points, 
some  five  miles  in  advance  and  others  five  miles  behind.  We  are  not 
asked  to  run  the  race  under  the  same  conditions.  Even  to-day,  about 
42  schools  are  not  open  to  all  communities.  Is  it  proper  to  say  that 
the  Pulaya  who  is  denied  admission  in  a  school  and  the  Nair  who  is 
permitted  to  study  there  are  running  the  race  on  similar  conditions  ? 

I  submit  it  is  very  unfair. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kar-unuyajoalli)  :  Is  Mr-  Kumaran  aware  that 
I  am  not  one  of  those  who  oppose  the  admission  of  the  depressed  classes 
to  these  schools  ? 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  :  I  am  glad  to  hear  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai 
say  that.  Certainly  it  improves  the  tone  of  these  debates  if  a  person 
speaks  about  such  ideals,  because  nobody  can  question  the  principles  on 
which  these  considerations  are  put  forth.  These  ideals  may  always  be 
before  our  eyes  even  if  the  practice  is  different.  So  far  as  this  question  is 
concerned,  the  principle  of  communal  representation  must  be  accepted 
by  the  Government  the  only  thing  being  that  Government  must  carry 
out  these  principles  when  there  are  opportunities. 

Mr.  P.  HABEEB  MAHOMED  (ATo  ninalcd)  :  Sir,  in  view  of  certain 
remarks  made  in  this  House  by  some  of  the  members,  I  beg  to  offer  my 
own  opinion.  I  am  not  one  of  those  who  make  an  invidious  distinc¬ 
tion  between  community  and  community.  I  am  as  much  alive  as 
Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  to  the  fact  that  the  safety  and  the  healthy  progress 
of  a  country  lie  in  the  perfect  concord  and  union  between  different 
communities.  But  there  are  certain  distinctions  between  community 
and  community,  and  I  am  really  sorry  that  I  have  to  speak  in  this  " 
House  for  a  particular  community. 

Communal  representation  on  some  broad  basis  is  the  accepted 
policy  of  the  Government  of  India  and  we  are  only  adapting  this 
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policy  here  on  some  working  basis.  There  are  certain  backward  com. 
munities  that  should  be  uplifted  by  the  Government  till  they  are  on  a 
level  with  the  other  communities.  There  are  certain  individual  charac¬ 
teristics  in  the  case  of  each  particular  community  which  cannot  be 
ignored  I,  for  myself,  am  of  opinion  that  the  individual  characteristics 
of  the  Makomedan  community  must  be  maintained  intact.  There  are 
certain  matters  in  which  we  can  merge  our  individuality  with  other 
members  of  the  State,  but  there  are  certain  other  factors  in  which  we 
have  to  stand  aloof.  Human  nature  being  wbat  it  is,  it  is  not  at  all 
advisable  that  a  particular  community  should  always  be  invested  with 
power  and  authority  over  other  people.  It  has  always  been  the  com- 
plaint  from  my  own  community  that  those  who  are  in  authority  and 
power  are  unapproachable  and  that  they  often  treat  them  with  contenpt. 
They  have  been  complaining  to  me  several  times  that  those  commur:ties 
who  are  occupying  very  high  posts  in  the  country  are  often  causing 
untold  misery  and  hardship  to  such  poor  communities  as  the  Muslims, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  community,  certainly,  I  sympathise  with  them, 
I  grant  that,  for  the  perfect  growth  of  democracy  and  popular 
government,  efficiency  is  the  highest  thing,  but  the  question  of  ques¬ 
tions  is,  “how  are  we  to  determine  efficiency  ?”  Are  we  not  human  beings 
and  are  not  the  Government  constituted  of  people  who  have  their  own 
shortcomings  and  weaknesses  ?  What  I  have  to  say  is  that  one  of  the 
greatest  defects  of  modern  democracy  is  its  tendency  to  oppress  the 
weaker  classes.  I  have  to  submit  as  a  measure  of  relief  to  the  minor 
communities  that  they  should  be  given  proportionate  representation  in  all 
the  public  bodies  including  public  service.  I  am  not  one  of  those  who 
stand  for  the  principle  of  communal  representation  being  carried  to  its 
logical  extreme.  I  fully  accept  the  principle  that  this  is  only  a  tempor¬ 
ary  and  passing  measure,  but  till  equality  between  different  communities 
of  the  State  is  established,  this  principle  should  be  adhered  to.  Till  that 
time,  we  have  to  pay  as  much  attention  to  the  question  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  as  to  the  question  of  efficiency.  With  these  few  words,  I 
support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  John. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayan )  :  I  have  been  listening  with 
deep  interest  to  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai’s  speech.  Though  I  sympathise  with 
the  ideals  that  he  upholds,  I  regret  I  cannot  entirely  agree  with  him  in 
certain  of  his  conclusions.  He  has  been  basing  his  arguments  mostly 
on  the  fact  that  service  is  not  desirable,  it  is  low  and  that  the  apparent 
advantages  which  the  evils  of  service  have  been  giving  hitherto  should 
not  be  sought  after  by  other  communities  which  have  been  on  account  of 
circumstances  shut  out  from  the  service.  But  then  that  is  not  our  view¬ 
point  at  all. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLA1  (Kanmar/apalli) :  No,  Sir.  He  is  misrepresent¬ 
ing  me.  I  never  said  that.  I  only  spoke  about  the  service  in  the 
interests  of  the  State  and  not  in  the  interests  of  the  artificial  compart¬ 
ments  that  we  create  from  time  to  time. 
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MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  I  understood  him  to  say  that 
some  people  are  going  in  for  the  service,  that  they  have  been  getting 
the  disadvantages  of  it  and  it  is  not  good  for  other  communities  also  to 
go  m  for  the  same  service. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILI.A1  (Karimacjapalli)  :  May  I  again  correct  my  friend? 
I  was  not  saying  that  any  community  should  not  enter  service,  but  what 
I  said  was  that,  when  we  approach  this  question,  we  should  not  approach 
it  in  an  attitude  as  servants,  but  we  only  wanted  to  he  masters.  There¬ 
fore,  wherever  an  opportunity  for  self-  aggrandisement  is  wanted,  I 
object  to  it. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  Anyway,  his  viewpoint  is  differ¬ 
ent.  The  people  on  account  of  the  force  of  circumstances  look  upon 
the  service  not  as  an  evil,  but  as  one  of  the  most  respectable  means  of 
livelihood  and  desire  to  take  to  it.  Looking  at  the  question  from 
this,  viewpoint,  I  think  Mr.  A.  K.  Riliai  also  will  agree  that  the  fight  for 
communal  representation  was  not  started  recently,  but  so  long  ago  as  in 
the  good  old  days  of  Dewan  Kama  Eao.  Since  then,  certain  communi¬ 
ties,  as  a  result  of  agitation,  are  being  represented  in  service  more  and 
more  Naturally,  therefore,  the  other  communities  that  have  been 
rather  poorly  represented  should  be  given  their  share  gradually.  I  am 
not  myself  for  it.  But  still  on  account  of  the  present  day  conditions, 
when  a  particular  community  comes  forward  and  says  that  its  share  has 
not  been  given  to  it,  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  show 
some  sort  of  consideration  to  them. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  do  not  undeistand 
what  he  means  by  a  1  community’s  share.’ 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  I  think  the  member  has  also  been 
saying  the  same. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  do  not  quite 
understand  what  he  means  by  a  community’s  share.’ 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)-.  The  Catholic  community  has 
been  crying  that  it  has  not  got  its  share  saying  that  the  members  of  the 
community  number  about  six  lakhs.  It  is  the  same  thing  that  I  mean. 

I  may  also  observe  in  this  connection  that,  since  the  separation  of 
Devaswoms,  from  the  Revenue  Department,  though  the  technical  difficulty 
of  non-caste  Hindus  getting  into  service  has  been  removed,  it  has  not  in 
fact  been  removed.  The  lower  grades  of  the  service  as  the  figures  supplied 
by  the  Government  show  contain  very  little  of  the  non-caste  Hindu  ele¬ 
ment.  May  I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  fact  that, 
hereafter,  33  this  bar  ha3  been  removed,  some  preference  should  be  given 
in  the  matter  of  recruitment  in  the  lower  ranks  to  those  communities 
that  are  very  poorly  represented  ? 

Coming  to  my  own  denomination,  I  may  give  figures  to  show  that 
that  denomination  is  very  poorly  represented.  Looking  at  the  number  of 
Tahsildars  and  reading  their  names  given  by  Mr.  Robinson,  I  am  sure 
thatthere  is  not  one  Tahildar  from  the  Jacobite  community.  I  think  this 
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community  which  is  largely  composed  of  educated  men  is  not  at  all  re¬ 
presented.  In  the  whole  of  the  Kevenue  Department,  except  for  one 
magistrate,  we  do  not  have  any  member  of  the  community  in  it.  So,  I 
request  that  the  Government,  having  laid  out  a  policy,  should  pursue  that 
policy  consistently,  so  that  those  communities  which  have  been  shut 
out  from  the  advantages  of  service  may  also  be  given  some  opportunities 
later  on.

Mr.  R.  PADMANABRAN  (Nomiiiaied) :  I  strongly  support  the  motion 
of  Mr.  A.  J.  John.and  I  take  this  opportunity  to  draw  the  attention  of 
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the  Government  to  the  most  unjust  and  unfair  treatment  _  still  accorded 
to  the  backward  communities  of  the  State  by  the  authorities  concerned, 
especia'ly  in  the  Bevenue  Department. 

The  policy  accepted  by  the  Government  in  that  matter  seems  to  be  to 
secure  adequate  representation  in  all  departments  by  giving  preference 
to  candidates  belonging  to  unrepresented  communities  without  impair¬ 
ing  efficiency.  It  is  also  declared  that  the  first  and  foremost  point  to  be 
considered  in  the  matter  of  appointments  in  public  service  is  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  efficiency.  Although  this  principle  is  sometimes  abused 
to  defeat  the  just  claims  of  the  backward  classes,  I  maintain  that  a  strict 
adherence  to  that  principle  is  absolutely  essential  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  State.  Nevertheless,  I  submit  that  justice  is  denied  in  the  case  of 
the  backward  classes.  I  know  the  case  of  an  Ezhava  who  stood 
first  in  the  State  in  passing  the  Village  Officer’s  Test  four  years  ago  and 
who  was  not  given  a  permanent  post  of  a  Village  Accountant  although 
less  efficient  men  of  patronage  are  entertained.  Other  instances  of  the 
same  nature  are  not  wanting  if  one  were  only  inclined  to  know  about 
them.  There  is,  I  know,  the  case  of  an  Ezhava  who  has  passed  first  in 
the  State  in  the  Mahopadhyaya  examination  and  who  was  not  entertained 
in  the  service.  There  are  several  instances  of  this  kind. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  {Kara mg apalli) :  Does  Mr.  Padmanabhan,  when 
he  says  that  these  cases  of  injustice  must  be  avoided,  mean  that  there 
must  be  an  effective  system  of  checkmating  the  possibility  of  doing  in¬ 
justice  to  any  particular  community  and  not  that  there  should  be  provi¬ 
sion  for  those  communities  also  to  do  injustice? 

MR.  R.  PADMANABHAN  {Nominated)  :  I  only  mean  that  the  possibi¬ 
lities  of  doing  injustice  should  be  allowed  no  longer  to  exist.  With 
these  few  remarks,  I  strongly  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by 
Mr.  A.  J.  John. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Uinaahit  cum  Devicolam ) :  Sir,  the  subject-matter 
of  the  present  discussion  is  indeed  an  interesting  one.  I  am  sorry 
to  see  that  the  suggestions  that  have  been  brought  forward  by  Mr.  A. 
K.  Pillai  have  been  considered  by  most  of  the  members  as  idealistic  or 
Utopian,  in  the  language  of  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai.  I  fail  to  view 
the  matter  in  that  light.  So  far  as  I  can  understand,  Mr.  A.  K. 
Pillai  has  suggested  only  things  which  are  quite  practicable. 
He  was  not  advocating  the  question  on  the  principle  of  efficiency 
alone.  To  the  question  that.  I  put  to  him  at  the  concluding  portion 
of  his  speech,  ho  answered  that  in  the  case  of  applicants  possessing 
equal  qualifications,  he  has  no  objection  whatever  to  preference  being 
given  to  persons  belonging  to  the  less  represented  communities.  So 
long  as  he  concedes  such  a  position,  I  do  not  think  that  his  sugges¬ 
tions  should  be  considered  as  impracticable  even  under  the  present  Tra- 
vancorc  conditions. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ):  May  I  ask  the  member  whether 
that  concession  of  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  is  consistent  with  the  principle  of 
communal  representation  ? 
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Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam )  :  It  is  not  inconsis¬ 
tent. 

MR.  A.  K.  P1LLAI  ( Karnnagapalli )  :  May  I  point  out  that  it  is  incon¬ 
sistent  with  the  theory  that  minimum  qualification  should  be  accepted  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Yes. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Kanmagapalli)  ■  Does  not  Mr.  Joseph  see  that 
thereby  we  are  only  giving  a  premium  on  weakness  and  inefficiency  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  I  quite  concede 
that  point. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam ) :  Cannot  the  standard  of  qualifications  be 
raised '? 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  cannot  quite 
understand  the  position  that  persons  having  minimum  qualifications 
should  be  appointed  if  they  belong  to  unrepresented  communities. 
So  I  have  to  support  the  suggestions  that  have  been  made  by 
Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  though  in  some  details  I  may  disagree.  Anyhow, 
the  chief  point  to  be  considered  in  the  matter  of  appointments  in 
public  service  is  the  question  of  efficiency.  I  believe  nobody  will  deny 
this.  Of  course,  Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  was  suggesting  in  a 
question  put  to  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  whether  it  will  not  be  proper  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  to  act  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  public  if  the  public 
prefer  that  the  principle  of  communal  representation  should  apply.  The 
Government  in  Travancore,  if  they  intend  to  see  to  the  real  interests  of 
the  State,  should  not  kindly  submit  themselves  to  the  occasional  out¬ 
flow  of  the  so-called  public  opinion  in  this  State.  The  opinion 
expressed  even  in  this  House  may  not  always  represent  the  real  voice  of 
the  vast  majority  of  the  people  of  the  country.  There  might  be  a  few 
interested  persons  in  every  community  who  may  desire  to  introduce  the 
principle  of  communal  representation  for  objects  of  their  own.  There 
may  be  newspapers  also  to  support  their  cause,  but  that  does  not  mean 
that  the  people  of  the  State  as  a  whole  are  for  the  principle  of 
communal  representation. 

Mr.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (KarunarjapalK)'.  May  I  ask  the  member  whether 
the  Government  have  taken  any  referendum  in  the  matter  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  No.  Some  reports 
may  be  seen  in  some  newspapers  or  some  representations  made  in  the 
Popular  Assembly  or  in  the  Legislative  Council.  But  these  should  not 
be  considered  as  the  real  opinion  of  all  the  people  of  Travancore. 

MR.T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chmganachery  cum  Pcevmadc ):  Will  the 
member  be  in  a  position  to  say  how  the  view  of  the  public  can  be  got 
at  by  the  Government  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  The  Government 
can  understand  the  general  mentality  and  even  in  that  light  should 
act  according  to  the  real  needs  and  interests  of  the  State.  They 
can  listen  to  all  the  newspaper  reports  or  any  other  reports,  but  after 
listening  to  all  these,  they  must  view  the  matter  independently  for 
themselves  and  see  whether  the  agitation  is  justifiable  or  not. 
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Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vnilani):  How  can  the  Government  understand 
the  real  needs  of  the  people  ? 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deviculam) :  Most  of  the,  officers, 
I  believe,  move  freely  among  the  people,  and  can  understand  their  needs’ 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam):  Do  they  move  freely  with  all  the 
people  in  the  whole  of  Travancore ? 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Decicolam)  :  I  say  that  almost 
all  people  in  one  way  or  other  are  brought  into  connection  with  these 
officers. 

MR.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur ):  So  the  information  of  the  officers 
should  be  collected  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolaw)  :  Even  after  con¬ 
sidering  all  these  things  the  Government  should  not  yield  itself  to 
the  so-called  public  views. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Xon, incited) :  Is  the  member  aware  that  the 
principle  of  communal  representation  is  accepted  in  the  Indian  National 
Congress ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (. Minachil  crim  Devuolam ) :  I  am  not  a  Con- 
gress  man  and  so  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  answer  that  question. 

MR.  A.  K.  PILLAI  (Karima cja.pcdU) :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  he  is  prepared  to  accept  the  Congress  ideals  and  the  Congress 
arrangements? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam. ):  I  do  not  know 
much  about  the  Congress. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur) :  Is  it  necessary  that  if  a  member  ac¬ 
cepts  one  principle,  he  should  accept  all  ?  • 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolcm)  ■■  lam  only  talking 
about  my  views  in  the  matter.  The  first  point  to  be  considered  I  said 
is  efficiency. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chawjanachenj cum Peennade)  :  Mr.  Joseph 
has  not  answered  my  question  as  to  whether  he  has  any  method  of 
finding  out  the  public  opinion. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Deviculam)  :  I  may  say  thatpublic 
opinion  could  he  ascertained  by  means  of  a  referendum.  If  it  is  not 
possible  to  take  the  opinion  of  each  and  every  individual,  at  least  the 
opinion  of  the  voters  to  the  Legislative  Council  may  be  taken. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur):  So  the  expression  of  opinion  in  the 
newspapers  also  represents  the  public  opinion  ? 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Deviculam)  :  In  very  many  casesi 
it  may  not  be  so. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  SMcar 
Vakil ) :  May  I  know  whether  a  vote  of  this  House  represents  public 
opinion  ? 
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HR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devi  col  am)  :  I  do  not  consider 
so,  for  the  reason  that  the  members  were  not  elected  on  this  particular 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  Then  may  I 
know  whether  we  have  not  been  wasting  an  hour  and  a  half  over  this 
issue  in  which  the  view  of  the  non-official  majority  is  not  going  to  re¬ 
present  public  opinion? 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  may  concede  that  it 
may  be  taken  as  a  practical  solution,  but  not  otherwise.  That  itself  may 
not  also  be  correct.  I  do  not  wish  that  the  Government  should  act  only 
on  that  opinion.  Even  the  majority  of  the  non-officials  may  go  wrong  on 
some  considerations  or  other. 

MR,  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ghangancicherij  cum  Peennade)  :  May  I 
know  from  the  member  whether  there  is  any  newspaper  in  Travancore 
which  reflects  public  opinion  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Decknlam)  :  I  do  not  think  it 
is  really  necessary  to  make  any  remark  on  such  a  question  and  I  am  not 
going  to  answer  it.  It  is  not  relevant. 

To  come  to  the  question  of  principles  of  recruitment,  I  say  that 
efficiency  should  be  the  first  consideration,  but  at  the  same  time,  I  am  not 
against  concessions  being  given  to  communities  which  are  not  properly 
represented.  I  say  that,  in  cases  where  there  are  applicants  with  equal 
qualifications,  the  Government  may  fairly  give  preference  to  the  appli¬ 
cants  belonging  to  the.  unrepresented  or  less  represented  communities. 

One  argument  that  has  been  advanced  is  that  these  communities 
which  are  lacking  in  proper  representation  suffer  by  the  present  system. 
I  think  if  the  principle  of  communal  representation  is  accepted  and  acted 
on,  it  will  only  give  an  opportunity  to  the  members  of  these  communities 
to  do  the  same  thing  as  is  alleged  to  have  been  done  by  the  members 
of  the  communities  now  represented  in  service.  So,  the  present 
difficulty  cannot  be  solved  by  resorting  to  that  measure.  Mr.  Kunji- 
tomman  and  it  seems  a  few  others  also  said  that,  if  there  was  sufficient 
representation  from  the  unrepresented  communities,  the  persons  belong¬ 
ing  to  those  communities  would  not  suffer  as  they  now  do.  I  think 
even  then  there  will  be  the  same  difficulty,  only  the  community  suffering- 
will  be  changing.  If  the  Christians  are  now  feeling  the  difficulty,  when 
Christians  are  appointed,  the  Nairs  may  feel  the  difficulty.  So  the 
principle  of  communal  representation  is  not  the  proper  means  of 
ensuring  the  safety  and  the  interest  of  the  people.  The  only  way  of 
preventing  that  is  by  means  of  taking  proper  steps  to  see  that  the 
officers  behave  fairly  and  justly  to  all  the  members.  For  that,  we  have 
got  this  Legislative  Council,  the  Popular  Assembly  and  the  newspapers 
as  well  which  are  on  the  alert  to  see  that  the  officers  go  about  then- 
work  properly  and  to  bring  before  the  attention  of  the  Government 
the  wrongs  committed  by  them.  The  acceptance  of  the  principle  of 
communal  representation  is  not  the  means  of  rectifying  it. 

Another  point  that  has  been  urged  is  that  the  principle  of  commu¬ 
nal  representation  is  based  on  the  principle  of  distribution  of  public 
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revenue  as  salaries  to  all  the  communities  alike.  I  do  not  agree  with 
that.  Public  revenue  paid  as  salaries  is  not  to  he  distributed  on  the 
basis  of  communal  sharing.  It  is  to  be  utilised  in  the  interests  of  the 
State  and  for  the  working  of  the  State,  So,  I  submit  that,  on  principle, 
the  question  of  communal  representation  cannot  in  any  way  stand. 

But  then  the  question  of  expediency  comes  in.  As  a  matter  of  ex¬ 
pediency,  under  the  present  conditions,  there  should  be  some  sort  of 
compromise.  But  there  should  not  be  compromise  at  the  sacrifice  of 
efficiency.  There  is  not  much  difficulty  to  harmonise  this  question  of 
principle  with  the  question  of  expediency.  We  all  know  that  there  are 
qualified  persons  belonging  to  communities  not  properly  represented  in 
the  public  service.  Consideration  may  be  shown  to  the  claims  of  such 
persons,  but  not  so  as  to  affect  the  question  of  efficiency.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  can  show  consideration  by  giving  preference  to  such  applicants 
if  they  have  got  equal  qualifications  with  the  other  applicants. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  {No  ninatei)  {Deputy  President):  Sir,  I  did 
not  want  to  intervene  in  this  debate  except  for  the  way  in  which  the 
motion  has  drifted  on.  The  motion  before  the  House  is  to  point  out 
the  absence  of  Tahsildars  from  the  Catholic,  Mahomedan,  Ezhava  and 
other  unrepresented  communities.  That  was  the  motion  of  Mr.  A  J. 
John  and  I  thought  that  Mr.  Bobinson  gave  him  a  crushing  reply  and 
there,  I  believe,  the  matter  ought  to  have  ended,  because  he  said  that  so 
far  as  Tasildhars  are  concerned,  there  has  been  no  direct  recruitment 
from  the  non-officials,  but  only  recruitment  from  the  officials.  He  and 
the  authorities  concerned  did  their  very  best  to  go  through  the  Cil'tl 
List  and  find  out  whether  there  are  Catholics,  Mahomedans,  Ezhavas  or 
other  members  of  the  unrepresented  communities  who  are  ripe  for 
promotion,  and  to  their  disappointment  they  found  that  there  was 
none  and.  that  accounts  for  the  absence  of  certain  communities.  On  the 
other  hand,  he  has  given  a  definite  and  pointed  reference  to  the  case 
where  an  Ezhava  has  been  appointed.  The  only  reply  to  that  argument 
can  be  to  say  “here  are  persons  ripe  for  the  appointment  and  they  have 
not  been  appointed.”  We  need  not  mention  names,  but  we  may  chal¬ 
lenge  Mr.  Bobinson’s  statement  by  saying  that  there  are  certain  indivi¬ 
duals  whose  eases  have  not  been  considered.  In  the  absence  of  that,  we 
have  been  going  to  the  abstract  question  as  to  whether  communal 
representation  is  desirable  or  not.  To  my  mind,  it  seems  that  it  is  not 
necessary  for  us  to  go  into  that  question  now.  Many  members  have 
tabled  down  motions,  I  believe,  with  reference  to  the  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  in  the  various  branches  of  service.  I  believe  we  have  had 
sufficient  dicussion  on  the  matter  and  I  do  not  think  there  can  be  any 
practical  solution  or  even  a  theoretical  solution  of  the  question  if  the 
matter  is  discussed  over  the  floor  of  this  House  any  number  of  years  or 
by  any  number  of  persons.  The  only  way  to  do  it  is,  if  there  are  qualified 
men  and  if  the  Government  or  the  authorities  concerned  ignored  their 
olaims,  to  place  specific  instances  of  such  cases  and  ask  the  Government 
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to  consider  their  cases.  In  theory,  as  Mr.  Iiobinson  said,  we  will  have 
to  provide  for  all  the  unrepresented  communities  and  he  gave  specific 
instances  where  men  from  these  communities  were  not  available.  So, 
with  all  deference  to  the  mover,  I  beg  to  state  that  we  might  have  gone 
on  to  the  other  subjects  so  that  the  other  motions  might  be  more  use¬ 
fully  discussed. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Chaiiga-nachery  cum  Peeroiade):  Sir,  I 
had  also  given  notice  of  a  motion  to  discuss  the  question  of  communal 
representation,  but  as  the  Deputy  President  has  pointed  out,  the  present 
discussion  must  centre  round  the  question  of  the  appointment  of  Tah- 
sildars  only.  I  wish  to  reserve  my  opinion  about  the  general  question 
raised  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  and  answer  only  the  points  touched 
upon  by  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and  the  Deputy  President  as 
regards  the  appointment  of  Tahsildars.  The  answer  has  been  given  that 
the  Government  have  been  very  anxious  and  they  have  been  trying  to 
appoint  to  the  cadre  of  Tahsildars  persons  belonging  to  the  unrepresented 
communities.  I  am  very  sorry  that  the  statement  that  followed  this  ex¬ 
pression  of  wish  or  opinion  has  been  without  a  meaning.  The  answer 
of  Mr.  Robinson  is  that  they  turned  to  the  Civil  List  and  found  nobody 
fit  to  be  promoted.  The  Revenue  Department  has  been  therefore  shut 
to  the  unrepresented  communities.  If  therefore  Mr.  Robinson  continues 
in  this  attitude  of  mind,  that  is  unless  he  finds  qualified  persons  already  in 
the  Civil  List  he  would  not  appoint  any  Tahsildar,  I  would  point  out  to 
him  that  it  would  not  be  possible  for  him  to  appoint  any  man  from  the 
unrepresented  communities,  because,  according  to  him,  all  appointments 
can  be  made  only  by  promotion.  So,  the  unrepresented  communities  will 
ever  remain  unrepresented.  This  is  a  consequence  diametrically  opposed 
to  the  anxieties  and  wishes  of  the  Government  as  expressed  by  Mr.  Robin¬ 
son.  I  would  have  liked  if  I  had  heard  from  him  the  practical  method 
adopted  by  the  Government  to  ease  their  anxieties.  I  am  very  sorry 
that  he  has  not  informed  us  or  enlightened  us  as  regards  the  methods 
adopted  or  the  enquiry  made  by  the  Government  in  that  connection.  I 
would  have  been  quite  satisfied  if  one  or  two  appointments  at  least  had 
been  made  from  among  these  unrepresented  communities  without 
the  process  of  promotion  from  the  Revenue  Department  only,  but 
from  other  departments  or  even  from  the  bar  or  from  some¬ 
where  else.  If  the  answer  given  by  Mr.  Robinson  is  probed  tether, 
we  can  find  that  he  admits  that  Tahsildars  are  generally  appointed 
from  Magistrates  and  these  are  appointed  from  the  ministerial  staff  of 
the  Secretariat  and  the  Division  Cuteherries.  If,  therefore,  I  had 
heard  from  him  that  he  has  taken  particular  care  to  give  preference  to 
those  unrepresented  communities  in  the  matter  of  the'  appointment  of 
the  ministerial  staff  of  these  departments)  I  would  have  been  completely 
satisfied.  But  none  of  the  two  methods  I  have  suggested  now  has 
been  in  any  way  adopted  by  the  Government.  Therefore,  I  wish  to 
point  out  that  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  John  requires  more 
serious  consideration  by  the  Government  than  has  been  paid  to  it  by 
Mr.  Robinson. 

Vcl.IX,  No.  6.  a  ■ 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  C Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commissioner); 
I  do  not  grasp  what  exactly  were  the  points  urged  by  Mr.  T.  J. 
Matthew  regarding'  recruitment  of  Tahsildars.  I  did  not  catch  the  sug¬ 
gestion  from  where  they  should  be  recruited. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  {Chancjanaclunj  cum  Peermade)  :  I  said  that 
if  the  Government  had  promised  that  they  would  give  preference  to  the 
members  of  the  unrepresented  communities  as  regards  the  appointment 
of  the  ministerial  staff  of  the  Secretariat  and  other  departments, 
I  would  have  been  satisfied.  Another  point  is  that  seeing  that  the 
Tahsildars  are  recruited  from  Magistrates,  the  Magistrates  may  be 
appointed  from  the  bar. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam) :  Most  of  the  members  on  this  side  of 
the  House,  except  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai  and  perhaps  :Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph  also 
were  supporting  the  principle  of  communal  representation.  As  for  the 
remarks  made  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Pillai,  I  can  only  agree  with  my  friend 
Mr,  Mammen  Mappillai.  As  regards  the  ideals  preached  by  Mr.  A.  K. 
Pillai,  I  think  they  are  not  applicable  to  the  present  day  world.  They 
may  become  applicable  after  some  centuries  when  the  world  comes  to 
that  ideal  stage.  As  for  the  opinion  advocated  by  Mr.  Joseph,  he  himself 
doubts  whether  he  does  represent  the  public  opinion  of  Travancore. 
He  further  doubts  whether  he  is  voicing  the  opinion  of  the  public  at 
large.  I  think  he  was  at  one  time  supporting  the  principle  of  communal 
representation  and  after  some  time  he  was  opposing  that  principle. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( ihnaekil  cum  Deoicolmn);  May  I  know  when  I 
supported  the  principle  of  communal  representation  ? 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  {Vaikam);  He  was  supporting  the  principle  with 
some  qualification. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaeldl  cum  Decieolam);  I  was  supporting' the 
principle  with  this  qualification,  namely,  that  between  men  of  equal 
qualifications  preference  should  be  given  to  those  belonging  to  unrepre¬ 
sented  or  less  represented  communities.  I  am  opposed  to  the  principle 
of  giving  preference  to  men  with  minimum  qualification  on  the  ground 
that  they  belong  to  backward  communities. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  {Vaikam);  Whatever  may  be  the  opinion  of  Mr.  K. 
I.  Joseph,  since  he  himself  doubts  whether  he  is  voicing  the  opinion 
of  the  public,  I  need  not  attach  any  value  to  his  opinion.  I  think  the 
Government- will  accept  the  principle  and  ask  the  Land  Bevenue  Com¬ 
missioner  to  pay  attention  to  communities  which  are  not  adequately 
represented.  If  Mr.  Bobinson  is  prepared  to  give  an  assurance,  I  am 
prepared  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner);  Sir,  I  think  the  member  will  be  able  to  gather  from  what  I 
have  said  that  that  is  the  principle  upon  which  we  are  tiying  to  recruit 
in  the  Bevenue  Department.  We  are  trying  to  pick  out  persons  from 
the  least  represented  communities. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  {Vaikam)  ■  Is  it_not  possible  to  recruit  from  outside 
the  department  ?

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Con.mis- 
ximrr)  :  That  is  not  a  thing  upon  which  I  could  say  anything  now. 
The  Government  nmst  consider  it.  As  regards  the  principle,  I  was 
talking  about,  I  have  already  given  instructions  to  various  officers  that 
the  principle  to  be  adopted  is  to  select  people  from  those  communities 
that  are  least  represented  in  the  department. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam)  :  May  I  know  whether  there  are  Catholics 
among  Stationary  Magistrates  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Com  mis. 
zio.ter) :  I  cannot  say. 

We  do  our  best  in  the  matter  and  I  think  you  may  rest  assured 
that  we  will  try  to  do  all  that  is  possible  in  the  matter. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam):  On  that  assurance,  I  withdraw  the 
motion. 

The  motion  was,  hy  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

Motion  142. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion : — 

143.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  2, 43, ISO  for  Taluk  Cutcherries 
hy  Re.  1. 

I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  discontent 
that  is  prevailing  among  the  Tahsildars  on  account  of  their  comparatively 
low  pay  and  the  lack  of  prospects  for  them.  Sir,  efficiency  of  service  is 
the  ideal  that  we  aim  at  and  we  expect  that  from  every  Government  ser¬ 
vant.  Unless  we  have  a  contented  and  hopeful  class  of  officers,  we 
cannot  expect  them  to  turn  out  sincere,  good  and  efficient  work.  On  a 
close  examination  of  the  case,  it  will  he  clear  that  the  pay  and  prospects 
of  the  Tahsildar  of  the  Travancore  Kevenue  Department  is  not  at  all 
satisfactory.  It  is  usual  in  the  case  of  other  departments  to  give  a  time- 
scale  of  pay  to  the  officers.  The  pay  of  the  Tahsildars  fixed  during  the 
time  of  Dewan  Mr.  Sankarasubba  Aivar  still  continues  to  be  the  present 
pay.  They  are  divided  into  two  grades,  the  lower  grade  getting  Es.  175 
and  the  higher  grade  to  Es.  200.  There  are  10  vacancies  in  the  higher 
grade  and  even  in  these  vacancies,  five  or  six  still  remain  unfilled.  The 
time  usually  taken  for  an  ordinary  Tahsildar  to  work  up  from  the  second 
grade  to  the  first  is  eight  years. 

PRESIDENT  ;  May  I  ask  whether  the  member  is  moving  for  an 
increase  of  the  grant  or  for  a  reduction  of  the  grant  V 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  I  am  for  an  increase  of  pay. 

PRESIDENT :  I  see  the  member’s  motion  deals  with  the  reduction 
of  the  grant  and  he  is  speaking  for  an  increase  of  the  grant. 

Mr.K.K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  I  argue  that  the  Tahsildars 
would  do  the  work  better  if  they' are  given  a  higher  pay.  Yesterday, 
we  have  been  listening  to  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  in  connection  with 
the  reduction  of  the  pay  of  the  Professors,  I  may  say  that  most  of  the 
arguments  on  the  side  of  the  Government  for  retaining  the  scale  of  pay 
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of  the  Professors  applies  with  equal  force  to  the  condition  of  Tahsildars. 
The  qualification  of  the  Tahsildar  is  very  satisfactory.  Most  of  them 
are  graduates  in  law.  They  are  recruited  after  a  service  of  more  than 
15  or  20  years  from  the  Secretariat  or  in  the  lower  grades  of  the 
Bevenue  Department.  After  spending  about  20  years,  it  takes  them 
four  or  five  years  to  get  a  permanent  place.  I  may  in  this  connection 
refer  to  the  instance  of  a  few  Christian  Tahsilclars.  It  is  re¬ 
grettable  that  even  after  the  separation  of  Devaswoms  from  the  Bevenue 
Department,  two  Tahsilclars — of  whom  one  of  them  is  no  more — have 
been  denied  the  ordinary  rigfts.  If  they  had  remained  where  they 
were  without  getting  into  the  Bevenue  Department,  they  would  have 
become  Division  Assistants  on  a  pay  of  Bs.  250  to  Bs.  300  or  Bs.  350. 
By  the  separation  putting  them  in  the  Bevenue- Department  their 
prospects  have  been  materially  marred.  Such  being  the  case,  I  would 
request  the  Government  to  reconsider  the  position  ard  find  a  way  to 
give  the  Tahsildars  at  least  the  time-scale.  The  position  of  the  Tahsil- 
dars  in  Cochin  and  in  British  India  may  very  well  be  pointed  out  as  a 
eo  nparison.  The  Tahsildar  of  Cochin  gets  about  a  scale  of  Bs.  200  to 
Bs.  250. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Acj.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
May  I  know  how  many  Tahsildars  there  are  in  Cochin  ? 

Mr.  K  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  Pour  or  five. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated )  ■  What  is  the  area  of  Cochin? 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (.Kottayam)-.  Yesterday  we  have  been  asking 
for  these  figures  for  the  same  sort  of  argument. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
Is  the  Cochin  State  bigger  than  the  Kottayam  Division  or  smaller  than 
that  ? 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam).  It  may  be  about  that.  Compar¬ 
ing  the  pay  of  the  officers  in  other  departments,  I  may  say  that  the  pay 
of  the  Tahsildars  was  fixed  at  the  time  of  Dewan  Mr.  Sankarasubba 
Aiyar.  The  Inspector  of  Police  whose  pay  was  only  Bs.  40  is  now 
given  a  scale  up  to  Bs.  200  and’  the  District  Begistrar’s  pay  now  is 
something  like  Bs.  200.  But  a  Tahsildar  whose  pay  was  Bs.  Y  75  at  the 
time  of  Mr.  Sankarasubba  Aiyar  is  even  now  only  the  same  Bs.  175. 

Mr.  TARIATU  KUNJITQMMAN  (Muvattupuzha  cum  TodupnzAa ):

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  I  wish  I  may  be  permitted  to 
speak  a  little  more  because  the  President  has  been  kind  enough  to  give 
time  in  the  case  of  other  members. 

PRESIDENT  :  That  was  because  there  was  more  time  available  for 
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discussion  when  the  question  was  started.  But  now  there  is  very  little 
time  available  ;  so  the  laxity  must  be  curtailed. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  Sir,  I  invite  the  attention  of 
the  Government  to  the  low  pay  given  to  the  Tahsildars. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  lax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  I  have  listened  carefully  to  what  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas  has 
said  and  I  have  noted  what  he  has  said.  I  may  at  this  stage  say  that  the 
Tahsildars  have  submitted  a  memorial  to  the  Government  and  the 
Government  have  aked  me  to  report  on  all  the  points  mentioned  in  the 
memorial.  The  matter  will  be  carefully  considered.  So,  as  the  matter 
is  under  report  andj  consideration,  I_hope  Mr,  K.  K.  Thomas  will  with¬ 
draw  his  motion. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  In  the  light  of  the  assurance 
given  by  Mr.  Bobinson,  I  am  prepared  to  withdraw  my  motion. 

MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad)  :  I  object  to  his  withdrawal.

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion  :

I  must  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  the  necessity  for  recast¬ 
ing  or  remodelling  the  Waste  Lands  Kules,  dated  the  3rd  February  1924. 
In' the  general  discussion  of  the  budget,  I  had  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
hardships  experienced  by  the  people  by  the  operation  of  Buie  No.  6  of 
the  Waste  Lands  Buies. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chaiujanachery  cum  Peermadt) :  Sir,  1  rise 
to  a  point  of  order.  I  fail  to  understand  how  the  working  of  the  Waste 
Lands  Buies  can  be  considered  by  means  of  a  motion  directed  against 
the  allotment  for  Provertbi  Outcherries. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam)  :  The  rules  are  worked  by  Prover- 
thihars. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peer  made)  No  doubt, 
he  might  discuss  the  working  of  the  Proverthi  Outcherries,  but  not  the 
rules. 

MR.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (Secretary  to  Government):  There  is 
a  motion  No.  158  which  refers  to  Buie  No.  6  of  the  Bevised  Waste  Lands 
Buies. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  •  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  motion  relates  to  Proverthi'  Outcherries.  I  think 
Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas  may  speak  under  that  motion  about  the  policy 
adopted  by  Proverthikars  relating  to  the  working  of  the  particular  rule, 
but  not  to  the  rules  as  a  whole.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion,  he  may 
refer  to  the  rules  and  say  whether  the  Proverthikars  are  acting  up  to 
the  rules  or  not.  If  the  member  proposes  to  make  any  remarks  for 
amending  of  the  rules,  it  must  come  under  another  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  Yon  may  speak  within  those  limits. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  C Kottayam ) :  I  do  not  say  that  the  rules  should 
be  altered.  I  may  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  the  hardships  ex¬ 
perienced  by  the  people. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  ;  So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  work  done  by  Proverthikars. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam):  Yes.  I  will  speak  within  these 
limits.  Sir,  next  to  paddy  and  cocoanut  cultivation,  the  cultivation,  of 
tea  is  the  only  safe  investment  for  the  Travaucore  cultivator.  Another 
point  is  about  the  cultivation  of  tea.  Though  the  cultivation  of  tea  is 
very  costly,  judging  by  the  experience  of  Ceylon,  tea  cultivation  is  possible 
in  small  areas.  Our  workmen  plant  one  or  two  acres  and  get  tea  dried 
by  an  ordinary  process  so  that  it  is  of  some  advantage  to  the  cultivator. 
Now,  in  Travaucore,  the  total  area  of  land  comes  to  about  7,600  square 
miles.  Of  these  '2,400  square  miles  are  reserved  forest  and  the  rest  of  the, . 
laud  which  is  about  2,000  square  miles  is  not  available  for  cultivation.  . 
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The  balance  remaining  isthe  cultivable  portion  available  to  Tiavancore- 
au,.  Of  these,  again,  7000  acres  are  taken  up  by  European  ^planters 
for  cultivation  so  that  the  Travancoreans  have  only  about  2000  square 
miles.  Tbe  density  c-f  population  in  Travancore  is  much  greater 
than  in  European  countries.  Looking  ahead,  I  would  advise  the 
Government  to  reserve  as:  much  land  as  possible  for  Travancoreans, 
to  cultivate.  The  rule"  says 

'■On  receipt  of  an  application  under  Rule  2,  the  Pcishkar  or  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Division  shall  asocitaiu  whether  the  lot  applied  for  is  available  for  sale.  He  should  also 
enquire  into  the  antecedents  and  financial  position  of  the  applicant  and  satisfy  himself 
that  the  application  is  4«««  .fide,  that  it  comes  from  a  person  of  competence  and  that  it 
is  not  made  for  purposes  of  speculation.  He  should  then  forward  the  application  along 
mth  his  views  thereon  to  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner.  His  report  should  dearly 
state  the  result  of  his  euquiry  on  the  points  mentioned  in  this  rule 

On  the'  strength  of  a  Gf.  O.  issued  by  the  Government,  the  authorities 
have  been  asking  the  adjoining  European  planters  when  a  Travancorean 
applies  for  a  plot  of  land  whether  he  wants  that  land  even  though 
lie  has  over  2,000  acres  with  him  and  even  though  there  are  well- 
marked  permanent  boundaries. 

HR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  [Land  Revenue  andlneome  Tax  Commissioner): 
May  I  ask  whether  the  member  only  refers  to  European  owners  or  any 
adjoining  estate  owner  ? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ):  Any  owner. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Laud Revenue  and  Income  Tux  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  What  about  Mr.  P.  John  of  Kottayam  ? 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  There  is  no  land  near  his  estate. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  {Land,  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Com¬ 
missioner)  :  I  have  got  the  papers  here  showing  that  an  application 
for  land  adjoining  his  estate  was  referred  to  him. 

MR.  G.  P.  TARAKAN  {Iiunnainad):  May  I  know  whether  this  is 
relevant  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Thomas,  much  of  wbat  you  say  is  irrelevant. 
You  must  speak  on  the  conduct  of  Proverthikars.  But  you  are  speaking 
on  Government  Buies  and  Begulations. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  With  regard  to  these  rules,  when 
the  adjoining  estate  owner  is  asked  even  though  he  has  over  2000  acres 
with  him,  he  is  having  his  first  refusal.  So,  that  power  should  be  taken 
away  and  the  adjoining  estate  owner  need  not  he  asked,  provided — 

PRESIDENT  :  Tou  may  speak  about  the  conduct  of  the  Proverthi- 
cars  or  about  Proverthi  cutekerries ;  what  you  are  saying  has  nothing 
to  do  with  your  motion. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  If  I  am  interrupted  I  will  not  be 
able  to  come  to  it. 

PRESIDENT  :  It  is  more  or  less  a  wrong  classification  on  your  part. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  {Kottayam):  There  are  other  portions  of  the 
rules  which  are  also  working  hardship.  The  directions  given  to  the 
Preverthikars  are  not  clear  enough.  That  is  why  Proverthikars  should 
be  asked  to  give  some  sort  of  consideration  to -the  Travancorean  appli¬ 
cant  and  cot  to  allow  him  to  come  into  competition  with  the  European 
applicant  who  has  large  resources  at  his  back. 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (7  and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  the  motion  is  really  about  the  Pakuthi  Cutcherries. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  need  not  try  to  answer  the  irrelevant  portions 
of  the  member's  speech.  You  need  speak  only  relevancies. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commit- 
sioner) :  The  Proverthikar  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Waste  Lands 
Buies.  It  rests  with  the  Tahsildar  and  the  Commissioner  of  Devicolam 
who  have  to  make  a  personal  inspection.  I  don’t  think  the  other  points 
are  relevant-  Mr.  Thomas  has  slightly  misunderstood  the  matters. 
I  have  got  papers  here  where  references  were  made  to  Travancore 
estate  owners  about  applications  for  adjoining  lands. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Reyyattinkara )  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Proverthikar  has  any  control  over  the  disposal  of  waste -lands? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  None  whatever.  It  rests  with  the  Government  entirely. 
So  I  do  not  think  the  motion  was  in  order. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  May  I  know  whether  he  has  got 
to  send  a  report  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  It  is  the  Proverthikar  who  identifies  and  prepares  a  sketch. 
The  sketch  is  not  generally  done  to  scale,  because  it  is  a  rough 
sketch.  After  identifying  the  land,  the  Tahsildar  has  to  see  the  land 
and  make  a  report  to  the  Commissioner, ‘Devicolam.  Then  the  re  port  is 
sent  on  to  the  Land  Bevenue  Commissioner  who  sends  it  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  and  they  sanction  it.  If  there  are  mistakes  anywhere,  they  are  set 
right  during  these_  steps  or  by  the  Government  eventually.  I  do  not  think 
any  hardship  or  mistake  can  occur.  It  goes  through  so  many  stages  and 
it  has  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  Government.  Under  these  circumstances, 
I  would  ask  Mr.  Thomas  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  House  will  now  adjourn  and  meet  at  a  quarter

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The  Proverthikar  of  a  village  is  an  important  officer  and  people 

In  the  matter  of  preparmg 
Krat  SlJ  “r^eZkar  i^he' chief  agent  and  he  prepares 
it  iccorclinu  to  his  whims  and  fancies.  So  is  the  case  m  th

H  other  Hindus,  3  Christians,  and  -1  other  classes  From  these 
ionld  he  seen  that  there  is  not  a  single  Proverthikar  from  the  Ezhavas 
and  hlahomedans  and  only  3  from  12  lakhs  of  Christians.  I  therefore 
L-  '  before  the  attention  of  the  Government  the  glaring  injustice  don 

to  in  the°matter  of  recruitment  of  Proverthikars  and  accountants.  I 
n  *  ±  fhinir  it  necessary  to  recruit  them  from  the  service  ltseii . 
Accountants  are  recruited  from  outside  and  they  need  pass  only  the 
Account  Test  So,  it  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  recruit  accountants  direct. 
With  these  words,  I  move  the  motion  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Conmns- 
lianer)  •  Sir  I  am  quite  in  sympathy  with  what  Mr.  John  said.  Since

The  Provert  i  mi 
ah  starts  as  an  Accountant.  I  think  there  are  three  Christian  Prover 
thikars  in  the  State  and  they  were  appointed  m  the  Devjcol&m- Division 
Yul.  IX,  Ho.  G  "  ■  - 
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from  the  ranks  of  Accountants.  In  Devicolam,  these  men  were  recruited 
before  tire  Devaswom  separation  as  there  were  no  Devaswoms  there. 

A  number  of  Proverthikars  from  Devicolam  have  since  risen  as  clerks. 
In  answer  to  an  interpellation,  the  number  of  Christian  Proverthikars 
has  been  given.  That  relates  to  the  Devicolam  Division.  It  is  the  only 
place  where  a  man  could  be  a  Proverthikar  without  being  an  Account- 
ant.  Before  the  separation  of  Devaswoms.  they  recruited  only  caste- 
Hindus  as  Accountants  in  other  places.  I  am  not  certain  of  .this 
statement  because  I  came  here  only  after  the  separation.  Now  the 
Tahsildars  are  recruiting  the  Accountants  from  all  communities. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Bobinson 
whether  the  Division  Peishkars  appoint  these  men  or  the  Tahsildars? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Reeenus  and  Income  Tax  Cim.mit- 
sioner ):  The  appointment  of  Accountants  is  made  by  Tahsildars.  Of 
course,  the  Dewan  Peishkars  have  a  power  to  point  out  anybody  for 
being  appointed  ;  but  for  the  sake  of  discipline,  they  do  not  interfere 
with  the  power  of  the  Tahsildars-  But  a  new  difficulty  has  arisen. 

A  lot  of  men  has  been  disbanded  from  the  Survey  and  Land  Kecords 
Departments  and  now  they  are  without  employment.  Questions  have 
been  asked  in  this  House  about  giving  those  men  employment  and  we 
have  issued  orders  to  the  officers  that  they  must  employ  those  men 
first  until  they  have  all  been  employed.  There  has  been  a  certain 
difficulty  with  regard  to  this-  Sometimes  a  Tahsildar  has  not  appointed 
as  accountant  one  who  has  thus  been  disbanded.  He  might  have 
thought  that  all  the  supernumeraries  have  been  absorbed.  To  obviate 
this  difficulty,  a  reference  is  now  going  to  the  Government  as  to  whether 
the  appointments  in  future  should  not  be  by  the  Dewan  Peishkars  until 
all  the  Land  Becords  accountants  and  Survey  accountants  have  been 
absorbed.  I  am  afraid  that,  among  the  disbanded  men,  there  will  be 
very  few  Christians.  But  it  is  only  fair  that  they  should  be  absorbed 
before  new  men  are  appointed.  That  may  restrict  the  recruitment  from 
outside  for  some  time.  But  certainly,  the  orders  are  that  the  accountants 
should  be  recruited  from  all  communities  and  that  preference 
should  be  given  to  the  least  represented  communities.  These  are  the 
orders  and  I  hope  they  will  he  carried  out.  I  have  not  got  figures  with 
me  about  the  number  of  accoimtants  and  the  community  to  which  they 
belong.'  I  cannot  say  whether  men  are  appointed  in  sufficient  numbers 
from  other  communities  according  to  the  applications.  But  statements 
are  regularly  sent  to  the  Government  and  are  being  scrutinised  by 
them.  I  agree  with  Mr.  John  that  the  accountants  should  be  recruited 
from  all  communities.  But  their  promotions  as  Proverthikars  should 
be  fixed  by  seniority.  If  it  is  not  done  now-,  it  should  be  done.  Wherever 
appeals  come  in  that  so  and  so  has  been  wrongly  appointed,  we 
set  right  the  mistake  and  cancel  the  appointments  if  wrong..  Under 
these  conditions,  I  hope  Mr.  John  will  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaiham) :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Bobinson  how  : 
many  men  from  the  Ezhavas,  Mahomedans,  etc.,  were  appointed  after 
the  Devaswom  separation? 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (/ .and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Cunmis- 
:  I  have  not  got  the  figures. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vail'am):  May  I  know  whether  the  Peishkars 
keep  a  register  to  enter  the  number  of  applications  from  these  com¬ 
munities  ? 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis- 
si'yjitT) :  I  do  not  think  that  they  keep  an  application  register  sepa¬ 
rately,  but  every  petition  for  appointment  is  registered  in  a  petition 
register. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikcrn ) :  Is  it  possible  to  make  out  the  number 
of  applications  from  that  register  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  lievenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Yes.  But  the  applications  for  Accountants’  posts  should  be 
sent  to  the  Tahsildar  ;  so  it  is  not  entered  in  the  register  kept  by  the 
Peishkar.  When  the  Bewan  Peishkar  receives  an  application,  he 
forwards  it  to  the  Tahsildar. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  Is  it  not  desirable  that  a  sepa¬ 
rate  register  for  applications  for  appointments  be  kept  rather  than  have 
them  along  with  the  miscellaneous  petitions  V 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (hand  Revenue  and  Incime  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  That  is  very  nice,  but  I  think  Mr.  Thomas  will  concede  that 
work  is  increasing  in  every  office  and  we  never  get  any  extra  staff  to 
cope  with  the  increasing  work.-  I  am  against  keeping  more  registers, 
and  against  more  registers  being  added  on  to  the  work  of  the pakutln 
staff.  .Every  year,  different  branches  of  work  are  added  on  to  them,  for 
example,  birth  statistics,  markets,  etc.  I  think  for  the  purpose. o 
any  information  called  for  from  this  House,  it  can  he  easily  gathered 
from  the  petition  register  I  referred  to.  We  cannot  always  say  to  what 
community  a  person  belongs  because  the  applicants  do  not  alw-ays  state 
that.  An  applicant  simply  asks  for  an  appointment  and  signs  his  name. 
Sometime  ago,  we  -were  advertising  for  some  appointments— I  do  not 
remember  which.  I  know  in  two  cases  two  Brahmins  applied.  They 
did  not  put  Aiyar  after  their  names.  I  do  not  know  why.  We  ap¬ 
pointed  one  of  them  thinking  he  was  from  one  of  the  unrepresented 
communities — Mr.  Bamakrishnan.  The  same  is  the  case  with  re¬ 
gard  to  the  Ezhava  community  and  the  Christian  community. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated )  :  From  the  statistics  furnished,  we 
find  there  are  three  Christian  Proverthikars.  May  I  know  whether 
they  are  recruited  directly  or  promoted  from  the  Accountants  V 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis- 
sioier) :  Promoted  from  the  Accountants’  grade.  None  of  them  was 
appointed  straight  off. 

*R.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated) :  By  virtue  of  seniority  V 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  lievenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Yes,  unless  a  man  is  passed  over  for  bad  work-  That  is  what 
we  have  beau  doing.  We  take  the  senior  man  and  he  is  passed  over 
if  he  du6j  had  work  and  we  promote  the  mam  who  is  next  to  him  and 
who  is  doing  good  work. 
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MR.  N.  KUMAR  A  W  (XomnalaD  :  What,  will  be  the  period  of 
service  that  ho  has  to  put  in  before  he  becomes  a  Proverthikar  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  R.  ROBINSON  .  (/  and  Heroine  and  I nceme  Tax  Cm,,  is. 
se,nc  ■) :  It  may  vary  in  different  taluks.  In  some  taluks  there  will  bo 
young  Proverthikars  and,  until  they  die  or  retire,  there  may  not  be  any 

aCalMR.  N.  KUMARAN  (.nominated)  :  Is  there  any  possibility  of  direct 
recruitment? 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (i.and  Become  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  As  Proverthikar  ? 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ) :  Yes.  Will  the  Government  consider 
it  possible  to  have  direct  recruitment,  not  from  the  service,  of  persons 
who  are  qualified,  as  proverthikars  ?  . 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  .(land  Became  and  Income.  Tax  Comm*, 
sinner) :  That  will  be  a  dangerous  policy'.  First  of  all,  it  will  );e 
dangerous  because  the  man  who  has  had  no  actual  experience  in 
pakutld  work,  the  survey  of  lands,  identification  of  lands,  etc.,  should 
not  be  appointed  as  Proverthikar. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (dominated)  :  Supposing  he  has  all  those  quali¬ 
fications  ‘l 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (laud  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  He  must  have  some  training'.  Then  the  question  arises,  are 
we  to  ignore  the  men  who  are  in  service  and  take  in  men  from  outside? 
That  is  the  question.  We  have  been  discussing,  the  case  of  Tahsildare 
and  members  were  saying  that-  communal  representation  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  considering  promotions.  Proverthikars  are 
promoted  from  the  rank  oi  Accountants. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (ChamjauacJieri/  cum  Beennadc) :  Are  there 
Mahomedan  or  Ezhava  Proverthikars  ?  . 

Mr.  S.  C.  K.  ROBINSON'  (Land  Revenue  ancl  Income  Tax  Commh- 
s'oner) :  From  the  answer  to  the  interpellation  the  member  will  find 
that  there  are  no  Proverthikars. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ohanganachenj  cum  Peer-made):  Are  there 
Mahomedan  or  Ezhava  applicants  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (land  Become  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  do  not  see  why  there  should  not  have  been. 

MR .  T .  J .  MATTHEW  (Clutngamehery  cum  Beer, node) :  If  there  are 
no  Mahomedan  or  Ezhava  accountants  and  we  appoint  them  only  now, 
will  it  not  take  seven  or  eight  years  for  Them  to  become  Proverthi¬ 
kars?  ... 

Mr.  S.  G.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Became  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Unless  people  'die  earlier.  Under  these  circumstances,  I 
hope  Mr.  John  will  withdraw  his  motion. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Clmigamchery  cum  Beer, node):  Sir,  I  wish 
to  speak  a  few  words  ou  this  motion.  The  question  of  communal  re¬ 
presentation  has  been  discussed  at  some  length  by  some  of  the  members 
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iw  a  previous  motion.  The  policy  of  appointing  persons  from  unre¬ 
presented  communities  when  there  are  applicants  from  unrepresented 
communities  has  been  opposed  on  the  ground  that- that  will  be  detri¬ 
mental  to  the  interests  of  the  State.  I  t'ail°to  see  how  it  can  affect  the 
interests  of  the  State  when  the  applicants  from  unrepresented  com¬ 
munities  are  qualified.  When  the  Government  prescribed  certain 
qualifications  for  appointments,  it  has  to  he  taken  for  granted  that 
persons  possessing  those  qualifications  will  be  able  to  conduct  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  the  office  properly.  As  regards  efficiency,  we  cannot  know-  by 
sight  whether  a  man  is  more  efficient  than  another,  when  both  have  the 
same  academical  qualifications.  In  the  case  of  Accountants  no  high  acade¬ 
mical  qualifications  are  necessary.  We  are  now  at  the  lowest-  grade  of 
appointments  in  the  Land  Bevenue  Department.  When  the  question 
of  Tahsiidars  came  up,  it  was  urged  from  the  Government  side  that 
Tahsildars  are  generally  appointed  by  promotions  from  the  cadre  of 
Magistrates-  As  regards  Accountants,  the  Government  need  not  go  to 
any  other  department ;  recruitment  is  made  from  outside.  I  urge  that 
at  least  in  the  case  of  Accountants,  the  Government  must  be  able  to  see 
that  their  intentions  and  instructions  are  strictly  followed  by  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  officers  af  Government.  Unless  a  firm  policy  is  followed  in 
this  matter,  as  I  have  been  suggesting  by  my  questions  to  Mr.  Robinson, 
we  will  not  be  able  to  see  even  a  Proverthikar  from  such  populous  com¬ 
munities  as  the  Ezhava  community  and  the  Mahomedan  community, 
m  the  near  future.  I  do  not  say  that  it  will  be  a  panacea  for  all  the  evils 
of  the  State  to  appoint  one  Ezhava  or  Mahomedan  to  the  ranks  of  Prover- 
thikais  of  the  State.  But  at  least  the  prospect  of  realising  that  it  is  possi¬ 
ble  for  the  Ezhavas  and  Mahomedans  and  other  unrepresented  com¬ 
munities  to  he  appointed  to  the  Bevenue  Department  is  itself  a  consoling, 
fact.  In  my  view,  strict  adherence  to  the  principle  of  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  is  not  only  not  detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  State,  but  it 
will  conduce  to  the  happiness  of  the  people  of  the  State.  It  is  well- 
known,  Sir,  that  politics  in  Travancore  centre  round  appointments ;  and 
on  this  question  of  appointment,  there  is,  and  there  has  been,  communal 
t  ension  and  communal  feeling.  When  certain  unrepresented  communities 
urge  their  claims  before  Government,  and  when  these  are  not  accepted,  or 
are  opposed,  certainly  it  is  but  right  that  these  communities  must  feel 
aggrieved.  If  therefore  the  Government  pass  a  definite  rule  that  at  least 
in  the  case  of  initial  appointments  unrepresented  communities  will  be 
given  preference,  that  in  my  view  will  put  an  end  to  all  communal  ten-  . 
sions.  Then  it  will  be  realised  by  all  the  communities  that  we  need  not 
in  any  way  fight  about  the  matter-  There  are  definite  rules  which  the 
Government  _  will  follow  and  the  communities  need  not  raise  any 
hubbub  or  fight  with  other  communities  for  the  realisation  of  their 
object.  It  will  not  be  denied  that  the  peace  of  a  State  will  be  conducive 
to  its  happiness.  One  of  the  primary  conditions  for  the  progress  of 
a  State  is  that,  first  of  all,  there  must  be  peace  within.  I  believe  Gov¬ 
ernment  will  take  stock  of  this  matter  and  see  at  least  that  appoint¬ 
ments  to  be  made  from  outside  wilt  be  given  to  unrepresented,  commu¬ 
nities  when  there  are  applicants  from  among  the  members  of  those- 
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communities.  There  has  been  a  suggestion  from  one  of  the  members  that 
the  Government  in  a  moment  of  weakness  acceded  to  the  clamour  of  the 
unrepresented  communities.  *  I  cannot  understand  how  it  was  a  matter 
of  weakness.  This  is  a  principle  that  has  been  accepted  at  least  for 
the  last  twenty  or  twenty-five  years  and  there  has  not  been  auy  com¬ 
plaint  against  "the  action  of  Government  in  the  matter.  No  doubt,  the 
word  ‘efficiency’  is  a  fine  term,  but  when  there  are  persons  having  the 
same  qualifications,  it  must  not  be  left,  I  strongly  submit,  to  the  whims 
and  fancies  of  the  heads  of  departments  to  find  any  particular,  efficiency 
in  any  particular  applicant.  The  ideal  state  depicted  by  Mr.  A.  K.  Piliai 
by  strictly  following  a  non-communal  principle  and  making  appoint¬ 
ments  only  on  the  basis  of  efficiency  is  fraught  with  evil  consequences 
to  certain  communities  and  ultimately  to  the  country.  What  I  have  to 
say  with  regard  to  that  is  that  when  there  are  persons  having  the  same 
academical  qualifications,  no  other  considerations  of  efficiency  must  weigh 
with  the  Government.  With  these  words,  I  support  the  motion  of 
Mr.  John. 

MR.N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ):  Sir,  during  the  discussion  on  the 
previous  motion,  it  was  pointed  out  by  several  members  on  this  side  of  the 
House  that  the  Revenue  Department  is  one  of  the  most  important  de¬ 
partments  of  the  State  and  that  the  village  officer  is  the  last  link  of 
that  system.  So  unless  a  fair  representation  is  ensured  iu  respect  of 
this  department,  I  think  the  various  communities  in  the  State  will 
not  feel  satisfied  with  existing  arrangements.  We  find  that  after  the 
separation  of  the  Dovaswoms  from  the  Revenue  Department,  four  years 
ago,  a  small  number  of  Accountants  has  been  appointed  from  unrepresent¬ 
ed  communities.  Mr.  Robinson  told  us  that  itjwould  take  a  very  large 
number  of  years  before  one  of  these  people  is  likely  to  be  promoted  as 
a  Proverthikar.  At  present,  I  find  that  there  are  no  Ezhava  Provertbi- 
kars  and  I  may  say  that  it  would  take  probably  8  or  10  years  to  see  a 
single  Proverthikar  from  the  Ezhava  community  even  if  an  Ezhava 
Accountant  is  recruited  now.  Therefore,  if  the  Government  would 
only  recruit  Proverthikars  from  Accountants,  I  submit  that  it  is 
a  contingency  which  we  cannot  contemplate  with  satisfaction  or  con¬ 
tentment.  I  would  therefore  request  the  Government  to  see  whether 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  have  some  direct  recruitment  from  outside 
in  the  cadre  of  Proverthikars.  Mr.  Robinson  said  that  a  certain  amount 
of  practice  and  experience  of  the  work  is  absolutely  necessary  for  a  Pro¬ 
verthikar  and  therefore  no  recruitment  from  outside  would  be  justifi¬ 
able.  .  In  my  opinion,  I  think  it  is  perfectly  possible.  Higher  educa¬ 
tional  qualification  may  be  laid  down  and  the  Village  Test  and  the 
Survey  Test  might  be  prescribed  as  qualifications  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  post  and  persons  from  the  unrepresented  communities  who 
have  such  qualifications  may  first  be  appointed  on  probation  for  a  period 
of  three  or  six  month,  and  then  directly  appointed  as  Proverthikars. 
Unless  some  such  arrangement  is  made  by  the  Government,  it  is  not 
possible  in  the  ordinary  course  of  things  for  an  Accountant  to  become 
g,  Proverthikar  for  a  period  of  8  or  10  years.  Under  these  circumstances 
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it  is  not  absolutely  necessary  strictly  to  accept  the  principle  of  the  sys¬ 
tem  that  is  now  being  followed.  I  urge  these  points  for  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  and,  with 
these  observations,  I  support  the  motion.

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Numimted )  :  Mr.  Eobiuson  has  accepted  the 
general  principle  that  members  of  the  unrepresented  communities 
should  be  given  preference  in  the  matter  of  recruitment  of  Proverthi  - 
kars.  Now  we  are  concerned  with  the  proportion  of  unrepresented 
communities  in  the  grade  of  Provertkikars.  Mr.  Eobinson  has  explained 
to  us  the  difficulty  of  having  Proverthikars  from  these  unrepresented 
communities,  because  as  a  rule  they  are  made  by  promotion.  We  find 
that  there  are  405  Proverthikars  for  the  whole  State  and  of  these  only 
three  are  Christians  and  there  is  none  from  the  other  unrepresented 
communities.  According  to  the  statement  of  the  Commissioner  himself,  it 
would  take  at  least  eight  years  for  an  Accountant  to  become  a  Proverthi- 
kar.  So  even  supposing  the  Government  have  appointed  a  large  number 
of  Accountants  from  unrepresented  communities,  it  would  take  more  than 
eight  years  before  any  appreciable  improvement  in  the  proportion  of 
unrepresented  communities  in  the  grade  of  Proverthikars  is  effected. 
Therefore,  what  I  would  submit  for  the  consideration  of  the  authorities 
is  that,  unless  the  Government  find  out  some,  means  whereby  the  Pro¬ 
verthikars  could  be  recruited  from  these  unrepresented  communities,  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  remedy  this  state  Gf  affairs  within  a  reasonable 
time.  As  my  friend  -Mr.  Kumaran  suggested,  it  Is  not  impossible  for 
the  Government  to  devise  some  means  whereby  English.  School  Leaving 
Certificate  holders  mayffie  trained  in  survey  and  recruited  direct  to  the 
grade  of  Proverthikars.  At. first  they  may  be  appointed  as  probationers 
and  after  some  months’  service  they  may  be  promoted  as  Proverthikars. 
In  order  to  remedy  this  longstanding  and  widespread  evil,  I  would 
request  the  Government  to  take  some  such  steps.  So  long  as  the  Govern¬ 
ment  say  that  recruitment  of  Proverthikars  cannot  be  made  direct,  but 
only  by  promotion,  and  that  they  are  anxious  to  see  that  the  inequalities 
are  removed,  I  say  that  it  can  be  considered  only  as  an  expression  of 
sympathy  which  is  not  intended  to  be  carried  out  in  practice.  We  are 
told  that  the  Proverthikars  are  now  appointed  from  the  ranks  of  Ac- 
oountants  and  if  you  look  at  the  way  in  which  they  are  appointed,  we  find 
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that  there  is  no  intention  to  satisfy  the  unrepresented  communities. 
The  Land  Bovenue  Commissioner  has  not  boon  able  to  place  before 
us  any  statistics  with  regard  to  the  number  of  appointments  made 
from  tbose  unrepresented  communities  after  the  separation  of  t-hoDova- 
sworns  from  the  Bovenue  Department.  I  fear  that  if  these  statistics  were 
placed  before  us  wo  shall  not-  find  that  any  appreciable  improvement  has 
-been  made  in  the  matter  of  appointing  members  of  unrepresented  com¬ 
munities.  Sir,  we  find  that,  time  after  time,  the  statements  placed  on 
the  tab'e  of  this  House  with  regard  to  recruitment  from  a  communal 
standpoint  show  most  unsatisfactory  figures-  Instructions  have  been 
issued  by  the  Government  again  and  again  to  heads  of  departments  that 
c  uuur.Lua!  representation  should  be  taken  into  account.  But  we  fear 
that  the  directions  of  the  Government  in  this  matter  arc  purposely  ig¬ 
nored  by  the  officers-  I  think  the  only  reason  for  that  is  that  whatever 
they  might  do,  they  would  get  only  a  very  mild  remark  about  their 
action  and  that  they  have  nothing  more  to  fear.  But  for  that  we  cannot 
understand  why  year  after  year  these  statements  should  reveal  such  an 
undesirable  state  of  affairs.  So  I  would  request  the  Government  that 
they  may  bo  pleased  to  take  some  steps  whereby  their  officers  who  do  not 
accept  the  pro 'icy  of  the  Government  and  carry  it  out  may  be  made  to 
do  so.  With  these  remarks,  I  support  the  motion- 

Mr.  PAUL  DANIEL  ( Nominated )  :  Sir,  the  Proverthi  Cutcheriea 
are  centres  of  very  great  influence  notwithstanding  the  humble  ap¬ 
pearance  of  many  of  the  buildings  in  which  they  are  housed  and  the 
meagre  furniture  with  which  they  are  furnished.  The  Proverthikars  in 
the  south  are  ordinarily  called  Atldkaries,  men  of  power  and  those 
who  know  of  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  Proverthikars  cannot 
but  accept  this  as  the  proper  name  by  which  this  officer  should  always 
be  called.  The  nature  of  the  duties  that  he  has  to  perform  is  such  that 
he  cannot  but  wield  so  much  power  though  his  pay  is  comparatively 
small  and  the  position  that  he  occupies  is  perhaps  low.  I  must  say  that 
almost  every  duty  that  is  required  of  him  invests  him  with  a  large  amount 
of  power. 

Taking,  in  the,  first  place,  the  preparation  of  the  voters’  list,  it  confers 
upon  him  an  amount  of  power  which  perhaps  may -not  be  obvious  on 
the  face  of  it.  But  when  the  voters’  list  was  prepared  for  the  first  time, 
that  is  soon  after  the  reform  of'  the  Legislative  Council  took  place,  the 
amount  of  power  that  he  could  wield  was  most  clearly  demonstrated. 
In  one  pakuthi  the  Proverthikar  omitted  the  names  of  over  one  thousand 
eligible  voters.  It  was  so  glaring  that  the  matter  had  to  be  taken  up  to 
the  Devvan  of  the  State  at  the  time.  In  fact,  the  head-man  of  a  parti¬ 
cular  community  found  that  his  name  had  been  omitted  though  he  paid 
an  annual  tax  of  about  Bs-  1,000.  The  man  unfortunately  not  knowing 
the  thing'  went  into  the  polling  station,  where  I  was  at  that  time,  and  he 
was  told  to  his  great  shame  to  clear  out  of  the  room,  because  his  name 
bad  not-  been  included  in  the  list.  Even  at  the  last  election  of  members 
to  this  Council,  these  defects  had  not  been  completely  removed.  Sir,  It 
is  one  of  the  duties  which  confers  upon  him  a  very  great  power, 
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Another  thing  giving  him  mueli  power  is  that  he  is  the  official  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  issue  of  pattas  and  I  should  think  many  of  the  members 
here  know  that  no  pat  la  passes  from  the  hand  of  the  Proverthikar  to  the 
real  holder  until  he  is  gratified  in  some  way  or  other  or  as  it  is' generally 
called  a  fee  is  paid  to  him.  Then  again,  when  applications  for  registry 
olpuduml  lands  are  made,  he  is  in  virtue  an  all  powerful  officer  so  far  as 
that  matter  is  concerned.  The  officers  above  him  base  their  action  on  the 
recommendation  that  he  makes  or  the  information  that  he  supplies  to 
those  officers.  Registry  depends  practically  upon  Proverthikars.  There¬ 
fore,  I  repeat  that  though  he  is  a  low-paid  officer  and  though  his  status 
in  public  service  is  low,  he  is  wielding  a  power  far  above  his  position  and 
pay.  I  would  therefore  strongly  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  devise  some  means  by  which  these  centres  of  power  are  distri¬ 
buted  to  the  unrepresented  communities  and  not  to  he  confined  to  some 
particular  community,  making  it  a  close  preserve  for  those  communities 
who  have  been  occupying  and  appropriating  that  position.  In  my 
opinion,  other  communities  should  also  be  given  an  opportunity,  so  that 
the  power  pertaining  to  this  office  may  also  be  vested  in  them. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  lierenm  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  May  I  ask  one  question  ?  Is  Mr.  Daniel  in  favour  of  recruit¬ 
ing  Proverthikars  direct  from  outside  ? 

MR.  PAUL  DANIEL  ( nominated )  :  Yes,  if  they  are  qualified.  The 
experience  that  the  Accountant  gains  before  he  is  made  a  Proverthikar,  I 
think,  can  be  dispensed  with  if  qualified  men,  men  who  have  passed  the 
required  tests,  volunteer  to  become  Proverthikars. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Beceme  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Does  he  not  think  that  direct  recruitment  will  be  barring  the 
promotion  of  senior  men  who  have  been  working  for  a  number  of  years 
as  Accountants  with  the  hope  that  they  would  one  day  be  promoted  as 
Proverthikars  ? 

MR.  PAUL  DANIEL  ( Nominated ):  I  do  not  say  that  their  claims 
should  he  overlooked.  I  only  say  that  this  should  be  accepted  as  the 
policy  of  the  Government  so  that,  in  future,  the  same  remarks  may  not 
be  repeated. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
Does  not  Mr.  Daniel  think  that,  when  High  Court  Judges  and  District 
Judges  are  directly  recruited  from  the  bar,  that  would  be  barring'  the 
claims  of  the  senior  District  Munsiffs  already  in  service,  and  does  he 
think  there  is  any  difference  between  that  and  the  case  of  the  senior 
Accountants  whose  claims,  Mr.  Robinson  says,  would  be  barred  by  direct 
recruitment  of  Proverthikars  ? 

Mr.  PAUL  DANIEL  (Nominated):  Proverthikars  can  be  directly  re¬ 
cruited  provided  they  have  the  prescribed  qualifications.  If  there  are  men 
who  have  long’  been  in  service,  in  their  cases,  I  think  it  will  be  hard  if 
their  claims  due  to  their  long  service  -  and  perhaps  good  service — are 
overlooked. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Derdcolam ) :  Does  he  think  that 
the  appointment  of  non-Hindus  and  non-caste  Hindus  as  Proverthikars 
will  remedy  the  evils  mentioned  by  him  ? 
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Mr,  PAUL  DANIEL  (Xnmmteil)  :  Oh  yes,  to  a  great  extent. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  IHAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  Xorth) :  Sir, 
the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  seems  to  be  obsessed  with  the  possibility 
of  the  injustice  involved  in  the  direct  recruitment  of  Proverthikars.  I  think 
that  is  a  very  fallacious  argument-  No  doubt,  it  can  be  made  to  appear 
plausible.  But  when  closely  analysed,  it  entirely  fails  to  carry  any 
weight  as  an  argument.  The  direct  recruitment  of  lawyers  as  Judges— 
whether  as  District  .Judges  or  as  High  Court  Judges— might  be  said  to 
involve  injustice  to  the  senior  District  Mnnsiffs.  Again,  by  means  of  com¬ 
petitive  examination,  whether  for  the  I.  C.  S.,  the  I.  E.  S.,  etc.,  persons 
who  are  young  and  who  have  had  no  experience  in  departmental  work  are 
] daced  all  on  a  sudden  at  a  certain  high  level  in  the  service  over  the  heads 
of  so  many  persons,  who  might  have  grown  grey  in  service.  No  doubt, 
this  is  likely  to  cause  some  kind  of  heart-burning  which  is  inevitable. 
Therefore,  provided  the  difficulty  in  regard  to  want  of  experience  could 
bo  overcome,  the  heart-burning  of  the  senior  Accountants  does  not  at  all. 
in  my  opinion,  deserve  to  be  brought  forward  as  an  argument  against 
direct  recruitment.  I  am  sure  it  will  be  admitted  by  all  that  though  the 
Proverthikars  do  not  enjoy  very  high  salary,  they  are  very  influential. 
Most  people  are  living  in  villages,  and  every  one  of  us  has  something  or 
other  to  do  with  these  Proverthikars  As  has  been  pointed  out  already, 
since  the  preparation  of  the  voters’  lists  is  in  the  hands  of  these  Proverthi- 
k  irs,  this  Council  itself  is  in  a  way  shaped  by  them.  Therefore,  the  im¬ 
portance  of  these  Proverthikars  can  never  be  under-rated.  This  is  true 
also  of  the  whole  village  account  staff.  Such  being  the  case,  it  must 
be  conceded  that  all  important  communities  must  have  a  fair  represent¬ 
ation  in  the  pakutki  staff.  If  Mr.  Robinson’s  theory  of  avoiding  the 
heart-burning  of  the  senior  accountants  is  consistently  carried  out,  we 
will  have  to  wait  till  the  Greek  Calends  for  a  member  of  the  unrepresented 
communities  to  become  a  Proverthikar. 

In  regard  to  the  want  of  experience  of  the  direct  recruits,  I  would 
suggest  that  a  number  of  probationers  belonging  to  the  several 
unrepresented  communities  should  be  taken  on  the  strength  of  adequate 
examination  qualification — for  instance,  men  who  have  passed  the 
School  Pinal  Examination.  Such  probationers  should  be  given 
special  training  in  survey  and  other  necessary  subjects-  If  necessary, 
they  might  be  employed  in  the  taluk  offices  for  five  or  six  months  or 
with  other  Proverthikars  in  order  that  they  might  study  the  work  hi  the 
p  iknfhm.  After  such  training,  they  could  be  permanently  stationed  in 
any  pakuthi.  There  is  no  harm  in  these  people  being  trained 
like  the  Police  Inspectors  or  the  Surveyors.  If  necessary,  even  a  special 
ehool  may'  be  opened  for  a  few  years  and  these  probationers  may  be 
trained  there.  We  have  got  the  Forest  Guards’  School  for  instance. 
After  five  or  six  months’  training,  they  may  be  permanently  stationed 
in  independent  places. 

As  to  the  argument  that,  if  the'principle  of  direct  recruitment  as 
Proverthikars  is  accepted,  many  of  the  Proverthikars  will  be  new  to  the 
patent  hies  and  will  not  therefore  be. in  a  position  to  carry  on  the  went 
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satisfactorily,  I  do  not  think  that  even  that  argument  carries  any  weight 
because  Proverthikars  are  even  now  being  freely  transferred  from  one 
to  another.  Once  they  know  the  technique  of  the  department, 
I  Jo  not  think  there  will  be  any  difficulty  for  them  to  study  the 
conditions  of  the  particular  pakuthie*  in  which  they  are  posted. 
Therefore,  if  it  is  admitted  that  all  communities  should  be  given  a  fair 
ihai-e  iii  the  pahithi  staff  as  well  as  in  the  taluk  and  Division  staff,  I 
think  there  is  no  harm  in  making  some  kind  of  direct  recruitment, 
provided  proper  safeguards  in  the  way  suggested  by  me  or  in  any 
other  way  that  would  suggest  itself  to  the  Government  or  to  the  Revenue 
Commissioner,  are  provided.  The  argument  that  it  will  be  a  great 
injustice  to  the  senior  men  who  are  already  in  the  service  ought  not  to 
carry  much  weight,  because  such  cases  are  common  in  various  other 
departments  also- 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (MinacJiil  cum  Dericola-m ):  Mr.  Robinson  seems 
to  be  very  anxious  to  support  the  present  principle  of  recruitment 
to  the  Land  Revenue  Department  and  of  promotion  therein,  .in  the 
interests  of  the  men  already  in  the  service  ;  and  he  is  not  therefore  in 
favour  of  direct  recruitment  even  to  the  Proverthikars  cadre.  In  the 
light  of  the  agitation  for  communal  representation  in  the  Proverthikars 
satire,  I  think  it  is  necessary  that  direct  recruitment  should  be.  made. 
As  regards  the  claims  of  the  Accountants,  I  think  it  will  be  advisable 
to  set  apart  a  fixed  percentage  of  .these  posts  to  the  senior  -Accountants 
and  the  major  portion — about  75  per  cent,  for  instance—  may  be  reserv¬ 
ed  for  direct  recruitment.  As  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  has  pointed  out,  I 
think  efficiency  may  well  he  safeguarded  by  giving  some  special  train¬ 
ing  to  these  persons  who  may  be  directly  recruited  as  probationers- 

As  regards  another  point  raised  by  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai,  viz, 
the  transfer  of  Proverthikars,  I  think  it  is  always  better  that  they  are 
posted  in  their  own  native  places.  Their  work  is  closely  associated  with 
the  inhabitants  of  the  place  and  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the  local 
conditions  would  be  very  useful  to  them.  Therefore,  I  would  suggest 
that,  as  far  as  possible,  they  may  be  posted  to  their  native  places- 

In  this  connection,  I  may  also  speak  a  word  about  the  pay  of  these 
Proverthikars.  Yesterday,  I  was  saying  that,  in  the  interest  of  economy, 
the  pay  of  the  Professors  might  be  reduced.  But  regarding  the  men 
in' the  lower  ranks  of  the  service,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  he  given 
at  least  a  living  wage  and  so,  I  strongly  press  for  the  increase  of  the 
pay  of  these  low-paid  Proverthikars.,  They  are  now  getting  only  a  very 
low  pay  considering  the  nature  and  the  amount  of  the  work  that  they 
have  to  do.  In  these  circumstances,  I  would  advocate  that  they  should 
be  given  better  pay.  With  these  remarks,  I  support  the  motion-. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  A1YAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  I  took 
Mr.  Robinson  to  mean  that  the  Proverthikars  are.  not  now  directly 
recruited,,  that  they  are  appointed,  only  by  the  promotion  of  the 
Accountants  and  that  the  Accountants  who  have  been  appointed  from 
the  unrepresented  communities  will  again,  in  their  turn,  become 
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Proverthikars.  In  answer  to  this  it  has  been  suggested  ‘Why  not  have 
direct  recruitment  ?  Personally,  I  have  not  got  the  slightest  objection 
for  direct  recruitment.  But  I  want  to  point  out  that  the  analogy  of 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  is  fallacious-  He  suggested  that  lawyers  are 
recruited,  directly  as  Judges,  to  the  prejudice  of  the  men  in  the  service. 
It  has  been  forgotten  by  him  that  lawyers  take  part,  ever  since  their 
enrolment,  in  the  administration  of  justice  and,  till  their  recruitment 
as  Judges,  they  are  having  good  training  in  their  work  and  are  also 
equipped  with  up-to-date  knowledge  of  law. 

MR.  K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPiLLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  Xorth ):  May 
I  know  from  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  what  he  has  to  say  about  direct  recruit¬ 
ment  under  the  Indian  Civil  Service  ‘> 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  {Deputy  President )  ;  That  is  the 
next’question  that  I  am  going  t,o  take  up. 

Therefore  so  far  as  the  direct  recruitment  from  the  bar  is  concern¬ 
ed,  the  argument  is  fallacious,  because  the  men  who  are  recruited 
are  being,  trained  in  the  work  of  administration  of  justice  and  their 
knowledge  of  law  also  is  up-to-date. 

So  far  as  the  I.  C.  S.  men  are  concerned,  there,  also 
my  friend  has  forgotten  the  principle  on  which  the  selection 
is  made.  They  select  the  best  men  by  holding  open,  competitive  exa¬ 
minations,  because,  as  Mr.  A.  K.  Piliai  suggested,  they  want  to  get  the 
maximum  benefit  for  the  money  that  they  spend.  But  here,  those  who 
advocate  direct  recruitment  are  against  the  system  of  holding  competi¬ 
tive  examinations.  They  want  the  men  from  unrepresented  •  communi¬ 
ties  to  be  chosen.  Their  suggestion  is  that  men  from  the  unrepresented 
communities  should  he  directly  appointed  as  Proverthikars.  As  I  have 
pointed  out  already,  young'  men  are  recruited  to  the  Indian  Civil  Service 
and  are  placed  over  senior  men,  because  it  has  been  proved  by  open  com¬ 
petition  that  they  are  the  best  men  available.  There  is  no  question  of 
communal  representation  there.  But  here,  those  who  advocate  direct 
recruitment  are  against  holding  competitive  examinations.  Therefore, 
there  also,  I  do  not  think  the  analogy  is  correct.  My  point  is  that,  if  you 
care  for  communal  representation,  you  must  agree  that  recruitment, 
according  to  the  principle  of  communal  representation,  should  be  from 
the  very  bottom  itself.  Once  they  have  been  recruited;  I  think  they 
should  be  subject  to  the  ordinary  rules  of  promption  and  should  not  be 
given  any  special  privileges. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikcm ) :  I  have  not  much  to  say  by  way  of  reply. 
Many  of  the  members  who  spoke  from  this  side  of  the  House  were  sup¬ 
porting  me.  Mr.  Bobiuson  said  at  first  that  direct  recruitment  to  the 
Proverthibar’s  ca  lre  was  not  possible  because  the  Accountants  have  to  be 
promoted  as  Proverthikars.  When  he  w-as  asked  whether  if  qualified 
applicants  were  available,  that  system  could  not  be  resorted  to,  then :  he 
said  that  the  claims  of  the  Accountants  would  have  to  he  overlooked  and 
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that  that  would  bo  a  piece  of  injustice.  I  am  not  satisfied  with  his  ex¬ 
planation,  and  my  submission  is  that  Proverthikars  should  be  recruited 
direct  from  outside  and  they  might  be  trained  in  the  manner  suggested 
by  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  or  in  some  other  manner. 

Some  of  my  friends  were  saying  that  if  Proverthikars  were  recruited 
from  among  the  Accountants,  the  members  of  some. communities — the 
Maboruedans,  for  instance — can  hope'to  become  Proverthikars  after  eight 
vears-  I  cannot  understand  the  reasoning  contained  in  that  argument. 
We  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that,  at  present,  there  are  not  many 
Accountants  who  belong  to  these  unrepresented  communities.  Therefore, 
I  am  not  able  to  see  how  after  a  period  of  eight  or  ten  years,  these  un¬ 
represented  communities  would  get  themselves  adequately  represented 
in  the  Proverthikar’s  cadre  if  Accountants  arc  not  entertained  now.  As 
Mr.  Robinson  has  not  given  any  positive  assurance  that  he  will  give  pre¬ 
ference  to  applicants  from  the  unrepresented  or  the  inadequately  repre¬ 
sented  communities,  I  think  I  have  to  press  the  motion. 

Mr.  $.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  liecenue  and  Income  Tax  Cornu, is- 
sium-r):  Sir,  I  carefully  listened  to  all  that  the  members  have  said. 
The  Government  will  consider  the  question  about  setting  apart  a  fixed 
percentage  for  the  direct  recruitment  of  Proverthikars.  Therefore,  I  think 
the  member  will  be  kind  enough  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Jaikam) :  In  the  light  of  the  assurance  given,  by 
Mr.  Robinson,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( liottayam ) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion:— 

154.  To  reduce  the  allotment  oj  Bs.  29,740  for  Kandukrishi  Cutcher¬ 
ries  and  Nelpuras  by  Be.  !■ 

In  this  connection,  I  wish  to  press  upon  the  Government  the  desir¬ 
ability  of  abolishing  one  or  two  Kandukrishi  Nelpuras-  In  the  course  of 
the  general  discussion  on  the  budget,  I  had  occasion  to  point  out  that  on 
aocount  of  the  payment  of  Kandukrishi  pattam,  in  kind,  the  Kandukrishi 
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tenants  were  put  to  a  lot  of  difficulty.  Last  year,  in  this  Council,  thu 
Government  had  been  pleased  to  give  some  sort  of  assurance  that  some¬ 
thing  definite  will  be  done.  We  have  been  expecting  with  anxious  hope, 
to  see  the  result  of  that  assurance  ;  but,  though  one  year  has  passed,  no 
tangible  result  has  yet  come  out  of  it.  Though  a  deputation  waited 
upon  the  Ag.  Dewan  and  though  they  were  given  very  considerate 
treatment,  the  matter  has  not  moved  an  inch  further.  This  question 
has  been  moved  ever  since  the  late  Dewan  Mr.  V.  P.  Madhava  Tow- 
abolished  taxation  in  kind.  But  for  the  timely  measure,  on  account  of 
the  general  rise  in  prices  and  on  account  of  the  economic  conditions  over 
which  the  ryots  have  absolutely  no  control,  it  would  have  been  very 
difficult  to  pay  the  ordinary  tax  on  land,  and  the  Government  would 
have  been  put  to  the  necessity  of  doing  something  for  the  reduction  of 
tax  on  paddy  lands-  As  it  is,  the  present  system  is  not  wanted  bv 
cither  side.  It  is  not  to  the  advantage  of  the  Government  or  to  the 
ryots.  Formerly,  there  was  some  sort  of  additional  charge  of-  5  per¬ 
cent.  to  compensate  the  shortage  due  to  re-measurement  of  paddy.  This 
was  abolished,  with  the  result  that  instead  of  5  per  cent-,  the  Kandukrishi 
Vicharippubars  collect  7  per  cent,  more  than  what  was  necessary.  The 
total  pattern  from  Kandukrishi  lands  comes  to  3,18,000  paras  and  the 
excess  amount  collected  every  year  goes  over  21,000  paras. 

The  Government  are  not  utilising  the  whole  of  the  paddy  for  the 
purpose  of  pensions  and  for  Palace  purposes.  But  the  balance  after  meet¬ 
ing  the  expenses  is  auctioned.  In  the  case  of  auctions  also,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  losing  about  one  or  two  chackrams  per  para.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  rent  of  the  granaries  comes  to  about  Rs.  8,000  pier  year.  Con¬ 
sidering  all  these,  I  request  that  the  Government  may  be  pleased  to  take 
some  definite  steps  so  that  the  system  may  be  abolished  in  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  indignity  and  .inconvenience  caused  to  the  tenants,  some  of 
whom  are  highly  respectable  people.  Some  of  these  people  have  to 
wait  upon  the  Vichnrippukar  and  take  the  paddy  in  bag-loads  to  the 
Nelpuras.  This  is  a  serious  matter  which  has  to  be  considered  by  the 
Government.  What  I  press  for  now  is  that  the  commutation  rate 
should  be  fixed  at  the  market  price  prevailing  in  Medarn  for  the  Punja 
paddy.  If  this  is  conceded,  I  suppose  it  will  be  a  great  advantage  to 
the  tenant  who  is  now  suffering  a  lot  of  difficulties. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Lund  Revenue  and,  Income  T  ax -Cun. mis- 
iioner )  :  Sir,  the  matter  is  now  under  correspondence  and  I  hope  it 
will  soon  be  disposed  of.  We  are  trying  our  best  to  expedite  it. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayani ) :  I  should  like  to  know  whether-tfic 
Land  Revenue  Commissioner  has  any  objection  to  the  course  sugg'est- 
ted  by  me  regarding  the  commutation  of  paddy  at  the  current  mar¬ 
ket  price. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  {Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  .Cmtm- 
iioner) :  The  question  is  under  correspondence  and  I  cannot  say 
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anything  definite  at  present.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  the  matter  will 
be’cuusidered.  I  cannot  give  a  definite  answer  now. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kotlayam) :  Though  I  have  heard  from  Mr. 
Robinson  that  the  matter  is  engaging  the  attention  of  the  Gfovernment, 
I  should  like  to  know  the  sense  of  the  House.  So,  I  request  the  Pre¬ 
sident  to  ascertain  the  wishes  of  the  members  of  this  House. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  told  that  the  question  of  effecting  a  change  has 
already  advanced  in  the  consideration  of  the  Government.  And  the 
Government  in  communication  with  their  officers  are  exploring  avenues 
in  the  hope  of  discovering  a  means  to  effect  the  change. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  In  the  light  of  the  information 
supplied,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  Does  the  House  permit  Mr.  Thomas  to  withdraw  the 
motion  ? 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn.

Mr.  T.-Ji  MATTHEW  (CUianganachery  cum  Peer-made) :  I  beg  to

Sir,  iny  object  in  asking  for  this  reduction  is  to  bring  home  to  the 
Government  the  necessity  of  very  seriously  considering  the  question  of 
appointments  in  the  Land  Revenue  Department.  As  the  appointment 
of  officers  in  this  department  have  been  separately  discussed  in  the 
general  discussion  and  as  the  general  principles  have  also  come  up  for 
discussion,  I  do  not  propose  to  take  much  time.  My  motion  is  a  general 
one.-  Only  the  question  of  the  Tahsildars  and  the  officers  of  the  Pakuthi 
Cutcherry  were  discussed.  But  I  believe  the  same  principle  holds 
good  as  well  in  the  appointment  of  other  officers  in  the  Land  Revenue 
Department.  More  than  four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  separation  of 
the  Devaswoms  from  the  Revenue  Department.  - 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AfVAR-  -(Nominated)  (.Deputy  President'}:-  -Has  the 
member  any  grievance  with  regard  to  the  appointment  of  the  Peishkars 
and  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  because  .  we  have  discussed  the 
question  of  the  Tahsildars  and  the  Proverthikars  7  (Laughter), 
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Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghauganac.hery  cum  Peermade)  :  I  have  no 
grievance  about  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  because  he  is  only  one 
simple  individual.  The  department  consists  not  only  of  Peishkars  and 
the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner,  but  the  clerks  in  the  LandiRevenue 
Commissioner’s  office  and  the  Peishkars’  offices. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara)  :  May  I  know 
whether  it  does  not  include  peons  also  ? 

Mr,  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Chtmgimachery  cum  Peermc.de):  It  does  and 
I  am  very  emphatic  on  that  point.  As  the  members  have  more  or  less 
discussed  the  question,  I  do  not  wish  to  take  much  time  upon  the  motion. 
I  would  only  point  out  that  my  motion  is  for  the  serious  consideration  of 
appointments  in  general  in  the  Revenue  Department.  I  think  more 
than  four  years  have  elapsed  since  the  separation  of  the  Devaswoms 
from  the  Land  Revenue  Department  and  as  yet  no  Peishkar 
from  the  Ezhava  community  has  been  appointed.  I  am  very  thankful 
to  the  Government  for  their  having  appointed  a  Christian  as  Peishkar. 
But  I  may  point  out  that  the  Ezhavas  form  a  very  large  section  of 
the  people  of  Travancore  and  they  have  been  urging  on  the  attention  of 
the  Government  the  appointment  of  a  Peishkar  from  among  their  own 
community.  Similarly,  I  would  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Government 
that -Assistant  Peishkai'3  also  have  not  been  appointed  from  among  the 
.  Ezhavas  or  th'e  Mahomedans,  So,  what  I  would  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  Government  is  that  these  matters  must  be  very  seriously  con¬ 
sidered  and  I  hope  the  Government  will  be  pleased  to  take  more  serious 
steps  for  the  appointment  of  Peishkars,  Assistant  Peishkars  and  other 
officers  from  the  un-represented  communities. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
I  should  like  to  know,  in  the  first  place,  from  the  Land  Revenue  Com¬ 
missioner  whether  any  action  has  been  taken  in  the  case  of  officers  who 
even  according  to  the  admission  of  the  Government  have  violated  the  rule 
in  regard  to  filling  up  of  vacancies.  It  is  admitted  in  the  answers  to 
questions,  supplying  tabular  statements' of  new  appointments,  that  certain 
officers  have  openly  flouted  or  violated  the  explicit  orders  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that,  in,  case  of  vacancies  when  there  are  applicants  from  various 
communities,  the  applicants  from  the  under-represented  communities 
should  he  given  preference,  It  is  admitted  that  certain  officers  have 
violated  persistently  that  order  of  the  Government. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Comntis- 
sioner):  What  was  the  reply  given  by  the  Government  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Com,  erce  und  Industry ,  North): 

I  think  they  said  that  the  oflioers  concerned  have  not  explained  why  they 
have  not  appointed  members  from  the  under-represented  communities 
when  there  were  applicants  from  those  communities.  That  is  put 
down  as  appendix  to  the  questions  and  answers, 

PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  referring,  Mr.  Robinson,  to  the.  particular 
answer  V  "  .  - 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
During  the  last  session  it  was  1  think  that  this  reply  was  given. 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner):  I  do  not  remember  exactly  what  the  Government  have  said. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
It  is  an  elaborate  statement  embodying  the  replies  of  all  the  heads  of 
departments  and  containing  tabular  statements,  I  think  it  is  too  im¬ 
portant  a  document  to  be  easily  forgotten. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  'Comma, 
sinoer) :  I  do  not  think  there  was  any  such  word  used  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  as  “flouting".  I  remember  that,  during  the  last  Council,  Mr. 
Mamnaen  Mappilfai  said  something  about  the  question  of  appointments, 
and  I  think  the  Government  said  that  they  had  called  for  an  explana¬ 
tion  and  were  taking  action.  I  do  not  remember  that  the  Government 
used  any  such  word  as  “flouting”. 

MR.  K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
I  do  not  say  that  the  Government  used  the  word  “flouting”.  I  only 
suggest  that  it  tantamounted  to  that. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  cannot  say  what  action  the  Government  have  taken.  I  think 
they  are  taking  action.  But  I  agree  with  the  principle  which  Mr.  T.  J. 
Matthew  advocates  and  about  which  I  have  already  replied,  that  the 
Land  Revenue  Department  should  be  open  to  everybody  and  that  recruit¬ 
ment  should  be  made  from  all  communities.  So  far  as  we  are  concerned, 
we  are  trying  to  do  that.  I  do  not  know  whether  Mr.  Matthew  refers  to 
my  office.  I  think  my  office  is  fairly  represented.  Probably,  if  Mr. 
Matthew  likes,  I  can  give  him  figures.  All'  that  I  can  say  is  that  the 
principle  suggested  is  being  kept  in  view  and  will  be  acted  upon.

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated) :  On  the  general  question  of  com¬ 
munal  representation  in.'  the  Revenue  Department,  though  the  subject 
has  been  almost  threshed  out  before,  I  shall  just  draw  the  attention  of 
the  House  to  two  points.  It  has  been  -observed  that  this  scramble  for 
the  proportionate  representation  of  the  communities  in  the  service  of 
the  State  can  be  looked  upon  only  as  scramble  for  the  loaves  and  fishes 
of  public  service.  But  I  shall  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to 
another  aspect  of  the  question.  Much  has  been  said  here  about  the 
relationship  between  communal  representation  and  efficiency.  I  have  to 
point  out  that,  without  proper  communal  representation,  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to' get  the  best  from  the  people  of  the  country  in  the  service 
of  the  State.  Here,  I  must  qualify ’my  statement :  .by*  the  obser¬ 
vation  that  the  qualifications  of  those  who  seek  appointments  should 
not  he  left  out  of  consideration.  Provided  we  get  efficient  men 
for  the  service,  it  will  be  observed  that,  if  the  various  commu¬ 
nities  of  a  State  are  taken  into  the  service  of  the  State, 
we  do  something  whereby  efficiency  is  only  enhanced.  All  the 
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important  communities  in  the  State  have  got  some  traditions.  They 
have  been  passing  through  various  generations  wherein  certain  talents 
and  capacities  have  been  cultivated  and  developed  in  them.  Now, 
when  we  admit  that  each  important  community  in  the  State  has  got 
some  contribution  to  make  to  the  public  service  of  the  State  owing  to 
the  capacities  and  talents  they  have  been  acquiring  during  the  genera¬ 
tions  of  their  existence  in  the  State  with  their  particular  traditions,  we 
will  see  how  important  it  is  that  the  contribution  to  be  given  by  any 
particular  community  ought  not  to  be  lost  to  the  public  service. 

Another  way  in  which  this  communal  representation  will  help 
efficiency  is  this.  If  we  allow  any  particular  service  in  the  State,  from 
the  higher  to  the  lower  ranks,  to  be  in  the  hands  of  a  particular  com¬ 
munity,  there  is  a  certain  lack  of  mutual  checking  on  the  vagaries  or 
tendencies  to  partiality  and  to  any  unfairness  on  the  part  of  the  officials. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  there  is  a  fair  distribution  of  officers  belonging  to 
the  several  communities  in  the  State  in  the  various  ranks  of  the 
service,  there  will  he  a  checking  of  the  temptations  towards  abuse  of 
powers  by  officials. 

In  these  two  ways,  apart  from  any  question  of  profit  or  privilege  to 
be  gained  by  the  members  of  the  community  who  get  into  public  ser¬ 
vice,  there  is  this  consideration  of  enhancing  the  efficiency  of  the  ser¬ 
vice.  I  think  that  it  is  only  right  that  the  Government  should  consider 
these  aspects  of  the  question  also  when  they  deal  with  the 
question  of  communal  representation.  Not  only  the  Government,  hut 
also  the  non-official  members  who  discuss  this  question,  have  to  bear 
these  aspects  in  mind. 

Now,  passing  on  to  the  question  of  the  higher  appointments  in  the 
Revenue  Department,  referred  to  by  Mr.  Matthew,  I  wish,  to  add  this' 
suggestion,  namely,  the  desirability  of  having  recourse  to  direct  recruit- . 
ment  even  to  the  ranks  of  Tahsildars.  On  another  occasion  I  had— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  think  that  is  irrelevant.  We have  suffi¬ 
ciently  discussed  about  Tahsildars.  That  is  a  specific  motion  that  has 
already  been  discussed  and  I  rule  that  as  out  of  order. 

MR  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated)  :  There  has  been  objections  raised 
on  the  ground  of  injustice  being  done  to  those  who  are  in  service- by 
such  recruitments. 

Now,  I  wish  to  make  one  observation  about  the  disability  of  the 
unrepresented  communities  as  far  as  promotions  in  the  department 
are  concerned.  There  is  the  Devaswom  Department  which  is  separated 
from  the  Revenue  Department.  The  Devaswom  Department  is 
closed  to  alb  except  the  savarna  classes,  hut  in  the  matter  of 
promotions;  the  members  who  are  in  the  Devaswom  Department 
have  their  claims  taken  into  consideration  •  for  promotions  in  the 
Bevenue  Department  also.  Now,  it  can  easily  he  seen  how  this  acts 
as  an  additional .  disadvantage  to  the  unrepresented  communities  as  far 
as.  promotions,  in  the  Revenue  Department  '  are  concerned.  With 
these  remarks,  I  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  T,  J,  Matth.ew. 


DEilAKD  HI  LAND  REVENUE. 


MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachcnj  cum  1’vermude)  :  I  havo 
not  many  words  to  add.  But  I  should  again  repeat  that  the  selection 
of  different  men  from  the  different-  communities  would  really  con¬ 
stitute  efficiency  because  Travancore  is  peopled  by  several  historically 
different  communities.  It  is  essential  that  the  Government  must 
be  conducted  with  the  co-operation  of  all  the  different  communities  and, 
unless  all  the  different  communities  take  pait  in  the  Government,  it 
cannot  be  said  that  it  is  the  Government  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
people.  I  would  call  that  Government  efficient  which  is  popular  and 
which  is  assisted  and  helped  by  all  the  communities  in  the  State.  I 
would  call  the  Government  by  a  section  of  the  people,  an  oligarchy 
a  Government  that  is  not  safe,  because  it  has  not  the  support  of  the 
people. 

As  regards  the  question  now  under  consideration,  no  doubt, 
Mr.  Robinson  has  stated  that  he  would  seriously  consider,  and  that  the 
Government  are  seriously  considering,  the  question  of  appointing  moie 
persons  from  unrepresented  communities  to  the  Revenue  Department, 
But  I  would  further  urge  and  state  that  the  attention  so  far  paid  by  the 
Government  is  altogether  inadequate,  and  if  that  is  the  soit  of  attention 
they  are  going  to  pay  to  it,  my  submission  is  that  it  is  a  step-motherly 
treatment  that  is  offered  to  the  unrepresented  communities.  Unless 
that  attitude  of  the  Government  is  changed,  .there  is  no  salvation  for 
these  communities.  After  emphasising  once  more  this  point,  I  withdraw 
my  motion. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam) :  May  I  know  whether  the  member  is 
aware  of  any  instance  of  any  of  the  officers  disobeying  the  orders  of 
Government  regarding  appointments  V 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peer-made)  :  I  have  not 
come  across  any  instance  of  the  kind. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn- 

Motion  158, 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  {.Changanachery  cum  Peennadey.  I  move  the 
following  motion :  - 

158.  To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Bs ■  (rH 4  lakhs  under 
Demand  III— Land  Berenice  by  Bs ■  5. 

My  object  in  moving  this  motion  is  to  call  the  attention  of  Govern¬ 
ment  and  to  urge  upon  the  Government  the  revision  of  the  Waste  Lands 
Rules,  particularly  Rule  6  of  the  Rules  published  in  fit*  .  Government 
Gazette  dated  8th  March  1923.  Rule  6  of  the  Rules  reads  as  follows: — 

“  On  receipt  of  an  application  under  Knlu  2,  the  Foishkar  or  the  Commissioner  of 
tlw  Division  shall  ascertain  whether  the  lot  applied  for.  is  available  for  sale.  Ho  should 
also  enquire  into  the  antecedents  and  linaucial  position  of  the  applicant  and  satisfy 
himself  that  the  application  is  bona  fide,  that  it  comes  from  a  person  comptent  and  that 
itis  not  made  for  purposes  of  speculation.  lie  should  then  forward  the  application  along 
with  his  views  thereon  to  the  Land  Itovouuo  Commissioner.  His  report  should  cl.arly 
state  the  result  of  his  enquiry  uu  the  points  mentioned  hi  this  Iiuie-  ” 
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The  point  T  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  is  with 
regard  to  the  provision  that  requires  the  Peishkar  or  the  Commissioner 
of  Devicolam  to  conduct  an  enquiry  as  regards  the  antecedents  of  the 
applicant,  the  financial  position  of  the  applicant  and  his  competence 
First  of  all,  these  requirements  are  very  vague.  What  do  the  Govern¬ 
ment  mean  by  saying  that  the  antecedents  of  the  applicant  have  to  he 
enquired  into  and  reported  on  ?  Is  it  with  regard  to  his  character  or 
is  it  with  regard  to  his  nationality?  We  do  not  know.  Then  again,  as 
regards  the  financial  position  of  the  applicant,  what  has  that  to  do  with 
the  registry  of  lands  in  his  name?  If  it  is  really  to  ascertain  whether 
the  man  really  intends  to  occupy  the  land  and  cultivate  it,  there  is 
another  Buie  which  requires  that  before  the  application  can  be  con¬ 
sidered,  he  has  to  deposit  in  cash  as  security  an  amount  to  be  determined 
by  the  Government  for  the  purpose  of  demarcation  and  survey. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  only  for  demarcation  and  survey. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Climgcmachenj  cum  Peermade] :  Yes.  What 
I  say  is.  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  makes  a  deposit  with  the  application, 
whether  it  be  for  the. purpose  of  demarcation  and  survey  or  not,  he  may 
be  presumed  to  be  making  the  application  in  good  faith  and  not  sijnpiy 
wasting  the  time  of  the  Government.  Another  purpose  sought  to  be  served 
'  by  that  provision  is,  I  believe,  to  prevent  the  applicant  from  selling  the 
land  again.  If  that  is  the  case,  so  far  as  my  experience  goes  as  regards 
the  registries  under  the  Waste  Lands  Buies,  in  case  the  application 
is  by  an  individual,  he  very  soon  after  sells  the  land  sold  to  him  by 
the  Government  to  some  company  formed  by  him  and  of  which 
he  is.  one  .of  the  Directors.  That  is  what  happens  and  that  is 
what  has  taken  place  in  regard,  to  these  tea  ■.  cultivation  lands. 
But  if  such  transfers  are  allowed  and  if  the  Government  have  nothing  to 
say  to  such  transfers,  I  do  not  understand  why  they,  should  restriot 
other  forms  of  transfers  of  lands  registered  under  these  Buies.  I  cannot 
also  see  that  there  is  any  principle  in  putting  a  restriction  upon 
the  alienation  of  lands.  The  Government  sell  these'  lands... for  the 
purpose  of  cultivation.  The  applicant  either  cultivates .  it  himself  or 
assigns  his  right  in  favour  of  those  who  do  it.  Whether  it  is  done  by 
the  very  applicant  or  by  his  assignees,  I  submit  there  is  no  difference 
and  the  Government  need  not  be  concerned  with  that.  I  cannot  also 
understand  why  the  person  who  puts  in  an  application  fof.registiy  of 
lands  should  be  a  very  rich  man.  On  the-contrary,  I  would  have  that 
the  Government  should  desire  that  more  lands  must  he  registered  in 
the  names  of  persons  Who  are  poor  and  not  help  the  locking  up  of 
land  in  the  hands  of  a  few  capitalists.  I  therefore  urge  that  Buie  6 
which  requires  that  the  person  who  applies  for  lands  under- the' Waste 
Lands  Bulos  shouldbe  a  person  of  competence,  must  be  a  person  of  solid 
financial  position  and  so  on,  should  be  removed  as  it  contains  unneces¬ 
sary  requirements.  Again,  these  provisions  give  a  very  great;  freedom 
to  the  officers,  particularly  the  Tahsildar  and  the.  Proverthikar  on 
whom  the  duties  of  conducting  the  enquiry  rest.  As  the  provisions  are 
very  vague  and  as  much  is  left  to  the  opinion  of  the  person  making  the 
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enquiry,  it  is  very  easy  to  send  in  the  report  saying  that  the  applicant  is 
not  a  person  of  competence.  Therefore,  there  is  the  likelihood  of  much 
irregularity  on  the  part  of  the  Proverthikar  who  makes  the  enquiry. 
No  doubt,  it  is  the  Dewan  Peishkar  who  is  asked  to  conduct  an  enquiry. 
But  we  know  that  he  makes  the  report  generally  on  the  reports  submit, 
ted  by  his  subordinates.  This  rale  therefore  is  in  practice  fraught  with 
many  difficulties  for  bona  fide  applicants  and  I  therefore  urge  that  this 
section  he  deleted  and  the  rule  be  modified  in  the  light  of  that 
deletion. 

MR.  3.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (.Land  Serenne  and  Income  Tax  Commit - 
goner):  Sir,  I  had  better  explain  at  once  how  this  rule  came  to  be 
framed.  During  the  inspection  of  the  Peennade  taluk  by  the  Dewan, 
several  cases  came  to  his  notice  in  which  applications  for  large  extents  of 
land  under  the  Waste  Lands  Buies  for  coffee  or  tea  cultivation  have  been 
made  by  men  of  no  worth  and  some  of  them  have  been  sanctioned. 
Most  of  the  men  happened  to  be  Government  servants  or  their  dose 
relations.  With  a  view  to  discourage  speculation  the  Government 
ordered,  that  the  antecedents  and  financial  position  of  all  applicants 
for  lands  under  the  Bevised  Waste  Lands  Buies  should  be  enquired 
into  and  clearly  mentioned  in  the  reports  to  the  Government  on  each  . 
application,  In  pursuance  of  this  order,  the  concerned  rules 
were  amended  by  notifications  issued  on  the  19th  June  1921.  It  was 
afterwards  found  that  reports  received  from  the  Devieolam  Commis¬ 
sioner  on  applications  under  the  Waste  Lands  Buies  simply  stated  that 
the  applications  are  not  bona  fide  and  that  they  were  intended  for  pur¬ 
poses  of  speculation  or  that  they  are  bona  fide  and  are  not  speculation. 
As  these  bare  statements  are  not  sufficient,  Government  have  issued 
orders  that  the  grounds  on  which  the  Commissioner  comes  to  the  conclu¬ 
sion  in  each  case  should  be  specified  in  his  reports. 

Buie  6  of  the  Bevised  Waste  Lands  Buies  lays  down  that  on  receipt 
of  an  application,  the  Peishkar  or  Commissioner  of  the  Division  shall 
ascertain  whether  the  area  applied  for  is  available  for  sale. '  He  is  also  to 
enquire  into  the  antecedents  and  financial  position  of  the  applicant  and 
satisfy  himself  that  the  application  is  bona  fide  and  that  it  comes  from  a 
person  of  competence  and  that  it  is  not  made  for  speculation.  To  me, 
it  appears  that  the  above  is  a  wise  provision.  If  the  Division  Peishkar 
finds  in  his  preliminary  enquiry  that  the  applicant  is  not  competent  and 
that  the  application  savours  of  speculation,  there  is  no  use_  in  pursuing 
.he  matter  any  further.  I  do  not  think  that  this  preliminary  enquiry 
will  take  much  time  or  cause  any  real  hardship.  I  therefore  oppose  the 
motion. 

T  think  that  the  fear  in  some  quarters  is  that  bona  fide  applications 
for  registry  of  lands  are  being  or  will  be  rejected  under  the  provisions 
of  Eule  6  and  that  the  officers  may  abuse  the  power  given  them  by  the 
rule.  I  may  assure  the  House  that  this  will  not  he  the  case.  Even  if 
the  Tahsildar  or  the  Commissioner,  Devieolam,  goes  wrong  in  the  enquiry 
conducted  by  them  under  this  rule,  the  Land  Bevenue  and  Income 
■Tax  Commissioner  and  the  Government  take  adequate  steps  to  safeguard 
VefclXCNo.  0.  -a-  - 
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the  interests  of  the  applicants.  The  House  must  allow  that  the  intention 
of  the  Government  in  granting  lands  on  registry  without  auction  should 
be  that  it  should  be  brought  under  cultivation.  There  is  no  meaning  in 
saying  that  lands  should  be  granted  to  the  first  applicant  whether  he  be 
insolvent  or  unfit  to  undertake  the  cultivation  contemplated.  Whatever 
be  the  care  taken  by  the  Government  or  the  officers  in  the  matter,  it  is 
found  difficult  to  put  a  stop  to  profiteering  tendency  that  is  seen  in  the 
pattaddrs  in  the  High  Ranges.  But  to  say  that  it  should  be  encouraged 
by  the  Government  by  deleting  Rule  6  cannot,  I  think,  be  appreciated. 
In  these  circumstances.  I  believe  Mr.  Matthew  will  not  press  the 
motion  for  revising  Rule  6  of  the  Waste  Lands  Rules. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changamcherj y  cum  Peer  made) :  I  am  not 
convinced  of  the  argument  of  the  Land  Revenue  Commissioner  that  the 
financial  position  of  the  applicant  must  be  good.  Another  argument  was 
that  this  provision  is  put  in  to  prevent  the  Government  officers  from  re¬ 
gistering  lands  in  the  names  of  their  relations  or  friends.  Suppose  these 
Government  officers  put  in  applications  in  the  names  of  their  friends  or 
relations.  Rule  6  does  not  prevent  the  mischief.  Mr.  Robinson  assumes 
that  all  such  binamidars  would  be  poor  men.  I  think  Government 
officers  who  would  purchase  from  Government  such  big  areas  as  500  acres 
and  more  .would  have  rich  and  influential  friends.  It  is  not  very  diffi¬ 
cult  for  them  to  make  such  men  put  in  applications.  I  am  more  inclined 
to  think  that  this  provision  is  put  in  rather  to  stifle  applications  from 
bona  fide  applicants  for  registry  of  waste  lands.  As  Mr.  Robinson  has 
said  any  complaint  in  that  direction  would  be  attended  to  by  him,  and 
for  other  reasons,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  C,  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated);  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion  :■ — 

162.  To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Bs.  8'24  lakhs  under  Demand 
III  by  Bs.  100. 

My  obj  ect  is  to  draw  tbe  attention  of  the  Governm  ent  to  a  few  points 
connected  ,  with  the  work  of  revenue  officers.  I  would  like  to  suggest  about 
the  Pokhuvamvu  activities.  Now  the  question  of  Pokkuvaravu  records 
has  assumed  a  very  great  importance  ever  since  the  introduction  of  the 
Electoral  Rules  which  regulate  the  election  of  members  of  this 
Council.  As  has  been  observed,  this  is  a  work  that  depends 
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ultimately  upon  the  Proverthikar  or  Pakuthi  officers.  The  prepar¬ 
ation  of  the  voters’  lists  is  based  upon  the  Thandapper  kept  in  the 
Proverthi  Cutcherries.  Although  one  may  be  in  possession  of  a 
land  and  may  be  paying  taxes,  unless  his  name  is  included  in  the  Than- 
dapper,  he  cannot  be  a  voter.  In  the  preparation  of  these  lists  a  lot 
of  injustice  is  being  perpetrated  and  this  consciousness  of  the  unfair 
treatment  received  by  members  of  several  communities  in  the  State 
has  been  one  of  the  potent  causes  of  active  disaffection  in  certain  parts 
of  Travancore.  Now  my  request  is  that  a  special  effort  must,  he  made 
by  the  higher  officers  of  the  Revenue  Department  to  have  the  -work 
in  connection  with  this  branch  expedited  as  much  as  possible, 
so  that,  at  least  by  the  time  of  the  next  election,  our  voters’  lists  may  be 
of  such  a  character  as  to  satisfy  all  concerned.  Ordinary  directions  or 
orders  issued  by  the  head  of  the  department  are  not  likely  to  receive  that 
attention  which  is  due  to  this  important  subject.  So,  what  I  would 
submit  is,  in  view  of  the  seriousness  of  this  question,  which  has  affected 
the  peace  and  good  will  among  the  various  communities  in  the  land, 
special  effort  should  be  made  to  see  that  this  work  is  done  as  soon  as 
possible  and  as  perfectly  as  possible.  I  would  next  speak  a  few  words 
about  the  work  of  the  District  officers,  and  I  may  also  include  in  that 
category  Tahsildars,  while  they  are  on  circuit.  I  remember  a  time  in  the 
administration  of  the  State  when  the  District  officers  were  asked  to  mako 
a  point  of  meeting  the  leading  men  of  the  place  they  visit  and  confer 
with  them  on  matters  of  local  interest  affecting  the  general  welfare  of 
the  people  and  to  show  the  results  of  such  conferences  in  their  annual 
reports.  I  regret  to  see  that,  although  such  directions  were  given  to  the 
officers  by  the  Government  and  although  more  than  once  the  Govern¬ 
ment  had  to  express  their  regret,  that  this  direction  was  not  carried 
out,  the  Government  gave  up  the  idea.  I  would  call  their  attention 
to  the  desirability  of  requiring  their  officers  to  begin  again  this 
work  when  they  visit  places  in  the  couise  of  their  official  circuits.  We 
know  that  the  means  j  whereby  the  Government  come  into  touch  with 
the  people  are  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  and  the  Legislative 
Council.  Now  once  a  year  the  members  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assem¬ 
bly  make  certain  representations  to  Government,  and  in  this  Council  during 
the  general  budget  discussion  as  well  as  by  resolutions  ou  matters  'of  such 
a  character  as  cau  be  brought  up.  But  considering  the  limitations  of  time 
and  other  conditions  which  regulate  the  opportunities  of  making  such  re¬ 
presentations,  I  beg  to  submit  that  such  opportunities  are  not  as  frequent 
as  desirable.  On  the  other  hand,  many  questions  that  would  have  been  dis¬ 
cussed  with  better  effect  with  District  officers  in  each  locality  are  obliged 
to  be  brought  in  for  discussion  first-hand  in  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  As¬ 
sembly  aDd  in  the  Legislative  Council,  if  these  District  officers  make  a 
point  of  coming  into  contact  with  the  leading  men  in  their  periodical  tom  s, 
I  am  sure  a  good  deal  of  the  needs  and  the  wishes  of  the  people  with  regard 
to  various  points  affecting  their  welfare  can  be  lound  out  and  they  can  be 
incorporated  in  reports  that  are  sent  up  to  the  Government  whereby 
Government  may  be  in  a  position  more  fully  to  ascertain  the  desires  and 
aspirations  of  the  people.  With  these  remarks,  I  Would  make  the  motion. 
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MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commit- 
sioner) :  Mr.  Thomas  has  dealt  with  two  points  in  his  speech.  The  first 
is  that  he  wants  the  Pokkuvaravu  work  pushed  on  and  the  second  point 
is  about  District  officers  coming  more  in  contact  with  the  people  during 
their  tours.  As  regards  the  number  of  Pokkuvaravu  cases,  the  work  has 
increased  very  much  and  it  will  increase  to  a  large  extent  when  as  a 
result  of  the  Nair  Regulation  the  Nair tarwards  begin  to  be  split  up.  Prom 
the  returns  we  get,  we  find  that  the  officers  are  making  extraordinary 
efforts  towards  it.  In  taluks  in  which  I  went  to  inspect,  I  found  there 
are  no  cases  pending.  There  were  11,676  cases  pending  at  the  end  of  last 
year,  59,851  cases  were  received  till  the  end  of  Makaram  this  year, 
making  a  total  of  71,530  cases.  Something  like  51,963  cases  have  been 
disposed  of  up  to  the  end  of  Medam,  leaving  only  about  16,567  cases. 

Mr.  G.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  .  May  I  know  the  number  of  ap¬ 
plications  rejected  ? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  I  have  not  got  that  information  here,  I  am  sorry. 

I  know  the  officers  are  trying  to  do  what  they  can  without 
much  pressure  being  brought  to  bear  from  my  office.  As  to  the  num¬ 
ber  of  applications  for  Poklmvaraxa  to  be  disposed  of,  I  do  not  think 
Mr.  Thomas  need  be  afraid  that  I  will  neglect  that  question. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  May  I  know  whether  the  num¬ 
ber  of  disposals  has  increased  by  the  number  of  rejections?  If  the 
number  of  rejections  has  increased,  the  number  of  disposals  will  always 
increase. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  There  is  an  appeal. 

Mr.  S.  G.  H.  ROBINSON  (Land  Revenue  and- Income  Tax  Ccmmis- 
sioner) I  do  not  think  an  officer  will  dare  do  that,  because  there  is  an 
appeal.  Then,  as  regards  the  second  point,  that  is,  the  orders  which 
Mr.  Thomas  referred  to  were  issued  at  the  time  of^Dewau  Mr.  Sankara- 
subha  Aiyar  and  they  were  to  the  effect  that  District  officers  should  try 
to  get  in  touch  with  the  leading  people  of  the  place  and  make  notes  in 
their  diaries  about  it.  - . 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad) :  May  I  kuow  whether  infor¬ 
mation  is  given  to  a  party  when  his  application  for  Pokkuvaravu  is 
rejected?

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)-. .  Has  the  Commissioner  any  objec¬ 
tion  to  the  publie  knowing  the  official  results' Of  such  conferences? 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (I, and  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Conn 
missioner):  I  will  make  myself  clear.  -The  Dewan  Peishkar,  while 
making  an  inspection  of  a  market,  will  meet  the  leading,  men  there,  the 
egislative  Council  member,  the  S,  M-  P>  A,  member  or  a  leading  vakil. 
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When  a  certain  matter  is  brought  before  him,  he  will  discuss  it  with 
them,  and  will  tell  them  what  that  action  is  taken  on  it,  and  so  on.  He 
notes  all  those  facts  in  his  diary.  These  orders  were  issued  by  IJewan 
Mr.  Krishnan  Nair  and  are  still  being  carried  out.  All  these  diaries 
come  to  me  and  I  send  them  to  the  Government. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  {Nominated)  :  May  I  ask  Mr.  Robinson  whether 
it  is  not  advantageous  to  the  public  to  know  as  much  as  possible  with  re¬ 
gard  to  these  points  V  Have  the  Government  any  objection  in 
publishing  them  ?  In  that  way,  the  people  will  be  able  to  know  the 
nature  and  the  amount  of  work  done  by  these  District  officers  and  the 
result  of  their  work.

Mr.T.  J.  MATTHEW  tClmmjmw.ehcni  cum  Pccnmdc)  :  Sir,  I  move 
the  following  motion  : —

I  gave  notice  of  this  motion  with  the  object  of  discussing'  the  irre¬ 
gularities  in  the  working  of  the  present  Income  Tax  Kegulation.  I 
touched  upon  the  point  in  my  speech  during  the  general  discussion  on  the 
budget  and  I  shall  restrict  my  observations  to  the  same.  One  matter  I 
wish  to  urge  is  that  applications  for  refunds  under  Section  36  of  the  Be- 
gulation  should  be  disposed  of  with  promptitude.  I  am  given  to  under¬ 
stand  from  reliable  quarters  that  there  are  applications  under  Section  3(i 
still  pending  for  not  only  months,  but  years.  Tax  on  income  has  already 
been  received  by  the  Government  from  the  companies  and  it  is  only  a 
portion  of  that  that  is  refunded  under  Buie  36.  The  amount  to  be  re¬ 
funded  will  bo  very  small  and  it  is  very  troublesome  for  those  persons 
to  go  to  the  office  of  the  Division  Assistant  or  the  Collector  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  receiving  the  amount  from  places  far  away  from  the  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Division.  Of  course,  if  the  amount  to  he  received  was  a  big 
one,  he  would  have  spent  some  time  upon  it.  But  as  the  amount  is 
generally  small,  it  is  very  troublesome  to  go  again  and  again  and  hang 
about  the  office  urging  every  clerk  to  see  to  the  prompt  disposal  of  the  ap¬ 
plication.  I  have  had  complaints  made  that  even  if  strenuous  efforts  are 
made  in  that  direction,  it  is  not  possible  to  get  refunds.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  must  be  very  particular  to  see  that  money  unnecessarily  received 
from  the  parties  are  refunded  without  any  loss  of  time. 

Another  irregular  practice  going  on  in  some  of  the  offices  of  the 
Income  Tax  Collectors  is  the  violation  of  the  rules  introduced  by  the 
amended  Begulation.  That  relates  to  the  provision  which  says  that 
income  of  a  particular  year  will  be  taken  to  be  the  income  of  the  next  year. 

'  But  when  the  income  of  the  previous  year  or  of  a  particular  year  is  leamt 
from  the  books  of  account,  the  Collectors,  for  the  sake  of  conveni¬ 
ence,  fix  that  amount  as  the  income  of  both  the  years.  That  of  course 
may  bo  beneficial  to  some  assessees,  but  to  some,  it  may  be  a  source  of 
loss.  I  do  not  see  why  the  Government  should  violate  the  provisions  of 
the  Begulation.  The  complaint  is  that  though  the  "rules  are  clear  on 
the  subject,  the  officers  concerned  do  not  adhere  to  the  rules,  and  when 
questioned,  they  excuse  themselves  by  saying  that  there  are  certain 
confidential  circulars  and  soon.  "Whatever  that' be,  the  practice  I 
submit  is  not  healthy.  '  The  officers  must  adhere  to  the  Begulation  and 
the  rules  and  unless  a  regular  basis  is  established  in  the  working  of 
the  Income  Tax  Begulation — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  What  is  your  objection  to  the  Collectors  as* 
sessing  the  same  amount  as  was  assessed  in  the  previous  year? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (.Chamjanacherij  mmPeeriuade)  :  The  income 
of  the  last  year  has  to  be  ascertained  on  the  income  of  the  year  before-

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  If  it  is  less,  he  will  be  entitled  to  refund. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (ChanganacJiery  cv.mPeerma.de) :  The  Regu¬ 
lation  says  that  adjustment  will  not  be  made.  I  therefore  urge  that  the 
Government  should  take  the  necessary  steps  to  expedite  the  disposal  of 
the  refund  applications  and  to  stop  the  irregular  practice  referred  to. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Sir,  about  the  delay  in  granting  refunds,  I  am  sorry  to  hear 
that,  and  I  will  suggest  that  if  the  parties  do  not  get  a  refund,  they 
should  write  to  me  about  it.  It  is  not  a  question  of  appeal  and  it 
does  not  require  stamp.  It  is  enough  if  they  write.  Sometimes  a 
party  may  not  like  to  go  to  a  distant  office  for  his  money.  But  he  can 
write  to  the  Tahsildar  to  send  it  by  money  order.  If  that  is  not  carried 
out,  he  may  write  to  the  Dewan  Peishkar  or  to  me  for  getting  the 
refund.  Of  course,  in  some  cases  where  the  amount  is  small,  we 
generally  credit  the  new  year’s  adjustment  with  the  balance  due  to  the 
party.  That  is  an  easier  way,  and  that  is  generally  accepted.  Any 
how  with  regard  to  delays,  I  hope  complaints  will  be  sent  to  the  imme¬ 
diate  superiors. 

As  regards  the  violation  of  the  Regulation,  I  cannot  say  anything 
just  now  because  specific  instances  have  not  been  put  forward.  I  am 
the  chief  authority  on  the  subject  and  I  cannot  say  anything  here.  It. 
is  not  possible  for  me  to  speak  on  hypothetical  points.  The  violation  of 
the  laws  or  other  irregularities  should  be  brought  forward  by  [appeals.  . 
There  are  very  few  appeals  now-a-days  and,  in  course  of  time,  I  hope  the 
necessity  for  appeals  will  become  less  and  less. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North):  It  is  a 
complicated  business  to  understand  the  balance-sheets  and  the  account- 
books  of  any  large  business  firms.  Those  of  us  who  have  tried  to  under¬ 
stand  the  money  articles  and  exchange  rates  in  newspapers,  know  what 
a  hopeless  task  it  is.  The  balance-sheets  and  the  various  items  in  the 
account-books  of  a  firm  cannot  be  properly  comprehended  except  by 
those  who  have  received  the  proper  technical  training,  and  who  have 
been  trained  to  understand  things  from  very  early  times.  In  the  ease  of 
exceptionally  gifted  persons,  it  may  be  possible  even  in  later  life  to  under¬ 
stand  them.  But  in  the  case  of  the  great  majority  of  us,  that  is  almost 
impossible.  These  account  books  look  like  Greek  to  us.  My  point  is  that 
the  consequence  is  that  higher  officers,  the  so-called  responsible  officers 
like  the  Division  Assistants,  are  really,  in  this  matter,  in  the  hands  of 
subordinate,  irresponsible  clerks.  The  result  of  entrusting  this  business 
to  these  clerks  is  very  detrimental  to  the  parties.  I  am  speaking  from 
years  of  close  personal  acquaintance  with  the  way  in  which  this  matter 
is  being  handled  in  the  important  town  of  Alleppey. 

I  will  give  one  glaring  instance,  namely,  the  recent  Income-tax 
defalcation  case  in  Alleppey  in  which  it  was  revealed  that  these  defalca¬ 
tions  extended  over  a  long  period.  I  do  not  know  for  what  all  defalca¬ 
tions  the  particular  clerk  was  responsible.  There  is  the  Division  Assis¬ 
tant  who  is  supposed  to  have  a  control  over  these  matters.  I  am  sure- 
VoUX.Nu,  c.  w  .... 
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very  few  officers  are  able  to  under  jtand  such  things.  The  clerks  would 
tender  his  ‘  advice  ’  to  the  Division  Assistant  and  he  will  say  the 
same  thing  to  the  party.  You  have  to  satisfy  these  clerks  who 
are  running  the  office.  If  an  examination  on  this  subject  is 
held  among  the  various  Division  Assistants  and  the  Collectors 
who  are  the  responsible  officers,  I  am  sure  99  per  cent,  or  100 
per  cent,  of  them  will  be  completely  ploughed.  There  is  no  doubt  about 
it.  Their  knowledge  about  the  subject  is  very  very  hazy.  And  what 
was  revealed  at  the  Income  Tax  office  at  Alleppey,  I  think,  will 
be  found  to  exist  more  or  less  in  other  offices  also.  Even  if  a  Division 
Assistant  is  competent,  he  has  not  the  time  to  attend  to  this  work. 
He  has  more  important  business  to  attend  to.  Therefore,  owing 
to  want  of  previous  training,  owing  to  want  of  natural  aptitude,  and 
for  various  other  reasons,  the  whole  business  is  entirely  in  the  hands 
of  low-paid  clerks.  The  object  of  the  Government  in  entrusting  this 
business  to  responsible  officers  is  completely  defeated  by  the 
present  system.  After  considering  this  question  for  a  long  time  and 
discussing  the  matter  with  several  persons  in  the  department,  it  has 
occurred  to  me  that  it  will  be  highly  desirable  to  appoint  two  or  three 
Special  Assistants  to  the  Income  Tax  Commissioner.  They  must  be  per¬ 
sons  who  possess  the  necessary  aptitude  and  experience  in  this  business. 
The  irregularities  complained  of  will  then  no  longer  continue.  The 
Tahsildar  may  continue  as  Collector.  But  the  Division  Assistants  may 
be  replaced  by  these  officers.  This  is  an  absolute  necessity.  For  want 
of  some  such  arrangement,  the  public  are  made  to  suffer  heavy  losses. 
There  are  also  persons  who  escape  very  lightly,  because  they  had  pre¬ 
viously  placated  these  people.  But  then,  that  results  in  a  serious  loss 
to  the  Government  and  to  the  people  who  do  not  stoop  to  this  practice. 
From  the  standpoint  of  the  business  community  and  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  the  public,  the  present  system  must  be  condemned  in  unquali¬ 
fied  terms.  The  inevitable  unpopularity  of  collecting  income  tax  is 
not  what  I  am  referring  to,  but  the  avoidable  defects  of  the  present 
arrangement.  If  my  suggestion  is  carried  out,  and  if  the  greatest 
care  is  taken  to  select  entirely  reliable  and  competent  officers,  a 
great  deal  of  the  injustice  that  really  exists  now  will  be  removed.  I 
invite  the  attention  of  the  Revenue  Commissioner  and  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  this  matter. 

If  time  permitted,  I  could  relate  several  instances  of  the  rigid  and 
unsatisfactory  way  in  which  the  system  is  now  worked.  Take  the  case 
of  a  person  who  made  a  profit  of  thousand  rupees  in  one  year  but 
suffered  a  loss  of  twenty  thousand  the  next  year.  There  is  a  famous 
case  of  an  Alleppey  merchant  who  was  assessed  a  large  sum  of 
money  as  income  tax.  He  protested  that  he  had  suffered  a  tremendous 
loss,  but  he  was  made  to  pay  a  very  large  sum  as  income  tax.  A  few 
months  later,  he  became  a  bankrupt  and  it  was  then  revealed  that,  in 
the  previous  year,  he  had  sustaiud  a  heavy  loss.  There  seems  to  exist  an 
understanding  among  the  officers  of  the  department  that  the  income 
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tax  in  any  one  year  should  not  go  below  the  previous  year's  figure,  but 
must  go  higher  and  higher,  if  possible.  Therefore,  whatever  the  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  parties  may  be,  the  unwritten  rule  of  the  department  is 
being  strictly  enforced.  I  am  sure  it  is  not  the  fault  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioner.  It  is  admitted  everywhere  that  he  is  a  very  conscientious  officer 
aud  has  done  his  level  best  to  remove  these  difficulties.  But  he  is  only 
one  man  and  it  is  the  system  that  is  faulty.  Therefore  I  sincerely 
trust  that  as  a  help  both  to  the  Government,  to  Mr.  Robinson  and  to 
the  people,  some  such  measure  as  I  suggested  will  he  put  into 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  {Changanaeherg  cum  Peenmch)  :  As  regards  the 
question  of  disposal  of  applications  for  refunds,  I  have  already  interpellat¬ 
ed  on  that  matter  and,  I  believe,  the  answer  will  he  given  in  this  session 
itself.  When  the  matter  is  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Income  -Tax 
Commissioner,  I  believe  he  will  understand  how  many  applications  are 
still  pending  in  the  different  offices  of  the  Collectors. 

As  regards  the  complaint  made  by  Mr.  Mamrnen  Mappillai,  I  sup¬ 
port  him  aud  invite  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  that  serious 
matter.  After  hearing  the  Commissioner’s  final  reply,  I  will  consider 
what  more  I  have  to  say. 

Mr.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  [Land  Revenue  and  Income  Taw  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  As  regards  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai’s  remarks  about  the 
work  in  the  Division  Assistants’  offices,  the  trouble  is  that  they  have 
such  heavy  criminal  work  so  that  they  have  veiy  little  time  to  attend 
to  income  tax  work. 

As  regards  his  complaint  about  the  Abeppey  case,  the  point  is  that 
certain  firms  were  sending  money — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  only  gave  it  as  an  example.  You  need 
not  explain  it  in  detail,  I  think. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  I 
only  mentioned  it  as  instance.  I  never  wanted  any  defence  or  ex¬ 
planation. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  ( Land  Revenue  and  Income  Tax  Commis¬ 
sioner)  :  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai’s  suggestions  will  be  noted.  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  feeling  among  the  Dewan  Peishkars  or  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  that  there  should  not  he  any  fall-in  the  income  tax.  In  fact, 
I  know  one  Tahsildar,  who  was  rather  keen  in  collecting  revenue,  got 
into  trouble  for  not  being  correct  in  his  assessments.  A  lot  of  appeals 
against  his  assessment  was  decided  against  him  as  a  result  of  which  he 
was  not  considered  to  be  a  good  officer.  Many  of  his  assessments 
were  revised.  It  went  against  him  for  having  unduly  assessed 
many  persons.  I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  more  for  me  to  say. 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade) :  In  view 
of  the  explanation  given  by  Mr.  Kobinson,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

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In  the  course  of  the  general  discussion,  it  was  said  by  the  Excise 
Commissioner  that  his  department  is  a  temperance  department.  In  one 
sense,  I  can  understand  that  it  is  a  temperav  ee  department.  So  far  as  it 
restricts  the  freedom  of  individuals  to  man  ifacture  and  traffic  in 
liquor, it  is  a  temperance  department.  But  the  working  of  the  department, 

I  must  say,  is  far  away  from  the  ideals  of  temperance  policy.  The  first 
and  foremost  duty  of  the  Excise  Department,  whether  from  the  stand¬ 
point  of  revenue  to  the  Government  or  of  temperance,  is  to  stop  illicit 
tapping  and  trade.  The  Excise  Commissioner  may  explain  that  the 
department  is  trying  to  remedy  these  evils.  But  I  may  say  that  if  his 
subordinate  officers  are  vigilant,  it  is  not  at  all  difficult  to  stop  completely 
these  things.  There  are  very  many  Inspectors,  Sub-Inspectors,  Pettv 
officers  and  peons  employed  for  this  purpose  in  his  department.  Fur¬ 
ther,  illicit  tapping  and  trade  are  not  things  taking  place  only  occasion¬ 
ally  here  and  there.  They  are  regularly  going  on  in  several  parts  of  the 
country  and  all  the  year  round.  If  the  subordinate  officers  are 
vigilant,  it  is  not  at  all  difficult  for  them  to  find  them  out,  I  may  state 
that,  in  connection  with  the  temperance  movement  in  some  parts  of  the 
country,  the  temperance  workers  have  been  able,  without  much  trouble 
and  in  a  short  time,  to  find  out  these  things.  It  is  necessary  that  the 
Excise  Commissioner  should  see  that  the  subordinates  are  doing  their 
work  properly.  This  Council  should  not  vote  a  single  pie  for  the  Excise 
Department  unless  these  people  are  vigilant,  doing  their  duties  pro¬ 
perly.  Any  amount  of  explanation  will  not  satisfy  us  if  the  duties  are 
not  properly  discharged.  So  much  as  regards  illicit  trade  and  tapping. 

Another  point  is  about  the  location  of  shops  and  the  number  of 
shops.  It  has  been  stated,  no  doubt,  in  the  last  Administration  Report 
that  some  shops  have  been  abolished.  But  it  is  admitted  at  the  same 
time  that  the  number  of  trees  tapped  is  on  the  increase  and  the  quantity 
of  consumption  is  also  on  the  increase.  While  the  quantity  of  consump¬ 
tion  and  the  number  of  trees  tapped  are  on  the  increase,  I  do  not  under¬ 
stand  the  meaning  of  saying  that  some  of  the  shops  are  abolished.  If  in 
some  mountainous  and  inaccessible  regions  shops  are  abolished,  it  will 
not  affect  the  people  very  much.  The  Excise  Commissioner  must  abolish 
shops  that  are  located  in  towns  and  other  frequented  quarters.  No  such 
shops  seem  to  have  been  abolished.  I  may  cite  for  instance  the  shops  in 
Minachil.  There  are  some  shops  situated  very  near  the  Dalai  angadi 
itself.  One  of  them  is  very  near  the  school  and  the  hospital.  All  these 
shops  are  within  a  radius  of  two  or  three  furlongs  from  the  angadi. 
None  of  these  shops  has  been  abolished .  But  it  seems  a  shop  situated  in  a 
remote  and  inaccessible  quarter  at  Melukkavu  has  been  abolished.  If  the 
policy  of  the  department  is  to  abolish  shops  for  the  purpose  of  checking 
the  evil  of  drink,  it  is  very  necessary  that  the  shops  in  thickly  populated 
places  should  be  abolished ;  it  is  not  enough  if  a  few  shops  in  remote  hilly 
places  are  abolished.  To  comply  with  our  request  for  reducing  the  num¬ 
ber  of  shops  and  the  removal  of  some  from  their  present  site,  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  it  is  said,  has  ordered  to  remove  one  shop.  But,  it  seems  that- 


it  i*  to  i)c  located  in  a  piac-e  winch  is  more  frequented.  I  refer  to  the 
shop  just  in  front  of  tne  Lniam  i district  Hospital  and  the  High  School 
building  there.  Mr.  \an  lews  personally  inspected  the  place  and  I  am 
very  thankful  for  his  having  taken  the  difficulty  of  understanding  the 
situation.  Another  instance  I  may  cite  in  the  vc-rv  centre  of  the  Trivan¬ 
drum  town  itself.  I  believe  most  ol  too  members  are  aware  that  one  of 
the  very  frequented  arrack  shops  is  located  very  near  the  main  road 
just  at  the  c-ntrance  to  the  College  lane  on  the  Statue  Eoad.  There  were 
several  complaints  to  remove  that  shop  front  there,  and  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  has  taken  a  very  ingenious  plan  to  do  so  by  ordering  its 
removal  to  a  place  a  tew  yards  to  the  south  of  its  present  site,  i.  e., 
at  the  entrance  to  the  lane  leading  to  the  Pulimood. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (E'l  >  Co>Mtu-  „nn):  May  I  ask  whether 
the  member  knows  whether  final  orders  have  been  passed  on  the  com¬ 
plaints  V 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  Olinachii  cum  Dctieolain):  I  am  not  aware 
But  it  is  said  that  the  .shop  is  to  bo  located  a  little  to  the  south  of  the 
present  site.  This  is  all  that  X  know.  The  respectable  persons  of  the 
locality  have  requested  that  the  shop  should  not  be  allowed  to  be  any¬ 
where  near  the  present  site. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (E  seise  Commissioner)  ;  May  I  tell  the  member 
that  the  petition  is  under  enquiry  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachi!  cum  bcvieolam) :  The  proposed  site 
is  also  very  near  the  existing  one.  The  Commissioner  has  to  -see 
what  substantial  purpose  it  serves  by  making  such  change  in  location. 
There  are  several  other  shops  also  in  the  Trivandrum  town  which 
are  located  in  very  busy  parts  of  the  town.  If  he  has  any  idea  of  abolishing 
shops,  he  can  abolish  these-  shops.  In  Pettah,  very  near  the  church, 
there  is  a  shop, 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner):  1  would  correct  the 
member.  The  shop  is  quite  two  furlongs  away  from  the  church. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  Olinachii  cum  Dccicolam ) :  I  have  not  measured 
the  distance.  But  anybody  passing  through  that  road  can  understand 
that  it  is  very  near  the  church. 

Mr.  A  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  We  have  measured  it. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (W.iaohii  cum  Devicolam) :  As  regards  the 
policy  that-  has  been  adopted  in  regard  to  the  location  of  shops,  I  must 
say  that  it  is  not  at  all  laudable.  The  Commissionef  doss  not  go  into 
the  spirit-  of  the  complaints  of  the  people.  He  wants  only  to  make  a  show 
of  compliance  with  their  request.  Of  course,  I  can  understand  that 
Mr.  Van  Boss's  position  as  Excise  Commissioner  is  a  very  difficult  one. 
He  is  unfortunately  at  the  head  of  a  department  which  deserves 
condemnation.  As  regards  the  explanations  he  has  given,  they  are  vei  y 
unsatisfactory.  I  would  wait  for  further  explanation  from  Mr.  Van 
Bass  before  making  further  comments- 
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MR.  a.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Erase  Commissioner)  :  Sir,  the  member  began 
by  speaking  ol  the  inadequate  preventive  work  turned  out  by  my  men. 
He  instanced  the  prevalence  of  illicit  tapping  in  various  places  and 
he  mentioned  Minachil  in  particular.  In  the  same  breath,  he  said 
there  was  an  increase  under  tree-tax.  Now,  an  increase  under  tree-tax 
can  result  only  from  the  suppression  and  detection  of  illicit  of  tapping. 
The  principle  is  that  the  more  the  tree-tax  we  get,  the  less  of  illicit 
tapping  there  will  bo  ;  and  the  less  of  tree-tax,  the  more  of  illicit  tapping 
there  will  be.  I  do  not  claim  that  illicit  tapping  has  been  suppressed 
completely.  But  I  can  claim  that  much  of  the  illicit  tapping  has 
decreased!  After  all,  we  must  consider  what  is  the  staff  at  our 
disposal  to  put  down  illicit  tapping.  In  the  Nagercoil  range,  for  an  area 
of  -251  square  miles,  I  have  27  men  to  put  down  illicit  tapping  ;  in  the 
Kalkulaiu  range,  for  an  area  of  229  square  miles,  we  have  17  men  ;  in 
Yilavankod,  for  an  area  of  167  square  miles,  we  have  10  men  ;  in  the 
Trivandrum  town,  for  an  area  of  97  square  miles,  there  are  20  men,  in¬ 
cluding  an  Inspector  and  two  Sub-Inspectors  ;  in  the  Neduvangad  taluk, 
for  an  area  of  366  square  miles,  we  have  14  men  ;  and  for  Minachil, 
for  an  area  of  236  square  miles,  we  have  23  men.  On  the  average, 
we  have  15  men  per  range. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deuieolam) :  Has  the  Excise 
Commissioner  asked  the  Government  to  sanction  more  men  ? 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Era'se  Ctinudisioncr) :  How  can  1  ask  for 
more  men  when  the  cry  in  this  Council  is  to  reduce  men.  It  will  look 
ridiculous. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  DccUohm)  :  Has  he  ever  brought 
forward  this  aspect  of  the  question  before  the  Council  V 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  have  explained  that 
in  detail  in  my  speach  before  the  Council  in  the  year  1098- 

What  can  we  do  with  15  men  ?  Nevertheless,  we  are 
doing  our  best.  I  will  give  you  figures  to  show  the  advance  in 
the  work  of  detection  made  by  the  present  staff.  In  1095  the 
number  of  cases  detected  was  1,183  ;  in  1096, 1,255  ;  in  1097, 1,337; 
in  1098,  1,546;  in  1099,  1,887;  and  in  1100,  2,572.  These  figures 
will  show  that  with  the  force  at  my  command  we  are  making  steady 
progress.  I  must  also  bring'  to  your  notice,  Sir,  that,  to  some  extent, 
the  allegation  that  the  subordinate  staff  sometimes  connive  at  illicit 
practices  is  true.  It  is  not  possible  for  the  Excise  Commissioner  or  the 
Assistant  Excise  Commissioner  to  be  behind  the  back  of  every  Petty 
Officer  or  peon.  The  subordinates  are  after  all  sons  of  the  soil.  And  it  is 
with  this  material  that  we  have  to  work.  I  am  not  importing  men  from 
outside  in  my  department.  If  men  of  our  country  act  like  this,  it  is 
clear  that  the  moral  standard  in  the  country  calls  for  improvement.  In 
the  meanwhile,  I  can  only  punish  those  w'ho  shirk  work  or  are  dis¬ 
honest.  Whenever  we  get  evidence  of  such  connivance,  it  is  met  with: 
heavy  punishment.  It  is  not  possible  in  all  cases  to  get  proof  or  even 
to  arrive  at  a  moral  conviction.  In,  1100  I  have  punished  100  officers  and 
in  1101,  I  have  punished  118  officers.  There  must  he  some  moral  con¬ 
viction  at  least  before  punishing  a  man.  Mere  official  suspicion  yyill  not  do. 
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I  punish  when  T  find  sufficient  proof.  At  a  time  when  officers  had 
a  sort  of  fear  of  the  Government,  such  fear  kept  them  in  check  to 
sonic  extent.  But  the  fear  has  to  a  great  extent  diminished  in  the 
present  democratic  days.  I  advise  them  and  counsel  them,  and  where 
I  get  proof  of  their  misconduct,  I  punish  them.  But  I  roly  more  upon 
good  counsel.  They  turn  out  much  better  work  more  under  good 
counsel  than  under  fear. 

As  regards  the  location  and  number  of  shops,  the  member  said  that 
I  reduced  shops  in  out-of-the-way  places  and  not  in  thickly  populated 
towns.  Some  shops  which  were  reduced  might  have  been  situated  in 
out-of-the-way,  places,  but  a  large  number  of  shops  in  thickly  populated 
places  were  reduced.  Shops  to  the  value  of  Bs.  30,000  were  reduced. 
One  shop  near  Vanehiyur  was  abolished,  which  cost  us  Bs.  3,000.  In 
the  Kottavam  town,  about  t5  shops  were  abolished.  I  have  undertaken 
with  the  Excise  Committee  to  abolish  5  per  cent,  of  the  shops  at  every 
biennial  contract.  So  that,  a  little  patience  on  the  part  of  the  member 
will  enable  him  to  see  that  shops  in  towns  are  being  gradually  abolished. 
I  have  begun  with  the  taluks  which  have  the  largest  number  of  shops. 
In  the  taluks  in  which  the  independent  shop  system  was  newly  intro¬ 
duced,  there  are  a  large  number  of  shops  and  hence  larger  reductions 
were  effected  in  those  tracts.  In  reducing  shops,  I  adhered  to  the  5 
per  cent.  rate.  And  I  would  adhere  to  that  rate  until  a  time  comes 
when  we  will  have  to  decide  whether  further  reduction  is  beneficial  or 
not.  At  present,  I  have  material  to  go  on  for  a  few  years. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devieolam):  May  I  ask  the 
Excise  Commissioner  whether  he  is  willing  to  abolish  shops  in  places 
where  the  people  are  for  abolishing  them  ? 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  {Excise  Commissioner) :  It  is  a  difficult  ques¬ 
tion  to  answer.  It  is  difficult  to  know  whether  the  people  are  willing 
or  not.  A  few  young  men  try  to  impose  tlicir  will  on  elderly 
people.  Is  it  public  opinion  ?  We  must  see  whether  it  is  a  practical 
proposition.  Whether  a  large  body  of  drinkers  who  used  to  drink  for 
40  and  50  years  would  stop  drinking  immediately,  is  the  question.  I 
know,  in  Minachil,  the  movement,  though  large,  was  mainly  confined  to 
young  men.  They  tried  to  impose  their  will  upon  the  elderly  people  and 
asked  the  people  not  to  go  and  bid  for  shops  at  the  auction  sale.  But 
the  result  was  that  the  room  where  the  auction  was  held  was  full. 
The  people  took  advantage  of  the  position  and  offered  low  bids. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Bcmcolam) :  May  I  ask  him  if 
he  is  willing  to  abolish  the  shops  if  75  per  cent,  of  the  people  of  a  pahi- 
thi  request  him  in  a  signed  petition  to  do  so '/ 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner'):  I  would  still  not 
be  satisfied.  It  is  well  known  that  it  is  very  easy  to  get  people  to  sign. 
Yon  take  a  list  and  go  round,  and  the  pepole  will  sign  it  whether 
they  are  willing  or  not.  The  same  thing  took  place  in  Colombo  where 
most  of  the  village  headmen  are  Buddhists.  A  referendum  took  place 
some  time  ago  and  the  headmen  compelled  the  people  to  vote  against  the 
retention  of  the  shops. 
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Mr.  A.  4.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Cwmimioner) :  We  can  have  a  re¬ 
ferendum  provided  it  is  done  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  If  compulsion 
and  coercion  are  used,  people  will  sign  the  petition,  but  act  in  a 
different  way.  In  Minachil,  several  shop-holders  who  had  promised 
the  temperance  workers  not  to  take  up  shops  saw  me  and  told  me: 

“  I  am  sending  a  prosy,  please  give  the  shop  to  him.”  &o,  m  these  matters, 
we  must  ascertain  the  general  trend  of  the  opinion  of  the  people.  From 
the  auction  at  Minachil,  I  would  say  that  the  people  are  not  for  abol¬ 
ishing  the  shops.  The  auction  room  in  Minachil  was  full  of  bidders. 

I  enquired  about  the  movement  started  at  Minachil  ancl  I  found 
that  the  movement-  was  well  intentioned  but  its  method  was  objectionable. 
The  people  who  started  the  movement  want  to  reach  the  ideal  at  once. 
We  are  living  in  the  work-a-day  world.  In  these  matters,  we 
must  have  infinite  patience  and  we  must  also  be  prepared  to  work  hard 
to  reach  the  goal. '  It  is  therefore  that  I  claim  that  my  department 
stands  for  temperance.  We  are  not  impatient  idealists.  We  do  not 
want  to  reach  our  goal  all  on  a  sudden.  We  are  working  steadily  and 
continuously  dav  and  night  to  reach  our  goal,  that  is,  to  keep  the  drink 
habits  in  check  ;‘and  gradually,  with  the  advance  of  education  and  culture 
and  refinement  among  the  people,  the  drink  habit  among  the  people  may 
become  extinct.  Unless  the  general  body  of  the  people  are  prepared  to 
see  the  evils  of  drink  and  are  prepared  to  give  it  up,  it  is  useless  for  the 
Government  to  retire  and  lose  all  revenue  while  people  will  be  going  on 
drinking.  Where  education  has  advanced,  they  give  up  drink  to  a  large 
extent.  Travancore  has  advanced  in  education  and  it  augurs  well  for 
the  attainment  of  our  object.  With  the  advancement  of  education  and 
refinement,  those  who  drink  will  give  up  -the  habit  to  a  great  extent. 
But  I  do  not  anticipate  that  drink  will  entirely  disappear.  As  for  the 
movement  in  Minachil,  I.  have  enquired  about  the  genesis  of  the  move¬ 
ment.  I  have  found  that  there  are  a  few  drunkards  who  molest 
people  in  out-of-the-way  places.  I  asked  the  organisers  of  the 
movement  whether  they  reported  the  matter  to  the  Police.  They  said  . 
that  nobody  did  so,  because  there  were  no  Policemen  there.  After  all, 
toddy  is  not  entirely  an  intoxicant.  There  is  a  good  deal  of  nourish¬ 
ment  in.  it.  Out  of  100  parts,  alehohal  forms  only  10  parts  and  the 
other  parts  are  albuminoids,  water  and  sugar. 

With  regard  to  the  location  of  shops,  I  am  taking  the  greatest  care. 
In  rural  areas,  if  the  people  object  to  the  location  of  a  shop  in  a  particular 
locality,  we  try  our  best  to  shift  it.  Even  in  towns,  wherever  we  get 
an  opportunity,  we  do  that,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  sites.

K.  I.  JOSEPH  On.hufiltil  ft  a  in  OmTsofaw):  Even  though  the 
number  of  shops  may  ho  many,  since  the  places  where  the  trees  are 
tapped  are  very  near  the  shops,  is  it  impossible  for  these  men  to  find 
out  illicit  tapping  ‘> 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner) :  It  does  not  take  place 
within  the  scheduled  limits.  But  it  takes  place  far  away  from  places 
where  shops  are  situated. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (prirur) :  The  question  raised  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Joseph  is  an  important  and  difficult  one.  I  understand  that  this 
motion  has  been  brought  to  discuss  the  working  of  the  abkari  branch 
with  special  reference  to  the  temperance  movement.  Two  important 
charges  have  been  levelled  against  the  department.  One  is  that  the 
illicit  tapping' is  not  properly  controlled  or  checked  by  the  subordidates 
of  the  department  and  the  other  is  that  shops  should  not  be  located  in 
public  places.  Drink  has  been  admitted  by  a!i  .'is  a  great  evil  and  there 
are  three  courses  left  for  both  the  Government  and  the  people  to  adopt. 
One  is  absolute  prohibition,  that  is,  by  coercing  with  the  might,  of  Gov¬ 
ernment  to  stop  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  in  the  country. 
Another  is  to  leave  to  the  people  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  drinks. 
The  third  is  to  regulate  the  drink  with  a  view  to  moderation  which  is 
otherwise  generally  called  temperance  movement.  I  do  not  believe  that 
whatever  we  may  say,  the  Government  will  be  able  to  regulate, traffic  with 
a  view  to  moderation.  The  only  possible  way  for  the  Government  is  to 
declare  absolute  prohibition.  But  whether  it  is  possible .  and  feasible 
under  the  present  conditions  of  the  State,  is  a  serious  problem  to  solve. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MianchU  cum  Dedcolam)  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  Government  cannot  reduce  the  opportunity  and  facility  for 
drinking  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Purur )  :  I  am  coming' to  that.  Then  the  ques¬ 
tion  is  whether  the  drink  began  in  the  land  with  the  introduction  of 
caste  system  or  was  introduced  by  the  Government  or  whether  it  was  the 
Government  that  took  advantage  of  this  evil  habit  of  the  people.  In.  my 
opinion,  drink  was  there  before  the  Government  came.  So,  if  the 
Excise  Department  is  responsible  for  the  drink  and  if  it  is  also 
responsible  for  the  existence  of  the  shops,  I  should  think  that  it  is  almost 
due  to  the  drinking  habit  of  the  people,  which  is  a  social  evil  here.  We 
can  find  that  it  could  be  explained  with  reference  to  caste  system.  We 
find  that  men  of  higher  castes  do  not  take  to  this  bad  habit  generally. 

Mr-  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  members  of  lower  castes  who  are  educated  take  to 
drink  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Purur)  :  I  shall  explain  that.  Therefore,  we 
must  conclude  that  it  is  more  or  less  a  habit  to  particular  castes  or  com¬ 
munities  who  have  a  tendency  to  drink.  Therefore,  the  work  of  tem¬ 
perance  movement  among  them  is  one  which  cannot  come  from  the 
Government,  but  from  the  people  themselves. 

Mr.  N.  KUMAHAN  (Nominated)-:  Does  the  member  know7  that 
members  of  uneducated  communities  alone  drink  ? 
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Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur)  :  Not  exactly  uneducated  communities. 
I  will  explain  my  position-  If  wo  observe  carefully  we,  can  find  that,  in 
India,  drink  is  a  social  disgrace,  but  it  is  not  the  case  in  Europe.  If  y0u 
find  that  a  Brahmin  and  a  Christian  drink,  we  form  quite  a  different 
opinion  of  the  Brahmin.  We  say  that  it  is  a  disgrace  for  a  Brahmin 
to  drink,  but  in  the  case  of  a  Christian,  we  do  not  ascribe  so  much  dis¬ 
grace  to  him. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Miiiachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  there  is  any  caste  system  among  Christians  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur )  :  The  Christians  in  Malabar  may  be 
proclaiming  to.  the  world  that  they  do  not  belong  to  any  caste.  But  re¬ 
cognising  facts  as  they  are,  I  believe  that  they  have  a  place  in 
the  social  system  and  that  they  have  a  habit  which  could  very  well  be 
observed,  in  several  grades  of  the  caste  system  in  Travancore  beginning 
from  the  Brahmin  and  going  down  to  the  Pnlaya.  But  I  am  not  very 
particular  to  ascribe  a  place ;  somewhere  he  has  a  place.  He  has  also 
got  a  caste  habit  and  a  social  habit  in  Malabar.  So  the  temperance 
movement  is  one  which  has  to  be  undertaken  by  the  people  themselves 
and  it  is  not  one  which  we  should  ask  the  Government  to  under¬ 
take.  Now,  the  question  can  he  put  in  another  way.  Suppose  the 
Government  take  their  hand  away  and  leave  it  to  the  people  fieely 
to  manufacture  and  sell  liquor.  Then  what  will  be  the  condition? 
That  is  also  a  problem  that  we  have  to  consider.  If  that  is  done,  the 
people  will  be  manufacturing  more  liquor  and  hence  there  will  be  more 
consumption  in  Travancore.  So,  but  for  the  Government,  it  is  not  pos¬ 
sible  to  regulate  drink.  As  a  Japanese  proverb  goes,  a  man  takes  a 
dose,  and  one  dose  takes  another  and  the  last  dose  takes  the  man.  So  I 
would  say  that  people  themselves  should  regulate  it.  In  that  sense,  I 
may  also  agree  with  Mr.  Van  Boss  that  his  department  is  a  temperance 
department.  I  would  also  state  that  there  is  no  middle  way  between 
absolute  prohibition  and  the  free  manufacture  and  sale  of  liquor  to 
the  people.  * 

I  wish  to  say  a  few  words  about  the  location  of  shops  and  I  my¬ 
self  have  tried  to  do  some  thing  in  the  matter.  We  have  got  at  Parur 
thiee  or  four  shops  just  on  the  side  of  roads.  In  the  evenings  some  of 
us  used  to  take  a  round  along  these  roads  and  the  effective  result  was 
that  the  shop-keepers  approached  the  Excise  Department  and., said  that 
they  did  not  require  those  shops  as  the  sale  of  liquor  went  down  and 
that  these  shops  should  be  removed  to  some  less  open  places. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  any  shop  was  removed  from  its  place  ? 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur) :  No;  it  was  not.  We  moved  every¬ 
where  and  used  our  influence,  but  no  one  would  lend  a  place. 

PRESIDENT:  Time. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated )  :  I  find  the  following'  sentences  in 
the  G.  0.  passed  upon  the  working  of  the  Excise  Department  for  1100- 
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With  this  certificate, lit  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Van  Ross’  claim  that 
ms  department  is  a  true  temperance  department  requires  more  tnan  a 
passing  reference. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Coinmissioner)  :  May  I  ask  the  member 
if  he  knows  why  there  was  increase  in  the  number  of  trees  tapped  '? 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  (Xourimtecl)  :  I  am  not  speaking  about  it, 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Com-iiissioner ) :  May  I  ask  the  member 
whether  he  knows  the  reasons  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  trees 
tapped  ? 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  (Xnminatecl) :  The  Excise  Commissioner  may  say 
whatever  he  wants  at  the  time  when  he  is  replying. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  only  wanted  if  the 
member  knows  the  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of  trees 
tapped. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ) :  The  two  points  that  were  urged  in 
this  House  were  that  the  Excise  Department  is  not  administering  and 
enforcing  certain  rules  for  preventing  illicit  tapping  and  also  with  respect 
to  location  of  shops  in  public  places.  On  a  former  occasion,  a  question  was 
asked  in  this  Council  and  a  reply  was  given  by  the  Government  which 
would  show  that  224  of  the  arrack  shops  and  385  of  the  toddy  shops  were 
near  public  roads,  30  arrack  shops  and  46  toddy  shops  near  markets, 
28  arrack  shops  and  34  toddy  shops  near  schools  and  75  arrack  shops 
and  49  toddy  shops  near  places  of  public  worship.  Under  the  rules 
laid  down  by  the  Government,  the  toddy  and  arrack  shops  should  not  have 
been  located  near  these  public  places.  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  expressed  the 
doubt  whether  it  would  be  advisable  to  remove  these  shops  from  public 
places.  He  doubted  whether  it  would  not  be  more  conducive  to  effect 
temperance  if  these  shops  are  located  near  public  roads,  so  that  people 
would  be  afraid  of  approaching  these  shops  and  have  a  drink.  My  fear  is 
that  a  department  which  is  working  on  a  temperance  basis  should  not 
expose  its  wares  to  the  public  so  that  it  might  afford  some  sort  of 
encouragement  for  the  people  to  go  arid  have  a  drink.  It  cannot  be 
denied  that  this  business  is  not  a  very  decent  one  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  can  encourage  or  the  public  look  on  with  satisfaction.  Therefore 
it  should  recede  itself  into  places  which  are  not  public,  as  it  affords  great 
inducement  to  people  to  go  in  and  have  a  drink  if  it  is  located  near  a 
market-place  or  a  place  of  public  worship,  where  a  large  number  of 
people  gather.  It  is  with  a  view  to  avoid  such  things  that  rules 
were  laid  down  that  these  shops  should  not  be  located  near  public  places 
and  I  do  not  know  whether  any  change  has  been  introduced  by  the 
Government  after  the  answer  I  have  already  referred  to  was  given,  in 
the  matter  of  removal  of  these  shops  from  objectionable  places.  Any 
action  of  the  Excise  Department  in  this  direction  would  have  been  con¬ 
sidered  by  this  Council  as  a  step  towards  effecting  temperance. 
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[Ml'.  N.  Kumar  n.] 

Thou  it  has  licen  pointed  out  by  the  Excise  Commissioner  that  he 
has  been  reducing  the  number  of  shops  and  I  should  like  to  know  whe¬ 
ther  any  important  shop  which  has  been  securing  a  large  levenue  to 
the  State  has  been  abolished. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  {Excise  Co  nmissioner)  :  I  mentioned  a  big 
shop  abolished  in  Trivandrum  town  itself. 

Mr.N.  KUMARAN  (dominated)  '■  I  should  like  to  know  the  amount 
realised  from  those  shops. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (E/we  Coummioner) :  The  shop  was  worth 
about  Bs.  3,000. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  {Nominated) :  It  may  be  so.  But  my  suspicion 
is  that  a  great  number  of  shops,  shops  which  might  have  been  getting  a 
very  big  revenue,  have  not  been  abolished.  I  find  on  calculation  that 
there  is  a  toddy  shop  in  S'uertallai  taluk  for  almost  ‘99  of  a  mile,  so 
that — 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  {Excise  Commissioner):  Sir,  I  do  not  follow 
what  the  member  says. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN’riVomWiaied) :  For  every  '99  of  a  mile  in  Shertal- 
lai,  we  have  got  a  teddy  shop,  so  much  so  that  a  person  who 
wants  to  drink  will  not,  find  it  difficult  to  do  so.  He  has  only  to  walk 
up  four  furlongs,  on  account  of  the  shortness  of  distance  at  which  shops 
have  been  located.  I  beg  to  submit  that  such  a  state  of  affairs  is  not 
conducive  to  the  growth  of  temperance  in  society. 

Then,  with  respect  to  the  question  of  illicit  tapping,  in  answer  to 
an  interpellation  in  a  previous  session  of  the  Council,  the  Government 
stated  that  3,688  trees  in  1097  and  5,000  odd  in  1098  were  not  marked 
until  the  end  of  Tulam.  This  leads  to  serious  malpractices.  If  these 
trees  are  not  marked,  there  is  no  knowing  whether  all  the  trees  tapped 
are  applied  for  and  illicit  tapping  is  not  going  on  there.  Mr.  Van  Eoss 
was  giving  us  figures  to  show  that  there  was  no  increase  in  the  number 
of  trees  for  tapping  which  applications  had  been  made.  I  believe  that 
only  shows  that-  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  illicit  tap¬ 
ping  cases  and  therefore  increased  detection,  was  the  result.  It  does  not 
certainly  follow  that  since  remarkably  large  number  of  cases  of  illicit 
tapping  have  been  discovered,  there  has  been  a  reduction  in  the  number 
of  trees  illicitly  tapped.  I  bolieve  if  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  arai  strictly  followed  by  the  department  itself,  there  would  have 
been  a  real  decrease  in  the  consumption  of  liquor  as  well  as  in  illicit 
tapping.  With  these  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (MinacMl  cum  Devicolam)  :  When  I  introduced 
this  motion,  I  thought  I  could  ascertain  the  sense  of  the  House,  at  least 
the  sense  of  the  non-official  members  thereof.  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  is  due  to  the  spirit  of  non-co-operation  or  that  of  over 
co-operation  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  their  views  on  the 
matter.  Anyhow-,  I  must  say  that  I  am  not  completely  satisfied  with 
the  explanation  given  by  the  Excise  Commissioner.  As  regards  the 
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question  of  illicit  tapping,  I  understand  that  there  are  difficulties  in  the 
way  oi'  completely  checking  it.  Ihit  I  am  sure  that,  if  the  officers  are 
more  vigilant,  they  can  exercise  much  more  effective  check  than  they  arc 
exercising  at  present.  In  the  matter  of  the  location  of  shops,  the  Excise 
Commissioner  assures  us  that  he  is  doing  all  that  lie  can  and  that  he 
will  continue  to  do  so.  But  at  present,  the-  matter  is  entirely  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government  or  rather  the  Commissioner.  My  own  view  is 
that,  in  this  matter,  it  is  the  people  that  should  have  the  control  and  not 
the  Government.  Generally,  the  Excise  Commissioner  decides  such 
questions  on  the  reports  submitted  to  him  by  some  Assistant  Commis- 
sioner  or  other  subordinates. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excite  Co,,.,„bsmter\ :  Also  on  local  inspec- 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Uinachil  cum  DcHcuiu,,,)  :  Anyhow,  I  say  it  is 
a  matter  of  vital  importance  so  far  as  the  people  are  concerned,  and  it 
is  they  that  are  more  interested  m  this  than  the  Government  themselves. 
The  Government  may  view  the  question  only  irorn  the  standpoint  of 
their  revenue,  but  the  evil  that  it  works  on  society  deserves  verv  serious 
consideration.  If  the  Excise  Commissioner  will  assure  me  that  in  the 
matter  of  location  of  shops,  the  wishes  of  the  people  oi  the  locality  con¬ 
cerned  will  be  considered,  I  shall  be  satisfied.  Until  then,  I  am  not  m  a 
position  to  withdraw  my  motion.  I  do  not  mind  much  about  the  methods 
by  which  the  opinion  of  the  people  is  ascertained.  Somehow  or  other, 
the  sense  of  the  people  of  the  locality  must  be  ascertained  and  the  Com¬ 
missioner  must  locate  shops  only  in  accordance  with  their  wishes.  If 
the  people  object  to  any  shop  being  located  in  any  particular  locality,  the 
shop  should  not  be  located  there.  The  Excise  Commissioner  may,  if 
necessary,  take  a  referendum  of  the  whole  people  of  the  place  or  may 
take  the  opinion  of  the  voters  of  the  Legislative  Council  of  the  locality 
or  he  may  ascertain  the  minion  through  the  Council  members  or 
Assembly  members  in  the  lo$J.lty.  I  am  sorry  that  the  Excise  Commis¬ 
sioner  has  not  found  it  possible  to  assure  ine  that  the  shops  will  be 
located  only  in  places  where  the  people  are  lor  them  and  that  he  will 
abolish  the  shops  in  places  where  the  people  are  against  them.  If  he 
gives  me  an  assurance  in  this  matter,  I  am  prepared  to  withdraw  my 
motion  and  if  not,  I  am  inclined  to  press  it  to  the  rote  of  the  House. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioa-) :  Sir,  with  regard  to 
Mr.  Kumarau’s  observation,  I  might  say  that,  in  my  speech  during  the 
general  discussion  on  the  budget,  I  referred  to  the  increase  in  the  con¬ 
sumption  in  arrack.  I  said  then  that  it  will  not  be  giving  a  correct  idea  if 
we  take  for  comparison  the  consumption  in  the  State  in  one  particular 
year,  as  the  consumption  is  regulated  by  several  economic'conditions.  :So, 
to  ascertain  the  effect  of  the  policy  of  the  department,  one  has  to  look 
to  the  results  obtained  during  a  reasonable  period,  say  a  decade. 
I  said  that  the  consumption  of  arrack  has  beeii  reduced  by 
50,000  gallons  in  the  course  of  ten  j-ears.  That  amounts  to  about  8  lakhs 
of  bottles  of  arrack.  That,- 1  think,  is  an  achievement  for  which  I  claim 
some  recognition  from  the  member.  Of  course,  from  one  year  to  ihe 
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next,  there  may  not  be  any  appreciable  difference  and,  in  some  cases, 
there  might  be  slight  increase  also.  That  is  because  of  the  changing 
condition  of  the  people  or  some  other  temporary  cause.  We  should  not 
draw  any  inference  from  that.  We  have  to  look  to  the  result  altera 
long  period,  say  ten  years. 

With  regard  to  the  increase  in  tree-tax,  I  must  point  out  that  the 
large  increase.is  due  to.four  taluks,  Vaikam,  Shertallai,  Kunnatnad  and 
Parur,  having  been  brought  under  the  Independent  Shop  System.  The 
numbfr  of  trees  tapped  in  these  taluks  was  not  shown  in  the  previous 
years  since  they  were  under  an  abkari  renter.  These  taluks  having  been 
brought  under  the  department,  the  number  of  trees  tapped  is  shown  in 
the  accounts  and  there  is  the  reasonfor  the  apparent  increase.  I  do  not 
think  that  it  is  right  to  draw  any  adverse  inference  from  that  circum¬ 
stance. 

As  regards  the  detection  of  cases,  it  is  clear  that  the  more  you 
detect,  the  less  will  be  the  offences  committed.  The  fact  that  a  large 
number  of  cases  has  been  detected  is  an  argument  in  favour  of  the 
officers.  Certainly,  the  detection  and  punishment  of  offenders  will  have 
a  deterrent  effect  on  the  offenders.  If,  in  spite  of  the  detection,  there 
is  no  deterrent  effect,  that  is  entirely  due  to  the  inadequate  punishments 
awarded.  There  are  several  magistrates  who  look  upon  these  excise 
cases  as  mere  nuisance  cases  to  be  shunted  off  with  a  fine  of  8  annas  or 
one  rupee.  Even  if  we  have  a  large  number  of  convictions,  the  results 
will  not  be  satisfactory  because  of  the  light  punishments. 

As  for  the  location  of  shops,  I  may  assure  Mr.  Joseph  that  every  con¬ 
sideration  will  be  shown  to  the  views  of  the  people.  As  far  as  possible,  we 
will  try  not  to  cause  any  inconvenience  to  the  people.  The  difficulty,  as 
I  said,  is  to  get  suitable  sites.  In  fact,  in  the  case  of  the  shop  which 
Mr.  Josepjh  particularly  referred  to,  I  am  ikying  my  utmost  to  find  out  a 
suitable  place  where  it  could  befconveniehtly  located.  It  is  a  shop  which 
has  a  very  large  custom  and  is  worth  four  or  five  thousand  rupees.  We 
will  have  to  keep  it  where  we  have  it  at  present  till  we  get  a  better  site. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  :  Does  he  say  that  his  difficulty  is 
in  the  matter  of  getting  suitable  sites  ? 

Mr.  A.  J,  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner ) :  Yes.  Wherever  we 
turn,  there  is  a  church  or  a  school  or  some  public  office-  We  find  it 
very  difficult  to  adhere  to  the  rule  of  ‘  two  furlongs.’ 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)-.  Erom  the  fact  that  Mr.  Van  Boss 
finds  it  very  difficult  to  get  suitable  sites  where  the  shops  could  be  shifted, 
does  it  not  follow  that  the  people  of  most  localities  are  against  the  loca¬ 
tion  of  shops  anywhere  near  them  ‘f 

Mr’.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner)  :  It  does  not  necessarily 
follow  from  that. 

There  is  also  another  danger  in  regard  to  the  location  of  the  shops. 
If  in  the  Trivandrum  town  we  have  about  10  arrack' shops  yielding  on 
the  whole  about  Bs.  50,000,  on  an  average  each  shop  may  be  said  to  yield 
about  Bs.  5,000.  If  we  abolish  all  these  shops  and  allow  one  shop  in 
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some  convenient  locality,  that  will  be  more  dangerous  to  the  public  than 
having  ten  shops  in  ten  different  localities,  because  that  one  shop  will 
become  a  very  big  shop  and  naturally,  it  will  be  located  in  a  decent 
building.  Even  respectable  people  will  be  tempted  to  resort  to  that 
shop.  They  can  easily  go  into  such  gin  saloons,  as  they  are  called  in 
America,  while,  in  the  present  shops,  (which  are  mostly  located  in  mis¬ 
erable  huts)  none  of  the  respectable  men  will  dare  to  enter,  for  purposes 
of  drink ;  and  if  at  all  they  enter,  they  will  do  it  only  late  at  night.  At 
any  rate,  they  will  try  their  best  to  avoid  the  present  shops.  When  we 
reduce  the  number  of  shops  in  a  particular  locality,  we  are  making  the 
remaining  shops  very  attractive  and  this  is  undesirable  from  a  temper¬ 
ance  point  of  view. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  (Parur) :  Are  these  shops  located  with  a-  view  to 
regulate  drink  or  with  a  view  to  see  that  they  axe  not  located  near  public 
places  ? 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Co-mmissiunei ■)  :  Both  these  points  are 
taken  into  consideration  in  regard  to  the  location  of  shops. 

I  can  assure  Mr.  Joseph  that  wherever  there  is  a  genuine  complaint, 
we  will  do  all  that  is  possible  to  relieve  it.

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  DeHcolam ) :  Does  the  Excise 
Commissioner  assure  that  the  shops  will  not  be  located  in  places  where 
the  people  are  against  it  ? 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  {Excise  Commissioner)  i  Wherever  .there  is  a 
genuine  complaint,  real  hardship,  I  can  assure  the  member  that  I  will 
look  to  it  and  try  my  best  to  relieve  it. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  Olinuch il  cum  Deekvhim) :  Will  Mr.  Van  Boss 
kindly  explain  the  moaning  of  the  word  ‘  genuine  ’  and  how  the  genui¬ 
neness,  or  otherwise,  of  the  complaints,  is  to  bo  ascertained  ? 

Mr,  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  lE-icise  Cummissiuuor)  :  Unfortunately,  there 
are  several  oases  in  which  such  complaints  are  being  engineered  by 
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particular  individuals  who  have  their  own  motives  in  doing  so.  For  in- 
stance,  in  the  case  of  tho  shop,  particularly  referred  to  by  Mr.  Joseph. 
I  am  informed,  as  a  result  of  my  enquiry,  that,  the  complaint  has  been 
engineered  by  one  man  who  was  having  the  shop  last  year  and  who 
did  not  get  it  this  year.  I  am  to'd  that  the  whole  agitation  has  been 
engineered  by  him.  There  are  several  other  cases  like  this.  It.  is  not 
therefore  quite  safe  to  act-  according  to  these  complaints. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (MimcJal  cum  Devicolam):  Is  he  not  willing  to 
act  on  the  prima  facie  grounds  given  in  the  representations  made  to 
him  ? 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (.Excise  Commissioner):  I  am  prepared  to 
inspect  the  localities  and  do  all  that  I  can  to  relieve  the  people  from  any 
hardship. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaohil  cum  Devicolam):  Is  he  prepared  to 
act  on  the  prima  facie  reasons  that  'are  given  in  the  representations 
made  to  him,  or  does  he  want  to  go  into  the  motives  of  particular  in¬ 
dividuals  ? 

MR.  A  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner ; :  I  do  not  quite  follow 
the  member.  I  have  already  said  that,  wherever  I  find  a  genuine  case 
of  hardship,  I  am  prepared  to  give  as  much  relief  as  possible. 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minaohil  cum  Devicolam ):  He  has  not  yet  ex¬ 
plained  the  meaning  of  the  word  ‘  genuine  ’. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner):  There  must  be  pro¬ 
per  grounds  for  complaint ;  that  is  the  idea. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaohil  cu  m  Devicolam):  May  I  know  whether 
the  Excise  Commissioner  is  prepared  to  act  on  representations  made  by 
responsible  persons  in  the  localities  concerned? 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner):  Certainly,  I  will 
give  great  weight  to  the  representation  made  by  responsible  persons. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  The  question  is  not 
about  the  weight  that  he  is  prepared  to  give  to  these  representations. 
My  question  is  whether  the  Excise  Commissioner  is  prepared  to  assure 
us  that  he  wall  not  locate  shops  in  places  where  responsible  persons  in 
the  locality  represent  that  the  people  of  the  place  are  against  it. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner):  Suppose  fiveresponsi- 
ble  persons  are  the  location  of  the  shop’iwhile  five  others  are 

-for  it.  -  What  am  I  to  do  under  such  circumstances  ? 

MR.  K.  I-  JOSEPH  (. Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  think -the  opinion 
of  the  majority  should  be  taken. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN'  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner):  I  can  assure  the 
member  that,  wherever  I  am  convinced  that  there  is  real  grievance,  I 
shall  render  all  relief  possible. 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minaohil  cum  Devicolam):  May  I  know  from 
the  Excise  Commissioner  the  method  that  he  is  going  to  adopt  to  find 
out  whether  the  grievance  complained  of  is  genuine  or  not  ? 
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Hr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Com, „issirmer):  It  is  difficult  to  go 
into  these  details.  Wherever  I  am  satisfied  as  to  the  genuineness  of 
the  complaint,  I  shall  do  all  that  is  possible.  I  can  give  that  assurance 
to  the  member. 

Hr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devieolam) :  In  the  light  of  the 
explanation  given  by  the  Excise  Commissioner,  I  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottaycm ) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  make  the  following 
motion : —

In  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget,  this  year,  as  well  as  last 

year,  attention  has  been  drawn  by  me  to  the  fact  that  the  export  duty  on 
cocoanut  products  is  rather  high.  The  cocoanut  industry  is  now  the 
main  industry  of  the  people  of  Tmvaneore.  On  account  of  the  com¬ 
petition  of  other  countries  like  Ceylon  and  the  Philippines,  as  also  the 
competition  of  the  African  palm  oil,  it  has  to  be  feared  that  our 
cocoanut  industry  may  suffer.  It  has  also  been  pointed  out  that  the 
tax  on  the  cocoanut  gardens  is  much  above  the  land  tax  on 
other  kinds  of  lands.  Taking  the  average  to  be  100  trees  per  acre  and 
calculating  the  tax  per  acre  at  2  ehs.  per  tree,  it  is  found  that  the 
tax,  in  regard  to  cocoanut  gardens,  comes  to  about  Es.  7.  per  acre,  while 
for  rubber,  tea  and  other  products  which  are  considered  to  he  more 
paying  than  cocoanuts,  the  land  tax  is  only  Rs.- 2  and  Be.  1  per  acre, 
respectively.  In  view  of  the  impetus  that  has  to  be  given  to  this 
industry  which  has  been,  on  account  of  the  devastating  pests  and  several 
economic  causes,  showing  signs  of  decay,  I  request  the.  Government 
to  consider  whether  the  duty  that  is  at  present  levied  on  the  cocoanut 
products  is  equitable.  I  understand  that  the  present  tariff  values  were 
fixed  just  before  the  war  when  the  prices  of  cocoanut  products  had  run 
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up  very  high.  The  tariff  value  has  been  fixed  at  Es.  122  per  candy  of 
600  lbs.  The  indigenous  copra  that  is  manufactured  in  this  conntry, 
which  is  classed  only  as  second  class  copra  called  the  “  cetHmunn"  or 
“rasi”,  has  always  been  sold  much  below  this  price.  The  price  has 
been  varying,  for  ever  so  many  years,  between  Es.  85  and  Rs.  100. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner) :  It  has  been  varying 
between  Es.  95  and  Es.  100. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Koltayam )  :  It  has  gone  down  to  Es.  85  also 
in  some  years.  I  hope  that  the  Excise  Commissioner  himself  will  con¬ 
cede  the  fact  that  the  rate  fixed  at  present  is  far  in  excess  of  the 
amounts  realised  by  the  producers.  The  value,  as  at  present  fixed,  is 
about  Es,  25  or  Es.  30  higher  than  the  actual  value  realised.  Under 
these  circumstances,  I  request  the  Government  to  be  good  enough  to 
consider  whether,  with  a  view  to  encourage  this  industry  .or  with  a  view 
to  give  it  a  prop  which  is  absolutely  necessary  for  it  at  present,  it  will 
not  be  advisable  to  reduce  the  rate  of  tariff  value  so  that  it  may  at  least 
be  in  keeping  with  the  amount  actually  realised  by  the  cultivator. 
With  these  words,  I  propose  the  reduction  of  one  rupee  out  of  the  total 
allotment  of  Es.  78,100  for  Customs. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner)  :  I  must  agree  with  the 
member  in  thinking  that  there  is  a  disparity  between  the  tariff  value 
and  the  market  value  of  copra,  and  other  cocoanut  products.  This  dis¬ 
parity  arose  by  reason  of  the  fall  in  the  price  of  these  articles  due  to 
Germany  keeping  out  of  the'trade.  In  the  pre-war  days,  Germany  was  a 
large  consumer  of  copra,  especially  for  the  manufacture  of  butter  and 
other  things.  Germany  having  gone  out  of  the  market  on  account  of 
the- war,  the  price  of  copra  fell  and  I  was  waiting  with  very  great 
interest  to  see  whether  the  market  will  not  improve.  After  the  close 
of  the  war,  knowing  that  Germany  was  reviving  its  industrial  activities, 
I  was  waiting  to  see  whether  the  price  of  copra  would  not  improve. 
But  I  found  that  it  was  not  improving  at  all.  As  the  market  price  now 
stands  much  lower  than  the  tariff  value,  I  have  placed  the  matter  before 
the  Government  and  am  expecting  early  orders  on  the  matter.  The 
matter  has  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  it  is  under 
their  consideration.  I  expect  the  orders  of  Government  soon  after  the 
Council  Session  closes. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottaijam )  :  I  take  it  that,  according  to  the 
Excise  Commissioner  himself,  the  export  duty  has  to  be  reduced.  I  have 
therefore  nothing  more  to  say.  I  am  prepared  to  withdraw  the  motion 
if  no  other  member  wants  to  speak  on  it. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Voikom)  :  Sir,  the  system  of  land  customs  pre¬ 
vailing  in  some  places  bordering  on  the  Cochin  territory  is  working 
much  hardship  to  the  people  of  those  places.  I  refer  to  places  like 
Kandanad  in  the  Vaikam  taluk,  which  is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by 
the  Cochin  territory.  The  people  of  Kandanad  are  not  allowed  free-passes 
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to  carry  on  their  cocoanut  products  to  the  interior  of  the  country.  The 
people  of  Kandanad  are  obliged  to  get  free  passes  if  they  want  to  carry 
their  cocoanut  products  to  the  interior  of  the  country.  They  find  it  very 
difficult  to  carry  on  their  trade. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner) :  How  old  is  his  infor¬ 
mation  on  this  matter  ‘1  Is  it  very  recent  ? 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikoni) :  Yes,  very  recent ;  I  am  speaking  on  in¬ 
formation  that  I  got  on  24-10-1101.  I  therefore  request  the  Government 
to  see  that  the  people  of  Kandanad  and  other  such  places  should  be 
given  free  passes  and  should  be  allowed  to  carry  on  their  trade  with¬ 
out  difficulty.  With  these  observations,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (liottayam) :  The  export  duty  on  raw  products, 
especially  in  the  case,  of  those,  products  in  the.trade  in  which  there  is 
competition,  has  generally  to  be  reduced,  so  that  the  producer  may  find 
it  worth  while  to  continue  his  trade.  After  hearing  Mr.  Van  Boss  and 
after  having  come  to  understand  that  he  has  taken  a  sympathetic  atti¬ 
tude  in  the  matter  and  has  reported  to  the  Government  recommending 
the  reduction  of  the  export  duty  on  copra  and  other  products,  I  do  not 
think  there  is  any  need  in  continuing  the  discussion. 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner) :  In  regard  to  the  ob¬ 
servations  of  Mr.  John,  I  may  tell  him  that  the  Land  Customs  Rules,  in 
the  area  which  he  has  referred  to,  do  not  permit  a  man  to  load  dutiable 
goods  in  valloms  unless  he  has  previously  taken  out  a  manifest.  But 
now  owing  to  the  diversion  of  trade  routes  and  trade  centres,  it  has  be¬ 
come  necessary  for  a  good  deal  of  dutiable  articles  to  be  taken  inland. 
In  former  days,  the  presumption  was  that  a  man  who  loads  goods  in  eal- 
lotns  especially  if  most  of  his  goods  happen  to  be  dutiable  articles,  wants 
to  take  them  to  Cochin.  There  was  a  good  deal  of  smuggling  in  those 
days.  Therefore  the  rule  was  that,  if  any  man  wanted  to  load  dutiable 
goods  in  valloms,  he  should  take  previously  the  necessary  manifest  which 
would  assure  the  department  that  the  goods  would  be  brought  for  the 
levy  of  duty.  But  now  the  conditions  are  changed  and  we  are 
also  changing  with  the  rules.  I  have  sent  instructions  to  the  Assistant 
Excise  Commissioner  there,  to  give  the  merchants  permission  in 
the  case  of  goods  that  are  to  be  taken  to  the  interior  parts  of  the  country 
like  Kuttiatodu  and  other  places.  Safeguards  are  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  prevent  smuggling.  The  moment  the  merchants  understand  that 
we  are  not  having  a  vigilant  watch  over  them,  they  take  the. goods  to 
Cochin. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikom ) :  Is  Mr.  Van  Boss  sure  that  his  subordi¬ 
nates  in  those  places  are  actually  carrying  out  his  instructions  in  practice? 

Mr.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  ( Excise  Commissioner )  :  I  have  not  had  any 
complaint  so  far.  If  cases  in  which  my  instructions  are  hot  carried  out 
are  brought  to  my  notice,  I  shall  investigate  them  and  do  the  needful. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (ICottayam) :  In  the  light  of  the  Excise  Com¬ 
missioner’s  explanation,  I  beg  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn, 
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Motion  18S. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Deekolam)  :  Sir,  Ibeg  to  move 
the  following  motion  : — 

185.  To  reduce  the  allotment  o/Bs.  78,100  for  customs  by  Bs.  10. 

As  stated  in  the  printed  papers,  the  object  of  my  motion  is 
simply  to  suggest  to  the  Government  the  levy  of  import  duty  on 
petrol.  At  the  time  of  the  general  discussion  on  the  budget,-  the 
Excise  Commissioner  stated  that  there  are  practical  difficulties  in 
the  matter  of  levying  import  duty  on  petrol.  Anyhow,  in  the  light  of 
the  fact  that  this  House  is  for  the  abolition  of  the  toll  system, 
the  matter  deserves  careful  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 
It  is  a  matter  in  which  the  Government  are  more  directly  interested 
than  the  people  themselves-  Therefore,  I  do  not  think  it  necessary  to 
speak  much  by  way  of  explanation.  My  only  point  is  that,  if  not  in  the 
shape  of  import  duty,  at  least  by  means  of  some  sort  of  license  system, 
petrol  may  be  charged.  If  petrol  is  charged,  people  are  not  likely  to  feel 
it  troublesome  as  in  the  case  of  tolls.  The  matter,  therefore,  deserves 
the  serious  consideration  of  the  Government.  I  simply  wanted  to  make 
this  suggestion.  I  am  prepared  to  withdraw  this  motion  even  without 
any  explanation  from  the  Excise  Commissioner. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  ( Andalaputlta )  :  I  think  Mr.  VanKoss 
is  entitled  to  reply. 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

MR.  A.  J.  VAN  ROSS  (Excise  Commissioner)-.  The  idea  of  imposing 
an  import  duty  on  petrol  has  been  suggested  so  that  it  may  take  the 
place  of  the  abolished  toll.  Even  if  it  were  possible,  it  will  only  be  a 
partial  remedy,  since,  besides  motor  vehicles,  there  are  also  other  kinds 
of  vehicles  which  cannot  be  charged  in  any  manner  after  the  abolition 
of  tolls.  Moreover,  in  the  case  of  petrol,  under  the  treaty  with  the 
British  Government,  we  cannot  impose  any  duty  on  articles  coming 
from  British  India  except  tobacco,  salt  and  liquor.  In  fact,  no  petrol  is 
imported  by  sea.  On  the  articles  imported  by  sea,  we  have  a  right  to 
collect  duty  ;  but  petrol  is  mainly  imported  by  land.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  whole  of  the  petrol  consumed  in  Travancore,  is  coming  from  British 
India.  At  present,  we  are  not  in  a  position  to  do  anything  with  regard 
to  petrol.  It  is  a  matter  entirely  left  to  the  Government  to  see  whether 
they  can  negotiate  with  the  British  Government  and  modify  the  present 
agreement  with  them  in  this  matter  at  least.  That  is  all  I  have  to  say. 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devieolam):  I  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr,  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minac-liil  cum  Devicolam) :  Sir,  I^beg  to  move 
tlie  following  motion:-  -  ... 

190.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  S00  for  temporary  clerks  by  Be.  1. 

As  is  stated  in  the  printed  papers,  my  only  object  is  to  elicit  infor¬ 
mation  as  to  how-these  arrears  accumulated.  If  it  was  due  to  negligence 
on  the  part  of  the  clerks  concerned,  it  is  a  matter  for  this  House  to  con¬ 
sider  seriously.  I  only  want  to  know  from  the  Conservator  of  Forests 
the  cause  of  these  arrears. 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Consermlor  of  Forests )  :  As  I  have 
already  informed  the  House,  from  1086  onwards,  we  have  not 
been  making  regular  payments  in  regal'd  to  kudivila.  One  of  the 
chief  causes  was.  that,  while  the.  felling  of  royal  trees  from  private 
holdings,  on  a  large  scale,  was  ordered  in  1086,  sufficient  arrange¬ 
ments  were  not  then  made  for  the  prompt  settlement  of  kitcli- 
vila  claims.  The  result  was  an  accumulation  of  all  these  claims. 
Some  years  laterj  we  attempted  to  clear  off  these  arrears  and  started 
work-  earnestly.  Then,  one  or  two  cases  cropped  up  on  account  of  the 
hurried  way  in  which  these  claims  were  settled  in  our  anxiety  to  clear 
off  the  large  volume  of  arrears.  There  was  a  case  of  defalcation  in 
which  a  sum  of  Bs.  11,000  and  odd  was  received  from  the  Treasury 
under  false  pretences.  This  was  mainly  because,  in  our  hurry  to 
clear  off  the  arrears,  we  were  not  in  a  position  to  investigate  the 
numerous  claims  carefully,  It  was  also  found  later  that  the  staff 
was  not  adequate  for  the  purpose,  Moreover,  there  was  also  a  lot 
of  confusion  in  the  way  in  which  the  accounts  were  kept.  As  a 
result  of  all  this,  the  claims  accumulated  to  such  an  extent  that  we  have 
now  to  pay  nearly  3  lakhs  of  rupees  by  way  of  kudivila.  In  view  of  the 
several  representations  that  were  made  both  in  the  Assembly  and  in 
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this  Council,  it  was  thought  necessary  to  clear  off  these  arrears  without 
any  further  delay.  The  staff  in  the  Division  offices,  especially  after  the 
reorganisation,  was  found  to  be  insufficient  to  cope  with  the  additional 
work.  The  Government  were  therefore  addressed  and  they  sanctioned 
seven  temporary  clerks  for  six  months.  The  sanction  was  applied  for  in 
Makaram.  The  clerks  have  been  working  from  Minam.  Since  the  pre¬ 
sent  sanction  is  only  for  six  months,  they  can  continue  only  for  about  a 
month  or  two  in  the  next  year.  Of  course,  it  will  not  be  possible  to  finish 
the  work  within  the  next  two  months  with  this  temporary  staff  of  7 
clerks.  I  am  therefore  requesting  the  Government  for  sanction- to 
continue  the  staff  for  a  few  months  more. 

I  hope  my  friend  Mr.  Joseph  will  be  satisfied  with  the  explanation. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  withdraw  the 
motion.

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil cum  Dei'ieolam)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move 
the  following  motion  :  - 

194.  To  reduce  the  allotment  ofSs.  2,18,913  for  Establishment  by. 
Rs.  100. 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  discuss  about  the  Boyal  trees  in 
private  holdings  and  also  the  disafforestation  of  reserves  in  the  neigh-.; 
bourhood  of  inhabited  and  cultivated  lands. 

As  regards  the  first  point,  I  have  not  much  to  say  except  to  bring 
home  to  the  members  of  this  House  the  inconveniences  that  are  felt  by 
the  people  under  the  present  system.  I  do*  not  think  there  will  be 
much  harm  done  to  the  Government  if .  these  trees  are  handed  'ovet; 
to  the  owners  of  the  lands.  It  is  only  fair  that  the  private  owners 
should  have  the  right  of  ownership  over  these  trees  also.  The  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Forests  may  say  that  there  will  be  great  difficulties  in  the  control 
of  Boyal  trees  standing  on  the  reserve  forests,  but  I  do  not  think  that: 
to  be  sufficient  ground  to  place  unnecessary  restrictions  on  the  rights  of ; 
private  owners  of  lands.  I  leave  th'at  matter  for  the  consideration  of. . 
the  Government,  '  .  _ 
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As  regards  the  second  point,  I  may  say  that  land,  especially  culti¬ 
vable  land,  is  not  at  present  sufficiently  available  for  the  agricultural 
population.  Lands  that  are  actually  under  cultivation  are  diminishing 
in.  quality  from  day  to  day.  I  do  not  want  in  this  connection  to  depre¬ 
ciate  the  working  of  the  Agricultural  Department.  Of  course,  they  may 
be  doing  their  best  in  the  matter  of  improving  the  lands.  As  matters 
stand  at  present,  lands  available  for  cultivation  are.  decreasing  in  their 
quality  and  people  are  generally  inclined  to  leave  these  old  lands  and 
resort  themselves  to  new  lands.  But  the  extent  of  such  new  eulti- 
yable:  lands  outside  the  forest  reserves  is  very  limited.  At  the  same 
time,  several  forest  reserves  lie  in  the  neighbourhood  of  places  which  are 
inhabited  and  cultivated.  Several  of  these  reserves,  I  think,  are  not 
quite  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  State.  Therefore,  I  suggest 
that  the  reserve  forests  in  the  neighbourhood  of  inhabited  places  may 
be  left  open  for  cultivation  by  the  people. 

Mr.  R.  DhANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests'):  As  regards  the 
first  part  of  the  motion,  namely,  the  question  of  Boyal  trees,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  appointed  a  committee  to  go  into  the  whole  question  and  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  report.  The  committee  had  met  several  times  and  have  considered 
most  of  the  points  raised,  hut  the  committee  is  unable  to  meetagain  owing 
to  the  death  of  one  of  the  members,  the  late  Mr.  Govinda  Pillai.  It  is 
hoped  to  convene  a  meeting  very  soon  and  the  report  of  the  committee 
will  then  be  submitted  to  the  Government  which  in  due  course  will  be 
placed  before  the  Council.  Some  of  the  arguments  advanced  by  Mr.  K. 
I.  Joseph  have  been  considered  by  the  committee  .and  their  opinion  on 
these  matters  will  also  be  embodied  in  the  report. 

With  regard  to  the  disafforestation  of  reserves,  there  has  been  a 
cry  about  this  question  in  this  House  find  in  the  Popular  Assembly. 
The  Government  therefore  appointed  Talnk  Committees  to  go  into  the 
matter.  I  think  about  ten  committees  were  appointed  and  these  com¬ 
mittees  have  already  sent  rheir  reports.  The  Government  have  passed 
orders  on  nine  of  them  and  one  is  pending  disposal  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  May  I  know  whether  these  com¬ 
mittees  are  competent  to  deal  only  with  marshy  lands  or  all  kinds  of 
reserves?  ' 

Mr.  R.  DHANUK0T1  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Only  marshy 
lands.  These  committees  recommended  the  disafforestation  of  3,100 
acres  Of  lands  altogether  and  the  Government  have  sanctioned  .  their 
disafforestation.  The  orders  of  the  Government  in  this  respect  are  being 
.carried  out  .and  already  some  areas  have  been  disafforested  finally. 

With  regard  to  the  throwing  open  of  reserves  in  the  neighbour¬ 
hood  of  inhabited  and  cultivated  lands,  I  have  to  inform  the  House  that 
there  is  no  possibility  of  doing  this,  because  we  do  not  know  exactly  the 
places  which  will  be  inhabited  by  people.  If  a  reserve  is  disafforested, 
people  may  occupy  it  and  then  they  would  clamour  for  disafforesting 
the  land  adjoining  it.  As- far  as  possible,  we  are  throwing  'open  lands 
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■which  are  of  no  use  to  the  Forest  Department.  We  have  thus  dis¬ 
afforested  about  300  acres  in  South  Travancore  and  about  400  acres  in 
the  Trivandrum  Division. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Koltayam ):  May  I  know  whether  the  Con¬ 
servator  of  Forests  considers  that  the  cultivation  of  swampy  areas  within 
the  reserves  will  be  profitable  or  self-supporting  ? 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PiLLAi  '■Consemr.ior  of  Forests) :  Those  who  go 
and  cultivate  swampy  areas  inside  reserves  say  that  it  is  not  pro¬ 
fitable.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  it. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Eottayam )  :  With  regard  to  the  policy  of  having 
about  a  third  of  the  State  as  reserved  forest,  I  wish  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  House  to  the  density  of  population  in  Travancore  and  to  the 
rapid  rate  at  which  the  population  is  increasing.  Yesterday,  I  had 
occasion  to  point  out  that  a  family  of  5  members  in  Travancore  pos¬ 
sesses  on  an  average  abont  1J  acres.  Even  in  Kenya,  the  average  per 
head  comes  to  3|-  acres.  I  think  it  is  high  time  for  the  Government  to 
consider  whether  we  should  not  throw  open  some  more  areas  out  of  the 
reserves,  in  view  of  the  inconvenience  to  the  people  to  find  means 
of  livelihood  and  also  to  generations  to  come.  Waste  lands  like  kayals 
on  the  west  have  already  been  reclaimed  and  I  trust  we  have  already 
reached  the  high-water  mark  beyond  which  we  could  not  proceed.  The 
question  of  intensive  cultivation  of  these  lands  is  also  far  from  being  pos¬ 
sible  on  account  of  the  extreme  poverty  of  the  people  who  lack  the  neces¬ 
sary  funds  as  well  as  the  initiative  to  make  any  move  in  the  matter.  .  The 
only  other  means  that  could  be  adopted  is  to  throw  open  .  portions  of 
our  reserved  forests.  Anybody  who  knows  the  conditions  of  Travancore 
will  realise  that,  by  denudation  of  forests,  our  climatic  conditions  will  not 
be  affected,  because  other  plantations  like  rubber  are  enough  for  the 
purpose  of  retaining  moisture  and  giving  us  the  annual  rains.  Such 
being  the  case,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the 
fact  that  most  of  us  on  this  side  of  the  House  are  of  opinion  that  the 
reservation  of  particular  areas,  especially  near  the  places  inhabited  by 
people,  is  not  seen  to  he  very  essential.  Beservation  of  forests  may  he: 
necessary  in  places  where  on  account  of  the  nature  of  the  forests  we 
can  expect  some  sort  of  revenue  aud  some  sort  of  heavy  growth  in  the 
near  future,  While  places  which  are  almost  grass  lands  or  which  would 
not  in  the  course  of  a  generation  grow  to  thick  forests  need  not  be 
reserved,  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  this  point. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  lien  colam) :  In  the  light  of  the 
explanation  given,  by  the  Conservator  of  Forests  and- in  view  of  the  . 
fact  that  the  majority  of  the  non-official  members  are  absent,  I  with¬ 
draw'  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT ;  Does  the  House  permit  the  motion  to  be  withdrawn  ?' 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated,)  (Deputy  President):  Mr.  Joseph 
said  that  the  majority  of  .the  non- official  members  are  absent.’  In  fact, 
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the  majority  of  the  non-official  members  are  not  absent.  The  statement 
cannot  be  allowed  to  go  uncontradicted. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Minachil  cum  Deoicoiam) :  Only  17  non-official 
members  are  here.  I  counted  the  number  before  I  made  the  statement. 
(Laughter. )

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  ( Neyyattinkam )  :  May  I  know 
whether  the  member  is  entitled  to  state  the  reasons  for  withdrawing 
the  motion?

I  bring  this  motion  only  for  the  purpose  of  getting  some  informa¬ 
tion  as  regards  the  circumstances  which  led  to  the  creation  of  this  esta¬ 
blishment.  It  is  not  possible  to  know  them  from  the  budget.  I  wish 
to  get  the  explanation  from  the  Conservator. 

MR.R.  DHANUK0TI  PILLAl  ( Conservator  of  Forests):  The  settle¬ 
ment  of  forests  is  an  important  work  which  ought  to  have  been  done 
immediately  after  the  forests  were  reserved.  But  somehow  or  other, 
this  work  was  entrusted  to  the  Dewan  Peishkars  who  with  their  multi¬ 
farious  duties  were  not  able  to  do  full  justice,  to  it.  At  present, 
there  are  about  25  reserves,  which  though  reserved  many  years  ago, 
have  not  been  finally  settled.  Nearly  half  a  dozen  reserves  are  pending 
settlement  for  the  past  20  years,  and  an  equal  number  are  pending,  settle¬ 
ment  for  the  last  10  years.  When  work  in  this  direction  accumula¬ 
ted,  the  Government  appointed,  in  1918,  a  Settlement  Officer  in  the 
person  of  Mr.  N.  Krishna  Aiyangar  and  he  was  able  to  bring  down  the 
arrears  to  a  reasonable  extent.  Since  then,  many  notifications  have 
appeared  proposing  new  reserves  and  the  work  has  again  accumulated. 
When  the  matter  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government,  they 
have  been  pleased  to  sanction  now  a  Special  Officer  to  complete  the  work 
within. a  year  or  so.

I  shall  speak  a  few  words  about  the  difficulties  confronting  the  people 
in  connection  with  Boyal  trees  standing  on  private  lands.  We  have 
heard  from  the  Conservator  of  Forests  that  a  committee  was  appointed 
two  years  ago  to  enquire  into  the  matter  and  make  a  report.  It  is 
very  much  to  be  regretted  that  so  much  delay  has  been  necessitated  in 
the  matter  of  making  the  report.  Considering  the  faot  that  the  griev¬ 
ances  of  the  people  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  per-  . 
sistently  for  a  number  of  years,  lam  very  sorry  to  see  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  were  not  more  anxious  to  see  that  the  report  of  the  committee  was 
expedited  and  orders  passed  thereon.  Anyhow,  since  the  Conservator 
has  promised  us  that  the  report  would  be  submitted  as  early  as  possible, 

I  da  not  want  to  speak  anything  more  on  that  subject. 

With  regard  to  delay  in  the  payment  of  kudivila  also,  the  Conser¬ 
vator  of  Forests  has  given  certain  explanations  for  the  accumulation  of 
arrears  in  that  direction  and  has  told  us  that  the  payments  are  being 
expedited  and  that  very  soon  those  arrears  will  diminish.  So  far  as  it 
goes,  it  is  satisfactory, 

I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  one  other  difficulty 
that  is  being  experienced  by  the  owners  of  land  whereon  Bayal  trees. 
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stand.  If  a  man  has  got  50  Eoyal  trees  on  his  land  and  if  he  wants 
.permission  to  cat  20  trees,  the  department  now  insists  on  the  owners 
taking  all  the  remaining  trees  also  and  to  pay  for  them ;  otherwise,  the 
permission  required  is  not  given-  One  can  easily  understand  how  hard 
it  would  be  for  a  private '  owner,  who  wants  perhaps  10  or  12  trees,  to 
be  compelled  at  that  time  to  pay  for  the  remaining  trees  also  if  he  is  to 
make  use  of  the  trees  that  he  actually  wants.  The  amount  of  money 
that  has  to  be  deposited  would  be  twice  or  thrice  the  amount  that  he 
could  afford  to  pay  at  that  time.  So,  I  would  suggest  that  something 
may  be  done  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  such  persons  who  may  want 
only  a  few  of  the  trees  that  may  be  standing  on  their  lands.  What¬ 
ever  may  be  the  inconvenience  that  might  be  caused  to  the  department, 
I  think  that  the  hardship  of  the  private  citizen  should  weigh  more  with 
the  Government. 

In  regard  to  the  disafforestation  of  more  lands,  I  have  to  speak  a 
few  words.  I  think  that  hitherto  the  decisions  of  the  Government  in  this 
matter  have  been  practically  regulated  by  the  opinions  given  by  the 
head  of  the  department,  via.,  the  Conservator  of  Forests.  Now,  it 
has  been  found  again  and  again  that  no  Conservator  of  Forests  would 
ever  recommend  the  disafforestation  of  a  single  acre  of  Forest.  The 
Conservator  of  Forests  simply  thinks  that  it  is  his  duty  to  stand  in  the 
way  of  such  disafforestation.  Now,  if  the  Government  are  mainly 
guided  by  the  opinion  of  such  officers  in  this  matter,  I  am  sure  it 
will  hot  be  possible  for  the  public  to  get  a  fair  decision  on  that  subject. 
Therefore,  I  would  point  out  the  desirability  of  the  Government  taking 
into  their  confidence  non-officials  in  the  matter  and  giving 
more  weight  to  their  well-considered  opinion.  The  extreme  need 
for  securing  more  lands  for  cultivation  by  the  people  has  been  again 
and  again  emphasised  in  this  House  as  well  as  in  every  place  where  the 
opinion,  of  the  people  is  listened  to  by  the  Government.  The  question 
of  unemployment  has  been  pressing  upon  the  attention  of  the  people  and 
the  Government  and  a  committee  have  been  appointed  to  consider  the 
question.  I  am  sure  that  that  committee’s  report  will  reveal  the  fact 
that,  considering  the  conditions  in  Travancore,  one  practical  way 
of  easing  the  difficulty  would  ‘be  to  give  more  facility  for  cultivation. 
In  view .  of  that,  I  would  emphasise  ths  importance  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  taking  a  more  liberal  policy  in  the  matter  of  disafforestation. 
Marshy  lands  are  now  allowed  to  be  disafforested  and  committees  have 
been  appointed,  but  I  wish  to  observe  that  unnecessary  delay  is  caused  in 
the  appointment  of  such  committee's.  As  far  as  1  lmow,  such  com¬ 
mittees  have  been  appointed  only  with  regard  to  2  or  3  taluks.  But 
apart  from  the  question  of  marshy  lands  being  given  for  cultivation,  I 
wish  to  point-  out  the  importance  of  other  kinds  of  lands  which  are 
hot  really  in  the  reserved  forests,  being  given  for  cultivation.  With 
regard  to  such  lands,  the  Government  ought  to  adopt  a  liberal  policy  and 
disafforest  them. 

I  wish  to  add  a  Word  more  about  puduml  lands.  We  find  that 
owing  to  the  policy  of  the  Government  in  this  matter  large  areas  otpudiu 
iWlands'fit  for  cultivation  have  been  given  to  individuals  who:  are  not

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actually  cultivating  those  lands.  When  I  complained  to  an  officer  about 
the  unwillingness  of  the  Government  to  have  more  pu-html  lands  regis¬ 
tered,  he  asked  me  “Do  yon  know  how  many  acres  of  land  registered 
are  left  uncultivated”  ?  I  had  to  admit  the  fact.  It  is  the  result  of  a 
policy  once  followed  by  the  Government  whereby  large  areas  were 
given  to  individuals  who  do  not  want  to  cultivate  them,  but  who 
merely  want  to  speculate  upon  {the  lands  by  selling  them-  Whatever 
might  he  the  cause,  the  fact  remains  that  large  areas  are  in  the  hands 
of  a  small  number  of  individuals  and  the  poorer  c'asses  are  without 
lands  for  cultivation.  That  is  also  an  additional  reason  why  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  adopt  a  more  liberal  policy  with  regard  to  this  matter. 
With  these  words,  I  beg  to  make  this  motion.  „ 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forest)  :  The  total  area  of 
lands  under  the  Forest  Department  in  Travancore  is  about  2,400  square 
miles.  But  I  have' to  tell  the  .member  that  of  this  area,  nearly  1,500 
square  miles  consist  mostly  of  grass  and  rocky  lands  with  absolutely 
no  tree  growth  in  them  and  without  any  possibility  of  being  improved 
by  the  Forest  Department. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  {Kottayam) :  Mcy  I  know  what  is  the  advantage 
of  keeping  these  as  reserves ? 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  {Conservator  of  ■Forests)'.  For  climatic 
and  other  advantages.  Personally  speaking,  I  have  no  objection  in  giving 
these,  lands  to  the  people.  But  I  do  not  know  whether  they  will  go  in 
for  such  lands  as  they  are  not  fit  for  cultivation. 

Mr.  A.  J.  JOHN  {Vaikam) :  May  I  know  whether  it  is  necessary  to 
have  so  much  area  reserved  for  climatic  conditions  V 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  oj  Forests):  That  is  a 
matter  of  opinion.  Instead  of  allowing  the  land  to  lie  unreserved,  the 
Government  have  thought  it  necessary  to  reserve  it  so  that  it  may  be 
brought  under  protection.  . 

Mr.  A.  J-  JOHN  (Vaikam)  :  May  I  know  whether  any  expert  opinion 
has  been  obtained  on  that  point?  : 

Mr.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  I  do  nut  know." 
They  have  been  reserved  long  before  I .  was  appointed  Conservator  oi 
Forests, 

As  regards  the  merchantable  forest,  there  will  be  only  about  1,000 
square  miles  and  it  is  from  this-that  the  Forest  Department  gets  its  re* 
venue. 

With  regard-  to  the  disafforestation  of  reserves  in  accessible  locali¬ 
ties,  the  Forest  Department  had  already  disafforested  some  lands  near 
inhabited  places,  but  so  far-. as  I  can  see,  the  people  did  not  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  such  disafforested  lands  and  they  are  even  now  lying  uncultivated. 
To  give  only  one  instance,  when  the  railway  line  between  Quilon' affd’ 
Shencottah  was  constructed,  and  when  it  was  found  not  paying,  a  -  com¬ 
mittee  was  appointed  to  go  into  the  matter.  This  committee  recpnij., 
mended  the  disafforestation  of"  lands  near  Ariankavu  for  a  distance  of  ten 
or  twelve  miles  gn  either  side  gf  the  railway  line.  Though  they  were 
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disafforested  so  many  years  ago,  they  are  even  now  lying  uncultivated 
as  anybody  who  travels  by  train  can  see.  Recently,  an  area  of  about 
1,300  acres  was  disafforested  along  the  Western  Outlet  road,  to  increase 
the1  traffic  on  the  road  and  also  to  induce  people  to  go  and  live  there. 
It  is  now  five  or  six  years  since  that  area  was  disafforested,  but  I  cannot 
see  mapy  inhabitants  there.  There  is  a’so  no  permanent  cultivation 
done  here.  Instances  of  this  kind  might  be  multiplied.  Timber  and 
other  produce  are  rather  bulky  and  cannot  be  transported  to  long  dis¬ 
tances  even  now,  because  the  transport  charges  would  be  very  heavy, 
and  if  the  reserves  are  removed  far  into  the  interior,  our  forests  will  not  pay- 
in  the  long  run.  In  my  opinion,  therefore,  it  is  inadvisa-ble  to  disaffor¬ 
est.  lands  near  inhabited  places. 

Another  point  raised  by  Mr.  Thomas  was  with  regard  to  the  re¬ 
commendations  made  by  the  Conservators.  Here,  I  have  to  differ  from 
him.  I  might  tell  Mr.  Thomas  that  I  have  never  been  objecting  to  dis¬ 
afforestation,  wherever  reasonable,  though  my  predecessors  have  been 
objecting  to  such  a  procedure.  Mr.  Thomas  tvas  rather  ungenerous  in 
his  conclusion  that  all  Conservators  are  bound  to  oppose  applications 
for  lands  Of  disafforestation  of  areas. 

Then,  in  the  matter  of  removing  trees  from  private  holding's,  the 
difficulties  which  Mr.  Thomas  pointed  out  are  there  to  some  extent. 
But.  the  difficulty  which  we  experience  is  that  when  once  twenty  trees 
from  .a  compound  are  sold,  it  is  not  possible  to  distinguish  the  twenty 
trees  from  the  rest  which  also  in  course  of  time  may  disappear.  If 
we  want  to  protect  the  rest  of  the  trees  properly,  the  present  staff 
which  is  very  small  will  have  to  be  increased.  Of  course,  there  are  hard 
oases  like  the  one  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Thomas  where  the  owners  of  the 
trees  want  a  few  trees  for  the  construction  of  buildings.  The  committee 
appointed  to  go  into  the  question  of  Royal  trees  had  also  considered 
this  question  and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  exactly  what  conclusion 
they  have  arrived  at. '  As  far  as  possible,  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
department  to  remedy  the  defects.  There  are  also  oases  in  which 
the  applications  are  received  for.the  sale  of  timber.  I  have  arranged 
that  timber  be  sold  to  applicants,  though  they  may  be  in  the  course  of 
transit  to.  the  depot.

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  ■■  Sir,  it  is  very  gratifying  to  see 
that  the  observations  that  I  have  made  have  been  confirmed  by  the 
speech  of- my  .friend  Mr.  Tariatu  Kunjitomman,  What  I  wish  to  affirm 
is  that' the  Government  are  not  at  all  anxious  to  satisfy  the  demands  of  the 
people  in  regard  to  the  matter  of  giving  more  lands  for  cultivation  from 
the  reserved  forests.  A  committee  had  been  appointed  with  regard  to 
one  section  of  such  lands,  namely,  swampy  areas.  As  Mr.  Kunjitomman 
has  now  informed  us,  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  kind  on  which 
he  wasa  member  has  not  yet  seen  the  light  of  day.  I  remember  that 
such  committees  were  appointed  as  a  result  of  continued  representation 
by  the  people  at  the  various  sessions  of  the  Popular  Assembly  and  after- 
vprdsjn  sishis  Council.  Now,  remembering  how  strong  have  been  the 
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representations  made,  it  is  surely  a  matter  for  much  regret  that  the 
Government  have  not  yet  found  it  convenient  to  inform  the  public  about 
the  report  that  has  been  submitted  by  a  committee  appointed  by  them 
selves  and  this  Council.  So,  I  would  once  more  press  upon  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  the  supreme  importance  of  tackling  this  question 
with  all  care  and  expedition,  so  that  the  demand  of  the  people  for 
more  lands  for  cultivation  may  be  satisfied  as  soon  as  possible. 

Before  closing,  I  would  also  say  that  it  is  necessary  that  the  ques- 
tion  not  only  of  swampy  areas  but  of  other  kinds  of  lands  as  well  witbin 
the  reserves  which  are  not  actually  places  where  there  are  forests  but  are 
supposed  to  be  intended  pnly  for  the  protection  of  snch  forests  should  be 
considered.  The  question  of  disafforesting  them  may  also  have  to  be 
specifically  considered  by  a  competent  body  and  decision  arrived  thereon 

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (Conservator  of  Forests)  :  Sir,  with 
regard  to  disafforestation  of  lands  fit  for  cultivation  of  grains  other  than 
paddy ,1  may  inform  the  House  that  it  was  on  my  recommendation  to  the 
Economic  Development  Board  that  the  Government  appointed  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  enquire  into  the  possibilities  of  cultivation  at  Mannankandam. 
This  committee  inspected  the  area,  and  as  a  result  of  actual  inspection,  they 
have  recommended  the  disafforestation  of  a  further  area  of  36  square 
miles  making  about  20,000  acres  available  for  tea  and  other  cultivation,

Yes.  Evidently  what  Mr.  Kunjitomman  wants  is  that  there  should 
be  disafforestation  of  lands  adjoining  Kotamangalam  and  some  of  those 
easily  accessible  places.  Certainly,  for  the  reasons  already  explained  by 
me,  it  is  not  possible  to  disafforest  such  lands.  But  I  have  no  objection  to 
disafforest  areas  which  cannot  be  of  any  use  to  the  Forest  Department, 
but  which  would  otherwise  be  useful  for  cultivation  and  which  will  not 
materially  affect  the  climatic  and  other  conditions  of  the  country.  As 
an  instance,  I  may  refer  to  the  Pallivasal  area.  Below  it  is  a  good  tea 
land  at  a  proper  elevation.  This  land  is  not  of  much  use  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  owing  to  its  inaccessibility.  But  I  do  not  know  whether  any 
application  has  been  received  so  far.  We  have  recommended  the  registry 
here  of  over  20,000  acres. .  . 

MR.K.  K-  -THOMAS  (Kottayam):  May  I  know  whether  he  is 
aware  of  the  difference  in  the  cost  of  cultivation  of  tea  in  Devicolam 
and  in  Peefmade  ? 

R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  ( Conservator  of  Forests) :  The  land 
near  Pallivasal  is  a  little  lower  down  than  Devicolam.  We.  have  also 
proposed  the  opening  of  a  road  to.  have  easy  access  to  this  area  from 
Kotamangalam.

MR.  R.  DHANUKOTI  PILLAI  (ContemHor  of  Forests)  :  Mr.  Tariatu 
luiujitouiuiiin  referred  to  the  delay  in  the  submission  of  the  Swampy 
Areas  Commit  tee’s  report.  As  far  as  I  can  see  from  my  file,  all  the  re¬ 
ports  from  the  Divisional  Forest  Officers  were  submitted’  to  the  Govern- 
m ent  promptly.  Out  of  ten  reports  submitted,  the  Government  have 
passed  orders  on  nine  and  proceedings  on  all  these  have  appeal  ed  in  the 
Gazette  also.  There  was  only  one  report  ponding  withithe  Government 
and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  any  reason  for  the  delay. 

He  also  referred  to  the  disafforestation  of  certain  pieces  of  land 
situated  opposite  the  Periyar  estate.  I  would  give  a  description  of  the 
land,  from  which  the  House  will  be  able  to  know  more  or  less  the  sort  of 
land  recommended  bythe  Committee  for  disafforestation.  This  land  is  a 
forest  well-stocked  with  timber  species  of  all  kinds  extending  over  a  length 
of  about  1-2  miles.  The  growth  here  is  so  thick  that  one  has  to  follow 
elephant  tracks  here  and  that  is  the  land  which  Mr.  Tariatu  Kunjitoin- 
man  now  wants  to  be  disafforested  for  the  purpose  of  cultivation.  The 
removal  of  the  timber  will  in  itself  be  a  very  costly  item  and  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  bring  the  area  under  cultivation  without  the  expenditure 
of  a  very  large  amount  of  money. 

Then  he  also  said  something  about  the  disafforestation  of  land  along 
the  western  road  to  make  it  more  popular.  We  have  disafforested  one 
thousand  acres  at  Kuttampuzha  and  six  hundred  acres  at  Puynmkutti. 
But  so  far,  the  area  has  not  been  taken  up  by  the  people.  The 
Fuyamkutti  block  is  still  awaiting  disposal.

Even  now,  I  understand  Ac  area  at  Puyamkutti  has  not  been  taken 
up  for  registry.  Considering  all  these' facts,  the  Government  ordered  that 
the  land  at  Kanjiyur  be  not  made  available  for  registry. 

Then  Mr.  Knnjitomman  referred  also  to  another  point, /.  r.,  with 
regard  to  the  reservation.  He  said  that -every  year  we  are  going  in  for 
further  reservation  and  he  also  referred  to  two  reserves  mentioned  in  the 
annual  report.  The  Government  have  laid  down  a  policy  with  regard  to  the 
reservation  of  lands.  I  can  assure  the  House  that  this  policy  has  not  so  far 
been  deviated  from.  For  want  of  a  Forest  Settlement  Officer  to  continue 
the  work  of  settling  reserves  already  constituted,  the  work  has  been  dragg¬ 
ing  on  arid  we  are  now  sending  notiiicationsunder  Section  18  of  the  Forest 
Regulation  one  by  one  and  these  Notifications  might  have  given  the  idea 
to  the  members  that  we  are  reserving  fresh  lands.  As  a  matter  of  fact, 
we  are  not  taking  up  the  reservation  of  any  fresh  lands.

J  Sir,  Travancore  is  an  advanced  State  which,  wants  to  be  ruled  with 
due  regard  to  public  opinion,  especially  with  reference  to  policies  adopted 
by  the  Government  in  the  administration  of  the  State.  If  the  Govern¬ 
ment  only  care  to  know  what  the  opinion  of  the  public  is  with  regard 
to  a  particular  measure  or  policy,  it  will  be  very  easy  for  them  to 
ascertain  it  either  through  the  Legislative  Council  where  the  accredited 
representatives  of  the  people  sit  or  through  the  Press.  The  policy 
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which  the  Government  may  adopt  towards  the  Press  'therefore 
matter  which  vitally  affects  the  people  of  the  country  as  a  whole;  So,  the 
object  of  this  motion  is  to  draw  the  pointed  attention  of  the  Government  ■>, 
to  the  serious  grievance  felt  by  the  people  as  a  result  of  the  adtibiftgf  V 
the  Government  in  having  disregarded  the  status  and  the  posifioa-jSr  ■ 
this  House  in  the  promulgation  of  the  Newspapers  Eegulatioif,- 
Regulation,  Sir,  I  beg  to  submit,  destroys  the  element*^  rigTilfpf  •' 
freedom  of  opinion  of  the  people.  Sir,  no  measure  of  Government  .in. 
recent  times  has  caused  so  much  consternation  in  the  public  minds  as  .. 
this  measure  which  cuts  at  the  root  of  the  freedom  of  the  Press  so 
essential  for  the  prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people.  It  is  to  an 
independent  Press  that  we  owe  our  position  in  public  life.  It  was  the 
free  Press  that  has  so  far  ensured  the  security  of  person  and  property 
from  the  high-handedness  of  the  executive-  It  is  nothing  strange 
therefore  that  the  people  are  greatly  agitated  at  this  interfererce  with 
their  freedom.  The  Newspapers  Eegulation  which  places  the  newspapers 
completely  at  the  mercy  of  the  executive  destroys  at  once  the  most 
important  safeguard  we  have  against  the  autocratic  action  of  the 
beauroeracy  and  the  means  of  protection  wo  have  for  the  maintenance 


of  our  rights. 

The  object  of  the  budget  is  to  provide  money  for  enhancing  the 
prosperity  and  happiness  of  the  people,  and  a  matter  like  this  that  vitally 
affects  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  the  people  cannot  hut  be  the 
most  proper  and  relevant  subject  in  the  discussion  of  that  budget.  In 
this  Budget  Session,  coming  as  it  does  just  after  the  promulgation  of 
this  measure,  the  first  and  foremost  subject  of  paramount  importance 
that  should  engage  the  attention  of  this  Council  can  only  be  this.  This 
accounts  for  the  resentment  expressed  by  the  members  against  the 
President’s  ruling  and  the  events  that  followed  in  this  House, 

Sir,  within  the  short  time  at  my  disposal,  I  can  only  emphasise  upon 
three  important  aspects  of  this  Newspapers  Kegulation,  namely,  whether 
there  were  any  special  circumstances  in  the  country  which  would 
justify  the  passing  of  such  a  measure,  the  illegal  method  of  its  pro¬ 
mulgation  and  the  absolute  barbarity  of  its  provisions. 

Mr.  K.  f.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Daeicolam)  ;  Sir,  may  I  know 
what  the  member  means  by  ‘illegal  method’  of  promulgation '! 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  {ChirmjinUl) :  The  member  must 
understand  that  we  have  been  compelled  practically  to  shut  up  our  mouths 
for  the  past  so  many  days.  I  do  not  want  my  friend  to  interrupt  me 
in  the  middle  of  my  speech,  but  I  shall  answer  him  at  the  end.  He  may 
even  send  his  questions  on  to  me  which  I  shall  answer  at  the  close  of 
my  speech.  Moreover,  I  have  to  take  care  of  the  time-limit. 

Sir,  no  case  has  been  made  out  to  show  any  justification  for  inter¬ 
ference  with  the  freedom  of  the  Press.  In  British  India,  at  the  time, 
that  is  in  1910,  when  the  Bill  relating  to  the  Press  was  introduced,  it 
Was  said  that  there  had  been  a  large  number  of  successful  Pi-ess  pro¬ 
secutions,  that  there  had  been  revolutionary  conspiracies  and  political 
assassinations  and  that  they  were  all  due  to  the  fearless  and  unrestrain¬ 
ed  propaganda  carried  on  by  the  newspapers.  Even  these  reasons 
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were  thought  insufficient  even  by  moderate  men  like  Lord  Sinha  who 
threatened  to  resign  his  seat  on  the  Executive  Council  in  protest.'  In 
Travancore,  on  the  other  hand,  there  was  no  such  situation.  Herb  is 
an  advanced  State  with  an  educated  population  in  whose  political  think¬ 
ing  the  idea  of  constitutional  agitation  is  so  thoroughly  ingrained  that 
they  are  determined  to  achieve  their  objects  only  by  peaceful  and  con¬ 
stitutional  means.  But,  since  the  administration  of  the  country  is 
carried  on  without  any  well-defined  principles,  there  has  been  well-de¬ 
served,  but  outspoken,  criticism  on  administrative  measures  and  policies. 
The  two  papers  that  transgressed  the  limits  have  been  brought  to  book. 

'  Nowhere  has  it  even  been  stated  that  the  general  tone  of  the  Press  had 
become  objectionable.  Neither  in  the  Administration  Reports  nor  in 
the  public  utterances  of  responsible  officers  has  there  been  even  a. sug¬ 
gestion  that  the  tone  of  the  Press  must  be  taken  exception  to,  and  a 
necessity  had  arisen  to  restrict  their  freedom  immediately.  It  was  only 
in  Kumbham  last  that  the  Dewan  addressed  the  Popular  Assembly. 
Then  there,  was  not  even  a  whisper  about  this  so-called  dangerous  pro¬ 
pensities  of  the  newspapers.  Then,  what  necessity  had  arisen  in  the 
meanwhile,  within  three  months,  for  an  enactment  of  this  kind  ?  Sir, 
there  was  none.  Of  course,  there  were  criticisms  regarding  irrespon¬ 
sible  officers  and  the  high-handed  acts  of  the  Government.  The 
inefficiency  of  the  Government  has  also  been  the  subject  of  strong  com¬ 
ment  in  some  of  the  newspapers  ;  and  those  do  not  justify  the  promul¬ 
gation  of  a  reactionary  measure  like  the  Newspapers  Regulation. 

Even  if  it  is  admitted  that  a  newspaper  or  two  had  been  guilty  of 
aberrations,  it  was  not  shown  that  the  already  existing  law  was  insuffi¬ 
cient  to  bring  them  to  book.  The  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code  relating 
to  the  newspaper  offences,  namely,  sedition,  class  hatred,  defamation, 
and  offences  of  using  vulgar  and  indecent  language  and  the  large 
powers  conferred  by  Sections  6,  7  and  8  of  the  Press  Regulation  of  1079, 
have  not  been  shown  to  be  insufficient.  Thus,  there  has  not  been  any 
circumstance  qr  reason  to  justify  any  interference  with  the  freedom  of 
the  Press. 

The  other  aspect  is,  even  if  a  law  was'  found  necessary,  it  should 
have  been  passed  through  the  Council  which  has  been  specifically  con¬ 
stituted  for  that  purpose.  This  was  a  subject  entirely  within  its 
.  province.  Sir,  if  the  Newspapers  Regulation  was  enacted  for  the  benefit 
of  the  people,  it  could  have  been  brought  safely  before  this  House,  con¬ 
stituting  as  it  does  the  accredited  representatives  of  the  people.  '  That 
was  not  done.  This  House  cannot  but  take  it  as  an  unmerited  insult 
offerred  to  this  representative  body.  This  measure  was  hatched  in 
secret  and  thrown  on  the  people  as  a  surprise.  Neither  the  people  nor 
their  representatives  were  taken  into  their  confidence  by  the  authorities 
concerned.  I  have  my  own  doubts  whether  Her  Highness  the  Malta 
Rani  Regent  can  invoke  the  power  reserved  in  Section  20  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Council  Regulation.  The .  attitude  of  the  Government  in  not 
placing  this  matter,  either  before,  its  enactment  -or  at  leas:  after  il£ 
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promulgation,  cannot  but  be  condemned  in  the  strongest  language  pos¬ 
sible,  If  the  Government  of  Travancore  had  been  a  Government  that 
direotly  depends  for  its  existence  on  the  vote  of  the  people,  I  have  no 
hesitation  to  say  that  it  would  not  have  survived  even  a  day  after  this 
insult  was  offered  to  the  people  of  Travancore. 

Sir,  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation  are  quite  in  keeping  with  its 
•mysterious  origin.  As  Mr.  P  K.  Narayana  Pillai  has  put  it,  'the  pro¬ 
visions  of  this  Regulation  are  opposed  to  natural  justice,  ordinary  rules 
of  legislation  and  the  best  interests  of  the  State  as  a  whole.’  The  whole 
scheme  of  the  Regulation  is  so  topsy-turvy  inasmuch  as  it  begins  with 
:  a  punishment  and  ends  with  an  enquiry.  It  is  unfair  in  so  far  as  it 
does  not  provide  for  a  remedy  against  any  unscrupulous  authority  that 
.  sets  the  Regulation  against  any  innocent  subject  and  ultimately  fails— 
nay,  such  a  remedy  is  excluded  by  a  specific  provision  in  the  Regula¬ 
tion  itself.  Sir,  we  cannot  but  deplore  the  want  of  sobriety,  good  sense 
and  touch  with  the  people  and  grasp  of  the  first  principles  of  legislation 
in  the  advisers  of  the.  Government. 

The  public,  opinion  in  Travancore  and  outside  lias  been  clearly 
against  this  obnoxious  measure.  All  the  newspapers  in  the  land,  except 
four,  have  unambiguously  condemned  this  Regulation.  Sir,  knowing  as 
we  do,  we  are  not  at  all  surprised  at  the  attitude  taken  by  these  four 
newspapers.  The  whole  State  is  resounding  with  the  popular  cry  for 
an  immediate  repeal  of  this  Regulation.  The  resolutions  and  the 
•speeches  in  the  innumerable  public  meetings  held  in  all  the  important 
centres  of  Travancore  prove  what  the  people  ft  el  in  respect  of  this 
Regulation.  The  attitude  of  the  majority  of  the  elected  members  of 
•this  House  is  proof  positive  of  the  deep  indignation  the  country  feels  at 
■the  promulgation  of  this  obnoxious  measure.  Sir,  with  these  words, 
Iurgethat  the  Regulation  be  repealed  immediately. 

-MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dwleolam)  :  Will  the  member 
be  now  pleased  to  explain  what  he  means  by  ‘  illegal  ’  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NIUKANTA  PILLA1  ( Chirayinhil)  :  My  friend  must  under¬ 
stand  that  there  is  a  Legislative  Council  in  the  country.  Measures  of 
legislation  must  be  brought  before  the  Council  and  passed  through  the 
Council.  In  the  passing  of  this  particular  Regulation,  this  Council  was 
not  consulted  at  all.  Therefore,  I  say  that  the  promulgation  of  the 
Regulation,  so  far  as  this  Regulation  is  concerned,  is  illegal. 

"  MR.  K,  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deviculam)  :  Is  a  Regulation 
.•passed  in  exercise  of  the  power  reserved  under  Section  20  of  the  Legisla¬ 
tive  Council  Regulation  illegal  ? 

.  MR.  K.  P.  NIUKANTA  PILLA1  {ChimyinMt)  :  If  the  member  had 
•followed  my  speech,  he  could  have  heard  that  I  have  my  own  doubts 
whether  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent  can  invoke  the  reserved 
■  power  under  Section  20  of  the  Legislative  Council  Regulation  in  passing 
this  particular  measure. 

-  -  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  from 
the-Member  the  names  of  the  four  newspapers  he  spoke  about  ? 
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MR,  K.  P.  NIUKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChvrayinW ) :  They  are  the  Malabar 
Advocate,  the  Trivandrum  Express,  the  Western  Star  and  the  Microcosm 
or  some  such  thing  that  is  published  from  Setalmond  Guild. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Sir,  Mr.  K.  P- 
Nilakanta  Pillai  has  with  characteristic  vigour  and  vehemence  denoun¬ 
ced  the  action  of  the  Travancore  Government  in  enacting  the  News¬ 
papers  Begulation.  Sir,  before  I  proceed  to  reply  to  his  speech,  may  I 
make  an  appeal  to  this  House  ?  I  ask  the  House  to  consider  whether 
the  Travancore  Government  has  not  a  right,  as  any  individual  has,  of 
being  judged  with  fairness  in  regard  to  its  motives  in  introducing  this' 
legislation.  The  traditions  of  this  Government  of  ours  are  not  one  of; 
blind  autocracy.  On  the  contrary,  I  am  sure  that  it  will  be  admitted  by 
everyone  in  this  House  that  it  has  always  stood  for  progress.  Our  re¬ 
presentative  institutions  were  all  started  not  as  a  result  of  popular 
agitation  or  clamour,  but  were  the  beneficent  gifts  of  a  benign  Sovereign. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  Was  there  no  agita¬ 
tion  before  the  enactment  of  the  Legislative  Council  Begulation,  II  of 
1097  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  speak  of  the 
starting  of  these  representative  institutions. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (ShertaUai)  :  May  I  know  whether 
soon  after  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular  Assembly  was  introduced  there  was.  a 
proposal  to  stop  the  Assembly  altogether  during  the  time  of  D.ewan  .  Mr. 
Gopalachari  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  does  not 
affect  my  case.  The  Legislative  Council,  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly,  the  Municipal  Councils,  the  .Bench  and  Panchayat  Courts 
have  all  come  to  their  present  stature  under  the  fostering  care  of  our 
Gracious  Rulers.  The  same  is  true  in  other  directions  as  well,  be  it  the 
development  of  education,  the  elevation  of  the  depressed  classes,  the. 
removal  of  age-long  and  oppressive  customs  and  the  affording  of  equality, 
of  political  rights  to  all  citizens.  In  all  these  directions,  it  is  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  that  has  led  the  way  and  the  people  have  only  followed.  .  My 
object  in  saying  this  much  is  this — that  a  Government  with  such  noble 
traditions  and  such  splendid  record  of  noble  achievements  has  a  right  to 
'  be  saved  from  the  imputation  of  malicious  motives  in  its  actions.  Prima 
facie  and  judging  from  its  past  actions,  it  could  not  be  blind  repression, 
could  not  he  callous  indifference  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  could  not.be 
the  desire  for  autocratic  power,  that  must  have  actuated  the  Government 
in  the  promulgation  of  this  piece  of  legislation. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkit ) :  May  1  know  whether; 
the  opinion  of  the  public  was  invited  before  this  Begulation  was  passed  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  That  point  in 
the  member's  speech  will  be  discussed  later. 

I  say,  on  the  contrary,  that  in  passing  this  Begulation,  the  Govern¬ 
ment  must  have  been  actuated  by  the  same  benevolent  motives  with 
which  they  initiated  the  reforms  that  X  have  mentioned.  ..This  measure 
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itaelf  was  inaugurated  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  and  the 
country. 

.  With  these  preliminary  remarks,  I  shall  proceed  to  say  a  few  words 
about  the  necessity  for  this  legislation.  I  will  first  speak  on  the  tenden¬ 
cies  of  the  journals  of  recent  times.  In  speaking  of  this,  I  do  not  include 
all  the  journals  in  the  State. 

'  Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinMT)  :  By  ‘recent  times’ 
may  I  know  within  what  period  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  [Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  mean  the  last 
few  years. 

,  Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Ckirayinkil) :  This  particular  aspect 
of  journalism  must  have  been  noticed^by  the  Government.  May  I  know' 
from  what  date  it  was  noticed,  at  least  the  approximate  date  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  I  cannot  give 
any  exact  date.  . 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CUrayinkil ) :  Or  at  least  the  years  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  Sir,  I  should 
like  not  to  be  interrupted  in  my  speech.  I  shall  answer  questions  at 
the  end. 

I  do  not,  as  I  said,  include  all  the  journals.  But  there  is  a  certain 
section  of  the  Travancore  Press  to  which  my  observations  would  apply. 
All  of  us  are  aware  that  this  country,  unlike  many  other  countries,  has 
a  large  educated  population.  In  recent  years,  the  development  of  edu¬ 
cation  has  been  rapid,  particularly  Vernacular  education.  Former¬ 
ly,  all  the  educated  youths  used  to  be  absorbed  into  the  public 
service  of  the  State.  But  it  became  impossible  with  the  rapid  develop¬ 
ment  of  education  and  the  large  output  of  our’educated  and  half-educated 
youths  that  came  out  of  the  schools  to  provide  all  of  them  with  posts  in 
the  Government  service.  That  being  so,  a  class  of  young  men  arose  in 
the  country  who  had  no  employment  whatever ;  and,  as  the  House  well 
knows,  the  problem  of  the  literate  unemployed  is  a  very  serious  problem 
at  present  of  which  the  House  itself  has  taken  note.  Poverty  and 
economic  distress  and  discontent  were  the  results  of  this  rapidly  spread¬ 
ing  education.  Hence  some  of  our  unemployed  youths  drifted  into  the 
profession  of  journalism.  They  were  for  the  most  part  -  I  am  speaking 
of  a  certain  class  of  editors --half- educated  and  irresponsible  men  who 
had  no  character  or  position  in  society.  They  found  that  in  the  new 
calling  that  they  had  adopted  they  could  earn  a  living  only  by  pandering 
fea  vitiated  taste  for  sensation  or  by  rousing  communal  jealousies.  It 
is' also  admitted  on  all  hands  that  on  certain  occasions  some  of  them  did 
even  stoop  to  the  trade  of  blackmailing. 

Well,  what  were  the  characteristics  of  some  of  our  journals?  In 
the  first  place,  there  were  newspapers  which  indulged  in  sedition.  They 
contained  articles  which  were  calculated  to  bring  the  Royal  House  into 
hatred  and  contempt.  They  were  calculated  to  bring  into  contempt  and 
hatred  the  Government  and  even  occasionally  they  contained  articles 
which  were  filled  with  hatred  and.  contempt  for  the  Paramount  Power, 
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Another  [objectionable  feature  was  the  stirring  up  of  communal 
jealousies.  I  need  not  dilate  much  on  that  topic  because  that  feature 
of  our  journalism  was  strongly  commented,  upon  by  an  eminent  Judge  of 
our  High  Court  in  the  recent  Jenmabhumi  case.  . 

A  third  undesirable  feature  of  our  journals  was  the  habitual  vilifica¬ 
tion,  which  they  indulged  in,  of  persons  in  authority.  It  was  character¬ 
ised  by  some  one  some  time  ago  as  a  system  of  high-way  robbery  of  the 
reputation  of  honourable  men.  liven  the  sacred  precincts  of  the. family 
were  not  safe  from  the  attacks  of  some  newspapers. 

A  fourth  objectionable  feature  was  that  a  number  of  papers  indulged 
in  highly  obscene  language.  Some  of  tlic  newspapers  -I  am  speaking,  ta 
a  House  which  is  thoroughly  conversant  with  this  aspect  of  journalism 
in  Travancore-  -were  unfit  to  be  introduced  into  our  homes-  And  I  am 
sure  that  those  of  us  who  are  fathers  would  have  concealed  the  papers 
so  that  they  might  not  fall  into  the  hands  of  our  sons  and  daughters. 
Sir,  if 'these  were  only  isolated  instances,  they  would  have  been  pardon¬ 
able,  but  unfortunately  these  disgraceful  methods  were  continuously 
and  persistently  adopted.  It  these  were,  the  objectionable  features 
prevailing  in  some  of  our  newspapers,  viz.,  sedition,  stirring  up  of 
communal  jealousies,  habitual  vilification  of  persons  in  authority  and 
obscenity,  what  would  be  the  result  ?  The  first  was  intensifying  of 
communal  bitterness  which  became  a  growing  menace  to  the  peace  and 
well-being  of  the  people  of  this  country.  Most  people  regard  .  their 
reputation,  the  good  name  of  their  community  and  the  sacredness  Of 
their  religion  as  far  more  important  than  even  their  lives.  Thus  no  one 
could  foresee  the  great  danger  to  the  peace  and  safety  which  the  stirring 
up  of  class-hatred  might  lead  to.  We  have  at  present  instances  of  coim 
munal  strife  in  some  parts  of  British  India.  In  Calcutta  and  other- 
places,  the  embittering  of  communal  relations  has  resulted  in  riots,  and 
bloodshed  and  I  am  afraid  the  responsibility  for  this  state  of  affairs  bests 
t.o  a  large  extent  on  the  Vernacular  press.  In  Calcutta,  recently,  there 
have  been  a  series  of  prosecutions  against  certain  newspapers  for  stirring' 
up  communal  jealousies. 

Then  again,  think  of  the  grave  danger  of  moral  contamination.' of 
the  rising  generation  which  the  reading  of  the  obscene  papers  would 
cause.  Such  newspapers  are  read  with  avidity  by  immature  boys  and 
girls  and  their  minds  get  saturated  with  racial  bitterness  and  foul  and, 
impure  imagination  and  a  contemptuous  disregard  of  authority^  I|aski» 
all  seriousness  whether  any  Government  responsible  for  public  safety 
and  public  morals  could  sit  with  folded  arms  when  this  frightful  menace 
was  growing  around  them.  I  also  ask  whether  any  patriotic  man 
could  look  on  complacently  at  the  terrible  clanger.  Should  we  leave 
such  a  terrible  legacy  to  our  children?  Should  we  not  on  the  contrary 
make  every  effort  to  bring  concord  and  tranquillity  in  the  country  ? 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  QTaveUkaroL  cum  Kmtikapa!U)::  May  I 
know  how  many  papers  there  were  which  had  these  objectionable 
features  ? 
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Mr  K .  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  member 
may  put  his  questions  to  me  after  I  finish  my  speech. 

■  MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( MaveUhara  cum  Kartikapalli ):  May  I  know 
whether  there-  are  not  provisions  in  the  Penal  Code  to  punish  such 
offences  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  shall  answer 
his  questions  at  the  end. 

Sir,  there  is  the  danger  of  oar  being  carried  away  by  false  analo¬ 
gies.  We  speak  of  the  liberty  of  the  Press  in  England  and  other 
European  countries.  But,  at  the  same  time,  we  forget,  that  in  these 
countries  the  liberty  of  the  Press  has  been  a  matter  of  centuries  of 
growth.  The  conditions  in  Travancore  are  not  the  same  as  the  con¬ 
ditions  in  those  countries.  In  Travancore,  the  growth  of  newspapers  is 
of  recent  origin,  and  they  are  still  in  their  infancy.  Hence,  one  would 
not  be  justified  in  comparing  our  country  with  other  European  coun¬ 
tries,  If  at  all  any  comparison  should  be  instituted,  it  should  be  with 
British  India  and  other  Indian  States. 

Well,  in  British  India,  there  was  until  very  recently  a  Press  Law 
which  was  not  less  stringent  than  ours  and  to-day,  in  Mysore,  there  is  a 
Press  Law- which  is  far  more  stringent  than  our  Newspapers  Regulation. 

We  are  also  in  danger  of  being  carried  away  by  such  catch  phrases 
•as  “the  liberty  of  the  Press”,  " the  rights  of  the  j>e  and  so  on. 
What  is  true  liberty,  I  ask  ?  Is  it  unbridled  license  tn  speak  or  act  as 
.  one  thinks  ?  In  all  society,  in  fact  in  all  human  relations,  every  in¬ 
dividual  liberty  is  restricted  by  the  equally  sacred  rights  of  others. 
Only  people  who  can  exercise  their  liberty  with  self-restraint  a  nd  who 
...do  not  interpret  “liberty”  to  mean  the  invasion  of  the  rights  of  others  are 
tit  for  liberty.  I  ask  the  House  to  consider  seriously  which  is  more 
important.  Is  it  public  safety  and  public  morals  and  the  safeguarding 
of  the  character  of  our  public  men  or  is  it  the  bolstering  up  of  a  spuri¬ 
ous  liberty  ? 

My  friend  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  spoke  of  the  adequacy  of  the 
existing  laws.  I  deny  that.  Firstly,  I  say  the  prosecutions  of  news¬ 
papers  would  be  both  irritating  and  ineffectual.  Secondly,  I  hold  that 
•  it  is  always  better  to  prevent  a  set  of  circumstances  from  arising  than 
to  cure  it  after  it  has  arisen.  What  is  needed  is  purification  and  not 
punishment.  Thirdly,  with  all  the  provisions  in  the  Penal  Code,  there 
will  he  very  little  difficulty  for  newspapers  to  indulge  safely  in  their  in* 

,  decent  methods  and  yet  escape  the  law. 

Then  again,  there  is  nothing  in  our  Regulation  which  would  en- 

-  danger  any  newspaper  which  is  conducted  on  good  lines.  The  Govern- 

-  inent  are  not  afraid  of  criticism.  They  are  not  afraid  even  of  violent  criti- 

■  cism.  But  what  they  consider  reprehensible  is  the  reckless  and  un¬ 
scrupulous  attributing  of.  impure  motives  to  every  action  of  theirs.  It  is 
only  in  the  interests  of  the  public  that  public  servants  should  be  pro¬ 
jected  from  foul  and  unfair  attacks,  in.  newspapers  which  lower  them  in 

■  jtlie' estimation. of  the  public;  "  ■  ' 
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Sir,  I  now  come  to  my  last  point.  The  demand  for  a  Regulation 
to  control  the  newspapers  in  the  State  is  not  a  new  one.  The  demand 
was  made  IS  years  ago  in  the  third  session  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  by  Mr.  Narayana  Panikkar,  member  for  Ambalapuzha  taluk  . 
It  was  made  "again  in  the  fourth  session  of  the  Sri  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  by  Mr.  V.  S.  Krishna  Pillai,  member  for  Tiruvalla,  and  it  was 
not  long  ago, -as  we  are  all  aware,  that  in  this  Council  itself  a  member 
stood  up  and  courageously  denounced  some  of  the  newspapers  in  Tra- 
vancore  for  their  scurrilous  and  indecent  methods  and  declared  that  it 
was  necessary  to  have  some  cont  rol  over  the  Press.  I  remember  that 
a  resolution  to  be  brought  into  this  House  was  also  tabled  for  discussion, 
but  it  fell  through  for  want  of  time. 

May  I  also  refer  on  this  occasion  to  the  speech  which  my  res¬ 
pected  friend  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  made  at  a  public 
meeting  which  was  called  together  to  protest  against  the  Travancore 
Newspapers  Regulation.  There  he  admitted  that  there  were  circum¬ 
stances  which  at  any  rate  justified  to  some  extent  the  enactment  of  a 
Newspapers  Regulation  by  the  Government,  I  may  also  state  that 
several  responsible  gentlemen  have  privately  acknowledged  that  a  Re¬ 
gulation  to  control  the  newspapers  in  Travancore  was  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary.  Some  of  the  newspapers  in  the  country  have  also  done  the  same. 
Sir,  I  have  now  dealt  with  the  main  points  that  I  have  to  say  in  justi¬ 
fication  of  the  passing  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  If  there  are 
any  legal  points,  I  would  leave  them  to  be  answered  by  the  Law  Member, 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai):  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  he  believes  that  many  of  the  evils  which  this  Regu¬ 
lation  contemplates  to  prevent  could  have  been  avoided  if  the  editors 
of  newspapers  were  responsible  and  educated? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  is  my 
whole  case.  And  I  am.  glad  that  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  admits  the 
evils.  No  doubt,  true  education  will  remedy  the  evils. 

MR.  K,  ’.SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  Exactly.  Does  this 
Regulation  provide  for  the  qualification  for  editorship  of  newspapers  1 

MR,  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  does  not. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  Does  Mr.  George  believ0 
that  if  such  minimum  qualification  was  fixed,  many  of  the  evils  contenr 
plated  under  Section  5  of  the  Regulation  could  have  been  avoided  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  cannot  say. 
Education  in  all  cases  does  not  improve  the  character  of  a  man.  When 
I  speak  of  education,  I  speak  of  true  education  which  improves  the 
character  of  a  man.

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  Is  it  not 
the  case  with  The  Merry  Wives  of  Windsor  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  It  is  a  literary 
production  and  it  is  not  aimed  against  individuals  or  living  persons,  nor 
is  it  so  widely  read. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Qiiilcn ):  It  is 
therefore  I  ask  whether,  in  the  interests  of  nobler  ideals,  such  actions 
cannot  be  condoned. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  won't  allow  it 
whatever  be  the  ideal.

George  referred  to  my  speech  and  said  that  I  advocated  the  promulga¬ 
tion  of  Newspapers  Regulation. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  tu  Government)  :  I  did  not  say  that 
he  advocated  the  Newspapers  Regulation,  hut  from  his  speech  I  was  led 
to  the  conclusion  that  a  Press  Law  was  necessary. 

Mr-.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilou)  :  That  is 
an  inference.  Is  it  not  expressly  stated  in  my  speech  that  for  the  im¬ 
provement  of  the  conditions,  no  Press  Law  is  required  V 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  I  referred  to 
that  part  of  his  speech  where  he  has  said  that  some  of  the  newspapers 
were  very  scandalous  in  their  methods  and  that  they  were  partly  res¬ 
ponsible  for  the  Press  Law. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quiloh)  :  But  I 
have  expressly  stated  that  these  things  do  not  justify  the  promulgation 
of  a  Press  Law. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  is  his 
opinion.  But  from  the  circumstances  set  forth,  I  drew  the  conclusion. 

MR.  KALLOOR  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Chengammr  cum  Pattanamiitta)  :

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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA1  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  also  rise  to  oppose  the  motion  of  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai. 
The  criticisms  urged  by  him  against  the  Newspapers  Regulation  fall 
under  two  broad  classes,  one  in  regard  to  the  method  of  the  enactment 
of  the  Begulation  and  the  other  in  regard  to  the  substance  of  the 
Regulation. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (GMrayinUl)  ■  And  the  circum¬ 
stances  also. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  That  would  relate  to  the  substance.  In  regard  to  the  method 
of  enactment,  I  believe  it  is  not  denied  by  any  member  on  the  other 
side  that  the  Regulation  is  valid,  or  that  the  Sovereign  is  competent  to 
pass  a  law.  In  fact,  it  is  undeniable.  If  any  member  denied  that,  I 
would  only  remind  him  that  the  very  seat  he  occupies  and  the  very 
place  from  which  he  speaks  is  founded  on  that  very  power  which  has 
enacted  this  Regulation.  The  Sovereign  is  the  superior  legislative  body 
in  Travancore,  and  it  is  such  a  well-recognised  position  that  I  need  not 
proceed  to  support  it  by  argument,  Now  that  the  Regulation  has  actually 
been  passed  and  it  lias  been  passed  in  the  exercise  of  a  valid  and  well- 
recognised  power,  the  only  question  that  can  reasonably  arise  now  is  in 
regard  to  the  substance  of  it,  that  is  to  say,  whether  it  is  desirable  or 
undesirable  or  necessary  or  unnecessary  or  something  of  that  sort.  But 
it  has  been  asked,  why  was  not  the  law  passed  after  reference  to  this 
Legislative  Council.  With  regard  to  that,  I  would  only  say  that  it  was 
not  considered  by  the  Government  expedient  to  do  so. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayinkil) :  Is  the  direct  method 
of  legislation  used  frequently  ?  Is  it  not  to  be  used  only  when  other 
methods  fail  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  latter  statement,  I  deny  emphatically.  The  power  may 
be  used  whenever  necessary  and  not  merely  when  other  methods 
fail. 

Mr  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinkil ):  Is  it  to  be  used  on 
ordinary  occasions  or  only  on  emergent  occasions. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  power  is  there ;  and  it  may  be  exercised  whenever  it 
is  felt  necessary. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara )  :  May  I  ask  the 
Law  Member  whether  it  is  expedient  to  pass  legislative  enactments  inde¬ 
pendently  of  the  Legislative  Council  in  regard  to  those  matters  which 
may  be  brought  before  the  Council. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Expediency  depends  on  many  considerations.  In  this  particular 
instance,  it  has  been  considered  expedient  by  the  Government  to  pass 
the  law  without  reference  to  the  Legislative  Council. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara ) :  May  Iknowwhat 
the  particular  circumstances  were  which  influenced  the  Government  in 
taking  this  measure  out  of  the  Legislative  Council  ? 
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MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  would  only  say  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  it  was 
thought  expedient  not  to  pass  this  law  through  the  Legislative  Council. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon):  May  I 
ask  the  Law  Member  if  he  is  prepared  to  explain  it  further  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  No.  I  am  not  prepared  to  discuss  it  further,  as  such  a  course 
would  necessarily  lead  to  a  discussion  of  the  conduct  of  the  Sovereign. 

.  MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  May  I  ask  whether 
Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  had  any  hand  in  the  Regulation  '! 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  not  a  matter  of  public  concern,  and  I  am  not  prepared 
to  discuss  that  question. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (KoUcujmn):  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  stated  in 
his  speech  doubting  the  power  of  the  Sovereign  to  pass  such  law's.  What 
does  the  Law  Member  say  about  that  V 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  No  doubt,  one  expression  he  used  would  mean  that  he  doubted 
the  legality  of  the  enactment.  But  from  his  speech,  as  a  whole,  I  did 
not  understand  that  he  doubted  the  power  of  the  Sovereign. 

The  more  important  point,  as  I  said,  is  the  second  one  relating  to 
the  substance  of  the  Regulation.  The  object  of  the  Regulation,  as  is 
explained  in  the  preamble  to  the  Regulation,  is  to  bring  under:  better,  i.  e., 
more  effective,  control  the  Newspapers  in  Travancore.  The  acts  (I 
shall  for  the  sake  of  brevity  call  them  newspaper  offences)  that  are  sought 
to  be  checked  and  prevented  by  the  Regulation  are  (1)  sedition  in  Which 
may  be  included,  bringing  into  contempt  or  hatred  the  Sovereign  or 
the  Government  of  the  country  or  His  Imperial  Majesty  or  His  Imperial 
Majesty’s  Government. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shcrtallai )  :  May  I  ask  him  whether 
such  seditions  were  made  in  any  newspapers  against  the  Imperial 
Government 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  just  now  speaking  of  the  provisions  of  the  Regulation. 
Section  5  deals  with  the  acts  referred  to. 

To  continue,  the  newspaper  offences  sought  to  be  checked  and  pre¬ 
vented  are  (I)  sedition,  (2)  contempt  of  any  Member  of  the  Ruling  Family 
of  Travancore,  (3)  promotion  of  class  hatred,  (4)  habitual  defamation, 
and  (5)  habitual  dissemination  of  false  information. 

Strictly  speaking,  some  of  these  acts  are  not  offences  under  the  Penal 
Code,  for  instance,  numbers  2  and  5,  that  is,  contempt  of  any  member 
of  the  Ruling  Family  and  dissemination  of  false  information.  These  are 
not^ier  se.offences  under  the  Penal  Code.  No.  3,  promotion  of  class  hatred 
in  the  Regulation,  is  even  broader  than  that  offence  as  defined  in  the 
Penal  Code. 
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Mr.  P.  K.NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  "Would  it  not  amount 
to  the  offence  of  defamation  to  bring  into  contempt  any  member  of  the 
Boyal  Family  as  in  the  case  of  any  ordinary  citizen  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additivnal  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  It  may  amount  to  defamation,  but  need  not  necessarily.  That 
is  why  I  said  that  these  are  not  jier  sc  offences  under  the  Penal  Code. 
Although  the  Regulation  thus  covers  a  larger  number  of  newspaper 
offences  than  the  Penal  Code,  I  am  sure  none  of  the  members  of  thisHouse 
would  say  that  any  of  these  acts  is  anything  other  than  blameworthy  or 
reprehensible.  Whatever  be  the  reason  underlying  the  enactment  of  a 
special  law,  the  acts  made  penal  thereunder  are  all  of  them  undoubtedly 
reprehensible,  and  nobody  will  contend  that  he  wants  liberty  to  commit 
any  of  those  acts,  and  there  cannot  be  any  grievance  on  that  score, 

Mr.P.  K.  NARAYANA  'PILLAI  (Avilalafna-hz):  Is  it  for  the  purpose 
of  creating  new  offences  that  this  law  is  enacted  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  is  not  the  object.  The  object  as  I  said  already  is  to  provide 
for  the  exercise  of  more  effective  control  over  newspapers.  I  was  only 
saying  that  there  can  be  no  grievance  on  the  ground  of  restriction  of 
liberty ;  because,  liberty  will  not  be  claimed  for  indulging  in  these  repre¬ 
hensible  acts.  But  the  question  'was  raised  whether  the  general  law  of 
the  country  as  laid  down  by  the  Penal  Code  and  the  Press  Regulation  of 
1079  is  not  sufficient,  whether  the  punishment  under  the  Penal  Code  is 
not  sufficient  to  meet  the  situation,  to  check  and  prevent  tlie  offences.  I 
submit  that  it  is  not,  in  tire  peculiar  condition  of  journalism  in  Travan- 
core  at  any  rate.  Of  course,  as  I  said  before,  the  offences  under  the  News¬ 
papers  Regulation  cover  a  larger  field.  But  even  apart  from  that,  my 
point  is  that  the  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code  are  not  sufficient  to  meet 
the  situation  here.  For  the  purpose  of  showing  that,  I  shall  assume 
that,  substantially,  all  the  newspaper  offences  referred  to  are  offences 
under  the  Penal  Code  also,  and  I  shall  also  assume  that  the  punishment 
under  the  Penal  Code  is  adequate.  But  whom  does  the  Penal  Code 
punish  and  whom  does  it  reach?  It  reaches  the  declared  printer  and 
publisher  and  may  reach  also  the  editor,  if  he  is  known,  which  is  not 
always  or  generally  the  case.  But  it  docs  not  touch  the  newspaper 
itself,  the  weapon  by  means  of  which  the  offence  was  committed.  The 
Government  consider  that  it  is  not  enough  merely  to  punish  the  declared 
publisher  or  even  the  editor,  the  nominal  outward  representative  of  a 
newspaper,  but  that  it  is  very  necessary  to  strike  at  the  weapon  itself, 
that  is  to  say,  the  news  paper,  so  that  it  may  act  as  an  additional  deter¬ 
rent  and  so  that,  more  particularly,  it  may  act  as  an  effective  preventive 
of  the  continuance  or  repetition  of  the  offences. 

Mr.  K .  I.  JOSEPH  (Mimehil  cum  Dedcolam)  :  May  I  ask  the  Law 
Member  whether  there  are  not  provisions  in  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code  to  deal  with  weapons? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sihar  Vakil) : 
Yes,  in.  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  there  are  such  provisions.  That 
Code  provides  for  the  confiscation  and  destruction  of  the  weapons  with 
which  an  offence  has  been  committed.  The  member  has  only  to  extend 
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the  analogy  to  find  the  justification  for  the  provisions  in  tho  Newspapers 
Begulation. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mtnachil  cum  Devicolam)  \  May  I  ask  him 
whether  the  provisions  in  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  are  not  sufficient? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA!  (Additional  Bead  Sirlcar 
Vakil)  :  They  are  not  enough  so  far  as  a  newspaper  is  concerned. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapnzha) :  Is  there  not  a 
provision  in  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  for  the  destruction  of  libellous 
and  obscene  matter  ?  Will  not  that  apply  to  newspapers  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Hirkor 
Vakil) :  Yes,  there  is  a  provision.  That  may  probably  be  .applied  to 
the  particular  copy  of  a  particular  issue  produced  in  court  and  which 
contains  the  offending  matter.  But  it  will  not  certainly  apply  to  the  news¬ 
paper,  which  is  an  entity  by  itself,  apart  from  its  various  issues.  Even 
granting  that  a  particular  issue  and  its  various  copies  may  he  confiscated 
and  destroyed,  it  cannot  affect  the  newspaper  itself  which  may  continue 
to  exist  arid  continue  to  function.  The  newspaper  must  be  treated  as 
an  entity  in  itself,  something  like  a  corporation,  and  it  does  have  such 
an  existence  apart  from  its  issues  and  apart  also  from  its  declared  printer 
"and  publisher  and  its  editor,  if  known,  who  are  but  the  outward  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  newspaper.  Even  a  priori  speaking,  there  is  nothing 
wrong  in  punishing  also  the  newspaper  itself  if  it  commits  an  offence. 
If,  further,  I  am  able  to  convince  this  House  that,  in  respect  of  a  certain 
section  of  the  Travancore  newspapers,  it  is  not  enough  merely  to  punish 
the  outward  representatives,  the  declared  printer  and  publisher  or  editor, 
but  it  is  necessary  to  strike  at  the  paper  itself,  it  must  follow  that 
the  Begulation  has  done  nothing  more  than  carry  out  that  purpose.  As 
I  said,  the  Penal  Code  does  not  and  cannot  touch  the  paper.  It  touches 
only  the  outward  representatives,  the  printer  and  publisher  and  editor,  if 
he  is  known.  But  it  cannot  go  beyond  that.  So  far  as  a  particular 
section  of  the  Travancore  papers  is  concerned,  it  is  well-known  that  its 
declared  printer  and  publisher  are  men  without  any  status  or  character. 
It  may  not  even  have  any  declared  editor.  If  there  is,  even  he  may  he 
one  of  no  status  and  no  character. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tot ala) :  May  I  ask  the  Law  Member 
whether  any  paper  can  exist  without  an  editor  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  It  cannot  really.  But  a  paper  can  exist  without  the  editor 
being  declared  or  known,  and  even  if  there  is  a  declared  editor,  the  real 
man  who  runs  the  paper  may  be  behind  the  screen. 

Mr.  Ilii.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Would  there  be  any  paper  with¬ 
out  any  printer  and  publisher  or  editor  ? 

.  -  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  fiirkar 
Vakil) :  There  will  of  course  be  a  declared  printer  and  publisher. 
There  need  not  be  an  editor  like  that.  But  let  us  take  it  that  there  will 
also  be  a  declared  editor.  But  they  all  may  be,  and  very  often  are,  mere 
nominal  persons,  mere  dummies,  if  I  may  so  call  them  for  the  purpose  of 
bringing  home  to  the  House  the  idea  that  is  in  my  mind.  The  declared 
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printer  and  publisher  is  very  often  a  servant  or  compositor  or  an  errand 
boy,  a  veritable  dummy  who  is  quite  innocent  of  the  contents  of  the 
paper  of  which  the  law  holds  he  is  the  publisher  and  for  which  he  may 
have  to  go  to  the  jail.  An  editor,  if  known  at  all  (which  need  not  be), 
may  not  be  any  better.  He  may  be  a  dummy  too,  while  the  real  man 
who  runs  the  paper  is  behind  that  man  whose  punishment  alone  will 
affect  the  paper.  These  dummy  editors  and  dummy  publishers  are 
generally  men  of  no  status  or  character,  men  who  think  that  the  inside 
of  a  convicts’  jail  is  as  good  as,  if  not  better  than,  the  outside  of  it. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shcrtallai )  :  Does  the  member  know 
that  there  are  members  of  this  Council  who  are  editors  of  newspapers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA!  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Yes,  I  see  there  are. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  What  has  he  to  say  with 
regard  to  the  word  “  dummy  ”  with  reference  to  those  persons  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional-  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  have  only  to  repeat  what  the  Chief  Secretary  has  already  said. 
There  are  good  editors  and  bad  editors.  All  the  journals  of  Travan- 
core  are  not  of  the  class  I  referred  to.  I  have  the  greatest  respect  for 
journalism.  It  has  a  noble  function  to  perform.  And  there  are  honour¬ 
able  journals  in  Travaneore,  and  I  respect  them,  and  the  Government 
too  have  respect  for  them.  But  it  does  not  follow  from  this  that  the 
black  sheep  among  the  journals  deserve  respect. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJll  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara  cum  Kunnattur )  :  May 
I  ask  the  Law  Member  how  many  newspapers  there  are  in  Tra van- 
core  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  think  about  GO  or  so,  besides  periodicals. 

Mr.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kottarakara  mm  Kunnattur ) :  What 
are  the  newspapers  of  which  he  is  complaining  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  I  do  not  want  to  name  any  newspaper,  and  it  is  not  necessary 
for  our  purpose. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara  cum  Kunnattur)  : 
May  I  know  the  number  of  such  newspapers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar . 
Vakil):  I  cannot  say  the  .exact  number.  Even  that  is  not  necessary  for 
our  purpose.  Suffice  it  to  say  that  there  does  exist  a  class  of  such  news¬ 
papers  and  that  others  too  may  follow  suit.  If  the  dummy  printers  and 
publishers  or  dummy  editors  of  the  class  of  newspapers  referred  to  by 
the  Chief  Secretary  are  convicted  and  sent  to  jail,  what  purpose  can  it 
serve?  They  may  rot  in  the  jail,  but  the  newspapers  will  continue  as 
before  flourishing  in  its  pernicious  ways.  What  is  the  remedy?.  The 
natural  answer  is,  and  must  be,  punish  the  paper  itself. 
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MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devko'am) :  May  I  ask  the  Law 
Member  whether  it  is  not  enough  if  the  printers  and  publishers  are 
punished  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  No.  It  is  not,  if  they  are  but  dummies.  The  man  behind  will 
get  other  dummy  printers  and  publishers  and  continue  the  paper.  I 
am  glad  to  find  that  my  friend  is  appreciating  the  point  that  I  am  at. 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minac/dl  cum  Devicolam ):  I  really  appreciate 
that  point  so  far  as  the  printers  and  publishers  are  concerned. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  must  thank  him  for  it.  If  then,  it  is  not  enough  if  only 
the  declared  publisher  is  punished,  it  must  follow  that  we  must  strike  at 
the  newspaper  itself,  the  weapon  with  which  the  offence  was  com¬ 
mitted  and  take  away  and  destroy  that  weapon  so  that  it  may  not  be 
used  again. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Is  there 
any  provision  in  the  Regulation  to  prevent  such  ‘  dummyism  ’? 

'  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Not  directly.  If  the  paper  itself  can  be  got  at,  as  can  be, 
under  the  Regulation,  ‘  dummyism  ’  serves  no  purpose.  It  pays  no  more. 
The  paper  itself  can  be  got  at  and  destroyed,  because  the  Government 
may  cancel  the  license  of  the  paper;  and,  without  a  license,  the  paper 
cannot  be  printed  or  published  and  then  the  paper  is  as  good  as  dead 
for  ever. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ):  But  would  the  editor 
he  punished? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakii) :  Not  under  this  Regulation.  He  will  get  his  punishment  in 
the  criminal  courts  under  the  Penal  Code. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzhu)  :  If  the  editor  is 
punished,  can  he  not  begin  again  another  paper '? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additmial  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  exactly  my  point.  And  so,  it  is  provided  that  a  paper 
cannot  be  started  without  a  license  and  that  the  license  of  an  offending 
paper  may  be  cancelled.  If  there  is  no  provision  as  in  the  Newspapers 
Regulation,  dummy  publisher  after  dummy  publisher  and  dummy  editor- 
after  dummy  editor  may  go  to  jail,  but  the  paper  will  go  on  for  ever  in 
its  nefarious  ways  under  the  aegis  of  the  men  or  party  behind  the 
scene.

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Skkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  it  does,  for  all  practical  purposes. 

I  have  been  speaking  of  the  dummy  publishers  and  editors,  men 
of  no  status,  means  or  character. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirai/inlil )  :  May  I  ask  the:Law 
Member  whether  this  argument  that  men  without  any  qualification 
who  could  not  get  any  other  employment  are  running  these  papers  as 
printers  and  publishers,  cuts  at  the  root  of  Mr.  Georgels  argument?: 
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Mr,  KAYYAUM  PARAMESVARAN  PIUAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  No,  it  supports  Mr.  George’s  argument.  It  is  men  without 
any  status  or  means  that  are  put  forward  as  editors  and  printers  and 
publishers  of  a  certain  class  of  newspapers.  That  is  one  class  which 
the  new  law  is  designed  to  meet. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PIILAI  (Acbalajf.uzha)-.  May  I  ask  the  Law 
Member  whether  he  is  speaking  from  any  record  in  the  possession  of 
the  Government  to  the  effect  that  there  is  some  sort  of  dummy  ar¬ 
rangements  or  is  it  only  from  his  personal  experience  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Hei  d  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Not  merely  from  personal  experience. 

Mr.K.  P.  NIL  AK  ANT  A  PILLAI  (CMraijinkil) :  Are  there  not  offi¬ 
cers  of  Government  who  also  play  behind  these  papers '! 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  It  may  or  may  not  be.  But  that— 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qnilon)  :  Is  the 
Law  Member  . 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  He  has  not 
yet  answered  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  He  must  answer  one  question  be¬ 
fore  another  question  is  put  to  him. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( AnibaUqmxlm )  :  Neither  has  he 
answered  mine. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Will  the  member  kindly  repeat  the  question  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambnli  jrwsha) :  My  question  is 
whether  there  is  any  record  in  the  possession  of  the  Government 
showing  that  there  is  isome  kind  of  dummy  arrangement  or  is  the 
member  speaking  only  from  personal  experience. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  Government  are  in  possession  of  information  that  there 
are  a  class  of  papers  which  are  run  from  behind  the  scene  and  the 
punishment  of  the  printer  and  publisher  of  which  will'  not  at  all  affect 
the  real  man  or  party  who  runs  the  paper. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K-  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Qnilon ):  May  I  ask 
the  Law  Member  whether  many  papers  have  been  discovered  to  have 
dummy  printers  and  publishers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) ;  As  I  said  before,  I  do  not  want  to  name  any  papers  But  we 
have  reliable  information.  And  I  believe  the  non-officials  also  may 
agree.  _  . 

MR,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbaUjwihu) :  What  is  the  nature 
of  the  records  which  the  Government  are  in  possession  of  and  /which 
cannot  be  divulged’? 

‘  Mb.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN.  PILLAj  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakii !).:  The  information  I  referred  to  cannot  be  published. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapmha- ) :  Are  these  confidential 
papers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirkdr 
Vakil) :  The  information  is  confidential. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amla’apuzha)  :  On  which  he  claims 
privilege,  I  suppose  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Yes.  It  may  be  taken  like  that. 

Then,  there  is  another  class  of  papers  which  are  really  run  by 
unscrupulous  men,  men  of  no  means  and  no  status,  men  who  do  not  con- 
sider  it  a  disgrace  to  go  to  the  jail.  In  Travancore,  one  does  not  want 
much  to  run  a  paper.  If  one  has  ten  rupees  in  his  pocket  he  can  '  get 
a  paper  printed,  say  two  or  three  hundred  copies  of  it. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  May  I  ask 
Mr.  Kayyalam  Pafamesvarau  Pillai  to  give  an  instance  where  a  dummy 
editor  went  to  the  jail  .and  the  man  who  was  behind  the  paper  started 
another  paper  through  another  dummy  editor  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (AddUkml  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  There  need  not  be  any  actual  occurrence  like  that.  We  know 
that  if  the  dummy  goes  to  the  jail,  the  paper  will  go  on  all  the  same. 
There  is  no  necessity  to  experiment  it.  It  is  not  a  question  .  of  starting 
another.  The  same  paper  will  go  on  with  other  dummy  publishers  or 
editors.  • 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon):  Is  it 
merely  a  guess  ?  - 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  No,  not  at  all  a  guess.  It  is  the  actual  diagnosis  of  the  situation. 

To  resume  what  I  was  at,  before  the  law  came  into  operation,  it  was 
quite  possible  for  a  paper  being  started  with  hut  ten  rupees  in  one’s 
pocket.  So  that,  a  man  of  no  means  and  a  man  of  hardly  any  stake  in 
the  respectable  world  may  run  a  paper.  If  he  goes  to  the  jail,  there  will 
be  others  fired  by  his  example.  It  is  within  the  experience  -  of  -every¬ 
body  that,  in  Travancore,  papers  spring  up  like  mushrooms  and  also  go 
out  like  that.  What  is  the  use  of  punishing  the  editors  of  such  papers. 
We  must  see  that  such,  papers  do  not  exist  and  do  not  spring  lip.  The 
Newspapers  ^Regulation  is  designed  to  meet  this  class  of  papers  also. 
For,  without  a  licence,  for  which  a  fee  has  to  be  paid,  no  paper  can  exist, 

It  would  be  seen  that,  in  Travancore,  the  number  of  newspapers 
is  very  large.  If  we  compare  the  number  of  newspapers  here;  with 
that  in  other  Indian  States,  say  Mysore,  or  Cochin,  or  Baroda,  we  will 
see  that  we  have  got  an  inordinately  large  number  here.  ■  Area  for  area 
and  population  for  population,  we  have  a  larger  number  of  papers  here; 
than  elsewhere,  ...  . 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (ShertaHai) :  Does  the  Law  Member 
grudge  this? 

.  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI:  ('Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  do  not  grudge  the  number,  .provided  that,  all' these  ■papeie 
are  of  a  good  type.  :  '  :  “ 
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Our  economio  condition  is  not  better  than  other  parts  of  India  and, 
of  course,  not  better  than  Europe  or  America,  How  are  our  papers 
living  then  ? 

MR.  T.  KUMARA  PILLAI  {Kalkulam  cum  Vilamnleod ) :  (BTOoilesaiJo

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  How 
many  Vernacular  school  teachers  are  there  in  the  State  ? 

-  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head ■  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  8000,  or  so,  I  believe. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qnilon)  :  No,  it  is 

about  14,000,  including  the  aided  school  teachers. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Yes,  I  think  that  figure  may  be  correct.  I  am  prepared  to 
aocept  that  number, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  IQuilin)  :  Is  it  not 

a  fact  that  all  these  schoolmasters  desire  to  read  newspapers  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  S-irkar 
Vakil) :  Yes.  That-  is  my  opinion  too. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Qhilon):  Is  it  not 
a  fact  that  even  cooks  and  other  menial  servants  read  newspapers  V 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Though  it  may  not  be  literally  true,  it  is  tme  in  sub¬ 
stance.  ,  They  have  all  a  desire  to  read  newspapers.  But  where  is 
the  money  for  them  to  buy  a  paper  ?  Can  they  afford  it  ?  Do  all  of 
them  buy  a  copy? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Minachil  cum  Dencolam)  :  Is  it  not  a  fact  that 
Vernacular  school  teachers  cannot  afford  to  pay  for  more  than  one  paper? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  exactly  my  point. 

Every  man  wants  to  read  newspapers.  But  everybody  cannot 
afford  to  pay  for  it.  One  copy  is  read  by  many.  The  literacy  in  the 
country  generates  a  desire  to  read.  And  they  do  read.  And  what 
dirty  stuff  they  read  ! ;  However,  all  these  do  not  pay  for  a  paper  and 
cannot  afford  to  pay.  How  then  do  these  papers  exist  and  continue  to 
exist  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  KQCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  {Kottarakam cum  Eminatiur), : ;  WSs 
reduction  in  the  number  of  newspapers  one  of  the  objects  with  which 
the  Eegulation  has  been  promulgated  ? 
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MR,  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sir kar 
Vakil)'.  Iam  simply  referring  to  a  particularly  low  class  of  papers 
that  exist  in  Travancore  and  which  continue  to  live  by  means  which 
are  not  respectable,  They  pander  to  sensationalism,  communal  jealous¬ 
ies,  class  hatred  and  contempt  of  everything  held  in  reverence,  and 
thrive  by  bribes  for  writing  this  stuff,  and  by  blackmail  extorted  from 
a  kind  of  peace-loving  men. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  Does  the 
Law  Member  suggest  that  some  of  them  live  by  objectionable  means? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Some  of  them  do- 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qni’on) :  Was  he 
not  himself  an  editor  of 'a  newspaper? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  No,  he  was  not, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)-.  Was 
he  in  any  way  connected  with  the  Trivandrum  Daily  News  ?  ■ 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirlear  - 
Vakil )  :  Yes.  . 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qmlon) :  Was  it  a 
paying  concern  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (AddH'oml  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  is  a  purely  private  matter  ;  certainly,  I  am  not  expected 
to  discuss  it  here.  . 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkant)  :  What  does  Mr. 
Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  say  about  the  provision  in  the  Regula¬ 
tion  where  the  judge  and  the  prosecutor  are  combined  in  one  person  ? 

;  MR.  KAYYALAM  .  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
.  Vakil) :  I  shall  come  to  that  presently.  I  was  dealing  with  the  quality 
of- a- certain  class  of  journals  thriving  in  Travancore.  As  even  Mr. 
Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  appears  to  question  my  delineation 
of  the  character  of  the  class  referred  to,  I  shall  read  what  he  himself 
said  as  the  President  of  a  protest  meeting  held  at  Trivandrum  in  regard 
to  the  Newspapers  Regulation. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  [PILLAI  ■  (AmMlajiuha) :  Is  the  member 
at  liberty  to  refer  to  newspaper  cuttings  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  referring  to  the  statements  publicly  made  by  an  honour¬ 
able  member  of  this  House. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  I  once  attempted  to 
put  the  question,  but  the  President  told  .me. the  other  day  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  not  take  note  of  unguaranteed  statements  in  newspapers. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  SMar 
Vakil) :  I  am  not  referring  to  unguaranteed  statements.  I-  am  refer¬ 
ring  to  a  speech  that  has  been  reported.  _  . 
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'  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  Anyhow,  that_  is 
from  a  newspaper. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) : .  May  be.  But  it  is  the  speech  of  an  honourable  member  of 
this  House  I  am  referring  to.  He  may  challenge  it  if  it  is  incorrect. 

MR,  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (ShertaUai) :  A  ruling  has  not  been 
given. 

;  PRESIDENT:  The  member  is  entitled  to  read  from  a  report  of  the 
speech  in  whatever  form  it  may  be. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional .Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  This  is  what  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  has 
said. 

11 1  regret  very  much  that  I  cannot  be  true  to  myself  if  I  (lid  not  give  expres¬ 
sion  to  my  conviction  that  the  newspapers  in  this  country  cannot,  be  wholly  exonerated 
from  the  oharge  of  having  themselves,  to  a  great  extent,  toblame  for  this  fate”. 

The  fate  referred  to  is  the  fate  of  having  drawn  upon  themselves 
the  enactment  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  Mr.  Changanachery 
Paramesvaran  Pillai  then  proceeds  to  say  as  follows  : — 

“  Although  most  of  the  newspapers  are  conducted  with  noble  ideals  and  purely 

patriotic  motives,  we  cannot  say  the  same  thing  of  some  bf  them . Some 

papers  ore  started  fur  the  purpose  of  merely  malting  a  living  for  the  editor, ;  not  parti¬ 
cularly  over-sorupulous  about  the  means.  Such  editors  do  not  soruple  to  blackmail  people 
or  to  heap  abuse,  sometimes  vulgar,  upon  thoM.yho  refuse  to  be  victimised  by  them. 
Some  editors  think  that  papers  exist  for  tliaajppse  of  venting  their  personal  spite  on 
their  opponents.  WPP 

This  is  exactly  my  point  too.  There  are  a  class  of  papers  in  Tra- 
vancore  whose  editors  and  publishers  are  not  men  of  status  or  men  of 
means  or  men  of  any  character,  but  are,  on  the  other  hand,  ,  unscrupu¬ 
lous  people  who  want  to  mate  a  living  by  any,  even  the  foulest,  means. 
How  can  the  conviction  of  such  people  mend  or  end  the  class  of  papers  ? 
So  we  want  to  strike  at  the  paper  itself. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapiizha):  Is  it  upon  the  sole 
authority;  of  the  particular  speech  that  the  Law  Member  is  making  a 
‘  statement  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
-Vfikil) :  Certainly  not.  I  refer  to  the  speech  as  it  so  entirely  supports 
my  view  of  a  certain  class  of  papers. in' Travancore.  .  .  . 

■  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  Has  he  gone  intphlje 
entire  proceedings  of  the  protest  meeting  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head, Sirkar 
■  Vakil)  :  Yes,  I  have  read  them  at  the  time  they  were  published. 

MR.P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  Was  any  objection 
.taken  ?  ' 

..  .Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN^PILLAlJ (Additional  .  Head  .Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  I  do  not  remember .  To-day,  I  read  only  the  speech , 
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Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLA1  ( Chiraymkil ) :  Does  he  find  any 
voice  of  protest  in  the  report '? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (.Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Not  in  the  speech  portion,  which  alone  I  read  this  morning. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  Does  not  the  Law  Member  think 
that  weight  must  be  attached  to  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai’s  opinion  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Yes.  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  [Pillai  has 'been|in 
public  life,  I  think,  for  more  than  two  decades,  and  he  must  have  been 
watching  the  course  of  public  organs  like  newspapers.  Weight  must  be 
attached  to  his  diagnosis  of  the  situation  and  I  accept  it ;  it  also  agrees 
with  mine. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (N  eyyattinkara)  :  Does  he  not  give 
equal  weight  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  other  members  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Oh,  Yes.  I  am  prepared  to  give  due  weight  to  the  opinion  of 
every  member  of  this  House,  especially  in  regard  to  the  truth  of  facts. 

Thus  then,  in  regard  to  the  facts  of  the  cases,  I  see  there  is  little  or 
no  difference  between  me  and  the  other  side;  I  may  say  in  this  con¬ 
nection,  that,  in  the  recent  prosecution  of  a  paper,  the  counsel  for  the 
Editor  of  it  admitted  in  the'High  Court  that  the  Editor  was  an  obscure 
man.  So  that,  if  the  facts  are  as  I  have  tried  to  establish,  it  must  follow 
that  the  Penal  Code  provisions  are  not  sufficient  as  they  do  not  strike 
at  the  paper  itself  which  may  continue  to  repeat  the  offence.  What  to 
do  under  such  circumstances  ?  What  is  the  remedy  ?  On  the  facts  even 
adiiiitted  by  the  other  side,  there  is  a  dangerous  evil.  How  to  avert 
it  effectively  ?  The  Government  have  devised  the  means  provided  lor  by 
the  Newspapers  Begulation. 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  your  time  is  up. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Just  a  minute  or  two  t'o  answer  one  or  two  questions  raised-  by 
the  other  side. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha)  :  Will  the  President  be 
able  to  give  us  an  extension  of  t me  for  discussion? 

PRESIDENT  :  Within  reasonable  limits.  If  the  member  is  heckled 
with  a  running  fire|  of  questions,  he  cannot  be  expected  to  finish  in  time. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( AmbaUpuzha )  :  We  want  somemore 
time  after  lunch. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  prepared  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  non-offlcial 
members  within  reasonable'  limits. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  if  it 
is  in  addition  to  the  2J  hours  ?  - 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (No minuted)  (Deputy  President) :  That  will 
mean  also,  I  suppose,  that  the  members  may  take  a  longer  time, 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (' Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  A  question  was  put  to  me  whether  the  Government  are  not 
the  final  judge  in  the  proceedings  under  the  Regulation.  , 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (N  eyyattinkara)  ■  May  1  know 
whether  the  judge  and  the  prosecutor  are  not  combined  in  one  person  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  ' Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  It  is  not  quite  correct  to  say  that,  though  to  some  extent  such 
an  interpretation  may  be  put  on  the  provisions  relating  to  the  cancella¬ 
tion  of  the  license  which  is  done  by  the  Government.  But  it  must  be 
noted  that  there  is  a  provision  under  which  the  matter  cah  be  referred 
to  the  High  Court  where  the  matter  will  be  decided  by  a  Bench 
consisting  of  three  Judges  to  whom  it  isopen  to  set  aside  the  order  of 
the  Government.  Thus,  the  final  word  is  with  the  highest  court  in  the 
land,  and  if  that  is  so,  how  can  the  .judge  and  prosecutor  be  one  person? 

MR.  C  P.  THOMAS  (Noii.iii ated) :  May  I  know  whether  the  aggriev¬ 
ed  party  should  approach  the  Government  or  the  Government  would 
send  the  papers  to  the  High  Court  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  The  aggrieved  party  requests  the  Government  to  cancel  the 
order  or  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  High  Court. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minackil  cum  Devicolam):  Is  it  not  optional 
for  the  Government  to  send  the  papers  to  the  High  Court? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  >  No,  the  Government  must  either  revoke  their  order  or  must 
send  the  case  to  the  High  Court.  There  is  no  other  course  open. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minackil  cum  Devicolam)  :  Does  not  the  Regu¬ 
lation  provide  that  the  paper  should  be  stopped  during  the  interval  if 
the  license  is  cancelled  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar. 
..Vakil):  It  will  have  to  be  stopped. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ):  How 
long  will  it  take  for  the  High  Court  to  decide  the  case  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  It  may  be  two  weeks  or  two  months.  It  will  depend  on  the 
contentions  raised. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  Ordi¬ 
narily,  how  much  time  will  he  taken  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
.Vakil)  :  We  cannot  say  definitely.  It  may  he  short  or  long, 

Mr!  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated):  Will  the  party  be  able  to  defend 
himself  when  the  case  Is  Considered  by  the  High  Court  ?  ' 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head: Sirkur 
Vakil):  Yes.  The  High  Couit  will  hear  the  parties. 

.  Mr  .  0.  PAR  AMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinka :  a)  ;  Are  the  High  Court 
at  liberty  to  take  evidence  ? 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  think  that  they  are,  on  a  proper  interpretation  of  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  the  Regulation.  At  any  rate,  there  is  nothing  to  prohibit  them, 
from  doing  so.  The  evidence  may  be  taken  as  a  part  of  the  hearing  of 
the  application. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Q-uilon):  Is  there 
any  express  direction  in  the  Regulation  ?  Has  not  the  Madras  High 
Court  decided  that,  in  the  absence  of  an  express  provision,  no  evidence 
could  be  taken  P 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  am  not  able  to  refer  to  the  ruling  just  now.  But  that  ruling 
need  not  necessarily  affect  our  Regulation. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)  I  wish 
to  know  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  defamation,  whether  every  imputa¬ 
tion  against  a  man  is  defamation. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Not  necessarily.  If  it  comes  within  the  exceptions  laid  down 
in  the  Penal  Code,  it  is  not  defamation. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)  -.  How 
then,  can  the  Government  cancel  a  license  without  giving  the  editor  an 
opportunity  of  showing  that  it  is  not  defamation  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  Regulation  does  not  prohibit  giving  such  an  opportunity. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quihn) :  Is  there 
any  provision  entitling  him  to  give  evidence  before  the  Government  'l 
.  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Evidence  may  be  given  ;  but  not  as  of  right.  , 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K, PARAMESVARAN  PllLAI  (Quilon):  That 
is  what  I  object  to., 

PRESIDENT  :  When  you  are  discussing  the  general  principles  of  an 
enactment,  these  nice  little  points  of  law  may  conveniently  stand  over 
and  need  not  be  exhausted  now. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  have  here  with  me  extracts  from  certain  papers  to  support 
my  position.  I  should  particularly  desire  to  read  but  one  or  . two  of 
them  and  it  would  carry  the  conviction  of  what, I  said.  There  is  a  cut* 
ting  here  which  I  am  ashamed  to  .read.  It  is  not  fit  to  be  admitted  io. 
any  home  or  read  in  the  presence  of  a  sister,  daughter  or  mother.  I 
don’t  want  to  trouble  the  House  with  all  these  in  the  face  of ‘the  ad¬ 
missions  made  on  the  other  side,  which  I  cited  aiittle  while  ago.' 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (’Minaehil  cum  .Deeieolam)::  In  the  light  of  what 
Mr.  George  said,  may  I  ask  whether  there  is  any  provision  in  this 
Regulation  to  check  the  use  of  obscene  language  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Obecepe  language  is'used  by  the  papers  only  for  defam¬ 
ing  persons  ;  And  defamation  is  covered  by  the  Regulation.  Obscene 
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language  hardly  ever  occurs  in  the  papers  apart  from  defamation; 
and  therefore  provision  is  made  to  cheek  and  prevent  defamation,  and 
that  would  cover  the  obscene  language  also. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam )  :  If  the  Regulation 
is  primarily  intended  to  prevent  the  use  of  obscene  language,  why  is  it 
that  the  Regulation  does  not  contain  specific  provision  for  the  purpose? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLA!  (. ldditioml  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  ;  The  direct  object  is  to  provide  for  preventing  defamatory 
statements,  which  statements  are  sometimes  couched  in  obscene  langu¬ 
age.  Therefore  the  provision  for  defamation  is  comprehensive  enough 
to  include  obscene  language  also  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PI1.LAI  (Kottarakara  cum  Kimnattur)  :  May 
I  know  the  action  that  is  contemplated  by  the  Regulation  for  defama¬ 
tion  ? 

MR.  KAiYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Yak, l ]:  The  Government  may  take  action  under  the  Regulation  and 
cancel  the  license. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  eitm  Devicolam):  May  I  know 
whether  there  is  any  necessity  to  bring  all  the  newspapers  under  the 
Regulation  ? 

Mr.  .  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  When  a  law  is  passed,  it  must  apply  to  all ;  it  is  not  practica¬ 
ble  to  make  distinctions. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  Is  it  not  enough  if 
the  offending  class  of  newspapers  alone  is  brought  under  the  provisios 
of  the  Regulation  and  security  or  license  fees  demanded  from  them  alone 
without  demanding  fees  from  all  papers  at  the  outset  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  If  my  view  about  the  particular  classes  of  journalists  referred 
to  as.  even  now  existing  is  to  be  accepted,  it  must  follow  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  must  have  power  to  insist  on  a  license  fee  even  at  the  outset. 

•  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Is  it  not  enough  to 
prescribe  qualifications  for  printers  and  publishers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additioml  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)':  Printers  and  publishers  are  but  the  declared  people.  What 
qualification  can  be  prescribed  for  them '?  It  is  neither  practicable  nor 
effective  to  meet  the  object  in  view. 

Mr.  K,  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Will  it  not  he  sufli' 
cient  in  the  interests  of  journalism  that  qualifications  are  prescribed 
for  printers  and  publishers  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  What  qualifications  does  my  friend  propose  ? 

■  •  -Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  I  may  suggest  for 
...example  landed  interest  in  the  State,  - 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  Is  it  practicable  V  And  probably,  it  may  even  be  felt  as  a 
stricter  restriction  than  the  deposit  of  a  fee  in  cash. 

I  think  I  have  answered  all  questions,  and  let  me  now  conclude  by 
saying  that  the  object  or  effect  of  the  Begulation  is  not  to  cut  at  the 
freedom  of  the  Press.  The  freedom  of  the  Press  is  as  large  or  as  narrow 
to-day  under  the  liegulation  as  it  is  and  has  been  under  the  Penal  Code. 
The  Regulation  does  not,  practically  speaking,  curtail  the  freedom  of 
the  writing's  in  the  Press  any  more  than  the  Penal  Code  does.  And, 
does  any  member  want  to  give  to  the  Press  liberty  to  indulge  in  the 
sort  of  writings  that  are  sought  to  be  checked  by  the  Begulation  ?  I 
am  sure  that  no  member  would  ever  say  that.  Where  and  how,  then,  is 
the  freedom  of  the  Press  cut  at  ?  There  is  every  legitimate  freedom  as 
ever  there  has  been,  and  if  so,  there  is  nothing  to  complain  against  the 
Begulation, 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Ambahy.tuha) :  Kir,  I  rise  to  sup¬ 
port  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai’s  motion.  With  regard  to  the  first 
ground  that  was  raised,  which  is  a  constitutional  ground,  how  this 
particular  enactment  was  brought  into  existence  giving  this  Coun¬ 
cil  the  completest  go-by,  my  friend  the  Law  Member  had  no¬ 
thing  to  say.  He  simply  said  that  it  was  expedient  in  the  matter  of 
enacting  this  Begulation  that  this  Council  might  be  neglected.  He  also 
pointed  out  that,  so  far  as  the  Sovereign  is  concerned,  nobody  can  ques¬ 
tion  the  right  of  the  Sovereign  to  enact  such  a  measure.  It  is  perfectly 
true  ;  nobody  questions  the  right  of  the  Sovereign.  But  when  a  parti¬ 
cular  body  like  the  Legislative  Council  had  been  brought  into  existence, 
there  must  be  some  reason  why  its  jurisdiction,  the  sphere  of  its  author¬ 
ity,  is  ousted  by  the  Sovereign  in  enacting  this  particular  measure. 
.With  respect  to  that,  the  House  thought  that  there  would  be  some  light 
thrown  upon  that  aspect,  but  my  learned  friend  was  not  in  a  position  to 
throw  any  light  upon  that  question.  Probably,  there  is  no  reason  to  be 
ascribed  for  the  course  adopted.  Therefore,  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai’s 
statement  that  this  disregard  of  the  House,  which  he  asserted  was  an 
insult  to  the  House  and  which  in  my  opinion  clearly  verges  on  insult, 
voices  a  grievance  and  is  certainly  well-founded.  So  far,  with  respect 
to  the  first  point  raised  for  discussion. 

Another  point  that  has  been  brought  into  prominence  during  the 
course  of  discussion  relates  to  the  liberty  of  the  Press.  My  friend 
Mr.  George  passed  over  that  portion  of  the  discussion  by  observing  that 
we  should  not  get  ourselves  confounded  by  false  analogies  and  catch- 
phrases.  I  am  very  sorry  that  I  have  to  differ  fundamentally  from  him 
in  his  view  of  the  application  of  false  analogy  and  catch-phrases. 

The  preamble  to  the  Begulation  speaks  that  it  is  enacted  for 
“  the  better  control  ”  of  the  Press.  Can  you  claim  to  control  the 
Press  at  all  and  deprive  it  of  its  liberty,  is  the  first  questioh.  The 
liberty  of  the  Press  has  been  called  the  “  guardian  and  guide  of 
all  other  liberties  ”  by  Earl  Bussel.  The  Law  Member  asks  me 
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how  the  liberty  of  the  press  is  curtailed  by  the  Regulation.  Let  him 
listen.  Lord  Mansfield  said  in  Bex  I’,  Deane  of  St.  Asaph  that 
“the  liberty  of  the  press  consists  in  printing  without  any  previous 
license,  subject  to  the  consequence  of  law.  "  Lord  Ellenborough  said  in 
Bex  V.  Cobbett  that  “the  law  of  England  is  a  law  of  liberty  and  consis¬ 
tently  with  this  liberty  we  have  not  what  is  called  an  imprimatur ;  there 
is  no' such  preliminary  license  necessary.”  “  The  power  of  free  discus¬ 
sion  ”  said  Lord  Kenyon  C.  J.  in  Bex  V.  Beeves  “  is  the  right  of  every 
subject  of  this  country.  ”  And  Lord  Bussel  of  Killowen  C.  J.  says  in 
Begina  V.  Gray  that  “  the  liberty  of  the  Press  is  no  greater  than  and  no 
less  than  the  liberty  of  every  subject  of  the  Queen."  Professor  Dicey 
reviewing  some  of  these  cases  says: 

“  This  principle  is  radically  inconsistent  with  any  scheme  of  license  or  censorship 
by  whioh  a  man  is  hindered  from  writing  or  printing  anything  -which  he  thinks  lit  and 

latiou  of  a  libel  until,  at  auy  rate,  the  publisher  has  been  convicted  of  publishing  it.” 

In  the  light  of  what  is  quoted  above,  Mr.  Justice  Seshagiri 
Aiyar  holds  in  re  Mrs,  Besant  “  that  the  right  to  keep  a  Press  and 
to  use  it  is  a  common  law  right  and  lias  not  the  slightest  resem¬ 
blance  to  the  exercise  of  a  trade  or  calling  for  which  a  license  has  to  be 
taken  out.  ”  (39  Madras,  page  1119.) 

My  contention  is  that  Travancoreans  being  British  subjects  as  well, 
possess  the  common  law  right  of  the  liberty  of  the  Press  in  common 
with  all  other  British  subjects.  We  have  sworn  allegiance  to  the  King 
Emperor  and  protection  is  our  due..  The  common  law  right  of  the  liberty 
of  the  Press  thus  possessed  should,  by  the  Bnlevs  of  Travancore,  be 
safeguarded;  yet  what  we  see  in  the  Regulation  is  an  undisguised 
attempt  to  swoop  down  on  such  a  right,  without  assigning  any  reason 
for  this  extraordinary  step. 

No  doubt,  there  are  instances  where  this  common  law  right  of  the 
subjects  was  .kept  in  a  condition  of  suspended  animation.  See,  for 
example,  the  steps  taken  in  England  when  the  influence  of  the  French 
,  Eevolution  was  in  full  swung  and  the  enactment  of  Act  I  of  1910  in 
British  India  on  the  alleged  score  of  the  anarchist  movement  in  Bengal. 
In  the  words  of  the  Repressive  Laws  Committee. 

“  The  retention  of  those  Acts  oould  iu  any  ease  only  be  defended  if  it  was  proved 
that  they  were  necessary  in  the  present  eiroumstancu  for  the  maintenance  of  law  and 
order  As  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  resort  in  the  past  to  those  measures,  save 
in  cases  of  emergency,  we  advocate  their  immediate  repeal.  In  the  event  of  a  recurrence 
of  any  snob  emergency,  wo  think  the  Government  must  rely  on  the  Legislature  to  arm 
them  with  the  weapons  necessary  to  cope  with  the  situation.  ” 

.  Now,  in  the  present  case,  have  .  the  Government  made  out 
any  case  or  proved  any  emergency  that  the  maintenance  of  law 
and  order  has  become  impossible  without  the  Newspapers  Regula¬ 
tion  ?  Do  they  at  least  allege  any  such  thing  ?  If  they  put 
forward  any  such  case,  it  may  be  enquired  whether  the  situation  is 
due  to  their  own  incapacity  or  due  to  causes  beyond  their  control.  Any¬ 
way,  as  it  is,  justification  of  the  present  measure  is  left  to  imagination 
and  proof  is  to  be  gathered  from  pure  silence. 
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[Mr.  P.  K.  Nar&yana  Pillai,] 

The  idea  that  permeates  the  provisions  of  the  Regulation  is  the 
Machiavellian  principle  that  it  is  better  to  be  feared  than  to  be  loved. 
The  Regulation  in  question  is  modelled,  no  doubt,  on  the  defunct  Press 
Act  I  of  1910.  I  do  not  deny  the  claim  of  originality  which  the  Travan- 
core  draftsman  was  evidently  unwilling  to  give  up,  as  may  he  seen  from 
the  additional  provisions  in  our  Regulation  for  which  there  is  nothing- 
corresponding  in  the  Indian  Act.  Section  4  of  the  Act  resembles 
Section  5  of  the  Regulation  but  with  this  important  difference  that, 
whereas  the  question  under  the  Indian  Act  would  always  be  confined  to 
the  consideration  of  the  tendency  of  the  language  used  in  any  paper  as 
likely  to  incite  the  commission  of  certain  offences  specified  therein,  our 
friend,  the  Travancore  draftsman,  has  included  the  habitual  commission  of 
the  offence  of  defamation  and  the  habitual  dissemination  of  false  infor¬ 
mation  also  in  the  Section.  Defamation  as  an  offence  is  a  matter 
for  adjudication  in  a  proper  criminal  court.  Without  a  com¬ 
plaint,  even  a  criminal  court  cannot  take,  cognisance  of  it.  We  search 
in  vain  for  any  provision  in  the  Regulation  as  to  how  a  charge  is  to  be 
framed,  how  evidence  is  to  be  adduced  and  so  forth.  Yet,  the  Government 
pj'opose  to  adjudicate  on  defamation  under  this  Regulation  by  a  unila¬ 
teral  process  of  self-determination.  Dissemination  of  false  information 
is  anew  offence;  for,  unless  made  penal  under  any  existing  statute,  no 
amount  of  falsehood  would  be  punished  in  a  court  of  law.  If  by  word 
of  mouth,  a  person  spreads  false  information,  it  would  go  unpunished. 
If  he  stoops  to  put  it  in  the  newspapers,  the  Regulation  at  once  attaches 
to  it.  And  how  would  the  Government  determine  whether  a  particular 
statement  is  false  or  true  without  taking  evidence  ?  Astrological  or 
even  meteorological  predictions  published  in  a  newspaper  would  expose  it 
to  serious  consequences.  Or  say,  a  statement  appears  in  a  paper  about 
some  occurrence  in  China  or  Mesopotamia.  How  is  it  possible  to  make 
out  the  truth  or  falsehood  of  it  ?  So,  these  original  provisions  in  our 
Regulation  carry  their  oWn  condemnation.  Even  with  respect  to  what 
is  reproduced  from  the  Indian  Act,  learned  Judges  may  be  quoted  as 
having  lamented  their  all-pervading  sweep  and  unfathomable  implication. 
In  the  case  in  re  Mahomed  Ali  (I.  L.  R.  41  Calcutta,  page  466.)  that 
eminent  Judge  Jenkins,  C.  J.  observes  : 

"The  provisions  of  Section  4  (corresponding  to  our  Section  5)  aro  very  compre¬ 
hensive  and  its  language  is  as  -wide  as  human  ingenuity  could  make  it.  Indeed,  it 
appears  to  me  to  embrace  the  whole  range  of  varying  degrees  of  assurance,  from  certainty 
on  the  one  side  to  the  very  limits  of  impossibility  on  the  other.  It  is  difficult  to  see 
to  what  lengths  the  operation  of  this  Section  might  not  plausibly  be  extended  by  an 
ingenious  mind-  They  would  oovtainly.  extend  to  writings  that  may  even  command 
approval.  An  attaok  on  that  degraded,  section  of  the  public  which  lives  on  the  misery 
and  shame  of  others  would  come  within  this  -wide.Bproad  net ;  the  praise  of  a  class  might 
not  be  free  from  risk.  Much  that  is  regarded  as  standard  literature  might  undoubtedly 
be  caught.” 

The  perplexities  and  embarassment  experienced  by  the  learned 
judges  of  the  Madras  High  Court  may  be  seen  from  the  discussion  of 
the' same  Section  in  Mrs-  Annie  Besant’s  case.  It  is  something  like  the

horizon  and,  all  attempts  to  get  beyond  it  would  be  futile  since  it  would 
be  found  receding  from  you  as  you  fancy  you  are  approaching  its  encir¬ 
cling  line.  Our  draftsman’s  main  idea  appears  to  have  been  to  excel 
the  British  Indian  Act  in  repressing  public  opinion.;  for,  after  serving 
the  newspapers  by  such  provisions,  he  enacts  another  original  provision, 
that  is.  Section  8,  so  that  the  people  of  the  State  may  not  be  let  alone. 
That  Section  says  that  any  person  found  in  possession  of  a  newspaper 
knowing  such  to  have  been  forfeited,  whether  he  knows  the  obnoxious 
nature  of  the  said  paper  or  not,  is  liable  to  punishment  if  he  fails  to 
surrender  such  paper  at  the  nearest  police  station  within  five  days.  Now, 
it  is  quite  possible  that  a  person  may  forget  all  about  the  existence  of  a 
newspaper  in  his  possession,  for  it  may  be  in  his  house,  office  or  among 
the. rubbish,  when  he  sees  the  notification  about  its  forfeiture.  The 
forfeiture  may  take  place  months  after  the  publication  of  the  paper 
when  one  might  have  forgotten  all  about  it.  It  may  be  in  a  person’s 
possession  without  his  knowing  it ;  for,  copies  of  newspapers  are  used  for 
a  variety  of  purposes,  such  as  packing  tilings  purchased  in  the  bazaar, 
or  bundling  records  of  a  case,  and  may  thus  be  introduced  into  one’s 
possession  without  one  knowing  anything  about  it.  All  the  same,  un¬ 
less  one  provides  oneself  with  a  polymetrical  table  showing'  the  dis¬ 
tances  of  police-stations  so  that  one  may  find  out  the  nearest  one,  and 
keeps  on  rummaging  one’s  records,  waste-paper  basket,  office  and  house, 
suspending  all  other  business  in  quest  of  tlio  forfeited  copies,  one  would 
soon  get  into  the  clutches  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  These  are 
some  sample  provisions  of  this  strange  Regulation.  Let  us  not  go 
about  this  business  like  the  village  schoolmaster,  who,  noticing  some 
disturbance  in  liis  class  and  unable  to  get  at  the  young  wag  who  created 
the  trouble,  proceeds  to  punish  the  whole  class  for  the  offence.  If  a 
paper  is  found  misbehaving,  by  all  means  deal  with  it  most  mercilessly 
under  the  general  law.  Even  the  mischievous  publications  serve  some 
useful  purposes.-  The  village  officers  and  policemen  in  the  outlying'  parts 
of  the  State  are  checked  not  so  much  by  the  Government  orders  as  by 
their  fear  for  newspaper  publications.  It  is  therefore  dangerous  to 
remove  such  safeguards  in  the  interest  of  the  purity  of  the  administration. 
As  a  writer  on  the  constitutional  history  of  England  puts  it,  while 
dwelling  on  the  liberty  of  the  press, 

‘‘The policy  of  repression  has  been  finally  discarded;  and  rulers  have  at  length  re¬ 
cognised  in  praotice  the  truth  and  wisdom  of  Lord  Bacon’s  maxim  that  ‘the  punishing 
of  wits  enhances  their  authority;  and  a  forbidden  writing  is  thought  to  be  a  ceitaiu 
spark  of  truth  that  flies  up  in  the  faces  of  them  that  seek  to  tread  it  out.” 

The  effect  of  muzzling  the  Press  is  to  encourage  flattery  of  those 
in  power  and  its  consequence  is  more  insidious  and  deleterious  on  the 
administration  thanadverse  criticism.  The  dictum  in  Carr’s  case  (State 
Trials)  that  no  man  can  say  anything  of  Government,  be  it  by  .way  of 
praise  or  censure,  is  more  reasonable  than  the  shutting  out  of  adverse 
criticism- 

.  Act  I  of,  1910,  after  all,  was  repealed  in  British  India  in  pursuance 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Repressive  Laws  Repeal  Committee 
of  which  Sir  William  Vincent,  that  staun^, an ch  formidable  champion 
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of  Government’s  interest  and  prestige,  was  also  a  member.  The  opinion 
of  that  committee  isfentitled  to  very  great  weight.  The  following  ob¬ 
servations  are  particularly  important : 

“On  an  examination  o£  the  third  aspect  of  the  case,  ri*.,  the  comparative  advantages 
and  disadvantages  of  retaining  the  Act,  we  lind  that,  while  many  local  Governments 
advocate  its  retention  in  the  intorests  of  the  administration,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Act 
is  regarded  with  bitter  hostility  by  nearly  all  shades  of  Indian  opinion.  Most  of  the 
witnesses  examined  before  believe  it  to  be  indefensible  in  principle  and  unjust  in  its 

that  legitima'o  criticism  of  Government  might  well  be  brought  within  its  scope;  that  the 
Aet  is  very  uncertain  in  its  operation;  Hurt  it  has  boon  applied  with  varying  degrees  of 
rigour  at  different  times  mul  by  different  Local  Governments,  and,  in  particular,  that 
it  has  not  been  applied  with  equal  severity  to  English  owned  and  Indian-owned  papers. 
A  general  feeling  was  also  apparent  among  the  witnesses  that  the  Apt  is  irritating  and 
humiliating  to  Indian  journalism  and  that  the  resentment  caused  by  the  measure  is  the 
more  hitter  because  of  the  great  services  rendered  to  Government  by  the  Press  in  the  IS  ar. 
Many  witnesses  indeed  are  of  opinion  that  tire  Act  is  fatal  to  the  growth  of  a  healthy 
spirit  of  responsibility  in  the  Press  and  that  it  deters  persons  of  ability  and  independmt 
character  from  joining  the  profession  of  journalism.  Finally  it  is  maintained  that  the 
Act  plaoes  in  tire  hands  of  the  Executive  Government  arbitrary  powers,  not  subject  to  ade¬ 
quate  control  by  any  independent  tribunal,  which  may  be  used  to  suppress  legitimate 
criticism  of  Government  and  that  such  a  law  is  entirely  inconsistent  with  the  spirit  of 
rlio  Reforms  Scheme  ami  the  gradual  evolution  of  Responsible  Government. 

There  is,  iu  our  judgment,  great  force  in  many  of  these  criticisms.  We  find,  as 
already  noted,  that  the  Act  has  not  proved  effective  iu  preventing  the  dissemination  of 
sedition  and  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  is  necessary  to  retain  it  for  the  purpose  of 
preventing  incitements  to  murder  and  similar  violent  crimes.  Farther,  in  view  of  the 
cogent  criticisms  made  os  to  the  principles  and  operation  of  the  Act,  we  have  come  to 
the  conclusion  that  it  would  be  in  the  interests  of  the  administration  that  it  should  he 
repealed." 

On  tlje  recommendation  of  a  committee  like  that,  I  beg  to  point 
out,  the  British  Indian  Legislature  repealed  this  particular  Press  Act. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  May  I  know 
from  my  friend  whether,  at  present,  there  is  any  provision  there  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  matter  V 

‘  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amlatapwha ):  There  is  only  the 
Princes  Protection  Act.  There  was  a  provision  in  the  Press  Act  of  1910 
with  regard  to  the  Native  Princes,  which,  owing  to  the  persistent  endea¬ 
vours  of  Sir  William  Vincent,  was  subsequently  re-enacted  as  a  sepa¬ 
rate  Act  known  as  the  Princes  Protection  Act.  Except  for  that  small 
vestige,  the  Press  Act  has  disappeared  from  British  India.  It  is  after 
the  repeal  of  that  Act  that  this  Government  have  chosen  it  as  their 
model  to  be  followed. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  How  long  did  it 
remain  on  the  Statute  Book  of  British  India  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapuzha)  ■■  It  remained  there 
for  about  ten  years,,  and  that,  as  has  been  particularly  pointed  out,  owing 
to  the  existence  of,  what  they  call,  anarchical  movements  in  Bengal. 
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It  may  thus  be  seen  that  our  Regulation,  based  on  Act  I.  of  1910, 
has  its  ground  cut  away  from  under  it,  It  is  the  fair  name  of  Her 
Highness’s  Government  and  the  liberty  of  Her  Highness’s  subjects  that 
form  the  central  issues  in  the  discussion.  Whether  a  headlong  course  of 
repression  would  conduce  to  safeguard  such  interests  is  the  question. 
My  submission  is  that  such  a  policy  is  futile  and  unacceptable.  On  the 
other  hand,  a  scrupulous  regard  of  the  existing  rights  of  the  subjects  is 
the  best  way  to  enhance  the  fair  name  and  fame  of  Her  Highness  whose 
manifold  virtues  are  the  pride  of  Her  Highness’s  subjects.  Fairness 
begets  fairness. 

It  is  therefore,  Sir,  very  difficult,  on  principle,  to  -advocate 
the  cause  of  this  particular  measure.  It  has  deprived  the  people 
of  their  rights  without  any  justification  whatsoever.  Mr.  George  was 
saying  that  we  were  pursuing  a  false  analogy.  I  say,  no.  I  must  sub¬ 
mit,  Sir,  that  there  must  be  some  justification  for  this  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Government. 

PRESIDENT:  I  cannot  allow  you  any  mere  time. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A  mlalapusha) :  I  do  not  want  to 
proceed  any  further,  Sir,  and  I  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  '  I  want  to  ask  one  question. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  I  have  no  time  and 
I  have  resumed  my  seat.  I  am  not,  therefore,  prepared  to  answer  it. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( MavehJcara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  Sir,  I  beg 
to  support  the  motion  brought  forward  before  the  House.  I  do  so.  with 
the  object  of  suggesting  that  the  Newspapers  Regulation  may  be  re¬ 
pealed. 

PRESIDENT :  You  are  out  of  order  in  suggesting  the  repeal  of  that 
piece  of  legislation ;  because  during  the  Budget  Session  we  cannot  dis¬ 
cuss  matters  of  legislation. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  C Maielikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  ■  I  believe, 
that  was  the  word  used  by  the  mover. 

PRESIDENT:  No. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  I  shall  say 
that  the  Newspapers  Regulation  should  be  withdrawn ;  and,  if  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  are  anxious  to  exercise  any  control  over  the  Press,  they  may 
place  the  matter  before  the  accredited  representatives  of  the  people.  In 
this  connection,  I  wish  to  make  it  quite  clear  that  I  do  not  in  any  harsh 
way  blame  any  of  the  officials  who  were  responsible  for  this  measure. 
They  are  human  beings  like  ourselves  and  the  circumstances  of 
their  position  might  have  led  them  to  bring  forward  such  a  measure. 
All  the  same,  when  the  mistake  is  proved  and  brought  home  to  them, 
they  ought  to  he  prepared  to  advise  the  withdrawal  of  this  measure. 

Let  us  examine  what  is  the  gist  of  the  Regulation.  It  gives 
very  large  powers  to  the  executive  officers  of  the  Government  in 
certain  matters  which  are  purely 'judicial.  These  are,  in  all  civilised 
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countries  left  to  be.  dealt  with  by  courts  of  law.  It  was  so,  here 
also,  until  the  passing'  of  this  Regulation.  No  new  offence,  in.  the 
legal  sense,  is  created  by  this  Regulation,  except  the  bringing  .into 
•hatred  and  contempt  of  any  member  of  the  Ruling  Family  of  Tra¬ 
vancore  and  the  possession  of  forfeited  copy  of  a  newspaper.  The 
prohibition  of  the  former,  though  superfluous,  will  not  in  any  way 
inconvenience  the  people  of  Travancore.  Nobody  here  wants  the 
liberty  to  bring  into  hatred  or  contempt  any  member  .of  the  'Ruling 
Family  of  Travancore,  or,  for  that  matter,  any  member  of  any  family 
whatsoever.  The  creation  of  the  offence  of  possession  of  a  forfeited 
copy  . of  a  newspaper  is  a  consequential  mischief  arising  out  of  the  great 
dangers  contained  in  this  Regulation.  I  shall  deal  only  with  one  of 
the  principal  objections  to  this  law7. 

In  my  view,  the  crowning  danger  of  this  Regulation  is  that  a 
new  and  disastrous  method  of  practically  convicting  and  punishing 
journalists,  by  Ailing  them  or  stopping  their  work,  .for  certain  well- 
recognised  legal  offences  defined  in  the  Penal  Code,  has  been  brought 
into  existence,  by  this  Regulation.  The  executive  officers  are  thereby 
given  power  to  decide  whether  a  journalist  has  committed  the . offence 
of  sedition,  promoting  class  hatred,  defamation,  or  disseminating  false 
information.  In  this  respect  I  believe  Travancore  stands  in  a  unique 
position  among  civilised  States.  It  is  not  an  enviable  one  by  any 
means.  Here,  according  to  this  unique  piece  of  executive  legislation — 
as.  it. may  be  called — the  license-fee  of  a  newspaper  can  be  forfeited 
and  its  publication  stopped,,  at  least  for  the  time  being,  merely  by  an 
executive  order.  This  is  really  a  disastrous  state  of  affairs  to  the 
Government  and  to  the  people.  I  enter  my  emphatic  protest  against 
it,  and  consider  it  my  duty,  as  a  citizen  of  this  State  and  as  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  people,  to  adopt  all  legitimate  means  to  put  an  end 
to  this  state  of  affairs.  The  people  of  this  State  have  expressed 
this  view  in  unmistakable  terms.  All  right-thinking  men'  will,  I 
am  sure,  as  soon  as  they  realise'  this  aspect  of  the  matter,  agree 
in  strongly  protesting  against  the  Regulation  as  it  is.  It  is  well-known 
that  the  executive  officers  of  this  State  are  not  under  the  control  of 
the  people  or  their  representatives.  The  only  practicable  mode  of  de¬ 
fence,  feeble  though  it  be,  available  to  the  people  against  the  injustice 
of  officials,  high  or  low,  is  the  free  ventilation  of  the  people’s  grievances 
against  the  officials  so  as  to  morally  influence  the  authorities  to  check 
the  devastations  caused  by  officials  and  influential  favourites  and  to  im¬ 
pose  a  wholesome  fear  of  publicity  and  its  consequences  on  the  officials 
and.  influential  favourites.  This  service  of  the  Press  to  the  -  people  has 
incensed  and  inconvenienced  the  generality  of  officials  and  influential 
favourites  very  much,  and  these  persons  who  have  the  power  in  their 
hands  .have- retaliated  by  means  of  this  new  Regulation.  The  machinery 
of  Government  appears  to  have  been  in  this  matter  a  mere  tool  in  the 
hands  of  the  officials  and  influential  •  favourites.  Executive  officials  yjbQ 
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hare  the  confidence  of  the  people  will  not  require  the  power  conferred 
by  this  Regulation  in  purely  judicial  matters  and  it  is  disastrous  to  arm 
the  executive  officials,  who  do  not  possess  the  confidence  of  the  people, 
with  such  power.  That  is  the  dilemma  before  us.  I  appeal  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  which  I  consider  to  be  distinguishable  from  the  officials  for 
the  time  being,  to  face  and  solve  the  problem  in  a  courageous  manner. 
Let  the  difficulties  of  the  Government  in  regard  to  newspapers,  if  any, 
be  placed  before  the  accredited  representatives  of  the  people,  and  let 
them  be  asked  to  help  in  devising  a  solution.  It  seems  to  me  to  be  not 
at  all  a  difficult  matter  to  control  the  newspapers  in  Travancore,  in  all 
legitimate  matters,  without  the  aid  of  the  present  Regulation.  I  earn¬ 
estly  request  the  Government  to  withdraw  it  and  to  establish  Responsible 
Government  in  the  countvy,  to  take  the  accredited  representatives  of 
the  people  into  the  confidence  of  the  Government  and  to  make  these 
representatives  responsible  to  the  Sovereign  and  to  the  people  for  the 
administration  of  the  State  or  at  least  for  proper  advice  in  the  matter. 
If  ways  and  means  for  better  control  of  the  newspapers  are  found 
necessary,  the  representatives  of  the  people  will  devise  them  and  work 
them,  if  allowed  to  do  so- 

No  law,  however  stringent  its  provisions  may  be,  will  secure  its 
object,  unless  those  who  administer  it  do  so  with  firmness  and  justice 
arising  from  a  good  conscience.  Under  the  present  arrangement  for  the 
government  of  the  country,  no  regulation  or  measure  of  the  Government 
will  ordinarily  be  administered  in  a  fair  and  just  manner.  If  the  old 
provisions  for  controlling  newspapers  had  been  used  by  the  Government 
officials  without  fear  or  favour,  there  would  have  been  no  occasion  even 
for  considering  the  need  for  such  a  measure  as  the  present  Regulation. 
But,  the  officials  were  and  are  incapable  of  it.  I  am  not  harsh  on  theinl 
It  is  a  consequence  of  ordinary  human  nature.  Unless  the  officials 
happen  to  be  saintly  sages  of  a  very  high  order,  they  cannot  be  expected 
to  act  better  under  the  circumstances.  The  circumstances  should  bo 
changed.  If  arrangements  are  made  for  the  control  of  the  executive  by 
the  representatives  of  the  people,  the  administration  of  the  State  will 
at  once  become  firmer  and  juster  and  breaches  of  the  law,  in  news¬ 
papers  or  elsewhere,  will  become  much  rarer  than  at  present.  Under  the 
present  circumstances,  lawlessness,  injustice  and  communal  animosi¬ 
ties  are  encouraged  by  the  examples  of  a  large  number  of.  officials,  and 
even  of  same  non-officials  who  want  official  positions  or  power.  The 
officials  shut  their  eyes  to  the  breaches  of  .the  law  if  the  breaker  of  the 
law  has  some  influential  person  to'  back  him  up.  They. find  it  more  pay¬ 
ing  and  comfortable  to  act  according  to  the  suggestions  of  their  unjust 
desires  or  of  influential  favourites  than  to  act  in  accordance  with  the 
public  interests.  The  officials  should  have  no  worldly  power  to  fear  ex¬ 
cept  the  Sovereign,  as  the  Protector  of  the  interests  of  tha  people  as 
.decided  upon  by  their  accredited  representatives.  I  say  this  as  much  in 
the  interests  of  the  officials  as  in  the  interests  of  the  general  community 
composing  the  State.  Worldly  interests  of  other  kinds,  when  they  hap¬ 
pen  to  be  contrary  to  moral  interests,  are  a  ‘delusion  and  a  snare,  andt 
Vol,  IX.  No.  8.  K 
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request  the  Government  as  the  strongest  ana  the  most  comprehensive 
organisation  for  ensuring  justice  and  the  public  good,  to  be  Wise  enough 
to  so  arrange  matters  that  ordinary  human  nature  may  not  at  every  turn 
be  subjected  to  such  delusions  and  snares.  So,  I  heartily  support  the 
motion. 

Mr.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakura  cum  Kunnaitwr)  :  Sir, 

I  have  been  closely  listening  to  the  speeches  of  the  official  members 
on  the  motion  under  discussion.  I  must  say  that  I  am  not  in  the  least 
convinced  that  they  have  made  out  a  case  in  favour  of  the  passing  of  this 
Newspapers  Regulation-  This  Regulation,  Sir,  has  caused  au  unpre¬ 
cedented  stir  all  Over  the  country  which  has  not  yet  subsided  and  which 
is  likely  to  continue.  The  unsonndness  and  impropriety  of  this  Regu- 
lation  have  been  elaborately  discussed  in  the  Press  and  on  the  platform', 
both' Within  and  without  Travancore.  I  do  not  therefore  propose  to  speak 
at  length  upon  the  merits  of  the  Regulation  and  shall  be  content  with 
being  brief. 

This  Regulation,  Sir,  is  really  an  infliction  upon  the  people  of  Tra¬ 
vancore.  It  brings  their  political  training  to  a  stand-still.  It  stifles  the 
voice  of  the  people  and  arrests  the  growth  of  public  opinion.  It  strikes 
at  the  root  of  the  liberty  of  the  people  and  the  freedom  of  the  Press. 
It  deprives  the  Government  of  the  benefit  of  public  views  on  admini¬ 
strative  measures.  It  ignores  the  existence  of  other  Regulations  that 
may  be  applied  then  and  there  as  correctives  to  the  Press.  It  removes 
the  check  put  upon  Government  officers  in  the  abuse  of  their  powers 
aud  the  neglect  of  their  duties-  It  has  brought  about  a  violent  change 
in  the  country.  Its  provisions  arc  vague  and  uncertain.  It  provides  for 
punishment  before  trial  which,  to  my  mind,  appears  to  be  strange.  It 
drags  Travancore  away  from  the  forefront  of  the  Indian  Native  States 
and  retards  her  progress-  It  is  not  creditable  to  the  country  to  have 
such  a  Regulation.  It  robs  this  House  of  its  rights  and  privileges! 
Finally,  Sir,  the  passing  of  this  Regulation  has  proved  the  necessity  for 
the.  creation,  of.  an  Executive  Council  in  the  State.  With  these  words, 

I  strongly  support  the  motion. 

MR.  K  !.  JOSEPH  {Minaohil  cum  Devicolam)  :  Are  there  not  suffici¬ 
ent  provisions  in  the  Regulation  to  safeguard  fair  criticism  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kottamham  cum  ICunmitur) :  A 
reading  of  the  Regulation  will  enlighten  the  member  on  the  matter. 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Pantr ) :  Has  the  time-limit  to  the  speeches  of 
members  been  extended-?  - 

-  -  Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  {Minaohil  cum  Devicolam )  :■  Can  the  discussion 
on  this  .matter  continue  beyond  two  and  a  half  hours,  the  time  allotted 
for  the  demand  ? 

:  PRESIDENT  :  I  will  give  the  House  a  little  more  time,  but  not  too 
much  more. 

Mr.  K.  1/  JOSEPH '  {Minachil  turn'  Devicolam):  I  think  all  the 
members  wlip  wish  to-speak  on  the  subject  will  be  given  an  opportupitjc 
tb  speak,  "  ’ 
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'MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  Am  I  to  understand  that  the 
President  has  allowed  more  time  than  what  had  been  allotted  for  the 
Demand '? 

..  .  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  said  so  twice  already,  Mr.  Thomas. 

MR.  T.  KUMAR  A  PILLAI  ( Kalhulam  cum  I'llavmkocl)  :  ffltc^jcb

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ohanganaoherj  cum  Peer-made )  :  -Sir*  I 
wish  to  speak  a  few  words  on  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  I  believe 
the  newspapers  are  a  source  through  which  the  opinions  of  individu¬ 
als  are  circulated  throughout  the  country.  The  exhortations  and  the 
opinions  expressed  in  newspapers  are  taken  to  heart  by  members  of  the 
public  and  it  is  from  these  newspapers  that  the  people  of  the  State"  get 
their  information  about  the  doings  of  the  officers  of  Government  .and; 
also  about  the  policy  adopted  by  the  Government  with  regard  to  their 
activities.  Undoubtedly  then,  this  great  power  which  the  newspapers 
possess  has  t,o  be  exercised  very  carefully. ,  The  trust  vested  in  the 
newspapers  is  a  sacred  one.  Any  violation  of  that  frust,  I  submit,  is 
fraught  with  great  consequences.  •  If,  therefore,  the  newspapers  do  not 
restrict  themselves  within  reasonable  bounds,  who  is  to  regulate  them  > 
I.say  it  is  the  duty  of  the.  Sovereign,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to 
frame  rules  and  regulations  to  control  the  unlimited  license  that  news¬ 
papers  may  at  timesgo  to  take  upon  themselves  to  exercise.  I  believe  it 
will  not  be  denied  that  some  newspapers  in  Travancore  have  been  trans¬ 
gressing  beyond  all  reasonable  limits  and  have  been  giving  publication 
to  ideas,  the  lowness  of  which  and  the  vulgarity  of  the  language  employ¬ 
ed  by  which  are  facts  well-known  to  the  public. ,  When  the  .Oh ief  Secre¬ 
tary  and  the  Additional  Head  Sirkar  Vakil  referred  to  some  newspapers 
in  their  possession  and  saad  that  the  obscenity  of  the  language  employed 
would  be  shameful  to  be  read  in  public,  I  believe  none  of  the  members  of 
this  Council  asked  them  to  read  those  papers  to  this  House.  It  may  there¬ 
fore. be  taken  for  granted  that  such  publications  have  been  in  abundance 
and  that  they  have  been  really  scurrilous  and  that  the  members  of  this 
House  know  them  to  he  such. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (VhirayMii) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  .  member  can  give  us  approximately  the  number  of  such  pnbli- 
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Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanaehery  cum  Peermade) :  I  thank 
myself  that  I  do  not  know  the  names  of  all  these  newspapers. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinMI)  :  I  do  not  want  the 
names. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade)  :  Neither 
have  I  taken  an  account  of  the  newspapers  ;  but  the  impression  created 
in  the  country  on  account  of  the  loathsomeness  of  the  language  used  by 
the  newspapers  is  a  fact  known  to  all.  While  I  have  been  talking  to 
some  of  my  friends  about  the  curious  idea  held  by  certain  sections  of 
the  people  that  the  world  will  come  to  an  end  very  soon,  an  assertion  was 
made  that,  within  a  few  years,  the  world  will  really  come  to  an  end,  one 
of  the  members  who  took  part  in  the  conversation  exclaimed  that  he 
would  be  very  glad.  When  I  questioned  him  as  regards  his  attitude, 
his  reply  was  that  the  world  will  be  rid  of  the  newspapers  in  Tra- 
vaneore.  Whatever  be  the  number  of  newspapers  which  used  such 
language,  it  is  the  dissemination  of  these  publications  that  causes 
society  to  be  really  apprehensive.  Even  one  paper,  I  would  submit,  if  it 
is  circulated  throughout  the  whole  of  Travancore  is  sufficient  to  cause 
serious  effect.  Therefore  much  cannot  be  deduced  from  the  number  of 
such  newspapers. 

The  attacks  made  in  these  papers  may  be  classified  under  three 
heads.  Eirst  of  all,  these  attacks  are  upon  the  Government  and  members 
of  Government.  Secondly,  upon  individuals  of  the  public  ;  and  thirdly, 
upon  communities  and  sections  of  the  people.  I  shall  refer  only  to  one 
ot  these,  that  is,  the  last.  Everybody  will  admit  that  the  prosperity  of 
the  country  will  depend  upon  the  peace  it  enjoys  and  that  a  country 
cannot  enjoy  peace  if  the  component  parts  of  the  nation  are  warring 
with  one  another.  Before  newspapers  grew  in  this  country  like  mush¬ 
rooms — I  can  boldly  make  this  statement — the  several  communities  in 
this  country  were  living  on  very  cordial  terms.  But,  unhappily  for  us, 
on  account  of  several  causes  some  of  which  have  been  already  alluded 
to  by  the  Chief  Secretary,  newspapers  began  to  be  published  in  numbers 
which  the  country  could  not  contain.  It  was  soon  followed  by  com¬ 
munal  tension  and  we  need  not  go  very  far  to  see  what  the  results  would  ' 
be  if  these  communal  feuds  are  allowed  to  go  on.  Sir,  look  at  the 
case  of  Bengal.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  it  was  the  Vernacular 
Press  of  the  country  and  the  articles  published  in  those  newspapers  that 
were  responsible  mainly  for  the  present  situation  there.  I  would  again, 
ask,  Sir,  to  see  that  such  publications  are  not  made  in  any  of  the  news¬ 
papers  here. 

MR.M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  the  communal  tension  which  he  refers  to  is  not  due  to  the, 
result  of  agitation  for  communal  representation  in  the  service  ? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade):  If  any 
answer  is- wanted,  I  would  say  that  it  was  not  on  account  of  communal’ 
representation  in  public  service,  because,  communal  representation,  in 
my  view,  instead  of  creating  communal  tension  will  only  do  away  with  it. 

,  MR.  K.  I.. JOSEPH  (Mmaclml  cum  Devioolam) :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  papers  create  materials  for  communal  tension  or 
whether  they  are  only  making  comments  on  existing  facts  ? 
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Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghangmachenj  cum  Peermade )  :  They  da 
both;  It  is  a  calamity  which  cannot  be  averted  in  any  other  manner 
fchanby  preventing  such  publication  in  newspapers  and  it  is  why  I  em¬ 
phatically  stated  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Sovereign  and  the  Government 
to  see  that  such  publications  are  not  made  in  this  country.  I  would 
therefore  not  only  not  condemn  the  passing  of  the  measure,  but  would 
congratulate  the  Government  for  having  been  cautious  enough  to  see 
beforehand  that  a  Regulation  which  prevents  fights  and  feuds  in  the 
State  has  been  passed.  . 

Sir,  several  objections  have  been  raised  with  regard  to  the  News¬ 
papers  Regulation.  However,  nobody  denied  the  fact  that  the  language 
vised  by  some  of  the  papers  deserved  that  these  should  be  controlled. 
The  first  objection  raised  was  with  regard  to  the  method  of  pro¬ 
mulgation.  Although  the  Chief  Secretary  and  the  Additional  Head 
Sirkar  Vakil  refused  to  give  any  particular  reason  why  the  power  of  the 
Sovereign  was  resorted  to .  directly  rather  than  the  power  of  the  Legis¬ 
lative  Council,  I  may  again  point  out  to  you,  Sir,  that  the  method 
used  as  regards  the  promulgation  of  this  Regulation  has  been  com¬ 
mendable.  To  bring  into  this  Council  a  Regulation  of  the  sort  which 
has  been  passed  would  result  in  the  publication  of  matters  which  arc 
beyond  the  ambit  of  this  Council.  Publications  against  the  Government 
bordering  on  sedition  will  have  to  be  referred  to  and  a  discussion 
about  those  articles  in  this  Council  would  be  out  of  place.  Any  reference 
to  the  Sovereign  and  any  attack  on  the  Sovereign  are  matters  outside 
the  Council  and  comments  on  such  attacks  on  the  conduct  of  the 
Sovereign  are  also  beyond  the  ambit  of  the  Council. 

Mr  K  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinlil)  :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  a  single  instance  in  which  the  Sovereign  was  attacked  ? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changamohery  cum  Peermade)  :  There 
are  instances. 

,  .  MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinkU)  v  May  I  know  from  the 
member  definitely  so  that  I  may  have  an  occasion  to  look  and  search  ? 

.Mr.  T.  J..  MATTHEW  ( Ohanganachery  cum  Peermade)  s  I  am 
sure,  that  any  member  of  this  Council  will  be  able  to  fix  bis  finger  upon 
suph  publications.  But,  for  reasons  stated  by  the  Chief  Secretary,  T 
would  also  wish  that  such  publications  are  not  read  publicly  in  this 
Council  because  the  insinuations  contained  in  those  papers  are  so'  bad, 
so.  heart-rending;  I  would  rather  be  subjected  to  any  calamity  than  read 
them  out  to  any  man; 

. .  MR,  K.  I,  JOSEPH  ( Minaehii  cum  Devicolam)  i  Will  Mr,  Matthew 
give  us  the  reference  so  that  we  may  read  them  for  ourselves  ? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chang  anaehery  cum  Peermade)  :  .When 
persons  who  had  brought  those  papers  to  this  House  and  made  the  state¬ 
ments  that  they  were  in  their  possession,  my  friend  refused  to  question 
them.  The  attacks  upon  the  communities  also  are  not  subjects  that  are 
properly  coming  within  the  discussion  of  the  Council.  That  instead  of 
preventing  communal,  feuds  would .  only  increase  them,  and  I  would 
therefore  congratulate  the  Government  for  not  having  brought  this  Re¬ 
gulation  in  this  Gounoil  where  the  discussion  as  regards  its-merits  and 
demerits  would  have  tended  to  develop  communal  tension, 
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MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Qmlun)  :  May  I 
know  from  the  member  whether  the  oft-repeated  agitation  for  communal 
representation  in  the  service  and  the  discussion  in  this  House  tend  to 
smoothen  or  increase  communal  tension  ? 

MR.  T;  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ghauganaclurn  cum  Veenm'-de)  :  1  am  Very 
sorry  that  my  friend  Mr.  Parainesvaran  Billai  places  the  discussion  in 
the  Council  relating  to  communal  representation  on  a  level  with  the 
dirty  publications  in  the  newspapers  consisting  of  virulent  attacks  upon 
the  religion,  religious  institutions  and  all  that  a  community  considers 
sacred.  Another  objection  that  was  raised  in  this  House  was  that  there 
was  the  Penal  Code  and  that  there  was  no  necessity  of  having  recourse  to 
another  legislation.  The  objectors  say  that  'the  Penal  Code  is  wide 
enough  to  reach  at  the  persons  who  have  been  the  authors  of  the  publi¬ 
cations.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  has  not  created  new  ofl'ences,  but  has 
only  prescribed  a  new  procedure.  The  new  procedure  consists  in  taking 
action  against  the  authors  of  the  newspapers  in  a  summary  way  with¬ 
out  following  the  procedure  laid  down  in  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (fihirayinKt)  :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  it  is  his  opinion  that  no  new  offence  is  created  by  the 
Regulation  ? 

Mr.T.J.  MATTHEW  {(Putnyunitchery  cum  Peenmde):  tSome  tech¬ 
nical  offences  have  been  created  by  this  Regulation,  for  example,  the 
possession  of  papers  with  regard  to  which  a  notification  of  forfeiture  has 
been  published . 

Mr.  K-  I.  JOSEPH  [M ritac’iil  cum l)eei  volant) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  circulation  of  false  information  is  only  a  technical  offence  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Regulation? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  {Changa, hackery  cum  Peenmde) :  No  circula¬ 
tion  has  been  made  an  offence  by  this  Regulation  ;  it  only  empowers  the 
Government  to  cancel  the  license,  that  is  all.  As  regards  the  summary 
way  adopted  by  the  Government  to  deal  with  these  papers,. I  have  to  state 
that  that  is  the  only  course  that  can  be  adopted  under  the  circumstances. 
I  would  again  refer  to  the  case  of  Bengal.  Bengal  has  been  wriggling 
under  the  calamities  of  communal  feuds  and  very  many  riots  have  taken 
place.  We  have  read  in  the  papers  that  editors  of  newspapers  are  being 
prosecuted  and  convicted  But  the  mischief  had  already  been  done. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Qitilon):  May  I 
know  from  the  .member  whether  it  is  not  due  to  religious  differences,  and 
that  it  is  not  due  to  differences  in  regard  to  the  representation  in  service? 

Mr .  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Clianganaalienj  cum  Peer-made)  i  Differences 
in  religion  existed  for  more  than  a  thousand  years  and  these  communi¬ 
ties  were  getting  .on  remarkably  well. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Q-uilon) :  Does 
Mr.  Matthew  say  that  the  feuds  have  been  existing  for  several  years? 

Mr,‘.  T,  J.  MATTHEW  (Changmaehery  cum  Peermade)  '•  .May-hart# 
been  existing.  .  . 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Arnbalapuzha)  .-  May  I  know  when 
those  were  brought  into  existence? 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanaehery  emu  Peermade) :  lam  not 
aware  of  the  particular  year.  Prosecutions  for  spreading  communal 
rancour  are  therefore  ineffective  in  so  far  as  tfcey  can  be  resorted'to 
'  only  after  the.  event.  The  elaborate  procedure  contemplated  by  the 
'  Criminal  Procedure  Code  is  not  suited  to  serve  the  purpose  intended 
'bv  the  Regulation  in  question.  Therefore,  what  I  say  is  that  it  is  to 
prevent  calamities  that  summary  proceedings  are  contemplated  by  the 
Regulation.  Then,  as  regards  the  new  offences  created  by  this  Regulation, 
my  friend  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  referred  to  the  possession  of  any  news¬ 
paper  that  has  been  proscribed  under  the  Regulation.  The  sec¬ 
tion  which  refers  to  that  says  that  a  copy  of  the  paper  must  be  possessed 
after  knowing  that- a  notification  had  been  published  with  regard  to  that. 
The  word  “possession”  does  not  simply  mean  that  if  a  paper  is  found 
anywhere  near  the  man  or  anywhere  in  the  house  he  will  be  punished. 
Possession  in  this  case  implies  two  things.  The  first  is  the  custody  of 
the  paper  and  the  second  the  knowledge  that  it  is  a  paper  with  regard 
to  which  a  notification  had  been  published  under  Section  7  of  the 
Regulation. 

.  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  Is  it  after  the  ful¬ 
filment  of  these  conditions  that  the  Police  will  be  taking  action? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Chanijanaehery  cum  Peermade)  :  I  am  em¬ 
phatically  of  opinion,  Sir,  that  this  Newspapers  Regulation  is  a  harbinger 
of  peace  for  the  land,  and,  as  such,  I  would  welcome  it  whole-heartedly. 

MR.  K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (.Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
Sir,  one  of  the  greatest  of  philosophers  has  uttered  a  warning  that  half 
truths  are  always  more  dangerous  than  positive  lies.  To-day,  a  series  of 
"confident  assertions  and  general  statements  have  been  made  on  the  sub- 
ject.under  discussion  by  members  in  this  House.  Now,  several  half 
truths  generally  flourish  in  an  artificial  atmosphere  just  as  gold  to  which 
some  alloy  is  added  may  shine  brighter  in  the  artificial  light  of  night. 
Similarly,  here  when  we  are  discussing  the  subject  in  a  very  great 
hurry  and  when  statements  made  cannot  be  thoroughly  analysed  and 
its  defects  pointed  out,  it  is  very  often  easy  for  members,  especially 
those  who  are  trained  speakers,  to  utter  half  truths  and  pass  them  for  in¬ 
controvertible  truths.  It  would  be  very  eminently  desirable  in  making 
such  statements  to  consider  whether  there  are  not  other  sides  of  the 
case  and  whether  one  represents  all  sides  of  the  question.  In  listening 
.to  a  series  of  positive  statements  made  by  my  friends  on  this  side,  I  was 
wondering  and  noting  down  certain  aspects  of  the  question  which 
apparently  did  not  come  to  their  notice.  Now,  it  is  a  common  assum¬ 
ption  that  the  Government- in  passing  this  Regulation  has  been  using 
or-  misusing  their  power  so  that  it  may  he  charged  with  tyranny  and 
an  improper  use  of  power.  It  is  customary  to  speak  of  the  Sovereign 
"or  constituted  Government  as  alone  capable  of  tyranny.  It  is  pot 
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generally  considered  that  a  vast  mass  of  the  people  sometimes  organised 
by  cunning  schemers  can  also  be  made  to  exercise  tyranny  in  a  more 
effective  and  a  more  cruel  manner  than  king's  or  Governments, 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PH-LAI  (.Ambalapuzha) :  Arethese  half  truths 
or  whole  truths? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commctce  and  Industry,  North)-. 
I  never  put  forward  that  they  are  final  truths.  I  never  say  that  they  are 
axiomatic  truths.  I  put  forward  these  things  in  order  to  serve  as.  a 
help  to  arrive  at  a  final  conclusion  on  these  matters.-  As  a  reoent  exam¬ 
ple,  I  will  quote  an  instance  which  occurred  in  England,  England  is 
a  country  where  they  have  liberty  of  the  Press,  The  result-  was 
that,  during  the  coal  strike,  a  large  majority  of  the  organized  workers 
wanted  to  stifle  the  whole,  community  and  one  who  is  not  an -un¬ 
sympathetic  critic  of  the  labour  movement,  has  offered  the  following 
remarks :  - 

"  Th'o  freedom  of  the  Press  was  established  as  part  of  the  right  of  every  oitizeu  to 
print,  whatever  ho  pleases,  aubjeot  to  legal  safeguards  against  abuses.  It  has  to  booou- 
.  uaded  mi  the  same  grounds  as  'liberty  of  speeoli,  and  similarly  conditioned.  The  issue 
was  liberty  of  thought  which  involved  its  free  expression  in  opinion.  But  newspapers 
are  more  than  organs  of  opinion.  They  profess  to  furnish  tho  facts  upon  which  opinion 
may  be  formed ;  and  in  political  matters  their  freedom  is  chiefly  to  be  defended  as  a  part 
of  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  know  relevant,  facts.  If  these  he  habitually  distorted  or 
suppressed,  if  the  public  do  not-  find  in'  its  newspaper  an  honest  and  dispassionate 
show  of  news,  any  concern  for  liberty  of  printing  must  evidently  decline.”' 

Now  that  is  an  aspect  which  I  am  sure  will  be  taken  into  consideration 
by  all  of  us  in  arriving,  at  a  solution  on  this  question.  The  Government 
have  been  again  and  again  admonished  to  take  public  opinion  into  con¬ 
sideration.  I  wonder  what  is  the  real  public  opinion  about  any  subject. 
It  may  be  thought -that  I  am  giving  one  kind  of  opinion  and  my  friends 
another.  .  In  taking  public  opinion,  I  wish  to  draw  -the  attention  of  the 
House  to  a  well-known  practice, .  perfected  by  western  people,  and  in 
which  we  Indians  are  also'  being  initiated,  /.  c„  an  organisation  for  .  creat¬ 
ing  delusions.  One  classical  example  of  this  Was  when  a  famous  syndi¬ 
cate  of  newspapers  run  by  a  most  wealthy  American  gentleman  sent 
'  a  band  of  newspaper  reporters  to  the  Spanish  colonies  and  told  them 
that  by  the  time  they  reached  the  place  he  would  organise  a  war 
against  Spain/  The  Spanish  American  War  Was  brought  about 
in  this  way.  It  is :  almost  a  matter  of  history,  Then  again, 
‘we.  say  :  that  liberty  is  >  very  good  thing.  Such  a  possibility  must 
•  be  taken  into  account.  Alter  all,  where  is  the  country  .where  you 
'have  liberty  in  its  completest  ’  form  ?  Liberty  is  undoubtedly  a  good 
thing,  but  it  must  be  gradually  perfected  along  with  the  growth  of  other 
qualities  in  the  community.  If  a  little  child  is  entrusted  with,  a 
weapon — 
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MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ):  May  I  know  whether 
liberty  should  be  checked  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and,  Industry,  North): 
.Certainly,  it  should  be  checked,  as  Mr.  Panikkar  knows  when  students 
do  not  submit  to  authority.  When  it  runs  into  wrong  channels,  it 
should  be  checked. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  Only  when  it  goes  in 
wrong  channels. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  f Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 

■  Certainly,  I  suppose,  it  is  the  right  of  a  teacher  to  insist  upon  a  particu¬ 
lar  line  of  action  when  it  has  been  the  position  of  the  student  to  insist, 
upon  a  different  line  of  action.  I  suppose  Mr.  Panikkar.  may  remember 
his  old  school  days  when  he  insisted  upon  a  broad  line  of  action  and  I  as  a 
teacher  had  a  right  to  insist  upon  another.  But  he  had  to  take  my 
■authority.  I  was  going  to  say  liberty  in  its  completed. shape  cannot  be 
claimed  or  enjoyed  at  one  jump.  It  is  a  thing  that  gradually  grows. 
We  all  know  that  in  England  and  in  America  liberty  lias  only  gradually 
grown.  We  cannot  have  it  here  in  the  same  measure  unless  the  neces¬ 
sary  conditions  are  equally  developed.  I  say  a  little  boy  should  not  be 
entrusted  with  a  sharp  weapon  or  a  mad  man  with  a  loaded  gun  because 
they  will  prove  dangerous  to  others.  Similarly,  when  we  speak  of  liberty, 
I  am  wondering  what  is  the  kind  of  liberty  that  we  speak  of.  The  liberty 

■  that  we  speak  of,  I  -suppose,  may  be  the  liberty  as  we  find  it  in  England. 
After  all,  making  duo  allowance,  I  think  England  is  a  country  where 
liberty  may  be  found  in  its  purest  form.  But  was  the  kind  of  liberty 
which  ...England  enjoys  obtained  by  merely  asking  for  it  or  by  merely  a 
few  years’  agitation?  It  is  a  liberty  as  we  all  know  that  has  been  secured 
by  hundreds  of  years  of  preparation,  by  hundreds  of  years  of  suffering 
and  which  has  grown  from  precedent  to  precedent.  Sometimes,  people 
liiay  ask  “  England  has  found  such  liberty  useful  and  why  should  ,we 
wait?”  I  say,  it  is  in  order  to.  make  ourselves  fit  for  it.  Certain 
persons  might  be  enjoying  certain  things ;  that  is  no  reason  why 
we  may  also  have  them.  Why  should  my  son  be  allowed  equal 
liberty  with  me  in  certain  things,  it  may  be  money  or  other  things  ? 
-Similarly,  like  money  or  weapons,  any  other  possession  must  be  given 

according  to  the  capacity  of  the  person  who  has  to  enjoy  it. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambakqm.’sha) :  Who  is  to  curtail 
liberty?  ........ 

MR;  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Co, n. none  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Just  as  a  father  curtails  the  liberty  of  the  sons,  the  teacher,  that  of  the 
student,  so  also  in  this  our  imperfect  world,  constituted  Governments 
'  have  to  curtail  in  some  respects  our  liberty.  The  thing  is  that  the  two 
are  acting  and  reacting.  The  High  Court  may  pronounce  a  final  judg¬ 
ment,  hut. there  must  be  a  cultured  public  opinion  in  the  country  which 
.  must  slowly  influence  the  High  Court.  As  to  what  is  the  last  word  or  who 
is  the  final  authority,  and  all  that,  if  you  go  on  asking  such  questions,,  it 
will  be  arguing,  in  a  vicious  circle.  I  do  not  therefore  want  to  be 
driven  to  a  corner  by  so  .  sharp  a  lawyer  as  Mr.  Narayaua  Pillai, 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzhu) :  I  beg  my  friend’s 
pardon.;  I  want  to  ask  him  one  more  question.  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Maaimen  Mappillai  wants  to  curtail  the  liberty  of  the  Government? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry, i  North): 
Well,  that  is  what  we  are  doing.  By  all  constitutional  means  what  we 
are  doing  in  this  House  is  to  curtail  the  liberty  of  the  Government.  We 
criticise  the  Government  and  we  criticise  the  officers  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Every  effort  of  organised  community  is  to  curtail  the  liberties 
of  constituted  Government,  so  that  the  Government  might  be  surrender¬ 
ing  gradually  some  of  their  powers  until  finally  the  people  gain  a  full 
measure  of  their  power.  But  it  should  not  be  said  that  the  Govern-' 
ment  should  be  deprived  of  that  power  at  one  step  and  that  the  people, 
should  be  immediately  given  the  whole  of  the  power  exercised  by 
the  Government.  Let  us,  first  of  all,  prepare  ourselves.  Now,  if  a 
person  purchases  costly  furniture  for  his  house  before  he  had  the 
wherewithal  to  build  the  house,  I  think,  that  will  be  considered  to 
be  an  unwise  course.  Similarly,  let  us  consider  the  kind  of  people  we 
have  got  in  India ;  the  communal  tensions,  the  wide  difference  in  intel¬ 
lectual  and  social  outlook.  Let  us  by  all  means  try  on  our  part  to  get 
more  and  more  freedom.  But  let  us  also  along  with  that  try  to  make 
ourselves  more  and  more  fit  to  be  recipients  of  this  freedom. 
Liberty  is  therefore  very  good,  but  let  us  also  know  the  price  at  which 
liberty  has  been  won  and  also  the  manner  in  which  it  has  been  won. 
Let  us  all  think  of  this  aspect  before  we  think  of  the  complete 
subjugation  of  the  Government. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavvlikara  cum  Kurtikajjalh)  :  Is  it  not 
natural  for  us  to  protest  when  we  are  deprived  of  the  liberty  we  were 
enjoying? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North):  I 
think  it  is  'perfectly  natural  for  us  to  protest  against  such  deprivation 
and  also  to  require  that  more  liberty  to  be  given  to  us. 

Another  thing  that  I  should  like  to  point  out  is  that  excess  in  one 
direction  always  provokes  excess  in  the  other  direction.  An  instance  in 
point  is  the  famous  example  of  the  French  Bevolution,  where,  owing  to 
the  tyranny  of  the  governing  class,  the  people  simply  ran  in  the  opposite 
direction  and  committed  excesses  in  the  name  of  liberty.  That  is  what 
we  now  find  in  Buusia.  The  people  there  in  the  name  of  the  pro* 
letariat  are  committing  unmeasurable  excesses  and  atrocities.  . 

MR;  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  I  ask  Mr.  Mammen 
Mappillai  whether  this  argument  does  not  cut  both  ways  ?  '  I . 

MR.  R.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :,,  it 
do  not'  say  that  it  does  not.  My  point  is  that  the  arguments 
which  he  and  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  brought  forward  would  cut  both 
ways. '  That  is  all.  I  do  not  consider  at  all  that  the  side  which  I  am 
now  placing  before  the  House  is  the  only  side.  I  again  and  again  repeat 
that  I  do  not  present  these  views  as  final  truths.  I  only  say  that  the  as¬ 
pect  which  I  present  also  should  be  taken  into  account  in  arriving  at  a 
final  conclusion  on  the  subject;  .  Here  is  a  well-armed  man  with  loaded 
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pistols.  Suppose  there  are  some  boys  who  are  going  near  him  and  abus¬ 
ing  him  and  also  throwing  stones  at  him  and  trying  to  provoke  him. 
Finally,  if  the  man  in  a  fit  of  temper  takes  his  pistol  and  shoots  some  of 
the  boys— of  course  it  is  very  bad  for  the  grown  up  man  and  surely  he 
will  be  punished  for  that — is  there  not  something  to  be  said  in  mitiga¬ 
tion  of  his  offence  ?  During  the  last  few  years,  I  have  been  reading 
the  kind  of  newspapers  that  we  have  here,  and  many  of  us  must  have 
felt  that  they  were  passing  all  limits.  But  very  few  had  the  courage  to 
say  so  openly. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  uum  Devioulam ):  May  I  ask  the 

member  whetherthe  Government  also  was  in  a  fit  of  anger  about  this? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  I 
do  not  know  the  mind  of  the  Government  on  this  question.  For  that, 
he  must  address  the  Government. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Government  have  been  committing  excesses. 
But  when  we  are  on  our  side  criticising  the  Government  and  the  Sover¬ 
eign  and  the  agents  of  the  Sovereign — we  must  also  remember  that  they 
arc  invested  with  power  and  that  if  we  misuse  the  power  of  public  opinion, 
it  may  he  the  power  of  using  invectives — in  order  to  inconvenience  the 
Government,  to  stultify  the  Government  and  to  make  it  impossible  for 
the  Government  to  function  properly,  let  us  also  remember  that  they 
can  as  well  use  the  great  power  entrusted  into  their  hands.  The 
Government  are  occasionally  bursting  the  limits  and  improperly  using 
their  power;  but  it  will  not  be  seemly  for  us  to  protest  against  the 
action  of  the  Government  while  we  have  been  observing  absolute 
silence  about  the.  excesses  of  newspapers.  Let  us  see,  as  Mr. 
Changanachery  Parameswaran  Pillai  has  said,  whether  our  brethren, 
the  press-men,  have  been  doing  their  duties  properly  and,  if  they 
are  not  doing  their  duties  properly,  let  us  try  to  organise  public 
opinion  in  a  proper  way.  It  is  so  difficult  now-a-days  for  a  person 
to  give  expression  to  an  unpopular  opinion  for  fear  'he  should  be 
pilloried.  If  anybody  has  given  any  expression  to  such  sentiments, 
it  was  only  in  isolated  cases.  Conditions  here  are  very  much  unlike 
those  in  England.  Suppose  somebody  has  done  a  mischief  in  a  street 
and  he  is  running  away.  The  public  in  England  has  been  so  educated 
that  the  people  who  see  the  man  will  be  all  running  after  him  to 
arrest  him.  That  kind  of  organised  work  is  a  thingwhich  is  very  rare  in 
our  country.  W e  all  allow  ourselves  to  run  with  the  current  and  to  speak 
with  the  loudest  talkers,  so  that,  wemay  not  get  their  opprobrium  even  if 
we;  do  not  get  their  popularity.  I  think  my  friends  may  not  admit  that 
they  themselves  are  guilty  of  that  charge ;  but  I  cannot  help  thinking 
that  often-times  they  must  have  been  deterred  by  the  fear  that  they 
would  be  incurring  unnecessary  odium.  That  kind  of  fear  of  organised 
tyranny  is  a  very  serious  matter  and  it  is  necessary  that  we  should  try 
to  counteract  such  deleterious  influence.  The  capacity  to  resist  what 
I  described  as  organised  delusions  even  in  England  and  America  has 
been  very  limited.  We  are  now  often  complaining  that  people  in 
England  are  organising  delusions  about  Indian -affairs  so  that  the 
people  in  England  may  not  have  a  correct  idea  of  the  Indian  situation, 
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PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  I 
have  only  begun  the  introduction  to  the  subject. 

PRESIDENT  :  You  have  spoken  for  seventeen  minutes  already. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North ) :  ■  I 
have  put  down  several  points  in  my  notes  to  be  placed  before  the  House. 
The  chief  reason  why  there  has  been  so  much  agitation  about  the 
Newspapers  Regulation 1  is  that  we  confuse  two  particular  issues,  the 
right  of  the  Sovereign  to  the  law-making  powers  and  also  the  nature  of 
the  law  itself.  Now,  if  we  consider  the  two  separately  and  view  them 
in  the  proper  perspective,  all  this  criticism  would  lose  much  of  its  force. 
If  we  find  fault  with  the  law-making  powers  of  the  Sovereign,  I  think 
that  is  a  very  unfair  criticism,  because  that  right  has  never  been 
surrendered.  It  has  been  continuously  used,  and  as  remarked  by  the 
Law  Member,  this  very  House  in  which  we  conduct  our  deliberations 
is  a  result  of  that  power.  But  let  us  try  to  represent  to  the  Sovereign 
that  this  must  be  gradually  surrendered.  Why  should  we  now  say 
that  it  is  a  new  thing,  an  unheard-of  thing,  a  thing  altogether  unjusti¬ 
fiable  ?  Besides,,  this  pow’er  has  -been  used  many  times,  a  hundred 
times  I  may  say,  in  almost  every  other  State  in  the  whole  of  India. 
I  have  got  the  Mysore  provisions  hero,  ten  times  more  drastic  than  our 
present  Regulation.  I  think  that  every  one  of  us  should  have  studied 
the  Mysore  Regulation  before  criticising  the  Travancore  Regulation. 
It.  is  very  much  more  drastic.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  other  Native 
State  in  the  whole  of  India  that  allows  more  liberty  to  the  people.  We 
have  got  much-more  liberty  than  what  other  people.in  India  are  getting. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghicayinhil) :  Is  it  his  opinion  that 
because  Mysore  has  got  a  very  drastic  measure,  Travancore  also  should 
have  one  like  it  ?  -  ,  ■  ■ 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (C'o/M-niertc  and  .  Industry,  North) :  I 
do  not  say  so.  I  only  desire  that  we  should  find  out  what  is  feasible 
by  comparison  of  What  is  obtaining  in  other  countries. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dcvieolam ) :  May  I  know  whether 
in  his  opinion  the  method  of  promulgation  also  is  commendable  ? 

,  MR.  K.  C,  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  CCojm/ic/'ce  and  Industry,  North)  :  If 
\  he  asks  my  opinion  about  it,  I  should  like  to  say  that  I,  for  my  part, 
would  leave  it  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Government. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.- PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  .  May 
I  assltMr.  Mainmen  Mappillai  to  point  out  one  other  instance  in  which, 
since  the-ipromnlgation  of  the  Legislative  Council  Regulation  in  10$1, 
this  independent;  power  of  legislation  on  matters  within  the  .purview  of 
the  Legislative- Council  was  exercised  by  the  Sovereign  ?  i 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North).'. 
_  Before  the  Legislative  Council  came  into  force,  it  was  the  Sovereign’s 
power  that  was  used.  After-  the  Legislative  Council  was  brought  into 
:  existence,  the  Sovereign  expressly  reserved  the  power  to  make  laws..,-..,, 
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MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  WhirayinMl) May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  in  Mysore  the  Press  Law  was  passed  by  the  exercise 
of  the  Royal  prerogative  or  by  the  Council  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPP1LLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North ) :  It 
was-  in  exercise  of  the  Royal  prerogative.  It  is  still  in  existence.  Of 
course,  this  is  not  a  power  which  is  every  day  being  used ;  but  when¬ 
ever  the  executive  thinks  that  there  is  occasion,  the  power  is  ready 
there  to  be  used.  As  we  know,  during  the 'last  few  years— I  need  not 
mention  specific  instances — the  power  was  there  and  on  occasions  far 
less  justifiable  it  has  been  made  use  of  by  the  Government. 

PRESIDENT ;  I  think  you  must  give  others  an  opportunity  to  speak, 
MR.  TARIATU  KUNJITOMMAN  (Mnvattupnaha  cum  Todnpwsha)-.

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  I  beg  to  oppose  the  motion  that 
has  been  brought  forward  by  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  I  must  also 
agree  that,  on  considerations  of  abstract  principles,  the  passing  of  such  a 
Regulation  cannot  be  justified.  In  the  course  of  the  discussion  on  com¬ 
munal  representation  we  had  occasion  to  see  that,  considered  from  ah 
ideal  and  abstract  standpoint,  communal  representation  in  public 
service  or  in  representative  assemblies  is  not  desirable.  But  taking 
things  as  they  are  in  our  imperfectly  organised  societies,  we  are  obliged, 
as  a  matter  of  compromise,  to  accept  the  principle  of  communal  repre¬ 
sentation.  In  the  same  way,  ideally,  it  is  desirable  that  all  persons  in 
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the  State  should  have  the  privilege  of  speaking  or  publishing  or  writing 
what  they  think  without  any  previous  license  being  acquired  for  it.  Yet, 
under  the  present  condition  of  society,  it  is  sometimes  desirable  to 
have  such  Begulations  restraining  the  freedom  of  individuals  or 
organisations. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  (Ambalapuaha) :  So  that,  ten  years  ago 
it  was  not  necessary  ? 

■  MR.  C-  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  It  might  not  have  been  necessary. 

I  shall  speak  a  few  words  about  the  circumstances  that  led  to  the 
promulgation  of  this  Regulation.  The  evil  tendencies  that  were  observed 
and  that  are  even  now  being  observed  in  the  journalistic  activities  in 
Travancore  have  been  well  dwelt  upon  by  the  previous  speakers.  I  do 
not  think  there  is  any  considerable  difference  of  opinion  with  regard  to 
the  deplorable  conditiSn  of  a  certain  section  of  the  Travancore  Press, 
looked  at  from  the  standpoint  of  morality  or  communal  good-will.  Now, 
it  has  been  observed  that  this  Regulation  was  promulgated  because  the 
Government  Were  not  willing  to  hear  the  criticisms  about  their  admini¬ 
strative  policy.  For  myself,  I  cannot  understand  whether  any  new 
policy  has  been  enunciated  or  carried  out  by  the  present  administration, 
is  far  as  I  can  see,  the  only  polioy  that  has  been  carried  into  effeot  is 
the  removal  of  some  practical  disabilities  of  certain  communities  with 
regard  to  certain  rights  and  privileges  of  citizenship. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  May  I 
ask  the  member  whether  he  is  aware  that  from  the  time  of  Mr.  V.  P. 
Madhava  Rao,  the  Dewan  has  not  been  subject  to  very  serious  criticisms 
from  the  Press  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  I  am  not  speaking  of  that.  The 
vehemence  of  the  criticisms  and  the  virulence  of  the  language  used  in 
criticising  the  Government  have  mostly  been  centering  round  one  ques¬ 
tion,  viz.,  the  question  of  communal  claims.  It  is  no  wonder  there¬ 
fore  that  the  Government  were  obliged  to  have  recourse  to  the 
exercise  of  their  extraordinary  powers  in  order  to  stop  this  tendency  of 
rousing  and  enhancing  communal  jealousy. . 

-  Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli):  Has  that 
tendency  been  stopped  by  the  passing  of  this  Regulation  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  One  or  two  possible  ways  in 
Which  it  could  be  stopped  is  made  use  of  by  the  Government. 

It  has  been  said  that  the  Rowlatt  Act  and  similar  Acts  were  in 
force  at  a  time,  when  it  was  thought  that,  anarchy  was  prevalent  in 
certain  Provinces  in  India.  What  I  say  is  that  communal  strife  will 
lead  to  a  condition  which  Will  be  similar  to  that  of  anarchy  as  we  can 
see  from  the  experience  of  the  last  four  or  five  weeks  in  the  Province 
of  Bengal.  Therefore,  in  my  opinion,  it  is  better  for  the  Government 
to  prevent  suoh  a  state  of  society  by  the  exercise  of  their  powers  rather 
than  try  to  put  a  stop  to  suoh  a  condition  of  disorder  after  it  has 
come  about. 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Umbatapuaha):  Is  it  the  member's 
opinion  that  this  measure  is  sufficient  only  so  far  as  the  communal  dis¬ 
abilities  are  not  wiped  out  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  That  is  one  of  the  reasons  that 
justifies  the  Proclamation.  I  said  it  was  only  one  of  the  reasons. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinki'Q:  May  I  know  from 
where  the  member  got  this  information  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  Prom  a  reading  of  the  situation 
of  the  country  as  far  as  I  could  gather. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Clm-ayinkil) .  Is  there  anything  said 
in  the  Proclamation  about  the  reasons  for  the  promulgation  of  this 
Regulation  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  I  have  gathered  it  from  a  read¬ 
ing  of  the  situation. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  existing  Regulations  would  have 
been  enough  to  deal  with  such  questions  of  violation  of  the  rules.  But 
I  beg  to  point  out  that  many  of  the  publications  are  couched  in  insinuat¬ 
ing,  obscene  language  that  it  will  not  be  practicable  to  bring  to  convic¬ 
tion  the  offenders  according  to  the  rules  of  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code.  Even  though  prosecution  for  such  offences  is  carried  on,  there 
is  nothing  to  prevent  the  continuation  of  such  publications.  As  has 
been  pointed  out  by  the  learned  Law  Member,  it  is  of  the  utmost 
importance  that  something  should  be  done  whereby  that  paper  which 
is  known  to  commit  that  offence  should  be  stopped. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha )  :  May  I  know  who  is 
.  to  decide  that  the  paper  is  in  the  wrong  and  that  the  Government  is  in 
’  the  right  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated)  :  When  such  a  difference  of 
opinion  arises,  somebody  should  decide  and  it  is  better  to  leave  it  in  the 
hands  of  the  Government. 

.  Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  May  I  know  from  the 
member  whether  there  is  responsible  Government  in  Travancore  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  -.  There  is,  though  it  is  not.  res¬ 
ponsible  to  this  house. ' 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandnun)-.  May  I  know  the  time  allotted 
for  this  Demand  ? 

PRESIDENT  ;  -  I  will  stop  when  I  think  the  views  of  the  House 
have  been  sufficiently  expressed. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  For  the  offence  committed  by  a 
few  journals,  it  is,  not  at  all  fair  that ,  every  well-conducted  newspaper 
should  be  made  to  suffer.  But  when  we  consider  the  solidarity  of  human¬ 
ity,  so  long  as  we.  are  members  of  certain  organisation,  it  is  inevitable 
that  innocent  people;  have  also  to  suffer  on  account  of  their  fellows.  .  I 
should  wonder  why  the  other  members  of  the  organisation  did.  not  do 
everything  in  their  power  to  prevent  the  growth  of  such  evils.  I  do  not 
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remember  having  heard  any  journal  protesting'  against  the  tone  adopt¬ 
ed  by  the  other  journals,  before  the  Regulation  was  passed. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinUl ) :  Have  they  been  given 
an  opportunity  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  There  was  no  protest  against  the 
articles  that  were  published.  Mr.  Changanachery  K.  Pararueswaran 
Pillai  also  stated  that  they,  were  such  as  called  for  severe  criticism.  So, 
I  think  that  there  is  fairness  in  other  people  also  suffering  who  failed 
to  show  their  abhorrence  of  such  publications. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Slier tallai)  :  Was  not  action  taken 
by  the  Government  on  such  articles  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated):  But  nothing  was  done  by  their 
fellow  journalists. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  That  was  because 
the  Government  took  action  on  them. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  The  Government  took  action  on 
them  long  after.  But  I  think  it  was  the  duty  of  the  public  to  hold  public 
meetings  and  deprecate  the  action  of  the  papers  in  publishing  such  arti¬ 
cles.  So,  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  have  not  the  least 
doubt  that  in  passing  this  Regulation,  the  Government  were  actuated  by 
the  best  of  motives.  I  also  believe  that  so  long  as  a  man  of  the  mentality 
of  Mr.  Watts  is  at  the  head  of  the  administration,  it  is  not  likely  that  he 
would  be  acting  with  any  bad  motives. .  The  Chief  Secretary  has  suffi¬ 
ciently  explained  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Press  Regulation 
happened  to  be  enacted.  He  has  clearly  pointed  out  the  attitude  of  some 
of  the  newspapers  and  the  language  used  by  them.  I  do  not  think  it  neces¬ 
sary  to  go  into  that  question  in  detail,  especially  in  the  light  of  the  decision 
in  the  Jenmabhuim  case’.  I  may  just  mention  here  one  cirsumstance. 
The.  judgment  of  the  High  court  in  th e  Jenmabhunii  case  was  brought 
to  the  Vakils’  Association  by  Mr.  V.  Subba  Aiyar  and  while  it  was  being 
read,  almost  all  the  portions  which  were  quoted  from  the  paper  in  the 
judgment  had  to  be  omitted  being  unfit  to  be  read  out  even  in 
the  Vakils’  Association.  If  that  be  the  case  with  some  of  the  quotations, 
■  so  far  as  the  members  of  the  Vakils’  Association  are  concerned,  how 
much  more  will  be  the  effect  of  such  newspaper  writings  when  they 
are  read  by  the  ordinary  masses.  So  I  think  there  is  nothing  objection- 
.able  in  passing  a  Regulation  for  the  better  control  of  the  newspapers. 
But  the  question  at  present  is  whether  this  particular  Regulation  can 
be  supported  or  not.  I  beg  to  submit  that,  as  a  member  of  this  House 
.and  as  an  elected  representative  of  the  people  of  the  State  and  of  my 
constituency  in  particular,  it  is  my  duty  to  bring  before  the  attention  of 
the  Government  what  I  candidly  believe  to  be  the  public  opinion  in  this 
matter.  I  am  sorry  to  observe  that  the  discussion  seems  to  have  been 
carried  oh 'with  some  sort  of  communalbias  at  the  bottom,  I  cannot 
-tinderstand  the  position. taken  up  by  some  of  the  members  except. in  that 
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light.  The  duty  of  the  elected  representatives  is  to  represent  the  public 
opinion.  The  members  should  ba  honest  and  sincere  in  representing 
public  opinion  for  the  enlightenment  of  the  Government.  Otherwise, 
they  are  simply  deceiving  the  Government  and  the  people  alike.  I  am 
sure  that  the  Government  will  not  be  moved  by  such  opinion.  The 
members  are  to  advise  the  Government  in  the  proper  way  so  that  the 
Government  may  mend  their  position  if  they  have  gone  wrong.  . 

Mr.  N.  V.  JOSEPH  ( Parur ) :  Taking  the  member  as  a  man  having 
the  true  interests  of  the  country  in  his  mind,  what  is  his  sincere  opinion 
as  to  the  necessity  for  this  Regulation  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinacMl  cum  Devicolam ):  I  shall  answer  the 
question  at  the  end.  ........ 

So  every  member  has  to  view  the  matter  in  its  real  perspective. 
Of  course,  we  all  know  that  the  Government  in  this  country  have  got 
absolute  powers.  If  the  Government  really  understand  that  ei  certain 
measure  is  in  the  real  and  best  interests  of  the  State,  they  can  enact 
the  measure  whatever  the  public  opinion  may  be.  In  that  light  also,'  I 
cannot  understand  why  members  having  the  best  interests  of.  the  State 
should  not  represent  to  the  Government  the  real  public  opinion  as  they 
understand  it.  I  do  not  know  if  there  is  anything  :else .  at  the  bottom 
of  it. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changcmachery  cum  Peer-made ):  May  I  ask 
whether  the  member’s  opinions  are  honest  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  shall  answer  hiju 
at  the  end,  as  I  have  already  said  to  Mr.  Joseph. 

So  far  as  this  House  is  concerned,  the  chief  question  relates  to  the 
method  of  promulgation  of  this  Regulation.  It  has  already  been  pointed 
out  that  several  of  the  provisions  are  hard  and  unnecessary.  I  also  believe 
that  someof  the  provisions  are  unnecessary  and  even  hard.  A  few  news¬ 
papers  it  is  true  have  invited  this  Regulation.  But  the  fact  that- a 
certain  section  of  the  Press  has  gone  wrong  is  no  reason  why  all  the 
newspapers  should  be  put  under  the  Regulation.  The  Government  seBm 
to  view  the  whole  newspaper  world  itself  with  some  sort  of  suspicion. 
If  certain  papers  have  offended,  provisions  may  be  made  for  regulating 
the  offending  section  of  the  Press.  Some  of  the  members  were  making 
the  suggestion  that  a  law  is  intended  to  regulate  the  whole  people..  But . 
I  do  not  think  there  would  have  been  any  difficulty  if,  in  this  Regulation 
-itself,  provisions  were  made  to  furnish  security  in  the  case  of'  offending 
papers  alone.  It  is  not  neoessary-  that  there  should  be  a  provision 
obliging  all  papers  to  take  a  license  at  the  time  of  their  starting.  The 
present  provisions  mean  that  the  Government  view  with  suspicion  all  the 
papers  even  before  they  are  started.  I  cannot  understand  such  a  position, 

-  Another  obj  action  is  that  punishment  should  not  be  made  before 
enquiry.  Every  one  knows  that  a  paper  depends  on  regular  publication 
for  its  existence.  If  a  paper  is  stopped  even  for  a  week  or  two'  weeks, 
it  seriously  affects  its  circulation  and  even  its  existence.  I  cannot  think 
that  such  a  murdering  of  the  newspaper  on  mere  suspicion  is  in  any  way 
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fair.  It  would  have  been  right  to  punish  it  after  proper  enquiry.  The 
Regulation  ought  to  have  provided  for  the  continuance  of  the  paper 
pending  the  enquiry  and  decision  by  the  High  Court,  I  may 
say  that  there  are  other  provisions  also  in  the  Regulation  which 
are  not  quite  necessary.  I  can  understand  that,  under  the  present  con¬ 
dition,  the'  Executive  wants  a  better  control  over  the  Press.  But  the 
question  at  present  is  as  regards  the  provisions  of  this  Regulation.  The 
suspension  of  publication  of  a  paper  pending  judicial  enquiry  by  the 
High  Court  may  lead  to  the  stopping  of  its  publication  altogether. 
Mere  suspicion  is  not  sufficient  ground  to  kill  the  paper  altogether. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade ):  Sir,  he  has 
not  answered  my  question.  He  is  going  to  sit  down  suddenly. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  If  a  Bill  had  been 
introduced  in  this  Council,  all  these  provisions  would  have  been  properly 
considered  by  this  House  and  a  proper  Regulation  enacted.  This  one 
reason,  viz.,  that  the  measure  was  enacted  without  bringing  it  before 
this  House  for  consideration,  is  sufficient  for  disapproving  the  Regulation- 
The  passing  of  this  Regulation  by  using  the  Sovereign’s  prerogative  is 
also  striking  at  the  very  root  of  the  growth  of  popular  institutions  in  the 
State.  The  Legislative  Council  is  only  in  its  initial  stage  and  even 
the  powers  of  asking  questions  are  being  curtailed  by  the  Secretary  or 
rather  the  President.  The  President  has  been  disallowing  questions 
under  Rule  8  without  assigning  any  reason. 

Mr.  T.  P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  ( Secretary  to  Government) :  On  a  point 
of,  order,  Sir,  the  ruling  of  the  President  is  not  liable  to  be  discussed 
here.  . 

PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Joseph,  you  are  out  of  order. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  How,  Sir,  does  the 
Secretary  say  I  am  not  in  order? 

MR.  T.P.  RAMASUBBA  AIYAR  (.Secretary  to  Government):  This  is 
what  Rule  12  of  the  Legislative  Council  Buies,  says: — 

“No  discussion  in  the  Council  shall  be  permitted  in  respect  of  any  order  of  the  Pre¬ 
sident  under  Buie  7,  10  or  11." 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  Cum  Devicolam) :  But  there  is  no  rule 
prohibiting  discussion  or  orders  passed  under  Rule  8. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Am  I  to  stop  ? 

.  PRESIDENT  :  Yes,  you  must  stop. 

.  ..  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil own  Devicolam):  If  I  am  to  stop,  I 
resume  my  seat. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  Sir,  before  supporting 
this  motion  before  the  House,  I  must  thank  the  Government  for  having 
aceorded  permission  to  discuss  this  motion  for  which  Borne  of,  us  have 
been  anxiously  waiting.  The  first  and  foremost  thing  which  I  wish  to 
Urge  before  this  House  is  the  method  of  promulgation  of  this  Regulation. 
Ignoring  the  existence  ,  Df  this  Council,  constituted  qf  representatives 
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loth  of  the  people  as  well  as  of  the  Government,  this  Regulation  has 
been  passed.  In  this  connection,  I  do  not  deny  the  Royal  prerogative 
to  pass  such  a  measure.  But  this  prerogative  is  used  only  in  cases  of 
emergency  and  extreme  necessity.  This  extreme  necessity  has  not  been 
sufficiently  established.  In  this  connection,  I  would  say  that  although  the 
representatives  of  the  Government  were  trying  their  level  best  to  explain 
this  away,  the  Law  Member  was  only  pleased  to  explain  it  on  the  ground 
of  expediency.  Any  matter  can  be  explained  away  in  this  way. .  The 
necessity  therefore  has  not  been  sufficiently  established.  If  the  Govern, 
ment  had  found  any  necessity  for  checking  any  paper  for  having  trans- 
gressed  the  limits  of  decency  and  decorum,  those  cases  could  have  been 
dealt  with  as  individual  cases  and  treated  as  such.  We  know  as  a  matter 
of. fact  that  the  Government  have  dealt  with  such  cases  very  very  severely 
since  the  three  or  four  months  the  Regulation  had  been  in  force.  But 
this  is  a  Regulation  which  affects  the  whole  newspaper -world,  which 
affects  the  liberty  of  the  citizen.  N  ewspaper  is  a  potent  force,  a  mighty 
weapon  which  influences  the  public  opinion  of  any  country.  It  is  the 
voice  of  the  people ;  and  it  also  reflects  the  social  and  political  outlook: 
of  any  country.  Now,  this  Regulation  is,  as  it  were,  a  mill-stone  over 
the  freedom  of  the  Press.  It  is  a  Damocles’  sword  against  the  freedom 
of  the  individual. 

Now  I  would  only  speak  a  word  or  two  about  the  hard  provisions 
that  are  introduced  in  this  Regulation.  First  and  foremost  is  that  when¬ 
ever  a  newspaper  contains  any  words  to  excite  disaffection  against  or  bring 
into  hatred  or  contempt  the  Sovereign — this  is  a  thing  which  cannot  be 
dreamt  of  by  any  true  subject  of  His  Highness  the  Maha  Raja — it  is  to 
be  forfeited.  Loyalty  is  his  watchword ;  it  is  inborn  in  him ;  it  influences 
his  life.  As  Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  has  said,  it  is  disgraceful  that*, 
such  a  clause  should  have  found  a  place  in  the  Regulation.  This  provi¬ 
sion  wants'  to  exact  loyalty  from  the  citizen.  It  is  not  the  right  way  of 
doing  it.  It  is  taking  away  the  virtue  of  the  term.  That  is  my  firm 
conviction,  my  firm  faith,  Another  clause  relates  to  the  deposit  of  five- 
hundred  or  two  thousand  rupees.  In  the  case  of  a  newspaper  editor  who 
is  a  Travancorean,  this  is  a  very  big  amount.  Another  thing  is  that  any: 
police  man  can  make  a  house-search.  He  can  go  even  into  the  sanctum 
sanctorum  of  our  houses  and  we  can  only  imagine  what- all  .havoc these 
people  would  do  there.  We  can  imagine  for  a  moment  what  may  be 
created  out  of  such  a  situation.  I  cannot  speak  more  .  explicitly  on  this 
point.  ,  That  is  rather  a  ravage  upon  the  liberty  of  the  citizen.  Such  a: 
clause  should  never  have  found  a  place  here.  Now  this  Regulation  can. 
again  inflict  punishment  upon  a  person  before  he  is  found  guilty. 

..  Mr.  C.  P.- THOMAS  {Nominated):  Is  there  not  a  distinct  provision 
as  to  the- class  of  police  officers  who  will  do  house-search  ? 

MR.  K.  '  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( SheriaUai ) :  If  an  elderly  policeman 
puts  a  newspaper  in  his  pocket  and  goes  into  the  house  and  puts -  it 
there  and  takes  it  out  as  being  found  in  the  house,  what  is  . the  remedy  ? 
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MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  Can  "he  say  :if  there  are  such 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  There  are  such  cases.  I 
think  such  a  case  was  detected  in  Chaiai.  It  was  reported  in  a  paper 
that,  in  a  theft  case,  a  policeman  was  accomplice  to  it.  A  policeman 
should  not  therefore  be  entrusted  with  such  duty,  especially  as  it  enables 
him  to  enter  into  the  quarters  of  women. 

The  next  thing  I  have  to  speak  about  is  with  regard  to  the  working 
of  the  Begulation.  So  far  as  it  has  been  pointed  out,  we  see  that  the 
working  of  the  Begulation  was  arbitrary.  I  am  speaking  of  the  method 
of  determining  the  license  fees.  On  what  grounds  the  license  fees  were 
fixed  is  not  sure.  If  it  was  determined  on  the  articles  that  appeared  in  the 
newspapers  before  the  Begulation  came  into  force,  it  is  giving  retrospect¬ 
ive  effect  to  this  law.  Some  of  the  arguments  that  were  urged  by 
the  Government  members  amounted  to  only  thus  much,'as  far  as  I  have 
been  able  to  gather.  That  is  to  say,  if  the  editors  of  newspapers  were 
responsible  and  educated,  much  of  the  evils  contemplated  by  this  Begu¬ 
lation  would  be  avoided.  That  is  what  was  stated  by  the  members  on 
the  other  side.  If  that  was  the  case,  the  qualification  for  editorship 
should  have  found  a  place  in  this  Begulation,  and  it  would  have  been  a 
very  wise  one.  I  would  not  deny,  of  course,  the  argument  advanced  by 
Mr.  Joseph  that  there  were,  and  are,  papers  the  tone  of  which  is  not 
sober. and  has  created  animosity  between  community  and  community 
and  race  and  race.  But  these  ought  to  be  taken  as  individual  cases  and 
dealt  with  as.  such.  But,  instead  of  doing  that  this  Regulation  has  been 
hurled  at  the  newspaper-world.  I  am  extremely  sorry  that  I  have  to  record 
a  very  strong  protest  against  this  Begulation,  and  as  a  constructive  sug¬ 
gestion ’also,  I  would  request  the  Government  to  see  that  the  qualifications 
for  editors  or.  for  the  matter  of  that  compositor  or  publisher  may  he 
prescribed  .and  the  hard  provisions  of  this  Begulation  maybe  re¬ 
pealed  so  as. to  pacify  the  commotion  that  is  already  arising  amongst  the 
people  of.  the  country.  I  believe  it  is  never  .  too  late  for  .  the  Govern- 
mehtto  mend:  matters.  I  earnestly  believe  that  there  is  a  commotion  and 
I  Urge  this  fact  before  the  House  and  the  Government  and  request  that 
they  should  he  pleased  to  have  a  sympathetic  outlook  and  see  that  this 
grievance  is  redressed  soon. 

1  -Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  : 
Sir,  !  rise  to  oppose  the.  motion  and,  in  doing  so,  I  may  tell  the  members 
on  the  other  side  that  Tam  not  a  lawyer,  that  I  am  only  speaking  as  a 
layman  and  that  I  will  not  be-  able  to  stand  cross-examination  in  legal 
quibbles.  ■'  I  have  been  listening  with  interest  to  the  speeches  delivered 
by  the  members  on  the  other-side'  of  the  House.  The  Newspapers  1 
Begulation  has  been  characterised  as  a  piece  of  iniquitous  legislation 
promulgated  by  the  Executive  Government  to  gag  the  Press  in  order 
that  their  blunders  and.  misdeeds  may  not  be  exposed.  As  far  as  I  know 
the  attitude  of  the  present  Government,  this  is'  far  from  the  truth 
The  Government  always  welcome  all  fair  and  reasonable  criticisms  of 
Yol.  IX.  No.  8.  k 
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their  acts  and  measures.  In  these  days  of  advanced  democracy,  it  is  not 
possible  for  any  Government  to  stifle  public  criticism,  to  ignore  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  opposite  side  and  administer  the  country  as  they  like.  If 
there  is  any  Native  State  in  India  which  respects  constitutionalism,  I 
am  sure,  it  is  Travancore.  It  may  then  be  asked,  why  such  a  consti¬ 
tutional  Government  as  that  of  Travancore  promulgated  a  Begulation 
to  regulate  the  conduct  of  newspapers.  Sir,  it  will  be  admitted  by  all 
right — thinking  people  that,  in  Travancore,  there  have  been,  and  I 
believe  there  are,  newspapers  whose  conduct  has  got  to  be  regulated. 
Several  members  admitted  that  the  evil  of  irresponsible  journalism  does, 
exist  in  Travancore  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  find  ways 
and  means  to  root  out  this  evil  and  to  promote  harmony  and  peace 
among  the  different  sections  of  the  public.  Sir,  I  am  a  regular  leader 
of  newspapers  not  only  of  Travancore,  but  of  other  countries  also. 
Of  course,  I  pay  for  them  and  read  them.  (Laughter.)  Probably, 
there  may  be  others  who  do  not  do  that  and  that  is  why  some  papers 
resort  to  blackmailing  in  order  to  earn  a  living.  I  have  been  reading 
these  newspapers  for  two  objects.  One  is  to  know  what  the  public  think 
of  the  acts  and  measures  of  the  Government  and  its  departments  and  the 
other  is  to  find  out  which  papers  should  be  destroyed  so  that  they  may 
not  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  ladies  and  children  in  the  house.  There 
are  certain  papers  which  do  publish  articles  which  it  is  not  desirable  for 
respectable  ladies  and  children  to  read.  The  influence  of  the  news¬ 
papers  oh  young  people  is  very  great  and  we  must  certainly  prevent 
them  from  reading  the  pernicious  articles  published  in  their  columns.' 
The  youths  of  today  are  the  citizens  of  tomorrow.  They  are  already, 
contaminated  by  all  sorts  of  fantastic  ideas  of  equality,  fraternity  and 
liberty, and  ,we  should  see  that' they  are  not  further  contaminated  by  the 
pernicious  vituperations  contained  in  these  newspapers.  It  is  the  duty 
of  the  Government  to  see  that  the  young  generation  is  protected 
from  the  bad  influence  which  is  likely  to  be  produced  by  reading  these 
cheap  newspapers  which  indulge  in  all  sorts  of  vituperations-  . 

Then  again,  some  of  the  newspapers  are  generally  responsible  for  all 
the  heat  and  storm  that  have  been  raised  over  communal  questions-  I 
doubt  very- seriously  whether  the  tension  between  the  different  sections 
of  the. public  would  have  been  what  it  is  at  present  had  it  not  been  for 
the  mischief  done  by  some  of  the  newspapers.  I  think  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  Government  to  interfere  at  such  a  juncture  and  devise  ways 
and  means  of  stopping  the  communal  jealousies  and  rivalry  and  do  all 
that  is  possible  to  promote  harmony  and  peace  instead  of  breeding  dis¬ 
cord  and  discontent  among  the  people.  The  object  of  the  Government  in 
promulgating  this  Begulation  is  only  this,  as  far  as  I  am  able  to  under¬ 
stand  it.  Objections  have  been  raised  against  the  Begulation  in  two 
respects.  One  is  about  the  method  of  promulgation  and  this  has  been 
ably  met  by  my  learned  friend  the-  Law  Member,  It  has  been 
pointed  out  that  it  is  the  prerogative  of  the  Sovereign  to  resort  to  direct 
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legislation  whenever  it  is  found  necessary  to  do  _  so  and  this  practice  of 
direct  legislation  without  consulting  the  Legislative  Council  is  not  a 
novel  procedure  in  Travancore.  It  was  resorted  to  in  the  previous 
administrations  and  I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  lay  the  charge  of  having 
set  up  a  had  precedent  at  the  door  of  the  present  administration. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K-  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Quilon ):  I  am 
tempted  to  ask  a  question  as  to  whether  he  couldpoint  out  an  instance 
in  which  this  extraordinary  reserve  power  was  used  for  legislating  upon 
a  matter  within  the  cognisance  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
As  I  said  at  the  i beginning,  I  cannot  stand  cross-examination.  The 
power  of  direct  legislation  without  consulting  .the  .Council  is  vested  in 
the  Sovereign  and  the  Sovereign  exercised  only  that  power. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changcmachery  cum  Peer-made ):  Is  Dr. 
Kunjan  Pillai  aware  that  a  Proclamation  was  issued  transporting  the 
editor  of  a  paper  proscribing  also  that  paper  ? 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries )  : 
I  am  aware  of  that. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anibalapu-zha)  :  Was  it  within  the 
cognisance  of  the  Legislative  Council?) 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries )K 
As  far  as  I  remember,  it  was  not. 

The  other  objection  raised  against  the  Begulation  is  the  severity  of 
the  provisions  contained  in  it.  With  regard  to  this,  I  wish  to  point  out 
that  the  severity  of  the  provisions  need  be  feared  only  by  the  offending 
newspapers.  The  papers  which  are  conducted  on  proper  lines  need  have 
no  fear  at  all.  The  Begulation  is  a  Damocles’  sword  hanging  only  over 
the  heads  of  newspapers  which  commit  offences.

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries):  I 
differ  from  my  friend.  Sir,  only  the  offending  newspapers  need  fear 
this  Begulation.  If  they  conduct  themselves  properly,  there  is  nothing 
which  they  need  be  afraid  of.  The  Government  have  been  actuated 
by  the  best  of  motives  in  promulgating  this  Begulation.  Their  inten¬ 
tion  is  to  protect  the  youth  from  the  evil  influence  likely  to  be  exercised 
by  the  pernicious  writings  in  the .  newspapers  and  also  to  promote 
harmony  and  peace  among  differeht  sections  of.  the  people.  With 
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. M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  Sir,  I  feel  I  should  support  this.' 
motion.  But  while  I  was  just  listening  to  the  speech  of  the  Chief 
Secretary,  I  was  almost  tempted  to  say  every  syllable  of  his  speech  was. 
true  when  he  condemned  the  present  tone  of  the  newspapers  as  a 
whole  in  Travancore — I  mean  he  characterised  some  of  them  as  most 
scurrilous  and  others  violent  in  their  writings — - 

Mr.  K.  C.  IWAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  i 
Did  not  the  Chief  Secretary  explicitly  exclude  certain  newspapers  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  He  referred  to  some  only  as 
condemnable.  That  was  why  I  subsequently  corrected  myself  and  said 
that  the  Chief  Secretary  excluded  certain  newspapers  from  that  category. 

I  was  anxious  to  know  whether  he  would  also  draw  attention  to  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  gave  expression  to.  his 
views  regarding  this  aspect  of  journalism  in  Travancore  at  a  meeting, 
and  I  am  glad  to  find  both  he  and  the  Law  Member  went  to  the  extent 
of  even  quoting  him.  I  am  also  one' of  those  who  are  inclined  to  think 
that  to  a  certain  extent  journalism™  Travancore  is  highly  condemnable. 
They  indulge  in  intemperate  language. .  As  Mr.  George  pointed  out,  to 
put  it  shortly,  certain  newspapers  do  not  exclude  even  the  sacred 
precincts  of  womanhood  and  much  less  manhood  from  the  irvile  vitupera¬ 
tions,  while,  Sir,  on  certain  occasions,  I  was  myself  temptedtojhink  how 
some,  papers  praise  the  officials  without  rhyme  or  reason.  I  also  know 
of  certain  instances  where  certain  officials  have  fallen  a  prey  to  black¬ 
mailing.  If  any  member  would  ask  me,  I  will  be  quite  willing  to  quote 
an  instance  of  that  kind.  While  I  was  engaged  in  conversing  with  a 
high  official,  I  had  the  necessity  to  point  out  that  certain  papers  were 
indulging  in  condemning  the  actions  of  the  officials  in  a  vile  manner. 
I  only  implored  the  high  official  not  to  be  taken  aback  by  these  publica¬ 
tions  and  told  him  “don’t  you  rush  in  an  angry  mood  to  suppress  this 
paper  thereby  making  a  martyr  of  the  editor,  but  leave  him  to  himself,  and 
the  society  in  due  course  will  compel  the  newspaper  to  adopt  a  sense  of 
decency  ^and  a  sense  of  proportion  or  condemn  the  newspaper  and  boycott 
.it  ”,  But  I  am  really  sorry  that  my  earnest  advice  was  overlooked,  in 
that  case.  I  do  endorse  the  statement  made  by  ,  my  friend  Mi-.  Changa¬ 
nachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  that  there  are  certain  papers  which  are 
responsible  .  for  some  such  action  as  the  Government  have  taken 
and  set  them  to  be  seriously  thinking  for  controlling  the  tone  of  their, 
publications.  What  I  understand  from  the  report  of  his  speech  is,  unlike 
the  Law  Member,  that  he  only  deplored  that  there  was  occasion  for  it, 
whether  justifiable  or  not.  That  occasion  was  brought  about  by  certain 
newspapers  indulging  in  excesses.  I  only  bring  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  the  fact  that  at  that  meeting,  citizens  as  a  whole  condemned  them 
and  did  not  try  to  advise  the  method  of  suppressing  the  particular -paper 
or  papers -that  indulged  in  filthy  criticisms.  Anyhow,  I  am  surprised  to 
see  that  -hisobservation  was  endorsed  by  the  Government  members but 
his  diagnosis  of  the  case  has  not  been  accepted.  .  I  believe  his  is  the 
correct  attitude.  The  present  tone  of  certain  papers  which  indulge- in  bad.. 
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language  is  to  a  great  extent  due  to  the  conduct  of  the  Government,  as  a 
•whole  exploiting  the  agitation  for  communal  representation.  Communal 
jealousy  becomes  blind  and  sometimes  rabid.  This  is  to  a  great 
extent  responsible  for  intemperate  language  used  by  certain  newspapers 
supporting  communal  interests. 

Sir,  when  the  Newspapers  Eegulation  was  promulgated,  a  friend  of 
mine  asked  me  how  such  a  thing  was  done  behind  our  back.  I  simply 
answered  him  that  the  question— 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam )  :  Is  he  aware  of  the  provisions  of. 
the  Legislative  Council  Eegulation  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLA1  ( Tovala )  :  There  is  provision  under  the 
Eegulation.  He  asked  me  plainly  why  this  Eegulation  is  not  passed  by 
the  Council.  I  told  him  I  did  not  know.  Anyhow,  I  was  satisfying 
myself  at  that  time  as  to  the  pitiable  motive  of  the  Government.  I  was 
inclined  to  see  the  justification,  but  I  would  rather  have  the  simple 
question  put  to  the  Government  whether  it  will  not  be  advisable  and 
more  -gracious  and  reasonable  to  bring  it  before  this  House  and 
promulgate  such  a  measure,  if  found  necessary. 

In  another  minute,  Sir,  I  shall  close.  I  am  really  prepared  to  concede 
that  the  Sovereign  has  the  right  to  introduce  such  a  legislation  without 
consulting  us.  But  thisEegulation  is  a  subject  which  should  properly  have 
been  discussed  by  this  Council.  Since  such  a  thing  has  not  been  done,  it 
is  certainly  an  insult  to  the  members  of  this  House.  With  regard  to  its 
provisions,  they  are  unnecessarily  harsh  and  require  reconsideration.  So, 
I  appeal  to  the  members  on  the  other  side  to  see  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
to  place  the  matter  before  the  Council  and  take  the  considered  opinion 
of  this  House.

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam).:  Does  the  meinbei  admit  that  theie 
has  been  an  extraordinary  situation-in  the  country  ? 
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MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kvnmtnad)  :  Yes,  I  admit  that  there  has  been 
an  extraordinary  situation,  but  not  as  much  as  to  necessitate  the 
promulgation  of  a  Regulation  without  consulting  this  House. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated):  May  I  put  one  question? 

MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kmmatnad):  I  have  already  resumed  my 
seat,. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  I  put  the  question  before  you 
sat-  down. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalap-mha )  :  Sir,  the  question  can 
only  be  addressed  to  the  President.  Mr.  Thomas  is  talking  to  Mr. 
Tarakan. 

Mr..  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nou.iiiaieeT) :  Sir,  I  want  to  put  a  question  to 
Mr.  Tarakan. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBAAIYAR  {Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  Mr.  Tarakan 
has  already  sat  down. 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Tarakan  is  not. now  in  possession  of  the  House. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  I  think 
I  may  say  a  few  words  on  this  motion.  I  may,  in  the  first  place,  con¬ 
gratulate"  you,  Sir,  as  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  has  done,  for  having  given  an 
opportunity  to  this  House  to  discuss  this  all-important  question  irrespec¬ 
tive  of  technicalities  in  the  matter.  Let  me  at  the  outset  say  that  I 
am  not  going  to  say  anything  about  the  several  provisions  of  the  Regula¬ 
tion.  They  are  matters  to  be  considered  by  the  House,  in  another 
capacity  if  an  opportunity  is  given  them.  The  defects,  if  any,  might  be 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  in  various  other  directions. 

I  do  not  think  the  House  is  now  very  much  concerned  as  to  the  nature 
of  the. provisions  contained  in  the  Regulation. 

Taking  the  general  trend  of  jthe  discussion,  I  believe  there  are 
three  points  that  have  been  enunicated,  via.,  whether  there  has  been 
any  necessity  for  the  promulgation  of  the  Regulation,  whether  the 
authority  that  promulgated  it  has  the  power  to  do  it  and  whether  the 
mode  in  which  it  has  been  promulgated  was  justifiable.  These  three,  I 
think,  are  the  only  vital  questions  in  the  matter.  It  is  absolutely  un¬ 
necessary  for  us  to  go  into  the  details  of  the  provisions  at  present.  If 
there  are  any  defects  in  the  provisions,  they  may,  as  I  have  already  sub¬ 
mitted,  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  for  purposes  of  modi¬ 
fication.  I  do  not  think  any  legislation  could  be  considered  to  be  perfect. 
Nothing  in  the  world  is  perfect  or  permanent.  We  all  know  that,  re¬ 
cently,  the  Law  Member  brought  in  an  amending  Regulation  to  remedy 
some  of  the  defects  in  certain  legislative  enactments  that  had  been 
passed  not  very  long  ago. 

"•  Mr.  P.  :K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapusha)  :  Does  Mr-  Subba 
Aiyar.say  that  the  discussions  of  Bills  in  this  House  have  been  entirely 
profitless  ? 

Mr.V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)-.  I  never 
said  that.  I- will  come  to  that  aspect  of  the  question  later  on. 

V  (1.  IX.  No.  8.  o 
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We  need  not  trouble  ourselves  at  present  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Regulation  for  the  reason  that  there  may  be  defects  in  all 
legislations.  There  may  he  defects  in  the  Newspapers  Regulation 
also  as  there  are  defects  in  tile  various  other  Regulations  passed 
through  the  House  and  whenever  such  defects  are  brought  to  the 
notice  of  the  authorities,  I  am  sure  they  will  consider  the  matter  and  do 
the  needful  at  the  earliest  opportunity.  Similarly,  if  there  are  difficul¬ 
ties  in  the  working  of  this  Regulation,  that  fact  need  not  deter  us  from 
considering  the  necessity  for  the  Regulation  and  such  other  questions. 
There  is  also  another  difficulty  in  our  discussing  the  details  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  at  tlie  present  moment,  because,  even  if  we  discuss  the  question 
for  a  number  of  days,  we  may  not  be  able  to  arrive  at  any  definite  con¬ 
clusion.  Therefore,  Sir,  leaving  aside  the  details  of  the  provisions,  I 
will  first  deal  with  the.  second  of  my  three  points,  bit.,  the  question  as  to 
whether  the  authority  that  promulgated  this  piece  of  legislation  was 
competent  to  do  so. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLAI  ( Neyyatthilara ):  Did  anybody 
question  the  competency  of  the  authority  that  promulgated  this  legisla- 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nnmtuttcd)  [Deputy  President)-.  Sir,  I 
thought  the  mover,  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai,  raised  the  question  of 
the  legality  of  the  method  by  which  it  has  been  promulgated.  I  am 
very  glad,  Sir,  that  my  friends  who  have  been  opposing  this  legislation 
are  prepared  to  concede  that  the  authority  that  promulgated  it  had  the 
necessary  power  to  do  so.  My  position  is  strengthened  so  far.  I  was 
only  going  to  say,  Sir,  that  when  wc  question  the  power  of  the  au¬ 
thority  that  promulgated  this  Regulation,  we  are  only  cutting  the 
ground  off  our  feet ;  because  even  with  regard  to  the  several  other  Re¬ 
gulations  that  have  been  passed  already  and  are  now  on  the  Statute 
Book,  viz,,  Regulations  like  the  Nayar  Regulation  and  the  Ezhava  Re¬ 
gulation,  the  very  same  difficulty  may  arise,  since  all  of  them  have  been 
finally  passed  by  the  very  same  power  that  has  promulgated  this  Re- 
.  gulation.  I  do  not  think  my  friend  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is  going 
to  say  that  the  Nayar  Regulation  and  the  Ezhava  Regulation  have  not 
lieen  properly  passed  or  have  not  the  force  of  law. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  [Auibalapuzha) :  May  I  know  whether 
there  is  any  difference,  in  the  matter  of  Royal  prerogative,  between  a 
Sovereign  and  a  Regent  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  [Nominated)  (Deputy  President) :  Sir,  I  am 
not  going  to  be  dragged  into  that  question  because  that  is  foreign  to  the 
issue.  Moreover,  I  believe  it  is  an  accepted  principle  in  all  civilised 
countries  that  the  Regent,  during  the  period  of  regency,  has  got  all  the 
powers,  privileges  and  prerogatives  of  the  Sovereign.  Otherwise,  we 
will  be  in  a  position  of  considerable  difficulty.  Deadlock  will  be  created  in 
all  matters.  It  is  to  avoid  all  that,  that  the  Regent  also  is  in  law  invested 
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with,  all  the  powers  of  the  Sovereign.  As  I  have  already  pointed  out, 
this  question,  if  raised  and  discussed,  may  lead  us  into  further  difficulties 
as  to  whether  even  the  .Regulations  that  have  been  passed  through  this 
House  have  been  promulgated  properly.  The  question  may  arise  as  to 
whether  tarioads  could  be  partitioned  under  the  Ezhava  Eegulation  or 
under  the  Nayar  Regulation.  Such  questions,  arc  foreign  to  the  issue. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ckirayinkil )  :  May  I  ask  my  friend 
Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  whether  he  has  read  Halsbury’s  Laws  of  England? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  {Deputy  President)  :  I  am 
prepared  to  admit,  Sir,  that  I  may  not  have  studied  Haisbury’s  Laws  of 
England.  Lord  Haisbury  has  written  a  number  of  ponderous  volumes 
and  I  do  not  think  anybody  who  is  in  the  profession  of  law  has  ever 
studied  all  the  volumes.  Here  and  there,  I  have  referred  to  some  of  the 
volumes.  I  do  not  profess  to  have  studied  even  a  single  volume  from 
beginning  to  end. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkii)  :  Did  he  not  consider  it 
desirable  to  go  through  the  books  in  order  that  this  question  might  be 
cleared  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)-.  No,  I  did 
not  consider  it  desirable  because  that  is  absolutely  unnecessary  for  our 
present  purpose.  That  is  beyond  the  issue.  We  are  not  at  all  con¬ 
cerned  with  it  at  present. 

My  friend  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  raised  the  ques¬ 
tion  whether  this  right  of  the  Sovereign  to  promulgate  legislation  direct¬ 
ly  has  ever  been  exercised  by  our  Sovereign  here  before  the  passing  of 
this  Newspapers  Regulation.  I  may  say — I  am  speaking  only  from  my 
memory  which  is  rather  failing  and  so  I  speak  subject  to  correction- 
His  late  Highness  promulgated,  I  believe,  about  13  Regulations 
in  the  period  between  1063  and  1073  independent  of  the  Council.  After 
1073,  up  to  the  Regulation  of  1095,  the  number  of  such  promulgations 
amounted  to  about  18  or  20.  I  may  assure  my  friend  Mr.  Changana¬ 
chery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  that,  of  these,  not  less  than  5  or  G  were 
matters  that  could  have  been  brought  before  the  Council.  If  I  am 
asked  to  give  the  names  and  titles  of  the  several  Regulations,  I  am 
sorry,  Sir,  I  am  not  now  in  a  position  to  give  out  the  names  out 
.of  my  memory. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vahil) :  May  I  suggest  Regulation  I  of  1095  as  one  of  the  kind  referred 
to  by  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Depuiy  President)  :  That  is  the 
Legislative  Council  Regulation.  I  do  not  mean  that.  That  cannot 
be  passed  through  the  Council.  1  remember  one,  vis.,  the  Regulation 
about  the-l-aruii.iHi  service,  i.  r.,  a  Regulation  which  provides  that  some 
persons  who  serve  in  the  temples  could  be  removed  by  the  Government 
if  they  did  not  discharge  their  duties  properly.  I  drafted  it  and  therefore 
I  remember  it.  That  was  passed  by  Royal  Proclamation. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAi  (Ambnlnpiuha) :  Were  the  Deva- 
swouas  within  the  purview  of  the  Legislative  Council  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  ■.  Such  res¬ 
trictions  were  created  only  since  1095.  I  remember,  Sir,  and  I  can  as¬ 
sure  the  House  positively,  that  there  were  at  least  half  a  dozen  Regula¬ 
tions  which  wore  issued  by  His  Highness  the  late  Maha  Baja  directly 
and  independently  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NIL AK ANT A  PILLAI  (Ghimginktl) ;  What  does  my  friend 
think  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation  compared  with  the  other  Procla¬ 
mations  that  he  referred  to  just  now  P 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  I  do  not 
think,  Hir,  it  would  be  profitable  to  make  such  comparisons.  As  mv 
friend  Mr.  Kris'hnaswami  Aiyar  put  it  the  other  day,  there  is  no  use 
comparing  length  with  time,  or  weight  with  distance.  The  things  that 
we  compare  must  be  of  the  saipe  kind.  I  do  not  think  the  Legislative 
Council  Begulation  or  any  other  Regulation  can  be  compared  with  the 
Karanma  Regulation. 

Coming  again,  bir,  to  the  three  points  that  I  raised  at  the  outset,  I 
may  submit  that  I  am  second  to  none  in  thinking  that  the  privileges  and 
rights  of  this  House  -xo  maintained  and  safeguarded  and  also  in  seeing 
that  tire  liberty  of  the  Press  is  also  maintained.  But  wliat  I  am  con¬ 
cerned  with  is  that  we  must  also  take  care  to  see  that  liberty  does  not 
degenerate  into  license.  Sir,  the  people  have  been  saying  ever 
so  many  things  with  reference  to  the  liberty  of  the  Press.  I  must  say, 
Sir,  that  even  for  the  liberty  of  the  Press  there  are  certain  limita¬ 
tions.  I  think,  Sir,  that  it  was  in  R.  v.  Burdett — I  am  not  quite 
sure— that  .it  has  been  definitely  .stated  that  the  moment  vituperation 
begins  there  the  liberty  of  the  Press  ceases  to  exist.  Therefore,  Sir,  the 
only  question  that  we  need  consider  is  whether  some  papers  in  Travan- 
core  at  least  have  been  indulging  in  vituperation.  While  speaking  on 
the  necessity  for  this  piece  of  legislation,  I  believe  my  friend  Mr.  George 
clearly  stated  that  there  was  a  section  of  the  Press  in  Travancore  which 
was  systematically  indulging  in  vituperations,  that  he  had  the  articles 
of  such  newspapers  with  him  and  that  he  did  not  want  to  trouble  the 
House  with  a  reading  of  those  articles.  I  am  glad  to  find,  Sir,  that 
oven  among  those  who  supported  the  motion  there  were  many  who  con¬ 
ceded  that  there  was  a  section  of  the  Travancore  Press  which  was 
indulging  freely  in  vituperations  and  who  were  therefore  pleased  to 
concede  the  necessity  for  a  Regulation  to  control  the  Press  in  Travan¬ 
core  as  my  friend  Mr.  Joseph  put  it.  Mr.  .Kayyalam  I’aramesvaran 
Plllai  said  he  has  many  such  articles  with  him  and  he  would  not  tire  the 
House  by  reading  them.  None  of  those  who  opposed  the  Regulation 
ever  challenged  the  accuracy  of  that  statement.  Therefore,  it  is 
perfectly  clear  that  a  Press  Regulation  is  necessary  for  our  country. 
When  I  was  in  Government  service  I  had  the  misfortune  to  go  through 
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many  issues  of  several  newspapers.  When  I  was  engaged  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  connection  with  one  or  two  prosecutions  of  newspapers  of  our 
country  I  had  the  misfortune  to  examine  over  so  many  issues  of 
those  papers.  I  have  found,  on  an  examination  of  them,  that  they 
have  been  freely  indulging  in  vituperations.  I  felt,  while  I  was  reading 
them,  that  it  would  havg  been  far  better  for  our  country  if  those 
papers  had  not  come  into  existence  at  all.  The  several  articles  I 
have  had  occasion  to  read  were  written  in  such  undesirable  language 
that  no  honourable  citizen  of  the  State  would  like  to  go  through  them. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Smlahipuzlut) :  May  I  know  whether 
my  friend  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar’s  attention  has  been  drawn  to  the  discussion 
in  the  House  of  Lords  about  the  publication  of  the  proceedings  of 
Divorce  Courts ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  A1YAR  (A 'umitMtcd)  (Deputy  President)  :  I  know  that 
the  proceedings  of  Divorce  Courts  should  not  be  published. 

Moreover,  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  cases  in. which  I  had  been  engaged 
by  the  Government,  the  incriminatory  and  other  articles  of  the  news¬ 
papers  in  question  were  written  in  such  foul  language  that  I  was  forced 
to  say  that  it  was  not  possible  for  me  to  read  them  in  the  open  court. 
The  language  was  so  very  obscene,  scurrilous  and  scandalous.  I  left  it 
to  the  court  to  read  the  articles  themselves.  In  the  same  way,  while 
my  friend  Mr.  V.  S.  Subrahmanya  Aiyar  was  arguing  the  case  in  the 
High  Court,  he  was  also  forced  to  make  the  very  same  request  to  the 
High  Court.  He  also  said  that  it  was  not  possible  for  him.  to  read  the 
article  in  open  court.  If  the  articles  in  a  newspaper  could  not  be 
.read  in  a  court  of  law  by  one  man  before  another  man  I  ask  in  all 
seriousness  the  members  of  this  House  whether  it  will  be  desirable  that 
such  a  set  of  scurrilous  papers  should  be  allowed  to  be  circulated  among 
women  and  children  of  our  country?  I  say,  Sir,  human  nature  is  weak 
in  one  respect.  However  educated  we  may  be,  we  sometimes  feel  a 
desire  to  read  scandals  about  others.  That  being  the  case,  if  such 
articles  are  allowed  to  be  published  in  our  newspapers,  naturally  even 
the  educated  men  may  have  a  tendency  to  read  them. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  Is  Mr- Subba.  Aiyar  of 
opinion  that  all  the  papers  are  of  this -kind  ?  „v . 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  {.Deputy  President)  :  I  never  said 
that . 

I  have  read  ever  so  many  papers  which  are  honourable  and  which 
will  be  an  ornament  to  the  State  so  far  as  the  public  opinion  is  concern¬ 
ed.  I  believe  there  is  another  set  of  papers  which  is  not  good  and 
hence  cannot  be  read  by  women  and  decent  men  and  children,  I 
challenge  even  the  writer  of  the  articles  to  read  his  article  to  his  own 
friends.  If  it  is  a  paper  which  cannot  be  read  by  a  man  to  another 
man,  it  does  not  deserve  to  exist  and  I  believe  that  it  will  affect  the 
morals  of  the  State.  The  State  owes  a  duty  to  the  public  to  preserve 
the  public  morals  and  as  the  custodian  of  public  morals  to  see  that  the 
morals  are  not  poisoned.  The  speech  of  Mr.  CJhanganachery  Parames- 
'  varan  Pillai  quoted  by  the  Law  Member  shows  that  there  was  a  necessity 
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for  the  Begulation  and  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai,  Mr.  Tarakan  and  Mr.  Joseph 
also  thought  so.  So  that  persons  who  oppose  the  Regulation  are  really 
of  opinion  that  there  is  a  necessity.  By  the  mere  tone  of  the  papers  and 
the  way  in  which  they  are  conducted,  there  was  need  for  a  Regulation. 
Let  us  not  say  therefore  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  a  Regulation,' 
Some  people  say  :  “there  is  the  ordinary  court  of  law;  why  not  take  it 
all  the  way  from  the  Magistrate’s  court  up  to  the  highest  court  in 

the  land”.  This  would  take  about  six  months  or  one  year.  I 

ask  if  the  public  morals  have  been  a  vital  fact  and  if  poisoned 

from  one  end  of  the  country  to  another,  is  it  worth  while  to 

say  that  every  one  of  the  papers  should  be  prosecuted,  convicted 
and  sentenced  '!  By  the  time  we  do  that,  .the  poison  would  have 
circulated  with  the  blood  very  easily.  When  a  house  is  on  fire,  we 
are  not  going  about  to  see  who  is  the  person  that  set  fire  to  it  or  to  run 
after  him  or  go  to  the  police  station  to  report  about  it.  What  we 
ordinarily  do  is  to  quench  the  fire  and  then  get  about  our  business. 
Similarly,  if  a  posion  is  injected  or  taken  in,  we  send  for  the  doctor  and 
after  that  we  take  our  own  time  to  see  that  the  man  who  committed  the 
offence  is  prosecuted.  In  cases  where  journals  are  conducted  in  such 
a  bad  way,  I  say  it  is  absolutely  necessary  in  the  interests  of  public 
morals  and  public  safety  and  public  peace  that  such  things  are  immedi¬ 
ately  done  away  with.  That  is  all  what  I  have  to  say  with  respect  to 
that  portion. 

Then,  with  respect  to  the  methods  of  promulgation,  some  doubt  has 
been  raised  by  certain  members.  I  did  not  read  the  Regulation  myself 
carefully  when  it  was  sent  to  me  as  soon  as  it  was  published.  It  was  only 
this  morning  that  I  read  it  very  carefully.  If  I  am  the  keeper  of  the 
conscience  of  the  Government  now  as  I  was  before,  I  may  say  I  would 
have  advised  the  promulgation  of  a  Proclamation  by  Her  Highness  the 
Maha  Rani  Regent  and  not  by  the  Council.  The  reasons  are  obvious. 
If  I  had  anything  to  do  with  it,  I  might  have  advised  that  way  only. 
Perhaps  some  of  my  friends  on  this  side  might  not  have  done  so.  I 
fear  that  they  may  not  then  he  right.  Section  5  of  the  Regulation 
says—  •  .  •  -  ■ 

“WIicsiovcr.it  appears  to  Our  Government  that  any  newspaper  in  rospeol  of  which 
a  license  has  boon  granted  under  this  Begulation — 

(i)  contains  any  words,  signs  or  visible  representations  which  are  likely  or  may 
have  a  tendency,  directly  or  iudireotly,  wh  ither  by  inference,  suggestion,  allusion, 
metaphor,  implication  or  otherwise  ”  .  - 

Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  read  only  so  far.  It  is  necessary  to  read  the 
other  provisions  also.  - 

“  (a)  to  exuite  disaffection  against  or  bring  into  hatred  or  contempt  lls  Or  Our 
Government  or  His  Majesty  the.Kiug-lSutpei'ov  of  India  or  the  (icverniucut  established  • 
by  law  in  British  India,  or 

(S)  to  bring  into  hatred  or  contempt  any  member  of  the  Billing  Family  of  Travail- 

These  are  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  5  and  I  daresay  the 
members  of  the  House- will  remember  Section  11  of  the  Legislative 
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Council  Regulation  which  is  explicit  in  the  matter.  It  states  that  any 
matter  relating  to  any  member  of  the  Royal  Family  or  any  matter 
relating  to  or  affecting  the  Paramount  Power  cannot  not  only  he  in¬ 
troduced  into  the  Bill,  but  shall  not  be  considered  by  the  House. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Ambadapwlia)  ■  Was  the  existing 
Penal  Code  considered  in  this  House  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AlYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President) :  No.  My 
friend  does  not  know  the  previous  history  of  the  Council  and  I  may  tell 
him  that  from  1068  to  1073  there  was  no  limitation  about  the  powers 
of  the  Legislative  Council.  The  only  limitation  was  that  measures 
affecting  the  public  revenues  of  the  State  should  receive  the  previous 
sanction  of  the  Dewan.  So  that,  there  was  no.  restriction  in  the  first 
Proclamation  as  promulgated  in  1063.  Any  matter  can  be  brought 
into  the  Council  and  it  was  in  that  Council  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code  and  other  measures  were  passed.  After  the  Regulation  of  1073, 
these  amendments  were  not  effected.  I  believe  my  friend  Mr.  G-. 
Paramesvaran  Pillai  will  bear  testimony  to  it;  when  I  introduced 
the  Village  Panehayat  Bill  the  other  day — and  there  was  a  provision  in 
it  that  the  Village  Magistrate  shall  net  try  a  European  British  subject, — 
my  friend  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  raised  an  objection  saying  that  we 
ought  not  to  raise  racial  distinctions  here.  But  when  I  said  that  about 
European  British  subjects  we  cannot  legislate,  that  portion  relating 
to  European  British  subjects  was  deleted.  I  may  cite  another  instance. 
I  believe  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  was  a  member  of  the  select  com¬ 
mittee  on  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  Bill  where  many  of  the  provisions, 
of  the  old  Code  were  omitted  in  order  that  they  may  be  enacted  by- 
means  of  a  supplementary  legislation  by  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani 
Regent  direct. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbalapnzU) ;  Is  not  such  a 
course  possible  in  this  Regulation  also  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AlYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  I  have  not 
fi  nished  this  point.  There  are  pertain  matters  which  are  beyond  the 
cognisance  of  this  Council.  If  my  friend  will  read  Sections  7  and  9, 
he  will  find  every  one  of  them  contains  references  to  Section  5.  It  is  a 
small  Regulation  passed  by  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent  which 
is  not  like  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  or  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code 
containing  various  matters.  A  few  sections  will  have  to  be  passed  by 
the  Council  and  the  same  sections  along  with  the  provisions  relating  to 
the  Roj  al  family  and  the  Paramount  power  will  have  to  be  re-enacted 
by.  a  Proclamation  by  Her  Highness,  I  say,  as  it  is,  there  is  every  justi¬ 
fication  to  issue  a  consolidated  Proclamation  so  far  as  this  matter  is 
concerned,  instead  of  leaving  out  Sections  5,  7  and  9.  Thus  then  the 
enactment  should  be  passed  by  Her  Highness  the  Maha  Rani  Regent 
direct  and  not  through  the  Council.  And  I  believe  I  have  convinced 
Messrs.  Sivatanu  Pillai,  Tarakan  and  Joseph  that  the  position  of  mine 
is  unattackable  and  that  they  must  withdraw  their  objection,  namely, 
that  there  is  no  necessity  for  a  direct  .legislation. 
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Then,  their  difficulty  is  only  about  the  method  of  promulgation. 

I  believe  that  inasmuch  as  the  Sovereign  exercises  a  prerogative,  we 
ought  not,  to  g'o  behind  it.  There  is  another  point  which  also  has  to 
be  considered.  Although  the  prerogative  is  there,  I  believe  it  will  be 
conceded  that  it  is  not  intended  to  be  used  frequently,  for  if  a  weapon 
is  used  frequently,  it  gets  blunt.  ... 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILI.AI  (Tuvahi) :  May  I  know  whether  he  thinks 
the  Sovereignty  Regulation,  IV  of  1101  is  not  a  superfluity  so  far  as 
the  prerogative  of  the  Sovereign  is  concerned  ? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  {Deputy  President)  :  I  am  not  in 
a  position  to  undergo  an  examination  in  law  for  the  present  because 
Regulation  IV  of  1101  is  foreign  to  the  issue.  I  say  that  it  will  lead 
to  matters  which  would  unnecessarily  detain  the  House.  It  is  nearly 
five  now  and  my  own  point  is  that  it  need  riot  have  been  passed  as,  even 
without  it  the  power  is  there.  Probably,  to  make  the  matter  clear,  it 
was  passed.  Beyond  that,  there  is  nothing. 

I  say  that  that  power  is  not  to  be  exercised  frequently.  If  a  weapon 
is  used  frequently,  it  gets  blunt,  ineffective  and  therefore'  the  value,  the 
weight  and  the  sanctity  attached  to  Royal  Proclamations  will  'be  consi¬ 
derably  reduced.  I  daresay  that  such  power  will  be  exercised  only 
sparingly  whenever  it  is  absolutely  necessary. 

Another  aspect  of  the  matter’  relates  to  Mr.  Ghanganachery  K,  Pa- 
ramesvaran  Pillai's  question  to  the  Chief  Secretary  whether  that  prero¬ 
gative  was  ever  exercised  by  the  Sovereign.  If  there  is  a  royal  prero¬ 
gative  to  pass  laws  independently  of  the  Council  and  if  that  power  is 
never  exercised,  I  for  one  would  argue  in  this  way,  viz.,  that  a  conven¬ 
tion  has  grown  by  which  tire  Sovereign  never  exercised  the  power,  and 
the  Sovereign  shall  never  exercise  it  hereafter.  So,  occasionally,  that 
power  has  to  be  exercised  to  show  that  the  Sovereign  has  such  a  power. 

Sir,  I  do  not  want  to  be  dragged  into  the  details  of  the  various 
provisions.  Probably,  if  I  go  through  them  here  and  there,  there  might 
he  points  on  which  there  may  be  differences  of  opinion!  There  may  he 
defects  in  drafting  and  hardship  to  the  people.  All  these  are  minor 
matters,  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  I  daresay 
that  the  Government  in  consultation  with  their  Law  Officers  may  do 
the  needful.  That  need  not  take  us  far  from  the  main  point,  namely, 
the  necessity  of  a  Proclamation  and  the  method.  I  therefore 
strongly  oppose  the  motion. 

_■  MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  .( Neyyattinkara )  :  The  time  at  . 
my  disposal  is  very  limited.  Being  very  late,  I  would  confine  my  re¬ 
marks  to  one  or  two  aspects  which  I  do  not  desire  to  pass  unnoticed. 

I  would,  Sir,  briefly  touch  these  points  and  resume  my  seat.  Sir,*  the 
expediency  of  passing  this  Regulation  independently  of  the  Council  was 
pointed  out  on  the  other  side.  I  would  only  submit  with  due.  respect 
to  Mr.  V.  Subba  Aiyar  that  this  Regulation  could  very  well ,  have  been 
passed  through  this  Council  in  spite  of  twp  sub-clauses. in  section  ,5  of  . 
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the  Regulation,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  any  particular  section  of  the 
Regulation  is  beyond  thecognisance  of  the  Council.  In  the  case  of  the 
Civil  Procedure  Code,  there  were  several  sections  relating  to  matters 
beyond  the  purview  of  the  Council.  These  were  passed  over  and  the 
rest  was  considered  by  the  Council.  If  the  same  procedure  was  adopt¬ 
ed  in  regard  to  this  measure  also,  there  would  have  been  no  complaint. 
But  the  Chief  Secretary  and  the  member  who  spoke  on  the  point  did 
not  put  forward  this  argument  urged  by  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar.  They  rested 
.  their  case  entirely  on  the  ground  of  expediency.  I  would  join  issue  there 
and  say  that  such  enactments  should  as  a  matter  of  course  come  before 
the  Council  especially  when  they  relate  to  matters  which  are  within  the 
purview  of  the  Council.  The  next  point  is  this.  The  Chief  Secretary’s 
statement  to  the  effect  that  the  affairs  in  this  country  are  such  as  endan¬ 
ger  public  peace  and  public  safety  should  not  go  unchallenged  in  this 
House.  These  arguments  are  entirely  out  of  place.  There  is  no  sedition 
in  this  country  and  we  feel  strongly  on  the  point.  Travancoreans  are 
asa  class,  peaceful  and  peace  loving;  and  they  are  to  a  man  absolutely 
loyal  to  their  Sovereign  and  no  sort  of  slur  can  be  levelled  against  the  law- 
abiding  citizens  of  the  State.  The  loyalty  of  the  people  is  such  that  even 
if  one  or  two  citizens  are  accused  behind  their  back  that  they  are  sedi¬ 
tious,  it  will  be  sufficient  to  rouse  our  spirit  and  to  repudiate  the  charge  in 
the  strongest  terms.  I  repeat  there  is  no  such  thing  as  sedition  in  this 
country  known  to  the  people  of  Travancore.  Affairs  in  Travancore  are 
quite  normal  and  ordinary  and  they  do  not  require  any  extraordinary 
interference  from  any  quarter  whatsoever.  I  am  only  sorry  that  such 
statements  should  come  from  the  Government  benches.  With  regard 
to  the  question  of  communal  tension  raised  on  the  other  side,  I  must  say 
that  there  is  a  fundamental  difference  between  what  is  obtaining  here 
and  what  is  obtaining  in  Bengal.  There  the  question  is  one  of  Hindu- 
Muslim  feuds  based  entirely  upon  religious  or  social  differences.  Here, 
fortunately  for  us,  it  is  confined  to  a  few  educated  unemployed  gentlemen 
who  are  primarily  responsible  for  all  this  unhealthy  rivalry  and  unwhole¬ 
some  squabbles.  (Hear,  hear.) 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermacie) :  May  I  know 
whether  these  publications  do  not  attack  religious  institutions  also? 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( NeyyoAtinkara ):  I  say  that  it  is  pri¬ 
marily  due  to  petty  rivalry  among  the  educated  men  who  are  unemployed. 

I  would  therefore  state  that  there  is  nothing  abnormal  or  extraordinary 
in  the  affairs  of  this  country  and  no  extraordinary  interference  is  re¬ 
quired  from  any  quarter  whatever. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam):  May  I  ask  Mr.  Paramesvaran 
Pillai — 

PRESIDENT  :  The  member  has  resumed  his  seat. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qmlon)  :  I  should 
not  have  thought  it  necessary  to  stand  up  at  this  late  hour  of  the 
day  but  for  the  fact  that  I  was  so  much  in  evidence  in  the  discussion  of 
this  important,  matter,  especially  on  the  other  side  of  the  House. 

T  am  very  thankful  to  the  compliment  paid  to  me  by  quoting  freely 
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from  my  speech.  But  it  reminded  me  of  somebody  quoting  the  Bible. 
Now,  taken  out  of  its  setting,  the  portion  read  by  the  Law  Member  as 
well  as  by  my  learned  friend '  Mr.  George  may  lead  to  the  inference 
which  they  want  to  draw  from  it.  But  I  thought  they  would  be  equally 
fair  to  me  by  also  drawing  attention  at  least  to  the  whole  of  that  passage 
which  they  wanted  to  make  use  of.  My  only  request  is  that,  while 
they  have  been  good  enough  to  make  use  of  that  portion  of  my  speech 
which  they  thought  served  their  purpose  and  showed  great  respect  for 
my  opinion  expressed  therein,  they  will  be  fair  enough  to  me  to 
give  equal  respect  and  consideration  to  the  opinion  expressed  by  me  in 
regard  to  the  Legislative  Council  Regulation  itself.  Sir,  in  that  speech, 

I  have  unconditionally  condemned  the  Newspapers  Regulation,  its 
method  of  promulgation,  the  necessity  for  that  promulgation  and  the 
various  provisions  of  that  measure.  No  doubt,  at  the  same  time,  I 
thought  that  I  should,  in  order  to  be  fair  to  myself,  draw  attention 
to  the  newspapers  also— to  a  certain  section  of  the  Press — which  misused 
their  privileges.  That  did  not  in  my  opinion  justify  the  promulgation 
of  a  Regulation  of  this  kind  and  I  unmistakably  gave  expression  to  my 
view  that  that  did  not  at  all  justify  the  promulgation  of  this  Regu¬ 
lation. 

Secondly,  the  portion  omitted  from  the  passage  read  by  Mr.  Para- 
mesvaran  Pillai  would  show  that  I  also  wanted  to  show  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment,  although  there  was  some  justification,  passed  the  measure  in 
anger  and  passion,  and  not  that  they  .deliberately  considered  it  to  he 
necessary,  the  machinery  being  run  by  men  subject  to  severe  criticism. 
If  that  is  also  complimentary  to  the  Government,  I  have  no  objection  to 
that  passage  being  used.  At  the  same  time,  I  will  request  my  friend 
to  read  the  whole  passage  and  not  to  leave  out  what  is  inconvenient 
to  him. 

Sir,  in  respect  of  this  Regulation,  the  point  raised  by  my  friend 
Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is  a  very  important  one.  There  are  several  aspects 
connected  with  that  matter  which  have  been  freely  threshed  out  in  this 
Council.  There  is  no  time  for  me  to  dwell  upon  any  of  them  in  detail, 
but  I  wish  to  refer  to  one  point. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MB.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Bead  Sirhar  VaMl) :  Sir,  I  wish  to 
say  a  few  words  on  one  or  two  points  that  have  been  raised  in  the 
course  of  this  debate,  because  I  feel  that  there  has  been  some  misunder¬ 
standing  of  the  intentions  of  the  Government  as  well  os  of  the  scope 
and  object  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation.  My  learned  friend  Mr.  P.  K; 
Narayana  Pillai  read  out  certain  passages  from  some  books  relating  to 
the  freedom  of  the  Press.  I  may  assure  the  House  that  the  freedom 
of  the  Press  is  as  much  favoured  by  the  Government  as  by  the  people. 
But  it  is  also  worthy  of  note  that  this  freedom  of  the  Press  is  not  always 
to  be  kept  unrestrained,  seeing  that  the  Press  is  a  mighty  engine  for  good: 
or  evil  as  ,it  is  directed.  It  is  necessary,  to  keep  it  under  proper  res-  : 
traint,  because,  if  it  is  directed  on  had  lines,  it  is  capable  of  doing  a 
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great  deal  of  mischief.  This  has  been  recognised  by  eminent  jurists 
and  political  philosophers.  The  freedom  of  the  Press,  has  of  course,  to 
be  protected,  but  always  it  has  to  be  dealt  with  with  reference  to  the 
circumstances,  local  and  temporal,  that  is  to  say,  with  regard  to  the  time 
and  place  where  this  freedom  of  the  Press  is  urged. 

MR.  K.  P.  NfLAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinkil ):  May  I  know  whether 
action  was  taken  against  any  newspaper  after  the  promulgation  of  this 
Begulation 

MR.V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  I  am  not 
sure  whether  any  definite  action  has  been  taken  against  any  paper.  I 
understand  that  a  warning  has  been  given  to  one  of  the  papers. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinkil)  :  May  I  know  for  what 
offence  this  warning  was  given 

MR.  V-  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  V akil)  :  I  have  al¬ 
ready  stated  that  no  definite  action  has  been  taken.  It  is  only  a  pre¬ 
liminary  warning  that  has  been  given. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinkil ) :  What  is  the  name 
of  the  paper  that  has  been  warned  ? 

MR.V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil):  I  am  not 
prepared  to  give  the  name  of  the  paper. 

I  was  submitting  that  if  the  circumstances  in  which  we  are  placed 
are  such  as  to  make  it  necessary  to  put  some  restraint  upon  the  liberty 
of  the  Press,  then,  on  the  mere  abstract  basis  that  the  freedom  of  the 
Press  is  sacred,  we  should  not  refrain  from  taking  such  action. 

MR .  P.  K .  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapvzha ) :  May  I  know  whether 
my  friend  Mr.  Subrahmanya  Aiyar  will  call  into  question  the  opinion  of 
the  Repressive  Laws  Committee  that  only  when  the  maintenance  of 
law  and  order  becomes  impossible  can  the  freedom  of  the  Press  be  inter¬ 
fered  with  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil):  I  am  not 
concerned  with  that  opinion  of  the  Repressive  Laws  Committee.  It 
was  dealing  with  certain  circumstances  in  a  particular  locality.  We 
are  dealing  with  a  different  state  of  affairs  in  another  locality. 

'  Mr.P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  KA mbalupuzha) :  May  I  know  from 
Mr.  Subrahmanya  Aiyar  whether  he  considers  the  opinion  of  the  Re¬ 
pressive  Laws  Committee  to  be  correct  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil ) :  I  am  not 
now  entering  into  the  question  of  the  correctness  or  otherwise  of  the 
opinion  of  the  Repressive  Laws  Committee.  So  far  as  I  am  concerned, 
I  may  say  that,  to  the  extent  that  curtailment  is  necessary  in  the  in¬ 
terests  of  the  public,  the  freedom  of  the  Press  should  be  curtailed. 

Ms.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon):  Roes 
Mr.  Subrahmanya  Aiyar  remember  that  Mr.  George  said  that'  this 
country  should  be  compared  only  with  British  India  and  Native  States 
'and  not  with  other  countries  ? 
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'  Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  SirTcar  Vakil)  :  In  my  opi¬ 
nion,  it  is  equally  useless  to  compare  our  country  with  any  other  place, 
(Mr.  G.  Paiamesvaran  Pillai,  hear,  hear)  because  each  community,  or 
society  has  to  go  along  its  own  path.  In  one  particular  country,  at  a 
particular  time,  a  certain  course  of  action  may  be  necessary.  But  in 
another  country,  a  different  set  of  circumstances  may  arise  and  a  different 
course  of  action  may  have  to’  be  laken.  If  an  epidemic  rages  in  one 
country,  the  rules  for  quarantine  may  have  to  be  put  into  force  there.  It- 
is  not  necessary  that  the  rules  should  be  enforced  there  at  all  times.  I . 
am  referring  to  the  statement  made  here  that  the  British  Indian  Press  . 
Law,  Act  I  of  1910,  has  been  repealed  in  the  year  1922. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  {Nominated)  {Deputy  President) :  May  I  know 
whether  the  repealing  Act,  XIY  of  1922,  does  not  amend  the  Criminal 
Procedure  Code  with  a  view  to  curtail  the  liberty  of  the  Press? 

MR,  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  Sirhar  Vakil):  That  was 
tlie  point  which  I  wanted  to  mention. 

.  All  the  provisions  of  the  Press  Act,  I  of  1910,  were  not  repealed. 
Several  of  those  provisions  were  embodied  in  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code,  the  Post  Office  Act  and  in  the  Sea  Customs  Act. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalwpuzha)  :  We  have  no  corres¬ 
ponding  provisions  here  regarding  the  Post  Offices  and  Sea  Customs.1 

Mr.  V.  3.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  Sirhar  Vakil) :  My  friend 
has  studiously  avoided  mentioning  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code.  The 
provisions  of  the  Press  Act '  that  were  embodied  in  the  Criminal  Pro¬ 
cedure  Code  are  found  in  the  Newspapers  Regulation. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chiraymkil)  :  M  ay  I  know  Whether 
the  action  taken  under  the  Newspapers  Regulation  can  be  called  judicial 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  Sirhar  Vakil)  :  He  is  making 
a  mistake.  It  is  a  judicial  action,  because  the  High  Court  has  a  power 
to  judges  on  ajppeal.  . 

As  I  was  submitting,  if  it  is  necessary  in  the  interests  of  the  country, 
to  have  some  restraint  imposed  upon  the  Press,  then  such  restraint' 
should  be  effected. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha)  ■  May  I  ask  him  in 
whom  vests  the  authority  to  decide  the  sufficiency  of  the  circumstances' 
to  impose  that  restraint  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  Sirhar  Vakil)  :  I  do  not  see 
why  the  Government  should  not  do  that.  That  is  a  question  which  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  existence  of  the  necessity.  Merely  upon  the  abstract 
position  that  the  freedom  of.  the  Press  should  always  he  maintained,  it 
should  not  be  held  that  where  there  is  a  necessity,  where  there  are.  ...cirr 
cumstances  which  show  the  existence  of  necessity,  no  action  should  he 
taken.  That  position  cannot  be  maintained.  In  Travancore,  at  least 
in  recent  times,  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  objectionable  matter, 
published  in  a  certain  section  of  the  Press.  That  bas  been  more  or.  less 
admitted  by  all.  The  question  then  is  why  it  is  not  enough  ..to. 
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enforce  the.  provisions  of  the  Penal  Code-  I  will  say  why  the  existing 
provisions  are  not  enough.  Inthefirstplaoe.it  must  be  remembered 
that  the  number  of  objectionable  articles  appearing  in  the  Press  should 
not  be  gauged  from  the  number  of  prosecutions  that  have  been  launched 
by  the  Government.  It  is  not  every  objectionable  article  that  appears 
in  the  Press  that  is  the  subject  of  prosecution.  The  Government  have 
to  see  that  a  large  number  of  prosecutions  for  offences  under  Section  117 
or  145  A.  of  the  Penal  Code  are  not  launched.  It  would  be  inexpedient, 
extremely  inexpedient.  The  number  of  objectionable  articles  is  much 
greater  than  the  number  of  prosecutions.  It  is  only  in  a  small  percentage 
of  the  articles  that  prosecution  has  been  resorted  to.  I  must  press  upon 
the  House  that  this  Regulation  is  not  a  punitive  measure;  it  is  a  preven¬ 
tive  measure..  Action  may  be  taken  under  Section  117  of  the  Penal  Code, 
relating  to  sedition,  and  145  A.  relating  to  fomenting  class  hatred. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil):  May  I  know  whether 
there  are  preventive  measures  or  sections  in  the  Criminal  Procedure 
Code  ? 

Mr;  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  Not  sufficient 
for  this  purpose. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (Chirayinkil) ;  For  any  other  purpose? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil j :  We  are  not 
dealing  with  that  now.  The  Penal  Code  contains  provisions  for  punish¬ 
ing  a  person  for  publishing  bad  articles.  They  may  suffice  when  the 
offence  appears  in  a  sporadic  form  here  and  there,  but  not  when  it  be¬ 
comes  an  epidemic. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara) :  Has  there  been 
any  epidemic  of  that  nature  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  Yes,  that  is 
what  is  stated.  It  is  greatly  inexpedient  to  depend  upon  mere  prose¬ 
cutions  for  suppressing  it.  It  is  like  a  man  going  with  a  bottle  of 
medicine  to  treat  the  people  affected  during  an  epidemic.  We 
should  see  that  the  evil  is  cut  at  the  root.  It  is  something  like  this. 
Suppose  there  is  a  factory  where  poison  gas  is  produced.  It  is  known 
that  poison  gas  is  produced  there  and  disseminated.  Is  it  the  part  of 
wisdom  to  say  that  the  foreman  or  a  workman  who  has  to  attend  to 
some  particular  portion  of  the  machinery  may  be  brought  up  for 
punishment  and  the  matter  may  he  dropped  there  ?  It  seems  to  mo 
that  you  ought  to  take  all  measures  to  close  down  that  factory.  This 
Regulation,  I  am  submitting  to  the  House,  is  one  which  is  meant  for 
preventing  the  dissemination  of  journalistic  poison. 

.  '  Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayivkil )  :  If  the  Regulation  is 
intended  only  for  prevention,  how  does  the  member  explain  the  maxi¬ 
mum:  amount  of  fees  imposed  upon  some  papers  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) ;  It  seems  to 
me  that  the  amount  of  license  fees  is  a  matter  that  is  irrelevant  to  the 
particular  question  before  the  House. 

V  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapunha) :  Is  there  any  enquiry 
provided  for  under  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code  ?

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil )  :  Yes. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anibalapuzha)  :  Then  why  not  provide 
for  an  enquiry  in  this  ease  also? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  It  seems  to 
me  that  it  would  defeat  the  very  object  of  the  Begulation.  As  I  said,  if 
it  is  fonud  that  poison  is  being  sent  out 'from  moment  to  moment,  unless 
it  is  stopped  at  once  provisionally,  it  will  be  spreading. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyatnnkara)  :  May  I  ask  the 
member  whether,  after  all,  the  literate  mass  in  Travancore  are  indis- 
criminate  as  to  swallow  anything  and  everything  that  appear  in  the 
Press  ? 

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  I  shall 
answer  that  question  of  my  learned  friend.  We  have  to  make  a  dis¬ 
tinction,  a  sharp  distinction,  between  the  educated  class  and  the  half- 
educated  and  the  merely  literate  class.  (Mr.  K.  C.  Mammen  Mappillai, 
Hear,  hear.)  We  know  that,  so  far  as  literacy  is  concerned,  Travancore 
stands  in  a  high  position.  But  the  mere  fact  that  a  man  is  able  to  read 
and  write  does  not  show  that  he  has  sufficient  judgment  to  distinguish 
between  good  writing  and  bad  writing,  writing  in  bad  taste  and  writing 
in  good  taste.  Highly  educated  people  can  take  care  of  themsftlves. 
When  they  come  across  an  objectionable  article,  they  know  it  is  rubbish 
and  throw-  it  away. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neijyattinkara ) :  May  I  ask  the 
member  how  many  papers  there  are  which  have  been  said  to  be 
publishing  obscene  and  objectionable  matter,  having  a  circulation  worth 
the  name  ? 

Mr.V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  {Head  Sirkar  Vakil):-  I  am  not 
aware  of  the  extent  of  their  circulation. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North. ): 
May  I  ask  him  whether  in  the  ease  of  an  obscene  paper  every  one  would 
try  to  get  a  copy  to  read  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  That  is  what 
I  have  heard. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (KoUayaiii)  :  May  I  ask  him  if  such  sheets  are 
not  re-printed  and  circulated  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil. i:  There  are 
some  instances  like  that. 

Iu  the  interests  of  the  vast  mass  of  people  not  at  the  top  .and  who 
are  either  half  educated  or  merely  literate  and  of -the  young  and  immature 
minds  in  the  community,  such  a  Begulation  has  become  absolutely 
necessary. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)  :  Will 
the  member  give  any  parallel  instance  in  any  other  country  where, 
because  a  few  papers  published  obscene  or  scurrilous  articles,  the  freedom  - 
ofihe  Press  was  curtailed ? 
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Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  I  am  not 
aware  of  any  country  where  the  same  circumstances  exist  as  here.  If 
my  friend  will  mention  any  country  having  the  same  conditions,  I  may 
be  able  to  answer  him.  (Laughter.) 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  _  Is 
he  aware  of  any  Native  State  where  a  Press  Act  of  a  more  rigorous  kind 
does  not  exist  at  the  present  day  1 

Mr.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  VaJeit ) :  I  believe  the 
learned  member  means  any  Native  State  where  a  more  rigorous  law  does 


“"‘MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  No. 
I  mean  where  a  more  rigorous  press  law  does  not  exist. 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  I  cannot  say. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  De.vic.olam)-.  What  is  the  per- 
centage  of  newspapers  indulging  in  such  language '? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil )  :  I  have  not 
made  any  calculation  of  the  percentage. 

Many  of  the  members  on  the  other  side  also  admitted  that  there  is 
a  section,  and  not  a  negligible  section,  of  the  press  in  Travancore  that 
indulges  in  objectionable  writing.  We  must  remember  that  the  present 
Begulation  is  not  a  punitive  measure,  it  is  preventive.  When  prevention 
is  necessary,  the  executive  is  given  sometimes  the  power  to  prevent. 

MR.  T.  KUMARA  PILLAT  (Kalkulam  cum  Vilavankod):  cooiAasna

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MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil):  <Dsnf°.

Under  the  Police  Regulation,  churches,  mosques,  etc.,  may  be 
closed. 

By  this  Regulation  also,  when  it  is  necessary  to  have  immediate 
remedy,  the  executive  may  take  action  and  leave  the  courts  to  function 
in. the  regular  course.  Resort  to  the  courts  cannot  be  denied  to  any 
person  if  he  wishes  to  take  the  matter  there.  Even  after  the  Govern¬ 
ment  has  taken  action  on  the  application  of  the  party  it  is  bound  either 
to  cancel  its  previous  order  or  place  the  matter  before  the  High  Court. 
That  is  the  main  point  which  I  want  to  mention. 

There  is  another  point  with  regard  to  which  there  was  a  misunder¬ 
standing.  Soon  after,  this  Regulation  was  promulgated,  we  found  some 
criticism  based  upon  a  misreading  of  the  provisions.  It  was  said  that 
it  was  only  in  the  case  of  a  second  cancellation  of  license  that  a  right  of 
appeal  is  allowed'.  That  statement  was  due  to  a  misreading  of  the  Regu¬ 
lation.  In  the  same  way,  my  friend  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  stated,  with 
reference  to  Section  7  of  the  Regulation,  that  any  policeman  is  entitled 
to  enter  our  houses,  to  violate  the  privacy  of  our  houses,  and  to  search 
for  copies  of  newspapers.  It  seems  to  me  that  my  learned  friend  has! 
not  read  that  section  properly.  It  is  only  a  police  officer  not  below  the 
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rank  of  an  Inspector,  and  armed  with  a  warrant  from  a  magistrate  that 
can  enter  a  house  for  such  search. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  Did  he  not  hear  that  I 
said,  ‘  elderly  policeman  ’? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil )  :  That  makes 
no  difference.  There  may  be  young  Police  Inspectors  and  elderly  Police 
Constables.  '  . 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  Does  the  member  know 
that  a  Police  Officer  is  none  but  an  elderly  policeman  with  increased 
needs?  (Laughter.)  ,  / 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PIU-AI  ( Chirayinkil l)  :  What  does  the  mem¬ 
ber  say  to  the  following  sentence  in  the  Regulation  :  “ Any  police  officer 

may  seize  any  such  copy  wherever  found  ”? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Valdl) :  The  words 
should  be  taken  along  with  the  next  clause  which  shows  that  there  is  a 
special  provision  made  in  the  latter  part  of  it  for  house-searches. 

MR.  K-  P-  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil ):  It  is  only  a  question 
'of  interpretation. 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Valdl)  :  No.  It  is 
stated  there. 

Sir,  one  or  two  members  seem  to  have  suggested  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  passed  this  piece  of  legislation  in  a  mood  of  anger.  I  may  say 
that  they  did  it  with  great  sorrow,  because  it  was  found  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  pass  such  a  legislation.  They  would  not  have  passed  such  legis¬ 
lation  hut  that  they  felt  it  a  matter  of  absolute  necessity.  It  was  not 
passed  in  a  spirit  of  anger  or  in  a  spirit  of  retaliation.  It  was  passed  only 
because  there  was  absolute  necessity  for  a  legislation  like  this.  It  was 
found  that  a  set  of  newspapers  persistently  contaminated  the  minds  of 
young  hoys  and  girls  in  our  country.  It  is  with  a  view  to  see  that  the 
young  men  and  women  in  our  country  were  not  contaminated  by  the 
undesirable,  obscene  and  objectionable  writings  of  a  section  of  the  Press 
that  this  Regulation  has  been  enacted  by  the  Government. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.Ambaiapuzha)  :  Is  there  any  provi¬ 
sion  in  the  Regulation  against  obscenity  ? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  ( Head  Sirkar  Vakil)-.  As  has 
already  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai,  obscenity  is  found 
in  connection  with  the  vilification  of  some  individual  or  other.  Obscene 
language  is  generally  used  with  a  view  to  defame  some  particular  in¬ 
dividual  or  class. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Urnimlapuzha) :  My  question  was 
whether  there  is  any  specific  provision  against  obscenity. 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  [Head  Sirkar  Vakil) :  It  can  be 
seen  from  the  Regulation  itself  that  obscenity  as  such  is  not  made  an 
offence  under  the  Regulation. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil) :  Suppose  a  newspaper 
says  that  an  act  on  the  part  of  the  Government  or  on  the  part  of  :  an 
officer  is  Dot  justifiable.  Does  it  not  amount  to  an  offence  under  the 
Regulation  ?  ■ 
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MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil):  I  am  not 
going  to  give  my  opinion  with  regard  to  his  particular  case  gratis, 
(Laughter.) 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  May  I  know  whether  after  the 
passing  of  the  Newspapers  Regulation  there  has  been  any  improvement 
in  the  tone  of  the  section  of  the  Press  during  the  last  three  months? 

MR.  V.  S.  SUBRAHMANYA  AIYAR  (Head  Sirkar  Vakil)  :  Yes.  There 
has  been. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (Ohirayinkil) :  Sir,  while  concluding, 
what  I  have  to  say  is  that  the  points  that  I  raised  in  my  opening  speech 
are  still  where  they  were,  although  the  several  members  on  the  opposite 
side  have  been  arguing  the  question  at  length.  Every  one  of  their 
speeches,  when  analysed,  is  vague  and  indefinite  and  does  not  help  me 
to  understand  how  the  points  raised  by  me  have  been  met  properly. 
They  say  that  some  papers  were  trading  on  nonsensical  or  obscene 
language;  but  they  are  not  prepared  to  furnish  the  percentage  of  such 
papers.  They  are  not  sure  of  the  number  of  such  papers  either.  They 
also  do  not  allow  us  to  infer  the  number  of  such  papers  from  the  num¬ 
ber  of  prosecutions  that  have  been  launched  against  the  Press. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  C Nominated):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether,  according  to  him,  if  only  a  few  papers  had  been  indulging  in 
such  foul  language  the.  evil  is  not  grave  enough  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinUl) :  L  will  answer  that 
question  later  on. 

Mr.  V.  S.  Subrahmanya  Aiyar  has  been  saying.  Sir,  that  if  an 
.  epidemic  prevails  in.  a  particular  locality,  quarantine  rules  have  to  be 
enforced  in  that  particular  locality.  Now,  Sir,  extending  that  analogy, 

:  if  .two  or  three  papers  were  found  to  be  faulty,  is  it  justifiable  to  pass  a 
Regulation  which  would  gag  the  whole  of  the  Press  in  Travancore  ? 

-  Suppose  we  understand  that  a  thief  has  entered  a,  house  at  8  r.  u.  and 
has  stolen  away  some  property.  Haying  come  to  understand  that  there 
has  been  a  theft  in-  a  certain  house,  suppose  the  Police  Commissioner 
orders  that  nobody  should  step  out  of  his  house  after  8  P.  m.  Will  it 
be  justifiable  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Commissioner  to  pass  such  an 
order  ?  I  hope  that  Mr.  C.  Thomas  also  is  answered.  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar 
emphasised  the  point  in  regard  to  the  direct  promulgation  of  this  Regu¬ 
lation  by  the  Sovereign  and  tried  his  level  best  to  justify  it  and  thus, 
if  possible,  to  win  over  to  his  side  one  or  two  members  on  this  side  of 
the  House.  . 

Mr.  v;  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President )  :  I  am  not 
interested  in  any  member  coming  to  my  side,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ohirayinkil):  Mr.  G.  Paramcsvaran 
Pillai  has  very  well  met  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar’s  point  by  saying  that  leaving 
&  few  Sections  of  the  Regulation  dealing  with  the  Royal  Family  to  he 
passed  by  'direct  promulgation,  the  other  Sections  might  have  been  pass¬ 
ed  through .  this  Council.  I  therefore  do  not  want  to  lengthen  my 
argument  on  that  point.-  -  As  has  - already  been  pointed  out,  it  is  hot 
advisable  to  arm  the  executive  -  with  arbitrary  powers  of  this  kind. 
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Statesmanship  consists  in  lessening  criticism  by  the  adoption  of 
prudent  measures  and  not  by  arming  the  executive  with  arbitary- 
powers.  A  learned  contributor  to  the  Harward  Law  Review  has 
said  that  “  to  prohibit  criticism  in  matters  of  public  interest  is  in¬ 
compatible  with  the  principles  of  any  form  of  Government  in  which 
the  people  are  associated  in  the  work  of  administration.  "  The. 
Newspapers  Regulation  makes  it  rather  impossible  for  the  accredited 
representatives  of  the  people  to  work  in  harmony  with  the  Government. 
Therefore,  what  I  urge  upon  the  Government  is  that,  having  under¬ 
stood  the  real  situation  that  has  been  created  by  the  promulgation  of 
this  Regulation,  to  reconsider  the  whole  question  and  see  that  the  pre¬ 
sent  Regulation  is  repealed  forthwith  if  they  consider  that  the  appeal  of 
the  non-official  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  country  in  any 
matter  deserves  to  have  any  weight  with  the  Government.  If  they 
find  it  necessary  to  have  some  sort  of  control  over  the  Press,  they  should 
come  to  this  Council  with  some  other  Regulation.  As  it  is,  it  is  impos¬ 
sible  for  me  to  support  the  Regulation.  I  therefore  press  my  motion,  ' 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mhmhil  cum  Devicolam )  May  I  know  .whether, 
in  the  light  of  the  opinions  expressed  by  some  of  the  members  regarding 
the  necessity  for  such  a  Regulation,  the  member  is  pressing  the  .  motion 
on  all  the  grounds  previously  stated  by  him  or  only  on  the  ground 
relating  to  the  method  of  promulgation  ?

■  MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChimyinUJ)-.  It .  is  not  possible  to 
lay  down  a  hard  and  fast  rule  in  such  matters.  There  must  be  a  con- 
-  siderable  number,  of  papers  to  justify  this  sort  of  action  on  the  part  of 
the  Government. 

tilR .  K .  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  Sir,  the  matter 
hasbeeh  thoroughly  discussed  and  I  have  nothing  more  -to  .add. The 
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Government's  position  has  been  very  clearly  explained.  Notwithstand¬ 
ing  what  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai  says,  I  hold  that  all  the  points  that 
he  urged  have  been  answered.  The  necessity  for  this  piece  of  legisla¬ 
tion  has  been  plainly  set  forth  and  it  has  been  conceded  by  almost  all  the 
speakers  with  the  exception  of  my  friend  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyaitinlara )  :  What  I  said 
was  that  there  was  no  sedition  in  the  country.  I  said  that  the  affairs 
in  the  country  were  quite  normal.

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government ): 
Sir,  I  rise  to  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Bs.  -98  lakh  under  De¬ 
mand  X — General  Administration — Account  Office. 

Motion  2S1. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Karlikapalli ):  Sir,  I  beg 

to  make  the  following  motion  : 

251.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  28,118  for  third  class  clerks 
by  Bs-  440. 

On  page  61  of  the  budget  estimate,  1  find  a  foot-note  which  runs 
as  follows : — 

“The  provision  is  made  for  the  appointment  of  one  additional  clerk  on  Ks.  40-70  and 
3  clerks  on  25-5/2-40-5/3-50,  from  1-1-1102  to  cope  with  tlio  increasing  volume  of 
work  in  the  Savings  Bank  Section" 

Sir,  I  believe  this  proposed  increase  is  one  of  the  108  new  proposals 
so  grandly  announced  by  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  in  his  budget  speech  as 
having  been  examined  by  the  Government  with  the  help  of  the  Finance 
Committee.  I  learn  that  most  of  these  proposals  are  for  creating 
additional  appointments  or  for  giving  increase  of  pay.  But  I  am  sorry 
to  note  that  the  increase  is  not  given  in  the  lowest  ranks  where  it  is 
necessary.  All  proposals  from  the  officials  for  increase  of  pay  or  higher 
pay  in  the  name  of  efficiency  need  careful  scrutiny.  Last  year,  I 
quoted  the  advice  and  observations  of  Gladstone  on  this  subject. 

Now,  this  particular  increase  in  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
Savings  Banks  is  explained  in  a  foot-note  on  page  61.  I  find  from  the 
information  supplied  in  the  budget  estimates  that  this  increase  in  the 
staff  is  not  quite  justifiable.  From  page  4  of  the  budget  estimates,  I  find 
that  no  increase  of  deposits  from  thofee  in  1101  in  the  Savings  Banks  is 
expected  in  1102.  The  deposits  are  given  as  Bs.  8  lakhs  for  both  these 
two  years.  So,  under  the  circumstances,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  better 
explanation  has  to  be  given  for  justifying  the  sudden  increase  of  4  clerks 
in  the  Savings  Banks  Section  proposed  to  be  made  now.  Savings  Bank 
work  is,  I  believe,  mainly  done  in  the  Savings  Banks  and  not  in  the  Ac¬ 
count  Office.  In  the  latter  office,  a  general  ledger  of  the  depositors  and 
their  deposits  and  withdrawals  will  have  to  be  maintained  and  calculations 
of  interests  for  the  different  Savings  Banks  accounts  will  have  to  be  made 
and  communicated  to  the  different  Savings  Banks.  I  do  . not  .  know 
whether  there  is  much  other  work  to  speak  of  to  be  done  in  the  Account 
and  Audit-Office  in  this  connection.  I  wish  to  know  whether  the  work 
was  not  done  satisfactorily  with  the  existing  staff  in  1101  and  whether 
there  are  arrears  for  1101  or  the  previous  years.  It  seems  to  me 
that  all  expenditure  for  additional  staff  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be 
postponed  until  sufficient  arrangements  and  funds  are  provided  for 
ameliorating  the  condition  of  the  people  and  a  living  wage  is  given  to 
those  in  lowest  rungs  of  the  official  ladder  such,  as  peons,  Primary  School 
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teachers,  Accountants,  etc.  Irrigation  and  drainage  channels  and  cart 
roads  have  to  be  urgently  provided  for  in  country  parts  for  lessening  the 
poverty  and  sufferings  of  the  common  people.  I  wish  that  the  routine 
writing  work  in  the  Government  offices  may  be  arranged  to  he  decreased 
so  as  to  make  it  possible  to  do  with  a  smaller  number  of  clerks  and 
officers  than  at  present.  It  seems  to  be  admitted  on  all  hands  that  the 
total  expenditure  for  the  pay  of  Government  servants  in  Travancore  is 
rather  disproportionate.  So,  the  Government  should  try  to  decrease  it. 
But  the  tendency  appears  to  be  just  in  the  contrary  direction.  The 
expenditure  for  1100  was  only  about  Its.  200  lakhs  and  that  for  1101 
shows  a  slight  decrease.  But  suddenly,  in  1102,  the  expenditure  is 
proposed  to  be  raised  to  about  Bs.  208  lakhs. 

IHR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  ( Kunnatnad ) :  I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  it 
relevant  to  discuss  a  general  question  of  policy  under  a. motion  proposing 
a  specific  cut  V 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (.Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil) :  The  policy  in  relation  to  the  particular  budget  head  might  be 
discussed  if  it  is  a  token  motion. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  policy  could  be  brought  under  the  particular 
head  of  the  budget  under  discussion,  then  it  is  relevant. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  Much  of 
the  increase  is  for  creating  new  appointments  or  for  increasing  the  pay 
of  Government  servants  other  than  those  who  urgently  stand  in  need  of 
such  increase.  So,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Government  and  this  House 
should  look  into  this  matter  and  try  to  minimise  the  sudden  increase  as 
far  as  possible.  It  is  for  the  purpose  of  trying  to  apply  this  principle  in 
detail  that  I  have  brought  this  motion.  I  request  the  Government  to 
reconsider  whether  this  particular  provision  for  additional  expenditure 
for  the  Savings  Bank  Section  cannot  be  omitted  or  at  least  decreased  to- 
some  extent.  With  these  words,  I  place  the  motion  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  House. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
There  has  ever  been  a  steady  increase  in  the  volume  of  Savings  Bank:, 
work  in  the  Account  Office.  The  number  of  current  accounts  rose  from j 
7,641  in  1088  to  17,649  in  1092,  while  the  number  of  Pass  Books  re¬ 
ceived  for  closing  rose  from  777  to  1,074  during  the  same  period.  The 
original  staff  was  therefore  strengthened  by  the  addition  of  two  clerks 
from  1093.  Thus,  at  the  beginning  of  1093,  the  number  of  clerks  in  the 
Savings  Bank  section  stood  at  five. 

During  the  nine  years  from  1093,  the  volume  of  Savings  Bank 
work  has  further  increased  nearly  three- fold.  Several  circumstances 
have  tended  to  bring  about  this  large  increase.  Firstly,  the  introduction 
of  Savings  Bank  work  in  42  more  Anchal  Offices  during  the  period  has, 
raised  the  number  of  offices  having  Savings  Bank  transactions  from  76 
in  1093  to  113  in  1101.  Secondly,  the  Savings  Bank  has  become  more, 
popular  owing  to  the  raising  of  the  rate  of  interest  from  3J  to  more  than 
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4  per  cent.  Thirdly,  the  facilities  afforded  by  the  revision  of  the  Savings 
Bank  rales  and  the  removal  of  the  restrictions  regarding  withdrawal  in 
the  case  of  Public  Accounts  have  tended  to  increase  the  number  of 
transactions  considerably.  Further,  with  the  introduction  of  the  Fixed 
Deposit  system  in  1099,  the  money  that  till  then  remained  under 
personal  deposit  accounts  at  the  Treasuries  in  the  names  of  Devaswoms 
and  Municipalities  was  freely  transferred  to  Fixed  Deposits  at  the 
Savings  Bank  carrying  4  per  cent,  interest.  The  steady  expansion  of 
co-operative  movement  in  every  part  of  the  State  has  also  contributed 
to  increase  in  the  volume  of  Savings  Bank  transactions  by  the  opening 
of  public  accounts  for  co-operative  societies. 

The  result  of  all  these  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Savings 
Bank  accounts  in  the  Treasuries  and  Anehal  Offices  from  17,649  in  1092 
to  nearly  47,000  towards  the  close  of  the  current  year.  The  Savings 
Bank  balance  stood  at  Rs.  21  lakhs  at  the  close  of  1092  and  is  expected 
to  stand  at  Rs.  53  lakhs  at  the  close  of  the  current  year. 

.  The  facts  and  figures  furnished  above  clearly  show  that  the  work 
of  each  Savings  Bank  auditor  in  the  Account  Office  has  increased  three¬ 
fold  between  the  years  1092  and  1101  and  it  is  certain  that  from  year 
to  year' there  will  be  still  further  increase  in  the  volume  of  work.  But 
the  staff  sanctioned  for  the  work  remains  the  same  as  it  was  in  1093. 
The  inevitable  result  is  that  the  work  in  the  Savings  Bank  Section  of 
the  office  is  always  increasingly  in  arrears, 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  KartikapalU )  :  May  I  know 
the  number  of  clerks  in  that  Section  at  present  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
There  are  five  clerks. 

In  the  above  circumstances,  it  is  imperative  that  the  staff  should  be 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  at  least  4  clerks  to  cope  with  the 
steadily  increasing  work.  As  the  Savings  Bank  affords  a  safe  invest¬ 
ment  for  the  depositor,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  every  facility 
should  be  afforded  in  the  matter  of  closing  the  accounts,  renewing  the 
dead  accounts  and  opening  the  new  accounts.  Even  after  the  proposed 
strengthening  of  the  staff,  the  average  would  still  work  at  5,770  accounts 
for  each  clerk  as  against  3,915  in  1Q93. 

.  My  friend,  Mr.  G.  Raman  Menon  will  see  from  page  7  of  the 
budget  under  ‘  liabilities  ’  that  the  Savings  Bank  deposits  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  1101,  amounted  to  Rs.  45,88,800,  while,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  it 
is  expected  to  be  Rs.  53,88,800  and  at  the  end  of  1102,  it  is  estimated 
that  it  will  go  up  to  Rs.  61,88,800.  Again,  if  the  member  will  kindly  refer 
to  page  182  of  the  budget  estimates,  he  will  find  that  during  the  current 
year  it  is  estimated  that  there  would  be  receipts  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  '43,65,000  under  “Savings  Banks”  and  an  expenditure  of 
Rs.  35,65,000  under  the  same  head.  Only  the  net  balances  are  shown 
in  page  5  .Next  year,  the  volume  of  transactions  is  expected  to  increase. 
From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  work  in  the  office  has  in¬ 
creased  considerably  and  that  it  is  likely  to  increase  in  future  also, 
Therefore,  the  staff  applied  for  is  absolutely  necessary. 
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MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkam) :  I  am  one  of  those 
who  would  ordinarily  discountenance  any  proposal  to  enhance  the  cost 
of  the  administration  on  account  of  the  increase  in  the  establishmeht. 
But  the  proposition  cannot  be  accepted  in  all  cases.  We  should  not  dis¬ 
countenance  the  increase  of  the  staff  in  this  particular  case,  Eeference 
was  made  by  Mr.  G .  Raman  Menon  to  the  Finance  Committee  having 
considered  the  several  proposals.  True,  these  proposals  came  up 
before  the  Finance  Committee.  We  scrutinised  the  figures  and  we 
were  satisfied  that  the  staff  asked  for  is  not  too  much.  That  was  the 

reason  why  we  approved  that  proposal.  I  may  also  say  that  in  re- _ , 

gard  to  the  Savings  Bank  accounts,  it  is  absolutely  essential  that  the 
necessary  staff  should  be  maintained. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (.Commerce  and  Industry,  North)'. 

Sir,  the  Account  Office  is  one  of  the  few  departments  where,  I  think, 
every  one  of  the  clerks  is  having  very  heavy  work  and  it  would  be  highly 
injudicious  if  this  Council  refuses  the  necessary  addition  to  the  staff  in 
regard  to  such  offices.  The  proper  discharge  of  the  functions  of  the 
various  departments  depends  to  a  very  large  extent  on  the  satisfactory 
administration  of  the  accounts  department.  It  will  be  a  suicidal  policy 
if  we  stint  the  absolutely  necessary  and  indispensable  minimum  of  the 
staff  of  the  Account  Office.  Therefore,  I  strongly  oppose  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Baman  Menon. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelilcara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  In  view 
of  the  explanation  given  by  the  Account  Officer,  especially  the  fact  that 
from  the  year  109b  there  has  not  been  any  increase  in  the  number  of 
clerks  in  this  Section  of  the  Account  Office  while  the  work  in  this  Sec¬ 
tion  has  increased  considerably,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion.

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON-  ( Maveliltara  cum  Kartikafalli) :  Sir,!  beg 
to  move  the  following  motion  : — 

355,  To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Rs.  ‘98  lakh  under  Re¬ 
mand  X  by  Rs,  10. 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  merely  a  financial  one.  I  wish  to 
point  out  the  desirability  of  ascertaining  from  time  to  time  the  actual 
values  of  the  important  assets  of  the  State  such  as  the  Kodayar  works 
and  the  railway  lines.  Such  important  works  have  cost  the  taxpayer 
very  large  sums  of  money  and  it  will1  be  desirable  to  know  from  toe  to 
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time  whether  the  money  spent  has  appreciated  or  depreciated  in  value. 
It  may  be  said  that  such  valuations  will  have  to  be  made  in  regard  to 
other  works,  such  as  the  Vanchiyur  School,  which  have  also  cost  large 
sums  of  money.  But  I  consider  that  works  like  the  Kodayar  project 
and  the  railway  lines  are  much  more  important. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secietary  to  Government) : 
Is  it  necessary  according  to  the  member  to  value  all  the  puduval  lands? 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  KartikapalU) :  That 
is  not  necessary,  because  there  is  not  much  difficulty  in  the  valuation  of 
puduval  lands.  But  in  the  case  of  works  which  are  subject  to  depreci¬ 
ation,  I  think  it  is  desirable  to  know  from  time  to  time  whether  they 
have  depreciated  or  appreciated  in  value.  I  find  that  the  Kodayar  pro¬ 
ject  and  the  railway  lines  have  also  been  included  in  the  assets  of  the 
Government.  One  of  the  assets  of  the  Government  is  the  Government 
of  India  securities.  The  depreciation  in  regard  to  these  Government  of 
India  securities  is  indicated  in  the  Administration  Keport.  Therefore,  if 
such  a  thing  is  practicable,  I  think  it  will  be  desirable  to  have  such  a 
valuation  done  in  the  case  of  important  works  such  as  the  Kodayar 
project  and  the  railway  lines.  I  have  noticed  while  travelling  that  the 
rails  in  the  Quilon-Trivandrum  section  of  the  railway  are  very  flimsy 
in  comparison  with  the  rails  on  the  other  section.  I  should  like  to  know 
the  cause  of  it.  I  should  like  to  be  put  in  possession  of  such  facts.  I 
heard  from  some  of  my  friends  that  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  railways 
since  they  are  being  worked  by  the  South  Indian  Kailway  Company. 
But  we  have  spent  large  sums  of  money  on  our  railways  and  so,  I  think 
we  have  a  right  to  demand  some  accounts  and  to  know  from  time  to  time 
the  condition  of  such  works.  It  is  for  pressing  upon  the  attention  of 
the  Government  this  matter  that  I  have  brought  forward  this  motion. 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
Sir,  Mr.  Baman  Menon  wants  that  the  Kodayar  Project  works  should 
he  valued  from  time  to  time  and  that  the  money  that  we  have  spent  on 
the  Kodayar  Project  should  be  included  in  our  booked  ‘  assets  and  liabi¬ 
lities  ’  statement  on  page  7  of  the  budget.  I  doubt  whether  the  Account 
Office  has  anything  to  do  directly  in  connection  with  the  valuation  of 
the  Kodayar  Project.,  I-have  not  got  the  necessary  technical  staff:.  If 
at  all,  I  can  depute  one  of  the  Assistant  Account  Officers,  but  I  doubt 
whether  he  would  be  able  to  do  any  substantial  work  in  that  direction. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  KartikapalU ) :  Cannot  the 
Chief  Engineer  be  asked  to  do  it 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  ; 
Yes  ;  and  I  think  the  motion  should  have  been  legitimately  brought 
under  P.  W.  D. 

.  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmha)  :  Cannot  the  Account 
Officer  write  to  the  Government  requiring  the  Chief  Engineer  to  go 
and  value  the  Kodayar  Project  year  after  year  ? 

.  Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
The  Kodayar  Project  works  are  under  the  administrative  control 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  who  is  inspecting  the  same  now  and 
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then.  The  works  are  being  maintained  in  an  efficient  condition 
and  are  serving  the  purpose  for  which  they  are  constructed.  I 
do  not  clearly  understand  what  the  member  means  by  valuing 
the  Kodayar  Project  every  year.  The  expenditure  on  Kodayar  Project 
works  is  being  met  out  of  the  general  revenues  of  the  State  year  after 
year  just  like  any  other  work  executed  by  the  Public  Works  Depart¬ 
ment  and  capital  and  revenue  accounts  are  maintained  for  the  same. 
If  it  is  found  on  a  re-valuation  that  the  lvodayar  Project  works  are  not 
worth  Es.  80  lakhs  which  at  present,  represents  more  or  less  the  booked' 
expenditure,  that  information  is  not  going  to  help  us  materially  from  an 
account  point  of  view.  The  same  would  be  the  case  if  the  value  of  the 
Kodayar  Project  works  has  appreciated. 

Mr.  6.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavclikara  cum  KartiHapalli )  :  That 
information  will  give  the  taxpayer  some  satisfaction. 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government ).: 

Yes. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
Will  it  not  give  the  taxpayer  room  for  serious  anxiety  if  it  is  found  on 
valuation  that  it  has  depreciated  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government-, 
Yes.  I  am  only  stating  that  no  alteration  need  be  made  in  the  booked 
assets  and  liabilities  statement  shown  in  the  budget  estimates.  Purther, 
a  special  staff  may  have  to  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  re-valuation. 
After  all,  the  Kodayar  Project  works  are  not  an  easily  saleable  asset.  As 
already  stated,  the  expenditure  on  Kodayar  Project  works  has  all  along 
been  treated  just  like  any  other  expenditure  on  public  works.  The  items 
of  assets  and  liabilities  included  in  the  booked  assets  and  liabilities  state¬ 
ment  represent  only  the  items  easily  realisable.  Granting  that  I  am 
prepared  to  accept  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Eaman  Menon  that  the 
capital  expenditure  already  incurred  on  the  Kodayar  Project  Works 
could  be  included  for  the  first  time  in  the  current  year’s  assets  and  liabili¬ 
ties,  it  would  eventually  mean  that  the  current  year’s  surplus  should  be 
increased  by  about  Es.  80  lakhs  over  and  above  the  budgetted  surplus 
of  Rs.  17 1  lakhs.  If  we  add  on  to  this  the  value  of  the  railway  line 
from  Quilon  to  Trivandrum,  the  current  year’s  surplus  would  have  to 
be  raised  to  Es.  1,50,00,000.  The  accounts  up  to  the  end  of.  last  year 
have  been  closed  and  no  alteration  is  now  possible  with  respect  to  closed 
accounts.  I  doubt  whether  much  useful  purpose  would  be  served  by 
increasing  our  assets,  since  that  increase  must  necessarily  react  on  the- 
Government  account  included  in  the  liability  statement.  Purther, 
Project  Works  though  important,  are  not,  as  already  stated,  easily 
saleable.  As  these  works  have  been  treated  in  the  past  just,  like  any 
other  expenditure  on  public  works  so  far  as  financing  is  con¬ 
cerned,  it  might  be  argued  whether  it  may  not  be  necessary  to.  value 
the  Vanchiyur  School  building,  Kottar  High  School  buildrogs, 
and  the  several  trunk  roads  opened  from  time  to  time.  Carrying- fhe 
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argument  a  step  further,  it  might  also  be  contended  that  the  value  of 
puduval  lands  might  also  be  included  in  our  assets.  In  any  circum¬ 
stance,  the  inflation  of  our  assets  appears  to  be  undesirable  as  the 
existing  assets  generally  consist  of  items  easily  saleable  or  realisable.  ■■ 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Uavelilara  cum Kartikapaitt)  ■  It  is  not' 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  that  I  have  brought  the  suggestion.  It  is  for 
the  purpose  of  knowing  how  much  these  have  depreciated  or  appreciated 
iU  value. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolwm )  :  If  this  motion  does 
not  come  under  Account  Office,  may  I  know  why  this  should  be  discussed 
further  ? 

Nr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PIL LAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
He  has  not  withdrawn  the  motion. 

.MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devi  colam)  :  I  am  asking  the 
President. 

PRESIDENT :  It  does  come  under  Account  Office,  because  the 

Account  Officer  is  the  man  with  whom  Government  have  entrusted 
the  keeping  of  accounts  and  if,  the  Kodayar  Project  has  a  money  Value, 
then  it  will  be  the  duty  of  the  Account  Officer  to  book  that  money  value» 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
Anyhow,  Mr.  Raman  Menon’s  proposition  appears  to  be  unworkable. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapmzha )  ;  If  it  is  possible  to 
estimate  the  Kodyar  Project,  may  I  know  whether  there  is  not  a 
possibility  of  valuing  the  other  rivers  in  the  State  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 
I  think  it  is  better  to  ask  Mr.  Raman  Menon  when  he  rises  to  reply. 
Anyhow,  I  am  not  for  revaluing  the  Kodayar  Project  Works.  So  the 
question  does  not  arise. 

...  MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ): 
Has  Mr.  Raman  Menon’s  suggestion  any  value  in  keeping  correct  ac¬ 
counts  of  the  State  ? 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 

. . Gapital  and  Revenue  accounts  are  now  maintained  for  the  Project  Wfirks 

and  the  Project  Works  are  maintained  in  an  efficient  condition  out  of 
funds  provided  under  working  expenses.  Any  appreciation  or  depreci¬ 
ation  in  value  can  have  no  direct  bearing  on  accounts. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  ;  Money  spent  for  the  Kodayar  Works 
is  shown  as  one  of  the  assets  whereas  money  spent  for  roads  and  build¬ 
ings  does  not  find  a  place  in  the  assets.  How  does  the  Account  Officer 
account  for  this  difference  ? 

Mr.R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government ) : 
On  an  examination  of  the  Appropriation  Report,  the  member  will  find 
Assets  No.  1-  and  Assets  No.  2.  Assets  No.  1  are  the  real  booked  assets. 
They  have  got  a  realisable  money  value.  So  far  as  Assets  No.  2  are 
-  concerned,  I  may  say  that  they  are  shown  in  the  Appropriation  Report 
just  to  enable  the  Council  to  have  a  general  idea  of  the  booked  and  un¬ 
booked  assets. 
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IHR.  N.  KUMAR  AN  ( Nominated) :  Is  it  only  for  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Council  ? 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)-. 

It  is  really  for  their  information  since  the  items  under  Assets  No.  2  are 
not  easily  realisable. 

Mr.  N.  KUMAR  AN  {Nominated)  :  Therefore  it  does  not  represent 
the  real  state  of  affairs  ?  " 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government): 

It  represents  the  real  state  of  affairs  in  that  the  Appropriation  Beport 
deals  with  both  booked  (easily  realisable)  and  unbooked  (not  easily,  ra- 
alisable)  assets,  while  the  assets  shown  in  the  budget  estimates  represent 
only  the  booked  ones.  As  I  have  already  stated,  no  useful  purpose  ~ 
would  be  served  by  writing  back  the  accounts  of  previous  years  and 
showing  inflated  assets, 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  wish  to  speak 
a  few  words  on  this  subject.  It  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s 
difficulty  is  that  capital  items  depreciate  in  value  and  he  apparently  wants 
to  know  whether  we  take  account  of'  that.  Perhaps  that  is  his  difficulty. 

If  so,  I  can  explain.  No  doubt,  if  the  Kodayar  Project  had  been  con¬ 
structed  from  loan  funds,  it  would  h...ve  been  treated  as  capital  expen¬ 
diture  not  charged  to  revenue.  That  is  to  say,  it  would  have  been 
treated  as  an  investment  which  would  yield  a  return.  In  that  sense, 
it  has  a  certain  value  and  that  value  will,  no  doubt,  depreciate.  •  What 
ordinarily  happens  in  such  concerns  is  that  a  certain  percentage  is 
deducted  from  the  capital  value  annually  on  account  of  depreciation, 
not  in  the  financial  account,  but  in  the  accounts  kept  pro  forma  for  that 
work.  For  instance,  in  an  industrial  concern,  the  proprietors  of  that 
concern  keep  accounts  to  show  how  far  their  assets  depreciate.  Thafris 
made  on  a  percentage  basis,  but,  in  actually  taking  stock,  they  value 
according  to  market  rates  or  according  to  cost  price  whichever  is  less. 
This  is  necessary  for  calculating  profit  and  loss.  In  the  case  of  the 
Kodayar  Project,  we  can  fix  a  percentage  for  depreciation  and  reduce 
its  asset  value.  But  it  serves  no  purpose.  What  we  do  is,  to  the  extent 
that  the  assets  depreciate  we  spend  money  on  renewal  and  keep 
up  the  assets.  The  original  value  is  thus  maintained  always  as  fat 
as  possible.  The  assets  which  have  depreciated  are  thus  restored 
by  renewals  and  that  is  what  is  done  in  a  case  like  this.  It  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  value  such  projects.  We  cannot  value  channels  or  the  contents 
of  the  channels,  but  we  can  estimate  the  depreciation  and,  to  make  up 
for  that  depreciation,  we  can  renew  every  year  to  the  extent  of  the  de¬ 
preciation  as  far  as  possible. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  not  possible  to  calculate  its  economic  value  ?  . 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Economic 
value  consists  in  the  value  of  the  water  and  I  cannot  say  if  water. can  be 
Valued.  '. 

Mr.  K-  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  The  economic  value 
is  determined  by  its  utility.  . 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  That  has  no 
money  value.  The  value  to  the  country  is  not  the  money  value,  hut  it 
is  a  value  which  accrues  to  the  cultivators  in  larger  production  and  to  the 
country  in  getting  more  supplies. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mirachil  cum  Devicolam) :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  not  possible  to  calculate  the  economic  value  in  money  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  The  advantages 
cannot  all  be  expressed  in  money  value. 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devicolam)  :  My  question  is 
whether  it  is  not  possible  to  calculate  the  economic  value  in  money? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  would  like  to 
understand  from  the  member  what  he  means  by  economic  value. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devicolam):  The  actual  utility  or 
benefit  derived  by  the  cultivators. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  The  utility  is 
not  always  convertible  into  money  value.  Nor  can  the  prosperity  of  the 
people  be  expressed  in  terms  of  money.  But  if  the  member  merely 
means  how  far  the  production  has  risen,  no  doubt,  it  can  be  said.  If  he 
wants  to  know  the  production  before  and  after  the  introduction  of  the 
project,  of  course,  it  is  possible. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devicolam)-.  Is  it  not  advisable 
to  have  such  calculations  made,  so  that  we  may  know  our  position  before 
we  spend  further  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes.  We 
know  it-  ' 

MR.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government)  : 
Is  not  the  Kodayar  water  used  for  drinking  and  bathing  purposes  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  Yes. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalajmeha)  :  May  I  know 
whether  there  was  not  a  value  fixed  for  the  Kallar  water  when  it  was 
proposed  to  take  it  to  the  other  side  of  the  ghats  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Of  course,  our 
water  has  money  value,  but  it  is  only  when  another  man  comes  to 
purchase  it. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapvzha) :  Cannot  the.  waters 
of  Kodayar  or  any  other  river  be  so  calculated  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  We  are  not  sell¬ 
ing:  the  water. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapuzha) :  May  I  know,  if  it  is 
not  possible  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-.  When  a  thing 
lies  in  my  hand,  its  value  in  terms  of  money  cannot  be  estimated. 
Only  when  it  has  a  demand  from  another  has  it  a  money  value. 

I  hope  this  will  satisfy  Mr.  Banian  Menon.  In  this  connection,  a 
VfQrd  about  our  railway  will  not  be  out  of  place.  He  mentioned  the 
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fact  that,  on  the  Quilou-Trivandrum  railway,  the  rails  are  more  flimsy 
than  on  the  other  Section.  That  was  because,  when  the  estimate  was 
sanctioned,  it  was  thought  that  a  lower  weight  of  rails  than  that  used 
for  the  Shencottah-Quilon  railway  would  be  enough  for  the  purpose. 

So  rails  of  lower  weight  were  used.  As  regards  the  valuing  of  railway 
lines,  that  also  is  not  a  feasible  proposition.  What  is  done  as  I  said  in 
regard  to  the  expenditure  on  Kodayar  Project  is  to  have  a  sort  of 
depreciation  account.  Recently,  the  Government  of  India  have. decided 
that  there  should  be  a  depreciation  fund  opened  for  railways  to  be  useiK-, 
for  the  purpose  of  renewals.  So,  our  railway  would  come  under  the 
general  railway  system  and  there  will  be  a  depreciation  fund  for  it  from 
which  renewals  will  be  met.  I  suppose  the  member  understands  now 
why  there  is  no  need  for  our  valuation  of  the  railways. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Eartikapalli):  What  is  the 
interest  realised  upon  the  sum  invested  in  the  Kodayar  Project  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretory  to  Government):  It  is  published 
every  year  in  the  statistical  tables. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Under 
the  circumstances  explained,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion, 

The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

The  question  that  the  sum  of  Rs^  '98  lakh  be  granted  -  under 
Demand  X — General  Administration — Account  Office,  was  then -put  to 
the  vote  of  the  House  and  carried. 

The  grant  was  made.

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Sir,  I  move  for  a  grant  not  exceeding  Rs.  7'08  lakhs  under 
Demand  XI — Administration  of  Justice, — Judicial  Department  and  Ad¬ 
ditional  Head  Sirkar  Vakil’s  Office.

Motion  256 . 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Nedthmngad)  Sir,  I 
beg  to  move  the  following -motion: — 

Q56.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  44,558  for  Establishment 
by  Bs.  100. 

Sir,  I  had  expressly  put  down  that  the  object  of  the  motion  was  to 
find  out  the  nature  of  the  work  assigned  to  the  Deputy  Registrar,  High 
Court;  It  is  the  general  opinion  that  the  Salaries  Committee  had  re¬ 
commended  the  abolition  of  the  post  of  the  Deputy  Registrar  in  the 
High  Court.  The  pest  was  continued  in  spite  of  the  recommendation. 

A  vacancy  had  recently  arisen  and  it  is  said  that  the  Chief  Justice  made 
ft.  recommendation  that  the  vacancy  should  not  be  filled  up  for  some 
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time.  -The  vacancy  having  been  filled  up,  I  should  like  to  know 
the  nature  of  the  work  that  has  been  assigned  to  the  Deputy  Regist- 
rar.  The  cry  all  over  the  country  is  that  the  expenditure  on  normal 
routine  functions  of  the  Government  is  steadily  increasing,  increasing 
out  of  all  proportions  to  the  proved  necessity.  Here  is  an  instance  of 
an  officer  being  paid  and  the  acting  Chief  Justice  being  not  able  to  find 
work  for  him.  I  am  proceeding  on  the  assumption  that  the  Chief  Justice 
said  so  and  I  should  like  to  hear  what  the  Law  Member  has  to  say  in 
regard  to  that, 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PAR AMESV ARAN  P1LLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar' 
Vakil ) :  It  is  no  doubt  true  that  the  Salaries  Committee  recommended 
the  abolition  of  the  place  of  the  Deputy  Registrar  or  that  of  the  Manager 
in  the  High  Court.  But  the  then  Chief  Justice  strongly  urged  the 
retention  of  both  the  places.  Having  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  work, 
the  Government  accepted  the  recommendation  of  the  then  Chief  Justice 
and  so,  both  the  places  were  sanctioned  and  they  happened  to  be  filled 
up  regularly  and  the  last  appointment  of  Deputy  Registrar  was  made  at 
the  instance  of  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  Mr.  Chatfield  before  he  went 
on  leave.  Subsequent  to  that,  the  acting  Chief  Justice  Mr.  Baman 
Tampi  recommended  for  the  consideration  of  the  Government  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  the  Deputy  Registrar’s  place,  and  immediately  after  that,  he  also 
sent  a  revised  recommendation  that  the  appointment  might  be  held  in 
abeyance  for  three  months.  Thereupon,  the  Government  considered 
that  a  lasting  change  like  the  abolition  of  a  permanent  place,  should  not 
be  brought  into  effect  without  taking  the-opinion  of  the  permanent 
Chief  Justice  also. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CHrayinHl ) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  recommendations  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  is  with  the  member 
now?  ' 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Yes,  I  have. 

.  MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  flLUHChirayinkilh  Will  the-House  be  given 
an  opportunity  to  know  what  are  the  recommendations  .  of  the  acting 
Chief  Justice  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  I  gave  the  purport  of  the  recommendation.  What  he  says  is 
that  it  is  possible  to-get  on  with  the  work  of  the  High  Court  office  with¬ 
out  a  Deputy  Registrar.  Even  before  that,  a  permanent  Deputy  Regis¬ 
trar  had  been- appointed  on  the  recommendation  of  the  permanent  Chief 
Justice  and  he  had  also  said  that  the  work  of;  the  Deputy  Registrar  is 
onerous  implying  thereby  that  that  post  is  necessary.  The  Government, 
therefore,  decided  that  the  place  should  be  retained  until  the .  return  of 
the  permanent  Chief  Justice,  In  regard  to  the  specific  point  raised  in 
the  notice  of  motion,  namely,  the  work  of  the  Deputy.  Registrar,  I  have 
information  that  he  is  now  in  charge  of  the  library,  the  preparation  of 
Reviews  and  Administration  Reports,  the  calling  for  and  submission  cf 
periodical  returns  at  the  end  of  each  month  to  each  of  the  Judges,  the 
preparation  of  correct  gradation  lists  of  the  judicial  Department,  tie 
Vot.  IX  No.  9.  d 
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signing  of  letters  “  for  Registrar”,  i.  e„  for  these  and  other  purposes.' 
The  Deputy  Registrar  has  also  control  of  the  Copying,  the  Old  Records, 
the  Typists’  and  Decree  Sections.  These  are  the  duties  of  the  Deputy 
Registrar  as  laid  down  by  the  late  Chief  Justice  Mr.  ViraraghaVa 
Aiyangar.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  the  Deputy  Registrar  Was  in 
charge  of  only  the  boarding  of  cases  which  now  has  been  entrusted  to’ 
the  Manager,  while  the  Deputy  Registrar  has  been  put  in  charge  of  the 
works  as  mentioned  before. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)-:  May  . 
I  know  whether  these  works  were  done  by  his  predecessor  ?  .  .  ;: 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  His  predecessor  was  attending  only  to  the  boarding,  of  cases; 

MR.K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) ;  What  is  the  scale  of 
pay  of  the  Deputy  Registrar  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Rs.  150  to  Rs.  200. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( ShartaUai ) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
acting  Chief  Justice  has  not  got  equal  powers  so  long  as  he  is  in  office, in 
the  matter  of  suggesting  the  abolition  of  an  unnecessary  office?  ' 

:  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  He  has,  no  doubt,  in  a  strict  sense.  But  when  a  permanent 
change  is  to  be  effected,  it  is  advisable  to  have  it  done  in  consultation 
with  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  lest  he  should  be  handicapped  when 
lie  returns  and  resumes  charge  of  his  office. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad).  I'm 
not  the  acting  Chief  Justice  expressly  say  that  there  is  no  work  for  the 
Deputy  Registrar  ?  .  1 

.  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  v  He  does  not  say  so  in  so' many  words.  But  he  does  say  ,  that 
the  post  of  .the  Deputy  Registrar  may  be  abolished  and  along  with  it.  he 
recommended  the  appointment  of  one  additional  clerk. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trioandrutn  cnxn  Nediwangad) :  ■  Wh&l 
does  he  mean  by  saying  that  the  post  may  be  held  in  abeyance  for  three 
months? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  AAddiiional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  means  that  an  experiment  may  be  made,  I  think,  With 
a  view  to  final  abolition.  .  .  , 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapussha)  :  May  I  know  what  was 
the  work1  that  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  had  in  view  when:  he“.s#d 
that  the  work  was' onerous  ?  .  ; 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PIALAI  (Additional  Head 'sirkar 
Vakil)  :  It  is  not  possible  to  say  what  exactly  he  had  in  ihmijhffl. 
But  the  DeputyRegistrar  appears  to  have  been  attending  to 
ing  of  cases,  ; 
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Mr.  K.MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Are  the 
duties  now  done  by  the  Deputy  Registrar  onerous  in  the  members’ 
opinion  ? 

/  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Bead  Sirkar 
Vakii):  In  that  matter,  we  must  give  weight  to  the  opinion  of.the 
Chief  Justice,  ' 

.  MR.  C.  P.  KQCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Eottarakara  mmKunnattur) :  Who 
passed  orders  on  the  Ag.  Chief  Justice’s  recommendation? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  Government. 

v  MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kotiarakara  cum  Kunnattur)  :  Was 
it  during  the  time  of  the  Dewan  or  the  Ag.  Dewan  ? 

■  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  It  .was  during  the  time  of  the  Ag.  Dewan. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  Why 
should  the  Government  ignore  the  recommendation  of  the  acting  Chief 
Justice? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  It  was  not  ignored.  It  was  given  due  consideration.  The 
Deputy  Registrar  was  appointed  in  accordance  with  the  recommend¬ 
ations  of  the  permanent  Chief  Justice.  It  is  after  that  that  the  acting 
Chief  Justice  suggested  the  abolition  of  the  post  of  Deputy  Registrar, 
and  as  I  said  already,  the  suggestion  cannot  be  given  effect  to  until  the 
•permanent  Chief  Justice’s  opinion  is  also  taken. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  That 
means  the  member  is  making  a  distinction  between  the  permanent  and 
aoting  Chief  Justice. 

:  y  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  to  some  extent.  The  acting  officer  will  be  there  only 
for  a  short  period. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shtrtallai) :  Is  not  the  case  similar 
with  the  acting  Dewan  also  because  he  was  looking  to  the  duties  of  the 
Dewan  Only  for  a  short  time,  and  yet  he  passed  orders  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
VaUl):  The  Government  passed  orders.  And  the 'orders  were  to 
;  maintain  the  existing  state  of  things  and  not  for  effecting  any  change. 

.  .Mr,  K,  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  If  there  is  any  difference 
_l»etween  the- decision  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  and  the  permanent 
'■‘Chief  Justice,  why  not  a  difference  also  be  made  in  the  decision  of  the 
aoting  and  the  permanent  Dewan  ? 

MR.KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Svrkar 
Vakil) :  That  is  why  I  said  that  the  orders  were  passed  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  though  during  the  time  of  the  acting  Dewan.  .  . 

'' Mr.  C.'P;  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Eottarakara ^cum  Kunnattur):  May 
T  know,  whether  such  a  recommendation  was  not  made  from  the  High 
Court?  9 
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HR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  recommendation  in  question  is  not  a  recommendation  of 
the  High  Court;  it  was  a  recommendation  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice. 

HR.  K.  HADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad )  :  Is  it 
not  a  case  of  the  head  of  an  office  saying  that  he  does  not  want  a 
particular  post  and  the  Government  thrusting  it  upon  him  ? 

HR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  We  cannot  view  it  quite  like  that.  The  acting  Chief  Justice 
has  made  hut  a  tentative  recommendation  and  has  but  suggested  a  trial 
for  three  months. 

Hr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduoangad) :  The 
Government  cannot  anticipate  what  his  final  word  would  he. 

Hr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  He  said  that  he  wanted  to  try  it  only  for  three  months. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  On 
account  of  that,  the  member  cannot  say  he  wanted  the  post  To  remain 
after  the  lapse  of  three  months.  How  can  he  say  that  after  three 
months  the  acting  Chief  Justice  would  want  that  place  to  be  filled  up  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  When  there  is  a  permanent  incumbent  for  the  place  and  the 
permanent  Chief  Justice’s  opinion  has  to  be  taken  before  deciding  on 
the  abolition  of  the  place,  what  can  we  do  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  May  I  know 
how  long  the  Deputy  Registrar’s  post  has  been  in  existence  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  For  nearly  half  a  century,  I  think,  although  formerly  it 
existed  in  the  name  of  Sheristadar. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)  :  May  I  know,  whether 
the  acting  Chief  Justice  or  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  is.  concerned 
with  the  work  of  his  office  or  the  number  of  hands  in  his  office  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  acting  Chief  Justice  is  concerned  only  with  the  work  in 
his  office. 

'MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil ):  In  the  light  of  the 
recommendation,  is  it  necessary  to  keep  a  hand  without  work  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  There  is  no  hand  without  work.  lie  is  doing  the  work  that 
I  have  already  mentioned,  which  is  in  accordance  with  the' written 
instructions  of  the  late  Chief  Justice  Mr.  Viraraghava  Aiyangar. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduoangad) :  Could 
not  the  present  Deputy  Registrar  be  trailsferred  to  some  other  depart¬ 
ment  diiring  the  experimental  period  of  three  months  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  That  is  not  practicable.  . 

PRESIDENT:  Mr.  Madhavan  Pillai,  that  is  not  relevant  to  the 
particular  motion,  namely,  establishment  of  the  High  Court, 
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MB.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Ncdurangad):  We  have 
got  a  superfluous  man  who  has  got  to  be  disposed  of  some  way. 

PRESIDENT  :  The  Law  member  has  read  out  to  you  and  explained 
in  detail  the  amount  of  work  which  the  Deputy  Begistrar  actually  does. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Nedncangad)  :  Does 
it  mean  that  the  recommendations  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  are  not 
of  any  concern  ? 

PRESIDENT:  There  is  difference  between  the  acting  Chief  Justice 
and  the  permanent  Chief  Justice.  Becommcndations  are  made  to  the 
Government  in  a  confidential  capacity. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandnm  cum  Neduranga/i):  The 
appointment  is  said  to-be  not  wanted  and  a  recommendation  has  also 
been  made  to  the  Government  to  that  effect.  But  the  Government  are 
still  continuing  the  appointment  and  putting  the  taxpayer  to  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  paying  an  officer  who  has  no  work. 

PRESIDENT :  That  point  had  been  amply  answered. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghiraiyinhil)  :  Sir,  on  hearing  the 
member  in  charge  of  this  motion,  we  are  not  satisfied  as  to  the  necessity 
of  keeping  a  hand  without  work.  On  a  general  policy,  it  is  not  worth 
while  to  spend  money  for  a  hand  to  he  maintained  without  doing  any 
work.  The  country  is  so  poor  and  there  is  a  cry  all  round  that  the 
expenditure  on  the  service  is  very  high.  Here  is  a  specific. instance  in 
which  the  departmental  head  who  is  fully  aware  of  the  work  in  his 
department  says  there  is  no  use  in  keeping  a  particular  post  without 
work.  In  spite  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Chief  Justice,  we  do 
hot  know  for  what  'reason  the  Government  retain  the  post  when  the 
head  of  the  department  says  that  the  office  can  be  abolished  without 
any  serious  evil  to  the  routine  work  of  the  department.  We  cannot 
understand  why  this  office  should  be  kept  there.  There  are  so  many 
pressing  matters  which  we  have  to  postpone  on  account  of  want  of 
money.  Here  is  an  instance  where  we  do  not  require  a  particular  office 
but  the  Government  thrust  an  officer  upon  a  person  who  does  not  want 
him.  May  I  ask  the  Government  whether  it  is  justifiable  ?  When  a 
Departmental  Head  comes  forward  with  a  scheme,  we  say  that  we  have 
no  money  to  pay  for  the  additional  staff  and  that  we  are  not  in  a  position 
to  oblige  him  because  the  necessary  money  is  not  forthcoming. 
Under  the  circumstances,  I  fail  to  understand  the  position  adopted  by  the 
.  Government  in  this  specific  instance.  That  is  a  question  which  ought 
to  be  answered  in  a  more  satisfactory  way  by  the  Government.  With 
these  few  Words,  .1  support  the  motion  of  Mr.  Madhavan  Pillai. 

MR.P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapuzha) :  I  also  support  the 
motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  K.  Madhavan  Pillai.  Here  tables  appear 
to  have  been  entirely  turned  so  far. as  I  can  see  from  the  nature  of  the 
correspondence  which  my  friend  the  Law  member  has  been  good 
enough  to  place  before  this  House.  The  usual  order  is  for  officers 
to  call  for  more  hands  to  carry  on  business  in  their  ,  offices.  Here  the 
Chief  Justice,  though  only  an  acting  Chief  Justice,  said  that  he  does  not 
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want  a  particular  hand  and  that  he  is  prepared  to  make  a  trial  whether 
he  can  carry  on  business  without  that  officer.  The  Government  wouM 
not  leave  the  Chief  Justice  to  his  view  there.  They  say  that  he  must 
necessarily  have  an  officer  more  to  carry  on  business  connected  with 
his  office.  Again,  I  beg  to  submit  that  the  creation  of  a  Deputy  Regi¬ 
strar  itself  was  an  interim  creation.  The  High  Court  got  first  of  all  a 
Registrar,  then  it  was  found  necessary  to  have  a  Deputy  Registrar.  ' 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether  there  was  not  a  Sheristadar 
before  that  time  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amlalapuzha )  :  There  was  one. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  May  I  ask  him  whether  it  is  that  officer  that,  later  on,  became 
known  as  Deputy  Registrar  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amlalapuzha) :  There  was  a  Manager 
already.  If  the  multiplication  of  posts  is  to  be  encouraged,  the  nest 
step'would  be  to  ask  for  a  Deputy  Manager  and  then,  going  on  at 
this  rate,  we  will  have  to  come  to  the  posts  of  clerks  and  deputy  clerks. 
That  is  the  way  that  multiplication  of  offices  goes.  In  the  interests  of 
economy,  it  ought  to  be  the  interest1  of  the  Government  to  accept  and 
clutch  at  any  offer  from  any  officer  which  would  pave  the  way  for  curt¬ 
ailment  of  the  hands  in  his  office.  My  friend  read  out  certain  duties  as 
falling  to  the  share  of  the  Deputy  Registrar,  such  as  the  preparation  of  the 
annual  report  and  so  forth.  Now,  even  if  a  deputy  to  the  Deputy  Regis¬ 
trar  is  created,  work  may  be  found  for  him,  for  a  portion  of  the  work 
may  be  reserved  for  the  Deputy  Registrar  and  the  rest  may  be  given- to 
the  Deputy  Deputy  Registrar.  So,  in  that  way,  it  is  quite  possible  to 
create  work  for  officers.  The  question  is  whether,  in  the  interests  of 
economy,  there  has  been  a  fair  trial  of  the  proposal  of  the  acting  Chief 
Justice.  My  submission  is  that  there  has  not  been.  The  Government 
would  not  even  allow  atrial  to  be  made. 

I  am  submitting  this  also  with  a  view  to  the  reduction  of  the  hands 
for  such  establishment,  so  that  I  may  propose  some  means  and  ways 
when  we  come  to  the  question  of  the  revision  of  the  pay  of  the  school¬ 
masters  for  which  a  committee  has  been  appointed  and  I  have  been  put 
on  the  committee.  I  am  of  opinion  that  such  Opportunities,  When 
offered,  should  be  laid  hold  of  at  once  and  the  money  saved  thereby  should 
be  used  in  the  cause  of  the  betterment  of  the  lot  of  the  schoolmasters. 
I  may  say  at  once  that  I  have  absolutely  nothing  to  say  against  the  pre¬ 
sent  incumbent  in  the  place  of  the  Deputy  Registrar.  It  is  only  a 
question  of  principle  and  it  ought  to  be  readily  accepted  when  an  officer 
is  prepared  to  come  forward  with  a  proposal  for  the  reduction  of  the 
hands  in  his  establishment. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  What  about  the  re¬ 
commendation  of  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  ? 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  He  has  not  considered 
the  question  of  the  need  or  otherwise  of  the  particular  post.  In  routine 
fashion,  he  has  said  that  the  Deputy  Begistrar’s  place  might  be  continued. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam ) :  Has  he  not  said  that 
this  post  is  necessary  when  the  matter  of  abolishing  it  was  referred  to 
him  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  That  was  years  ago 
when  the  accumulation  of  work  in  the  High  Court  was  very  much  and 
then  the  Deputy  Begistrar  used  to  attend  to  the  boarding  of  cases. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  Did  not  the  Salaries 
Committee  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  post  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  { Shertallai ) :  Added  to  it,  does  not  the 
recommendation  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  carry  some  more  weight  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Aiubalapmha) :  Certainly  it  does. 
Even  on  independent  merits,  I  am  prepared  to  urge  that  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  has  not  suffered  in  its  weight. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  What  does  the 
member  say  as  regards  the  suggestion  put  forward  by  the  Law  Member 
that  when  the  Chief  Justice  returns  he  might  find  himself  handicapped 
thereby? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  Then  the  Government 
may  come  before  this  House  with  a  supplementary  demand  saying  that 
the  permanent  Chief- Justice  says  that  he  cannot  get  on  without  a 
Deputy  Begistrar  and  it  should  be  provided  for.  That  would  be  only 
after  six  months.  Bor  these  six  months,  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  150  a  month, 
the  Government  can  save  Bs.  900  and  there  would  be  a  gain  (o  that  ex- 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  .cum  Devicolam)  :  Till  then,  what 
should  be  done  with  the  person  who  has  already  been  appointed  in  that 
.  place  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha):  He  may  he  asked 
to  do  some  other  work  or  he  may  he  asked  to  take  leave  on  half  pay  or 
do  something  of  the  sort.  So,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR.  V.  3UBBA.  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  some 
.  /question  of  principle  has  been  raised  in  the  case,  viz.,  whether  it  is  not 
advantageov  a  to  economise  when  a  recommendation  proceeds  from  the 
head  of  a  department.  If  we  go  by  that,  there  is  an  equally  established 
principle  that,  in  any  department,  and  I  know  something  of  the  admi¬ 
nistration  of  the  departments,  no  changes  of  a  radical  character  are  ever 
made  during  the  acting  incumbenoy  of  an  officer.  If  any  such  thing  is 
to  be  done,  it  is  generally  done  on  the  recommendation  of  the  permanent 
incumbent,  because  it  is  he.  that  is  responsible  for  the  future  working  of 
.  the  department.  So  far  as  I  know  personally,  and  I  do  not  think  it 
will  be  denied,  the  place  of  the  Deputy  Begistrar  was  in  existence  for 
at  least  15  or  20  years.  When  it  was,  proposed,  to  be  abolished,  its 
'  retention  was  recommeded  in  very  strong  terms  by  the  then  Chief  Justice 
and  when  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  recommended  a  man  to  be  ap- 
pointed  in  that  place,  the  recommendation  was  accepted  and  that  man 
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was  appointed.  The  acting  Chief  Justice,  I  may  sav,  before  he  had 
time  to  know  much  of  the  working  of  the  office  itself,  recommended  that, 
the  post  is  not  wanted.  Perhaps  his  suggestion  is  entitled  to  very  great 
weight,  and  I  have  not  the  slightest  doubt  about  it.  But  the  difficulty 
arises  from  the  fact  that  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  wanted  a  man  to  be 
appointed.  AVhether  that  appointment  has  to  be  abolished,  and  if  the 
permanent  Chief  Justice  wants  the  post  to  be  restored  back,  the 
Government  should  come  in  with  a  fresh  proposal  or  a  fresh 
demand,  is  a  matter  that  has  to  be  considered.  Is  it  easy  to, get  sanc¬ 
tioned  afresh  demand  or  a  fresh  proposal,  or  is  it  more  convenient  to 
allow  the  office  to  continue  until  the  permanent  incumbent  comes,  and 
if  he  is  also  of  the  same  opinion,  to  treat  that  officer  as  a  supernumerary 
and  dispose  of  him  in  any  other  manner  V  Without  giving  the  permanent 
incumbent  a  voice  in  the  matter  of  abolishing  the  post,  if  it  is  to  be 
dispensed  with,  it  may  not  be  sound.  Iam  perfectly  indifferent  as  to 
whether  the  post  itself  is  abolished  or  retained.  About  that  matter,  pos¬ 
sibly  the  Chief  Justice  is  the  best  authority.  My  view,  with  reference  to 
that  is  that  it  has  been  recommended  by  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  and 
the  abolition  of  the  post,  I  beg  to  state,  will  have  to  be  deferred  until  the 
permanent  Chief  Justice  comes  and  the  matter  is  finally  discussed.  To 
my  mind,  it  appears  that  that  is  the  practice  in  every  department,.  1  do 
not  see  why  there  should  be  any  departure  from  that  established 
practice  in  this  particular  matter. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mimchil  cum  Deu-iculam)  :  May  I  know  what 
he  thinks  about  keeping  the  post  in  abeyance  till  the  permanent 
Chief  Justice  returns  ? 

Mr.  11.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  { Dojpiiti /  Vrcsiclent)  :  I  am  not 
appearing  for  the  Government.  The  member  might  havei  asked 
Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  about  it. 

MR.  K,  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaohil  cum  Deeicolam)  :  Sir,  on  general 
principles,  one  is  inclined  to  support  the  idea  of  abolishing  the  post  .of. 
the  .Deputy  Registrar,  The  acting  Chief  Justice  has  recommended  the 
abolition  of  the  post  or  at  least  the  keeping  of  it -in'  abeyance.  The 
Law  Member  has  not  stated  before  the  House  the  very  wording  of 
the  recommendation  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice  so  as  to  enable  us  to  un¬ 
derstand  the  exact  meaning  that  should  be  attached  to  the  recommen¬ 
dation.  Anyhow,  it  is  a  fact  that  ho  has  recommended  so.  But 
Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  has  boon  telling  us  the  past  history  of  it,  and  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  when  he  says  that  this  House  must  consider  well 
before  we  recommend  the  abolition  of  this  place  altogether. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI-  {Ghirayinkil)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  the  recommendation  of  the  acting  Chief  Justice 
was  after  the  question  has  been  properly  considered  or  without  con¬ 
sidering  the  matter  thoroughly  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (MiuiuhU  cum  Deviiolam) ;  I  am  not  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  to  say  anything  about  that.  That  is  why  I  tried  to  ascertain  from 
the  Law  Member  what  the  exact  wording  of  the  recommendation  was. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (T Humdrum  cum  Neduvangad ):  Who 
is  responsible  for  the  work  in  that  office  ? 
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MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (MinacMl  cum  Devieolam)  :  At  present,  the 
acting  Chief  Justice  is  responsible  and  so  sufficient  importance  may  be 
attached  to  his  recommendation  so  far  as  the  present  work  is  concerned, 
But  the  question  of  the  permanent  abolition  of  the  post  has  to  be  consider¬ 
ed  more  seriously.  It  seems  that  a  person  has  already  been  appointed  in 
that  place  and  the  Government  may  have  some  difficulty  to  dispense 
with  him.  The  question  of  beeping .  the  place  in  abeyance  has  to  be 
•considered  from  that  aspect  also.  But  since  the  matter  has  not  been 
fully  explained  to  this  House,  I  do  not  find  myself  in  a  position  to  lean 
either  to  one  side  or  the  other  in  that  particular  point.  I  would  request 
the  Law  Member  to  explain  the  matter  more  fully  so  that  the  members 
in  this  House  may  get  a  clearer  understanding  on  the  question  of  the 
keeping  in  abeyance  of  the  post.  As  regards  the  abolition  of  the  post,  I 
think  it  should  be  considered  only  after  the  permanent  Chief  Justice 
resumes  charge. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ): 
Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  made  a  reference  to  the  person  of  the  Deputy 
Begistrar.  I  may  tell  this  House  that  I  do  not  know  him  at  all.  I 
have  not  seen  him  or  known  anything  about  him.  I  brought  the  mo¬ 
tion  forward  Seeing  that  it  is  unwise  to  spend  money  on  an  officer  who 
has  no  work  to  do.  The  Law  Member  has  not  convinced  me  that  the 
Deputy  Begistrar  has  now  got  sufficient  work  to  do.  I  cannot 
support  any  suggestion  that  will  cause  needless  expenditure  on  any 
service.  If  there  is  any  amount  of  money,  however  small  it 
might  be,  that  could  be  saved  without  imparing  efficiency,  it  should  be 
saved.  I  therefore  press  the  motion  for  a  division. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Sir,  I  should  once  again  press  the  fact  that  the  acting  Chief 
Justice,  though  at  first  he  was  of  opinion  that  the  Deputy  Begistrar’s 
place  may  be  abolished,  immediately  afterwards  revised  his  own  view. 

It  was  within  a  short  period  of  five  or  six  days,  and  he  then  said  that  it 
might  be  held  in  abeyance  for  three  months.  Further,  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  sanctioned  the  abolition  of  the  Deputy  Begistrar’s  place,  the 
appointment  of  the  additional  hands  as  asked  for  would  certainly  have 
become  necessary.  These  changes,  viz.,  the  abolition  of  an  existing 
post  of  the  Deputy  Begistrar  and  the  appointment  of  certain  additional 
hands  could  hardly  be  done  while  an  acting.  Chief  Justice  is  in  office, 
especially  because  he  himself  suggested  the  abolition  only  as  a  tentative 
measure. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Does  not 
the  acting  Chief  Justice  sit  in  departmental  benches  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar  ‘ 
Vakil)-.  Yes. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad 1):  Are  his 
decisions  of  any.  value  there  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil J:  Yes.

Mr;  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  [Trivandrum c\xm  Neduvangad) :  Bthere 
any  difference  in  the  value  attached  to  the  recommendation  of  the  acting 
Chief  Justice  made  to  the  Government  and  to  his  pronouncement  while 
sitting  in  a  departmental  bench  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ^  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  As  I  submitted  before,  the  acting  Chief  Justice’s  original  opinion 
in  this  instance  was  discounted  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  fact  that 
he  himself  revised  his  opinion  and  said  that  it  need  be  but  held  in 
abeyance  for  three  months.  When  such  a  recommendation  was  received 
by  the  Government,  it  was  thought  expedient  to  wait  till  the  permanent 
Chief  Justice  returns  from  leave.  ■ 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) ;  Is  the 
Member’s  statement  open  to  the  inference  that  the  acting  Chief  Justice 
made  a  recommendation  for  the  abolition  of  the  post  and  finding  that  it 
was  not  successful  he  applied  at  least  for  the  abeyance  of  the  post  for 
three  months? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAl  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  No; 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President) :  May  I  know 
the  cost  of  the  additional  staff  that  is  proposed  by  the  acting  Chief 
Justice? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ):,  He. has  proposed  the  appointment  of  a  Head  Accountant  on 
Bs.  75-10-100,  and  a  clerk  on  Bs.  40-5/2-70. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  ( Deputy  President)  :  So  the 
minimum  is  Ks.  115,  very  near  the  pay  given  to  the  Deputy  Begistrar, 
on  account  of  the  appointment  of  2  additional  clerks? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes.  Thus,  the  House  can  see  that,  in  the  circumstances,  the 
Government  could  not  forthwith  sanction  the  recommendation  of  the 
.acting  Chief  Justice,  and. could  not  but  hold  over  the  question  until  the 
return  of  the  permanent  Chief  Justice. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  In  view 
of  the  explanation,  I  beg  leave  to  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.T.J.  MATTHEW  (Chang anachery  cum  Peermaie ):  I. beg  to 
move  the  following  motion  : — 

25 S,  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Rs.  56,448  for  High  Court  by  Rs.  5. 

I  move  this  motion  in  order  to  point  out  that  the  Buie  Committee 
proposed  to  be  constituted  (louder,  please)  need  not  be  constituted  with 
such  a  big  amount  for  its  expenses  as  has  been  allotted  in  the  budget. 
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In  the  budget,  it  is  stated  that  there  is  to  be  a  separate  Secretary  with  a 
pay  of  Bs.  70,  a  clerk-typist  with  a  pay  of  Bs.  28  and  a  peon  on  Bs.  9. 
My  submission  is  that  the  work  which  this  committee  has  to  do  does  not 
entail  the  constitution  of  a  separate  establishment,  but  may  be  done  by 
the  present  establishment.  The  Secretary  need  not  be  a  separate  person, 
but  the  Begistrar  or  the  Deputy  Begistrar  may  be  appointed  as  the 
Secretary  and  one  or  two  clerks  now  doing  work  in  the  High  Court 
may  be  asked  to  do  the  work  of  the  Buie  Committee  also.  I  therefore 
move  this  motion  just  to  point  out  to  the  Government  that  the  separate 
establishment  for  the  Buie  Committee  is  not  necessary. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil) :  The  appointment  of  the  staff  for  the  Buie  Committee  was 
proposed  by  the  Chief  Justice  and  I  would  request  the  member  to  note 
that  it  is  to  be  sanctioned  only  temporarily,  for  a  year.  The  question 
'  of  reducing  the  staff  or  revising  it  would  be  taken  up  after  seeing  how 
the  Committee  works  with  this  staff. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  May  I  ask 
the  member  what  the  practice  obtaining  in  Madras  is  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil) :  I  am  not  aware  of  the  nature  of  staff  that  has  been  appointed 
there.  But  I  know  that  there  is  a  permanent  Buie  Committee  at 
Madras. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzho) :  Is  it  the  recommend¬ 
ation  of  the  permanent  or  the  acting  Chief  Justice  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil) :  It  is  from  the  acting  Chief  Justice. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  May  I  know  what 
the  recommendation  of  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  was? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil)  :  I  am  not  aware  that  he  made  any  recommendation. 

'  MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  I  thought 
there  was  another  recommendation.  May  I  know  whether  he  did  not 
recommend  that  the  Begistrar  should  be  given  an  allowance  of  Bs.  50 
or  so? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil):  Yes.  I  have  found  it  now.  The  difficulty  which  I  should  like 
to  point  out  to  the  House  is  that  I  am  not  in  possession  of  the  entire 
file  now,  since  the  motion  did  not  specify  the  purpose. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Chang anaehery  cum  Peermade ):  Does  the 
member  say  there  was  another  recommendation  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirhar 
Vakil):  Yes.  The  present  recommendation  is  to  the  following 
■  effect : 

A  Secretary  on  Bs.  70-10-100  per  mensem,  one  clerk  on  Bs.  25-6/2- 
-  50,  one  typist  on  Bs.. 30-5/2-45,  one  head  peon  on  Bs.  10  and  two.  peons 
on  Bs-  9  each.. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  Sir,  I  support 
Mr.  Matthew’s  motion  on  a  variety  of  considerations.  The  first  question 
that  presents  itself  is  that  with  respect  to  the  creation  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  It  can  well  afford  to  wait  till  the  return  of  the  permanent 
Chief -Justice.  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  seems  to  suggest  that  there  was  some 
sort  of  recommendation  by  the  permanent  Chief  Justice  himself  on 
which  my  friend  Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  is  unable  to  throw 
any  light  at  present.  As  regards  the  permanent  creation  of  an  office 
that,  is  now  being  recommended  by  the  acting  Chief  Justice,  on  the 
analogy  of  the  principle  adopted  on  the  previous  motion,  I  would  submit 
that  it  is  better  that  we  wait  and  soo  what  the  permanent  Chief  Justice 
has  to  say  in  this  matter.  At  any  rate,  my  submission  is  that  the  whole 
thing  may  be  suspended  for  six  months  so  that  the  permanent  Chief 
Justice  may  return  and  study  the  question  and  formulate  his  views. 
Again,  the  need  for  the  creation  of  such  a  staff  on  such  salary  basis  does 
not  also  appeal  to  me. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Ohief  Secretary  to  Government):  Is  it  not  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  statute  itself  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambala  mzha)  :  The  need  for  the 
Committee  is  there,  but  not  a  Committee  on  such  a  salary  basis. 
Further,  the  Rule  Committee  is  one  which  may  occasionally  meet 
or  probably  will  not  meet  at  all.  So  far  as ’the  Enle  Committees 
in  Madras,  Calcutta  and  other  places  are  concerned,  they  do  not  meet  so 
often  as  my  friend  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pibai  seems  to  suggest.  It  is 
only  once  in  a  way  the  necessity  for  the  meeting  of  the  Rule  Committee 
would  arise,  to  change  here  or  there  one  particular  rule  in  the  Civil  Pro¬ 
cedure  Code  in  any  Order.  For  that  purpose,  to  ask  for  a  standing 
army  in  the.  shape  of  a  Rule  Committee,  I  think,  is  quite  abnormal. 
It  is  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  situation.  Therefore,  I  have  very 
great  pleasure  in  supporting  the  motion  of  Mr.  Matthew. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  I 
also  support  the  motion.  The  Rule  Committee  is  a  committee  constitut¬ 
ed  under  the  Civil  Procedure  Code.  The  duty  of  that  committee  is 
to  make  such  modifications  as  may  be  found  necessary  in  the  Rules, .  If 
we  go  by  previous  experience  in  the  matter,  in  the  British  Indian  Pro-, 
vince  whose  Civil  Procedure  Code  we  adopted,  I  believe  there  have  not 
been  very  many  modifications  since  1908,  the  date  on  which  the  British 
Indian  Civil  Procedure  Code  came  into  force.  I  believe  the  Registrar 
of  the  High  Court  of  Madras  is  paid  Rs.  100  a  month  and  he  is  at  liberty 
to  spend  that  amount  in  any  manner  he  likes.  He  may  distribute,  it 
to  a  few  of  his  clerks  but  he  must  see  that  the  Rule  Committee’s  work 
is  attended  to.  Here  we  have  just  a  few  minutes  ago  debatedthe  neces¬ 
sity  for  the  post  of  the  Deputy  Registrar.  "  It  is  said  that  he  has  not  got 
much  work  although  two  clerks  were  requisitioned  in  his  place.  So,  if 
we  are  going  by  economy,  I  would  state  that  the  Deputy  Registrar  should 
be  asked  to  be  ex-officio  Secretary  without  any  additional  payment  and 
then  we  should  see  whether  he  is  over- worked.  If  he  is  over- worked, 
.then  the.plea  that  he  must  be  remunerated  more  may  be  pressed  for¬ 
ward  by  him  and  we  may  consider  the  question  afterwards.  The  statute 
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only  says  that  the  Secretary  may  receive  such  remuneration  as  may  be 
fixed  by  the  Government.  It  is  not  obligatory  upon  the  Government  to 
fix  any  remuneration.  They  may  ask  one  of  the  officers  to  do  the  work 
ex-officio  without  any  remuneration  whatsoever.  Seeing  that  we  had 
some  debate  on  the  necessity  •  for  the  posts  of  the  Deputy  Begistrar 
and  the  Manager  of  the  High  Court,  I  think  the  High  Court 
staff  will  not  seriously  be  over-worked  if  either  ,the  Deputy  Begistrar 
or  the  Manager  is  also  asked  to  attend  to  the  work  of  the  Buie  Com¬ 
mittee.  I  for  one  am  not  seriously  enamoured  or  convinced  by  the 
argument  for  an  array  of  three  peons  for  a  Buie  Committee  as  there  are 
seven  or  eight  peons  for  each  of  the  Judges  to  preserve  order  in  a 
Court  where  they  meet.-  In  these  circumstances,  I  am  decidedly 
against  any  additional  appointment.  I  believe  the  permanent  Chief 
Justice  recommended  a  remuneration,  or  honorarium  or  allowance  or 
whatever  you  may  call  it,  of  Bs.  SO  to  the  Begistrar.  Even  that,  I  should 
like  to  be  kept  in  abeyance.  In  that  case,  it  cannot  be  a  question  of 
a  fresh  appointment,  but  only  of  an  officer  already  in  the  service.  So 
I  believe  we  will  be  giving  effect  to-  the  recommendations  of  both  the 
permanent  and  the  acting  Chief  Justices  if  we  say  that  the  Deputy 
Begistrar  without  whom  the  acting  Chief  Justice  thinks  that  he  can 
get  on  with  the  work  should  be  asked  to  attend  to  the  work  of  the  Buie 
Committee. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAI  ( tiejyaUinkara )  :  I  entirely  agree 
with  the  views  of  Mr.,  Subba  Aiyar  and  I  therefore  support  the  motion 
of  Mr.  Matthew. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PiLLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  agreeable  to  having  the  matter  held  in  abeyance  for  a 
period  of  six  months,  after  which  the  matter  may  be  considered  again. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade):  Sir,  as  the 
Additional  Head  Sirkar  Yakil  on  behalf  of  the  Government  has  given  an 
assurance  that  the  whole  thing  will  be  held  back  till  the  arrival  of  the 
permanent  Chief  Justice  to  whom  the  matter  will  be  referred,  I  beg 
leave  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  ;  I  do  not 
know  what  my  friend  means  when  he  says  that  it  will  be  kept 
in  abeyance,,  either  the  staff  or  the  Buie  Committee  ?  The  Buie  Com¬ 
mittee  has  to  be  appointed  under  the  Begulation.  Only  the  staff  may 
be  kept  in  abeyance. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  mean  only  the  staff.

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  They  are  purely  judicial  Officers  who  have  no  occasion  to  mix 
with  the  people  in  the  course  of  their  duties  and  I  think  that  therefore  it 
is  not  possible  for  them  to  know  personally  the  good  or  bad  points  of 
all  individuals. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Ne^yattinkara)  :  May  I  tell  the 
member  that  persons  who  are  very  often  nominated  as  judges  in  the 
Panchayat  Courts  are  court  birds  and  that  they  are  the  premier  litigants 
of  the  taluk  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head-  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  not  aware  of  that.  But  if  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai 
assures  me  like  that,  I  am  prepared  to  accept  it,  and  that  fact  will  be 
conveyed  to  the  Peishkars  and  Tahsildars. 

MR.K.P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinJcil ):  Is  it  not  necessary 
that  the  persons  appointed  should  have  a  knowledge  of  law  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  No  knowledge  of  law  as  ordinarily  known  is  necessary  for 
these  persons  as  they  have  to'administer  justice  from  a  common  sense 
point  of  view. 

Mr.  T.  KUMARA  PILLAI  (Kallulam  cum  Vilavankod)  :  q®^«sio 
croo  ojoafflld&iocrogiga.  cnoofflassTlcio  ffiojsnsrtnsg}? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  believe  that  the  Panchayat  Court  Judges  are  literates. 
Of  course,  the  criticisms  that  there  are  undesirable  persons  among  -the 
judges  may  be  conveyed  to  the  Peishkars  and  they  may  be  asked  to 
instruct  the  Tahsildars  that  particular  care  should  be  taken  by  them  in 
recommending  persons  for  nominations  to  Panchayat  Court  judge¬ 
ships, 

•  Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghanga-nachery  cum  Peer  made):  Why  not 
the  Peishkar  himself  he  asked  to  have  personal  knowledge  ■  of  the 
people?  • 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Yaffil)'  i  I  do  not'  khdw' whether  it- is  practicable  to'  insist  that  the 
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Peiskkar  should  have  personal  knowledge  of  the  nominees.  He  has  an 
extensive  area  and  there  is  a  large  number  of  Panchayat  Courts  in  his 
Division. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  {Marelikma  cum  Iiartikapalli )  :  May  I 
know  whether  it  is  not  possible  to  prescribe  minimum  educational  quali¬ 
fications  for  the  judges  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  do  not  think  it  is  practicable  or  advantageous  to  fix  any 
educational  qualifications. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  Government  would  be  pleased  to  make  a  preliminary  publica¬ 
tion  of  the  names  for  a  general  challenge  by  the  people  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  doubt  if  it  is  advisable  that  a  person  who  is  going  to  ad¬ 
minister  justice  in  a  locality  should  be  subjected  to  criticism  by  the 
general  public  of  that  locality. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Sir,  those  of  us  who  are  familiar  with  the  state  of  affairs  in  the  interior 
of  the  country  are  convinced  from  actual  experience  that  if  no  suitablo 
remedy  could  be  found  to  ensure  the  appointment  of  a  higher  type  of 
men  as  judges  of  these  courts,  it  would  be  very  much  better  if  these 
courts  are  abolished.  {Hear,  hear.)  It  was  suggested  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  select  better  types  of  men,  but  the  difficulty  was,  how  ? 
What  really  happens  now  is  that  we  have  got  nearly  40  lakhs  of  people 
in  Travancore  and  every  one  of  them  is  hankering  after  some  kind  of 
public  recognition  and  the  number  of  members  on  the  Legislative 
Council  is  limited  and  the  same  is  the  case  with  regard  to  the  Sri. 
Mulam  Popular  Assembly.  When  there  is  any  opening,  such  as 
•  Panchayat  Courts  or  Town  improvement  Committees,  all  the  people  in 
the  locality  run  after  people  with  whom  the  appointment  rests  and  then 
somehow  they  get  themselves  nominated.  The  more  incompetent  a 
person  is,  the  greater  is  his  anxiety  and  the  greater  is  the  energy  that 
he  spends  for  getting  nominated.  More  self-respecting  persons  who  have 
got  other  work  to  do,  do  not  care  for  these  appointments.  I  know  that 
for  a  person  to  be  conscientiously  doing  his  work  as  the  Panchayat  Court 
Judge,  it  requires  a  lot  of  expenditure  of  time  and  energy,  and  it  is  only 
those  who  have  no  other  work  arid  who  are  incompetent  and  who  get 
on  without  any  work  in  any  other  way  that  are  hankering  after  this  kind 
of  work.  It  is  rather  unpleasant  to  refer  to  actual  cases.  If  it  is  not 
unparliamentary,  I  would  refer  to  an  instance  which  would  shock  this 
House,  an  instance  that  has  become  a  scandalous  thing  in  these  Pan¬ 
chayat  Courts.  I  know  there  are  judges  who  are  doing  their  work 
satisfactorily.  But,  a  large  number  of  people  are  abusing  the  position 
of  trust  and  even  making  a  gain  out  of  the  business.  It  has  become  a 
thing  of  public  scandal,  and  I  do  not  know  whether  the  Government 
have  any  idea  of  organising  the  Panchayat  Courts  under  the  Village 
Panchayat  ^Regulation.  Probably,  the  functions  are  to  be  merged  in 
the  Village  Panchayat  Court  judges  or  there  might  be  some  rules  for 
Vol.IX.No.  9  r 
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this  purpose.  If  it  is  not  feasible  to  secure  a  fairly  higher  standard  of 
men,  I  for  one  will  strongly  say  that  these  courts  may  be  abolished  for 
the  present  though  it  may  be  considered  a  retrograde  step  to  follow. 

'  MR.  PAUL  DANIEL  (Nominated) :  Though  I  have  nothing  new 
to  say  on  the  subject,  from  the  experience  I  have  gained,  I  am  led -to 
support  every  word  of  my  friend  Mr.  Iiumara  Pillai’s  with  regard  to 
the  present  constitution  of  the  Panehayat  Courts.  I  must  say  that 
the  personnel  of  the  Panehayat  Courts  has  been  steadily  deteriorating. 
When  the  Panehayat  Court  was  first  established  and  judges  were  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Government,  it  appeared  that  that  was  going  to  be  a  very 
efficient  institution,  giving  a  great  amount  of  facility  to  the  litigants 
with  small  sums  of  money.  The  best  men  were  chosen  and  somehow 
or  other  they  were  conscientious  people.  In  most  cases,  vakils  with  ex¬ 
tensive  practice  were  able  to  set  apart  one  or  two  days  in  a  fortnight  to 
attend  to  the  difficulties  of  the  people.  But  as  time  has  gone  on,  men 
with  inferior  qualifications,  not  exactly  inferior  qualifications  in  law, 
have  been  appointed  to  these  posts,  and  also  people  who  have  been 
hankering  after  them  for  low  purposes.  So  that,  the  institution  has  now 
lost  the  estimation  in  which  it  was  once  held. 

One  other  thing  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that,  strange  to  say,  there 
are  some  people  who  are  very  anxious  to  be  appointed  to  the  Panehayat 
Courts  but  who  seldom  attend  the  sittings.  An  examination  of  the 
attendance  register  of  the  Panehayat  Courts  will,  I  am  sure,  support  the 
statement  that  I  have  now  made.  It  is  considered  to  be  an  honour 
among  one’s  own  people  to  be  a  Panehayat  Judge.  When  the  Govern¬ 
ment  appoint  such  men  to  such  offices,  they  do  so  with  the  idea  that 
they  must  serve  their  own  people  without  remuneration,  but,  these  men 
think  that  simply  for  the  sake  of  honour  the  appointment  was  conferred 
upon  them.  I  would,  therefore,  in  supporting  Mr.  Kurnara  Pillai’s  motion, 
request  the  Government  to  find  out  the  most  irregular  judges  of  the  Pan- 
chayat  Courts  and  see  that  a  warning  is  administered  to  them.  If  that 
is  done,  they  may  do  their  work  for  the  benefit  of  the  people. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  Peer  made)  :  Sir,  my> 
experience  also  goes  to  show  that  the  judges  of  the  Village  Panehayat 
Courts  must  be  selected  with  greater  discrimination  and  with  greater 
scrutiny.  In  supporting  the  motion  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  has  been 
mOved,  I  endorse  the  views  expressed  by  the  mover. 

.  MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovula ):  In  supporting  the  motion,.  I. 
haVe •great  pleasure  in  endorsing  the  sentiments  given  expression  to  by 
my  friend  Mr.  Daniel  and  I  was  only  agreeably  surprised  to  hear  the : 
identical  remarks  made  by  my  friends  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  and 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai.,  These  lead  me  to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that 
.  the  institution  of  the  Panehayat  Court  as  a  whole.in  our  State  does  not 
serve  the  most  laudable  object  for  which  it  was  created.  I  believe  it  is 
due  to  a  great  extent  to  the  way  in  which  the  nominations  of  judges  are 
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made  and  not  due  to  the  system.  I  would  only  point  out  that  in  future 
the  Government  should  select  proper  men  for  these  places,  who  would 
devote  more  time  and  attention  to  the  work.

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalafuzha )  :  I  have  very  great 
pleasure  in  supporting  the  cut  proposed  by  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  though 
my  reason  for  supporting  it  is  slightly  different.  My  contention  is  with 
respect  to  the  establishment  of  a  Munsiff’s  court  not  at  Pattanamtitta 
but  at  Ambalapnzha.  (Laughter).  Ambalapuzha  had  originally  a 
Munsiff’s  court,  but  it  was  shifted  from  there  to  Shertallai.  Ambala- 
puzha  is  now  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  AUeppey  Munsiff’s  court  and 
there  are  now  two  courts  at  AUeppey.  One  of  them  is  now  to  all 
appearance  permanently  located  in  the  Satram  at  AUeppey.  Firstly, 
this  causes  inconvenience  to  the  passengers  and  secondly,  there  are 
proper  places  available  for  the  location  of  a  Munsiff’s  court  in. 
Ambalapuzha.  AH  that  is  now  needed  is  to  transfer  the  temporary 
court  from  AUeppey  to  Ambalapuzha,  and  it  is  quite  a  feasible  measure. 
Pointing  out  that  these  are  my  reasons,  I  would  support  it. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai )  :  Sir,  I  too  have  an  identi¬ 
cal  motion.  Without  moving  that,  I  shall  be  satisfied  in  supporting 
Mr.  Narayana  Pillai’s  motion.  My  submission  is  that  a  Munsiff-Magis- 
trate’s  court  should  be  established  at  Arukutti.  Now,  as  it  is,  the  civil 
cases  from  there  are  taken  to  Vaikam  and  the  criminal  cases  to  Sher¬ 
tallai  which  is  about  13  miles  from  Arukutti  and  10  miles  from  Vaikam. 
If  a  study  of  the  topography  of  the  place  is  made,  it  will  convince  any  one 
that  it  is  very  difficult  to  go  over  to  Shertallai  or  Vaikam.  There  are  no 
proper  roads  and  I  hope  the  Chief  Engineer  will  bear  witness  to  it. 
There  is  also  another  island  which  is  about  3  miles  long  and  3/4  of  a 
mile  broad  which  is  called  Perumbikara.  Pallipuram,  Thrichattupuram 
and  Mattatilkulam  are  8  miles  away  from  Vaikam  and  16  miles  from 
Shertallai.  So  that,  it  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  go  there.  If  the 
Munsiff’s  court  is  transferred  to  Arukutti,  it  will  be  very  convenient  for 
the  people  in  these  places.  Originally  there  was  a  Magistrate’s  court  at 
Arukutti.  The  transfer  will  not  involve  any  additional  expenditure 
if  one  of  the  courts  is  transferred  to  Arukutti  and  the  Munsiff  invested 
with  magisterial  powers  as  a  great  number  of  people  are  inhabiting  that 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  giving  convenience  to  the  people  like  this  will  hot  tend  to  make 
them  more  litigious  ? 

'  Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  If  there  is  a  court  already 
near  them,  they  can  go  very  conveniently,  but  if  it  is  situated  far  away, 
they  will  have  to  spend  more;  if  near,  they  need  not  incur  so 
much  of  expenditure.  I  do  not  think  that  people  will  go  away  to 
those  places.  There  was  originally  a  Magistrate’s  court  there  and  there 
is  an  additional  MunsifPs  .court  at  Vaikam.  Therefore,  what  I  submit

is  that  one  of  the  Munsiff’s  courts  at  Vaikam  should  be  shifted  to 
Arukutti  where  there  was  a  Magistrate’s  court  before  which  was  taken 
away. 

Mr.K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPP1LLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 

I  also  support  the  motion  to  make  a  request  that  the  Tahaildar  or 
Munsiff' at  Tiruvalla  should  be  invested  with  magisterial  powers. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapu.sha) :  May  I  tell  the 
member  that  the  Magistrates  cannot  be  included  under  this  V 

MR.  G.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla):  I  also  rise  to  support  the  • 
motion  of  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  with  this  exception,  namely,  that  any 
pakuthi  now  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Munisiff’s  court  at  Tiruvalla  : 
should  not  be  transferred  to  the  Munsiff’ s  court  at  Changanachery. 
Now  that  the  Changanachery  Munsiff  is  proposed  to  be  invested  with 
magisterial  powers,  his  hands  are  likely  to  be  otherwise  full  and  there  is 
no  justification  for  burdening  that  officer  with  further  civil  work.  With 
the  modification,  therefore,  that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Tiruvalla  court 
be  left  intact,  I  support  the  motion  for  the  establishment  of  a  Munsift’s 
court  at  Pattanamtitta. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum,  cum  Neducangad):  I  support 
the  motion.  In  doing  so,  I  have  also  to  state  that  one  of  the  Munsiff’s 
courts  from  Trivandrum  may  be  shifted  toNeduvangad  and  a  Munsiff- 
Magistrate  appointed  there. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Sir,  I  see  that  the  debate  is  about  the  redistribution  of  the 
territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  Munsiffs’  courts.  I  also  understand  that 
Mr.  Kallur  Narayana  Pillai  and  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  want  addi¬ 
tional  Munsiffs’  courts . 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapnsha ):  I  did  not  want  an- 
additional  court  but  the  shifting  of  one  from  Alleppey  to  Ambalapuzha. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  But  having  regard  to  the  views  of  many  of  the  members  of  . 
this  House  that  a  redistribution  of  the  territorial  limits  of  the  Munsiffs 
courts  is  desirable,  the  debate  in  this  Council  may  be  conveyed  to  the  . 
High  Court  for  iheir  consideration.  I  am  sure  the  members  will  agree  ■, 
with  me  that  it  is  not  possible  for  the  Government— 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ) :  If  there  is  do  additional  •, 
expenditure,  is  there  any  harm  for  the  Government  to  accept  the  views  ? .. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  That  has  to  be  considered  along  with  other  aspects  of  the 
case. 

Mr.  KALLUR  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta):  (ajKocYueauas.;

MR.  P.  K-  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambulapuzhu)  :  May  I  know  from 
the  learned  Law  Member  that  if  the  opinion  of  the  High  Court  is 
adverse  to  the  opinion  of  this  House  it  will  be  laid  before  this  House  for 


MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  It  is  not  possible  to  give  an  undertaking  like  that. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Ncduvamjad):  Will 
the  Government  kindly  enquire  if  one  of  the  temporary  Munsiff’s  courts 
at  Trivandrum  could  not  be  shifted  to  Neduvangad  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  that  matter  also  will  be  referred  to  the  High  Court. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Will  the  Government  consider 
the  feasibility  of  transferring  one  of  the  Munsiffs’  courts  from  Alleppey 
to  Tovala  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  one  way  or  other  on  that  matter 
just  now.  That  matter  also  will  be  referred  to  the  High  Court. 

MR.  KALLUR  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Pattanamtitta)  :  staocih  ng)»ci50 
aj]cri>Qj.ejliflsmD. 


The  motion  was,  by  leave  of  the  House,  withdrawn. 

The  President  left  the  hall  at  1'40  p.  h.,  and  the  Deputy  President 
took  the  Chair. 


MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Ghcmganachcry  cum  Ptermade)  :  Sir,  I  move 
the  following  motion  : — ; 

264.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Us.  92,900  for  Criminal  Courts  bp 

Bell. 

I  have  given  notice  of  this  motion  with  the  view  of  discussing  the 
question  of  recruitment  to  the  Magistracy.  It  has  been  several  times 
brought  to  the  notice  of  this  House  as  well  as  to  the  notice  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  that  the  administration  of  criminal  justice  would  be  better  served 
by  appointing  pleaders  as  Magistrates.  The  present  system  of  recruit¬ 
ment  to  the  Magistracy  is  to  appoint  clerks  from  the  ministerial  staff  as 
Stationary  Magistrates.  At  some  time,  when  we  could  not  get  better 
materials,  there  may  have  been  a  justification  for  the  recruitment  from 
the  clerical  staff.  It  will  not  be  denied,  Sir,  that  the  clerks  of  the  Account 
Office  are  not  in  an.y  way  acquainted  with  the  administration  of 
criminal  justice.  Though  they  may  have  passed  the  law  examination, 
they  have  little  experience  of  the  way  in  which  the  Penal  Code  or  the 
CrimmarProcedure  Code  is  to  be  applied.  Whatever  justification  there 
may  have  been  at  one  .time,  I  beg  to  submit,  there  is  none  now. 
The  country  can  now  boast  of  a  large  number  of  learned  .pleaders  all 
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over  the  country,  and  Ido  not  see  why,  it,  from  among  the  vakils, 
Munsiffs  can  be  directly  recruited,  for  the  purpose  of  recruitment  to'the 

Magistracy,  vakils  cannot  be  chosen. 


DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Arc  not  the  Munsiffs  also  recruited  from 
among  the  clerks  ? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changannehiry  cum  Peermade) :  1  did, not 
say  that  recruitment  of  the  Magistracy  must  bo  exclusively  from 
the  Bar.  I  only  submit  that  the  same  considerations  that  weigh  withthe 
Government  in  the  appointment  of  Munsiffs  from  the  Bar  should  apply 
in  the  case  of  Magistrates  also-  Sir,  as  you  have  put  me  the  question 
whether  clerks  are  not  appointed  as  Munsiffs,  I  must  say  that  only  the 
clerks  employed  in  the  High  Court  are  appointed  as  Munsiffs.  They 
are  in  a  way  connected  with  the  administration  of  justice.  They  are  at 
least  reading  the  judgments  written  by  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court 
and  also  the  subordinate  courts  and  they  are  also  reading  the  records  of 
cases  when  these  are  hoarded.  Persons  employed  in  the  subordinate 
courts  and  lower  courts  may  gain  experience  as  bench  clerks.  They 
may  be  said  to  be  very  fit  persons  for  being  Munsiffs.  But  clerks  in  the 
Secretariat  or  Account  Office  have  nothing  to  do  with  criminal  justice. 
This  is  quite  a  new  work  to  them  and  nobody  would  therefore  deny  that 
vakils  would  be  better  Magistrates. 

MR.  T.  KUMARA  PILLAl  ( Kulkidain  cum  Vilaeankod) :  (Sefcamocro

T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changahaotery  cum  Peermade) :  The  discre¬ 
tion  is  with  the  Government.  ,1., 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaohil  cum  Devieohm):  May  I  ask,  pa 
whether  efficient  vakils  will  bo  willing  to  go  out  as  Magistrates?^ 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade )  :  I  believe  so, 
MR.  K  1.  JOSEPH  t Minaohil  cum  Devicvlam)  :  May  I  ask  the  urem- 
ber  whether  such  volunteers  who  are  willing  to  accept  a  post  on  Bs,  1 
will  really  he  efficient  as  Magistrates  ?  ' 

MR  ■  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade)  :  Unde* 
PJlv  Now,  the  number  of  vakils  has  increased  ,  so  much  ihab.^e 
acieptance  of  a  Magistrate’s  post  on  this  salary  does  not  stand 

way  to  their  discredit. 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  think  it  i  -  possible  to  lay  down  any  definite  rule 
that  the  recruitment  to  the  Magistracy  should  be  made  from 
amongst  vakils  or  that  a  definite  proportion  of  the  Magistrates  should  he 
recruited  from  the  Bar.  There  are  several  reasons  why  such  a  definite 
rule  cannot  be  laid  down.  One  is  that  the  pay  of  a  Magistrate  is  only 
Bs.  125.  If  the  vakil  proposed  to  be  recruited  should  be  one  fit  to 
administer  justice,  he  must  be  a  vakil  who  has  some  practice  in  courts. 
If  it  is  said  that  a  definite  proportion  of  the  Magistrates’  posts  should 
be  given  to  vaki'« — 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  ask  the  Law 
Member  whether  the  clerks  in  the  Account  Office  are  in  any  way  better 
fitted  than  the  vakils  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  will  depend  on  the  particular  clerk  and  the  particular 
vakil  in  question.  The  chief  qualification  for  a  Magistrate  is  the  power 
and  capacity  to  come  to.  a  judgment.  The  administration  of  criminal 
law  by  the'  Magistrates  is  not  so  technical  as  the  civil  law.  No 
doubt,  it  is  technical ;  but  it  is  not  as  technical  as  civil  law,  and  what  is 
wanted  is  a  sound  common  sense  and  a  power  to  come  to  a  correct  judg¬ 
ment  on  human  affairs  and  incidents.  Parties  appear  before  them  and 
state  their  grievances  and  adduce  evidence.  The  facts  are  all  simple.  The 
Magistrate  must  come  to  a  judgment  on  these.  And  for  this,  the  chief 
requisite,  besides  law  qualification,  is  the  knowledge  cf  human  nature. 
The  clerks  in  the  Secretariat  and  the  Account  Office  and  other  offices  are 
dealing  with  human  affairs  and  incidents  every  day. 

MR-  N-  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  :  May  I  ask  the  Law  Member  in 
what  connection  they  study  human  nature  ? 

MR-  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  reoords  that  they  deal  with  relate  to  human  conduct. 
And  each  file  that  they  have  to  deal  with,  is  like  a  law  case.  file.  The 
clerks  have  to  study  them,  analyse  them,  separate  the  essential  from  the 
non-essential,  prepare  notes  and  place  them  before  the  officer  who  is  to 
pass  judgment,  exactly  as  a  vakil  does  in  relation  to  the  court  who  has 
to  decide  a  case.  And  the  clerk  sees  the  orders  passed  by  the  officer, 
that  is- fto  say  how  a  judgment  is  come  to;  in  the  case.  ' 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPP.ILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)) 
May  I  ask  the  Law  Member  whether  a  merchant  who  is  dealing .  with 
persons  has  equally  a  knowledge  of  human  nature  ?  Is  he  not  fit  to  be 
appointed  as  Magistrate  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  So  far  as  his  work  is  concerned,  he  has  occasion  to  get  a  know¬ 
ledge  of  human  nature  of  a  particular  sort.  But  it  is  different  from 
the  clerk’s. 

Further,  it  must  be  remembered  that  the  clerks  must  have  some 
scope  for  promotion.  Once  this  opening  of  the :  Magistracy  is  blocked, 
-4he  clerk’s  scope  for  promotion  is  to  that  extent  narrowed.  They  must 
haYe  scope  for  promotion ;  Without  it,  we  cannot  get  highly  qualified 
Yoh  ix,  No.  9.  o 
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people  for  clerk’s  work  in  the  offices.  The  work  of  the  clerk  in  such 
important  offices  as  the  Secretariat,  the  Account  office  and  the  Land 
Revenue  Commissioner’s  office  is  very  onerous  and  it  is  not  mere 
mechanical  quill-driving  that  he  does. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  (Vaikam):  May  I  ask  the  member  whether  the 
High  Court  has  got  qualified  men  as  clerks ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Read  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  they  have,  but  not  in  such  large  numbers  as  in  the  offices 
I  referred  to. 

Qualified  persons  go  into  the  High  Court  office,  because  they,  can 
go  out  as  Munsifls.  That  is  one  chief  attraction.  There  is  no  close . 
analogy  between  the  recruitment  of  vakils  as  Munsiffs  and  vakils  as 
Magistrates.  For  one  thing,  efficient  vakils,  vakils  of  standing,  may  not 
accept  a  Magistrate’s  place  though  they  may  a  Munsiff’s.  The  Magistr¬ 
ate’s  pay  and  prospects  are  by  far  more  limited  than  those  of  the 
Munsiff’s. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinldl ):  May  I  ask  him 
whether  the  chances  are  that  the  vakils  will  come  into  contact  with 
human  nature  more  than  a  clerk? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
VakL ):  Yes,  if  they  have  large  professional  work. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyaltinkara )  :  May  I  ask  the 
Law  Member  what  the  Government  have  done  with  regard  to  the 
repeated  remarks  made  by  the  High  Court  in  their  review  of  the  admi¬ 
nistration  report  on  criminal  justice  for  the  last  several  years  regarding 
the  very  unsatisfactory  work  turned  out  by  the  subordinate  Magistracy? 
Throughout,  we  find  from  year  to  year  the  High  Court  have  stated  that 
their  work  is  ‘unsatisfactory’,  ‘very  unsatisfactory’. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  In  quality  or  quantity  ? 

MR.  G;  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neijyattmkara):  In  quality. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  cannot  answer  him  now  as  I  have  not  got  the  necessary  files 
relating  to  the  subject  with  me  now. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Heyyattinkara )  :  May  I  ask  whether 
the  Government  will  enquire  into  it  V 

MR.-  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional' Head  Sirkm 
Vakil)  :  Yes,  of  course,  the  High  Court’s  view  will  be  given  weight  to, 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  N edmangadj :  Are 
not  Munsifts  recruited  from  the  Bar  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil )  :  Yes,  that  is  not  by  itself  a  reason  to  say  that  all  the  Magis¬ 
trates  also  should  be  recruited  from  the  Bar. 

MR.  T.  i.  MATTHEW  (Changanachery  cum  Peermade) :  Bid  I  say 
that  all  the  Magistrates  should  be  recruited  from  the  Bar,  Sir  ?  <(‘A 
question  to  tljat  effect  was  put  to  me-ftnd  I  denied  that,  'n‘  . 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  shall  take  it  that  he  did  not  say  that.  But  he  wanted  a 
definite  rule  that  vakils  will  be  recruited  as  Magistrates. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Is 
not  the  contentment  of  public  service  an  important  matter  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
VaMl) :  Yes,  that  is  why  I  say  that  clerks  with  high  qualifications 
should  be  allowed  scope  for  promotion.  A  clerk  who  is  a  B.  A.  of  B.  L. 
or  both  enters  the  service  with  the  ambition  of  doing  good  work  and 
getting  promotion.  If  you  do  not  give  reasonable  scope  for  that,'  you 
cannot  have  men  with  proper  qualifications  for  the  very  useful  work  of 
clerks. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Would  it  not  be  better  to  ask  the  clerk  to 
pass  an  examination  in  Criminal  Procedure  Code  or  the  Civil  Proce¬ 
dure  Code  ? 

.  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Probably,  Sir,  you  are  thinking  that  a  B.  L.  degree  is  not 
enough  because  that  does  not  mean  knowledge  in  procedural  law.  If 
so,  I  think  that  your  suggestion  is  a  worthy  one. 

-  Mr,  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Uinaok.il  cum  Hetiieolam) ;  May  I  ask  the  Law 
Member  whether  he  is  satisfied  with  the  present  system  of.  recruit-, 
ment  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-.  Yes. 

Mr,  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Ghangmaokery  cum  Teermade)  :  Is  there' any 
other  system  of  recruitment  ? 

MR..  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  He  may  be  recruited  from  the  Bar  also.  According  to  the 
present  system,  no  definite  rule  is  laid  down. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated )  :  .  Has  the  Law  Member  read  judg¬ 
ments'  written  by  these  clerks  ? 

.  MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head;  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  after  they  had  become  Magistrates. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated)  ;  Has  he  also  read  judgments  written 
by  vakils  who  had  become  Munsiffs  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Yes. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated) :  Does  he  find  any  difference  bet¬ 
ween  them  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Sometimes  both  may  he  equally  bad  and  sometimes  both  may 
be  equally,  good. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  Has  the  member  aafy 
objection  to  ask  a  clerk  to  pick  up  some  practice  in  a  court  before  he  is 
appointed,  say,  by  asking  him  to  take  leave  and  practise  ? 
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MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additimwl  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  That  is  not  a  practical  proposition.  If  the  clerk  goes,  to  a 
court,  will  he  get  any  cases  to  practise  ?  He  may  have  to  wait  a  long 
time  for  that. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  Sir, 

I  should  like  to  disabuse  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  of  the  notion  that 
vakils  in  sufficiently  large  numbers  may  not  be  attracted  to  accept  posts 
as  Magistrates  on  a  salary  of  Es.  125.  If  only  he  puts  it  to  auction,  he 
will  know  how  many  people  will  bid  for  it. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Can  we  get  efficient  vakils  in  that  way  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North); 
Many  of  the  junior  vakils  are  rotting  in  the  Bar  or  finding  it  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  pull  on.  I  am  sure  that  a  better  type  of  Magistrates  is  badly 
needed  and  it  is  my  deliberate  conviction  that  a  large  number  of  Magis¬ 
trates  now  appointed  are  of  inferior  calibre.  Undoubtedly,  vakils 
of  a  high  order  and  intelligence  should  alone  be  chosen  for  being 
Magistrates. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  ask  him  whether  a  clerk 
who  is  dealing  with  men  on  paper  is  better  than  a  vakil  who  is  killing, 
time  in  law  courts  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  I 
do  not  think  so.  It  was  said  that,  because  some  of  the  clerks  find, 
that  some  of  the  posts  now  open  to  them  are  taken  away,;  it  would  be 
difficult  to  find  qualified  clerks  to  take  up  posts  in  the  Huzur  Cutcherry . 
or  in  the  Account  Office.  There  is  no  reason  for  such  an  apprehension. 
The  number  of  graduates  is  increasing  by  leaps  and  bounds  every  year- 
and  the  difficulty  will  be  only  to  find  places  for  them.  Therefore,  such  a 
contingency  should  not  worry  the  Government  in  deciding  this  question. 
It  will  be  highly  desirable  if  a  percentage  of  Magistrates’  posts  is  given 
to  vakils  of  a  certain  number  of  years’  standing. 

Mb.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  How  many  years’  standing  would  the  member,  fix  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
That  may  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Government. 

.  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  As  in  the  case  of  Munsiffs  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Yes,  the  same  thing  may  be  adopted  here. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinW) :  Sir,  I  also  rise  to  support 
the  motion.  Even  in  the  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Council,.  I  had 
sent  a  resolution  that  at  least  75  per  cent,  of  the  Magistrates  should  be 
recruited  from  the  Bar.  That  resolution  was  balloted  for  the  session,  but , 
I  had  no  time  to  move  it.  Therefore  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express 
my  opinion  in  the  matter.  I  beg  to  differ  from  the  Law  Member's 
opinion  that  the  clerks  in  the  Huzur  Office  and  in  the-  Account. 
0%e  are  better  .  able  .  to  judge  human  ’  nature.  Lawyers' :'Are. 
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■able  to  judge  better  than  clerks  in  the  Account  Office  or  the  Huzur 
Office.  From  my  personal  experience,  I  must  also  say  that  these  clerks 
who  are  recruited  from  these  offices  have  completely  to  depend  upon  the 
police.  They  do  not  know  the  procedure  in  the  courts  and  they  do  not 
know  how  to  judge  on  the  evidence  before  them.  They  do  not  know 
how  to  sift  evidence  and  how  to  apply  common  sense.  Therefore, 
whether  a  vakil  has  a  busy  practice  or  not,  he  is  in  touch  with  the  courts, 
the  clients  and  members  of  the  Bar  who  have,  a  busy  practice.  Con¬ 
sidering  all  these,  he  is  several  times  better  able  to  judge  human  nature 
than  a  clerk  who  is  forced  to  sit  from  II '30  to  5  o’clock  in  a  chair  in  an 
office. 

There  is  another  point  which  I  wish  to  bring  to  the  notice  of 
Hhis  House.  We  arfe  spending  a  good  deal  of  money  on  higher  edu¬ 
cation,  especially  the  Law  College.  So  many  graduates-in-law  are 
coming  out  of  the  Law  College  every  year. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Are  we  spending  money  on  Law  College  ? 

MR.  K  P  NILAKANTA  PILLAt  ( Chiraymkil ) :  That  may  be  a  gain 
to  the  Government-  But  a  student  cannot  go  to  a  Law  College  with¬ 
out  completing  his  B.  A.  course- 

.  Mr.  T,  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  ’Peermade) :  Supposing 
the  student  has  spent  money,  will  it  be  of  gain  to  him  to  remain' 
quiet? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLA1  {CMiayinUP Certainly,  it  will  not 
be.  He  has  to  go  through  -  ( after  a  pause) — To  cut  short,  I  must 
say,  Sir,  that  we  must  find  employment  for  these  lawyers.  With 
these  words,  I  support  the  motion. 

MR..  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  £ NeyyattinHra )  :  I  move  that  the 

-  question  be  now  put. 

-  Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  I  support  the 
‘  motion  for:  closure. 

The  motion  for  closure  was  put  and  carried, 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW ■  (Ghanganachery  cum  Peermade)-.  Sir, 
I  listened  to  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  very  carefully  and  I  regret  very 
;  much  to  say  that,  from  the  defence  he  has  made  of  the  present  system 
of  recruitment,  he  must  have  himself  .believed  in  the  strength  of  the 
case  I  have  made,  on  behalf,  of  the  Bar.  To  say  that  merely  because  the 
clerks  in  the  Secretariat  or  in  the  Account  office  will  be  dealing  with 
files  and  writing  notes,  they  will  be  able  to  administer  justice— 

Mr.  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Financial  Secretary  to  Government) : 
‘.Are  there  not  many  B.  L’s  in  the  Account  Office  and  the'  Secre¬ 
tariat  ?  ,  ■ 

Mr.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  (Changanaehery  cum  Peermade)  ■  There  are. 
-.The.  suggestion  contained  in  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai’s  question  whether  the 
Government  would  ask  some  of  these  clerks  to  take  leave  and  practise 
.  in  the  courts  is  a  very  good  suggestion.  The  lawyer  who  does  not  get 
any  .ease,  at  least  attends  court  regularly  and  sees  how  the  vakils 
examihe  witness.es  and  how  the  judges  conduct  cases.  ;  ■• . 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  include  clerks  in  the  Law  Officer’s 
offices  in  the  list  of  clerks  who  may  be  promoted  as  Magistrates  ? 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade) :  They  may 
be  on  a  little  better  footing  than  the  clerks  in  the  Account  Office  and 
other  places.  Therefore.  I  fail  to  appreciate  the  attitude  the  Law  Member 
has  taken  on  behalf  of  the  Government  that  in  no  case  can  appointment! 
be  made  from  the  Bar  so  far  as  Magistrates  are  concerned.  He  seems 
to  think  that  although  Mnnsil'fs  may  have  been  appointed  from  among 
vakils  on  a  pay  of  Its.  150,  vakils  will  not  be  coming  forward  as  Magis¬ 
trates  on  Bs,  120.  I  cannot  see  the  difference  between  tho  two.  At 
this  stage,  when  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  number  of  efficient 
vakils  is  increasing,  there  will  be  several  persons  to  come  forward. 
These  vakils  are  getting  sufficient  experience  of  law.  But  the  clerks 
have  no  such  experience.  That  is  the  case  I  am  putting  forward.  The 
vakils  have  got  sufficient  experience  of  law  to  be  appointed  as  Magis¬ 
trates  and  they  will  be  an  asset  to  the  country.  I  am  also  speaking  of 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  work  of  the  criminal  courts.  If  this 
recommendation  is  carried  out,  the  administration  of  justice  would  be 
better  than  at  present. 

Mr.G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara)  :  May  I  ask  the 
Deputy  President  what  time  we  have  got  for  this  demand  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  We  will  have  three-fourths  of  an  hour  after 
lunch. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Svkar 
Vakil )  :  Sir,  comparison  has  been  made  between  clerks  who  have  passed 
law  examination  and  vakils  who  are  practising  at  the  Bar.  I  cannot 
understand  the  reasonableness  of  this  comparison.  I  can  understand 
the  comparison  if  it  is  between  a  clerk  of  say  10  or  12  years’  standing 
and  a  vakil,  also  of  10  or  12  years’  standing.  If  such  a  comparison  is 
made,  the  vakil,  in  many  cases,  may  stand  better.  But  where  is  the 
comparison  between  an  experienced  clerk  and  a  raw  vakil? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam ):  May  I  ask  the 
Law  Member  whether  he  does  not  think  that  the  mentality  of  a  clerk  is 
too  subservient  to  be  a  Magistrate  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  It  is  not  at  all  so ;  at  any  rate,  it  need  not  be  so. 

If  a  clerk  of  10  or  12  years’  service  after  becoming  a  law  graduate 
is  appointed  as  a  M  agistrate,  there  is  every  likelihood  of  his  turning  out 
to  he  a  good  Magistrate.  A  vakil  of  equal  number  of  years’  standing  at 
theJBar  or.of  any  considerable  practice  may  be  equally  good  ;  or  it  may 
be  taken,  even  better,  But  he  is  not  at  all  likely  to  accept  a  Magis¬ 
trate’s  place,  because  further  promotion  is  not  assured  or  very  rapid. 

If  he  enters  the  service  as  a  Munsiff,  he  has  expectations  of  becoming  a  ■ 
Second  Judge  after,  say,  fifteen  years’  service.  But  a  Magistrate  after 
10  or  15  years’  service  may  .  not  go  beyond  the  grade  of  a  Tahsildar 
whose  salary  is  far  lower  than  that  of  the  Second  Judge,  ihat  is  a  very  : 
telling  consideration.  If  vakils  with  sufficient  experience  come  forward 
as  candidates  for  Magistrates’  posts,  such  cases  may  be  considered,  But  if 
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we  are  to  lay  down  a  definite  rule  that  a  certain  number  of  Magistrates 
should  be  recruited  from  the  Bar,  then  we  will  have  necessarily  to 
appoint  some  vakils,  and  if  vakils  of  standing  are  not  coming  forward, 
as  is  likely  to  be  the  case,  we  will  have  to  appoint  any  vakil  that  can  he 
got  hold  of.  That  is  not  a  good  policy. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Beoicolam) :  Will  the  Law 
Member  kindly  explain  the  view  of  the  High  Court  that  the  quality  of 
the  work  done  by  these  Magistrates  is  deteriorating  from  year  to  year  ? 
May  I  also  point  out  to  him  the  particular  portion  of  the  order  of  the 
Government  commenting  upon  the  report  on  the  administration  of 
criminal  justice  for  1101? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  But  it  does  not  follow  that  the  work  will  improve  by  appoint¬ 
ing  vakils. 

•  Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Devi  colam)  :  May  I  know  whether 
this  is  not  due  chiefly  to  the  present  system  of  recruitment  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  That  does  not  at  all  follow. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  May  I  know  the  rea¬ 
sons  why  the  present  system  is  continued  even  after  the  High  Court’s 
remarks  that  the  work  of  the  subordinate  Magistracy  is  unsatisfactory, 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  The  High  Court  does  not  say  that  the  quality  of  the  work  is 
deteriorating  because  clerks  are  promoted  as  Magistrates. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (N eyyattinkara) :  Have  the  Govern¬ 
ment  enquired  into  the  matter  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (N eyyattinkara) :  Will  the  Govern¬ 
ment-  enquire  into  the  matter  ? 

•  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  i Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)-,  The  views  of  the  High  Court  will  be  given  due  respect,  and 
the  member’s  suggestion  may  be  considered. 

,  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  may  he  that  the  clerks  do  not  get  sufficient 
encouragement. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Contentment  in  the  public  service  is  another  matter  to  be 
considered  in  this  connection.  If  you  block  the  promotions  of  these 
clerks  among  whom  are  eminent  graduates,  where  is  the  contentment  in 
the  public  service,  and,  unless  we  get  good  men  as  clerks,  how  can  we  get 
good  Tahsildars  and  good  Assistant  Peishkars  and  good  Peishkars  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  Are  the  Government 
prepared  to  leave  the  appointment  and  punishment  of  Magistrates  to 
the  High  Court  ? 

MR,  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)y  That  specific  question  has  not  been  raised  in  the  motion.  I 
am  not- able  to  say  one  way  or  other  just  now. 
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MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLA1  {Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ) :  What 
will  he  the  proportion  of  Magistrates  to  the  graduate  clerks  in  -the 
puhlic  service  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vak.il)  :  I  am  told  that  there  will  be  about  100  graduate  clerks  in  the 
Secretariat  and  Account  Office  of  whom,  at  present,  about  85  are  law 
graduates.  And,  there  are  only  22  Magistrates’  places  for  the  clerks 
of  these  offices  and  other  offices  like  the  Land  Bevenue  Department,  etc., 
all  together. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikam  cum  Eartikapalli)  :  Cannot  the 
clerks  be  promoted  as  Superintendents  and  Secretaries  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  There  are  only  a  very  small  number  of  Superintendents’  places. 

MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade)  ;  Have  not 
the  clerks  in  the  High  Court  sufficient  encouragement  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  They  can  go  out  as  Munsiffs.  No  doubt,  vakils  are  also 
appointed  as  Munsiffs.  In  the  case  of  Munsiffs,  as  I  said,  the  appoint¬ 
ment  is  rather  attractive  having  regard  to  the  future  prospects. 

MR.  'T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changanachery  cum  Peermade );  Is  the 
encouragement  reduced  in  the  case  of  the  clerks  of  the  Secretariat  and 
the  Account  Office  to  that  extent,  if  vakils  are  appointed]Magistrates  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  To  that  extent,  of  course,  the  encouragement  is  reduced. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Are  the 
clerks  of  other-  departments  such  as  the  Land  -Bevenue  Commissioner’s 
Office  and  the  Dewan  Peishkars’  offices  also  selected  as  Magistrates  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  Magistrates  are  selected  from  these  offices  also.  •  ■ 

There  are  only  a  few  Magistrates’  places  and  the  .  number  of 
graduate  clerks  in  these  departments  is  very  great.  It  would  be ,  hard 
if  these  people  are  robbed  of  the  very  few  promotions  they,  look  up  to, 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mhiachil  cum  Vevicolam) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  promotion  of  these  clerks  is  based  on  the  ground  of  efficiency  or  of 
seniority  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):.  Seniority  and  efficiency.  Every  individual  case  will  be  con¬ 
sidered  on  its  own  merits. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  ■  In  view 
of  the  large  number  of  these  clerks  and  the  volume  of  work  that  they 
are  turning  but,  is  it  not  necessary  to  secure  their  contentment? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) '■  Yes.  That  is  one  of  my  points.  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  press  your  motion  Mr.  Matthew  ? 

•  -MR.  T.  J.  MATTHEW  ( Changcmaehery  cum  Peermade) :  I  press  the 
motion.  -  ' 

The  motion  was  put  and  declared  lost  17  voting  for  and  1-8'  voting 
against  the  motion. 
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MR,  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAl  ( Chirayinkil )  :  There  are  two  more, 
members  who  are  for  the  motion  and  who  have  come  only  just  now.

MR.  G.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Tiruvalla) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion:  — 

..  >  265.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Bs.  92,90.0  for  Criminal.  Courts 
by  Bs.  100. 

My  object  in  bringing  this  motion  is  to  invite  the  attention  of  the 
Government  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  present  location  of  the 
Magistrates’  courts,  especially  with  reference  to  the  absence  of  a 
Magistrate’s  court  at  Tiruvalla.  Tiruvalla  had  its  own  Magistrate’s 
court  for  a  long  time.  At  one  time,  there  were  two  courts  there  a 
Eirst  Class  Magistrate’s  court  and  a  Stationary  Magistrate’s  court. 
Latterly,  the  Tahsildar  who  also  was  the  Eirst  Class  Magistrate  was 
VolvIX.iro.  9,  ‘  u  -  ■  . 
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divested  of  his  magisterial  functions  and  the  Stationary  Magistrate  was 
transferred  elsewhere.  Now,  Tiruvalla  has  no  Magistrates'  court  and 
the  consequence  is  that  people  are  put  to  very  great  inconvenience, 
Tiruvalla  is  one  of  the  most  populous  taluks  in  the  State,  and  the  im¬ 
portance  of  th3  town  of  Tiruvalla  in  several  respects  cannot  be  denied. 

Mr.  KAYYAUM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Is  it  with  reference  to  this  question  that  a  deputation  waited 
on  the  Dewan  recently  ? 

MR.  G.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Tiruvalla ):  Yes.  I  do  not  know  if 
there  is  any  other  Municipal  town  of  the  size  and  importance  of  Tiru¬ 
valla  which  has  not  its  own  Magistrate’s  court. 

Ghanganachery  whose  Magistrate’s  court  was  taken  away  some 
time  back  is  given  back  that  institution  and  I  fail  to  see  why  the  repeated 
requests  of  the  people  of  Tiruvalla  alone  have  not  yet  received  a  favour, 
able  consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  In  answer  to  an  in¬ 
terpellation  of  mine  at  a  prior  session  of  this  Council,  it  was  stated 
that  the  matter  of  establishing  a  Magistrate’s  court  at  Tiruvalla 
was  under  the  consideration  of  the  Government.  But  I  do  not  know 
what  decision  has  been  arrived  at  on  the  subject.  In  the  interests 
of  the  taluk  and  for  the  safety  of  the  person  and  property  of  the 
law-abiding  citizens  of  the  taluk,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  speedily  come  to  a  decision  and  grant  back  to  Tiruvalla  its 
Magistrate’s  court  at  an  early  date.  With  these  remarks,  I  submit  the 
motion  for  the  consideration  of  the  House. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Sir,  since  the  Member’s  motion  did  not  specifically  point  out. the 
object  in  the  notice  of  the  motion,  I  am  not  able  to  answer  the  point 
definitely  at  present.  However,  as  I  understand  that  a  deputation  very 
recently  waited  on  the  Dewan,  the  matter  will  engage  the  immediate' 
attention  of  the  Government.

C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJUPILLAI  ( Iiottaralara  cum  Kminattur) :  I  rise 
to  support  the.  motion.  I  do  not  find  the' necessity  for  such  a  com¬ 
mittee  at  all.  If  an  investigation  is  undertaken,  that  will  only  retard 
the  progress.  If  such  a  committee  is  necessary,  I  think  it  may  be  done 
by  other  means  which  would  not  involve  such  a  heavy  expenditure. 
Information  as  to  the  cause  of  the  law’s  delays  can  be  gathered 
through  carefully  framed  questionnaire  from  Judges  and  Munsiffs  of  our 
courts.  One  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  may  be  deputed  for  this 
purpose  and  he  may  be  asked  to  draw  up  a  report.  The  Judge  will  be 
able  to  do  it  without  giving  rise  to  such  a  heavy  expense.  The  reports 
published  in  British  India,  and  in  Mysore  on  the  same  subject  will 
greatly  help  him  because  the  conditions  here,  to  my  mind,  are  not  sub¬ 
stantially  different  from  the  conditions  of  •  those  places. 

The  figures  in  the  budget  show  that  the  President  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  is  to  get  Bs.  1,200  per  .mensem,  another  official  member  is 
togetBs.  700  plus  Bs.  140  per  mensem  and  a  Secretary  is  to  get 
Bs.  400  plus  80  per  mensem  Along  with  that,  the  cost  of  the  staff  is 
also  mentioned  there.  The  total  cost  of  this  committee  is  .  found  to 
amount  to  a  big  sum,  nig.,  about  Bs.  30,700.  Looking  at  these  figures, 
some  taxpayers  are  of  opinion  that  such  an  enormous  expenditure  is 
not  at  all  necessary,  and  as  such,  I  have  no  hesitation  to  affirm  that  the 
proposed  committee  is  not  at  all  necessary.

Mr.  K,  P,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (CMrayinM) :  Can  we  not  discuss 
the  pay  of  the  Dewan  in  a  cut  motion  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  You  have  nothing  to  do  with  that  now. 
The  general  policy  can  be  discussed  only  in  a  token  motion. 

MR,  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  As  the  general., 
policy  is  not  to  be  discussed  in  this  connection,  I  have  not  much  to  say. 

I  may  just  mention  that  the  amount  that  has  been  allotted  for  this  com¬ 
mittee  is.  to_o  much  and  that  the  expenditure  to  he  incurred  must  be 
reduced  somehow  or  other. 
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MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (N eyyattinkara)  :  Does  Mr.  Joseph 
think  that  the  sum  of  Bs-  7,000  allotted  for  travelling  allowances  is 
necessary  ?  Does  Mr.  Joseph  think  that  the  committee  should  go  out 
always  as  a  roving  commission  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  [Minachil  cum  Devicolmn) :  It  may  not  be  quite 
necessary  for  all  the  members  to  travel.  But  it  may  be  good  if 
some  of  the  members  go  about  and  understand  the  actual  causes  of 
delay  in  some  of  the  courts.  Therefore,  we  cannot  say  that  the  sum  is 
absolutely  unnecessary.  I  may  say  that  the  whole  amount  may  not  be 
required  for  the  purpose. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  whole  amount  asked  for  by  the 
Government  for  this  committee  should  not  be  allowed.  But  I  do  not 
agree  with  the  mover  when  he  says  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  such  a 
committee.  As  regards  the  reports  of  similar  committees  in  Mysore  and 
other  places,  I  may  say  that  our  local  conditions  may  be  different  from'' 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  those  places-  For  that  matter,  I  may  even 
say  that  the  conditions  in  South  Travancore  may  differ  from  those  in 
North  Travancore.  The  mentality  of  the  litigant  public  and  other 
circumstances  very  often  go  to  add  to  the  delayin'  the  proceed¬ 
ings  in  courts. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  {Tuvalu)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  we  are  concerned  with  the  procedure  adopted  in  the  courts  or 
with  the  mentality  of  the  litigant  public  V 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Uinachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  The  procedure 
actually  followed  in  the  courts  very  often  depends  upon  the  mentality  of 
the  clients  who  make  use  of  the  procedural  law. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Ambalapuzha) :  Does  the  member 
recommend  any  change  on  that  account  in  the  Civil  Procedure  Code  to 
suit  North  Travancore  and  South  Travancore  separately  ? 

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam ):  I  say  that  the 
conditions  in  Mysore  and  Madras  may  be  different  from  the  conditions 
existing  here.

K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Cldmyinkit )  :  '  May  I  know  whether 
the  reason  for  the  law’s  delays  is  the  same  in  one  district  in  Travancore 
as  compared  with  another  2 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devieolam)  :  I  cannot  give  a 
definite  answer  to  that  question  now. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  committee  was  found  necessary 
even  when  the  old  Civil  Procedure  Code  was  in  force  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (it/ inauhil  cum  Devieolam):  Yes.  I  understand. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovahi)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
necessity  still  continues  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devieolam)  :  The  committee  can 
make  use  of  the  report  submitted  by  the  Madras  and  Mysore  committees. 
But  some  local  investigation  with  regard  to  the  actual  working  of  the 
courts  in  the  State  may  also  be  made. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu) :  If  so,  will  the  member  explain 
the  working  of  the  committee  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minaehil  cum  Deviculmm) :  The  committees  must 
understand  the  actual  working  of  the  courts  in  the  State. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattiukara)  :  May  I  know 
1  whether  the  practice  obtaining  in  the  civil  courts  here  is  different  in 
different  courts  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (.Minaehil  cum  Devieolam):  lam  not  saying 
:  that  the  law  or  practice  relating  to  procedure  is  different  in  the  various 
courts.  I  only  say  that  the  actual  working  may  differ  in  detail. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara) :  Does  it  not  depend 
on  the  personnel  as  regards  the  detailed  working  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devieolam ):  It  depends  very 
much  on  the  personnel  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  have  no  objection  to  any  number,  of  ques¬ 
tions  being  put.

In 
other  words,  would  he  he  satisfied  by  a  reduction  of  this  amount  or 
larger  amount  or  less  amount  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devieolam)  :  The  portion  asked 
to  be  reduced  or  rather  omitted  is  the  total  amount  allotted  for  esta¬ 
blishment. 

•  -  Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qnilon) :  Thirty 
thousand  being  the  total  allotment  this  would  be  reduced. 
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HjR.  K-  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deuicolam )  ■■  I  liave  no  objection 
for  this  amount  of  money  being  reduced  out  of  the  total  allotment  of 
thirty  thousand  rupees.  But  the  motion  as  it  stands  cannot  be  supported. 
I  am  of  opinion  that  a  committee  is  necessary,  but  the  expenditure 
need  not  go  so  high.  It  may  be  sufficient  if  a  non-  official  member  is 
made  the  President  of  the  committee  and  a  small  amount  paid  as 
honorarium  to  the  President.  It  is  not  necessary  that  there  .should  be 
such  a  highly  paid  President. 

Another  point  that  I  would  like  to  mention  is  that  this  matter  was 
.brought  to  the  notice  of  the  public  long  before  and  the  Vakils’ 
Associations  were  asked  to  elect  a  few  persons  as  members  of  the  com¬ 
mittee.  On  that  occasion,  neither  the  vakils  nor  the  public  stated  any 
objection  against  the  appointment  of  a  committee. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Nepyattinlcara ):  Was  there  any 
difference  of  opinion  as  regards  the  appointment  of  the  committee  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dcvicolam) :  I  must  finish.  My 
time  is  limited.  About  47  members  of  the  High  Court  Vakils’  Associa¬ 
tion  were  eager  to  elect  a  member  to  represent  them.  I  do  not 
therefore  understand  the  meaning  of  some  persons  coming  now  .and 
urging  at  this  late  stage  to  do  away  with  this  committee  altogether. 
This  is  a  very  important  matter  to  be  considered  in  this  connection, 
because,  if  there  was  any  difference  of  opinion  on  the  merits  of  the 
question,  I  believe,  it  would  have  been  raised  earlier  by  the  public.  I 
wonder  why  people  now  come  forward  and  object  to  the  measure  when 
the  Government  have  considered  the  question  and  made  arrangements 
without  meeting  with  any  opposition  from  the  public. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimyinkii)  :  Had  they  any  idea  as 
to  the  expenditure  that  would  be  incurred? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Deviculam)  ;  1  strongly  object  to 

such  a  large  sum  being  spent  on  this  account.  I  only  say  that  a  com¬ 
mittee  is  required  and  that  the  amount  for  the  establishment  should  not 
be  omitted  altogether.  A  committee  and  certain  amount  of  money 
are  necessary.  The  present  allotment  of  course  is  too  much. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  ( Tooala ):  Am  I  to  understand  that  be¬ 
cause  there  was  no  non-eoperation  from  the  Bar,  the  members  approved 
of  the  scheme  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dcvicolam)  :  There  was  no 
opposition  from  the  vakils  even  when  they  were  asked  hr  elect  a 
membor  and  thus  had  a  fine  opportunity  to  express  their  opinion  in  the 
matter. 

MR.  K.  C.  '  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  huh. s try.  North) : 
Sir,  there  is  not  theleast  doubt  that  the  intention  of  the  Government  as 
revealed  in  the  provisions  in  the  budget  and  in  various  other  ways  has 
not  at  all  met  with  public  approval.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  fact 
that  there- is  a  great  deal  of  delay  in  the  administration  of  law.  But  the 
way  in  which  tbo  Government  seem  to  have  set  about  remedying  this 
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evil,  it  is  widely  feared,  may  be  productive  of  far  more  evil  than  good. 
It  sometimes  happens  that  well-meant  measures  of  reform  not  only  per¬ 
petuate  but  accentuate  the  evils  complained  of.  As  an  example,  I  may 
mention — I  do  not  know  whether  I  would  be  right  in  citing  it— the 
Civil  Courts’  Guide  about  which  I  have  been  assured  by  an  experienced 
lawyer  that  it  is  simply  complicating  matters  and  making  it  more  and 
more  difficult  to  administer  justice.  If,  as  the  result  of  the  proposed 
committee,  another  document  or  even  a  worse  document  bristling  with 
all  the  evils  complained  of  is  to  be  produced,  I  am  sure  neither  the  Presi¬ 
dent  nor  the  persons  concerned  would  be  congratulated  by  the  people. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Can  anything  be  done  without  the  Legislative 
Council  ?  I  think  the  report  will  have  to  come  to  this  Council. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  'Industry,  North): 
After  ail,  it  is  very  little  that  this  Council  can  do.  In  the  initial  stages, 
care  must  be  taken  that  those  who  are  responsible  for  shaping  the  measure, 
are  not  men  who  may  bo  considered  to  be  fossils  who  may  have  their 
own  preconceived  notions  and  whose  personality  does  not  command 
universal  or  even  limited  respect.  If  the  Government  are  going  to  pick- 
out  such  persons  and  to  pitchfork  them  into  positions  for  which  the 
general  opinion  is  that  they  are  the  least  fitted — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  The  question  is  whether  such  a  costly 
committee  is  necessary.  I  think  you  are  not  in  order  in  referring  to 
persons.  . 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMSiEN  MAPP1LLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North): 
I  am  speaking  hypothetically. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  We  have  nothing  to  do  with  hypotheti¬ 
cal  cases. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Ambdlapuzlia) :  Is  a  member  hot  at 
liberty  to  assign  his  reasons  for  voting  against  a  particular  grant  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  can  say  that  a  committee  is  not  necessary 
or  that  a  costly  committee  is  not  necessary. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapiisha) :  He  is  therefore  at 
liberty  to  state  his  reasons  in  support  of  his  position  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  is  not  at  liberty  to  refer  to  persons. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  Cum  NeJumnt/ad):  There 
are  no  persons  by  names  referred  to. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDEAT:  That  is  my  ruling. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce,  and  biduntr/j.  North):  I 
speak  of  fossils. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  has  got  somebody  in  view  and  lie  wahts 
to  express  his  opinion  about  hlui.  That,  I  say,  is  out  of  order. 
(Laughter.) 
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Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
The  Government  need  not  be  bound  by  the  opinion  of  this  Council. 
They  have  got  a  constitutional  right  to  ignore  the  decision  of  this  House.  •: 
But  I  would  respectfully  submit  that  when  once  the  general  sense  of 
the  House  is  ascertained,  it  will  be  very  regrettable  if  the  Government 
go  counter  to  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  That  is  when  the  nomination  of  members  of 
the  committee  is  made.  Hero  we  are  concerned  with  the  question, 
whether  a  committee  is  necessary  or  not. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Though  there  may  bo  doubts  about  the  minor  points,  every  member  who 
has  spoken  has  expressed  in  some  way  or  other  his  strong  disapproval  of 
this  item.  If  the  Government  were  to  pay  any  attention  to  the  almost 
unanimous  opinion  of  the  non-official  side  of  this  House,  the  intention 
of  the  Government  must  be  reconsidered  and  the  scheme  should  be 
recast.  As  it  is,  the  amount  budgetted  for  is  out  of  proportion  to  the 
requirements  of  the  case.  Wo  have  had  a  very  efficient  an'd  competent 
committee  in  British  India  to  consider  this  question  and  they  have 
submitted  a  report.  Bor  example,  if  in  making  our  laws,  we  redraft  all 
the  codes  -without  any  reference  to  the  British  Indian  codes,  it  would 
involve  a  lot  of  labour  and  the  production  will  be  unsatisfactory.  What 
we  have  to  do  is  to  set  apart  a,  High  Court  Judge  who  will  get  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  experienced  District  Judges  and  eminent  lawyers  and  formulate 
a  scheme,  and  a  Bull  Bench  of  the  High  Court  may  sit  over  the  scheme,  . 
If  there  is  a  costly  machinery,  consisting  of  a  highly  paid  officer  and 
members,  peons  and  clerks  and  all  other  paraphernalia,  touring  through 
the  country,  it  will  be  beneficial  to  no  one. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  single  Judge  will  get  Bs.  900  plus  depute-'- 
tion  allowance. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  A 
competent  person  like  the  Deputy  President  might  be  requested  tch 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Certainly,  I  would  not.  I  may  assure  the 
member  that  I  would  not  undertake  the  task. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North) :  lam 
speaking  only  hypothetica’ly.  I  say  that  anybody  who  wishes  to  serve 
bis  country  and  who  may  be  a  competent  person  and  who  will  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  place  his  experience  and  knowledge  at  the  disposal  of  the  public 
may  be  appointed.  He  will  bring  all  the  connected  papers  together  and : 
summarise  them  and  prepare  a  rough  scheme  and  place  it  before  the 
High  Court  or  publish  it  in  the  papers  and  invite  opinions.  In  any  case*  * 
I  would  emphatically  assert  that  in  the  almost  unanimous  opinion  of 
the  non-official  side  of  the  House,  and  I  may  also  say  of  the  whole  : 
country,  the  intention  of  the  Government  as  revealed  in  the  provisions  ..of,, 
the  budget  is  altogether  unsuited  to  the  country.  Therefore,  I  hope  the 
matter  will  he  reconsidered  and  an  altogether  new  scheme  will  be  brought- 
forward.  '  -  :-ij 
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MB.  K.  I-  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dericolam) :  How  does  Mr.  Mam- 
men  Mappillai  assure  that  there  is  unanimous  public  opinion  against 
the  committee  as  contemplated  by  the  Government  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
Nobody  can  positively  say  what  the  real  public  opinion  is  on  any  question. 
Everybody  is  at  liberty  to  form  his  own  conclusion,  which  may  or  may 
not  be' right,  as  to  the  public  opinion  in  regard  to  a  particular 
matter,  from  his  own  standpoint. 

MR.  KA.YYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Sir,  in  regard  to  the  existence  of  the  evil  of  what  is  called, 
“Law's  Delays”  and  the  need  for  a  remedy  for  the  same,  there  seems 
to  be  little  or  no  difference  of  opinion.  These  are  conceded  by  every¬ 
body,  It  is  also  evident  from  the  fact  that  we  have  had  to  maintain 
temporary  courts  year  after  year.  The  present  dispute  appears  to  centre 
round  the  method  of  the  remedy  that  ought  to  be  employed  in  curing  this 
evil.  In  regard  to  that  matter,  the  Government  have  come  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  course,  subject  to  the  vote  of  this  House — that  a  committee 
should  be  appointed  to  ascertain  the  causes  of  the  “Law’s  Delays”  and 
to  suggest  measures  to  remedy  the  same.  One  objection  that  has  been 
urged  against  this  course  is  that  there  has  already  been  a  similar  com¬ 
mittee  in  British  India,  that  the  report  submitted  by  that  committee 
could  be  made  use  of  by  ns  and  that  that  could  be  and  ought  to  be 
taken  as  a  sufficient  or  even  the  sole  guide  for  our  action  here.  I  am 
prepared  to  concede  that' this  is  a  viewpoint  worth  considering ;  and,  as 
a  matter  of  fact,  the  Government  did  consider  this  aspect  of  the  question. 
But,  naturally,  in  matters  like  this,  the  Government  have  to  act  on  the 
advice  given  by  the  High  Court  which  is  the  body  vested  with  the  duty 
of  administering  justice  in  the  country. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (. Ambalcqmzha ) :  Is  the  Law  Member 
aware  of  certain  interpellations  sent  by  me  asking  why  the  Government 
could  not  make  use  of  the  report  of  the  Civil  Justice  Committee  of 
British  India  ? 

MR.  KAYYAL AM  .PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Birhar 
Vakil) :  Yes,  I  have  read  those  interpellations. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapwha) :  May  I  know  why  the 
Government  did  not  answer  those  interpellations? 

.  Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) ;  First  of  all,  that  question  does  not  arise  at  present.  Fnrther, 
I  am  not.  in  a  position  to  mention  the  reasons  for  not  answering  them. 

■  The  Government  referred  the  matter  to  the.  High  Court  and  asked 
them  whether  we  could  make  use  of  the  report  of  the  British  Indian 
Civil  Justice  Committee.  The  High  Court  considered  the  question 
and  came  to  the  conclusion  that  it  will  take  a  long  time  for  them  to 
study  and  consider  the  applicability  of  the  report  of  the  British  Indian 
Civil  Justice  Committee  and  that  it  will  be  needlessly  expensive  for 
the  purpose  in  hand,  that  the  conditions  in  Travancore  are  not  quite 
similar  to-the  conditions  in  British  India  and  that  therefore  a  special 
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committee  should  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  whole  question  and 
make  a  report  as  to  the  causes  of  law’s  delays  and  the  proper  remedies 
for  the  same.  My  friend  Mr.  Mammon  Mappillai  was  suggesting  that 
a  Full  Bench  of  the  High  flonrt  consisting  of  ti  Judges  might  be  asked 
t.o  consider  the  question. 

Mr  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (tW,#mw  ami  Industry,  North)  ■ 

I  think,  Sir,  I  must  explain  what  I  said.  What  I  said  was  that  one 
competent  officer — a  Judges  of  the  High  Court  for  instance— could  be 
asked  to  investigate  tins  question,  to  consider  the  report  of  the  British 
Indian  Committee,  to  examine  tile  necessary  papers  and  to  formulate 
a  scheme  that  should  be  the  skeleton  of  the  scheme  and  that  the  report 
of  such  a  person  might  iso  considered  by  the  Full  Bench  of  the  High 
Court. 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Jih/itioiial  Jicact  Sirkar 
ValiD  :  With  regard  to  the  deputation  of  a  single  officer  for  this  kind 
of  work,  Sis',  I  may  say  that  I  doubt  very  much  whether  the  people  of 
the  country  will  be  satisfied  with  the  views  and  opinion  of  any  one 
single  person.  These  are  days  of  democratic  movement  and  it  is  ab¬ 
solutely  necessary  that,  such  matters  so  directly  affecting  the  interests 
of  the  people  as  a  whole  ought  to  he  considered  by  a  committee  that 
will  cany  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (NcyijaMinkara)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  in  the  framing  of  the  Civil  Courts’  Guide  the  procedure  adopted  by 
the  High  Court  was  the  deputation  of  one  of  their  Judges  V  : 

MB.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sifkm 
Vakil)  :  First  of  all,  that  question  does  not  arise  now.  Moreover; 
the  Civil  Gourts’-Guide  is  intended  only  to  regulate  the  procedure  of 
courts.  That  is  to  say,  with  the  internal  management  of  the  courts  in 
the  matter  of  procedure  only.  Therefore,  that  hardly  requires  such  a 
consideration  as  should  be  given  to  the  present  matter.  Our  present ; 
question  is  about  the  delay  in  the  administration  of  justice,  the  causes 
that  lead  to  the  same  and  the  remedies  that  have  to  be  applied  to  re¬ 
move  the  evil,  The  remedies  must  be  acceptable  to  the  public.  . 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Nem/aUMara) :  May  I  draw,  the 
attention  of  my  friend  Mr.  Kayyalam  Paramesvaran  Pillai  to  what  he 
has  said  on  a  previous  occasion?  This  is  what  he  has  said  : 

“Tho  matter  ia  engaging  tho  attention  of  the  British  bovermneut  where  a  committee 
was  appointed  to  look  into  the  question  of  ‘Law’s  Delays’.  Their  roport  is  how  en¬ 
gaging  the  attention  of  the  authorities  there.  It  will  bo  probably  very  expensive,  atid 
it  ia  not  at  nil  necessary  for  us,  to  appoint  a  oomiuittco  of  that  sort  here,  ,  because  o»r 
system,  is  so  muoh  based  upon  the  system  prevalent  in  British  Indie,  and  wire  the 
British  system  is  to  undergo  a  change,  wo.  had  better  wait  until  they  come  to  a  de¬ 
cision.  After  that,  we  may  consider  whether  we  cannot  adopt  their  system  Uiitil 

’-MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Yes,  I  reir ember  that.  That  is  the  reason  why,  while  refdf- 
ririg  the  matter  to  the  High  Court,  it  was  suggested  to  them'  that  they 
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might  consider,  before  making  their  recommendations,  the  report  of  the 
British  Indian  Committee,  But  the  High  Court  have  stated  that  their 
consideration  of  the  report  of  the  British  Indian  Committee  at  present 
would  mean  much  time  and  would  therefore  bo  needlessly  expensive. 

MR.  K.  C,  MAMMEN  MAPPILLA!  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Does  not  the  final  responsibility  on  the  matter  lie  with  the  Govern- 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil ) :  Yes. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Imlmtiy,  North) :  In 
view  of  that  fact,  was  it  not  incumbent  upon  the  Government  to  pay 
more  attention  to  that  aspect  of  the  question  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil):  The  matter  was  considered  and  was  referred  to  the  High 
Court;  and  the  High  Court  did  consider  it  too;  and  the  High  Court 
have  recommended  after  due  consideration  of  the  question  that  the 
best  course  would  be  to  appoint  a  committee. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kottarakara  umi  Kimmttur):  Did 
the  High  Court  recommend  such  a  costly  committee  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  They  recommended  a  committee  and  they  also  said  that  one 
of  the  High  Court  Judges  might  be  put  on  the  committee  as  President. 
The  present  committee  is  practically  based  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  High  Court. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (N  eyyattinkara) :  Is  it  not  sufficient 
if  one  of  the  Judges  of  the  High  Court  is  asked  to  go  into  the  question, 
to  collect  materials  by  sending  out  questionnaire  to  all  important,  per¬ 
sons  connected  with  the  administration  of  justice  and  to  formulate  some 
proposals  for  remedying  the  evil,  instead  of  a  costly  committee  consisting 
of  five,  mem  beis  together  with  all  these  establishment  charges? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) ;  A  detailed  enquiry 'has  to  be  made,  and  I  do  not  think  a  single 
Judge  of  the  High  Court  can  do  the  work  satisfactorily. 

Mr,  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Would  it  not  be  enough  if  the  report  of  such  an  •  officer  is  published  in 
the  Gazette  and  the  general  opinion  and  criticism  elicited  con¬ 
sidered  finally  by  the  High  Court  or  by  a  smaller  committee  which  need 
not  woid?  for  more  than  a  month  or  a  few  weeks?  I  am  sure  this 
will  reduce  the  expenditure  considerably.  - 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  Even  that  will  be  hardly  sufficient  in  such  an  important  mat¬ 
ter  like  this. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkani)  :  Did  the  High 
Court  say  that  the  British  Indian  committee’s  report  cannot  he  accept¬ 
ed  by  us  in  Travancore  or  that  they  had  no  time  to  consider  it? 
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Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkdr 
Vakil)  ■  This  is  what  the  High  Court  lias  said  in  their  recommendation 
to  Government.  The  letter  of  the  Registrac  says 

“  Tho  .fudges  of  the  High  Court  cannot  find  time  to  consider  the  suggestions  of  the 
said  committee  without  detriment  to  their  judicial  work,  and  as  the  conditions  ia-Travan- 
cine  arc  diifevout  from  those  prevailing  in  British  India  and  ns  the  question  under  refer¬ 
ence  is  ail  important  one,  the  High  Ouurl  are  of  opinion  that  all  the  aspects  of  tho  'admi¬ 
nistration  of  civil  justice  in  Tvavaucoro  should  ho  considered  by  a  committee,  I  am 
therefore,  directed  to  recommond  that  a  small  committee  (not  exceeding  five  iri  number) 
with  one  of  (he  Judges  of  the  high  Court  as  President,  ho  appointed  to  consider  the  ap¬ 
plicability  of  the  recommendations  of  tlm  civil  justice  committee  to  Travancore."  , 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Aml.alapn.vha )  :  May  I  know  on  what 
particular  points,  according  to  the  High  Court,  there  is  similarity  bet¬ 
ween  the  conditions  here  and  in  British  India  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  [Additional  Head Sirkitr 
Vakil )  :  I  have  read  out  the  whole  of  the  material  portion  of  their 
letter. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalaj.uzha)  :  Ho  they  say  that  there 
ia  difference  between  Travancore  and  British  India  in  the  matter  of 
administration  of  law  and  justice  or  in  the  climatic  conditions  or  in  some 
other  matter?  What  is  the  particular  matter  in  regard  to  which  they 
say  there  is  difference  between  Travancore  and  British  India  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirlw

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tot tala):  May  I  know  in  what  matters 
Travancore  differs  from  British  India'?  t> 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  High  Court  has  suggested  that  there  is  some  different 
between  the  conditions  in  Travancore  and  British  India.  They  say  ex¬ 
pressly  that  the  conditions  are  not  exactly  similar  in  all  respects. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Toeala)  ■  Will  he  give  an  example?  -A 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil):  Say,  the  suits  under  the  Jenmi  Kudian  Regulation  or  under; 
the  inani'iiakkathayaiii  Law,  for  instance.

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  Bvrkm 
Vakil)  :  There  was  only  one  committee  for  the  whole  of  British  India; 
including  British  Malabar.  ,;;t< 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Ncyyattinkara)  :  Does  he  think 
that  the  Law’s  Delays  Committee  should  have  anything  to  do  ...with, 
changes  in  the  nMrn>HakkutIiayaia  Law  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Additional  Head  :Sir^n. 
Vakii):  Certainly  not  in  the  law.  I  referred  to  that  only  as  M3 
instance  of  a  class  of  suits  peculiar  to  Travancore-  My  only  point  was 
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that  in  regard  to  the  trial  and  disposal  of  suits  in  connection  with  the 
Marumakkathayam  Law  or  under  the  Jenmi  Kudiyan  ^Regulation,  pecu¬ 
liar  remedies  may  possibly  have  to  he  provided  to  avoid  delays. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (T  oval  a)  :  Am  I  to  understand  that  the 
Civil  Procedure  Code  does  not  extend  to  the  Marumakkathayam  Law  or 
to  the  Jenmi  Kudiyan  Regulation  ? 

M*.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirlcar 
Vakil) :  I  did  not  say  that  at  all. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quihn)  :  Is  it  the 
opinion  of  the  High  Court  that  none  of  the  remedies  suggested  by  the 
British  Indian  committee  is  applicable  to  Travancore  ? 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  I  have  already  read  out  to  the  House  the  whole  of  their  re¬ 
commendation. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  How  far, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  High  Court,  is  the  recommendation  of  the  British 
Indian  committee  applicable  to  Travancore  ? 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  The  High  Court  have  not  considered  the  applicability  of  the 
report  of  the  British  Indian  committee. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Quilon)  :  Have 
they  tried  any  of  the  remedies  suggested  by  the  British  Indian  com¬ 
mittee  and  found  that  they  are  not  applicable  to  conditions  in  Travan- 

Mr.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  Without  considering  the  several  recommendations  of  the 
British  Indian  committee,  they  say  that,  prima  facie,  there  is  difference 
between  the  conditions  of  Travancore  and  of  British  India  and  that 
therefore  their  report  could  not  be  accepted  as  such  or  in  its  entirety. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Quilon ):  My  point 
is  that,  even  though  there  may  be  difference  in  some  matters  between 
Travancore  and  British  India,  some  of  the  remedies  suggested  by  the 
British  Indian  Committee  might  be  found  to  be  applicable  to  the  condi¬ 
tions  in  Travancore  also.  • 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Having  considered  that  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  was  necessary  for  the  purpose,  the  High  Court  might  have 
thought  that  they  need  not  waste  their  time  in  considering  the  remedies 
suggested  by  the  British  Indian  Committee. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Quilon):  I  am 
ashing  whether,  before  we  appoint  a  committee,  we  should,  not  try  the 
remedies  suggested  by  the  British  Indian  Committee,  and  resort  to  the 
appointment  of  the  committee  only  if  it  is  found,  as  a  result  of  our  trial, 
that  they  do  hot  apply  to  conditions  in  Travancore.

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MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (. Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil)  :  So  far  as  Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai’s  point  is 
concerned,  I  have  nothing  further  to  add. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  In 
view  of  the  trend  of  public  opinion  in  this  House,  will  the  Law  Member 
undertake  to  ask  the  High  Court  to  reconsider  the  question  and  to  state 
whether  they  could  not  be  satisfied  with  a  less  costly  machinery. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Additional  Head  Sirkar 
Vakil) :  If  the  opinion  of  the  Council  is  to  that  effect,  the  Government 
will  certainly  consider  that  opinion.

It  seems  to  me  that  the  whole  system  of  discipline  and  life  in-  the 
prison  should  be  directed  towards  the  moral  elevation  of  the  inmates 
of  the  jail  and  there  are  a  sufficient  number  of  officers  provided  for  the 
purpose,  including  the  Superintendent  of  the  jail  and  the  Jailors  who 
are  all  men  of  education  and  culture.  So,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  special 
provision  for  moral  instruction  need  not  be  made.  The  Superintendent 
and  the  Jailors  should  be  men  who  are  capable  of  giving  such  instruc¬ 
tion  and  they  can  do  it  very  well.  The.  instruction  need  not  be  of  a 
sectarian  character,  but  of  a  moral  character.  Here,  in  the  pro¬ 
vision  in  the  budget,  it  is  also  stated  that  it  is  for  a  Moral  Instructor. 
So,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  provision  for  a  special  honorarium  is  quite 
unnecessary.  If  it  happens  that  the  Superintendent  or  any  of  the 
Jailors  is  incapable  of  giving  such  moral  instruction,  I  think  that  that 
gentleman  should  be  sent  away  and  a  man-  capable  of  giving  such 
instruction  put  in  his  place.  So,  I  move  this  motion. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara ) ;  Sir,  I  oppose 
that  motion  for  this  reason,  namely,  that  the  matter  had  come  up  for 
elaborate  discussion  in  this  House  in  connection  with  the  supplementary 
grant  on  the  same  subject  during  this  very  year  and  the  matter  has 
been  discussed  at  very  great  length  on  either  side.  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  And  Mr.  Baman  Menon  expressed  the  same 
Opinion  then  also. 

KR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattihkara) :  Yes.  I  would  for 
the  very  reasons  advanced  then  in  respect  of  the  grant  of  the  hono¬ 
rarium  urge  that  this  motion  should  not  be  allowed  by  this  House. 
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MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAl  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  I 
also  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (C Mef  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  certainly  oppose 
the  motion.  Mr.  Baman  Menon  thinks  that  the  Superintendent  and 
the  Jailor,  the  Deputy  Jailor  and  the  Warder  are  competent  men  to  give 
moral  instruction  to  the  prisoners.  I  differ  from  him  entirely.  The 
nature  of  the  training  and  the  qualifications  of  these  gentlemen  do  not 
fit  them  to  give  moral  instruction  to  the  prisoners.  Moral  instruction 
can  be  given  only  by  those  gentlemen  who  do  not  come  into  regular 
contact  with  them,  and  I  hardly  think  even  from  a  mqjnent’s  considera¬ 
tion  of  the  subject  that  such  a  proposition  will  at  all  he  practicable. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  May  I  know  who 
gives  moral  instruction  ?  I  do  not  want  to  know  his  name,  hut  X  want 
to  know  what  he  is. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  He. is  a  public 
gentleman. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  But 
is  he  a  non-official  visitor  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Yes,  But  he 
has  no  authority  over  the  functionaries  of  the  Jail. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  But 
as  a  non-official  visitor,  can  he  not  sit  in  judgment  over  the  actions  of 
the  jail  officers  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  He  does  not 
come  into  contact  with  the  prisoners  except  as  their  helper.  So,  I 
hardly  think  that  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Baman  Menon  is  practio- 
able.  It  is  absolutely  impossible  to  entrust  moral  instruction  in  the 
jail  to  the  persons  who  control  the  jail. 

’  Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai):  Has  he  any  special 
qualification  to  impart,  moral  instruction  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  believe  he  has. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  May  I  know  whether 
it  is  not  better  to  have  a  full-time  instructor  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  .Secretary  to  Government) :  We  are  manag* 
ing  without  a  full-time  instructor  and  I  think  the  present  arrangement 
is  working  very  well, 

-  MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  enm  Devicolam) :  May  I  know  how 
many  hours’  instruction  he  gives  to  the  prisoners  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  believe  he 
visits  the  prisoners  every  Sunday  when  he  gives  instruction  to  them  for 
two  hours  or  so. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  eum  Devicolam ) :  Two  hours  a  week? 

"  MR,  K.  GEORGE-.  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Yes,-  ■ 

-  MR,  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  '  'Are 
the  Government  aware  that  there  is  a  lady  visiting  the  jail  and  giving 
the  women  prisoners  moral  instruction  ? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  do  not  know. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvaugad ):  I 
may  inform  the  member  that  there  is  one. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha)  :  May  I  know  whether, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Government,  there  is  any  other  person  competent 
to  impart  moral  instruction  to  the  prisoners  in  the  jail  than  the  pre¬ 
sent  functionary  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  say  the  whole 
principle  is  wrong.  It  would  not  be  right  to  entrust  the  functionaries 
of  the  jail  with  the  work  of  imparting  moral  instruction. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambahtpuzha)  ■.  Except  the  present 
person  imparting  moral  instruction,  are  the  Government  aware  of 
any  other  person  competent  to  impart  the  same  '? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Nobody  seems  to 
have  come  forward  for  that.  If  anybody  comes  forward,  then  his  quali¬ 
fications  will  be  considered. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuxha )  :  At  present,  are  the 
Government  aware  of  any  other  person  who  is  competent  to  impart 
moral  instruction  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  have  already 
said  no. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapuzha) :  Nobody  heard  it. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) Do 
the  Government  consider  it  right  that  a  visitor  of  the  jail  should  also  be  • 
in  receipt  of  an  honorarium  from  the  Government  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  The  honorarium 
is  given  to  him  practically  for  his  expenses. 

MR.  G.  PARAME9VARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara ):  May  I  know  whether 
the  present  Moral  Instructor  was  appointed  as  a  non-official  visitor  only 
after  he  had  commenced  his  duties  as  a  Moral  Instructor  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary ■  to  Government)  :  I  think  it  is  so. 

Mr,  G.  RAMAN  ,MEN0N  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartilcapalli) :  I  wish  to 
;  &sk  him  a  question.  Will  the  Government  enquire  whether  the  Sup¬ 
erintendent  or  any  of  the  other  officials  in  the  jail  is  capable  of  giving 
moral  instruction  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  I  said  that  it  is 
against  the  very  principle  of  imparting  moral  instruction  to  the  pri¬ 
soners  to  have  it  entrusted  to  the  Superintendent.  It  is  a  place  where 
the  Superintendent  has  to  exercise,  discipline,  and  enforce  it  sometimes 
by  inflicting  very  rigorous  punishments.

Mr.  K.  MABHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  eutn  Neduvangad ) ;  Sir,  I 
beg  to  move  the  following  motion  : —

■  In  doing  so,  I  beg  to  state  that  I  am  not  unaware  of  the  difficulties 
under  which  the  Police  work  is  being  carried  on  in  Travancore.  I  also 
yield  to  none  in  my  appreciation  of  the  courage  and  heroism  and  detec¬ 
tive  skill  occasionally  displayed  by  the  members  of  the  Police  Depart¬ 
ment.  ~  All  the  same,  it  will  be  useful  for  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
Police  force  to  know  what  we  on  this  side  of  this  House  have  to  say 
regarding  the  work  of  his  department.  The  police  being  the  principal 
army  of  the  executive,  I  believe  it  will  also  be  of  interest  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  know  how  far  their  policies  finding  expression  in  the  depart¬ 
mental  administration  have  conduced  to  the  good  of  the  people.  It  is 
oil  a  very  nice  balancing  of  the  differing  viewpoints  that  a  correct  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  actual  results  of  the  police  work  can  be  formed.  Sir,  I  shall 
follow  the  learned  Commissioner  of  Police  who  framed  his  demand  on 
the  actual  expenses  incurred  in  the  year  1100.  I  shall  also  attempt  to 
take  stock  of  the  achievements  of  the  police  forces  in  the  year  1101,  in 
order  that  we  may  prepare  ourselves  for  the  probable  benefits  that 
arp  in  store  for  us. 

i  Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  rise  to  a  point 
of  order.  He  speaks  of  taking  stock  of  the  achievements  of  the  police 
forces..  Can  a  question  of  general  policy  be  discussed  in  a  cut  motion  ? 
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MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLA1  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvmgad):  Tospeak 
cf  what  they  did  is  not  discussing  the  policy  of  the  department.  In  toy 
opinion,  talking  about  what  they  have  done  does  not  amount  to  a  dis¬ 
cussion  of  the  general  policy  of  the  department.  I  am  only  talking 
about  the  work-  that  they  did  in  the  year  1100. 

PRESIDENT:  You  may  proceed. 

MR  K«  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Sir, 
what  is  noticeable  in  the  first  place  is  that  there  are  only  2,000  police¬ 
men  to  guard  and  take  care  of  the  person  and  property  of  40  lakhs  'of 
psgple.  The  policemen  in  Travancore  appear  to  be  also  the  cheapest  in 
alllndia.  The  average  cost  of  a  policeman  in  Travancore  is  about  Bs.  278 
while  it  is  about  Bs.  540  in  British  India.  The  average  tax  per  head.'of 
population  is  about  2  annas  here  while  it  is  about  9  annas  in  British  India- 

Another  feature  noticeable  in  the  administration  of  the  Police 
Department  is  that  nearly  12  per  cent,  of  the  total  expenditure  is  c'on- 
sumed  by  the  Police  Commissioner  and  his  staff.  In  examining  the  work 
done  by  the  department  in  1100,  what  we  see  is  that  crime  has  increased 
all  round,  the  percentage  of  detection  has  fallen,  the  percentage  of  con¬ 
viction  has  also  fallen  and  the  percentage  of  property  recovered  has  also 
fallen.  The  escape  from  the  police  custody  has  increased  and  the  hab}- 
tuals  who  have  got  out  of  police  vigilance  have  also  increased.  Punish¬ 
ment  has  also  increased,  There  have  been  31  dismissals  ;  15  per  cent,  of 
the  Head  Constables  have  been  punished  and  47  per  cent,  of  the  total 
police, force  have  been  punished.  As  regards  the  recovery  of  stolen  articles, 
the  Commissioner  of  Police  asks  us  to  find  consolation  in  the  fact' that  the 
percentage  of  property  recovered  in  British  Districts  is  much  lower. 
Weil,  Sift  he  gives  us  no  satisfaction,  Whatever  may  be  the  economic 
condition  of  the  people  living  in  British  Districts,  I  hope  the  non-official 
members  of  this  House  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say  that  We  cannot 
afford  to  keep  a  share  for  the  thief  and  we  want  money  to  meet  the  in¬ 
creasing  cost  of  education  of  our  children  and  the  increasing  cost  of  the 
necessaries  of  life.  Last  Saturday,  when  we  were  discussing,  the  Law’s. 
Delays  Committee,  it  was  .affirmed  that  the  conditions  there  are  not 
identical  with  ours.  So  far  as  police  work  is  concerned,  I  may  say  the 
conditions  are  not  identical,  because  they  have  got  a  police  force  which 
is  fourteen  times  in  number  to  that  existing  here.  In  regard  ' to  the 
number  of  cases  of.  cognisable  crimes,  there  have  been  53,000  in 
the  Madras  Presidency  which  is  23  tim  es  as  big  as  ours  -  and' 
in  regard  to  the  number  of  cases  of  grave  crimes,  there  h&Ve 
been  36,410  in  Madras  as  against  1,348  here.  There  are  several  other 
points  in  British  India  which  do  not  compare  with  ours.  There  are 
only  20  constables  in  the  department  here  who  are  totally  illiterate, 
but,  there  are  many  Head  Constables  there  who  are  illiterate.  There  are 
also  1,320  illiterate,  constables.  All  these  show  that  a.  compari¬ 
son  with  the  Madras  police  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  In  regard.to  grave 
offences,  in  Travancore,  out  of  1,348  cases,  nearly  1,200  related  to  theft, 
cattle-lifting  and  house-breaking  and  theft,  un.mixed  or  uncomplicated. . 
So,  a  very  large  number  of  the  offences  in  Travancore  relate  to  the  thief 
and  the  duty  of  the' police  should  have  been  in-  the  direction  of  attaining 
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excellence  indetecting  theft  and  recovering  stolen  property.  So  my 
opinion  in  so  far  as  to  the  cardinal  function  of  the  Police  in  Travancore 
is  concerned  is  that  they  have  not  discharged  their  duties  satisfactorily. 

As  regards  punishment,  nearly  50  per  cent-  of  the  police  force  were 

punished.  It  does  nof  show  that'  discipline  has  been  well  maintained. 
There  is  the  admission  from  the  Police  Commissioner.  He  says  that 
''discipline  has-been  allowed  to  deteriorate  in  Kottayam”.  Well,  Sir,  if 
you  tear  away  the.  veil  of  official  reserve  and  make  some  allowance  for 
the  language  of  official  diplomacy,  we  can  see  that  the  police  have  been 
allowed  to  run  riot  in  the  Kottayain  District.  Following  this  admis¬ 
sion  comes  also  this  information  that  there  have  been  fifteen  cases  of 
forging  of  currency  notes.  This  also  has  its  birth-place  in  several 
taluks  of  the  Kottayam  District.  That  shows  that  the  police  discipline 
in  the  Kottayam  District  was  not  satisfactory.  I  ask,  Sir,  what  has  been 
done  with  the  officer  who  has  been  responsible  for  allowing  discipline 
tor  deteriorate,  Are  the  men  to  be  punished  for  the  failure  of  the 
officer  to  discharge  his  duty  properly  ?  That  is  a  question  that  I  wish 
tnask. 

-  Another  feature  of  the  Police  Department  in  the  year  Was  tbc  em¬ 
ergence  of  women  in  very  large  numbers  as  law-breakers.  3000  women 
have  been'  prosecuted  and  over  1,000  have  been  convicted.  This  is 
nearly  thrice  as  many  as  in  1099.  There  must  be  some  reason'  and'  I 
do  not  believe  that  the  Police  Commissioner  is  going  to  say  that  this 
may  be  the  first  visible  sign  of  an  organised  conspiracy  to  gePwomen 
appointed  as  Magistrates.  There  may  be  economic '  reasons  1  behind  •  it. 
This  calls  for  the  earnest  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 

■  -  .  Another  thing  is  the  direction  by  the  Government  to  the  Mag'is- 
;  trates  that,  in  cases  wh  ere  they  fail  to  award  compensation  to  the  police-  ; 
almsm  discharged  by  them,  they  should  invariably  state  the  reasons  for  not 
-;.so  doing.  In  the  first  place,  it  must  bs  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  only  the  ; 
, 'Superior  Magistrates  who  are  competent  to  try  the  policemen.  The 
awarding  of  compensation  is  left  to  the  unfettered  discretion  of  the 
i  Magistracy  under  the  law,  only  that  they  have  been  asked  to  state 
?  ■  reasong-wlien  they  do  award' compensation ;  but  the  executive  order  now 
issued  has  the  effect  practically  of  superseding  the  provisions  of  the  law 
in-the  compulsion  sought  to  be  enforced  on  the  Magistrates  testate 
'reasons  for  not  awarding  compensation.  This  is  a  trespass  upon  the  func- 
'  tions.  and- province  of  the  judiciary.  There  should  be  equality  of  treat- 
,  'ment  in  the  eye  of  the  law.  Although'  it  takes  only  the  shape  of  a 
.'.'suggestion,  otajl,  that  suggestion  has  emanated  from  an  authority  who 
i.  is  competent  to  enforce  obedience  in  case  of  disobedience  and  carries 
Wwith  it  the  attributes  of  a  command.  The  chief  object  of  a  judici  al  trial 
7  is  impartiality  and  that  impartiality  is  sought  to  be  destroyed.— 

PRESIDENT  :  Time  is  up.  You  may  finish  your  sentence, 

„  ;  Mr.  K!.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Tricandnm  coin  Ncduvangact):  by  the 
/■'Ofclei',  I  think  it  is  very  necessary  that  that  order  should  bo  altered. 

MS.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Jg.  Commisdonur.  of  Folioe)  t  ‘-Sir,  with 
..regard  to  the  accusation  that  crimes  have  increased  last  year,  I  do  not 
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think  that  any  particular  reason  can  be  assigned.  Sometimes  there 
may  be  a  slight  decrease  in  crimes,  at  other  times  there  may  be  an  in¬ 
crease  in  crimes.  No  particular  reason,  I  think,  can  be  assigned  for 
this.  As  far  as  I  can  see,  there  has  not  been  an  abnormal  increase  in 
crimes. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  May  I 
know  whether  there  were  not  22  cases  of  murder  that  year  in  excess  of 
the  previous  year  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (/if/.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  But  I  say 
no  particular  reason  can  be  assigned  for  this.  It  may  partly  be  due  .  to 
the  tendency  that  is  now  going  on  for  partition  of  the  Nayar  tawards. 
This  brings  about  property  disputes  and  consequently  murder. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  When 
was  the  Nayar  Begulation  passed  ?  We  are  talking  about  the  year 
1100. 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police ) :  It  is  not 
due  to  the  passing  of  the  Begulation.  Even  before  the  passing  of  the 
Begulation  the  tendency  among  the  Nayar  tarwads  was  in  favour  of 
partition  and  this  is  the  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
murders. 

With  regard  to  the  fall  in  percentage — 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  Does 
the  learned  Commissioner  say  that  the  accuseds  in  all  these  cases  df 
murder  were  Nayars  V 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  {Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  Isay 
that  it  is  only  one  of  the  plausible  reasons  for  the  increase  in  cases 
of  murder.  Unless  I  examine  in  detail  all  the  cases  I  cannot  say  defi¬ 
nitely  what  the  reasons  are. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ):  I 
cannot  hear. 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Unless  I  : 
examine  all  the  oases,  it  is  not  possible  for  me  to  say  that  all  the  accu¬ 
seds  were  Nayars.  A  plausible  reason  for  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
murders  is  the  partition  in  the  Nayar  tarwads. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR.  ( Shertallai May  I  know  on  what 
basis  the  Police  Commissioner  affirms  his  opinion  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)'.  A  large 
number  of  disputes  arose  as  a  result  of  the  partition. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR'  (Shertallai) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  member  is  in  a  position  to  give  us  the  number  of  disputes  that 
have  arisen  in  connection  with  the  partition  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  f  cannot 
give  the  figures  now.  But  they  can  easily  Lbe  collected  and  supplied. 
There  is  no  disputing  the.  fact  that  the  number  ,  of  property  disputes 
has  increased.  -  .  '  J  ' 
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Mr.  K.  Madhavan  Pillai  referred  to  the  increase  in  the  numbe  of 
punishments  of  policemen.  I  think  that  only  shows  that  officers  have 
begun  to  effect  better  .control  over  their  men.  Better  control  means 
more  punishments.  Offences  which  remain  undetected  and  unpunished 
are  now  being  detected  and  punished. 

Mb.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Ned  wrung  ad) :  May 
I  know  whether  the  punishment  of  nearly  50  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
police  force  is  an  indication  of  control  or  loss  of  control  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  The 
officers  are  controlling  the  men  better.  That  is  what  it  means. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  Why 
did  the  Commissioner  say  that  discipline  had  been  allowed  to  deter- 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commisioner  of  Police)  :  In  a  parti¬ 
cular  District — 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (ShertaUai):  Louder,  please. 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Last  year 
there  were  3  officers  in  charge  of  the  Kottayam  District.  Probably,  •  he 
wasreferring  to  a  particular  officer  and  I  think  he  did  not  take  any  par¬ 
ticular  action.  ■  That  officer  retired  from  service.  That  may  be  the 
reason  why  he  has  not  taken  any  action  against  him. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( ShertaUai ):  May  I  know  why  there 
should  be  so  many  cases  of  counterfeiting  in  Kottayam  if  preventive 
action  was  taken  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Comnnssimier  of  Police) :  It  is  there 
that  these  activities  had  been  started  and  it  continues  to  be  there.  I  do 
not  think  that  new  cases  of  counterfeiting  are  going  on  now.  All  those 
few  cases  that  were  discovered  were  cases  that  had  already  originated. 
We  have  not  had  any  new  cases  of  counterfeiting  in  Kottayam  District 
of  late. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (ShertaUai) :  I  do  not  hear. 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Notes 
forged  originally  are  being  brought  out  and  uttered  and  those  cases 
are  now  coming  in  as  new  cases. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  It  is 
said  in  the  Administration  Beport  that  an  additional  Inspector’s  place 
had  been  sanctioned  with  the  object  of  tracing  out  the  origin  of  the 
spurious  currency  notes.  May  I  know  the  nature  of  the  work  that  the 
Inspector  has  to  do?  .... 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  The  post 
was  only  a  temporary  one  and  ceased  last  year.  The  object  was  to 
find  out  the  origin  of  spurious  notes.  The  origin  was  traced  and  the 
case  ended  in  conviction. 

Mr.  Madhavan  Pillai  referred  to  the  number  of  policemen  here 
being  m  excess  of  what  it  is  in  British  India.  I  think  the  conditions 
here  are  different  and  many  cases  for  which  there  will  be  no  complaints 
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.in  British  India  are  being  made  much  of  in  Travancore.  Therefore  it 
is  very  necessary  that  the  strength  of  the  police  here  is  larger,  and  that 
.  cannot  be  helped. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) ;  J  sajj 
the  number  was  small,  I  did  not  say  the  number  is  great. 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  I  am  sorry 
I  did  not  hear  him  aright.  Begarding  the  deterioration  of  discipline  in 
the  Iiottayam  District,  I  have  already  given  my  explanation.  There 
were  three  officers  in  the  district,  Mr.  Pitt  referred  to  a  particular 
officer.;  That  officer  has  retired  and  nothing  more  could  now  be  done. 

Mr.  Madliavan  Pillai  spoke  of  the  Government  order  about  the 
award  of  compensation  to  policemen.  In  the  case  of  policemen  in¬ 
vestigating  cases,  there  is  always  the  possibility  of  their  incurring  the 
displeasure  of  one  party  or  other  and  they  make  all  sorts  of  complaints 
against  the  policemen. 

MR.  K  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandnim  cum.  Neduvangad):  May  I 
know  whether  he  is  aware  that  in  the  report  of  administration  of 
■  criminal  justice,  it  is  said  that  99  per  cent,  of  the  cases  reported  to  the 
'Magistracy  were  true.  Why  should  the.  cases  preferred  against  'the 
‘  police  alone  be  untrue  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  ( Ag .  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  I  am  ex¬ 
plaining  tire  reason.  The  officers  investigate  the  cases  and  make  a 
report  of  the  party  who  is  concerned  in  a  case.  That  party  always 
makes  it  a  point  to  make  all  sorts  of;false  accusations  against,  the  police, 
very  often  in  a  vindictive  spirit. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Is  it 
therefore  proper  to  interfere  with  the  discretion  vested  by  law  in  the 
Magistracy  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  These 
people  will  take  flimsy  cases  before  the  Magistrates.  In  view  of  the 
responsibilities  the  police  have  to  take  in  the  matter,  I  think  a  certain 
amount  of  protection  has  to  be  given  to  the  police  officers.  ’  Otherwise, 
if  the  policemen  are  to  be  placed  on  a  par  with  Other  people,  it  is  im- 
possible  for  the  police  to  act  disinterestedly  and  boldly. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)-.  Have 
not  the  policemen  tremendous  powers  over  the  actual  liberties  of  the 
people  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  They 
are  being  given  protection  in  the  same  way  as  judicial  .officers  are  given 
protection  from  flimsy  prosecutions; 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  But 
'that  is  afforded  by  law  and  not  by  an  executive  ■  order.  '  That  is  my 
complaint. 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Ithinkit 
■would  be  better  then  to  amend  the  law.  '  It  is  very' necessary  that  some 
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sort  of  protection  should  be  given  to  the  police  officers  in  view  of  the 
large  number  of  false  accusations  that  are  now  being  made  against 
them.  They  will  have  also  to  be  attending,  courts  to  answer  charges 
and  this  will  take  away  much  of  their  time.  So  it  is  very  necessary  to 
give  them  some  protection. 

PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAl  (A' eijtjcUtivkara)  :  Sir,  I  wish  to 
make  one  observation  in  connection  with  this  motion.  It  has  been 
noticed  from  the  administration  reports  of  the  Police  Department  that 
the  percentage  of  detection  of  crimes  and  recovery  of  stolen  property 
has  been  going  down  from  year  to  year.  Sir,  it  used  to  be  the  practice 
before  to .  regard  it  .  as  an  encouraging  feature  of  the  administration 
to  say  that  a  larger  percentage  of  cases  ended  in  detection  and 
conviction  and  also  to  say  that  there  was  larger  percentage  of  recovery 
of  property.  But  of  late  that  percentage  lias  gone  down  considerably. 
In  the  reports,  in  recent  years,  the  Police  Commissioner  has  taken 
a  position  which  is  absolutely  un-understandable.  Whereas  at 
one  time  the  Government  were  in  favour  of  a  larger  percentage,  when 
that  percentage  fell  down,  they  said  that  that  was  a  feature  to  be 
welcomed.  They  say  that  a  lower  percentage  is  a  very  desirable 
thing  and  a  high  percentage  implies  several  objectionable  features 
in  the  police  administration.  In  answer  to  an  interpellation  from 
me,  the  Police  Commissioner  said  that  that  was  the  policy  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment.  If  that  was  the  policy,  I  would  only  request  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  revise  that  policy,  so  that  we  may  secure  to  the  people 
a  larger  percentage  of  discovery  of  crimes.  Comparison  with  other  places 
does  not  at  all  seem  to  be  encouraging  and  the  efficiency  of  our  police 
force  should  not  be  allowed  to  grow  weak  nor  can  we  be  satisfied  with 
a  comparison  of  the  conditions  that  exist  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Madhavan  Pillai  then  referred  to  the  direction  given  by  the 
Government  to  the  Magistracy  in  respect  of  the  award  of  compensation. 
Ijnust  say  that  the  Magistracy  does  not  stand  in  need  of  any  extra 
direction  given  by  the  Government,  especially  as  we  know  we  have  got 
here  several  First  Class  Magistrates  doing  both  executive  and  judicial 
functions  and  no  particular  caution  need  be  given  to  these  gentle¬ 
men  about  their  duties.  I  would  therefore  support  Mr.  Madhavan 
Pillai  in  that  observation. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandmm  cum  Nednvangad)  :  I  have 
nothing  more  to  say  to  the  mot  ion. 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Aff.  Co  nmissmner  of  Police) :  Sir,  as 
regards  the  remarks  made  by  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  about 
the- .  steady  fall  in  the  percentage  of  detection,  I  wish  to  observe 
that  it  can  only  be  like  that  so  long  as  the  complexities  of  our  life 
are.  increasing.  In  England,  if  I  am  not  mistaken, the  percentage 
of  a  first  class  detective  officer  is  fixed  at  33  or  so.  Here  it  is  much 
higher.  I  do  not  mean  to  say  that  we  are  having  better  detection. 
It  only  means  that  the  complexities  of  our  lives  have  not  gone  up  so 
much  as  those  in  England.  When  we  reach  that  stage,  the  percentage 
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of  our  detection  will  be  38  per  cent,  or  so.  It  is  now  higher.  That 
is  all  that  I  wish  to  add. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLftl  ( Trivandrum.  cum  Ncduvcmgad );  I  with¬ 
draw  the  motion.

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkit) :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion : —

•  The  object  of  the  motion  is  simple.  I  would  like  to  know  from  the 
Commissioner  of  Police  why  the  Inspector’s  post  kept  vacant  atyAttingal 
for  the  last  9  months  was  not  filled  up  yet.  By  moving  this  motion, 
I  have  to  admit  the  position  that,  among  the  several  criminal  taluks 
in  Travancore,  Chirayinkil  is  also  one.  Attingal  is  a  place  where  there 
shonld  he  an  Inspector  of  Police  at  all  times.  After  the  place  of  the 
Inspector  fell  vacant  there,  open  acts  of  rowdysm  were[committed  in  front 
of  the  police  station  and  the  Magistrate's  court.  These  were  reported 
to  the  Police  Commissioner ;  and  when  such  things  were  being  repeated 
day  after  day,  I  had  occasion  to  go  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  tell 
him  openly  that  Attingal  was  in  need  of  an  Inspector.  Even  after  my 
representation  he  did  not  move  his  little  finger  to  appoint  an  Inspector. 
When  we  have  to  pay  a  good  part  of  the  revenue  of  the  country  for  the 
police,  I  do  not  understand  why  an  Inspector  was  not  appointed  at 
Attingal.  I  want  to  know  how  the  Police  Commissioner  accounts  for 
these  acts  committed  there. 

'  Wr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police ):  Sir,.  In 
eply  to  his  remarks,  I  wish  to  say  that  the  Inspector  who  was  formerly 
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at  Attingal  was  promoted  to  a  higher  place  and  a  temporary  man  was 
put  in  there.  But  the  temporary  man  was  found  unequal  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  place  and  now  another  man  has  been  posted  there.  I 
hope  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  will  be  satisfied  with  this  and  withdraw  his 
motion. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirai/inJal )  :  Sir,  even  though  the 
Commissioner  assures  me  that  proper  arrangements  have  now  been 
made,  1  do  not  think  it  will  compensate  the  wrongs  done  till  now. 
Anyhow  I  do  not  press  the  motion.

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satisfied  with  the  conduct  of  the  police  in  the  matter  of  cheeking,  and 
the  second  reason  is  that  the  method  now  adopted  in  the  matter  of  test¬ 
ing  the  motor  vehicles  as  to  the  reliability  or  otherwise  of  putting  them 
on  the  road  is  not  at  all  satisfactory.  As  the  members  of  this  House 
might  know,  there  are  certain  rules  framed  by  the  Government  to  regu¬ 
late  the  conduct  as  well  as  the  running  of  cars  let  on  hire.  Members  of 
this  House  have  known  that  there  are  certain  rules  which  regulate  the 
time  for  the  running  of  motor  vehicles.  These  vehicles  have  to  leave  their 
garages  at  particular  hours  and  arrive  at  certain  places  at  certain  hours. 
This  rule  is  perhaps  intended  to  avoid  the  vehicles  racing  with  each 
other.  If  a  Ford  nine-seater  car  is  running  from  one  place  to  another, 
it  is  allowed  to  take  a  particular  route  ;  and  another  car  running  by  the 
same  route  will  go  Duly  quarter  of  an  hour  later.  As  a  matter  of 
fact,  as  we  know  from  our  experience  of  the  conduct  of  the  police 
men  appointed  to  check  them,  we  very  often  find  that  a  certain  motor 
vehicle  which  has  to  leave  a  certain  place  at  a  particular  time  waits 
on  the  road  for  more  than  a  quarter  of  an  hour  to  pick  up  people  on  the 
way  so  much  so  that  two  vehicles  start  from  the  very  same  place.  I 
know  and  I  am  saying  this  very  painfully  that  the  lower  ranks  of  the 
Police  Department  have  been  persuaded  to  accept  certain  remuneration 
and  allow  these  cars  to  go  on  as  they  like.  The  District  Superinten¬ 
dent  of  the  Trivandrum  Division  had  an  occasion  to  go  to  a  particular 
motor  company  to  make  an  investigation  and  a  ledger  of  the  particular 
company  was  referred  to  him.  In  one  of  the  items  it  was  mentioned 
“  to  the  Police  4  annas,  to  the  Police  4  annas  ”.  In  one  page  itself  there 
were  four  or  five  items  relating  to  the  same  subject.  When  the  Police 
Superintendent  was  asked  to  take  action  on  it,  he  said  that  he  was  not 
helped  by  such  entries,  because  the  particular  constable  who  received  the 
remuneration  was  not  mentioned.  It  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge 
that  these  nine-setters  leave  the  stands  simultaneously  and  more  than 
one  car  run  to  the  same  place  at  the  same  time  racing  with  each  other. 

Secondly,  in  regard  to  the  method  of  putting  the  vehicles  on  the 
road,  the  agency  employed  for  the  purpose  is  not  at  all  competent.  As 
it  is  now  done,  a  Sub-division  Officer,  a  person  who  is  qualified  in  the 
civil  branch  of  engineering  alone,  is  allowed  to  test  whether  a  vehicle  is 
fit  to  be  put  on  the  road-  or  not.  As  it  is  also  known  to  every  one  in  this 
House,  the  persons  who  are  qualified  only  in  civil  engineering  are  not 
competent  to  test  motor  vehicles  as  it  requires  an  electrical  engineer  or 
a  mechanical  engineer.  This  does  not  at  all  give  satisfaction, to  the  tra¬ 
velling  public.  Sometimes  as  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  said,  the  steering  is 
not  under  the  perfect  control  of  the  driver. 

Mr.  K.  V.  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)  :  Will  he  give  one  in¬ 
stance  of  a  civil  engineer  being  deputed  to  test  a  motor  vehicle  ? 

■  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  In  Nagercoil,  the  Sub-division 
Officer  is  testing,  the  motor  vehicles. 

.  .  Mr.  K.  V.  .  NATESA  AIYAR  (Chief  Engineer)-,  He  is  a  qualified 
nYechanical  engineer.  . 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tomla)  :  We  come  across  drivers  who 
while  plying  through  the  road  do  not  get  perfect  control  in  steering,.  I 
came  across  actually  one  instance  in  which  the  steering  got  out  of 
control,  but  the  driver  was  able  to  stop  the  car  by  means  of  the  foot- 
brake.  So  I  believe  those  persons  who  have  actual  experience  in  travel¬ 
ling  in  cars  will  say  that  the  checking  of  these  cars  requires  a  highly 
qualified  person.  There  is  another  reason.  The  Sub-division  Officers 
are  engaged  in  their  section  work  and  they  will  not  be  able  to  devote  as 
much  attention  as  is  necessary  to  this  work  as  a  person  appointed 
specially  for  this  purpose.  Ho  I  beg  to  support  with  great  pleasure  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trimiii'fr  ii  n)  :  Sir,  I  do  not  fully  support  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai.  These  eight-seaters-  are  a  very  useful 
class  of  vehicles  to  convey  passengers  from  Trivandrum  to  Nagercoil 
and  other  places.  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  wants  the  buses  to  he  allowed 
to  come  through  the  streets  in  the  Trivandrum  town.  I  think  that 
is  his  main  object  in  bringing  forward  this  motion.  As  a  member  of 
the  city,  I  would  request  the  Government  to  think  twice  before  this 
is  sanctioned.  The  roads  in  Trivandrum  are  too  narrow  and  the 
traffic  .  has  been  growing  very  heavy  for  the  past  several  years  and 
we  are  having  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  private  cars,  eight- 
seaters  and  other  small  vehicles  every  year.  Even  these  vehicles  cannot 
find  sufficient  space  to  move  freely.  Therefore,  it  will  be  very  dangerous 
to  allow  these  heavy  buses  to  run  through  the  city.  The  school-going 
population  as  well  as  the  other  travelling  public  will  find  it  very  diffi¬ 
cult  to  go  through  these  roads  safely.  We  want  these  roads  widened 
and  foot-paths  provided  on  both  sides  of  these  main  roads.

My  object  in  opposing  this  motion  is  simply  to  show  "  that  buses 
should  nob  be  allowed  to  run  through  Chalai  and  the  Main  Road.  Of 
course,  they  are  allowed  to  come  to  town  through  Palayam  and  I  think 
it  does  not  in  any  way  inconvenience  the  travelling  public.  If  the 
passengers  want  to  come  to  the  town,  to  Palavangadi,  Chalai  and  the 
Main  Road,  they  can  come  by  means  of  the  eight-seaters.  There  area 
number  of  them  running  up  and  down.  I  oppose  the  motion. 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Acj.  Commissioner  of  Folios) :  Both 
Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  and  Mr.  Sivatann  Pillai  were  referring  to  the  un¬ 
satisfactory  control  of  motor  traffic.  It  will  be  news  to  them  when  I 
say  that  we  have  been  given  no. staff  for  controlling  motor  traffic 
What  we  now  do  is,  to  make  use  of  .  the  existing  strength  for  con¬ 
trolling  motor  traffic.  I  may  say  that  the  police  strength  in  oui 
country  is  intended  for  the  purpose  of  discharging  specific  duties;

No  additional  men  have  been  allowed  for  the  regulation  of  motor  traffic 
which  is  an  extra  duty  imposed  on  the  police  staff. 

MR..  M.  N.  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum ) :  May  I  know  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  how  many  Inspectors  there  are  now  for  inspecting  motor  buses  V 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  There  is 
one  Motor  Traffic  Inspector  for  the  whole  State  and  the  Government 
have  now  sanctioned  one  more  Inspector.  He  will  be  appointed  this 
year.  So  there  are  two  Inspectors  for  regulating  motor  traffic  in  the 
whole  State. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum)  :  May  I  know  whether  two 
Inspectors  are  sufficient  for  inspecting  all  motor  vehicles  throughout  the 
State  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police ) :  I  say 
that  even  two  Inspectors  may  not  be  quite  sufficient.  If' we  are 
given  more  men,  it  will  be  better.  We  are  now  managing  with  one 
man  and  we  are  going  to  have  another  this  year  and  it  will  be  better  if 
we  are  given  more  men. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Commissioner  has  made  any  recommendation  for  more  men  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  have 
asked  for  one  Inspector  and  that  request  has ,  been  sanctioned  by  the 
Government.  So  we  are  going  to  have  two  Inspectors  in  future  for  the 
control  of  motor  traffic.  It  is  out  of  the  existing  strength  that  we  are. 
managing  this  regulation  of  motor  traffic  and  as  I  said, —

So  it  is  out  of  the  existing  strength  that  we  are  now  managing  all 
this  additional  duty.  I  admit  that  the  regulation  of  motor  traffic  and 
the  control  of  these  motor  vehicles  by  the  constables  is  not  quite  satis¬ 
factory.  I  think  at  least  Head  Constables  must  be  put  in  charge  of 
this  important  business.  For  that  purpose,  we  have  hot  Head  Consta¬ 
bles  enough.  Because  we  have  only  constables,  we  have  engaged 
them  to  carry  on  that  work.  It  will  be  better  if  we  have  at  least  ■ 
Head  Constables.  ■  ■ 

As  regards  allowing  one  ton  buses  to  ply  through  the  town  it  is  true 
X  have  made  a  recommendation  to  the  Government  and  I  have  no  objec¬ 
tion  to:  one  ton  buses  plying  along  the  main  roads  of  the  town.  Under 
conditions  I  have  laid  down  in  my  recommendation,  it  will  only  decrease 
the  number  of  services  in-  the  town  this  way.  There  are  about  sixty 
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nine-seater  cars  now  running  between  Trivandrum  and  Nagercoil. 
Each  of  these  nine-seaters  has  threeservices.  That  means  that  180  times, 
these  nine  seaters  will  be  running  up  and  down  the  roads  here.  IV hat  I 
now  propose  to  do  is  to  allow  all  these  nine-seaters  and  buses  to  enter 
the  town  from  Karamanai  and  go  along  the  road  in  one  direction  so  that 
they  could  go  only  in  one  direction  and  can  never  cross  each  other. 
They  will  have  to  go  along  the  main  road  and  then  go  to  Nagercoil 
through  Karamanai.  Buses  therefore  will  go  only  in  one  direction  in 
the  town  roads  and  that  will  reduce  the  number  of  services  by  one  half 
and  the  increase  thereby  will  be  only  23  because  there  are  only  23  one 
ton  buses  while  the  decrease  is  90. 

PRESIDENT  :  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  G;  PAR AMESV ARAN  PILLAI  (Net/yattinlcara)  ;  Having  heard  the 
Commissioner  on  the  subject,  I  have  only  to  point  out  one  circumstance, 
that  is  to  say,  any  arrangement  that  may  be  effected  in  regard  to  the 
regulation  of  traffic  should  not  certainly  affect  the  facilities  of  the  travel¬ 
ling  public  in  regard  to  small  nine-seaters,  because  they  do  serve  a  very 
useful  purpose  and  with  much  less  inconvenience.  In  regard  to  large 
buses  carrying  20  and  more  passengers,  it  is  absolutely  undesirable  that 
they'  should  he  allowed  to  pass  along  the  main  roads.  I  am  of  opinion 
that  it  would  be  better  to  .continue  the  existing  arrangement. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  KartikajaUi) :  Sir,  In 
this  connection,  I  should  like  to  point  out  that  much  more  attention  has 
to  be  paid  by  the  Government  in  the  matter  of  control  of  motor  vehicles. 
The  principle  to  he  observed  in  this  matter  should  be,  first  of  all,  the 
safety  of  foot  passengers.  It  is  a  well-recognised  fact  that  there  are  no 
separate  foot  paths  in  our  public  ways ;  the  safety  of  foot  passengers 
should  therefore  be  the  main  consideration  in  controlling  motor  traffic, 
I  hope  it  is  fairly  well-known  that  in  some  of  the  decisions  of  the  courts 
in  the  United  States  of  America,  it  has  been  laid  down  that  by  priority 
of  use  and  right,  the  foot  passengers  have  a  superior  right  or  a  right 
which  is  stronger  than  all  the  others  to  use  the  highways;  That  should 
always  be  kept  In  mind  by  the  authorities.  I  join  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  in 
saying  that  overloading  of  vehicles  should  be  strictly  forbidden  and  if 
possible,  I  think  it  will  be  useful  to  send  one  police  constable  in  every 
bus,  so  as  to  prevent  overloading.  As  has  been  pointed  out  by 
■  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai  there  is  this  practice  of  just  asking  some  of  the  pas¬ 
sengers  to  get  down  before  they  reach  the  police  station  and  asking  them 
to  come  by  another  way,  taking  them  again  and  carrying  them  in  the 
vehicles.  This  is  a  very  dangerous  practice  and  many  motor  accidents 
so  far  as  I  am  aware  have  been  caused  by  overloading.  That  disturbs 
the  equilibrium  of  the  vehicles  and  any  slight  accident  is  enough  to 
upset  the  vehicles.  - 

. '  As  regards  the  other  portion  urged  by  Mr.  Kumara  Pillai,  I  don’t 
agree  with  him  on  the  principle  which  I  enunciated  first,  that  is,  the 
safety  of  foot  passengers  should  be  the  main  consideration.  Next,  give 
safety  to  other  users  of  the  highways,  namely,  those  who  drive  animal. 
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carts,  jutkas,  etc.  All  these  have  a  priority  of  right  over  motor  vehicles, 
because  they  have  been  earlier  in  the  field  and  roads  were  constructed 
for  their  use  mainly.  That  is  a  well -recognised  principle  of  law  now  in 
force  in  the  United  States  of  America.  I  request  the  Government  to 
apply  that  principle  here  also,  either  by  decisions  of  courts — that  the 
Government  may  not  be  able  to  do — or  by  legislation.  The  Government 
can  do  this  latter.  In  the  matter  of  accidents  caused  by  motor  vehicles, 
the  burden  of  proof  should  be  upon  the  drivers  to  show  that  they  have 
used  proper  care  and  not  upon  the  foot  passengers  that  the  drivers  did 
not.  That  should  be  done  in  the  interests  of  foot  passengers  and  of 
natural  justice. 

Mb.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nondnatcil) :  I  also  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  Government  to  the  large  number  of  motor  accidents  that  we  have 
been  reading  of  in  the  newspapers  during.the  last  year.  It  is  necessary 
that  some  attempt  should  be  made  to  enquire  into  the  whole  question 
to  find  out  who  is  responsible  for  so  many  accidents.  I  understand  that 
one  reason  why  such  accidents  take  place  is  the  way  in  which  a 
single  driver  is  made  to  drive  a  car  continuously  for  nearly  24 
hours.  Now,  if  a  motor  driver  gets  no  sleep  during  24  hours  and  yet 
he  is  made  to  continue  his  duty  which  is  very  strenuous,  it  is  no  wonder 
that  the  car  sometimes  gets  out  of  control.  I  cannot  just  now  suggest 
any  remedy  for  this.  I  think  it  will  be  possible  for  the  Government  to 
make^some  rules  whereby  the  number  of  hours  which  a  driver  may.  be 
made  to  work  can  be  limited  in  such  a  way  that  he  should  have  a 
reasonable  period  of  rest  and  sleep.  ' 

Another  thing  that  may  be  pointed  out  is  this.  According  to  the  ■ 
present  system,  an  officer  who  grants  certificate  to  drivers  and  to  cars, 
is  given  a  certain  portion  of  the  fees  levied  upon  those  who  want  to 
get  licenses.  I  wonder  whether  that  is  a  desirable  arrangement.  A 
better  arrangement  for  the  Government  would  be  to  appoint  a  paid 
officer  for  the  purpose  and  get  all  the  fees  direct  from  those  who  receive 
these  licenses  and  pay  the  officer  without  haying  any  reference  to  the 
amount  paid  by  the  applicant  for  the  license.  I  have  been  also  informed 
that  in  the  matter  of  examining  and  certifying  these  vehicles,  there  was 
a  special  officer  in  previous  years.  But  now  a  change  in  the  arrangement 
has  been  made  whereby  some  other  officers  belonging  to  the  Police 
or  the  Engineering  Department— -I  am  not  quite  sure  of  that— are 
made,  to  do  this,  work  and  they  are:  not  specially  qualified  for  this 
purpose.  I  wish  the  Government  to  reconsider  the  position  and  see 
whether  the  previous  arrangement  of  having  a  special  officer  qualified 
for  the  purpose  may  not  be  re-introduced, 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)-'. 
Sir,  the  introduction  and  expansion  of  motor  traffic  has  been  a  source  of 
great  benefit  to  the  travelling  public.  We,  from  the  north,  .'formerly 
required  nearly  a  week  to  reach  Trivandrum  and  another  week,  to 
be  back  there.  We  had  to  travel  in  old  Kettu  valiants  leisurely. 
Now  some  of  us  can  reach  Trivandrum  in  a  couple  of  hours.  There¬ 
fore  the  benefit  we  have  derived  from  the  introduction  of  motor 
.traffic'  cannot  be  over-estimated.  But  the  traffic  has  grown  all  on,  a 
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sudden  and  in  a  quite  uuwieldly  manner.  Consequently,  many  un. 
desirable  conditions  have  come  into  existence  and  it  would  be  a  great 
blessing  if  the  Government  or  the  departments  concerned  would  devise 
effective  measures  to  eradicate  these  malpractices.  In  suggesting  remedial 
measures,  I  should  like  to  utter  a  word  of  warning,  viz.,  that  care  should 
be  taken  that  the  remedy  is  not  worse  than  the  disease.  Often-times,  if  a 
person  is  given  charge  of  testing  and  deciding  the  fitness  of  motor 
engines  —as  Mr.  Thomas  was  suggesting — for  the  whole  State,  unless 
the  man  is  very  very  upright  and  beyond  any  shadow  of  suspicion, 
there  will  be  great  danger  of  his  using^the  enormous  power  vested  in  him 
to  enrich  himself  at  the  sacrifice  of  the  safety  of  the  public.  Therefore 
it  is  much  better  that  an  Assistant  Engineer  or  a  District  Superintendent 
of  Police  is  given  some  effective  voice  in  the  matter  so  that  low-paid 
mechanical  engineers  or  overseers  should  not  have  the  last  word  about 
it.  I  have  seen  in  this  country  and  in  other  countries,  the  tremendous 
consequences  of  appointing  unscrupulous  persons  to  do  this  work. 
For  instance,  if  a  Boiler  Inspector  is  so  minded  he  could  exact  any 
amount  of  money  by  stopping  the  working  of  an  engine  in  a  factory  for 
24  hours/  When  such  a  case  happens,  the  owner  will  offer  Bs.  1,000 
and  more  to  allow  the  machine  to  he  worked-  Now  we  have  a  Boiler 
Inspector  who  is  above  suspicion  and  therefore  this  is  a  very  great  help. 

I  do  not  want  to  hold  any  brief  for  anybody.  But  what  I  wish  to  say 
is  that  we  want  persons  of  Mr.  Padmanabha  Menon’s  typo  for  this  kind 
of  work. 

I  know  instances  of  such  persons  abusing  their  powers.  As  regards 
motor  vehicles,  the  drivers  are  generally  unscrupulous  and  uneducated, 
and  all  on  a  sudden  a  great  responsibility  is  thrust  upon  them.  It  is 
desirable  that  these  drivers  may  be  asked  to  deposit  a  sum  of  Es.  260  ot 
Bs.  500.  In  case  there  is  any  accident,  the  burden  should  be  on  him  to 
prove  that  the  accident  was  not  due  to  his  carelessness  ;  otherwise,  the 
security  should  be  forfeited.  In  many  cases,  it  is  due  to  the  absolute 
carelessness  of  these  people  that  dangers  occur.  Sometimes,  these  drivers 
are  persons' without  any  moans.  All  on  a  sudden  they  become  rich 
beyond  the  dreams  of  avarice' in  the  shape  of  SO  or  70  rupees  a  month, 
They  take  to  drink  and  merry-making  and  other  enjoyments  and  there¬ 
fore  become  callous  to  the  safety  of  the  passengers.  It  is  but  natural 
that  if  they  stand  to  forfeit  thoir  deposits,  they  will  think  twice  before . 
they  '  indulge  in  these  excesses. 

Then  Mr.  Thomas  suggested  that  the  owners  should  not  b*e  allowed 
to  cpmpel  the  same  drivers  to  drive  day  and  night.  It  is  very  necessary.  ' 
The  owners  want  anyhow  to  make  a  profit.  One  day,  I  was  travelling  in 
a  bus  and  the  present  Bewan  was  also  coming  in  the  same  direction  and 
the  Dewan  noticed  that  the  bus  was  overloaded.  After  going  a  small 
distance,  the  Dewan  directed  the  police  constables  he  next  mot.  to  check 
the  number  of  passengers  in  the  Iras.  The  constables  found  that  the  bus  . 
was  not  overloaded.  I  do  not.,  know  what  magic  it  was.  (Laughter)', 
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The  driver  did  not  know  that  it  was  the  Dewan.  When  I  told  him, 
there  was  some  commotion. 

MR  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  reported  that  there  was  actual  overload¬ 
ing  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
When  the  policemen  came  and  counted,  there  was  no  overloading. 
When  such  is  the  case  how  can  I  report  ? 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  ;  May  I  know  whether  it  was  not 
his  duty  as  a  citizen  to  report  ? 

MR.  K.  C,  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
In  the  case  of  a  malpractice,  I  can  only  enlighten  a  citizen  like 
Mr  Joseph. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Mr.  Kumara 
Pillai  referred  to  lack  of  sufficient  authority  on  the  part  of  the  police  in 
the  matter  of  regulation  of  motor  traffic.  1  merely  want  to  nention 
that  a  report  has  been  received  from  the  Police  Commissioner  and  it  is 
undergoing  examination  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.  The  discussion 
that  has  taken  place  in  this  House  will  be  kept  in  view  in  coming  to  a 
decision  in  the  matter.

-  MR.  G.  RAMAN  MEN0N  ( Mdvelikwra  cum  Kartikapalli ) :  Sir,  I  beg 
to  make  the  following  motion 

301.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Its.  S' 40  lakhs  under  Demand 
XIV— Police  by  Rs.  10.  '  .  ' 

-  The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  make  a  constructive  suggestion  for* 
putting  down  corruption  and  malpractices  on  the  part  of  the  subordinates 
of  this  department.  It  is  well-known  that  a  great  deal  of  trouble  and 
oppression  is  being  caused  to  the  common  people  of  the  country  by  the 
highhandedness  of  policemen.  I  need  not  give  examples,  because  such 
examples  have  been  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  in.  the 
Popular  Assembly  as  well  as  in  this  Council.  What  I  wish  to  say  now.is 
that  if  the  Government  trust  the  people  of  the  locality  to  a  greater  extent 
than  they  do  now,  this  sort  of  trouble  can  be  very  greatly  alleviated,  ,IK 
olden  days,  I  have  heard  that  it  was  the  practice  of  kings  and  othet 
potentates  to  send  round  spies  to  all  parts  of  the  country  to  know  -how 
matters  were  going  on,  how  their  officers  were  discharging  their  dutiesj 
what  the  people  felt,  what  complaints  they  had  and  so  on.  -It  seems 
they  would  also  set  other  spies  to  watch  the  spies  themselves,  There 
are  Police  Officers  in  the  different  nooks  and  corners  of  this  country 
whose,  duty  it  is  to  protect  the  lives  and  property  of  the  people.  What 
I  suggest  is  that  local  committees  should  be  formed  and  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  these  committees  should  be  empowered  to  pay  surprise...  visits  ,hp; 
the  local  police  stations  and  to  report  directly  to  the  Police  Commit-, 
sioner  or  to  the  Government,  in  case  it  is  found  that  the  police  offideii 
are  not  discharging  their .  duties  properly.  When  I  suggested 'M 
method  to  a  friend  of  mine,  he  said  that  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing  if 
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proper  men  could  be  got  at  to  do  this.  Under  the  present  conditions  in 
Travancore  where  education,  as  has  been  acknowledged  on  all  hands, 
has  progressed  much  more  than  in  other  parts  of  India,  I  believe,  there 
is  not  much  difficulty  in  finding  out  proper  persons  to  constitute 
these  local  committees.  Anyhow,  even  if  it  is  found  that  we  are 
not  able' to  get  ideal  men  to  sit  on  these  committees,  what  I  -would 
say  is  that  the  men  who  are  on  the  staff  of  the  department  at  present 
are  not  also  ideal  men.  Therefore,  by  a  kind  of  mutual  check,  things 
could  be  rendered  much  better  and  easier  and  safer  to  the  public  than  at 
present.  It  may  be  objected  that,  if  private  citizens  are  allowed  to  pay 
surprise  visits  to  police  stations,  that  might  interfere  with  the  detection 
of  crimes.  What  I  submit  is  that  even  though  these  citizens,  who 
constitute  these  local  committees,  are  not  paid  anything  and  are  taken 
in  only  as  honorary  workers,  they  should  be  considered  as  public 
servants,  so  that  if  they  abuse  their  position,  they  must  be  proceeded 
against  just  like  other  officers  of  Government.  Therefore,  what  I.  sug¬ 
gest  is  that  a  kind  of  mutual  cheek  might  be  established.  We  should 
have  bodies  to  work  somewhat  like  the  Tribunes  of  the  people  of 
ancient  Borne.  The  members  of  these  local  committees  should  be  em¬ 
powered  to  look  into  the  working  of  the  police  in  particular  areas. 
With  this  object,  in  view  I  beg  to  move  this  motion. 

MR-  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  oj  Police) :  Sir,  I  do 
not  see  any  objection  in  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Baman  Menon,  viz.,  of 
constituting  local  boards  and  giving  them  the  privilege  of  reporting  to 
the  Police  Commissioner  on  important  matters  touching  the  conduct  of 
the  local  police.  But  as  regards  his  suggestion  that  they  should  be 
permitted  to  make  surprise  visits  to  police  stations,  I  am  not  able  to 
•understand- the  necessity  for  it.  What  the  police  are  supposed  to  be 
doing,  or  what  they  actually  do,  could  be  known  by  the  people  in  the 
locality,  or  by  the  local  board,  even  without  making  any  surprise  visits. 
If  the  local  boards  are  allowed  to  make  surprise  visits,  I  am  afraid,  that 
will  lead  to  various  complications.  I  cannot  therefore  accept  that  sug¬ 
gestion.  As  regards  his  other  isuggestion,  as  I  have  already  stated,  1 
would  only  welcome  local  boards  communicating  to  the  Police  Commis¬ 
sioner  any  information  about  the  working  of  the  local  police  which 
they  think  worth  while  to  be  communicated  to  the  Commissioner ;  and 
l  ean  also  assure  the  House  that  such  reports  will  receive  prompt  atten¬ 
tion  at  the  hands  of  the  Police  Commissioner.  I  have  nothing  more  to 
add.  ...  .  ..  .  . 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Neyyattin'kara}  :  Sir,  the  suggestion 
of  Mr.  Baman  Menon  to  •  appoint  local  committees  with  power  to  pay 
surprise  visits  to  police  stations  is  wrought  with  considerable  mischief; 
and  certainly,  I  will  not  commend  such  a  proposition  for  the  acceptance 
of  this  House.  In  the  first  place,  it  will  create  factions  in  the  village 
and  perhaps  we  will  have  another  set  of  spies,  as  it  were,  who  will  be 
engaged  in  blackmailing  the  people  as  well  as  the  policemen.  If  we 
accept  his  suggestion,-  that  would  practically  amount  to  our  creating  one 
more  agency  for  troubling  the  people.  Although  my  friend’s  object  is 
VoL  IX.  |  No,  10,  f 
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to  put  down  corruption,  I  may  assure  him  that  the  result  will  be  ..just 
the  other  way.  Moreover,  I  have  grave  doubts  as  to  the  practicability 
of  his  suggestion  and  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  desirable  to  create  local 
bodies  and  allow  them  to  tamper  with  the  work  of  the  Police  which 
must,  in  most  cases,  necessarily  be  of  a  secret  nature  so  far  as  the 
detection  and  investigation  of  crimes  are  concerned.  Surprise  visits  by. 
such  local  bodies,  as  suggested  by  my  friend  Mr.  Eaman  Menon,  will 
be  entirely  out  of  place  as  regards  the  main  work  of  the  police  and  will 
defeat  the  object  for  which  the  police  exist.  I  would  certainly  not 
recommend  such  a  proposition  for  the  acceptance  of  the  House., 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLA!  (Commerce,  and  Industry,  North) :  Sir' 
it  is  undeniable  that  the  standard  of  efficiency  of  the  police  requires 
considerably  to  be  improved.  If  the  police  were  more  efficient  and 
were  imbued  with  a  greater  sense  of  responsibility  as  the  guardians  of 
public  peace  and  as  the  protectors  of  the  weak  and  of  the  oppressed,  it 
would  undoubtedly  be  a  great  advantage.  But  I  am  afraid  Mr.  Eaman 
Menon’s  suggestion  is  not  at  all  the  best  way  of  promoting  that  object, 
Sir,  the  other  day,  we  were  speaking  about  the  unsatisfactory 
nature  of  the  personnel  of  the  Village  Panchayat  Courts.  Similarly; 
local  committees  that  are  to  sit  over  the  actions  of  the  local  police  and 
to  communicate  directly  with  the  headquarters  would  only  degenerate 
into  another  machinery  for  blackmailing  the  people,  and  also  the  police' 
sometimes.  No  doubt,  if  you  get  the  right  kind  of  men,  it  is  all 
right.  But  seeing  how  the  Municipalities  and  the  Panchayat  Courts 
in  the  various  parts  of  the  country  are  manned,  there  is  no  reason  to 
think  that  a  sufficiently  large  number  of  public-spirited,  and  trust¬ 
worthy  men  would  be  available  to  constitute  these  committees,  especially 
in  these  days  of  communal  differences  when  claims  would  be  put  forth 
by  all  communities  to  get  the  representatives  of  each  and  all  into  these 
committees  and  to  control  the  police  properly.  Certainly,  some  remedy, 
should  be  adopted.  There  is  no  question  about  that.  '  As  to  what  it  is 
one  cannot  immediately  put  one’s  finger  upon  any  panacea, 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  KartikapalK ):  Cannot 
the  system  be  tried  in  areas,  like  big  towns,  where  such  men  could  be 
got  at  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North).  '. 
Even  in  big  towns,  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  possible  to  get  the  right 
sort  of  men.  Even  in  Trivandrum,  I  do  not  think  the  people  are  per¬ 
fectly  satisfied  with  the  personnel  of  the  Panchayat  Courts  or  of  the. 
Municipality.  I,  for  one,  am  not  prepared  to  concede  that  the  sugges¬ 
tion  is  feasible.  The  only  remedy  is  that  the  very  best  men  alone 
should  be  recruited  as  police  officers ;  and  there  should  be  an  elevation 
of  the  tone  of  public  opinion.  These  two  must  act  and  react  upon  .one. 
another.  It  is  only  in  that  way  that  the  police  can  be  made  more  efficient,: 
Jt  is  the  duty  of  the  Government  to  see  that  only  men  of  a  very 
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high  order  are  entertained  as  District  Superintendents,  Assistant  Super¬ 
intendents,  Inspectors  and  Head  Constables.  This  could  be  done, 
according  to  me,  by  introducing  competitive  examinations,  by  increas¬ 
ing  the  salaries  and  by  making  it  more  attractive  for  the  better  class  of 
men  to  enter  the  police  force.  I  think  that  will  be  more  beneficial 
to  the  people.  I  am  not  in  favour  of  the  method  suggested  by 
Mr.  Raman  Menon. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  In  spite 
of  what  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  and  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillili  spoke 
about  blackmailing  by  these  committees,  it  seems  to  me  that,  if  such 
local  committees  are  appointed,  they  ' will  serve  as  a  great  check  against 
the  oppression  by  the  subordinates  of  the  police  force.  We  are  not 
ideal  men.  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  has  always  been.reminding  us  of  it. 
So,  what  we  can  do  is  to  do  all  that  is  possible  under  the  circumstances,  to 
try  to  get  the  best  sort  of  men  available  and  to  entrust  them  with  this 
work.  I  do  not  think ,  that,  by  the  institution  of  these  committees, 
matters  will  become  worse  than  they  arc  at  present.  If  four  or  five 
persons  from  each  locality  could  be  chosen  to  exercise  some  sort  of 
supervision  over  the  work  of  the  police,  that  will  go  a  great  way  in 
checking  the  subordinates  of  the  police  force.  I  do  not  say  that  tho 
committee  should  be  given  any  power  to  interfere  with  the  police  work. 
I  only  say  that  they  should  be  allowed  to  inspect  the  stations  and  to 
report  direct  to  the  Commissioner  or  to  the  Government.  I  do  not 
think  this  will  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  police.  On  the  other  hand, 
it  will  only  serve  as  a  wholesome  check,  as  I  consider  it.  With  these 
words,  I  press  the  motion. 

./  MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  I  have 
not  got  anything  more  to  say. 

PRESIDENT:  I  cannot  hear  you,  Mr.  Krishna  Pillai.

Motion  304. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (I’orafc.) :  Sir,  I  ’beg  to  make  the  follow¬ 
ing  motion; — 

304.  To  reduce  the  total  alht'iient  of  Its.  5’40  lakhs  under  Demand 
XIV,  by  Us.  100.  ■ 

The  object  of  this  motion  is  to  draw  the  serious  attention  of  fhe 
Government  to  the  impression  that  is  gaining  ground,  at  any  rate  in  my 
.constituency  as  well  as  in  the  adjacent  taluk,  viz.,  Agastisvaram,  regard¬ 
ing  the  conduct  of  the  lower  ranks  of  the  police  force,  I  may 
say,  at  the  very  outset,  that  I  also  joined  with  the  few  who  supported 
Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  motion  simply  to  point  out  my  disapprobation  of 
the  conduct  of  the  police  force,  particularly  in  the  subordinate'  ranks. 
.Sir,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  assure  the  Government,  as  well. as  the 
members  of  this  House,  that  a  very  large  portion  of  the  peoplo  lof 
Nanjinad  are  rapidly  losing  confidence  and  respect  towards,  the  police 
as  will  be  exemplified  by  one  or  two  instances  which  I  shall  give,  pre¬ 
sently.  In  order  to  understand  the  opinion  of  the  people  concerning 
the  Police  Department,  it  may  be  of  help  to  the  members  of  this  House 
if  I  draw  their  attention  to  the  conduct  of  the  police  in  regard,  to 
the  checking  of  motor  vehicles.  However  much  the.  responsible 
officers  of  the  department  may  try,  I  think  it  will  take  a 'very, 
very  long  time  for  them  to  disabuse  the  impression  that  has  already 
gained  ground  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  I  am  sure  it  is  within  the 
memory  of  this  House  that,  not  very  long  ago,  the  satyagraha  campaign 
was  started  at  Suchiniram  in  the  Agastisvaram  taluk  kpsuppprt,  of  the 
jlaims  of  all  sections  of  the  public, Irrespective  of  caste  orlcrhed,  fotythe 


free  use  of  the  road  there .  At  the  time  the  campaign  was  started, 
nobody  was  in  a  position  to  understand  the  real  attitude  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  towards  it.  Naturally,  the  satyagraha.  volunteers,  believing  that 
the  Government  were,  maintaining  a  position  of  absolute  neutrality  in  the 
matter,  began  to  exercise  their  right  to  enter  the  road  in  question, 
by  peaceful  and  non-violent  methods.  It  was  the  opinion  of  the  vol¬ 
unteers  and  of  the  general  public  that,  in  a  matter  in  which  the  attitude 
of  the  Government  seemed,  for  all  appearances,  to  be  one  of  absolute 

■  neutrality,  the  officers  of  the  department  would  naturally  be  guided  by 
'  the  best  of  motives.  But,  in  the  present  instance,  the  people  were  sorely 

disappointed.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  were  a  series  of  cases  of  assault 
and  blackmailing  as  a  result  of  the  volunteers  attempting,  to  ; exercise 
their  rights  in  the  most  lav/ful  manner  possible.  In  some  cases,  such  as¬ 
saults  were  preceded  by  unlawful  assemblies  also.  All  these  things 
could  have  been  very  promptly  put  a  stop  to  by  the  police  officers  if 
only  they  wanted  to  do  it.  On.  the  other  hand,  such  offences  have,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  been  committed  even  in  the  very  presence  of  some  of  the 
responsible  officers  of  the  department.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact  - 1 
was  even  an  eye-witness  to  some  of  these  occurrences — that  more  than 
five  persons  freely  joined  together,  in  some  instances,  solely  with  the 
object  of  committing  crimes  in  broad  day-light  and  in  the  public  high¬ 
way.  In  the  presence  of  a  Head  Constable  and  3  constables,  more  than 
13  persons  joined  together  and  assaulted  some  youngsters,  belonging  to 
the  depressed  olasses,  as  they  were  returning  after  a  celebration  in  the 
Mission  School  or  College  there.  Young  boys  of  10  or  1.3  were  return¬ 
ing  to  the  village  of  Karkad  after  enjoying  the  celebrations  in  the  Mission 
,  College,  Nagereoil.  These  poor  young  innocent  children  Were 
brutally  assaulted  by  a  number  of  persons  who  had  got  themselves  drunk 
previously.  I  was  myself  an  eye-witness  to, this  incident.  .All  my  re¬ 
monstrances  to  these  offenders  were  absolutely  of  no  avail.  As  a  result 
of  tbis  occurrence,  which  I  had  occasion  to  see  myself,  I  was  obliged  to 
■place  complete  reliance  and  faith  in  the  reports  that  I  received  regard- 
,  ihg  the  attitude  of  the  police  on  such  occasions.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  that  certain  complaints  were  made  on  behalf  of  these  poor  young- 
asters  to  some  of  the  higher  authorities  of  the  department.  But  no  action 
was  .taken  by  them  in  spite  of  such  complaints.  I  myself  brought 
.-  certain  instances  to  the  notice  of  the  police  officers  of  the  locality,  But 
-  they  replied  that  they  would  naturally  adopt  their  own  course  in  regard 
'  to  these  complaints,  as  in  other  cases  that  come  to  their  notice.  I  in- 
-.formed  the  police  officers  there  of  the  statements  that  have  been  made 
^Ify  theaggrieved,  at  the  Id alakudi  Police  Station,  and  also  gave  them 
the  names  .of  the  persons  alleged  to  have  taken  part  in  the  offence.  I 
was  told  that  the  police  would  naturally  be  guided  by  the  best  of  motives, 
'that  they  would  take  down  the  statements  given  by  the  aggrieved  and 
that  they  would  then  proceed  to  investigate  the  matter  as  usual..  As  a 

■  m&tter  of  fact,  nothing  was  done  as  a  result  of  the  complaints.  The 
matter  was  then  referred  to  the  Police  Commissioner.  The  Police  Com- 

-’■missibner  siinply.eountersjgned  the  petition  and  asked  the  looaj  authori¬ 
ties  concerned  to  make  an  investigation  in -the  matter.  Jn  spite  .of  all 
'  this,  nothing  was  done  to  redress  the  grievances  of  the  complainimts.  I 
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had  occasion  to  point  out  to  the  local  Police  authorities  that  this  sortijf 
attitude  on  their  part  is  sure  to  lead  to  serious  breach  of  the  peacE  bet* 
ween  the  so-called  high  casts  men  and  the  so-called  down-trodden  iueh; 
and,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  it  did  end  in  a  riot.  There  was  a  very  serious 
riot  in  the  locality.  The  responsible  officers  of  the  department  have  now 
taken  care  to  see  that  the  ring-leaders  who  have  been  primarily  responsi¬ 
ble  for  this  occurrence  are  let  off.  The  ring-leaders,  belonging  to  the 
so-called  high  castes,  were  purposely  left  out  and  certain  people  who  did 
not  take  any  very  active  part  in  the  disturbance  were  charged  as  the 
ring-leaders.  On  the  other  hand,  the  people  belonging  to  the  so-called 
depressed  classes,  who  I  know  are  absolutely  innocent,  are  being  con¬ 
sidered  to  have  been  mainly  responsible  for  the  commission  of  the 
offences.  If,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Government  are  neutral,  I  cannot 
understand  this  attitude  of  the  police.  So  long  as  the  Government  do 
not  take  any  side  whatsoever,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  police  also  not  to 
take  sides  with  any  one  party.  They  ought  to  take  the  position  that  they 
ordinarily  take.  This  I  think  is  a  very  serious  dereliction  of  their  duty. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  reached  the  time-limit. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  ■.  May  I  be  permitted  to  speak 
for  two  or  three  minutes  more,  Sir  ? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  am  afraid,  not.  We  must  get  on  with  our  business. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Touala)  :  With  regard  to  the  routine 
work  of  the  department,  the  method  adopted  by  them  in  particular 
cases  is  not  the  correct  method.  When  a  building  of  a  Hindu  temple 
was  demolished  by  the  Salvation  Army  people  and  thematter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  police,  the  police  quietly  slept  over  the  matter.  In 
spite  of  the  repeated  requests  of  the  people,  the  police  authorities  did 
not  care  to  do  anything  in  the  matter,  because,  as  I  was  told,  some  <5f 
the  persons  against  whom  action  had  to  be  taken  happened  to  he  men 
of  very  high  position  in  the  Salvation  Army.  I  want  to  draw  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  Government  to  that  matter. 

MR.  M.  SUBRAHMANYA  PILLAI  ( Agastismram )  :  I  support  the  motion 
of  my  friend  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai.  I  am  actuated  to  do  so  not.  .by.  any 
other  reason  except  the  unsatisfactory  conduct  of  the  Police  inconnecfion 
with  the  Satyagraha  movement  at  Suchindram.  The  peaceful  and  non¬ 
violent  Satyagmhis  were  regularly  and  systematically  assaulted  by  the 
rowdies  of  Suchindram.  The  matter  was  duly  brought  to  the  notice  of 
the  police-  Yet  they  failed  to  take  the  necessary  preventive  measures. 
These  merciless  and  brutal  assaults  took  place  whenever  there  was  no 
police  constable  at  the  spot.'  I  personally  brought  the  matter  to  the. 
notice  of  the  police  and  requested  them  to  post  at  least  one  constable, 
at  the  spot  always.  I  also  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice  of  a  high 
and  responsible  police  officer  and  the  answer  that  I  received,  from  .hitq 
was  that  the  police  have  no  place  in  the  Suchindram  Sutyagraha. 

Sir,  whatever  be  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  the  matter,  when, it 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  police  that  a  set  of  peaceful  people  werf 
Deing  regularly  assaulted  in  the  King's  highway,  I  think  it,  is  tbe  duty: 
pf  the  police  to  take  preventive  measures-  . 
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If  the  police  have  no  place  in  such  a  place,  then,  I  think  I  am  right 
in  saying  that  they  ought  to  have  no  place  in  the  State  itself.  It  was  a 
pity  that  the  police  did  not  realise  the  fact  that  the  movement  for  the 
removal  of  untouchability  is  a  growing  one,  gathering  force  at  every 
moment  with  the  moral  and  active  support  of  the  whole  civilized  world 
behind  it.  I  support  the  motion  merely  to  express  my  condemnation 
of  the  attitude  of  the  police  in  this  particular  instance. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  May  I  know 
from  Mr.  Subrahmanya  Pillai  whether  any  cases  of  assault  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  Magistracy  when  the  police  were  inactive  ? 

MR .  M.  SUBRAHMANYA  PILLAI  (Agastisvaran,):  Yes,  by  pernons  like 
myself  and  not  by  Satyagrahis. 

MR.  G,  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Neyyattinkara)  :  May  I  know 
whether  any  aggrieved  party  complained  of  it  ? 

MR.  M.  SUBRAHMANYA  PILLAI  (Agastisvaran i)  They  were  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  proper  authorities  by  persons  like  myself  and  not  by 
Satyagrahis  themselves. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  1  also  wish  to  make 
a  few  observations  on  this  motion.  I  may  say  at  the  outset  that  I  have 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Satyagraha  movement  at  Suchindram  on 
which  Messrs.  Sivatanu  Pillai  and  Subrahmanya  Pillai  spoke.  I  may 
make  some  general  remarks  about  the  working  of  the  subordinate  officers 
in  the  department.  The  conduct  of  the  constables  in  the  interior  parts  of 
the '  country  is  far  from  being  satisfactory.  The  method  they  are 
adopting  for  the  detection  of  offences  is  quite  discreditable.  On  mere 
suspicion,  they,  arrest  a  person  and,  by  physical  torture,  they  try  to  get 
some  sort  of  information.  I  do  not  think  that  this  sort  of  infliction 
is  in  any  way  recognised  or  supported  by  the  laws  of  the  State  or  by 
the  circulars  of  the  department.  Anyhow,  it  is  a  matter  known  to  all 
that  even  innocent  persons  are  often  suspected  of  crimes  and  made 
to  suffer  all  sorts  of  physical  tortures  at  the  hands  of  unscrupulous 
public  servants.  I  wish  to  know  from  the  Police  Commissioner 
whether  -  these  things  are  done  with  the  knowledge  of  the  higher 
officers  in  the  department,  If  it  is  not  so,  I  would  request  the  •  Com¬ 
missioner  to  enquire  into  such  matters  and  take  very  early  steps  to  do 
away  with  such  an  abominabe  practice. 

Another  point,  I  wish  to  mention  is  as  regards  the  general  conduct 
of  some  of  these  constables.  In  this  connection,  I  may  say  that 
the  very  low  salary  that  they  are  getting. may  be  a- factor  contributing 
to  this.  Put  whatever,  may  be  the  grounds,  it  has  to  be  said  that 
these  servants  of  the  department  are  not  always  looking  after  the 
interests  of  justice.  They  very  often,  it  is  said,  receive  all  sorts  of 
remuneration  and  work  against  the  interests  of  justice.  Very  often  they, 
get  themselves  completely  drunk  and  carry  on  their  work  without  any 
sense- of  fairness  or  justice.  So,  I  would  even  suggest  to  the  Police 
Commissioner  to  send  a  circular  to  the  effect  that  these  constables  in  . 
the  course  of  their  duty  and  during  day-time  should  not  - take  to 
intoxicating  drinks,  ;  ;  •  ,  ...

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Devioolam)  :  In  their  drunken, 
moods,  even  the  respectable  and  law-abiding  persons  may  be  put  ta 
trouble  at  their  hands. 

MR.T.  KUMARA  PILLAI  (Kallitilaui.  cum  Vilamnlod):  <e>osnix}jj

MR.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devioolam)  :  I  am  now  concerned  ; 
only  with  the  Police  Department  and  so  I  am  making  this  observation. 

I  am  not  speaking  lightly  on  this  matter,  People  suffer  very  much  on 
this  account.  As  regards  the  higher  officers  in  the  department,  I  do, 
not  know  much  and  I  do  not  say  anything  about  them  now. 

Another  point  about  those  constables  is  that  they  very,  often 
encourage  rowdyism  and  other  acts  of  lawlessness  on  the  part  of, 
persons  in  the  interior  parts.  They  even  instigate  persons  to  commit, 
such. acts.  I  state  these  things  so  that  the  Police  Commissioner  may 
exercise  more  vigilance  in  the  matter  and  see  that  such  things  are' ; 
checked. 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI.  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)-.  Sir* 
Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  had  been  telling  us  that  the  people  of  Agastisvaram 
taluk  had  been  losing  confidence  in  the  police  there.  But  I  may  ' 
assure  him  that  several  people  of  that  taluk  have  told  me  that  they  have 
full  confidence,  in  the  police  there.  So  it  comes  to  this.  There  is  : 
Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai  who  has  stated  here  one  side  ofi  the  story  and 
there  are  other  people  who  support  the  police  and  think  that  they  are!  ■ 
doing  their  dirties  properly.  In  connection  ■  with  the  Satyagraha- 
movement  at  Suchindram,  the  people  there  have  divided  themselves 
into  two  parties  and  therefore  it  is  possible  that  one  party  should  accuse 
the  other  in  this  fashion. 

MR.  N.  KUMAR  AN  (.Nominated)  :  May  I  know  in  what  all  points, 
the  police  there  were  praised  by  the  people  in  the  locality  and  what  were  ,, 
their  achievements? 

'  MR.  R,  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police ):  They  have 
been  telling  me  that,  had  it  not  been  for  the  police,  worse  things  would'-i 
have  taken  place. 

MR.  M.  SUBRAHMANYA  PILLAI  (A gastisvaram)  ■■  Did  they  do*  any*" 
work  there? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :-  They- 
were  doing  preventive  work.  .  ■ 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  May  I  know  whether  there'"' 
have  been  any  complaints  regarding  the  conduct  of  the  local  police  ? . . 
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MR.  R-  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  Yes.  From 
one  party  there  were  some  complaints  that  the  police  did  not  take  pro¬ 
per  action.  As  the  cases  reported  to  the  police  were  non-cognisable, 
rt  was  not  .possible  for  the  police  to  take  any  action.  But  they  were  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Magistrate. 

MR.  M-  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  offences 
such  as  unlawful  assembly  are  non-cognisable  offences  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)’.  In  a  case 
of  unlawful  assembly,  action  was  taken  and  that  is  pending, 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  May  I  know  whether  the 
action  taken  by  the  police  was  not  after  a  series  of  offences  were  com¬ 
mitted  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  We  have 
already  taken  action  under  Section  90  and  those  cases  are  also  pending 
before  the  Magistrate,  We  have  taken-  preventive  action  also. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ) :  May  I  know  whether  that  was 
upon  a  series  of  complaints  brought  forward  before  the  Police  Com¬ 
missioner  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Probably 
as  a  result  of  it. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know  whether  the  ring¬ 
leaders  of  the  so-called  higli-caste  Hindus  were  also  included  in  such 
proceedings  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Members 
of  both  parties  were  included.  I  do  not  know  anything  about  the 
leaderships.  ■  .  .  . 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Was  the  actionlbased  on  the 
petitions  presented  by  the  so-called  depressed  classes  ? 

.  MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  It  may  be- 
The  leaders  might  not  have  been  included.  It  was  left  to  the  discre¬ 
tion  of  the  police  . 

;  MR,  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  May  I  know— 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President ) :  He  has  not 
answered  the  question. 

•  MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  After  in¬ 
vestigation,  they  took  action  wherever  there  was  necessity.  They  can¬ 
not  be  asked  to  do  things  exactly  in  the  same  way  that  any.  particular 
individual  wants  them  to  do.  The  Police  can  go  only  by  the  result  of 
the  investigations  they  make. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  whether  that  action 
was  taken  long  after  the  Satyagraha  campaign  was  suspended  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  The  case 
might  have  been  charged  afterwards  and  I  am  .  not  quite  sure  of  the 
date.  All  that  I  can  say  is  that  action  was  taken  by  the  police  and 
they  began  to  collect  evidence  as  soon  as  the  necessity  arose  for  it, 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  {Tuvalu)  :  Was  not  the  charge  preferred 
before  the  Magistrate  only  after  the  alleged  riot  took  place,  that  is  long 
after  the  suspension  of  Satyagraha  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police):  It  is 
only  after  an  incident  like  that  took  place  can  the  police  understand 
that  there  was  a  necessity  for  taking  action. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  Was  there  .not  a  petition  from 
the  aggrieved  persons  saying  that  their  statements  were  refused  to  he 
taken  down  by  the  officers  responsible  for  it  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  lam  not 
aware  of  any  such  complaint. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  ( Tovala )  :  Was  there  not  a  petition  to  that 
effect  addressed  to  the  Commissioner  of  Police  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  {Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  I  am  not 
certain  of  it.  Sir,  then  there  is  another  allegation'  made  by  Mr.  Siva- 
tanu  Pillai  that  many  of  these  things  took  place  in  the  sight  of  the 
police  officers,  I  am  afraid  that  it  is  opposed  to  facts.  .  So  far  as  our 
enquiries  go,  these  assaults  never  took  place  in  the  piesence  of  the 
police  officers  aud  they  took  place  when  they  were  absent.  .  ; 

.  MR.  SI.  SUBRAHMANYA  PILLAl  (Agastisvaram)  I  think  that  was' 
what  I  also  said. 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  Then 
what  can  the  police  do  They  are  not  in  a  position  to  divine  whether 
a  particular  thing  is  going  to  take  place  or  not. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Police  Commissioner  is  aware  that  the  locality  is  quite  close  to  the 
Police  Station,  i.  e.,  two  furlongs  ? 

MR.  R  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  If  it  is  two 
or  three  furlongs  how  does  it  affect  the  situation?  There  might- be  a 
police  station  here  and  a  riot  may  take  place  two  or  three  furlongs 
away  and  the  police  can  go  there  only  after  getting  information. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  Is  it  a  fact  that  when  the  so- 
called  depressed  classes  represented  the  matter  before  the  local  police 
officer,  he  refused  to  take  their  statements  and  prefer  a  charge  against 
the  offenders,  whereas  he  took  statements  from  the  high-caste  people 
and  preferred  a  charge  on  the  basis  of  those  statements  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  No  such 
statement  was  given  or  refused  to  be  recorded  by  the  Police  Inspector. 
That  is  the  result  of. our  investigation. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tor  ala):  Was  there  not  a  petition  to 
that  effect  ? 

Mr.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAl  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  do 
not  think  that -it' is  a  fact. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  Was  there  not  a  petition  to  the 
effect  that  a  particular  Police  Inspector  refused  to  take  down  statements 
f  (she  so-called  depressed  classes  ? 
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MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ag.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  There 
might  have  been  a  representation  like  that.  That  does  not  mean  that 
jt  is  true. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Torala )  :  Was  that  petition  enquired 
into  ?  . 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  (Ay.  Commissioner  of  Police)  :  All  the 
complaints  that  were  received  by  the  Commissioner  of  Police  were  en¬ 
quired  into  and  such  action  taken  as  was  found  to  be  necessary.  (If  the 
complaints  were  not  found  to  be  true,  nobody  can  find  fault  with  the 
Police  Commissioner  for  not  punishing  the  subordinate.  He  can  punish 
him  only  after  finding  that  he  is  at  fault. 

A  case  of  demolishing  of  a  temple  was  referred  to  by  Mr.  Sivatanu 
■  Pillai.  If  he  will  only  give  me  the  details,  I  can  look  into  the  matter  and 
see  that  a  proper  investigation  is  made. 

As  regards  some  general  remarks  made  by  Mr.  Joseph  all  that  I 
have  to  say  is  that  on  the  strength  of  these  general  remarks  nothing  can 
be  done.  If  specific  cases  of  corruption  or  of  drunkenness  are  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  higher  authorities,  proper  action  will  surely  be  taken 
against  the  subordinate. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chiraijinkil)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  abkari  policy  of  the  Government  has  anything  to  do  with  the  in¬ 
crease  of  murder  cases  ? 

MR.  R.  K.  KRISHNA  PILLAI  Ug.  Commissioner  of  Police) :  I  am  not 
certain  whether  it  has  anything  to  do  With  it. 

I  can  assure  Mr.  Joseph  that  we  are  as  much  anxious  to  put  down 
corruption  and  drunkenness  in  the  Police  Department  as  he  himself  is. 

MR.  M.  .SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tova-'a) :  I  believe  that  the  Police 
Commissioner  will  realise  the  purpose  for  which  I  brought  forward  this 
motion  and  if  I  have  his  assurance  that,  in  future,  he  will  ^scrupulously 
care  for  the  conduct  of  the  subordinates  of  the  department,  I  will  have 
no  conscientious  objection  to  withdraw  this  motion.  I  hope  the  Police 
Commissioner  will  give  me  the  necessary  assurance. 

Mr.  V.SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  May  I  know 
Whether  there  was  any  complaint  to  the  magistrate  from  the  aggrieved 
party  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tocalu)  :  Yes.  Not  from  the  Suhtya- 
grahis,  but  from  other  persons  who  were  actually  assaulted,  and  the  eases 
are  still  pending. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  the  cases  are  still  pending,  it  is  subjudice,  and  you 
cannot  refer  to  anything  pertaining  to  those  cases. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tooala ) :  Certainly,  I  do  not  refer  to  any 
matter  sub  judice . 

-  PRESIDENT :  Are  you  withdrawing  or  not  withdrawing  your 
motion,  Mr  Sivatanu  Pillai  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Torala) :  Provided  the  Police  Commis¬ 
sioner  gives  me  an  assurance.

21  B.  Ageicultuee  and  Fisheries — Experimental  Fabms 
and  Manure  Depots. 

Motion  308. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) :  I  move  the  following  motion  A 
308.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  lis.  81,099  for  Experimental  ' Warm 
and  Manure  Depots  by  lie.  1. 

In  moving  this  motion,  I  wish  to  invite  the  attention  of  this  House 
to  the  fact  that  on  account  of  the  increase  in  the  cultivation  of  rubber  in 
the  central  regions  of  Travancore,  brushwood  so  necessary  for  the,  bund-  ., 
ing  of  punja  lands  is  being  depleted,  It  is  a  matter  of  serious  consequence 
for  generations  to  come,  In  a  few  years,  if  the  cultivation  of  rubber 
goes  on  at  this  rate,  the  one  thiDg  essential  for  the  successful  bttndin|  of 
punja  lands  will  be  wanting  in  those  regions.  I  request.the  department 
to  considor  the  feasibility  of  providing  some  substitute  for  brushwood  se 
that  the  bunds  of  punja  lands  may  be  more  effectively  constructed. 
The  only  available  sources  at  present  are  what  we  call  the'eeta  jVHioh  is 
known  only  in  the  western  portions.  When  the  brushwood  Is  -entirely 
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depleted,  there  must  be  some  other  substitute  found  for  it.  Suggestions 
have  been  offered  as  to  the  possibility  of  cultivating  the  sunn-hemp  which 
we  see  growing  luxuriantly  in  Tinnevelly  and  other  Districts.  The 
possibility  of  cultivating  sunn-hemp  so  near  the  punja  lands  that  it  may 
be  of  some  use  for  the  construction  of  bunds  has  to  be  investigated  by 
the  department.  I  think  that,  because  the  suggestion  comes  from  some 
non-official  quarters,  certain  people  feel  some  sort  of  doubt  as  to  the 
success  or  otherwise  of  this  measure.  Experience  shows  that  if  this 
sunn-hemp  or  some  other  plant  like  that  is  cultivated  during  the  mon¬ 
soon  months  it  might  grow  sufficiently  in  about  six  months  and  that 
might  be  used  for  the  bunding  of  jmnjct  lands. 

Another  fact  also  which  has  to  be  noticed  is  the  wont  of  green  leaf 
■  manure  in  Travancore.  The  Director  has  been  telling  ns  that  Travan¬ 
core  soil  is  very  poor  in  phosphates  and  the  presence  of  phosphates  is 
very  essential  for  good  production.  Every  year  we  are  exporting  quite 
a  large  amount  of  phosphatic  manure  in  the  State.  I  had  interpellated 
:  the  Government  as  to  the  possibility  of  restricting  the  export  of  this 
manure  and  the  answer  that  I  got  was  that  it  deserved  consideration. 
I  do  not  know  whether  the  Government  are  going  to  consider  the  desir¬ 
ability  or  otherwise  of  restricting  the  export  of  the  phosphatic  manure 
like  the punnae  and  other  things  from  Travancore.  I  must  draw  the 
attention  of  the  department  to  the  desirability  of  restricting  the  export 
of  phosphatic  manure  from  the  State. 

Then,  both  in  Central  and  North  Travancore,  I  hear  complaints  that 
green  leaf  manure  is  wanting.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,' that  in  certain 
places  one  head-load  of  green  leaf  manure  costs  about  J  4  chackrams. 
That  being  the  case,  the  difficulty  experienced  by  the  paddy  cultivators 
in  finding  green  leaf  manure  for  the  annual  tillage  becomes  more  and 
more  difficult  as  years  go  by.  So,  the  attention  of  the  department  has  also 
be  drawn  to  finding  some  other  means  by  which  the  extension  -  of  culti¬ 
vation  of  green  leaf  manure  also  may  be  introduced  with  more  success  in 
North  and  Central  Travancore. 

These  are  the  only  things  to  which  I  wish  to  draw  the  attention  of 
the  House.  With  these  words,  I  move  for  the  reduction  of  Be.  1  out  of 
the  total  allotment  of  Bs.  81,099  for  experimental  farms  and  manure 
depots. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  K.  I.  Joseph,  as  yours  is  a  similar  motion, 
’■If  you /want,  you  may  say  anything  you  like  on  this  motion  itself, 

MR.  K.  I,  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Demcolam):  I  do  not  wish  to 
speak, 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PlLLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) i:  Sir, 

,  the  two  points  raised  by  Mr.  Thomas  are  very  interesting  and  import- 
'  ant.  The  first  is  about  the  necessity  of  Sliding  a  substitute  for  the 
brushwood  that  is  now  being  Used  for  constructing  bunds  In  ptinja 
•  .  lands.  T  fully  realise,  the  importance  of  this  .matter.  I  know  .that  the 
...  'brushwood  available  for  constructing  bunds  is  getting  less  and  less  as 
Cultivation  of  dry  lands  develops.  But  there- is- the  practical  difficulty  of 
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finding  a  suitable  substitute  and  of  cultivating  it  in  sufficient  quantity  to 
providethe  necessarymaterialforthe  p-imyre  bunds.  Mr.  Thomas  suggested 
the  cultivation  of  sunn-hemp.  Sunn-hemp,  Sir,  is  a  very  valuable  crop.  If 
itScan  be  cultivated  successfully,  it  can  bo  put  to  better  use  than  forjmak- 
ing  bunds.  If  the  fibre  is  extracted  from  it  and  exported,  it  will  fetch  a 
very  good  price.  Probably  if  sunn-hemp  is  cultivated  successfully  in 
Travancore  and  used  in  this  manner,  one  acre  of  it  may  bring  in  a  larger 
income  than  oven  one  acre  of  ptmja  lands.  Then  again,  it  is  doubtful 
whether  the  conditions  in  Travancore  are  suitable  for  its  cultivation. 
It  is  grown  on  a  very  large  scale  in  Tinnevellv  and  other  districts. 
There  the  soil  is  much  more  suitable  for  its  growth  than  the  soil  here. 
The  land  there  is  more  retentive  of  moisture  for  a  sufficiently  long  time 
and  if  there  is  one  rain,  the  moisture  will  remain  in  the  soil  for  several 
days.  Here,  in  Travancore,  when  it  rains,  we.  get  too  much  of  water 
but  the  water  drains  itself  away  in  a  very  short  time  and  the  soil  becomes 
too  dry  when  there  is  no  rain.  Under  these  conditions,  I  am  not  sure 
whether  sunn-liemp  can  be  cultivated  successfully  in  Travancore,  at  any 
rate  in  as  large  a  scale  as  would  be  required  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
punja  cultivators. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Iiottayam)  :  May  I  know  if  the  Director  will 
be  pleased  at  least  to  experiment  upon  that  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) :  Cer¬ 
tainly.  I  was  going  to  say  that  I  am  prepared  to  cultivate  it  on  an 
'  experimental  scale  to  see  whether  it  can  be  grown  successfully  and  to 
see  if  it  is  more  profitable  to  use  it  for  the  construction  of  bunds  than 
for  the  extraction  of  fibre.  Anyhow,  the  question  of  supplying  suitable 
material  for  the  construction  of  bunds  is  a  Very  important  one  and  it 
ought  to  engage  the  attention  of  the  department.  I  shall  conduct  some 
experiments  and  let  the  House  know  the  results  in  due  course. 

The  second  point  raised  by  Mr.  Thomas  is  the  export  of  manures. 
This,  Sir,  is  also  a  very  important  question  and  it  has  been  engag¬ 
ing  the  attention  of  the  department  and  latterly  also  of  the  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  Board.  I  addressed  the  Government  on  this 
question  on  more  than  one  occasion.  Iiecently,  a  resolution  was 
passed  by  the  Economic  Development  Board  pointing  out  the  necessity  . 
of  restricting  the  export  of  manures,  not  only  phosphatic  manures 
but  organic  manures  also,  with  a  view  to  conserve  them  to  enrich  our 
own  soil.  But  the  question  is  not  so  easy  as  it  appears  to  be. ,  If  we 
want  to  restrict  or  prevent  the  export  of  these  manures,  the  duty 
that  is  to  be  imposed  on  them  must  be  sufficiently  large  to  act 
as  a  check  on  the  export.  According  to  the  Interportal  Trade  Conven¬ 
tion,  we  are  allowed  to  levy  an  ml  valorem  duty  of  only  ten  per  cent.  If 
we  levy  only  such  a  duty,  I  doubt  very  much  whether  the  small  increase 
in  the  prices  will  be  sufficient  to  prevent  the  export  of  these  manures 
from  Travancore.  If  at  all,  we  must  make  the  duty  prohibitive,  or- 
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if  that  is  not  possible,  we  must  absolutely  prohibit  the  exportation  from 
the  country.  Whether  the  Government  can  do  it,  I  am  not  in  a  position 
to  say.  But  there  is  an  aspect  of  the  question  which  has  to  be  remembered. 
Though  we  are  exporting  some  manures  from  Travancore,  we  are 
importing  some  other  manures  from  outside  as  well.  We  are  getting, 
for  instance,  bone  manures  and  also  other  artificial  manures  from 
firms  outside  Travancore,  If  we  prevent  the  export  of  manures  to 
British  India- -we  have  to  remember  that  prawn  skins  and  other 
manures  go  to  British  India  not  so  much  by  sea  as  by  land— the  British 
Government  may  retaliate  and  prohibit  the  export  of  manures  from 
British  India  to  Travancore.  There  is  the  possibility  of  retaliation. 
I  do  not  say  that  it  will  come;  I  only  say  that  there  is  this  possibility 
and  that  is  why  the  Government  in  answer  to  the  interpellation  of 
Mr.  Thomas  said  that  this  was  a  question  requiring  carefu  l  consideration. 
These  aspects  of  the  question  have  to  be  carefully  considered  before 
they  can  decide  one  way  or  the  other.  I  am  certainly  in  sympathy  with 
Mr,  Thomas’s  idea  of  preventing  the  export  of  manures  in  the  interests 
of  our  agriculture. 

In  regard  to  green  leaf  manure,  my  friend  Mr.  C.  P.  Kochukunju 
Pillai  who  put  a  question  at  some  session  of  the  Council  wanted  to  know 
whether  the  department  could  not  undertake  the  cultivation  of 
green  leaf  manure  crops  and  supply  seeds  to  the  ryotsjfor  their  own  needs. 
In  pursuance  of  this  suggestion,  we  cultivated  sunn-hemp  and  other 
crops,  collected  seeds  in  different  places  and  advertised  their  sale.  The 
■  response  from  the  people  was  not  encouraging.  Very  few  people 
applied  for  the  seeds  though  the  price  that  we  charged  was 
very  nominal.  We  kept  those  seeds  for  a  year  and  as  the  people  did 
not  want  them  and  as  they  had  become  practically  useless,  they  had  to 
be  thrown  away. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara  cum  Kunnattur) :  May 
I  know  from  the  Director  whether  there  would  not  be  any  response 
from  the  people  if  the  seeds  were  freely  distributed  ? 

.  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  :  We 
did  distribute  the  seeds  freely  to  some  persons  and  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  gentlemen  who  received  them  actually  cultivated  them  or 
not.  I  have  not  received  any  information  in  regard  to  that. 

■  Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil cum  Devicolam ) :  Was  there  sufficient 
advertisement  in  this  matter  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-. 
I  advertised  in  the  Gazette,  had  leaflets  published  and  distributed  and 
asked  the  officers'  to  go  round  and  tell  the  people  that  seeds  were 
available.  These  were  tlie  means  I  adopted  in  order  to  advertise 
the  matter.  If  this  was  not  sufficient  advertisement,  I  do  not  know 
whether  advertisement  in  some  of  the  local  papers  would  be  considered 
sufficient. 

In  regard  to  the  paucity  of  green  leaf  manures  I  must  point  out  one 
practical  difficulty  in  cultivating  them  which  I  thjnk  the  non-officiaj 
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members  do  not  seem  to  realise.  Travancore  is  not  like  British  India 
in  the  nature  of  the  soil  and  other  conditions.  In  the  Tinnevelly 
District,  sunn-hemp  is  cultivated  after  the  harvest  of  the  first  crop. 
The  soil  is  sufficiently  moist  and  the  cultivators  sow  this  green  manure 
seed  just  after  or  a  little  before  the  harvest.  It  grows  at  a  tremendous 
rate  and,  in  the  course  of  six  or  eight  weeks,  attains  a  sufficient  height  to 
he  cut  for  manure.  It  is  only  two  months  after  the  first  crop  that  the 
succeeding  crop  is  raised  for  which  this  manure,  is  used.  In  Travancore, 
the  first  crop  is  harvested  in  tho  end  of  Chingam  and  the  second  crop 
is  transplanter]  immediately  afterwards.  So,  there  is  hardly  any  time 
between  tho  two  to  grow  green  manure.  .Further,  the  soil  is  so  dry  in 
Kumbham  and  Minam  that  the  green  leaf  manure  would  not  grow  there. 
I  suggested  once  to  the  Government,  when  I  heard  complaints  about  it, 
the  desirability,  if  possible,  ot  letting  the  ryots  have  some  water  from  the 
Kodayar  reservoir,  even  on  payment  of  a  nominal  water— cess,  for  two 
or  three  weeks  after  the  harvest  of  the  Kumbham  crop.  There  were 
practical  difficulties  in  sanctioning  this  proposal.  It  was  doubtful  whether 
the  Kodayar  reservoir  had  ^sufficient  water  and  so  the  Government  did 
not  think  it  advisable  to  give  a  promise  to  let  the  ryots  have  water  for 
growing  green  leaf  manure.  We  have  got  to  face  this  practical  difficulty. 
Our  country  is  not  like  British  India  where  they  have  got  every  facility 
for  the  cultivation  of  green  leaf  manure  crops  on  paddy  lands  themselves 
and  here  wo  have  none.  In  South  Travancore,  the  ryots  are  culti¬ 
vating  manure  trees  such  as  Konnai,  Vahiu  m&Ohilanti  wherever  waste 
lands  are  available  to  grow  them  and  they  are  using  these  as  man- 
ure  for  paddy  cultivation.  This  practice  is  not  common  in  North 
Travancore.  Near  Perumpavur,  we  have  just  started  as  an  experiment 
the  cultivation  ofjafew  acres  with  Konnai,  f  ahai  and  OMlanti.  My  object 
in  doing  this  is  simply  to  show  the  people  the  cultivation  of  these  trees, 
the  leaves  of  which  can  be  used  for  manure  and  make  them  realise  that  the 
waste  lands  can  be  made  use  of  for  this  purpose.  This  seems  to  be  one  way 
of  popularising  the  green  leaf  manure  in  Travancore.  The  other  method, 
viz.,  the  popularisation  of  the  cultivation  of  annual  crops,  as  is  done  in 
British  India,  is  beset  with  difficulties.  These  difficulties,  as  far  as  possible, 
we  are  trying- our  best  to  overcome.  If  the  people  would  also  co-operate 
leaf  to  the  cultivation  of  green,  manure  trees,  I  am  sure,  we  will  be 
able  to  show  some  substantial  progress  in  that  direction. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Eottai/im)  :  After  hearing  the  Director  of. 
Agriculture,  I  feel  that  the  difficulties  have  been  appreciated  and  that 
the  experiment  will  be  started  later  on.  1  think  there  is  no  use  in  dis¬ 
cussing  this  and  so  I  withdraw  the  motion.

'  MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakara  cnm  Kunnattur) :  Sir, 
when  1  saw  the  motion  as  it  is,  I  thought  I  would  strongly  oppose  the 
motion.  But  after  hearing  Mr.  Tarakan,  I  think  it  is  not  his  desire 
to  stop  this  sohool  altogether.  What  he  stated  now  is  that  he  wants 
confirmation  of  the  Alwaye  school  at  first  and  then  start  this  Kottara¬ 
kara  school.  I  have  no  objection  to  confirm  the  school  at  Alwaye  if  the 
departmentso  thinks.  But  iny  objection  is. that  this  allotment  should 
not  be  omitted  and  the  school  has  to  be  opened  in  Kottarakara.  I  was 
listening  to  the  discussion  that  was  going  on  in  this  Council  last  time 
with  regard  to  the  Alwaye  school.  Of  course,  it  was  said  by  some 
members  here  that  that  school  was  not  thriving.  Probably,  that  may 
be  the  reason  why  the  Government  have  not  passed  final  orders  to  con¬ 
firm  the  same.  But  that  is  no  reason  why  another  school  should  not 
be  opened  at  Kottarakara.  A  school  may  thrive  in  one  place  and  it  may 
not  thrive  in  another  place.  According  to  me,  I  cannot  say  that  even 
the  Alwaye  school  is  not  thriving  because,  from  the  discussion  that  was 
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going  on  in  the  last  Council,  I  learn  that  in  the  first  year  there  were  131 
applicants  for  admission  to  the  school  of  whom  only  50  were  selected 
and  the  next  year,  there  were  50  applicants  of  whom  only  15  were 
selected.  I  thought  that  one  argument  that  was  advanced  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  not  having  confirmed  the  school  was  that  the  students  who 
came  out  successfully  from  that  institution  did  not  get  Government 
employment.  But  I  may  answer  that  question.  Sir,  these  are  very 
hard  days  for  people  to  get  employment  in  Government  service.  Of 
course  1  do  not  want  to  go  into  details.  On  account  of  that,  though 
those  students  who  come  out  successful  from  those  institutions  may  not 
get  Government  jobs,  I  am  sure  they  will  he  forced  to  take  to  cultivation. 
1  remember  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture  has  been  telling  us  the 
other  day  that  he  is  proposing  a  scheme  to  Government'  suggesting 
certain  means  by  which  the  people  would  take  to  cultivation  on  their 
own  initiative.  I  do  not  know  whether  such  a  proposal  has  been  sent  to 
Government  and  whether  the  Government  have  passed  final  orders  upon 
it. 

MR .  C.  P.  TARAKAN  ( Kunuatnart ):  It  has  been  sanctioned. 

Mr.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kottanikara  cum  Kmmattw )  .  Ifi 
has  been  sanctioned,  I  think  even  the  school  at  Alwaye  cannot  become 
a  failure.  At  any  rate  all  that  I  have  to  say  now  is  that  I  hope  that,  if 
a  school  at  Kottarakara  is  opened,  it  has  a  safe  chance  of  thriving,-  and 
the  people  there  will  do  their  utmost  to  make  that  institution  a  useful 
one.  With  these  few  observations,  I  do  not  know  whether  I  should 
support  the  motion  or  oppose  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Are  you  against  the  motion  or  for  it? 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Koitarahim  cum  Kmmattw): 
I  oppose  it. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  with  regard  to  starting  a  new 
school  at  Kottarakara,  so  long  as  they  have  not  made  up  their  mind  on  the 
question  of  making  permanent  the  school  at  Alwaye,  the  only  considera¬ 
tion  that  would  justify  such  a  step  is  that  the  doubts  of  the  Government 
in  regard  to  the  school  at  Alwaye  are  based  upon  any  peculiar  circum¬ 
stances  connected  with  the  situation  of  the  school  at  Alwaye.  As  far  as 
I  have  been  aware,  no  difficulty  or  doubt  has  been  raised  with  regard 
to  making  the  school  at  Alwaye  permanent,  in  relation  to  the 
location  of  the  school  at  Alwaye.  All  the  difficulties  and  doubts,  as  far 
as  I  know,  have  arisen  from  the  circumstance,  as  pointed  out  by  Mr. 
Kochukunju  Piilai,  that  there  has  not  been  that  enthusiasm  on  the  part 
of  young  men  to  come  forward  for  education  in  that  school  as  was  evident 
in  the  first  year.  Even  then,  according  to  the  statement  that  has 
been  made,  there  were  50  applicants  of  whom  only  15  were  chosen.  So, 
the '  difficulty  that  has  been  felt  is  that  students  who  come  out  of 
the  school  find  that  they  have  no  employment  either  in  the  Government 
or  in  private  capacities,  and  those  who  come  into  the  school  come  in 
mostly  hoping  that  they  would  get  Government  employment.  Since 
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they  find  that  they  do  not  get  such  employment,  it  is  not  likely  that  the 
school  would  continue  to  be  popular.  If  that  is  the  real  difficulty,  I 
cannot  understand  how  the  changing  of  the  school  from  Alwaye  to 
Kottarakara  can  improve  the  situation.  Personally,  I  think  that  the 
Government  cannot  afford  to  be  without  at  least  one  agricultural  school 
in  the  State,  considering  the  great  importance  of  the  occupation  of  agri¬ 
culture  to  the  people. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kot:arakara  cum  Kumiattur) :  May 
I  point  out  to  Mr.  Thomas  that  in  the  budget  it  is  stated  that  they  are 
going  to  open  a  new  school  at  Kottarakara,  for  which  there  was  a  build¬ 
ing  already  constructed  last  year  and  provision  is  made  in  this  year’s 
budget  to  put  up  a  hostel  or  some  other  building  of  the  sort  ?  When 
there  is  no  proposal,  so  far  as  I  can  see  in  the  budget,  for  shifting  the 
school  from  Alwaye  to  Kottarakara,  may  I  know  where  he  got  this 
information  from  ? 

Mr.  C.  P-  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  I  do  not  exactly  mean  that  the 
Alwaye  school  is  sought  to  be  shifted  to  Kottarakara.  My  point  was 
that  so  long  as  the  difficulties  are  of  the  nature  I  have  described,  there 
is  no  meaning  in  the  Government  not  deciding  to  make  the  Alwaye 
.school  permanent  but  thinking  of  trying  an  experiment  at  Kottarakara. 
Of  course,  I  might  assure  Mr.  Kochukunju  Pillai  that  I  am  not  speaking 
against  the  opening  of  a  new  school  at  Kottarakara.  But  I  only  want 
to  point  out  the  unreasonableness  of  opening  it  before  making  the 
school  at  Alwaye  permanent.  My  further  point  is  that  it  is  necessary 
that  there  should  be  at  least  one  agricultural  school  in  the  State.  If 
so,  there  is  no  reason  why  they  should  not  make  the  Alwaye  school  per¬ 
manent.  Even  if  they  find  that  the  school  at  Ahvave  need  not  be 
continued  but  only  the  school  at  Kottarakara,  there  would  be  no  difficulty 
for  the  Government  to  accommodate  the  staff  now  at  Alwaye. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( NeyijiMnkara );  Is  there,  any 
reason  why  the  member  should  apprehend  the  abolition  of  the  Alwaye 
school  ? 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated )  :  It  is  because  of  the  fact  that  even 
after  four  years  the  Government  had  not  made  up  their  mind  to  make  it 
permanent.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  high  time  that  the  Government 
considered  and  finally  decided  the  question  of  making  the  Alwaye  school 
permanent  and  then  they  would  be  in  a  better  position  to  launch  the 
scheme  with  regard  to  the  opening  of  a  school  at  Kottarakara. 

Mr..  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPP1LLAI  (Govwi-eree  and  Industry,  North)  :  Sir, 
last  year,  I  think,  I  protested  against  the  multiplication  of  the  Agri¬ 
cultural  schools  and  manure  depbts.  I  suggested  that  there  should  be 
greater  concentration  and  that,  in  response  to  the  often  unintelligent 
demands  of  the  people,  the  Director  of  Agriculture  should  not  fritter 
away  the  energies  of  the  department.  People  are  under  the  impression 
that'  by  starting  a  manure  depot  here  or  a  school  there,  the  shortcomings 
and  difficulties  of  the  cultivators  could  be  overcome.  I  do  not  know  the 
circumstances  which  necessitated  the  opening  of  the  Kottarakara  school

when  the  fate  of  the  Always  school  has  not  been  finally  decided,  lain 
aware  of  the  fact  that  there  has  been  a  great  diminution  in  the  number  of 
pupils  seeking  admission  to  the  Alwaye  school. 

Mr.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILI-AI  ( Kottarakam  cum  Eunnathi)); 
May  I  know  whether  Mr.  Mammon  Mappillai  was  not  listening  to  the 
President  of  tho  last  Council  when  ho  was  speaking  about  the  necessity 
of  opening  more  schools. 

MR.  K  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  awl  Industry,  North) ;  I 
raised  my  voice  against  any  further  opening  of  the  schools  till  we  had 
already  consolidated  the  existing  schools  on  a  proper  basis. 

The  great  necessity  is  to  make  the  Alwaye  school  sufficiently  at¬ 
tractive  so  that  the  time  may  come  when  demand  for  admission  to  this 
school  could  not  be  adequately  met  by  one  school.  It  may  be  desirable 
to  think  of  opening  more  schools  then.  I  think  the  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  has  adumbrated  a  scheme  and  submitted  it  to  the  Government 
for  sufficient  encouragement  being  given  to  the  pupils  coining  out  of  the 
Alwaye  school.  His  scheme  is  to  tho  effect  that  those  who  have  received 
a  satisfactory  training  in  the  Alwaye  school  should  be  given  a  few  acres 
of  land  and  a  small  capital  in  order  to  cultivate  tho  plots  of  land  giveiito 
them  on  a  scientific  basis  and  eventually  to  return  the  capital. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kottarakam  cum  Kunnattur) :  '  May 
I  know  whether  Mr.  Mammon  Mappillai  is  aware  of  the  extent  of  the 
Agricultural  Farm  at  Konni  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Indushy,  North): 

I  have  absolutely  no  idea  . 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  ( Kuttarakara  cum  Kunnattur) :  It 
is  more  than  300  or  400  acres  in  extent. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 

I  do  not  know  what  is  the  bearing  of  the  extent  of  the  Konni  farm  upon  . 
the  observations  that  I  am  making.  The  fact  is  that  I  should  like  to 
see  that  the  Alwaye  school  is  made  sufficiently  attractive  by  carry¬ 
ing  out  the  recommendation  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  I  do  not 
know  whether  it  is  being  carried  out  or  whether  the  Government  have 
passed  any  orders  upon  it.  But  it  appeared  to  me  that  ’it  was  a  very 
useful  and  a  very  intelligent  suggestion.  It  is  not  sufficient  that  the 
Government  sanction  new  schemes  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  cr  the  Director  of  Industries.  The  Government  should  have  a 
consistent  and  continuous  policy  in  regard  to  these  departments  so  that 
the  schemes  once  started  should  be  given  sufficient  scope  for  normal 
development.  For  want  of  continuity  in  policy,  schemes  which  are 
started  with  certain  ideas  are  allowed  to  die  of  inanition,  because  the 
person  sanctioning  them  by  and  by  disappears.  The  consequence 
is  that  there  is  a  waste  and  misdirection  in  both  these  departments. 
The  encouragement  to  be  given  to  the  passed  candidates  of  the 
Alwaye  school  is  only  one  of  several  such  instances.  And,  therefore,  I 
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would  urge  upon  the  attention  of  the  Government  the  desirability  of 
giving  sufficient  encouragement  to  the  schemes  already  started  rather 
than  allow  new  schemes  to  be  started  like  mushrooms. 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  P1LLAI  (-Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) :  Sir, 
there  seems  to  bo  some  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  non-offioial 
members  of  this  House  about  the  Alwaye  Agricultural  School  and  I 
shall  try  to  clear  that  misunderstanding.  I  am  glad  that  Mr,  C.  P. 
Tarakan  is  not  against  the  opening  of  an  Agricultural  School  at  Kottara- 
kara.  He  only  wants  the  Alwaye  school  to  be  made  permanent  before 
the  Government  start  another  school.  In  regard  to  the  Alwaye  school,  I 
may  in  this  connection  give  its  past  history.  It  was  started  about  four 
years  ago  with  the  help  of  funds  raised  by  the  people.  After  the  build¬ 
ings  were  constructed,  the  people  requested  the  Government  to  take 
charge  of  the  buildings  and  start  the  school  and  the  Government  did  ac¬ 
cordingly.  In  the  first  year,  there  were  nearly  100  applicants  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  school  and  20  were  selected.  The  first  batch  of  students  passed 
out  of  the  school  at  the  end  of  1099  and  immediately  everyone  of  them 
came  to  me  with  applications  for  appointment..  I  told  them  even  before 
they  were  admitted  to  the  school  that  they  should  not  look  up  to  Gov¬ 
ernment  appointments.  They  agreed  to  this  then,  probably  with  the 
idea  of  getting  admission  to  the  school.  The  number  of  students  in 
the  second  batch  was  far  less  than  the  number  in  the  first.  There 
were  about  50  applicants  and  about  15  were  selected.  ,  The  second 
batch  also  passed  out  at  the  end  of  the  last  year.  Before  they  had  the 
chance  of  bombarding  me  with  applications  for  appointments,  I  sent  up 
a  scheme  to  the  Government  to  encourage  the  cultivation  of  lands  by 
these  students  and  I  may  inform  the  House  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  have  sanctioned  my  scheme.  The  scheme  is  simply  this.  800 
acres  of  waste  lands  at  Konni  are  to  be  divided  among  30  trained 
students.  Each  student  is  to  be  given  one  plot  of  10  acres.  The 
details  of  cultivation  have  not  yet  been  decided  upon.  My  idea  is  to 
allow  one  acre  to  each  man  for  putting  up  his  farmstead  and  for  his 
kitchen  garden  and  4  acres  for  the  cultivation  of  ordinary  crops 
like  hill-paddy,  tapioca,  etc.  I  want  5  acres  at  least  to  be  planted 
with  permanent  crops  like  cocoanut  and  rubber  for  which  the  land  is 
well-suited.  If  80  students  come  in,  there  will  be  150  acres  of  rubber 
and  cocoanut  and  120  acres  of  other  crops,  and  about  50  acres  will  be 
reserved. as  grazing  grounds  which  can  be  used  by  all  the  30  students. 
The  Government  will  give  each  student  a  loan  of.  Bs  250  for  the  pur-, 
chase  of  cattle,  implements,  etc.,  and  timber,  free  of  cost,  for  the  con¬ 
struction  of  buildings,  The  students  have  no  tax  to  pay  for  two  years 
and  from  the  third  year,  they  will  have  to  pay  the  normal  tax.  In  about 
10  years,  they  will  have  to  repay  the  money  lent  to  them.  I  have  been 
cherishing  this  scheme  for  a  long  time  and  I  am  glad  that  my 
scheme  has  now  been  sanctioned  by  the  Government.  I  have  already 
requested  Mr.  Kobinson  to  lend  me  the  services  of  two  surveyors  from 
his  department  to  subdivide  the  area  and  he  has  done  accordingly.  The 
surveyorshave  already  made  some  progress  in  their  work.  My  idea  is 
to  start  cultivation  early  next  year.  • ' 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it  early  this  year  or  next  year  V 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
Early  this  year.  (.Laughter.)  Oh!  I  forget  that  we  are  in  the  new  year. 

All  the  30  trained  students  have  sent  in  their  applications  for 
lands.  Previously,  all  of  them  wanted  to  get  Government  appointments 
and  they  arc  now  very  eager  to  get  lands.  Even  one  of  the  peons  in 
my  department  who  is  getting  Its.  J  O  and  who  has  had  training  in  the 
Alwayo  school  is  prepared  to  take  up  cultivation.  It  is  no  use  sending 
idlers  there  and  I  want  to  make  a  selection,  and  I  hope  to  select  at  least 
20  out  of  the  whole  lot. 

MR.  A.  J.  JOHN  ( Vaikam )  :  May  I  know  the  total  number  of  students 
who  have  passed  from  the  Alwaye  school  S’ 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  if  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
Excluding  departmental  men  who  have  also  been  trained  there,  30  stu¬ 
dents  were  trained  in  the  two  batches  together.  A  few  departmental 
men  were  also  trained;  one  of  them  is  prepared  to  resign  his  job  if 
he  could  get  lands  for  cultivation. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A-mbuhqwriia):  May  I  know  the 
number  of  departmental  men  who  are  trained  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-. 
Five  in  both  the  batches  together. 

I  expect  that,  in  the  course  of  this  year,  these  20  men  will  go  and 
settle  down  at  Konni.  My  idea  is  to  make  this  a  regular  colony.  I  may 
probably  start  a  school  and  a  co-operative  store  there  later  on  to  make  it 
a  sort  of  self-contained  colony.  Personally,  1  do  not  think  that  there 
will  be  any  difficulty  in  attracting  students  to  the  Al  waye  school  if  this 
scheme  proves  a  success.  The  applicants  for  admission  to  the  school 
will  see.  that  the  Government  have  started  a  new  scheme  which  will  give 
them  plenty  of  opportunities  to  take  to  cultivation  and  hence  there  will 
be  sufficient  number  of  students  coming  forward  to  join  the  school. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Decicolam) ;  May  I  know  the 
number  of  students  at  present  in  the  Alwaye  school  V 

Dr.  N,  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
We  have  not  yet  opened  the  school.  The  school  closed  by  the  middle 
of  Ivarkatakam  1101  and  will  re-open  after  the  Onam  holidays.  I 
wanted  to  know  whether  the  Government  would  sanction  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  the  school  before  I  made  arrangements  to  re-open  it.  : 

MR.  K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Does  not  the  Director  of  Agriculture  think  that,  even  under  such  cir¬ 
cumstances,  it  would  be  desirable  to  try  and  see  tire  effect  of  the  new 
scheme  before  he  starts  another  school  ? 

'  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  if  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
I  am  coming  to  that.  I  do  not  think  that  there  will  be  any  difficulty 
in  attracting  students  if  the  new  scheme  proves  successful.  If  the  non- 
official  members  are  really  keen  on  making  the  Alwaye  school  perman¬ 
ent,  I  can  give  the  assurance  on  bshalf  of  the  Government  that  this

matter  will  be  very  carefully  considered  by  Government,  and  if  they 
find  the  new  scheme  becoming  popular,  they  may  probably  decide  to 
make  the  school  permanent. 

But  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  start  another  school  now. 
The  idea  of  a  school  at  Kottarakara  came  up  like  this.  For  several  years, 
there  have  been  repeated  representations  in  the  Sr;  Mulam  Popular 
Assembly  from  the  members  for  Quilon  and  Kottarakara  taluks  for  a 
school  being  opened  either  at  Quilon  or  Kottarakara  and  Mr.  Baghaviah 
once  promised  that  the  question  would  be  considered  at  an  early  date. 
It  was  in  pursuance  of  that  promise  that  steps  were  taken  to  construct 
the  building's  at  Kottarakara  and  to  start  the  school  as  early  as  possible. 
If  a  school  is  started  at  Kottarakara,  the  students  will  find  it  more  con¬ 
venient  than  Alwaye,  because  Kottarakara  is  in  Central  Travancore  while 
Alwaye  is  far  in  the  north. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AnihalctjMzha)  :  The  member  speaks 
of  persistent  demands  from  the  representatives  of  the  people.  May  I 
know  from  what  part  of  the  State  was  this  persistent  demand  made  ? 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  : 
From  the  representatives  for  Quilon  and  Kottarakara  taluks. 

I  do  not  think  that  we  have  made  provision  for  opening  the  school 
this  year.  The  construction  of  buildings  was  started  last  year  and  may 
be  completed  this  year  and,  in  all  probability,  the  school  may  he  opened 
next  year. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Toe ala)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
Director  will  be  satisfied  with  a  single  school  in  a  central  place  in  Tra¬ 
vancore  '! 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  uf  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) : 
in  these  days  when  people  are  agitating  for  agricultural  education,  the 
more  schools  we  have  the  better,  if  the  people  are  going  to  be  benefited 
by  them.  If  the  people  show  a  desire  Dor  more  schools,  I  do  not  see 
why  we  should  not  have  more  schools  than  one. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  ;  May  I  know  whether  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  will  be  satisfied  with  one  school  for  the  purpose 
for  which  it  was  intended  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
I  would  like  to  have  more  schools  if  rny  scheme  proves  a  success. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anibalapuzha)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Director  has  considered  the  advisability  of  opening  an  agricultural 
school  in  the  Kuttanad  regions  or  in  South  Travancore  suo  motu  without 
any  demand  ? 

Dh.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  :  I 
have  not  considered  the  question,  because,  as  I  said,  a  school  was  opened 
first  at  Alwaye  and  then  the  demand  came  from 'the  people  of  Kotta¬ 
rakara.  After  opening  the  Kottarakara  -school  we  will  see  whether 
there  is  any  demand  for  more  schools  and  if  there  is  demand  we  will 
open  morel  It  is  notipossible  to  open  schools  everywhere  at  the  same 
time.  Festina  Irate  is  a  good  maxim  to  follow  in  this  case, 
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MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (linacldl  cum  Devicola-n)  :  May  I  know 
whether  any  minimum  qualification  is  prescribed  for  admission  to  the 
Alwaye  school  ? 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
Yes.  At  first  we  did  not  fix  any  qualification  and  admitted  everybody 
who  knew  how  to  read  and  write.  We  then  found  that  they  were  not 
able  to  understand  mnch  of  what  was  taught  in  the  school  and  there¬ 
fore  fixed  tlie  Vernacular  School  Leaving  Examination  nr  a  knowledge 
of  English  up  to  the  third  form  standard  as  the  minimum  qualification 
for  admission. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tore, la) :  May  I  know  whether  it  is 
proposed  to  open  the  school  at  Kottanikara  simply  because,  there  was  a 
demand  or  because  there  was  necessity  V 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Dirr-.tor  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries ): 
There  was  demand  liorn  the  people  and  hence  it  was  thought  Ihere 
was  necessity. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Nrygatliiikam) :  The  scheme  de¬ 
tailed  by  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  appears  to  be  very  attractive.  In  fact,  the 
concessions  allowed  seeui  to  be  so  alluring  that,  but  for  the  different 
circumstances  in  which  T  am  placed  at  present,  I  should  have  gladly  ac¬ 
cepted  a  studentship  in  the  Alwaye  Agricultural  school.  (Laughter.) 
lean  assure  the  Director  of  Agriculture  that,  if  we  were  to  open.a 
school  at  Noyyattinkara  or  somewhere  near,  he  will  not  certainly  have 
any  reason  to  complain  of  want  of  students  provided,  of  course,  the 
concessions  that  he  has  now  put  forward  continue  to  be  forthcoming 
from  the  Government.  However,  the  question  as  to  whether  the  open¬ 
ing  "of  a  school  at  Kottarakara  should  be  deferred  until  the  Government 
decide  that  the  Alwaye  school  should  ho  made  permanent  need  not  de¬ 
tain  us.  It  is  very  desirable  that  as  many  schools  as  possible  should  be 
opened  and  concessions  held  out.  •’ 

Mr,  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLA1  [Gim  ne>ce  and  Industry,  North): 
Suppose  50  schools  are  opened  and  from  each  school  20  students  pass. 
May  I  know  whether  the  providing  of  10  acres  of  land  to  these  1,000 
students  will  not  deplete  the  Chcrikkal  lands '! 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  When  a  sufficient  number  of  students  are 
educated,  the  concessions  will  be  withdrawn.  (Laughter.) 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Negyaitinlcara ):  Progressively 
withdrawn. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Dedcohm) :  I  was  closely  lis¬ 
tening  to  the  speech  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  but  I  was  not  able 
to  understand  the  policy  underlying  the  establishment  of  the  school 
at  Kottarakara  as  well  as  of  similar  institutions  elsewhere.  He  stated 
that  there  were  30  students  in  the  Alwaye  school  and  that,  after  passing 
the  examination,  all  of  them  applied  for  appointments.  To'  solve  the 
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difficulty,  the  Director  suggested  to  the  Government  the  idea  of  distri¬ 
buting  lands  at  Konni  and  to  give  certain  concessions  for  the  working 
up  of  those  lands. 

What  the  original  policy  of  the  Government  in  opening  the  school 
at  Alwaye  was,  is  not  made  clear.  If  their  idea  was  only  to  turn  out 
qualified  agriculturists  who  have  no  sort  of  facilities  for  undertaking 
agricultural  work  themselves  and  who  would  be  troubling  the  head  of 
the  department  for  appointments,  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  justifica* 
tion  for  continuing  such  an  institution. 

Regarding  the  suggestion  of  affording  facilities  to  those  who  have 
passed  out  of  the  Alwaye  school,  I  do  not  think  it  to  be  useful  in 
the  interests  of  the  State.  As  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  was  suggest¬ 
ing,  there  will  be  many  persons  coming  forward  if  lands  are  given 
them  on  such  concessions  .  He.  himself  would  be  coming  forward — 
that  was  what  he  said. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyattinkara )  :  No,  Sir,  I  would 
have  come  forward  under  different  circumstances. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Dcvicolam)  :  If,  as  he  himself 
says,  under  different  circumstances,  a  man  of  his  status  will  be  coming 
forward,  there  cannot  be  any  doubt  that  many  will  be  coming  forward, 
if  such  concessions  are  given  by  the  Government.  But,  as  Mr.  Mammen 
Mappillai  said,  it  will  not  be  possible  for  the  Government  to  give  land  to 
all  such  people.  So,  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  further  students  being 
trained  for  such  purposes,  nor  do  I  think  that  it  will  promote  the 
general  interests  of  the  State  in  any  way.  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  was 
saying  that  three  hundred  acres  of  land  are  being  dedicated  at  Konni 
for  this  purpose.  He  was  finding  fault  with  the  school  at  Alwaye, 
because  it  was  situated  in  the  northern  part  of  Travaneore  and  he 
wanted  a  school  in  the  centre  of  Travaneore  at  Kottarakara.  If  so,  I 
do  not  see  how  the  people  of  the  State  will  be  generally  benefited  if 
improved  cultivation  is  carried  on  in  a  particular  locality  alone.  If  the 
Government  have  got  any  idea  of  improving  the  general  agriculture  of 
the  country,  instead  of  giving  all  the  three  hundred  acres  of  land 
in  one  particular  place  to  be  model  farms,  they  should  provide  land  in 
all  parts  of  Travaneore  for  the  purpose.  I  fail  to  see  any  general 
policy  underlying  the  establishment  of  the  agricultural  schools  in  the 
State.  I  would  say  that  this  sort  of  schools  is  unnecessary  and 
should  he  abolished.  I  think  it  would  be  enough  if  pupils  are  given 
instruction  on  these  subjects  in  classes  in  the  ordinary  schools. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  But  are  these  not  days  of  specialisation  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolan) :  But  we  see  that  under 
present  conditions  there  are  not  enough  pupils  going  in  for  specialisa¬ 
tion  work.  They  would  like  to  go  in  for  appointments  on  Rs.  10  or 
Rs.  16  rather  than  take  to  agriculture.  If  persons  who  own  extensive 
lands  and  who  have  got  other  facilities  go  m  for  specialisation  in  agricul¬ 
ture,  one  can  understand  the  need  for  such  schools.  But,  in  Travaneore, 
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the  persons  who  go  in  for  this  agricultural  study  are  very  poor  and  can¬ 
not  stand  independently  for  doing  any  agricultural  work..  I  do  not 
think  they  will  be  much  benefited  by  these  institutions.  In  the  case 
of  the  ordinary  schools,  pupils  come  from  all  classes  and  it'  they  are  given 
instruction  on  agricultural  subjects  also  along  with  other  subjects,  they 
will  be  benefited  by  that.  If  the  Government  intend  to  have  such  sort 
of  instruction  given  under  the  existing  circumstances,  they  will  have  to 
afford  the  necessary  facilities  to  every  student  who  goes  in  for  such 
study.  They  will  have  to  be  given  ten  acres  of  land  apiece  along 
with  othor  concessions  or  else,  thoy  will  be  forced  to  trouble  the  head  of 
the  department  for  Government  service  on  Its.  10  or  Its.  15.  I  think 
siich  a  state  of  affairs  should  not  be  allowed  to  continue. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala );  Sir,  I  support  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Tarakan.  I  wish  very  much  not  only  to  omit  the  allotment  of  the 
Kottarakara  school,  but  also  that  of  the  Alwaye  school.  It  seems  to  n?e 
that,  as  a  result  of  the  discussion  that  lias  transpired  here,  the  prospective 
institution  at  Kottarakara  and  the  temporary  institution  at  Alwaye  are 
creating  an  apple  of  discord  in  this  House  while  the  children  are'  fight¬ 
ing  against  their  fathers  to  go  into  these  schools.  That  was  why  I  put 
a  question  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture  as  to  the  real  purpose  served 
by  the  Agricultural  school  at  Alwaye  and  what  are  the  things  absent  in 
that  school  to  be  attended  to.  By  knowing  these  difficulties,  we  may  be 
able  to  provide  against  them  in  the  school  to  be  started  at  Kottarakara, 
Kottarakara  being  a  central  place,  the  school  might  be  utilised  by  all  stu¬ 
dents  who  might  come  from  north  and  south.  Anyhow,  I  fail  to  under¬ 
stand  whether  the  Director  made  out  a  case  for  the  agricultural  school 
itself.  As  I  closely  followed  him,  he  had  a  scheme  which  was  very 
tempting,  as  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  put  it,  for  giving  the  pupils  ten 
acres  each.  When  these  two  schools  are  opened,  I  believe  the  Director 
is  going  to  open  further  schools  as  at  Kottarakara  or  at  Alwaye;  for;  he 
says,  not  only  youngsters  but  also  grown  up  men  are  available  in  the  State 
in  large  numbers  who  will  go  in  for  study  if  lands  are  given  to  them. 

Mr  P.  K,  NARAYANAN  PLLAI  ( Anlbalaptizha )  :  Is  it  the  case  of  the 
Director  that  these  lands  will  be  registered  in  the  names  of  these  peo- 

PleMR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-.  Yes,  after  ten  years  at  a  no¬ 
minal  tax. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  I  think  he  said  that  the  usual  assessment 
may  be  fixed  after  ten  years. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  He  says  a  large  number  of 
persons  who  will  be  prepared  to  go  into  the  field  are  available  in  the 
State  itself. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  But  are  they  persons  who  have 
got  training  in  these  schools  if  they  are  to  go  ,in  for  this  work  ?  , 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  That  is  what  I  understood. 
These  people  who  can  ill  afford  to  find  ten  acres  for  their  agricultural 
purposes  will  go  in  for  this  study.  Even  if  they  are  willing  to  go,  they 
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will  not  be  able  to  go  in  for  agriculture  on  scientific  lines ;  it  requires 
much  investment.  Even  without  these  schools,  persons  who  are  inter¬ 
ested  in  agriculture  are  available  in  large  numbers  provided  they  are  oc¬ 
casionally  given  instruction  in  scientific  methods  of  cultivation  and  there 
is  supervision  by  the  experts  of  the  Agricultural  Department.  Experts 
are  available  in  large  numbers.  There  are  such  experts  as  the  Agricul¬ 
tural  Expert,  Oil  Expert,  and  other  experts.  So,  what  I  say  is  that  there 
is  absolutely  no  necessity  for  starting  an  agricultural  school  in  our 
country  inhabited  as  it  is  with  agricultural  population. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  May  I  ask  the  member  whether 
in  that  case  there  is  any  use  of  such  a  department  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala. )  :  There  is  use  of  it  with  their 
experts  and  experiments. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Do  you  wish  to  do  away  with  agricultural 
loans,  industrial  loans,  etc.  ? 

MR,  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  What  I  say  is  that  when  no 
case  has  been  made  out  for  such  an  institution  in  a  country  of  agricul¬ 
turists,  there  is  no  use  of  spending  money  for  further  institutions. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)  :  Does 
the  member  say  that  agricultural  schools  will  be  only  useful  in  a  com¬ 
mercial  country  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Certainly  not.  It  may  serve 
a  purpose  in  a  museum  here  if  there  are  people  appointed  as  experts  in 
such  a  department.  But  in  this  country,  people  do  possess  the  required 
knowledge  of  agriculture.  The  only  thing  is  that,  if  at  all,  these  schools 
are  intended  to  give  specialisation  on  scientific  lines.  What  the  Director 
wants  us  to  understand  is  not  at  all  possible  in  view  of  the  general 
poverty  of  the  land.

twelve  cash.  « I  may  say  that  one  paths  is  equal  to  one  and  a  half 
paras.  So,  for  the  mere  collection  of  shells  you  have  to  pay  twelve 
cash  and  transporting  charges  all  the  way  from  Kumarakom  to 
Kotamangalain  will  be  pretty  heavy  because  ra-llo ms  have  to  goo 
up  the  Muvattupuzha  river  against  the  current.  When  such  % 
the  case,  I  really  cannot  for  moment  think  how  Mr,  Kunjitomman  was 
able  to  purchase  lime  at  one  chackram  per  pat-tn  some  three  or  foiffh 
years  ago.  I  can  very  well  understand  if  he  says  that  the  price  was 
two  or  three  chackrams  some  three  years  ago  and  that  it  has  doubled ' 
itself  now.

One  and  a  half  pants  are  equal  to  onepatta,  and,  for  the  collection  of  one 
mttdi  we  have  to  pay  i‘2  cash.  Mr.  Kunjitomruan  said  that  lie  was 
getting  one  para  for  one  ehackram  there.  If  you  take  transporting 
charges  into  consideration,  I  say  this  was  impossible. 

Somebody  referred  to  the  profit  derived  by  middlemen.  Even 
during  the  pre-lease  period,  there  wore  a  large  number  of  middlemen. 
One  man  bought  shells  from  the  divers  and  sold  them  to  another.  I-Ic 
converted  them  into  lime  and  sold  it  to  a  third  man  who  took  it  to 
Kotamangalani.

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minacln 7  cum  Bemeohm) :  May  I  know  the 
price  at  Kumarakam  V 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  AgrieulHte  and  Fisheries)  :  It  is 
one  anna  per patla  of  raw  shells  and  10  patios  of  slaked  lime  per  rupee. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  You  may  go  on  with  your  speech,  Mr.  Knn- 
jan  Pillai. 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  \flirector  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  :  Then, 
Sir,  in  Quilon,  Kayankulam  and  Kottayam,  the  price  was  3*  chs.  per 
patta  in  1097  and  in  the  subsequent  years.  Therefore,  Sir,  from  the 
information  that  I  have  been  able  to  collect  from  the  Public  Works  De¬ 
partment  which  is  the  largest  consumer  of  lime  in  the  State,  it  is  seen 
that  the  price  of  lime  has  not  gone  up,  after  the  lease,  from  what  it  was 
in  1097,  i.  «.,  before  the  lease.  Of  all  places  in  Tmvancore,  I  am  sure 
Trivandrum  consumes  the  largest  quantity  of  lime,  I  am  sure  even  for 
the  construction  of  private  houses,  there  is  no  other  place  in  Travancoro 
where  a  larger  quantity  of  lime  is  consumed  than  Trivandrum.  In  Tri¬ 
vandrum,  Sir.  the  price  is  practically  the  same  as  it  was  before  the  lease. 

Much  has  been  said,  Sir,  about  the  increase  in  the  price  of  lime 
on  account  of  the  lease.  The  increase  has  been  brought  about,  not 
merely  by  the  lease,  but  by  ever  so  many  other  circumstances.  The 
price- of  charcoal  has  gone  high,  and  charcoal  is  absolutely  necessary  for 
burning  shells.  Mr.  Kunjitomman  was  complaining  of  the  high  price  in 
Kotamangalam.  But,  look  at  the  cost  of  transport  from  Kumarakam 
to  Kotamangalam  ?  Probably,  four  or  five  years  ago,  it  could  have  been 
possible  to  get  a  uallam  for  five  rupees.  But  now  you  will  have  to  pay 
at  least  double  or  treble  that  amount  to  carry  the  same  quantity  of  lime. 
The  cost  of  transport  has  gone  very  high.  These  are  some  of  the  other 
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factors  that  have  contributed  mainly  to  the  increase  in  tire  price  of  lime. 
That  the  lease  is  not  the  only  factor  which  has  caused  the  increase 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  in  places  easily  accessible  by  water,  such 
as  Qnilon  and  other  places,  the  price  has  not  increased.  It  is  only  31. 
chock  rams  per  jiafta.  It  is  only  in  the  interior  that  the  price  has  gone 
high,  and  that  is  because  of  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  transport.  My 
friend  Mr.  C.  P.  Kochukunju  Pillni  may  complain  that  the  price  of  lime 
at  Kottarakara  has  gone  high.  That  is  also  because  of  the  cost  of 
transporting  lime  to  Kottarakara.

Then,  Sir,  the  question  has  been  raised  “  Is  it  after  all  necessary  to 
have  this  lease  ?”  I  admit  that  the.  amount  which  the  Government  get 
out  of  this  lease  is  only  Rs.  5,000  or  Rs.  0,000.  Probably,  in  fixture,  if 
the  lease  is  continued,  the  Government  may  get  something  more.  But 
the  question  is  whether  it  is  necessary  to  have  any  sor't  of  control  over 
the  collection  of  lime-shells,  wh other  it  be  in  the  form  of  lease  or  by  the 
issne  of  license.  My  own  view  is  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have 
some  sort  of  control  over  the  collection  of  lime-shells.  It  is  very  essen¬ 
tial  to  prevent  indiscriminate  collection  because,  if  indiscriminate 
collection  is  allowed,  a  time  may  come  when  the  supply  of  shells  may 
be-exhausted.  Moreover,  in  certain  places,  where  sheil-fiah  are  breeding, 
no  destruction  of  fish  should  be  allowed.  Such  places  should  be  closed 
and  the  collection  of  shells  from  such  places  should  he  prohibited.  As 
I-have  stated  already,  if  indiscriminate  collection  of  lime-shells  is  allowed, 
a  time  may  come  when  lime  will  not  bo  available;  and  then  the  non¬ 
official  gentlemen,  who  are  now  complaining  of  rise  in  the  price  of  lime, 
may  come  forward  and  complain  that  shells  are  not  available  at  all  and 
that  the  Government  ought  to  have  exercised  some  sort  of  control  over 
their-  collection.  Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some 
sort  of  control,  whether  by  means  of  a  lease  or  by  means  of  a  license, 
should  be  exercised  over  the  collection  of  lime-shells.  The  Government 
.  have  not  yet  definitely  decided  as  to  whether'  they  should,  continue  the. 
lease  or  should  have  some  other  form  of  control  over  the  collection. 

MR.  N.  KUMAR  AN  ( Nominated)  :  May  I  know  how  the  control  is 
exercised  by  the- Government  now  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {JHrestor  of  Agriculture  and  Fish-eries) :  The 
Director  of  Agriculture  has  got  control  over  the  collection  by  the  leases. 

Mr.  N,  KUMARAN  .{Nominated)  ;  Is  the  contractor  prevented  from 
collecting  as  much  shell  as  he  likes ?  ‘  ; -  ; 
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DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  unci  Fisheries) :  He 
is  prevented  from  collecting  them  in  particular  areas. 

1  MR.  N.  KUMARAN  {Nominated) :  Am  I  to  understand  that  particular 
areas  have  been  marked  out,  and  that,  in  those  areas,  he  is  not  allowed 
to  collect  ? 

DR-  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) :  Yes; 
and,  if  the  system  of  leasing  is  to  continue,  wo  are  going  to  stipulate 
some  more  conditions  also. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  {Nominated)-.  In  places  where  he  is  allowed  to 
collect,  is  he  not  at  liberty  to  collect  any  quantity  he  likes  ? 

Dr.  N,  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  ;  No; 
he  should  not  collect  more  than  what  he  could  dispose  of  within  the 
year.  He  should  not  have  a  balance  of  stock. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated) :  Has  it  been  ascertained  whether,  at 
the  end  of  last  year,  he  had  any  balance  ? 

OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-. 
The  Government  will  confiscate  the  balance  of  stock  if  there  is  any. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  {Nominated)  :  Is  there  any  condition  like  that  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)  :  Yes, 
there  is  a  condition  like  that. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ):  Has  the  Director  of  Agriculture 
ascertained  whether  at  the  end  of  1101  any  balance  had  been  left  V 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  »J  Agriculture  and  Fisheries):  I 
propose  to  go  to  the  place  to  find  out  whether  there  is  any  balance  and 
to  see  what  we  should  do  in  regard  to  that. 

Therefore,  Sir,  in  the  interests  of  the  people,  in  order  that  the  whole 
supply  of  shells  may  not  be  exhausted,  I  think  it  is  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  have  some  sort  of  control  over  the  collection,  The  Government 
have  not  decided  definitely,  as  I  have  already  stated,  as  to  whether  they 
should  continue  the  system  of  leasing  or  they  should  think  of  other 
methods  of  exercising  an  effective  control.  It  is  left  to  the  House  to 
decide  whether  the  system  of  leasing  should  be  continued  or  not. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {(’hiraymkil)  :  What  is  the  income 
derived  from  this  lease  ? 

Dr,  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) ;  It 
iB  about  five  or  six  thousand  rupees.  I  have  already  stated  that. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {dumniercc  and  Industry,  North) :  Ain 
I  to  understand  from  tho  Director  that  the  Government  bench  will 
remain  neutral  on  this  question  1 

'  Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  {Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries): 
Since  it  is  found  that  it  is  the  wish  of  a  large  number  of  the  non-official 
members  of  this  House  that  the  system  of  leasing  should  be  abolished, 
the  Government  are  led  to  think  that  there  is  some  grievance.  Tha 
Government  have  therefore  decided  to  remain  neutral  on  this  question. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kvttayam)  :  Only  two  members  have  spoken 
on  the  subject.  From  this  how  could  the  Director  of  Agriculture  con- 
dude  that  it  is  a  general  grievance!1 
'  Yo],  IX.  No.  10.  u 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  May  I  know  whether  l.-ald-a 
is  used  largely  for  manurial  purposes  ? 

OR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  anil  Fisheries )  :  To 
some  extent,  it  is  being  used  as  manure,  especially,  ior  punja  lands  and 
lari  lands.  With  regard  to  that,  I  may  say  that  those  who  really 
want,  lirue  for  bona  fide  agricultural  purposes  can  get  it  from  the 
contractor  at  a  concession  rate.  The  Government  have  arranged  with  the 
contractor  to  soli  lime-shells  at  1$  chackrams  or  even  1J  chackrams 
per  patta  for  bona  fide  agricultural  purposes. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Qvilon)  :  I  did  not 
understand  the  attitude  of  the  Government  in  this  matter.  Does  the 
Director  of  Agriculture  think  that,  if  indiscriminate  collection  of  lime 
is  allowed,  the  source  of  supply  will  bo  exhausted  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries ): 
That  is  my  personal  opinion.  Probably,  the  time  may  come  when  the 
supply  may  be  exhausted  if  indiscriminate  collection  is  allowed. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  There¬ 
fore,  he  thinks  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  have  some  control  over 
the  matter  ? 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries) :  That 
is  my  own  personal  opinion.  But  the  Government  think  that  they 
would  rather-  leave  the  matter  to  the  House  to  decide  whether  leasing 
should  be  continued. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon):  I  want 
his  expert  opinion  on  the  matter. 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  ( Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)-. 
There  should  be  same  sort  of  control  over  the  collection  of  lime-shells. 
Whether  it  should  be  in  the  form  of  a  lease  or  in  some  other  form  is  a 
matter  to  be  decided  later  on. 

MR .'  P.  K.  NAR  A  YANA  PILLAI  (A  mbalapuzha) :  May  I  know  whether, 
at  present,  there  is  any  restriction  as  to  the  quantity  that  can  be 
'  collected  by  the  contractor  ? 

:  Dr..  N.'  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (.Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries)'. 
The  contractor  should  not  collect  more  than  what  he  could  dispose  of 
in  the  year.  I  have  already  stated  that. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmha) :  I  beg  his  pardon,  Sir. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Lidustrg,  North)  :  Ta 
there  any  provision  for  the  cancellation  of  his  license,  or  lease,  in  case 
it  is  found  that  he  has  collected  more  than  what  he  could  dispose  of  in  • 
the  year  ? 

Dr  .  N;  KUNJAN  PILLAI  (Director  of  Agrimlture  and  Fisheries)  :■  We 
"may  put  in  some  such  restriction,  if  necessary,  if  the  lease  is  to  be 
continued. 

"Mr.  K.  Cl  'MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and .  Industry,  North) 
Sir,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  do  not  think  that  any  effective  restrictionor 
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control  is  now  being  exercised  over  the  collection  of  lime-shells.  Even 
in  the  absence  of  the  lease,  the  quantity  of  shells  collected  is  sure  to  be 
regulated  by  the  demand.  I  am  living  close  to  the  field  of  operations  and 
I  have  some  intimate  knowledge  as  to  what  is  going  on  there.  There  is 
a  large  number  of  Ezhava  divers  there.  Formerly,  they  were  collecting 
shells  on  their  own  account.  Now,  the  same  set  of  persons  are  collecting 
shells  for  the  contractor.  That  is  the  only  difference  between  what 
was  taking  place  before  the  lease  and  what  is  going  on  now.  Pro¬ 
bably,  there  may  come  n  time  when  it  will  he  possible  to  exercise 
some  control  over  the  matter.  But,  1  can  assure  the  House,  from  my 
own  knowledge  of  the  question,  that,  at  present,  no  effective  control 
is  being  exercised  over  the  collection  of  lime-shells.  Hoeing  that  there  is 
a  large  volume  of  public:  opinion  against  the  continuance  of  the  system, 
that,  at  present,  tire  income  derived  hv  the  Government  is  not  appreciable 
and  that  there  are  no  sufficient  compensating  advantages,  I  should 
think  that  it  is  not  desirable  to  continue  the  contract  any  longer.  The 
feeling  among  those  who  are  against,  the  continuance  of  the  contract 
is  I  should  say,  inspired — at  least,  partly — by  a  sort  of  personal 
spite  against  the  contractor  who  seems  to  make  a  lot  of  profit  out  of 
this  contract.  There  is  snob  a  feeling  among  some  of  those  who  have 
been  agitating  for  the  abolition  of  the  contract. 

DR.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAI  tfjn-ncmr  oj  Ayrtenn-iire  and  jnshene.s)  :  May 
I  point  out  to  the  member  that,  when  the  lease  was  auctioned  last  year, 
several  gentlemen  from  Tvumarakam  wore  present  at  the  auction.  They 
raised  the  amount  as  much  as  they  could  and  on  being  asked  why 
they  did  not  raise  it  further,  they  replied  that  it  would  not  be  possible 
for  them  to  get  any  appreciable  profit  if  they  raised  it  further  ? 

KlR.K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (<!imu,cn:t:  and  Industry,  North)  -.  I 
know  why  other  people  of  the  locality  were  not  able  to  raise  the  price 
above  the  offer  of  the  present  contractor.  It  seems  the  present  con¬ 
tractor  had  accumulated  a  large  stock  of  shells  worth  about  twenty  or 
thirty  thousand  rupees.  Therefore,  if  any  person  newly  entered  into 
the  contract,  the  old  contractor  could  easily  create  a  corner  and  ruin  the 
newcomer.  He  had  already  made  largo  profits  in  the  previous  years 
and  need  not,  therefore,  have  cared  about  his  losing  something  this  year. 
That  was  the  reason  why  the  other  bidders  were  not  in  a  position 
to  compete  with  him.  This  is  the  information  that  I  got  from  the 
persons  who  came  from  Knmarakam.  I  have  boon  trying  to  understand 
the  question  from  both  sides.  I  have  asked  the  contractor  himself  and 
I  have  also  talked  with  persons  who  oppose  the  present  system. 

MR.  K.  P-  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirai/inlU) :  May  I  know  whether 
he  took  any  steps  to  inform  the  Director  of  Agriculture  about  it  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  ami  Industry,  North)  : 
About  what  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirayiukit)  :  About  the  fact  that 
the  old  contractor  had  accumulated  a  large  stock  of  lime-shells  and  was, 
therefore,  in  a  convenient  position  as  against  new  bidders. 
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MR.K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPiLLAI  (Commerce  ami  Industry,  North) :  Both 
the  Government  and  the  Director  of  Agriculture  knew  that  lie  had  a 
large  stock.  One  reason  why  the  contract  was  renewed  was  that  the 
old  contractor  had  accumulated  a  large  stock  ami  that  it  was  thought 
that  he  would,  be  ruined  if  ho  was  not  allowed  to  have  the  contract  for 
another  year. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  (.1  mbalapuzha)  :  May  I  know  whether 
that  was  not  an  infringement  of  the  license,  given  to  the  contractor,  since 
he  had  the  right  to  collect  only  the  quautitv  that  contd  he  disposed  of 
with  in  the  year  V 

Mr.  k/c.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (lUmmerre  and  Industry,  North):  1 
think  that  is  a  matter  which  is  better  known  to  like  Director  of  Agri¬ 
culture  than  myself.  ° 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  Am  1  to  understand  that, accord- 
ing  to  Mr.  Mammal  Mappillai,  the  authorities  are  not  discharging  their 
duties  properly  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Indusln/,  North)  ;  I 
am  surprised  to  find  that  my  friend  Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas,  of  all  persons, 
should  ask  such  a  question.  What  T  said  was  that  the  present  system 
of  leasing  does  not  involve  any  control  more  than  what  could  have  been 
exercised  before  this  was  started. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Ncyytitlinhuru)  :  May  1  know 
whether  there  is  need  for  control,  according  to  Mr.  Mauimen  Mappillai? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North) :  I 
asked  the  contractor  and  he  tells  mo  that,  at  present,  there  is  no  sign  of 
exhaustion  of  lime-shells.  He  told  me  that  in  a  particular  field  he  [laid 
extra  wages  to  the  divers  and  tried  his  best  to  exhaust  the  shells  there 
and  that  he  found  in  the  end  that  the  supply  was  inexhaustible.  Pro¬ 
bably,  a  time  may  come  when  the  supply  will  get  exhausted.  I  am  sure  we 
will  have  sufficient  warning  beforehand,  I  think  it  will  bo  enough  if 
the  Government  step  in  then. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Wo  will  now  rise  and  meet  again  at  11-30 
tomorrow.

K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Does 
not  Rule  256  expressly  state  that  unless  all  other  means  of  punishments 
have  been  tried  and  failed  no  flogging  should  be  allowed? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  The  particular 
instance  of  flogging  is  explained  in  the  Jail  Superintendent’s  order. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum,  cum  Neduvangad)':  It  is 
said  in  the  answer  that  the  petition  was  with  a  view  to  awe  and  to  inti¬ 
midate  the  jail  officers  and  to  bring  the  presence  of  the  Magistracy  in 
the  jail.  May  I  know  why  the  jail  authorities  should  be  afraid  of  the 
Magistracy  ?

Bead  Deputy  Jailor's  report  dated  '20-9-1099. 

Deputy  Jailor  lias  reported  that  during  his  inspection  in  the  solitary 
wards  during  noon  ho  has  found  convicts  Nos.  7074  and  808(5  together 
in  a  cell.  Convict  No.  7074  was  dictating  and  8080  writing  a  peti¬ 
tion  to  the  District  Magistrate  and  lie  searched  and  found  copies  of 
previous  petitions  with  the  receipts  hidden  underneath  his  mat.  A  few 
chackrams  also  were  found. 

On  enquiry,  I  learn  that  prisoner,  convict  No.  75)74,  is  in  the  habit 
of  clandestinely  sending  anonymous  petitions  to  the  Magistrates  just  to 
worry  the  Jail  authorities  by  bringing  the  presence  of  the  Magistracy 
in  the  Jail.  Tire  contents  of  the  petition  wore  simply  frivolous  charges 
against  some  Jail  officers.  Convict  No.  8(38(i  confessed  to  mo  that  he 
has  written,  at  the  instance  of  convict  No.  75)74,  another  petition  in  the 
previous  month  and  he  has  showed  me  the  copy.  Convict  No.  75)74  is  a 
hardened  criminal  with  many  previous  convictions  and  Jail  offences  to 
his  credit.  Unless  such  anonymous  petition  writings  on  the  part  of'con- 
victs  are  put  down,  the  discipline  of  the  Jail  could  not  bo  well  main¬ 
tained.  I  find  no  extenuating  circumstances  in  favour  of  this  convict. 
Convict  No.  75)74  is  therefore  given  24  lashes.  Convict  No.  8686, 
though  only  a  tool  in  the  hands  of  the  other  hardened  criminal,  cannot 
be  let  off  with  a  lighter  punishment,  considering  the  gravity  of  the 
crime.  He  is  also  therefore  given  whipping  but  only  12  lashes.

Cupid*  of  remarks  made,  in  the  Visitors'  Book  bp  Kon-ufjkictil 
Visitors  from  Kanni  110b 

I  am  of  opinion  that  in  addition  to  the  humanitarian  efforts  made 
within  the  prison  to  reform  the  convict  mind,  there  should' be  solne 
agency  or  association  outside  to  take  care  of  the  discharged  prisoners, 
analogous  to  that  in  the  Madras  Presidency.  This  agoncy  should  take 
charge  of  the  discharged  prisoners  at  the  prison  gate,  so  that  there 
should  be  no  gap  between  their  release  and  the  taking  charge.  It  should 
also  watch  over  tlieir  movements  and  provide  them  with  suitable 
employments  or  at  least  take  care  that  tlioy  do  not  drift  into  their  old 
unsafe  and  unfortunate  environments.  I  would  also  suggest  in  this  con¬ 
nection  that  somebody  with  prison  experience  as  an  officer  could  advan¬ 
tageously  be  deputed  to  visit  prisons  outside  the  State  and  obtain  first¬ 
hand  information  as  to  the  working  in  those  prisons  and  how  the  dis¬ 
charged  prisoners'  aid  societies,  in  Madras  and  elsewhere  are.  working 
in  their  aid.  I  hope  that  the  authorities  will  give  early  consideration 
to  this  all  important  suggestion.

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12-5-1101.  Visited  the  Jail  and  went  round  the  whole  place.  The 
sanitation  is  satisfactory.  Bice  and  vegetable  are  of  good  quality  and 
cooking  is  conducted  well.  The  kitchen  is  kept  quite  clean.  The  health 
of  the  prisoners  is  very  satisfactory.  There  is  a  motor  driver  among 
the  prisoners  who  looked  poorly  and  complained  of  stomach  troubles. 
1  mentioned  the  matter  to  the  doctor.  The  hospital  contains  only  one 
patient  and  that  shows  the  amount  of  attention  paid  by  the  authorities 
in  respect  of  the  health  of  the  prisoners.  I  saw  a  prisoner  who  is 
sentenced  to  he  hanged.  I  talked  to  him  and  he  didn’t  show  he  was 
of  sound  mind.  He  may  be  examined  once  more  or  kept  under  obser¬ 
vation  in  the  Lunatic  Asylum,  I  think,  before  lie  is  sent  to  the  gallows, 
There  is  one  prisoner  called  Ohengalom  Maniath.  Ho  is  too  old,  I  think, 
to  be  able  to  escape  stealthily  although  he  was  dangerous  in  that  way  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago.  As  it  is,  his  chains  may  be  removed,.  I  think. 
He  complains  bitterly  of  the  trouble  that  is  being  caused  by  the  chains. 

My  friend  Mr.  K-  S.  Navayana  Aiyar's  suggestion  to  have  some 
agency  to  take  care  of  the  discharged  prisoners  is  very  good.  A  few 
prisoners  have  told  mo  of  their  desire  to  lead  a  good  life  after  they  are  re¬ 
leased,  but  their  description  of  their  difficulty  to  do  so  is  such  that  a 
useful  body  of  men  to  protect  their  interests  is  capable  of  doing  them  .a 
real  service. 

The  suggestions  to  buy  a  magic  lantern  is  also  good.  It  could  be 
made  use  of  in  the  Jail  as  well  as  in  educational  institutions  outside. 
The  exhibitions  are  sure  to  produce  stronger  impressions  than  mere  lec¬ 
tures  or  sermons  could.

I  understand  that  the  prisoners  are  given  dried  lish  thrice  a  week.  At 
present,  as  dysentery  is  very  prevalent  in  tho  town  and  as  there  are  very 
frequent,  rains  the  quality  of  tho  dried  fish  will  not  be  good.  I  would 
suggest  for  the  present,  the  substitution  of  J  lb.  of  mutton  once  a  week, 
instead  of  three  days’  fish.  I  see  from  the  1  >istrict  Magistrate’s  remarks 
that  he  thinks  frequent  change  of  medical  officers  may  not  bo  desirable. 
In  my  opinion,  as  the  medical  officers  havo  very  little  professional  work, 
they  are  likely  to  become  disgusted  with  their  work  and  thereby  become 
indifferent  if  kept  hero  too'  long.  I  think  the  interest  of  the  Institution 
will  be  best  served  by  posting  young  and  energetic  officers  for  a  short 
period,  not  exceeding  a  year.

Mr,  e.  RAMAN  NIENON  <JU«rciiktva  euiu  KartiU*paLi) :  1  beg  to 
support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  0.  P.  Tarakan  with  a  view 
to  the  abolition  of  the  monopoly  on  limp-sliells.  In  this  connection,  I 
should  like  to  bring  to  tile  notice  of  the  Government  and  this  House 
certain  facts  Which  have  come  to  my  knowledge.  I  visited  liuinarakam 
which  is  the  main  seat  of  the  lime-shell  industry,  just  after  the  first 
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auctions  took  place.  I  found  from  reliable  local  enquiry  made  by  um 
that  tlie  price  of  lime-shells  had  at  that  place  become  double  of  what  it 
was  before.  So,  there  s  no  question  that  this  monopoly  has  affected 
the  price  of  lime-shells  to  a  very  great  degree,  to  a  degree  that  is  not 
justified  in  any  way  by  the  income  to  the  Government  from  thatheadi- 
Daring  the  last  Budget  Session,  the  contractor's  party  as  well  as  the 
people’s  party  came  here,  and  represented  matters  to  many  of  the 
members  here  and  I  understood  from  both  the  parties  that  the  contractor 
had  during  that  particular  year,  that  is  1100,  collected  a  very  large 
quantity  of  lime-shells  which  could  not  be  disposed  of  during  that 
particular  year.  So  he  had  in  hand  a  large  quantity  of  lime-shells -and- 
his  plea  was  that  unless  the  monopoly  or  auction  is  continued  for  another 
year  at  least  he  would  bo  a  very  great  loser.  That  shows  that  no  sort 
of  conservation  of  the  quantity  of  lime-shells  was  effectively  resorted  to ' 
by  the  department,  because  the  contractor  was  allowed  to  remove  a 
very  largo  quantity,  as  much  as  ho  could  remove,  in  that  particular  year 
and  that  was  the  thing  which  made  it  necessary  to  continue  the 
monopoly  for  another  year.  So,  what  I  submit  is  that  the  plea  of. the 
necessity  for  the  conservation  of  the  lime-shells  has  not  been  practically, 
given  effect  to  by  the  department. 

Another  tiling  that  I  wish  to  point  out  is  that  if  conservation  is  thef 
object  of  the  department,  there  is  no  use  of  giving  a  monopoly  to  the  con-  ; 
tractor.  J  ust  as  in  the  case  of  the  lisli  industry,  to  the  actual  workers, 
licenses  may  be  given.  Of  course,  if  the  Government  want  to  conserve 
the  amount  of  lime-shells  available,  to  a  certain  extent  they  can  limit  the., 
number  of  licenses  every  year.  That  legitimate  object  can  bo,  compassed 
without  the  present  system  of  monopolios.  Monopolies  are  objection-.- 
able.  Of  course,  it  gives  an  opportunity  for  gain  to  the  middlemen, 
but  not  to  the  actual  workers  or  to  the  Government.  So,  as  far  as 
possible,  that  should  bo  avoided. 

Another  point  which  I  wish  to  urge  is  that  the  Government  should 
not  try  to  make  a  profit  out  of  these  lakes.  The  lakes,  the  sea,  ete.,  L 
think,  come  t  under  res  commiiw-s  in  law.  The  Government  have  no  parti¬ 
cular  property  right  in  the  sea  or  the  lakes.  But  it  is  in  the  interests  of 
the  public  that  the  Government  should  exercise  some  control.  That  is 
all.  The  object  should  not  be  to  make  any  profit  out  of  it.  With  those 
words,  I  support  the  motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  0. 1*.  Tarakau. 

..  MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambufapuzhu) :  Bir,  in  connection 
with  this  discussion  upon  the  lime-shells,  certain  relevant  facts  will  have  , 
to  be  kept  steadily  in  view.  These  lime-shells  arc  produced  in  a  section.',' 
of  the  Vombanad  lake  which  is  admittedly  property  belonging  to  the.  j, 
Government.  With  respect  to  the  lime-shells,  it  cannot  be  said  that  they 
ore  res  mO-lms  in  spite  of  the  proposition  of  law  enunciated  by  toy  f 
esteemed  friend  Mr.  Raman  Menon.  I  have  to  observe  that  the  litne-,r® 
shells  are  property  belonging  to  the  Government.  It  may  be  that  the 
neighbouring  owners  of  property  by  a  long  course  of  user  have  establish-^ 
od  a  right  to  appropriate  a  portion  uf  these  litue-chello  under  any  law  of  :l 
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prescription  that  may  be  in  force  in  Travancore.  That  is  a 
question  which  will  have  to  be  separately  investigated.  Prima  facie, 
therefore,  1  am  submitting  that  the  lime-shells  are. the  property  of  the 
Government.  The  question  now  is  whether  the  Government'  should 
take  care  to  utilise  such  property  of  the  Government  in  the.  best  way 
they  deem  fit  for  the,  use  of  the  general  public.  My  submission  is, 
legally  speaking,  it  is  difficult  to  oppose  the  claim  of  the  Government  to 
relate  the  use  of  such  property  as  they  have,  got  under  their  control 
unless  it  be  that  some  private  individual  is  able  to  prove  a  competing 
claim  with  respect  to  the  lime-shells  m  question.  Such  being  the  case, 
I  cannot  reasonably  take  any  objection  to  the  Government  proceeding 
to  safeguard  their  interests  in  the  property  that  may  be  found  at  the 
bottom  of  the  Yembanad  lake  beyond  the  imaginary  line  to  be  drawn 
from  the  Ariyad  light-house  to  the  south-western  point  of  Kumarakom. 
I  think  that  was  the.  line  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture  mentioned, 
as  dividing  the  lime-shell  monopoly  region  from  the  non-monopoly 
region* 

Then  the  question  has  been  raised  from  another  standpoint,  whether 
it  does  not  hit  hard  the  persons  who  stand  to  gain  by  a  promiscuous 
and  indiscriminate  method  of  collection  of  these  lime-shells.  Some 
gentlemen  living  about  this  particular  lime-shell  region  hope  that  they 
would  he  better  off  or  would  be  obliged  to  pay  less  for  the 
lime-shells  if  provided  by  persons  who  make  a  living  by  diving 
in  this  particular  region  to  collect  the  shells.  Under  the  Govern¬ 
ment  control,  they  complain  that  they  are  put  to  groat  loss  in  the 
matter  of  purchasing  these  lime-shells,  That  is  a  point  worthy  of  con¬ 
sideration.  I  heard  the  Director  of  Agriculture  stoutly  opposing  that 
aspect  of  the  question.  But  in  my  view  of  the  matter,  Sir,  in  spite  of 
the  vehement  argument  that  the  Director  of  Agriculture  finds  it 
possible  to  urge  against  my  friend  Mr.  Kunjitomman,  the  possibility 
that  the  price  of  lime  would  stand  higher  in  the  present  circumstances 
is  more  or  less  clearly  established.  It  may  not  be  due  entirely  to 
the  control  now  thought  to  be  exercised  by  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai’s 
department.  .Far  from  it.  There  are  a  number  of  adventitious  cir- 
custances  created  by  the  establishment  of  tolls  and  by  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  the  Canals  and  Ferrios  Regulation,  all  of  which  seek  to  impose 
farther  taxation  upon  the  ordinary  subject  and  especially  the  vehicles 
that  carry  these  lime-shells. 

Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  (Director  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries):  May 
I  know  from  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  whether  he  is  buying  lime  for  the 
construction  of  his  house  and  what  price  he  is  paying  for  it  at  Trivan. 
drum? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambcilapuzha)  :  I  am  purchasing  lime, 
and  on  a  comparison  of  the  price  for  which  I  am  purchasing  lime  here 
in  Trivandrum  with  the  price  at  which  the  Kumarakom  contractor’s  man 
offered  to  sell  lime  to  me,  I  find  that  after  all  there  is  hardly  much 
difference  .between  the  two. 
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Dr.  N.  KUNJAN  PILLAl  ( Director  oj  AyrintUhre  awl  Fisheries) :  May 
I  .know  at  what  price  he  is  purchasing  lime  in  Trivandrum  ? 

MR.  p.  K-  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Ambalapuzlia) :  I  cannot  exactly  quote 
the  price.  I  entrusted  the  matter  to  an  agent  of  mine.  But  'I  enquired 
as  to  the  possibility  of  getting  cheaper  lime  from  Kmnarakom  and  I  found 
that  at  the  rote  now  published  by  the  Kumarakmn  contractor  there  will 
not  be  much  difference  in  purchasing  the  lime  collected  in  some  of  the 
nearer  lakes,  say  Parur  or  Ashtamudi  lake  or  some  other  lake  near  about 
there.  That  is  iny  experience.  Sir,  that  particular  point  is  one  on  which  I 
would  certainly  side  with  iny  friend  Mr.  Kunjitomman  in  requesting  the 
Government  that  so  far  as  the.  consumption  of  lime  is  regulated  by  the 
control  exercised  by  the  Government,  it  should  not  be  made 
prohibitive  for  the  ordinary  citizen  to  purchase  lime  for  his  use.  That 
is  the  only  point  I  think  that  may  reasonably  he  considered  in  this 
connection  and  if  tho  Government  would  he  good  enough  to  consider, 
that  particular  aspect  of  the  proposition,  I  think  that  would  be  suffi¬ 
cient  to  remove  the  grievances  experienced  by  the  people  in.  this 
matter. 

I  recollect  that  on  a  prior  occasion  some  of  us  proceeded  as  a  small 
deputation  to  you,  Sir,  as  the  Dewan  of  the  State,  in  the  tiffin  room 
adjoining  this  Hall  when  you  assured  us  that  the  matter  would  receive 
consideration  at  the  hands  of  the  Government,.  If  that  consideration  is 
maturing,  this  aspect  of  the  matter  may  also  be  taken  along  with  it  in 
solving  the  problem. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottnyam)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  lie  is  in  favour  of  the  suggestion  made  by  Mr,  Banian  Mepoo 
regarding  the  issue  of  licenses  for  the  collection  of  lime-shells  V 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PLLAI  (Anibala-iinha)  :  I  have  no  objection  in 
adopting  that  course.  But  how  that  will  affect  the  price  will  depend 
upon  the  terms  of  the  license  itself. 

MR.  K.C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  IrclaUnj,  North)-, 
May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  it  will  not  be  better  to  encourage 
competition  by  giving  it  to  several  licensees  than  to  allow  it  to  be 
concentrated  in  the  hands  of  a  single  licensee  ? 

P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAl  (Ambalapozha)  :  If  there  is  a  single 
licensee  and  he  is  given  the  license  under  certain  terms,  it  will  depend 
upon  those  terms.

•Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the  following 
motion 

325.  To  reduce  the  total  allotment  of  Be.  1'12  lakhs  under  Demand 
XVI  by  Be.  1. 

I  wish  to  draw  the  attention -of  the  Government  to  the  need  for 
spending  more  on  the  industrial  development  of  the  country.  In  con¬ 
nection  with  that,  I  have  to  point  out  the  need  for  the  department 
attending  to  the  question  of  giving  instruction  in  embroidery  and  laec 
work  in  ,  parte  of  Central  Travancoro  and  North  Travanoore.  Now 
embroidery  and  lace  work  is  a  very  profitable  industry  and  it  has  been 
practised  in  South  Travancoro.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  in  Central 
and  North  Travancoro,  especially  in  North  Travanoore,  this  cottage 
industry  has  not  been  encouraged  nor  has  it  been  practised.  One  reason 
is  that  private  effort  in  tho  matter  of  giving  instruction  in  this  art  has 
no  chance  of  success,  in  so  far  as  it  has.  been  found  difficult  for  private 
■agencies  to  attract  teachers  who  know  tho  art  from  South  Travancoro 
to  go  and  work  there.  This  being  the  case,  we  find  that  the  only  way 
in  which  this  difficulty  can  be  removed  is  by  tho  Government  spending 
money  in  order  that  teachers  may  be  sent  to  various  parts  of  North 
Travancoro  whore-  the  people  want  such,  education.  What  a  private 
agency  may  not  be  able  to  do,  a  Government  department  may  be  able  to 
dp,  Therefore,  I  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Director  of  Industries 
to  the  need  of  appointing  somo  teachors  who  might  visit  various  villages 
and  work  there  for  a  period  of  four  or  live  months  or  oven  six  months 
and  go  from  village  to  village  according  to  the  demand  made  by  the 
-people,  thereby  extending  this  industry  in  North  Travanoore  also.  The 
need  for  this  will  bo  felt  all  the  greater  when  wc  remember  how  there 
.instill  adarge  number  of  girls  who  have  passed  tho  V.  S.  L.  C.  and 
other  examinations  and  who  are  not  able  to  find  any  employment  as 
teachers  in  girls’  schools.  With  those  remarks,  I  make  the  motion. 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  Sir,  I  agree  with 
Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  in  almost  all  that  lie  has  said  about  embroidery  and 
lace  work.  I  was  myself  impressed  with  tho  need  for  appointing 
itinerant  weaving  instructors  for  spreading  those  industries  in  Central 
and  North  Travancoro.  Somo  years  ago — 

Mr.  M.  N.  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum ):  May  I  know  from  the  Director 
of  Industries  whether  thero  is  a  class  in  the  institute  hero  for  lace¬ 
making  V 

Mr.  I,  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries ):  There  is  no  class. 

I  sent  up  proposals  to  the  Government  for  the  appointment  of  an 
instructor,  for  teaching  embroidery  and  lace-making,  and  subsequently, 
if  I  remember  correctly,  the  Economic  Development  Board  also  recom¬ 
mended  the  appointment  of  such  an  instructor.  But  at  that  time  the 
Government  could  not  see  their  way  to  make  that  appointment.  Now 
that  Mr.  C.  P.  Thomas  has  moved  the  question,  I  will  approach  the 
Government  again  and  see  what  can- be  done  in  the  matter. 
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Mr,  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Triamtlneii) :  May  I  know  whether  the  Direc- 
tor  lias  any  idea  of  opening  a  class  in  the  institute  here  for  training:, 
men  in  laee-umking  and  embroidery  ’> 

MR.  I.  C,  CHACKO  ( Director  of  Industrie*) :  I  have  not  got  any 
such  idea. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  ( Tfirumlntw )  :  Then  how  is  he  going  to  send 
trained  men  to  Central  and  North  Travancoro  V 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  if  Industrie*)  :  There  are.  already 
trained  people  who  are  available. 

Mr.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Triviindrnm) :  Then  what  is  the  difficulty  in 
starting  a  class  here '/ 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Dim-tor  < ;/'  Industries) :  In  Trivandrum  and 
Mouth  Travancorc  there  is  no  need  for  such  a  class  as  there  are  already 
any  number  of  private  people  available.  Kvon  in  Trivandrum,  girls  can 
get  instruction  in  lace-making  and  embroidery  from  private  individuals. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Triraudrum) :  Is  there  any  difficulty  in  starting 
a  class  here  V 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  oj ’Industrie*)  :  There  is  no  difficulty, 
but.  there  is  no  need  for  it.  That  is  what  I  say. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Triiiaudruni)  ■'  Docs  if  mean  that  there  are 
several  lace-making  classes  hero  ? 

Mr.  1.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  tf  Industrie*)  :  There  are  no  classes, 
but  girls  have.  Ilic  moans  of  gutting  iusKwLion. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Tricon  >’.■// in)  :  1.  know  that,  t-bete  arc  many  girls 

needing  instruction  from  s.niwhody  an. I  that  there  are  not  sufficient 
number  of  trained  hands  for  11..  purpose. 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Dir.,  hr  .■/  Inti  .Ulrica)  :  I  shall  consider  that 
question  also. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (. I  'ibatii/ni'Jia) :  What  about  the 
boring  machine,  please  ’/ 

MR.  1.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  liulustrie*) :  May  I  know  whether 
it  arises  hero  ?  y 

Mr.P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (I mh,i.ln.jiir:kiD  :  .Lb  is  a  token  motion 
and  I  think  various  things  can  ho  discussed  under  this  motion.  Is  it 
bo.ng  used  anywhere  ? 

Mr.  !.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  industrial):  It  is  being  used, 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  I  am  thankful  to  the  Director 
of  Industries  for  favourably  receiving  my  request  with  regard  to  the 
appointment  of  an  itinerant  teacher  on  tins  subject  and  I  hope  that 
the  Government  will  accept  the  recommendation  made  by  the  Director, 

I  wanted  also  to  speak  about  another  aspoct  of  the  work  of  the 
department. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (l)ej,uii/  President) :  Is  it  not 
too  late,  Sir,  for  him  to  speak  on  any  other  subject  ?  :  j 
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Ur.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  P  ILL  A I  (Ambalapazhci) :  Is  it  possible  for  Mr. 
1’homas  to  refer  to  any  other  matter  after  having  heard  the  official 
reply  ?  The  explanation  is  one  way  and  the  speech  is  the  other  way. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) ;  I  thought  that  it  was  understood 
that  we  were  allowed  to  speak  on  any  matter  under  this  out  motion.  It 
is  only  a  general  recommendation  about  the  need  for  the  officers  of  the 
Industrial  Department  as  well  as  other  departments— 

Ur.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Noudnalcd)  ( Dcpnii /  President) :  Ho  has 
only  the  right  of  replying. 

PRESIDENT :  While  you  are  replying,  you  cannot  refer  to  any 
matter  that  has  not  been  already  touched  upon.

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mnrehkam  cum  KnrlihynUii):  Sir,  I  beg 
to  make  the  following  motion :  -

When  sending  in  the  motion,  I  explained  my  object.  It  is  this  : 

To  point  out  tho  ilouiraliiliiv  of  reducing  tins  expenditure  ill  llic  department  Iiy  50 
per  cent,  aid  utilising  the  savings  fi.r  reducing  taxes  which  proas  mi  tho  poor  working 

On  examining  the  working  of  the  Industrial  and  Agricultural 
experts  in  Travanoore,  I  am  reminded  of  the  story  of  an  alchemist.  One 
alchemist  or  Rasaetidi  wont  to  a  person  who  lived  in  a  country-place 
and  told  him  that  if  ho  gave  him  one  hundred  rupees  he  would  turn 
one  thousand  copper  chackram-pieoes  into  gold.  At  first  the  country¬ 
man  was  rather  allured  by  tho  proposal,  but  on  second  thought  he 
felt  “  why  not  tho  alchemist  be  given  some,  chackrams  and  he  be 
asked  first  to  turn  them  into  gold  for  his  pay  ?  The  common  people  of 
our  country  are  in  the  same  predicament.  The  experts  say  that,  if 
they  are  paid  certain  sums  monthly,  they  will  find  easy  ways  of  adding 
to  the  wealth  of  the  people.  So  l'ar,  it  has  not  been  the  case  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  people.  I  suggest  that  these  experts  instead  of  being 
paid  monthly  be  given  facilities  for  earning  a  living  from  their  work. 
If  the  expert  is  ail  a  gricultural  expert,  ho  should  be  given  the  land  re¬ 
quired  for  cultivation  and  a  loan  for  agriculture ;  if  a  weaving  expert, 
he  should  be  given  capital  for  carrying  on  the  weaving  industry.  Let 
them  show  to  the  people  how  to  carry  on  these  industries.  Thsrt  will

be  a  very  good  moral  lesson  to  the  people.  Wo  have  been  paying  these 
experts  for  a  long  time.  From  the  point  of  view  of  the  common  people 
I  say  that  these  experts  should  show  that  they  can  work.  Of  .  course,  I 
have  no  objection  if  the  Government  gives  them  loans  for  starting  their 
work.  I  do  not  say  that  all  the  industrial  experts  should  be  disbanded 
at  once.  I  say  that  50  per  cent,  of  the.  experts  may  he  disbanded  and 
grants  or  loans  may  bo  given  to  them.  There  are  some  institutions 
started  by  the  G-ovemuicnt.  Lot  them  work  and  maintain  themselves. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Ncyuatlinkara) :  How  is.it possU 
bio  to  dispense  with  50  per  cent,  of  each,  of  the  experts  ?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( MancUkara  mm  Kartikapalli) :  .  There 
arc  some  weaving  institution  worked  by  the  department.  They 
may  bo  handed  over  to  the  experts.  Let  them  work  on  thoir.o-wn 
responsibility  and  the  savings  made  by  the  Government  under,  salaries 
thereby  may  be  utilised  for  decreasing  taxes  on  industries.  By  this 
measure,  the  Government  can  give  larger  grants  to  Municipalities  and 
they  will  reduce  the  taxes.  I  wanted  to  move  a  similar  motion  in. re¬ 
gard  to  tho  Agricultural  Department  also.  But  I  was  not  able  to  do 
so  as  it  lapsed  for  want  of  time.  It  seems  to  mo  that  this  is  a  very 
serious  matter  for  consideration  by  the  Government  and  the  people. 
As  it  is,  from  the  accounts  given  in  answer  to  my  questions,  the 
institutions  managed  by  the  Agricultural  and  the  Industrial 
Departments  are  working  at  a  loss.  That  has  a  very  bad  moral  influ¬ 
ence  upon  the  people.  They  are  teaching  the  people  that  their  industry 
is  not  a  paying  concern.  That  should  not  be  the  object,  and  at  least 
for  the  sake  of  avoiding  shame  these  experts  must  show  that  they 
can  maintain  themselves.  I  request  the  Government  therefore  seri¬ 
ously  to  consider  the  matter  and  to  take  steps  immediately  for  remedying 
this  defect. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhalapn-ha) :  Sir,  though  I  am 
far  from  suggesting  that  the  Government  should  turn  a  deaf  .ear  to 
the  representations  of  my  esteemed  friend,  I  am  sorry  I  find  my  -view 
lying  in  an  entirely  opposite  direction.  My  friend’s  suggestion  is  that 
.50  per  cent,  of  the  amount  proposed  to  be  allotted  for  the  department 
should  bo  cut  down  and  with  tho  rest  tho  Director  should  be  put  on  his 
trial  to  see  whether  he  can  emerge  out  of  the  situation  with  success  to 
himself  and  glory  to  his  department.  That  suggestion  of  my  friend,.  I 
fear,  is  rather  incapable  of  execution.  My  own  view,  Sir,  is  that  the 
department  stands  in  need  of  further  oneouragement  by  way  of  money 
allotments  so  that  anything  like  a  successful  working  of  the  department 
might  be  attempted.  If  my  friend,  the  Director  of  Industries,  w.ould'pe£- 
mit  a  little  plain  speaking  on  my  part,  I  should  observe  that  the  existence 
of  his  department  is  not  being  felt  in  the  State.  The  necessary. amount 
of  enthusiasm  for  a  young  department  like  tho  ^Industries  Department 
is  not,  there. 

•  Mu  .  K  .  K .  THOMAS  (Ko  tlmjcim) :  May  I  know  whether  the  existence 
-df-thetP-olioe  department  is  being -ieit  ?  . :  ' 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  P1LLAI  (Amlalapuzha)  :  My  friend  can  at¬ 
tempt  an  experiment  in  that  direction  and  very  soon  he  will  realise  the 
consequences.  {Laughter.) 

A  number  of  tentative  suggestions  put  forward  by  the  Director 
of  Industries,  I  am  sorry  to  observe,  have  proved  a  series'  of  disappoint¬ 
ments.  The  boring  machine  about  which  I  enquired  a  little  while  go 
and  about  which  tire  Director  of  Industries,  as  I  recollect,  was  so  been  at, 
the  time  tho  purchase  of  the  machine  was  placed  before  this  House,  ac¬ 
cording  to  my  information,  is  not  giving  anything  like  an  adequate  re¬ 
turn  for  the  money  spent,  on  it.  On  the  occasion  of  the  last  Budget, 
Session,  I  enquired  about,  tire  same  machine  and  then  my  friend  the 
Director  of  Industries  told  me  that  it  was  taken  to  a  distant  place  called 
Mangamala  near  Cape  Comorin  and  that  it  was  attempted  to  be  used 
there  in  the  direction  of  boring.  I  learnt  that  nothing  resulted  from 
the  experiments.  Subsequently,  this  extremely  heavy  machine  seems 
to  have  been  allowed  to  make  a  circuit  about  the  whole  of  the  coast 
regions:  It  was  taken  to  the  Cape  and  various  other  centres  but  pvao- 
tically  with  no  hotter  results.  Yet  my  friend  assures  me  that  it  is 
still  in  use.  I  wish  to  understand  the  nature  of  tho  use  to  which  this 
particular  machine  is  being  put, 

I  may  also  draw  the  attention  of  the  House  to  another  aspect  of  tho 
Director’s  activities.  On  one  occasion,  in  tho  teeth  of  very  serious 
opposition,  tho  Director  maintained  the  need  for  a  cocoamit  dessieator. 
There  was  a  keen  controversy  over  the  whole  matter,  but  all  the  same 
.  an  induteent  House  allowed  the  Director  to  make  an  experiment  by 
allowing  a  big  grant  of  Rs.  20,000  so  that  the  cocoanut,  dessieator  might, 
be  installed  in  onr  midst. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MEN0N  (MawUkara  cum  KarMvwm):  Was  it. a 
loan  7 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambahquzha)  :  Yes,  it  was  a  loan.  I 
understand  that  the  suggestion  of  the  learned  Director  has  not  taken 
any  shape  as  yet.  Thus  a  series  of  disappointments  may  be  pointed  out 
in  the  working  of  the  department  till  now.  An  amount  of  timidity  and 
diffidence  seems  to  characterise  the  proposals  of  the  Director.  My 
humble  suggestion,  therefore,  is  that  the  Director  should  lie  encouraged 
by  the  State  to  go  forward.  Ho  must  select  certain  well-tried  spheres 
for  his  activity  and  tho  State  should  bo  so  good  as  to  stand  by  him, 
giving  him  any  encouragement  that  ho  seeks,  so  that  something  sub¬ 
stantial  may  bo.  attempted  by  his  department.  Therefore,  my  friend's 
suggestion  to  reduce  tho  allotment  already  allocated  to  his  department 
by  a  right  half  of  the  amount  claimed  by  tho  Director,  I  find  impossible 
to’ support.  My  suggestion  under  the  present  circumstances  is  to  give 
:  the  Director  all  the  amount  that  may  he  reasonably  claimed  by  him  for 
the  purpose  of  successfully  carrying  out  anything  in  the  State  and  if 
the  Director  of  Industries  is  going  to  fail  there,  then  it  would  be  time 
to  consider  tho  existence  of  the  department  or  at  any  rate  the  personnel 
that  is  allowed  to  control  the  departm  ent.  As  a  last  experiment,  I  would 
request  the  Government  to  grant  anything  that  the  Director  may 
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demand  reasonably  for  the  purpose  of  venturing  on  an  attractive  demon- 
station  of  the  utility  of  his  department.  Hence,  I  beg  to  oppose  the 
motion  of  Mr.  G.  Baman  Menon. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  anil  Industry,  North): 
Sir,  Mr.  Baman  Menon  always  views  things  from  a  high  and  dispas- 
sionate  standpoint  and  his  views  are  always  listened  to  with  great 
respect  even  when  one  is  not  able  to  agree  with  him  on  all  points.  1 
am  afraid  that  this  is  one  of  the.  points  on  which  I  find  myself  at  entire 
variance  with  his  views.  As  to  the  activities  of  the  department  not 
producing  any  substantial  or  tangible  and  immediate  results,  I  would 
point  out  that  that  feature  is  not  peculiar  to  the  Industrial  Department 
of  Travancore.  If  there  arc  in  existence  any  cut  and  dry  schemes  which 
either  the.  Director  of  Industries  or  for  the  matter  of  that  any  other 
man  could  easily  pick  like  sands  on  the  sea, -shore  and  convert  into 
money-making  propositions,  there  would  never  have  been  any  necessity 
for  any  Industrial  Department.  I  think  that  it  may  he  admitted  that, 
the  Industrial  Department  is  groping  its  way.  It  is  because  there  are 
no  schemes  or  avenues  which  are  either  clear  or  ent  and  dry  that  the 
Government  have  been  convinced  cf  the  necessity'  of  putting  money  on 
uncertain  schemes  and  on  experiments.  They  grope  their  way,  in  the 
hope  that  eventually  soma  of  these  schemes  may  turn  out  to  be  success¬ 
ful.  I  do  not  know  whether  my  friend  Mr  Narayana  Pillai  has  been 
reading  the  reports  of  the  various  Industries  Departments  in  India  I 
have  been  reading  some  of  those  reports  and  I  find  that  there  is  not  one 
Department  of  Industries  in  India  which  has  been  able  to  produce 
better  or  more  tangible  results.  They  have  been  groping  their  way 
just  as  we  are  groping  our  way.  Therefore  it  will  bo  rather  hard  to  say 
that  the  Director  should  he  put  on  his  trial  and  asked  to  produce  im¬ 
mediately  tangible  effects  and  made  to  understand  that  his  very  existence 
will  depend  on  the  snccess  or  failure  of  that  particular  venture.  It  is 
quite  opposed  to  the  fundamental  principles  on  which  Industrial 
Departments  have  been  organised.  We  know  that  all  Governments 
have  been  equally  wavering  as  to  their  policy  with  regard  to  this  depart¬ 
ment.  Whether  there  should  be  any  Industrial  Department  at  all  and 
whether  its  function  is  merely  to  give  advice  or  whether  it  should 
carry  out  experimental  industrial  schemes,  all  these  are  still  matters 
under  discussion  and  our  department  is  surely  contributing  its  share 
in  the  elucidation  and  investigation  of  these  complicated  and  still 
unsolved  problems.  Turning  to  the  Agricultural  Department  in  the 
Madras  Presidency,  it  is  more  than  50  years  since  it  was  started  at 
Saidapet  and  there  have  boon  many  attempts  at  changes  and  reforms;, 
and  reorganisation.  Even  now,  they'  think  that  that  department  still 
requires  reorganisation. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhalapuzha)  :  In  view  of  the  reform-' 
in  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  Madras  Presidency,  could  not 
Mr..  Manxmen  Mappillai  think  of  vicissitudes  for  the  Industrial  Depart¬ 
ment  here? 
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jfa.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
■fhat  is  what  I  am  advocating.  My  point  is  that  there  is  no  out  and  dry 
scheme  which  a  man  can  pick  up  like  sands  on  the  sea-shore.  If 
certain  schemes  have  been  tried  and  if  the  methods  suggested  by  experts 
of  similar  departments  in  other  parts  of  India  are  also  tried  and  if  we 
find  that  the  direction  should  be  changed,  surely  it  must  be  changed, 
l'o  produce  definite  and  immediate  and  profitable  results  is  far  from  the 
object,  with  which  the  Industrial  Department  has  been  organised  in 
India  and  Travancoro  is  no  exception  to  this  rule.  That  is  my  reading 
of  the  question. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Amhu.htpmha) :  Is  that  the  object  of 
the  Industrial  Department  in  overy  part  of  India '? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  <ml  Industry,  North) : 
The  object  is  to  find  out  schemes  and  methods  by  which  the  industries 
of  the  country  may  be  improved.  My  point  is  that  if  you  can  pick 
these'  up  like  sands  on  the  sea-shore,  then  there  would  never  have  been 
my  necessity  for  the  department.  It  is  a  matter  which  requires  investi¬ 
gation  and  experiments  and  experiment  often  connotes  failure  and  dis¬ 
appointment.  That  is  the  key-note  of  tire  whole  situation.  I  quite  agree 
with  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  that  one  way  in  which  both  the  Industrial  and 
the  Agricultural  Departments  arc  handicapped  is  that  there  is  no  con¬ 
tinuity  of  policy.  There  may  be  some,  line  of  work  adumbrated  by  the 
Directors  and  at  one  time  the  Government  may  be  favourably  inclined 
towards  it  and  before  it  is  half  completed  there  may  be  some  change  in 
the  policy  of  the  Government  and  the  whole  thing  is  scrapped.  A 
tannery  was  constructed  at  Karamanai  during  the  late  administration. 
There  is  a  water  tank  erected  there  and  water  pumps  and  other  fittings 
were  purchased  nearly  two  years  ago.  But  they  remain.  Probably 
there  is  a  change  in  the  policy  of  the  Government ;  so,  instead  of  spending 
the  few  rupees  that  would  be  necessary  for  completing  the  experiment, 
the  money  already  spent  is  being  wasted.  I  think  there  was  a  proposal 
made  by  the  Director  of  Industries  two  years  ago  that  some  money  should 
be'sanctioned  for  starting  a  soap  factory  here.  In  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  jLar  before  the  last,  I  helped  to  knock  this  scheme  on  the 
head  because  I  thought  that  that  was  a  useless  scheme.  Later  on  I 
happened  to  speak  to  a  young  man  who  was  mainly  instrumental  in 
bringing  forward  that  scheme.  The  young  man  concerned  told  me 
that  he  had  undergone  training  in  Bangalore  and  various  other  in¬ 
stitutes  and  had  received  practical  training  in  soap  manufacture.  He 
was  able  to  convince  the  Government  of  the  day  that  he  could  produce 
j  soap  here.  Some  steps  were  taken-  in  that  direction.  When  that  scheme 
was  laid  brand-new  before  the  Finance  Committee,  I  felt  that  it  was  a 
matter  on  which  money  should  not  be  spent  and  as  I  said  I  helped  to 
knoek  the  scheme  on  its  head.  It  is  thus  that  so  many  disappoint¬ 
ments  and  set-backs  take  place.  Therefore,  I  protest  against  the  idea 
that,  either  the  Agricultural  Department  or  the  Industrial  Department 
should ,  be  asked  to  produce  tangible  results.  Their  object  is  to  experi¬ 
ment  and  the  public  ought  to  be  prepared  for  failure  so  long  as  they 
are  experimenting.

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Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (hlavelikara  cum  KarlilcapaUi) :  Does  the 
member  know  the  work  of  such  departments  in  European  and  Ameri- 
can  countries  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)-, 
They  are  centuries  ahead  of  us ;  after  groping  in  the  dark  for  a  long 
time,  they  must  have  been  progressing. 

MR.  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILIAI  (Koitaralara  cum  Kvnnattur) :  1 
rise  to  oppose  the  motion  and,  in  doing  so,  I  would  like  to  confine  mysell 
to  putting  some  questions  to  the  Director  who  I  hope  will  answer  them. 
Last  year,  Sir,  we  sanctioned  a  lump  sum  of  Its.  30,000  for  starting 
cottage  indstries  in  the  State.  I  want  to  know  from  the  Director  of 
Industries  the  amount  spent  on  such  account  and  also  the  number  of 
industries  started  and  the  result. 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACK0  (Director  of  Industries)  :  Sir,  after  hearing 
Mr.  Raman  Menoti  and  some  othjr  members  on  the  other  side  of  the 
House,  I  think  it  is  not  necessary  that  1  should  seriously  answer  the 
motion  brought  forward  by  Mr.  Raman  Menon.  However,  I  shall 
answer  one  or  two  questions  raised  in  the  course  of  the  discussion  of 
this  motion.  Mr.  Raman  Menon  said  the  Directors  of  Agricul¬ 
ture  and  Industries  were  giving  the  impression  that  they  were  al¬ 
chemists.  I  am  sure  that  neither  Dr.  Kunjan  Pillai  nor  I  ever  wanted 
to  make  anybody  understand  that  we  arc  alchemists.  On  the  contrary, 
we  '  have  been  trying  to  disillusion  people  from  this  opinion.  What 
we  have  been  saying  is  that  we  are  experimenters  and  our  experiments 
may  sometimes  fail.  Anyhow,  the  public  should  not  look  up  to  pur 
departments  for  a  iy  return,  (i.ough  r)  I  moan  any  money  profit.  . 

Some  peop  e  are  under  the  impression  that  the  Department  of 
Industries  is  a  department  for  running  factories  only.  That  is  not  the 
idea  of  the  Government  as  far  as  1  have  understood  it.  The  object  of  the 
Department  of  Industries  as  well  as  of  the  Agricultural  Department  is 
to  aid  neonit  engaged  in  either  industries  or  agriculture.  That  is  the 
object  of  these  two  departments.  If  wo  view  this  aspect  of  the  question 
in  this  light,  we  can  see  the  utility  of  these  departments.  In  connection 
with  the  various  industries,  we  have  to  carry  on  investigations  in  which 
highly  paid  officers  have  to  be  engaged;  and  for  this  expenditure,. the 
department  does  not  get  any.  money  return.  I  will  refer  to  one. ins¬ 
tance.  My  tanning  expert  has  been  trying  whether  Thambakam  bark 
could  be  used  as  a  tanning  material.  That  had  not  beon  used  any¬ 
where;  and  we  did  not  know  whether  suitable  leather  could  be  got  with 
it.  iSome  samples  of  leather  produced  in  the  tannery  were  sent  to 
the  Imperial  Institute,  London,  and  they  have  sent  us  their  opinion. 
It  is  as  follows : — 

“The  trials  showed  that  the  skins  tanned  with  Tharabakam  bark  take  the  dye 
better  than  thoBe  tanned  with  JConiiu  bark,  and  that  the  brittleness  of  the  skins  was 
effectually  overojmo  in  the  iiuishiofr  pro.  .sues.  On  the  basis  of  these  results,  the  brokers 
state  that  the  skins  tanned  with  Thumbnkam  bark  would  .1.0  worth  3  a.  4  d.  to  3  s.  M- 
per  lb.  in  London  at  the  present  time  whilst  those  tunned  with  Konna  bark  would' realty 
3s.  to  3s.  2d.  per  lb.  At  these  prices,  snob  skins  would  find  a  roady  market  if  shipped  ih 
sufficiently  large  quantities,  say  from  8,000  to  10,000  skins  at  a  time,  whereas  small 
consignments  of  1,000  to  2,000  skins  would  probably  not  realise  so  high  a  prioe,”  .  ■ 
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V  To  get  that  opinion,  the  tanning  expert  had  to  be  engaged  for  about 
a  year  on  special  duty  and  ho  was  paid  at  the  rate  of  Rs.  300  per 
mensem.  Much  material  had  to  be  used  for  it. 

The  benefit  derived  out  of  this  experiment  is  that  this  information 
is  at  the  disposal  of  the  public.  Anybody  who  is  prepared  to  invest 
enough  money  to  be  able  to  produce  eight  to  ten  thousand  skins  at  a 
■  time  can  apply  to  the  department  for  the  information  and  can  under¬ 
take  the  tanning  industry.  The  results  of  the  investigations  carried  on 
by  the  Industries  Department  cannot,  alvyays  bo  calculated  in  the  shape 
ofmonoy.  I  have  given  the  House  one  instance  in  which  the  depart¬ 
ment  has  succeeded  in  its  experiment.  There  are  several  other 
instances  like  this.

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ( Director  of  fmMrimi)  :  I  can  give  at  least  one 
instance  more.  I  cannot  remember  all  the  instances.  We  have  been 
experimenting  in  the  manufacture  of  ink,  and  I  may  say,  we  have' 
succeeded  in  that  experiment.  Sir,  people  may  think  that  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ink  is  very  simple.  In  my  boyhood,  Sir,  1  remember,  I  used 
to  manufacture  my  own  ink.  But  when  you  want  to  manufacture  ink 
for  the  market  you  will  find  that  it  is  a  very  difficult  business.  In  this 
matter,  I  may  also  (junto  the  opinion  of  the  Director  of  Industries, 
Madras.  He  also  says  in  his  report  that  when  they  started  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  ink  there,  they  did  so  under  the  impression  that  it  was  a  very 
simple  process,  that,  on  actual  trial,  they  found  it  to  he  very  difficult  and 
that  it  was  after  a  series  of  trials  that  they  were  able  to  arrive  at  the 
right  process.  We  also  had  to  go  through  a  series  of  trials  before  we 
could  arrive  at  the  right  process ;  and  now  we  are  trying  to  manufacture 
fluid  ink  for  the  Stationery  Department.  The  department  is  not  anxious 
to  go  on  manufacturing  ink  with  a  view  to  make  any  profits.  But  if 
anybody  is  prepared  to  try  that  industry,  the  department  is  prepared  to 
give  him  all  the  secrets  in  the  manufacture  of  ink.  I  suppose 
Mt.  Kumara  Pillai  will  bo  satisfied  with  these  two  instances.  There  are 
cither  instances  also.

When  I  moved  for  the  grant  lor  that  boring  machine,  I  referred 
to  the  several  uses  to  which  it  could  be  put.  One  of  its  uses,  that  1: 
referred  to,  was  the  prospecting  for  minerals.  After  the  machine  was. 
got  down,  and  soon  after  it  could  be  worked,  it  was  sent  to  Mangaujala 
where  there  was  a  deposit  of  pyrrhotito  which  contains  nickel,  copper, 
and  even  a  small  quantity  of  platinum- 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirityinh't)  :  May  I  know  whether 
the  work  there  was  started  after  the  matter  was  fully  investigated  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  We  investigated  it  as 
far  as  we  could  without  the  boring’  machine. 

Ms.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinkil ):  Who  was  the  officer 
by  whom  the  investigation  was  made  '/ 

Mr.I.C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)'.  Many  officers  investigated 
it.  Mr.  Masilamani  investigated  it ;  I  investigated  it  and  my  assistant, 
also  did  it.  .  - 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimy inkii) ;  What  was  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Masilamani  about  it  ? 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  He  was  so  sanguine 
about  it  that  he  wanted  to  start  mining  operation  there.  ;• 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinkil )■■  Was  it  not  the  opinion 
of  Mr.  Tipper  that  the  mine,  if  worked  out,  would  prove  a  failure  ? 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  I  do  not  know  wheljbf: 
Mr,  Tipper  was  of  that  opinion. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinkil ) :  May  I  know  the  extent 

of  the  deposit  at  Mangamala  ?  ,  . . 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  It  was  just  to  ascertain 
the  extent  of  the  deposit  there  that  we  wanted  to  carry  on  the  boring 
operations.  ’  ,1 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinkil ) :  May  I  know  the  per¬ 
centage  of  the  several  metals  in  the  mineral  that  is  found  there  ? 
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J||R.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  uj  Tmhtstrieti) :  I  have  not  got  the 
figures  with  me  now.  I  have  given  the  figures  in  one  of  my  reports. 

Pyrrhotite  was  found  exposed  in  three  spots  in  that  locality  and  that 
was  why  I  took  the  machine  there. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anibainji-usha) :  What  is  the  material, 
please  ? 

MR.  b  C.  CHACKO  (Director  oj  Industries):  It  is  called  pyrrhotite, 
and  it  contains  nickel,  copper  and  even  a  small  quantity  of  pdatiiuim. 
The  Imperial  Institute  also  suggested  that  it  was  worth  while  to 
ascertain  the  extent  ot  deposit  thorn.  Since  the  rocks  at  Mangamala 
are  igneous  rocks,  it  was  thought  that  the  cheapest  method  of  ascertain* 
ing  the  extent  of  the  deposit,  was  by  boring  holes  in  the  region.  That 
was  why  the  boring  drill  was  taken  to  Mangamala.  I  thought  it  would 
he  better  to  bore  a  hole  at  the  place  which  I  estimated  to  be  the  eastern 
extremity  of  the  deposit.  To  find  out  the  extent  of  the  deposit,  I  thought 
the  best  method  was  to  exclude  the  regions  whore  the  deposits  could 
not  be  found.  If  the  deposit,  as  a  matter  ol'  fact,  extended  at -the  place 
where  I  bored  the  hole,  wo  ought  to  have  been  able  to  find  it  at  the 
fiftieth  feet.  Therefore,  to  assure  myself  that  there,  is  no  deposit  there, 
I  went  up  to  the  hundredth  feet  and  then  askod  the  work  to  bo  stopped. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( OkimyinkU )  In  what  time  was  the 

depth  of  hundred  feet  bored  V 

MR.  I  C.  CHACKO  ( Director  oj  Imluxtries) :  In  about  five  or  six 
months,  I  think.  1  am  not  sure  of  it.  Anyhow,  even  if  it  had 
taken  a  longer  time,  there  are  excuses  for  that.  It  was  the  first  time 
that  our  men  had  been  asked  to  work  a  boring  drill.  They  had  no 
experience  in  the  matter.  Moreover  the  locality  was  very  inconvenient. 
Water  had  to  be  brought  from  a  great  distance.  There  were  all  these 
difficulties.  Therefore,  the  work  should  not  be  judged  by  the  time 
taiien.  Sometimes  the  drills  broke-  This  happens  very  often,  especially 
iri  rocky  regions ;  and  whenever  the  drill  breaks,  a  new  drill  has  to  be 
fitted  in,  and  that  takes  a  long  time. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (A  mi.alopvxha)  :  Did  the  accident,  of 
the  breaking  of  the  drills,  actually  happen  during  the  boring  operations- 
at  JTangainalu  ? 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  ( Director  of  fmimtrm).:  Yes,  such  things  are 
very  usual  in  boring  operations. 

After  the  money  sanctioned  l'or  the  purpose  was  exhausted,  the 
machine  was  taken  to  the  Agricultural  Fruit  Farm  at  Mahaclanapuram 
at  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Agriculture.

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries) :  Does  he  mean  arte- 
sian  well  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChirayinMl): .  Yes. 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries ):  I  will  never  say  that  an 
artesian  well  could  be  found  out  in  that  region.  As  I  have  already 
stated,  the  place  consists  of  igneous  rocks,  and  I  do  not  think  anybody.

Whether,  before  it  was  worked  with  a  view  to  find  out  water,  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  water-supply  in  the  locality  were  investigated,  and  whether  it

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries) :  One  of  the  best 
means  of  finding  out  sources  of  water  is  to  bore  holes  with  the  aid  of  the 
baring  drill.  (Laughter-) 

■  MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (tVdrayinUf) :  So,  without  any 
data,  the  boring  is  done  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  T ml ust,  iex) :  We  hare  data.  We 
knew  that  the  place  consists  of  igneous  rocks  and  that,  therefore,  it 
ffould  not  be  easy  to  get  a  permanent  and  good  source  of  water.

Mr.  I.  C. 'CHACKO  (Viren or  of  Jn-  imtrie  )  :  Yes,  there  was  water 
there,  and  good  water  too.  But  to  get  at  the  source  of  water  we  had 
to  go  down  up  to  the  seventy-fifth  or  the  eightieth  feet.  We  found  that, 
from  such  a  depth,  the  water  would  come  up  to  a  level  of  about  thirty 
feet  below  the  ordinary  ground  level. 

Sir,  there  is  only  one  more  point  which  I  have  to  answer.  Mr, 
Kochukunju  Piliai  asked  mo  about  the  use  to  which  the  lump  allotment 
of  fis.  30,000  for  cottage  industries  had  been  put.  If  reference  is  made 
to  what  the  President  stated,  at  the  time  the  allotment  was  dis¬ 
cussed  by  this  House,  it  will  bo  seen  that  this  allotment  was  provided 
for  new  schemes  that  might  ripen  during  the  course  of  the  year.  Asa 
matter  of  fact,  the  Government  have  been  examining  several  schemes, 
but  have  not  been  satisfied  as  to  tho  adaptability  of  most  of  them.  That 
is-the  reason  why  a  large  portion  of  this  sum  has  not  been  spent.

Mr.  I,  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries) :  A  small  part  of  it  has 
been  spent  on  schemes  which  have  been  considered  by  Government  and 
approved.

RAMAN  MENON  (Mu-relihtm  cum  Ketrliket.jW/h) :  Sir,  I 
brought  this  motion  simply  to  press  upon  the  attention  of  the  House 
and  of  the  Government  the  necessity  for  showing  something  tangible 
to  the  pooplo  in  the  matter  of  industries.  I  find  that  there  are  miscon¬ 
ceptions  among'  some  of  my  friends  about  this  mailer,  1  wish  to  remove 
them.  The  chief  defect  in  all  Indian  Governments,  especially  the 
Travaneore  Government  is,  that  while  the  life  of  the  common  people 
lies  in  one  sphere,  the  lives  of  the  olfcers  of  Government  will 
be  in  quite  a  different  one  and  have  very  little  to  do  with  the  life 
of  the  common  people.  Thorn  is  the  same  defect  in  regal'd  to 
our  Industries  Department  also.  In  other  countries,  the  Industries 
Department  will  concern  itself  with  the  industries  actually  prevalent  in 
the  country  and  will  give  suggestions  to  improve  them,  ill:  that  is  taken 
to  be  the  object  of  our  Industrial  Department  also,  then  wo  can  avoid 
■  groping  in  the  dark.’  The  object  of  the  department  should  be  to  co¬ 
ordinate  its  working  with  the  actual  life  of  the  people,  and  with  the 
several  industries  prevalent  in  the  country,  and  to  see  how  the  .industries 
already  prevalent  in  the  country  could  be  improved.  Educated  men 
who  are  considered  to  be  experts  in  particular  industries,  and  who  con¬ 
stitute  the  Industrial  Department,  ought  to  work  for  the  improvement 
of  industries  'that  have  been  tried  for  ages  and  that  are  prevalent  in  the 
country.  They  must  b<f  in  a  position  to  show  to  the  pooplo  that  they 
are  able  to  make  a  living  out  of  these  industries.  It,  was  with  this  object 
that  I  suggested  to  the  Government  that  these  experts  should  be  given 
some  money  as  loans  and  should  be  asked  to  work  out  some  of  these 
industries  and  to  maintain  themselves  out  of  it,  instead  of  paying 
them  as  Government  servants.  We  all  know  that  Government  ser¬ 
vice  is  paying  and  is  respectable.  Wo  do  riot  want  to  include  these 
industrial  experts  also  along'  with  the  easy-going  Government  servants. 
My  own  view  is  that  these  experts  should  bo  asked  to  maintain  thorn- 
selves  out  of  the  profits  that  they  are  able  to  make  out  of  those  industries, 
It  was  with  that  object  Chat  I  brought  forward  the  motion.

K.  P.  NihAKANTA  PILLAI  (I'ltimi/iiili'l) :  My  friend  should 
understand  there  is  a.  groat  deal  of  diiVoroneo  between  a  subordinate  offi¬ 
cer  and  the  bond  of  a  de|«irtmont. 

MR.K.l.  JOSEPH  it h'lurlul  (-inn  Deri  mill  ■:*) :  Jr  it  not  possible  to 
get  n  person  who  is  ■•.uupel.onl  to  I, n ,|<  after  l-lio  whole  department  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  « 'hinujinkih  :  ( Vrtainly,  we  can  get 
» competent  |*>r*>n  to  manage  all  these  doparlmonts. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  [Miiiifrlill  einii  Vrrirolaui)  :  Is  there  not  a 
need  for  a  capable  man  In  he  in  charge  of  these  departments  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chmininlii)  :  Yes.  It  such  a  com¬ 
petent  man  is  found,  he  will  ho  an  expert  to  manage  the  Industries  and 
the  Agricultural  Departin' 'ids.  When  such  is  the  case,  I  do  not  find 
the  necessity  for  having  a  separate  officer  for tlm  Industries  Department, 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Miirtfltil  cum  Dm  irrlam) :  Does  ho  believe 
that  there  is  at  present  any  such  ollieor  in  the  State  who  is  able  to 
manage  all  these  departments  if  amalgamated  •> 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (('liiraifiuliO  :  I  believe  there  are 
officers  in  this  State.  Even  if  1  do  not  believe,  there  is  no  difficulty  to 
get  a  competent  ollieor  for  that,  provided  the  Cinvernnumt  are  prepared 
to  pay  adequately. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Min  ir/iil  cum  .Drrirola  n)  :  Are  not  these  depart¬ 
ments  in  need  of  special  experts  in  various  subjects? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (('liimi/iiil-il) :  That  is  what  I  meant 
by  experts.  Nothing  prevents  a  man  to  specialise  in  various  matters 
such  as  Industries.  Agriculture  and  production  of  salt. 

.  MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Mi iiurli it  cum  Verier, lam):  Does  he  say  that  wo 
can  get  experts  who  have  specialised  in  all  these  departments  ?  . 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (rhimi/Mil) :  We  have  so-called 
experts  to  control  this  department.  From  the  point  of  view  of  working 
of  these  departments,  I  think  there  is  no  use  of  spending  so  much 
money  on  ‘Direction’  alone.  Whore  several  departments  are  put  under 
a  particular  export,  the  controlling  of  those  departments  will  bo  the 
same  so  far  as  the  people  are  concerned.  Therefore,  my  point  is  that 
we  must  make  all  attempts  to  reduce  expenditure  by  putting  all  these 
departments  under  one  ollieor. 

Mr.  N.  KUMAR  AN  {Nominal  ml) :  Is  he  aware  that  there  is  a  Develop¬ 
ment  .Minister  in  Madras? 

Mr.  K;  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  iOhirm/in/.il)':  Yes,  I  am  aware. 
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Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (No initiated) :  _  Is  he  aware  that  he  is  not  an  expert 
either  in  industry  .or  agriculture  or  in  any  of  the  particular  branches  of 
the  Development  Departments  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (UlnrayinMl) :  He  may  not  be  and  be 
is  not,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  think  there  is  considerable  difference 
between  a  Development  Minister  and  the  head  of  a  department  like  the 
Industries  or  Agriculture. 

Sir,  as  the  range  of  my  speech  is  rather  limited  by  the  ruling  from 
the  Chair,  I  would  only  suggest  that  there  is  no  use  incurring  any  large 
amount  for  the  Industries  Department  under  ‘Direction’  alone.  So,  if 
possible,  the  Government  would  find  out  a  method  for  putting  minor 
departments  which  has  to  spend  ono  or  two  lakhs,  under  one, competent 
officer  so  that  the  separate  existence  of  a  department  like  the  Industries 
Department  under  a  heavily  paid  officer  may  be  avoided.  With  these 
words,  I  move  the  motion. 

MR.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries):  lam  sorry  I  cannot 
accept  Mr.  K.-P.  Nilakanta  Pillai’s  motion.  Ho  bases  his  arguments 
on  economy  and  economy  alone.  But  in  the  administration  of  a  depart¬ 
ment  .or  in  the  various  services  which  the  Government  have  to  .render 
to  the  public,  economy  is  not  the  only  question.  Economy  must  be 
compatible  with  efficiency.  For  the  administration  of  deportments, 
there  are  certain  matters,  there  are  certain  ways  of  thought,  there  are 
certain  subjects  in  which  the  directing  authority  must  be  fairly  Well 
versed.  For  an  administrator,  it  may  not  bo  necessary  that  he  Bliould 
be  an  expert  in  all  these  things.  But  the  head  of  a  technical  department 
must  be  one  who  is  well  versed  at  least  in  the  most  important  of  all  the 
operations  conducted  in  the  department  and  must  be  able  to  co-ordinate 
all  these  different  activities.  It  may  not  be  possible  for  the  head  of  a 
department  comprising  a  large  number  of  isolated,  unconnected  and 
unco-ordinated  subjects  to  bring  them  all  together  under  control. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  Is  the 
Director  of  Industries  at  Madras  an  expert  ? 

Mr.  1.  C,  CHACKO  ( Director  of  Industries ):  No,  he  is  not  an 
expert.  . 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( GhimjinUT ) :  May  I  know  whether 
the  Director  of  Industries  is  of  opinion  that  the  amalgamation  of  some 
of  these,  departments  will  not  he  possible  ?  . 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  That  is  my  opinion. 

Mr.  K .  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( fihertallui ) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
present  Director  has  a  leather  expert  under  him  ?

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  VVicrtu-lla-i)  \  What  doos  he  mean 

by  saying  "within  certain  limits’? 

MR.  1.  C.  CHACKO  ( Director  of  Industries)  :  There  are  certain  limits 
within  which  he  has  to  act  and  beyond  that  lie  has  to  seek  the  advice  of 
the  departmental  heads.

K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (HhertcMai) :  I  have  no  person  in 
mind  when  I  say  all  this.  Prom  Mr.  Chacko’s  own  words,  I  gathered 
that  he  did  not  bring  any  profit  to  the  State  because  his  department  is 
in  an  initial  stage.  In  the  initial  stage,  is  it  not  possible  to  amalgamate 
these  departments  ?  If  such  a  condition  arises,  I  think  then  they  caii 
he  amalgamated.

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries)  :  Now  I  have  only  to 
correct  a  statement.  I  did  not  say  that  the  Industries  Department:  was 
not  of  any  profit  to  the  State. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( MinacMl  cum  Denculam)  :  May  I  know  whe¬ 
ther  the  present  Director  has  got  sufficient  qualification  to  supervise 
the  work  of  other  experts  ? 

Mr.  I.  C.  CHACKO  (Director  of  Industries) :  That  is  rather  ,  a  per¬ 
sonal  question  and  I  do  not  want  to  answer  it. 

MR.  K,  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPlLLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  ■  Sir, 
there  is  a  great  deal  of  confusion  in  the  speeches  of  some  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  about  the  head  of  the  administration  controlling  the  various'  depart¬ 
ments  anil  the  expert  head  controlling  his  department,  .  In  former-times, 
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the  Dewan  Peishkar  was  in  charge  of  various  branches  of  the  admi¬ 
nistration  in  the  country,  for  example,  the  Excise,  Land  Hevenue,  etc. 
In  course  of  time,  tire  activities  of  the  several  departments  were  found 
to  be  very  much  centralised.  As  they  developed,  it  was  necessary  to 
Bring  about  a  decentralisation.  This  kind  of  decentralisation  becomes 
indispensable  for  a  civilised  Government  like  Travaneore. 

The  application  of  the  analogy  of  the  head  of  the  administration  con¬ 
trolling  the  entire  administration  and  deducing  therefrom  that  flic  various 
technical  departments  such  as  Agriculture,  and  Industries — why  not  add 
Engineering  and  Medical  also  -  may  similarly  ho  placed  under  one  And  the 
same  person  is  unsound,  it  was  suggested  the  other  day  that  the  post'of 
the  .Director  of  .Public.  Instruction  might  very  well  be  abolished  and  in  his 
place  a  Secretary  might  he  appointed.  There  are  eompetont  Assistant 
Surgeons  in  the  Medical  Department,  hollowing  the  lino  of  argument 
taken  by  my  friend.  I  may  suggest  Hurt  one  of  them  might  he  appointed 
astheliarbar  Physician  on  a  much  lower  pay.  Similarly,  I  may  say  of 
the  Engineering  Dopartm  cut  also.  What  I  want  to  show  therefore  it) 
that  the  proposition  is  untenable  and  impossible.  Therefore,  I  strongly 
oppose  the  motion. 

■  Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimiiinkib  :  I  was  unable  to 
present  to  the  House  all  the.  aspects  of  the  question  involved  in  tire 
motion.  To  ho  of  any  use,  1  think  it  is  necessary  to  discuss  all  the 
sides  and  aspects  of  the  question.  Therefore  I  would  take  another  op¬ 
portunity  of  discussing  the  subject  by  bringing  forward  a  resolution. 
With  these  few  words,  I  beg  permission  to  withdraw  the  motion.

Mr.  K.  P.  NIUAKANTA  PILLAI  (GhirayiiiMl)  :  Sir,  I  beg  to  move  the 
following  motion  : — 

mi.  To  reduce  the  allotment  of  Be.  10,098  for  Superintuiieimeby 
Be.  1. 

The  object  of  the  motion  is,  firstly,  to  examine  whether  there  is 
any  necessity  for  placing  the  Medical  Department  under  an  Administra¬ 
tive  Board,  and,  socondly,  whether  the  appointment  of  a  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  as  a  non- official  member  of  the  Medical  Board  is  a  thing  which 
could  be  approved  by  this  House.  As  regards  the  first  point,  the 
Medical  Department,  even  though  it  is  an  important  department  from 
the  point  of  view  of  health,  is  an  unimportant  department  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  nature  of  the  routine  work  the  department  has  to  do. 
For  example,  there  is  the  Land  Bevenue  Department,  and  the  Land 
Bevenue  Commissioner  has  to  supervise  the  collection  of  revenue  and 
expenditure  and  to  control  the  various  officers  under  him.  Apart  from 
the  routine  work,  he  has  also  to  sit  as  an  appellate  authority  for  the 
disposal  of  puduval  and  income  tax  cases.  Therefore,  it  would  not  be  an 
exaggeration  if  I  say  that  that  officer  is  an  overworked  officer.  If  there 
is  any  necessity  for  placing  any  department  under  an  Administrative 
Board,  the  Land  Bevenue  Department  comes  first.  In  Madras,  there  is 
the  Bevenue  Board  which  looks  after  the  policy  of  the  Bevenue  Depart¬ 
ment,  even  though  the  functions  are  carried  on  by  the  several  subordi¬ 
nate  officers.  From  this  point  of  view,  I  do  not  think  that  there 
was  any  necessity  for  placing  the  Medical  Department  under  an  Admi¬ 
nistrative  Board. 

Coming  to  the  second  point,  the  Dewan  in  his  Address  :to-  the 
Popular  Assembly  said  that  the  association  of  a  non-official  in  the  work 
of  an  important  department  of  this  State  is  an  innovation.  The,  inno¬ 
vation  is  well  and  good.  But  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Noble  is  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  the  principle  we  were  advocating. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  think  you  must  speak  only  about  the 
general  principle ;  you  must  not  refer  to  personalities. 

Mr.  K.  P.  tIH-AKANTA  PIU-AI  (Chirttyinhil)  :  I  shall  proceed  with¬ 
out  mentioning  the  name.  If  the  demand  raised  by  the  people  that 
non-officials  should  be  associated  with  the  work  of  Government  is 
properly  appreciated  and  acted  upon  by  the  Government,  L.think 
this  is  not  the  kind  of  demand  which  is  made  by  the  non-official  side, 
They  want  to  give  chance  to  Travancore  non-officials  bo  that  they  may 
have  some  vested  interest  in  the  land.  But  here  the  Government  under 
the  pretext  that  they  are  carrying  cut  the  demand  of  the  people  that 
the  non-officials  should  be  associated  with  the  work  of  the  department, 
have  appointed  a  foreigner,  who,  I  must  say,  has  no  vested  interest  in 
the  country-  Further  he  is  a  missionary. 

PljPUl  Y  PRESIDEN!  :  What  has  that  to  do  with  the  question  ? 
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MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  P1LLAI  (< Jhi.ricjinkii) :  The  appointment  of  a 
missionary  to  a  responsible,  place  is  a  thing  which  we  cannot  approve  of. 
He  is  a  paid  agent  of  sonic  institution  to  carry  on  a  particular  kind  of 
work  in  a  particular  direction.  Along  with  that,  he  is  given  a  place  as 
the  non-official  officer  in  a  State  department  from  which  position  he  will 
be  able  to  influence  the.  people  to  a  groat  extent.  That  is  my  point. 
Therefore,  what  I  say  is  that  the  appointment  of  a  non-official  mission¬ 
ary  to  the  Administrative  Board  is  not  in  accordance  with  tho  demand  of 
the  people*  The  people  are  crying  that  non-officials  should  he  taken  in 
the  administrative  work  of  the  Government.  They  are  crying  for 
Travancoreans  to  he  appointed  for  tho  purpose.  If  that  was  the 
principle  which  was  applied  in  the  appointment  to  this  particular  office, 
what  I  say  is  that,  it  is  the  violation  ol  that  principle  that,  is  adopted 
with  regard  to  this  particular  individual.  The  other  aspect  of  the 
question  whether  there  are  (qualified  men  available  to  occupy  that  place 
in  Travancore  is  one  which  I  need  hardly  answer.  There  are  Travan¬ 
coreans  with  the  necessary  qualifications  to  take  up  that  place  and  if 
their  services  were  utilised  I  think  it  would  have  been  cheaper.  Un¬ 
fortunately  it  happens  in  Travancore  that  the  Government  have  some 
sort  of  indifference  or  contompt  for  native  talents.  In  that  respect  also, 
the  appointment  of  this  individual  is  a  thing  which  cannot  bo  approved 
by  the  people. 

■  The  next  point  is  about  the  Government  throwing  doubts  whether 
this  House  would  approve  the  appointment.  Even  the  Deputy  President 
of  this  House  has  his  honorarium  made  votable.  But  the  non-official 
member’s  pay  is  made  nou-votable. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  1  do  not  think  you  are  in  order.  The 
decision  of  the  Government  in  the  matter  is  final. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (ChimyuikiQ  :  But  does  it, in  any 
way  change  the  definition  of  the  word  ‘noil-official’  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  That  may  not  he,  but  the  Government  decide 
the  question  whether  a  particular  item  is  votable  or  non-vokahle. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (C/iintyinMl) :  May  be.  Anyhow,  they 
wanted  to  remove  that  item  from  the  vote  of  the  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  not  in  order,  Section  l(i  (5)  of  the 
Legislative  Council  Itcgulation  says  thus  : 

“If  »uy  i|<icKtiuu  nriHcti  whullirr  any  pruposoil  appropriation  of  revenue  or  luoaoyi 
does  or  (Iobs  not  relate  to  any  matt  nr  not  liable  to  be  votrd  upon  by  the  Council,  the 
deoision  u£  tho  Dowun  shall  bo  fiiiul."

MR.  K,  P,  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chiraymkil) :  I  was  only  discussing, 
the  .policy  of  the  item  being  made  upn-votable.  . 

DEPU 1 Y  TRESIDEN I  :  You  cannot  say  that ;  the-  order  is  final..- 
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MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chircujinkil ) :  I  sent  an  interpolation 
to  the  Secretary  to  the  Council  asking  if  there  was  any  additional  re¬ 
curring  expenditure  on  account  of  this  innovation  of  placing  the 
department  under  ah  administrative  Board.  The  answer  given  to  me 
was  that  the  cost  was  JIs.  28-14  Chs.  10  C. 

MR  R.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (.-Igr.  Fimnaial  Secretary  to  iwoerimieiit)  : 
Per  mensem. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimyinkil) :  Let  it.  be  per  mensem ; 
that  does  not  in  any  wav  improve  matters.  The  total  expenditure  under 
23  A  is  Its.  33,(500  in  1.102,  while  in  110J  it  was  ills.  2, 1,(500,  and,  in 
1100,  it  was  Us.  26,400.  A  sum  of  Rs.  4,000  is  provided  in  the  budget 
for  the  current  year  for  the  uon-oflicial  member.  I  do  nut  know 
whether  it  docs  not  become,  a  part  of  the  expenditure  on  account  of  the 
Administrative  Board.  Therefore,  the  figures  supplied  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  answer  to  my  interpellation  arc  wrong  and  misleading.  With 
regard  to  that  point,  what  I  submit  is  that  the  appointment  of  a  foreign 
missionary  to  a- place  in  the  Board  is  not  a  worthy  thing. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :.  Put  it  as  a  foreigner 

YR.K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chi  my  inkit)  :  Is  he  not  a  foreign 
missionary  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Whether  lie  is  a  missionary  or  not  is  not' the 
question  in  issue  now.  You  may  put  it  as  a  foreigner. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {Chirayinkil)  :  1  submit  to  the  ruling 

of  the  Chair. 

I  have  to  bring  one  more  point  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  ;  that  is,  some  nurses  were  dispensed  with  in  the  General  Hos¬ 
pital  for  violating  the  rule  against  marriage. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (dmbalapuzha) :  The  matter  is ■  not 
quite  clear. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  know  whether  it  is  relevant  here. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkii) :  This  is  a  cut  motion 
under  the  total  allotment.  ;  ■  - 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Under  what  head  V 

Mr,  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {CMrayhnkih :  Under  ‘  Superinten¬ 
dence’. 

.  DEPUTY.  PRESIDENT  ;  But  you  arc  speaking  about  the  establishment 
in  the  General  Hospital. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  Chirayinkil)  :  Is  it  not  relevant. 
Sir?  , 

deputy  President  :  No. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Oiiirciyinkil) :  The  work  of  the  nurses 
is  not  confined  to  the  General  Hospital,  but  it  spreads  over  all  hospitals 
in  the  State.  • 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  can  speak  about  that  under  other  .too* 

Mr,  K,  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkii ): :  I  am  not  directly  com' 
cerned  with  the  nurses.  I  only  want  to  speak  about  the  superintending 
agency  and  the  policy  adopted  towards  the  nurses, 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.-I .mhalapu^hn)  :  The  matter  is  not 
’quite  clear.  The,  words  1  violating  the  rules  of  marriage  ’  are  not  quite 
cten-f-  "(Laughter.) 

MR  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ((.  h  rai/nikil)  :  There  is  a  rule  saying 
that  the  nurses  when  they  are  first  entertained  as  students  should  not 
many  for  a  period  of  live  years,  I  think.  With  regard  to  the  first  hatch 
of  nurses  who  were  trained,  this  rule  was  not  very  strictly  applied.  Now 
the  practice  is  when  the  nurses  are  first  entertained  as  students  they 
have  to  enter  into  a  covenant  to  the  effect  that  they  would  respect  the 
rule  regarding  marriage.  With  regard  to  the  first  hatch,  this  rule  was 
not  strictly  observed  ami  no  covenant  was  taken  from  them  saying  that 
they  will  strictly  act,  up  In  the  rule, 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Is  it,  your  point  that  the  rule  should  not  be 
enforced  ordinarily  ? 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chint.i/iiikil):  No.  But  when  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  not,  insisted  it  in  the  case  of  the  first  hatch  of  nurses  and 
they  have  said  that,  they  need  not  act  up  to  the  rules,  it  is  something 
hard  for— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  How  cun  (here  ho  a  precedent  for  wrong¬ 
doing? 

1  MR .  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  {('himuinkil)  :  Then  the  rules  ought 
to  have  been  changed.  That  would  have  boon  a  hotter  course.  There 
is  the  other  aspect  of  the  question.  I  do  not  understand  why  the  rule 
is  there. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  llmhn.h.j.Hsht)-.  What  is  the  pay  of 
these  nurses  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (('hinu/inlil)  :  From  Rs,  20  upwards. 

MR.K.  K.  THOMAS  (KnUaijnm)  :  Is  there  any  time-limit  for  this 
demand  ? 

.  DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  It  is  nearing  the  time, 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Okinujiuhl) :  I  do  not  know  why  the 
particular  rule  is  there,  Kven  after  the  services  of  some  of  the  nurses 
were  dispensed  with,  some  nurses  were  appointed  who  had  a  certain 
number  of  children  in  the  ( <  oneral  Hospital.  Therefore,  I  should  like  to 
hear  some  explanation  from  the  member  in  charge  as  ■  to  what  was  the 
particular  object  in  enforcing  the  rule  in  some  cases  and  relaxing  It  im 

OfchOi'  CftHOS. 

I  have  to  touch  upon  one  other  point.  1  am  sorry  I  have  to  come: 
to  that  point.  Hut  I  will  he  failing  in  my  duty  to  my  community  if  I 
do  not  speak  about,  that.  The  Medical  Department  is  a  department  in 
which  the  Nairs  have  a  poor  representation.  If  communal  repre¬ 
sentation  is  accepted  as  a  policy  by  the  Government,  I  do  not  know  why 
it  should  not  he  accepted  in  the  Medical  Department.  It  is  a  department 
in  which  the  Nairs  arc  poorly  represented.  Therefore  I  am  of  opinion 
that  more  encouragement  should  be  given  to  the  Nairs  so  far  as  the 
Medical  Department  is  concerned .

K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinldl ):  I  do  not  appreciate 
differences  between  Christians  and  Christians.  Christians  are  properly 
represented  in  the  Medical  Department. 

MR.  TAKIATU  KUNJITOMMAN  (Muvattnpuslia  c.um  Todupvzha) :

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ohimi/mhil ) :  I  will  even  accept  that 
Hindus  are  not  properly  represented  so  far  as  the  Medical  Department  is 
concerned. 

MBs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Serin, 
ces) :  Sir,  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  has  informed  the  House  that  he  has 
brought  forward  this  motion  to  prove  that  there  was  no  necessity  for  the 
formation  of  the.  Administrative  Board.  Before  I  answer  that  point,  I 
would  like  to  ask  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  what  he  meant  by  saying;  that 
the  Medical  Department  was  an  unimportant  department. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chiraginlil )  :  Unimportant  from  the 
point  of  view  of  income.  I  admit  that  from  the  point  of  view  of  health 
it  is  a  most  important  department  in  the  State. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women'*  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices)  :  The  Medical  Department  does  not  profess  to  be  a  paying  de¬ 
partment,  or  a  department  that  brings  in  revenue.  Everybody  knows 
that  Medical  Departments  all  over  the  world  spend  for  the  people  and  do 
not  expect  any  proportionate  return  in  money  valne.  It  is  an  important 
department,  Sir,  and  it  has  got  sufficient  and  very  important  work 
to  do. 

Coming  to  the  necessity  for  the  formation  of  the  Board,  the  Dewan 
in  his  address  to  the  last  Popular  Assembly  has  explained  the  matter 
clearly.  Further,  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  himself  had  interpellated  the 
Government  on  this  very  subject  in  this  Council  and  he  has  been 
answered,  Therefore,  Sir,  I  do  not  think  this  point  needs  any  further 
explanation  from  me. 

Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  referred  to  the  appointment  of  the  non- 
official  member.  Sir,  I  remember  that  in  the  very  first  session  I 
attended  this  House,  a  motion  was  brought  forward  to  discuss  the  j 
desirability  of  forming  a  medical  committee  with  non-officials  for  re¬ 
porting  on  the  work  of  the  hospitals.  The  appointment  of  a  non- 
official  member  on  the  Board  cannot  therefore  be  objected  to  by  this1 
House, 
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MR.K-P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Vhimi/inkil )  :  It  is  not  objected  to. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Womens  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices)  :  It  is  the  personnel  of  tlie  non-official  that  is  objected  to  at 
present.  The  Government,  in  the  best,  interests  of  the  department, 
selected  this  particular  non-official  member,  and  I  can  assure  Mr. 
Nilakanta  Pillai  that  he  holds  his  position  on  the.  Board  purely  as  a 
medical  mail  and  not  as  a  missionary.  I  would' challenge  him  to  point 
out  a  single  instance  in  which  during  the  time  the  Board  has  been 
in  existence  the  nnn-oflicial  member  has  worked  so  as  to  influence 
the  'deportment  in  any  undesirable  way.  On  the  other  hand,  his 
"presence  on  the  Board  has  been  very  helpful. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  { ClriraginUl )  :  Sir,  on  account  of 
the  ruling  from  the  ( 'liaii1,  I  abstained  from  making  any  reference  to- 
this.  Otherwise,  I  would  have  spoken  about  this  matter. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Srnhr  Surge  m,  Women's  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices)  :  1  am  sorry  that  Mr.  A.  1\.  Pillai  is  not  here  to-day  to  give  us 

the  benefit  of  his  opinion  on  the  working  of  the  department.  He  was 
one  of  those  who  pressed  strongly  for  the.  appointment  of  an  officer 
to  look  after  “the  people'’  as  he  called  it.  The  Government  have  now 
'appointed  snob  an  officer  in  the.  person  of  the  Inspecting  Medical 
Officer.  I  am  therefore  surprised,  Sir,  that  this  innovation  is  not 
appreciated  by  Mr.  Nilakanta  I’illa-i.  I  do  not  think  the  extra  ex¬ 
penditure  incurred  on  account  of  the  Board  is  much.  It  is  only 
about  Eh.  iW  per  mensem. 

I  shall  now  try  to  answer  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai’s  question  re¬ 
garding  the  nurses.  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  finds  it  difficult  to  under¬ 
stand  why  the  rule  was  not  applied  to  the  first  batch  of  nurses. 

I  might  toll  him  that,  it  was  to  the  first  hatch  of  nurses  that  the 
rule  was  applied.  I.  was  not  responsible  for  the  framing  of  the  rule. 
The  matter  on  me  up  for  consideration  in  Dr.  Labshmanan’u  time. 
The  first  letter  was  sent,  by  Dr.  1  jakshmimau  to  the  Medical  Officer 
in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  ordering  him  to  dispense  with 
the  services  of  a  nurse  who  had  violated  the  rule.  The  matter 
was  then  referred  to  the  Government  and  finally  settled  only  later.  If 
the  President,  will  kindly  allow  me  a  little  more  time,  I  will  explain 
this  matter  more  fully.  This  is  a  subject,  which  tins  caused  a  good 
deal  of  misunderstanding  and  misapprehension.  .1.  would  therefore 
like  to  explain  it,. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Yes. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior- Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices)  :  The.  work  of  the  nurses  in  hospitals  is  a  very  strenuous  and 
difficult  one.  They  are  posted  for  duty  during  day  and  night  ip 
turn,  Tho  day  duty  nurse  bus  to  come  at  7  a.  m.  and  work  till  5- 
30,  r.  M.  and  the  night  duty  nurse.,  is  on  duty  from  5-30  p.  M.  till 
7  A,  m.  the  next.  day.  When  nursing  patients  in  their  own  houses, 
a  nurse  is  sometimes  called  upon  to  atfend  to  the  patient  during  day 
and  night.  .  . 

VuUX.  N».  11.  r, 
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MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapwha) :  What  is  the  pay 
of  these  nurses  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgemi,  Women's  Medical 
Services) :  The  older  nurses  without  the  special  training  for  two  years 
are  paid  Its.  15  per  mensem  and  a  few  get  Its.  lij.  Before  the  re¬ 
organisation  in  1098  they  were  getting  only  Bs.  12.  The  present 
nurses  who  have  undergone  the  two  years’  training  get  a  scale  of 
Bs.  25-40.  In  the  Women  and  Children's  Hospital,  I  have  14  nurses, 
19  female  warders  and  5  European  nursing  sisters  and  8  midwives, 
Even  with  such  a  stall',  my  experience  during  the  past  10  years  has 
been  that  the  work  I  have  been  able  to  get  out  of  the  ludian  nurses  has 
been  far  from  satisfactory.  There  are  of  course  a  few  who  work  very 
well.  The  reason  far  this  state  of  affairs  is  that  they  are.  mostly  married 
nurses  with  families  to  look  after. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  ( Triravdmm ):  May  I  know  how  many  of  them 
are  married  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Simjcon,  Women's  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices)  :  The  majority  of  them  arc  married.  I  am  referring  to  the  nurses 
who  have  not  undergone,  the  special  training  for  two  years.  When  they 
come  for  night  duty,  we  frequently  find  them  asleep. when  they  are  ex¬ 
pected. to  keep  awake.  Very  often,  they  mislead  the  doctors  with  regard 
to  symptoms  simply  because  they  had  not  noticed  certain  important 
things  as  they  were  too  tired  lo  keep  awake.  Treatment  is  rendered 
very  difficult  if  the  nurse  cannot  ire  relied  upon.  This  is  because  the 
nurses,  being  mostly  married,  are  not  able  to  lake  rest  during 
the  day  like  the  nurses  in  England  and  in  the  large  hospitals  in  India. 
These  poor  women  after  night  duty  have  to  look  after  their  families 
during  the  day.  They  have  to  cook  the  food,  send  the  children  to 
school  and  look  after  the  household  generally.  They  get  very  little 
rest  at  home  with  the  result  that  they  are  too  tired  when  they  come 
to  hospital  for  duty,  whether  during  day  or  night.  Is  it  any  wonder 
therefore  that  their  work  in  the  hospital  is  not  as  satisfactory  as'-might 
bs  if  they  were  free  from’  Household  cares?  Besides,  Sir,  when 
nurses  are  wanted  for  nursing  patient?  in  their  own  homes — 

Mr.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum)  :  May  I  ask  Mrs.  Lmkosa  whether 
it  is  not  possible  to  give  such  women  day  duty  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Swreeni,  Women's  Medical  Ser¬ 
vice s) :  No.  All  of  them  cannot  always  Ire  posted  for  day  duty. 
Other  nurses  will  then  have  to  be  on  night  duty  for  months  toge- 
ther  which  is  very  hard.  Each  nurse  is  given  day  and  night  duty 
in  turns.  There  are  many  instances  where  private  persons  have  been 
put  to  very  great  difficulty  on  account  of  these  nurses.  .When’ a  nurse 
is  sent  to  a  private  house,  it  is  not  an  uncommon  occurrence  for-  her 
to  come  with  the  request  on  the  second  or  third  day,  “my  child  is  ill 
nd  I  must  have  leave.”  In  some  cases,  I  have  had  to  change- as 
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many  as  live  nurses  ni  a  month  lor  :i  single  paUo.nl,.  Tim 
Deputy  President,  himself  has  had  experience  of  the  difference  in  having 
married  and  unmarried  nurses  in  eases  of  long  nursing.  I  know 
several  people  in  this  House,  would  also  testily  to  this.  And  therefore 
having  experienced  this  dilhoulty  for  some  years  and  having  found  that 
these  older  nurses  bad  not  much  of  general  education,  Hr,  Dakshmanan 
decided  to  improve  the  nursing  in  hospitals  by  getting  a  better  type  of 
nurses.  Bo  ho  drew  np  a  scheme  and  with  the  sanction  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment  he  advertised  for  women  possessing  certain  cjnalilit-n tions  to  come  in 
for  training  for  two  years.  ( hie  or  the.  conditions  distinctly  laid  down  was 
that  they  should  not,  marry  for  a  certain  number  of  years.  When  they 
passed,  they  were  to  bo  given  a  scale,  of  Its.  '25-40.  The.  old  nurses  were 
getting  Ks.  I  5  only.  They  were  trained  by  me  for  two  years.  After  they 
passed  out  and  wore  entertained  in  Government  amice,  one  of  them  got, 
married.  The  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital 
informed  Dr.  liakshmanun  of  this  and  he  wrote  to  the  Government  that 
the  scrvicos  of  this  •nurse  should  he  dispensed  with.  This  correspond¬ 
ence  dragged  on  for  months  during  which  period  four  more  nurses  got 
married.  The  services  of  the  names  wlm  get  married  wore,  dispensed 
with  in  accordance  wilh  Government  order  while  T  was  in  charge  of  the 
department. 

In  England  and  in  the  large,  cit  ies  in  India,  only  unmarried  women 
or  widows  are  entertained  as  nurses  in  large  hospitals.  It  is  recognised 
that  married  nurses  with  limited  income  cannot  command  such  con¬ 
veniences  as  will  enable  them  to  discharge  thoir  duties  satisfactorily. 

HR.  C.  P.  KQCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  i  l<<dl,ieakna  cum  Kmmttur) :  Why 

HRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (AY nine  Sa.rwvv,  II'muwY  Medical  Her- 
ilka)  i  The  expenditure  will  he  very  heavy  and  we  will  bo  paying  for 
inefficiency  which  is  nut  desirable. 

HR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  iTrinwdntm  cum  Xcduxaiujad) :  Go¬ 
vernment  prohibit  marriage,  only  for  0  years.  May  1  know  how  it 
improves  the  situation  '! 

HRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Sviyeoii,  Wou-ene  Medical  ,*r- 
vicet)  ;  The  reason  for  this  was  that  nursing  as  a  profession  for  Indian 
women  was  a  new  thing  in  Travaneore.  If  we  hail  prohibited 
marriage  altogether  at  the  beginning,  not  many  girls  would  have  come 
forward  for  admission  info  the  class.  Bn,  it  was  thought  bent  to  prohibit 
marriage  only  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  at  first.  For  the  second 
batch  of  nurses,  we  have  increased  the  period  though  I  must  admit,  even 
this  is  not  a  satisfactory  arrangement.  Girls  as  well  as  thoir  relations 
8re  now  coining  to  realise  that  nursing  is  a  suitable  and  a  noble  pro¬ 
fession  for  educated  girls  and  iu  a  few  years'  time  f  hope  we  will  be  able 
ito  enforce  tile  rule  more  strictly  without  giving  rise  to  much  misunder¬ 
standing. 

Mr.  K.  HADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Tricandmu  cum  Ncduwmjud)  :  Does 
-the -member  mean  to  say  that  Hindus  are  not  taking  up  that  work  ? 
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MRS.  M.  POONP  LUKOSE  (tieuior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical  Seruices); 
No.  I  did  not  say  t-liat.  Hindus  are  taking  to  that  work.  We  have 
several  Hindu  nurses  even  now. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Meduva-ngad)  :  Does 
the  member  admit  that  it  will  be  considered  as  a  social  stigma  if  they 
do  not  get  married  ’/ 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women'*  Medical 
Sen  ices)  :  I  do  not  know  about  that.  If  there  is  any  social  stigma, 
they  will  got  over  it  as  lime  goes  on.  hi  other  countries,  nurses  are 
getting  on  very  well — 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trimmtmm  cum  Nedvcangiul) :  Yes, 

even  Hindus? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  IIW»’*  Medical  Services)-. 

I  know  some  Hindu  nurses  elsewhere  who  are.  working  very  well. 
When  I  was  in  charge  oil  the  department,  I  enquired  of  the  medical 
officers  in  charge  of  the  General  Hospital  about  the  work  of  the  nurses 
after  marriage.  They  complained  to  me  bitterly  about  these  nurses  and 
said  that  they  were  no  better  than  the  older  nurses  who  had  not  as 
much  training.  What  was  the  use.  therefore  of  giving  these  nurses  two 
years’  training  and  a  higher  scale  of  pay  V  I  have  with  me  here 
several  instances  of  the  unsatisfactory  work  of  the  nurse*  after  marriage, 
To  quote  ono  example,  them  was  a  nurse  in  the.  Women  and  Children’s 
Hospital  who  before  her  marriage  was  ono  of  the  best  in  the  hospita’. 
After  marriage,  she  has  had  in  about,  4  years’  time  29  mouth*’  leave  and 
during  the  time  she  attended  the  hospital  her  work  was  very  unsafe-* 
factory.  Hut  for  want  of  time  1  could  quote  several  such  instances. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  C Trivandrum-  cum  Neduvanga-d)  :  May 
1  know  what  the  effect  of  marriage  on  the  Lady  Assistant  Surgeons  is  2 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Wo:nen's  Medical, 
tier eiccs) :  Tlicir  position  is  different.  I  am  really  surprised  that 
a  person  like  Mr.  MadhoVan  I.’illai  should  ask  such  a  question.  Lady 
Assistant  Surgeons  and  Lady  Doctors  including  myself  have  not  to  work 
in  hospital  the  whole  day  or  night.  There,  are  lixed  hours  for  attend¬ 
ance.  But  the  nurses  have  longer  hours  and  sometimes  they  are 
obliged  to  work  both  day  and  night.  Burthor,  T  do  not.  think  that  Mr. 
Madhavan  Dillai  expects  the  nurses  to  command  such  conveniences  as  the 
Lady  Assistant  Surgeons  can  for  the  management  of  their  households. 

1  do  not  think,  Sir,  any  woman  in  whatever  position  has  a  right  to  be 
in  Lrov.crnmcnt  service  if  she  is  not  able  to  discharge  her  duties  satis¬ 
factorily.  I  hope  I  have  made  it  clear  why  the  rule  regarding  marriage 
has  to  be  strictly  enforced.  The  nurses  were  sent  away  not  because 
they  belonged  to  any  particular  community.  A  Christian  nurse  who 
broke  the  rule  was  also  discharged.  In  the  interests  of  efficient  nursing 
and  in  the  interests  of  suffering  humanity  it  is  most  necessary  that  this 
rule  should  be  enforced  in  the  case  of  nurses. 

.  '-MR.  K,.-.P-  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Ghirui/inkil) :  When  a’ nurse  has 
a  largo  number  of  children,  will  it.  not  bo  troublesome  V 
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M.  POONEN  LUXOSE  (Senior  Snr,je„n,  Wo  nun*  Mecliwi 
Services)  :  Yes. 

Sir,  I  would  like  to  add  that,  among  these  nurses,  wo  have  a 
Brahmin  widow  and  a  Christian  widow.  The  rule  does  not  prevent 
them  continuing  as  nurses  so  long  as  they  remain  single. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ' {Sliri-lnll.it.:) :  With  regard  to  the 
appointment  of  the  non-ofiieial  meiuher  outlie  Board,  may  I  know 
whether  he  has  got  any  other  duty  over  and  above  his  duty  as  Medical 
Officer  ? 

MRS.  II.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women'*  Mcdiud 

Services) :  I  do  not  understand  the  member. 

Mr.K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (She.rtallni):  With  regard  to  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  anou-oiUeiul  member  on  the  Board,  may  I  know  whether  he  has 
got  any  other  duty  over  and  above  his  duty  as  medical  officer  on  the 
Administrative  Board  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  ,S argeon,  WomcMs  Media tl 

Services) :  He  is  not  a  full  time  officer  as  he  is  in  charge  of  a  hospital 
at  Nagercoil. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Sheri  Mi i)  :  is  his  duty  here  com¬ 

patible  with  the  duty  thero  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  1  Vomm's  Medical 

Services)  :  It  is  quite  compatible. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  I  do  not  think  you  expect  an  idler  to  bo 
appointed  on  the  Board. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (shcrkiMei)  :  lias  he  not  got  some 
propaganda  work  to  do  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Sm-geon,  li 'omen's  Medical  Sendees): 
He  niay  have  that ;  hut  that  does  not  conflict  with  his  work  on  the 
1  Administrative  Board. 

Mr.  K-  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (HherlalUo) :  Hoes  not  that  duty  imply 
that  he  has  to  exercise  some  amount  of  persuasion  V 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Smior  Surgeon,  Wonen'e  Medical 
Services) :  I  leave  it  to  the  member  to  answer  that  question. 

Mr!  K,  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  I  believe  in  persuading 
oilier  people  to  turn  to  his  side,  he  may  have  to  use  sometimes  arguments 
and  reasons,  and,  if  these  tilings  aro  not  enough,  of  course,  lie  will  have 
to  have  recourse  to  other  means  whereby  lm  can  attract  other  people  to 
Mr  side.  Therefore  1  say  his  duty  is  not  compatible  with  his  duty  as 
an  executive  officer.  "  .  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  are  making  a  speech,  Mr.  Paiiikkur. 

MR.  It!.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai ):  I  am  expiaiuihg  to  the 
member  in  charge —  ' 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  Is  it  your  point  that,-  by  ibeaiis  of  persua¬ 
sion,  he  will  convert  other  members  of  the  -BOikl  to  hit  views? 
(Laughter,) 
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MR ,M.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  C Shertallai ) :  Not  that.  In  so  doing, 
he  will  have  sometimes  to  use  so  many  means  which  are  not  compatible 
with  his  duty  as  a  member  on  the  Board. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  say  all  that  in  your  speech. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  I  wantedto  put  a  ques¬ 
tion  and  I  am  now  explaining  it. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  A  question  is  intended  to  elicit  information 
and  not  to  supply  information. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil )  :  May  I  know  the 
average  amount  of  allowance  drawn  by  the  non-official  member  per 
mensem  ? 

-  MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Mcliml 

Services )  :  Its.  400  per  mensem. 

MR.K.P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)-.  Is  it  not  possible  to 
secure  an  equally  competent  man  in  the  State  service 'l 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical 

Services ) :  I  am  not  aware. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chiraginli ■)  :  Does  she  mean  to  say 
that  there  is  uo  man  with  equal  qualifications  7 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 

Services ') :  I  am  not  aware  whether  there  is  any  man  or  tliere  is  not. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  ’  May  I  know  "from  the 
member  what  she  has  to  say  about  the  representation  of  'Hindus  -in  the 
Medical  Department '! 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Ser¬ 
vices):  I  am  sorry,  Sir,  I  omitted  that  point.  There  has  been  some 
agitation  on  that  matter  in.  certain  quarters.  In  reply  to  that,. I  would 
only  ..say  that  Nairs  are  not  strongly  represented  in  the  .department 
simply  because  in  former  years  they  did  not  comeiorward  in  suehinum- 
bprsior  service  in  the  department  as  they  do  no.w.  In  olden,  days,  it  was 
the  Christians  who,  to  a  large  extent,  availed  themselves,  of, the, opportu¬ 
nities  afforded  by  medical  education,  got  themselves  qualified,  and  sought 
service  in  the  State.  But  now  other  communities  are  coming' forward 
and  we  do  consider  their  claims  also. 

Mr.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum):  Is  the  member  aware  that  wore  . 
than  (3  Hindus,  Nairs  and  others,  applied  for  employment  in  the 
department  and  they  were  all  refused  and  they  had  to  seek  service  in 
British  India  V 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  { Senior  Surgeon,  Women's' ,Mulml 
Services):  During  which  period  7 

MR.  M.  .N.  PJLLAI  ( Trivandrum ) :  Before  6- years.- 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical 
.JS/mim):-:  That  is  ailopg  time  back;  and  I  do  not  Jinow  exactly  what 
'.happened, then,  -.Butl  knowithat  several  Christians  from  Tra.vaneore 
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had  to  seek  service  in  British  India  as  they  could  net  find  employment 
here.  The  claims  of  Nairs  for  appointment  in  the  department  have 
hee»'  considered.  When  I  was  in  charge  of  the  department,.  I  recom¬ 
mended  a  Nair  candidate  for  a  vacancy  for  the  reason  that  hisnommunity 
was  not  sufficiently  represented  in- the  -  department.  In  this  casej  the 
claims  of  Christians  who  were  senior  to  him  in  volunteering  period  were 
passed over.  An  Ezhava  gentleman  was  also  recommended  by  me  for  the 
same  reason.-  Here  also,  the  claims  of  Christians  were  overlooked. 
Nairs  are  not  being  kept  out  of  the  department  at  all.  But  the  dif¬ 
ference  in  numbers  between  the  Nairs  and  Christians  will  take  some 
years  to  he  corrected  because,  we  cannot  get  rid  of  the  Christiana  who 
have' already  been  ill  the  department  mai*y  years,  simply  to  give  a  post 
to  a  Nair.  When  vacancies  arise — and  they  are  not  very  oft'en-^the 
claims  oPpoorly  represented  communities  are  considered.  This  is  what 
we  are  trying  to  do. 

MS\  (i  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR'  (Shertallai) :  May  I  know  whether  there 
are  a  large- number  of  volunteers  in  the- department? 

MRS.-  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  ll'omen’s  Medical 
Services):  Yes,  there  are  several. 

Mt.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  Do^the  Government  pro¬ 
pose  to  make  any  arrangement  for  entertaining  them  ? 

MSs?  life  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior-  Surgeon,  Womens  -  Medical 
Services) :  Yes,  we  are  entertaining  them  as  vacancies  arise.* 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  Are  they  not  turning 
out  a  great  deal'  of  work  in  the  hospitals  every  day  ? 

Mrs.-  M.  POONEN'  LUKOSE  (Senior  Smgeon,  Women's  Medical 
Services)  :  Some  of  them  are  doing  good  work.  But  most  of  them  are 
also  learnings  great  deal  from  the  hospital. 

MR.K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  ■.  Is  it  not  compulsory 
that  they  should  attend  the  hospital  every  day  ? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Wo  ne it’s  Medical 
Services) :  Yes,  if  they  want  to  volunteer,  they  must  attend  regularly. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai)  :  In  that  case,  will  it  not 
be  desirable  to  have  some  allowance  granted  to  them;  as  is  done"  in 
British  India? 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  'Medical 
Services)::  Allowance  is  not  given  to  volunteers  in '’British  "India. 
Qualified  candidates' are  taken  as  honorary  workers  in’  some  hospitals 
where  the  staff  is  limited.'  There  are  also’ some  hospitals  where’  such 
momare  given  small  salaries- for  the  work  they  do  as  House  Surgeons 
and  House  Physicians.  We  have  a  large  number  of  volunteers  and  it 
w>ll.  not.  be  possible  to  pay  them  all.  Further,  they  volunteer  in  the 
majtfMty  of  casesfor their  own  benefit.  They  abe  enabled-thereby  to  beep 
■in  tottchiwrth  .their  profession.  It  is  true  that* 'occasionally,, some  of  the 
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volunteers,  are  helpful  in  the  hospitals  where  owing  to  .exigencies:  of 
service  there  is  a  temporary  shortage  of  hands  in.  a.  particular  institu¬ 
tion  .  But  I" think  that  in  the  majority  of  cases  they  get;  more  out  of 
the  hospital  than  the  department  gets  out  of  them. 

MB.  K.  S IV  ARAM  A  PANIKKAR  ( Shertallai )  :  How  many  medical 
men  were  appointed  in  the  Quilon  Hospital  5  years  back? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  is  it  relevant  ? 

MRS,.  M.  POOJVEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior .  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Sen-ices)  :  I. am  unable  to  give  the  information  as  the  question  is  not 
very  clear. 

’  Mfi.  K.  S IV.  ARAM  A  PANIKKAR  {Shertallai) :  May  I  know  how  many 
are  there  at  present  ? 

M».$.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  {Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Services)  :  At  present  there. are  four; — the- Medical  Officer,  in.  charge  of 
the  institution,  and  three  Assistants. 

MR.  K.SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  {Shertallai) :  May  I  know  how  many 
volunteers  are  there? 

MBS.  ».  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Services):  Three  or  four. 

Mb.  K-  SIYARsAMA  PANIKKAR-  {Shertallai):  Will;  the  member  take  it 
from  me — 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  .  You  may  inform  henin.other  ways,.  I- do  not 
think  you  need  supply  information  to  the  member  now-  , 

Mr.  K-  SIVA.RAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai):  My  intention  is  to  impress 
upon  this  House  that  a  useful  service  is  being,  rendered  by  these 
volunteers.  '  ' 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  You  may  do  that  in  your  speech. 

Mbs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Services) :  I  have  already  stated  that  these  volunteers  do  beljr  us 
occasionally.  But,  I  do.npt  think  they  have  to  be  paid  on  this  account. 

MH„  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ■  (Xova-la) :  May  I  have- the  assurance 

Srm  the.  member  that  in  regard,  to, tire-case-  of  .poor-  Taanilians  even 
qjigh.  the  Government  do  not.  propose  to  gi.ve.  preference  to '  them^ 
DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Will  the  case  of  Tamilians  bea, considered 
whenever  vacancies  arise,  is  that  your  question,  Mr..  SivatanuThilai  ? 

Mr,,  M.  SJVA.TANU  PItLAI  {Taoqlfi)- :  Will  [  baye  the  assurance  that 
the.  cases  of.Taniilians  vyill.  be,  considered  by,  the.  Government ?  .  . 

MffS-  -i  POONEN  LUKOSE  {Senior  Surgeon,  1 f  omens'  'Medical 
Sermons) :  The  case, of  l&miliane  also,  so, far  as  theM^dical Department, 
is  concerned,  has  bpen,  ee)|mderecb 

Mr.  Nk  SIVATANU  uplUiAt  {Zavala) :  Sir, -I  halve  been:  closely 
.  listening,  to.  the.  speech^' Mrs;  Lukose  by  wayhirepliy  to  Mr:  l^ilaldtnte 
.HHlSte’Bvmotieiii  L  appreciate,  very  much  that  significance,.  o£  a>  nOa- 
officiftl  Committee  and  I  am  one  of  those  who  are  persuaded  to  think 
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Hii  there  is  too  much,  in  this  non-official  Committee.  In  this  instance, 
I  must  confess  that  I  have  caught  a  Tartar.  Sir,  my  friend  Mr.  NiUkanta 
filial  was  more  or  less  drawing  a  certain  inference  from  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  and  also,  gave  expression  to  the  probable  eSect  that  it 
wilt  have.  I  may  be  permitted  to  say  a  few  words — 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  P1LLA1  ( Chwayinkil )  :  May  I  tell  the  mem- 
her  that  he  is  proceeding  on  wrong  data?  I  never  drew  any  inference 
from  the  appointment  of  a  foreigner  on  the  Board. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tomla)  :  To  make  my  position  clear,  I 
shall  at  once  say  a  few  words  upon  the  probable  effects  that  the  Board 
will  have.  Sir,  I  come  from  a  place  where  the  non-official  member  also 
has  got  his  permanent  residence  and  I  need  hardly  point  out  to  this 
House  that  I  move  very  closely  with  the  people  there.  I  believe  I  need 
not  go  in  an  indirect  way  to  express  that.  There  is  an  impression  gaining 
ground  very  rapidly,  among  the  people  at  any  rate,  that  this  non-official 
member  has.  been  understood  to  be  a  person  wlio  is  omnipotent  and 
who  is  also— 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Don’t  you  think  it -arises  in  all  cases  where 
non-officials  come  in?  I  think  that  the  same  may  be  said  of  a  member 
on  this  Council  also. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  The  aspect  of  the  question  is 
whether  it  works  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people  or  not.  Of  course, 
it  is  true  that  a  non-official  member  wields  considerable  influence.  All 
that  I  want  to  point  out- is  that  this  impression  is  not  in  the  interests  of 
the  people,  but  in  certain  instances  it  militates  against  the  common 
good  of  the  people.  I  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  a  certain  gentle¬ 
man  belonging— 

•DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  I  do  not  think  we  are  concerned  with  the 
details  of  a  particular  individual  saying  that  he  was  acting  or  was  not 
acting  in  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

•Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (.Tovala):  Anyhow,  an  erroneous  impres¬ 
sion  has  been  created  in  the  minds  of  the  people  that  it  is  not  to  tire 
common  interest  of  the  people  as  a  whole — 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha):  How  does  he  say  that 
it  is  erroneous  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  From  the  Deputy  President’s 
remarks  I  understand  that  it  is  to  be  understood  like  that:  That  is 
why  I  freely  conceded  that  point.  The  member  in  charge  said  in  the 
course  of  her  speech  that  the  explanation  for  the  constitution  of  the  Board 
Was  given  by  the  head  of  the  Administration  in  the  Assembly  Address- 
andin  answer  to  an  interpellation.  But  I  should  very  frankly  say-.that 
the  necessity  for  a  Board  has  not  been  made  out  by  the  Government.: 
I  believe  and  every  member  in  this  House  will  know  that  this  Board  is 
the  outcome  of  the  fickle-mindedness  of  the  Grovernment  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  inability  to  judge  one  way -or  the  other. 

•  >.  Mr.  K.  K;  THOMAS  (. Eotiaymi ) :  Will  the  member  please  explain 
how  the  Government  is  fickle-minded  ? 
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MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  If  the  member  would  be  a  little 
patient,  I  shall  explain.  What  I  mean  to  say  is  that  when  the  represent- 
atives  of  the  people  in  this  House  as  well  as  the  Assembly  have  been  in 
season  and  out  of  season  drawing  the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the 
necessity  for  abolishing  posts,  for  example,  certain  posts  in  the  Engi. 
neering  Department,  or  for  that  matter  in  all  departments  and  also  to  the 
necessit  y  for  the  co-ordination  of  the  Development  Departments  under 
one  head,  when  all  these  things  have  been  engaging  the  serious  atten¬ 
tion  of  the  representatives,  the  people  were  taken  by  surprise  by  the  cre¬ 
ation  of  this  Board.  I  believe  not  even  a  single  individual  who  may  he 
expected  to  be  in  close  touch  with  the  ways  of  Government  affairs  will 
take  it  lightly,  namely  the  constitution  of  this  Board.  That  is  the  first 
ground  for  the  people  to  entertain  the  opinion  that  the  Government  was 
fickle  in  the  matter  of  judging  one  way  or  the  other  whenever  the  so- 
called  communal  agitation  comes  up.  What  I  would  point  out  to 
the  attention  of  this  House  is  this.  Whatever  may  be  the  position  of 
the  Government  in  regard  to  appointment  or  the  necessity  that  might 
arise  as  a  result  of  the  agitation,  I  want  emphatically  to  assert  as  the  re¬ 
presentative  of  the  poor  ryots  that  their  money  ought  not  to  be  squander¬ 
ed  in  this  way.  Next,  I  come  to  the  point  of  a  necessity  for  a  non- 
official  member  on  the  Board.  I  always  associate  the  non-official 
member  on  any  committee  with  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility  in 
him.  I  refuse  to  take  it  in  any  other  light  than  this.  Whenever  a 
member  is  referred  to  as  a  non-official  member,  there  is  the  inevitable 
implication  that  he  is  responsible  to  the  people.  That  is  how  I  under¬ 
stand  it,  and  I  refuse  to  understand  it  in  any  other-light.  I  want  to. know 
which  section  of  the  people  at  large  this  non-official  member  re¬ 
presents.  In  the  first  place,  as  the  President  himself  pointed  out,  .a 
foreigner  has  practically  no  interest  at  all  in  this  State.  Perhaps  out  of 
any  sense  of  humanitarian  inclination  he  may  be  ready  to  look  to  the 
interests  of  the  people  of  Travancore.  But  in  actual  practical  life  we 
never  come  across  any  such  thing.  So,  with  the  above"  remarks, 
I  wish  to  say  and  assert  that  the  people  are  very  much  agitated  about 
the  constitution  of  this  Board  and  the  want  of  necessity  for  such  a 
Board,  consuming  as  it  does  the  general  revenue  of  the  State  derived 
from  the  people. 

Mr.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  .Sir,  the  subject  is 
somewhat  attractive  and  I  fear  I  have  myself  to  stand  up  and  speak  a 
fetv  words  in  connection  with  this  matter.  The  first  question  that  has 
been  mooted  in  the  motion  made  by  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is  the  Admini¬ 
strative  Board  itself.  This  Board  consists  of  three  members  at  present, 
two  officials  and  a  non-official.  The  need  for  the  appointment  of  this 
non-official. is  the  first  question  to  be  considered.  My  own  view  of  the 
situation,  Sir,  is  this.  When  two  officials  were  appointed  to  be  members 
of  the  Board,  the  Government  thought  that  there  would  he  room  for  some 
friction  between  these  officers  and  so  occasion  would  arise- — and  especially 
between  doctors  it  is  said  that  they  uever  agree — (Laughter)  when  the 
question  of  deciding  between  the  different  views  of  these  two  officer  ' 
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would  be  a  problem  for  the  Government  to  consider.  To  avoid  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  all  such  questions,  the  Government  thought  it  better  to 
have  three  people  on  the  Board  since  two  of  the  three  people  would  be 
voting  alike  always. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Ttwala)  :  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether  he  is  speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Government  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA'  PILLAI  (An.balapuzha) :  Let  me  speak  and 
ultimately  he  will  understand  on  whose  behalf  I  am  speaking.  So, '  if 
there  is  a  third  member,  so  far  as  the  Government  are  concerned,  they 
would  never  be  called  upon  to  decide  any  question  with  respect  to  the 
Administrative  Board,  because  there  will  be'  at  least  two  votes  and  at 
least  occasional  unanimity  of  opinion  among  the  three.  It  is  practically 
therefore  a  resignation  of  the  duties  of  the  Government  in  favour  of  the 
Board  that  has  been  achieved  by  its  formation. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPJLLAI  ( Commerce  mid  Industry,  North)  : 
Does  the  member  say  that  if  there  is  only  one  member  as  the  head  of 
the  department,  that  would  also  be  a  resignation  of  the  duties  of  the 
Government  to  him? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.4 mbalapuzha) :  That  is  a  hypo¬ 
thetical  question  and  no  lawyer  can  ever  be  called  upon  to  solve  a 
hypothetical  question.  If  there  are  concrete  points,  then  it  will  be  time 
for  me  to  answer  Mr  Mammen  Mappiilai  and  to  satisfy  his  curiosity. 
Now,  as  it  is,  what  1  consider  is  this.  It  is  really  a  situation  which  the 
Government  think  would  cause  no  more  anxiety  to  them  in  the  matter 
of  deciding  upon  the  course  of  the  administration  of  the  department.  In 
order  to  solve  it  permanently,  they  thought  that  the  best  way  to  get  at  it 
was  to  have  a  third  party  as  a  non-official  on  the  Board.  Probably,  there 
may  be  something  behind  all  that.  But  prima  facie  this  is  what  I  think. 
Tlie  Government  have  resorted  to  this  at  the  cost  of  the  taxpayer  by 
having  a  non-official  on  the  Board. 

The  next  objection  that  has  been  raised  by  Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai  is 
that  he  is  a  foreigner. 

MR.  K.  I,  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Deoieolamj :  May  I  know  from 
the  member  whether  his  conception,  that  it  was  intended  to  do  away 
with  the  difficulty  by  the  Government,  is  based  on  any  facts  or  whether 
it  is  ;  only  the  working  of  his  imagination  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambahpuzha) :  It  is  based,  upon 
facts.  I  do  not  base  many  things  upon  imagination. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam } :  May  I  know  what  the 
special  facts  are  on  which  he  bases  his  opinion  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  The  existence  of 
three  persons,  the  possibility  of  friction  between  them,  all  these  are 
facts.  I  thought  my  friend'  was  listening  to  me.  Probably  he  had  fallen 
asleep.  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  K.  |.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  I  was  following,  my 
friend,  but  I  was  not  able  to  understand  the  relevancy  of  his  point. 
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Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  I  can  only  give  him 
a  reason,  but  I  cannot  supply  him  with  any  other  thing  in  order  thatbe 
may  understand  me- 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Pass  on,  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzhc i.) :  The  second  thing 
that  I  would  point  out  is  that  the  gentleman  is  a  foreigner.  This  is 
equally  a  valid  objection. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (.Minachit  cum  Deoicvlam) :  Does  Mr.  Narayana 
Pillai  object  to  foreigners  being  entertained  in  public  service  ? 

MR.  P.K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Anibalapnzha )  :  Certainly.  So  long  as 
there  are  qualified  Travancoreans,  I  would  strongly  protest  against  the 
appointment  of  any  foreigner  in  the  State.  Certainly  and  decidedly. 

The  third  objection  is  with  respect  to  the  avocation  of  that  gentle¬ 
man  in  other  fields  of  activities.  Sir,  I  am  far  from  suggesting  that  a 
non-official  gentleman  will  utilise  his  position  on  the  Medical  Board  for 
the  purpose  of  advancing  his  own  interests  in  other  fields.  I  am  far 
from  suggesting  that.  All  the  same,  X  am  submitting  that  the  ordinary 
man  is  a  man  endowed  with  some  imagination  also.  When  Sir  Sankaran 
Nair  gave  his  evidence  before  the  Public  Service  Commission  and  main¬ 
tained  that  a  Brahmin  of  the  Pandit  type,  or  rather  a  Hindu  of  the 
Pandit  type  or  a  Mahomedan  of  the  Monivi  type  should  not  be  appointed 
'to  a  post  of  some  responsibility  and  influence,  it  was  not  meant  that  the 
Pandit  or  the  Moulvi  would  behave  himself  in  such  a  fashion  as  to  advance 
his  personal  interests  in  other  walks  of  life.  It  is  a  question  of  the  im¬ 
pression  of  a  sense  of  fairness  in  the  ordinary  man  who  will  have  to  deal 
with  such  an  official.  So,  ,  irrespective  of  the  fact  that  this  particular 
non-official  would  be  scrupulously  observing  the  bounds  and  limits  of  his 
'own  appointment  and  would  certainly  not  take  advantage  of  his  position 
as  such  on  the  Board,  there  is  the  possibility  of  people  enter¬ 
taining  views  with  respect  to  the  position  of  this  gentleman  and  the 
avocation  plied  by  him  in  other  spheres.  In  view  of  that,  I  beg  to  submit 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Board  would  not  carry  the- same 
weight  as  they,  would,  had  this  gentleman  not  been  attached  so  pro¬ 
foundly  in  favour  of  any  particular  line.  It  is  in  that  view' that  the 
objection  has  to  be  taken  into  account  by  the  Government  and  not  that 
the  gentleman  himself  is  ever  suspected  or  even  imagined  to  misbehave. 
That  is  the  third  objection. 

Then,  with  respect  to  the  other  point,  that  is  with  respect  to  the 
marriage  of  these  nurses,  I  have  to  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  House  one 
aspect  of  it.  No  doubt,  Mrs.  Lukose  with  all  vehemence  for  strict  dis¬ 
cipline  and  the  discharge  of  duties  that  entail  on  these  nurses  has  point¬ 
ed  out  that  it  is  much  better  if  they  continue  to  be'  unmarried  during 
service  as  it  will  he  more  to  the  advantage  of  the  department.  That  is 
one  aspect  of  the  matter.  Why  do  we  first  of  all  entertain  the  idea  that 
women  nurses  should  be  employed  in  the  hospital  ?  The  objeot  is  that 
there  is  a  certain  amount  of  tenderness  and  other  characteristics  usually 
•found  associated  with- women  as  such.  If  it  is  a  question  of  the  rigid 
observance  of  duty  alone,  I  fear  men  probably  would  be  much  better^  to 
be  employed  as  nurses,  because  they  can  exclusively  devote  all  their  time 


in  attending  to  the  work  of  the  nurses,  like  picking,  up  bottles  of  medi¬ 
cine  and  handing  them  over  to  the  patients.  All  these  things  can  be 
done  very  well  by  a  man.  But  that  peculiar  charm  and  endearing 
sympathy  is  generally  to  be  expected  from  women;  that  caressing  tend¬ 
erness  inborn  in  women  is  to  be  expected  generally  from  women  alone.  If 
you  concede  that  particular  aspect  of  the  question,  Sir,  it  has  necessarily 
to  follow  that  the  main  characteristic  of  womanhood,  so  far  as  we  are  con¬ 
cerned,  is  their  amenability  to  marriage.  That  makes  the  woman  more  a 
woman.  That  makes  her  more  tender.  That  makes  her  look  with  a  greater 
expanse  of  sympathy  upon  human  life.  And  if  that  is  an  additional  quali¬ 
fication  to  a  woman,  I  beg  to  submit  it  is  such  a  woman  that  has  to  be  pre¬ 
ferred  as  a  nurse,  She  knows  the  pains  and  troubles  inherent  in  human 
beings.  On  the  other  hand,  aji  unmarried  woman  not  exposed  to  the 
troubles  and  cares  in  the  world,  who  rigidly  keeps  on  just  like  the  male 
section  of  our  State,  such  a  woman  may  be  found  not  failing,  so  far  as 
the  appearance  to  be  kept  up  in  the  field  of  the  performance  of 
duties  is  concerned,  but  the  innate  sense  of  attachment  to  human 
beings  might  he  probably  found  wanting  in  such  a  case.  I  do  not 
blame  anybody  in  the  department  for  having  enforced  a  Government 
rule.  I  am  only  bringing  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  not 
to  the  notice  of  the  department  that  the  rule  requires  reconsideration. 
With  these  words,  I  beg  to  resume  my  seat. 

Mr.  M.  N.  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum ) :  Sir,  I  also  support  the  motion  of 
Mr.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  Mrs.  Lukose  has  not  convinced  the  House  about 
the  necessity  for  a  Board  for  the  administration  of  the  Medical 
Department.  I  do  not  see  the  necessity  for  a  foreigner  to  be  enter¬ 
tained  in  the  service,  though  not  permanently  as '  an  advisor  to  the 
'medical  officers  of  this  State.  Becently,  the  Medical  Department  has 
been  separated  into  two  sections,  the  male  section  and  the  female  section, 
and  we  have  two  very  able  persons  in  Dr.  Tampi  and  Mrs.  Lukose 
to  administer  these  sections  and  I  do  not  think  they  are  wanting  in 
capacity,  knowledge  or  ability  to  administer  these  two  sections  of  the 
.Medioal  Department.  If  the  Government  think  that  there  is  the  necessity 
.for  another  person,  they  could  have  very  easily  found  out  a  person  in 
Travancore  to  help  them.  I  do  not  think  there  is  any  necessity  since 
.feese,  two  persons  are  very  competent.  So,  I  strongly  condemn  the 
appointment  of  a  foreigner  and  a  missionary  on  the  Board. 

About  the  appointment  of  Hindus  in  the  Medical  Department, 
we' have  been  questioning  the  Government  for  the  past  several  years 
about  .entertaining  more  Hindus  in  the  department.  This  department 
has  been  a  monopoly  more  or  less  of  Christians  for  the  past  several 
years,  and  I  think  it  is  fair  on  the  part  of  the  Governmentto  give  a  fair 
.proportion  of  the  appointments  to  all  the  Hindus.  I  hope  the  Govern¬ 
ment  would  see  that  they  give  more  encouragement  to  all  the  members 
'  of  the  Hindu  community,  instead  of  sending  them  out  to  seek  appoint- 
iments  ia  the.  British  service  and  elsewhere.  .  .. 

I  may  say  a  word  in  this  connection  about  nurses,  .  I  think  it  will 
be  very  difficult  for  Hindu  nurses  to  remain  unmarried  after  a  certain 
age.  ( Laughter .)  It  would  be  a  very  hard  thing  to  insist  that  Hindu 
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girls  should  remain  for  a  long  time  unmarried.  Moreover,  it  is  against 
their  social  custom.  I  would  request  the  Government  therefore  to  relax 
the  rules  in  regard  to  this  question  and  to  give  them  concessions. 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMNIEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  - 
Is  it  only  in  the  case  of  Hindu  girls  that  remaining  unmarried  is  a 
hard  thing  ? 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum) :  I  speak  of  Hindus,  because  I  do 
not  know  anything  about  the  Christian  community.  :  Speaking  of 
Hindus,  I  say  they  ought  to  get  married.  (Laughter.)  It  is  their  social 
custom.  So  I  would  resquest  the  Government  to  see  that  this  stringent 
rule  is  modified  and  Hindu  nurses,  if  there  are  any,  are  permitted  to 
marry  if  they  get  suitable  matches. 

MR.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kunnatnad) ;  I  move  that  the  question  be 
now  put. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha)  :  What  more  time  have 
we  for  this  demand  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  speak  till  five,  but  all  the  motions 
will  lapse  so  far  as  this  department  is  concerned.  The  motions  relating 
to  the  other  departments  will  also  lapse. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amhalapuehu. )  :  Which  other  depart- 
ments  ?

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MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Sir,  the  Administrative  Board  has  been  brought  into  existence  only 
recently  and  it  is  rather  too  early  for  the  House  to  condemn  the  in¬ 
stitution  altogether.  It  has  had  not  time  either  to  justify  itself  or  to  be 
condemned  by  the  public. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Miiiachil  cum  Devicolam) :  How  much  time 
should  it  take  for  the  public  to  condemn  this  institution  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  {Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
Perhaps  it  is  time  to  condemn  the  Board  according  to  Mr.  Joseph, 
According  to  my  own  view,  nobody  can  lay  down  any  hard  and  fast  rule 
with  regard  to  this.  There  may  bo  circumstances  under  which  the 
people  may  derive  advantages  from  the  Board  and  there  may  be  cir¬ 
cumstances  under  which  the  Board  will  cause  inconvenience  to  in¬ 
dividuals. 

Mr  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala )  :  I  wish  to  know  what  opinion 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  holds  in  regard  to  the  necessity  for  this 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
As  at  present  constituted,  I  think  it  is  very  desirable  that  this  Board 
should  continue  for  some  time  more  before  we  could  say  whether  any 
■  benefit  to  the  people  can  be  derived  from  it. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tor ala)  ;  He  has  not  answered  my 
question. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  cannot  tie  him  down,  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai, 
to  answer  ‘yes’  or  ‘no’. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North): 
The  Board  contains  in  itself  the  germ  of  the  idea  of  the  eventual  separ¬ 
ation  of  the  Medical  Department  into  two  branches,  one  for  men  and  the  . 
other  for  women  and  children.  Taking  this  alone  into  consideration, 

I  think  it  would  be  of  advantage  that  the  institution  is  continued. 

With  regard  to  the  idea  of  Mr.  P.K.  Narayana  Pillai  that  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  have  relegated  their  functions,  because  these  three  persons  can 
decide,  all  questions  among  themselves  without  referring  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment,  I  was  surprised  that  such  a  view  should  have  proceeded  from  Mr. 
Narayana  Pillai. 

Mr,.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalaputha)  :  I  am  not  at  all 
surprised  at  Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai ’s  surprise. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North) : 
I  am  only  speaking  for  myself  and  I  do  not  speak  for  Mr.  Narayana 
Pillai.  I  say  that  I  am  surprised  that  such  a  view  should  have  pro¬ 
ceeded  from  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai.  Each  and  every  department  is  run 
by.  a  single  man,  the  head  of  the  department,  and  there  is  no  reference 
or  quarrel  in  the  superior 'administration.  As  for  the  officers  of  the 
Admimstrative  Board  deciding  matters  among  themselves,  there  are 
certain  rules  regarding  the  matters  which  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Government,  for  example,  the  opening  of  new  hospitals  and  increasing 
the  stock  of  medicines. 
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Mr.  M.  N.  PiLLAI  (.Trivandrum) :  May  I  know  whether  Mr.  Mammen 
Mappillai  will  be  satisfied  if  two  members  who  are  in  service  constitute 
fhe  Board  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPII-LAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North) 

I  am  quite  satisfied  with  the  present  arrangement. 

MR.  K  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Ncdtivangad )  :  Will 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  consent  to  an  Arya  Samajist  being  appointed 
as  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  As 
a  practical  man,  I  may  say  that  the  present  arrangement  is  satisfactory. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PiLLAI  (Trimndurm  cum  Neduvanyad):  May 
I  know  whether  the  missionary  will  not  exercise  his  influence  as  a 
missionary  in  the  department  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce,  and  Industry,  North): 

It  does  not  follow.  I  think  the  missionary  does  not  exist  there  as  a 
missionary,  but  he  only  exists  as  a  Medical  Officer. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandurm  cum  Neduvangad  :  Will 
he  not  continue  the  occupation  of  converting  the  people  into  his  own 
faith  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North )  : 
He  is  sufficiently  enlightened  and  educated  as  to  dissociate  his  activities 
as  a  missionary  from  his  function  on  the  Board, 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)1,  Is  that 
one  of  the  conditions  of  his  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Board?. 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
The  two  functions  must  be  entirely  kept  separate.  Undoubtedly,  that 
must  have  been  the  condition  under  which  he  was  appointed.  It  must 
be  assumed  that  it  is  a  condition  precedent  to  his  appointment. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMrayinkil )  :  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Mammen  Mappillai  welcomes  the  appointment  of  foreigners.? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  : 
When  it  becomes  absolutely  necessary.  Anyhow  the  fact  remains 
that  we  have  got  foreigners  and  we  cannot  get  rid  of  them  altogether. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( CMiciyinlM )  :  Do  you  want  more  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATHANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  What  is  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
Mammen  Mappillai  as  to  the  appointment  of  this  foreigner  as  a  non¬ 
official  member  on  the  Board  ? 

Mr.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  ( Commerce  and  Industry,  North)  :  I 
am  not  prepared  to  drive  out  all  foreigners  even  though  I  have  strong 
objections  to  their  being  appointed.  That  is  no  reason  why  I  should 
condemn  foreigners  .outright.  We  owe  very  much  to  foreigners  and  it 
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is  not  at  all  my  desire  to  condemn  the  appointment  of  foreigners  alto¬ 
gether.  Whenever  we  can  avoid  appointing  a  foreigner,  we  should  do 
so.  But  here  is  a  fact  that  a  Board  has  been  established. and  I  am 
merely  stating  that  it  should  be  given  sufficient  time  — 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovctla) :  May  I  know  whether  Mr. 
Mammen  Mappillai  approves  of  this  particular  instance  ? 

MR.  K.  C.  MAMMEN  MAPPILLAI  (Commerce  and  Industry ,  North) :  I 
have. no  objection  in  regard  to  this  particular  instance.  There  is  no 
perfect  institution  in  the  world.  As  things  now  stand,  I  do  not  see  any 
objection  to  tho  continuance  of  the  Board. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Your  time  is  up. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minach'U  cum  Dceiculunt)  :  1  do  not  find  any 

objection  whatever  as  regards  the  establishment  of  this  Administrative 
Board.  I  should  like  such  innovations  not  only  in  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment,  but  in  other  departments  as  well;  only  they  should  he  carried  out 
successfully. 

:  MR.  K.  S1VARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shcrtallai)  :  Does  he  welcome  the 
additional  expenditure  on  this  item  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  He  has  only  begun  to  speak. 

MR.  K  -  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Demcolani)  :  I  was  saying  that 
under  the  present  conditions  of  Travancore,  it  may  be  commendable  if 
such  Boards  are  established. for  almost  all  the  departments— 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  Even  regardless  of  the 
expenditure. that  it  may  involve? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devioolam ) :  I  will  speak  about 
expenditure  afterwards.  So  far  as  the  work  of  the  heads  of  depart¬ 
ments  is  concerned,  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  that  if  there  are  one  or 
two  persons  to  check  their  activities  they  will  be  really  acting  with  a 
better  sense  of  responsibility.  In  this  particular  case,  tho  appointment 
of  a  non-official  is  commendable  because  we  are  always  observing,  that, 
in  administrative  matters,  the  heads  of  departments  and  other  officials 
are  mostly  inclined  to  act  without  any  sort  of  responsibility,  and  if  non- 
officials  ai'e  also  allowed  to  take  part  in  administrative  matters,  it  will 
only  be  a  connecting  link  between  officials  and  non-officials. 

Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  was  speaking  of  the  additional  expenditure 
that  will  be  incurred.  If  we  view  the  matter  in  a  wider  aspect  and  if  we 
have  the  interests  of  the  people  in  our  hearts,  we  must  agree  with  the 
principle  of  Mr.  Panikkar.  But  considering  the  conditions  of  Travancore, 
I  do  not  think  that  there  is  any  attempt  at  economy  in  the  higher  ranks 
of  service.  If  the  public  and  if  members  like  Mr.  Panikkar  advocate 
the  reduction  of  the  salaries  of  highly  paid  officers,  I  am  sure  that  they 
should  be  in  the  right.  But  I  think  that  so  far  as  the  Administrative 
Board  is  concerned,  the  practical  benefits  that  may  be  derived  will  not 
be  out  of  proportion  to  the  additional  expenditure  that  may  have  to  be 
incurred. 
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MR.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  (SherUdlai):  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Joseph  was  not  of  opinion  that  the  post  of  the  ‘Director  of  Educa¬ 
tion  should  he  abolished  and  that  the  salaries  of  the  Professors  should 
be  reduced  V 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Uinaclnl  cum  Dm  colam)  :  That  was  my 
opinion. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  ( Shcrtallai )  :  Is  that  not  inconsistent 
with  his  present  opinion  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minn-cliil  cum  Dccico/am) :  I  do  not  think  there  - 
is  any  inconsistency-  The  Education  Department  is  different  from 
other  departments.  Even  considering  it  is  otherwise,  I  say  that  so  far 
as  the  Medical  Department,  is  concerned,  there  is  not  much  additional 
expenditure.  There  is  the  additional  expenditure  only  with  respect 
to  the  amount  paid  to  the  non-official  member.  The  other  two  are  offi¬ 
cial  members.  The  post  of  the  Durbar  Physician  has  been  abolished 
and,  instead,  there  are  now  three  officers. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  {Bhe-HaUui):  If  there  is  one  person 
the  bottom  will  be  more  safe. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Miniwhil  oum  Dmcvlunt):  The  sum  saved 
would  be  only  small.  If  any  post  is  to  be  abolished,  it  will  only  be  in 
the  lower  ranks. 

MR.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  (tiherhdkd)  :  What  is  the  small 
amount  that  he  is  referring  to  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Mimvhil  cum  DcmooUm) :  It  depends  upon  the 
pay  of  the  officers. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  {Hhcrlalhd)  :  Does  he  advocate  the 
principle  enunciated  in  the  motion  '! 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minach-il  cum  Deoicolaiit)  :  As  regards  the  prin¬ 
ciple,  I  say  that  there  will  bo  more  efficiency  if  the  matter  is  entrusted 
to  the  Board.  Even  at  the  expense  of  some  amount  of  money,  I  advo¬ 
cate  the  present  arrangement  because  efficiency  as  well  as  the  interest 
of  the  public  is  at  once  ensured  by  this  arrangement. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAIWA  PANIKKAR  t ShertaUai ) :  May  I  know  whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  even  before  this  Board  was  constituted  this  de¬ 
partment  was  efficiently  managed  by  the  member  in  charge,  now  here? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Panibkar,  you  may  question  him  to  elicit 
more  information.  If  the  members  of  opposite  views  are  cross-examined, 
the  whole  time  will  be  wasted. 

MR,  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chimyinkil ):  May  I  know  whether 
Mr.  Joseph  advocates  the  principle  of  the  appointment  of  foreigners  in 
other  departments  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Miumhil  cum  Devicolam ) :  I  support  the  prin¬ 
ciple  that  is  involved  in  the  motion.  -  ,  ,  : 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  have  got  one  minute  more. 


MR.  K.  I,  JOSEPH  (Minachil  turn  Deeicula-m) :  Bo  far  as  individuals 
are  concerned,  I  do  not  find  anything  objectionable  in  the  appointment 
of  foreigners.  But  as  regards  the  question  of  Mr.  K.  P.Nilakanta  Pillai, 
if  one  closely  watches  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  one  will  be  inclin¬ 
ed  to  think  that  foreigners  are  better  even  though  I  do  not  say  that  I 
myself  am  advocating  such  a  thing. 

IWr.G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli):  I  agl.ee 
with  the  statement  made  by  Mrs.  Lukose  that  the  Medical  Department 
is  a  very  important  one.  It  deals  with  matters  of  life  and  death.  So, 
it  is  certainly  a.  very  important  •department.  But  the  question  here  is 
whether  the  determination  of  the  policy  of  the  department  is  after  all 
a  very  complicated  affair.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  so.  Certainly, 
the  Medical  Department  deals  with,  the  relief  of  human  suffering.  The 
complication  lies  only  in  the  way  in  which  the  treatment  is  admini¬ 
stered.  It  is  the  work  of  the  Doctors  that  is  complicated.  They  have 
to  diagnose  the  disease  and  apply  the  proper  remedy.  Diseases  and 
their  treatment  are  complicated  matters.  But  it  seems  to  rue  that  the 
determination  of  the  policy  of  the  department  is  a  very  simple  matter. 
My  own  view  is  that,  in  the  appointment  of  this  Board,  the  Government 
have  begun  at  the  wrong  end.  If  the  Government  wanted  to  constitute 
Administrative  Boards,  they  ought  to  have  begun  with  the  General 
Administration.  There,  matters  are  certainly  complicated.  I  do  not 
think  there  is  any  complication  in  the  determination  of  the  policy  of  the 
Medical  Department.  That  is  my  only  objection  with  regard  to  that 
matter.  All  the  same,  I  welcome  the  association  of  non-officials  in  the 
administration  of  all  Government  departments.  My  only  objection  is, 
as  I  have  already  stated,  that  the  Government  have  begun  at  the  wrong- 
end.  When  the  people  asked  for  greater  association  with  the  Govern¬ 
ment  in  the  administration  of  the  several  departments,  their  wishes 
wore  acceded  to  only  in  this  particular  case  and  that  in  an  undesirable, 
way.  So  far  as  I  know,  the  demand  of  the  people  was  that  their  repre¬ 
sentatives  should  be  associated  in  the  administration  of  the  several 
departments  and  not  that  the.  Government  should  appoint  whomsoever 
they  like.  (Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  Hear,  hear.) 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  {Minachil  cum  Devicoh-w) :  How  is  a  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  people  to  he  elected  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  The  Council  may  elect  a  representative. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  {Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  .  The  non¬ 
official  representative  chosen  by  the  Government  should  have  been  one 
of  the  representatives  of  the  people,  or  at  least  one  whose  appointment 
has  been  approved  of  by  the  people.  I  am  not  at  all  against  the  appo¬ 
intment  of  a  European  provided  his  appointment  is  approved  of  by  the 
representatives  of  the  people.  In  this  matter  of  the  determination  of 
the  policy  of  the  department,  I  think,  even  non-medical  men,  provided 
they  represent  public  opinion  and  would  serve  public  interests,  could  be 
associated  with  the  Government. 


x  also  wish  to  say  a  few  words  ion  the  question  of  marriage  of  nurses 
(Laughter-)  It  was  stated  that  the  nurses  should  remain  unmarried 
for  five  years.  If  their  marriage  is  objectionable  for  five  years,  I  do  not 
see  how'it  ceases  to  be  objectionable  afterwards.  As  Mr.  Narayana 
pillai  observed,  I  think  most  patients  are  likely  to  prefer  the  attendance 
of  staid  anti  experienced  married  ladies  as  nurses  than  that  of  flighty 
unmarried  girls.  (Laughter.)  Probably,,  that  is  a  matter  better 
Inown  to  medical  men  and  women.  My  only  point  is  that,  if  marriage 
is  objectionable  during  the  first  five  years,  I  do  not  see  how  it  could  be 
tolerated  afterwards.  There  is  no  sense  in  that.  I  join  with  Mr.  P.  K. 
Narayana  Pillai  in  saying  that  the  rule  needs  modification.  Of  course, 
these  nuL'ses  should  attend  to  their  duties.  If  it  is  found,  in  the  case  of 
particular  nurses,  that  their  marriage  stands  in  the  way  of  the  proper 
discharge  of  their  duties,  tho  services  of  such  nurses  might  be. dispensed 
with. 

NiR.K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Hhcrtallai) :  Sir,  we  have  been  all 
along  fighting  for  retrenchment  to  be  effected  wherever  possible. 
Here  is  a  tangible  instance,  in  which  the  Government,  instead  of  effecting 
retrenchment,  have  incurred  additional  expenditure  by  the  institution  of 
tie  Administrative  Board.  The  necessity  for  the  establishment  cf  a  Board 
of  this  kind  has  not  been  established  by  the  Government.  The  member 
in  charge  of  this  department,  while  she  was  replying  the  mover,  seems 
to  have  made  pointed  reference  to  the  speech  made  by  the  Dewan  and 
to  the  answer  given  to  the  interpellation  of  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai. 
We  have  not  been  supplied  with  these  papers,  and,  therefore,  we  are 
notin  a  position  to  say  anything  in  regard  to  what  is  .stated  in  these 
papers.  I  may  however  say  that  the  necessity  for  the  constitution  of 
such  a  Board  has  not  been  established  by  the  Government. 

This  is  a  department,  Sir,  which  one  man  has  been  managing  with- 
out  room  for  any  complaint.  It  was  with  profound  enthusiasm  that  the 
people  of  the  country  welcomed  the  member  in  charge  of  this  de¬ 
partment  as  the  Durbar  Physician.  {Sear,  hear.)  It  is  not  with  any 
personal  interest  that  I  am  saying  this.  It  is  only  in  the  interest  of  the 
country  that  I  am  now  speaking.  Whatever  could  be  done  by  one 
person  should  certainly  be  allowed  to  be  done  by  one  person.  That 
ought  to  be  the  principle.  The  special  object  of  the  Government  in  esta¬ 
blishing  a  Board  of  this  sort  is  not  at  all  clear.  I  do  not  care  very  much 
whether  the  non-official  member  on  the  Board  is  a  foreigner  or  a  Tra- 
vancorean.  My  only  point  is  that,  as  my  friend  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai 
pointed  out,  so  long  as  the  member  is  not  responsible  to  the  people, .  he 
cannot  be  considered  to  he  a  non-official.  He  should  also  be  classed 
along  with  the  officials.  I  strongly  object  to  the  policy  of  the  Government 
in  appointing  a  non-official  gentleman  who  has  got  several  other  respon¬ 
sible  duties  to  attend  to,  over  and  above  his  work  on  the  Board.  His 
other  works  may  not  be  compatib'e  with  his  duties  asan  Executive 
Officer  on  the  Board,  and  the  reasons  for  nay  argument  have  been  very 
ably  referred  to  by  my  revered  teacher  Mr.  P.  XL  Narayana  Pillai.  I, 
therefore,  do  not  want  to  dilate  upon  that.  I  would  object  to-  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  an  Arya  Samajist  also.  Because,  the  non-official  member, 
who  is  appointed  to  sit  on  the  Board  should  not  have  any  other  interest 
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in  the  country.  His  only  interest  should  be  tlie  interest  of  the  country. 
That  is  why  I  said  that  I  have  no  objection  even  to  the  appointment  of 
a  foreigner  provided  he  cares  for  the  interest  of  our  country.  There  are 
examples  of  foreigners  serving  our  country  now  who  try  their  level 
best  to  promote  the  country's  cause.  They  are  tangible  instances  which 
show  that  even  foreigners  could  very  well  be  appointed  if  only  we  are 
assured  that  they  would  promote  the  country’s  cause.  But  here  is  an 
instance  where  the  non-official  member  has  other  duties  to  attend  to  and 
cannot,  therefore,  work  for  the  country’s  cause. 

UR.  K.  I-  JOSEPH  (Mina-cJiil  enm  Derieohmi)  :  May  i  know  what 
his  other  duties  are  ? 

MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PAN1KKAR  (ShcrUtUm)  :  I  refer  to  his  duties  is  a 
missionary. 

Then,  with  regard  to  the  other  point,  about  the  want;  of  represent¬ 
ation  of  the  Hindus  and  Catholics  in  this  department,  although  I  am  not 
for  communal  representation  niyself,  since  the  other  members  seem  to 
urge  the  necessity  for  communal  representation,  I  too,  as  a  member  of 
the  community  to  which  I  belong  and  also  as  a ,  follower  of  the  ancient, 
religion. to  which  I  belong,  wish  to  uphold  the  cause,  of  my  community 
and  of  my  religion  as  well.  I  also  extend  my  sympathy  towards  the 
Catholics. 

Mr.  C.  P.  TARAKAN  (Kuunainnd) :  What  about  the  Jacobites'? 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (HhcriaUai)  ■  If  they  are  unrepre¬ 
sented,  I  have  no  objection  to  extend  my  sympathy  to  them  also.  But" 
I  do  not  know  whether  they  are  unrepresented  or  not. 

Therefore,  in  making  future  appointments  in  the  department,  I  re¬ 
quest  the  member  in  charge  of  the  department  and  also  the  Govern¬ 
ment  to  give  preference  to  the  claims  of  volunteers  belonging  to  the. un¬ 
represented  communities  over  and  above  the  period  for  which  they  have 
served  as  volunteers. 

With  regard  to  the  nurses,  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  anything 
now.  When  I  heard  the  official  member  in.  charge  of  the  department, 

I  was  perfectly  satisfied  with  the  explanation  and  it  was  very  very  con¬ 
vincing.  But  when  I  heard  Mr.  P,  K.  Narayana  Pillai,  I  first  wavered 
a  little,  and  now  I  aro  more  inclined  to  agree  with  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana 
Pillai’s  view  on  .the  matter  than  with  that  of  the  official  member.  Any¬ 
how,  Sir,  I  think  the  rule  has  to  be  modified.  After  five  years  of  their 
service,  it  would  be  very  difficult  for  them  to  get  husbands,  since  they 
would  have,  by  that  time,  reached  their  twenty-fourth  or  twenty-fifth 
year  of  age.  {Laughter.)  I  request  the  Government  to  relax  that 
rule. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Min'aelvil  cum  'Bmcalam) :  When  there  are 
so  many  complaints  regarding  the  communal  partiality  of  the  heads' 6f 
departments,  is  it  not  better  that  the  administration  of,  and’ the  appoint- 
ments  to,  the  department  'are  left  to  a  Board  rather  than  to  a  single 
individual? 
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MR.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai) :  lam  not  convinced  that 
any  communal  partiality  is  being  shown  by  the  heads  of  departments. 

MR.K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam):  My  question  is 
about  the  complaints  against  communal  partiality  shown  by  the  heads  of 
departments. 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai):  .1  do  not  think  there  is 
any  complaint  about  communal  partiality.  The  agitation  is  only  for 
adequate  communal  representation. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  :  Were  there  not  com- 
■  plaints  about  communal  partiality  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  has  already  told  you  that,  according  to 
him,  there  was  no  complaint  about  communal  partiality.  You  will  have 
to  take  his  word  for  it,  that  is  all.  You  cannot  convert  him  to  your 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mmachil  cum  Devicolam ):  Is  it  not  better,  on 
principle,  to  have  a  Board  instead  of  one  individual  ? 

Mr.  K.  SIVARAMA  PANIKKAR  (Shertallai):  I  object  to  ^constitu¬ 
tion  of  a  Board  on  the  ground  that  it  involves  additional  expenditure. 
On  principle,  additional  expenditure  should  not  be  tolerated.  I,  there¬ 
fore,  object  to  the  constitution  of  the  Board,  on  principle.  I  have 
clearly  stated  this  already. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Mr.  Joseph,  what  is  the  use  of  questioning 
him.  He  has  already  told  you  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  expendi¬ 
ture  and  that  therefore  he  is  against  it.  You  are  not  seeking  any  infor¬ 
mation  from  him.  The  information  regarding  the  increase  in  the  ex¬ 
penditure  has  already  been  given. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Sir,  I  wish  to 
speak  a  few  words  in  justification  of  the  creation  of  the  Administrative 
Board,  Medical  Services.  The  Dewan,  in  his  last  yearis  Assembly 
Address,  has  clearly  stated  the  object  of  the  Government  in  constituting 
the  Board.  The  reasons  were  also  given  in  the  reply  to  the  interpel¬ 
lation  by  Mr.  K.  P.  Nilakanta  Pillai.  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  said  that 
he  was  not  in  a  position  to  say  anything  on  these  matters  since  the 
Dewan’s  Assembly  Address  and  the  answer  to  the  interpellation '  were 
Hot  with  him.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they  were  supplied  to  the  members 
of  this  House,  and  it  is  not  the  fauit  of  the  Government  if  Mr.  Sivarama 
Panikkar  did  not  get  them. 

Sir,  we  all  remember  that  there  have  been  repeated  complaints  in 
this  House  itself  about  the  inadequate  touring  work'  of  the  Darbar 
Physician. 

•Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambala$uisha) :  Was  it  ever  admitted 
by  the  Government  that  there  was  inadequacy  in  the  matter  of  .touring 
by  the  D.arbar  Physician  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  I  merely  stated 
that  there  were  complaints.  The  statistics  furnished  might  perhaps 
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sho-w  that  the  touring  work  of  the  Darbar  Physician  was  not  adequate 
enough.  I  do  not  at  present  remember  whether  the  Government 
accepted  it  or  not. 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  May  I  know  who  made  the  com¬ 
plaint  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  As  I  have 
already  stated,  complaints  were  made  in  this  House  itself, 

The  Dai’bar  Physician  of  the  olden  days,  Sir,  had  a  dual  function. 
Very  often,  he  had  to  be  in  Trivandrum  in  connection  with  his  duty  of 
attending  on  the  members  of  the  Boyal  Family.  He  had  also  to  admi¬ 
nister  the  department,  for  which  work  he  has  to  be  circuiting  as  much 
as  possible.  It  was  found  that  one  person  was  not  able  to  meet  both 
these  requirements  satisfactorily.  Naturally,  the  inspection  work  suf¬ 
fered  to  some  extent.  That  was  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  Government 
appointed  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  whose  main  function  is  to 
inspect  the  several  hospitals  in  the  State.  I  am  glad  to  say  .  that,  after 
the  appointment  of  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer,  the  number  of 
inspections  has  considerably  increased.  It  is,  therefore,  clear  that  the 
inspectional  control  now  exercised  by  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  is 
far  greater  than  the  control  exercised  by  the  Darbar  Physician  of,  the 
olden  days.  That  is  a  justification  for  the  appointment  of  the  Inspecting 
Medical  Officer. 

MR,  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  the 
deficiency  in  the  touring  work  Was  alone  responsible  for  the  constitution 
of  the  Medical  Board  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  only  said  that 
that  was  one  of  the  reasons  which  induced  the  Government  to  constitute 
the  Board. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala)  ;  May  I  know- whether  the 
member  is  aware  that  the  reply  given  by  the  Darbar  Physician  last  year 
in  regard  to  the  complaints  about -the  inadequacy  of  touring  work,  was 
found  to  be  most  satisfactory  by  this  House  ?  . 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  How  can  you  say,  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai,’ whe¬ 
ther  the  reply  given  by  the  Darbar  Physician  last  year  was  satisfactory 
to  the  House  or  not  ? 

,  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  That  could  be  seen  from  the 
result  of  the  motion.  .  , 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Komimi-tetJ) :  Had  not  the  Darbar  Physician 
promised  last  time  that  she  would  do  her  best  in  the  matter  of  touring  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Gh'ef  secretary  to  Government):  I  am  not  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  promise  that  might  have  been  made  by  the  Darbar 
Physician  in  past  years.  The  Darbar  Physician  did  as  much  touring 
work  as  was  possible ;  but  his  two-fold  duties  of  attending  on  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Boyal  family  and  of  inspecting  the  several  hospitals  through¬ 
out  the  State  could  not  be  performed  to  the  extent  desirable.  That  is 
my  point. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  May  I  know  from  the  member 
whether,  to  make  up  the  deficiency’in  the  matter  of  touring,  it,  would 
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not  have  been  enough  if  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  had  been  appoint- 
ed  to-do  this  work  alone,  instead  of  constituting  a  Board  like  the  one 
that  we  have  at  present  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Govern  uent):  I  am  coming  to 
the  other  reasons  which  necessitated  the  constitution  of  the  Board, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PIILAI  (Quilon) :  Who  is 
now  attending  to  the  medical  needs  of  the  Royal  Family  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  One  of  the 
members  of  the  Board. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Quilon) :  May  I 
know  which. is  the  member  of  the  Board  that  is  now  attending.. on  the 
Boyal  Family  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)1.  The  Senior 
Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Women's  Medical  Services. 

Another  reason  which  weighed  with  the  Government  in  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Board  has  also  been  explained  by  the  Dewan.  This 
was  what  he  said  : — 

11  Furthermore,  thoro  is  no  (liBgiiising  the  faot  that  the  medioal  aid  to  women  and 
children  is  not  as  oxtonded  or  as  organised  as  it  might  be.” 

Therefore,  in  constituting  the  Board,  the  Government  first  of  all 
decided  to  have  three  members,  two  of  them  being  officials.  Of  them, 
one  was  to  be  an  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  going  round  the  country 
and  inspecting  the  various  medical  institutions  and  the  other  to  be  in  sole 
charge  of  the  medical  aid  to  the  women  and  children  in  the  State. 

■Mr,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalaynizha).:  May  I  know  who 
decides  the  sufficiency  of  the  inspecting  work  of  that  particular  officer  ? 
Is  it  the  Board  or  the  Government  ? 

,  Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {.Chief  Secretary  to  Government)'.  The  Inspect¬ 
ing  Officer  makes  a  report  of  his  work  and  that  report  is  placed  before 
the  Board.  The  report  then  comes  up  to  the  Government  also. 

.Mr.  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Amibalapuzha) :  Has  the  Board  any 
voice  in  the  matter  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  report  is 
placed  before  the  Board.  The  members  of  the  Board  can  go  through  it 
and  express  their  opinion  on  it. 

Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Nedwangad):  Is  it 
open  to  the  Board  to  express  an  opinion  that  the  inspection  work  was 
not  satisfactory  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  don’t  believe 
the  Board  ever  does  that. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN.  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Nedmmgad ):  Is  it 
open  to  the  Board  to  suggest  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  Let  the  question 
arise.  Then  alone  need  the  question  be  decided. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalapmha)  ■  There*’ is  nothing  in 
the  rules  to  that  effect. 
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IWr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  The  second 
officer  was  the  Surgeon  in  charge  of  the  Women  and  Children’s  Hos¬ 
pital.  The  idea  was  to  constitute  a  separate  woman’s  service  and  to 
appoint  a  person  as  the  head  of  that  branch.  Besides  these  two 
reasons,  it  was  thought  desirable  to  have  a  non-official  on  the  Board. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  after  the  constitution  of  the  Board,  I  find  that  the 
Government  have  found  great  help  from  it  in  the  matter  of  expert 
opinion. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLA1  ( GUrayinHl )  :  Has  the  Board  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  expert  opinion? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Yes,  it  has. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (GhirayinJcil)  :  Has  not  the  Board 
to  decide  the  policy  of  the  department  as  a  whole  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  When  I  am 
speaking  of  expert  opinion,  I  am  speaking  of  matters  in  which  the 
Government  would  be  greatly  helped  if  they  were  furnished  such, 
opinion.  Suppose  a  big  scheme  is  presented  by  the  Sanitary  Commis¬ 
sioner  to  the  Government.  At  present,  the  Government  consult,  the 
Board  about  the  reasonableness  and  the  advantages  of  the  scheme.  I 
am  sure,  it  will  be  admitted  that  an  expression  of  opinion  by  a  number 
of  experts  is  decidedly  better  than  the  expression  of  opinion  by  a' single 
individual  even  though  he  may  be  an  expert  himself. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)':  Is  .the 
position  of  Sanitary  Commissioner  one  of  subordination  to  the  Board  ? ' 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ■■  No,  He  is  in¬ 
dependent  of  the  Board. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  How 
then  are  his  schemes  placed  before  the  Board  ?  ... 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )•:  The  Sanitary 
Commissioner  would  only  submit  his  scheme  to  the  Government.  But 
the  Government  in  such  matters  might  refer  the  scheme  to  the  Board. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)-..  May  I  know  what  is  the  spe¬ 
cial  qualification  the  present  non-official  member  has  to  give  an  expert 
opinion  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  He  has  the  ne-  : 
cessary  qualifications.  ... 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  I  want  to  know  whether  any 
special  qualification  is  wanted  for  giving  an  expert  opinion  ?  -  -  ■ 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  He  must  be  a  medical  man. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  believe  the  " 
present  non-official  member  holds  a  medical  degree. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Sir,— 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvmgad) :  1$  that 
(qualification  registerable  in  England  ? 
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PEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Mr.  Madhavan  Pillai,  you  are  out  of  order. 
jCr.  Sivatanu .Pillai  has  put  a  question  which  has  not  been  answered. 

'  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  I  want  to  know  from  the  Chief 
Secretary,  whether  the  non-official  member  on  the  Board  is  competent 
{ogive  aii  expert  opinion  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  do  not  want  to 
discuss  personal  matters. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  I  want  to  know  whether  he  has 
got  technical  qualifications  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  ascertain  that  by  means  of  an  inter¬ 
pellation. 

MB.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ).:  Is  that 
qualification  registerable  in  England  or  in  India? 

MB.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  do  not  want 
to  discuss  personal  matters. 

MB,  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  But’ 
can't  the  member  say  about  the  qualification  of  the  person  ?  He  may 
mention  the  name  of  the  degree  he  possesses.  That  would  suffice. 

MR.  K  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  So  far  as  it  re¬ 
lates  to  a  particular  person,  I  regret  I  cannot  reply. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  He 
gaid  that  the  Government  have  associated  a  non-official  member  to  form 
the  Board  with  a  view —  . • 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  says  he  cannot  reply. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  As  I  said,  the 
Government  are  greatly  helped  in  the  matter  of  getting  expert  opinion 
on  medical  and  sanitary  matters.  ... 

MR  C.  P.  KOCHUKUNJU  PILLAI  (Kottarakara  cum  Kunnattur) :  Was 
the'present  incumbent,  i.  e.,  the  non-official  member  on  the  Board,  an 
applicant  for  the  post  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Not  at  all. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ):  Have  the  Govern¬ 
ment  ever  tried  to  get  opinion  from  two  experts  in  State  service  before 
they  can  say  that  they  now  get  greater  assistance  without  having  tried  . 
particular  officers  in  the  State  ?  .  •  •  • 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  I  suppose  .it 
will  be  conceded  that  in  a  committee  it  will  be  convenient  for  the  mem¬ 
bers  to  consult  each  other.  There  can  be  no  room  for  any  resentment. 
On  the  other  hand,  if  there  is  no  Board,  and.  if  there  is  a  single  head  in 
charge  of  a.  department,  he  will  naturally  resent  if  his  schemes  are  placed 
before  another  person.  If  a  committee  were  to  decide,  I  do  not  think 
such  difficulties  would  arise. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  May  I 
know  whether  the  Board  is  consulted  with  regard  to  the  Sanitary  Com¬ 
missioner’s  schemes  ? 
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MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  :  He  writes  only 
to  the  Government  and  if  they  want  further  opinion  on  any  matter, 
they  call  for  the  opinion  of  the  Board  on  such  schemes.  1 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAl  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  "So,  the 
Government  place  his  schemes  for  the  criticism  of  the  Hoard  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  Yes.  Why  not? 
Further,  his  schemes  are  referred  to  a  Board  of  experts. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAl  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad) :  Is  not 
the  Sanitary  Commissioner  an  expert  on  public  health  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government );  Yes, 

Supposing  there  is  the  Agricultural  Department.  The  Director  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  sends  a  scheme  to  the  Government  and  the 
Government  refer  this  to  a  Board  which  is  rather  a  committee  of  experts. 
In  that  case,  there  will  be  no  objection,  for  it  is  the  Board  that  gives  an 
opinion  and  not  an  individual  expert  who  gives  an  opinion  on  the 
scheme  submitted  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture.  If  that  be  the  case, 
probably  he  is  likely  to  resent.  Now,  in  this  case;  the  Administrative 
Board  is  more  or  less  a  committee  consisting  of  experts  so  much  so  that 
no  resentment  could  result. 

Mr..  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAl  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  "Do 
not  the  Government  separate  public  health  from  medicine  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  The  Government 
would  like  to  have  the  opinion  of  other  experts  also  in  this  -matter.  ■  ■ 

:  Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAl  (Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad):  How  is 
the  Board  an  expert  on  public  health  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Your  are  digressing  from  the  main  point— 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala)  :  May  I  know  whether  there  *is 
any  instance  when  the  Government  were  obliged  to  seek  expert  opinion 
from  the  Board  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  "fes,  there  was. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala) :  Will  the  member  he  pleased 
to  mention  them  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  lam  not  pre¬ 
pared  to  mention  any  specific  instance.  I  assure  the  member  that  there 
was  at  least  one  instance. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  You  may  take  that  statement. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala):  In  the  interpellation  answered 
in  the  last  month,  I  found  the  answer  ‘No’. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT ;  You  may  take  the  assurance  of  the  Chief 
Secretary. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAl  (Tovala)  :  It  is  only  for  inforlriftfidn  I 
yvaht  an  instance, 
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DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  He  says  that  there  is  an  instance;.  Why 
sbtrald  you  go  behind  that  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil)-.  May  I  know  from 
the  Chief  Secretary  whether  he  is  ignorant  of  that  instance  or  he  is 
tmwiHing  to  give  the  instance  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  When  I  say 
that,  there  is. an  instance,  I  am  expected  to  speak  the  truth. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil ):  When  the  member 
says  like  that,  it  is  something  like  making  an  assertion  and  asking  us  to 
take  everything  at  its  face  value. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  Supposing  it  is  of  a  confidential  nature,  he 
cannot  give  it  out. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chirayinkil ) :  Then  the  Government 
can  say  that  it  is  of  a  confidential  nature  and  say  that  they  are  hot  pre¬ 
pared  to  answer. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  He  has  said  that  already. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Mr.  P,  K.  Nara- 
yana  Pillai  said  that,  the  Government  had  already  abdicated  their 
functions  by  appointing  the  Administrative  Board.  Government’s 
relation  to  the  Administrative  Board  is  the  same,  as  was.  their  relation  to 
the  Darbar  Physician.  The  Administrative  Board  has  been  constituted 
as  the  head  of  the  Medical  Department,  and  is  given  certain  powers  and 
functions.  Beyond  that,  the  Board  has  to  submit  recommendations,  to 
the  Government.  Therefore  there  is  no  abdication  of  functions'  any 
jjore  than  in  the  case  of  the  Darbar  Physician. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha) :  May  I.  know 
whether  the  Government  have  rejected  the  opinion  of  the  Board  ?  Is 
there  any  instance  in  which — he  need  not  disclose- it,  he  may  claim 
privilege — the  Government  have  not  accepted  the  opinion  of  the  Medical 
Board?  ..■■ 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  {Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  am  not  in  a 
position  to  quote  instances, 

.  Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  ( Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad)  :  How 
does  .the  Government  estimate  the  share  of  responsibility  of.  each 
member  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  The  Board  is  a 
corporate  body  and  recommendations  come  from  that  body. 

.  Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  {Trivandrum  cum  Nedmangad):  How 
Is  each  individual  member  held  responsible  ?  Is  it  for  a  particular 
opinion  or  a  particular  action  ? 

MR .  K .  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Each  member 
by  himself  or  herself  is  responsible  only  for  that  work  with  which  he  or 
she  is  entrusted.  But  the  Board  as  a  whole  makes  recommendations. 

Finally,  I  might  say  that,  after  all,  the  Board  has  been  in  existence 
only  for  a  few  months  and  it  is  only  an  experiment,  So  far  as  we  see, 
the  experiment  has  proved  a  success.  Such  being  the  case,  I  think  it 
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should  be  given  some  more  time  before  one  condemns  it  and  before  one 
knows  actually  that  it  has  failed.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  has  proved  a 
success.  A  motion  for  its.  abolition  is  therefore  premature.  Therefore 
I  would  request  the  member  to  withdraw  the  motion. 

MR.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)  :  Am  I  right  in  saying  that  the 
Chief  Secretary  stated  that  the  two  reasons  for  the  constitution 
of  the  Board  were  deficiency  of  touring  work  and  giving  expert

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chimyinkil) :  Sir,  I  did  not  say  even 
in  nay  opening  speech  that  in  all  the  departments  of  the  State  all  the 
communities  should  he  properly  represented.  What  I  said  was  that  if 
the’  Government  have  accepted  the  principle  of  communal-  representa¬ 
tion,  why  then,  the  principle  should  not  be  extended  to  the  Medical 
Department  as  well.  If  the  Government  have  not  accepted  that  prin¬ 
ciple  at  all,  I  have  no  case.  I  am  always  for  efficiency  and  intelligence, 
not  for  communal  representation.  That  is  all  that  I  have  to  say  with 
regard  to  that  point.  If  the  Government  are  going  in  for  communal  re¬ 
presentation,  that  must  in  fairness  he  extended  to  all  the  departments 
of  the  State. 

With  regard  to  the  marriage  business,  (Laughter)  I  do  not  want  to 
say  anything  upon  that,  The  House  can  realise  the  perplexity  to  which 
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a  nurse  will  be  driven  when  she  is  asked  to  choose  between  a  married 
life  and  a  job  in  the  Medical  Department. 

Then,  even  though  the  Chief  Secretary  tried  his  level  best  to  say 
that  there  were  reasons  for  constituting  the  Board,  I  remain  un¬ 
convinced. 

With  regard  to  the  other  points  even  though  the  opinion  on  this 
side  of  the  House  is  unanimous  so  far  as  the  association  of  a  non-official 
in  the  business  of  the  Government 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  I  do  not  think  it  is  unanimous. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayviikii)  ■  May  not  he.  ■  It  is 
very  difficult  to  arrive  at  a  unanimity  in  this  House. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  As  everywhere  else. 

MR.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  Yes,  particularly 
here.  (Laughter.) 

With  regard  to  the  particular  appointment,  that  also  is  not  a  very 
encouraging  thing.  I  am  of  opinion  that  as  long  as  there  are  experts  or 
men  with  the  necessary  or  the  required  qualifications  in  the  State  itself, 
or  the  sons  of  the  soil,  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  Government  to  go 
out  of  the  way  and  pick  from  some  corner  one  who  may  be  a  foreigner 
or  a  missionary.  I  object  to  that  kind  of  act  on  the  part  of  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  Therefore,  I  do  not  agree  with  the  usefulness  or  the  uselessness 
of  the  Board. 

Then  with  regard  to  the  admission  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
that  the  touring  work  of  the  Darbar  Physician  was  not  satisfactory  and 
that  it  was  one  of  the  reasons  that  weighed  with  the  Government  in 
constituting  the  Board,  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  admission.  Though  the 
Government  are  giving  the  assurance  that'every  department  is  working 
in  a  very  perfect  manner 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  To  the  extent  possible. 

Mr.  K;  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  Yes,  to  the  extent 
possible.  Anyhow  when  the  Government  say  that  everything  is  perfect 
there,  I  for  one  am  not  going  to  accept  it  at  the  face  value.  The  prin¬ 
ciple  involved  here  is  an  important  one.  The  appointment  of  a  foreign¬ 
er,  particularly  a  missionary  in  any  department  whether  as  a  non-official 
or  not  is  not  praiseworthy.  Therefore,  I  press  the  motion. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  Is  he  aware  of  any  instance  of 
missionary  judges  ? 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinkiT}  :  It  is  not  within  my 
knowledge. 

Mrs.  M.  PQONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical  Services): 
£!ir,  After  the  reply  given  by  the  Chief  Secretary,  I  do  not  think  it 
necessary  for  me  to  say  much  about  the  necessity  for  the  formation  of 
the  Administrative  Board.  Certain  members  have  now  referred  in  strong 
terms  to  a  foreign  missionary  being  appointed  on  tbe  Board.  X  would 
say  that  the  Government  went  into  this  question  carefully  and  it  was 
only  after  ca  reful  deliberation  that  the  present  non-official  member 
was  appointed.  . 
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Mr.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  c Trivandrum  cum  Nedmangad) :  What 
is  his.  medical  qualification  ? 

Mrs.  M.POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical  Services)  ; 
He  possesses  a  recognised  medical  degree. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (.Trivandrum  cum  Neduvangad ) :  What  is 
that  ?  Is  he  with  or  without  a  qualification  ? 

MRS.  M.  PQONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Services ): 
He  is  qualified. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Twain)  :  May  I  know  what  is  his  quali¬ 
fication  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior  Surgeon,  W omen's  Medical  Services) : 
I  believe  he  possesses  an  American  degree. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala)r.  May  I  know  the  name  of 
the  university? 

Mrs.M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Services): 
I  am  not  in  a  position  to  give  the  member  the  information  now. 

Mr.  IW.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  Is  that  degree  recognised  by 
the  Medical  Council  of  Great  Britain  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  W omen' s  Medical  Services): 
lam  not  aware.  The  non-official  member  is  a  qualified  medical  man. 
His  being  a  missionary  does  not  at  all  interfere  with  his  work  as  a 
member  of  the  Board.  I  can  assure  the  House  that  he  has  not  used 
his  position  to  advance  his  own  interests  in  other  walks  of  life,  nor  has 
he  converted  me.  or  the  Inspecting  Medical  Officer  or  the  subordinates 
in  the  office.  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  said  that  it  was  because  the  Govern¬ 
ment  feared  there  might  be  friction  between  the  two  official  members — 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalagmlia)  :  I  did  not  say  that. 

I  said  it  was  a  possibility. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Services)  : 
Yes,  a  possibility. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( ChirayinMl) :  He  admitted  it. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical  Services): 

I  can  assure  the  member  that  there  has  never  been  any  friction 
between  the  two  official  members  of  the  Board. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalagmzha)  ■  lam  very  glad  to 
hear  that.  But  why  should  the  Government  appoint  a  third  member  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  When  there  are  two,  there  must  be  a  third. 

Mr,  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha):  But  Mr.  George  said 
that  it. was  because  there  may  be  the  possibility  of  a  friction. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Services):  I  do  not  think  Mr.  George  said  that.  If  a  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  might  take  advantage  of  his  position  to  advance  his  interests  in 
other,  walks  of  life— as  Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai  put  it— may  I  ask 
the  House,  Sir,  whether  there 'is  not  the  danger  of  any  other  non¬ 
official  member  trying  to  advance  his  own  interests  or  the  interests 
Tol.  IX.No.lt,  ‘  « 
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of  his  community  when  so  appointed.  The  Government  were  of  opinion 
that  the  present  non-official  member  was  the  best  suited  to  be  on  the 

Board  and  they  appointed  him.  I  do  not.  think  any  purpose  is  served 

by  discussing  the  matter  any  further. 

With  regard  to  the  nurses,  Sir,  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  has  described 
the  many  attractions  of  married  women  at  great  length.  All  I  wish  to 
say  is,  if  those  attractions  are  so  real,  let  them  be  taken  advantage  of,  at 
the  hands  of  persons  following,  other  walks  of  life.  If  the  Hindus,  as 
Mr.  M.  N.- Pillai  put  it,  must  marry,  let  them  marry  by  all  means,  but 
let  them  not  become  nurses. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT :  Your  time  is  up. 

Mrs.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  ( Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical 
Services) :  One  more  point,  Sir,  and  I  shall  finish. 

With  regard  to  the  constitution  of  the  Board,  Sir,  Mr.  Sivatanu 
Pillai  and  Mr.  Sivarama  Panikkar  pointed  out  that  extra  expenditure  was 
involved.  I  think  that  tins  small  increase  of  expenditure  ought  not  to 
count  if  efficiency  is  secured.-  The  appointment  of  an  Inspecting 
Medical  Officer  to  look  after  the  hospitals  of  the  State  is  a  great  ad¬ 
vantage.  He  is  engaged  about  five  days  every  week  in  this  work.  He 
has  opportunities  of  finding  out  the  local  needs.  The  extra  expenditure 
after  the  formation  of  the  Board  is  only  about  Bs.  283  per  annum. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Chiraymh't )  :  That  figure  is  wrong 
I  challenge  that. 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE  {Senior  Surgeon,  Women's  Medical 

Services ) :  Anyhow,  this  is  the  figure  that  has  been  worked  out, 

Mr.  Baman  Menon  said  that  we  do  not  want  a  Board  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  department.  He  seems  to  think  that  the  head  of  the 
Medical  Department  just  exists  for  prescribing  and  mixing  medicines, 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (MaveKkara  cum  KartihajcaUi) :  May  I 
pooint  out  that  I  said  only  that  an  administrative  board  was  more  ne¬ 
cessary  in  respect  of  other  departments  than  of  the  Medical  Depart¬ 
ment  ? 

MRS.  M.  POONEN  LUKOSE.  (Senior  Surgeon,  Women’s  Medical 
Sevices) :  But  he  said  that  the  doctor’s  work  is  to  treat — to  prescribe 
and  mix  medicines.  The  old  Darbar  Physicians  had  not  only  to  control 
the  Medical  Department,  but  they  were  also  often  consulted  by  the  Go¬ 
vernment  in  many  important  matters  connected  with  other  departments 
of  the  State  and  with  the  British  Government.  It  must  be  admitted  that 
the  opinion  of  three  persons  in  such  matters  is  an  advantage.  To  quote 
an  instance,  a  big  amount  has  been  included  in  this  year’s  budget  for 
X-ray  installation.  The  Board  has  taken  up  this  matter,  ■  and  placed 
before  the  Government  certain  suggestions.  T  think  the  opinions  of 
three  persons  in  an  important  matter  like  this  has  been  an  advantage.

to  ensure  continuity  of  action  and  to  provide  against  the  deterioration  of  v 
the  stock  in  an  orderly  and  economic  manner.  . 

...  .  (2).  The  cost  of  preparing,  working  plans  varies  as  it  depends:- 
upon  the  kind  of  the  forests  for  which  they  are  prepared  and  also  on.  the 
elaborateness  or  otherwise  of  the  plan. 

(3)  and  (4)  As  far  as  possible,  working  plans  are  being  strictly 
'adhered  to.  But  the  plans  are  in  their  nature  ideal  and  theoretical  as 

the-jsylvicultural  characteristics  of  the  trees  are  unknown  and  they  are  r 
prepared  for  periods  extending  over  several  decades.  The  prescriptions  , 
of  the  plan  have,  therefore,  to-be  revised  in  some  cases  in  the  light  of 
actual  experience  gained  and  such  revision  is  .  necessary  and  advisable  at  r 
frequent  intervals.  If  has  to  be  remarked  that  systematic  working  of 
these  forests  is  an  innovation  and  the  same  is  still  in  the  primitive  stagei,.

(b)  In  1101,  438  arrack  shops  and  1,188  toddy  shops  were  sold  m  auction 
and  117  arrack  shops  and  66  toddy  shops  were  sold  by  private  negotia-. 
tion.  Information  regarding  the  number  ol  shops  so  sold  on  the 
previous  occasion  is  not  available  at  present. 
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(c)  Por  1100,  the  rentals  for  arrack  shops  and  toddy  shops  were 
Bs.  4,35,874 — chs.  18 — cash  6  and  Bs.  10,81,873 — chs.  15 — cash  5, 
respectively.  The  total  rentals  for  1102  cannot  now  be  fixed  as  all  the 
shops  have  not  been  sold.

PRESIDENT  :  We  will  now  proceed  to  the  discussion  of  the  re¬ 
solutions  balloted  for  to-day.  The  first  one  stands  in  the  name  of 
Mr.  G.  Raman  Mcnon. 

1.  Repair  sad  Maintenance  of  Public  Wells,  Tanks,  etc. 

MR.  G.  RANIAN  MENON  Wavetikara  cum  Kartikupulh) :  Sir,  I 
move  the  following  resolution  : 

" This  Council  recommends  to  the  tf detriment  that  adequate 
arrangements  may  he  made  through  municipalities  or  other  publie  bodies, 
wherever  they  exist,  or  otherwise  in  other  places,  for  the  proper  main¬ 
tenance,  from  jmblir,  funds,  of  public  wells,  public  tanks  and  other 
poramboket,  with  a  view  to  the  health  and  safely  of  the  public,  when 
those  pommbokes  are  open  to  the  legitimate  use  of  all  members  of  the 
public  without  distinction  of  caste  or  creed,  and  in  other  eases,  at  the 
expense  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality  belonging  to  the  class  or 
classes  of  persons  xoho  claim  and  prove  a  legal  right  to  the  exclusive  use 
of  the  same,  provided,  however,  that  sped  l  funds  may  be  used  for  the 
maintenance  of  special  purumbohes.  "

Sir,  the  principle  underlying  the  resolution  is  that  the  Government 
as  the  strongest  and  the  most  comprehensive  organisation  for  ensuring 
justice  and  the  public  good  should  be  above  all  communal  partialities. 
In  several  parts  of  the  country,  it  is  found  that  public  funds  are  spent 
against  this  principle.  I  can  boldly  say  that  communal  partiality 
.prevails-  in  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  in  this  respect.  For 
instance,  in  the  Quilon  town,  there  are  a  number  of  tanks  used  for 
.  bathing  purposes  which  are  occasionally  drained  and  cleaned  at  the  ex¬ 
pense  of  public  funds.  To  my  knowledge,  there  is  only  one  tank  which 
is  open  to  the  use  of  all-classes  of  the  public  without  distinction  of  caste 
or  creed,  which  is  maintained  in  a  tolerable  manner,  of  course  not  satis¬ 
factorily,  for' which  public  funds  are  made  use  of.  All  the  other  tanks 
in  the  town  which  are  drained  and  cleaned  occasionally  at  public  ex¬ 
pense  are  open  to  the  use  of  caste  Hindus  only.  Even  i-n  Quilon  town, 
to  my  knowledge,  the  majority  of  the  people  do  not  belong  to  the  caste 
Hindu  community.  This  is  the  ease  in  other  parts  of  the  country  also, 
There  are  several  tanks  which  are  maintained  out'  of  public  funds,  to 
which  the  -  non-Hindus  and  non-caste  Hindus  have  no  access  and,  in 
most  places,  no  separate  tanks  are  given  for  the  use  of  these  classes.  I 
consider  that  a  partiality  ;  and  the  Government  should  be  above -all  such 
communal  partialities.  It  iB  fairly  well-known  that,  in  Travancore,  there 
is  a  certain  degree  of  communal- jealousy  between  the  different  classes  of 
.  people,  We  cannot  shut  our  eyes  to  that  fact.  I  consider  that  the 
source  of  all  this  communal  jealousy  is  more  or  less  in  the  Government, 
because— 

SfR,  V.  StiBBA  A-FYAR  ( Nominated )  ( Deputy  President)  :  In  Quilon, 
may  I  know,  whether  the  maintenance  of  tanks  is  done  out  of  municipal 
funds  or  Government  funds  ? 

,  MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENGN  (MaveUkara  cum  Iiartikapalli )  :  Public 
■  funds  of  course  include  municipal  funds  also, 

-  So,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  very  important  question  to-  be  consi¬ 
dered  and  decided  by  the  Government.  Steps  should  be  taken  to-  free  the 
Government  at  least,  it  being  the  widest  organisation  for  the  public  good, 

-  from  these  communal  partialities.  Places  in  the  Government  service 
and  other  official  patronage  may  also  be  considered  to  be  a  certain  kind 
of  porcmbake  (.Laughter)  to  which  all  classes  of  people  should  be  equally 
entitled.  All  steps  should  be  taken  to  place  the  Government  above  all 
considerations  of  communal  partiality.  It  has  been  found,  in  the  History 
of  Travaneore-during  the  last  three  or  four  y  ears,  that  several  unnecessary 
disputes  and- -much-  waste  of  public  money  both  by  the'  people  and  the 
Government  have  been  caused’ by  these  questions  of  communal  partiality. 
So,,  the.  sooner  the  Government  get  rid  of  this  charge  of  communal  par¬ 
tiality  the  ..better,  for  all  concerned. 

Mow  T  shall  proceed  to  an  explanation  of  the  different  parts  of  the 
resolution.  The  maintenance  of  public  wells,  tanks  and  other  pofain- 
bokes  in  a  proper  manner  is  with  a  . view  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the 
public,  In  many  parts  of  the -country,  I  have  found  .that' tanks  and 
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open  spaces  which  are  porambolces  are  an  a  state  very  dangerous  to 
public  health  and  safety-  Sometimes,  very  near  the  road,  there  will  be 
dangerous  pits.  Certain  open  spaces  are  used  freely  by  the  people  of 
the  locality  as  public  privies.  That  is  also  a  source  of  danger  to  the 
.public  health.  All  such  places  should  be  maintained  properly  with  a 
view  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  public.  Then,  there  are  certain 
tanks  partly  silted  up  and  containing  very  filthy  materials  which  are  a 
storehouse  of  all  microbes  and  germs,  sometimes  causing  contagion. 
That,  I  consider,  is  a  source  of  very  great  public  danger.  •  Some  of  these 
porambolces  are  open  to  the  use  of  all  members  of  the  puhlic.  These 
should  be  maintained  out  of  public  funds  whether  they  happen  to  be 
.Government  money  or  municipal  funds.  In  some  other,  cases,  it  may 
.be  found  that  some  tanks  and  open  spaces  may  legally  be  open  for  the 
exclusive  use  of  some  members  of  the  public.  I  do  mot  say  that,  in  such 
cases,  the  Government  should  coerce  the  people  to  get  rid  of  .ail  commu¬ 
nal  differences.  There  are  communal  differences,  differences  of  opinion, 
differences  of  custom  and  differences  of  sentiment.  The  Government 
should  not  interfere  with  them.  But  they  can  refuse  to  spend  public 
money  for  the  maintenance  of  these  porambolces  because  public  money 
belongs  to  all  classes  of  His  Highness’  subjects.  So,  what  I  propose  is 
that,  incase  those  people  claim  the  right  to  exclusive  use  by  a  legal  title, 
they  should  take  care  of  these  porambolces  and  maintain  them  at , their 
own- cost-  If  they  are  not  properly  maintained,  there  will  ensue  danger 
to  public  health.  Then,  of  course,  the  Government  should  compel  them 
to  do  the  work  and  take  power  by  legislation  in  the  interests  of  public 
safety  and  maintain  those  porambolces  and  realise  money  from  the  people 
concerned  who  claim  an  exclusive  use.  This  is  the  case  with  regard  to 
roads  also.  In  the  last  session,  there  was  a  demand  for  a  supplement- 
'  ary  grant  for  the  construction  of  the  Karkad  road.  There,  a  .section  of 
the  people  wanted  the  use  of  a  road  exclusively  for  themselves.  .  What 
the  Government  should  do  in  such  a  case  is  that,  if  any  section  of  the 
people  have  a  legal  right  to  its  exclusive  use,  the  Government; should 
refuse  to  maintain  it  from  public  funds.  That  is  the  object  of  that 
part  of  the  resolution, 

In  other  cases,  the  porambolces  should  be  maintained  at  the  expense 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality  belonging  to  the  communities  or' classes 
which  prove  their  legal  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  tb e  pommbolces. 

I  have  added  at  the  end  of  the  resolution  a  proviso  to  the  effect  that 
‘ special’ funds  may  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  ‘special’  poram- 
bohes,  I  have  had  occasion  to  know  that  there  are  .  several  kinds  of 
porambolces  which  are  reserved  for  speoial  use,  for  example,  Devaswom 
porambolces  and  porambolces  attached  to  the  Palaces.  AH  such  special 
porambolces  could  be  maintained  out  of  the  special  funds  allotted  ,  for 
them. 

Therefore,  Sir,  my  resolution  does  not  in  any  way.  touch  any  legiti¬ 
mate  expenditure  which  the  Government  have  or  may  have  to  incur  in 
the  maintenance  of  porambolces.  Before  concluding,  I  should  like  to  draw 
the  attention  of  the  Government  to  the  fact  that,  in  most  parts  of.  the 
country,  except  probably  in  a  few  to  was,  the  Qovbpratof  few®  JWt. 
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paying  adequate  attention  to  the  proper  maintenance'  of  porambokes 
such  as  wells  and  tanks  used  by  the  people  of  the  country.  Such  want 
'of  proper  attention  on  the  part  of  the  Government  acts  as  a  source  of 
danger  to  public  health  and  safety.  So,  I  hope  that  this  moderate  and 

■  reasonable  resolution  of  mine  will  be  accepted  by  the  House  and  by  the 
Government,  With  these  words,  I  move  the  resolution. 

MR.  M.  N.  PILLAI  (Trivandrum):  Sir,  I  second  the  resolution. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (.Nominated)  {Deputy  President)  :  Sir,  I  have 
.very  great  pleasure  in  opposing  the  resolution.  {Laughter)  I  am  glad 
that  Mr.  G.  Raman  Menon  got. a  seconder  in  the  person  of  Mr.  M.  N. 
Pillai  who  is  a  very  obliging  friend  indeed.  {Laughter.)  I  thought  the 
resolution  would  fall  through  for  want  of  a  seconder. 

In  the  first  place,  Sir,  the  whole  resolution  is  cumbrously  worded. 

■  It  consists  of  many  parts  which  cannot  be  tacked  on  together.  The 
resolution,  as  it  is  worded,  does  not  also  seem  to  convey  what  the  mover 

.  really  wants.  Further,  it  will  be  utterly  impracticable  to  work  out  the 
proposals  contained  in  the  resolution  if  the  resolution  is  carried.  What 
my  friend  wants  in  the  first  place  is  that  only  such  porambokes  as  are 

■  used  by  the  whole  of  the  public  should  be  maintained  out  of  Govern¬ 
ment  funds. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  I.  did  not 

■  mean  the  whole  public.  I  referred  to  porambokes  which  are  open  to 
?  the  use  of  all  people  without  distinction  of  caste  or  creed. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated ')  {Deputy  President)  :  That  means 
’  the  whole  of  the  public. 

:  What  the  resolution  says  is  that  adequate  arrangements  may  be 
made  through  Municipalities  or  other  public  bodies,  wherever  they 
exist,  or  otherwise  in  other  places,  for  the  proper  maintenance,  from 
.  public  .funds, ..of  public  wells,  .public  tank's  and  other  porambokes,  with 
.  a  view  to  the  health  and  safety  of  the  public,  when  those  porambokes 
are  open  to  the  legitimate  use  of  all  members  of  the  public  without 
.  distinction  of  caste  or  creed. 

As. it... is:  .worded,  Sir,  it  would  mean,  that  no  public  tank  or  public 
well  is  now.  being  properly  attended  to  and  that  more  eflicient  arrange¬ 
ments  should  be  made  in  order  that  they  may  be  properly  maintained 
■'  in  future.  What  my  friend  really  wants  is,  I  think,  that  public  funds 
should  be  made  use  of  only  in  regard  to  porambokes  open  to  all  the 
people  irrespective  of  caste  or  creed.  But  the  resolution  as  it  stands 
does  not  convey  that  idea.  “Adequate  arrangements  may  be  made 
!  through  Municipalities  or  other  public  bodies,  wherever  they  exist,  or 
otherwise  in  other  places,” — the  whole  of  this  is  meaningless  and  may 
be  deleted  .without  in  any  way  impairing  the  sense  of  the  resolution. 

The  second  portion  of  the  resolution  runs  as  follows; — 

“..and  in  other  cases,  at  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  locality. belonging 
to  the  class  or  dosses  of.  persons,  who  claim  ami.  prove  a  legal  right,  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  same,  ■  provided,  however,  that  speoial. '  funds  may  be  used  for  the 
maiutonvioe  of  special  furaiaboke-t," 
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What  is  stated  in  this  part  of  the  resolution  is  that  tanks  and  wells 
and  other  porambokes  which  are  not  open  to  the  whole  of  the  public 
should  be  maintained  and  repaired  at  the  cost  of  the  communities  naihg 
them.  He  also  said  in  his  speech  that  those  communities  should  be 
compelled  to  maintain  them  in  proper  condition.  I  do  not  see  the 
reason  why  they  should  he  compelled  to  maintain  them  in  proper  order. 
Mr.  Hainan  Menon  is  prepared  to  allow  these  porambokes  to  be  used 
exclusively  by  them.  They  may  or  may  not  use  it.  As  such,  I  do  not 
.see  why  they  should  be  compelled  to  maintain  them  properly..  Of  course, 
if  such  porambokes  become  a  source  of  nuisance  to  the  people,  I  believe 
the  Municipal  authorities  have  got  the  necessary  powers  under  the 
Regulation  to  interfere  and  to  see  that  they  are  put  in  order.  I  do  not 
seethe  reason  why  ajmblie  tank  or  well  which  is  used  exclusively,  by 
a  community  should  be.  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  community 
that  is  using  it,  and  also  why  the  community  should  he  compelled  to 
maintain  it  properly. 

Mr,  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Uavelikam  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Is  it  not 
necessary  in  the  interests  of  public  health? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (DepAitij  President)-.  I  have 
already  stated  that,  if  such  tanks  are  considered  to  be  a  source  of 
nuisance  to  the  public,  the  Municipality  concerned  has  the  power  under 
the  Regulation  to  step  in  and  put  them  in  order.  - 


Lastly,  there  is  a  proviso  in  the  resolution  which  speaks  of 
‘special  funds’  and  ‘  special  porambokes I  [do  not  understand  what 
Mr.  Raman  Menon  means  by  ‘special  funds’  and  ‘special  porambokes'. 
My  friend  has  stated  that  tanks  and  wells  that  are  used  only  by 
certain  communities  and  not  by  the  whole  of  the  public  should  not  be 
.  maintained  out  of  public  funds.  Therefore,  if  we  accept  the  resolution, 

.  it  will  mean  that  only  those  tanks  and  wells  which  are  open  to  the 
whole  of  the  public  can  be  maintained  out  of  public  funds.  We  will 
.  then  be  ignoring  the  circumstances  under  which  the  Government  or 
the  Municipality,  as  the  case  may  be,  came  into  possession  of,  or  got 
control  over,  these  tanks  and  wells.  I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  [that 
many  of  the  tanks  in  Quilon  are  parts  of  private  compounds.  They 
were  originally  intended  for  the  use  of  the  owners  of  the  compounds. 
As  a  matter  of  obligation,  they  were  permitting  members  of  other  com¬ 
munities  to  whose  use  of  the  tank  they  had  no  objection,  to  make  use 
of  these  tanks.  Gradually,  it  so  happend  that  tanks  were  being  used  by 
almost  all  the  members  of  those  communities  whose  use  of  the  tanks 
was  not  originally  objected  to  by  the  owners.  Ultimately,  the  Munici- 
.  pality  stepped  in  and  the  owners  handed  over  these  tanks  to  the  Muni¬ 
cipality  without  prejudice  to  their  own  right  of  using:  them.  The 
Municipality  also  has  agreed  to  maintain  these  tanks  m  the  interests  of 
the  public  and  without  prejudice  to  the  right  of  the  owners.  Now,  if 
these  arc  the  circumstances  or  the  understanding  under  which  the 
Municipality  has  begun  to  have  control  over  these  tanks,  I  ask  whether 
'  it  would  be  proper  to  go  behind  the  trust,  so.  to  say,,  and  say,  that  they 
should  be  thrown  open  to  all  communities  and  that  they  should  not  fee 
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maintained  out  of  public  funds  if  they  are  not  thrown  open  to  the 
whole  of  the  public.  It  will  certainly  be  prejudicing  the  rights  of  the 
owners  if  the  tanks  are  thrown  open  to  all  people  irrespective  of  oasts  or 
creed.  • 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Iiottayam) ;  May  I  know  whether  the  trust 
that  he  speaks  of  was  implied  or  expressed? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President)  :  Implied. 

I  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  Sir,  that  the  Cutcherrykulam  in 
Quilon,  which  is  very  close  to  my  house,  forms  part  of  the  compound 
of  a  former  Munsiff.  It  was  originally  used  by  a  limited  number  of  his 
friends.  Subsequently,  it  was  used  by  most  of  the  Brahmins  and  Nairs 
of- the  place.  Binding  that  a  large  number  of  people  were  using  it,  the 
Municipality  stepped  in  and  maintained  the  tank  in  proper  condition. 
The  Government  never  acquired  the  tank,  nor  was  it  dedicated  to 
the  public  by  the  owner.  Most  of  the  other  tanks  there  are-  also  simi¬ 
larly  circumstanced.  That  being  the  case,  I  do  not  know  whether  we 
would  .be  justified  in  saying  that  such  tanks  will  not  be  maintained  un¬ 
less,  they,  are  thrown  open  to  the  whole  of  the  public.  I  do  not  think 
we  would  be  justified  in  imposing  any  such  restriction  on  the  main¬ 
tenance  of  such  tanks.  .  We,  will  have  to  go  into  the  history  of  those 
tanks  before  we  make  any  such  proposal. 

Mr.  N.  KUMARAN  (Nominated):  Is  it  not  open  to  the  Municipality 
nqt  to  spend  municipal  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  these  tanks  ? 

-  Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  (Deputy  President ):  Certainly 
not. .  .That  is  the  next  question  that  I  am  going  to  take  up. 

It  seems  to  be  the  idea  of  Mr.  G.  Raman  Menon,  and  the  sugges¬ 
tion  of  Mr.  Kumaran,  that  the  municipal  funds  can  legitimately  be 
spent  only  for  places  to  which  all  communities  have  got  access.  I  demur 
to  .that  suggestion  and  I  very  strongly  object  to  it,  because  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Regulation  does  not  contemplate  any  such  meaning  being  given  to 
the  .word  ‘public’. The  word.1  public,’  as  defined  in  the  General 
Glauses  Regulation,  includes  ‘  sections-  of  the  [ public  '  also.  In  other 
wards,  particular  communities  or  particular  classes  among  the  public  are 
also  included  in  the  word  ‘  public  as  ithasbeen  defined  in  the  General 
Clauses  Regulation.  Bor  example,  if  we  take  the  ease  of  tire  Chalai 
street, ,  or  any  other  .street  which  is  inhabited  .only  by  Brahmins  or  some 
other  street  which  is  inhabited  only  by  the  Nairs  or  by  some  other 
community,  we  have  to  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  the  mem 
hers  .of  such  communities  who  live  in  such  streets  are  also  paying  pro- 
feasional  tax,  house  tax  and  similar  other  taxes  to  the  Municipality. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartilcapalli) :  Did  not  the 
member  a  little  while  ago  say  that  such  porambolces  are  private  pro¬ 
perties  ? 

MR.  V.  SUBBA.  AIYAR  .( Nominated )  (Deputy  President ):  No; 
I  did  not.  ..  say  that  they  were  private  property.  What  I  said' was 
that  it  was  a  misnomer  or  misinterpretation  to  say  that  the  word  ‘public 
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means  all  tbfi  people  irrespective  of  caste  or  creed-  My  point  is*  that 
even  a  ‘  section  of  the  public  ’  is  included  in  the  definition  of  the  word 
‘public  ’  and  that  public  funds  can  be  utilised  for  the  benefit  of  .parti¬ 
cular  sections  of  the  public  also.  The  reason  is,  as  I  have  already 
stated,  although  particular  porambokes,  like  the  streets  that  I  referred 
'  to,  might  be  inhabited  solely  by  members  of  one  particular  community 
or  section  of  the  public,  those  people  also  are  paying  house— tax  and 
other  taxes  to  the  municipality  and  are  therefore  entitled  to  the  benefits 
of  proper  mamtenanco  of  those  porambokes-  out  of  municipal  funds, 
You  cannot  say  that,  simply  because  they  live  together  in  one  place, 
you  are  not  prepared  to  look  to  their  conveniences  and  needs  out  of 
municipal  funds.  So  long  as  you  collect  taxes  from  them,  you  cannot 
divest  yourself  of  your  responsibility  of  looking  to  their  convenience. 
If  you  are  not  prepared  to  attend  to  their  needs,  the' best  thing  would  Be 
to  remove  all  such  streets  or  other  porambokes  out  of  the  municipal 
limits.  Therefore,  Sir,  that  portion  of  the  resolution  is  Wrought  with 
considerable  difficulty.  How  can  you  say  that  you  will  not  look  to  the 
convenience  of  a  class  of  people  who  are  paying  you  taxes  like  anybody 
else  ?  Certainly,  the  municipality  need  not  spend  its  funds  for  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  particular  individuals.  But  the  municipality  is  certainly  bound  to 
spend  out  of  its  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  those  porambokes  which 
are  used  exclusively  by  particular  communities  or  sections  of  the' public, 
because  you  levy  taxes  from  them  also,  and  the  definition  of  the  word 
‘  public  ’  in  the  General  Clauses  Regulation  includes  ‘  sections  of  ties, 
public  ’  also. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated) :  May  I  know  whether, -accord- 
ing  to  the  member,  streets  which  are  not  open  to  all  the  people  irres¬ 
pective  of  caste  or  creed  should  be  maintained  out  of  public  -funds? 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (.Nominated)  {Deputy  President) :  We -are  not 
concerned  now  with  streets.  We  are  concerned  .only  with,  tanks:  and 
Wells. 

There  are  several  tanks  and  wells  in,  all  parts  of  -  the  State  which 
were,  being  used  for  the  past  so  many  years  by  particular  communities 
done  and  which  were,  all  the  same*  maintained  out  of  municipal  funds. 
Moreover,  I  do  not  know  whether  matters  concerning  the  administiw 
tion  by  municipalities  can  be  brought  into  this  Council  ih  the-  shaper  of 
resolutions;  because  resolutions  are  recommendations  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment.  The  maintenance  of  tanks  and  wells  within  municipal! 
limits  is  a  matter  entirely  within  the  hands  of  the  municipal 
authorities,  Further,  as  I  have  already  stated,  the  resolution  has  not 
been  properly  worded  and  it  cannot  be  worked,  in  practice.  1  therefore 
strongly  oppose  the  resolution. 

MR,  0.  PARAMESVARAN  PULA!  (NeyyaUbtikara)-.  Bit,.  J  read  and  re- 
read  the  resolution  of  Mr,  G.  Raman  Mebon  ahd  closely  listened’  to  his 
speech.  But  I  ami  sorry  to  confess  that  I  was  not  able  to  realise  what 
exactly  there  was  at  the  back  of  bis  mind  when  he  came  before  this  Holme 
with  this  resolution,  It  was  only  after  the  speech  made  by  Ml*.  Stibba 
Aiyar  by  way  of  commentary  that  I  was  able  to  understand  to  some 
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extent  the  idea  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon.  As  I  read  the  resolution,  the  idea 
that  first  struck  me  was  that  Mr.  Raman  Menon  was  complaining  about 
the  neglect  of  certain  porambokes,  tanks  and  wells,  by  the  local  muni¬ 
cipal  authorities  or  by  the  Government  and  that  with  a  view  to  bring 
that  fact  to  the  notice  of  the  municipal  authorities  or  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  he  had  tabled  this  resolution.  That  was  the  impression  that  I  had 
when  I  first  read  the  resolution.  The  question  as  to  whether  municipal 
funds  or  public  funds  may  be  legitimately  used  for  the  maintenance  of 
public  wells,  public  tanks  or  public  streets,  which'  are  not  open  to  all 
castes  or  communities,  is  entirely  beside  the  point  when  we  discuss  this 
resolution.  Because,  the  resolution  only  asks  for  adequate  arrangements 
being  made  through  municipalities  or  other  public  bodies,  wherever 
they  exist,  for  the  maintenance  of  public  wells,  public  tanks  and  other 
porambokes  and  also  to  make  suitable  arrangements  for  the  said  purpose 
in  respect  of  the  areas  where  there  are  no  such  municipalities  or  public 
bodies,  Now,  Sir,  the  only  answer  that  I  have  to  give  to  Mr.  Raman 
Menon  is  that,  in  regard  to  the  first  class  of  public  tanks  and  public 
wells,  viz,  those  within  municipal  areas — -it  is  up  to  the  people  themselves 
to  see  that  they  are  properly  and  efficiently  maintained.  Because,  there 
are  well  constituted  municipal  bodies,  mostly  with  elected  non-official 
members  and  elected  or  nominated  Chairmen,  to  whom  the  matter 
should  be  taken  if  any  improvement  is  found,  to  be  necessary  in  this 
matter.  In  regard  to  the  other  areas,  viz.,  the  non-municipal  areas, 
Mr.  Raman  Menon  must  be  aware  that  to  achieve  the  very  object  which 
he  has  in  view,  we  have,  in  this  Council,  passed  a  Regulation  known  as  the 
Village  Panchayat  Regulation,  and  I  understand,  from  an  answer  given 
to  a  question  that  I  had  put  in  regard  to  that  matter,  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  are  contemplating  the  organisation  of  Village  Panchayats  at  an  early 
date  and  that  the  Law.  Member  has  already  been  directed  to  frame  rules 
under  the  Village  Panohayat  Regulation.  So,  when  such  Village  Boards 
come  into,  existence,  it  .  will  be  possible  for  them  to  maintain  the.' tanks 
and.  wells  in  the  non-municipal  areas  in  an  efficient  manner.  In  regard 
to  the  maintenance  of  tanks  and  wells  intended  for  communal,  purposes, 
there  is  provision  in  the  Village  Panchayat  Regulation  regarding  com¬ 
munal  porambokes  also.  . 

As  regards  the  ‘special porambokes  ’  made  mention  of  in  the  reso¬ 
lution,  I  do  not  know  what  my- friend  means  by  special  porambokes  and 
special  funds. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Iiartikapalli) :  Has  any 
arrangement  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the  Village  Panchayat  Regula¬ 
tion  ?  I  know  there  is  a  Regulation  like  that. 

Mr.  G,  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Nepyattinkara ):  That  is  exactly 
What  I  have  been  speaking  of.  I  haVe  already  stated  that,  from  the 
answer  given  to'my  question,  I  have  been  able  to  understand  that  the 
Government  have  taken  up  the  question  of  the  organisation  of  Village 
Fanchayats  and  have  directed  the  Law  Member  to  frame  rules  for  the 
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purpose.  I  also  regret  very  much  that  the  matter  has  been  delayed  so 
much.  It  is  more  than  a  year  since  the  Eegulation  has  been  passed. 
At  any  rate,  now  that  the  Government  have  taken  up  the  matter  in 
earnest,  it  is  hoped  that  all  these  matters  raised  by  Mr.  Eaman  Menon 
will  be  satisfactorily  solved  by  the  constitution  of  these  local  boards.  I 
would  therefore  request  my  friend  Mr.  Eaman  Menon  to  withdraw  this 
resolution  if  his  object,  in  tabling  this  resolution,  was  only,  as  it  appears 
to  me,  to  make  adequate  arrangements  for  the  proper  maintenance  of 
public  tanks  and  wells  in  municipal  as  well  as  non-municipal  areas. . 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Sir,  I  also  con  - 
plain  of  the  complexity  of  the  resolution.  In  fact,  from  the  three 
speeches  that  preceded  mine,  it  could  be  seen  that  each  of  those  three 
speakers  gave  his  own  meaning  to  the  resolution.  It  is  very  difficult, 
Sir,  to  analyse  the  various  parts  of  the  resolution.  The  adjectival  and 
the  adverbial  adjuncts  that  have  been  added  on  to  qualify  the  various 
parts  of  the  resolution  make  the  interpretation  of  the  resolution  very 
difficult.  As  I  have  analysed,  the  resolution  conveys  the  following 
ideas : — Firstly  public  wells,  public  tanks  and  other  porambokes  should 
be  maintained  out  of  public  funds.  Secondly,  the  maintenance  of  such 
proambokes  should  be  carried  out  by  municipalities  or  other  public 
bodies.  The  member  does  not  explain  what  these  other  public  bodies 
are.  Besides  the  Government,  I  believe  the  municipalities  are  the  only 
public  bodies  having  any  financial  position.  He  has  also  not  explained 
what  is  to  be  done  in  the  case  of  wells  and  tanks  which  are  not  within 
municipal  areas.  They  are  not  contemplated  by  the  resolution. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam)-,  Does  not  the  expression  other 
porambokes  include  kayals  also  '/ 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  do  not  know 
whether  the  mover  intended  to  include  kayals  also. 

Thirdly,  wells  and  tanks  not  open  to  all  people,  irrespective 
of  caste  or  creed,  should  be  maintained  at  the  expense  of  the  people 
who  claim  and  prove  their  legal  right  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the  same, 

I  have  various  difficulties  in  regard  to  each  of  these  points. 

Lastly,  special  funds  may  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of  special 
poronmbokes.  I  also  do  not  understand  what  it  mean  by  ‘  special  funds  ’ 
and  '  special  porambokes' . 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  May  I  point 
out  to  the  member  that  I  explained  the  meaning  of  those  expressions 
and  also  gave  two  examples  of  the  same,  viz.,  Devaswom  fundsl  for 
Devaswom  porambokes  and  Panivagai  Maramat  funds  for  the  Palace 
porambokes  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  ;  At  any  rate,  the 
resolution,  as  it  is  worded,  does  not  at  all  convey  the  meaning  which 
the  member  evidently  wanted  to  convey.  That  being  the  case,  it  is 
extremely  difficult  to  speak  on  a  resolution  like  this  about  the  meaning 
of  which  the  mover  and  the  various  other  speakers  have  differed  so 
widely.  If  this  resolution  is  carried,  it  will  certainly  be  difficult 
to  understand  what  exactly  has  been  carried.  If  all  that  is  intended  by 
VoLIXNoU.  * 
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Mr.  Raman  Menon  is  that  wells,  tanks  and  other  jorambokes  which 
are  maintained  out  of  public  funds  should  be  thrown  open  to  all  people 
irrespective  of  caste  or  creed  and  if  they  are  not  so  thrown  open, 
public  funds  should  not  be  spent  for  their  maintenance,  I  may  point 
out  that  a  resolution  to  this  effect,  or  rather  the  converse  of  it,  came  up 
before  this  House  last  year,  and  was  carried  in  an  amended 
form.  The  amended  resolution  was  as  follows : — I  am  referring  to  the 
proceedings  of  this  Council  of  the  14th  August  1925. 

“  This  Council  reoommemls  to  the  Government  that  nil  tanks,  which  ore  maintained 
by  the  Government  out  of  public  funds,  and  over  which  no  special  rights  have  been 
oreated  or  reoognised  bj'  the  Government,  be  thrown  open  to  the  general  public  without 
distinction  of  caste,  creed  or  religion,  so  long  as  such  tanks,  are  needed  in  the  interests 

of  the  general  public.” 

But  between  that  resolution  and  the  resolution  now  before  the 
House  as  it  stands,  there  is  a  great  deal  of  difference.  There  is  however 
some  agreement  in  the  principle  of  both  at  least  between  that  resolu¬ 
tion  and  the  .first  'portion  of  the  present  resolui/oi.  The  first 
portion  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon's  resolution  in  the  sense  in  which 
I  -have  been  able  to  understand  it,  is  that  public  funds  should  be 
utilised  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole  of  the  public  and  not  for 
the  benefit  of  any  section  of  the  public.  My  friend  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar 
has  shown  clearly  how  that  is  a  proposition  which  could  not  be  accepted 
altogether.  Its  implications  are  more  far-reac!  ;ng  than  they  appear  to 
be.  It  is  opposed  to  the  accepted  financial  arrangements  and 
usages  in  Travancore.  We  have  in  every  year’s  budget  certain  pro¬ 
visions  which  are  intended  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  certain  com¬ 
munities.  I  can' cite  instances.  There  is,  for  eranple,  provision  in 
the  Education  Budget  for  the  education  of  Malayala  Brahmins.  There 
,  are  special  schools  for  Malayala  Brahmins  maintained  out.  of  public 
.  funds.  There  is  a  special  school  at  Mavelikara  for  the  children  of  certain 
..aristocratic  families.  There  are  instances  of  our  spending  money  for 
digging  wells  for  Sambavars.  . 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapal li) :  Cannot  all 
these  things  be  classed  under  ‘  special  poranbokes '  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (  Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  If  the  mover  is 
prepared  to  include  all  these  under  his  ‘  special  porambokes’,  then  I 
have  no  objection  to  accept  the  resolution. 

We  have  also  the  instance  of  special  encouragement  to  Maho- 
medans  and  to  some  other  communities  in  the  matter  of  education. 
The  principle  in  all  these  cases  is  the  same.  If  public  funds  could  be 
used  only  for  the  whole  of  the  public,  then  all  these  cases  are  not  in 
order, 

Mr.  6.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapall{y-i  Are  there 
not  wells  and  tanks  attached  to  special  institutions  ? 

MR,  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  admit,  there 
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Hr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelilcara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Can  they 
be  called  ‘  public  porambokes '  ?  Are  there  not  wells  in  bungalows, 
which  belong  to  the  Government  and  whioh  are  rented  out  to  indi¬ 
viduals,  and  oould  they  be  oalled  ‘public  porambokes'  simply  because 
they  are  situated  within  Government  property  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)-,  Such  wells  are 
not  public  wells  at  all. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelilcara  cum  Kartihapalli) :  In  the 
same  way,  wells  attached  to  special  institutions  cannot  be  classed 
among -public  wells. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Yes.  But  I  do 
not  see  the  bearing  of  that  statement  on  what  I  say. 

Therefore,  Sir,  it  is  not  an  admitted  canon  of  financial  policy  that 
public  funds  should  be  used  only  for  the  public  as  a. whole.  There  ai-e  ins¬ 
tances  of  public  funds  being  spent  for  the  benefit  of  particular  sections 
of  the  public  alone,  even  outside  Travancore.  We  know,  for  example, 
that,  in  British  India,  public  funds  are  spent  for  the  maintenance  of 
European  Schools.  We  know  that,  in  England,  public  funds  are  spent 
for  the  insurance  of  labour,  for  the  purpose  of  old  age  pensions  and  for 
giving  bounties  to  several  industries.  My  own  view  is  that  the  prin¬ 
ciple  in  all  those  cases  is  more  or  less  the  same ;  that  is  to  say,  it  cannot 
be  said  that  public  funds  should  be  spent  only  when  the  public  would 
benefit  thereby.  As  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  has  stated,  the  word  '■ public  ' 
includes  ‘  a  section  of  the  public  '  also. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  ( Nominated )  ( Deputy  President):  Are  not 
contributions  made  to  Hindu  temples,  churches  and  mosques,  out  of 
public  funds  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government):  Yes,  there  are 
instances  of  such  contributions  in  our  budget  itself. 

I  now  pass  on  to  another  point,  viz,,  as  to  why  the  member  has 
excluded  tanks  and  wells  situated  in  special  porambokes.  Evidently 
because  he  wants  to  respect  the  religious  and  other  sentiments,  of  the 
communities  which  are  using  the  wells  and  tanks  in  these  ‘special 
porambokes’. 

The  very  same  difficulty  exists  in  the  case  of  certain  tanks' which  arb 
maintained  from  public  funds.  The  possible  reason  why  these  tanks  came 
to  be  used  only  by  certain  communities  is  this.  To  the  Hindu,  the  act  of 
bathing  has  a  religious  significance,  -I  suppose  that  would  not  be  'denied. 
Bathing  involves  purification  from  polution..  So,  there  was  a  religious 
idea  and  there  is  still  I  think  a  religious  idea  attached  to  the  act. of 
bathing.  It  was  to  encourage  and  help  people  in  carrying  out  their 
religious  duties  that  the  State  or  charitable  gentlemen  who  were 
religiously  inclined  provided  tanks  and  wells  for  the  use  specially  of 
certain  communities.  Therefore,  I  say,  if  we  now.  want  to  take  them 
over  and  have  them  for  common  use,  we  will  be  evading  the  intentions  of 
those  who  provided  them  and  be  interfering  with  the  religious  senti¬ 
ments  of  the  people.  The  very  principle]  which  underlies  my  friend’s 
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proposal  for  the  exclusion  of  certain  tanks  and  wells  for  purposes  of 
maintenance  from  public  funds  should  apply  to  all  porambokes  which 
are  now  used  exclusively  by  certain  communities.  If  we  extend  the 
principle  far  enough,  this  position  has  to  be  admitted. 

Sir,  this  resolution  is  not  of  any  great  practical  concern. 
Perhaps,  for  centuries,  the  present  arrangement  has  been  going  on 
without  any  particular  inconvenience  to  anybody.  The  Govern¬ 
ment  no  doubt  should  step  in  and  modify  the  oppressive  usages  or 
cruel  customs,  but  they  should  not  interfere  in  matters  which  are 
merely  sentimental  particularly  when  such  sentiments  do  not  interfere 
with  the  sentiments  of  others.  In  such  cases,  we  should  leave  things 
to  time.  Sir,  I  remember  certain  customs  and  usages  which  were 
prevalent  in  Travancore  and  have  all  vanished  in  time.  For  instance, 
about  some  twenty  years  ago,  in  my  native  place,  the  higher  caste 
people  when  they  went  about  walking  along  the  road  used  to  utter  a  loud 
noise  in  order  that  the  depressed  classes  and  others  on  the  way  might 
move  off  and  avoid  polluting  them.  Now  the  depressed  classes  freely 
rub  shoulders  with  the  high  caste  Hindu.  So  what  I  submit  is  that  time 
has  rectified  the  usage  or  custom  which  is  incompatible  with  civilised 
life.  If  a  custom  is  deemed  undesirable,  public  opinion  will  gradually 
cause  the  custom  to  disappear.  But  if  the  Government  interfere,  probably 
instead  of  curing  the  malady,  they  may  aggravate  it  or  complicate 
the  situation.  In  such  social  matters,  .therefore,  changes  could  be 
effected  better  by  educating  public  opinion  than  by  a  legsilative  enact¬ 
ment  or  an  executive  order. 

Then  I  pass  on  to  another  point  of  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  resolution, 
vie.,  that  public  wells  and  public  tanks  which  are  not  open  to  all 
should  not  be  maintained  by  the  Government.  I  explained  how  there 
is  no  objection  to  the  Government  spending  money  for  the  benefit  of  a 
section  of  the  public.  We  have  next  to  consider  what  would  happen 
if  the  Government  do  not  maintain  these  tanks.  I  suppose  these 
tanks  are  the  properties  of  the  Government.  I  do  not  speak  of  tanks 
under  the  control  of  municipal  bodies,  because  the  Government 
cannot  dictate  to  them  what  they  should  do.  Their  duties  are  defined 
in  the  Municipal  Eegulation  and  they  can  spend  municipal  funds  for 
the  purposes  provided  in  the  Eegulation.  So  there  is  no  use 
in  our  discussing  what  the  Government  should  do  in  the  case  of 
municipalities.  Now  I  ask  the  question,  what  would  happenif  the  Govern- 
'ment  decline  to  maintain  these  tanks.  The  same  situation  which 
Mr.  Baman  Menon  has  pointed  out  would  be  brought  about  namely, 
that  these  tanks  would  fall  into  neglect,  they  would  become  filthy  and 
ultimately  as  he  himself  complained  in  respect  of  many  tanks'  they 
will  also  become  a  source  of  danger  to  public  health.  Therefore,  I'  ask 
is  it  not  better  to  keep  on  maintaining  these  tanks  and  wells  until  such 
time- when  public  opinion  enables  the  Government  to  throw  these  open 
to  all  than  neglect  them  and  leave  them  as  a  source  of  danger,  to  the  jrablip. 
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I  think  that  everybody  will  admit  that  it  is  a  far  better  policy  to  keep  on 
maintaining  these  tanks  and  wells  until  the  time  comes  when  the  people 
are  ready,  to  come  forward  and  take  up  these  tanks  and  maintain  them 
in  good  condition  so  as  to  enable  the  Government  to  throw  them  open 
to  all.  Otherwise,  what  will  happen  is  that  when  the  people  are  ready 
to  surrender  their  exclusive  rights  and  are  ready  to  maintain  them,  there 
will  be  no  tanks  to  be  used.  So,  on  the  whole  ,  Sir,  I  find  it  difficult 
to  accept  the  principle  of  the  resolution.  It  contains  several  points 
which  are  not  weil-related  to  one  another.  In  any  case,  all  tanks 
do  not  stand  on  the  same  footing  as  the  member  himself  explained  and 
even  if  certain  tanks  are  outside  the  Devaswcm  control  there  still 
remain  several  tanks  which  are  attached  to  the  Devaswoms,  so  that  the 
Government  will  not  be  in  a  position  to  accept  the  resolution  as  a  whole 
and  as  it  stands. 

MR.  N.  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ) :  Sir,  I  am  sorry  I  have  to 
oppose  the  resolution.  The  meaning  of  the  resolution  has.  already  been 
discussed  by  the  previous  speakers.  So  far  as  the  first  portion  of  the 
resolution  is  concerned,  I  believe  it  is  unnecessary.  We  need  not  direct 
the  municipal  councils  as  to  how  they  should ,  carry  on  their  business. 

Secondly,  with  respect  to  tanks  and  wells  outside  the  municipal 
limits,  we  need  not  make  any  specific  arrangements  in  this  Council  as 
they  are  being  looked  after  by  the  public  in  their  own  way,  and  that 
may  be  an  interference  by  the  Government.  It  would  also  interfere 
with  the  gradual  evolution  of  the  social  condition  of  the  people  of 
those  localities.  What  I  mean  to  say  is  that  if  people  are  permitted 
to  arrange  things  in  their  own  way,  it  may  happen  in  course  of  years 
that  those  sectarian  differences  which  at  present  are  so  accentuated 
may  vanish  and  tanks  and  wells  which  are  used  by  one  particular 
community  to-day  may  come  to  be  used  by  different  communi¬ 
ties  later  on.  Therefore,  what  I  say  is  that  if  the  Government  were  to 
interfere  and  make  some  arrangement  for  the  maintenance  of  these 
tanks,  it  would  interfore  with  the  natural  evolution  of  society  and  there¬ 
fore  it  would  practically  be  detrimental  to  the  society.  I  do  not  want 
to  discuss  the  question  whether  public  funds  could  be  used  only  for  the 
purpose  of  improving  the  wells  and  tanks  which  could  be  used  by  all 
classes  of  people  alike.  I  believe  it  is  just  now  only  an  academical  ques¬ 
tion.  The  learned  Deputy  President  says  that  we  are  more  or  less  con¬ 
cluded  by  legislative  enactments  in  Truvancore  that  ‘public’  means 
‘the  whole  public’ as  well  as ‘any  section  of  the  public’.  If  that  is  the 
interpretation  that  we  can  put  upon  that  word,  there  is  no  use  of  our 
disputing  the  question  whether  public  funds  can  be  utilised  only  for  the 
whole  public  or  a  particular  section  of  the  public.  Under  the  Munici¬ 
pal  Begulation,  public  funds  can  be  used  for  public  purposes  when  pub¬ 
lic  means  a  section  of  the  public  also.  So  that  point  does  not  arise  in 
Jhis  discussion. 

The  third  reason  why  I  oppose  the  resolution  is  this.  In  the 
second  part  of  the  resolution,  Mr.  Baman  Menon  wants  that  the  Govern¬ 
ment  should  interfere  in  other  cases,  - 
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“At  the  expense  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Iooality  belonging  to  the  olaas.or  olaases 
of  persons  who  olaim  and  prove  a  legal  right  to  the  exclusive  uae  of  the  same 

I  take  particular  objection  to  that  portion  of  the  resolution.  I  am 
afraid  it  is  fraught  with  serious  consequences  and  it  is  also  highly  mis¬ 
chievous  because  people  are  required  to  establish  legal  right  to  the  exclu¬ 
sive  use  of  the  same.  It  is  very  difficult  to  prove  these  rights  and  I 
think  that  it  is  better  to  leave  it  to  be  settled  between,  people  them¬ 
selves.  I  know  a  particular  instance  in  which  a  decision  was  arrived  at 
by  a  court  of  law,  but  it  was  not  acceptable  to  the  people  of  the  locality,. 
Probably,  Mr.  Raman  Menon  may  have  that  instance  in  view  when  he 
tabled  this  resolution.  To  some  extent,  he  was  himself  involved  in  that 
business.  There  was  a  tank  in  Karunagapalli  taluk  near  which  was, a 
public,  school.  A  Nair  gentleman  of  the  place  wanted  to  register  this 
poram  bohe  and  he  made  an  application.  But  the  school  authorities 
wanted  this  tank  for  themselves  for  the  purpose  of  the  students  of  the 
school.  The  educational  officers  also  inspected  the  place.  In  the 
meantime,  the  gentleman  who  wanted  to  register  the  porambohe  in  his 
favour  thought  that  his  object  would  not  be  achieved  and  therefore  he 
wanted  to  reserve  this  tank  for  a  particular  community.  A  prosecu¬ 
tion  ensued  in  which  some  of  the  Ezbavas  were  the  accuseds.  The 
matter  was  fought  out  in  the  criminal  court.  The  case  for  the  prosecu¬ 
tion  was  that  this  tank  was  made  use  of  as  the  Arat  tank  of 
a-  temple,  which  was  situated  about  two  miles  away.  The  pro¬ 
secution  could  not  prove  that  this  tank  was  made  use  of  in  connection 
with  the  procession  in  the  temple.  So  the  prosecution  failed. 
Then  the  party  who  wanted  this  particular  tank  to  be  tied  down  to 
that  particular  temple  wanted  to  move  the  District  Magistrate, .  and  I 
understand  from  the  proceedings  of  the  ease  that  my  friend  Mr.  Raman 
Menon  himself  wrote  a  letter  to  the  District  Magistrate  asking  him  to 
initiate  proceedings  under  Section  127  of  the  Criminal  Procedure  Code. 
Rearing  a  breach  of  the  peace,  the  District  Magistrate  who  was  a  caste- 
Hindn  did  prohibit  the  non-caste  people  from  interfering  with  the  use 
of  the  tank  and  there  the  matter  stopped.  Probably,  if  that  order 
under  Section  127  was  not  passed,  this  tank  could  have  been  used  by  all 
classes  of  people.  Now,  by  the  action  of  that  gentleman,  it  is  reserved 
for  the  caste  Hindus.  Of  course,  ,  the  District  Magistrate  did  not  take 
into  consideration  the  fact  that  a  First  Class  Magistrate  found  that  the 
case  put  forward  by  the  temple  authorities  was  not  true.  Such  inter¬ 
ference  on  the  part  of  executive  officers,  I  assert,  will  affect  the  natural 
evolution  of  the  society  from  a  heterogeneous  condition  to  a  homogenous 
condition.  I  believe  that  it  is  desirable  that  ,we  should  not  lend  our 
support  to  that  kind  of  arrangement. 

Then,  regarding  the  last  portion  of  the  resolution,  viz.,  provision 
of  special  funds  for  maintenance  of  ‘special  porambokes'  it  is  also  not 
quite  necessary.  I  believe  that  the  Government  may  be  safely  left  to 
take  care  of  the  pommbokes  which  are  in  their  possession  and 
for  the  maintenance  and  upkeep  of  whieh.  they  are  responsible, 
With  these  remarks,  I  oppose  the  resolution. 
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MR.  K.  i.  JOSEPH  (, Minachil  cum  Devicolam)  r  Sir,  I  am  sorry  to 
find  that  nobody  is  coming  forward  to  say  anything  in  favour  of  the 
resolution  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon.  Of  course,  the  wording  of  the  resolu¬ 
tion  is  rather  too  long  and  complex,  but  I  do  not  feel  there  is  much 
difficulty  in  understanding  the  essential  ideas  underlying  it. 

MR.  K.  MADHAVAN  PILL  A I  (Trivandrum  icum  bTedui'ccncjccd )  :  Is  the 
member  supporting  or  opposing  the  resolution  ? 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mtnachtl  cum  Devicolam):  The  member  can 
understand  it  in  the  course  of  what  I  say.  The  chief  ideas  underlying 
the  resolution  are  these.  The  find  and  the  foremost  is  that  adequate 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  public  wells 
and  tanks  and  other  porambokes.  The  second  is  that  in  the  case  of  the 
maintenance  of  such  porambokes  used  by  the  public,  public  funds  may 
be  utilised  and  in  other  cases  the  funds  belonging  to  the  people  of  the 
locality  alone  should  be  devoted.  Lastly,  Mr.  Raman  Menon  concedes 
that  special  funds  may  be  utilised  for  special  porambokes.  The  ideas, 
therefore,  I  find,  are  quite  clear.  The  chief  point  that  Mr.  Raman 
Menon  wants  to  impress  on  the  attention  of  this  House  is  the  question  of 
sanitation  more  than  anything  else.  That  is  the  chief  idea  conveyed 
in  this  resolution.  He  wants  to  see  that  the  safety  and  the  health  of 
the  public  are  properly  safeguarded  and  it  is  for  that  reason  that  he 
insists  that  tho  several  tanks  and  other  pc, ran  boles  which  are  now 
badly  kept  should  be  properly  maintained.  I  think  this  is  a  point  which 
nobody  can  dispute  ;  even  in  this  town,  several  tanks  arc  being  kept 
in  a  very  bad  condition.  So,  the  chief  idea  of  Mi.  Banian  Menon  that 
arrangements  should  be  made  for  the  proper  maintenance  of  these 
tanks  and  other  porambokes  cannot  but  be  supported  by  any  one.  • 

But  the  previous  spoakers  it  seems  were  led  away  by  the  latter 
portion  of  the  resolution  via.,  that  relating  to  the'  funds.  Regarding 
this,' the  Chief  Secretary  was  explaining  that  it  is  not  opposed  to  principle 
if  the  State  spends  its  money  in  the  interests  of  particular  communities 
or  particular  bodies.  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  agree  with  him  in  the 
'  view  taken  up.  I  am  of  opinion  that  public  money  should  ordinarily  be 
Bpent  only  for  purposes  for  which  the  whole  public  have  a  right  of  u,se. 
I  do  not  think  it  is  proper  to  spend  public  money  for  purposes  to 
which  any  limited  soction  of  the  public  has  got  any  exclusive  right  of 
use.  Of  course,  I  do  not  find  any  objection  if  the  Government  under 
exceptional  circumstances  encourage  the  institutions  of  special  bodies  by 
giving  somo  sort  of  grants  or  such  other  help,  .  . 

■  MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  Would  not 
that  bo  expenditure  ? 

Mr.K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  I  admit  that  it  iB 
expenditure.  But  considering  the  present  condition  of  certain  com¬ 
munities  in  Travancore,  it  may  at  tim  es  be  expedient  to  encourage 
special  interests  by  special  grants.  But  even  in  such  matters,  it  may 

not  be  advisable  for  the  Government  to  take  the  direct  responsibility 
for  themselves.  I  may  explain  my  position  by  stating  an  example. 
The  principle  adopted  by  the  Government  in  establishing  special  schools 
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for  special  classes,  I  believe,  is  not  quite  satisfactory.  But  the  Govern¬ 
ment  may  encourage  the  education  of  special  classes  backward  in  educa¬ 
tion  by  giving  them  special  grants  and  concessions.  Establishing 
special  schools  for  the  exclusive  use  of  special  classes  is  not  advisable. 
So  the  general  principle  on  which  public  money  should  be  spent  must 
be  that  all  the  public  must  have  the  right  to  share  in  the  benefit 
derived  therefrom.  Public  money  should  not  be  spent  in  the  exclusive 
interests  of  special  classes  alone.  So,  as  regards  the  second  point 
also,  on  principle,  I  am  inclined  to  support  Mr.  Baman  Menon. 

As  regards  the  methods  suggested  by  him,  the  Government  may 
consider  their  practicability.  Lastly,  Mr.  Baman  Menon  concedes  that 
special  provision  may  be  made  as  regards  special  porambokes.  Beligious 
sentiments  or  communal  feelings  may  be  adjusted  by  the  latter,'  provi- 
.  sion.  So,  I  believe,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  supporting  the  principle  con¬ 
tained  in  the  resolution. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu) :  I  have  very  great  pleasure- to 
support  the  spirit  underlying  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  resolution.  I  frankly 
confess  that  I  am  quite  convinced  about  its  import  in  its  entirety,  just 
after  hearing  the  Chief  Secretary’s  speech.  He  referred  to  a  resolution 
passed  in  this  Council  in  a  previous  session  and  would  have  us  believe 
that  that  resolution  practically  covered  the  ground  covered'  by 
■  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  present  resolution.  Well,  I  would  like  to  know 
from  the  Chief  Secretary  whether  any  action  was  taken  by  the  Govern¬ 
ment  on  that  resolution  with  a  view  to  assure  the  people  at  large  that  the 
Government  accepted  the  principle  of  that  resolution.  '  I,  for  one,  would 
readily  sa.y  that  the  Government  did  not  do  anything  in  that  direction 
as  seen  from  a  particular  instance.  The  Nagercoil  Municipality  passed 
a  resolution  to  throw  open  all  public  tanks  and  wells  maintained  by 
municipal  funds  to  the  public.  As  the  Chief  Secretary  must  know,  it 
was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Government  and  I  do  not  know  how 
it  has  fared  at  their  hands. 

The  second  point  about  the  resolution  is  this.  The  Chief  Secretary 
was  referring  to  the  European  School  in  British  India  or  certain 
'  schools  for  Malayala  Brahmins  and  other  provisions  for  sinking  wells 
for  Sambavars.  I  ask  the  Chief  Secretary  whether  these  insti¬ 
tutions  are  brought  into  being  from  a  very  laudable  object.,  .That 
is  to  say,  whether  a  certain  community  deserves  encouragement  when 
it  has  been  handicapped  practically  and  if  it  is  not  commendable. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Okie/ Secretary  to  Government ) :  May  I  know  who 
decides  this  laudability  ? 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala) :  I  believe  human  impulse  will 
be  the  very  same  with  each  and  every  individual  and  it  can  be  left  to  itself 
■to  decide  the  laudability  of  a  thing  which  really  deserves  sympathy  and 
■  further  to  judge  whether  it  deserves  compassion  or  repulsion.  I  believe 
every  member  can  be  left  to  himself  in  order  to  judge  that  point.  But 
here,  though  not  conscious,  it  is  unconscious,  I  would  say,  that  encourage* 
ment  is  given  to  certain  erroneous  notions,  at  any  rate,  to  the  opinions 
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whioh  are  held  in  doubt  as  regards  their  tenability  or.  as  to  their  religious 
sanction.  We  ail  know  that  certain  institutions  are  recent  interpola- 
tions  in  our  religious  conventions  and  we  would  be  in  the  wrong  by  not 
condemning  such  institutions  or  customs.  It  is  up  to  us  as  well  as  to 
the  Government  to  see  that  such  a  custom  is  actively  and  positively 
discouraged  instead  of  treating  such  customs  with  deference.  It  behoves 
civilised  Governments  to  come  forward  to  do  this  as  this  Government 
did  with  regard  to  the  admission  of  members  of  depressed  classes  in  all 
our  schools.  So,  whether  a  custom  is  supported  by  religion  or  not,  they 
must  first  of  all  enquire  into  its  reasonableness  or  otherwise.  Before 
making  no  such  enquiry,  is  it  for  the  Government  to  say  that  a  parti¬ 
cular  custom  is  supported  by  religious  sanction,  and  it  is  sacrilege  to  touch 
it  ?  I  for  one  can  say  it  is  not  at  all  justifiable  or  warranted.  Further, 
certain  customs  or  observances  on  the  part  of  a  certain  section  of  the 
people  have  been  given  a  certain  religious  cloak.  In  these  days,  such  a 
position  taken  by  certain  communities  has  become  intolerable  and  it  is  for 
the  Government  to  see  that  it  is  really  discouraged  and  not  encouraged. 
In  these  days  of  advancement  and  religious  reformation,  it  is  not 
'  at  all  desirable  that  the  Government  should  take  such  a  gratuitous 
position.  All  I  wish  to  say  is  that  the  Government  did  not  act 
up  to  the  spirit  of  the  resolution  as  passed  in  the  last  Council 
and  I  believe  that  was  the  intention  of  Mr.  Banian  Menon  to 
bring  forward  this  resolution  more  or  less  identical  in  principle 
with  the  former  resolution.  With  these  few  words,  I  support  the  reso¬ 
lution  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon, 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (.Quilon) :  I  wish 
to  say  a  few  words  in  answer  to  the  objections  raised  on  Mr.  Raman 
Menon’s  resolution.  Several  of  the  speakers  oh  the  subject  seem  to 
have  understood  Mr.  Raman  Menon  that  he  wanted  to  remove  the 
disability  of  certain  classes  in  regard  to  the  use  of  tanks,  wells  and  roads 
in  the  State.  It  appears  to  me  that  that  was  not  the  essential  point 
which  Mr.  Raman  Menon  wanted  to  stress  in  the  resolution.  Probably 
it  was  due  to  the  fact  that  he  failed  to  stress  the  essential  points  while 
stressing  the  non-essential  points  in  the  resolution.  As  has  been  rightly 
observed  by  my  friend  Mr.  Joseph,  the  central  idea  running  through  the 
resolution  is  that  there  are  several  tanks  and  wells  in  the  State  which 
are  utterly  neglected  and  unattended  to.  Mr.  Raman  Menon  wants 
these  wells  and  tanks  which  are  porambokes  to  be  attended  to  by  the 
Government.  He  makes  also  certain  suggestions  in  regard  to  the 
funds  for  the  maintenance  of  these  tanks  and  wells,  as  also  the  agency 
by  which  these  funds  are  to  be  used.  Of  course,  these  are  only, 
secondary  matters.  But  the  important  point  in  the  resolution  is  that) 
no  tank  or  well,  which  is  poramboke  and  which  is  I1®6™  "“a 

people,  should  be  neglected  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  health,  j 
think  that  is  the  central  idea  of  this  resolution,  and.  if  that  is  so,  I  oM 
not  see  any  reason  why  it  should  not  be  accepted  by  the ;  Government! 
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Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (peputy  President) :  I  may 
explain  my  position,  Sir.  If  that  is  the  principle  of  the  resolution,  I 
certainly  support  it. 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon)  = .  That 
appears  to  be  the  real  resolution,  while  the  other  parts  of  it  in  which 
reference  is  made  to  the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  these  tanks  and 
wells  and  the  agencies  by  which  these  funds  are  to  be  spent,  are .  only 
mere  suggestions  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon.  I  do  not  think  he  wanted  to 
raise  the  controversial  matter  as  to  whether  these  roads  and  tanks 
should  be  used  by  all  classes  of  people.  That  does  not  appear  to  me  to 
b'e  the  object  of  the  resolution, 

Mr.  N.  KUMAR  AN  (Nominated);  Has  Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  got 
an  amendment  to  this  effect  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilcn);  No,  I 
have  not  got  any  amendment.  So  far  as  I  am  able  to  read  the  resolu¬ 
tion,  it  means  only  that. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Will  Mr.  Para¬ 
mesvaran  Pillai  remove  those  qualifying  clauses  in  the  resolution  ? 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  What 
are  those  qualifying  clauses?  The  essential  part  of  the  resolution 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  That  is  in  regard 
to  porambohes. 

Mr.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon) :  In  regard 
to  the  funds,  he  says  that  if  these  porambohes  are  open  to  all  classes  of 
people  then  they  must  be  repaired  from  public  funds  and  that  if  they  are 
claimed  by  particular  communities  to  be  exclusively  used  by  them,  they 
may  be  taxed  specially  for  the  maintenance  of  those  porambohes ,  Of 
course,  that  is  a  suggestion  made  by  Mr.  Raman  Menon  in  regard  to 
the  funds  for  the  maintenance  of  these  tanks  and  wells.  But  the  real 
point  which  Mr.  Raman  Menon  wants  to  stress  and  wants  to  bring  to 
the  notice  of  the  Government  in  this  resolution  is  that  no  tank  and  no 
well  which  is  porambohe  should  be  neglected  to.  ;the  detriment  of  public 
health.  That,  I  submit,  is  the  point  which  is  deserving  of  consideration 
by  the  House.  Because  the  resolution  is  inarticulately  worded  or 
vaguely  worded,  it  should  not  prevent  us  from  giving  that  value  to  it 
which  it  deserves. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  Does 
Mr.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  think  that  any  resolution  is  necessary  for  that 
purpose..?  «• 

MR.  CHANGANACHERY  K.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Quilon):  Appar¬ 
ently,  Mr.  Raman  Menon  has,  as  I  have  also,  in  mind  several  places 
where  these  public  tanks  and  wells  are  absolutely  neglected,  where  they 
are  not  repaired  to  the  detriment  of  the  public  health  and  are  not 
attended  to  either,  by  the  local  authorities,  the  municipalities  or  the 
Government.  Take  for  instance,  as  Mr.  Joseph  himself  pointed  out, 
gome  of  the  tanks  in  Trivandrum  within  the  municipal  areas."  'Their 
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condition  is  highly  detrimental  to  the  public  health.  Thev  should  either 
be. filled  np  or  registered  or  if  the  Government  or  the  municipality 
think  that  they  should  be  kept  as  tanks,  they  should  be  kept  in  proper 
repair  and  maintained  in  proper  order  without  prejudicing  the  health  of 
the  public.  They  arc  a  disgrace  to  the  town  itself  and  the  municipality 
and  to  everybody  else.  In  addition  to  the  tank  near  Mr  Van  Boss’s 
house,  which  has  been  registered,  there  are  several  other  tanks  in  several 
■  parts  of  the  town  which  should  not  exist  as  tanks  and  which  should  not 
be  used  by  tlio  public.  No  doubt,  in  regard  to  the  funds  with  which 
fficso  should  be  maintained,  Mr.  Baman  Menon  makes  a  discrimination 
with  regard  to  those  por.mbokes  which  are  open  to  all  classes  and  those 

which  are.  claimed  hv  certain  communities  for  their  exclusive  use  In 

regard  to  that,  of  course,  there  may  be  differences  of  opinion,  as  has 
been  pointed  out ;  but,  at  the  same  time,  I  am  sorry  that  the  Chief 
■Secretary  should  have  put  old  age  pension,  insurance  and  bounties  to 
industrial  concerns  m  England  on  a  par  with  caste  and  class  distinction 
■prevailing  in  Travanoore.  In  the  case  of  old  age  pension,  I  think,  it  is 
•  the  old  men  who  get  the  pension  and  no  particular  class  of  old  men  is 
excluded  from  the  benefit  of  that.  Similarly,  in  the  case  of  other 
bounties  in  industrial  concerns,  insurance  and  other  things,  no  particular 
class  or  community  is  excluded  from  the  benefit.  But  here  it  is  not  so. 
It  is  a  particular  class  or  community  that  is  precluded  from  the  use  of 
the  tanks.  Thus,  there  is  no  comparison  or  analogy  between  the  two 
things.  In  my  opinion,  no  tank  and  no  well  which  is  exclusively  claimed 
by  any  particular  community  should  be  repaired  from  public  funds. 
Public  funds  are  intended  for  the  use  of  the  public,  that  is  for  the  com¬ 
munity  as  a  whole  and  not  for  the  special  benefit  of  any  particular  com¬ 
munity.  Therefore,  my  friend  says  that  public  funds  could  not  be 
expended  upon  these  justifiably  and  that  those  communities  who  claim 
the  exclusive)  use  of  these  tanks  and  wells  must  be  asked  to  pay  ^parti¬ 
cular  cess  for  the  maintenance  of  these  tanks  and  wells.  I  think 'that 
:is  a  legitimate  proposal  and  there  is  no  reason  why  that  should  not  he 
considered.  In  any  case,  the  point  raised  by  my  friend  that  no  tank 
■and  no  well  intended  for  the  use  of  the  public  or  any  section  of  the 
public  should  be  neglected  to  the  detriment  of  public  health  is,  I  think, 
a  principle  which  should  he  adopted  by  this  House. 


MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (.Muvclikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Sir,  I 
acknowledge  that  it  is  an  attempt  at  a  reasonable  compromise.  But,  as 
is  often  the  fate  of  peace-makers,  they  may  not  succeed  in  satisfying  any 
of  the  parties.  Nevertheless,  it  seems  to  me  that  it  is  a  reasonable  com¬ 
promise  and  I  shall  try  to  meet  some  of  the  arguments  which  have 
been  advanced  against  my  resolution.  In  the  first  place,  Mr.  Subba 
Aiyar  has  been  pointing  out  that  the  wording  of  the  resolution  is  not 
.satisfactory.  Well,  as  regards  the  interpretation,  doctors  may  differ 
and  oven  legal  luminaries  very  often  make  conflicting  interpretations 
on  different  occasions.  I  have  no  quarrel  about  it.  Of  course,  if  any 
reasonable  amendment  is  suggested  to  make  my  meaning  clear,  I  shall 
■accept  it.  But  mv  friend  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  has  also  understood  my  aim 
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as  he  himself  acknowledged.  It  is  only  a  recommendation  to  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  so  long  as  the  aim  is  well  represented,  the  wording  does 
not  matter.  I  think  that  even  an  ordinary  man.  can  gather  the  aim 
from  this  wording  itself.  So,  I  hope  that  it  is  not  a  very  grave 
objection. 

The  second  objection  that  was  raised  was  that  it  is  not  practicable. 
I  disagree  from  that  view.  It  is  a  very  practical  way  of  solving  the 
difficulties.  It  has  been  pointed  out  by  Mr.  George  that  if  the  Govern¬ 
ment  refuse  to  maintain  these  tanks,  it  may  be  a  source  of  danger  to  the 
public.  Well,  that  is  exactly  why  I  said  that  “adequate  arrangements 
may  be  made  through  municipalities  or  other  public  bodies,,  wherever 
they. exist,  or  otherwise  in  other  places,  for  the  proper  maintenance” 
of  these  public  wells  and  tanks.  It  has  been  said  that  the  Government 
cannot  interfere  with  public  bodies  like  the  municipalities.  Perhaps, 
the  Municipal  Begulation  may  not  allow  such  interference.  In  that 
case,  I  have  no  objection  in  the  Government  coming  in  for  legislation  on 
the  subject  in  order  to  have  more  power  for  ensuring  the  health  and 
safety,  of  the  public.  If  they  want  more  power,  of  course,  they  ought  to 
have  it  by  means  of  legislation. 

Then,  to  show  that  it  is  impracticable,  Mr.  Subba  Aiyar  has  been 
pointing  out  that  it  would  not  be  advisable  for  the  Government  to  in¬ 
terfere  with  tanks  belonging  to  special  communities.  If,  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  for  the  safety  of  its  health,  it  is  necessary  to  take  such 
power,  the  Government  have  the  right  to  take  such  power. 

.Then  my  friend  Mr.  Kumaran  is  not  quite  satisfied  with  one 
'  portion' of  it.  He  said  that  a  loophole  is  provided  for  excluding  certain 
tank's  for  which  special  communities  may  have  a  legal  right.  The 
burden  of  proof  is  on  them.  They  have  to  prove  that  they  have  a  legal 
’  right  to  do  so ;  and,  if  they  prove  it,  I  think  it  would  not  be  fair  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  or  this  Council  or  anybody  else  to  deny  it.  But 
the  point  is  that  if  they  have  an  exclusive  right,  they  must  specially  pay 
for  it. '  That  is  the  thing  that  the  Government  should  insist  on.  ■  That 
'  will  bring  to  bear  a  certain  moral  pressure  upon  those  people  who  want 
to  maintain  their  sentiments  intact.  I  have  no  objection  to  their  main¬ 
taining  their  sentiments.  But  they  ought  to  pay  for  it.  We  cannot 
.  maintain  the  sentiments  of  other  people  out  of  public  funds.  That  is 
what  I  have  to  say  upon  that  point.  I  do  not  want  the  Government 
to  interfere  with  the  sentiments  of,  or  with  the  special  rights  vested  in, 
-  special  communities;  but  they  must  refuse  to  spend  public  funds  where 
all  members  of  the  public  are  not  admitted. 

.  MR,  N,  KUMARAN  ( Nominated ):  Are  not  these  two  principles  in¬ 
consistent — that  certain  porambokes  which  belong  to  the  public  should 
be  reserved  to  special  communities  and  that  the  public  funds  should 
not  be  spent  for  the  maintenance  of  tanks  exclusively  used  by  special 
communities?  ; 

MR.  G,  RAMAN  MENON  (Atauelikara  cum  EarUkapalli)  :  Even  the 
jnnnicipal  funds  are  public  and  they  come  from  the  different  classes  of 
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the  people.  So  the  Government  have  a  duty,  by  means  of  legislation,  if 
necessary,  to  see  that  those  funds  are  also  used  in  a  just  and  impartial 
manner.  What  will  become  of  these  tanks  if  they  are  not  maintained 
by  the  Government  ?  That  has  been  the  question.  There  are  several 
ways  of  doing  it.  The  special  communities  may  hand  over  special 
funds  to  public  bodies  or  to  the  Government,  if  they  so  desire,  or  they 
can  make  their  own  arrangements  to  see  that  they  are  maintained 
properly. 

The  easo  to  which  Mr'.  Kumaran  referred  as  having  taken  place  in 
Karunagapalli  was  dismissed,  because  the  prosecutors  failed  to  show 
that  the  man  actually  bathed  in  the  tank  and  they  failed  also  to  prove 
that  they  had  an  exclusive  right  to  it.  Afterwards,  by  means  of 
certain  Government,  records,  it  was  provod  that  it  was  reserved  as  a 
tank  specially  for  the  temple  and  so  the  District  Magistrate  found  that 
there  was  an  encroachment  of  the  right  of  the  temple.  Of  course,  all 
such  things  should  be  left  to  law. 

There  is  nothing  to  be  afraid  of  in  the  resolution  and  it  would  not 
injure  anybody  and  no  evil  consequence  will  follow.  As  I  explained  at 
the  very  start,  the  principle  of  the  resolution  is  one  which  the  Govern¬ 
ment  arc  hound  to  accept,  that  is,  they  should  be  above  all  considera¬ 
tions  of  communal  partiality.  With  those  words,  I  press  the  resolution. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Sir,  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  know  what  exactly  is  going  to  be  passed  in  this  House. 

MR.  V.  SUBBA  AIYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President):  That  is  the 
difficulty. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  Mr.  Raman  Menon 
himself  explains  the  resolution  in  one  way  and  the  speakers  that 
followed  have  given  expression  to  different  views  about  its  meaning. 
Mr.  G.  Paramosvaran  Pillai  understood  it  to  mean  only  that  tanks  and 
wells  and  other  porambnkes  should  bo  maintained  by  the  Government 
and  he  pointed  out  that  whon  the  Panchayat  Regulation  oomes  into 
operation,  there  will  bo  an  adequate  agency  for  maintaining  these  things. 
Mr.  Changanachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai  also,  more  or  less,  draws  the 
same  conclusion.  Prom  the  speech  of  Mr.  Raman  Menon  and  the  em¬ 
phasis  he  laid  on  the  principle  that  the  Government  should  not  show 
communal  partiality,  it  seems  to  me  that  Mr.  Raman  Menon  wants  not 
particularly  to  soo  that  tho  tanks  and  wells  are  maintained  properly,  but 
to  emphasise  tho  other  part  of  his  resolution. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (MandiJcara  cum  ICartikapalli) :  May  I  point 
out  that  I  emphasised  both  the  parts  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  If  so,  it  raises 
two  or  more  issues  and  the  House  cannot  decide  on  all  of  them  together. 
So,  I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  whether  the  House  can  vote  on  the  resolution 
in  tho  form  in  which  it  is  put  before  us. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated):  Will  it  not  be  advisable  to  allow 
the  mover  to  split  it  up  into  two  resolutions  ? 
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MR'.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  We  can  discuss 
■only  one  resolution  at  a  time.  Of  course,  if  the  President  allows  the 
mover  to  alter  his  resolution,  that  is  another  matter.  As  it  is,  I 
sbeg  to  inform  the  House  that  we  are  not  at  all  in  a  position  to  ae- 
.cept  the  resolution  as  it  involves  several  questions  and  the  decision  of 
•the  House  should  be  on  each  point  separately.  How  to  decide  a  number 
of  points  together  in  the  same  vote  is  a  thing  that  I  cannot  understand. 

I  may,  in  passing,  however,  refer  to  one  or  two  passages  in  the 
Speech  delivered  by  Mr.  Sivatanu  Pillai.  To  my  observation  that  the  ex¬ 
clusive  use  of  certain  tanks  and  wells  arose  out  of  a  religious  custom  he 
said  in  reply  that  it  was  not  correct  so  long  as  no  enquiry  has  been  made 
into  the  existence  of  that  custom.  I  suppose  he  meant  that  no  enquiry 
1  has  been  made  into  the  existence  .  of  a  religious,  custom  which  is  the 
basis  of  the  exclusive  use  by  certain  communities  of  wells  and  tanks. 
Sir,  it  seems  to  me  that,  no  such  enquiry  is  necessary.  Everybody 
knows  that  these  customs  exist  and  that  they  have  religious  sanction  and, 

:  even  , to-day,  I  believe  it  is  a  moot  point  among  learned  Pandits  whether 
they  have  Sastraic  sanction  or  not.  But  the  Government  cannot 
-enter  into  these  controversies.  The  Government  find  that  certain 
customs  exist  now  which  have  a  religious  sanction,  or  which  the  people 
believe  to  have  religious  sanction.  That  is  all  what  the  Government 
should  see.  It  is  not  their  province  to  enter  into  a  religions  controversy. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU.  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  May  I  know  whether  the 
Chief. Secretary  is  aware  that  such  customs,  are  denied  by  learned  men  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government )  :  I  doubt  whether 
P.-can  admit  so  far.  Certain  people,  who  interpret. the  religious  customs, 

■  mhy  have  different  views.  But,  so  far  as  I  know,  the  general  public  ■  do 
.  regard,  the  customs  as  having  religious  sanctity. 

Mfi.  M,  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  Is  the  member  aware  that  the 
greatest  authorities  on  religion  have  said  that  there  is  no  religious 
sanotion  behind' untouchahility  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government)  s  I  admit  that. 
As  I  said,  that  is  a  point  on  which  there  is  considerable  difference  of 
opinion -and  it  .is  not.  necessary  on  my.  part,  to  enter  into  the  rights,  or  the 
wrongs  of  it. 

'..Mr./K..!.  Joseph,. I.am  afraid,  was  inconsistent  when  he  said  that 
money  may  be  spent  through  othsr .agencies  for  the  special  advantages 
•  of  certain  communities. 

Mr.  K.  I  .’JOSEPH  (Minaohil  entn  JOeiiicolam):  What  1  said  was  that, 
in.  case  of  absolute  necessity ,  special  grants  may  he  given  to  members 
of  certain  communities. 

£..■ ■Mr-  K- -GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  GovemhM) ;  Exactly.  He  has 
granted  the  whole  ease  then.  . 

■  Mr,  -  rR.*  I.  .JOSEPH-  (- Minaehil  cum  Devicolant) :  Not  so.  I  may 
have  to  explain  further,  It  may  at  times  be  necessary  in  the  interests  of 
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certain  communities  and  also  in  the  wider  interests  of  the'  State  that 
communities  which  are  very  backward  should  be  helped  by  giving  them  •- 
special  grants  and  concessions.  But  that  ground  does  not  stand  .  in  this 
particular  case.  It  is  only  out  of  consideration  for  custom. and  religious 
feelings  that  the  Government  take  the  responsibility  to  carry  on  the  • 
routine  work  as  a  matter  of  policy.  Aiding,  the  .  establishment  of 
particular  schools  for  Mahomedans  or  Malayala  Brahmins,  who  are 
backward  in  education,  stands  on  quite  a  different  footing  from  the 
present  case. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government );  It  is  not  a  ques¬ 
tion  of  responsibility.  It  is  only  a  question  of  the  use  of  public  funds. 
So,  I  still  think  that  there  was  inconsistency  between  the  two  state¬ 
ments  made  by  Mr.  Joseph. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu):  May  I  just  point  out  that  what 
he  means  is  that  whereas  the  one  proceeds  from  a  laudable  motive,  the 
other  proceeds  from  a  motive  to  encourage  a  narrow  superstitious  idea?- 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  That  is  why  I 
asked  him  who  decides  tile  laudability.  It  is  tire  State  that  has  to  de¬ 
cide  whether  the  motive  which  underlies  their  action  in  the  present 
case  is  laudablo  or  not. 

There  is  one  more  point.  Mr.  Ohanganachery  Paramesvaran  Pillai 
said  that  the  analogy  that  I  drew  between  the  use  of  public  funds  for 
the  maintenance  of  tanks  and  wells  for  the  exclusive  ■  use  of  particular 
communities  is  different  essentially  from  the  system  of  bounty  or  grant- 
of  special  funds  for  special  purposes.  I  do  not  also  say  that .  they  are 
completely  analogous.  I  wanted  only  to  illustrate  the  point  that 
it  is  not  opposed  to  the  canons  of  financial  propriety  to  use  publio 
funds  for  purposes  in  which  the  whole  public  does  not  participate. 
That  is  my  point;  and  the  illustration  went  only  so  far.  But,  there 
are  other  illustrations  in  our  country  itself,  where  nobody  contends' 
that  the  purposes  are  undesirable,  or  the  objects  are  not  laudable.  As' 
I  said,  there  are  special  scholarships  for  special  communities;  fee 
concessions  are  given  to  special  communities;  schools  are  erected  •  and 
maintained  for  special  communities  ;  and  over  so  many  other  things  are 
mado  for  tho  lienefit  of  special  communities.  If  we  do  not  aocept  it 
as  a  principle  to  bo  applied  in  tho  financial  administration  of  the  State, 
what  would  happen*/  Wo  would  not  bo  in  a  position  to  sot  apart  funds 
for  the  exclusive  or  special  uso  of  tho  communities  that  may  be 
bahind-hand  and  that  may  bo  needing  special  encouragement.. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minachil  cum  Devicolant)  ;  Is  it  not  the 
policy  to  make  special  exemptions  only  when  necessity  arises  ? 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ):  It  is  not  a 
question  of  whether  exemption  should  be  granted  or  whether  exemption 
should  not  bo  granted.  I  admit  that  ordinarily  publio  funds  are 
for  the  community  as  a  whole.  But  there  are  occasions  when’  the 
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public  funds  have  to  be  spent  for  the  special  needs  of  certain  com¬ 
munities. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) :  May  I 
know  one  instance  of  such  an  occasion  ? 

MB.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  have  illustrated 
my  point  by  several  illustrations.  For  instance,  I  spoke  of  the  special 
schools  for  Malaysia  Brahmins  and  special  scholarships  to  students 
belonging  to  the  backward  communities. 

Mb.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  (Chirayinkil) :  Are  the  Government 
prepared  to  accept  the  position  that  the  public  tanks  should  be  properly 
maintained  ? 

MB.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) ;  Certainly.  That 
public  tanks  should  be  properly  maintained  is  a  proposition  that 
is  fully  accepted  by  the  Government.  They  should  not  be  left 
in  a  neglected  condition.  I  do  not  think  that  any  one  in  the  House 
and  the  Government  themselves  would  take  objection  to  that  statement. 
Certainly,  public  tanks  and  public  wells  and,  for  the  matter  of  that, 
even  private  tanks  and  private  wells,  should  be  maintained  in  a  sanitary 
condition  for  the  sake  of  the  health  of  the  people. 

Mb.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mmachil  cum  Devicolam ) :  Does  Mr.  George 
say  that  the  maintenance  of  these  public  tanks  is  on  a  parallel  position 
with  the  establishment  of  schools  for  particular  communities? 

Mb.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  In  both  cases, 
public  funds  are  used  for  special  purposes. 

Mr.  K .  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Does  he  think  that 
the  subject-matter  of  both  deserves  equal  consideration  at  the  hands  of 
the  Government  ? 

Mr.  K,  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  .  think  it  is  a 
very  important  question  and  it  is  very  difficult  to  answer  at  the  spur 
of  the  moment.  Sir,  I  oppose  the  motion  and  I  do  not  know  how  it 
can  be  put  to  the  vote  of  the  House  consisting,  as  it  does  of  several  parts. 

Mr.  V.  SUBBA  AlYAR  (Nominated)  (Deputy  President)  :  It  may  be 
divided  and  put  to  the.  vote  of  the  House. 

Mr.  K.  GBQH&B  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  Even  division  is 
very  difficult. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  ( Neyyaitinkara ):  Doesthis  resolu¬ 
tion  admit  of  a  division  ? 

Mr.  K.  1.  JOSEPH  (Meenachil  cum  Devicolam) :  Does  Mr.  George 
think  that  it  is  out  of  order  ? 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  do  not  think  so, 
It  has  been  already  discussed  and  so  what  is  the  use  of  saying  that  it  is 
out  of  order  now  ? 

®R-  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  KartikapalU ):  May  I 

know  whether  the  Government  accept  the  principle  of  the  resolution 
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except  in  the  oase  of  these  wells  attached  to  special  institutions  ?  My 
meaning  is  that  the  maintenance  of  special  pommbokes  should  be  out 
of  special  funds. 

Mr.  K.  GEORGE  ( Chief  Secretary  to  Government) :  I  beg  to  say  that 
the  resolution  has  no'  single  principle  underlying  it.  If  the  member 
is  of  opinion  that  the  tanks  should  be  properly  maintained,  then, 
of  course,  the  Government  are  willing  to  accept  it.  If  tanks  and 
wells,  are  not  properly  maintained,  the  Government  are  prepared  to 
spend  more  money  on  the  proper  maintenance  of  those  things. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  What  I  wish 
to  know  is  whether  the  Government  accept  the  principle  that  the  public 
funds  should  not  be  spent  upon  the  ordinary  tanks  and  wells  which  are 
exclusively  reserved  for  special  classes  ?  If  that  is  also  accepted,  I  do 
hot  want  to  press  the  resolution. 

MR.  K.  GEORGE  (Chief  Secretary  to  Government ) :  I  regret  I  can¬ 
not  accept  it.  In  fact  I  have  been  speaking  against  it. 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli)  :  Then  I 
press  it. 

The  resolution  was  put  to  the  vote  and  lost,  8  voting  for  and  28 
'against  it.

PRESIDENT  ;  The  next  resolution  also  stands  in  the  name  of  Mr, 
Raman  Menon. 

Modification  of  the  Land  Colonisation  Rules. 

Mr.  G,  RAMAN  MENON  (MaveKkimi  cum  Kartikapalli) :  Sir,  I  beg 
to  move  the  following  resolution:— 

This  Council  recommends  io  the  Government  that  the  rules  regarding 
the  Land  Colonisation  Scheme  mag  he  so  modified  as  to  make  it  possible 
for  subjects  of  this  State  to  get  the  benefits  under  the  scheme,  even 
without  becoming  members  of  joint  stock  con, panics,  syndicates  or 
co-operative  credit  societies  and  to  allow  registry  of  lauds  muter  the 
scheme  up  to  a  limit  of  10  acres  to  each  of  the  members,  in  the  case 
of  a  co-operative  credit  society  as  well. 

■  The  object  of  the  Land  Colonisation  Scheme  is  very  laudable.  But 
though  the  scheme  was  passed  and  the  rules  were  published  about  a 
year  ago,  nothing  has  been  done  to  start  it  actually.  Even  when  the 
rules  were  published,  publicists  pointed  out  certain  defects  in  those  rules 
and  it  is  in  accordance  with  those  suggestions,  that  I  have  brought  for¬ 
ward  this  resolution.  As  it  is,  only  joint  stock  companies  or  syndicates 
or  co-operative  credit  societies  are  benefited  under  the  scheme.  Private 
individuals  will  not  be  given  land  under  the  scheme.  Of  course,  the 
provisions  of  the  scheme  are  very  beneficial.  The  tharavila  has  to  be 
paid  only  in  10  years  and  the  Government  have  also  given  concessions  as 
regards  taxes.  Then  again,  loans  can  be  advanced  to  those  colonists 
on  the  security  of  the  lands.  AH  these  are  very  beneficial.  But,  in 
the  present  circumstances  of  the  country,  the  ordinary  people,  especially 
the  poor  people,  are  not  likely  to  be  benefited  by  these  rules,  This  is  , 
a  consequence  of  the  stage  of  social  evolution  reached  by  the  people  of 
this  land.  Co-operative  credit  societies,  syndicates  and  joint  stock  com¬ 
panies  are  not  very  popular  here  amongst  the  people;  and  from  my 
knowledge  of  many  of  these  companies  and  co-operative  societies,  I 
may  say  that  they  are  not  working  well,  and  they  are  far  from  doing 
any  appreciable  good  to  the  people. 

.Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  ( Minachil  cum  Devieolam) :  The  latter  portion  « 
of  Mr.  Raman  Menon’s  resolution  runs  as  follows: —  ' 

“  to  eaoh  of  the  members  in  the  caso  of  a  co-operativo  credit  sooioty  as  well"  i 

Does  the  member  mean  that  the  privilege  should  be  extended  to  j 
all  the  subjects  of  the  State  or  only  to  the  co-operative  credit  societies  ?  j 
Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikara  cum  Kartikapalli) ;  Under 
the  rules,  lands  may  be  given  only  to  co-operative  credit  societies.  1 
Each  member  is  allowed  one  acre  of  laud,  I  suggest  that  it  may 
be  raised  to  ten  acres. 
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In  India,  in  Travancorc  especially,  joint  stock  companies  ana  co¬ 
operative  undertakings  arc  not  in  a  very  desirable  state.  I  consider 
that  to  be  a  consequence  of  the  stage  of  social  evolution  which  we 
have  now  reached.  We  are  now  in  a  transition  stage.  From  tribal  or 
communal  consciousness,  wo  are  going  to  the  individual  consciousness 
where  individual  rights  and  liberties  are  emphsised.  We  are  only  pass¬ 
ing  to  that  stage.  Sonic  individuals  have  reached  a  high  development 
in  that  stage.  But  the  generality  of  the  public  have  not.  It  may  be 
said  that  communal  feelings  arc  even  now  very  strong.  It  seems  to  me 
that  communal  feelings  are.  becoming  weakened  and  the  sense  of  indi¬ 
vidual  right  and  individual^  liberty  is  increasing.  Woll,  in  western 
countries,  co-operative  societies  and  co-operative  undertakings  like  joint 
stock  companies  are.  based  on  the  solid  rock  of  the  consciousness  of 
individual  right  and  freedom.  We  have  not,  at  least  the  generality  of 
tho  people  have  not,  realised  that ;  and  so,  co-operativo  undertakings  have 
not  that  solid  bottom.  That  is  the  reason  why  co-operative  undertak¬ 
ings  are  not  flourishing  in  our  country.  The  Government  should  re¬ 
cognise  that  fuel,  and  allow  the  lxiuolit  of  tho  scheme  to  private  indivi¬ 
duals  also.

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Macelikara  cum  KartilcapaUi) :  N0,  I 
have  not. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  (Nc!mttmkara) :  Then  upon 
what,  dal#  does  lie  base  bis  assertion  that  oo-oporative  undertakings  in 
the  State,  are  net  flourishing 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (.1  laoeiikam  cum  Kartikwpalli) ;  From 
my  own  experience.  I  know  many  co-oporativo  societies  in  my  own 
neighbourhood.  They  exist  only  on  paper.  That  is  all. 

Mr.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {Nci/attinkar* i) :  Has  the  membet 
read  that  part  of  Urn  Administrat  ion  Report  of  the  co-operative  societies 
that  deals  with  his  own  taluk  i * 

MB,  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Maniikara  cum  KnrUkapalli) :  I  have  not 
road  the  Administration  Report,  but  I  know  that  it  is  only  oil  paper  that 
many  of  the  societies  work.  The  working  of  tho  co-operative  credit  so¬ 
cieties  is  generally  only  on  paper.  Ho,  considering  tho  state  of  tho  social 
evolution  in  which  we.  are,  it  seems  to  mo  that  tho  Government’s  at¬ 
tempts  to  ameliorate  the  condition  of  the  people  should  he  such  as  to 
roach  the  people.  That  is  why  I  suggest  those  modifications  in  tho 
rules. 

The  Government's  object  in  setting  apart  large  blocks  of  lands  and 
asking  a  number  of  colonists  to  settle  on  the  blocks  is  very  laudable.  But 
the  people  have  not  come  to  that  stage  as  yet.  One  part  of  the  object 
can  bo  accomplished  by  the  Government  simply  arranging  that  the 
block  as  a  whole  will  be  divided  and  registered  to  the  applicants, only 
when  thero  are  sufficient  applicants  to  occupy  tho  whole  block.  Sup-

pose  a  block  is  150  acres  in  exlent,  and  5  or  6  people  apply  for  about  10 
acres  each.  Then,  the  whole  block  cannot  be  registered  and  there  will 
not  be  sufficient  number  of  people  to  live  together.  I  admit  that  the 
Government  can  insist  that  the  block  will  be  registered  only  if  15 
people  come  forward.  But  they  should  not  insist  on  syndicate  or  co-. 
operative  business.  They  must  be  allowed  to  come  forward  aud  work  in¬ 
dependently  of  each  other.  That  is  the  state  of  the  mind  of  the  people. 
If  the  joint,  stock-  business  is  insisted  upon,  I  think  it  vdll  be  -more  costly. 
Suppose  fifteen  of  us  join  and  register  a  company.  Wo  have  to  pay 
something  to  the  Government  for  registering  the  company.  Then  we 
will  have  to  appoint  a  person  for  looking  after  the  affairs  of  the  com¬ 
pany  and  give  him  a  salary.  We  know  from  experience  that  things  are 
not  likely  to  be  very  well  managed.  Therefore,  my  suggestion  is  that 
the  Government  should  bo  prepared  to  give  ton  acres  or  less,  according 
to  the  requirements  of  the  people,  provided  the  whole  block  or  a  fair 
portion  of  it  can  be  occupied  by  a  number  of  people  at  the  same  time- 

Then,  the  next  point  is  that  the  members  of  the  co-oporativc 
credit  societies  should  also  be  given  the  benefit  of  having  ten  acres 
apiece  instead  of  one  acre  apiece.  Under  the  present  rules,  only  one 
acre  can  be  given  to  a  member.  I  suggest  that  it  may  he  raised  to  ten 
acres.  With  these,  words,  I  move  the  resolution.  . 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  Unilulnpmhay.  Are  the  ten  acres 
that  the  member  speaks  of  inclusive  of  land  and  water  or  land  alone  ? 
(Laughter.) 

Mr,  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavelikam  cum  Kartikapalli) :  There  is 
no  question  of  water.  It  is  a  question  of  land. 

MR.  N.KUMARAN  ( Nominated )  :  I  second  the  resolution. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapwha) :  I  also  beg  to  second 
this  motion  with. .  this  qualification.  In  .  some  places,  the  ten  acres 
proposed  to.  be  allotted  to  any  member,  of.  the  public  may  probably 
contain  watery  surface  also.  For  example,  in  my  own  taluk,  it  is 
rather  difficult  to  find  ten  acres  of  continuous  land  without  water  inter¬ 
cepting  the  block  of  ten  acres.  With  this  qualification,  I  beg  to  support 
my  friend. 

•  Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  ( Kottayam ) ;  Is  there  "any  land  available  for 
colonisation  in  the  Ambalapuzha  taluk  ? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmbalapurJia)  :  Yes,  in  Porakkad. 
The.  prior  Land  .Eevenue  Commissioner  said  that  he  was  going  to  parcel  - 
out  the  Porakkad  Kari  into  a  number  of-  small  blocks  by.  bringing- 
into  existence  a  net-work  of  canals.  But  it  is  still  maintaining  - 
the  status  quo  ante.  Without  any  interference  from  the  Land 
Eevenue  Commissioner,  such  lands  may  be  parcelled  out  to  the  people 
who  are  prepared  to  have  them,  registered..

MK .  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  Uminl  Uci'cime  ami  Incnmc  Tax  Oom- 
mmWiimit)  :  Sir,  Mu'  Land  Colonisation  Kolos  wore  passed  only  on  the 
liltli  November  l.l'dl.  As  the  preamble  of  the  Rules  will  show,  the 
idea  of  the  (lovenmienl.  in  passing  the.  Holes  is  to  moot  in  some  measure 
till!  problem  of  unemployment  by  settling  families  on  agricultural  land 
to  pursue  and  develop  agriculture  on  advanced  lines,  to  bring  into  exis¬ 
tence  a  class  <d  holdings  which  wuuld  serve  us  models  to  agriculturists 
in  general,  and  also  to  promote  the  pursuit  of  industries  subsidiary  to 
agriculture.  I  need  hardly  say  that  the  formation  of  syndicates  or  co¬ 
operative  societies  implies  at  tlie  first  stage  some  harmonious  relation¬ 
ship  among  ils  ine.mbeis,  either  on  account  of  the  vested  common  in¬ 
terests  with  whirl!  they  are  iionnil,  or  on  account  of  the  fact,  that  they 
belong  to  (lie  same  place  ami  have  some  Common  object  in  view.  Tt.  is 
such  association  Mutt  the  (.iovcrmnciil  propose  to  settle  on  areas  select¬ 
ed  for  registry.  Till!  proposal  of  Mr.  Hainan  Mellon  would  mean  that 
instead  of  such  an  association,  vvu  will  have  a  collection  of  men  divided 
in  interests  and  having  nothing  iu  common  excepting  their  individual 
interests.  If  such  he  the  ease,  I  doubt  the  necessity  of  having  any 
Rules  at  nil  of  the  kind  referred  to,  and  that  individual  registries  under 
the  Puduval  Hides  would  suffice. 

In  regard  to  the  registry  of  10  acres  ene.h  in  the  names  of  the 
members  of  co-operative  societies,  1  doubt  whether  such  a  concession  is 
necessary  at  present.  The  eii-nporii.tivu  societies  are,  so  far  as  I  know, 
small  institutii  ms,  each  consisting  of  govern!  members ;  and  I  doubt 
whether  such  an  institution  will  he  able  to  undertake  cultivation  of  big 
areas  on  any  proper  scale.  I  think  that  generally  the  subscriptions  of 
these  societies  range  from  lour  annas  to  one  rupee  per  mensem,  and  so 
far  us  we  now  1  lave  information,  the  societies  in  Trovancore  have  only 
a  limited  capital,  Mr.  Hainan  Mcnon  has  not  perused  the  administra¬ 
tion  reports  on  the  working  of  the  eo-oporativo  societies.  On  a  com¬ 
parison,  I  lintl  that  in  1100,  there  were  1,002  co-operative  societies  in 
Trayaneoru  comprising  7-1,000  members  which  averages  74  members 
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per  society.  Of  the  abovesaid  members,  35,000  are  agriculturists.  At 
present,  we  give  10  acres  to  each  society.  If  the  proposal  of  Mr.  Baman 
Mellon  is  given  effect  to,  each  member  would  require  10  acres. 
Then  again,  the  paid-up  capital,  according  to  the  Administration  Beport, 
of  all  the  societies  is  only  Bs.  7,00,000  and  odd.  It  works  up  to  Bs.  70 
per  society.  I  do  not  think  it  will  be  possible  for  the  societies  with 
Bmall  capitals  to  work  big  areas  like  500  acres  and  so  on.  According  to 
Buie  5  of  the  Land  Colonisation  Buies,  “the  minimum  number  of 
members  per  society  is  20  for  co-operative  societies  and  in  the  case  of 
syndicates  it  is  15.”  So,  if  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  proposal  is  carriod  out 
and  each  one  of  these  twenty  members  is  to  be  given  10  acres  of  land, 
there  should  be  200  acres  at  the  very  least  for  one  co-operative 
society. 

Under  the  present  rule,  a  co-operative  society  consisting  of  50 
members  will  get  50  acres.  Taking  into  consideration  the  limited 
means  which  such  a  society  can  ordinarily  command,  I  do  not  think 
that  it  will  be  able  to  undertake  the  cultivation  of  a  bigger  area  on  the 
conditions  laid  down  in  the  Land  Colonisation  Buies.  Buie  17  enjoins 
that  within  the  first  four  years  from  the  date  on  which  the  grant  is 
made,  the  grantee  should  bring  under  cultivation  50  per  cent,  of  the 
area  of  the  block  remaining  after  deducting  the  portion  set  apart  for 
pasture  for  cattle,  and  for  sites  for  buildings  ;  and  a  further  propor¬ 
tionate  area  should  be  brought  under  cultivation  every  year  during  the 
succeeding  four  years,  so  that,  by  the  end  of  the  8tli  year,  the  entire 
block  should  be  under  cultivation.  A  violation  of  this  condition  entails 
the  cancellation  of  the  grant  under  paragraph  23  of  the  Buies.  I  would 
request  the  House  to  consider  whether  a  co-operative  society  will  have 
adequate  funds  which  will  enable  it  to  satisfy  Mr.  Baman  Menon’s  pro¬ 
posals.  I  may  state  in  this  connection  that,  even  if  it  be  found  ex¬ 
pedient  to  grant  such  societies  lands  at  the  rate  of  10  acres  per  member, 
it  will  not  be  possible  to  find  convenient  blocks  of  lands  in  every  taluk. 
We  bave'not  got  the  necessary  land  to  he  given  on  such  a  large  scale  to 
syndicates  and  co-operative  societies. 

On  a  reference  received  from  the  Government  in  respect  of  a  re¬ 
solution  passed  at  a  general  meeting  of  the  co-operative  societies  at 
Tiruvalla,  I  have  asked  the  Dewan  Peishkars  and  the  Commissioner, 
Devicolam,  to  report  whether,  as  in  the  case  of  syndicates,  lands  to  the 
extent  of  10  acres  may  be  granted  also  to  co-operative  societies  under 
the  Land  Colonisation  Rules.  Reports  received  so  far  show  that,  until 
the  present  rules  have  been  given  a  fair  trial,  it  will  not  bo  a  right  step 
to  put'  the  syndicate  and  the  co-operative  societies  on  the  same  footing 
as  there  will  be  marked  difference  between  a  co-operative  society  and  a 
syndicate  in  the  matter  of  their  constitution,  working  and  finances. 
The  reports  also  indicate  that  there  will  be  no  convenient  blocks  avail¬ 
able  for  registry  to  any  large  extent.  The  question  is  however  being  con- 
.  sid'ered  in. all  its  aspects,  and  I  should  request  the  House  to  give  the 
Government  some  time  to  look  into  the  matter  minutely. 
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The  necessary  committees  required  to  be  constituted  under  para¬ 
graph  0  of  the  Rand  Colonisation  Rules  have  already  been  appointed  by 
the  Government.,  and  they  have  been  requested  to  select  the  lid  of  blocks 
fit  for  cultivation  by  co-operative  societies  as  well  as  by  the  syndicates. 
I  think  wo  may  await,  the  reports  of  these  committees  before  attempting 
at  revising  the  existing  rules.  Wo  may  also,  I  think,  give  a  fair  trial  to 
tho  existing  rules  before,  either  the  syndicates  or  the  co-operative  socie¬ 
ties  are  induced  l.o  venture  on  any  big  schemes  which  may  be  beyond 
their  means  to  undertake.  1  would  therefore  request  the  member  not  to 
press  the  motion. 

MR.fi.  PAR  AMESV ARAN  PIU.AI  (NeiniMMara)  :  Sir,  as  was  ob¬ 
served  by  Mr.  Uolmisiih,  the  hand  Colonisation  Scheme  initiated  by  the 
Government  is  rested  upon  a  principle,  which  is  not  the  same  as  is  ap¬ 
plicable  to  the  assignment  of  lands  under  tho  I’uduval  Rules.  In  the 
case  of  applications  for  registry  by  individual  members  for  particular 
lands,  the  Government  have  already  laid  down  a  set  of  rules  relating  to 
the  assignment  thereof ;  and,  as  in  the  working  of  the  Pud  Aval  Rules, 
there  are,  di'Vumlties  to  solve,  a  committee  has  been  appointed  re¬ 
cently  to  revise  the  1'mluvul  Rules.  So,  it  is  not  correct  to  argue 
that  the  Rand  Colonisation  Scheme  stands  in  the  way  of  the  registry 
being  made  in  favour  of  individuals.  Tho  principle  of  the  Puduval 
Rules  is  that  in  respect  of  certain  allotted  areas,  not  necessarily  in 
the  possession  of  individuals,  registry  may  be  allowed,  But  under  the 
Land  Colonisa  .ion  Scheme  certain  unassetaed  wastelands  are  allocated 
for  being  occupied  by  families  so  that  they  may  settle  themselves  down 
there.  The  Government  thereby  sock  to  minimise  unemployment  as 
well  as  to  promote  and  encourage  agriculture  and  industrial  pursuits.  It 
need  hardly  bn  said  that,  for  the  successful  .working  of  such  a  scheme,  a 
corporate  body  is  uR.olulcly  essential.  Therefore,  co-operative  societies 
and  syndicates  alone  arc  said  to  be  competent  to  apply  for  and  obtain 
such  areas.  Hi  is  subversive  of  the  very  principle  on  which  the  scheme 
has  been  initialed  if  individuals  as  such  should  also  be  given  the  bene¬ 
fit  of  those  rules.  So  lar  as  they  are  concerned,  their  interests  do  not 
come  in  eonilict  with  the  lands  taken  up  and  registered  in  favour  of 
these  syndicates  and  co-operative  societies.  It  may  be  noted  also  that 
speculative  transactions  will  ho  absolutely  impossible  in  tho  case  of  such 
syndicates  and  co-operative-  societies.  Under  tho  rules  relating  to  the 
Land  Colonisation  Scheme,  it  is  provided  that  for  twenty  years  these 
lands  cannot  be  alienated  in  any  manner  l>y  the  syndicate  concerned 
without  the.  previous  sanction  of  tho  Government,  It  is  also  provided  in 
the  wiles  that  these  societies  should  compulsorily  improve  the  lands,  at 
least  fifty  per  cent,  of  them,  within  four  years  and  another  percentage 
within  the  succeeding  years.  These  conditions  relating  to  lands  regis¬ 
tered  major  the  Rami  Unionisation  Scheme  entirely  diff  1  from  those  re¬ 
lating  to  individual  registries.  Tho  scheme  that,  has  been  initiated,  is  a 
wholesome  scheme.  But  we  find  that  nothing  has  yet  been  practically 
done  in  that  direction.  The  Government  have  appointed  Land  Coloni- 
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utilised  for  these  purposes.  The  Committees  consist  mostly  of  non¬ 
officials;  but  perhaps  owing  to  the  defect  in  the  constitution  of  the  commit¬ 
tees,  whereby  the  Division  Peislikars,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  are  to  take  a 
leading  part  in  the  transaction  relating  to  the  committees,  they  have  not 
done  anything  so  far.  It  is  very  desirable  that  the.  Government  should 
devise  some  measure  whereby  the  committees’  work  could  be  expedited 
so  that' we  might  have  the  scheme  put  to  practical  shape  very  soon. 
Further,  any  reconsideration  of  the  rales  relating  to  the  Land  Coloni¬ 
sation  Scheme  need  not  be  taken  up  until  the  scheme  itself  has  been 
given  a  fair  trial.  Nothing  has  been  done  in  that. direction.  After  the 
committee’s  report,  and  after  the  areas  are  allocated  and  the  rules  are  put 
in  working  order,  it  may  be  time  for  us  to  cornu  to  the  Council  and 
agitate  for  any  modification  of  those  rules.  Till  then,  the  rules  may  be 
as  they  are.  There  is  another  matter  which  I  wish  to  point  out  in  this 
connection.  I  do  not  know  why  the  members  of  co-operative  societies 
alone  should  stand  on  a  different  footing"  from  the  members  of 
syndicates.  The  members  of  syndicates  are  allowed  10  acres  eaeli  while 
it  is  hardly  understandable  why  the  members  of  co-operative  societies 
are  given  only  one  aero  each.  At  any  rate,  Mr.  Human  Menon’s  reso¬ 
lution  relating  to  the  co-operative  societies  is  acceptable  to  mo-  But  as 
Mr.  Bobinson  put  it — 

C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ) :  Did  the  member  bear  the  explanation 
of  Mr.  Bobinson  in  the  matter  ? 

■  Mr.  G.  PARAHIESVARAN  PILLAI  OJci/ya/luJcara)  :  I  am  coming  to 
that.  As  Mr.  Bobinson  put  it,  he  drew  a  distinction  between  members 
of  co-operative  societies  and  members  of  syndicates.  I  may  at  once  tell 
him  that  I  do  not  share  the  view  of  the  Dewan  Peishkars  or  the  Land 
Revenue  authorities  in  regard  to  that  distinction.  There  is  absolutely 
no  necessity  for  a  distinction  being  drawn  to  the  effect,  that  co-operative 
societies  and  syndicates  stand  on  a  different,  footing  in  this  respect. 
But  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lands  available  may  not  be  sufficient  for 
being  allocated  in  this  manner,  namely  1 0  acres  to  every  member,  it 
may  be  desirable  to  use  discretion  and  so  no  hard  and  fast  rule  may  be 
laid  down  in  the  matter.  Bach  has  to  lie  dealt,  with. on  its  own  .  merits. 
I  would,  therefore,  say  that  the  resolution  of  Mr.  Barnaul  Menon,  is 
hardly  consistent  with  the  policy  enunciated  by  the  Government  and  is 
entirely  opposed  to  the  very  principle  underlying  the  scheme.  I  am 
sorry  therefore  that  I  cannot  accept  the  resolution  in  its  entirety  and  in 
its  present  form.

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  (il/urr/i/raw  cum  Kartil'npnlH ):  Sir,  as  I  ex¬ 
plained  when  1  moved  the  resolution,  my  chief  object  is  that  individuals 
also  should  ho  ollnwod  the  heneiil,  under  the  scheme.  It  was  urged 
by  Mr.  U.  I'arumesvaran  i.’illai  Unit  the  Land  Colonisation  Scheme  does 
not  stand  in  the  way  ot  registry  of  lands  in  the  names  of  individuals. 

Mr.  K-  K.  THOMAS  (holluijmn'i'.  .May  I  ask  the  member  if  he  has 
any  idea  as  to  the  amount  of  land  available  for  registry  to  private  in¬ 
dividuals,  not  to  syndicates 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Vtirt'likura  cum  Kartikapalli ) :  Oh,  yes. 
Of  course,  the  other  lands  available  lor  registry  in  the  names  of  f private 
individuals  may  be  a  large  <|u;ndity.  Ltd,  the  particular  advantages  and 
concessions  under  the.  scheme  are  not,  open  to  private  registry.  The 
point  of  my  resolution  is  Unit  these  concessions  may  as  far  as  possible 
be  extended  to  desorving  private  individuals  also.  Joint  cultivation, 
joint  stuck  compa  nies,  ole.,  should  not  ho  insisted  upon.  As  I  explained, 
the  Government,  may  in  rases  where  the  lands  arc  situated  in  out-of-the- 
way  places  and  where  the  individuals  may  not  be  willing  to  go  and  settle, 
ask  them  to  go  in  batches  of  10,  IS  or  dO.  So  far,  I  agree  with  the 
Government,  i’mt  my  point,  is  that  Ihe  concessions  under  the  scheme 
should  also  ho  open  In  individuals,  I.  am  not,  very  particular  that 
joint  stock  companies  or  co-operative  credit  societies  should  in  all  cases 
be  allowed  to  have  ten  acres  for  each  member.  That  may  not  be 
possible.  My  resolution  only  say:,  that  the  lands  may  be  given  to  a 
limit  of  Urn  acres.  Many  co-operative  societies  may  not  apply  after 
all.  As  1  said,  many  co-operative  societies  are  not  in  a  position  to  work 
the  scheme.  Anyhow,  I  have  no  objection  to  give  up  that  part  of  the 
resolution.  My  main  point  is  that,  tile  concessions  should  also  be  given 
to  deserving  individuals. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT:  Have  you  got  anything  to  say  in  reply 
Mr.  Kobinsnn  ? 

Mr.  S.  C.H.  ROBINSON  U.nml  Itcreuw.  and  humic  Tax  Conrnis- 
siuiwr):  Sir.  1  do  m.l,  think  I  have  anything  to  add  by  way  of  reply. 
Mr.  Unman  Mm<>n  withdraws  one  pari,  of  iris  resolution,  namely,  that 
ton  acres  may  lx-  given  to  each  of  the  members  of  co-operative  credit 
societies;  Init  lie  wants  that  the  Land  Colonisation  Boles  should 
apply  to  individuals  and  not  lo  societies  alone.  I  think  he  has  missed 
tho  whole  aim  and  purpose  for  which  the  rules  were  framed.  He 
also  says  that,  the  lands  that  maybe  given  under  the  rules  maybe 
given  to  certain  persons  as  a  special  ease.  I  am  afraid  that  it  will  lead 
to  undesirable  practices.  h’uiThor,  if  private  people  want  to  go  in  for 
land,  tin  y  have  already  gut  the  Tuduval  Buies  which  cover  every 
thing.  They  even  eover’easos  whore  members  of  the  depressed  classes 
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get  land  free  of  taradla.  I  do.  not  think  therefore  the  rules  require 
any  modification.  As  I  said,  the  rules  are  going  to  be  considered  after 
giving  them  a  trial. 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mimchil  emu  Dcmcolam) :  May  I  know  the 
necessity  for  the  restriction  in  giving  these  ten  acres  to  co-operative 
societies  alone  ? 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  :  He  hns  explained  that  in  his  first  speech. 

MR.  S.  C.  H.  ROBINSON  (hand  Keren  in-  and  Income  2W  Commis¬ 
sioner)  '■  I  explained  that  it  is  rather  impossible  to  give  more  than  ton 
acres  to  all  these  societies.  There  may  be  600  societies,  and,  if  each 
society,  is  to  get  10  acres,  I  do  not  think  we  can  give  lands  to  anybody 
else. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Minaehil  cum  Dericohnn)  :  That  is  not  my 
question.  My  question  is  what  is  the  necessity  to  restrict  it  to 
members  of  the  societies  alone. 

DEPUTY  PRESIDENT  ;  Ho  has  already  answered  that.  That  is  the 
object  of  the  scheme.

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Aq.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Sir,  mover  ami  the  seconder  have  both  made  very  eloquent  speeches 
in  support-  of  the  resolution,  the  object  of  which  is  to  make  the  verna¬ 
culars  the  media  ol  instruction,  for  all  non-language  subjects,  in  English 
High  Schools'  The  grounds  on  which  they  advocate  the  change 
»ro,  firstly,  that  the  change  is  desirable  in  the  interest  of  the  political 
advancement  ol  the  country  ;  secondly,  that  it  will  help  the  economic 
development  of  the  country :  thirdly,  that  the  acquisition  of  a  foreign 
language,  especially  a  language  like  English,  the  genins  of  which  is  en¬ 
tirely  different  irnm  those  ol  the  Vernaculars,  involves  a  good  deal  of 
mental  clTorl,  which  should,  as  i'ar  as  possible,  be  avoided  ;  and  lastly, 
that  the  change  proposed  will  he  a  moans  of  developing  and  enriching 
Vernacular  literature. 

Sir,  I  do  not  yield  to  either  ol  them  in  love  of  our  country,  in  the 
desire  for  our  economic  progress,  or  in  the  desire  fertile  enrichment  and 
improvement  of  our  Vernacular  languages.  I  am  also  prepared  to  con¬ 
cede  that  then-  is  a  good  deal  of  mental  effort  involved  in  the  acquisition 
of  a  foreign  language  like  English.  But  1  do  not,  think  that  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  they  are  trying  to  establish  follows  from  their  premises.  As 
an  abstract  proposition,  it  cannot  be  disputed  that  the  best  means  of 
educating  the  people  ol  a  country  is  to  employ  their  Vernacular  as  the 
medium  of  instruction  in  all  stages,  from  the  primary  to  the  university 
stage.  This  proposition  cannot  be  disputed,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  dis¬ 
pute  it.  My  point  is  that  this  is  an  ideal  which,  under  the  conditions 
in  which  we  are  now  placed,  it  is  not  possible  for  us  to  attain. 

Now,  what  are  those  conditions'?  The  medium  of  instruction  in 
our  English  Schools  has  to  a  considerable  extent  to  be  determined  by  the 
fact  that  the  High  School  enur-ie  is  intended  as  a  preparation  for  the 
university  course.  Km-  those  of  our  young  men  who  do  not  want  to  go 
in  for  a  university  course,  our  Slate,  unlike  the  rest  of  India,  has  pro¬ 
vided  a  set,  of  instil, ul, ions  in  which  education  is  imparted  entirely  in  the 
Vernacular.  These  institutions  impart  a  knowledge  ol  those  subjects 
which  are  taught  in  English  .schools  on  linos  moro  or  less  parallel  to 
those  pursued  in  those  schools.  Those  of  onr  young  men,  therefore, 
who  want  to  go  in  for  a  purely  Vernacular  education,  may  join  any 
one  of  these  'Voriuumlar  schools  of  which  there  areas  many  as  one 
hundred  and  fifty  Middle  Schools  and  about  ten  High  Schools  in  our 
country.  In  Ute.se  Vernacular  High  Schools,  one  can  get  a  general 
education  which  is  nut  in  any  way  inferior  to  that  which  is  impart¬ 
ed  in  English  schools.  Moreover,  these  schools  are  cheaper-  The 
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fees  ■  levied  in  them  ate  very  much  less  than  those  levied  in  English 
schools.  That  being  the  case,  what  is  the  secret  of  the  fact  that  large 
numbers  of  our  young  men  are  joining  English  Schools  where  education 
is  imparted  in  a  language  which  it  is  difficult  for  them  to  learn  and 
where  the  education  is  more  costly  ?  The  secret  is  one  which  is 
well-known  to  every  one  of  us.  Every  boy  who  joins  an  English 
High  School  does  so  with  the  idea  of  eventually  obtaining  a  university 
degree.  Of  course,  it  is  not  every  one  who  joins  an  English  school  that 
actually  reaches  the  university  stage ;  a  great  many  drop  off  on  the 
way.  But  all  the  same,  at  the  time  they  join  'English  schools,  they  do 
so  with  the  idea  of  ultimately  getting  a  university  degree.' 

Now,  our  ooiloges  which  impart  university  education  are  affiliated 
to  the  Madras  University,  and  instruction  in  them  is  imparted  through 
the  medium  of  English.  Under  existing  conditions,  owing  to  the 
poverty  of  our  Vernaculars,  i.  e.,  to  their  undeveloped  state,  both 
from  the  literary  and  scientific  points  of  view,  it  is  not  possible  to 
impart  collegiate  education  to  our  young  men  through  the  medium 
of  the  Vernacular.  .  If  an  organised  effort  is  made  from  the  present 
day  for  about  a  quarter  of  a  century,  then  perhaps  it  may  be  possible 
for  ns  to  do 'so.  It  is  for' this  reason  that  university  education  is 
being  imparted  to  our  young  men  through  the  medium  of  English  and, 
under  present  conditions,  there  is  no  alternative  to  that  course.  That' 
being  the  case,  it  is  essential  that,  when  our  young  men  obtain  admis¬ 
sion  to  colleges,  they  should  bo  equipped  with  a  sufficient  knowledge 
of  English  to  be  able  to  understand  the  lectures  delivered  in  colleges 
in  that,  language.  They  should  also  be  able  to  speak  and  write  English 
correctly  and  fluently  ;  otherwise,  they  may  not  do  well  in  the  examina¬ 
tions  and  they  may  not  also  understand  properly  what  is  being  taught 
to-  them.  This,  therefore,  is  one  of  the  conditions  which  wc  cannot 
possibly  ignore  in  deciding  the  manner  in  which  the  teaching  in  English 
schools  should  be  organised. 

MR.  G.  PARAMESVARAN  PILLAI  {iieyuu  ttid  Cv-'cy ;  What  is  the  policy 
that  is  adopted  by  the  Senate  of  the  Madras  University  in  this  matter  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  ( - 1  y .  Director  of  Public  I Hstmcticii')  : 
I  am  coming  to  that. 

•  My  first  point,  Sir,  is  that  our  English  High  Schools  serve  as  a  pre¬ 
paration  to  the  university  course.  It  is,  therefore,  absolutely  necessary 
that ,  when  ,onr. students  join  colleges,  they  must  have  a  sufficient  com¬ 
mand  of  the  English  language  to  be  able  to  understand  the  lectures 
delivered  in  the  colleges  and  also  to  be  able  to  speak  and  write  English 
fluently  and  correctly. 


.  .  That  being  th®  cfe>'  the  fluestion  arises  as  to  the  stage  at  which  it 
is  advisable  to  begin  the  use  of  English  as  the  medium  of-  instruction  in 
non-language  subjects.  Obviously,  it  is  impossible  to  begin  to  teach  non¬ 
language  subjects  m  a  foreign  language  like  English  until  the  pupil  has 

made  some -progress  m  the  study  of  that  language  itself. 
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Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Touala):  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Krishna- 
swami  Aiyar  whether  he  had  occasion  to  read  the  convocation  address 
delivered  by  Sir  B.  Seal,  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  Mysore  University, 
before  the  students  of  the  Bombay  University  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (At/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 

Yes. 

MR.  IW.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Touala) :  Will  he  please  refresh  his 
memory  and  compare  his  remarks  with  those  of  Sir  B.  Seal  on  an 
identical  question  which  was  dealt  with  in  the  Bombay  address  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  ( A g.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 

I  know  ho  has  made  some  remarks  on  this  subject. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambulapuzha ) :  Are  they  in  favour  of 
the  Vernacular  languages  being  used  as  the  medium  of  instruction,  or 
against  it  V 

MR.  R.  KRISHdASWAMI  AIYAR  (/lr/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
He  makes  a  distinction  between  three  classes  of  persons,  one  class  who 
wish  to  go  up  to  the  university  stage,  another  class  who  wish  to  take  up 
scientific  pursuits,  and  a  third  class  who  want  to  go  up  for  technical 
lines  of  study  ;  and  says  that  the  uxtent  of  the  knowledge  of  English 
that  should  be  insisted  on  in  the  cases  of  these  three  classes  of  persons 
need  not  bo.  the  same. 

IIIIR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapmha) :  What  does  he  say 
about  Vernacular  being  used  as  the  medium  of  instruction?. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) 
Vernacular  is,  of  courso,  the  medium  of  instruction  in  our  Vernacular 
schools,  and  as  I  have  already  stated,  we  have  several  of  them  in  our 
Ktato.  It  is  only  those  who  want  to  obtain  university  degrees — at  any 
rate,  those  wlm  start  with  that  idea— that  join  the  English  schools.  My  ■ 
contention,  therefore,  is  that  our  English  schools  ought  to  enable  those 
of  our  young  men  who  join  schools  with  the  idea  of  ultimately  obtaining 
University  degrees  to  do  so. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu) :  Am  I  to  understand  from  the 
Director  of  Public  Instruction  that  the  Vice  Chancellor  of  the  Mysore 
University  was  not  aware  of  the  existence  of  Vernacular  schools  in  My¬ 
sore  at  the  time  he  made  the  remarks  referred  to  by  me  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ay.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 

I  do  not  know  whether,  in  Mysore,  there  arc  Vernacular  schools  similar 
to  those  that  we  have  here.  Our  , State  is  unique  in  that  respect. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu)  :  There  are  vernacular  schools 
in  Mysore  almost  like  ours. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  s 
Are  there  Vernacular  schools  of  the  same  standard  as  that  of  our  Verna¬ 
cular  high  schools  ? 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tovala):  The  subjects  of  algebra,  geo¬ 
metry  and  nature-study  are  also  taught  in  the  Vernacular  schools  there 
as  is  done  hero,  ■ 
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MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelilcara  cum  KarliJmpalli)  :  May  I 
know  whether  the  Government  give  the  same  encouragement  to  those 
who  pass  our  Vernacular  School  Final  Examination  as  they  give  to 
those  who  pass  the  English  School  Final  Examination  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  A1YAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
That  is  a  different  matter.  I  do  not  think  that  that  has  anything  to  do 
with  the  subject-matter  of  the  resolution  now  under  discussion.  & 

Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mavelilcara  cum  Kartikapalti) ;  That  arises 
from  certain  remarks  made  by  the  member. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  {Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)- 
I  was  saying,  Sir,  that  the  main  question  is,  at  what  stage  non-language 
subjects  should  be  taught  in  English.  Obviously,  as  I  said,  they 
cannot  be  taught  in  English  until  the  student  has  made  some  progress 
with  the  study  of  English  and  has  acquired  the  ability  to  understand 

text-books  on  those  subjects  written  in  the  English  language.  It  will 
b.e  clear  from  what  I  have  said  before,  that  after  a  student  has 
acquired  this  ability,  it  is  not  advisable  to  postpone  the  use  of 
English  as  the  medium  of  instruction  any  longer,  as  otherwise,  he 
will  not  be  equipped  with  sufficient  knowledge  of  English  to  be  able  to 
pursue  higher  studies  probably  on  leaving  school.  To  find  out  at 
what  stage  this  happens,  the  practice  in  the  provinces  of  British  India 
and  other  Native  States  will  afford  some  assistance.  In  the  Native 
State  of  Cochin,  all.  subjects,  except  English,  geography  and  mathema¬ 
tics,  m  the  Lower  Secondary  Department,  are  taught  in  Malayalam 
This  is  what  I  gather  from  the  Cochin  Education  Code.  The  Lower 
Secondary  Department  there  corresponds  to  Forms  I,  II  and  III  hero 
The  Cochin  Code  does  not  say  anything  about  the  medium  of  instruction 
in  the  Higher  Secondary  Department,  and  it  has,  therefore,  to  be  pre¬ 
sumed  that  instruction  in  non-language  subjects  in  the  higher  forms  is 
imparted  through  the  medium  of  English.  In  connection  with  the  pav 
of  Professors,  I  was  taken  to  task— I  believe,  by  Mr.  Tarakan— for  not 
knowing  the  pay  of  the  Professors  in  Cochin.  So,  I  took  special  care  to 
ascertain  the  language  that  is  used  as  the  medium  of  instruction  in 
Cochin. 

Mr.  P.'K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Ambalapuzha ) :  May  I  know  how  it  is 
relevant  to  the  present  discussion  ?. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  [Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 

I  made  mention  of  it  only  by  way  of  a  side  remark. 

In  Mysore,  the  Government  have  ordered  that,  under  the  present 

conditions,  English  should  continue  to  be  the  medium  of  instruction  in 
High  Schoo1  classes,  but  that,  as  far  as  possible,  the  student's  vernacular 
should  be  used  m  general  throughout  the  High  School  course  as  a  sup. 
plementary  medium  of  oral  instruction,  except  for  the  teaching  of 
the  “  ye“ 01  sh“1J  be 
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Ill  the  Madras  Presidency,  a  committee  for  considering  the  question 
of  the  applicability  of  the  recommendations  of  the  Calcutta  University 
Coinmiss>on  to  South  India  was  appointed  some  years  ago  and  that  com¬ 
mittee  recommended  that  “instruction  and  examination  through  the 
medium  of  the  Vernaculars  in  Forms  IV  to  VI  should  be  the  ultimate 
ideal,  liberty  being  given  to  managers  of  schools  to  choose  either  English  or 
the  Vernacular  as  the  medium  of  instruction  and  examination,  subject  to 
the  recommendation  that  approximately  one  half  of  the  time  devoted  to 
instruction  should  be  given  to  teaching  through  English  'and  the  other 
half  through  the  Vernacular  and  that  the  examination  papers  of  Second¬ 
ary  schools  and  public  examination  in  other  than  language  subjects  bo 
set  in  English  nr  certain  specified  vernacular  languages.”  Phis 
recommendation  is  more  or  loss  similar  to  the  practice  obtainng  in 
Mysore,  doing  farther  afield,  I  find  that  the  Senate  of  the  Patna  Uni¬ 
versity  has  parsed  a  resolution  to  the  effect  that  tho  medium  of  univer¬ 
sity  examinations  might,  be,  the  Vernaculars  after  1923  and  shall  be  the 
Vernaculars  after  Ul'iS,  but  the,  necessary  changes  in  the  regulations 
have  not  yet  boon  sanctioned  by  the  Government. 

Pile  Senate  of  tho  Calcutta  University  has  already  resolved  that, 
for  Matriculation,  instruction  and  examination  in  all  subjects,  except 
English,  shall  he  conducted  in  the  Vernaculars  and  the  resolution  has 
boon  given  effect  to. 

Pile  Senate  of  the  Punjab  University  has  decided  to  give  the  option 
to  the  candidates  for  the  Matriculation  and  School  Leaving  Certificate 
Examinations  of  answering  tho  question  papers  in  history  and  geography 
either  in  English  or  in  any  one  of  tho  Vernaculars  of  the  Province. 

In  the  United  Province.;;,  the  English  language  has  ceased  to  be  tho 
medium  of  instruction  in  the  primary  and  Middle  School  classes  of  English 
Schools.  Opponents  of  the  change  prophesied  a  lowering  of  the  standard 
of  attainment  in  English,  but,  so  far  as  can  bo  made  out,  English  in 
schools  is  somewhat  better  than  it  was  at  the  time  when  the  change 
was  introduced. 

Pirn  Punjab  also  adopted  the  Vernacular  medium  in  their  Middle 
Schools  in  1917. 

[At  this  stage,  the  President  arrived  and  took  the  chair.] 

In  Bombay,  tho  Education  Department  allow  the  use  of  the  Ver¬ 
nacular  medium  throughout  the  school  course  in  all'  subjects  save 
English.  As  a  rule,  schools  adopt  the  English  medium  in  the  high  an' 
classes  hut  with  a  recent,  decision  of  the-  University  against  the  use  of 
tho  Vernacular  medium  for  Matriculation,  this  practice  is  likely  to  be 
discontinued. 

When  wo  examine  tho  practice  that  prevails  in  other  parts  of  India, 
and  of  which  I  have  just  given  a  summary ,  we  find  that  in  many  of 
them  the  Vernacular  is  the  medium  of  instruction  in  the  Middle  School 
classes. 

I/IR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tuvalu)  :  May  I  know  whether  he  knows 
tho  practice  in  the  Osmania  University  in  the  Hyderabad  State? 
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MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
That  University  has  been  started  with  the  specific  object  of  imparting 
instruction  through  the  medium.  of  Urudu.  If  we  similarly  start  a 
University  for  Travancore  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  imparting  higher 
education  through  Malayalam  and  if  our  schools  have  to  prepare. students 
for  admission  to  the  colleges  of  that  University,  then,  of  course,  we  can 
adopt  a  similar  course.  So,  the  example  of  the  Osmania  University 
does  not  afford  us  any  help  whatsoever  in  deciding  this  question.  Besides 
the  Osmania  University,  there  is  Professor  Karve’s  Women’s  University 
in  Poona.  In  that  University  also,  instruction  is  being  imparted  entirely 
through  the  medium  of  the  Vernaculars.  Thus,  as  I  said,  when  we 
look  at  the  practice  in  other  Native  States  and  in  the  several  provinces 
of  British  India,  we  find  that  in  almost  all  of  them  English  is  employed 
as  the  medium  of  instruction  in  the  High  School  classes.  The  only 
Province  in  which  English  is  not  permitted  as  the  medium  in  the  High 
School  classes,  and  in  which  the  students  are  examined  in  all  non¬ 
language  subjects  in  the  Vernaculars  is  Bengal.  In  other  Pro¬ 
vinces,  the  change  advocated  in  the  resolution  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  adopted. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  ( Tovala ):  Bombay? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  oj  Public  Instruction): 
The  Bombay  Government  give  a  discretion  in  the  matter.  They  simply 
allow  the  use.  It  is  an  option  given  to  adopt  the  Vernaculars  as  the 
medium  of  instruction  throughout  the  school  course  in  all  subjects  save 
English.  That  is  what  they  do  in  Madras  also.  I  may  tell  the  House  that 
the  permission  given  by  the  Madras  Government  to  candidates  to  answer 
papers  in  the  V  ernaculars  in  the  School  Leaving  Certificate  Examina¬ 
tion"  has  not  been  availed  of  to  any  appreciable  extent.  The  schools 
have  not  adopted  the  change ;  nor  have  the  candidates  taken  to  answer¬ 
ing  in  the  Vernacular  those  question  papers  which  deal  with  non¬ 
language  subjects. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  Does  the  Director  think  that 
the  schools  have  had  enough  time  to  introduce  the  change  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 

I  think  this  recommendation  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Madras 
Government  was  made  three  or  four  years  ago. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambalapuzha):  When  was  it  san- 
tioned  by  the  Government  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 

I  find  from  an  article  in  the  Madras  Educational  lteview  that  one  of  the 
Headmasters  there  gives  as  the  reason  why  they  find  it  impossible  to  in¬ 
troduce  this  change  that  since  every  boy  in  a  High  School  has  the  idea 
of  eventually  obtaining  a  University  degree  the  schools  have  to  serve  as 
feeders  to  colleges  and  that  it  is  therefore  not  practicable  to  introduco  ’ 
the  change  in  the  schools  unless  the  change  is  first  made  in  the  University  ' 
stage.  They  are  thus  of.  opinion  that  the  change  should  be  introduced 
at  the  top  so  that  it  may; gradually  filter  down  to  the  bottom.  That  also 
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appear*  l'*>  J«-’  VK*»  of  many  parents.  If  there  is  a  widespread  desire 
Hm°iig  parent*  lor  the  change  in  the  medium  of  instruction  that  is 
advocated  in  the  resolution  and  lor  which,  in  accordance  with  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  flu'  committee,  the  Government  of  Madras  have  granted 
permission,  1  »•«  wu*  «"‘t.  within  the  last  3  or  4  years  since  the  Madras 
Government  passed  orders,  a  great  many  schools  in  Madras  should  have  ' 
adopted  the  change. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (./ inbalajmvha)  ;  My  question,  namely, 
when  tin'  (  loverninent  sanctioned  this  particular  arrangement,  remains 
■unanswered,  Sir.

Vernacular  medium  is  to  be  adopted  in  the 
y  course..  1  do  not  IhuroEovo  propose  to  urge  that  argument  at 
all  m  support  of  my  position. 

There  are,  as  l  have  said,  two  points  to  be  considered.  The  first 
is  that  our  Knglish  school  education  is  a  sort  of  preparation  for  univer¬ 
sity  education.  Thai  being  the  case,  at  the  end  oi  the  English  school 
course,  our  students  .should  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  English 
language.  Secondly,  they  must. at  the  same  time,  acquire  a  sound  know¬ 
ledge  of  a  numlx’r  of  other  subjects.  The  question  thus  . is,  consistent 
with  those  two  objects,  wluit  is  the  stage  at  which  the  medium  of  in¬ 
struction  should  begin  to  bo  English. 

Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILI-AI  {Torah):  Will  not  instruction  through 
the  medium  of  English  for  the  subject  of  language  alone  enable  a  student 
to  pass  the  High  School  career  and  to  take  university  degree  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAM1  AIYAR  (.by.  Director  of  Public  .Instruction) :  I 
Hyish  to  deal  with  that  point  later  on.  In  our  State,  at  present,  in  the 
Bwuaratory  class  and  in  Forms  I  and  II,  the  medium  of  instruction  for 
ttlf  non-laui'iiaiM- iiubjcctM  is  Malayalam,  It  is  in  Form  III  that  the 
Change  from  Malavaiam  to  English  as  the  medium  of  instruction  begins. 
In  Forms  IV,  V  and  VI,  the  medium  of  instruction  is  entirely 
English.-  •  Them  is  room  for  doubt  as  to  whether  pttpils  of  Form  III 
have  sufficient  knowledge  of  English  to  be  able  to  understand 
the  text -books  in  non-English  subjects  written  m  that  language.  I 
think  the  premature  use  of  English  for  studying  nondanguage 
subjects  does  barm  instead  of  good.  It  leads  to  much  crammmg- 
and  the  result  is  that  instead  of  helping  the  pupils  to  acquire  a  good 
knowledge  uf  English,  it  hinders  then-  acquisition  of  it;  intact,, 
it  makes  them  learn  sloppy  English.  It  is,  therefore,  a  matter  for

consideration  whether  the  medium  of  instruction  may  not  continue 
to  be  the  Vernacular  up  to  a  slightly  higher  stage  than  that  up  to  which 
it  is  now  permitted  by  the  Department.  In  any  case,  I  am  personally  of 
'  opinion  that  at  least  in  the  two  highest  forms,  namely,  Forms  V  and  VI, 
the  medium  of  instruction  should  bo  English,  so  that  our  students 
who  may  enter  colleges  may  be  equipped  with  an  adequate  knowledge  of 
English  at  the  time  of  their  admission  to  thorn.

Director  of  Public  Instruction )  i 
That  is  my  personal  opinion.  All  that  I  can  promise  is  that  the  sug¬ 
gestion  will  be  considered  and  the  Government  will  arrive  at  a  decision 
after  obtaining  the  considered  opinions  of  the  officers  of  the  Department. 

MR.  6.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavclilcara  cum  Eartikapalli)  :  May  I 
know  whether  the  text-books  now  proscribed  in  Form  II  for  sub¬ 
jects  other  than  English  are  in  the  Vernacular  or  in  English  ?  ' 

Mr.  R,  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
They  are  in  the  Vernacular. 

Mr.  K.  P.  NILAKANTA  PILLAI  ( Ghirayinhil ) :  For  Indian  history  and 
geography  ?  '  .  ..  ; 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag,  Director  of  Public  Instruction )? 
Yes,  they  are  taught  ia  th@  Yernapul&r, 
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Mr.  G.  RAMAN  MENOH  (Mitvelilam  ciua  KartiMpalU) :  Are  text¬ 
books  also  in  the  Vernacular  ? 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (A <7.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ); 

*  Mr.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLA1  (Twain):  Will  the  imparting  of  in¬ 
struction  in  non-language  subjects  lin  English  be  sufficient  to  equip  a 
student  to  got  through  the  university  course  successfully  ? 

MS.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction ): 
My  own  opinion  is  that  at  least  in  Forms  V  ami  VI,  the  medium  of 
instruction  should  continue  to  bo  English  in  ail  non-language  subjects, 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILI.AI  (Twain) :  May  I  know  the  ground  ? 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Otherwise,  they  will  not  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  English  when  they 
reach  the.  university  stagi'.  I  have  already  explained  my  reasons. 

MR.  M.  SIVATANU  PILLAI  (Tor  at  a) :  In  spite  of  this  fact,  why  are  the 
students  after  getting  instruction  not  allowed  an  opportunity  for  using 
the  language  V 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
Probably,  il!  the  Vernacular  is  made  the  medium  of  instruction,  "the 
number  of  periods  allotted  lor  the  study  of  English  may  be  increased 
slightly,  lmt  1  do  not,  think  that  that  will  be  sufficient  to  give  the  pupils 
an  adequate  knowledge  of  English,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  them  to 
understand  the  lectures  that  will  ho  delivered  to  them  when  they  enter 
colleges. 

MR.  G.  RAMAN  MENON  ( Mardihim  cum  IMikapatti)  :  Sir,  I  beg 
to  extend  my  hearty  support  to  the  resolution.  Bememoering  that  the 
object  of  education  is  to  train  the  mind  of  the  students,  it  necessarily 
follows  that  instruction  should,  as  far  as  possible,  be  imparted  through 
the  medium  of  the  mother  tongue.  The  present  system  of  imparting 
education  through  si  foreign  tongue  dwarfs  the  intellect  of  the  boys 
and  girls  because  the  memory  is  more  exercised  than  the  intellect. 
That  is  the  chief  defect  of  the  system  of  imparting  education 
through  any  language  not  allied  to  the  -mother  tongue.  Of  course, 
English  is  not  allied  to  the  mother  tongue  of  a  vast  majority  of  people 
here.  So,  there  can  lie  no  question  in  regard  to  the  desirability  of  the 
mother  tongue  lining  substituted  for  imparting  education  in  all  subjects 
other  than  English  as  has  been  stated  in  the  resolution.  It  has  been  . 
asked  why  the  boys  and  girls  do  not  join  the  Vernacular  schools  to  a 
greater  extent  than  at  present.  It  is  also  said  that  instruction  in  the 
two  sets  of  schools  runs  on  parallel  linos.  But  it  is  a  well-known  fact 
that  young  persons  who  secure  qualifications  in  the  English  language 
have  much  better  prospects  of  getting  a  livelihood  by  means  of  employ¬ 
ment  in  the  Government  service.  When  people  who  pass  from  the  Eng¬ 
lish  schools  arc  paid  much  higher  pay  than  those  who  pass  from  these 
Vernacular  schools,  it  is  only  natural  that  many  should  join  the  English 
schools  in  preference  to  the’ Vernacular  schools. 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction): 
Is  not  English  one  of  the  optional  subjects  in  the  Vernacular  schools  ? 
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MR.'  a.  RAMAN  ME'NON  WareMam  cum  TuirlilapaUi)  that  is  not 
my  point. 

;  Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAM1  A!YAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
There  is  a  system  in  Vernacular  schools  similar  to  the  one  that  is  advo¬ 
cated  in  the  resolution. 

-  Mr.G.  RAMAN  MENON  (Mavclikam  cum  Kartikapalli) :  But  the 
Government  give  more  encouragement  to  those  who  pass  English 
examinations  than  to  those  who-  pass  Vernacular  examinations.  So, 
naturally,  people  take,  wherever  possible,  to  English  education.  _  It 
has  been  said  that  for  a  university  course  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  Eng¬ 
lish  language  is  necessary.  I  understand  that  in  Japan  and  other 
countries  though  as  text-books  English  books  are  used,  the  lectures  are 
in  the  mother  tongue.  Similarly,  here  also  that  may  be  done.  It  does 
not  follow  that  because  education  is  given  through  the  medium  of  the 
Vernacular,  the  pupils  will  not  have  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  English. 
Of  course,  sufficient  amount  of  time  can  be  devoted  to  the  imparting  of 
a  good  knowledge  of  the  English  language.  Sufficient  time  can  be 
spared  for  that.  If  instruction  in  other  subjects  such  as  history, 
geography  and  science,  is  imparted  through  the  Vernacular,  boys  can 
pick  up  the  knowledge  very  easily.  Their  intelligence  and  powers  of 
endurance  will  not  be  taxed  to  the  same  extent  as  at  present.  So, 
from  all  points  of  view,  from  the  educational  point  of  view  and  from  a 
practical  point  of  view,  all  subjects  except  the  English  language  should 
be  taught  as  far  as  possible  through  the  mother  tongue.  If  the  Govern¬ 
ment  accept  that  view,  text  books  on  those  different  subjects  for  being' 
taught  in  Forms  III,  IV,  V  and  VI  will  very  easily  conic  into  exis¬ 
tence  so  long  as  there  are  educated  men  who  are  quite  competent  to 
write  such  text-books  in  Malayalam  or  Tamil.  Of  course,  it  has  been 
admitted  that  up  to  the  Form  II  subjects  are  taught  through  the  Verna¬ 
cular.  It  has  also  been  pointed  out  that  the  text-books  in  history,  geo¬ 
graphy  and  other  subjects  are  also  in  Malayalam.  Well,  that  is  a  very 
good  thing.  I  was  under  the  impression  that  for  Form  II  at  least 
English  text  books  were  prescribed  for  history  and  geography,  but  I  am 
glad  to  know  that  it  is  not  so.  It  should  be  the  aim  o!  the  Government 
as  soon  as  possible  to  substitute  text  hooks  in  the  Vernacular'  in  Forms 
III,  IV,  V  and  VI  for  all  other  subjects  excepting  English  language, 
Withthess  words,  I  support  the  resolution. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated) :  Sir,  I  have  also  great  pleasure  in 
supporting  the  resolution  brought  forward-by  Mr.  Kallur  Navayana  Filial 
I  wish  to  emphasise  the  importance  of  this  change  not  so  much  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  improvement  to  the  Vernacular  language  that  can 
be  effected  by  this,  though  I  am  also  very  anxious  along  with  my  fellow- 
countrymen  that  the  Vernacular  language  should  be  improved.'  But: in 
discussing  this  question  of  adopting  the  Vernacular  as  the  medium  of  in¬ 
struction  in  English  schools,  that  need  not  be  the  main  point  of  consider¬ 
ation.  As  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  admitted,  from  an  abstract 
view-point  everybody  would  admit  that  the  best  means  of  giving  instru¬ 
ction  to:  youths  is  their  :  own.  Vernacular.  It  is  only  .owing  to  various 
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political  and  economic  conditions  that  .in  our  country  we  have  been 
obliged  to  impart  general  education  through  the  medium  of  a  foreign 
language. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLA1  ( Ambalapusha ) :  What  is  the  economic 
consideration,  please  ? 

Mr.  C._  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  The  economic  consideration  is 
that  owing  to  the  political  condition  English  education  has  got  a 
more  marketable  value.  Ho,  since  the  Vernacular  is  the  medium  of 
instruction  in  normal  condition  what  we  have  to  do  is  to  find  a  way 
out  of  tin!  difficulties  which  have  compelled  ns  to  adopt  English  as  the 
Medium. 

One.  difficulty  that  lias  been  raised  is  that  since  most  of  those 
who  come  for  education  in  our  'English  schools  have  as  their  ulti¬ 
mate  aim  a  university  career  and  since  education  in  the  univer¬ 
sity  is  and  will  lie  for  a  long  time  to  come  through  the  English 
language,  it  is  necessary  that  in  the  High  Schools  every  facility  should 
bo  given  for  the  mastery  of  the  English  language.  I  am  sure 
that,  from  a  practical  standpoint  this  should  he  given  due  weight  and 
until  we  have  got  the  full  sympathy  of  the  university  with  regard  to 
this  reform  and  we  can  have  in  view  a  near  future  when  the  university 
would  make  a  reform  in  this  direction,  we  cannot  afford  to  deteriorate 
the  knowledge  of  English  that  our  pupils  obtain  in  our  English  schools. 
But,  Sir,  1  wish  to  say  that  the  harm  to  the  knowledge  of  English  that 
would  arise'  by  imparting  knowledge  in  non-language  subjects  through 
the  medium  of  the.  Vernaculars  is  somewhat  exaggerated.  I  think  that 
if  instruction  in  general  knowledge  subjects  such  as  history,  geography 
and  science  ho  given  in  the  Vernaculars,  only  half  the  time  now  devoted 
to  the  teaching  of  those  subjects  need  he  given  to  them.  A  consider¬ 
able  time  can  therefore  he  set  free  for  being  devoted  to  a  proper  study  of 
English  as  a  language.  (Mr.  P.  K.  Narayana  Pillai :  Hear,  hear.) 

Another  point  that  I  would  mention  in  this  connection  is  while 
instruction  in  geograph/,  history  and  science  may  be  given  in  the 
Vernaculars,  it  is  possible  to  arrange  for  pupils  doing  English  language 
exercises,  of  which  the  subject-matter  may  be  history,  geography  or 
science.  What  I  mean  is  that  when  they  study  these  subjects,  they 
study  them  in  the  Vernaculars  so  that  they  understand  the  subject- 
matter  without  any  unnecessary  burden  on  their  intellect  owing  to 
dilliculties  of  language.  But  in  order  that  they  may  familiarise 
themselves  with  the  phraseology  necessary  for  dealing  with  subjects  in 
English,  it  is  desirable,  that  they  should  be  given  composition  exercises 
and  reading  exercises  in  English  of  which  the  subject-matter  is 
those  suhj  cuts.  Thereby,  I  think  that  the  harmful  effect  upon  the 
knowledge  of  English  can  be  minimised  to  a  great  extent  while  what 
they  learn  in  the  Vernacular  originally  would  become  more  impressed  by 
their  trying  to  express  their  ideas  in  the  English  language  with  which 
they  arc  also  conversant. 

MR.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kottayam) :  May  I  know  if  the  member  will 
recommend  increasing  the  number  of  years'  training  in  the  High  School  ? 

V"l.  IX.  N»  12.  r,l 
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MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Nominated)  :  My  proposition  floes  not  at  all 
involve  that. 

So,  when  we  consider  the  aspects  that  I  have  mentioned,  I  think 
that  the  harmful  effect  with  regard  to  the  knowledge  of  English  by  the 
adoption  of  the  Vernacular  as  the  medium  in  non-English  subjects  is 
exaggerated. 

It  has  been  said  that  in  the  Madras  Presidency  although  option  is 
given  to  the  managers  of  schools  and  the  parents  to  adopt  the  Vernaculars 
as  the  medium  for  answering  papers  in  the  8.  8.  E.  C.  Examination, 
very  few  have  taken  advantage  of  it.  Let  us  now  remember  that  when 
such  a  radical  change  is  introduced,  managers  and  parents  would  lw 
very  wary  to  run  the  risk  of  being  the  first  to  make  an  attempt  liko  that. 
If,  on  the  other  hand,  the  Government  would  insist  upon  tire  Verna¬ 
culars  being  the  medium,  I  am  sure  that  there,  would  be  no  such  difficulty. 
Now,  in  all  such  matters,  we  have  to  depend  upon  the  Government  to 
take  the  initiative  and  give  the  encouragement.  The  parents  arc  not  the 
best  judges  about  the  desirablity  or  otherwise  of  a  particular  method  of 
education.  If  we  leave  such  things  to  the  choice  and  discretion  of  the 
parents,  I  am  sure  many  educational  methods  and  principles  accepted 
by  the  educational  authorities  of  various  countries  will  not  bo  supported 
or  patronised  by  the  parents  of  the  pupils. 

MR.  KAYYALAM  PARAMESVARAN  P1LLA1  (Additional  Head  Hirkai 
Vakil ) :  May  I  know  from  the  member  whether  this  House  is  a  good 
judge  ? 

MR,  G.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated )  :  Well,  it  depends  upon  tilo  person¬ 
nel  of  the  House  and  I  do  not  want  to  express  an  opinion  about  any 
person  in  this  House.  If  the  members  of  the  House  have  devoted  their 
intelligent  attention  to  the  problems  of  education,  then,  this  House  will 
be  a  good  judge. 

So,  we  cannot  give  much  weight  to  the  fact  that  even  after  three 
years  there  are  not  many  parents  or  managers  of  schools  who  have 
taken  advantage  of  this  freedom  which  has  been  allowed  to  them,  For 
one  thing,  more  time  should  be  allowed  to  them.  As  far  as  I  can  under¬ 
stand,  only  three  years  have  elapsed  since  it  was  sanctioned  and  there 
is  just  the  time  for  any  school  to  have  introduced  the  change  in 
Form  IV  and  thus  bring  up  a  batch  of  pupils  to  Form  VI.  As  I  said, 
everyone  would  be  afraid  to  make  this  attempt  with  regard  to  his  own 
pupils,  So,  I  think  more  time  will  have  to  be  allowed  to  tost  whether 
this  system  will  become  popular  or  not.  Now,  the  great,  harm  done  to 
the  general  intellectual  development  of  the  pupils  because  general 
instruction  is  given  in  a  foreign  language,  cannot  be  exaggerated.  As 
has  been  observed,  the  attempt  to  learn  geography,  history,  nature 
study  and.  other  subjects  in  a  foreign  language  when  the  pupil  is  not  at 
all  able  to  understand  or  express  himself  in  that  language  is  a  burden  to 
the  intellect,  It  over-taxes  the  memory  and  neglects  the  other  faculties 
of  the  mind.  What  may  apparently  be  an  advantage  for  the  time  be¬ 
ing  turns  out  to  be  4  real  loss  when  the  question  of  the  harmonised  in¬ 
tellectual  development  of  the  pupil  is  consider^ 
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RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  ( Principal ,  Arts  College)-. 
Muyl  know  from  Mr.  Thomas  whether  he  bases  his  argument  on  the 
acceptance  »I  the  principle  uf  the  theory  of  the  faculty  of  the  mind  ? 

Mr.  C.  P-  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  I  am  just  using  that  expression 
iu  a  popular  sense  and  not  in  its  scientific  sense.  So,  any  small  dis¬ 
advantage  wo  may  have  to . suffer  with  regard  to  the  proficiency  of  bur 
pupils  in  the  knowledge  of  English,  which  itself  I  think  is  only  apparent 
and  temporary,  is  nothing  compared  to  tho  great  harm  done  to  the  pro¬ 
per  all-sided  intellectual  development  of  a' pupil.  With  theso  remarks, 
I. support  the  resolution. 

Mr.  M.  S1VATANU  PILLAI  (Toraht) :  May  we  have  the  benefit  of  the 
views  <>f  Itao  Dahadur  Iv.  V.  Jiangaswami  Aiycngar  on  this  subject? 

PRESIDENT  :  Hull  depends  on  the  time  we  have  at  our  disposal. 
We  would  like  to  hear  tho  non-ofiieial  members  mostly. 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.liuhalapHtha) :  ao(g)SOnadoao^20can — 

Mr.  K.  K.  THOMAS  (Kullaijam)-,  Sir.  is  tho  member  in  order? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (AmhtthqwAia)-.  aorgjeOaMaMg^zoooT — 

PRESIDENT  :  Yi  >u  must  make  your  speech  in  English,  Mr.  Narayana 
filial. 

MR.  P.  K,  NARAYANA  P  ILL  A I  {.ImhaUiptuAui)'.  The  proposition 
before  the  House  is  whether  it  is  not  possible  to  impart  instruction  in 
tho  English  schools  through  tho  medium  of  the  Vernaculars. 

Mr.'K.  MADHAVAN  PILLAI  (Trimndram  enm  Neduvangad ):  Why 
should  the  member  call  them  English  schools? 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalaimsha)  :  They  are  called 
English  schools  in  common  parlance,  not  that  they  belong  to  the 
English  nation.  I  think,  Sir,  there,  is  a  strong  inclination  on  the  part  of 
the  educationists  themselves  in  the  direction  to  employ  the  Vernacular 
language  for  tho  purpose  of  imparting  instruction  in  the  English  Middle 
Schools.  The  learned  .Director  of  Public  Instruction  has  been  good 
enough  to  place  before  tlic  House  an  abstract  of  the  views  expressed 
upon  this  subject  iu  various  educational  centres  from  which  I  conclude 
that  the  attempt  is  to  try  the  Vernacular  as  a  medium  of  instruction  in 
various  schools.  To  my  mind,  it  appears,  Sir,  that  it  is  a  covetable  pro¬ 
position.  For,  the  acquisition  of  a  proper  grip  over  the  English  langu¬ 
age,  especially  iu  the  way  it  is  now  attempted  to  he  acquired,  seems  to 
be  an  unusually  hard  task. 

Then,  the  question  has  been  raised  that  though  the  option  has  been 
offered  to  the  .students  to  answer  question  papors  for  the  School  Leaving 
Certificate  Examination  in  the  Vernaculars,  why  is  it  that  pupils  do  not 
take  advantage  of  that.  My  answer  to  that  is  of  a  manifold  variety, 
first  of  all,  ilu:  English  language  as  such,  that  is  to  say,  as  a  language, 
has  its  own  value.  Therefore,  a  thorough  grounding  in  the  English 
language  would  stand  a  person  in  very  good  stead,  not  only  for  purposes 
of  tho  examination,  lmt;  in  other  walks  of  life  as  well.  So  long  there¬ 
fore  as  tliis  artificial  price  is  set  upon  the  English  language  itself,  .it  is- 
very  difficult  to  wean  students  away  from  that  leaning,  That  is  one 
aspect  of  the  question, 
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The  second  aspect  of  the  question  is  that  it  is  extremely  debatable 
whether,  as  things  stand  at  present,  the  teachers  themselves  would  like 
the  idea  of  pupils  answering  in  the  Vernaculars,  The  Director  of  Public 
Instruction  said  that  the  parents  do  not  want  the  students  to  answer  in 
the  Vernaculars.  I  am  not  quite  certain  with  respect  to  that.  So  far 
as  the  ordinary  parent  or  guardian  is  concerned,  it  tabes  years  for  him 
to  understand  the  various  reforms  in  such  things.  To  quote- an  in¬ 
stance,  even  after  the  lapse  of  ten  years  since  the  Nayar  Regulation  of 
1088  was  passed,  people  were  under  many  erroneous  impressions  with 
respect  to  the  question  of  marriage  in  the  Nair  Society.  So  it  takes  a 
number  of  years  for  such  ideas  to  get  down  to  the  ordinary  man,  and  it 
cannot  therefore  be  properly  said  that  it  is  the  apathy  of  the  guardian 
or  the  parent  that  is  answerable  for  the  non-inclination  on  the  part  of 
the  students  to  answer  in  the  Vernacular.  The  situation  on  a  general 
inspection  of  the  whole  question  may  be  seen  to  be  that  a  number  of 
teachers  are  averse  to  this  system  of  answering.  They  arc  unable  to 
lecture  in  the  Vernaculars ;  they  have  themselves  no  grip  on  the  Verna¬ 
culars'.  They  cannot  write  two  correct  sentences  in  the  Vernacular. 
So  many  teachers  of  that  variety  do  exist ;  so  long  as  they,  are  there,  it 
is  not  surprising  that  the  students  themselves  are  not  allowed- to  have 
the  course  open  to  them.  Prom  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Hainan  Menon  and 
Mr.  C.  1;>.  Qhomas,  it  is  amply  clear  that  this  necessity  to  enslave  one¬ 
self  to  a  foreign  language  creates  a  cramping  effect  upon  the.  mental 
faculties  to  a  certain  extent.  Mr.  Krishnaswami  Aiyar  has  been 
speaking  with  reference  to  the  non-language  subjects.  Why  should  we 
exempt  the  study  of  the  English  language  itself  in  this  matter  when  it 
is  quite  possible  that  through  the  medium  of  the  Vernacular  itself 
English  language  can  be  better  taught?  For  the  teaching  of  Sanskrit 
language,  nobody  thinks  of  starting  with  Sanskrit  itself.  Sanskrit  is  a 
tough  language.  I  am  sure  that  scholars  like  my  friend  Mr.  Chacko 
will  admit  ( laughter )  that  it  is  so.  And  yet  a  student  who  is  initiated 
into  the  study  of  Sanskrit  is  not  obliged  to  resort  to  the  medium  of 
Sanskrit.  When  it  comes  to  a  question  of  the  English  language,  it  is 
through  the  English  language  itself  that  education  is  imparted. 

Mr.  C.  P.  THOMAS  ( Nominated ):  Does  not  the  Sanskrit  language 
differ  from  the  English  language  in  that  the  former  is  a  dead  language 
and  the  latter  a  living  one  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( AmbaJapu«/ia ):  It  makes  no  dif¬ 
ference.  In  various  other  respects  too,  English  language  is  different 
from  the  Sanskrit  language. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
May  I  know  the  percentage  of  Sanskrit  scholars  who  are  able  to  converse 
in  Sanskrit . 

Mr,  P,  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  l,Autbalajmzlta)  :  I  have  heard 
many  of  them  talk  in  Sanskrit- 
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Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAIVII  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Pi iblie  Instruction ): 
There  are  a  few,  I  do  not  deny,  but,  what  proportion  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambaltqmsha)  :  That  is  very  difficult 
to  estimate.  I.  have  heard  Sanskrit  lectures  delivered, 

Mr.  R.  KRISHNASWAMI  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)'. 
Takins  those  Sanskrit  scholars  whom  the  member  knows,  how  many 
of  thorn  would  bo  able  to  converse  in  Sanskrit  ? 

MR1.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Anihiihtjvucha) :  AH  scholars  that 
I  know  of  arc  able  to  talk.  I’ni-haps  with  a  smattering  knowledge 
of  Sanskrit,  people  will  not  be  able  to  talk,  I  have  heard  Sanskrit 
lectures  in  the  Arts  College  by  Mr.  Thuravuv  Narayana  Sasfcrigal,  by 
Bev.  Johnson  of  .Benares  and  by  His  Highness  the  late  lamented  Kerala 
Variua  Valia  Knil  Tampuruu.  I  have  heard  all  these  people  talk  in 
Sanskrit  and  deliver  lectures  in  Sanskrit. 

MR.  R.  KRISHNASWAIVII  AIYAR  (Ag.  Director  of  Public  Instruction) : 
1  suppose  the  member  takes  it  tor  granted  that  those  who  pass  the  fjastri 
Tost  correspond  to  those  who  pass  the  School  Final  Examination. 

Mr  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  {Ambalupusha):  Yes. 

'  MR.  R.  KRISHHASWAMI  AIYAR  (,!,/.  Director  of  Public  Instruction)  : 
What  proportion  of  them  are  able  to  talk  in  Sanskrit? 

MR.  P- K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (.1  mhahipuzlm) :  Some  ol:  them  would 
be  able  to  talk  in  Sanskrit  in  a  very  fair  way.  Just  as  the  student 
who  passes  tlio  School  Heaving  Examination  would  be  able  to  talk 
correct  English,  they  would  bo  able  to  talk  correct  Sanskrit.  Probably, 
there  may  not  be  .so  much  of  fluency,  because  Sanskrit  grammar  is  more 
impenetrable  than  the  English  grammar. 

My  submission,  Sir,  is  that  if  you  manage  to.teach  English  through 
the  medium  ol‘  the  Vernacular,  much  may  be  saved  so  far  as  the  student 
is  concerned. 

MR.  C.  P.  THOMAS  (Xnii.iiHitnl) :  May  I  know  whether  the  member 
has  absolutely  no  faith  in  what  is  called  the  direct  method  of  teaching? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (Ambahqmzlia)  :  That  also  may  be 
attempted  side  by  side  with  the  old  method  so  that  the  students  may  bo 
able  to  understand,  if  I  am  allowed  to  make  a  comparison,  I  may  say 
that  I  am  reminded  of  a  person  who  having  translated  various  things 
into  another  language  found  it  ratluu'  difficult  to  understand  his  own 
translation.  II  is  procedure  may  be  compared  to  the  attempt  of  a 
blind  man  to  understand  the  colour  of  curds.  In  the  presence  of  a  blind 
man  it  was  said  that  the  colour  of  curds  was  white.  ’Of  course,  the  blind 
man  had  never  seen  curds.  ‘  What  is  white  he  asked.  ‘It  is  like  a 
crane ’.was  the  reply.  The  blind  man  again  asked, ‘what  is  a  crane.’ 
The  other  man  lost  all  patience  and  said  ‘  it  is  something  like  this’  show¬ 
ing  bis  bent  arm  end  then  Hus  blind  man  was  made  to  grope  it ;  running 
his  own  bund  over  the  other's  bent  arm  the  Wind  man  exclaimed  that 
he  understood  what  curds  looked  like.  (Laughter.)  Ho,  translating 
from  other  languages  and  asking  the  student  to  swallow  all  those 
things,  whether  the  student  understands  it  or  not,  is  creating  a  sort

of  blight  so  far  as  the  impressionable  age  in  the  career  of  a  student  is 
concerned.  You  can  speak  directly  to  the  student  and  easily  give  an  idea 
of  a  mouse  in  Malayalam.  All  such  small  things  can  he  taught  in  the 
Vernacular  language.  Why  not  adopt  the  Vernacular  language  as 
the  medium  of  study?  That  is  a  matter  to  bo  considered.  The 
learned  Director  himself  said  that  ho  would  bestow  his  attention  upon 
the  subject.  Further,  a  comparison  of  the  system  of  education  followed 
in  India  and  in  Japan  is  very  interesting  in  (his  respect.  They  are  also 
following  the  western  system  of  education  with  this  difforonco  that,  in 
Japan,  native  language  is  used  as  the  medium  of  instruction.  Thereby 
originality  is  stimulated  in  Japan,  whereas  originality  is  not  stimulated 
here.  In  fact,  you  get  into  an  artificial  sphere,  by  being  obliged  to 
adhere  to  a  peculiar  channel  which  hardly  suits  you,  and  hence  all 
originality  is  crushed  and  you  fool  that  you  arc  in  an  artificial  sphere 
while  you  are  getting  your  education.  So  the  attempt  is  well  worth 
making  and  I  would  request  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction  to  make 
it  as  early  as  possible. 

RAO  BAHADUR  K.  V.  RANGASWAMI  AIYANGAR  (.Principal,  College- of 
Art*) :  May  I  know  from  Mr.  Narayana  Pillai  whether,  in  Japan, 
English  has  got  the  same  value  that  it  has  in  India  ? 

MR.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  (,lw/«  hip  ?/.:/«/• ) ;  No.  Tt  cannot  have. 
It  is  thorefore  that  I  said  that  English  language  as  such  has  a  value  iu 
India  especially  in  Travancorc. 

MR.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mitiaohil  cum  Drrm>ln-m)  :  SSir.it  has  often 
been  difficult  for  members  on  this  side,  of  the  House  to  agree  with 
the  views  expressed  from  the  official  side.  Dut  in  this  particular 
instance,  I  find  no  difficulty  to  agree  with  the  views  of  Mr.  Krislma- 
swami  A.iyar.  English  has  now  practically  become  an  absolute  neces¬ 
sity  whether  politically,  economically,  socially  or  oven  religiously. 

Mr.  P.  K.  NARAYANA  PILLAI  ( Amba!apit::h«y.  Even  religiously  ? 

Mr.  K.  I.  JOSEPH  (Mi-meMI  cum  Divirolam) :  Yes;  if  anybody  wants 
further  explanation,  I  am  prepared  to  give  it.  So,  considering  the 
importance  of  the  language,  it  is  necessary  that  our  youngsters  should  bo 
given  sufficient  opportunities  to  train  themselves  in'  this  language. 
The  imparting  of  education  in  English  aids  them  in  getting  a  good 
mastery  of  the  language  itself. ~ In  that  wav,  the  imparting  of  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  English  language  is  advisable  under  1,1m  prosont  circumstan¬ 
ces,  on  viewing  tliejnatter  from  an  educational  point  of  view  also,  I 
may  say  that  the  present  system  is  necessary  because  there  are  certain 
subjects  which  cannot  bo  properly  taught  in  the.  Vernacular.  Even  the 
member  who  moved  this  resolution  and  tlic  member  who  .supported  it 
were  not  able  to  express  certain  ideas  in  the  Vernacular.  Like  them, 
the  teachers  also  will  often  find  it  difficult  to  express  their  ideas  in 
the  Vernacular.  I  think,  therefore,  that  the  present  system  of  imparting 
education  in  Euglishps  good  and  necessary.

1.  Before  proceeding  with  the  further  discussion  of  proposals  relating 
to  Part  II  of  tlie  budgofc  for  1102,  Mr.  Clutnganaohery  i£.  Paramosvaraii 
Pillai,  referring  to  the  discussion  that  took  placo  at  the  previous  day’s 
meeting  relating  to  the  constitution  of  the  Buie  Committee  under  the 
new  Civil  Procedure  Code,  said  that  there  was  no  work  for  the  eom- 
.mittee  immediately  as  all  the  orders  and  rules  have  been  embodied  in 
•the  new -Civil  Procedure  Code,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  constitute 
At.  But  Mr.  (J.  EararadSvanin  Pillai  pointed  out  thill  It  was  necessary  to 
appoint  the  committee  under  the  statute  and  that,  If  tho  committee  was 
not  constituted,  some  rime  would  have  to  be,  lost  when  the  ncod  for 
'  amending  any  rules  or  orders:  or  framing  new  rules  or  orders  arose.  Mr. 

:  plia^ato'achery  K. . Paramesvaran  Pillai  deferred  to  this  view  and  agreed 
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that  tho  committee  might  be  constituted  and  the  Secretary  to  the  com¬ 
mittee  also  appointed.  But  ho  said  that  tiro  rest  ot  the  staff  need  be  en¬ 
tertained  only  when  the  need  for  framing  any  rules  or  orders  or  amend¬ 
ing'  any  of  the  existing  rules  or  orders  actually  arose.  Anyhow,  he  said 
that  the  necessary  provision  might,  he  made  in  .the  budget  for  1102  for 
the  reduced  staff  decided  upon  the  previous  day. 

2.  Mr.  Obangnnsiv.hory  K.  Paramesvaran  Piltai  then  pointed  out  that 
tho  provision,  ol  a  large  sum'  in  the  Education  Budget  for  1102,  under 
stipends  and  scholarships,  was  unnecessary.  He  did  not  approve  the 
principle  underlying  the  recent  orders  of  tlus  Government  relating  to 
tho  subject  of  scholarships.  Hu  said  ho  had.  no  objection  to  continue 
tho  scholarships  to  the  poor  and  to  oven  increase  the  allotment  for  that 
purpose,  but  tho  scholarships  for  merit  need  not  now  be  given. 
Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  said  that  it  would  be  an  inducement  for  further  studies 
even  in  the  case  of  those  who  could  afford  the  expense,  of  a  higher 
education,  to  which  Mr.  Changanachory  Paramesvaran  Pillai  remarked 
that  there  was  no  raison  why  any  special  inducements  should  now  be 
bold  out  for  higher  education  in  tho  country.  The  Ag.  Dewan  said  that 
the  point  was  ono  deserving  of  discussion  in  the  Legislative  Council 
and  might  well  be  brought  up  at  the  Budget  Session.

I,  The  budget  estimate  of  expenditure  for  1102  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  was  first  taken  up  for  consideration. 

1.  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Piilai  enquired  why  an  amount  of 
Ks.  8,000  was  provided  in  the  detailed  budget  of  the  Public  Works 
Department  for  1102  against  item  20,  "Incomplete  Works — construction 
Of  a  combined  mint  and.  stamp  manufactory  in  the  premises  of  the 
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Government  Press",  and  whether  there  was  any  idea  of  shifting  the 
stamp  manufactory  anti  mint  to  the  building  under  construction.  Mr. 
K.  George  said  that  the  buildings  were  not  meant  for  the  stamp  manu¬ 
factory  and  mint,  and'  that  the  provision  was  for  completing  the  building 
which  has  boon  partially  constructed. 

2.  Passing  on  to  item  No.  288—"  Incomplete  Works  -  Project  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Alleppey-Shertallai  Canal,  ”  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai 
said  tlmt  th ore  was  no  use  in  spending  money  on  that  work  when  the 
projoet  itself  was  abandoned,  to  which  Mr.  K.  George,  replied  that  the 
provision  was  made  with  a,  view  to  complete  the  works  partially  done 
at  the  two  ends  of  the  canal. 

3.  In  regard  to  item  No.  3'iO  - Incomplete  Works — Kottukal  chan¬ 
nel",  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  urged  the  necessity  for  completing 
the  work  without  delay  ns  the  whole  of  the  chi  which  thechannel  was 
intended  to  serve,  had  been  all  but  mined. 

•1,  Mr.  G.  Paramesvaran.  Pillai  pointed  out  the  necessity  for  pro¬ 
viding  one,  set  of  Indian  cooking  utensils  in  camp-sheds  and  travellers’ 
bungalows.  The  Ag.  Dewan  said  that  the  suggestion  would  lis  consi¬ 
dered,  v 

5.  Mr.  G.  Paramos  varan  Pillai  said  that  the  section  of  the  road  from 
Podiyadi  to  Niruttupuram  should  bo  taken  up  and  completed.  Mr. 
Changanuchery  K.  .1  ’anunesvaran  Pillai  pointed  out  that  ' it  was  a  very 
difficult  portion  for  properly  laying  out  a  road.  The  Ag.  Dewan  said 
tlmt  the  matter  might  he  brought  up  at  the  Council,  where,  in  consulta¬ 
tion  with  the  Chief  Hngineer,  it  could  be  considered  if  provision  could 
hematic  for  the  work  in  1102.

7.  Mr,  G.  Puramesvaran  Pillai  said  that  three  more  culverts  on  the 
Amaravila-Oitusekharamangalam  road  were  necessary  and  that  these 
should  ho  arranged  for  as  early  ns  possible. 

8.  Mr.  G.  I’arnmoRvaran  Pillai  also  suggested  that  provision  should 
be  made  as  arly  as  possible  for  the  construction  of  the  Legislative 
Council  Hall.  Mr.  K.  George  said  that  there  was  a  proposal  to  acquire 
a  site  to  the  west  of  the  Public  Offices,  but  that  it  would  be  very  costly.

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could  bs  housed  there  He  urged  that  the  work  in  connection  with  the 
Oouncil  huilding  should  in  any  case  be  expedited. 

9  Mr.  G-.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  mentioned  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas’ 
request  for  locating  all  the  civil  courts  and  offices  in  Kottayam  in  the 
District  Court  premises.  The  Ag.  Dewan  said  that  there  was  an  in¬ 
terpellation  from  Mr.  K.  K.  Thomas  himself  to  be  answered  at  the 
ICarkatakam  session  of  the  Council.

It  was  noted  that  one  of  the  temporary  Munsiffs’  courts  would  bo 
abolished,  the  personnel  of  the  staff  of  that  court  being  absorbed  in  the 
new  court,  and  that  the  staff  of  the  magisterial  section  of  the  Taluk 
Office  would  also  be  reduced,  these  resulting  in  a  saving  to  the  extent  of 
Rs.  0,384  per  annum.

•  Mr.  Changanachery  K.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  said  that  the  system 
of  judicial  administration  in  Trnvancoro  was  very  much  the  same,  as  in 
British  India  and  that,  as  the  British  Government  had  instituted  an 
enquiry  into  the  matter  of  law’s  delays  by  means  6f  a  committee  which 
had  arrived  at  certain  conclusions  and  submitted  a  report,  it  would'  be 
well  if  the  High  Court  could  be  made  to  go  through  that  report  and  try 
to  adopt  such  of  the  suggestions  as  might  bo  suitable  to  the  conditions 
prevailing  in  Travancore.  He  said  that  the  Government  should  wait 
until  tho  High  Court  had  studied  that,  report  and  recorded  their  views 
before  a  committee  was  constituted.  Even  if  a  committee,  wore  to  be 
appointed,  it  .  was  unnecessary  to  choose  a  retired  Chief  Justice  as  its 
President  and  pay  him  B.  Rs.  1,200  per  mensem.  A  younger  Judgo 
from  the  High  Court  might  bo  selected  and  it  would  have  this  advantage 
.that  the  officer  would  remain  in  tho  High  Court  to  see  that  tiro  arrange¬ 
ments  proposed  by  the  committee  are  put  into  working  order.

2,  UU)  for  two  years,  and  tho  provision ,  in  tho  Education  Budget 
for  1102,  of  a  sum  of  Kk.  3,100.  Messrs,  Changanachery  K.  Paramcs- 
varau  Pillai  ttnd  G.  Paramos  varan  Pillai  were  not  to  the  proposal  as 
they  fell,  that  thorn*  wishing  to  pursue  higher  studies  in  literature  and 
other  uon-teehnieal  subjects  should  do  so  at  their  own  expense.  Mr. 
(thiuiganachcry  K,  Paramesvaran  Pillai  added  that  the  grant  of  study 
leave  for  pursuing  higher  studies  in  medicine  was  on  a  different  foot¬ 
ing  altogether  and  that  he  was  therefore  opposed  to  the  proposal.  Mr. 
Nr  V.  .Joseph  said  that  it  would  bo  cheaper  to  give  Miss  Gomez  study 
leave  and  allowances  than  to  entertain  later  on  a  high-paid  European' 
Professor  of  English  and  that  she  would  be  more  useful  to  the  college 


and  that'  he  was-  therefpre  for  tho  mopusal.  The  Committee  was,  by  a 
majority,  agreeable  to  the  proposal  and  theieloie  left  the  matter  to  be 
decided  by  tho  Conned. 

10.  The  Committee  accepted  the  proposal  for  the  appointment  of  a 
clerk  on  Es.  35  per  mensem  tor  three  months  for  the  committee  to  be 
appointed  for  reporting  on  .the  improvement  oi  the  pay  and  prospects  of 
Vernacular  school  teachers,  the  amonm  of  Es  105  required  therefor 
being  met  from  the  sum  ot  Es.  o 00  to  be  provided  for  under  Travelling, 
allowance  to  the  non-official  members  of  the  proposed  committee.  . 

11.  The  next  proposal  taken  up  for  consideration  related  to  grants 

to  private  colleges  and  private  hostels.  It  was  proposed  (1)  that  private 
colleges  might  be  declared,  eligible  lor  grants-m-aid,  (2)  that  grants  might 
ordinarily  be  given  only  if  tne  conditions  prescribed  in  the  Education 
Code  were  complied  with,  and  (3)  that  the  payment  of  grants  might  be 
made  subject  to  the  provision  of  fundi.  It  was  also  proposed  to 
recognise  the  principle  of  allowing  grants-m-aid  to  college  hostels  on 
the  basis  of  the  net  total  cost  to  the  management  and  also  to  pay  as 
grant  half  the  total  cost  of  furniture,  books  and  appliances  and  half  the1 
cost  in  respect  of  buildings  to  be  used  exclusively  tor  the  teaching  of 
scientific  subjects  and  of  one-third  the  cost  to  other  educational  buildings. 
The  net  amount  required  for  these  purposes  was  calculated  at 
Ks.  88,579.  A  sura  ot  Es.  8,50,000  had  already  been  provided  for 
grants-in-aid  in  the  budget  for  1102.  It  was  proposed  to  provide  an’ 
additional  sum  of  Es,  39,000  iu  the  Education  Budget  for  1102.  Of  the. 
total  of  Rs  8,89,000  so  available  for  grants-in-aid,  a  sum  of  Es.  89,000 
was  proposed  to  be  set  apart  for  grants  to  colleges  and  the  balance  of 
fig.  8,00,000  for  grants-in-aid  to  schools.  . 

Messrs,.  Changanachery  K.  Paramesvaran  Pillai  and  G.  Parames- 
varan  Pillai,  while  not  objecting  to  the  grants  themselves;  were  opposed 
to  the  enunciation  of  any  definite-  principle  or  policy  in  regard1  to  First 
Grade  Colleges  till  the  Government  had  come,  to  a  decision  on  the  re¬ 
port  of  .the  University  Committee.  If  the  Government  decided  in1 
favour  of  a  residential  type  of  University,  then  the  growth  of  First 
Grade  Colleges  in  different  centres  would  lie  an  obstacle  in  the  way  and 
the  Government;  by  encouraging  their  development  by  allowing  exten¬ 
sions  of  buildings  and  giving  grants  therefor  in  pursuance  of  a  definite 
.  policy, .  would  be  handicapped  by  serious’  problems '  of  vested  interests. 

If  the  Government  did  not  enunciate  a  policy  or  actively  encourage  the 
growth  of  these  institutions,  at  .least,  the- Government .  •  would  hot  be 
responsible.  Till  then,  they  said.,  they  were  not  against  the  award  of 
;  grants  iu’  individual  cases  on  their  merits',  but  no  fixed  principles  or  po- 
.  licy  . need  be  laid  down  in  the  matter.  Air.  S’,  V.  Joseph  pointed  out 
l  that  till  the  University  Committee’s  report’ was  accepted  by  the  Gov- 
■  eminent,  they  had  to  make  suitable  ■  provision  for  the  students  coming 
.  ,.  np  for  collegiate  education.  He  was  therefore  in  favour  of  the  propo- 
I- 'j  sals  made  by  the  ..Government,  .■■.Finally,  Messrs,  Chsnganachery 
.  Earaihesvaran  Pillai  and  G.  Paramesyaran.  Pillai  admitted  the  need 
for  the  aid  to  colleges  and  agreed  to  the  proposed  grants  on :  two  condi-  ; 
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W  that  tho  grants  were  not  .intended  to  support  or  encourage 
the  starting  of  First  Grade  Colleges;  and 

(ii)  that  no  enunciation  of  a  policy  in  regard  to.  the  grants  as. 
proposed  by  the  Government  was  made  such  as  would  place  them 
in  a  difficult  situation  at  the  time  .of  starting  a  University. 

•  In  this  view,  Mr.  N.  V.  Joseph  also  agreed. 

Accordingly,  the  Committee  agreed  to  the  additional  allotment 
of  Bs.  89,000  in  the  Education  Budget  for  11$2  under  20  F  -  Grants-in 
aid.
